REVISED  ORDINANCES. 


Boston,  August  21,  1885. 
To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council:  — 

The  undersigned,  Commissioners  appointed  in  conformity 
witli  the  order  of  June  9,  1885,  "to  consider  and  report 
what  amendments  to  the  ordinances  are  rendered  necessary 
by  Chapter  266  of  the  Acts  of  1885,  entitled  ^  An  Act  to 
amend  the  Charter  of  the  City  of  Boston,'"  having  per- 
formed tliat  duty,  beg  leave  herewith  to  submit  the  following 

REPORT: 

The  new  law  amendatory  of  our  City  Charter,  Chapter  266 
of  the  Acts  of  1885,  has  effected  most  important  changes  in 
the  executive  or  administrative  functions  of  the  City  Govern- 
ment. By  thfe  present  Charter,  as  enacted  in  1854,  the  Board 
of  Aldermen  was  especially  an  executive  board ;  and  the 
Mayor,  though  "  taken  and  deemed  to  be  the  chief  executive 
officer  of  the  corporation,"  was  in  reality  almost  powerless. 
The  power  reserved  to  the  Common  Council  to  share  in  the 
votes  establishing  appropriations  and  establishing  and  elect- 
ing the  necessary  officers  for  the  transaction  of  public  busi- 
ness, resulted  in  giving  to  that  body  also  a  very  considerable 
influence  in  the  executive  branch.  The  city  was  largely 
under  the  management  of  committees,  and  in  many  instances 
resort  to  the  main  body  was  neither  intended  nor  practised. 

The  new  law  has  entirely  changed  this  system,  and  has 
most  pointedly  prohibited  the  City  Council  or  either  branch 
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thereof,  or  any  member,  either  alone  or  as  a  committee-man, 
from  taking  any  part,  directly  or  indirectly,  "in  the  employ- 
ment of  labor,  the  making  of  contracts,  the  purchase  of  mate- 
rials or  supplies,  the  construction,  alteration,  or  repair  of  any 
public  works,  buildings,  or  other  property,  or  the  care,  cus- 
tody, and  management  of  the  same,  or  in  the  conduct  of  any 
of  the  executive  or  administrative  business  of  the  city,  or  in 
the  expenditure  of  public  money,  except  such  as  may  be  nec- 
essary for  the  contingent  and  incidental  expenses  of  the  City 
Council  or  of  either  branch  thereof." 

The  rigor  of  this  system  extends,  as  will  be  seen,  even  to 
those  boards  whereon  a  minority  has  hitherto  consisted  of 
members  of  the  City  Council,  such  as  the  Trustees  of  the 
City  Hospital,  Mount  Hope  Cemetery,  and  the  Public 
Library,  and  the  Directors  of  the  East  Boston  Ferries,  and 
the  Public  Institutions. 

Instead  of  the  former  method  all  the  executive  functions 
are  now  "  vested  in  the  Mayor,  to  be  exercised  through  the 
several  officers  and  boards  of  the  city  in  their  respective 
departments,  under  his  general  supervision  and  control." 
The  Mayor  is  to  nominate  these  heads  of  departments,  sub- 
ject to  confirmation  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  and  may 
remove  them  "for  such  cause  as  he  shall  deem  sufficient  and 
shall  assign  in  his  order  for  removal."  Each  head  of  a  de- 
partment in  like  manner  may  appoint  and  remove  his 
subordinates. 

For  the  direction  and  control  of  committees  over  these 
officers  and  boards  the  constant  and  immediate  oversight  of 
the  Mayor  is  substituted,  and  there  is,  therefore,  from  this 
time  forward  a  system  which  does  not  rely  upon  the  volun- 
tary services  of  members  of  the  City  Council,  but  substitutes 
those  of  officials  held  to  a  strict  accountability  to  their 
respective  superiors  and  to  the  Mayor,  and  through  the 
Mayor  to  the  public. 

Very  considerable  and  important  powers  and  duties  of  the 
City  Council  and  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  are,  however,  left 
untouched  in  the  legislative  branch.  The  power  remains  to 
the  City  Council  to  establish  and  define  by  ordinance  the 
departments  necessary  for  the  transaction  of  public  business, 
to  establish  the  number  of  subordinates,  and  to  assign  their 
duties  and  to  provide  for  their  compensation ;  and  with  this 
power  goes  tjie  corresponding  duty  to  do  so  fully  and  with 
precision.  Since  many  of  the  present  ordinances  establish- 
ing the  departments  are  meagre  and  inadequate,  —  much 
being  left  to  the  unwritten  customs  and  traditions  of  the 
committees,  —  we  have  endeavored  to  make  them  full  and 
complete  in  setting  forth  the  duties  of  the  officers. 
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The  right  to  assess  the  taxes  annually  and  to  apportion 
the  necessary  appropriations  is  untouched,  as  is  also  the 
right  of  the  City  Council  to  hold  every  officer  intrusted  with 
the  expenditure  of  the  public  money  to  a  rigid  account. 

The  prohibition  that  the  City  Council  shall  take  "  no 
part  in  the  expenditure  of  the  public  money,"  refers 
solely  to  the  expending  of  the  money,  and  not  the 
raising  of  it  by  taxation,  nor  the  apportionment  of  it.  The 
direct  representatives  of  the  people,  annually  elected  for 
the  purpose,  are  still  to  act  in  behalf  of  their  constituents  in 
deciding  upon  the  necessity  of  all  public  works,  and  the 
maintenance  of  all  public  departments.  They  may,  and 
should,  examine  most  carefully  into  all  demands  upon  the 
public  purse,  and  order  all  necessary  expenditures  with  a 
sedulous  attention  to  the  general  welfare.  It  is  probal^le,  in- 
deed; that  they  will,  in  the  future,  specify  with  much  more 
detail,  in  their  orders  of  appropriation,  the  different  items 
and  the  purposes  for  which  they  are  designated,  than  has 
been  the  case  in  the  past,  when  the  entire  process  of  expend- 
ing money  remained,  in  most  instances,  under  the  control  of 
their  own  committees.  It  is  certainly  desirable  that  they 
should.  The  execution  of  their  orders,  however,  will  at 
once  pass  from  their  control  to  the  departments  which  the 
new  law  puts  in  exclusive  possession  of  all  executive  func- 
tions. 

The  City  Council  may,  by  ordinance,  provide  all  such 
checks  and  restraints  upon  the  departments,  in  the  nature  of 
general  regulations,  as  prudence  would  suggest,  although 
they  may  not  be  recited  in  the  law.  The  lack  of  direct  and 
immediate  supervision  by  the  legislative  body  renders  it  an 
urgent  necessity  to  frame  ordinances,  in  advance,  sufBciently 
numerous  and  precise  to  meet  all  ordinary  cases.  Thus  the 
law  gives,  to  the  officers  and  boards,  the  right  to  "make  all 
necessary  contracts  for  the  employment  of  labor,  the  supply 
of  materials,  and  the  construction,  alteration,  and  repair  of 
all  public  works  and  buildings,"  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  Mayor  where  the  expenditure,  under  any  contract,  will 
exceed  two  thousand  dollars.  The  power  of  heads  of  de- 
partments over  the  employment  of  labor  is,  indeed,  limited 
by  the  civil-service  act.  As  to  the  making  of  other  con- 
tracts, the  Commissioners  recommend  that  these  ordinances 
shall  restrain  the  heads  of  the  departments,  in  the  same  gen- 
eral manner,  and  to  an  even  greater  extent  than  the  joint 
committees  were  formerly  restrained  by  the  joint  rules. 
We  have,  therefore,  prepared  with  considerable  care  a  gen- 
eral ordinance  (Chapter  IG)  to  cover  the  entire  subject. 
As  a  uniform  system  of  appointment,  removal,  and  accounta- 
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bility  is  established  by  the  new  law,  we  have  taken  pains 
(in  Chapter  4)  to  supplement  the  law,  by  establishing  as  uni- 
form a  system  as  practicable  for  the  proceedings  of  all  de- 
partments, in  such  matters  as  the  organization  of  boards, 
keeping  records,  making  reports,  accounting  for  the  receipt 
and  payment  of  money,  making  abatements,  the  disposal  of 
property,  and  the  tenure  of  subordinates. 

That  the  Board  of  Aldermen  has  lost  many  of  its  powers 
by  the  new  law  is  evident.  It  is  to  be  noted,  however,  that 
this  board  has  by  various  statutes  been  intrusted  with  powers 
that  are  quasi  judicial  or  ministerial,  and  are  vested  in  it  as 
an  independent  board  of  local  "public  officers,"  —  as  they 
are  termed  by  the  Supreme  Court,  —  and  not  as  a  part  of  the 
legislative  branch  of  the  City  Government.  These  powers, 
not  being  executive,  are  not  taken  away  by  the  new  law. 
Thus,  the  board  will  still  order  sewers  to  be  located  and 
built,  and  will  assess  the  damages  and  betterments  therefor. 
They  can  still  issue  licenses,  and  grant  locations  for  railroads, 
gas,  telegraph  and  telephone  companies,  and  the  like.  It 
would  seem,  also,  that,  as  surveyors  of  highways,  they  are 
still  to  decide  how  streets  are  to  be  constructed  or  paved, 
when  the  work  is  to  be  done,  and  to  establish  grades  and 
locate  sidewalks.  They  will  also  locate  street-lamps,  and 
order  them  to  be  set  up  and  maintained.  But,  in  all  these 
and  similar  matters,  the  execution  of  the  orders  can  no 
longer  be  intrusted  to  committees  of  their  body.  The  work 
must  be  at  once  transferred  to  the  proper  department  for 
execution.  In  fact,  a  right  to  an  appeal  to  the  whole  board 
will  alw  ays  remain  to  every  applicant  for  the  exercise  of  these 
functions,  which  from  their  judicial  nature  cannot  be  dele- 
gated to  a  committee.  A  committee  may,  by  vote  of  the 
board,  give  hearings  and  report  orders,  but  the  judgment  of 
the  whole  board  must  be  pronounced  on  the  matter  involved. 

In  this  connection  one  exception  may  be  noted.  It  is  often 
desirable  that  claims  against  the  city  should  be  settled  outside 
of  the  courts.  Hitherto  this  has  been  done  by  a  joint  com- 
mittee. The  Commissioners  have  reported  an  ordinance  em- 
powering the  Mayor  so  to  settle  claims  in  certain  cases,  if 
approved  hy  a  similar  committee  and  by  the  City  Solicitor. 
Here  the  right  of  appeal  is  in  abeyance,  since  the  claimant 
accejits  the  award  of  the  committee,  and  the  City  Council  has 
in  advance  agreed  to  accept  the  decision  of  its  representa- 
tives. 

In  making  the  almost  innumerable  changes  of  phrase- 
ology and  of  substance,  required  by  the  new^  law,  the  Com- 
missioners have  dealt  with  the  present  state  of  affairs  without 
seeking  to  make  any  changes  not  rendered  necessary  by  the 
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act.  No  general  or  radical  change  in  the  existing  constitu- 
tion of  the  departments  is  called  for  by  the  new  law,  and  that 
which  usage  has  approved  we  see  no  reason  to  alter  except 
in  one  or  two  instances.  It  is  presumed  that  this  report  will 
be  sent  to  a  committee  familiar  with  the  subject,  and  it  may 
well  be  that  such  a  committee  will  find  an  opportunity  to 
suggest  other  changes.  Practically,  no  increase  in  the  num- 
ber of  officers  is  recommended,  though  one  or  two  depart- 
ments are  divided  in  form.  Thus,  the  Superintendent  of 
Streets,  the  Superintendent  of  Health,  and  the  Water  Registrar 
are  raised  to  that  rank  of  heads  of  departments  which  is 
implied  in  a  nomination  by  the  Mayor  under  the  new  law. 
The  first  two  haA^e  hitherto  been  subordinate  to  committees, 
and  not  nominally  chiefs  ;  the  Water  Registrar  performs  duties 
very  distinct  from  those  of  the  Water  Board.  The  Superin- 
tendent of  Bridges  will  perform  the  duties  now  divided  be- 
tween two  or  three  officials. 

The  financial  departments  have  been  most  carefully  con- 
sidered, and  the  new  ordinances  are  the  result  of  repeated 
consultations  with  the  officials.  The  customs  of  the  depart- 
ments of  the  Auditor,  Collector  and  Treasurer,  have  been 
carefully  preserved  and  embodied  in  the  ordinances,  with  such 
additions  as  the  changed  state  of  affairs  or  the  suggestions  of 
experience  might  require.  The  object  has  been  to  make  the 
Collector  collect  all  dues,  and  the  Treasurer  to  pay  all  bills, 
while  the  Auditor  is  required  to  examine,  approve,  and  record 
all  the  bills  and  accounts,  so  that  he  can  keep  a  constant 
check  upon  the  whole  system.  For  reasons  explained  else- 
where in  detail,  the  Board  of  Sinking-Fund  Commissioners  is 
reconstructed. 

In  regard  to  the  purchase  of  materials  and  supplies  the 
Commissioners  have  examined  the  proposition  to  have  one  or 
more  general  purchasing  agents,  but  find  that  no  necessity 
yet  exists.  The  wants  of  the  departments  are  so  various, 
that  honesty  on  the  part  of  the  officials  will  render  the  pres- 
ent plan  the  most  economical.  Still  they  recommend  that 
all  repairs  on  buildings,  and  all  supplies  of  fuel,  should  be 
intrusted  to  the  Superintendent  of  Buildings,  repealing  the 
exceptions  hitherto  made  in  favor  of  two  or  three  depart- 
ments. As  an  experiment,  they  also  suggest  that  all  the 
horses  and  fodder  required  by  the  city  should  be  bought  in 
unison  by  the  three  departments  using  the  most  of  them, 
namely,  those  of  streets,  fire,  and  health. 

The  salary  ordinance  is  reported  as  it  now  stands,  incorpo- 
rating the  changes  made  since  1882.  Should  this  report  be 
substantially  approved,  it  may  be  well  to  redraft  this  ordi- 
nance, placing  therein  the  salaries  of  such  subordinates  as  are 
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named  in  the  various  ordinances,  and  fixing  the  pay  of  the 
grades  of  laborers  in  the  manner  that  the  pay  of  the  police 
force  is  now  set  forth.  If  the  bridge  department  be  remod- 
elled, as  proposed,  that  section  of  the  salary  ordinance  could 
be  simplified. 

The  ordinance  in  regard  to  the  Harbor-Master  is  rendered 
necessary  by  the  act  of  this  year  establishing  the  Board  of 
Police. 

The  accompanying  specification  of  changes  is  referred  to 
as  explaining  in  detail  the  doings  of  the  Commissioners.  Any 
action  now  taken  will  necessitate  changes  in  the  rules  of  the 
City  Council  and  of  both  branches.  Though  not  included  in 
the  work  of  the  Commissioners,  they  will  be  happy  to  assist 
any  committee  in  that  duty,  if  desired. 

The  new  police  act,  the  building  law,  and  the  health  law, 
all  passed  by  the  Legislature  of  1885,  have  been  considered 
in  making  this  revision. 

Finally,  the  Commissioners  would  say,  that,  recognizing 
the  necessity  of  prompt  action,  they  have  literally  pursued 
their  task  daily,  and  have  prepared  this  report  in  the  briefest 
possible  time.  As  all  similar  reports  have  been  sent  to  a 
committee  of  the  City  Council,  it  has  not  been  thought  neces- 
sary to  reprint  here  those  chapters  of  the  Ordinances  which 
are  not  affected  by  the  new  law,  nor  even  those  sections 
which  were  not  needed  to  explain  the  changes.  Experience 
will,  doubtless,  show  the  necessity  of  farther  alterations,  but 
it  is  hoped  that  the  present  revision  will  be  found  substan- 
tially correct.  The  Commissioners  expect  to  render  to  any 
committee  any  assistance  in  their  power,  as  a  necessary  part 
of  the  work  intrusted  to  them.

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[Note. — The  references  are  to  the  edition  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of 
1882  as  they  are  there  printed.  Later  changes  by  ordinance  are  especially 
mentioned.    The  "  new  law,"  cited  so  often,  is  chapter  266  of  Acts  of  1885.] 

Chapters  1  and  2  are  unchanged. 

Chapter  3,  in  section  1  we  strike  out  tJie  power  of  a  committee 
to  revoke  a  permit  for  the  use  of  a  ward-room,  and  give  it  to  the 
mayor,  as  there  should  be  some  appeal  from  the  superintendent. 

Chapter  4,  on  officers  and  their  general  regulations,  is  put  in  a 
new  draft,  with  additions.    The  detail  is  as  follows  :  — 

Old  section  1  is  in  new  section  1 ,  and  we  add  the  provision  that 
subordinates,  such  as  are  contemplated  by  the  act  of  1885,  shall 
not  need  to  be  reappointed  annually,  so  long  as  the  appropriation 
for  a  new  financial  year  provides  for  the  payment  of  that  number 
of  officers,  but  they  shall  hold  over  until  removed  or  discharged. 

Old  section  2  is  redrafted  in  new  section  2.  The  mayor  can 
remove  peremptorily,  and  reappoint  the  same  officer  after  the 
disability  is  removed.  But  it  has  seemed  better  to  give  him  the 
power  to  fill  a  vacancy  temporary,  so  as  to  avoid  dismissals  and 
reappointments  of  the  same  office. 

Old  section  3  is  new  section  3,  with  the  addition  of  a  provision 
that  the  cause  of  removal  shall  always  be  made  a  matter  of  record, 
both  in  regard  to  heads  of  departments  and  subordinates.  This 
supplements  the  law,  but  seems  only  justice  to  the  officer. 

Old  section  4  is  new  section  4,  with  an  added  clause  regulating 
vacations  and  leave  of  absence.  The  power  to  close  the  public 
offices  for  a  day  is  an  order  of  1881.     (City  Doc.  155). 

Old  sections  5  and  6  are  unchanged,  except  that  the  clause 
about  closing  the  police  office  is  omitted.  In  section  7  verbal 
changes  only  are  made,  adding  the  clauses  that  subordinates  shall 
discharge  all  duties  assigned  to  them.  Old  section  8  is  retained 
in  the  latter  part  of  new  section  9. 

Old  section  9  is  new  section  10. 

Old  section  10  is  new  section  11. 

We  have  thus  accounted  for  the  old  chapter.  The  additions 
besides  those  already  noted  are  as  follows  :  — 

New  section  8  provides  for  the  organization  of  boards. 

New  section  9  provides  for  full  records  of  the  meetings  of 
boards.

SPECIFICATION  OF  CHANGES. 


New  sections  12,  13,  14,  and  15  must  be  considered  in  connec- 
tion with  the  chapters  on  the  financial  officers,  the  collector  and 
auditor.  New  section  12  is  copied  from  the  rule  in  the  street 
department,  old  chapter  26,  section  6,  and  now  made  general. 
The  intent  is  to  give  the  collecting  of  all  bills  to  the  city  collector, 
especially  those  of  the  water  department,  just  as  the  assessors* 
bills  are  now  sent,  and  to  enable  the  auditor  to  examine  and  record 
before  payment  all  bills  incurred  by  the  departments. 

New  section  16  regulates  the  disposal  of  city  property  by  the 
departments,  as  these  officers  are  no  longer  under  the  supervision 
of  committees. 

Section  17  provides  for  a  general  system  of  annual  reports  in 
January  from  all  the  executive  departments.  These  are  for  the 
information  of  the  incoming  city  government.  The  exception  will 
be  found  in  the  financial  oflScers,  whose  reports  will  properly 
be  made  as  soon  after  April  30th  as  possible,  that  being  the  date 
of  the  close  of  the  financial  year. 

New  section  18  is  merely  chapter  10  of  ordinances  of  1883. 

New  section  19  seems  necessary  in  view  of  section  5  of  chapter 
266  of  Acts  of  1885  giving  power  to  the  heads  of  departments  to 
appoint  and  remove  their  subordinates.  In  the  chapter  specially 
defining  the  departments  we  have  specified  the  usual  subordinates  ; 
but  this  clause  refers  to  all  laborers  and  special  clerks  or  em- 
ployes. 

New  section  20  is  intended  to  relieve  the  mayor  from  any  neces- 
sity of  appointing  all  the  heads  of  departments  anew  annually. 
The  new  law  allows  these  ofl3cers  to  hold  over ;  but  it  seems 
that  a  specific,  term  cannot  be  established  by  ordinance  exceeding 
in  duration  one  year. 

Chapter  5  "  on  oflficial  bonds"  is  unchanged.  It  would  seem, 
however,  very  desirable  that  this  chapter  should  be  revised,  in 
view  of  the  changes  made  i^i  the  work  and  responsibilities  of  heads 
of  departments  under  the  new  law. 

Chapter  6  is  reported  in  a  new  draft  merely  incorporating  the 
changes  made  by  vote  of  the  city  council  since  1882.  Should  this 
revision  be  adopted  substantially,  some  changes  may  be  required. 
It  ma}'  seem  judicious  to  fix  the  salaries  of  the  permanent  subor- 
dinates at  least;  and  to  place  the  fire,  health,  water,  park,  street, 
and  sewer  departments  in  a  definite  system  of  grades  and  pay,  as 
is  now  done  in  the  case  of  the  police  department.  The  salary  of 
the  clerk  of  the  street  commissioners  was  omitted  in  the  Revised 
Ordinances,  but  has  been  paid  in  compliance  with  the  old  ordi- 
nance. 

Chapter  7  is  amended  in  section  3,  by  striking  out  the  approval 
of  the  board  of  aldermen,  and  substituting  that  of  the  corporation 
counsel.  It  was  thought  that  such  an  act  by  the  aldermen  might 
come  under  the  prohibition  in  section  12  of  the  new  law,  and  that 
the  safer  course  was  to  make  the  slight  change  recommended. 
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Chapter  8  is  amended  in  section  1,  lines  1  and  2,  by  striking 
out  the  words  "  under  the  direction  and  control  of  the  board  of 
aldermen,"  and  in  section  2  the  similar  words  in  regard  to  the 
nomination  and  confirmation  by  the  aldermen  of  an  assistant  city 
clerk.  The  assistant  city  clerk  is  an  officer  established  by  Public 
Statute,  chapter  28,  section  10,  although  a  subordinate  of  the  city 
clerk.  By  the  new  law  the  city  clerk's  office  is  excepted  from  the 
general  rule  as  to  appointments.  The  city  council  can  fix  the 
method  of  appointing  these  subordinates,  but  cannot  be  allowed  to 
confirm  any  as  heretofore.  In  regard  to  the  important  office  of 
assistant  city  clerk  it  seems  best  to  require  some  confirmation,  and 
we  therefore  recommend  that  of  the  mayor,  as  is  provided  by  the 
new  law  in  the  case  of  assistant  assessors. 

The  new  section  2  recites  his  subordinates,  and  new  section  5 
makes  imperative  the  usual  custom  of  the  department  in  regard  to 
fees  and  accounts. 

Chapter  9  remains  unaltered,  as  this  officer  is,  by  section  2  of 
chapter  266  of  acts  of  1885,  still  entirely  under  the  control  of  the 
city  council. 

Chapter  10  is  amended  according  to  the  ordinance,  chapter  6  of 
1885,  giving  the  titles  of  the  subordinates  now  serving. 

Old  chapter  11  "of  the  city  messenger"  is  repeated  in  new 
chapter  11,  sections  1  and  2,  changing  "shall"  to  "may"  in  the 
matter  of  appointing  three  assistants.  The  new  sections  3,  4,  5, 
6,  and  7  are,  for  convenience,  transferred  here  from  pp.  104-105 
of  revised  ordinances,  where  they  were  printed.  The  changes 
made  therein  are  only  verbal,  so  as  to  prevent  any  apparent  clash- 
ing with  the  new  law.  The  charge  of  the  engine  remains  with  the 
superintendent  of  public  buildings,  but  the  elevator-tender  is 
regarded  as  one  of  the  attendants  on  the  city  council. 

Chapter  12  "of  the  city  treasurer,"  begins  the  portion  devoted 
to  the  financial  arrangements  of  the  city.  The  commissioners 
found  that  the  details  of  the  business  of  these  departments  were 
governed  by  custom  and  the  traditions  of  the  committees,  rather 
than  by  any  ordinances.  In  these  four  chapters,  12-15J,  very 
little  is  really  new  ;  but,  acting  with  the  cordial  cooperation  of  the 
auditor,  collector,  and  treasurer,  the  necessary  additions  have  been 
made  to  the  old  ordinances  to  confirm  to  the  present  customs. 

In  chapter  12,  old  section  I  has  been  redrafted  in  new  sections 
1  and  2,  reciting  as  subordinates  the  present  force. 

Old  sections  2  and  3,  are  new  sections  5  and  6. 

New  sections  3,  4,  and  7,  recite  the  duties  of  the  treasurer,  viz.  : 
to  receive  the  city's  money,  and  to  pay  its  bills  when  properly  or- 
dered to  do  so.  Further  provision  is  made  in  chapter  15,  sections 
6,  9,  10,  11,  and  12.  In  new  section  3  we  have  suggested  that 
the  plans  of  deposit  and  rates  of  interest  thereon,  should  be  sub- 
ject to  the  approval  of  the  sinking-fund  commissioners.  This  is 
no  portion  of  their  regular  duties,  but  their  approval  would  be  a 
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public  security.  Doubtless  the  contract  to  deposit  will  require  the 
mayor's  sanction  in  addition  under  the  new  law. 

New  section  7  is  substantially  an  order  of  the  city  council, 
passed  March  16,  1885. 

New  section  8  is  in  conformity  to  the  present  usage. 

Chapter  13,  "  of  the  city  collector,"  is  amended  by  redrafting 
old  section  1  in  new  sections  1  and  2,  with  only  the  changes  made 
necessary  by  the  new  law. 

Sections  2,  3,  4,  and  5,  are  unchanged,  except  a  verbal  change  in 
section  4,  to  dispense  with  a  warrant  in  the  case  of  real  estate. 

Other  provisions  will  be  found  in  chapter  15,  sections  7  and  8, 
and  also  in  some  other  chapters,  especially  in  those  relating  to  the 
assessors  and  to  the  water  board. 

Chapter  14,  "of  the  city  auditor,"  is  submitted  in  a  new  draft, 
changing  only  such  parts  as  are  now  contrary  to  law,  and  adding 
directions  in  conformity  with  past  customs. 

Old  section  1  is  in  new  sections  1  and  2. 

Old  section  2  is  in  new  sections  3  and  4. 

Old  section  3  is  new  section  6,  unchanged,  except  the  words  in 
parenthesis. 

New  section  4  contains  also  the  substance  of  old  section  5  of 
chapter  15,  regarding  special  drafts  or  warrants  for  paying  bills  at 
other  times  than  the  monthly  settlement.  It  also  makes  it  the 
duty  of  the  auditor  to  report  to  the  mayor  any  excess  in  the  ratio 
of  expenditures.  The  clause  in  brackets  may  be  advisable  if  the 
legality  is  settled. 

New  section  5  is  an  order  passed  Sept.  19,  1882,  and  continued 
in  force  in  the  department. 

Chapter  15,  "of  matters  of  finance,"  is  reported  in  a  new  draft. 
Old  section  1  is  new  section  1. 

Old  sections  2,  3,  and  4  are  new  sections  2,  3,  and  4,  with  only 
verbal  changes,  as,  striking  out  the  words  "  committee"  or  "  de- 
partment." The  phraseology  of  the  new  law  "  officers  and 
boards,"  is  adopted  throughout  this  revision. 

Old  section  5  is  transferred  in  substance  into  section  4  of  chap- 
ter 14. 

Old  section  6  is  new  section  5,  with  an  addition  as  to  the  mode 
of  fixing  the  rate  of  interest  on  loans. 

Old  section  7  is  new  section  7,  with  a  slight  addition  to  lines 
6,  9,  10  and  11,  in  regard  to  the  prompt  payment  of  fees,  and  to 
departments  making  no  report. 

Old  section  8  is  transferred  to  the  chapter.  No.  27|^,  "on  the 
water  registrar." 

Old  sections  9  and  10  are  new  sections  8  and  9,  unchanged. 

Old  sections  11,  12,  13,  and  14  are  reported  in  new  chapter  15|^, 
"  of  the  sinking-fund  commissioners  " 

Old  sections  15  and  16  are  new  sections  10  and  11  unchanged  ; 
but  in  section  15  is  incorporated  ordinances  of  1883,  chapter  12. 

Old  section  17  is  transferred  to  new  chapter  15^,  section  5. 

Of  the  additions  made  by  the  commissioners,  the  last  paragraph 
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but  one  of  new  section  4  is  an  order  passed  Jan.  11,  1884  ;  new  sec- 
tion 5,  in  its  last  paragraph,  provides  for  the  method  of  selling  the 
city's  bonds.  This  dut}^  can  no  longer  be  performed  by  the  com- 
mittee on  finance,  as  provided  by  the  joint  rules,  and  it  seemed 
best  to  submit  the  loans  to  public  competition  by  advertisement  or 
by  notices  sent  to  banks,  brokers,  and  other  investors,  in  a  method 
similar  to  that  provided  for  city  contracts. 

New  section  6  merely  confirms  the  present  custom.  It  is  a  slight 
change  from  the  general  plan  of  requiring  the  auditor  to  examine  all 
bills  before  payment ;  but  it  would  seem  that  the  city's  bonds  and 
coupons  ought  to  be  paid  on  presentation,  with  the  least  possible 
formality. 

New  section  12  merely  meets  the  actual  case.  Judgments  of 
court  must  be  paid  and  delay  only  adds  to  the  expense.  But 
when  paid  the  department  incurring  the  expense  must  charge  the 
sum  among  its  payments,  and  similarly  with  all  claims  settled  in 
accordance  with  new  section  13. 

New  section  13  covers  the  settlement  of  claims.  The  joint 
committee  on  claims  cannot  act  as  heretofore,  though  the  city 
council  may  order  any  officer  to  pay  a  claim.  The  section  is 
drafted  so  that  an  examination  ma}'  be  made  by  a  committee,  and 
that,  with  their  approval,  the  mayor  may  make  the  settlement. 

Chapter  15 J  relates  to  the  sinking-fund  commissioners. 
Heretofore  this  board  consisted  of  the  mayor,  the  auditor,  one 
alderman,  one  councilman,  and  two  citizens,  the  latter  holding 
office  for  two  years.  The  new  law  altered  the  construction  of  the 
board  by  prohibiting  the  members  of  the  city  council  from  serving 
after  the  present  year.  The  present  board  exists  by  virtue  of  an 
exception  in  public  statutes,  chapter  19,  section  10,  and  it  is 
questionable  if  the  exemption  would  continue  to  a  reconstructed 
board.  Moreover  the  mayor  has  now  many  more  duties  to  per- 
form, and  has  by  law  a  supervision  over  this  board  as  well  as  all 
others.  The  auditor  has  also  acted  as  clerk  of  the  board,  and  his 
relations  to  it  would  seem  to  be  more  properly  so  arranged.  It 
seemed  therefore  best,  as  the  board  must  be  reconstructed,  to  put 
it  strictly  in  conformity  with  the  statute  law,  and  thereby  to  ob- 
tain the  right  to  make  the  term  of  service  three  years.  It  is  pre- 
sumed that  this  particular  change  is  to  take  e^fect  this  year. 
Otherwise  A^erbal  changes  would  be  necessary,  in  the  text,  to  make 
the  ordinance  go  into  operation  in  January  next. 

New  section  1  is  intended  to  conform  exactly  to  the  public 
statutes;  sections  2,  3,  and  4  are  sections  12,  13,  and  14  of  the 
old  chapter  No.  15,  on  Finance  (R.  O.  pp.  36  and  37). 

New  section  6  is  added  so  as  to  allow  the  treasurer  and  auditor 
to  serve  as  officers  of  the  board,  if  elected  to  positions  under  it. 

It  should  be  added  that  the  Commissioners  have  in  chapter  12, 
new  section  3,  provided  that  the  sinking-fimd  commissioners  be 
judges  of  the  banks  in  which  the  city  treasurer  may  make  de- 
posits. It  may  hereafter  be  found  wise  to  place  upon  this  board, 
other  duties  which  are  now  performed  by  committees  of  the  city 
council,  and  which  are  of  tlie  nature  of  checks  upon  the  hends  of 
departments. 
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Chapter  16,  "of  contracts,  etc.,"  is  reported  in  a  new  draft. 
Old  section  1  was  omitted  as  nseless,  the  new  law  providing  for  a 
supervision,  by  the  ma^^or,  of  all  expenditures. 

Old  sections  2  and  3  are  transferred  to  chapter  32,  sections  10 
and  11,  "of  the  superintendent  of  public  buildings." 

Old  sections  4  and  5  are  new  sections  9  and  10,  unchanged. 

As  to  the  other  provisions  in  the  new  chapter,  the  new  law,  by 
section  6,  gives  the  heads  of  departments  the  right  to  make  all 
necessary  contracts  for  the  supply  of  materials,  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  mayor  if  the  amount  exceed  two  thousand  dollars. 
The  city  council  may  and  should,  however,  by  ordinance,  prescribe 
certain  duties  to  these  officials  in  making  contracts.  These  pro- 
visions are  contained  in  new  sections  2,  3,  4,  5,  6,  7,  and  8,  and 
are  substantially  those  contained  in  the  present  joint  rules  of  the 
city  council.    For  example  :  — 

New  section  2  is  joint  rule  No.  25,  clause  1,  except  that 
the  limit  is  fixed  at  SI, 000  instead  of  $3,000;  and  also  certain 
necessary  additions  about  advertising  and  keeping  within  the  ap- 
propriation. 

New  section  3  is  joint  rule  No.  25,  clause  2,  unchanged. 

New  section  4  is  joint  rule  No.  25,  clause  3,  substituting 
$1,000  instead  of  $3,000  as  the  limit,  and  providing  for  a  third 
cop3'^  of  all  contracts  for  the  auditor's  use. 

New  section  5  is  joint  rule  No.  25,  clause  4,  amended  by  pro- 
viding that  the  mayor  shall  hold  the  key  to  the  box  wherein  bids 
are  deposited,  and  that  he  shall  attend  the  opening  and  awarding 
of  contracts.  Publicity  is  also  ensured  as  to  the  awarding  of  all 
contracts. 

New  section  6  is  joint  rule  No.  25,  clause  5,  making  the  limit, 
however,  $1,000  instead  of  $1,500,  and  making  the  consent  of  the 
mayor  and  the  head  of  the  department  necessary  to  all  changes, 
as  no  committee  can  act  therein. 

New  section  7  is  joint  rule  No.  25,  clause  6,  unchanged. 

New  section  8  is  a  recital  of  existing  custom,  made  necessary 
probably  as  the  purchasing  agents  are  no  longer  committees  of  the 
body  that  makes  the  appropriation. 

In  all  these  changes,  the  Commissioners  have  acted  on  the  idea 
of  bringing  the  rules  relative  to  advertising,  writing,  and  altering 
contracts,  and  demanding  securities  to  apply  to  all  contracts  made 
by  the  heads  of  departments,  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars. 
The  law  requiies  the  mayor's  assent  to  contracts  above  two 
thousand  dollars.  This  ordinance  curtails  the  power  of  officers, 
but  only  in  the  line  of  public  security. 

Chapter  17,  "  of  the  city  engineer,"  has  but  few  changes. 

Old  section  1  is  new  section  1,  changed  according  to  the  new  law. 

Old  section  2  is  new  section  2,  with  slight  verbal  changes,  and 
omitting  all  reference  to  committees. 

Old  sections  3  and  4  are  new  sections  3  and  4  unchanged,  ex- 
cept in  defining  the  notice  mentioned  at  the  end  of  section  4. 

Old  section  5  is  no  longer  legal,  but  new  section  6  recites  the 
existing  force  employed. 
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New  section  5  defines  the  position  of  this  department  towards 
the  superintendent  of  bridges,  if  new  chapter  40  be  adopted. 
Old  section  6  is  new  section  7,  unchanged. 

Chapter  18,  "  of  the  city  surveyor,"  is  unchanged  in  old  sections 
1  and  2,  except  by  striking  out  the  references  to  committees  and 
other  verbal  changes. 

Old  section  3  is  omitted  as  illegal,  and  new  section  3  recites  the 
present  subordinates. 

Old  section  4  is  unchanged. 

Chapter  19,  "of  the  city  registrar,"  is  amended  in  section  1 
verbally,  as  to  the  mode  of  appointment. 

Old  section  2  is  omitted,  the  substance  being  in  new  section  2, 
specifying  the  subordinates. 

Old  sections  3  and  4  are  new  sections  3  and  4  unchanged. 

Chapter  20,  "  of  the  assessors'  department,"  calls  for  few  changes, 
and  these  are  fully  set  forth  under  that  head.  In  section  5,  the 
question  arose  as  to  the  power  of  a  committee  to  act,  and  the 
amendment  leaves  everything  as  it  stands.  If  the  power  is  found 
to  rest  solely  with  the  assessors  by  the  new  law,  this  clause 
should  not  be  enacted. 

A  new  section,  No.  11,  is  added,  in  order  that  the  city  council 
may  promptly  and  officially  receive  the  information  required  by 
chapter  178  of  Acts  of  1885,  on  which  the  annual  assessment  of 
taxes  is  to  be  made. 

Chapter  21,  "  of  the  fire  department,"  is  changed  in  few  par- 
ticulars, as  set  forth  in  the  new  draft. 

Section  4  is  reported  in  a  new  draft,  striking  out  unnecessary 
provisions.  By  the  new  law  the  board  will  continue  to  buy  sup- 
plies ;  but  the  compensation  of  the  officers  will,  by  this  new  section, 
remain  like  that  of  the  subordinates  in  other  departments,  viz.  : 
either  fixed  in  the  salary  ordinance,  or  contained  in  a  general 
allowance  for  expenditures  in  the  department  in  the  appropria- 
tion bill. 

Chapter  22,  "  of  the  health  department,"  is  divided  into  two 
chapters.  Under  this  heading  there  were  formerly  really  two  de- 
partments, one  of  the  board  of  health,  the  other  of  the  superin- 
tendent of  health.'  The  latter  officer  was  appointed  by  the  board 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  mayor,  but  all  his  duties  were  under 
the  direction  of  a  joint  committee  of  the  city  council.  The  latter  ar- 
rangement being  no  longer  legal,  it  has  seemed  best  that  this  de- 
partment, which  is  really  one  established  to  remove  the  daily 
accumulations  of  offal  and  dirt,  should  be  kept  distinct  from  the 
board  of  liealth,  and  have  its  head  appointed  by  the  mayor  in 
accordance  with  the  new  law.  It  is  a  department  employing  a 
large  number  of  men  and  teams,  and  should  be  classed  with  the 
paving  and  sewer  departments,  and  should  be  placed  directly  under 
the  control  of  the  mayor,  rather  than  at  second-hand  through  the 
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board  of  health.  It  is  an  adjunct  to  the  board  of  health,  but 
hardly  more  so  than  the  sewer  department  is. 

Old  section  1  is  new  section  1  unchanged,  except  verbally. 

Old  section  2  is  new  section  2  amended  according  to  law. 

Old  section  3  is  new  section  3  abbreviated. 

Old  section  4  is  new  section  4,  except  that  the  subordinates  now 
serving  are  recited,  and  except  also  the  power  to  appoint  officers  and 
fix  their  compensation,  which  is  hereafter  to  depend  on  the  form  of 
appropriation  voted  by  the  city  council,  as  will  be  the  case  in  all 
other  departments.  We  have  left  in  new  section  5,  the  words  in 
brackets,  making  the  rules  of  the  hospital  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  city  council,  in  regard  to  the  government  and  management 
of  the  patients,  although  it  seems  that  under  section  6,  of  the  new 
law,  this  power  rests  solely  with  the  board.  The  employes  are,  of 
course,  subordinates,  entirely  in  charge  of  the  board. 

Old  section  6  is  new  section  6  unchanged,  except  as  to  date  of 
report,  which  will  follow  the  general  rule  in  chapter  4,  section  17. 

Old  sections  7  and  8  are  transferred  to  chapter  22 J,  "  of  the 
superintendent  of  health." 

Old  section  9  is  unchanged,  and  is  not  reprinted. 

Old  section  10  is  omitted  as  the  city  physician  is  enumerated  as 
a  subordinate  of  the  board,  and  as  such  is  appointed  by  them 
solely. 

Old  section  11  is  verbally  amended,  and  with  old  sections  12, 
13,  14,  and  15,  unchanged,  are  all  transferred  to  new  section  4. 

Old  section  16  is  omitted  for  the  same  reasons  as  old  section  10  ; 
the  port  physician  becomes  a  subordinate  of  the  board. 

Old  section  17,  in  a  new  draft,  is  the  last  clause  in  new  section  4. 

Old  section  18  is  omitted  like  sections  10  and  16. 

The  rest  of  the  chapter  remains  in  force  except  for  one  little  cor- 
rection noted  in  section  29.  But  the  commissioners  find  that  the 
new  health  law,  chapter  382  of  acts  of  1885  greatl}^  changes  this 
ordinance  ;  and  they  have  prepared  a  draft  thereof  for  the  use  of 
any  committee  designated  to  consider  this  report. 

New  chapter  22J,  "  of  the  superintendent  of  health,"  contains, 
in  sections  1,  2,  and  3,  the  substance  of  sections  7  and  8  of  old 
chapter  22.  The  cleaning  of  catch-basins  is  the  present  custom, 
though  not  defined  by  ordinance,  and  is  therefore  reported  in  sec- 
tion 1. 

Sections  4  and  5  are  an  attempt  to  provide  for  the  purchase  of 
all  horses  and  grain  by  the  three  departments  of  streets,  fire,  and 
health,  which  so  largely  use  them,  under  a  combined  system, 
believing  that  very  considerable  economy  would  result. 

Chapter  23,  "of  the  law  department,"  is  amended  in  form 
rather  than  substance.  It  has  seemed  undesirable  to  alter  the 
present  system,  and  the  department  is  left  virtually  with  two 
heads,  viz  ,  the  corporation  counsel  and  the  city  solicitor.  The 
necessary  changes  are  made  in  the  mode  of  appointment,  and 
various  verbal  changes  are  made  to  show  that  the  corporation 
counsel  ranks  first  in  the  office.    The  first  eight  lines  of  old  sec- 
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tion  3  are  omitted  ;  but  by  new  section  3  the  corporation  counsel 
is  empowered  to  audit  certain  bills,  and  to  him  is  transferred  the 
duty  of  notifying  the  council  when  special  legal  assistance  is 
needed,  —  a  duty  heretofore  more  largely  conferred  by  joint  rule 
No.  2  upon  the  joint  committee  on  ordinances,  but  now  contrary 
to  law. 

Old  section  4  has  one  verbal  correction  only  in  new  section  4. 
Old  section  5  is  new  section  5  unaltered. 

(  Id  section  6  is  omitted  as  unnecessary,  being  in  the  general 
ordinance. 

Old  sections  7  and  8  are  new  sections  6  and  7  unchanged. 

Old  section  9  is  new  section  8,  amended  by  striking  out  the 
approval  of  the  committee  and  substituting  that  of  the  corporation 
counsel,  as  provided  in  new  section  3 

Old  section  10  is  new  section  8  unchanged. 

Old  section  11  is  new  section  10  changed  only  in  the  last  line  by 
substituting  the  city  council  for  the  committee  in  charge. 

Chapter  24,  "  of  the  police  department,"  is  amended  by  striking 
out  sections  1  and  2,  as  they  are  superseded  by  the  provisions  of 
chapter  323  of  Acts  of  1885. 

Old  section  3  of  revised  ordinances  was  amended  by  chapter  1 
of  ordinances  of  1883. 

Old  section  8  is  based  on  chapter  64  of  Acts  of  1862,  and  is 
superseded  by  the  two  police  acts  of  1878  and  1885.  The  new 
section  recognizes  the  present  state  of  affairs,  and  especially  the 
fact  that  the  duties  of  a  harbor  police  are  now  performed  by  the 
regular  police  force.  A  new  ordinance  is  reported  later  to  cover 
the  matter  of  the  harbor-master's  department. 

Old  section  13  is  recommended  to  be  struck  out,  because  the 
above-cited  law  calls  for  quarterly  reports  to  the  mayor  and  annual 
reports  to  the  governor.  It  is,  perhaps,  doubtful  if  the  reports 
mentioned  in  the  ordinance  would  be  of  any  service  to  the  city 
council;  but  as  a  department  "intrusted  with  the  expenditure  of 
public  money,"  it  is  presumed  that  the  police  board  will  come 
under  the  provisions  of  section  17  of  chapter  4  of  these  ordi- 
nances, and  will  render  an  annual  report  to  the  cit}'  council, 
through  the  mayor,  of  its  acts  and  expenditures. 

It  may  be  added  that  the  commissioners  make  this  report  on 
this  ordinance  on  the  supposition  that  the  old  police  act,  chapter 
244  of  Acts  of  187§,  was  not  changed  by  the  act  of  1885  except 
in  a  few  points.  Section  2  of  that  act  provides  that  "  the  board 
of  police  shall  have  authority  to  appoint  and  estabhsh  and  organ- 
ize the  police  of  said  city  of  Boston  and  make  all  needful  rules 
and  regulations  for  its  efficiency ; "  section  5  prevents  the  board 
from  increasing  the  present  number  of  patrolmen  and  from  alter- 
ing their  pay  except  with  the  consent  of  the  city.  It  has  been 
suggested  that  the  power  to  "  organize"  supersedes  section  5  of 
the  ordinance  made  in  conformity  with  the  act  of  1878.  But  in 
the  discussions  pending  the  passage  of  the  law  the  supporters  of 
the  new  act  disavowed  any  intention  to  do  more  than  transfer  the 
appointment  of  the  board  to  the  governor,  and  the  commissioners 
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prefer  to  act  on  that  understanding.  An  authoritative  explanation 
of  the  new  act  can  only  be  obtained  from  the  supreme  court. 

Chapter  25,  "of  the  sewer  department,"  is  reported  in  a  new 
draft.  The  new  act  has  removed  all  disputes  between  the  two 
branches  of  the  city  council  on  this  subject,  by  depriving  both  of 
a  part  of  their  power.  The  aldermen  retain  the  power  to  locate 
and  to  order  the  construction  of  ordinary  sewers  ;  the  city  council 
can  order  the  construction  of  the  sewers  under  special  acts ;  but 
the  actual  building  must  be  given  to  some  department,  as  must 
also  all  repairs  and  maintenance.  New  section  1  so  provides.  The 
localities  and  constructing  catch-basins  have  not  been  before  defined, 
but  in  section  1  we  report  what  seems  to  be  the  simplest  mode  of 
arranging  the  duties  of  the  two  departments. 

Old  sections  2,  3,  and  4  are  unchanged  in  new  sections  2,  3, 
and  4,  except  that  a  clause  about  abatements  on  city  land  is  added 
to  section  4. 

Old  section  5  is  new  section  5  unchanged. 

Old  section  6  and  7  are  condensed  into  new  section  7.  The 
board  of  aldermen  cannot  act  because  the  finished  sewer  is  in  the 
custody  of  the  superintendent,  who  is,  therefore,  the  proper  person 
to  grant  permits  for  entering  therein.  The  parts  of  old  section  7 
about  placing  fences  and  lights  and  repairing  streets,  are  omitted, 
as  they  are  duplicates  of  provisions  in  the  street  ordinance,  chapter 
26,  and  are  retained  there. 

New  section  6  recites  the  present  subordinates. 

The  remainder  of  the  chapter  contains  only  verbal  changes, 
striking  out  the  words  "  board  of  aldermen,"  in  matters  of 
permits,  sections  8  and  10. 

Chapter  26,  "  of  the  public  streets,"  is  divided  into  two  parts  ; 
one  in  respect  to  the  streets  generally  and  the  limitations  on  their 
use  by  the  public,  the  other  on  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  super- 
intendent. 

The  report  shows  what  is  done  with  the  first  nine  sections,  sec- 
tion 8  remaining  unchanged. 

Old  sections  10,  11 ,  and  12  are  put  in  a  new  draft,  so  as  to  con- 
form to  the  new  state  of  affairs  wherein  the  head  of  the  department 
takes  the  place  of  the  board  of  aldermen  or  its  committee  as  the 
executive  agent. 

The  changes,  entirely  verbal,  from  old  section  13  through  sec- 
tion 18,  are  set  forth  in  the  report  Old  sections  19  to  26  might 
be  revised  to  advantage,  as  well  as  sections  27  to  32,  which  are 
probably  affected  by  recent  statutes  ;  but  these  changes  do  not 
come  within  the  scope  of  the  present  revision.  The  remainder  of 
this  long  chapter  might  well  be  examined  by  the  city  council,  as 
some  sections  are  probably  entirely  within  the  powers  of  the  board 
of  aldermen  and  should  be  called  "regulations." 

Chapter  26 J,  "  of  the  superintendent  of  streets,"  is  a  redraft  of 
old  sections  3,  4,  5,  6,  7,  and  9  of  chapter  26. 
Old  section  3  is  new  section  1  with  additions. 
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Old  section  4  is  new  section  3  unaltered. 
Old  section  5  is  new  section  2  in  a  new  draft. 
Old  section  6  is  omitted,  being  in  the  general  ordinance,  chap- 
ter 4. 

Old  section  7  is  new  section  4  unaltered. 
Old  section  9  is  new  section  5  unaltered. 

New  section  2  recites  the  regular  subordinates,  exclusive  of 
laborers,  whose  number  varies  from  600  to  1,300  during  the  year. 

New  section  6  is  entirely  new,  and,  taken  in  connection  with  new 
section  2,  of  chapter  26,  is  an  attempt  to  remedy  the  evil  of  the 
repeated  opening  the  streets  by  the  various  departments,  or  of 
persons  acting  under  permits  from  them.  The  departments  of 
streets,  sewers,  water,  and  lamps,  are  by  this  section  obliged  to 
act  in  unison,  and  it  therefore  supplements  the  power  given  to 
the  mayor  by  the  new  law  to  secure  the  harmonious  and  concerted 
action  of  the  departments. 

Chapter  27,  "  of  the  water  department,"  is  reported  in  two  chap- 
ters, one  of  the  water  board,  and  the  other  of  the  water  registrar. 

Old  section  1  is  reported  in  a  new  draft,  including  the  ordinance 
chapter  4  of  1883,  which  abolished  the  requirement  that  members 
should  give  their  whole  time  to  the  city. 

Old  section  2  is  struck  out.  The  first  part  goes  into  new  sec- 
tion 1 ,  and  the  other  clauses  are  covered  by  the  general  ordinance 
in  chapter  4. 

Old  section  4  is  struck  out,  and  a  list  of  subordinates  substituted. 
The  pay  of  employes  is  also  put  under  the  general  rule. 

The  other  slight  changes  are  explained  in  the  text.  It  is  sug- 
gested that  section  7  is  probably  covered  by  the  chapter  on  con- 
tracts, and  that  it  might  be  omitted  in  any  full  revision  of  the 
ordinances. 

New  chapter  27J,  "  of  the  water  registrar,"  contains  little  new 
matter,  except  that  the  separate  registrar  for  the  M3'stic  service  is 
discontinued,  and  all  the  water-rates  are  to  be  committed  by  the 
water  registrar  to  the  city  collector,  with  complete  lists  of  the 
assessments. 

New  section  1  is  old  section  11  redrafted. 

New  section  2  is  old  section  12,  with  verbal  changes  and  the 
addition  of  a  clause  directing  the  collection  of  his  bills  through  the 
collector. 

New  section  3  is  old  section  14,  omitting  the  words  "  under  the 
direction  of  the  said  board." 

New  section  4  is  old  section  13,  with  verbal  changes  and  the 
addition  of  a  clause  for  the  public  inspection  of  all  his  lists  of 
assessments,  etc.,  not  actually  in  use. 

New  section  5  is  a  list  of  his  present  subordinates. 

New  section  6  conforms  to  the  present  usage. 

Chapter  28,  "  of  the  overseers  of  the  poor,"  needs  only  the  verbal 
amendments  set  forth  in  the  text. 
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Chapter  29,  "of  the  city  printing,"  is  reported  in  a  new  draft. 
This  department  performs  no  active  work,  but  superintends  the 
printing  and  binding  and  furnishes  stationery  for  all  departments. 
In  the  old  ordinance  the  superintendent  was  constantly  directed  by 
a  committee,  and  the  duties  were  set  forth  in  minute  details. 
The  new  law  gives  the  management  of  departments  generally  to 
the  heads,  and  this  new  draft  is  made  on  that  basis. 

New  section  4  retains  to  the  city  council  the  right  to  say  in  each 
year  whether  contracts  for  printing  shall  be  made  on  the  basis  of 
the  city's  supplying  the  paper  as  at  present,  or  on  that  of  the 
printer's  including  paper  in  his  prices. 

New  section  7  retains  to  the  city  council  the  management  of  its 
own  publications,  a  power  conceded  in  section  12  of  the  new  law. 

Chapter  30,  "of  the  superintendent  of  lamps,"  is  in  reality  a 
new  ordinance,  the  old  chapter  being  merely  a  form,  as  this  depar- 
ment  heretofore  belonged  solely  to  the  board  of  aldermen. 

The  wording  of  sections  1  and  2  is  based  upon  the  law,  chapter 

3,  of  Acts  of  1825.  The  list  of  subordinates  is  that  of  the  present 
force. 

New  section  3  provides  for  contracts  for  lighting  otherwise  than 
by  oil,  and  also  for  contract  of  more  than  one  year's  duration,  when- 
ever the  board  of  aldermen  shall  so  decide. 

Chapter  31,  "  of  the  record  commissioners,"  is  amended  in  the 
matter  of  appointment.  Section  3  is  also  amended  so  as  to  give 
the  chairman  alone  the  expenditure  of  money  in  one  portion  of 
the  duties  of  the  board.  The  board  also  acts  in  behalf  of  the  city 
council  in  printing  such  documents  as  it  sanctions. 

Chapter  32,  "  of  the  public  buildings,"  is  reported  in  two  chap- 
ters, one  of  the  superintendent  of  public  buildings  and  one  of  the 
cit}'  architect,  and  part  is  transferred  to  the  chapter  on  the  city 
messenger. 

Old  sections  1  and  2  are  reported  in  chapter  32J. 
Old  section  3  is  new  chapter  32,  section  1  amended  according 
to  law. 

Old  section  4  is  new  section  3  in  a  new  draft,  omitting  all  refer- 
ence to  a  committee. 

Old  section  5  is  new  section  7. 

Old  section  6  is  omitted  as  covered  by  general  ordinance,  chap. 

4,  new  section  12. 

Old  sections  7,  8,  9,  10,  and  11  are  transferred  to  chapter  11, 
heretofore  explained. 

Old. sections  12  and  13  are  in  new  section  8  in  a  new  draft.  The 
aldermen  can  no  longer  have  charge  of  any  building,  except  that 
their  right  to  say  who  shall  use  Faneuil  Hall  is  an  old  privilege  de- 
scending from  the  selectmen  of  Boston. 

Old  section  14  is  in  new  section  9. 

Old  sections  15,16,  17,  and  18  are  superseded  by  the  new  law  as 
to  the  power  of  a  committee  to  act.  These  provisions  were  sub- 
stantially in  the  Joint  Rules  and  are  in  new  chapter  16.    As  re- 
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gards  the  superintendent,  the  same  restrictions  are  placed  upon 
him  by  the  general  ordinance  in  regard  to  contracts. 

Old  section  19  is  omitted,  as  the  privilege  might  be  given  to  a 
committee  formerl}',  but  would  not  now  be  voted  to  a  department. 

Old  section  20  is  part  of  new  section  9,  with  a  provision  intended 
to  meet  the  fad  that  no  committee  can  order  or  supervise  repairs. 
The  commissioners  recommend  that  the  old  limit  of  $500  be  raised 
to  $1,000  in  conformity  with  the  clauses  affecting  contracts.  Tlie 
mention  of  the  board  of  aldermen  in  this  section  refers  to  those 
cases  where  that  body  has  still  an  undivided  control  of  some  build- 
ings through  some  executive  agent. 

Old  section  21  is  omitted,  as  it  should  be  a  joint  rule  rather  than 
an  ordinance.  New  section  4  provides  that  the  superintendent 
shall  have  the  aid  of  the  architect. 

Old  section  22  is  omitted  as  unnecessary,  if  the  superintendent 
has  charge  of  inspecting  the  work  on  new  buildings. 

Old  section  23  is  omitted,  as  the  board  of  aldermen  can  no 
longer  act.  All  county  buildings  are,  by  new  section  3,  put  in 
charge  of  the  superintendent. 

It  is  to  be  here  noted  that,  in  this  chapter,  new  section  5  gives 
the  superintendent  the  care  of  armories,  heretofore  managed  solely 
by  the  board  of  aldermen.  New  section  6  is  meant  to  cover  any 
duties  placed  upon  him  by  the  board  of  aldermen  in  the  same  con- 
nection. The  board  can  no  longer  act  by  a  committee,  and  it  is 
presumed  they  will  prefer  to  make  the  superintendent  their  agent 
in  the  matter  of  all  repairs  of  buildings  of  which  they  have  control. 

New  sections  10  and  11  comprise  the  purchase  of  fuel  for  all 
departments  of  the  city.  Heretofore  the  departments  of  the  city 
hospital,  ferries,  and  public  institutions  bought  their  own  fuel ; 
but  there  seems  to  be  no  necessity  to  continue  the  custom,  and 
the  new  plan  will  probably  be  more  economical. 

Chapter  33 J,  "  of  the  city  architect,"  is  new  in  form. 
New  section  1  is  old  section  1,  with  change  in  the  mode  of  ap- 
pointment. 

New  section  2  is  the  first  half  of  old  section  2  unaltered.  The 
rest  of  old  section  2  is  in  new  section  3  and  in  section  5,  except  so 
far  as  a  committee  is  mentioned. 

New  sections  3  and  4  recite  other  duties. 

It  should  be  here  stated  that  these  two  ordinances  give  expressly 
to  the  superintendent  the  supervision  of  the  erection  of  new  build- 
ings, after  the  city  architect  has  made  the  plans  and  specifications 
and  contracts  have  been  awarded.  Heretofore  the  committee  on 
public  buildings  has  been  the  superior  both  of  the  architect  and 
the  superintendent,  and  has  apportioned  the  work  so  as  to  avoid 
clashing.  Now  the  two  departments  will  be  of  equal  rank.  The 
superintendent's  office  dates  from  1850,  the  city  architect's  from 
1876.  The  office  of  architect  was  established  as  a  matter  of 
economy,  to  save  the  city  the  usual  fees  on  the  cost  of  the  build- 
ing and  the  cost  of  special  plans. 

It  seems  to  be  customary  to  have  an  architi  ct  take  charge  of 
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the  erection  of  a  building  for  which  he  makes  plans  ;  but  this  is 
not  an  immutable  rule,  and  architects  often  make  plans  for  build- 
ings to  be  erected  in  other  localities.  The  superintendent  of 
public  buildings  must  be  well  informed  on  all  matters  of  building, 
as  he  has  to  supervise  all  kinds  of  repairs  thereon.  As  the  erec- 
tion of  public  buildings  frequently  extends  over  two  or  three 
years,  there  is  no  certainty  that  any  city  architect  will  be  in  office 
to  complete  any  building  which  he  has  designed ;  but  a  superin- 
tendent will  always  be  confined  to  the  matter  of  the  faithful  com- 
pliance by  the  contractor  with  the  plans,  and  a  change  in  that 
office  would  not  cause  any  deviation  from  them. 

The  commissioners,  being  obliged  to  draft  the  ordinance  in  one 
form  or  the  other,  have  made  their  report  giving  the  superintend- 
ent the  duty  of  watching  the  contractor,  but  reserving  to  the  archi- 
tect the  right  and  duty  of  also  visiting  all  buildings  in  process  of 
erection,  and  of  reporting  any  neglect  of  the  contractors  or  the 
inspectors. 

In  chapter,  33  "of  the  public  institutions,"  section  1  is  re- 
drafted according  to  law.  Old  sections  4  and  5  are  struck  out. 
In  section  2  we  omit  the  power  to  appoint  and  pay  subordinates 
except  those  provided  by  statute.  The  rules  can  no  longer  be  sub- 
jected to  the  approval  of  the  city  council.  Section  4  is  unneces- 
sary, as  it  is  provided  that  the  superintendent  of  public  buildings 
shall  repair  all  the  city  buildings.  As  to  section  5,  the  subject  is 
covered  by  the  new  law  and  the  general  ordinances,  chapter  4, 
section  16,  and  chapter  16.  There  seems  to  be  no  reason  for  limit- 
ing this  department  specially,  and  the  limit  of  three  hundred  dollars 
has  been  a  dead  letter  for  many  years.  As  to  the  compensation  of 
subordinates,  no  change  is  made,  as  the  pay  of  a  portion  at  least 
seems  to  be  given  to  the  directors  by  law.  In  section  3,  as  the 
board  must  by  law  appoint  its  subordinates,  this  duty  cannot  be 
delegated  to  a  superintendent  who  is  himself  a  subordinate. 

In  chapter  34,  "of  the  city  hospital,"  section  1  is  amended  by 
taking  away  the  power  of  the  trustees  to  make  repairs  and  altera- 
tions on  the  buildings,  as  these  are  to  be  left  to  the  superintendent 
of  public  buildings. 

No  changes  seem  necessary  in  chapter  35,  "of  the  public  library," 
except  to  make  the  date  of  the  annual  report  conform  to  those  of 
other  departments  not  financial. 

In  chapter  36,  "  of  the  public  lands,"  in  section  1,  the  reference 
to  a  joint  committee  is  necessarily  struck  out,  and  the  city  council 
is  added.  As  a  further  security  the  approval  of  the  mayor  is  re- 
quired for  all  leases  and  all  sales  of  land  at  private  sale. 

Chapter  37,  "  of  the  common  and  the  other  public  grounds,"  is 
amended  according  to  law  by  striking  out  the  references  to  a  com- 
mittee. The  power  of  making  exceptions  to  the  ordinance  is  given 
to  the  mayor,  as  it  should  be  available  somewhere. 
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Chapter  38  is  unchanged. 

Chapter  39,  "of  the  East  Boston  ferries,"  is  reported  in  a  new 
draft.  The  old  board  consists  of  one  alderman,  two  councilmen, 
and  four  citizens,  the  latter  holding  for  two  years.  Of  course  the 
first-named  three  cease  with  the  present  year.  The  new  ordinance 
recommends  a  board  of  five  citizens  appointed  annually,  as  there 
seems  to  be  no  warrant  for  a  two  years'  term.  Tlie  commission- 
ers, however,  see  no  objection  to  reducing  the  board  to  three 
members,  or  even  to  placing  the  department  in  charge  of  a  salaried 
superintendent  solely,  and  the  latter  method  would  have  the  ad- 
vantage of  putting  the  responsibility  upon  one  man. 

Old  section  2  is  new  section  2,  omitting  the  clause  about  making 
rules,  which  power  is  given  by  the  new  law. 

Old  section  3  is  new  section  3,  paragraph  1. 

Old  sections  4  and  5  are  omitted  as  unnecessary,  as  is  also  the 
latter  part  of  old  section  6.  The  superintendent  is  enumerated  in 
new  section  4  as  a  subordinate. 

Old  section  6,  first  clause,  is  new  section  3,  paragraph  2. 

Old  section  7  and  8  are  new  sections  5  and  6  unchanged,  except 
as  to  the  date  of  the  annual  report. 

New  section  4  recites  the  subordinates  now  employed. 

New  section  7  continues  the  present  board  in  office  until  the 
new  board  is  chosen,  otherwise  a  substitution  of  this  new  ordi- 
nance for  the  old  one  might  leave  the  city  without  directors  for 
several  months. 

Chapter  40,  "of  bridges,"  is  reported  in  a  new  draft.  Here- 
tofore a  committee  of  the  board  of  aldermen  supervised  the  depart- 
ment, and  this  control  has  now  ceased.  The  superintendents  of 
ten  bridges  were  chosen  by  concurrent  vote  of  the  city  council,  and 
if  continued  the  new  law  would  make  each  a  head  of  a  department, 
to  be  nominated  by  the  mayor  and  confirmed  by  the  aldermen. 
The  commissioners  therefore  suggest  that  there  be  one  superin- 
tendent in  charge  of  the  department,  to  make  all  repairs  of  the 
wood-work,  gates,  fences,  and  road-way,  to  keep  a  daily  supervision 
of  all  bridges,  to  appoint  all  the  draw-tenders  (now  styled  super- 
intendents) as  his  subordinates  ;  and  in  fact  do  the  duties  of  the 
former  committee,  as  well  of  a  foreman  of  repairs  and  of  others 
who  have  done  parts  of  the  work.  This  would  make  the  system 
simple,  would  fix  the  responsibility,  and  ought  to  result  in  very 
considerable  economies.  The  plan  is  to  leave  the  engineering  part 
with  the  city  engineer,  as  provided  in  chapter  17,  section  5  ;  and  for 
that  reason  it  is  not  desirable  that  the  appointee  should  be  a  civil 
engineer,  but  rather  some  one  acquainted  with  machinery  and 
work  on  wharves  and  piles. 

As  to  the  old  ordinance  :  — 

Old  section  1  is  in  new  sections  1  and  2,  adding  the  number  in 
detail  of  the  subordinates  now  employed  on  the  drawbridges  of  the 
city. 

Old  section  2  is  new  section  3,  with  verbal  changes,  and  adding 
new  section  4,  which  is  chapter  1  of  ordinances  of  1884. 
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Old  section  3  is  omitted  as  unnecessary,  as  new  section  2  gives 
the  present  list  of  subordinates,  and  they  are  to  be  appointed  by 
the  new  superintendent. 

Old  sections  4  and  5  are  new  sections  5  and  6  unchanged  except 
as  amended  in  1884,  and  also  giving  the  superintendent  the  ap- 
pointment of  hie  subordinates  in  the  case  of  bridges  of  which  the 
city  pays  a  part  of  the  cost  of  maintenance. 

The  rest  of  the  chapter  is  unaltered,  except  that  the  style  of 
chapter  302  of  Acts  of  1870,  is  followed  in  calling  the  East  Cam- 
bridge bridge,  "  Craigie  or  Canal  bridge."  The  latter  name  is  often 
employed  in  city  documents  though  not  in  common  use. 

Chapter  41,  "of  the  Faneuil-Hall  market,"  is  considerably 
changed.  For  some  reason,  not  now  apparent,  the  markets  were 
in  charge  of  a  committee  of  the  board  of  aldermen,  and  must  now 
be  placed  in  other  hands. 

The  first  four  sections  are  amended  in  the  mode  shown  in  the  text. 

Old  section  5  is  reported  in  a  new  draft,  to  meet  the  objection  to 
having  the  aldermen  take  a  direct  part  in  making  contracts,  or  in 
the  management  of  a  public  building,  contrary  to  the  new  law. 
The  new  section  is  meant  to  conform  to  the  present  custom,  recog- 
nizing the  right  of  lessees  to  a  renewal  in  preference  to  new-comers, 
but  reserving  to  the  city  council  the  power  to  fix  the  minimum  prices 
at  every  new  term.  The  amount  of  rents,  some  $70,000,  is  so 
important  an  item  in  the  city's  revenues  that  the  city  council 
should  establish  the  minimum  for  them. 

Old  section  6  is  altered  according  to  the  law,  as  shown  in  the  text. 

Chapter  42,  "of  Mount  Hope  cemetery,"  is  amended  onlv  in  re- 
gard to  the  board.  At  present  there  are  three  members  of  the 
city  council  and  four  citizens,  the  latter  holding  for  two  years. 
The  case  is  exactly  similar  to  that  of  the  ferry  directors,  and  the 
commissioners  recommend  a  similar  change  to  an  annual  board  of 
five. 

Chapter  43,  "of  the  regulation  of  buildings,"  was  not  affected 
by  the  new  law,  but  was  greatly  altered  by  the  new  building  act, 
chapter  374  of  Acts  of  1885.  The  commissioners  have  reported 
the  chapter  in  a  new  draft  in  conformity  with  the  recommendation 
of  Mr.  Damrell,  the  inspector  of  buildings. 

Chapters  44,  45,  46,  47,  48,  49,  50,  51,  52,  and  53,  require  only 
the  slight  verbal  changes  named  in  the  text.

AN  ORDINANCE  TO  AMEND  CHAPTER  SIX  OF  THE  REVISED 

ORDINANCES. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston^  as  follows:  — 

Section  1 .  There  shall  be  annually  appointed  by  the  Mayor, 
subject  to  confirmation  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  one  person  to 
be  harbor-master  for  the  port  of  Boston  ;  and  persons  to  be 

assistant  harbor-masters,  who  shall  perform  all  the  duties  annexed 
to  such  position  by  law. 

Sect.  2.  Section  eight  of  chapter  twenty-four  of  the  Revised 
Ordinances  of  1882,  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sect.  3.  The  salary  of  the  harbor-master  shall  be  that  of  a 
captain  of  a  police  division  ;  but  it  shall  be  diminished  by  all  sums 
paid  from  the  city  treasury  to  the  person  holding  office  for  services 
in  any  other  capacity  in  any  department  of  the  city  government. 

In  Board  of  Aldermen. 

Ordered^  That  the  salaries  of  the  assistant  harbor-masters  shall 
be  such  as  chapter  six  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1882  pro- 
vides for  members  of  the  police  of  the  grade  of  those  detailed  for 
service  on  the  police-boat  Protector." 
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SUCH  ORDINANCES  AS  ARE  AFFECTED  BY 
CHAPTER  266  OF  ACTS  OF  1885.

REVISED  ORDINANCES. 


Chapters  1  and  2  require  no  changes. 

In  chapter  3,  in  section  1,  in  lines  10  and  11,  strike  out 
the  words  "  any  standing  committee  of  the  city  council  having 
charge  of  the  public  buildings,"  and  substitute  the  words 
"  the  mayor" 
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CHAPTER  4. 

OF  OFFICERS  AND  BOARDS. 

Section  1.  Except  where  it  is  otherwise  expressly  pro- 
vided, every  officer  of  the  city,  unless  sooner  removed,  shall 
hold  office  for  one  year  from  the  first  Monday  in  April  in  the 
year  in  which  he  is  elected  or  appointed  ;  and,  whatever  may 
be  the  time  fixed  for  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  office, 
shall  continue  to  hold  his  office,  after  such  expiration,  until 
a  successor  is  elected  or  appointed  and  qualified  in  his  stead. 
Any  vacancy,  occasioned  by  the  removal,  resignation,  or 
death  of  such  an  officer,  may  at  any  time  be  filled  for  the 
unexpired  term.  The  term  of  office  of  all  subordinates  in 
the  several  departments  whose  compensation  is  specifically 
fixed  by  ordinance  or  by  item  of  appropriation,  shall  be 
deemed  to  continue  so  long  as  the  appropriation  therefor  is 
renewed,  unless  they  are  removed  by  their  respective  supe- 
riors according  to  law  or  discharged  as  unnecessary. 

Sect.  2.  Whenever  an  officer,  appointed  by  the  mayor 
and  confirmed  by  the  board  of  aldermen,  shall  be  temporarily 
unable  to  discharge  the  duties  of  his  office,  the  mayor  may 
appoint,  subject  to  the  confirmation  of  the  board  of  alder- 
men, a  person  to  discharge  such  duties  until  the  mayor 
decides  that  such  inability  has  ceased. 

Sect.  3.  Whenever  an  officer  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
mayor,  and  confirmed  by  the  board  of  aldermen,  a  record 
thereof  shall  be  made  by  the  city  clerk  in  a  book  to  be  kept 
by  him  for  the  purpose.  Whenever  an  officer  is  removed  by 
the  mayor  the  city  clerk  shall  obtain  from  the  mayor  a  copy 
of  the  order  of  removal,  and  record  the  same  and  the  cause 
of  removal  therein  assigned,  in  the  said  book. 

Whenever  any  board  or  any  officer  other  than  the  mayor 
shall  remove  a  subordinate,  the  order  of  removal  and  the 
cause  assigned  therein  shall  be  entered  in  full  on  the  records 
of  the  department  in  which  he  served. 

Sect.  4.  The  office  hours,  or  hours  of  labor,  of  the  sev- 
eral heads  of  departments  and  of  the  clerks  and  other  officers 
connected  with  the  city  government,  who  perform  clerical  or 
office  duties,  shall,  with  the  exceptions  hereinafter  mentioned, 
be  from  nine  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  until  five  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon,  on  every  day  except  Sundays  and  legal  holidays ; 
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except  that  on  Saturdays  the  city  offices  shall  be  closed  at 
two  o'clock  in  the  afternoon. 

The  mayor  may  grant  leave  of  absence,  with  or  without 
loss  of  pay,  to  all  officers  appointed  by  him,  and  the  boards 
or  officers  in  charge  of  departments  may  grant  similar  leave 
of  absence  to  any  of  their  subordinates,  subject  to  revocation 
by  the  mayor.  All  salaried  subordinates  and  officers  shall  be 
entitled  to  a  vacation  of  a  fortnight's  duration,  without  loss 
of  pay,  during  a  year  of  employment.  The  mayor  may  or- 
der City  Hall,  or  the  offices  contained  therein,  and  all  other 
public  offices,  to  be  closed  for  any  period,  not  exceeding  one 
day  at  a  time,  whenever  he  deems  such  action  expedient. 

Sect.  5.  The  offices  of  the  city  treasurer  and  city  col- 
lector shall  be  open  for  the  receipt  and  disbursement  of 
money  from  nine  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  until  two  o'clock 
in  the  afternoon  on  every  day  except  Sundays  and  legal 
holidays. 

Sect.  6.  The  city  registrar's  office  shall,  in  addition  to 
the  hours  provided  in  section  four,  be  open  for  the  receipt  of 
returns  from  undertakers,  and  for  the  issuing  of  certificates 
to  parties  intending  to  be  joined  in  marriage,  from  eleven 
o'clock  in  the  forenoon  until  twelve  o'clock,  noon,  on  every 
day  in  the  year.  The  office  of  the  board  of  health  shall,  in 
addition  to  the  hours  provided  in  section  four,  be  open  for 
the  issuing  of  permits  for  burials  and  of  permits  for  the  re- 
moval of  dead  bodies,  from  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  until 
twelve  o'clock,  noon,  on  every  day  in  the  year. 

Sect.  7.  Any  subordinate  may,  in  case  of  necessity,  be 
required  by  the  board  or  officer  in  charge  of  the  department 
with  which  he  is  connected,  to  perform,  without  extra  com- 
pensation, service  on  week-days  for  a  greater  number  of 
hours  than  is  before  specified,  and  to  discharge  all  official 
duties  which  may  be  assigned  to  him  at  any  time  by  said 
board  or  officer,  whether  the  same  be  those  usually  attaching 
to  his  position  or  not. 

Sect.  8.  Except  where  otherwise  provided,  every  board 
shall  organize  on  the  first  Monday  in  May,  annually,  by  the 
choice  of  one  of  its  members  as  chairman,  and  of  a  clerk, 
who  shall  not  receive  a  salary  for  such  services  if  he  be  a 
member. 

Sect.  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  board  or  officer  in 
charge  of  a  department  to  preserve  complete  records  of  the 
transactions  of  such  department  in  books  kept  specially  for 
the  purpose,  and  files  of  its  papers.  Such  records  of  boards 
shall  be  made  up  on  the  day  of  the  meeting  by  the  clerk  of 
such  meeting,  and  be  read  and  approved  at  the  next  meet- 
ing, and  shall  give  the  names  of  the  members  present  at 
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meetings,  and  their  votes  and  proceedings  thereat.  All 
such  records  and  files  shall  be  at  all  times  open  to  the 
inspection  of  the  mayor  and  of  members  of  the  city  council ; 
but  this  shall  not  apply  to  matters  which  the  corporation 
counsel  afiirms  should  not  be  made  public.  The  records  and 
files  of  the  public  institutions  at  South  Boston  and  at  Deer 
Island,  of  the  city  hospital  (except  the  medical  records),  the 
public  library,  the  water  department,  the  fire  department, 
the  overseers  of  the  poor,  the  Mount  Hope  cemetery,  and  the 
East  Boston  ferries  shall,  under  the  supervision  of  the  several 
boards  having  charge  of  said  institutions  and  departments, 
be  open  also  to  public  inspection  and  examination,  and  any 
person  may  take  copies  therefrom. 

Sect.  10.  All  officers  and  subordinates,  whose  election  or 
appointment  is  provided  for  by  ordinance,  shall,  except  where 
it  is  otherwise  expi'essly  provided,  receive  such  compensation 
for  their  services  as  the  city  council  may  from  time  to  time 
determine. 

Sect.  11.  All  boards  and  officers  of  the  city,  other  than 
the  city  collector,  who  are  entitled  to  receive  money  for  or 
on  behalf  of  the  city,  shall  in  the  months  of  February,  May, 
August,  and  November  in  each  year  lay  before  the  city 
council  statements  of  the  whole  amount  of  money  received  at 
their  respective  offices  during  the  three  preceding  months, 
specifying  in  detail  the  sums  received  from  each  source  of 
income.  They  shall  also  report  any  amounts  which  remain 
due  to  the  city  and  unpaid,  and  shall  report,  generally,  such 
other  information  as  they  may  possess  concerning  the  mat- 
ters to  which  said  statements  relate. 

Sect.  12.  When  any  board  or  officer  in  charge  of  a  de- 
partment sells  articles  or  materials  belonging  to  the  city,  or 
does,  or  causes  to  be  done,  for  any  person  or  corporation 
work  for  which  money  becomes  or  will  become  due  to  the 
city,  he  shall  enter  in  books  to  be  kept  for  the  purpose  all 
such  sales  and  all  such  work  done,  with  the  prices  therefor, 
and  shall  forthwith  make  out  bills  for  the  same  and  deliver 
them  to  the  city  collector  for  collection. 

Sect.  13.  Every  department  whose  bills  are  to  be  col- 
lected by  the  city  collector  shall,  except  where  otherwise  pro- 
vided, send  to  him  alphabetical  lists,  by  wards,  of  such  bills 
entered  in  proper  detail  in  suitable  books,  and  all  columns 
of  figures  shall  be  added  up  and  carried  forward  continuously 
to  the  end  of  such  list. 

Sect.  14.  Any  board  or  officer  in  charge  of  a  department 
making  an  abatement  of  any  assessment,  betterment,  rate,  or 
due  which  has  been  committed  to  the  city  collector,  shall 
give  to  the  person  interested  a  certificate  thereof,  directed  to 
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the  said  collector.  If  the  latter  officer  holds  the  bill  unpaid, 
he  shall  amend  the  amount  due  accordingly ;  if  it  has  been 
paid,  he  shall  give  a  certificate  of  that  fact;  and  the  city 
treasurer,  on  presentation  of  both  certificates,  shall  refund 
the  amount  of  such  abatement  to  the  person  who  paid  the 
bill. 

Sect.  15.  Every  board  or  officer  in  charge  of  a  depart- 
ment shall,  on  or  before  the  twentieth  day  of  each  month, 
send  to  the  city  auditor  all  the  bills  or  demands  against  the 
city  incurred  by  such  department,  which  have  been  received 
and  approved  within  the  preceding  month.  Such  bills  shall 
be  marked  as  approved  by  a  vote  of  the  board  or  by  the  offi- 
cer in  charge  of  the  department,  and  shall  be  acc(mipanied 
by  such  customary  vouchers,  schedules,  or  requisitions,  as 
the  auditor  may  require,  and  also  by  evidence  of  the  votes, 
contracts,  or  other  authority  under  which  the  expenditure 
was  incurred. 

Sect.  16.  No  board  or  officer  in  charge  of  a  department 
shall  sell,  exchange,  or  otherwise  dispose  of  any  property  of 
the  city,  exceeding  in  amount  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars, 
without  the  written  consent  of  the  mayor ;  nor,  in  case  the 
value  exceeds  five  hundred  dollars,  without  also  the  authority 
of  an  order  of  the  city  council  first  obtained. 

Sect.  17.  Every  officer  or  board  in  charge  of  a  depart- 
ment shall,  in  the  month  of  January,  unless  otherwise  speci- 
fied, submit  to  the  mayor  a  detailed  report  of  the  acts  and 
expenditures  of  such  department  for,  and  abatements  of  bills 
rendered  by  it  in,  the  preceding  year ;  and  the  mayor  shall 
transmit  the  same  to  the  city  council. 

Sect.  18.  Every  officer  of  the  city  hereafter  appointed 
in  accordance  with  section  three,  shall  be  notified  by  the  city 
clerk  of  his  election,  and  shall  subscribe,  in  a  book  to  be 
kept  by  the  city  clerk  for  the  purpose,  a  statement  of  his 
acceptance  of  his  office  on  the  conditions  expressed  in  the 
ordinances  of  the  city. 

Sect.  19.  All  assistants,  clerks,  and  laborers,  not 
specially  named  in  these  ordinances,  for  whose  compensation 
and  employment  an  appropriation  has  been  made,  may  be 
employed  so  far  as  a  necessity  exists,  and  shall  be  deemed 
subordinates  of  the  respective  boards  and  officers  in  whose 
departments  they  serve. 

Sect.  20.  Nothing  in  these  ordinances  shall  be  construed 
to  make  it  obligatory  on  the  mayor  to  appoint  heads  of 
departments  annually,  if  he  prefers  to  avail  of  the  provisions 
of  section  four  of  chapter  two  hundred  and  sixty-six  of  the 
acts  of  1885. 
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CHAPTER  5. 

OF  OFFICIAL  BONDS. 

Section  I.  The  several  officers  hereinafter  named  shall 
give  bonds  to  the  city  with  sufficient  sureties  and  with  penal 
sums  as  follows,  namely,  —  the  city  treasurer,  one  hundred 
and  fifty  thousand  dollars  ;  the  city  collector,  seventy-five 
thousand  dollars  ;  the  city  auditor,  five  thousand  dollars ; 
the  city  clerk,  five  thousand  dollars ;  the  city  registrar, 
five  thousand  dollars ;  the  water-registrar,  five  thousand 
dollars  ;  the  harbor-master,  two  thousand  dollars  ;  the  super- 
intendent of  Faneuil  Hall  market,  ten  thousand  dollars ;  the 
su})erintendent  of  health,  ten  thousand  dollars  ;  the  super- 
intendent of  public  buildings,  five  thousand  dollars ;  the 
superintendent  of  sewers  ;  two  thousand  dollars  ;  the  super- 
intendent of  streets,  five  thousand  dollars  ;  the  superintend- 
ent of  lamps,  five  thousand  dollars ;  the  superintendent  of 
printing,  five  thousand  dollars ;  each  sealer  of  weights  and 
measures,  three  thousand  dollars  ;  and  the  chief  weigher  and 
inspector  of  vessels  and  ballast,  one  thousand  dollars. 

Sect.  2.  Each  of  said  bonds  shall  be  in  such  form  as  the 
corporation  counsel  shall  approve,  and  shall  be  conditioned 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  the  office  which 
is  to  be  filled  by  the  party  giving  it.  The  bonds  of  the  city 
treasurer  and  the  city  collector  shall  be  conditioned  further 
for  the  safe  custody  of  the  money  and  other  property  intrusted 
to  them  and  to  the  officers  appointed  by  them ;  the  bond  of 
the  city  auditor  shall  be  conditioned  further  for  the  delivery 
to  his  successor  or  to  the  city  clerk  of  all  the  books,  accounts, 
papers,  and  other  documents  and  property  which  belong  to 
his  office  ;  and  in  the  bond  of  any  officer  whose  duty  requires 
him  to  make  contracts,  purchases,  or  sales  in  behalf  of  the 
city,  there  shall  be  a  condition,  in  substance,  that  he  will  not 
directly  nor  indirectly,  for  himself  or  for  others,  or  by  others 
in  trust  for  him  or  on  his  account,  have  any  interest  or  con- 
cern in  a  contract,  agreement,  purchase,  or  sale  made  by  him 
in  behalf  of  the  city.  The  sureties  on  all  said  bonds,  except 
those  of  the  treasurer  and  collector,  shall  be  jointly  and 
severally  liable  for  the  whole  penalty  of  the  bond  ;  but  the 
liability  of  the  sureties  on  the  bonds  of  the  treasurer  and 
collector  may  be  limited  to  a  several  liability  for  a  portion 
only  of  the  full  penal  sums  named  therein. 
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Sect.  3.  Each  of  said  bonds  and  the  sureties  thereon 
shall  be  approved  by  the  board  of  aldermen,  and  the  bonds 
of  the  city  treasurer  and  city  collector  shall  be  approved  also 
by  the  mayor.  Each  of  said  bonds,  except  that  of  the  city 
clerk,  shall  be  executed,  approved,  and  delivered  before  the 
officer  giving  it  enters  upon  the  duties  of  his  office. 

Sect.  4.  In  case  of  the  death  or  insolvency  of  a  surety  on 
any  of  said  bonds,  the  officer  who  has  given  the  bond  shall 
immediately  give  a  new  one,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  and  if 
he  fails  to  give  such  new  bond  within  a  reasonable  time  after 
notice  so  to  do,  such  failure  shall  be  a  sufficient  cause  for  his 
removal  from  office. 

Sect.  5.  The  city  treasurer  shall  have  the  custody  of  the 
bond  of  the  city  auditor,  but  all  the  other  l)onds  before  men- 
tioned shall  be  kept  in  the  custody  of  the  city  auditor. 

Sect.  6.  The  city  clerk  shall  provide  from  time  to  time 
suitable  blanks  for  the  aforesaid  bonds,  and  shall,  when  re- 
quested, furnish  such  blanks  free  of  charge  to  any  officer  who 
may  require  them. 

Sect.  7.  Every  person  appointed  by  the  board  of  direc- 
tors of  the  East  Boston  ferries  to  receive  and  collect  tolls  at 
said  ferries  shall  give  bond  to  the  city,  in  the  penal  sum  of 
five  thousand  dollars  and  with  sureties  satisfactory  to  Bald 
board,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties. 
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CHAPTER  6. 

OF  SALARIES,   ALLOWANCES  FOR  CLERK-HIRE,  ETC. 

Section  1.  The  following-named  officers  of  the  city  shall 
receive  yearly  salaries  as  follows,  and  at  the  same  rate  for 
any  portion  of  a  year,  and  no  salary  shall  be  increased  or 
diminished,  the  change  to  take  eflect  during  the  term  for 
which  any  of  said  officers  may  be  appointed  or  elected. 
The  said  salaries  shall  be  payable  monthly,  and  shall  be 
subject  to  the  deduction  of  any  and  all  sums  due  to  the  city 
fi'om  the  officers  to  whom  they  are  payable  :  — 

The  mayor,  ten  thousand  dollars. 
The  city  clerk,  four  thousand  dollars. 

The  assistant  city  clerk,  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars. 
The  clerk  of  the  common  council,  two  thousand  dollars. 
The  clerk  of  committees,  three  thousand  five  hundred  dol- 
lars. 

The  assistf^nt  clerk  of  committees,  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred dollars. 

The  messenger  of  the  city  council,  two  thousand  two  hun- 
dred and  fifty  dollars. 

The  first  assistant  messenger,  one  thousand  two  hundred 
dollars. 

The  second  assistant  messenger,  nine  hundred  dollars. 
The  third  assistant  messenger,  eight  hundred  dollars. 

The  city  treasurer,  six  thousand  dollars. 

The  treasurer  of  the  board  of  commissioners  on  the  sinking- 
funds,  seven  hundred  dollars. 

The  city  collector,  five  thousand  dollars. 

The  deputy  collectors,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  dollars 
each  ;  and  the  deputy  collectors  for  Dorchester,  Brighton, 
and  West  Eoxbury  shall  be  allowed  a  further  sum,  not  ex- 
ceeding two  hundred  dollars  in  the  aggregate,  for  horse- 
hire. 

The  city  auditor,  five  thousand  dollars  ;  but  should  he  re- 
ceive any  money,  directly  or  indirectly,  from  the  county 
of  Suffolk  for  services,  the  said  sum  shall  be  reduced  by 
an  amoimt  equal  to  the  amount  so  received.

The  day  watchmen  at  Faneuil  Hall  market,  three  dollars  each 
for  every  day's  actual  service. 

The  night  watchmen  at  Faneuil  Hall  market,  three  dollars 
each  for  every  night's  actual  service. 

The  inspector  of  the  abattoir,  one  thousand  five  hundred 
dollars. 

The  sealer  of  weights  and  measures,  two  thousand  five  hun- 
dred dollars.

and  each  first  assistant  assessor  shall  be  entitled  to  receive 
a  further  sum  of  three  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  for  attend- 
ing the  sessions  of  the  board  of  assessors  and  of  first 
assistant  assessors  ;  but  from  said  sum  shall  be  deducted  a 
proportionate  amount  for  any  of  such  sessions  which  such 
assessor  has  failed  to  attend.  The  amount  of  service  ren- 
dered by  each  assistant  assessor  shall  be  certified  by  the 
secretary  of  the  board  of  assessors. 

The  members  of  the  water-board,  for  each  member  thereof 
whose  term  of  appointment  begins  after  the  first  day  of 
May,  A.D.  1883,  the  sum  of  five  dollars  for  each  half  day 
of  actual  service  in  such  capacity. 

The  water-registrar,  three  thousand  dollars. 

The  receiver  of  water-rates,  two  thousand  five  hundred  dol- 
lars. 

The  members  of  the  board  of  fire  commissioners,  three 
thousand  dollars  each. 

The  members  of  the  board  of  health,  three  thousand  dollars 
each. 

The  superintendent  of  health,  three  thousand  five  hundred 
dollars. 

The  inspector  of  provisions  in  the  health  department,  one 

thousand  seven  hundred  dollars. 
The  inspector  of  vinegar,  one  thousand  two  hundred  dollars. 
The  city  physician,  two  thousand  seven  hundred  dollars. 
The  assistant  city  physician,  one  thousand  two  hundred 

dollars. 
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The  port  physician,  one  thousand  two  hundred  dollars.

The  clerk  to  the  superintendent  of  police,  one  thousand  five 

hundred  dollars.

The  matron  of  the  city  prison,  eight  hundred  dollars. 
The  captains,  four  dollars  a  day  each.

The  superintendent  of  Broadway  bridge,  three  thousand  and 
fifty  dollars,  which  sum  shall  be  in  full  for  his  services 
and  for  the  services  of  such  assistants  as  he  may  employ ; 
which  assistants  shall  include  one  engineer,  whose  yearly 
salary  shall  be  eight  hundred  dollars,  and  two  assistant 
superintendents,  whose  yearly  salaries  shall  be  six  hundred 
dollars  each. 
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The  superintendent  of  Cambridge-street  bridge  (Brighton 
District),  Western-avenue  bridge  to  Cambridge,  and  North 
Harvard-street  bridge,  one  thousand  dollars,  which  sum 
shall  be  in  full  for  all  services  performed  for  the  city  in 
the  superintendence  of  said  bridges. 

The  superintendent  of  Charles-river  bridge,  two  thousand 
nine  hundred  dollars,  and  the  said  sum  shall  be  in  full  for 
his  services  and  for  the  services  of  such  assistants  as  he 
may  employ  ;  which  assistants  shall  include  three  assistant 
superintendents,  the  yearly  salary  of  one  of  whom  shall 
be  seven  hundred  dollars,  and  the  yearly  salaries  of  the 
other  two  six  hundred  dollars  each. 

The  superintendent  of  Chelsea  bridge  (South),  between 
Charlestown  and  Chelsea,  two  thousand  three  hundred 
dollars,  which  sum  shall  be  in  full  for  all  the  services  per- 
formed for  the  city  in  the  superintendence  of  said  bridge  ; 
and  the  said  superintendent  shall  employ  two  assistant 
superintendents,  the  yearly  salary  of  each  of  whom  shall 
be  seven  hundred  dollars. 

The  superintendent  of  Chelsea  bridge  (North),  between 
Charlestown  and  Chelsea,  one  thousand  six  hundred 
dollars,  which  sum  shall  be  in  full  for  all  the  cervices 
performed  for  the  city  in  the  superintendence  of  said 
bridge  ;  and  said  superintendent  shall  employ  an  assistant 
superintendent,  whose  yearly  salary  shall  be  seven  hun- 
dred dollars. 

The  superintendent  of  Chelsea-street  bridge,  three  hundred 
dollars,  which  sum  shall  be  in  full  for  his  services  and  for 
the  services  of  such  assistants  as  he  may  employ. 

The  superintendent  of  Commercial  Point  bridge,  fifty  dollars. 

The  superintendent  of  Congress-street  bridge,  three  thousand 
eight  hundred  dollars,  which  sum  shall  be  in  full  for  his 
services  and  for  the  services  of  such  assistants  as  he  may 
employ ;  which  assistants  shall  include  one  engineer, 
whose  yearly  salary  shall  be  eight  hundred  dollars,  and 
three  assistant  superintendents,  whose  yearly  salaries  shall 
be  six  hundred  dollars  each. 

The  superintendent  of  Dover-street  bridge,  two  thousand 
eight  hundred  dollars,  which  sum  shall  be  in  full  for  his 
services  and  for  the  services  of  such  assistants  as  he  may 
employ ;  which  assistants  shall  include  three  assistant 
superintendents,  the  yearly  salary  of  one  of  whom  shall 
be  seven  hundred  dollars,  and  the  yearly  salaries  of  the 
other  two  six  hundred  dollars  each. 

The  superintendent  of  Essex-street  bridge,  four  hundred 
dollars,  which  sum  shall  be  in  full  for  all  services  performed 
for  the  city  in  the  superintendence  of  said  bridge.

The  superintendent  of  Federal-street  bridge,  two  thousand 
nine  hundred  doUars,  which  sum  shall  be  in  full  for  his 
services  and  for  the  services  of  such  assistants  as  he  may 
employ ;  which  assistants  shall  include  three  assistant 
superintendents,  the  yearly  salary  of  one  of  wdiom  shall 
be  seven  hundred  dollars,  and  the  yearly  salaries  of  the 
other  two  six  hundred  dollars  each. 

The  superintendent  of  Granite  bridge,  two  hundred  dollars, 
which  sum  shall  be  in  full  for  all  services  performed  for 
the  city  in  the  superintendence  of  said  bridge.

The  superintendent  of  Meridian-street  bridge,  one  thousand 
five  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  which  sum  shall  be  m  full 
for  his  services  and  the  services  of  such  assistants  as  he 
may  employ ;  which  assistants  shall  include  an  assistant 
superintendent,  whose  yearly  salary  shall  be  six  hundred 
and  tifty  dollars. 

The  superintendent  of  Mount  Washington-avenue  bridge, 
three  thousand  one  hundred  dollars,  which  sum  shall  be  in 
full  for  his  services  and  for  the  services  of  such  assistants 
as  he  may  employ ;  which  assistants  shall  include  three 
assistant  superintendents,  the  yearly  salary  of  one  of  whom 
shall  be  seven  hundred  dollars,  and  the  yearly  salaries  of 
the  other  two  six  hundred  dollars  each. 

The  superintendent  of  Neponset  bridge,  four  hundred  dollars, 
which  sum  shall  be  in  full  for  all  services  performed  in 
the  superintendence  of  said  bridge. 

The  superintendent  of  North  Beacon-street  bridge  and  of 
Western-avenue  bridge  to  Watertown,  one  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars,  which  sum  shall  be  in  full  for  all  services 
performed  for  the  city  in  the  superintendence  of  said 
bridges. 

The  superintendent  of  Warren  bridge,  four  thousand  one 
hundred  dollars  ;  the  said  sum  shall  be  in  full  for  his  ser- 
vices and  the  services  of  such  assistants  as  he  may  employ  ; 
which  assistants  shall  include  five  assistant  superinten- 
dents, the  yearly  salary  of  one  of  whom  shall  be  seven 
hundred  dollars,  and  the  yearly  salary  of  the  other  four 
six  hundred  dollars  each. 

The  commissioner  on  West  Boston  bridge  and  Canal  or 
Cragie's  bridge,  three  hundred  thirty-three  and  one-third 
dollars ;  the  commissioner  on  Prison  Point  bridge,  one 
hundred  sixty-six  and  two-thirds  dollars. 
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The  superintendent  of  Winthrop  bridge,  one  hundred  dol- 
lars. 

Sect.  2.  The  following-named  officers  shall  be  allowed 
for  the  compensation  of  clerks  and  other  assistants  or  subor- 
dinates employed  by  them,  whose  compensation  is  not  other- 
wise provided  for,  sums  not  exceeding  those  hereinafter  set 
forth,  the  same  to  be  paid  in  monthly  instalments  on  pay- 
rolls certified  by  the  respective  officers  :  — 

The  mayor,  ten  thousand  dollars. 

The  city  treasurer,  twenty-one  thousand  dollars  for  his  regu- 
lar clerks. 

The  city  collector,  twelve  thousand  two  hundred  dollars  for 
his  regular  clerks ;  four  thousand  seven  hundred  dollars 
for  extra  clerics ;  three  hundred  dollars  (out  of  the  re- 
ceipts for  liquor  licenses)  for  one  clerk ;  and  four  hun- 
dred dollars  (out  of  the  Cochituate  water  works  revenue) 
for  one  clerk. 

The  city  auditor,  fourteen  thousand  seven  hundred  dollars. 
The  city  clerk,  thirteen  thousand  dollars. 
The  clerk  of  the  common  council,  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred dollars. 

The  registrars  of  voters,  such  sum  as  shall  be  annually  ap- 
propriated for  their  assistant  registrars  and  clerks  ;  but 
the  compensation  of  an  assistant  registrar  shall  not  exceed 
the  rate  of  three  dollars  and  fifty  cents  for  each  day  of 
actual  service. 

The  city  registrar,  six  thousand  two  hundred  dollars  for  his 
regular  clerks,  and  for  his  assistants,  employed  under 
section  two  of  chapter  nineteen,  a  sum  not  exceeding 
twenty-five  cents  for  information  furnished  concerning 
each  birth. 

Sect.  3.  The  following-named  officers  shall  each  be  enti- 
tled to  the  use  of  a  horse  and  vehicle  at  the  expense  of  the 
city,  the  bills  therefor  to  be  rendered  monthly  with  the  other 
bills  in  his  department :  — 

The  mayor. 

The  city  engineer. 

The  inspector  of  buildings. 

The  superintendent  of  streets. 

The  superintendent  of  public  buildings  (one  or  more). 
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Sect.  4.  The  city  auditor  shall  allow  and  the  city  treas- 
urer shall  pay  to  the  several  officers  of  the  county  of  Suffolk 
the  salaries  and  allowances  required  to  be  paid  to  them  by 
the  statutes  of  the  commonwealth. 

Sect.  5.  No  salary  shall  be  paid  by  the  city  to  a  non- 
resident, unless  his  official  duties  are  to  be  performed  mainly 
outside  of  the  city  limits ;  but  this  rule  shall  not  apply  to 
non-residents  who  held  office  under  the  city  on  the  third 
day  of  January  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy- 
nine.

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CHAPTER  8. 

or  THE  CITY  CLERK. 

Section  1.  The  city  clerk  shall  have  the  care  and  cus- 
tody of  the  city  records  and  of  all  documents,  maps,  plans, 
and  papers  of  the  city,  respecting  the  care  and  custody  of 
which  no  other  provision  is  made.  He  shall  attend  all  meet- 
ings of  the  board  of  aldermen  and  all  meetings  of  both 
branches  of  the  city  council,  when  met  in  convention,  and  he 
shall  keep  records  of  the  proceedings  at  all  such  meetings. 

Sect.  2.  The  city  clerk  shall  have  allowed  him  as  sub- 
ordinates :  — 

One  assistant  city  clerk, 

One  chief  mortgage  clerk. 

One  index  clerk, 

Nine  clerks  and  copyists, 

Five  clerks  in  the  mortgage  department, 

all  of  whom,  except  the  assistant  city  clerk,  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  city  clerk  solely,  and  all  may  be  removed  by  him,  but 
they  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  provisions  of  statutes  or 
ordinances  aflecting  subordinates  in  other  departments. 

Sect.  3.  The  city  clerk  shall  annually,  in  January,  ap- 
point, subject  to  the  approval  of  the  mayor,  the  assistant  city 
clerk,  who  shall  be  sworn  to  the  faithful  discharge  of  his 
duties,  and  shall  hold  office  for  the  remainder  of  the  mu- 
nicipal year,  and  until  his  successor  is  appointed  and  duly 
qualified. 

Sect.  4.  The  said  assistant  city  clerk  shall  assist  the  city 
clerk  in  the  performance  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  and  he 
shall  discharge  the  duties  of  the  city  clerk  when  that  officer 
is  absent,  and  also  when  there  is  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of 
city  clerk.  He  may  also  act,  in  the  absence  of  a  city  clerk, 
as  clerk  to  the  board  of  aldermen,  at  their  request. 

Sect.  5.  The  city  clerk  shall  keep  suitable  records  and 
accounts  of  all  fees  received  by  him,  and  shall  personally 
verify  all  charges  made  therein. 


CLERK  OF  COMMITTEES. 
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CHAPTER  9. 

OF  THE  CLERK  OF  COMMITTEES. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  elected  annually,  by  concur- 
rent vote  of  the  two  branches  of  the  city  council,  a  clerk  of 
committees,  who  shall,  when  no  other  provision  is  made,  act 
as  the  clerk  of  all  committees,  standing  or  special,  of  either 
branch  or  of  both  branches  of  the  city  council,  and  shall 
make  proper  records  in  books,  kept  for  the  purpose  and  fur- 
nished by  the  city,  of  all  the  proceedings  and  transactions  of 
such  committees ;  shall  keep  a  calendar  of  all  the  meetings 
of  such  committees  and  notify  the  members  of  such  meetings, 
when  requested  so  to  do  by  the  chairman  or  by  a  majority  of 
the  committee  ;  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  and  ser- 
vices for  the  said  committees  as  they  may  from  time  to  time 
require. 

Sect.  2.  Said  clerk  may,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
city  council,  appoint  an  assistant,  who  shall  perform  such 
services,  clerical  or  otherwise,  as  the  said  clerk  or  any  of  the 
committees  aforesaid  may  direct,  and  who  may  be  removed 
at  an}^  time  by  the  said  clerk  or  by  the  city  council.  The 
clerk  of  committees  may  also  employ  any  other  clerical  as- 
sistance that  may  be  needed,  and  for  which  an  appropriation 
is  made* 
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CHAPTER  10. 


OF  THE  mayor's  DEPARTMENT. 


Section  1.  There  shall  be  allowed  to  the  mayor,  to 
perform  the  duties  of  his  department,  the  following  subordi- 
nates :  — 


One  secretary. 
One  accountant. 
One  book-keeper, 
One  messenger. 


CITY  MESSENGER. 
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CHAPTER  11. 

OF  THE  CITY  MESSENGER. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  elected  annually,  by  concur- 
rent vote  of  the  two  branches  of  the  city  council,  a  city 
messenger,  who  shall  devote  his  whole  time  to  the  service  of 
the  city ;  shall  attend  all  meetings  of  the  board  of  aldermen 
and  of  the  common  council ;  shall  wait  upon  all  committees 
and  boards  when  in  session  in  City  Hall ;  and  in  general  shall 
perform  all  services  required  of  him  by  the  mayor,  by  either 
branch  of  the  city  council,  or  by  any  committee  or  board 
when  in  session  as  aforesaid. 

Sect.  2.  He  may,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  city 
council,  appoint  three  assistants,  who  shall  hold  office  for  one 
year,  unless  sooner  removed  or  suspended  by  him  or  by  the 
city  council. 

Sect.  3.  The  general  custody  of  the  city  hall  building, 
except  as  otherwise  provided,  and  except  also  as  to  any 
repairs  or  alterations  therein,  shall  be  in  the  charge  of  the 
city  messenger,  who  may  appoint  all  necessary  subordinates, 
including  the  tender  of  the  elevator,  to  enable  him  to  dis- 
charge such  duty.  Such  subordinates  may  be  discharged  or 
suspended  by  him,  or  by  any  standing  committee  of  the  city 
council  having  charge  of  the  matter.  The  city  messenger 
shall  have  the  direction  of  any  detail  of  police  that  may  be 
specially  assigned  to  protect  said  building  or  to  preserve 
order  in  any  part  thereof.  The  superintendent  of  buildings 
shall  have  charge  of  the  steam  apparatus  for  heating  City 
Hall  and  the  connected  buildings,  and  of  the  elevator  therein. 

Sect.  4.  The  use  of  the  office  and  private  room  of  the 
mayor  shall  be  under  the  control  of  the  mayor. 

Sect.  5.  The  use  of  the  large  hall  used  for  the  meetings 
of  the  board  of  aldermen,  the  anteroom  adjoining  said  hall 
on  its  easterly  side,  the  city  clerk's  room,  and  the  private 
office  on  the  west  side  of  said  hall,  shall  be  under  the  control 
of  the  board  of  aldermen. 

Sect.  6.  The  use  of  the  hall  used  for  the  meetings  of 
the  common  council,  the  anteroom,  committee-room,  and 
wash-room  adjacent  to  said  hall  on  its  easterly  side,  the  lobby 
and  clerk's  room  on  its  westerly  side,  and  the  president's 
room,  adjoining  the  clerk's  room,  shall  be  under  the  control 
of  the  common  council. 
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Sect.  7.  Each  branch  of  the  city  government  may  pre- 
scribe rules  for  the  use,  custody,  and  care  of  its  own  apart- 
ments, and  may  direct  the  expenditure,  through  the  super- 
intendent of  public  buildings,  of  such  suras  of  money  as  are 
from  time  to  time  appropriated  for  repairs  or  furnishing 
therein. 


CITY  TREASURER. 
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CHAPTER  12. 

OF  THE  CITY  TREASURER. 

Section  1.  Annually,  in  the  month  of  May  or  June,  there 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor,  subject  to  confirmation  by 
the  board  of  aldermen,  a  city  treasurer,  who  shall  hold 
office  for  one  year  from  the  first  day  of  July  in  the  year  in 
which  he  was  appointed. 

Sect.  2.  There  shall  be  allowed  to  the  treasurer,  for  the 
discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  department,  the  following  sub- 
ordinates :  — 

One  cashier, 
One  book-keeper, 
One  teller. 
Five  paymasters, 

One  draft  clerk  and  assistant  paymaster, 
One  trustee  and  assignment  clerk. 
One  bond  and  interest  clerk, 
One  clerk  and  messenger. 

He  shall  require  from  said  subordinates,  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  their  respective  duties  and  for  the  safe  custody 
of  the  money  and  other  property  intrusted  to  them,  bonds 
to  himself  as  obligee,  with  sureties  satisfactory  to  the  mayor, 
and  with  penal  sums  as  follows  :  the  cashier,  not  less  than 
twenty  thousand  dollars,  and  the  tellers  and  paymasters, 
not  less  than  ten  thousand  dollars  each. 

Sect.  3.  The  city  treasurer  shall  have  the  care  and  custody 
of  all  the  current  funds  of  the  city  from  the  time  when  the 
same  shall  be  paid  over  to  him  by  the  collector  or  any  other 
person,  and  also  of  any  securities  which  may  be  placed  in 
his  charge  by  virtue  of  any  statute  or  ordinance.  He  ma}^ 
deposit  any  portion  of  such  current  funds  with  such  national 
bank  or  banks  established  in  Boston,  and  upon  such  conditions 
and  rates  of  interest  as  may  be  approved  by  board  of  the 
commissioners  on  the  sinking-funds ;  provided^  however, 
that  the  whole  amount  of  deposits  in  any  one  bank  shall  not 
exceed  fifty  per  centum  of  its  paid-in  capital. 

Sect.  4.  The  treasurer  shall  pay  all  checks,  orders,  and 
other  warrants  issued  upon  him  by  the  city  auditor  for  the 
payment  of  bills  and  demands  against  the  city,  which  have 
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been  duly  passed  in  the  auditor's  department  and  have  been  by 
the  mayor  ordered  for  payment.  The  form  of  such  checks, 
orders,  or  other  warrants  shall  be  settled  by  the  auditor,  with 
the  approval  of  the  mayor,  whose  approval  shall  be  nec- 
essary to  any  subsequent  change  therein. 

The  treasurer  shall  close  his  accounts  for  the  financial  year 
on  or  before  the  fourth  day  of  May  in  each  year,  and  shall 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  June  transmit  to  the  city  council 
his  annual  report  thereon.  He  shall  also  at  any  time  sub- 
mit his  accounts  and  vouchers  to  the  examination  of  any 
accountant  designated  for  the  purpose  by  the  mayor,  or  by  a 
vote  of  the  city  council,  and  he  shall  be  entitled  to  a  copy  of 
the  report  thereon. 

Sect.  5.  Payments  of  sums  due  to  school  instructors, 
school  janitors,  policemen,  firemen,  witnesses,  and  jurors, 
and  to  other  persons  employed  in  and  about  the  various  de- 
partments and  institutions  of  the  city  and  of  the  county 
of  Suflblk,  may  be  made  by  the  city  treasurer  in  any  of  the 
public  buildings  in  the  dilferent  sections  of  the  city,  or  upon 
any  of  the  public  works,  as  he  may  designate  and  as  will 
best  facilitate  such  payments  and  prevent  the  loss  of  time 
by  those  to  whom  they  are  made ;  and  for  the  purpose 
of  making  payments  as  aforesaid,  the  city  treasurer  may  fur- 
nish necessary  conveyance  for  his  paymasters. 

Sect.  6.  Suitable  furniture  and  fixtures  for  such  places 
as  may  be  designated  by  the  city  treasurer  for  making  pay- 
ments, under  the  preceding  section,  shall  be  furnished  by  the 
superintendent  of  public  buildings,  who  shall  also  place 
proper  safeguards  for  the  keeping  of  any  money  that  may 
be  in  charge  of  the  paymasters  in  such  places. 

Sect.  7.  Upon  the  death  of  any  employe,  the  board,  or 
ofiicer  in  whose  department  the  deceased  person  was  em- 
ployed, may  certify  to  the  city  treasurer  the  amount  due 
such  employe  at  the  time  of  his  decease,  and  the  name  of 
the  person  entitled  to  receive  the  same  ;  and  the  city  treas- 
urer is  hereby  authorized  to  pay  said  amount  in  conformity  to 
the  certification  of  said  board  or  head  of  department. 

Sect.  8.  On  or  before  the  fifth  day  of  each  month  the 
city  treasurer  shall  render  to  the  mayor  and  city  council  a 
statement  of  the  receipts  and  payments  of  his  department 
for  the  preceding  month,  and  a  summary  of  the  like  items 
for  the  current  financial  year  up  to  the  close  of  such  month. 


CITY  COLLECTOR. 
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CHAPTER  13. 

OF  THE  CITY  COLLECTOR. 

Section  1.  Annually,  in  the  month  of  May  or  June,  there 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor,  subject  to  confirmation 
by  the  board  of  aldermen,  a  city  collector  who  shall  hold 
office  for  one  year  from  the  first  day  of  July  in  the  year  in 
which  he  is  appointed. 

Sect.  2.  There  shall  be  alloAved  to  the  collector,  for  the 
discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  department,  the  following  sub- 
ordinates :  — 

One  cashier. 
One  book-keeper, 
One  chief  clerk. 
Three  clerks. 

One  general  clerk  and  messenger, 
Eighteen  deputy  collectors. 

He  shall  require  from  said  subordinates  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  their  respective  duties  and  for  the  safe  custody 
of  the  money  and  other  property  intrusted  to  them,  bonds 
to  himself  as  obligee,  with  sureties  satisfactory  to  the 
mayor,  and  with  penal  sums  as  follows :  the  cashier, 
not  less  than  twenty  thousand  dollars,  and  the  deputy  col- 
lectors, not  less  than  five  thousand  dollars  each.  The  whole 
time  of  the  deputy  collectors  shall  be  given  to  the  duties  of 
the  said  department. 

Sect.  3.  The  city  collector  shall  collect  and  receive  all 
moneys  payable  to  the  city,  except  when  other  provision  is 
made,  and  shall  make  to  the  city  auditor  monthly  reports  in 
writing  of  the  amount  of  all  moneys  received  by  him,  and  of 
the  accounts  upon  which  such  moneys  have  been  received.  He 
shall  also,  at  the  close  of  each  financial  year,  submit  to  the  city 
council  a  statement  of  all  moneys  received  by  him  during  the 
year  of  the  particular  warrant,  assessment,  or  account  upon 
which  each  amount  was  received,  and  of  the  balance  of  money 
uncollected  on  the  respective  warrants,  assessments,  or  sched- 
ules of  departments  in  his  hands,  and  a  copy  of  such  state- 
ment shall  be  filed  with  the  city  auditor.  He  shall  also  be 
the  custodian  of  all  leases  of  city  property,  and  of  all  notes, 
bonds,  mortgages,  and  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  belong- 
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ing  to  the  city  or  to  the  county,  and  shall  annually,  in  May, 
lay  before  the  city  council  a  detailed  statement  thereof. 

Sect.  4.  The  city  collector  shall,  immediately  after 
receiving  any  tax-bills  from  the  board  of  assessors,  cause 
such  bills  to  be  delivered  to  the  persons  assessed,  and  if  they 
are  not  paid  within  thirty  days  thereafter,  he  shall  issue  a 
summons  to  each  person  who  fails  to  pay  ;  and  if  such  person 
does  not  pay  his  taxes  within  ten  days  after  the  receipt  of 
such  summons,  or  after  the  service  thereof  upon  him  in  the 
usual  manner,  the  said  collector  shall  issue  his  warrant  for 
the  collection  of  said  taxes,  or  in  the  case  of  taxes  on  real 
estate  shall  proceed  to  sell  according  to  the  law. 

Sect.  5.  As  soon  as  conveniently  may  be  after  the  city 
collector  has  caused  any  real  estate  to  be  sold  for  non-payment 
of  a  tax  or  assessment,  he  shall  cause  such  sale  to  be  entered 
in  an  alphabetical  list,  made  under  his  supervision  and  kept 
in  his  office  for  public  reference,  and  giving  the  location  of 
such  real  estate  and  the  name  of  the  person  or  persons,  if 
known,  against  whom  such  tax  or  assessment  was  laid. 

Sect.  6.  The  city  collector  shall  cause  to  be  sold,  pur- 
suant to  section  fifty-eight  of  chapter  twelve  of  the  Public 
Statutes,  and  all  other  provisions  of  law  applying  thereto,  all 
real  estate  taken  or  purchased  by  the  city  for  non-payment 
of  taxes  or  assessments  and  not  redeemed  within  the  time 
allowed  for  such  redemption,  and  the  mayor  shall,  upon  pay- 
ment of  the  purchase-money  to  the  said  collector,  execute  to 
the  purchaser  of  any  such  estate  a  quitclaim  deed  thereof. 
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CHAPTER  14. 

OF  THE  CITY  AUDITOR. 

Section  1.  Annually,  in  the  month  of  May  or  June,  there 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor,  subject  to  confirmation  by 
the  board  of  aldermen,  a  city  auditor  who  shall  hold  office 
for  one  year,  from  the  first  day  of  July  in  the  year  in  which 
he  is  appointed ;  and  he  shall  be  sworn  to  the  faithful  dis- 
charge of  the  duties  of  his  office. 

Sect.  2.  There  shall  be  allowed  to  the  auditor,  for  the 
discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  department,  the  following  sub- 
ordinates :  — 

One  chief  clerk  and  general  book-keeper. 

One  draft  clerk  and  book-keeper  of  receipts, 

Two  abstract  clerks, 

One  bond  and  interest  clerk, 

Five  clerks, 

One  messenger. 

Sect.  3.  The  city  auditor  shall  keep  a  complete  set  of 
books,  wherein  shall  be  stated,  among  other  things,  the 
amount  of  the  appropriation  that  has  been  made  for  each 
distinct  object  of  expenditure,  and  the  amount  that  has  been 
expended  on  account  of  such  appropriation  ;  and  when  the 
appropriation  for  any  specific  object  has  been  wholly  ex- 
pended, he  shall  immediately  communicate  that  fact  to  the 
city  council. 

Sect.  4.  Before  money  is  paid  out  of  the  city  treasury, 
a  requisition  therefor  in  writing,  with  detailed  accounts  at- 
tached, specifying  the  amount  to  be  paid  and  the  party  or 
parties  to  w^hom  the  payment  is  due,  shall  be  made  by  the 
board,  officer,  department,  or  committee  incurring  the  ex- 
penditure, upon  the  city  auditor.  He  shall  examine  all  such 
requisitions,  bills  or  demands  rendered  against  the  city ; 
shall  see  that  they  have  been  incurred  with  due  warrant  of 
law,  and  properly  approved  by  some  person  duly  author- 
ized, and  in  exact  accordance  with  such  authority ;  that  the 
clerical  computations  are  correct :  and  that  there  are  on 
hand  funds  appropriated  for  the  purpose  sufficient  for  the 
payment  of  such  demand  or  bill,,  [and  may  examine  the  per- 
sons presenting  claims  under  oath] .    In  case  of  any  error  or 
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informality  he  shall  make  note  of  the  fact,  and  of  his  objec- 
tions, and  return  the  bill  or  demand  with  such  objections, 
to  the  board,  officer,  or  committee  presenting  the  same. 
If  he  approve  of  the  bill  or  demand  he  shall  cause  the  same 
to  be  marked  with  his  certificate  of  approval,  and  shall 
cause  an  abstract  of  the  same  to  be  entered  on  a  book 
kept  for  the  purpose.  As  soon  as  possible  after  the  twen- 
tieth day  of  each  month,  he  shall  close  the  outstanding  ac- 
counts on  such  book,  and  present  the  same  to  the  mayor, 
who,  if  satisfied  of  their  correctness,  shall  sign  thereon  a 
warrant  for  the  city  treasurer  to  pay  such  amount  in  detail. 
On  receiving  a  proper  receipt  or  acquittance  of  such  bill  or 
demand,  the  auditor  shall  issue  to  the  person  entitled  to 
payment,  a  check,  order,  or  otlier  warrant  directed  to  the  city 
treasurer  for  the  amount  due. 

Such  warrants  for  payments  as  aforesaid  shall  be  issued  on 
the  first  secular  day  of  each  month,  for  all  bills  or  demands 
which  have  been  approved  and  ordered  paid,  prior  to  such 
date.  Payments  shall  also  be  made  at  such  reasonable  times 
as  the  city  council,  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor,  may 
direct.  Accounts  may  be  adjusted,  and  special  warrants 
for  payment  issued  after  the  verification  by  the  auditor,  at 
such  time  as  he  may  appoint,  at  the  written  request  of  any 
board  or  officer  in  charge  of  a  department,  provided  that  it 
be  sanctioned  by  the  mayor  in  wanting.  Discharged  em- 
ployes may  be  paid  at  any  time  on  presenting  to  the  auditor 
a  proper  certificate  from  the  head  of  the  department  in  which 
they  were  employed. 

The  auditor  shall  report  to  the  mayor  whenever  the  expen- 
ditures of  any  department  seem  to  be  in  excess  of  a  proper 
monthly  ratio  of  its  appropriation. 

Sect.  5.  The  pay-roils  of  laborers  employed  in  the 
several  departments  shall  be  made  up  semi-monthly ;  one 
from  the  fifteenth  to  the  last  day  of  each  month,  inclusive, 
and  the  other  to  be  made  up  from  the  first  to  the  fourteenth 
day,  inclusive ;  said  pay-rolls  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  city 
auditor  with  special  drafts  on  the  city  treasurer  to  meet  the 
same. 

Sect.  6.  The  city  auditor  shall  annually,  in  February, 
lay  before  the  city  council  an  estimate  of  the  amount  of 
money  which  it  will  be  necessary  to  raise  to  meet  the  expen- 
ditures for  the  ensuing  year,  giving  under  each  of  the  respec- 
tive heads  of  appropriation  a  detailed  statement,  (to  be  fur- 
nished by  the  several  boards  and  officers,  as  provided  in 
section  two  of  chapter  fifteen  of  these  ordinances) ,  of  the  pur- 
poses for  which  the  appropriation  is  needed.  He  shall 
also  annually,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July,  submit 
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to  the  city  council  a  printed  statement  of  all  the  receipts 
and  expenditures  of  the  past  financial  year,  giving  in  detail 
the  amount  of  the  appropriation  and  of  the  expenditure  for 
each  specific  object,  the  receipts  from  each  source  of  income, 
the  reduction,  if  any  of  the  city  debt,  'and  the  changes,  if 
any,  in  the  sinking-funds.  Said  statement  shall  be  arranged, 
as  far  as  practicable,  so  as  to  conform  to  the  accounts  of  the 
city  treasurer  and  city  collector,  and  shall  be  accompanied 
by  a  schedule  of  the  property  belonging  to  the  city,  and  by 
an  exhibit  showing  the  debts  due  from  the  city,  the  rates  oi 
interest  thereon,  and  the  years  in  which  such  debts  will 
become  due.  He  shall  also  make  to  the  city  council  a 
monthly  statement  of  the  amounts  of  the  several  appropria- 
tions ;  of  the  amount  of  all  drafts  on  account  of  each  appro- 
priation made  during  the  month  preceding  the  date  of  such 
statement ;  of  the  amount  of  such  drafts  made  since  the 
beginning  of  the  financial  year ;  and  of  the  balance  of  each 
appropriation  remaining  subject  to  draft. 
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CHAPTER  15. 

or  MATTERS  OF  FINANCE. 

Section  1.  The  financial  year  of  the  city  shall  begin  on 
the  first  day  of  May  and  end  on  the  last  day  of  April,  and 
the  city  treasurer  and  city  collector  shall  make  up  their  annual 
accounts  to  the  last-named  date. 

Sect.  2.  Every  board  or  officer  in  charge  of  a  depart- 
ment shall  annually,  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  February, 
send  to  the  city  auditor  an  estimate  in  detail  of  the  appropria- 
tions which  will  be  needed  to  meet  the  expenditures  to  be 
incurred  by  such  board,  or  officer,  during  the  next  financial 
year,  and  also  an  estimate  of  all  income  to  be  received  from 
any  source  by  such  board,  or  officer  during  said  year. 

Sect.  3.  No  expenditure  shall  be  made  or  liability  in- 
curred on  behalf  of  the  city,  until  a  loan  has  been  duly  author- 
ized or  an  appropriation  has  been  made  by  the  city  council, 
sufficient  to  meet  such  expenditure  or  liability  together  with 
all  prior  unpaid  liabilities  which  are  properly  chargeable  to 
the  same  appropriation. 

Sect.  4.  When  the  estimates  for  the  performance  of  a 
work  for  which  a  board  or  officer  is  authorized  by  the  city 
council,  or  by  either  branch  thereof,  to  contract,  exceed  in 
amount  the  appropriation  made  for  such  vf  ork ;  or  when  the 
sum  appropriated  for  any  purpose  has  been  expended  before 
such  purpose  has  been  fully  accomplished,  the  board  or 
officer  in  charge  of  the  department  shall  report  to  the  city 
council,  or  to  the  branch  thereof  from  which  their  authority  is 
derived,  a  detailed  statement  of  the  causes  of  the  insufficiency 
of  the  appropriation  to  meet  the  purposes  for  which  it  was 
made,  and  an  estimate  of  the  additional  appropriation  which 
they  judge  will  be  required  to  fully  effect  such  purposes ; 
and  they  shall  not  conclude  any  contract  nor  incur  further 
expense  in  the  premises,  until  they  are  authorized  so  to  do 
by  the  city  council  or  by  the  branch  thereof  from  which  their 
authority  is  derived. 

Sect.  5.  When  the  city  treasurer  is  authorized  by  the 
city  council  to  borrow  money  and  to  give  certificates  of 
indebtedness  therefor,  such  certificates  shall  be  signed  by 
the  mayor,  the  city  treasurer,  and  the  city  auditor,  and  shall 
be  registered  both  in  the  office  of  the  city  treasurer  and  in 
that  of  the  city  auditor.    The  rate  of  interest  to  be  paid  on 
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said  loan,  unless  prescribed  by  the  vote  of  the  city  council 
authorizing  the  same,  shall  be  fixed  by  the  mayor,  the  treas- 
urer, and  the  auditor. 

Whenever  any  loan  is  so  authorized,  unless  the  commis- 
sioners of  the  sinking-funds  shall  desire  to  purchase  the 
bonds  for  the  city's  account,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treas- 
urer to  solicit,  in  such  manner  as  the  mayor  shall  approve, 
sealed  proposals  to  purchase  said  bonds,  reserving  the  city's 
right  to  reject  all  bids.  All  such  bids  shall  be  opened,  at  a 
time  and  place  to  be  stated  in  the  proposals,  by  the  treasurer, 
in  the  presence  of  the  mayor  and  the  auditor,  and  the  highest 
bid  by  a  responsible  person  shall  be  accepted  unless  all  are 
rejected.  The  treasurer  shall  preserve  all  rejected  bids  and 
other  papers  relative  thereto. 

Sect.  6.  Whenever  any  bond  or  coupon  issued  by  the 
city  has  become  due  the  treasurer  shall  pay  the  same  on 
presentation  and  shall  cancel  the  same.  He  shall  transmit 
the  bonds  so  paid  daily,  and  the  coupons  so  paid  twice  in 
each  month,  to  the  auditor,  who  shall  have  the  custody  of 
the  same  thereafter. 

Sect.  7.  Each  board,  department,  and  officer  of  the  city 
government  shall,  within  the  first  ten  days  of  every  month, 
deliver  to  the  city  collector  bills  of  all  dues  which  in  the 
course  of  the  preceding  month  have  become  payable  to  the 
city,  through  or  on  account  of  such  board,  department,  or 
officer  ;  and  they  shall,  as  often  as  such  moneys  amount  to  one 
hundred  dollars,  and  also  on  the  last  day  of  each  month,  pay 
over  all  moneys  received  and  all  fees  collected  by  them  for  or 
on  account  of  the  city,  and  shall,  at  the  time  of  such  payment, 
render  a  statement  explanatory  thereof.  In  case  no  return 
is  received  from  any  officer  who  has  usually  made  one,  the 
collector  shall  notify  the  mayor  of  the  omission.  When 
bills  or  moneys  are  delivered  or  paid  to  the  city  collector,  as 
before  provided,  a  statement  of  the  aggregate  amount  of  such 
bills  or  moneys  shall  at  the  same,  time  be  rendered  to  the  city 
auditor. 

Sect.  8.  When  a  debt  due  to  the  city  is  not  paid  within 
sixty  days  after  demand  is  made  for  such  payment,  the  city 
collector  shall,  if  no  other  provision  for  its  collection  is  made, 
place  the  claim  in  the  hands  of  the  corporation  counsel,  who 
shall  forthw^ith  put  the  same  in  suit ;  and  the  mayor  may  in 
any  case,  when  in  his  judgment  the  interests  of  the  city  require 
it,  direct  a  suit  to  be  brought  upon  a  claim  before  the  expira- 
tion of  said  sixty  days. 

Sect.  9.  All  excess  of  revenue  derived  from  liquor 
licenses,  excess  of  income  and  taxes  over  estimated  income 
and  taxes,  and  excess  of  appropriations  over  expenditures  at 
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the  close  of  each  financial  year,  shall  remain  in  the  city 
treasury,  to  be  used  and  applied  for  such  purposes  as  the 
city  council  may  order. 

Sect.  10.  All  moneys  received  by  the  city  from  the  sale 
of  real  estate,  from  payments  on  account  of  the  principal 
sum  secured  by  any  bond  or  note,  or  from  payments  on 
account  of  any  betterment  assessment,  shall,  unless  other- 
wise specially  directed  by  the  city  council,  be  paid  by  the 
city  treasurer  to  the  board  of  commissioners  of  the  sinking- 
funds,  and  applied  by  them  to  the  reduction  of  the  city  debt. 

Sect.  11.  All  excess  of  income  from  water-rates  over 
the  amount  required  to  pay  the  expense  of  carrying  on  the 
water  works  and  to  pay  the  interest  and  exchange,  if  any,  on 
the  water  debts,  shall  be  paid  to  the  board  of  commissioners 
of  the  sinking-funds,  and  by  them  added  to  the  sinking- 
funds  for  said  debts. 

Sect.  12.  The  city  treasurer  is  authorized  to  pay  all 
executions  or  judgments  of  court  against  the  city  when  duly 
certified  as  correct  by  the  city  solicitor,  and  special  drafts  to 
cover  the  same  shall  be  made  by  the  mayor,  duly  certified  by 
the  city  auditor ;  and  if  the  appropriation  for  the  special 
object  to  which  the  amount  of  the  execution  is  chargeable  is 
not  sufficient,  the  execution  shall,  nevertheless,  be  paid  by 
the  city  treasurer,  and  he  shall  give  notice  of  the  fact  of  the 
over-draft  u[)on  the  execution  to  the  department  incurring  the 
obligation. 

Sect.  13.  The  mayor  may  settle  any  claim  against  the 
city  arising  from  the  act  or  neglect  of  any  of  its  departments, 
provided  the  settlement  is  recommended  in  writing  by  the 
city  solicitor,  and  has  been  approved  by  the  vote  of  a  ma- 
jority of  both  branches  of  the  city  council ;  or,  if  the  award 
be  for  less  than  ten  thousand  dollars,  by  the  vote  of  the  ma- 
jority of  a  joint  committee  of  said  council  after  an  examina- 
tion of  the  claim  ;  and  provided  also,  that  if  the  claim  is  for 
an  amount  exceeding  three  thousand  dollars,  the  examination 
thereon  shall  be  a  public  one,  after  at  least  six  days'  notice  in 
three  daily  papers  published  in  Boston. 

Every  amount  thus  allowed,  and  every  judgment  or  exe- 
cution paid  by  the  city  treasurer,  shall  be  charged  against 
the  appropriation  of  the  department  whose  act  or  neglect 
caused  the  claim,  and  shall  be  reckoned  as  an  expenditure 
made  by  such  department  in  all  its  accounts,  balances,  and 
reports. 
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CHAPTER  15^. 

OF  THE  SINKING-FUND  COMMISSIONERS. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  established  under  the  provi- 
sions of  Public  Statutes,  chapter  29,  section  10,  a  board  of 
sinking-fund  commissioners,  to  consist  of  six  persons, 
appointed  by  the  mayor,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the 
board  of  aldermen,  one-third  to  be  so  appointed  for  one, 
two  and  three  years  from  the  first  day  of  May,  A.D.  1885, 
respectively ;  and  annually,  in  the  month  of  April  thereafter, 
there  shall  be  so  appointed  for  a  term  of  three  years  from  the 
first  day  of  May  next  ensuing,  a  number  equal  to  the  num- 
ber whose  term  of  service  expires  on  such  first  day  of  May. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  board  shall  have  the  control  of  all 
sinking-funds  established  by  the  city,  and  shall  report  to  the 
city  council  annually,  on  or  before  the  fourth  Monday  of 
May,  the  exact  condition  on  the  first  day  of  said  month  of 
the  several  funds  under  their  control.  The  treasurer  of  said 
board  shall  keep  the  accounts  of  the  several  funds  in  such 
form  and  manner  as  the  said  board  may  direct,  and  he  shall 
furnish  to  the  city  auditor  annually,  on  or  before  the  first  day 
of  June,  a  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  several  funds  on 
the  last  day  of  the  preceding  April,  which  statement  shall  be 
printed  in  the  annual  report  of  the  said  auditor. 

Sect.  3.  Appropriations  on  account  of  the  sinking-funds 
shall  be  made  annually  as  follows  :  for  debts  payable  in  ten 
years  from  the  time  when  they  were  incurred,  an  appropria- 
tion equal  to  eight  per  cent,  of  the  amount  thereof ;  for  debts 
payable  in  twenty  years  from  said  time,  an  appropriation  equal 
to  three  and  one-half  per  cent,  of  the  amount  thereof ;  and 
for  debts  payable. in  thirty  years  from  said  time,  an  appro- 
priation equal  to  two  per  cent,  of  the  amount  thereof.  The 
amount  of  all  said  appropriations  shall  be  raised  annually  by 
taxation,  and  shall  be  paid  by  the  city  treasurer  to  the  said 
board  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  December  in  each  year  and 
the  said  board  shall  invest  the  amounts  so  received,  with  their 
accumulations,  in  such  manner  as  is  authorized  by  law;  but 
the  said  board  may,  at  any  time  when  they  deem  that  the 
appropriation  above  specified  is  more  than  will  be  required  in 
order  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  a  debt  at  its  maturity, 
make  such  reductions  in  the  amount  of  the  appropriation  as 
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may  be  consistent  with  the  requirements  of  the  statutes  of 
the  commonwealth. 

Sect.  4.  The  said  board  shall  annually,  on  or  before  the 
tenth  day  of  February,  report  to  the  city  council  and  to  the 
city  auditor  a  detailed  statement  of  the  amounts  required  by 
statute  and  by  the  preceding  section  to  be  raised  by  taxation 
on  account  of  the  sinking-funds  during  the  next  financial 
year,  and  such  amounts  shall  be  included  in  the  general  ap- 
propriation bill  for<  that  year. 

Sect.  5.  When  a  debt  of  the  city  becomes  due  the 
said  board  shall  pa}^  over  and  transfer  to  the  city  treasurer 
all  funds  which  they  may  hold  as  a  sinking-fund  for  said 
debt,  or  so  much  of  such  funds  as  may  be  required  for  the 
payment  of  such  debt ;  and  the  balance  of  such  funds,  if 
any,  shall  be  transferred  by  them  to  such  other  sinking-fund 
as  they  may  deem  advisable. 

Sect.  6.  The  city  treasurer  and  the  city  auditor  may 
serve  as  treasurer  and  secretary  respectively  of  said  board  ; 
and,  if  so  chosen,  shall  receive  a  reasonable  compensation  for 
such  service.

CHAPTER  16. 

OF  CONTRACTS  MADE  IN  BEHALF  OF  THE  CITY. 

Section  1.  All  boards  and  officers  in  charge  of  a  depart- 
ment shall  be  governed  in  their  purchases  by  the  provisions 
of  this  chapter. 

Sect.  2.  In  case  the  amount  of  the  estimated  expen- 
diture under  a  contract  exceeds  one  thousand  dollars, 
reasonable  notice  shall  be  given  by  advertisements  therefor, 
published  in  one  or  more  daily  papers  of  the  city,  and  else- 
where if  necessary. 

One  copy  at  least  of  such  advertisement  shall  be  sent  to  the 
mayor's  office  for  preservation.  Every  contract  in  which  the 
amount  involved  exceeds  one  thousand  dollars  shall  require 
the  approval  of  the  mayor  before  going  into  etfect ;  and  no 
expenditure  shall  be  made,  nor  liability  incurred,  for  any  pur- 
pose, beyond  the  appropriation  duly  made  therefor. 

Sect.  3.  Whenever  advertisements  for  proposals  for  any 
work  to  be  done  for  the  city,  or  for  any  materials  or  supplies 
to  be  furnished,  are  made,  the  board  or  officer  in  charge  of 
the  work  to  be  done  shall  cause  suitable  plans  and  specifica- 
tions, and  schedules  of  materials  or  supplies,  to  be  prepared 
and  shown  to  parties  proposing  to  bid. 

Sect.  4.  Every  contract  exceeding  one  thousand 
dollars  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  suitable  bond  for  the  per- 
formance of  the  same,  or  by  the  deposit  of  money  or  security 
to  the  amount  of  such  bond.  No  proposal  shall  be  accepted 
from  or  for  any  person  who  shall  have  broken  a  contract 
with  the  city  during  the  three  years  preceding.  All  written 
contracts  shall  be  executed  in  triplicate,  and  one  of  said 
copies  shall  be  deposited  with  the  city  auditor. 

Sect.  5.  No  proposal  shall  be  received  from  any  person 
offering  to  contract  for  such  work,  unless  the  same  is  sealed. 
Such  proposals  shall  be  at  once  placed  in  a  sealed  box  in  the 
department  calling  for  the  proposals,  and  the  mayor  shall 
hold  the  only  key  to  such  box.  All  proposals  shall  be  publicly 
opened  at  the  hour  and  place  in  City  Hall  designated  in  the 
advertisement,  in  the  presence  of  the  mayor  or  such  person 
as  he  may  designate.  The  contract  shall  then  and  there  be 
awarded  to  the  lowest  bidder  complying  with  the  terms  ;  pro- 
vided,  hoiveve7%  if  any  such  proposals  shall  be  offered  by  persons 
who,  in  the  judgment  of  the  officer  or  board  issuing  the  ad-

vertisement,  shall  be  incompetent  to  perform  their  contracts 
in  a  workmanlike  manner,  or  irresponsible  in  respect  to  their 
means  of  faithfully  executing  the  same,  such  proposal  may 
be  rejected,  notwithstanding  the  same  be  at  a  lower  rate 
than  other  proposals  offered  for  the  same  work,  and  the  next 
higher  bidder  shall  be  substituted.  And  provided,  also,  in 
all  cases,  that  the  officer  or  board  may  reject  all  bids,  with 
the  consent  of  the  mayor,  and  issue  new  advertisements.  All 
bids  shall  be  preserved  by  the  officer  or  board  issuing  the 
advertisement,  on  the  records  of  his  department,  and  shall  be 
open  to  public  inspection  after  the  contract  has  been  awarded 
and  accepted  by  the  bidder. 

Sect.  6.  In  all  cases  where  the  amount  of  any  contract 
shall  exceed  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  the  contract  shall 
be  in  writing ;  and  after  being  signed  by  the  parties,  no  such 
contract  shall  be  altered  in  any  particular,  without  the  con- 
sent of  the  contractor,  the  officer  or  board  makinij  the  con- 
tract,  and  of  the  mayor,  indorsed  thereon. 

Sect.  7.  Every  contract  shall  provide  that,  in  case  of 
any  alteration,  so  much  of  such  contract  as  is  not  neces- 
sarily affected  by  the  change  shall  remain  in  force  upon  all 
parties  thereto. 

Sect.  8.  No  officer  or  board  shall  make  any  contract  in 
behalf  of  the  city  the  execution  of  which  shall  necessarily 
extend  beyond  one  year  from  the  date  thereof,  unless  special 
permission  so  to  do  has  been  given  by  vote  of  the  city 
council  or  of  the  branch  having  authority  therein,  or  by  the 
statutes  of  the  commonwealth. 

Sect.  9.  In  every  contract  entered  into  on  behalf  of  the 
city,  and  involving  the  employment  of  mechanics  or  laborers 
by  the  contractor,  a  provision  shall  be  inserted  to  the  effect 
that  the  board,  or  other  authority  making  such  contract,  may, 
if  it  deems  it  expedient  to  do  so,  retain  out  of  any  amounts 
due  to  such  contractor  sums  sufficient  to  cover  any  unpaid 
claims  of  mechanics  or  laborers  for  work  or  labor  performed 
under  such  contract,  provided  that  notice  in  writing  of  such 
claims,  signed  by  the  claimants,  has  been  previously  filed  in 
the  office  of  the  city  clerk. 

Sect.  10.  Officers  at  the  head  of  departments  of  the  city 
government  shall  use  such  measures  as  they  may  deem  ex- 
pedient to  prevent  the  assignment  of  wages  by  persons 
employed  in  such  departments. 


CITY  ENGINEER. 
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CHAPTER  17. 

OF  THE  CITr  ENGINEER. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  annually  appointed  by  the 
mayor,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  board  of  aldermen, 
a  city  engineer,  who  shall  be  a  citizen  of  Boston. 

Sect.  2.  Said  engineer  shall  perform  all  such  services 
for  the  city  as  properly  come  under  the  direction  of  a  civil 
engineer,  and  shall  be  consulted  on  all  important  matters 
relating  to  public  improvements  of  every  kind,  where  the 
advice  of  an  engineer  would  be  of  service.  He  shall  take 
charge  of  the  construction  of  all  such  public  works  of  the  city 
as  the  city  council  may  direct,  and  shall  prepare,  or  cause  to 
be  prepared,  all  plans,  specifications,  and  contracts  therefor. 
He  shall  also,  when  required  by  any  officer  or  board  in 
charge  of  a  department,  or  by  the  mayor,  the  city  council,  or 
either  branch  thereof,  measure  or  cause  to  be  measured  all 
work  done  by  contract  for  the  city,  and  shall  certify  the 
results  of  such  measurements,  and  he  shall  be  the  custodian 
of  all  city  plans  belonging  to  his  department. 

Sect.  3.  He  shall  be  the  engineer  of  the  Boston  water- 
board,  and  shall,  under  the  direction  of  said  board,  have  the 
general  superintendence  of  all  works  in  the  water-depart- 
ment ;  shall  take  such  charge  as  the  said  board  may  direct  of 
the  sources  for  the  supply  of  water,  and  of  the  several 
reservoirs  and  other  structures  and  property  connected  with 
the  water-works ;  and  shall  perform  all  other  services  in 
relation  to  said  works  that  may  be  required  of  him  by  the 
said  board  or  by  the  city  council.  He  shall  also  cause  accu- 
rate observations  of  the  heii^ht  of  the  water  at  the  several 
sources,  at  the  pipe-chambers,  and  at  the  several  reservoirs, 
to  be  made  daily,  or  oftener,  at  his  discretion. 

Sect.  4.  He  shall  annually,  or  oftener  if  he  deem  it 
judicious,  make  a  careful  examination  of  all  bridges  within 
the  city  limits,  and  shall  make  such  reports  respecting  their 
condition,  as  to  safety  or  need  of  renewal  or  repairs,  as  the 
exigency  of  the  case  may  require,  to  the  mayor  and  to  the 
board,  officer,  corporation,  or  person  whose  duty  it  is  to 
attend  to  the  matter. 

Sect.  5.  When  repairs  are  needed  on  any  bridge  in 
charge  of  the  superintendent  of  bridges  he  shall  make  an 
estimate  of  the  amount  and  expense  thereof,  and  submit  it 
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to  the  city  engineer  for  approval.  Provided^  however^  that 
if  such  repairs  affect  the  structure  of  the  bridge,  the  whole 
work  'shall  be  solely  in  charge  of  the  city  engineer ;  and  he 
may  also  order  the  superintendent  to  make  necessary  re- 
pairs when  it  peems  advisable,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding 
the  appropriation  remaining  unexpended. 

Sect.  6.  There  shall  be  allowed  to  the  city  engineer,  for 
the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  department,  the  following 
subordinates  :  — 

One  assistant  city  engineer, 
Three  assistant  engineers, 
One  chief  clerk, 
One  book-keeper. 
Three  draughtsmen, 

Eleven  transit-men,  levellers,  rodmen,  and  axemen. 

Sect.  7.  He  shall  annuall}^  in  January,  present  to  the 
city  council  a  report  in  relation  to  his  department,  showing 
the  number  of  persons  employed  therein,  the  detailed  ex- 
penses of  the  department,  the  general  nature  of  the  work 
performed,  the  condition  of  all  structures  that  come  under 
his  supervision,  including  those  in  process  of  construction 
and  those  which  have  been  completed  during  the  previous 
year,  and  such  other  general  information  in  relation  to  the 
matters  connected  with  his  department  as  he  may  deem  expe- 
dient ;  and  he  shall  annually,  on  or  before  the  fifth  day  of 
May,  present  to  the  Boston  water-board  a  report  of  the  gen- 
eral condition  of  the  water-works,  with  a  detailed  statement 
of  all  expenditures  in  his  department  relating  to  said  works, 
and  with  such  other  matters  as  he  or  the  said  board  may  deem 
expedient. 


CITY  SURVEYOR. 
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CHAPTER  18. 

or  THE  CITY  SURVEYOR. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  annually  appointed  by  the 
mayor,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  board  of  aldermen, 
a  city  surveyor,  who  shall  be  a  citizen  of  Boston,  and  who 
shall,  by  himself  or  his  assistants,  make  such  surveys,  plans, 
estimates,  and  descriptions,  and  takes  such  levels,  as  maybe 
required  of  him  by  the  mayor,  the  board  of  aldermen,  the 
common  council,  any  committee  of  the  city  council  or  of 
either  branch  thereof,  or  any  board  or  officer  in  charge  of  a 
department,  and  he  shall,  whenever  required,  furnish  the  city 
solicitor  with  all  necessary  descriptions  of  lands. 

Sect.  2.  The  city  surveyor  shall  furnish  to  the  board 
of  street  commissioners,  and  to  any  committee  having  charge 
of  any  project  for  laying  out  or  widening  a  street,  such  plans 
and  such  information  in  relation  to  projects  under  considera- 
tion by  them  as  they  may  require ;  and  he  shall  have  the 
custody  of  all  surveys  and  plans  relating  to  the  laying  out, 
widening,  extending,  and  grading  of  streets,  and  shall  prepare 
all  such  statements  and  estimates  relating  to  street  widenings, 
extensions,  and  alterations,  as  the  said  commissioners  or 
such  committee  may  require. 

Sect.  3.  There  shall  be  allowed  to  the  city  surveyor,  for 
the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  department,  the  following 
subordinates  :  — 

Seven  surveyors. 

Seven  assistant  surveyors  and  levellers, 
One  clerk  and  draughtsman, 
Three  draughtsmen, 
Twelve  rodmen. 

Sect.  4.  The  said  surveyor  shall  annually,  in  January, 
submit  to  the  city  council  a  report  in  relation  to  his  depart- 
ment, showing  the  number  of  persons  employed,  the  detailed 
expenses  of  the  department,  the  general  nature  of  the  work 
done,  and  such  other  general  information  in  relation  to  the 
same  as  he  may  deem  expedient. 
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CHAPTER  19. 

OF  THE  CITY  REGISTRAR. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  annually  appointed  by  the 
mayor,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  board  of  aldermen,  a  city 
registrar,  who  shall  perform  the  duties  required  by  chapter 
thirty-two  of  the  Public  Statutes  to  be  performed  by  town 
and  city  clerks,  and  who  shall  have  the  custody  of  all  records, 
books  and  papers  belonging  to  the  city  relating  to  births, 
marriages  and  deaths,  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as 
may  be  required  of  him  by  the  mayor,  the  board  of  alder- 
men, or  the  city  council. 

Sect.  2.  There  shall  be  allowed  to  the  city  registrar,  for 
the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  department,  the  following 
subordinates  :  — 

Three  clerks  for  recording. 
Three  clerks  for  copying. 

One  or  more  assistants  annually  to  collect  information 
concerning  births. 

Sect.  3.  The  city  registrar  shall  annually,  in  February, 
report  to  the  city  council  a  statement  of  the  number  of  births, 
of  notices  of  intention  of  marriage,  of  marriages  solemnized, 
and  of  deaths  recorded  during  the  previous  year ;  with  such 
other  information  and  suggestions  in  relation  to  said  matters 
as  he  may  deem  useful. 

Sect.  4.  The  fees  which  undertakers  are  entitled,  under 
section  four  of  chapter  thirty-two  of  the  Public  Statutes,  to 
receive  from  the  city  registrar  for  making  the  returns  required 
by  said  section,  shall  be  considered  to  be  included  in  the  fees 
to  which  undertakers  are  entitled  under  section  twenty-nine 
of  chapter  twenty-two  of  these  ordinances.

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CHAPTER  20. 

OF  THE  assessors'  DEPARTMENT. 

In  section  1  strike  out  through  the  words  "eighty-three" 
in  the  third  line,  and  substitute  the  words  "  There  shall 
he  appointed  hy  the  mayor,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the 
hoard  of  aldermen,  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  eigJdy- 
six."

Also  add  to  section  2  the  following  words  :  "  There  shall  be 
"allowed  to  the  assessors  of  taxes  the  following  subordi-

"  One  assistant  clerk, 
"Four  bank  clerks, 
"Two  messengers, 
"Twenty-five  district  clerks, 

and  such  other  necessary  clerks  as  may  be  from  time  to  time 
required,  and  for  whose  compensation  an  appropriation  is 
made. 

In  section  5  strike  out  all  through  the  words  "  within  one 
ward"  in  the  seventh  line,  and  substitute  the  words,  "  The 
7iumber,  location,  and  boundaries  of  the  assessment  districts 
shall,  until  otherwise  ordered,  reinain  as  at  present  estab- 
lished.'" 

Add  new  section  11.  "On  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of 
January  annually  the  board  of  assessors  shall  transmit  to  the 
city  council  a  statement  of  the  assessors'  valuation  of  the 
taxable  property  in  the  city  of  Boston  for  the  preceding  five 
years,  and  of  the  abatements  thereon  allowed  previous  to  the 
thirty-first  day  of  December  preceding  the  date  of  such 
statement ;  and  the  average  of  said  valuations  reduced  by 
said  abatements  shall  likewise  be  stated." 
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CHAPTEE  21. 

OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 

In  section  1,  line  2,  after  the  word  "commissioners," 
insert  the  words  "  who  shall  have  as  subordinates  a  clerk, 

In  section  2  strike  out  the  first  two  lines  and  substitute 
the  words  "  There  shall  be  annually  appointed  by  the  mayor , 
subject  to  confirmation  by  the  board  of  aldermen,  one  person 

Also,  in  the  same  section,  in  lines  seven  and  eight,  strike 
out  the  words  "and  they  shall  at  all  times  be  subject  to 
removal  by  the  mayor  for  cause." 

For  section  4,  substitute  the  following  :  — 

"  Sect.  4.  The  duty  of  extinguishing  fires  and  of  protect- 
ing life  and  property  in  case  of  fire,  within  the  city,  shall  be 
intrusted  to  the  said  board.  They  shall  divide  the  city  into 
fire  districts ;  shall  organize  companies  and  battalions  to 
work  the  apparatus  for  the  extinguishing  of  fires  ;  and  shall 
establish  a  fire  patrol  by  detail  from  the  permanent  force  of 
the  department,  which  patrol  shall  render  such  services  in 
connection  with  the  police  department  and  with  the  depart- 
ment for  the  survey  and  inspection  of  buildings,  as  the  said 
board  may  direct.  Said  board  shall  also  have  and  exercise 
all  the  powers  and  duties  given  to  the  city  council  by  chapter 
forty-five  of  the  statutes  of  the  commonwealth  of  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-eight." 


HEALTH  DEPARTMENT. 
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CHAPTER  22. 

OF  THE  HEALTH  DEPARTMENT, 

Section  1  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  mayor  to  be  vigi- 
lant and  active  in  protecting  the  public  health,  to  see  that  the 
statutes  and  ordinances  in  relation  thereto  are  enforced,  and  to 
communicate  his  views  thereon  from  time  to  time  to  the  board 
of  health,  or  to  the  city  council,  and  he  shall  have  power  to 
call  upon  the  board  of  police  and  upon  the  other  officers  of 
the  city  to  aid  him  in  the  performance  of  those  duties. 

The  Board  of  Health, 

Sect.  2.  There  shall  be  a  board  of  health,  to  consist  of 
three  members,  one  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  annually  by 
the  mayor,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  board  of  aldermen, 
to  hold  office  for  the  term  of  three  years  from  the  first  Mon- 
day in  May  in  the  year  of  his  appointment. 

Sect.  3.  The  clerk  shall  not  be  a  member  of  the  board  ; 
and  the  said  board  may  make  such  rules  and  regulations  for 
their  own  government,  and  for  the  government  of  all  sub- 
ordinate officers  in  their  department,  as  they  deem  expedient. 

Sect.  4.  The  said  board  shall  have  and  exercise  all  the 
powers  and  duties  of  the  city  council  or  of  the  board  of 
aldermen  relative  to  the  public  health,  the  establishment  and 
maintenance  of  bath-houses,  and  the  quarantine  of  vessels  ; 
and  they  may  make  such  regulations  for  the  promotion  of  the 
public  health  as  they  deem  necessary,  and  as  are  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  ordinances  of  the  city. 

The  said  board  shall  be  allowed  for  the  discharge  of  their 
duties  the  following  subordinates  :  — 

One  city  physician. 

One  assistant  city  physician, 

One  port  physician, 

One  assistant  port  physician, 

One  chief  clerk, 

Five  assistant  clerks. 

Fifteen  inspectors, 

who  shall  perform  such  official  duties  as  said  board  may  re- 
quire. In  addition,  the  following-named  subordinates  shall 
perform  the  following  specific  duties  :  — 
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The  city  physician  shall  keep  such  records  and  make  such 
reports  as  the  board  of  health  may  from  time  to  time  direct. 
He  shall  examine  all  causes  of  disease  within  the  city ;  shall, 
when  requested  by  the  mayor  or  by  said  board,^  inquire  into 
all  sources  of  danger  to  the  public  health;  and  shall  at  all 
times,  when  required,  give  his  professional  services  and  advice 
in  all  matters  relating  to  the  public  health. 

He  shall  attend  upon  all  cases  of  disease,  and  all  other  cases 
requiring  his  professional  services,  in  the  jail,  the  city  prison 
under  the  court-house,  the  city  temporary  home.  He  shall, 
when  requested  by  the  board  of  police  commissioners,  ex- 
amine all  candidates  for  appointment  on  the  police  force ; 
examine  the  condition  of  all  members  of  the  police  force  who 
are  absent  from  duty  on  account  of  disability ;  examine  the 
condition  of  persons  who  have  sustained  injuries  by  reason 
of  accidents  for  which  the  city  may  be  liable  ;  and  report  to 
the  city  registrar,  when  requested  by  him,  the  causes  of  death 
of  all  persons  who  die  with  no  physician  in  attendance. 

He  shall  without  charge  vaccinate  and  revaccinate  all  in- 
habitants of  the  city  who  desire  such  vaccination,  and  shall 
give  certificates  of  vaccination  to  children  who  have  been 
vaccinated  and  require  certificates  thereof  for  admission  to 
the  public  schools ;  but  no  person  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
benefits  of  this  section  who  wilfully  neglects  or  refuses  to 
return  to  the  office  of  the  city  physician,  when  thereto  re- 
quested by  him,  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  him  to  ascertain 
the  effect  of  the  vaccination,  or  to  renew  the  necessary  supply 
of  virus  for  the  use  of  his  office. 

He  shall  always  have  on  hand,  as  far  as  is  practicable,  a 
sufficient  quantity  of  vaccine  virus,  and  shall  supply  such 
virus,  without  charge,  to  the  physicians  of  the  city  institu- 
tions and  of  the  Boston  Dispensary. 

He  shall,  when  notified  of  the  existence  thereof,  exatnine 
into  any  nuisances,  sources  of  filth,  or  causes  of  sickness, 
which  may  be  on  board  a  vessel  at  a  wharf  within  the  har- 
bor, or  which  may  have  been  landed  from  a  vessel,  and  he 
shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  board  of  health,  cause  all 
such  nuisances,  sources  of  filth,  and  causes  of  sickness  to  be 
removed  or  destroyed. 

The  port  physician  and  assistant  shall  reside  at  Deer 
Island,  and  shall  perform  all  services  in  regard  to  quarantine 
which  may  be  required  of  them  by  the  mayor  or  by  the  board 
of  health.  The  port  physician  shall  be  either  physician  or 
assistant  physician  of  all  the  city  establishments  upon  said 
island,  as  the  board  of  directors  of  public  institutions  may 
elect ;  and  he  shall  not  go  away  from  the  island  when  the 
resident  physician  at  the  house  of  industry  is  absent. 
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Sect.  5.  The  said  board  shall  also  have  charge  of  all  hos- 
pitals established  by  the  city  council,  within  the  city  or  on  the 
islands  in  the  harbor,  for  the  admission  of  persons  having 
the  small-pox  or  any  other  infectious  disease,  and  they  shall, 
[subject  to  the  approval  of  the  city  council] ,  make  such  rules 
and  regulations  for  the  government  and  management  of  the 
patients  in  such  hospitals  as  they  deem  proper.  They  shall 
also  carefully  guard  against  the  introduction  of  cases  of  in- 
fectious disease  into  any  building  under  their  charge  other 
than  the  hospitals  established  therefor. 

Sect.  6.  The  annual  report  of  the  board  shall  contain  a 
full  and  comprehensive  statement  of  their  acts  during  the 
preceding  year,  and  a  review  of  the  sanitary  condition  of  the 
city ;  and  they  shall  at  the  same  time  transmit  to  the  city 
council,  reports  covering  the  same  period^  from  the  city 
physician,  and  the  port  physician. 


In  section  29,  in  line  11,  strike  out  the  words  "  city  regis-

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CHAPTER  22^. 

OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  HEALTH. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  annually  appointed  by  the 
mayor,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  board  of  aldermen,  a 
superintendent  of  health. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  superintendent  shall  have  the  care  and 
maintenance  of  the  city  teams  and  city  stables,  and  shall, 
under  regulations  to  be  approved  by  the  board  of  health,  and 
to  their  satisfaction,  clean  the  public  ways  and  catch-basins 
of  the  city,  and  remove  house-dirt,  ashes  and  offal. 

For  the  discharge  of  his  duties  he  shall  be  allowed  the  fol- 
lowing subordinates  :  — 

One  chief  clerk. 
One  assistant  clerk, 
Sixteen  foremen, 

and  such  other  assistants  and  laborers  as  may  be  necessary, 
and  for  whose  compensation  an  appropriation  shall  be  made. 

Sect.  3.  The  said  superintendent  shall,  at  the  request  of 
the  board  of  health,  render  to  said  board,  in  the  discharge 
of  its  duties,  all  assistance  which  can  be  given  by  himself  or 
his  department. 

Sect.  4.  The  superintendent  of  health,  the  superintend- 
ent of  streets,  and  one  member  of  the  board  of  fire  commis- 
sioners, to  be  annually  designated  thereto  by  said  board, 
shall  constitute  a  board  for  the  purchase  of  horses  and  fodder, 
for  all  the  departments  of  the  city  employing  horses  owned 
by  the  city. 

The  said  board  shall  organize  annually,  in  April,  shall  meet 
at  least  twice  a  month,  and  oftener  at  the  call  of  their  chair- 
man, shall  make  purchases  of  horses,  as  needed,  and  shall 
contract  for  supplies  of  hay,  grain,  fodder,  straw,  and  other 
like  articles.  The  animals  or  supplies,  however,  shall  be 
paid  for  from  the  appropriation  of  each  department  requir- 
ing the  same. 

The  said  board  may  from  time  to  time  employ  a  veteri- 
nary surgeon,  and  divide  the  expense  between  the  depart- 
ments for  which  purchases  of  horses  are  made.  The  said 
board  may  also  sell  or  exchange  any  horses  owned  by  the 
city,  but  all   such  transactions  shall  be  recorded  on  its 
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books.  The  meetings  of  the  board  shall  be  at  the  office  of 
the  chairman,  and  he  shall  appoint  one  of  his  subordinates 
to  keep  the  records  of  the  board  during  his  year  of  service. 

Sect.  5.  Every  department  needing  any  of  the  articles 
named  in  section  four  shall  make  a  requisition  therefor  on 
the  said  board,  and  shall  not  make  any  purchase  thereof  in 
any  other  way. 
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CHAPTER  23. 

OF  THE  LAW  DEPARTMENT. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  appointed  annually,  by  the 
mayor,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  board  of  aldermen,  a 
corporation  counsel  and  a  city  solicitor,  each  of  whom  shall 
hold  office  for  one  year  from  the  first  Monday  in  July  in  the 
year  of  his  election,  and  while  he  holds  such  office  shall 
hold  no  other  office  under  the  city  government. 

Sect.  2.  There  shall  be  allowed  in  this  department  the 
following  subordinates,  viz.  :  a  first  assistant  solicitor,  a  sec- 
ond assistant  solicitor,  two  conveyancers,  and  a  clerk.  The 
foregoing  subordinates  shall  be  appointed  and  removed  by 
the  corporation  counsel  and  city  solicitor  jointly. 

Sect.  3.  The  corporation  counsel  shall  furnish  legal 
opinions  on  such  subjects  or  questions  as  may  be  submitted 
to  him  by  the  mayor,  the  board  of  aldermen,  the  common 
council,  or  the  school  committee  ;  by  any  committee  of  the 
city  council  or  of  either  branch  thereof;  or  by  any  board  or 
officer  of  the  city  government  who  may  require  advice  in 
regard  to  the  discharge  of  their  official  duties.  He  may,  in 
his  discretion,  personally  perform  any  of  the  duties  of  the 
city  solicitor,  the  assistant  solicitors,  or  the  conveyancers ; 
and,  in  assuming  such  direction,  shall  have  the  first  claim 
upon  the  services  of  all  of  the  subordinates  in  the  depart- 
ment. He  shall  audit  all  bills  incurred  under  the  provisions 
of  section  eight,  shall  supervise  the  finances  of  the  depart- 
ment, and  shall  inform  the  city  council,  or  any  appropriate 
committee  thereof,  whenever  he  deems  it  advisable  for  the 
city's  interest  that  any  additional  legal  assistance  should  be 
secured. 

Sect.  4.  The  city  solicitor  shall  represent  the  city  in  all 
actions  and  suits  to  which  the  city  is  a  party ;  shall  appear  as 
counsel  in  all  other  actions,  suits,  prosecutions,  or  hearings 
which  may  involve  the  rights  and  interests  of  the  city ;  and 
shall  defend  the  officers  of  the  city  in  suits  and  prosecutions 
against  them  for  their  official  action  or  for  the  performance  of 
their  official  duty,  when  an  estate,  right,  privilege,  ordinance, 
act,  or  direction  of  the  city  government  is  brought  in  ques- 
tion. He  shall  also,  in  behalf  of  the  city  and  under  the 
direction  of  any  standing  committee  of  the  city  council  having 
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charge  of  matters  before  the  general  court  of  the  common- 
wealth, appear  as  comisel  before  the  said  general  court,  or 
before  any  committee  thereof,  when  the  interest  or  welfare 
of  the  city  is  directly  or  incidentally  affected.  He  shall, 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  sections  two  and  three,  have  the 
direction  and  control  of  the  assistant  solicitors  and  convey- 
ancers in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  and  shall  examine,  or 
cause  to  be  examined,  all  titles  to  real  property,  and  have 
the  care  and  custody  of  records  relating  to  the  same  ;  shall 
draft,  or  cause  to  be  drafted,  all  deeds  and  other  legal  papers 
pertaining  to  real  property,  which  by  law,  usage,  or  agree- 
ment the  city  may  be  at  the  expense  of  drawing ;  and  shall 
perform  such  other  professional  duties,  incident  to  his  office, 
as  may  be  required  of  him  by  the  mayor,  by  the  city  council 
or  either  branch  thereof,  by  a  committee  of  said  council  or 
of  either  branch  thereof,  or  by  any  board  of  the  city. 

Sect.  5.  If  the  corporation  counsel  is  absent  or  unable  to 
act,  or  if  there  is  a  vacancy  in  his  office,  his  duties  and  powers 
shall  devolve,  during  the  continuance  of  such  absence,  dis- 
ability, or  vacancy,  upon  the  city  solicitor. 

Sect.  6.  The  books,  records,  papers,  and  accounts  of  the 
law  department  shall  be  and  remain  the  property  of  the  city, 
and  they  shall  be  kept  and  maintained  in  the  manner  hereto- 
fore in  use. 

Sect.  7.  When  the  city  buys  or  takes  land,  the  city 
solicitor  shall,  if  requested  so  to  do  by  the  grantor,  furnish 
without  charge  the  necessary  deed  for  the  transfer  of  the  same. 
When  a  special  contract  for  the  investigation  of  a  title  to 
property  is  made  with  a  conveyancer,  by  the  city  or  by  any 
department,  such  contract  shall  provide,  if  expedient,  that  not 
only  the  abstract  of  the  title,  but  also  a  copy  of  the  schedule 
or  minutes  upon  which  such  abstract  is  based,  shall  be  fur- 
nished to  the  city  solicitor  to  be  deposited  in  his  office. 

Sect.  8.  When  an  officer  of  the  law  department  is  obliged 
to  attend  to  the  city's  business  out  of  the  city  limits  he  shall 
be  allowed  his  reasonable  travelling  expenses,  for  which  he 
shall  render  a  bill. 

Sect.  9.  No  person  connected  with  the  law  department 
of  the  city  shall,  except  as  provided  in  section  four,  appear 
in  court  in  any  case  to  which  the  city  is  not  a  party. 

Sect.  10.  The  city  solicitor  shall  annually,  in  June,  make 
a  report  to  the  city  council  of  all  suits  or  legal  proceedings 
in  which  the  city  has  an  interest,  begun,  pending,  or  deter- 
mined during  the  year  next  preceding  the  time  of  making 
said  report ;  and  in  such  report  he  shall  state  the  names  of 
the  parties,  the  causes  of  action,  the  date  when  each  suit  or 
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proceeding  was  began,  and  before  what  court  or  tribunal,  the 
amount  of  the  judgment  rendered,  if  any,  and  in  whose 
favor,  and  the  condition  of  all  pending  suits  or  proceedings, 
with  such  other  information  as  may  at  any  tim^  ^  pre- 
scribed by  the  city  council. 
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Chapter  24,  "of  the  police  department,"  is  amended  by 
striking  out  sections  1  and  2. 

Section  8  is  struck  out,  and  the  following  substituted :  — 

"Sect.  8.  The  board  of  police  shall  have  the  care  and 
management  of  all  the  city  property  belonging  to  the  depart- 
ment, and  the  control  and  operating  of  such  steamboats  as 
are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  provided  for  its  use ;  and  the 
said  board  shall  designate  such  officers  and  men  as  are 
necessary  to  constitute  the  harbor  police  for  service  on  board 
such  boats." 

Section  13  should  be  struck  out.

1883.] 
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CHAPTER  25. 

OF  THE   SEWER  DEPARTMENT. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  annually  appointed  by  the 
mayor,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  board  of  aldermen,  a 
superintendent  of  sewers,  who  shall  have  charge  of  the  con- 
struction of  all  common  sewers  ordered  to  be  made  by  the 
board  of  aldermen,  or  by  the  city  council,  duly  authorized 
to  that  end.  He  shall  have  the  care,  custody,  and  manage- 
ment of  all  the  property  of  the  city  which  has  been  or  shall 
be  acquired  as  necessary  to  the  construction  or  maintenance 
of  such  sewers. 

He  shall  also  have  the  general  supervision  of  such  sewers 
as  are  owned  by  the  city,  or  permitted  to  be  built  or  opened 
by  its  authority,  and  shall  make  all  necessary  repairs  thereon 
for  which  appropriations  have  been  made.  He  shall  build 
such  catch-basins  for  the  public  ways,  and  at  such  points 
and  grades,  as  the  superintendent  of  streets  may  designate. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  superintendent  shall,  when  a  common 
sewer  is  ordered  to  be  built  or  repaired,  ascertain  its  depth, 
breadth,  mode  of  construction,  and  general  direction,  and 
shall  cause  a  plan  thereof  to  be  made  and  inserted,  with  all 
said  particulars,  in  books  to  be  kept  for  the  purpose,  and  he 
shall  from  time  to  time  ascertain  and  insert  on  said  plan  all 
entries  made  into  such  sewer. 

Sect.  3.  The  said  superintendent  shall  keep  an  accurate 
account  of  the  expense  of  constructing  and  repairing  each 
common  sewer,  and  shall  report  the  same  to  the  board  of 
aldermen,  together  with  a  list  of  the  persons  and  estates  de- 
riving benefit  from  such  construction  or  repair,  and  an  esti- 
mate of  the  area  of  the  lands  upon  which  such  expense  ought 
to  be  assessed. 

Sect.  4.  The  board  of  aldermen,  in  making  assessments 
for  defraying  the  expense  of  constructing  or  repairing  a  com- 
mon sewer,  shall  deduct  from  such  expense  a  part,  not  less 
than  one  quarter,  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  which  shall 
be  charged  to  and  paid  by  the  city,  and  they  shall  assess 
the  remainder  of  such  expense  upon  the  persons  and  estates 
deriving  benefit  from  such  sewer,  either  by  the  entry  of  their 
particular  drains  or  by  any  remote  means,  apportioning  the 
assessment  according  to  the  area  of  the  lands  thus  benefited. 

The  said  board  shall  also  make  an  abatement  of  all  the 
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amount  which  has  been  assessed  upon  land  owned  by  the 
city,  which  shall  be  charged  to  and  paid  by  the  city. 

Sect.  5.  The  said  superintendent  shall  enter  in  books 
kept  for  the  purpose  all  such  assessments  made  by  the  board 
of  aldermen,  and  shall  forthwith  make  out  bills  for  the  same 
and  deliver  them  to  the  city  collector  for  collection. 

Sect.  6.  The  said  superintendent  shall  be  allowed  for 
the  discharge  of  his  duties  the  following  subordinates  :  — 

One  chief  engineer, 

Three  assistant  engineers, 

One  clerk, 

One  assistant  clerk, 

Two  draughtsmen. 

One  assistant  draughtsman, 

One  chief  foreman. 

Three  assistant  foremen. 

Sect.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  superintendent  to 
grant  permits  for  the  entering  of  particular  drains  into  com- 
mon sewers  on  such  conditions  as  to  size,  material,  direction, 
grade,  and  mode  of  construction  as  he  may  prescribe  ;  pro- 
vided that  he  obtains  from  everj^.  person  so  licensed  a  bond 
with  one  or  more  sureties,  the  same  to  be  satisfactory  to  the 
mayor,  to  indemnify  the  city  for  any  damages  caused  directly 
or  indirectly  by  his  acts  performed  under  such  permit ;  and 
provided  that  the  licensee,  so  far  as  his  permit  involves  any 
entering  upon  or  occupancy  of  any  portion  of  a  public  way 
shall  be  subject  to  the  ordinances  and  to  the  regulations  of 
the  street  department. 

The  only  persons  to  whom  such  licenses  shall  be  issued  shall 
be  competent  mechanics,  [tax- payers  in  the  city  of  Boston]  ; 
but  no  person  who  has  broken  the  conditions  of  such  a 
license,  shall  be  granted  another  license  for  the  period  of  one 
year  after  the  date  of  such  breach. 

Sect.  8.  Every  person  undertaking  to  enter  a  particular 
drain  into  a  common  sewer,  without  a  permit  in  writing  from 
the  said  superintendent,  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not 
less  than  twenty  dollars. 

Sect.  9.  If  a  drain  in  a  street  or  highway  is  constructed 
or  repaired,  or  if  an  excavation  for  the  purpose  of  such  con- 
struction or  repair  is  made,  by  a  person  not  licensed  as  pro- 
vided in  section  six,  or  in  a  mode  difterent  from  that  pre- 
scribed in  said  section,  the  person  doing  such  work  and  the 
owner  or  agent  directing  the  same  shall  respectively  be 
liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  more  than  twenty  dollars. 

Sect.  10.    No  owner  of  real  estate  shall,  by  the  con- 
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struction  of  a  private  drain  under  the  permit  of  the  super- 
intendent of  sewers,  be  exempted  from  an  assessment  law- 
fully imposed  for  the  construction  of  a  common  sewer  in  the 
same  vicinity. 

Sect.  11.  When  a  drain  connecting  with  a  common  sewer 
or  with  another  drain  becomes  clogged,  obstructed,  broken, 
out  of  order,  or  detrimental  to  the  use  of  the  sewer  or 
of  another  drain,  or  unfit  for  the  purposes  of  drainage,  the 
owner,  agent,  occupant,  or  person  having  charge  of  the 
premises  drained  by  said  drain,  shall,  within  five  days  after 
notice  in  writing  to  that  effect  from  the  superintendent  of 
sewers,  remove,  reconstruct,  repair,  alter,  or  cleanse  such 
drain,  as  the  condition  thereof  may  require,  and  in  case  of 
neglect  or  refusal  for  the  space  of  five  days  so  to  do,  the 
superintendent  of  sewers  shall  cause  such  drain  to  be  re- 
moved, reconstructed,  repaired,  altered,  or  cleansed,  as  they 
may  deem  expedient,  at  the  expense  of  such  owner,  agent, 
occupant,  or  other  person,  who  shall  also  be  liable  to  a 
penalty  of  not  more  than  fifty  dollars. 

Sect.  12.  Every  owner,  agent,  occupant,  or  other  person 
having  charge  of  premises  drained  into  a  common  sewer  or 
drain,  who  permits  gravel,  sand,  ashes,  or  any  substande  or 
matter  which  may  form  a  deposit  or  obstruction  therein,  to 
flow  or  pass  into  such  sewer  or  drain,  shall  be  liable  to  a 
penalty  of  not  more  than  twenty  dollars  for  each  offence. 

Sect.  13.  Every  such  owner,  agent,  occupant,  or  other 
person  shall,  within  ten  days  after  notice  in  writing  to  that 
effect  from  the  superintendent  of  sewers,  provide  his  drain 
with  a  sufiicient  cesspool  or  catch-basin,  or,  if  one  already 
exists,  shall  clean  out,  repair,  or  alter  the  same,  and  shall 
provide  such  other  means  as  will  prevent  any  substance  or 
matter,  which  may  cause  a  deposit  or  obstruction  therein, 
from  passing  into  such  sewer  or  drain. 

Sect.  14.  In  case  of  neglect  or  refusal  for  the  space  of 
five  days  to  provide  a  cesspool  or  catch-basin,  or  to  clean  out, 
repair,  or  alter  such  cesspool  or  catch-basin,  if  one  exists, 
the  superintendent  of  sewers  shall  cause  to  be  constructed 
a  suitable  and  sufficient  cesspool  or  catch-basin,  or  if  one 
exists,  shall  cause  it  to  be  repaired,  altered,  and  cleaned,  and 
provided  with  such  other  means  to  prevent  any  substance  or 
matter,  that  may  cause  a  deposit  or  obstruction  therein,  from 
passing  into  the  sewer  or  drain,  as  he  may  deem  expedient, 
at  the  expense  of  the  owner,  agent,  occupant,  or  other  person 
having  charge  of  the  premises,  and  such  owner,  agent,  occu- 
pant, or  other  person  shall  also  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not 
more  than  twenty  dollars. 

Sect.  15.    The  superintendent  of  sewers  shall  annually, 
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on  or  before  the  tenth  day  of  January,  make  a  report  to  the 
city  council,  containing  a  statement  of  the  expenditures,  in- 
come, and  business  of  his  department  during  the  preceding 
year,  a  schedule  of  the  property  belonging  to  the  depart- 
ment, and  such  other  information  and  such  suggestions  as  he 
may  deem  expedient. 

Sect.  16.  Every  owner  of  real  estate  entering  his  par- 
ticular drain  into  a  common  sewer  from  land  upon  which  no 
sewer  assessment  has  been  levied,  shall  pay  to  the  city  there- 
for at  the  rate  of  two  cents  per  square  foot  for  all  land  bene- 
fited by  such  connection  within  one  hundred  and  twenty-five 
feet  of  said  sewer ;  the  amount  so  paid  to  be  deducted  from 
any  subsequent  assessments  upon  said  land. 
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CHAPTER  26. 

or  THE  PUBLIC  STREETS. 

In  section  1,  in  line  2,  after  the  word  "altered"  insert 
the  words  "6?/  the  hoard  of  street  commissioners,  confirmed.''''

Sections  10,  11,  and  12  are  stricken  out,  and  the  following 
substituted  :  — 

"Sect.  2.  No  portion  of  any  public  way  shall  be  broken 
or  dug  up  except  under  a  permit  therefor  granted  by  the 
superintendent  of  streets.  The  said  superintendent  shall 
issue  such  permits  to  any  department  for  the  prosecution  of 
any  city  work  on  the  written  request  of  the  board,  or  officer 
in  charge  of  such  department.  When  an  excavation  for  any 
purpose  is  made  in  a  public  way,  by  order  of  a  department 
of  the  city  government,  the  street  shall,  as  soon  as  the  pur- 
pose for  which  the  excavation  was  made  has  been  accom- 
plished, be  restored  to  a  condition  entirely  satisfactory  to 
the  superintendent  of  streets ;  and,  if  it  is  not  so  restored, 
although  it  may  not  be  dangerous  to  public  travel,  the  said 
superintendent  shall  notify  the  department,  which  ordered 
the  excavation  to  be  made,  to  make  forthwith  such  further 
repairs  as  he  deems  necessary,  and,  if  such  department 
neglects  so  to  do,  the  said  superintendent  shall  cause  such 
repairs  to  be  made,  and  shall  charge  such  department  therefor. 

Whenever  the  applicant  presents  a  permit  from  the  super- 
intendent of  sewers  to  enter  a  drain  into  a  common  sewer, 
the  perrnit  for  opening  a  street  shall  be  given,  subject  to  such 
limits  of  time  and  space  as  the  superintendent  of  streets  may 
prescribe. 

In  the  case  of  other  applicants  the  permit  for  opening 
shall  be  issued  at  the  discretion  of  the  superintendent  of 
streets,  but  shall  always  be  on  condition  that  the  applicant 
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will  conform  to  the  statutes  and  ordinances  thereto  appli- 
cable. 

The  licensee  shall  also  give  a  bond,  with  one  or  more 
sureties,  the  same  to  be  satisfactory  to  the  mayor,  that  he 
will  indemnify  the  city  for  any  damage  caused  directly  or 
indirectly  by  any  acts  performed  under  such  permit,  and  will 
restore  the  street  to  its  former  condition,  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  said  superintendent  of  streets  ;  and  that  in  case  of 
the  refusal  or  neglect  of  such  licensee  so  to  restore  the 
street,  it  shall  be  repaired  and  mended  at  his  expense  by  the 
said  superintendent.  Any  licensee  who  shall  neglect  or 
refuse  to  comply  with  the  conditions  of  his  permit  shall  be 
liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  fifty 
dollars  for  each  day  during  which  such  neglect  or  refusal 
continues,  and  shall  not,  for  the  space  of  one  year  thereafter, 
receive  another  permit  for  opening  a  street." 

In  section  13,  in  lines  3,  4,  and  5,  strike  out  from  the

In  section  73,  in  line  4,  strike  out  the  word  "  make,"  and

In  section  21,  lin«  5,  strike  out  the  words  "  board  of  alder- 
men," and  in  section  24,  lines  7  and  8,  strike  out  the  words 
"said  board,*"  and  in  these  places  substitute  the  words  ^Hhe

[Note,  —  All  of  the  sections  not  enumerated  are  to  remain  in  force.] 
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CHAPTER  26^. 

OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  STREETS. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  annually  appointed  by  the 
mayor,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  board  of  aldermen,  a 
superintendent  of  streets,  who  shall  keep  the  pu})lic  ways  of 
the  city  in  proper  condition  for  travel,  and  make  the  necessary 
repairs  thereon,  subject  however  to  the  provisions  of  chapter 
seventeen  of  these  ordinances.  He  shall  also  have  charge  of 
the  construction  of  new  streets,  and  the  reconstruction  or 
widening  of  established  streets,  as  also  of  all  sidewalks, 
gutters,  plank- walks,  fences,  and  other  appurtenances  to  the 
roadway.  But  in  no  case  shall  he  exceed  the  appropriation 
for  any  specific  work  or  class  of  work,  nor,  until  empowered 
to  do  so  by  vote  of  the  board  of  aldermen,  proceed  to  con- 
struct any  public  way. 

Sect.  2.  There  shall  be  allowed  to  the  superintendent 
for  the  discharge  of  his  duties  the  following  subordinates  :  — 

One  deputy  superintendent, 
One  accountant  and  book-keeper. 
Three  office  clerks. 

One  foreman  for  each  district,  not  exceeding  ten  in 
all, 

and  such  mechanics  and  laborers  as  may  be  necessary,  and 
for  whose  compensation  an  appropriation  has  been  made. 

Sect.  3.  The  said  superintendent  shall  attend  at  his  office 
during  a  portion  of  each  day ;  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  his 
proceedings,  and  a  set  of  books,  in  which  shall  be  entered 
under  appropriate  heads  the  receipts  and  expenditures  in  his 
department,  with  the  names  of  all  persons  who  have  furnished 
materials  and  of  all  workmen  w^ho  have  been  employed,  and 
of  the  amount  paid  to  each  ;  and  shall  make  to  the  city  council 
a  quarterly  report  of  the  facts  so  recorded  and  entered,  ex- 
cept the  names  of  the  laborers.  Such  reports  shall  specify  the 
work  done  on  each  street  or  locality  separately,  and  shall 
contain  abstracts  of  all  contracts  for  supplies  of  materials 
made  since  the  previous  report.  He  shall  also  make  annually, 
on  or  before  the  tenth  day  of  January,  a  report  to  the  city 
council,  containing  a  general  statement  of  the  expenses  of 
his  department  during  the  preceding  year,  and  of  the  amount 
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expended  on  the  various  streets,  an  estimate  in  detail  of  the 
property  in  his  charge  belonging  to  the  city,  and  such  other 
information  as  he  may  consider  desirable. 

Sect.  4.  The  pay-rolls  of  all  laborers  employed  under  the 
direction  of  the  said  superintendent  shall  be  made  up  and 
certified  by  him  in  accordance  with  section  five  of  chapter 
fourteen  of  these  ordinances. 

Sect.  5.  All  notices  of  defects  in  public  streets,  which 
are  received  by  any  officer  or  person  in  the  employ  of  the 
city,  shall  be  sent  to  the  office  of  the  superintendent  of  streets  ; 
and  he,  or  some  competent  person  detailed  by  him,  shall,  with- 
out delay,  examine  the  locality  of  the  alleged  defect,  and  if 
upon  examination  it  appears  that  the  defect  is  of  such  a  char- 
acter as  to  endanger  the  safety  of  public  travel,  and  that  the 
city  is  liable  for  its  repair,  he  shall  cause  it  to  be  immediately 
repaired ;  and,  until  such  repair  is  completed,  he  shall  do 
whatever  may  be  necessary  to  protect  the  public  from  injury 
by  reason  of  the  defect. 

Sect.  6.  Whenever  the  superintendent  of  streets  is  about 
to  construct  a  new  street,  or  to  break  up  the  surface  of  any 
public  way,  he  shall,  at  least  two  weeks  before  beginning 
work,  notify  the  superintendent  of  sewers,  the  superintend- 
ent of  lamps,  and  the  water-board.  If  either  of  these  de- 
partments has  any  work  to  be  done  in  the  street  or  way  so 
designated,  it  shall  consult  and  arrange  with  the  said  super- 
intendent of  streets,  in  order  that  such  work  may  be  done 
before  the  surface  of  such  street  or  way  is  again  prepared 
for  and  opened  to  public  travel.  After  such  notice  and  op- 
portunity have  been  given,  neither  of  the  said  three  depart- 
ments of  sewers,  lamps,  or  water  shall,  for  the  space  of  six 
months,  break  up  said  street  or  way  within  the  area  of  such 
previous  disturbance,  except  in  case  of  obvious  necessity,  to 
be  certified  to  and  approved  by  the  mayor. 
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CHAPTER  27. 

OF  THE  BOSTON  WATER-BOARD.

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CHAPTER  27^. 

OF  THE  WATER-REGISTRAR. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  annually  appointed  by  the 
mayor,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  board  of  aldermen, 
a  water-registrar,  who  shall  be  a  citizen  of  Boston,  and  who 
shall,  under  the  direction  and  control  of  the  Boston  water- 
board,  assess  all  the  water-rates  of  both  the  Cochituate  and 
Mystic  systems  of  water-works,  according  to  such  tariff  as 
may  be  established  by  said  board. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  registrar  shall,  as  often  as  once  in 
each  year,  cause  to  be  visited,  by  skilled  inspectors,  the 
premises  of  every  person  who  takes  water ;  he  may,  in 
proper  cases  and  under  the  control  of  said  board,  make  and 
record  abatements  in  water-rates ;  he  shall  exercise  a  con- 
stant supervision  over  the  use  of  water,  and  attend  to  the 
enforcement  of  all  regulations  relative  thereto  ;  and  he  shall 
perform  such  other  services  as  may  be  required  of  him  by 
said  board  or  by  the  city  council. 

The  said  registrar  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  Janu- 
ary, annually,  make  out  all  bills  for  the  use  of  water,  and 
send  the  same,  with  lists  of  all  the  water-rates  assessed,  as 
prescribed  in  chapter  four  of  these  ordinances,  to  the  city  col- 
lector for  collection ;  but  said  lists  may  vary  from  those  pre- 
scribed in  such  manner  as  the  collector  shall  request.  He 
shall  make  out  and  forward  to  said  collector  all  quarterly  or 
supplementary  bills  as  fast  as  they  accrue  during  the  year  ;  on 
the  first  day  of  each  month  he  shall  send  to  the  collector  a 
statement  of  all  bills  accruing  during  the  preceding  month, 
and  shall  send  a  duplicate  of  such  statement  to  the  auditor. 

Sect.  3.  When  two  or  more  dwelling-houses,  or  other 
estates,  are  valued  together  for  the  assessment  of  taxes,  the 
water-registrar  shall  make  separate  valuations  of  such  houses 
or  estates,  and  when  a  portion  only  of  an  estate  is  justly 
chargeable  for  a  water  rate  the  water-registrar  shall  make  a 
proper  valuation  of  said  portion ;  and  the  water  rates  to 
which  such  premises  shall  be  liable  shall,  if  based  on  valua- 
tions, be  based  on  the  valuations  so  made  by  said  registrar. 

Sect.  4.  The  said  registrar  shall  keep  suitable  books, 
in  which  shall  be  entered  the  names  of  all  persons  who  take 
water,  the  kind  of  building  in  which  it  is  taken,  the  name  of 
the  street  and  the  number  thereon,  the  nature  of  the  use,  the 
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number  of  taps,  and  the  amount  charged,  and  said  books 
shall  be  always  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  said  board,  of 
the  mayor  and  the  city  council ;  and  all  such  books  not 
actually  in  use  shall  always  be  open  to  public  inspection.  He 
shall  annually,  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  May,  present 
to  said  board  a  report  containing  a  statement  for  the  pre- 
ceding year  of  the  number  of  water-takers,  the  number  of 
cases  where  the  water  has  been  cut  off,  the  number  and 
amount  of  abatements  that  have  been  made,  the  expenditures 
in  his  department,  and  such  other  matters  as  he,  or  the  said 
board,  may  deem  expedient. 

Sect.  5.  The  w^ater-registrar  shall  be  allowed  for  the 
discharge  of  his  duties  the  following  subordinates  :  — 

Four  schedule  clerks, 

Three  meter  clerks, 

Three  copying  clerks, 

Three  examiners  of  premises, 

One  service  clerk. 

One  assistant  service  clerk, 

Five  meter  inspectors. 

One  marine  agent. 

Sect.  6.  The  said  registrar  shall  receive  all  applications 
for  water  to  be  turned  off  or  on  for  any  cause,  and  also  for 
all  service  and  other  pipes  to  convey  a  supply  of  water  to 
the  premises  of  water-takers. 
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CHAPTER  28. 

OF  THE  OVERSEERS  OF    THE  POOR. 

In  section  1,  in  lines  8  and  9,  strike  oat  the  words  "of 
any  joint  committee  of  the  city  council  having  charge  of 
their  department,"  and  substitute  the  words  "  of  the  city 
council.''

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CHAPTER  29. 

OF  THE  CITY  PRINTING. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  annually  appointed  by  the 
mayor,  subject  to  confirmation  of  the  board  of  aldermen,  a 
superintendent  of  printing,  who  shall  have  charge  of  all 
printing  of  documents  for  the  city  council,  or  either  branch 
thereof,  or  any  committee  thereof,  or  for  any  department  of 
the  city  government  not  specially  exempt  by  law  ;  but  such 
authority  shall  not  extend  to  the  publication  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  either  branch  of  the  city  council  in  any  news- 
paper, or  to  advertisements  ordered  to  be  made  in  any 
newspaper.  He  shall  also  have  charge  of  supplying  sta- 
tionery, of  all  descriptions,  needed  in  the  various  depart- 
ments, and  of  having  binding  done  for  the  departments, 
except  the  public  library. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  superintendent  shall  keep  suitable 
records  and  books  of  account,  and  shall  provide  for  the 
safe-keeping  of  the  city  property  in  his  charge.  He  shall 
have  allowed  him  for  the  performance  of  his  duties  as  sub- 
ordinates two  clerks. 

Sect.  3.  Every  board  or  officer  in  charge  of  a  department 
whenever  any  printing,  stationery,  or  binding  is  required, 
shall  procure  the  same  of  or  by  the  said  superintendent,  and 
shall  make  a  requisition  on  him  therefor  on  blanks  to  be  fur- 
nished by  him.  If  satisfied  of  the  legality  of  such  requisi- 
tion, the  superintendent  shall  at  once  comply  with  it,  and 
shall  make  proper  entries  on  his  books.  He  shall  require 
suitable  evidence  that  the  work  done,  or  goods  furnished, 
are  accepted  by  the  officer  issuing  the  requisition,  and  shall 
then  ceitify  on  the  bills  therefor  that  they  are  correct,  before 
they  are  sent  to  the  auditor. 

Sect.  4.  The  said  superintendent  shall  conform  to  all 
legal  orders  of  the  city  council  in  regard  to  the  general 
method  of  purchasing  supplies,  or  of  contracting  for  the 
public  printing ;  but  he  shall  not  be  exempt  from  entire 
responsibility  in  the  proper  execution  of  all  contracts  made 
by  him  for  the  city. 

Sect.  5,  The  term  "printing"  in  this  ordinance  shall  be 
construed  to  mean  all  engraving,  stereotyping,  electrotyping, 
lithographing,  photographing,  and  other  methods  of  work 
used  in  illustrating  books,  so  far  as  the  same  are  to  be  applied 
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to  any  documents  printed  for  or  by  the  city  government  or 
any  of  its  departments.  The  terms  "binding"  and  "sta- 
tionery "  shall  also  be  given  the  fullest  meaning. 

Sect.  6.  The  said  superintendent  shall  annually  submit 
to  the  city  council  a  report  of  the  amount  of  printing,  bind- 
ing, stock,  and  stationery  done  for  or  supplied  to  each 
department  of  the  city  government,  and  the  cost  thereof ; 
and  generally  of  all  matters  transacted  under  his  superintend- 
ence, including  as  full  a  statement  as  may  be  practicable  of 
the  kinds  of  writing  paper  and  writing  ink  used  in  making 
and  keeping  the  permanent  record  books  in  the  several 
departments  and  county  offices.  No  writing  inks  shall  be 
supplied,  except  those  of  standard  quality,  as  shown  by  the 
foregoing  comparison  and  record. 

Sect.  7.  All  documents,  books,  or  pamphlets  printed 
for  the  use  and  at  the  expense  of  the  several  executive 
departments  of  the  city  government  shall  be  under  the  care 
and  custody  of  the  heads  of  the  departments  for  which  they 
are  printed,  subject,  however,  at  all  times  to  the  control  of  the 
city  council ;  and  the  city  messenger  shall,  subject  to  such 
rules  and  regulations  as  the  city  council,  or  any  committee 
thereof  authorized  for  the  purpose,  may  adopt,  have  the  care, 
custody,  and  distribution  of  all  documents,  books,  and 
pamphlets,  the  printing  of  which  for  the  use  of  the  city  coun- 
cil, or  either  branch,  has  been,  or  may  be  from  time  to  time, 
duly  authorized. 
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CHAPTER  30. 

or  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  LAMPS. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  appointed  annually  by  the 
mayor,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  board  of  aldermen,  a 
superintendent  of  lamps,  who  shall  have  charge  of  the  street 
lamps  heretofore  estalDlished  by  the  board  of  aldermen  and 
now,  or  hereafter,  maintained  at  the  expense  of  the  city ; 
and  also  have  the  care  and  custody  of  all  city  property  now 
in  the  possession  of  the  lamp  department  or  hereafter 
acquired  by  it,  and  shall  maintain  and  repair  the  same. 

Sect.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  superintendent 
to  set  up  and  affix  such  and  so  many  lamps  in  the  streets 
and  other  places,  as  the  board  of  aldermen  may  determine 
to  be  convenient  and  necessary ;  and  to  see  that  the  public 
lamps  of  the  city  are  lighted,  every  night,  as  heretofore. 

Sect.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  superintendent 
to  contract,  annually,  for  the  necessary  supplies  of  materials  ; 
also  to  contract  for  methods  of  lighting  other  than  with  oil, 
to  such  extent  and  for  such  periods  as  the  board  of  aldermen 
may  from  time  to  time  prescribe  ;  and  to  see  that  all  contracts 
for  gas  or  electric  lights  are  duly  complied  with. 

Sect.  4.  There  shall  be  allowed  to  the  said  superin- 
tendent the  following  subordinates  :  — 

One  clerk, 
One  assistant  clerk, 
One  stock  clerk, 
Five  repairers. 
One  hostler, 

[One  hundred  and  twelve  lamplighters.] 

Sect.  5.  The  said  superintendent  shall  annually,  on  or 
before  the  tenth  day  of  January,  make  to  the  city  council  a 
report  containing  a  detailed  statement  of  the  expenses  and 
operations  of  his  department  during  the  preceding  year,  and 
of  the  property  under  his  charge  belonging  to  the  city,  and 
of  all  unexpired  contracts  for  lighting  lamps  with  gas  or 
electricity. 
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CHAPTER  31. 

OF  THE  RECORD  COMMISSIONERS. 

Strike  out  section  1,  and  substitute  the  following  words  :  — 

"Section  1.  There  shall  be  annually  appointed  by  the 
mayor,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  board  of  aldermen, 
two  record  commissioners,  who  shall  serve  without  compen- 
sation." 

In  section  3,  in  line  5,  strike  out  the  word  "they,"  and 
substitute  the  words  "^/le  chairmun*^' 
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CHAPTER  32. 

OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  PUBLIC  BUILDINGS. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  annually  appointed  by  the 
mayor,  suliject  to  confirmation  by  the  board  of  aldermen,  a 
superintendent  of  public  buildings,  who  shall  be  allowed,  for 
the  discharge  of  his  duties,  the  following  subordinates  :  — 

One  clerk  and  book-keeper. 

One  assistant  superintendent, 

Six  inspectors. 

One  fuel  clerk. 

One  assistant  clerk. 

One  engineer  for  the  City  Hall. 

Sect.  2.  Whenever  any  public  building  is  to  be  con- 
structed by  the  city  the  city  architect  shall  prepare  the 
plans,  specifications,  and  estimates  therefor,  and  transmit 
the  same  to  the  superintendent  of  public  buildings,  after  they 
shall  have  been  approved  by  the  department,  if  any,  for 
which  said  building  is  constructed.  The  superintendent  shall 
then  issue  proposals  for  contracts  for  the  various  portions 
of  the  work ;  and  shall,  wherever  feasible,  make  a  separate 
contract  for  each  class  of  work  which  is  estimated  to  cost 
over  two  thousand  dollars.  He  shall  thereafter  have  charge 
of  the  inspection  of  the  work  Avhile  in  progress,  and  shall 
examine  and  approve  in  writing  all  bills  under  such  con- 
tracts, and  transmit  them  to  the  city  auditor  for  settlement. 

Sect.  3.  The  said  superintendent  shall,  except  as  other- 
wise provided,  have  the  care  and  custody  of  all  the  school- 
houses  and  other  buildings  belonging  to  the  city,  and  other 
buildings  or  parts  of  buildings  hired  by  the  city,  whether 
used  for  city  or  for  county  purposes,  and  shall  provide  there- 
for all  necessary  furniture  and  supplies  except  such  as  the 
superintendent  of  printing  furnishes ;  shall  keep  himself 
acquainted  with  the  condition  thereof ;  shall  superintend  all 
repairs  and  alterations  that  may  be  ordered  thereon,  for 
which  an  appropriation  shall  be  made,  in  accordance  with 
the  terms  thereof.  In  case  of  any  breach  of  contract  by 
any  contractor  for  work  upon  any  city  building  the  superin- 
tendent shall  report  the  same  to  the  mayor. 

Sect.  4.    The  repairs  upon  all  public  buildings,  and  the 
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construction  of  new  buildings,  or  portions  of  buildings,  for 
the  city  or  county  use,  which  do  not  require  to  be  done  by 
contracts  under  the  ordinances,  shall  be  made  under  the 
direction  of  the  superintendent,  who  shall  be  authorized  to 
call  upon  the  city  architect  for  such  plans  as  he  may  deem 
necessary. 

Sect.  5.  The  superintendent  of  public  buildings  shall 
have  charge  of  the  city  propert}^  in  all  the  armories  provided 
by  the  city  for  the  militia,  shall  report  to  the  board  of 
aldermen  whenever  repairs  thereon  are  needed,  and  shall 
expend  such  sums  of  money  for  the  purposes  of  such  armo- 
ries as  shall  be  voted  therefor.  He  shall  keep  all  such  ex- 
penditures as  items  of  a  distinct  account,  and  shall  annually, 
in  January,  present  a  report  to  the  city  council  containing  a 
detailed  account  of  his  expenditures,  of  the  kind  and  amount 
of  city  property  in  such  armories,  and  of  the  leases  of  build- 
ings, or  portions  of  buildings,  hired  by  the  city  for  armory 
purposes. 

Sect.  6.  The  superintendent  of  public  buildings  may  also 
perform  any  appropriate  duties  devolved  upon  him  by  vote 
of  the  board  of  aldermen,  provided  that  the  same  do  not 
interfere  with  the  duties  imposed  by  this  ordinance,  and 
provided  that  no  additional  compensation  is  given  him  payable 
out  of  the  city  treasury  or  by  fees. 

Sect.  7.  He  shall  keep  an  accurate  record  of  all  buildings 
belonging  to  the  city,  and  of  the  lands  appurtenant  to  such 
buildings  ;  and  he  shall  annually,  in  January,  present  to  the 
city  council  a  report  in  relation  to  the  same,  showing  the 
condition  of  such  buildings  and  land,  and  the  nature  and 
amount  of  the  expenditures  that  have  been  made  during  the 
previous  3^ear  in  relation  thereto. 

Sect.  8.  The  superintendent  of  public  buildings  shall 
have  the  care,  custody,  and  management  of  Faneuil  Hall, 
subject,  however,  to  such  orders  in  regard  to  its  occupancy 
and  uses  as  the  board  of  aldermen  may  give  from  time  to 
time. 

Sect.  9.  No  building  and  no  land  appurtenant  to  a 
building  shall  be  sold  except  by  order  of  the  city  council. 
No  expenditure  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars,  for  the  alter- 
ation or  repair  of  a  building,  shall  be  made  without  an  ex- 
press vote  of  the  city  council,  or  of  the  board  of  aldermen, 
as  the  case  may  be,  authorizing  the  same;  except  that  the 
superintendent  of  public  buildings  may  expend,  at  his  dis- 
cretion, any  money  voted  to  him  specifically  for  general 
repairs  on  city  property  in  his  charge. 

Sect.  10.  Contracts  for  all  the  fuel  required  for  the  use 
of  the  city  shall  be  made  annually,  between  the  first  day  of

May  and  the  last  day  of  September,  b}^  the  superintendent  of 
public  buildings,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  these 
ordinances.  The  proposals  shall  contain,  separately  and 
distinctly,  the  terms  upon  which  each  particular  description 
of  fuel  will  be  furnished,  and  shall  provide  for  the  delivery 
of  the  same  at  such  times  during  the  year  and  at  such  places 
as  the  superintendent  of  buildings  may  require. 

Sect.  11.  All  fuel  contracted  for  by  the  city  shall,  before 
delivery,  be  weighed  or  measured  by  a  sworn  weigher  or 
measurer,  who  shall  give  a  certificate  therefor  as  the  same  is 
delivered,  and  no  bill  for  fuel  shall  be  allowed  for  payment, 
unless  it  is  accompanied  by  a  receipt  of  delivery,  indorsed 
upon  such  certificate. 
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CHAPTER  32^. 

OF  THE  CITY  ARCHITECT. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  annually  appointed  by  the 
mayor,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  board  of  aldermen, 
a  city  architect,  who  shall  be  a  citizen  of  Boston,  and  shall 
devote  the  whole  of  his  time  to  the  service  of  the  city. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  architect  shall  prepare  all  such  plans, 
specifications,  and  estimates  for  the  city  as  can  properly  be 
required  of  an  architect,  and  shall  be  consulted  on  all  import- 
ant matters,  relating  to  public  improvements  of  every  kind, 
where  the  advice  of  an  architect  w^ould  be  of  service  ;  and 
when  a  board  or  officer  in  charge  of  a  department  in  the 
city  government  is  authorized  to  perform  any  work  for  which 
the  services  of  an  architect  are  required,  such  services  shall, 
unless  otherwise  ordered,  be  performed  by  the  said  architect, 
or  under  his  direction. 

Sect.  3.  He  shall  be  notifi-ed  of  and  attend  at  the  open- 
ing of  all  bids  for  contracts  for  which  he  prepared  the  speci- 
fications, and  his  concurrence  with  the  superintendent  of 
buildings  shall  be  required  for  the  rejection  of  bids,  as  pro- 
vided in  section  five  of  chapter  sixteen  of  these  ordinances. 
He  shall  keep  such  records  and  make  such  reports  as  may 
from  time  to  time  be  required  by  the  city  council. 

Sect.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  architect  to  visit 
and  examine  all  public  buildings  in  process  of  erection  for 
which  he  furnished  the  plans,  and  to  report  to  the  mayor  any 
instance  of  neglect  to  conform  to  such  plans. 

Sect.  5.  The  city  architect  shall  have  allowed  him  for 
the  performance  of  his  duties  the  following  subordinates  :  — 

One  clerk, 

One  assistant  clerk  and  messenger, 
One  foreman. 
Nine  draughtsmen, 

and  such  other  assistants  as  may  be  needed,  and  for  whose 
compensation  an  appropriation  has  been  made. 
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In  chapter  33,  of  the  "public  institutions,"  strike  out  sec- 
tions 4  and  5. 

Substitute  for  section  1  the  following :  — 

"  Section  1.  The  board  of  directors  for  public  institutions 
shall  choose  a  clerk,  who  sliall  not  be  a  member  of  said  board. 
They  may  make  all  necessary  rules  and  regulations  for  the 
government  of  their  subordinates." 

In  old  section  2,  strike  out  all  after  the  words  "  manage- 
ment of  the  same,"  in  line  7. 

In  section  3,  lines  7  and  8,  strike  out  the  words  "appoint 
assistants,  subordinate  officers,  and  attendants,  and"  — 

In  section  6,  line  3,  change  "May"  to  January. 
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In  chapter  34,  "of  the  city  hospital,"  in  section  1,  lines 
2  and  3,  strike  out  the  words  "all  necessary  repairs  and 
alterations  in  the  several  buildings  under  their  charge,  and." 
In  the  same  section,  in  line  5,  strike  out  the  words  "said 
buildings,"  and  substitute  the  words  "the  buildings  in  charge 
of  said  trustees." 

In  section  4,  line  1,  for  "May,"  substitute  ''January 
and  in  line  3,  for  "April,"  substitute  ''December.-'' 


In  chapter  35,  "of  the  public  library,"  no  change  seems 
obligatory,  except  in  section  3,  line  1,  to  change  "May  or 
June,"  to  "January ;  "  and  in  line  3,  "April,"  to  "December J'^ 


In  chapter  36,  "of  the  public  lands,"  in  section  1,  in  lines 
6  and  7,  strike  out  the  words  "under  the  direction  of  any 
joint  standing  committee  of  the  city  council  appointed  for 
the  purpose,"  and  substitute  the  words  "when  ordered  by 
the  city  council."  Also  add  to  said  section  1,  the  words 
"provided^  hoivever,  that  all  sales  not  at  public  auction,  and 
all  leases,  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  mayor."

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In  chapter  37,  "of  the  common  and  the  other  public

"Section  1.  There  shall  be  annually  appointed  by  the 
mayor,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  board  of  aldermen,  a 
superintendent  of  the  common  and  public  grounds,  who 
shall  be  a  resident  citizen  of  Boston.  He  shall  have  allowed 
him  as  subordinate,  one  clerk." 

In  section  2  strike  out  the  words  "  under  the  direction  and 
control  of  the  city  council,  or  of  a  joint  committee  thereof." 
[There  are  also  certain  changes  in  the  text  of  the  Revised

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CHAPTER  39. 

OF  THE  EAST    BOSTON  FERRIES. 

Section  1.  After  January  1,  1886,  there  shall  be  annu- 
ally appointed  by  the  mayor,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the 
board  of  aldermen,  five  persons  who  shall  be  citizens  of 
Boston,  to  be  directors  of  the  East  Boston  ferries. 

Sect.  2.  The  persons  so  appointed  shall  constitute  a  board 
of  directors  of  the  East  Boston  ferries,  and  the  said  board 
shall  annually  organize,  by  the  choice  of  one  of  their  number 
as  president,  and  shall  also  choose  a  clerk,  who  shall  not  be 
a  member  of  the  board.  A  majority  of  the  whole  board  shall 
be  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
business. 

Sect.  3.  The  said  board  shall  have  the  general  care  and 
management  of  the  East  Boston  ferries,  owned  by  the  city, 
and  for  that  purpose  they  shall  have  and  exercise  all  the 
powers  vested  in  the  city  council  by  the  eleventh  section  of 
chapter  two  hundred  and  forty-four  of  the  statutes  of  the 
commonwealth  of  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
fifty-two,  and  by  chapter  one  hundred  and  fifty-five  of  the 
statutes  of  the  commonwealth  of  the  year  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  sixty-nine,  so  far  as  said  powers  can  be  legally 
delegated. 

The  said  board  shall  make  necessary  repairs  and  altera- 
tions in  the  ferry-boats  and  in  the  slips,  drops,  tanks,  and 
buildings  used  for  ferry  purposes;  but  they  shall  not  pur- 
chase additional  boats,  or  erect  new  buildings,  without  first 
obtaining  the  approval  of  the  city  council. 

Sect.  4.  There  shall  be  allowed  to  the  said  board  of 
directors,  for  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  the  following 
subordinates  :  — 

One  clerk, 
One  superintendent, 
One  assistant  clerk, 
One  messenger, 
Nine  pilots, 
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Eight  tollmen, 
One  chief  engineer, 
Nine  engineers, 
Nine  firemen, 
Twelve  gatemen. 
Eighteen  deck-hands. 
Eight  watchmen, 

Eight  lamp-lighters  and  oilers,  etc.. 
Eight  carpenters,  machinists,  etc. 

Sect.  5.  The  amounts  received  for  tolls  and  from  other 
sources  shall  be  paid  into  the  city  collector's  office  on  the 
day  following  the  day  of  the  receipt  thereof,  except  that  the 
clerk  of  said  board  may  retain  a  sum  not  exceeding  one 
thousand  dollars  for  making  change  and  for  other  purposes. 

Sect.  6.  The  said  board  shall  annually,  in  January,  pre- 
sent to  the  city  council  a  report  in  print,  made  up  to  and 
including  the  last  day  of  the  preceding  December,  containing 
a  carefully  prepared  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  ferry- 
boats and  of  the  slips,  drops,  and  buildings  used  for  ferry 
purposes ;  the  number  of  persons  and  of  teams  of  difierent 
classes  that  have  passed  over  the  ferries  during  the  year ;  a 
statement  in  detail  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  ;  and 
such  other  information  or  suggestions  as  they  deem  important 
or  the  city  council  may  require.  In  the  statement  of  expendi- 
tures no  sums  shall  be  included  except  such  as  have  been 
audited  by  the  city  auditor  and  made  payable  by  the  city 
treasurer  within  the  year.  At  any  time  during  the  year  the 
said  board  shall,  upoh  the  order  of  the  city  council,  report 
upon  the  condition  of  the  ferries,  and  give  any  facts  relating 
thereto  that  may  be  within  their  knowledge. 

Sect.  7.  All  the  powers  and  duties  herein  conferred  upon 
the  board  of  directors  shall  be  exercised  by  the  present  board, 
until  the  board,  or  a  majority  of  the  same,  shall  be  appointed 
and  qualified  as  provided  in  section  one,  and  shall  then  cease 
and  determine. 
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CHAPTER  40. 

OF  BRIDGES. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  annually  appointed  by  the 
mayor,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  board  of  aldermen,  a 
superintendent  of  bridges,  who  shall  have  the  care  and  man- 
agement of  the  bridges  specified  in  section  two,  and  the  su- 
pervision of  all  other  bridges  within  the  city  limits,  and  the 
charge  of  all  repairs  to  be  made  on  any  bridges  to  the  extent 
prescribed  in  chapter  seventeen  of  these  ordinances  ;  and  he 
may  perform  any  of  the  duties  herein  prescribed  to  any  of  his 
subordinates. 

Sect.  2.  There  shall  be  allowed  to  the  said  superintendent 
the  following  subordinates  :  — 

One  draw-tender,  two  assistants,  and  one  engineer  for 
Broadway  bridge. 

One  draw -tender  for  Cambridge-street  bridge  (Brigh- 
ton district).  Western-avenue  bridge  to  Cambridge, 
and  North  Harvard-street  bridge. 

One  draw -tender  and  three  assistants  for  Charles-river 
bridge. 

One  draw-tender  and  two  assistants  for  Chelsea  bridge 
(south). 

One  draw-tender  and  one  assistant  for  Chelsea  bridge 
(north). 

One  draw-tender  at  Chelsea-street  bridge. 
One  draw-tender  at    Commercial-point   or  Tenean 
bridge. 

One  draw-tender,  three  assistants,  and  one  engineer  at 

Congress-street  bridge. 
One  draw-tender  and  three  assistants  at  Dover-street 

bridge. 

One  draw-tender  at  Essex-street  bridge. 
One  draw-tender  and  three  assistants  at  Federal-street 
bridge. 

One  draw-tender  at  Granite  bridge. 
One  draw-tender  and  one  assistant  at  Maiden  bridge. 
One  draw-tender  and  one  assistant  at  Meridian-street 
bridge. 

One  draw-tender  and  three  assistants  at  Mount  Wash- 
ington-avenue bridge. 
One  draw-tender  at  Neponset  bridge. 
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One  draw-tender  at  North  Beacon-street  bridge  and 
Western-avenue  bridge  to  Watertown. 

One  draw-tender  and  four  assistants  at  Warren  bridge. 
Sect.  3.  Each  draw-tender  shall  take  charge,  by  night 
and  by  day,  of  the  bridge  assigned  to  him,  and  shall 
cause  the  draw  thereof  to  be  opened  at  all  times,  when 
required,  for  the  free  passage  of  vessels  in  tow,  and  for  ves- 
sels not  in  tow  when  moving  with  the  tide  ;  and,  after  a  vessel 
has  passed,  shall  caused  the  draw  to  be  closed  with  all  pos- 
sible expedition,  not  permitting  more  than  one  vessel  to  pass 
at  any  one  opening  of  the  draw,  unless,  while  the  draw  is 
open,  the  bridge  is  free  from  persons  desiring  to  pass,  in 
which  case  he  shall  use  his  discretion  as  to  the  number  of 
vessels  that  he  may  permit  to  pass  prior  to  the  closing  of  the 
draw.  He  may  also,  m  his  discretion,  permit  a  vessel  to 
pass  through  the  draw  against  the  tide,  when  the  wind  is 
favorable.  Each  draw-tender  shall  see  that  the  bridge  of 
which  he  is  in  charge,  and  the  abutments  and  wharves  con- 
nected therewith,  are  at  all  times  in  a  safe  and  satisfactory 
condition,  and  free  from  all  incumbrances  ;  that  the  lamps 
thereon  are  well  lighted,  the  railing  and  planks  in  good  order, 
and,  in  winter,  the  snow  and  ice  removed  from  the  sidewalks. 
Each  draw-tender  shall,  however,  be  subject,  at  all  times,  to 
the  authority,  control,  and  direction  of  the  superintendent 
of  bridges,  relative  to  the  duties  hereinbefore  expressed, 
and  also  relative  to  any  other  duties  respecting  said  bridges 
and  wharves,  and  the  abutments  connected  therewith,  which 
the  ordinances  may  from  time  to  time  order  and  prescribe. 

Sect.  4.  Masters  of  vessels  applying  to  pass  through  the 
draw  of  a  bridge  shall,  if  required  so  to  do,  give  to  the  draw- 
tender  thereof  a  true  statement  of  the  names  of  their  vessels 
and  their  extreme  width  and  draught  of  water.  Said  masters 
shall  be  governed  by  the  draw-tender  as  to  priority  of 
right  when  two  or  more  vessels  apply  to  pass  through  the 
draw  at  the  same  time,  and  they  shall  so  place  their  warping- 
lines,  anchors,  and  cables,  as  neither  to  interfere  with  other 
vessels,  nor  to  obstruct  the  bridge,  except  as  they  may  be 
authorized  by  the  draw-tender,  and  they  shall  make  use 
of  the  apparatus  for  warping  provided  by  the  city,  wherever 
such  apparatus  is  so  provided,  if  directed  so  to  do  by  the 
draw -tender. 

Sect.  5.  Whoever  defaces,  breaks,  or  injures  either  of 
said  bridges,  or  the  wharves  connected  therewith,  or  un- 
necessarily opens  the  draw  of  such  bridge  ;  or  obstructs  the 
passage  of  the  same  ;  or  makes  fast  to  such  bridge,  or  to  a 
guard  or  pier  thereof,  a  vessel,  scow,  raft,  or  float ;  or  allows 
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a  vessel  under  his  charge  to  pass  through  such  draw ;  or 
remains  inside  the  road  gates  while  they  are  closed  ;  or  enters 
or  remains  upon  any  pier,  wharf,  fender,  or  appurtenance  of 
such  bridge,  without  the  consent  of  the  draw-tender  of  the 
bridge,  shall,  for  each  offence,  be  subject  to  a  penalty  of  not 
less  than  three  and  not  more  than  fifty  dollars. 

Sect.  6.  The  said  superintendent  shall  annually  appoint, 
on  the  part  of  the  city,  draw-tenders  of  all  those  bridges, 
except  West  Boston,  Cragie,  and  Prison-Point  bridges,  which 
are  only  in  part  controlled  and  maintained  by  the  city  of 
Boston,  and  he  shall  prescribe  suitable  rules  and  regulations 
for  the  government  of  such  draw-tenders. 

West  Boston  and  Cragie  Bridges. 

Sect.  6.  The  mayor  shall  annually  appoint,  subject  to 
confirmation  by  the  board  of  aldermen,  a  commissioner  on  the 
West  Boston  and  Cragie  or  Canal  bridges,  to  hold  office  for 
one  year  from  the  first  Monday  in  May  in  the  year  in  which 
he  is  appointed,  but  who  may  be  removed  at  the  pleasure 
of  the  mayor. 

Sect.  7.  The  said  commissioner  shall,  in  conjunction  with 
a  commissioner  for  the  city  of  Cambridge,  have  and  exercise 
all  the  powers,  in  relation  to  the  care  and  management  of 
said  bridges,  which  are  conferred  by  chapter  three  hundred 
and  two  of  the  statutes  of  the  commonwealth  of  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  seventy. 

Sect.  8.  The  said  commissioner  shall  annually,  in  January, 
submit  to  the  city  council  a  written  report,  containing  a  par- 
ticular account,  for  the  year  ending  on  the  preceding  thirty- 
first  day  of  December,  of  the  expenditures  on  account  of  said 
bridges,  the  number  of  times  the  draws  thereof  have  been 
opened,  and  other  matters  of  general  interest  in  relation 
thereto. 

Pi'ison-Point  Bridge. 

Sect.  9.  The  mayor  shall  annually  appoint,  subject  to 
confirmation  by  the  board  of  aldermen,  a  commissioner  on 
Prison-Point  bridge,  to  hold  office  for  one  year  from  the  first 
Monday  in  May  in  the  year  in  which  he  is  elected. 

Sect.  10.  The  said  commissioner  shall,  in  conjunction  with 
a  commissioner  for  the  city  of  Cambridge,  have  and  exercise 
all  the  powers,  in  relation  to  the  care  and  management  of  said 
bridge,  which  are  conferred  by  chapter  three  hundred  of  the 
statutes  of  the  commonwealth  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred 
and  seventy. 
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Sect.  11.  The  said  commissioner  shall  annually,  in  Jan- 
uary, submit  to  the  city  council  a  written  report,  containing 
a  particular  account,  for  the  year  ending  on  the  preceding 
thirty-first  day  of  December,  of  the  expenditures  on  account 
of  said  bridge,  the  number  of  times  the  draw  thereof  has 
been  opened,  and  other  matters  of  general  interest  in  rela- 
tion thereto. 
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CHAPTER  41. 

OF  THE    FANEUIL-HALL  MARKET. 

In  section  1,  in  line  2,  strike  out  the  words  "the  approval 
of"  and  substitute  the  words  "^^confirmation  hy.^'' 

Strike  out  section  2,  and  substitute  the  following :  — 

Sect.  2.  There  shall  be  allowed  to  the  said  superintendent 
the  following  subordinates  :  — 

One  deputy  superintendent, 

One  day  officer, 

Two  night  officers. 

One  weigher  at  city  scales. 

In  section  3,  line  2,  strike  out  the  words  "under  the  con- 
trol of  the  board  of  aldermen." 

Substitute  for  section  5  the  following  :  — 

"Sect.  5.  The  several  stalls  and  cellars  in  said  market 
shall  be  leased  in  terms  of  five  years,  from  April  1,  1882. 
The  minimum  prices  therefor  shall  be  established  by  vote  of 
the  city  council,  at  a  date  not  less  than  one  month,  and  not 
more  than  three  months,  before  the  beginning  of  each  term 
of  lease.  The  superintendent  shall  receive  a  copy  of  such 
vote  forthwith  from  the  city  clerk,  and  shall  notify  the 
tenants  then  occupying,  who  shall  have  the  option  of  taking, 
at  such  price,  a  new  lease  of  their  respective  holdings,  sub- 
ject to  the  approval  of  the  mayor.  All  stalls  and  cellars  not 
so  taken  at  the  date  of  the  bes^innino^  of  the  new  term  of 
lease  shall  be  leased  to  suitable  persons  by  the  superin- 
tendent, at  not  less  than  the  rents  affixed  by  the  order  of  the 
city  council.  All  the  leases  described  in  this  section  shall 
be  drawn  in  triplicate  by  the  corporation  counsel,  and  one 
copy  shall  be  delivered  to  the  city  auditor,  and  one  copy 
kept  by  the  said  superintendent.  Such  leases  shall  also 
require  the  written  approval  of  the  mayor.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  superintendent,  within  sixty  days  of  the  date 
fixed  for  the  renewal  of  the  leases,  to  report  to  the  mayor 
any  tenant  who  is,  or  has  been,  delinquent  in  paying  his 
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rent,  or  has  neglected,  or  refused,  to  comply  with  the 
regulations  governing  the  nnarket. 

"  The  lessees  of  said  stalls  and  cellars  shall  not,  without  the 
written  assent  of  the  mayor,  underlet  the  same,  or  any  part 
thereof,  nor  permit  the  same  to  be  occupied  by  any  other 
person ,  under  the  penalty  of  forfeiting  the  right  to  such  cellars 
and  stalls. 

"  The  rents  reserved  in  such  leases  shall  be  payable  to  the 
city  collector,  and  the  superintendent  of  markets  shall  furnish 
the  bills  and  lists  thereof  according  to  the  ordinances." 


In  section  6,  lines  2  and  3,  strike  out  the  words  "or  re- 
ceives from  the  board  of  aldermen  notice  so  to  vacate." 
Also,  strike  out,  in  lines  9  and  10,  the  words  "and  be  at  the 
disposal  of  the  board  of  aldermen,"  and  substitute  the  words, 
"  and  shall  he  leased  for  the  wiexpired  term  in  the  manner 
prescribed  by  section  5  of  this  chapter.

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CHAPTER  42. 

OF  THE  MOUNT  HOPE  CEMETERY. 

Section  1  is  struck  out,  and  the  following  substituted  :  — 

"  There  shall  be  annually  appointed  by  the  mayor,  subject 
to  confirmation  by  the  board  of  aldermen,  five  trustees  of 
the  Mount  Hope  Cemetery,  two  of  whom  at  least  shall  be 
owners  of  lots  in  said  cemetery."

Chapter  44.  "Inspectors  of  ballast."  Section  1,  in  lines

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CHAPTER  43. 

OF  THE  REGULATION  OF  BUILDING. 

Section  1.  The  limits  within  which  all  buildings  here- 
after erected  shall  be  required  to  conform  to  the  provisions 
of  chapter  three  hundred  and  seventy-four  of  the  statutes  of 
the  commonwealth  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty- 
five,  and  of  the  acts  in  amendment  thereof  and  in  addition 
thereto,  are  hereby  established  and  defined  as  follows  :  All 
that  portion  of  the  city  which  is  included  within  a  line  be- 
ofinnino^  at  the  intersection  of  the  centre  lines  of  Dover  and 
Albany  streets,  and  thence  running  east  through  the  centre 
of  said  Dover  street  to  the  harbor  commissioners'  line ; 
thence  by  the  said  harbor  commissioners'  line  around  the 
northerly  portion  of  the  "  city  proper  "  to  a  point  on  Charles 
river  at-  the  intersection  of  said  line  with  the  boundary  line 
between  Brookline  and  Boston  ;  thence  along  said  boundary 
line  to  the  centre  of  Longwood  avenue  ;  thence  through  the 
centre  of  said  avenue  to  the  centre  of  Bumstead  lane  ;  thence 
through  the  centre  of  said  lane  to  the  centre  of  Ward  street ; 
thence  through  the  centre  of  said  Ward  street  to  the  centre 
of  Parker  street ;  thence  through  the  centre  of  said  Parker 
street  to  the  centre  of  Ruggles  street ;  thence  through  the 
centre  of  said  Ruofofles  street  to  the  centre  of  Washinojton 
street ;  thence  through  the  centre  of  said  Washington  street 
to  a  point  opposite  the  centre  of  Palmer  street ;  thence 
through  the  centre  of  said  Palmer  street  and  through  the 
centre  of  Eustis  street  to  the  centre  of  Hampden  street ;  and 
thence  through  the  centre  of  said  Hampden  street  and  the 
centre  of  Albany  street  to  the  point  of  beginning ;  the  said 
district  being  shown  on  a  plan  made  by  the  city  surveyor, 
dated  June  28,  1881,  and  deposited  in  his  office. 

Sect.  2.  Outside  the  limits  defined  in  the  preceding  sec- 
tion wooden  buildings  may  be  erected,  subject  to  the  follow- 
ing restrictions  and  regulations  :  — 

A  wooden  building,  to  be  used  as  a  dwelling-house,  shall 
not  exceed  a  height  of  forty-five  feet,  and  the  external  side- 
walls  of  said  building  shall  not  be  placed  at  a  less  distance 
than  one  foot  and  six  inches  from  the  line  of  the  lot  upon 
which  the  building  is  to  be  located,  unless  a  brick  external 
wall  is  substituted  for  wooden  wall,  and  of  a  thickness  pre- 
scribed by  statute  law  regulating  the  erection  of  brick  ex- 
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ternal  walls.  The  brick  walls  above  required  shall  be  built 
up  to  the  under  side  of  the  roof-coverino^,  which  shall  be 
laid  and  embedded  in  mortar  upon  the  walls. 

Where  a  wooden  building  is  already  erected  for  dwelling 
purposes  upon  an  adjoining  lot,  there  shall  be  between  the 
walls  of  the  building  erected  and  the  one  to  be  erected,  if 
of  wood,  a  clear  open  space  of  three  feet  between  the  said 
buildings. 

Wooden  ells  may  be  erected  in  connection  with  wooden 
buildings  used  for  dwelling  purposes,  but  the  ell  shall  not 
exceed  thirty  feet  in  length,  fifteen  feet  in  width,  nor  be  of  a 
greater  height  than  twenty-five  feet,  or  of  any  other  dimen- 
sion not  in  excess  of  the  superficial  area  of  four  hundred 
and  fifty  square  feet.  Such  ells  may  be  built  without  the 
intervention  of  a  brick  wall  between  said  ell  and  the  main 
building. 

In  the  erection  of  wooden  buildings  in  blocks  of  two  or 
more  houses,  to  be  occupied  for  dwelling  purposes,  the  said 
buildings  shall  have  intercepting  brick  walls  not  less  than 
eight  inches  thick ;  said  brick  walls  to  be  carried  up  and 
topped  out  twelve  inches  above  the  roof,  and  covered  with 
metallic  covering. 

Wooden  buildings  to  be  used  for  other  purposes  than  that 
of  a  dwelling-house,  shall  not  exceed  a  height  of  fifty-five  feet 
from  the  grade  of  the  street,  court,  or  place  upon  which  the 
said  building  is  to  be  erected ;  and  if  in  a  range  of  more  than 
fifty  feet,  there  shall  be  constructed  an  intercepting  brick 
wall,  not  less  than  twelve  inches  thick  and  carried  up  to  a 
height  of  twelve  inches  above  the  roof,  and  the  said  wall  to 
be  covered  with  metallic  covering. 

A  wooden  building  to  be  used  for  any  purpose  other  than 
that  of  a  dwelling-house  shall  not  be  erected  or  placed  at  a 
less  distance  than  ten  feet  from  any  other  wooden  building 
which  is  twenty-five  feet  or  more  in  height,  or  at  a  less  distance 
than  four  feet  from  any  other  wooden  building  which  is  less 
than  twenty-five  feet  in  height. 

In  no  case  shall  the  sills  of  any  building  referred  to  in  this 
section  be  laid  below  the  grade  of  the  street,  unless  by  special 
permit  of  the  inspector  of  buildings. 

Sect.  3.  The  restrictions  contained  in  the  preceding  sec- 
tion shall  not  apply  to  buildings  erected  or  placed  at  a  dis- 
tance of  fifty  feet  or  more  from  any  other  building,  and  from 
any  street,  open  or  intended  to  be  open  for  public  passage, 
whether  accepted  by  the  city  or  not. 

Sect.  4.  All  wooden  buildings  shall  be  built  upon  secure 
foundations  of  stone  or  brick,  carried  up  to  the  surface  of 
the  ground.    The  foundation,  if  of  brick,  shall  not  be  less 
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than  twelve  inches  thick,  and  laid  in  cement  mortar ;  if 
of  rubble-stone,  it  shall  not  be  less  than  sixteen  inches 
thick,  when  laid  in  cement  mortar,  and  not  less  than  twenty 
inches  thick,  wdien  laid  dry  ;  if  of  block  stone,  it  shall  l)e 
not  less  than  sixteen  inches  thick  and  laid  in  cement 
mortar.  All  foundations  shall  be  laid  upon  solid  ground 
not  less  than  four  feet  1  elow  the  surface  which  is  exposed 
to  frost,  or  upon  piles  or  other  solid  substructure.  Piles 
shall  be  driven  to  a  firm  and  solid  bearing,  and  the  tops 
of  all  piles  shall  be  cut  otf  at  or  l)elow  a  grade  to  be  pre- 
scribed by  the  inspector  of  buildings.  There  shall  be  at 
least  one  row  of  piles,  spaced  not  over  three  feet  on  centres, 
in  the  direction  of  the  length  of  the  wall.  Piles  shall  be 
capped  with  footing-courses  of  stone.  In  the  construction  of 
workshops  or  other  buildings  of  a  like  character  or  for 
temporary  purposes,  built  upon  soft  or  marshy  land,  the  in- 
spector may,  in  his  discretion,  permit  the  sills  to  be  placed 
upon  mud-sills  or  blocking,  or  upon  piles  cut  to  height  of 
grade. 

Sect.  5.  All  wooden  buildings  shall  be  built  with  posts, 
girts,  and  plates,  properly  mortised,  tenoned,  braced,  and 
pinned  in  each  story,  and  supported  by  suitable  studding, 
the  studs  to  be  not  more  than  thirty-two  inches  apart,  the 
posts  and  girts  to  be  not  less  than  four  by  eight  inches,  or 
equivalent  thereto,  excejit  that  the  foregoing  dimensions  for 
posts  and  girts  shall  not  apply  to  buildings  not  exceeding 
four  hundred  feet  in  area,  and  less  than  fifteen  feet  in  height. 

Sect.  6.  No  wooden  building  now  erected,  or  hereafter 
to  be  erected,  shall  be  altered,  raised,  roofed,  enlarged,  or 
otherwise  built  upon,  in  any  manner  contrary  to  the  terms 
of  the  five  preceding  sections. 

Sect.  7.  No  wooden  building  shall  hereafter  be  erected 
without  a  permit  being  first  obtained  from  the  inspector  of 
buildings  ;  and  no  alteration  of  or  addition  to  any  such  build- 
ing shall  be  made  without  such  permit. 

Sect.  8.  Whoever  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  the 
seven  preceding  sections,  and  neglects  for  twenty-four  hours, 
after  written  notice  from  the  inspector  of  buildings,  served 
upon  him  personally,  or  posted  conspicuously  upon  the  build- 
ing erected  or  in  progress  of  erection,  alteration,  or  repair 
in  violation  of  said  provisions,  to  alter  said  building  in  con- 
formity with  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  shall  be  lial)le  to 
a  penalty  of  not  less  than  twenty  nor  more  than  fifty  dol- 
lars, and  to  a  like  penalty  for  every  day's  continuance  of 
such  violation. 

Sect.  9.  Whoever  intends  to  erect  or  to  make  altera- 
tions in  a  building  of  any  description,  within  ten  feet  of  a 
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public  street  of  the  city,  shall,  fifteen  days  at  least  before 
he  proceeds  to  build  or  erect  the  same,  or  to  lay  the  founda- 
tion thereof,  or  to  make  the  said  alterations,  or  to  do  any  act 
for  carrying  into  exe(;ution  his  intention  to  do  such  things, 
give  to  the  inspector  of  buildings  notice  in  writing  of  his 
intention,  with  the  dimensions  of  the  structure  proposed,  the 
materials  to  be  used,  the  number  on  the  street  or  the  precise 
location,  and  the  name  of  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  land, 
in  order  that  any  encroachment  or  other  injury  or  incon- 
venience to  the  public  streets  which  might  otherwise  happen, 
may  be  thereby"  prevented  ;  and  in  default  thereof  the  city  shall 
be  discharged  from  all  damages,  of  any  nature  whatsoever, 
resulting  from  the  fiiilure  to  give  notice  as  al)ove  provided, 
particularly  from  all  such  damages  or  expenses  as  have  been 
enhanced  or  occasioned  by  reason  of  anything  done  previously 
to  or  without  such  notice.

All  estates  liable  for  an  assessment  for  sewers  constructed 
previous  to  1883  were  assessed. 

For  the  two  ye^ivs  (1883-84)  in  which  my  predecessor 
held  office  there  were  assessments  made  to  the  amount  of 
$53,129.64. 

Since  April  6,  1885,  the  time  I  took  office,  thei-e  have 
been  assessments  made  and  bills  sent  to  the  Collector  to  the 
amount  of  $109,012.80,  and  there  now  remains  but  about 
$40,000  to  be  assessed  upon  sewers  built  previous  to  1885, 
which  assessments  will  be  made  as  soon  as  possible. 

Abatements  have  been  made  during  the  present  year  to 
the  amount  of  $800.77. 

As  no  part  of  the  cost  of  building  or  repairing  catch- 
basins,  or  for  sewers  built  for  surface-drainage,  or  for  the 
items  under  "  Miscellaneous,"  can  be  assessed,  it  will  readily 
be  seen  that  an  amount  considerably  less  than  three-fourths 
of  the  appropriation  comes  back.  Where  large  trunk  sewers 
are  laid,  the  assessment  is  not  made  until  the  smaller  or 
lateral  sewers  are  laid,  so  the  assessment  can  be  equalized.

ORDER  TO  PAY  LILLIE  B.  TITUS 

-LAND  DAMAGES  AT  MOON  ISLAND.  ETC., 

AND 

ON  NOTICE  OF  CLAIM  OF  SAID  TITUS  FOE 
DAMAGES  AT  SAID  ISLAND.

To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Aldermen:  — 

The  order  relating  to  Moon  Island  and  other  hinds,  re- 
ferred to  me  by  the  Board,  proposes  to  pay  L.  B.  Titus 
$15,000,  and  to  release  to  her  "all  the  interest  which  the 
city  may  have  acquired  by  said  taking  [of  Sept.  19,  1879, 
City  Doc.  92  of  1879]  in  Little  Moon  Island  and  the  bars 
and  flats  adjacent  thereto,"  upon  her  giving  to  the  city  (item 
one),  "a  release  and  discharge  satisfactory  to  the  Corpora- 
tion Counsel  of  all  claims  on  account  of  the  taking  of  a 
certain  parcel  of  land,"  described  in  the  order ;  and  (item 
two),  "a  conveyance  of  all  her  right,  title,  and  interest  in 
said  real  estate." 

Referring  to  item  one,  I  have  to  report  that  Mrs.  Titus  has 
no  legal  claim  against  the  city  on  account  of  the  taking 
therein  mentioned,  and  that  the  proposed  release  and  dis- 
charge of  all  claims  on  account  of  that  taking  would  be  of 
no  value,  and  should  not  be  regarded  as  any  consideration 
for  the  proposed  payment. 
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That  taking  was  made  in  1879.  A  remedy,  and  the  sole 
remedy,  for  damages  therefor,  in  case  the  parties  could  not 
agree,  was  provided  by  the  statute,  and,  even  if  the  city  had 
paid  no  damages,  all  claims  under  that  statute  were  long 
since  barred.  But  the  foct  is,  though  not  material  in  law, 
that  the  parties  did  agree,  and  the  city  did  pay  $25,000  to 
the  owners,  who  (Mrs.  Titus  being  one  of  them)  executed  a 
release  to  the  city  in  which  they  acknowledged  the  receipt 
of  said  sum  in  full  compensation  for  the  lands  and  rights 
aforesaid,  and  for  all  claims  for  damages  for  said  takings 
thereof,  and  for  building  said  sewer  and  said  improved 
system  of  sewerage." 

In  regard  to  the  second  item,  namely,  "a  conveyance  of 
all  her  right,  title,  and  interest  in  said  real  estate,"  I  observe 
that  the  "said  real  estate"  includes  Little  Moon  Island ;  and 
the  effect  of  the  order,  if  carried  out,  would  be  to  give  to 
the  city  the  fee  of  that  island,  and  to  Mrs.  Titus  the  rights 
acquired  therein  by  the  city,  —  an  exchange  of  interests 
which  would  be  of  no  benefit  to  either  party. 

With  reference  to  Moon  Island,  I  find  that  Mrs.  Titus 
derives  her  title  from  the  will  of  James  Huckins,  through  a 
deed  from  Barnabas  Davis,  trustee,  which  recites  that  the 
estate  conveyed  is  "subject  to  the  easement  and  rights  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  taken  in  the  same  for  the  purpose  of  main- 
taining a  system  of  improved  sewerage,  by  virtue  of  the  act 
of  the  Legislature  of  1876,  chapter  136."  This  leads  to  the 
question,  What  are  the  rights  of  the  city  to  which  Mr. 
Titus'  estate  is  thus  subject? 

The  claim  that  the  city  has  only  a  right  of  way  on  Moon 
Island  has  no  legal  foundation.  A  great  public  work  was  to 
be  undertaken,  and  the  Legislature  gave  to  the  city  the  right 
to  take  such  lands  as  might  be  necessary  to  accomplish  that 
work.  The  statute  made  the  city  the  sole  judge  of  the 
necessity.  In  the  exercise  of  its  powers  it  has  taken  Moon 
Island,  and  has  acquired  an  absolute  right  to  make  all  uses 
of  it  directly  or  incidentally  conducive  to  the  advancement 
of  the  public  benefit  contemplated  by  the  statute.  The 
powers  of  the  city  in  this  direction  have  not  been  exhausted. 
If  the  city  should  find  it  necessary  to  build  other  reservoirs, 
or  to  make  other  uses  of  the  land  taken,  for  purposes  incident 
to  the  maintenance  of  the  sewer  and  the  discharge  of  the 
sewage,^  it  may  do  so.  Technically,  this  right  is  called  an 
easement,  but  for  all  purposes  for  which  the  land  was  taken, 
the  easement  is  as  good  as  the  fee.  To  illustrate  :  It  is  just 
as  large  an  interest  as  the  city  acquired  when  it  took  lands 
for  the  water  supply  and  works  on  the  Sudbury  river.  The 
question  of  damages  done  by  the  taking  is  rarely,  if  ever, 
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affected  by  the  fact  that  the  fee  of  the  land  is  not  taken.  The 
easement  is  regarded  as  perpetual  and  practically  exclusive. 
In  the  case  of  a  taking  of  land  for  supplying  a  city  with 
water,  the  Supreme  Court,  through  Chief  Justice  Chapman, 
has  said:  "In  thus  taking  the  land  the  company  [city]  may 
reserve  to  the  owner  such  rights  of  way,  or  other  rights,  as 
they  may  think  proper,  and  the  record  will  show  that  they 
are  reserved.  Such  reservations  may  diminish  his  claim  for 
damages,  but  no  rights  which  are  not  thus  reserved  will  exist. 
A  parol  assent  that  he  may  have  a  right  of  way,  or  pasturage, 
or  tillage,  may  be  revoked  by  the  city ;  and  a  present  intent 
of  the  city  to  use  a  part  of  the  land  merely  for  a  cart-way, 
expressed  by  mere  parol,  may  be  changed  at  their  pleasure. 
If  they  lay  their  pipes  upon  the  land  they  may  decide  how 
far  below  the  surface  they  shall  be  laid,  and  may  vary  the 
depth  as  they  shall  think  proper ;  and,  when  they  have  dug 
their  ditch  for  the  purpose,  they  may  decide  whether  or  not 
to  fill  it,  and  make  the  surface  smooth,  so  that  it  can  be  used 
as  a  way.  And,  as  they  cannot  now  fore-see  what  their 
future  necessities  or  interests  may  be,  it  is  important  for 
them  to  limit  their  rights  as  little  as  possible.  Probably  it 
is  with  this  view  that  they  have  omitted  to  make  any  reserva- 
tions."   (Ham  V.  Salem,  100  Mass.,  350.) 

I  think  that  the  city  acquired  similar  rights  by  the  taking 
of  Moon  Island,  and  that  Mrs.  Titus  holds  the  bare  fee  sub- 
ject to  these  rights. 

It  should  be  remembered  that  the  city  holds  this  land  as 
the  agent  of  the  public  for  the  public  use  for  which  it  was 
taken,  and  that  land  so  used  is  not  liable  to  taxation.  If  the 
city  should  purchase  the  fee,  it  would  not  thereby  acquire 
the  right  to  use  any  part  of  the  island  for  other  purposes 
without  rendering  the  part  so  used  liable  to  taxation  by  the 
assessors  of  Quincy,  like  other  real  estate  not  exempted. 
When  the  city  took  Moon  Island  it  was  assessed  for  $4,500. 
In  1883  the  valuation  was  reduced  to  $4,000.  In  1884  the 
quantity  of  land  was  put  down  by  the  Assessors  at  20  acres, 
and  upon  the  petition  of  Mrs.  Titus  the  valuation  was  again 
reduced  to  $3,000. 

With  reference  to  the  communication  from  Mrs.  Titus, 
dated  July  16,  1885,  I  am  of  opinion  that  no  action  is  neces- 
sary, as  the  city  has  the  right  to  remove  earth,  sand,  and 
gravel  from  one  part  of  the  land  taken  to  another,  for  the 
construction  of  works  essential  to  a  proper  and  convenient 
discharge  of  the  contents  of  the  sewer.

adjacent  thereto ;  the  real  estate  island,  bars  and  flats  re- 
ferred to  being  shown  on  a  plan  made  by  William  Jackson, 
City  Engineer,  dated  June  15,  1885,  and  deposited  in  the 
oflSce  of  the  City  Engineer.  Said  sum  to  be  charged  to  the 
appropriation  for  improved  sewerage.

Boston  :  — 

You  are  hereby  notified  that  said  City  of  Boston  will  be 
held  strictly  responsible  by  me  for  any  and  all  acts  of  trespass 
and  injury  done  by  said  city's  servants  and  agents  to  the  real 
estate  belonging  to  me,  and  known  as  Moon  Island,  situated

whatever,  either  to  fill  any  place  or  to  abate  any  nuisance  at 
or  near  said  Moon  Island,  or  at  any  place. 

The  said  Boston's  easement  in  said  Moon  Island  does  not 
warrant  any  such  use  of  the  soil.  You  will  please  take  notice 
that  I  shall  hold  said  Boston  responsible  for  all  illegal  or 
wrongful  acts  of  its  servants  and  agents,  and  shall  take  such 
legal  steps  to  prevent  the  same  as  I  am  advised  are  proper  in 
the  premises. 
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I  respectfully  ask  aud  notify  you  to  stop  the  trespassing 
upon  and  misusing  of  said  property  immediately,  and  not  to 
use  the  same  for  purposes  and  in  a  manner  not  justified  or 
warranted  by  said  Boston's  easement.

The  Boston  Water  Board  herewith  presents  its  ninth 
annual  report,  together  with  the  reports  of  the  Engineer  of 
the  Board,  the  Water  Registrars,  and  the  different  Super- 
intendents. 

Condition  of  Reservoirs  and  Aqueducts. 

Special  attention  is  directed  to  the  reports  of  Engineer 
Jackson  and  Superintendent  FitzGerald.  They  contain 
much  valuable  information  with  reference  to  the  conditions 
of  the  storage-basins,  the  method  of  cleansing  the  same,  and, 
generally,  the  work  performed,  during  the  past  year,  in 
order  to  insure  a  pure  and  abundant  supply  of  water. 

The  new  basin  at  Ashland  (No.  4)  is  fast  approaching 
completion,  and  will  be  finished  by  November  1st.  It  will 
be  in  condition  to  be  used  next  season,  and  will  furnish  an 
additional  supply  of  about  5,000,000  gallons  per  day.  Its 
storage  capacity  is  about  1,100,000,000  gallons.  The  work 
will  be  completed  within  the  appropriation  made  by  the  City 
Council,  and  the  reservoir  will  be  the  largest  and  best  in  the 
water  service.    Total  cost  in  round  numbers,  $800,000. 
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Pollution  of  the  Supply. 

Attention  is  also  directed  to  that  part  of  the  report  of 
Superintendent  FitzGerald  relating  to  the  test  case  before 
the  Supreme  Judicial  Court,  with  reference  to  the  "  Pollution 
of  Boston's  Water  Supply."  We  regard  this  decision  as  one 
of  the  most  inportant,  not  alone  for  the  city,  but  for  the 
whole  State,  that  has  been  rendered  in  many  years.  It  was 
generally  regarded  as  a  test  case,  and  since  the  promulgation 
of  the  decision,  we  have  notified  all  parties  engaged  in  pol- 
luting the  supply,  that  immediate  steps  must  be  taken  to 
stop  such  pollution,  or  the  city  will  be  obliged  to  seek  a 
remedy  in  the  courts.  The  decision  is  being  accepted  by 
all  parties  in  good  faith,  and  the  persons  and  corporations 
polluting  our  supply  in  Natick,  Framingham,  and  elsewhere, 
have  either  ceased  such  pollution,  or  are  making  prepara- 
tions to  cease  the  same  at  an  early  day.  Under  these  circum- 
stances there  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  the  time  is  not 
far  distant  when  the  sources  of  our  water  supply  will  be 
practically  free  from  the  pollutions  which  have  so  long 
prevailed. 

The  importance  of  the  legislation  which  led  up  to  the 
decision  of  the  court,  and  the  great  benefits  which  must 
inevitably  result  to  the  citizens  of  Boston,  and  to  all  other 
communities  in  the  State  having  a  water  supply,  can  hardly 
be  overestimated.  The  struggle  to  reach  it  has  been  very 
protracted,  and  the  efforts  of  the  Board  have  been  bitterly 
opposed  by  the  various  town  authorities,  corporations,  and 
individuals  who  have  been  polluting  our  water  supply.  The 
final  decision  of  the  court,  establishing  the  principle  that 
polluters  of  water  sources  used  as  supplies  for  communities 
may  be  estopped  from  a  continuance  of  such  pollution,  is  of 
incalculable  benefit,  and  may  be  justly  considered  as  a  great 
sanitary  triumph. 

Prevention  of  Waste. 

This  important  subject  is  one  to  which  the  Board  has 
given  a  great  deal  of  attention.  The  Deacon  waste  detec- 
tion system,  and  the  house  to  house  inspection  system,  were 
organized  in  1883  for  the  purpose  of  reducing  the  enormous 
consumption  of  water  in  our  city,  and  the  results  justify, 
in  our  judgment,  the  expenditures  made  in  this  direction. 
The  daily  average  consumption  in  1883,  in  the  Cochituate 
Department,  was,  in  round  numbers,  32,000,000  gallons, 
and  the  daily  per  capita  consumption,  91  gallons.  In  1885 
(the  first  six  months),  notwithstanding  the  increase  of  manu- 
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factnres  and  population,  the  daily  average  consumption  had 
been  reduced  to  26,000,000  gallons,  and  the  daily  j^er  capita 
consumption  to  70  gallons.  The  reduction  in  the  Mystic 
Department  was  not  so  large,  in  consequence  of  the  detective 
system  of  pipes  in  Somerville  and  Chelsea. 

The  accompanying  report  of  Superintendent  Cashman, 
of  the  Waste  Division,  indicates,  in  detail,  the  methods 
adopted  to  effect  such  results,  and  these  show  the  effective- 
ness and  benefits  of  the  system.  The  examinations  of  the 
Inspection  Corps  are  also  calculated  to  materially  add  to  the 
water  revenue,  for  the  reason  that  the  rates  are  based  in  part 
upon  the  number  and  style  of  fixtures  attached  to  the  prem- 
ises, and  these  are  inspected  regularly  by  the  officials. 
There  is  no  other  method  of  preventing  the  enormous 
waste  which  prevails,  except  by  the  universal  adoption  of  a 
measurement  system,  and  this  is  impossible,  at  present,  in 
Boston.  If  the  consumption  cannot  be  kept  substantially 
within  its  present  limits,  the  necessity  for  obtaining  new 
sources  of  supply  will  become  imperative.  This  would 
necessarily  involve  an  expenditure  of  several  millions  of 
dollars.  The  existing  inspection  and  waste  detection 
systems  present  the  only  practicable  method  of  avoiding  the 
large  expense  for  a  new  supply ;  and  the  Board  is  of  the 
opinion  that  it  should  be  continued  until  the  people  have 
become  educated  up  to  the  standard  of  a  more  economic  use 
of  water.  It  may  be  said  with  some  degree  of  force  that  the 
inspection  system  is  somewhat  expensive,  but  there  is  ab- 
solutely no  other  way  to  stop  the  enormous  waste  save  by 
the  universal  use  of  meters  ;  and  this,  as  we  have  already 
stated,  is,  at  present,  impracticable. 

The  force  is  somewhat  larger  at  present  than  it  will  need 
to  be  after  the  people  have  become  thoroughly  possessed 
with  the  idea  that  fixtures  must  be  kept  in  rej^air,  and  wil- 
ful waste  prevented.  The  Board  has  the  reorganization  and 
reduction  of  this  force  in  contemplation,  but  does  not  deem 
it  advisable  to  enter  upon  this  until  the  early  fall. 

In  the  report  of  the  Water  Board  for  1882  it  was  stated 
that,  "  During  the  past  year  an  investigation  of  this  subject 
has  been  made  by  the  Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Water, 
and  from  their  report  (City  Document  78,  1882)  it  will  be 
seen  that,  if  the  present  consumption  could  be  reduced  to 
sixty  gallons  per  head,  the  capacity  of  the  works  would  be 
sufficient  for  many  years."  The  systems  since  established 
have  accomplished  two-thirds  of  this  result,  and  it  is  hoped 
and  believed  that  the  per  capita  consumption  may  be  re- 
duced to  sixty  gallons  in  the  near  future. 

We  especially  commend  the  tabulated  statements  of  Super- 
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intendent  Cashman's  report  to  the  attention  of  your  honor- 
able body. 

Sudbury  and  Cochituate  Works. 
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Quality  of  the  Water. 

The  quality  of  the  water  during  the  past  year  has  been 
excellent.  Regular  examinations  and  analysis  have  been 
made  by  Professor  E.  S.  Wood,  of  Harvard  University,  and 
the  results  justify  the  conclusion  that  our  city  is  receiving 
water  of  as  good  quality  as  any  large  community  in  the 
country.  The  Board  has  every  reason  to  believe  that  the 
efforts  which  have  been  made  for  the  past  two  years,  and  the 
work  now  in  progress,  will  guarantee  an  abundant  and  pure 
supply  of  water  for  some  years  to  come.

The  increase  in  the  cost  of  maintenance  for  the  year  end- 
ing April  30,  1885,  was  $35,727.02,  and  this  was  very  largely 
caused  by  the  transfer  of  the  expenses  of  the  inspection  and 
waste  Division,  from  a  special  appropriation,  to  the  mainten- 
ance account,  and  in  main-pipe  repairing,  and  service-pipe 
relaying  and  repairing.  These  several  amounts  were  as 
follows  :  —

The  same  reasons  governed  with  reference  to  the  increase 
in  "  Extension  "  and  "  Interest  "  accounts  as  in  the  previous 
year.  It  may  properly  be  added  in  this  connection  that  no 
extensions  of  main-pipes  are  authorized  by  the  Board  until 
6  per  cent,  income  on  the  cost  of  the  extension  is  guaranteed 
by  the  petitioners  for  a  period  of  five  years.

The  increase  in  the  cost  of  maintenance  for  the  year  ending 
April  30,  1885,  over  the  preceding  year  was  $11,553.46, 
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and  this  was  caused  entirely  by  the  additional  cost  for  in- 
spection and  waste,  the  repairs  of  pipes,  and  the  work  re- 
quired upon  the  Mystic  sewer. 

Water-Eates. 

The  estimate  of  the  Water  Registrar,  Mr.  W.  F.  Davis, 
for  the  year  ending  April  30,  1885,  anticipated  a  deficit  of 
about  $80,000.  The  actual  deficit,  as  ascertained  after  the 
year  expired,  was  found  to  be  $75,495.88.  To  provide,  in 
part,  for  this  deficit,  and  to  relieve  the  overburdened  manu- 
facturing industries  from  the  onerous,  and,  in  the  judgment 
of  the  Board,  inequitable  water-taxes,  it  was  decided  to  make 
such  changes  in  the  animal  rates  as  would  properly  and 
equitably  meet  these  exigencies.  These  changes  were  or- 
dered by  the  Board,  but  the  vote  was  subsequently  rescinded, 
in  consequence  of  the  action  of  your  honorable  body,  and  in 
deference  to  a  very  unusual  exhibition  of  public  clamor, 
but  which  the  Board  thought  at  the  time  was  simply  the 
natural  complaints  of  the  persons  immediately  affected  by 
the  increase  of  rates.  We  see  no  reason  to  change  the  views 
expressed  in  our  communication  to  your  honorable  body 
under  date  of  February  24,  1885. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  surplus  for  the  year  ending  April 
30,  1886,  will  amount  to  $121,745.50.  We  had  hoped  to  be 
able  to  apply  this  surplus,  in  large  part,  to  a  reduction  of  the 
water-tax  upon  the  manufacturing  interests  of  the  city ;  but 
the  opinion  of  the  Corporation  Counsel  against  the  principle 
of  discriminating  rates,  and  the  failure  of  the  Legislature  to 
authorize  such  discrimination,  will  prevent  any  present  action 
in  this  direction.  It  should  be  stated  that  this  large  surplus  is 
the  result  of  the  action  of  your  honorable  body  in  providing 
that  the  cost  of  the  extension  in  main-pipes  and  appurtenances 
shall  not  be  charged  to  the  annual  revenue  hereafter. 

There  is  no  question  but  that  a  revision  of  the  rates  is 
demanded  in  the  near  future,  and  that  when  such  revision 
is  entered  upon,  it  should  be  pursued  wholly  with  regard  to 
an  equitable  and  just  apportionment  upon  all  water-takers, 
and  with  particular  reference  to  a  readjustment  of  present 
inequitable  rates. 

High-Service. 

The  appropriation  for  the  extension  of  the  high-service 
was  passed  December  24,  1884.  The  amount  appropriated 
was  $766,000,  in  accordance  with  the  estimates  of  the 
Engineer  of  the  Board.  The  latter  was  at  once  consulted, 
and,  following  his  recommendations,  the  Board,  early  in 
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January,  made  contracts  for  the  pipe  required,  and  effected 
a  saving,  b}^  reason  of  the  speedy  action  of  about  $24,000. 
Subsequently  contracts  were  made  for  the  pumping-engines 
and  machinery  with  the  firm  of  R.  Worthington,  of  the  city 
of  New  York. 

Permission  to  exchange  the  engines  at  the  Elmwood-street 
Station  was  obtained  from  the  City  Council  under  an  order 
approved  April  20th,  and  the  exchange  formed  a  part  of  the 
consideration  in  the  Worthington  contract. 

The  land  for  the  principal  reservoir  was  purchased  of  Mr. 
George  A.  Wilson,  on  April  9th,  for  the  sum  of  $91,934. 
The  location  of  this  new  reservoir  is  upon  Fisher  Hill, 
Brookline,  being  the  site  originally  selected  by  ex-City 
Engineers  Joseph  P.  Davis  and  Henry  M.  Wightman,  and 
approved  by  the  acting  engineer  at  the  time  of  the  purchase, 
Mr.  Dexter  Brackett.  The  price  paid  was  five  cents  per 
foot  beyond  the  estimates  made  by  Mr.  Wightman,  but  within 
the  general  estimate.  The  work  of  the  high-service  exten- 
sion will  be  pushed  forward  as  vigorously  as  possible,  and, 
it  is  expected,  will  be  completed  in  about  two  years. 

Henry  M.  Wightman. 

Mr.  Henry  M.  Wightman,  the  Engineer  of  the  Board  and 
General  Superintendent  of  the  Water-Works,  died  quite 
suddenly  on  the  3d  of  April.  At  the  time  of  his  death  the 
Board  was  awaiting  his  report  upon  the  location  of  reservoir 
sites  for  the  high-service  extension,  and  the  best  method  of 
prosecuting  the  work. 

The  Board  regarded  Mr.  Wightman,  both  oflScially  and 
personally,  as  a  man  of  great  executive  force  and  ability ; 
of  unquestioned  integrity,  and  of  almost  invaluable  service 
to  the  city.  It  will  be  difficult  to  replace  him.  The  mem- 
bers of  the  Board,  both  individually  and  collectively,  offer  a 
tribute  to  his  ability  as  an  official  and  to  his  genial  and 
generous  qualities  as  a  man. 

Meters. 

The  report  of  Superintendent  Cutts  presents  an  exhibit 
of  the  present  condition  of  the  meter  service.  The  purchase 
of  new  meters  has  been  temporarily  suspended,  to  enable 
the  company  to  repair  and  return  to  the  service  a  number  of 
meters  which  had  failed  to  come  up  to  the  requirements  of 
the  bond  originally  given  by  the  company.  It  will  be 
remembered  that  under  the  conditions  of  this  bond  the 
Tremont  Company  is  required  to  guarantee  each  meter  to  do 
accurate  duty  for  a  period  of  twelve  consecutive  months. 
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Whenever  a  meter  has  failed  to  reach  this  standard  it  has 
been  removed  at  the  expense  of  the  Tremont  Company, 
and  either  repaired  or  repUiced  by  an  accurate  machine. 
The  city  is  thus  practically  secured  by  a  good  and  sufficient 
twelve-months'  guarantee. 

The  Results. 

In  conclusion,  we  summarize  the  labors  of  the  past  two 
years  with  the  statement  that  the  Board  has  endeavored  to 
secure  — 

1st.  An  efficient  and  economic  organization  of  the  depart- 
ment, the  business  being  conducted  systematically  and  upon 
business  principles. 

2d.  The  reservoirs  and  aqueducts  have  been  thoroughly 
cleansed,  shallow  flowage  largely  eliminated,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  Basin  No.  3,  which  cannot  be  done  until  next  year, 
and  a  general  system  of  watchfulness  observed  as  to  the  re- 
moval of  all  impurities,  and  the  causes  thereof,  from  the  dif- 
ferent sources  of  supply. 

3d.  Legislation  and  decisions  of  the  highest  law  authori- 
ties have  been  obtained,  of  paramount  importance  to  the 
water-takers  of  the  city  and  elsewhere,  and  which  place  the 
power  of  protecting  the  purity  of  our  water  supplies  securely 
in  our  hands. 

4th.  The  establishment  of  waste-prevention  systems, 
under  which  the  daily  consumption  has  already  been  reduced 
6,000,000  gallons,  and  the  ^er  capita  consumption  from  91 
to  70  gallons  per  day,  with  a  possibility  of  better  results 
later  on. 

We  present  the  above  results  and  the  accompanying  reports 
as  evidences  of  the  faithfulness  with  which  we  have  endeav- 
ored to  discharge  our  duties.

Sir,  —  In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  ordi- 
nance establishing  the  Boston  Water  Board,  I  respectfully 
transmit  the  following  report  on  the  condition  of  the  Water- 
Works  :  — 

SUDBURY  RIVER  RESERVOIRS  AND  LAKE 
COCHITUATE. 

The  supply  from  these  reservoirs,  both  in  quantity  and 
quality,  has  been  better  during  the  last  year  than  for  a  num- 
ber of  previous  years.  During  the  greater  portion  of  the  year 
the  storage  reservoirs  have  been  full ;  and,  with  the  exception 
of  Reserv  oir  No.  2,  none  of  them  have  fallen  more  than  4.5 
feet  below  hiofh-water  mark. 

Reservoir  JVo.  1.  — This  reservoir  has  been  practically  full 
during  the  entire  year,  the  lowest  point  reached  being  156.04, 
or  3.25  feet  below  the  top  of  the  flash-boards,  on  Jan.  6, 
1885. 

Water  was  wasted  at  Dam  No.  1  for  the  greater  portion  of 
the  time  from  May  1  until  Sept.  2,  when  the  water  fell  below 
the  level  of  the  flash-boards  ;  and,  with  the  exception  of  the 
1^  million  gallons  per  day  which  is  always  allowed  to  pass 
into  the  river,  no  water  was  wasted  until  Dec.  13,  when  the 
waste-gates  were  opened  for  a  few  days. 

On  Dec.  22  the  water  reached  the  level  of  the  crest  of 
the  dam,  and  has  been  wasting  since  that  date. 

Reservoir  ]^o.  2. — On  May  1,  1884,  water  was  wasting 
over  the  crest  of  the  outlet  dam,  and  the  waste  w^as  con- 
tinued, except  for  a  few  days,  until  July  8.  During  the 
following  month  the  reservoir  was  falling,  and  on  Aug.  7 
the  surface  was  3.14  feet  below  the  top  of  the  flash-boards. 
A  heavy  rain  on  this  date  replenished  the  supply,  and  the 
reservoir  filled  nearly  to  high-water  mark. 

The  months  of  September  and  October  were  very  dry,  and 
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the  reservoir  being  drawn  upon  for  the  city's  supply  fell 
rapidly  until  Oct.  14,  when  it  was  practically  empty.  In 
the  latter  part  of  November  the  reservoir  began  to  fill, 
and  on  Dec.  23  waste  began  over  the  stone  crest  of  the  dam. 
On  April  25  flash-boards  were  placed  on  the  dam,  and  since 
that  time  the  reservoir  has  remained  at  ordinary  high-water 
mark. 

Considerable  work  has  been  done  in  completing  the  work 
on  shallow  flowage,  such  as  riprapping  the  shores,  grading, 
loaming,  etc. 

Reservoir  JVb.  3,  —  This  reservoir  was  full  and  overflow- 
ing on  May  1,  1884,  and  its  surface  remained  near  the  level 
of  the  crest  of  the  dam  until  September,  when  it  began  to 
fall ;  and  on  Oct.  14  it  was  174.44  above  tide-marsh  level. 

From  Oct.  14  to  30  it  was  drawn  upon  for  the  supply  of 
the  city,  and  its  surface  fell  about  two  feet.  In  November 
the  reservoir  was  again  drawn  upon,  and  on  Nov.  23  the 
water  surface  reached  its  lowest  point  for  the  year,  3.88  feet 
below  the  crest  of  the  dam.  On  Dec.  19  the  reservoir  was 
again  full,  and  waste  was  commenced  over  the  dam.  The 
reservoir  is  now  full. 

Reservoir  No.  4,  —  The  quantity  of  gravel  filled  on  to  the 
dam  during  the  past  year  was  119,300  cubic  yards,  and  the 
quantity  of  concrete  added  to  the  core,  or  centre  wall,  was 
5,100  cubic  yards,  —  thereby  increasing  the  height  of  the 
dam  twenty-five  feet. 

The  slope  of  the  dam  below  the  berme  has  been  covered 
with  riprap  to  the  depth  of  eighteen  inches,  and  about  7,000 
cubic  yards  of  loam,  for  covering  the  outside  slope  and  top 
of  dam,  have  been  deposited  along  the  upper  portion  of  the 
slope,  ready  for  spreading. 

AH  the  broken  stone  used  in  concrete  and  riprap  has  been 
crushed  from  stones  collected  in  the  basin ;  the  quantity 
aggregating  7,850  cubic  yards. 

All  the  valves  and  iron-work  required  for  the  gate-chamber 
have  been  set,  and  now  control  the  water  flowing  out  of  the 
basin.  The  valves  were  closed  on  the  4th  day  of  February, 
1885,  and  water  allowed  to  accumulate  in  the  basin  to  the 
amount  of  253,000,000  gallons,  or  to  the  depth  of  fifteen 
feet  at  the  gate-house,  —  at  which  depth  the  water  has  been 
maintained  to  date. 

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  removed  from  the 
basin  68,000  cubic  yards  of  muck  and  soil,  and  two  acres  of 
shallow  flowage  have  been  formed. 

The  old  wooden  bridge  on  the  road  at  the  extreme  southerly 
end  of  the  basin  has  been  removed  and  a  new  bridge  built 
'vith  firranite  abutments  and  wino--walls. 
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The  work  remaining  to  complete  the  reservoir  consists  of 
about  20,000  cubic  yards  of  material,  to  be  placed  in  the 
embankment,  1,750  cubic  yards  of  slope  paving  on  the  inner 
slope  of  the  dam,  soiling  of  embankment,  superstructure  of 
the  gate-chamber,  etc.  This  work  will  be  completed  during 
the  present  season. 

Farm  Pond.  — To  accommodate  the  work  of  building  the 
aqueduct  across  this  pond  the  water-surface  has  been  kept 
below  its  usual  height  for  the  greater  portion  of  the  year. 

It  was  kept  nearly  full  until  July  13,  when  it  was  lowered 
about  2.5  feet  to  146.50,  where  it  riemained  until  December. 
It  was  then  raised  to  147.,  and  kept  at  that  height  for  four 
months,  then  lowwed  to  145,  where  it  now  remains. 

Lake  Cochituate.  —  On  May  1,  1884,  the  surface  of  the 
lake  was  134.30  above  tide  marsh  level.  During  June  and 
July  320,000,000  gallons  w^ere  run  into  the  lake  from  the 
Sudbury  river  and  the  lake  surface  was  kept  near  high  w^ater- 
mark  until  August.  It  then  gradually  fell  until  December 
6,  when  it  stood  at  129.90,  or  4.46  feet  below  high  water- 
mark. 

During  December  and  January  the  lake  was  rising,  and 
on  February  6  waste  w^as  commenced.  The  surface  is  now 
at  high-water  mark. 

Ko  water  has  been  drawn  from  Dudley  pond  during  the 
year. 

By  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court,  rendered 
in  February  last,  the  authority  of  your  Board  to  prevent  the 
discharge  of  sewage  into  Lake  Cochituate  has  been  established, 
and  the  sources  of  pollution  are  now  being  removed  from  the 
brooks  entering  the  lake. 

The  temporary  pumping  machinery  has  not  been  required 
during  the  past  year,  and  as  the  completion  of  Reservoir 
No.  4,  during  the  present  season,  will  probably  render  its 
use  unnecessary  for  a  number  of  years,  I  would  advise  its 
removal  to  a  more  secure  situation. 

The  diagram  annexed  to  this  report  shows  graphically  the 
varying  heights  of  the  different  reservoirs  during  the  year, 
the  rainfall  on  the  Sudbury  river,  and  the  daily  amounts 
drawn  from  the  Sudbury-river  reservoirs  during  the  year.

Farm-Pond  Conduit. 

At  the  date  of  the  last  annual  report  Messrs.  Parker  & 
Sylvester  w^ere  filling  across  the  pond  on  the  line  of  the  con- 
duit. 

Their  contract  was  completed  on  August  29,  59,010  cubic 
yards  of  material  having  been  deposited  at  a  cost  of  $27,- 
672.70. 

On  August  4  proposals  were  received  for  the  construction 
of  the  conduit,  3,760  feet  in  length,  between  the  upper  and 
lower  gate-houses;  and  on  August  20  a  contract  was  made 
for  the  work  with  G.  M.  Gushing,  of  New  York. 
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Work  under  this  contract  is  now  progressing,  the  trench 
has  been  excavated  for  a  length  of  1,200  feet,  and  700  feet 
of  the  conduit  completed. 

Aqueducts  and  Distributing  Reservoirs. 

The  Sudbury-river  aqueduct  has  been  in  constant  use,  with 
the  exception  of  a  few  days  in  December,  when  it  was  being 
cleaned. 

During  the  summer,  portions  of  the  masonry  of  the  Charles- 
river  bridge  were  pointed  in  a  thorough  manner,  at  a  cost  of 
$584. 

The  Cochituate  aqueduct  has  been  in  constant  use  except 
from  December  29  to  January  4,  when  the  water  was  drawn 
off  for  cleaning. 

From  May  1  to  June  10  the  water  in  this  aqueduct  was 
kept  six  feet  above  the  conduit  invert ;  it  was  then  reduced 
to  five  feet,  and  maintained  at  that  height  throughout  the 
year. 

The  line  of  the  Circuit  Railroad,  which  is  now  being  con- 
structed, crosses  both  aqueducts  in  Newton.  At  the  crossing 
of  the  Sudbury  aqueduct  the  arch  has  been  strengthened  by 
an  additional  ring  of  bricks,  and  the  work  of  strengthening 
the  Cochituate  aqueduct  will  soon  be  done.  The  Chestnut 
Hill,  Brookline,  Parker  Hill,  and  East  Boston  reservoirs  have 
been  in  constant  use,  and  are  in  good  condition.  At  the 
Parker-Hill  reservoir  an  iron  fence  has  been  erected  on  the 
coping  surrounding  the  reservoir,  at  a  cost  of  $2,094,  and  a 
stone  and  gravel  walk  constructed  on  the  top  of  the  reservoir 
bank  at  a  cost  of  $1,064.25. 

High-Service  Works. 

The  work  done  at  the  Highland  station  is  shown  in  detail 
by  the  table  on  page  44. 

All  of  the  water  has  been  pumped  by  the  Worthington 
engine.  The  total  quantity  of  water  pumped  during  the  year 
was  884,988,000  gallons,  —  a  decrease  of  16.5  per  cent,  from 
the  amount  pumped  in  1883. 

Total  coal  consumed,  1,551,900  lbs.,  of  which  13.3  per 
cent,  were  ashes  and  clinkers.

The  construction  of  new  high-service  works  which  has 
been  constantly  advocated  for  the  past  ten  years  was  author- 
ized by  a  vote  of  the  City  Government,  in  December. 

On  January  20  proposals  were  received  for  2,920  tons  of 
pipes,  and  special  castings  required  for  the  force  and  supply 
mains,  and  on  January  24  a  contract  was  made  with  A.  H. 
McNeal,  of  Burlington,  N.J.,  for  furnishing  the  same. 

The  contract  price  is  $26.45  per  gross  ton  for  the  pipe, 
and  $53.20  for  the  specials. 

During  the  month  of  January  surveys  and  investigations 
were  made  with  reference  to  determining  the  most  advan- 
tageous site  for  a  reservoir. 

At  the  East  Boston  station  the  daily  average  amount 
pumped  has  been  226,900  gallons,  a  decrease  of  36%  from 
the  corresponding  amount  for  the  previous  year. 


At  the  Brighton  station  the  amount  pumped  has  varied 
from  100,000  to  250,000  gallons  per  day. 


Mystic  Lake  was  full  and  overflowing  on  May  1,  1884, 
and  waste  was  continued  until  June  8.  The  lake  remained 
full  until  September  1,  after  which  date  its  surface  fell,  and 
during  the  month  of  November  stood  about  3.50  feet  below 
•high  water.  In  December  the  lake  filled,  and  on  December 
23  waste  began,  and  has  been  continued  to  the  present  time. 


The  treatment  of  the  sewage  from  the  tanneries  in  the 
Mystic  Valley  has  been  continued  under  the  same  system  as 
for  the  two  previous  years. 

The  Farquhar  low-pressure  filter  has  been  placed  in  posi- 
tion, and  trials  have  been  made  to  determine  the  practicability 
of  filtering  the  sewage  ;  but  the  experiments  have  not  thus  far

been  successful. 
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Experiments  made  during  the  past  '  year  show  that  the 
sludge  removed  from  the  settling-tanks  has  some  value  for 
manurial  purposes.  All  of  the  land  available  has  been 
graded,  and  the  experiment  will  be  continued  during  the 
present  season. 

The  quantity  of  sewage  is  constantly  increasing,  and,  if  the 
works  are  to  be  maintained  at  their  present  location,  they 
should  be  placed  upon  a  more  permanent  basis.  The 
machinery  and  buildings  are  of  a  temporary  character,  and 
already  in  need  of  repairs. 

Authority  for  the  removal  of  the  works  to  the  shore  of  the 
lower  Mystic  pond  was  asked  by  the  Legislature,  but  has 
not  been  granted.  I  would  recommend  that  the  subject  be 
carefully  considered,  in  order  that  some  definite  plan  may 
be  decided  upon  before  the  next  session  of  the  Legislature. 

Mystic  Conduit  and  Reservoirs. 

The  conduit  has  been  cleaned  twice  during  the  year,  and 
is  in  good  condition.  The  east  basin  of  the  reservoir  was 
drawn  off  and  cleaned  in  May,  1884,  The  stone-work  was 
repointed,  and  the  wrought-iron  pipe  leading  to  the  west 
basin  re-covered  with  cement.

The  new  boilers  which  were  being  erected  at  the  date 
of  the  last  report  were  completed  and  placed  in  service  in 
June  last.  The  boiler-room  has  been  greatly  improved  by 
raising  the  ceiling  so  as  to  make  the  boilers  and  piping  more 
accessible,  and  also  to  reduce  the  danger  from  fire. 

In  order  to  determine  the  efficiency  of  the  boilers  a  careful 
trial  was  made  on  February  9  and  10,  with  the  following 
results. 

The  test  was  conducted  in  the  following  manner :  — 

On  the  morning  of  the  9th  boilers  Nos.  2  and  3  were 
supplying  steam  for  engine  ^so.  3,  which  was  pumping  the 
city's  supply.  At  10.18  A.M.  the  engine  was  stopped,  the 
fires  under  the  boilers  drawn,  and  the  ash-pits  cleaned.  At 
10.30  A.M.  new  fires  were  started  under  both  boilers,  the 
steam  pressure  at  the  time  (as  shown  by  the  gauges)  being 
27  lbs.  in  boiler  No.  2,  and  29  lbs.  in  boiler  No.  3.  At 
10.50  A.M.  the  engine  was  started,  and  run  continuously 
until  11.12  A.M.  February  10,  when  it  was  stopped,  the 
boiler-pressures  at  that  time  being  the  same  as  when  the  fires 
were  lighted,  viz.,  27  and  29  lbs. 

All  of  the  wood  and  coal  used  during  the  trial  was  carefully 
weighed  on  tested  scales.  The  water  fed  to  the  boilers  was 
carefully  weighed,  and  also  measured  by  a  2-inch  Worthing- 
ton  meter  placed  upon  the  boiler  feed-pipe.  Half-hourly 
observations  were  taken  of  the  height  of  the  water  in  boilers, 
steam  pressure  in  boilers,  temperatures  of  steam,  feed-water 
and  gases  in  flue. 

The  height  of  the  water  in  the  boilers  at  the  beginning  of 
the  trial  was  carefully  noted,  and  the  water  left  at  the  same 
elevation  when  the  trial  ended. 

The  boilers  are  of  the  horizontal,  return  tubular  type,  with 
external  furnaces.  They  are  78  inches  in  diameter,  17  feet 
in  length,  and  each  boiler  contains  151  tubes  of  3  inches 
outside  diameter.  The  boiler  shells  are  of  j^g-inch  steel, 
tube  sheets  J^-inch  steel.

Waste. 

The  above  figures  show  that  the  efforts  which  have  been 
made  to  prevent  the  waste  of  water  have  been  very  success- 
ful. 
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By  request  of  your  Board,  Mr.  Dexter  Brackett  has  been 
especially  detailed  from  this  office  to  take  charge  of  the 
Waste  Detector  Service,  and  I  transmit  herewith  his  report 
which  gives  more  in  detail  the  work  accomplished  :  — 

"Boston,  May  1,  1885. 
"William  Jackson,  Esq.,  City  Engineer :  — 

"  Dear  Sir,  —  The  following  report  of  the  work  done  in 
the  detection  of  waste  is  respectfully  submitted  :  — 

"During  the  months  of  May  and  June,' 1884,  the  Deacon 
meters,  which  had  been  received  from  England,  were  located 
throughout  the  city  and  were  immediately  placed  in  service 
to  determine  the  amount  of  waste  in  the  different  sections. 
The  localities  found  to  be  using  large  quantities  of  water  were 
reported  to  Mr.  D.  B.  Cashman,  the  superintendent  of  the 
Inspection  and  Waste  Department,  in  order  that  a  house  to 
house  inspection  might  be  made  by  the  inspectors  under  his 
charge. 

"  After  the  house  to  house  inspection  had  been  made  the 
sections  were  again  tested,  to  determine  the  saving  effected 
by  the  inspection. 

"  Nearly  all  of  the  residential  portions  of  the  city  are  now 
controlled  by  this  system. 

"  Sixty-nine  meters  are  in  use,  supplying  a  population  of 
about  360,000  people  in  137  districts. 
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"The  saving  which  has  been  eflfected  is  shown  by  the  fol- 
lowing table,  which  gives  the  daily  average  consumption  per 
inhabitant  during  the  past  two  years  :  —

"  It  will  be  noticed  that  the  saving  effected  on  the  Sudbury 
and  Cochituate  works  has  been  greater  than  on  the  Mystic 
works.  This  I  attribute  to  the  fact  that  the  distribution  sys- 
tems of  Somerville  and  Chelsea  are  in  a  very  poor  condition, 
and  that  the  Deacon  system  has  not  yet  been  extended  to 
those  cities. 

"  There  yet  remains  in  some  of  the  sections  a  considerable 
amount  of  waste,  but  whether  this  is  taking  place  from  the 
water-fixtures  or  from  the  street  mains  and  services  cannot 
be  definitely  ascertained  until  we  have  sidewalk  stopcocks 
on  the  services. 

"  The  Board  having  adopted  the  Church  stopcock  to  be 
placed  on  the  services  throughout  the  city,  ordered  5,000  of 
them  in  September,  1884. 
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"About  2,500  of  these  have  been  delivered  and  are  now 
being  tested  for  acceptance.  Within  a  few  weeks  the  work 
of  setting  them  will  be  commenced,  and  it  is  intended  to  for- 
ward the  work  as  rapidly  as  possible  in  order  that  they  may 
be  used  to  reduce  the  waste  during  the  present  season. 

"Further  experiments  have  been  made  with  the  Bell  Water- 
phone  ;  but  I  do  not  think  it  advisable  to  adopt  it  for  perma- 
nent use.

Quality. 

The  quality  of  the  water  from  the  different  sources  of 
supply  has  been  generally  good  throughout  the  year.  The 
cucumber  taste  has  not  been  noticed.  Algoe  made  their 
appearance  in  Farm  Pond  and  Reservoirs  Nos.  1  and  3  during 
the  summer  and  fall ;  but  less  trouble  was  experienced  from 
their  presence  than  in  past  years.  Owing  to  the  work 
going  on  at  Farm  Pond  the  water  of  that  pond  has  not  been 
very  good  during  most  of  the  year. 

The  water  of  Lake  Cochituate  has  been  of  good  quality 
throughout  the  year. 

Distribution. 

The  distributing  mains  of  the  Sudbury  and  Cochituate 
works  have  been  extended  about  eleven  miles,  and  one  mile  of 
pipe  relaid  with  pipe  of  larger  diameter.  The  total  length 
of  supply  and  distributing  mains  now  connected  with  the 
works  is  388.5  miles. 

On  the  Mystic  works  the  distributing  mains  have  been 
extended  11,291  feet,  and  5,232  feet  of  wrought-iron  and 
cement  pipe  replaced  by  cast-iron  pipes.  The  total  length 
of  supply  and  distribution  mains  connected  with  the  Mystic 
system  is  129.2  miles.  This  amount  is  less  than  that  given 
in  former  reports,  as  a  careful  examination  of  reports  and 
plans  shows  that  many  errors  had  crept  into  the  figures,  and 
the  revised  length  is  thought  to  be  practically  correct. 

The  raising  of  the  grade  of  Brookline  avenue,  between 
Beacon  street  and  Burlington  avenue,  necessitated  the  rais- 
ing of  about  1,200  feet  of  the  40-inch  supply  main.    For  a 
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length  of  1,000  feet  the  pipe  was  raised  and  supported  by 
a  pile  trestle.  This  trestle  was  also  used  by  the  railroad 
company  in  filling  the  street.  The  water  passes  over  the 
bridge  in  two  wrought-iron  pipes  28  inches  in  diameter. 

Appended  to  this  report  will  be  found  the  usual  statistical 
tables  showing  the  rainfall,  consumption  of  water,  yield  of 
the  diflferent  water-sheds,  etc.

Hon.  W.  A.  Simmons,  Chairman  Boston  Water  Board:  — 

Sir,  —  In  compliance  with  a  rule  of  the  Board  I  submit 
herewith  my  annual  report  for  the  year  May  1,  1884,  to  May 
1,  1885. 

SUDBURY-RlVER  BaSINS. 

All  of  the  basins  at  th^  present  time  are  full,  and  water  is 
wasting  over  the  dams.  The  quality  of  the  water  has,  as  a 
rule,  been  better  during  the  past  year  than  usual.  Although 
algm\v3iWQ  appeared  in  Basin  3,  less  trouble  has  been  experi- 
enced from  their  presence  than  ever  before.  Very  little  water 
has  been  drawn  for  the  use  of  the  city  from  Basin  1. 

Until  early  in  1885  Basin  2  supplied  the  bulk  of  the  water 
used  from  the  Sudbury  system.  No  algoe  have  appeared  at 
this  point.  Considerable  additional  work  in  the  way  of  rip- 
rapping  around  the  margin  of  Basin  2  has  been  accom- 
plished. These  are  the  principal  facts  in  regard  to  the  Sud- 
bury supply.  A  more  detailed  account  will  be  found  under 
each  basin. 

Basin  1. 

On  May  1,  1884,  water  in  this  basin  stood  at  elevation 
158.00  above  tide  marsh,  with  water  wasting  over  the  crest 
of  the  dam.  On  June  2,  a  double  set  of  flash-boards  was 
put  on  the  overflow.  On  July  19,  waste  ceased,  but  on  Au- 
gust 1  waste  was  resumed. 

With  the  exception  of  a  few  days,  water  was  running  over 
the  flash-boards  until  September  2.  On  December  18,  the 
flash-boards  were  removed,  at  which  time  the  water  stood  at 
elevation  157.00.  On  December  22  water  was  wasting  over 
the  stone  crest,  and  so  continued  until  April  25,  1885,  when 
both  sets  of  flash-boards  were  put  on  the  dam,  owing  to  the 
dryness  of  the  season. 

The  highest  point  reached  by  the  water  during  the  year 
was  159.60,  on  April  30.    The  lowest  elevation  was  156.04, 
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on  June  6.  Not  less  than  1,500,000  gallons  daily  have  been 
allowed  to  pass  into  the  river  from  this  basin  during  the 
whole  year,  in  accordance  with  the  law.  Algce  were  noticed 
from  tTune  4,  until  December  27. 

The  usual  amount  of  care  has  been  given  to  the  mainten- 
ance of  the  works  in  connection  with  the  dam.  There  is 
one  point  which  will  require  considerable  work  at  the  earliest 
moment.  The  48-in.  main  laid  in  the  bottom  of  the  basin 
has  shown  signs  of  leaking  in  many  places.  Once  it  has 
given  away  entirely,  and  it  is  probable  that  there  are  many 
bad  joints,  which  will  require  re-leading  when  the  water  can 
be  drawn  off  without  risk  to  the  city's  supply. 

Basin  2. 

On  May  1,  1884,  this  basin  stood  at  grade  166.18,  and 
water  w^as  wastins:  over  the  dam.  On  June  4  a  double  set 
of  stop-planks  was  put  in  place.  On  June  8  water  was  flow- 
ing over  the  stop-planks  and  continued  to  waste,  with  the 
exception  of  a  few  days,  until  July  8,  when  it  ceased,  and 
the  surface  gradually  fell  until  October  14,  at  which  time  it 
was  at  elevation  150.90.  Water  was  drawn  from  this  source 
for  the  supply  of  the  city  from  June  18  to  June  24,  from 
June  26  to  February  11,  1885.  On  account  of  some  work 
which  was  in  progress  in  the  bottom  of  Basin  2  the  water 
was  kept  at  about  149  until  late  in  the  autumn.  During  the 
greater  part  of  this  time  the  water  was  confined  to  the  old 
channel  of  the  river.  During  the  early  part  of  the  winter, 
on  account  of  numerous  rains,  the  surface  rose  rapidly,  and 
water  was  wasting  over  the  stone  crest  on  December  23. 
This  flow  continued  until  April  25,  when  flash-boards  were 
placed  on  the  dam,  and  the  surface  of  the  basin  carried  up  to 
ordinary  high-water  mark.  The  highest  point  reached  dur- 
ing the  year  was  167.47,  on  April  30 ;  the  lowest,  148.75,  on 
November  17.  During  the  first  part  of  May,  1884,  the  color 
of  the  water  was  very  clear,  the  taste  good,  and  very  little 
matter  in  suspension.  In  October  and  November  the  water 
was  not  of  so  good  a  quality.  It  had  more  color  and  taste. 
Early  in  Februar}^  owing  to  the  dark  color,  the  supply  was 
taken  from  other  sources.  No  algoe  have  appeared  in  Basin 
2  during  the  year.  The  road  to  the  dam  was  gravelled,  and 
the  banks  sodded  last  summer.  During  the  winter  a  sub- 
stantial stone  wall  was  built  on  the  border  of  the  city  prop- 
erty on  Union  street.  For  three  months  a  small  force  was 
employed  completing  odd  jobs  about  the  margin  of  the  basin 
in  coimection  with  the  work  on  shallow  flowage  ordered  by 
the  Board.    The  work  consisted  generally  in  trimming  the 
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borders  of  the  original  slopes,  filling  up  considerable  areas 
to  high-water  line,  distributing  loam,  sowing  grass-seed,  etc. 
At  one  time  40  men,  9  double  and  4  single  teams,  were 
employed  on  this  work.  All  of  the  riprap  left  uncom- 
pleted between  Fountain-street  bridge  and  the  wooden  dam 
was  completed  to  grade.  Around  Nevin's  point,  and  facing 
Dam  2,  where  the  basin  is  exposed  to  a  long  reach  of  wind 
and  waves,  about  2,200  square  yards  of  riprap  were  placed. 
The  gate-house,  dam  and  other  structures  connected  with 
this  basin  are  in  excellent  order,  and  require  no  immediate 
repairs. 

Basin  3. 

On  May  1,  1884,  the  water  in  this  basin  stood  at  grade 
175.58,  and  water  was  flowing  over  the  crest  of  the  dam. 
On  July  16  waste  ceased,  and  the  basin  was  kept  at  about 
175,00  until  September,  when  the  surface  gradually  lowered 
to  174.44,  on  October  14.  On  this  date  a  portion  of  the 
suppl}^  for  the  city  was  taken  from  this  source,  Basin  2  hav- 
ing been  exhausted.  By  the  last  of  October  something  like 
2  feet  of  water  had  been  drawn  off.  On  November  8  the 
gates  were  opened  again  for  the  supply  of  the  city,  and 
on  November  29  the  surface  had  fallen  to  171.62.  When 
the  gates  were  shut  the  surface  rose  rapidly,  and  on  Decem- 
ber 19  water  commenced  to  flow  over  the  dam  and  has  con- 
tinued to  do  so  ever  since,  with  the  exception  of  about  a  week's 
time.  The  highest  point  reached  by  the  water  was  175.89,  on 
December  23,  and  the  lowest,  171.36,  on  November  23.  The 
quality  of  the  water  in  Basin  3  has  been  somewhat  better 
than  usual.  On  June  4  algoe  made  their  appearance  and  re- 
mained until  the  last  of  December.  During  the  hottest 
weather,  when  the  algce  was  thickest,  the  surface  had  a  pecu- 
liar taste,  and  in  its  later  stages,  when  the  algoe  had  lost  its 
green  tint,  and  was  almost  white,  they  seemed  to  give  the 
water  a  musty  taste.  Very  little  work  has  been  done  during 
the  year  on  Basin  3.  The  gate-house  and  dam  are  in  excel- 
lent order. 

Farm  Pond. 

On  account  of  the  building  of  the  Farm-pond  aqueduct 
the  surface  of  the  water  has  been  kept  at  a  low  level  dur- 
ing a  good  part  of  the  year.  On  May  1,  the  water  was  at 
elevation  149.27,  but  was  soon  lowered,  and  kept  at  about 
148.75  until  June  27,  when,  in  order  to  store  some  of  the 
water  wasting  in  the  river,  it  was  raised  to  high-water  mark, 
and  kept  there  until  July  13.    The  pond  was  then  lowered 
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to  146.50  until  the  middle  of  December.  It  was  then  raised 
a  little  and  kept  at  about  147.00  until  March  28,  when  it  was 
gradually  lowered  to  about  145  00  where  it  has  been  kept  to 
date.  The  highest  point  reached  during  the  year  was  149.39, 
on  July  5  ;  the  lowest,  144.98,  on  August  3.  Algce  appeared 
in  the  waters  of  Farm  pond  on  June  3,  but  disappeared  in  a 
few  days  after  the  water  from  Basin  1  w^as  shut  off. 

On  Aug.  8  algce  reappeared,  and  remained  until  the  last 
of  November. 

The  quality  of  water  in  Farm  pond  has  not  been  very 
good  during  most  of  the  year,  owing  to  the  construction  of 
the  embankment  for  the  new  aqueduct  which  has  made  the 
water  somewhat  roily. 

Lake  Cochituate. 

The  quality  of  the  water  in  Lake  Cochituate  has  been  ex- 
cellent throughout  the  year.  Persistent  efforts  have  been 
maintained  by  your  Board  to  abolish  the  evil  from  which  the 
city  has  suffered  for  so  many  years,  in  the  shape  of  sewage 
discharged  into  the  brooks  feedin":  the  lake.  At  last  these 
efforts  have  been  crowned  with  success.  In  February  a 
decision  favorable  to  the  city  was  rendered  by  the  Supreme 
Judicial  Court. 

My  first  report  on  the  matter  of  sewage  pollution,  as  affect- 
ing the  waters  of  the  lake,  was  made  in  1879.  Since  that 
date  several  cases  have  been  tried  before  different  courts, 
but  the  city  has  always  been  beaten.  We  are  now  in  a  posi- 
tion to  maintain  the  purity  of  Pegan  and  other  brooks  enter- 
ing the  lake,  and,  under  directions  from  your  Board,  I  am  at 
present  engaged  in  the  work  of  causing  all  the  drainage,  of 
whatever  description,  whether  from  water-closets  or  sinks,  to 
be  removed.  Notices  to  polluters  have  also  been  served  on 
the  Sudbury-river  system. 

The  following  is  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court :  —

PRELIMINAR  Y  STA TEMENT. 

(from  city  of  boston's  brief.) 

In  1846  the  Legislature,  by  an  act  entitled  "An  act  for 
supplying  the  City  of  Boston  with  pure  water,"  authorized 
the  City  of  Boston  "  to  take,  hold,  and  convey  to,  into  and 
through  said  city  the  water  of  Long  pond,  so  called  (now 
Lake  Cochituate),  in  the  towns  of  Natick,  Wayland,  and 
Framingham,  and  the  waters  which  mwy  flow  into  and  from 
the  same,  and  any  other  ponds  and  streams  within  the  dis- 
tance of  four  miles  from  said  Long  pond,  and  any  water- 
rights  connected  therewith."    Acts  of  1846,  Ch.  167,  §  1. 

Pursuant  to  this  authority,  and  in  part  execution  thereof, 
the  city,  in  August,  1846,  took  certain  water  and  water- 
rights,  described  as,  "  all  the  waters  of  Long  pond,  so  called, 
and  other  brooks  and  streams,  whether  permanent  or  tempo- 
rary, entering  into  the  same,  and  of  all  the  bays,  coves,  and 
inlets  thereof,  and  of  the  outlet  of  the  same,  and  all  the 
water-rights  thereunto  belonging,  or  in  any  wise  apper- 
taining." 

August  19,  1846,  the  city  filed  in  the  office  of  the  registry 
of  deeds  for  the  county  of  Middlesex,  the  foregoing  descrip- 
tion of  the  taking,  and  a  statement  of  the  purpose  for  which 
taken,  as  required  by  said  act  of  the  Legislature  (see  copy, 
page  4  of  the  report)  ;  and,  as  soon  as  the  necessary  works 
could  be  constructed,  proceeded  actually  to  use,  and  has  ever 
since  used,  said  waters  for  the  supply  of  its  inhabitants. 
Pegan  brook  is,  and  has  always  been,  one  of  the  streams 
entering  into  Long  pond.    (Report,  page  1.) 

The  defendant  is  the  proprietor  of  a  hotel  in  Natick,  and 
all  the  human  excrement  discharged  from  the  water-closets, 
and  all  the  sewage  of  his  hotel  are  discharged  directly  into 
said  brook  in  sufficient  quantity  to  contaminate  its  waters. 
(Report,  page  1.) 

,The  City  of  Boston,  by  petition  of  its  Mayor  (St.  1884, 
c.  154),  prays  for  an  injunction  to  restrain  the  defendant 
from  polluting  this  water-supply. 
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DECISION  OF  THE  SUPREME  JUDICIAL  COURT. 

Martin  vs.  Gleason.  ^ 


C.  Allen,  J.  Disregarding  punctuation,  as  may  prop- 
erly be  done  in  construing  a  statute  (Cusiiing  vs.  Worrick, 
9  Gray,  385),  and  looking  at  the  purpose  and  contemplated 
scope  of  Stat.  1846,  c.  167,  the  City  of  Boston  was  author- 
ized by  Section  1  of  that  statute  to  take  the  water  of  Long 
pond,  and  the  waters  which  may  flow  into  and  from  the 
same,  and  any  other  ponds  and  streams  within  the  distance 
of  four  miles  from  said  Long  pond,  and  any  water-rights 
connected  therewith,  so  far  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  pres- 
ervation and  purity  of  the  same,  for  the  purpose  of  furnish- 
ing a  supply  of  pure  water  for  the  said  City  of  Boston.  This 
declared  purpose  relates  back,  and  illustrates  the  extent  of 
the  authority  conferred.  Water-rights  may  be  taken  so  far 
as  ma.y  be  necessary  for  the  preservation  and  purity  of  the 
water.  The  words  "and  any  water-rights  connected  there- 
with "  are  not  limited  to  the  immediate  antecedent,  namely, 
the  "  other  ponds  and  streams  "  there  referred  to,  but  they 
also  include  Long  pond  itself,  and  the  waters  which  may 
flow  into  and  from  the  same.  It  was  desio^ned  to  o^ive  a  broad 
and  comprehensive  authority,  for  the  purpose  of  furnishing  a 
supply  of  pure  water  for  the  city,  and  to  confer  the  power  to 
take  everything  included  within  the  meaning  of  the  antece- 
dent words,  so  far  as  might  be  necessary  for  the  preservation 
and  purity  of  the  water.  Section  15,  imposing  a  penalty  for 
wantonly  or  maliciously  diverting  the  water,  or  any  part 
thereof,  of  any  of  the  ponds,  streams  or  water-sources  which 
shall  be  taken  by  the  city,  or  corrupting  the  same,  or  render- 
ing it  impure,  confirms  this  view.  Under  this  authority,  the 
xity  might  lawfully  take  any  water-rights  connected  with  the 
waters  flowing  into  Long  pond,  including  the  prescriptive 
rights  which  the  plaintifi"  contends  that  he  then  had  to  dis- 
charge sewage  into  Pegan  brook.  It  appears  that  this  brook 
is  and  always  has  been  a  feeder  of  Long  pond ;  and  that  the 
whole  of  it  is  within  four  miles  of  the  pond.  A  prescriptive 
right  to  foul  the  waters  of  a  stream  is  included  under  the 
term  "  water-riglits."  This,  indeed,  is  asserted  by  the  de- 
fendant in  his  answer.  It  is  a  right  in  respect  to  the  water 
of  the  stream ;  and  the  statute  conferred  power  to  take  all 
water-rights  which  might  interfere  with  the  purity  of  the 
waters  taken.  It  is  contended  for  the  defendant  that,  if  it 
w^as  necessary  to  preserve  the  brook  or  the  purity  of  the 
water,  power  was  granted  to  the  city  to  take  the  land  on  each 
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side  of  the  brook,  and  thus  cut  off  any  use  either  of  it  or  of 
its  waters  ;  and,  indeed,  that  the  water-rights  could  not  be 
taken  separately  from  the  hind.  But  it  does  not  appear  to 
us  to  be  necessary,  even  if  it  was  competent,  for  the  city 
to  take  the  land  on  the  sides  of  the  brook  in  order  to  ex- 
tinguish any  prescriptive  right  to  foul  the  water  of  it. 

Assuming  that  the  defendant  had  such  prescriptive  right, 
it  is  further  contended  that  the  city  did  not  take  it ;  but  that 
the  takin<y  of  the  waters  of  the  brooks  and  streams  enterinof 
into  Long  pond  only  appropriated  the  water  as  it  flowed  into 
the  pond  at  the  time  of  the  taking,  and  subject  to  all  legal 
burdens  and  uses  then  existing.  This,  however,  is  too  nar- 
row a  construction  of  the  description  of  what  was  taken. 
The  city,  after  reciting  the  whole  of  the  first  section  of  the 
statutes,  took  all  the  waters  of  Long  pond,  "and  other 
brooks  and  streams,  wdiether  permanent  or  temporary, 
entering  into  the  same,"  "  and  all  the  water-rights  thereunto 
belonging  or  in  any  wise  appertaining,  for  the  sole  use  and 
benefit  of  said  city."  This  language  does  not  exactly  follow 
the  language  of  the  statute  ;  but  we  cannot  doubt  that  it 
is  broad  enough  to  include  Pegan  brook,  and  the  taking  of 
"all  the  water-rights  thereunto  belonging  or  in  any  wise 
appertaining,"  includes  any  right  then  existing  to  foul  its 
waters.  It  is  urged,  by  way  of  illustration,  that,  if  a  mill 
existed  on  the  brook,  the  right  to  use  the  mill  was  not  taken. 
But  it  is  not  necessary  to  consider  that  question  here.  It 
does  not  appear  that  there  was  any  mill  on  the  brook.  If 
there  w^as,  the  use  of  the  water  for  turning  its  wheels  might 
not  foul  the  water,  and  might  therefore  be  consistent  with 
the  purposes  and  rights  of  the  city.  But  the  right  to  use 
the  brook  as  a  discharge  for  sewage  in  large  quantities,  as 
practised  by  the  defendant,  is  inconsistent  with  such  pur- 
pose. If,  therefore,  the  defendant  had  any  such  prescriptive 
right  to  foul  the  water  of  Pegan  brook,  as  he  claimed,  such 
right  was  taken  and  extinguished  by  the  act  of  the  city 
under  the  Statute  of  1846;  and  by  Section  6  of  that  act 
the  city  ^vas  liable  to  pay  all  damages  sustained  thereby. 
The  defendant,  if  he  sustained  damage,  might  have  applied 
by  petition  for  the  assessment  thereof  at  any  time  within 
three  years  from  such  taking.  This  remedy  was  the  exclu- 
sive one. 

It  was  not  seriously  contended  in  the  argument  that  the 
defendant  has  acquired  a  prescriptive  right  to  foul  the  waters 
since  the  taking  by  the  city  in  1846.  Such  prescriptive 
right  could  not  be  acquired,  because  the  fouling  of  the 
water,  since  the  right  to  foul  it  ceased,  would  be  a  public 
nuisance.  Morton  vs.  Moore,  15  Gray,  576.  Brookline  vs. 
Mackintosh,  133  Mass.,  125,  226. 
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Finally,  it  was  contended  for  the  defendant  that,  by  reason 
of  constructions  erected  by  the  city  at  the  mouth  of  the 
brook,  since  the  taking  in  1846,  the  waters  of  Pegan  brook 
do  not,  in  fact,  contaminate  the  water  of  the  pond ;  and  that, 
therefore,  the  city  is  not  injured.  It  appears,  however,  as  a 
fact,  that  the  water  of  the  brook  is  contaminated  by  the  acts 
of  the  defendant.  The  city  has  a  right  to  be  protected 
against  the  necessity  of  maintaining  works  for  the  preserva- 
tion of  the  purity  of  the  water  from  such  a  cause.  If  the 
acts  of  the  defendant  in  fouling  the  stream  have  made  it 
necessary  for  the  city  to  resort  to  extraordinary  means  for 
preserving  the  purity  of  the  water  of  the  pond,  he  cannot 
justify  the  continuance  of  such  illegal  fouling  by  showing 
that  the  city  has  thus  far  been  able,  by  the  maintenance  of 
special  works,  to  prevent  the  natural  result  of  his  acts. 

The  result  is  that  the  petition  for  an  injunction  is  main- 
tained. 

Injunction  to  issue. 


On  May  1,  1884,  the  surface  of  Lake  Cochituate  stood 
at  elevation  134.30,  and  on  the  16th  at  134.36,  exactly  high- 
water  mark.  It  was  maintained  at  this  height  until  May  29, 
when  the  surface  began  to  fall.  Between  June  18  and  July  1 
a  flow  of  168,000,000  gallons  was  poured  into  the  lake  from 
Sudbury  river,  and  at  diflerent  times  in  July  152,000,000 
gallons  more,  which  maintained  the  surface  very  nearly  at 
high-water  mark  until  quite  late  in  the  season.  The  lowest 
point  reached  during  the  year  was  129.90,  on  December  6. 
On  February  12,  the  water  having  risen  as  high  as  was 
considered  safe,  the  stop-planks  were  taken  out  at  the  dam, 
and  about  6  inches  allowed  to  flow  over  the  crest.  This 
continued  during  the  remainder  of  the  month.  On  March 
22  the  water  was  stopped  and  the  lake  was  filled.  The 
surftice  is  now  at  high-water  mark. 

The  ice  all  disappeared  from  the  lake  on  April  12. 

The  engines,  boilers,  and  pumps  used  last  year,  are  still  in 
position  at  the  gate-house,  but  I  should  recommend  their 
removal  to  a  more  secure  situation. 

During  the  past  year  the  old  rotten  stable,  in  connection 
with  the  keeper's  house,  has  been  pulled  down,  and  a  sub- 
stantial stable  built  in  a  better  location. 

The  attention  of  the  Board  is  called  to  the  importance  of 
providing,  at  some  convenient  time,  for  the  building  of  a  new 
dam  at  the  outlet  of  Lake  Cochituate.  A  few^  years  since, 
at  the  request  of  the  City  Engineer,  I  made  a  study  of  the 
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present  structures,  their  capacities  under  different  circum- 
stances, and  the  portfolio  of  accompanying  plans  was  filed 
with  the  City  Engineer. 

During  the  past  year,  samples  of  the  lake  water  have  been 
analyzed  every  three  months  by  Professor  E.  S.  Wood. 

Dudley  Pond. 

This  pond  is  now  full.  No  water  was  drawn  from  this 
source  during  the  year. 

SUDBURY-RIVER  AqUEDUCT. 

This  aqueduct  has  been  in  daily  service  during  the  entire 
year,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  da^^s  when  undergoing 
cleaning.  It  has  brought  to  the  city  a  total  of  over 
5,000,000,000  of  gallons,  or  an  average  of  13,894,000 
gallons  daily.  The  greatest  amount  in  any  one  day  was 
31,900,000  gallons,  on  December  29,  and  the  smallest 
7,100,000  gallons,  on  May  1,  1884.  • 

On  December  15,  16,  and  17,  the  whole  of  the  interior  was 
cleaned  from  Farm  pond  to  Chestnut-Hill  reservoir.  The 
brick-work  has  never  appeared  so  dirty  before.  Large 
quantities  of  black  patches  with  thick  muddy  deposits  were 
removed.  Spots  of  spongilla  were  found  at  occasional 
intervals.  At  station  124  +  50,  some  bricks  had  started  on 
the  bottom  from  the  pressure  of  a  spring.  The  practice  of 
applying  loam  to  the  embankment,  in  some  places  a  foot  in 
tiiickness,  has  been  continued.  Without  this  treatment  it  is 
impossible  to  maintain  some  of  the  embankments.  All  of 
the  loam  from  the  location  of  the  new  Circuit  R.R.  has  been 
removed.  The  arch  of  the  aqueduct  has  also  been  strength- 
ened at  the  crossing  of  the  tracks  by  an  additional  ring  of 
bricks. 

The  waste-weir  houses  have  been  kept  in  good  repair. 

Between  July  11  and  September  18  the  following  por- 
tions of  the  Charles-river  bridge  were  pointed  in  a  thorough 
manner.  All  of  the  brick-work,  the  two  projecting  belt 
courses,  the  joints  under  the  belts,  the  ring  of  the  large  arch, 
the  platforms,  abutments  and  steps  at  each  end  of  the  bridge. 
The  total  cost  of  this  work  was  $584.  It  was  found  that 
the  cement-mortar  was  lacking  in  some  of  the  joints  from 
1  inch  to  7  inches  in  depth.  This  admitted  water  to  the 
interior  and  was  damaging  the  masonry.  As  a  general  rule, 
oil  cement,  with  \  part  line  sand,  was  liberally  used  in  all, 
except  vertical  joints.  The  Waban  arches  need  the  same 
treatment,  and  will  be  taken  in  hand  during  the  coming 
season . 
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The  Cochituate  Aqueduct. 

On  May  1,  1884,  a  height  of  six  feet  of  water  was  kept 
in  this  structure,  and  so  niaintained  until  June  10.  On  this 
day  the  head  was  reduced  to  126.00  or  five  feet  above  the 
invert,  which  height  was  unchanged  during  the  remainder 
of  the  year.  Between  December  29  and  January  4  the 
water  was  drawn  oft*  for  cleaning.  For  a  distance  of  nearly 
a  quarter  of  a  mile  or  from  Sta.  193  +  02  to  Sta.  204  +  60  a 
considerable  amount  of  oft*ensive  sewage  weeps  through  the 
Brookline  tunnel  and  of  course  finds  its  way  immediately 
into  the  water.  This  sewage  comes  from  the  leaky  cesspools 
of  the  residents  in  the  vicinity  and  is  a  nuisance  which  should 
be  remedied  without  delay. 

The  upper  six  miles  of  the  aqueduct  were  entirely  cleared 
of  spongilla  on  January  1  and  2,  by  a  special  gang  of  men 
after  the  regular  cleaning  had  been  accomplished.  This  sub- 
stance clings  so  closely  to  the  brick- work  that  it  is  found 
more  economical  to  remove  it  in  this  manner. 

Preparations  for  the  crossing  of  the  Circuit  R.R.  have  been 
made,  and  work  on  the  strengthening  of  the  arch  at  this  point 
will  be  begun  in  a  few  days. 

During  the  past  year  the  town  of  Wellesley  has  put  in  a 
system  of  water-works,  and  their  pipes  have  crossed  the 
aqueduct  iu  at  least  a  dozen  places.  This  has  required  the 
greatest  watchfulness  to  see  that  no  damage  was  done  to  the 
Boston  works.  The  force  main  of  their  supply  is  located 
under  the  Newton  Lower  Falls  arch,  and  is  at  a  level  with  the 
bottom  of  the  foundation  of  that  structure.  A  break  at  this 
point  might  endanger  the  Cochituate  aqueduct. 

The  whole  line  has  been  kept  clear  of  bushes  by  the  usual 
annual  mowing. 

No  repairs  of  any  importance  have  been  made  on  the  in- 
terior during  the  year. 

Chestnut-Hill  Reservoir. 

This  reservoir  has  been  in  constant  use  during  the  year. 
The  water  has  been  good  in  quality.  Very  little  work  has 
been  done  on  the  drive-ways  on  account  of  the  crusher  being 
in  use  at  Basin  4.  Considerable  work  will  have  to  be  done 
on  these  roads  when  the  crusher  can  be  spared  for  this  pur- 
pose. 

The  usual  meteorological  and  other  observations  have  been 
made. 

All  of  the  gate-houses  and  other  structures  are  in  a  state 
of  good  repair. 
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A  table  of  rainfall,  showing  the  time  of  beginning  and 
ending  of  each  storm  is  appended. 

Brookline  Reservoir. 

The  grounds  and  structures  connected  with  this  reservoir 
are  in  good  order. 

No  new  work  has  been  done  at  this  point  during  the  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF 
THE  EASTERN  DIVISION. 


Boston,  May  1,  1885. 
Wm.  a.  Simmons,  Chairman  Boston  Water  Board:  — 

Sir, — I  herewith  present  my  report  for  the  year  ending 
with  April  30.  The  works  under  niy  charge  are,  in  my 
judgment,  in  good  condition.  In  the  large  sizes  of  main- 
pipes  only  one  break  has  occurred.  On  the  4th  of  Octol)er 
last  one  of  the  48-inch  pipes  on  Beacon  street,  beyond 
Brookline  avenue,  was  broken  by  the  falling  of  a  large  stone 
during  the  construction  of  one  of  the  abutment- walls  of  the 
new  bridge  over  the  Boston  and  Albany  railroad.  The 
damage  was  soon  repaired.  Last  season  the  40-inch  main  on 
Brookline  avenue  was  raised  to  conform  to  the  new  grade  ; 
two  w^rought-iron  pipes  were  laid  on  the  new  bridge,  and 
connections  with  the  opening  of  the  40-inch  line  were  made 
this  spring,  and  water  let  on.  Up  to  now  the  evidences  are 
the  whole  line  is  in  a  good  condition. 

Beyond  the  laying  of  new  mains,  introduction  of  service- 
pipes,  and  the  general  maintenance  of  the  works,  nothing  of 
note,  except  the  above-mentioned  items,  has  occurred. 

Main-Pipe. 

The  whole  length  of  main-pipe  of  the  different  sizes  laid 
since  the  commencement  of  the  works  to  the  present  time  is 
437^  miles.  The  whole  length  of  pipe  laid  during  last  year 
is  61,849  feet,  or  about  12  miles.

Mystic  Department  Boston  Water- Works, 

Charlestown  District,  May  1,  1885. 

Hon.   William  A.    Simmons,   Chairman  Boston  Water 
Board :  — 

Sir,  —  The  annual  report  of  this  department  for  the  year 
ending  April  30  is  herewith  submitted  :  — 

Mystic  Lake. 

During  the  past  year  the  water  has  been  abundant  and 
unusually  good. 

The  cleaning  mentioned  in  my  last  report  was  continued 
the  past  season  on  Wedge  pond  and  that  part  of  the  Aba- 
jonah  river  between  the  tracks  of  the  Boston  &  Lowell  R.E,. 
The  depth  of  water  was  a  hindrance,  and  on  that  account  we 
were  unable  to  do  all  that  was  intended.  Considerable  work 
was  done  on  that  part  of  the  lake  above  the  old  canal,  and  on 
the  land  owned  by  Mr.  Bacon,  in  blowing  out  the  old  stumps 
that  were  left  when  the  works  were  built.  If  the  state  of  the 
w^ater  will  permit  we  shall  continue  the  work  of  cleaning  this 
season. 

Mystic-valley  Sewer. 

The  sewer  is  in  good  condition,  but  is  now  taxed  to  its 
capacity,  and,  if  the  tanneries  continue  to  increase  their 
business,  will  have  to  be  enlarged. 

The  engine  and  pump  are  badly  worn,  and  will  need  ex- 
tensive repairs  this  summer.  The  boiler  has  been  repaired 
twice  the  past  year,  and  is  liable  to  give  out  at  any  time. 

When  the  works  were  built  the  plant  was  sufficiently  large 
to  take  care  of  the  sewage  ;  but,  as  there  is  six  times  the 
amount  running  now,  the  plant  should  be  increased  in  pro- 
portion. 

The  land  at  the  sewer-pump  has  been  graded,  using  the 
sewage  refuse  as  a  fertilizer.  We  raised  a  good  crop  of 
Hungarian  grass  and  yellow  corn  the  last  year,  and,  as  the 
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land  was  clear  gravel,  it  showed  conclusively  that  the  refuse 
taken  out  by  our  settling-tanks  is  of  value  as  a  fertilizer. 

Conduit. 

The  conduit  is  in  good  condition.  It  has  been  cleaned 
twice  the  past  year,  and  thoroughly  inspected  each  time. 
At  the  fall  cleaning  some  small  patches  of  sponge  were  found, 
which  were  scraped  off  and  thoroughly  scoured.  This  spring 
there  were  no  traces  of  vegetable  growth  dii^covered. 

Reservoir. 

The  east  basin  was  drawn  off  and  cleaned  last  spring ;  the 
brick  lining  to  the  slope,  with  the  exception  of  a  small  piece, 
was  found  in  good  condition.  The  necessary  repaii*s  were 
made  to  that  portion,  and  the  stone-work  pointed.  We 
found  the  covering  to  the  cement-pipe,  leading  to  the  west 
basin,  in  bad  condition.  The  old  covering  was  cleaned  off, 
the  iron  thoroughly  scraped,  and  newly  covered  with  cement 
well  worked  on. 

The  banks  were  thoroughly  top-dressed  last  fall,  find  now 
show  the  benefit  of  the  work  done.  The  concrete  walk 
around  the  reservoir  will  have  to  be  resurfaced  this  season, 
and  it  will  be  economy  to  concrete  the  gutters  around  the 
first  slope. 

This  work  can  be  done  after  the  west  basin  has  been 
cleaned  and  pointed.  The  gate-house  has  been  painted 
inside,  and  a  new  set  of  screens  for  the  outlet  pipes  have 
been  made  and  put  in. 

I  asrain  call  the  attention  of  the  Board  to  the  ijreat  need  of 
a  telephone  at  this  gate-house,  and  recommend  that  it  be  put 
in  immediately. 

Roads  and  Grounds. 

This  part  of  the  works  has  received  the  usual  attention. 
The  grass  shows  the  effect  of  top-dressing. 

The  roads  around  the  works  are  in  poor  condition,  having 
been  made  with  clay  and  loose  gravel.  In  wet  weather  they 
are  mud;  in  dry,  dust.  I  would  recommend  that  a  stone- 
crusher  be  purchased  for  this  department,  and  the  roads  be  re- 
built. The  railroad  track  has  been  straightened,  and  the  wall 
built  on  the  east  side.  A  foundation  has  been  built  for  a  new 
shed  for  the  storage  of  carts  and  tools  which  should  be  built 
this  season. 

I  would  also  recommend  that  the  house  at  the  lake  be 
clapboarded  this  season. 
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Pumping  Service. 

This  department  is  in  good  condition,  though,  like  all 
works  of  the  kind,  it  needs  constant  care  and  repairs  to  keep 
it  in  working  order. 

No.  3  pump  will  have  to  be  thoroughly  overhauled  this 
season.  Since  my  last  report  the  new  boilers  have  been 
finished,  and  are  now  in  use,  showing  a  saving  in  fuel  over 
the  old  ones.  The  partial  repairs  on  the  engine-house,  men- 
tioned in  my  last  report,  have  been  done,  and  the  work  should 
be  continued  this  year. 

I  would  recommend  the  purchase  of  a  gas-machine  to  light 
the  engine-house.  At  present  it  is  poorly  lighted,  and  hardly 
safe. 


Distribution-Pipes  . 

These  pipes  have  been  extended  by  the  addition  of  211  feet 
6-inch  and  90  feet  4-inch  pipe.  There  have  been  5,455  feet 
of  cement  pipe  replaced  with  cast-iron.  There  have  been  78 
leaks  the  past  year.  The  annexed  tables  show  the  amount 
of  work  performed  in  this  branch. 


Hydrants  and  Gates. 

3  new  Lowry  hydrants  have  been  placed  by  this  depart- 
ment the  past  year. 

12  old  Lowry  and  1  post  have  been  taken  out  and  replaced 
with  new. 

17  rotten  hydrant-boxes  have  been  replaced. 
There  have  been  added  9  new  gates,  7  4-inch  and  2  6-inch, 
the  past  year. 

49  rotten  gate-boxes  have  been  renewed. 


Service-Pipes  and  Boxes. 

54  new  services  have  been  laid  in  this  district  the  past 
year.  There  has  been  repaired  and  relaid  197,  in  which 
there  was  used  1,561  feet  of  lead  pipe. 

61  were  alterations  of  tin-lined  ;  35  leaks  ;  38  stoppages  by 
eels ;  6  by  rust,  and  57  frozen. 

525  wooden  service-boxes  were  replaced  by  iron,  and  2 
fire-pipes  were  put  in.

Sir, — The  annual  report  of  Superintendent  of  Meter 
Division  for  the  year  ending  April  30,  1885,  is  herewith 
submitted. 

The  total  number  of  meters  in  the  Cochituate  Department, 
doing  duty  at  the  commencement  of  the  year,  was  2,653. 

There  have  since  been  applied  1,841,  and  in  the  same  time 
102  have  l)een  discontinued,  making  a  total  in  this  branch,  at 
the  present  time,  of  4,392. 

In  the  Mystic  Department  the  year  commenced  with  496 
meters  doing  duty.  There  have  since  been  applied  114,  and 
during  the  same  time  44  have  been  discontinued,  making 
the  total  number  in  this  branch  567,  and  the  total  number  in 
the  whole  works  4,959. 

Accompanying  this  report  is  furnished,  in  tabular  form,  the 
diiSerent  sizes  and  styles  of  all  the  meters  in  use  at  date :  —

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During  the  year  41  meters  have  been  condemned  as  use- 
less (worn  out  in  service). 

These  were  of  the  Worthington  pattern,  and  were  of  the 
older  numbers  in  use  in  the  works,  having  done  a  duty  of 
200,000  cubic  feet  and  upwards. 

In  the  wear  of  these  I  have  especially  noticed  that  those 
from  the  northern  sections  of  the  city  are  much  more  scarred, 
and  show  a  destroying  substance  to  contend  with  that  is  not 
apparent  in  those  removed  from  other  localities. 

This  destroying  agency  is  manifest  in  the  scouring  process 
to  which  they  give  evidence  of  having  been  subjected, 
proving,  in  many  cases,  to  have  been  very  destructive. 

Owing  to  the  continued  extreme  cold  of  the  past  winter 
77  meters  were  frozen,  fully  33  per  cent,  of  which  were 
located  in  street-boxes  placed  4^  to  5  feet  below  the  surface, 
while  the  balance  were  located  in  the  most  available  places 
in  buildings, — generally  the  cellars,  —  carefully  packed 
with  hay  for  protection  from  frost. 

In  all  cases  where  these  were  frozen  some  portion  of  the 
service-pipe  was  exposed  ;  this  exposed  part  was  first  af- 
fected;  the  ice,  once  formed  in  the  pipes,  naturally  and 
quickly  extends  along  the  services,  and  soon  comes  in  con- 
tact with  the  meter. 

The  effect  is  to  disable  if  not  entirely  destroy  it.  In  my 
opinion  the  packing  of  meters  for  protection,  where  any 
portion  of  the  service-pipes  are  exposed  to  frost,  is  of  little 
or  no  account,  and  until  consumers  are  made  to  realize  the 
necessity  of  properly  protecting  their  fixtures  from  frost  the 
city  will  sufter. 

It  has  been  the  custom  to  let  the  water  run  to  waste  in 
extreme  cold  weather,  thereby  keeping  a  circulation  to  pre- 
vent freezing. 

The  application  of  meters  somewhat  interferes  with  this 
arrangement,  at  first  causing  a  vigorous  and  determined  op- 
position, manifested  very  impressively  to  the  employes  of 
the  department  while  performing  their  legitimate  duties, 
more  especially  in  localities  where  a  lesser  degree  of  intel- 
ligence may  be  looked  for. 

Seventy-five  decayed  street-boxes  have  been  replaced  with 
new  ones,  and  27  have  been  repaired. 

For  the  safety  of  the  community  these  require  constant 
and  careful  attention. 

There  are  also  in  connection  with  the  works,  and  under 
the  supervision  of  this  department,  234  elevators,  having 
supply-pipes  varying  from  2  to  6  inches  in  diameter. 

Six  of  these  have  meters  attached ;  228  are  operated  with 
cord  and  pulley,  or  ratchet,  according  to  style,  and  are  sup- 
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plied  with  one  to  four  indicators  each.  These  attachments 
are  adjusted  by  actual  measurement,  and  record  the  con- 
sumption comparatively  correct,  and  might  be  considered 
reliable,  provided  they  were  not  so  liable  to  disarrangement, 
either  by  carelessness  or  accident ;  this  cord  is  easily  dis- 
placed or  broken,  and  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  city  is 
not  properly  protected  by  such  arrangements,  and  I  most 
respectfully  recommend  to  the  consideration  of  the  Board  the 
application  of  meters,  at  the  expense  of  applicants,  to  all 
elevator-pipes  hereafter  granted. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  there  are  in  the  Cochituate  works 
40  motors  with  indicators  attached,  and  in  the  Mystic  De- 
partment 4,  making  44  in  the  whole  works.  These  motors 
are  generally  of  one  style,  viz.,  Boston  Motor  Company's 
make,  and  are  owned  privately  by  the  parties  using  them, 
they  having  been  proved  and  accepted  by  the  department. 

Alterations  made  last  season  in  the  |-inch  Tremont  meter 
proved,  after  trial,  unsatisfactory,  and  they  are  at  the  present 
time  being  removed. 

The  trouble  being  in  the  mechanical  construction,  this  has 
caused  delay  in  the  work  of  the  departmen,  and  annoyance 
to  the  consumers  who  were  unfortunately  brought  in  contact 
with  them. 

Beside  the  substituting  of  these  rejected  ones  with  perfect 
machines,  the  contracting  parties  assume  the  expense  of  re- 
locating all  such,  thus  relieving  the  city  of  all  extra  outlay 
occasioned  thereby. 

There  have  been  purchased  during  the  year  2,818  f-inch, 
and  281  1-inch  Tremont  meters,  and,  adding  882  previously 
purchased,  makes  the  total  3,981,  distributed  as  follows  :  —

43  Crown  meters  have  been  purchased,  viz.  :  3  6-inch,  4 
4-inch,  2  3 -inch,  13  2-inch,  9  1^-inch,  6  1-inch,  and  6  |- 
inch. 

The  6  l^-inch  were  disposed  of  to  consumers  for  private 
use,  they  reimbursing  the  city  for  the  same,  and  becoming 
owners  thereof.  The  others  have  been  placed  in  service,  with 
the  exception  of  1  4-inch,  2  2-inch,  and  1  1-inch,  which  are 
still  retained  in  stock. 

98  Crowns,  of  different  sizes,  have  been  repaired,  at  an 
outlay  of  $643.72. 
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Repairs  of  this  style  of  meter  incur  the  extra  expense  of 
transportation  to  and  from  New  York. 

53  Worthingtons  have  been  purchased,  viz.  :  2  4-inch,  15 
2-inch,  17  1^-inch,  18  1-inch,  and  1  |-inch,  and  they  have 
all  been  put  in  service  excepting  2  2-inch,  which  still  remain 
in  stock. 

The  repairs  of  this  class  are  almost  entirely  done  in  the 
department,  and  charged  to  maintenance.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  THE 
INSPECTION  AND  WASTE  DIVISION. 


Division  of  Inspection  and  Waste,

Board :  — 

Sir,  —  In  compliance  with  the  order  of  the  Board  I  here- 
with respectfully  submit  the  report  of  the  work  of  this 
division  for  the  year  from  May  1,  1884,  to  May  1,  1885. 

At  the  date  of  my  last  annual  report  (May  1,  1884) 
nearly  half  of  the  general  house-to-house  inspection  in  the 
Cochituate  Department,  for  assessing  the  revenue  of  the 
present  year,  had  been  done.  The  entire  inspection,  with  the 
exception  of  premises  classed  as  "buildings"  and  "model 
houses,"  on  which  special  examinations  were  to  be  made  later 
in  the  year,  was  completed  early  in  June,  when  the  inspectors 
were  sent  to  their  various  districts  to  check  waste,  and  see 
that  the  hose  regulations  of  the  Board  were  enforced. 
Three  of  the  divisions,  viz.,  1,  3,  and  4,  were  subsequently 
specially  detailed  for  hose  and  waste  service,  their  working 
hours  being  changed  to  from  1  o'clock  P.M.  to  8  o'clock 
P.M.  ;  the  evening  being  the  principal  time  at  which  viola- 
tions of  hose  regulations  occur.  The  result  of  this  arrange- 
ment was  that  a  large  number  of'persons  were  found  illegally 
using  hose,  not  having  paid  for  the  privilege,  while  others 
were  violating  the  regulations  in  using  it  during  prohibited 
hours  ;  fines  were  inflicted  on  some,  others  being  compelled 
to  take  out  the  necessary  license  from  the  water-registrars. 

In  the  beginning  of  June,  some  additional  inspectors  having 
been  appointed,  a  division  was  formed  called  "The  Deacon 
Division,"  to  check  the  waste  indicated  by  the  Deacon  meters. 
This  division  attended  exclusively  to  this  service  until  the  end 
of  December,  when  the  meters  were  removed  on  account  of 
the  freezing  of  the  ground. 

On  July  28  all  of  the  inspectors  were  placed  on  Deacon 
waste  service  until  the  end  of  the  second  week  of  August, 
when  Division  1  was  sent  to  the  Mystic  Department  to  make 
the  inspection  for  revenue  (January  bills)  in  Charlestown 
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and  Somerville.  Division  3  was  then  detailed  to  inspect 
special  business  buildings,  which,  on  account  of  the  frequent 
changes  in  occupancy,  water-fixtures,  etc.,  it  is  not  deemed 
advisable  to  take  earlier  in  the  year.  Division  4  was  at  the 
same  time  placed  inspecting  model  houses  for  which  special 
rates  are  charged. 

As  we  proceed  with  our  examinations  of  the  water-fixtures 
in  dwelling-houses,  I  find  that  a  great  many  of  the  sources  of 
waste  in  past  years  are  gradually  ceasing  to  exist ;  for  ex- 
ample, persons  who  habitually  left  open  the  valves  of 
water-closets  to  flush  out  the  soil-pipes  have  generally  ceased 
doing  so,  as  an  inspector  is  liable  at  any  time  to  call  and  find 
the  water  wasting,  in  which  case  the  premises  are  fined  $2 
for  each  oftence.  Again,  where  old,  leaky  fixtures  existed  for 
years,  new  ones  have  been  put  in,  or  proper  repairs  made  ; 
the  inspection  visits  to  examine  the  fixtures  being  anticipated, 
the  plumber  is  frequently  sent  for  before  such  occurs. 

A  large  percentage  of  the  waste  that  in  former  years  raised 
the  consumption  to  over  100  gallons  per  head  of  the  popula- 
tion, I  consider,  from  the  results  of  the  past  two  years,  must 
have  occurred  from  bursts  in  street-mains  and  service-pipes 
before  reaching  their  source  of  supply.  During  the  year 
covered  by  this  report  I  have  notified  the  service  division  of 
the  Cochituate  Department  of  over  200  bursts  in  street  mains 
and  pipes  ;  also,  of  a  large  number  of  public  fountains  and 
hydrants  found  wasting  water ;  the  necessary  repairs  were 
made  in  each  case. 

The  work  of  this  division  in  checking  waste  and  cutting 
down  the  supply  will  be  readily  seen  by  the  following  table, 
Avhich  gives,  by  way  of  comparison,  the  consumption  for 
each  month  for  a  year  before  the  house-to-house  inspection 
began,  with  the  corresponding  figures  for  each  month  since 
that  time.  The  increase  in  the  consumption  for  the  first 
three  months  of  the  present  year  is  accounted  for  by  the 
fact  that  it  was  an  exceptionally  cold  season,  in  consequence 
of  Avhich  faucets  in  nearly  all  parts  of  the  city  were  left  open 
to  prevent  freezing  :  —

The  saving  for  the  entire  year,  1884,  as  compared  with 
the  consumption  of  the  year  before  inspection,  averaged  per 
day  8,292,742  gallons  in  the  Cochituate  Department.  The 
daily  average  consumption  the  year  before  inspection  was 
33,213,758,  while  for  1884  it  was  but  24,921,016. 

In  the  Mystic  Division  a  considerable  saving  in  the  con- 
sumption was  effected  during  the  year  through  checking 
waste  ;  but,  owing  to  the  imperfect  condition  of  the  street 
mains  in  Somerville  and  Chelsea,  it  bears  no  comparison  to 
that  effected  in  the  Cochituate  Division. 

After  the  Deacon  service  was  discontinued  for  the  year,  in 
conformity  with  the  order  of  the  Board,  the  Inspectors  were, 
each  in  turn,  beginning  January  1,  suspended,  with  loss  of 
pay,  for  twenty  days  ;  these  suspensions  ended  AjDril  24,  when 
all  the  inspectors  were  again  at  work. 

The  work  of  the  present  year  was  opened  with  the  service 
of  the  January  bills  for  the  Water-Registrars.  In  the  Co- 
chituate Department,  37,557  bills,  and  in  the  Mystic  Depart- 
ment for  Somerville  and  Charlestown,  9,281  bills,  were 
delivered  ;  this  work  was  completed  in  eleven  days. 

The  house-to-house  inspection,  at  present  in  progress  for  the 
revenue  of  next  year,  was  begun  January  12  ;  it  is,  at  the 
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time  of  writing  (May  22),  more  than  half  done.  The  entire 
of  the  inspection-books  for  South  Boston  have  been  passed 
to  Water-Registrar  Davis,  and  a  large  part  of  the  result  of 
the  inspection  throughout  the  city  is  ready  for  delivery  to 
him.  The  inspection  for  Registrar  Caldwell,  of  Chelsea, 
Everett,  and  Revere  —  for  his  July  bills  —  will,  I  expect,  be 
ready  in  a  few  days. 

A  large  number  of  inaccuracies  existed  in  the  returns  of  rate- 
able fixtures  sent  to  the  Water-Registrars  in  the  last  inspec- 
tion ;  this  resulted  from  not  having  in  my  possession  accu- 
rate returns  of  previous  inspections,  and  consequently  being 
unable  to  compare  the  returns,  as  they  came  in,  with  those  of 
former  inspections.  To  obviate  this,  and  give  to  Registrar 
Davis  this  year,  a  perfect  account  of  all  taxable  water-fixtures  in 
the  Cochituate  Department,  I,  with  the  consent  of  the  Board, 
detailed  two  inspectors  to  compare  the  present  with  last  year's 
return ;  where  discrepancies  were  found,  I  placed  four  of  the 
most  reliable  inspectors  on  the  work  of  verification,  their 
duty  being  to  visit  the  premises,  examine  the  fixtures,  and 
bring  in  correct  reports  of  what  they  found.  Some  thousands 
of  errors  w^ere  discovered  and  corrected,  the  result  of  this 
will  be  that  the  inspection  on  which  the  Division  is  at  present 
engaged,  will  be  the  only  thoroughly  accurate  and  reliable 
one  ever  made.  I  expect  to  complete  the  inspection  of  the 
Cochituate  Department  early  in  July. 

On  February  17  I  received  a  communication  from  the 
Water  Board  stating  that  "  the  Board  of  Health  desire  to  be 
informed  of  the  nimiber  of  privy-vaults  and  wells,  whether 
used  or  not,  within  the  city,"  and  instructing  me  to  obtain 
the  information,  and  transmit  the  same  to  the  Board  of 
Health.  I  was  further  instructed  by  the  Water  Board  to  call 
on  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Health,  and  ascertain  if  they 
needed  any  additional  information  that  this  division  could  fur- 
nish, I  did  so  with  the  result  that  immediately  afterwards  I 
had  printed  in  schedule  form  a  return  to  be  filled  up  by  each 
inspector,  giving  the  following  information  of  all  privy-vaults 
and  wells  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Boston,  viz.  :  — 
Of  vaults  —  the  "  street  and  number;  if  in  use,  condition, 
whether  broken,  if  full,  etc.  ;  and  of  wells  — their  number, 
if  in  use,  etc.'*  I  have  thus  far  transmitted  to  the  Board  of 
Health  returns  of  3,533  vaults,  and  of  200  wells,  with  their 
condition  as  stated  above.  In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  I 
was  requested  by  the  Board  of  Health  to  give  them  an  ap- 
proximation, from  any  source  which  I  then  had  in  hand,  of 
the  number  of  privy-vaults  within  the  city  limits  ;  the  fol- 
lowing copy  of  a  letter  which  I  wrote  them  explains  my 
action  in  reference  :  —

you  with  during  the  progress  of  the  present  inspection. 
Below  you  will  find  an  approximation  of  the  number  of 
privy-vaults  in  the  various  districts  within  the  limits  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  asked  for  by  your  Board  in  our  recent  inter- 
view.

I  consider  that  there  is  a  marked  improvement  in  the  dis- 
cipline and  efficiency  of  the  Division.  Only  a  few  trivial 
reports  were  received  from  citizens  during  the  past  year  of 
any  impropriety  on  the  part  of  inspectors,  and  on  investiga- 
tion they  proved  groundless  ;  no  serious  complaint  has  been 
made  against  any  of  the  men. 

Refusals  to  admit  the  Inspectors  into  dAvelling-houses  for 
purposes  of  inspection  are  now  very  rare,  although  they 
were  quite  frequent  in  the  earlier  days  of  house-to-house 
inspection. 

Metered  premises  are  examined  for  waste  the  same  as 
those  not  metered.  In  cases  where  waste  is  found  to  exist, 
the  persons  interested  are  orally  notified ;  no  notice  to  repair 
is  served.  By  this  course  we  frequently  save  such  persons 
considerable  expense,  as  otherwise  they  would  have  to  pay 
for  the  water  received  through  the  meter,  whether  used  or 
wasted.

In  the  following  schedules  the  work  performed  by  each 
Inspector  for  the  year  will  be  found.  It  is  but  just,  however, 
to  remark,  that,  in  some  cases  where  the  figures  do  not  seem 
to  give  large  results,  the  work  done  was  of  an  intricate  and 
important  kind,  that  required  time  and  care,  hence,  the 
figures  do  not  in  all  cases  give  the  value  of  the  work  done.

During  the  year  614  fines  have  been  inflicted  for  non-re- 
pairs of  water-fixtures,  wilful  waste  of  water,  and  violations 
of  hose  regulations.

SANE AT  LONG  ISLAND. 


In  Board  of  Aldermen,  August  24,  1885. 

The  Committee  on  Public  Institutions,  to  whom  was 
referred  the  communication  from  the  Board  of  Directors 
for  Public  Institutions,  covering  one  from  the  State  Board 
of  Health,  Lunacy,  and  Charity,  in  which  the  City  of 
Boston  is  called  upon  to  provide  further  accommodations 
.  for  its  insane,  having  considered  the  subject,  respectfully 
report  as  follows  :  — 

REPORT. 

The  State  Board  represent  that  the  State  asylums  are 
overcrowded,  and  request,  as  a  partial  relief,  that  the  City 
of  Boston  remove  its  own  charges  confined  therein,  and 
care  for  them  in  some  other  way,  and  suggest  that  these 
patients  be  boarded  out  in  private  families,  either  in  or  out 
of  the  State. 
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The  Board  of  Directors,  on  the  other  hand,  are  decidedly 
opposed  to  such  a  procedure  on  the  city's  part,  as  it  would 
be  in  violation  of  the  settled  policy  of  the  Board  regarding 
the  confinement  of  insane  people,  which  is  to  locate  them 
as  near  as  possible  to  relatives  and  friends. 

A  plan  has  been  proposed,  however,  which  meets  the 
approval  of  the  directors,  whereby  a  number  of  the  city's 
insane  that  are  now  confined  in  State  asylums  can  most 
readily  be  cared  for  by  the  city  ;  and  this  plan  is  substantially 
in  pursuance  of  the  recommendations  of  Dr.  T.  W.  Fisher, 
the  superintendent  of  the  South  Boston  Lunatic  Hospital, 
set  forth  in  his  report  the  present  year.  (See  Doc.  63.) 
We  have  recently  purchased  Long  Island  for  the  accommo- 
dation of  our  public  pauper  institutions,  and  it  is  proposed 
to  utilize  the  present  buildings  on  the  island  for  the  paupers 
confined  at  Austin  Farm,  and  transfer  the  insane  patients 
the  city  is  called  upon  to  take  charge  of  to  the  buildings 
thus  vacated  at  Austin  Farm. 

This  course  appears  to  your  committee  to  be  the  proper 
one  for  the  city  to  pursue  ;  and  as  a  comparatively  small 
outlay  will  be  required  to  place  the  various  buildings  in 
suitable  condition,  the  amount  of  which  must  be  determined 
by  the  directors,  the  committee  believe  that  the  property 
on  Long  Island  should  be  placed  immediately  in  the  di- 
rectors' charge ;  and  the  committee  accordingly  recommend 
the  passage  of  the  following  order.

Ordered,  That  all  that  portion  of  Long  Island  taken  by 
the  City  of  Boston,  by  an  order  of  taking  passed  January  3, 
1885,  and  for  which  the  city  has  settled  with  the  former 
owners,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  placed  in  charge  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  for  Public  Institutions.

I  transmit  herewith,  for  your  consideration,  a  communica- 
tion from  the  City  Engineer  and  Superintendent  of  Sewers 
in  relation  to  the  sewerage  of  the  Dorchester  District,  which 
will  explain  the  work  now  in  progress  in  that  district.

Hon.  Hugh  O'Brien,  Mayor  City  of  Boston:  — 

Dear  Sir, — In  compliance  with  your  order,  dated  July 
30,  the  following  report  is  submitted  :  — 

The  plan  proposed  by  the  Superintendent  of  Sewers  for 
building  sewers  in  a  part  of  Dorchester,  at  an  expense  of 
$120,000,  is  intended  to  take  the  sewage  from  the  section 
bounded  by  Blue  Hill  avenue,  Washington  street.  Fuller 
street,  and  Madison  street.  These  sewers  are  intended  to 
take  only  the  sewage,  no  rainfall  being  admitted. 
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This  district  is  now  partially  sewered  by  several  indepen- 
dent systems,  emptying  into  branches  of  Stony  Brook,  which 
flows  through  portions  of  Dorchester,  West  Roxbury,  and 
Roxbury,  having  an  outlet  into  the  Charles-river  basin,  near 
the  Back  Bay  park. 

This  method  of  disposing  of  the  sewage  necessarily  defiles 
the  brook,  causing  it  to  become  a  source  of  danger  to  the 
public  health. 

The  Sewer  Department  has  devised  a  scheme  for  correct- 
ing the  evil  now  existing  in  this  section,  and  for  taking  care 
of  such  parts  of  it  as  are  not  now  sewered. 

This  scheme  contemplates  the  extension  of  a  sewer  in  Cen- 
tre street,  through  this  district,  to  Blue  Hill  avenue. 

The  sewer,  after  crossing  Washington  street,  is  to  be  built 
in  the  proposed  location  of  Talbot  avenue  and  to  extend  to 
Blue  Hill  avenue. 

The  scheme  will  relieve  the  brooks  from  the  sewage  now 
emptying  into  them  and  will  provide  an  outlet  for  the  future 
sewage  from  the  upland  and  a  portion  of  the  meadow  lands. 
It  is  not  intended  to  drain  by  this  sewer  all  the  low  meadow 
lands,  it  being  intended  to  provide  for  them  by  a  sewer,  the 
location  and  elevation  of  which  is  not  yet  determined. 

The  sewage  of  a  large  portion  of  Dorchester,  contiguous 
to  that  which  it  is  proposed  to  provide  with  sewers,  empties 
at  present  into  a  tidal  basin,  made  by  the  Old  Colony  Rail- 
road and  connecting  with  the  Dorchester  Bay  by  a  water-way, 
under  the  railroad.  The  sewage  now  being  discharged  at  this 
point  has  already  created  a  nuisance  sufficient  to  be  a  cause 
of  great  complaint,  and  the  addition  of  more  sewage,  as  it  is 
proposed  to  be  done,  will  increase  the  nuisance  now  existing. 

As  a  partial  relief  it  is  proposed  to  extend  the  present  out- 
lets to  some  point  outside  of  the  railroad  location.  This, 
however,  is  only  intended  as  a  temporary  relief.  To  prop- 
erly dispose  of  the  nuisance  at  Glover's  Corner  it  is  necessary 
to  build  a  branch  of  the  main  drainage  system  to  intercept 
the  present  sewers.  This  branch  should  be  built  as  a  part  of 
the  plan  for  an  intercepting  sewer,  to  be  built  in  the  Nepon- 
set  valley  and  to  extend  to  Hyde  Park.

MESSAGE  OF  HIS  HONOR  THE  MATOE 

TRANSMITTING 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSION 

ON 

HIGH-WATER  SERVICE, 

TOGETHER 

WITH  A  COMMUNICATION  OF  THE  CONSULTING 
ENGINEERS. 


CiTT  OF  Boston, 
Executive  Department,  August  31,  1885. 

Ih  the  Honorable  the  City  Council :  — 

Gentlemen,  —  I  transmit  herewith  the  report  of  the 
Commission,  appointed  by  authority  of  an  order  of  the 
City  Council,  to  consider  the  subject  of  the  location  and  ex- 
tension of  the  high-service  water-supply  system.  It  is  evi- 
dent that  a  careful  and  thorough  study  of  the  problem  has 
been  made,  and  that  the  conclusions  reached,  endorsed  as 
they  are  by  three  of  the  ablest  civil  and  hydraulic  engineers 
of  the  country,  must  be  regarded  as  safe  and  final.  Briefly 
stated,  the  recommendations  are  :  — 

1.  That  the  pumping-station  be  established  on  land  owned 
by  the  city  adjoining  the  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad  at  Chest- 
nut-Hill reservoir. 

2.  That  two  pumping-engines,  one  having  a  capacity  of 
10,000,000  gallons  daily  and  one  of  5,000,000  gallons,  be 
provided. 
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3.  That  three  high-service  reservoirs  shall  be  included  in 
the  system,  viz.  :  the  one  already  constructed  on  Parker 
Hill,  at  an  elevation  of  220  feet;  one  on  Fisher  Hill,  at  an 
elevation  of  240  feet,  and  one  on  Peters  Hill,  in  West  Rox- 
bury,  at  an  elevation  of  220  feet. 

4.  That  a  small  tank  reservoir  be  stationed  on  Mt.  Belle- 
vue.  West  Roxbury,  at  an  elevation  of  340  feet,  to  supply 
the  higher  grounds  in  that  locality  now  without  water,  or 
inadequately  supplied. 

5.  That  a  portion  of  the  supply  main  intended  for  the 
Peters-Hill  reservoir  be  laid  at  once,  or  before  the  reservoir  is 
constructed,  and  that  a  connection  be  made  with  the  existing 
pipe  system  in  that  district  to  increase  the  water  pressure. 

The  advantages  of  the  Peters-Hill  site  for  a  reservoir  over 
that  of  Clarendon  Hills  are  fully  stated,  and  seem  conclusive. 

The  general  scheme  of  works  having  thus  been  determined 
there  should  be  no  further  delay  in  their  construction.  I 
recommend  that  as  soon  as  the  act  of  the  Legislature  author- 
izing the  construction  of  the  works  has  been  accepted,  and  the 
loan  ordered,  and  the  contracts  for  pipe  castings  have  been 
ratified  by  the  City  Council,  work  be  immediately  com- 
menced upon  the  pumping-station,  the  laying  of  main  pipe, 
and  the  construction  of  the  reservoir  on  Fisher  Hill. 

The  commencement  of  work  upon  the  reservoir  should  not 
embarrass  or  in  any  way  hinder  the  investigations  now  being 
made  by  the  City  Council,  and  by  a  committee  of  citizens, 
relative  to  the  excessive  price  paid  for  the  Fisher-Hill  land, 
or  the  amount  involved  in  the  contract  for  pumping-ma- 
chinery. 

In  my  communication  to  the  City  Council  of  June  15  I 
suggested  that  public  works  involving  the  expenditure  of 
large  sums  of  money  should,  if  possible,  be  located  within 
the  limits  of  our  own  city.  For  reasons  of  an  engineering 
and  economic  nature  this  is  found  largely  impracticable  in 
the  new  high-service  water-works.  It  is  not  improbable, 
however,  that,  in  the  near  future,  Brookline  may  unite  with 
Boston,  thus  improving  our  boundary  lines,  and  bring  within 
our  municipal  limits  people  who  are  now  identified  with  our 
prosperity,  and  also  add  to  our  area  the  fairest  landscapes  to 
be  found  in  New  England. 

I  commend  the  report  of  the  Commission  to  the  careful  at- 
tention of  the  City  Council  and  to  the  citizens  of  Boston.  I 
would  also  respectfully  recommend  that  this  report  be  printed, 
and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Water.

Hon.  Hugh  O'Brien,  Mayor  of  Boston:  — 

The  Commission  appointed  by  you,  as  authorized  June  15, 
1885,  by  order  of  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  has  attended 
to  the  matters  referred  to  it,  and  offers  the  following 

Report  to  the  City  Council. 

It  is  evidently  the  intent  of  the  order  under  which  the 
Commission  acts,  to  open  the  entire  subject  of  a  high-service 
water  supply  for  the  City  of  Boston.  The  Commission  has 
first  considered  this  solely  as  an  engineering  problem,  and 
then  so  modified  its  conclusions  as  to  make  existing  work 
available  as  far  as  possible. 

A  high-service  is  required  for  the  supply  of  all  the  terri- 
tory of  the  city  between  the  Charles  and  Neponset  rivers, 
lying  70  feet  or  more  above  tide-marsh  level,  and  located  as 
follows  :  — 

On  and  around  Beacon  Hill,  say  .50  acres 

In  South  Boston  40  " 

In  Brighton  (not  including    Chestnut-Hill  reservoir, 

ponds  and  public  grounds)   1,070  '* 

In  Roxbury  around  Parker  Hill  140 

West  of  valley  of  Stony  brook,  in  West  Roxbury  (not 

including  Jamaica  pond  and  Bussey  park)        .       .     5,809  «' 
East  of  Stony  brook  valley,  in  Roxbury,  West  Roxbury, 

and  Dorchester  (not  including  West  Roxbury  park, 

Forest  Hills,  Mt.  Hope  and  Calvary  cemeteries)       .     3,711  ** 


Total  area   10,820  acres 

or  16.9  square  miles. 

These  areas  are  only  approximations,  obtained  from  maps, 
but  sufficiently  correct  to  form  a  basis  of  study. 

About  9,300  acres  of  this  area  lie  between  70  and  170 
feet  above  datum,  —  with  about  1,500  acres  at  higher  eleva- 
tions. 

The  highest  point  in  the  district,  the  summit  of  Bellevue 
hill,  in  West  Roxbury,  is  about  330  feet  above  the  same 
datum. 

There  is,  therefore,  a  difference  of  elevation  between  the 
highest  and  lowest  points  of  about  260  feet. 

The  whole  territory  might  be  included  in  a  quadrangle, 
with  Beacon  Hill,  Ashmont  (Dorchester),  West  Roxbury, 
and  Brighton,  at  the  angles,  and  the  sides  and  diagonals  of 
which  are  as  follows  :  — 

From  Beacon  Hill,  west  to  the  western  edge  of  the  territory  in 

Brighton  requiring  high-service,  the  distance  is  about  .  6  miles 
From  Beacon  Hill,  south,  to  Ashmont,  Dorchester,  is  about    .5  *' 
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From  S.W.  comer  of  West  Roxbury,  north,  to  further  side  of 

Brighton  high-service  territory,  is  about  .       .       .       .7  miles 

From  same  point  in  West  Roxbury,  easterly,  to  Ashmont,  about    7  " 

From  Beacon  Hill,  south-west,  to  S.W.  line  of  West  Roxbury, 

is  about     .       .       .       .       .       .       .       .       .       .    9  '* 

From  Ashmont  to  Brighton  8  '* 


These  distances  will  assist  in  comprehending  the  magnitude 
of  the  territory  to  be  supplied. 

Before  considering  the  sources  from  which  the  supply  for 
the  high-service  may  be  obtained,  an  estimate  should  be  made 
of  the  quantity  of  water  needed  to  meet  the  demands  of  the 
future,  and  the  best  manner  of  distribution. 

The  present  daily  consumption  of  water  in  the  various 
sections  of  territory  supplied  by  the  high-service,  as  shown 
by  actual  measurements  with  the  Deacon  meter,  is  about  as 
follows :  — 

Beacon  Hill   600,000  gallons. 

South  Boston   200,000 

Roxbury   1,300,000 

Dorchester   300,000 

West  Roxbury   300,000 

Brighton   200,000 

Total     .   2,900,000 


The  Beacon-Hill  District  is  probably  about  as  densely  pop- 
ulated as  it  ever  will  be,  and  it  is  not  likely  that  the  con- 
sumption of  water  within  its  present  limits  will  ever  be  much 
increased ;  but,  by  reason  of  the  extension  of  the  high-ser- 
vice system  into  the  surrounding  territory,  to  supply  the 
high  buildings  now  being  erected  for  hotels,  business  and 
office  premises,  etc.,  it  must  be  assumed  that  the  ultimate 
consumption  in  this  district  will  be  double  that  of  the  present 
time. 

For  similar  reasons  the  same  assumption  should  be  made 
as  to  the  South  Boston  District. 

In  Roxbury  there  must  also  be  some  extension  of  the  high- 
service  beyond  its  present  limits,  and  this,  with  the  opening 
of  new  streets  throus^h  land  now  held  in  larofe  estates,  will 
make  it  probable  that  the  ultimate  wants  of  the  district  will 
require  a  supply  of  at  least  three  times  what  is  now  con- 
sumed. 

In  Dorchester,  West  Roxbury,  and  Brighton,  in  all  of 
which  many  of  the  existing  streets  are  now  unsupplied  with 
water,  and  in  which  there  are  still  large  tracts  not  yet  sub- 
divided and  open  for  habittition,  the  future  is  not  unlikely  to 
demand  five-fold  the  present  supply. 

Applying  these  factors  to  the  present  consumption,  the 
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following  approximate  estimate  of  the  ultimate  future  re- 
quireuients  of  the  district  supplied  by  the  high-service  is 
obtained  :  — 


Beacon  Hill   600,000  X  2  =  1,200,000  gallons. 

South  Boston   200,000  X  2  =    400,000  " 

Roxbury   1,300,000  X  3  =  3,900,000  - 

Dorchester   300,000  x  5      1,500,000  " 

West  Roxbury       ....     300,000  x5  =  1,500,000  " 
Brighton   200,000  x  5  =  1,000,000 


Total-   9,500,000 


It  may  therefore  be  assumed  that  the  high-service  of  the 
future  must  be  capable  of  supplying  about  10,000,000  gal- 
lons daily  ;  and  the  various  parts  of  the  works  should  be  so 
proportioned  and  located  as  to  receive  and  distribute  that 
amount  of  water. 

It  is  apparent  at  the  outset  that  there  is  no  accessible 
source  from  which  water  could  be  obtained  to  flow  by  gravi- 
tation to  the  height  necessary  to  supply  the  district  under 
consideration,  without  involving  very  expensive  work. 

Pumping  must  be  resorted  to.  As  has  been  already  noticed, 
about  seven-eighths  of  the  area  of  the  territory  to  be  supplied 
is  not  more  than  100  feet  above  its  lowest  point.  It  is  mani- 
festly undesirable  to  elevate  all  the  water  260  feet  or  more, 
when  an  elevation  of  100  feet  is  all  that  is  required  for  seven- 
eighths  of  the  water  used.  The  actual  disproportion  w^ould 
be  even  more  than  this,  as  the  lower  territory,  by  reason  of 
its  greater  accessibility,  will  always  remain  more  densely 
populated,  and  consequently  a  more  liberal  consumer  of  water, 
in  proportion  to  its  area,  than  the  higher. 

It  has  therefore  been  thouofht  advisable  to  divide  the  hi^fh- 
service,  and  to  consider  separate  methods  for  supplying  the 
subdivisions. 

Should  it  be  attempted  to  supply  the  entire  area  from  a 
single  point,  —  made  up  as  it  is  of  widely  separated  sections, 
—  it  would  involve  the  use  of  pipes  of  such  length  that  the 
obstruction  to  the  flow  of  the  water,  by  reason  of  the  friction 
in  the  pipes,  would  be  very  great,  and  the  delivery  at  distant 
points  much  restricted. 

This  obstruction  to  the  flow  could  only  be  avoided  by  the 
use  of  pipes  so  large  that  the  velocity  of  the  passage  of  water 
through  them  would  be  so  reduced  as  to  lessen  the  friction  ; 
but  the  cost  of  pipes  of  such  dimensions  would  be  serious, 
and  there  would  still  exist  a  liability  to  interruption  of  the 
supply,  should  the  reservoir,  for  any  cause,  be  thrown  out 
of  use. 
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It  is  preferable  to  increase  the  number  of  centres  of  distri- 
bution, and  thereby  permit  the  use  of  shorter,  smaller,  and 
less  costly  pipes  in  the  sub-districts,  and  obtain  a  greater 
degree  of  security  from  accident. 

The  only  point  within  the  city  limits  where  a  reservoir 
could  be  built  at  an  elevation  that  would  command  all  the 
high-service  district,  is  at  Bellevue  Hill,  in  West  Roxbury ; 
but  this  is  more  than  six  miles  distant  from  portions  of  Brigh- 
ton and  Dorchester,  and  seven  miles  from  Beacon  Hill.  The 
inclination  of  its  sides  is  such  as  to  prevent  the  construction 
thereon  of  a  reservoir  of  such  capacity  as  would  be  necessary 
even  for  one  of  a  series,  except  in  the  manner  that  will  be 
shown  further  on. 

Upon  examination  several  hills  have  been  found  in  West 
Roxbury,  Roxbury,  and  Brookline,  with  such  conformation 
of  surface  that  reservoirs  of  fair  storage  capacity  can  be  con- 
structed thereon,  at  elevations  of  from  200  to  250  feet  above 
datum. 

No  such  locations  exist  in  Dorchester  or  Brighton. 

The  following  is  a  brief  enumeration  and  consideration  of 
these  possible  sites  :  — 

In  West  Roxbury,  near  the  angle  between  Brookline  and 
Newton,  is  a  hill  of  suitable  elevation  ;  but  its  location  near 
the  extreme  boundary  of  the  district,  together  with  the  fact 
of  its  occupation  by  a  cemetery,  caused  its  dismissal  from 
consideration. 

There  are  also  two  hills  in  West  Roxbury  lying  north  of 
South  street,  and  on  the  easterly  and  westerly  sides  of  Church 
street,  which,  from  their  elevation,  might  be  eligible,  but 
w^hich  have  too  much  inclination  of  surface  to  permit  the 
economical  construction  of  reservoirs  of  desirable  size. 

South-easterly  from  these,  and  north-easterly  from  Bellevue 
Hill,  are  the  Clarendon  Hills,  upon  the  most  northerly  of 
which  has  been  found  a  location  whereon  might  be  constructed 
a  reservoir  of  8,000,000  or  10,000,000  gallon  capacity,  with 
an  elevation  of  water  surface  of  220  feet  above  datum. 

Northward  from  this  site,  and  just  south  of  the  Bussey 
Park,  is  Peters  Hill,  upon  which  it  is  found  that  a  reservoir 
of  15,000,000  gallons  capacity,  and  a  water-surface  elevation 
of  220  feet  above  datum,  might  be  built. 

An  examination  of  the  West  Roxbury  park  shows  that  the 
entire  territory  is  too  low  for  the  location  of  a  reservoir  for 
the  high-service  ;  its  highest  point  being  but  186  feet  above 
mean  high  tide,  and  some  parts  more  than  100  feet 
lower. 

Parker  Hill,  in  Roxbury,  has  already  been  utilized  by  the 
construction  thereon  of  a  reservoir  of  about  7,000,000  gal- 
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Ions  capacity,  with  a  water-surface  elevation  of  about  220 
feet  above  datum. 

In  Brookline  there  are  several  hills  of  sufficient  elevation. 
Much  of  the  central  and  western  portion  of  the  town  is  too 
high.  Corey's  and  Aspinwall's  Hills  are  found  not  to  be 
adapted  to  the  purpose  under  consideration. 

Upon  both  sides  of  the  valley  through  which  the  aqueduct 
of  the  Boston  Water- Works  passes  from  the  Chestnut-Hill 
reservoir  to  the  Brookline  reservoir,  the  ground  is  of  suitable 
elevation,  and  otherwise  well  adapted  for  reservoir  purposes. 

It  is  believed  that  there  are  no  other  points  than  have  been 
here  indicated,  suitable  for  the  location  of  reservoirs  for  the 
Boston  high-service. 

The  conformation  of  the  ground  would,  there foi'e,  seem 
to  offer  locations  for  reservoirs  in  three  districts :  West 
Roxbury,  Roxbury  (Parker  Hill),  and  Brookline. 

It  is  desirable,  in  order  to  have  a  constant  load  upon  the 
pumps,  that  they  should  work  directly  into  one  reservoir, 
from  which  the  water  could  flow  by  gravitation  to  the  other 
two.  Which  one  of  the  three  should  be  selected  as  the  re- 
ceiving reservoir?  It  cannot  be  the  Parker-Hill  reservoir, 
for  this,  while  the  smallest,  has  no  preponderance  of  eleva- 
tion from  which  the  water  could  flow  to  the  others. 

If  a  location  in  West  Roxbury  be  considered,  from  whence 
could  the  supply  be  derived?  The  most  natural  source  for 
examination  is  the  Charles  river.  Careful  examiners  have 
shown  the  probability  that  the  population  along  the  borders 
of  the  river  from  South  Natick  down  to  its  mouth  would,  at 
no  distant  day,  so  seriously  pollute  the  water  as  to  render 
it  undesirable  for  domestic  use.  If  works  should  be  con- 
structed for  the  collection  and  storage  of  the  waters  of  the 
river  above  South  Natick  they  would  be  pumped  into  the 
present  conduit,  and  flow  into  the  Chestnut-Hill  reservoir, 
and,  therefore,  be  available  for  pumping  into  a  reservoir 
located  in  Brookline,  but  not  for  one  in  West  Roxbury. 

Brookline  obtains  its  supply  from  galleries  constructed 
near  the  banks  of  Charles  river,  and  situated  within  the  ter- 
ritory of  West  Roxbury.  The  water  in  many  similar  cases 
has  been  shown  not  to  be  obtained  to  any  great  extent  by 
filtration  from  the  river,  but  mostly  from  subterranean 
springs,  or  in  transit,  from  the  higher  ground  upon  which  it 
fell  as  rain,  towards  the  river;  to  be  water  hept  or  diverted 
from  the  river,  but  not  extracted  from  it. 

The  possible  quantity  to  be  derived  from  such  a  source  is 
therefore  limited  by  the  extent  of  the  water-shed  that  feeds 
it,  and  by  the  obstruction  which  the  earth  offers  to  the  per- 
colation of  water  through  it.    The  filter  or  gathering  galler- 
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ies  of  the  Brookline  Water- Works  have  been  largely  extended 
since  their  original  construction,  and  will  probably,  at  no 
distant  day,  gather  all  the  water  procurable  by  such  means 
in  that  vicinity. 

This  makes  it  evident  that  it  would  be  impossible  to  de- 
rive the  10,000,000  gallons  needed  for  the  Boston  high- 
service  from  such  a  source,  and  disposes  of  the  necessity  of 
considering  West  Roxbury  as  the  location  for  a  receiving 
reservoir,  leaving  Brookline  as  the  only  place  where  it  can 
be  placed. 

Here  the  Chestnut-Hill  reservoir  at  once  presents  itself  as 
the  readiest  an<l  most  desirable  source  of  supply,  and  this, 
too,  independent  of  the  question  as  to  whence  the  water  is 
originally  derived;  for,  as  has  been  before  indicated,  if  the 
Charles-river  water  be  taken  above  South  Natick,  it  would 
be  conveyed  to  Chestnut- Hill  reserv^oir,  and  the  same  would 
probably  be  true  if  it  came  from  any  of  the  numerous  other 
distant  sources  north  of  the  Charles-river  valley,  which  have 
from  time  to  time  been  suggested  for  the  supply  of  Boston. 

It  would  seem  most  advantageous,  for  various  reasons,  to 
locate  the  pumping-machinery  at  Chestnut-Hill  reservoir. 

There  the  supply  would  be  unlimited,  and  could  be  ob- 
tained Avithout  in  any  way  interfering  with  the  efficiency  of 
any  of  the  pipes  now  in  use  for  conveying  the  water  from 
the  reservoir  to  the  city  or  to  other  reservoirs.  It  could  be 
so  arranged  as  to  be  drawn  either  from  the  reservoir  direct 
or  from  either  the  Cochituate  or  Sudbury-river  conduits ; 
while  if  the  machinery  were  to  be  located  upon  the  conduit 
between  the  Chestuut-HjU  and  Brookline  reservoirs,  the 
entire  supply  would  have  to  be  diverted  from  the  latter^  and 
its  efficiency  thereby  much  impaired. 

A  location  is  already  owned  by  the  city  at  the  Chestnut- 
Hill  reservoir,  where  coal  can  be  delivered  directly  upon  the 
ground  by  the  cars  of  the  Brookline  branch  of  the  B.  &  A. 
Railroad. 

It  has  been  mentioned  that  there  are  eligible  sites  for  a 
receiving  reservoir  on  both  sides  of  the  aqueduct  from  the 
Chestnut-Hill  reservoir  to  that  in  Brookline. 

Four  such  sites  have  received  the  consideration  of  the 
Commission. 

Two  lie  to  the  northward  and  two  to  the  southward  of  the 
aqueduct. 

For  either  of  the  latter  the  most  direct  location  for  the 
supply  pipe  from  the  pumps  would  be  through  Reservoir 
lane.  This  would  involve  considerable  rock  excavation  and 
some  passage  across  private  laud.  The  site  upon  the  Lyman 
estate  is  at  a  suitable  elevation  ;  but  there  are  indications  that 
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considerable  expensive  work  would  be  required  in  the  con- 
struction. 

In  the  case  of  the  Cabot  estate,  although  the  surface  has 
less  inclination  than  upon  the  location  just  considered,  and  it 
is  probable  that  fewer  difficulties  of  construction  would  be 
encountered,  its  situation  would  require  a  somewhat  circui- 
tous pipe-line  of  increased  length  ;  and  the  land,  not  being  in 
the  market,  but  held  by  the  owner  for  his  own  use,  could 
probably  only  be  obtained  by  seizure,  and  at  a  very  consider- 
able expense.  If  either  of  these  two  sites  were  to  be  adopted 
a  special  connecting  main  for  the  Brighton  high-service 
would  have  to  be  laid  from  the  pumping-station  to  Brighton 
street. 

The  two  sites  alluded  to,  lying  to  the  northward  of  the 
aqueduct,  between  the  Chestnut  Hill  and  Brookline  reser- 
voirs, are  both  upon  Fisher  Hill,  and  could  be  reached  by  a 
force  main,  laid  north-easterly  from  the  proposed  pumping- 
station,  across  land  now  the  property  of  the  city,  to  Brighton 
street,  and  thence  along  Brighton  street  and  Fisher  avenue 
to  the  summit  of  the  hill,  throwing  oft'  a  branch  northwest- 
ward along  Brighton  street  to  connect  with  the  Brighton 
distributing  pipes  already  laid,  at  a  point  only  800  feet  distant. 

Upon  the  north-easterly  side  of  Fisher  avenue,  at  the  sum- 
mit of  Fisher  Hill,  is  the  low-service  reservoir  of  the  Brook- 
line  Water-Works,  and  beyond  this  is  the  Whyte  estate,  —  the 
third  of  the  sites  examined  for  the  proposed  Boston  reservoir. 
The  conformation  of  the  ground  available  here,  it  requiring 
the  reservoir  to  be  long  and  narrow,  and  consequently  of 
more  expensive  construction  than  would  be  necessary  with  a 
more  compact  form  for  the  same  capacity,  caused  the  com- 
mission to  dismiss  this  site  from  further  consideration. 

Upon  the  south-westerly  side  of  Fisher  avenue  is  a  tract  of 
land  that  seems  to  possess  greater  advantages  for  the  pur- 
pose under  discussion  than  any  of  the  other  sites  examined. 
It  borders  upon  Fisher  avenue,  and  the  force  main  from  the 
pumps,  and  the  supply  main  from  the  reservoir  toward  Boston, 
can  enter  and  leave  it  without  passing  upon  private  ground. 

The  conformation  of  the  surface  is  such  that  a  reservoir  of 
15,000,000  gallons  capacity,  with  a  high- water  surface  at 
an  elevation  of  about  240  feet  above  datum  and  120  feet 
above  water-surface  of  Chestnut-Hill  reservoir,  could  be 
constructed  ;  and  test-pits,  dug  at  numerous  points  upon  this 
site  show  that  but  little,  if  any,  rock  excavation  is  to  be  ex- 
pected, and  that  the  earth  is  of  such  a  nature  as  to  make 
excellent  material  for  the  construction  of  the  embankments. 

From  an  engineering  point  of  view  the  Commission  con- 
siders this  the  most  eligil)le  of  any  of  the  Brookline  sites 
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examined,  and  unhesitatingly  recommends  tliat  a  reservoir 
be  constructed  thereon. 

From  a  reservoir  located  here  water  would  flow  by  gravi- 
tation to  the  Parker-Hill  reservoir,  and  also  to  one  on  either 
of  the  two  available  sites  mentioned  in  West  Roxbury. 

But  examination  shows  that  Peters  Hill  is  about  6,600 
feet  nearer  than  Clarendon  Hill,  thereby  saving  that  length 
of  main  pipe  ;  that  it  is  just  as  much  nearer  to  Parker  Hill, 
and  consequently  better  able  to  take  the  place  of  the  reser- 
voir thereon  in  case  it  should  be  necessary  to  throw  it 
temporarily  out  of  use  ;  and  that  it  is  nearly  equidistant  from 
the  extremes  of  the  territory  that  it  would  directly  supply, 
i.e.,  West  Roxbury,  near  Charles  river,  and  Ashmt)nt,  in 
Dorchester. 

Its  conformation  is  also  adapted  to  the  economical  con- 
struction of  a  reservoir  of  15,000,000  gallons  capacity,  while 
that  of  Clarendon  Hill  would  only  admit  of  one  considerably 
smaller.  The  additional  capacity  for  storage  is  certainly 
desirable,  and  the  fact  that  the  ownership  of  the  land  on 
Peters  Hill  is  vested  in  the  authorities  of  Harvard  College 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Bussey  will,  which  prevent  them 
from  selling  it,  makes  it  impossil)le  for  any  one  to  acquire 
the  land  with  a  view  of  speculating  upon  the  requirements 
of  the  city. 

Stone,  well  adapted  for  the  paving  of  the  embankment 
slopes,  is  obtainable  in  the  immediate  vicinity,  and  it  is 
quite  near  to  a  station  on  the  Dedham  branch  of  the  Provi- 
dence Railroad,  making  it  easy  to  bring  any  necessary 
materials  from  a  distance. 

The  6,600  feet  of  main  pipe  necessary  to  reach  to  Claren- 
don Hill  would  not  cost  less  than  $30,000. 

After  a  careful  examination  of  these  two  sites  the  Com- 
mission recommends  that  Peters  Hill  be  acquired  by  the 
city  for  the  location  of  the  third  reservoir  of  the  high-Service 
system. 

The  most  eligible  route  for  the  supply  pipe  from  the  re- 
ceiving^ reservoir  on  Fisher  Hill  to  the  two  distributins^ 
reservoirs  on  Parker  and  Peters  Hill,  is  through  Fisher 
avenue  to  the  Brookline  reservoir  of  Boston  Water- Works ; 
thence  across  the  land  of  the  city  containing  that  reservoir, 
and  through  Warren  and  Cottage  streets,  to  the  junction  of 
Prince  and  Perkins  streets,  in  Jamaica  Plain,  near  the 
Brookline  line ;  there  dividing  and  sending  a  branch  to  each 
of  the  distributing  reservoirs, — the  branch  to  Parker  Hill, 
passing  through  Perkins  and  Day  streets,  and  the  Peters- 
Hill  branch,  passing  through  Prince,  Bond,  Eliot,  and  South 
streets  to  the  southerly  entrance  of  Bussey  park ;  thence 
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across  the  park  to  the  junction  of  Centre  and  Bussey  streets, 
following  the  valley  of  the  l)rook,  and  thence  through  Walter 
street  to  Peters  Hill. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  force  mains  from  the  pumping- 
station  to  the  Fisher-Hill  receiving  reservoir  be  30  inches 
in  diameter ;  that  the  supply  main  from  the  receiving  reser- 
voir to  the  junction  of  Prince  and  Perkins  streets  be  also 
30  inches  in  diameter,  and  that  the  branch  mains  thence 
to  the  distributing  reservoirs  be  each  24  inches  in  diameter; 
also  that  the  branch  from  the  force  main  for  the  supply  of 
Brighton  be  16  inches  in  diameter.  The  propriety  of  these 
dimensions  may  be  shown  as  follows  :  — 

A  supply  of  10,000,000  gallons  daily  has  been  assumed  as 
necessary  to  meet  the  ultimate  requirements  of  the  high- 
service. 

If  the  pumps  be  run  at  that  rate  the  frictional  resistance 
of  the  pipe  would  be  equivalent  to  an  addition  of  about  5 
feet  to  the  actual  head  pumped  against. 

But  if  it  should  be  deemed  desirable  to  run  the  pumps 
only  12  hours,  instead  of  continuously,  the  additional  head 
due  to  friction  would  auiount  to  about  20  feet. 

The  pumps  should  therefore  be  designed  to  pump  against 
a  head  of  at  least  140  feet. 

Ten  million  ^allons  would  flow  throu^^h  a  30  inch  pipe 
from  Fisher  Hill  to  the  junction  of  Prince  and  Perkins 
streets,  with  a  loss  of  head  of  about  7  feet;  and  if 
5,000,000  gallons  were  to  flow  from  that  point  into  each 
of  the  distributing  reservoirs,  through  24-inch  pipes,  the 
additional  head  lost  would  be  about  7  feet  to  Parker  Hill 
and  about  12  feet  to  Peters  Hill. 

This  ^vould  give  5,000,000  gallons  delivered  at  Parker 
Hill,  with  a  total  loss  of  head  of  7  -(-  7  =  14  feet,  and  the  same 
quantity  at  Peters  Hill  with  a  total  loss  of  head  of  7  -[-  12 
=  19  feet. 

The  actual  elevation  of  the  water  in  the  receiving  reservoir 
being  20  feet  higher  than  that  in  the  distributing  reservoirs, 
the  sizes  proposed  for  the  supply  pipes  are  manifestly  ade- 
quate for  their  purpose. 

If  the  third  reservoir  were  to  be  located  on  Clarendon 
Hill  the  additional  length  of  supply  main  would  cause  an 
additional  loss  of  about  5  feet  of  head,  or  a  total  from  the 
receiving  reservoir  of  about  24  feet,  thus  showing  that  the 
5,000,000  gallons  could  not  be  delivered  there  without  the 
use  of  larger-sized  pipes. 

If  an  arc  of  a  circle  be  drawn  with  Parker  Hill  as  a  centre 
and  a  radius  of  31  miles,  it  would  include  the  high-service 
districts  at  Beacon  Hill,  South  Boston,  Meeting-house  Hill 
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in  Dorchester,  and  Peters  Hill  in  West  Eoxbury ;  and  a 
similar  arc,  drawn  with  Peters  Hill  as  the  centre,  would  em- 
brace nearly  all  of  the  West  Roxbury  high-service  territory,- 
all  of  Dorchester  except  Ashmont  and  the  part  lying  north 
of  Mount  Bowdoin,  about  half  of  the  Eoxbury  high-service, 
and  Parker  Hill.  The  extremes  of  the  districts  are  there- 
fore about  equidistant  from  their  respective  centres  of  dis- 
tribution, and  the  larger  portion  of  Eoxbury,  Dorchester, 
and  Jamaica  Plain  is  about  equally  commanded  by  both 
reservoirs.  These  facts  will  be  of  use  in  the  consideration 
of  the  distribution  S3^stem. 

In  the  construction  of  the  pumping-machinery  it  is  ad- 
visable to  provide  beforehand  for  the  needs  of  the  future. 
Large  pumps  are  relatively  cheaper  in  first  cost  and  more 
economical  in  their  action,  than  small  ones,  and  it  is  there- 
fore considered  desirable  to  secure  now  one  pump  that  shall 
be  capable  of  elevating  the  entire  ultimate  supply.  But,  in 
order  to  ensure  safety  in  case  of  any  temporary  interruption 
to  this  machine,  an  auxiliary  pump  is  desirable.  As  it  will 
be  several  years  before  the  ultimate  supply  will  be  required, 
the  large  pump  will  be  able  to  do  the  entire  duty  without 
being  constantly  in  operation,  and  in  case  of  accident  its 
work  could  be  done  by  a  smaller  machine,  operating  more 
hours  per  day.  Hence  present  cost  might  be  saved  by  the 
purchase  of  a  smaller  engine  as  an  auxiliary,  which  could 
be  supplemented  by  a  third  engine  when  it  may  be  found 
necessary. 

The  Commission  therefore,  for  the  reasons  before  stated, 
approves  the  general  design  of  the  proposed  extension  of 
the  high-service  for  which  the  City  Council  has  appropriated 
$766,000,  and  recommends  that  the  city  proceed  at  once  to 
construct  the  foUowingnamed  work  :  — 

A  pumping-station  upon  ground  of  the  city  at  Chestnut- 
Hill  reservoir,  consisting  of  an  engine-house  large  enough  for 
the  reception  of  three  pumps,  with  the  necessary  wells  for 
supplying  the  same,  and  suitable  boiler  and  coal- houses,  — 

Also  one  pumping-engine  capable  of  raising  10,000,000 
gallons  daily  into  a  reservoir  120  feet  above  the  source  of 
supply,  and  one  engine  of  one-half  that  capacity,  — 

A  force  main  30  inches'  diameter  leading  from  the  pumps 
to  the  receiving  reservoir,  and  located  on  ground  of  the 
city,  — 

And  in  public  streets  as  before  described, — 
A  receiving  reservoir  of  15,000,000  gallons  capacity,  with 
its  Avater  surface  about  240  feet  above  tide-marsh  level,  and 
located  on  Fisher  Hill,  Brookline,  with  all  necessary  gate- 
houses and  other  appurtenances,  — 
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A  supply  main  of  30  inches'  diameter  passing  through 
Brookline,  by  the  route  before  set  forth,  to  the  junction  of 
Prince  and  Perkins  streets,  in  Jamaica  Plain, — 

And  a  branch  main  of  24  inches,  diameter  from  the  junc- 
tion of  Prince  and  Perkins  streets  to  Parker-Hill  reservoir, 
by  the  route  before  described. 

The  Commission  presents  the  following

The  Commission  also  offers  the  following  estimate  of  cost

About  400,000  feet  of  land  will  be  required  on  Peters 
Hill.  This,  being  held  under  the  peculiar  restrictions  before 
alluded  to,  is  assessed  at  the  rate  of  |  per  cent,  per  foot. 

Even  were  these  restrictions  removed,  the  lack  of  water 
upon  the  hill  would  probably  prevent  its  having  a  value  of 
more  than  3  cents  per  foot. 

The  Commission  therefore  estimates  the  cost  of  the  land 
at  $12,000. 

It  is  unnecessary  to  even  bond  this  land  at  present,  as  it 
cannot  pass  out  of  the  hands  of  the  present  owners  to  any 
private  party.    It  may,  therefore,  be  left  undisturbed  until 
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the  wants  of  the  city  call  for  the  construction  of  the  reser- 
voir. 

The  Commission  would  recommend  that  the  24-inch  main 
from  Prince  and  Perkins  streets  to  the  Forest-Hills  station  be 
laid  so  as  to  be  completed  as  soon  as  the  Fisher-Hill  reser- 
voir is  ready  for  operation,  and  that  it  be  connected  at  For- 
est-Hills station  with  the  distributing  mains  now  laid  in  Wash- 
ington, Walk  Hill,  and  Morton  streets,  —  thereby  bringing 
those  mains  under  pressure  from  the  Fisher-Hill  reservoir, 
and  giving  to  West  Roxbury  and  Dorchester  all  the  water 
that  they  will  need  for  the  present. 

When  additional  supply  is  needed,  the  24-inch  main  can 
be  continued  to  Peters  Hill,  and  through  Walter  street,  to 
connect  directly  with  the  South-street  main. 

The  construction  of  the  reservoir  itself  may  possibly  be 
still  further  postponed. 

The  proposed  extension  of  the  24-inch  pipe  to  the  Forest- 
Hills  station,  with  the  connections  there,  could  be  made  at  an 
estimated  cost  of  $71,500,  and  the  Commission  recommends 
the  appropriation  of  $75,000  for  that  purpose. 

West  Eoxbury  High-Service. 

As  has  been  before  stated,  about  1,500  acres  of  the  high- 
service  territory  lie  at  an  elevation  greater  than  170  feet 
above  tide-marsh  level.  About  100  acres  comprise  various 
isolated  points,  each  of  but  few  acres  in  extent,  and  all  being 
less  than  200  feet  above  datum,  and,  therefore,  capable  of 
supply  from  the  general  high-service. 

About  300  acres  are  upon  the  hills  to  the  westward  of  the 
Bussey  park,  and  near  the  Brookline  line.  The  estates  situ- 
ated within  this  area  are  few  in  number,  but  of  considerable 
value.  The  elevation  reaches  as  high  as  290  feet  above 
datum. 

It  is  believed  that  the  most  feasible  way  of  obtaining  a 
water  supply  for  this  district  would  be  by  laying  pipes  to 
connect  with  the  high-service  of  the  Brookline  Water- Works, 
which  has  a  water-surface  elevation  of  360  feet  at  its  stand- 
pipe. 

From  1,000  to  1,100  acres  of  this  most  elevated  territory 
lies  upon  Bellevue,  Clarendon,  and  other  hills  in  West  Rox- 
bury, and  considerable  of  this  is  wild  land,  that  is  not  likely 
to  be  used  for  habitation  for  many  years,  if  ever. 

Pipes  are  now  laid  through  this  territory  to  a  considerable 
extent,  but,  by  reason  of  the  distance  from  the  present  source 
of  supply  (Parker  Hill),  the  quantity  of  water  obtainable  is 
quite  limited,  and  the  head  very  much  reduced.    Tests  made 
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at  the  hydrants  at  the  extreme  end  of  the  pipes  laid  in 
Believue  and  Mt.  Vernon  streets  showed  a  pressure  of  but 
five  pounds  in  the  former  and  two  pounds  in  the  latter,  indi- 
cating that  the  water  would  not  rise  more  than  11|  and  41^ 
feet  above  the  surfoce  in  these  instances,  and  would  be 
virtually  useless  as  a  protection  against  fire. 

There  is  general  complaint  in  the  vicinity  of  the  inadequacy 
of  the  water-supply. 

Many  takers  can  obtain  water  only  at  night,  storing  it  in 
tanks  for  use  during  the  day.  Building  is  prevented  by  the 
lack  of  water  in  locations  otherwise  very  desirable.  A  com- 
munication quite  numerously  signed  by  residents  of  the 
neighborhood,  and  asking  attention  to  their  grievances,  was 
received  by  the  Commission.  Verbal  testimony  of  similar 
import  was  also  given  by  several  gentlemen. 

In  order  to  provide  an  ample  supply  of  water  for  all  of  this 
elevated  region,  and  with  a  pressure  adequate  for  protection 
against  fire,  the  Commission  recommends  that  two  steam- 
pumps  be  procured  and  located  near  the  junction  of  Washing- 
ton street  and  Metropolitan  avenue,  in  a  suitable  house  to  be 
built  for  that  purpose  ;  that  the  pumps  take  water  from  the 
end  of  the  12-inch  pipe  now  laid  in  Washington  street  to 
Dudley  avenue;  that  this  12-inch  pipe  be  continued  along 
Washington  street  to  a  point  1,800  feet  south-west  of  Beach 
street,  and  thence  north-westerly  over  land  now  private 
property,  to  the  summit  of  Believue  Hill,  where  a  small  lot 
of  land  is  now  held  by  the  city  for  park  purposes ;  thence  in 
Believue  street,  as  now  laid  out,  to  Martin  street ;  and  thence 
through  Martin  and  Park  streets  to  connect  with  the  12-inch 
pipe  now  laid  in  Park  street. 

Then  disconnect  the  pipes  now  laid  in  Believue,  Mt. 
Vernon,  and  Corey  streets  from  the  Centre-street  main,  and 
insert  a  new  connection  from  Believue  to  Mt.  Vernon  street, 
and  from  Park  to  Corey  street.  By  these  connections  the 
pumps  could  operate  directly  into  the  distribution  pipes 
now  imperfectly  supplying  the  high  grounds  of  West  Rox- 
bury. 

To  provide  a  sufficient  quantity  of  water  in  an  emergency 
it  is  further  recommended  by  the  Commission  that  an  iron 
tank  or  reservoir  be  constructed  upon  the  city's  land  at  the 
summit  of  Believue  Hill,  and  connected  with  the  pipe  before 
proposed;  this  tank  to  have  a  capacity  of  110,000  gallons, 
and  to  be  enclosed  within  and  protected  by  a  building  so  de- 
signed as  to  serve  as  an  observatory,  from  which  may  be  had 
the  most  extended  view  of  the  surrounding  country  that  is 
attainable  within  the  limits  of  the  city. 

Such  an  observatory  was  one  of  the  purposes  contemplated 
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when  the  site  came  into  the  possession  of  the  city,  and  the 
structure  could  be  made  an  ornamental  feature  of  the  land- 
scape, while  fulfilling  the  utilitarian  purpose  of  its  construc- 
tion. 

The  size  of  this  reservoir  has  been  designed  so  as  to  fur- 
nish all  the  water  that  could  be  thrown  by  four  steam  fire- 
engines  in  one  hour.  No  larger  number  of  engines  will  ever 
be  liable  to  be  brought  to  act  upon  a  fire  in  this  district,  and 
any  building  now  standing,  or  liable  to  be  built  within  the 
district,  would  either  be  entirely  consumed,  or  the  fire  extin- 
guished within  that  period  of  time. 

The  isolation  of  buildings  in  the  district  makes  it  improb- 
able that  fire  would  be  communicated  from  one  to  another ; 
but  even  should  it  do  so,  steam  could  be  raised  and  the 
pumps  set  at  work  within  that  time.  An  indicator,  automatic 
in  its  action,  should  be  provided,  to  show  at  the  pump  the 
amount  of  water  in  the  reservoir  at  any  time. 

The  construction  of  this  reservoir  will  furnish  water  in 
ample  quantity  to  any  point  within  the  district,  by  simply 
laying  the  connecting  pipes  to  any  neighborhood  requiring  a 
supply.

The  annual  cost  of  operation  would  probably  not  exceed 
$3,000. 

The  distributing  system  of  the  high-service  district  has 
been  carefully  examined  into,  and  with  certain  additions, 
which  are  indicated  in  detail  upon  the  map  herewith  sub- 
mitted, will  suflice  to  deliver  a  supply  of  water  to  the  entire 
territory,  adequate  for  security  against  fire  and  for  domestic 
purposes,  not  only  now,  but  in  the  future. 

The  foreofoinof  considerations  and  conclusions  have  been

submitted  and  explained  to  three  engineers,  eminent  in  their 
profession,  and  their  report  thereon  is  hereunto  appended. 
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The  Commission  desires  to  acknowledge  its  indebtedness 
to  the  City  Engineer's  Department  for  valuable  information 
and  assistance,  and  for  courtesies  rendered.

Sir,  —  In  compliance  with  your  instructions  to  consult 
with  the  Special  Commission  appointed  to  report  upon  the 
high-service  supply,  we  have  visited  with  its  members  the 
district  to  be  supplied,  and,  after  giving  careful  considera- 
tion to  the  subject  and  examining  the  report  and  maps  of  the 
Commission,  we  beg  to  report  as  follows  :  — 

The  district  to  be  ultimately  covered  by  the  high-service 
system  being  much  the  larger  portion  of  the  territory  now 
supplied  from  the  Cochituate  and  Sudbury  works,  it  is  im- 
portant, as  suggested  in  your  communication  to  the  City 
Council  of  June  15,  that  the  system  which  may  now  be 
adopted  shall  be  such  that,  while  the  portion  to  be  built  for 
the  needs  of  the  present  and  of  the  near  future  may  be  built 
at  reasonable  cost,  the  same  system  by  successive  enlarge- 
ments may  be  made  to  meet  the  wants  of  an  increasing 
population,  however  large  that  population  may  become  in  the 
future. 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  a  supply  from  Charles  river, 
whether  obtained  directly  or  through  the  Brookline  works, 
cannot  be  recommended,  and  we  agree  with  the  conclusions 
of  the  Commissioners'  report :  — 

1st.  That  the  Chestnut-Hill  reservoir  is  the  most  advisable 
source  of  supply. 

2d.  That  the  water  should  be  pumped  therefrom  into  a 
reservoir  located  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  pumps,  and  that 
the  most  favorable  location  for  such  a  reservoir  is  Fisher 
Hill,  as  it  is  the  most  available  centre  of  distribution  for  the 
Brighton  District,  and  affords  facilities  for  building  a  reservoir 
of  the  desired  capacity  and  elevation. 

3d.  That  economy  and  efficiency  require  the  division  of 
the  territory  to  be  supplied  into  sub-districts,  with  a  reservoir 
for  each  as  a  centre  of  distribution.  The  Parker-Hill  reser- 
voir is  a  good  centre  for  Beacon  Hill,  South  Boston,  Rox- 
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bury,  and  the  northern  portions  of  West  Roxbury  and  Dor- 
chester. Peters  Hill  is  favorably  located  for  a  reservoir  to 
command  the  southern  parts  of  West  Roxbury  and  Dorches- 
ter, and,  as  before  stated,  Fisher  Hill  is  the  most  available 
site  for  a  reservoir  to  command  the  Brighton  District. 

4th.  That  it  is  advisable  to  provide  a  separate  system  of 
high-service  for  the  small  areas  in  West  Roxbury  above  ele- 
vation 170. 

Althouo^h  we  have  not  been  able  to  review  with  care  the 
estimates  of  the  cost  presented  by  the  Commissioners,  we  are 
of  opinion,  from  our  general  knowledge  of  the  conditions, 
that  the  works  recommended  can  be  built  for  the  sum  esti- 
mated.

REPORT 

OF  THE 

COMMITTEE  ON  RAILROADS 

ON  THE  8UB.JECT  OF 

HORSE-CAR  BLOCKADES. 


In  Board  of  Aldermen,  Sept.  14,  1885. 

The  Committee  on  Railroads,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
portion  of  the  Mayor's  address  that  related  to  horse-car 
blockades  in  the  public  streets,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  fol- 
lowing 

REPORT. 

His  Honor  Mayor  O'Brien,  in  his  inaugural  address 
(p.  62),  says,  "I  cannot  help  feeling  that  the  numerous  cars, 
many  of  them  empty,  that  block  up  Washington  street,  from 
Cornhill  to  Boylston  Market,  have  become  a  public  nuisance, 
interfere  with  public  travel,  and  should  be  abated." 

The  Committee  have  given  the  subject  their  careful  atten- 
tion, and  have  devoted  much  time  to  devising  some  compre- 
hensive scheme  of  running  the  cars  in  our  city,  whereby  the 
streets  might  be  relieved  from  blockades  during  the  busy  por- 
tions of  the  day,  and  public  travel,  at  the  same  time,  be 
properly  accommodated.  The  difficulties  under  which  the 
Committee  have  labored  will  be  appreciated  in  view  of  the 
fact ^  that  the  interests  of  several  competing  horse-railroad 
companies  had  to  be  considered  and  fairly  dealt  with,  as  far 
as  possible. 
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The  various  companies  have  naturally  desired  the  privilege 
of  running  their  cars  on  Washington  street,  as  it  is  the  great 
thoroughfare  of  travel,  both  north  and  south,  and  traverses 
every  business  centre  of  the  city.  Locations  have  been 
granted  to  the  railroads,  one  after  another,  until  the  street 
is  now  overcrowded  and  oftentimes  impassable  on  account 
of  the  excessive  and  unreasonable  number  of  cars  that 
are  turned  into  it,  particularly,  as  the  Mayor  states, 
between  Boylston  street  and  Cornhill.  This  portion 
of  Washington  street,  therefore,  being  the  principal  seat 
of  the  troubles  complained  of,  has  received  the  greater 
part  of  the  Committee's  attention,  and  they  have  en- 
deavored to  devise  a  plan  for  its  relief  by  diverting  a  por- 
tion of  the  horse-car  travel  therein  to  adjacent  or  parallel 
streets.  . 

It  was  soon  ascertained,  however,  that  any  plan,  having 
for  its  object  the  relief  of  Washington  street,  would  affect, 
in  a  greater  or  less  degree,  the  entire  horse-car  system  of  the 
city,  for  the  reason  that  most  of  the  lines  of  the  various  com- 
panies were  run  upon  this  "  enchanted  ground."  In  prose- 
cuting their  labors  the  Committee  have  invited  and  received 
the  cooperation  of  the  several  horse-railroad  presidents,  and 
have  found  them  generally  disposed  to  carry  out  their  sug- 
o^estions  reo^ardinj?  chanofes  of  routes  and  in  the  runnino^  of 
cars. 

The  plan  as  here  presented,  although  imperfect  in  many 
respects,  and  incomplete  in  detail,  will,  when  carried  into 
effect,  afford  substantial  relief  from  the  trouble  and  annoyance 
to  which  our  travelling  public  have  been  so  long  subjected. 
It  will  be  seen  that  it  calls  for  a  number  of  additional  tracks. 
The  work  of  laying  these  tracks  has  been  entered  upon  al- 
ready, to  be  sure,  but  it  is  still  incomplete,  and  until  this 
work  is  finished  it  will  be  readily  understood  that  the  plan 
cannot  be  carried  into  full  operation.  The  Committee  have 
determined  to  report  it  at  tliis  time,  however,  as  a  de- 
sirable plan  to  adopt. 

The  new  tracks  contemplated  are  the  following  :  — 

1.  A  new  track  to  be  laid,  beginning  at  Warren  street, 
and  extendino^  throuo:h  Harrison  avenue  to  Essex  street, 
making  a  continuous  double  track  in  Harrison  avenue  ;  said 
tracks  to  be  ^connected  by  suitable  curves  with  the  present 
tracks  in  Warren,  Dudley,  and  Eustis  streets. 

2.  A  new  track  to  be  laid  in  Essex  street,  extending 
through  to  Kingston  street,  there  connecting  by  a  curve  with 
the  present  track  in  Kingston  street,  and  connecting  by  a 
curve  with  the  tracks  in  Harrison  avenue. 

3.  A  new  track  to  be  laid  in  Otis  street,  connecting  with 
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the  westerly  carve  of  the  present  track  in  Kingston  street, 
and  extending  through  Otis  street  to  Franklin  street ;  there 
connecting  with  the  track  in  Franklin  street  by  a  double 
curve. 

4.  ^  A  new  track  to  be  laid  in  Franklin  street,  from  Federal 
to  Hawley  street,  connecting  with  the  present  tracks  in 
Federal  and  Hawley  streets  by  a  double  curve  ;  making  a 
double  track  in  Frankbn  street,  from  Hawley  to  Federal 
street. 

5.  A  new  track  to  be  laid  in  Congress  street  and  Post- 
Office  square,  beginning  in  Post-Office  square  at  a  point 
opposite  the  Post-Office,  there  connecting  with  the  present 
tracks  in  the  square,  and  extending  through  Congress  street 
to  State  street,  across  State  street  to  Devonshire  street, 
through  Devonshire  street  and  Adams  square  to  Washington 
street,  there  to  connect  with  the  present  tracks  in  Washing- 
ton street ;  making  a  double  track  from  Post-Office  square  to 
Washingtou  street. 

6.  A  new  track  to  be  laid  in  Brattle  street,  from  Scollay 
square  to  Washington  street,  connecting  by  doul)le  curves 
with  the  present  tracks  in  Scallay  square  and  Washington 
street. 

7.  A  new  track  to  be  laid  in  Temple  place,  connecting 
with  the  present  tracks  in  Washington  and  Tremont  streets 
by  suitable  curves. 

8.  A  new  curve  track  to  be  laid  to  connect  the  present 
track  in  Franklin  street  with  the  track  in  Hawley  street,  for 
cars  S'oino'  south  from  Washino^ton  street. 

9.  A  new  curve  track  to  be  laid  to  connect  right-hand 
track  in  Lincoln  street  with  track  in  Beach  street,  and  a 
curve  track  from  Beach  street  to  Federal  street,  for  cars 
o^oino^  north. 

10.  A  new  track  to  be  laid  in  Travers  street,  and  connected 
by  suitable  curves  with  the  tracks  in  Portland  and  Merrimac 
streets,  and  a  curve  track  from  Merrimac  street  to  Causeway 
street,  for  cars  going  north. 

11.  A  new  track  to  be  laid  in  Washington  street,  con- 
necting inward  track  on  Boylston  street  with  present  track 
in  Essex  street. 

12.  A  new  curve  track  to  be  laid  to  connect  outward 
track  in  Washington  street  with  outward  track  in  Eliot 
street. 

13.  A  new  curve  track  to  be  laid  in  Tremont  street,  con- 
necting inward  track  on  Tremont  street  with  outward  track 
on  Eliot  street,  going  west. 

Most  of  these  new  locations  have  been  granted,  and  the 
work  of  laying  the  tracks  is,  as  we  have  stated,  already  under 
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way,  and  wo'rk  upon  the  others  will  soon  be  commenced. 
The  Metropolitan  Eailroad  Company  promise  to  have  the 
Harrison  avenue  tracks  laid  within  a  year's  time,  and  to  com- 
plete the  work  upon  their  other  new  tracks  before  the  close 
of  the  present  year,  if  possible. 

The  changes  in  the  routes  of  the  several  lines  of  cars  are 
quite  extensive,  and,  while  the  number  of  cars  running  in 
Washington  street  will  by  this  means,  be  materially  reduced, 
the  new  track  in  Brattle  street  will  afford  an  outlet  for  those 
going  north  from  Scollay  square,  and  will  allow  uninter- 
rupted travel  for  cars  in  Tremont  street,  Cornhill,  and 
Washington  street.  A  limit  is  prescribed  to  the  number  of 
cars  of  each  line  to  be  run  during  the  day,  and  also  a  limit  to 
the  number  each  company  may  run  on  the  crowded  part  of 
Washington  street.  The  Committee  recommend  additional 
rules  governing  the  running  of  horse-cars,  and  that  all  rules 
in  this  regard  be  strictly  enforced.  To  accomplish  this  will 
require,  in  their  opinion,  an  increase  of  the  police  force 
known  as  the  Railroad  Squad,"  to  which  this  duty  is 
specially  assigned ;  and  the  efficiency  of  this  detail  of  police 
might  be  still  further  increased,  and  its  authority  be  more 
completely  recognized,  if  it  were  placed  in  charge  of  an  In- 
spector. The  Committee  also  recommend  the  removal  of 
the  following  "table  switches,"  as  they  occasion  numerous 
delays  and  blocks  which  can  be  avoided  by  the  substitution 
of  tongue  switches  in  charge  of  men  as  tenders,  namely  :  — 

The  switch  on  the  outward  track  at  the  corner  of  Tremont 
and  Boylston  streets. 

The  switch  on  the  outward  track  on  Boylston  street,  at  the 
junction  of  Park  square. 

The  switch  on  the  outward  track  at  the  corner  of  Wash- 
ington street  and  Temple  place. 

The  switch  on  the  corner  of  Harrison  avenue  and  Beach 
street. 

The  switch  at  the  corner  of  Washington  street  and  Corn- 
hill. 

The  Committee  are  indebted  to  Mr.  T.  W.  Davis,  the 
City  Surveyor,  and  also  to  Sergt.  C.  W.  Boyer,  of  the  E.R. 
Squad,  for  much  valuable  information  and  assistance. 

The  following  orders,  embodying  the  Committee's  plan  in 
detail,  are  herewith  respectfully  submitted  for  adoption  by 
the  Board  of  Aldermen.

Sect.  3.  Drivers  of  horse-cars  shall  trot  their  horses 
•whenever  practicable,  except  when  passing  around  curves 
and  over  switches. 

Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Police  be  hereby  requested 
to  take  such  action  as  may  be  necessary  to  insure  the  running 
of  the  several  lines  of  horse-cars  in  the  streets  of  this  city, 
in  conformity  with  the  plan  laid  down  in  the  foregoing  orders, 
and  also  to  enforce  the  observance  of  the  Rules  and  Reg^ula- 
tions  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  for  the  running  of  street 
cars.

on  the  southerly  side  of  the  centre  of  the  roadway  thereof, 
and  to  connect  the  same  with  suitable  curves  and  switches 
with  the  tracks  of  the  Metropolitan  Railroad  Company  in 
Washington  and  Tremont  streets ;  and  the  location  and 
position  of  the  tracks  of  said  Metropolitan  Railroad  Com- 
pany, now  laid  down  in  said  Temple  place,  with  the  curves 
and  switches  connecting  the  same  with  said  Tremont  and 
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Washington  street  tracks,  are  hereby,  on  the  petition  of  the 
said  Highland  Street  Kail  way  Company,  altered  from  the 
location  and  position  described  in  the  twenty-second  order 
of  location,  passed  November  8,  1869,  namely  :  "  the  centre 
of  the  roadway  of  Temple  place,  with  curved  tracks  to 
connect  the  same  with  the  tracks  now  laid  down  in  Washinof- 
ton  and  Tremont  streets,"  to  a  location  and  position  on  the 
northerly  side  of  the  centre  of  said  roadway,  with  suitable 
curves  and  switches  to  connect  with  the  tracks  now  laid  down 
in  said  Washington  and  Tremont  streets.  The  expense  of 
altering  the  location  and  position  of  the  Metropolitan  Rail- 
road tracks  and  connections  shall  be  borne  by  the  Highland 
Street  Eailway  Company  ;  and  said  alterations  shall  be  made 
within  thirty  days  from  the  passage  of  this  order,  said  tracks 
and  turn-outs  being  shown  by  red  lines  on  a  plan  made  by 
Arthur  Hodges,  dated  July  13,  1885,  and  deposited  in  the 
office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Streets. 

The  right  to  lay  down  the  tracks  located  by  this  order  is 
upon  condition  that  the  whole  work  of  laying  the  same, 
the  form  of  rail  to  be  used,  and  the  kind  and  quality  of 
material  used  in  paving  said  tracks,  shall  be  under  the  direc- 
tion and  to  'the  satisfaction  of  Superintendent  of  Streets, 
and  shall  be  approved  by  him.  Also  upon  condition  that 
said  Highland  Street  Eailway  Company  shall,  at  the  time 
said  tracks  are  laid,  pave  said  Temple  place  from  curb  to 
curb  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Superintendent  of  Streets. 
Also  upon  condition  that  said  Highland  Street  Railway  Com- 
pany shall  accept  this  order  of  location,  and  shall  agree,  in 
writing,  to  comply  with  the  conditions  herein  contained,  and 
shall  file  said  acceptance  and  argreement  with  the  City 
Clerk  within  thirty  days  from  the  passage  of  this  order ; 
otherwise  it  shall  be  null  and  void.

ORATION". 

Mr.  Mayor  and  Fellow-  Citizens  of  Boston :  — 

One  hundred  and  nine  years  ago  this  morning 
George  the  Third  was  King  of  Great  Britain 
and  Ireland  and  of  the  British  Colonies  in  North 
America;  yet,  before  the  setting  of  the  sun  on 
that  day  the  fairest  portion  of  his  JN'orth  Ameri- 
can colonists  had  forsworn  their  allegiance,  and 
declared  their  independence.  That  proclamation  of 
independence  they  made  good  by  seven  long  and 
painful  years  of  unequal  war.  We  rejoice  and 
congratulate  each  other  that  we  have  lived  to  see 
the  auspicious  opening  of  another  Independence 
Day.  The  large  audience  assembled  here;  the 
multitudes  that  have  suspended  their  ordinary 
labors  and  fill  the  streets  of  this  great  city,  and 
of  every  city,  town,  and  hamlet  in  the  several 
States  and  territories  of  the  Union;  the  thousands 
of  faces  aglow  with  joy  and  sympathy,  —  attest 
and  proclaim  that  the  day  and  the  events  which 
it  commemorates  have  left  a  deep  impression  in 
our  hearts,  and  that  this  generation  of  Americans 
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has  not  forgotten  the  teachings  of  the  fathers. 
It  is  fitting  and  appropriate  that,  on  the  anni- 
versary of  such  a  memorable  day  in  our  annals, 
we  should  indulge  somewhat  in  retrospection. 
The  English-speaking  people  have  had  two  great 
epochs  in  then*  history  which  materially  affected 
their  liberties,  —  not  only  their  liberties,  but  the 
liberties  and  governments  of  the  civilized  world. 
The  first  epoch  was  in  the  early  part  of  the 
thirteenth  century,  when  the  barons  of  England 
determined  to  resist  the  doctrine  of  the  divine 
I'ight  of  kings,  and  the  assumption  that  the 
king  could  do  no  wrong.  Several  conferences 
had  been  held  with  King  John,  and  finally  the 
barons  assembled  at  Saint  Paul's,  in  London, 
where  Stephen  Langton,  Archbishop  of  Canter- 
bury, who  had  been  appointed  by  the  pope  to 
that  see,  despite  the  opposition  of  the  king, 
called  them  to  order,  and  read  to  them,  and 
commented  upon  the  provisions  of  the  Great 
Charter  of  England.  They  answered  by  loud 
acclamations  of  approval,  and  Langton  admin- 
istered the  oath  by  which  they  bound  themselves 
to  each  other  "To  conquer  or  die  in  defence  of 
their  liberties."  The  terms  of  the  charter  were 
at  first  indignantly  refused  by  King  John.  He 
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exclaimed,  after  hearing  it  read,  "  They  might 
as  well  have  demanded  my  crown. "  But  the 
assemblage  at  Stamford,  in  Easter-  week  of  the 
year  1215  of  the  barons,  and  two  thousand 
knights,  their  esquires  and  followers,  with  Robert 
Fitz waiter  at  their  head,  and  the  march  to  and 
occupation  of  London  by  the  barons,  brought 
the  king  to  a  sense  of  the  real  condition  of 
existing  affairs,  and  a  time  and  place  were  ap- 
pointed for  a  conference.  At  Runnymede  the 
king  met  the  barons. 

On  one  side  stood  Fitz  waiter  and  the  majority 
of  the  barons  and  nobility  of  England  ;  on  the 
other  side  the  king,  and  eight  bishops  and  fifteen 
gentlemen,  as  his  trusty  advisers  ;  and  there  the 
king  most  unwillingly  signed  the  great  charter  of 
English  liberties,  —  signed  for  you  and  for  me  and 
for  all  men.  Those  liberties  are  now  the  common 
property  of  all  nations.  The  charter  provided  that 
the  subject  should  be  secure  in  his  person,  liberty, 
and  property;  that  he  should  not  be  deprived  of 
either  without  due  process  of  law;  that  the  courts 
should  no  longer  follow  the  person  of  the  king, 
but  be  held  in  some  certain  place  ;  confirmed  to 
all  cities,  boroughs,  and  towns  the  enjoyment  of 
their  ancient  liberties  according  to   the  terms  of 
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their  charters,  and  reaffirmed  the  right  of  trial 
jury-  Looking  down  six  centuries  of  time, 
enjoying  as  we  do  the  full  blessings  of  liberty, 
we  can  appreciate  the  importance  of  that  day's 
meeting  at  Runnymede.  There  not  only  King 
John,  but  all  kings  were,  for  the  first  time,  de- 
feated by  the  people  ;  there  the  first  real  battle 
was  fought;  there  the  first  real  victory  won.  The 
principles  embodied  in  the  charter  were  not  new. 
The  English  people  were  simply  demanding  that 
the  king  should  observe  the  prerogatives  of  the 
fathers  which  a  succession  of  kings  had  gradually 
usurped.  Though  the  charter  had  been  signed, 
the  battle  was  not  ended.  It  was  not  supposed 
that  its  terms  would  be  cheerfully  observed  by 
King  John,  who  believed  that  it  had  been  wrung 
from  him  by  force.  Yet  he  was  too  diplomatic 
to  show  his  displeasure  openly;  and,  while  he 
appeared  to  conform,  he  secretly  intrigued  and 
endeavored  to  nullify  the  provisions  of  the  charter. 
Nor  were  his  successors  any  the  less  tenacious 
of  what  they  considered  their  kingly  rights.  It 
required  no  less  than  thirty-eight  successive  rati- 
fications to  give  the  provisions  of  the  charter  the 
full  force  and  efiect  of  law.  But  the  people 
deeming  therein  was  the  expression  of  their  just 
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rights  the  great  charter  prevailed,  and  was  the 
precursor  of  the  American  Declaration  of  Inde- 
pendence, which  marked  the  second  great  epoch 
in  the  history  of  English-speaking  people.  As 
the  great  charter  was  the  dawn,  so  the  Declara- 
tion was  the  full  noon  of  Liberty's  day. 

From  Runnymede  to  Philadelphia  was  Jim  and 
a  half  centuries,  —  centuries  full  of  toil  and  trouble 
and  battle  for  the  right.  Every  privilege  which 
we  enjoy  has  been  obtained  by  strife.  The  strife 
and  battlee  are  not  equally  distributed.  One 
generation  battles  through  all  its  life  for  a  prin- 
ciple; the  next  enjoys  the  fruits  of  the  battles 
in  peace,  and  too  often  undervalues  the  sacrifices 
of  its  predecessors.  So,  during  those  centuries,  in 
England  there  were  alternate  periods  of  battle  and 
peace  to  preserve  and  maintain  the  great  charter, 
and  to  acquire  the  still  further  right  of  the  people 
to  assemble  in  parliament  and  make  their  own 
laws.  One  of  the  advantages  which  accrued  from 
the  ^forman  conquest  was  the  insistance  of  the 
right  of  local  self-government,  which  the  Normans 
brought  from  home,  and  to  which  they  clung  with 
great  tenacity.  That  custom  was,  after  the  last 
mass  on  Sunday,  and  the  congregation  were  dis- 
missed from  religious  service,  to  assemble  on  the 
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common  or  green  in  front  of  the  church,  and 
discuss  the  questions  of  new  roads,  local  rates, 
and  taxes,  and  all  matters  appertaining  to  the 
material  welfare  of  the  people  of  the  parish. 
Here  we  find  the  first  trace  of  that  democratic 
institution  which  spread  through  many  parts  of 
England,  and  which  the  colonists  brought  over 
with  them  to  Massachusetts,  and  which  was  the 
origin  of,  and  is  known  in  our  day  as,  the  ^ew 
England  town-meeting.  The  Massachusetts  Bay 
colonists  modified  the  ^Norman  town-meeting  to 
this  extent:  they  attempted  to  establish  a  kind  of 
theocracy,  —  a  government  of  Church  and  State. 
In  the  Plymouth  colony,  as  a  condition  of  receiv- 
ing the  franchise,  the  candidate  must  have  been 
of  "  sober  and  peaceable  conversation,  orthodox 
in  the  fundamentals  of  religion."  The  govern- 
ment was  a  strange  admixture  of  the  Old  and 
the  IS^ew  Testament,  and  a  combination  of  the 
Hebrew  and  the  English  common  law.  But  the 
later  colonists  brought  with  them  substantially 
the  government  by  town-meeting,  —  the  germ  of 
our  whole  system  of  democratic  government. 

The  events  which  led  up  to  the  American 
Revolution  and  the  Declaration  of  Independence 
have  been  so  often  repeated  by  the  great  orators 
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of  the  Republic,  —  and  great  they  were;  our  poets 
have  sung  of  them  in  majestic  verse;  our  writers 
have  lovingly  given  us  all  the  details  and  the 
inner  lives  of  the  principal  actors  in  that  great 
dramatic  epoch  of  our  history  :  so,  on  each  re- 
curring Fourth  day  of  July,  the  story  has  for  us 
a  new  interest,  a  fresh  charm.  We  see,  as  it 
were,  before  us,  in  imagination,  the  ^^ew  England 
colonists  landing  at  Plymouth  and  Massachusetts 
Bay;  the  men  from  the  north  of  Ireland  peo- 
pling 'New  Hampshire;  the  Quakers  at  Pennsyl- 
vania; Lord  Baltimore  and  his  English  and  Irish 
Catholic  colony  at  Maryland;  the  Cavaliers  in  Vir- 
ginia, and  the  Carolinas  and  Oglethorpe  at  Georgia, 
—  all  brave,  sturdy  men,  planting  colonies  that  con- 
tinued to  grow  and  flourish  despite  the  indifference 
and  neglect  of  the  English  government.  "  Owing  her 
nothing,  but  through  a  wise  and  salutary  neglect 
generous  nature  was  suffered  to  take  her  own 
way  to  perfection."  We  see  on  the  north  and 
west  the  efforts  of  France  to  establish  a  new 
empire  along  the  St.  Lawrence  and  the  great 
lakes;  Champlain  and  Montmorenci,  with  intrepid 
courage  and  daring,  by  exploration  and  occupa- 
tion, extending   the   boundaries  of  New  France; 
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La  Salle  and  Joliet  discovering  the  Mississippi 
river  from  the  north;  and  the  final  efforts  of  all 
the  French  commanders  to  push  eastward  the 
boundaries,  until  the  clash  of  arms  came  which 
ended  at  Quebec  in  the  death  of  Wolf  and 
Montcalm,  and  forever  ended  the  dream  of  the 
empire  of  New  France  on  the  ISTorth  American 
continent. 

With  the  peace  of  Paris  the  flag  of  England 
floated  over  a  vast  and  princely  domain,  extend- 
ing from  the  frozen  north  to  the  Gulf  of  Mex- 
ico, from  the  Atlantic  on  the  east  to  the  Missis- 
sippi river  on  the  west;  yet  the  Te  Deum  had 
been  scarcely  finished  at  Saint  Paul's,  the  pealing 
of  the  bells  or  the  echoes  from  the  salvoes  of 
artillery  at  London  ceased,  in  honor  of  the  rati- 
fication of  that  treaty,  when  the  king  and  his 
ministry  began  to  dismember  the  empire  which 
had  cost  them  so  much  of  blood  and  treasure  to 
acquire. 

In  1763  George  III.  and  his  ministers  talked  of 
America  as  the  brightest  jewel  in  the  British  crown. 
But  the  Hanoverian  King  of  England  still  believed 
with  Louis  XIV.,  "I  am  the  Slate;"  and,  without 
examination  of  the  colonial  charters,  he  demanded 
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that  Parliament  should  tax  the  colonists  for  the 
expenses  of  the  late  war;  but  the  king  had  yet 
much  to  learn  of  the  temper  and  character  of 
his  American  subjects.  The  days  of  King  John 
and  the  divine  rights  of  kings  had  long  since 
vanished.  Kumors  of  the  attempted  imposition  of 
taxes  by  the  British  Parliament  had  crossed  the 
seas,  and  early  in  1764,  at  the  May  town-meeting 
in  Faneuil  Hall,  before  it  was  known  that  the 
stamp  act  had  passed,  Samuel  Adams  read  these 
instructions  from  Boston  to  her  representatives: 
There  is  no  room  for  delay  if  taxes  are  laid 
upon  us  in  any  shape  without  our  having  a  legal 
representation  where  they  are  laid.  Are  we  not 
reduced  from  the  character  of  free  subjects  to 
the  miserable  state  of  tributary  slaves?  We  claim 
British  rights,  not  by  charter  only;  we  are  born 
to  them.  Use  your  endeavors  that  the  weight 
of  the  other  ^^orth  American  colonies  may  be 
added  to  this  province,  that  by  united  application 
all  may  obtain  redress."  We  know  how  futile  were 
the  efforts  of  the  provinces  to  obtain  redress.  It 
did  seem,  upon  the  repeal  of  the  stamp  act,  that 
the  British  ministry  had  a  lucid  interval,  and  were 
preparing  to  adopt  a  statesman-like  policy.  It 
was   a    brief   interval,   indeed,    and    the  breach. 
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gradually  widened;  the  British  House  of  Commons 
refused  with  scorn  even  so  much  as  to  receive 
petitions  from  the  colonies  of  Connecticut,  Rhode 
Island,  Virginia,  and  Carolina,  remonstrating 
against  the  passage  of  unjust  tax  laws.  Such 
being  the  temper  of  the  British  Parliament  the 
colonists  had  no  alternative  but  resistance. 

In  1765  the  delegates  from  nine  colonies  met  at 
New  York.  From  South  Carolina  came  the  mes- 
sage: "  There  ought  to  be  no  ^sTew  England  man, 
no  New  Yorker  known  on  the  continent,  but  all  of 
us  Americans."  The  people  did  not  feel  that  they 
were  rebelling  against  authorities  or  law^;  they  be- 
lieved that  the  crown,  the  ministry,  and  the  parlia- 
ment were  violating  their  ancient  charters.  They 
w^ere  not  refusing  to  pay  a  just  proportion  of  a 
war  debt;  they  wanted  to  assess  that  debt  upon 
their  own  people,  according  to  the  local  laws  and 
usages  of  the  colonies,  or  to  have  representation 
in  the  general  Parliament.  The  colonists  had  few 
friends  in  England;  there  were  Chatham  and  Fox, 
Col.  Barre  and  Burke,  —  a  brave  minority  in  Par- 
liament, —  who  seemed  to  comprehend  the  gravity 
of  the  situation,  and  the  magnitude  of  the  task 
the  king  and  his  ministers  had  undertaken.  In 
vain  did  Mr.  Burke  plead  for  i-econciliation  with 
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America.  Addressing  the  House  of  Commons  he 
said:  "The  use  of  force  alone  is  but  temporary; 
it  may  subdue  for  a  moment,  but  it  does  not 
remove  the  necessity  of  subduing  again,  and  a 
nation  is  not  governed  which  is  perpetually  to  be 
conquered."  Mr.  Burke  subsequently  moved  the 
resolution,  that  the  colonies  ought  to  have  repre- 
sentation in  the  High  Court  of  Parliament,  and, 
finding  all  his  efi'orts  voted  down,  concludes:  "I 
have  this  comfort,  that  in  every  stage  of  the 
American  affairs  I  have  steadily  opposed  the 
measures  that  have  produced  the  confusion,  and 
may  bring  on  the  destruction,  of  this  empire.  I 
have  gone  so  far  as  to  risk  a  proposal  of  my 
own.  If  I  cannot  give  peace  to  my  country,  I 
give  it  to  my  conscience." 

The  wisest  statesman  and  philosopher  of  his 
time,  whose  fame  has  outlived  that  of  all  his 
contemporaries,  foresaw  that  war  was  inevitable  if 
the  king  and  ministry  persisted.  George  HI.  was 
honestly  consistent  in  two  things:  he  cordially 
hated  the  North  American  colonists  and  the  Cath- 
olics. Appended  to  Lord  Brougham's  "  Biographi- 
cal Sketches  of  Lord  !N^orth"  are  some  autograph 
notes  of  the  king,  which  give  us  an  insight  to 
his    character.      "  The    times    certainly  require," 
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writes  the  king,  "  the  concurrence  of  all  who 
wish  to  prevent  anarchy.  I  have  no  wish  but 
the  prosperity  of  my  own  dominion;  therefore  I 
must  look  upon  all  who  would  not  heartil}^  assist 
me  as  bad  men,  as  well  as  bad  subjects."  He 
reasons :  "  I  wish  nothing  but  good,  therefore 
every  man  who  does  not  agree  with  me  is  a 
traitor  and  a  scoundrel."  And  in  this  category 
he  placed  all  his  JS^orth  American  colonists,  as 
well  as  the  great  author  of  "  Reflections  on  the 
Revolution  in  France."  We  can  see  at  this  dis- 
tance of  time,  and  in  the  present  light,  that 
reconciliation  was  impossible.  George  III.  con- 
sidered himself  anointed  by  a  divine  commission, 
therefore  his  rebellious  subjects  were  to  be  flogged 
into  submission;  and  that  he  had  the  support  of 
his  country  is  shown  by  the  address  in  favor 
of  coercing  the  colonies,  which  was  carried  in 
Parliament  by  a  vote  of  304  to  105  in  the 
Commons  and  by  104  to  29  in  the  House  of 
Lords.  We  had  as  few  friends  in  1775  in 
Parliament  as  we  had  in  the  dark  days  of  1862, 
when  a  long  list  of  fifty-one  dukes,  noble  lords, 
marquises,  and  members  of  Parliament  subscribed 
millions  of  dollars  for  the  bonds  of  the  Southern 
Confederacy,  —  that  the  American  idea  of  govern- 
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ment  founded  upon  manhood  suffrage  might  be 
destroyed.  The  vote  of  Parliament  meant  war, 
and,  as  Patrick  Henry  predicted,  "The  next 
breeze  from  the  IN^orth  brought  to  Virginia  the 
clash  of  resounding  arms."  The  Continental 
Congress  was  called  together  at  Philadelphia. 
They  assembled  not  m  pomp  and  power,  as  did 
the  barons  at  Runnymede;  yet  were  no  less 
determined.  Two  engagements  had  been  fought 
during  the  sitting;  the  armies  were  in  the  field, 
and  many  yet  hoped  for  reconciliation.  The 
debates  m  Congress  were  upon  matters  of  serious 
import  to  the  colonies.  No  wiser,  more  patri- 
otic, or  braver  men  were  ever  gathered  together 
than  the  men  of  the  Continental  Congress.  To 
test  the  sense  of  that  Congress,  on  the  7th  day 
of  June,  1776,  Pichard  Henry  Lee,  of  Yirginia, 
arose  in  his  place,  and  offered  this  resolution: 
"  Resolved,  that  these  United  Colonies  are,  and 
of  right  ought  to  be,  free  and  independent 
States;  that  they  are  absolved  from  all  alle- 
giance to  the  British  Crown,  and  that  all  politi- 
cal connection  between  them  and  the  State  of 
Great  Britain  is,  and  ought  to  be,  totally  dissolved, 
and  that  a  plan  of  confederation  be  prepared  and 
transmitted   to    the   respective    colonies  for  their 
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consideration  and  approbation."  In  that  resolution 
was  epitomized  the  Declaration  of  Independence; 
it  was  adopted  on  the  11th  of  June,  and  two 
committees  appointed,  —  one  on  the  Declaration  of 
Independence,  the  other  to  prepare  Articles  of 
Union. 

At  the  head  of  the  Committee  on  Declaration 
was  Thomas  Jefferson,  of  Virginia,  then  in  his 
thirty-thii-d  year,  and  the  author  of  the  great 
declaration  of  the  rights  of  man.  On  the  28th  day 
of  June  was  achieved  the  great  naval  victory  over 
Sir  Peter  Parker,  at  Charleston,  and  on  the  same 
day  the  Committee  on  the  Declaration  of  Indepen- 
dence presented  its  report.  As  the  delegates  from 
Pennsylvania  and  'New  York  had  not  received 
their  powers  or  instructions  to  vote  for  it,  action 
was  delayed  until  the  4th  day  of  July.  The  vote 
was  by  colonies,  each  colony  casting  a  single 
vote.  It  was  a  long  and  anxious  day,  and  late 
in  the  evening  John  Hancock,  President  of  the 
Continental  Congress,  announced  that  the  decla- 
ration had  been  carried,  and  the  Fourth  of  July 
became  forever  memorable  and  glorious  in  our 
annals.  The  New  York  delegation  were  not 
authorized  to  vote  for  independence  until  the 
9th   of   July,   and    did    not    sign   until  August 
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2d.  The  Pennsylvania  vote  was  by  a  minority 
of  the  whole  delegation.  The  doctrine  "that 
all  men  are  created  equal,  and  have  certain  in- 
alienable rights,"  had  about  it  a  touch  of  sub- 
limity. The  doctrine  "that  government  rests  upon 
the  consent  of  the  governed"  startled  all  Europe. 
"Audacious,  foolhardy  men,"  exclaim  the  states- 
men and  philosophers  of  Europe,  "to  imagine  that 
a  government  can  be  successful  where  all  the 
people  have  a  voice!  Such  a  doctrine  we  might 
expect  from  the  lips  of  Thomas  Jefferson,  youth- 
ful and  inexperienced,  and  tinctured  with  all  the 
heresies  of  France,  where  he  so  recently  so- 
journed; and  that  radical  Sam  Adams,  we  are 
not  surprised  at  finding  him  among  the  signers 
of  the  declaration.  But  what  folly  and  madness 
have  seized  the  conservative  men  of  the  colonies, 
that  they  dare  trust  their  lives  and  property 
under  such  a  form  of  government."  At  a  later 
period  Macaulay  prophesied  "that  soon  the  poor 
in  the  United  States,  worse  than  another  inroad 
of  Goths  and  Yandals,  would  begin  a  general 
plunder  of  the  rich."  Scholars  and  pessimists 
have  flouted  universal  suffrage,  and  condemned 
our  great  charter  of  the  Fourth  of  July.  Car- 
lyle  blasphemously  said,  "  Democracy  will  prevail 
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when  men  believe  the  vote  of  Judas  as  good  as 
that  of  his  Master."  Yet,  notwithstanding  all 
these  sneers  and  prophecies,  this  government  has 
lived  one  century,  and  ha^  entered  into  the  second 
with  more  strength  and  vigor  than  any  nation 
on  the  globe.  Its  public  credit  stands  unchal- 
lenged; it  has  increased  in  wealth  and  population 
to  a  marvellous  degree. 

During  the  first  century  of  its  existence  it  has 
witnessed  the  revolution  of  1789  in  France,  the 
Consulate,  the  first  empire,  the  Bourbon  restora- 
tion, the  destruction  of  the  Bastile,  and  the  revo- 
lution of  1830,  Louis  Philippe,  and  again  the 
rising  of  "'48,"  the  coup  d'etat^  the  second 
empire  and  its  fall,  the  Commune,  and  the  present 
so-called  Republic  in  France,  the  Carbonari  in 
Italy,  and  the  revolutions  in  Germany.  And  if 
England  has  escaped  the  war  and  misery  of  her 
continental  neighbors  it  is  for  the  reason  that 
her  statesmen,  profiting  by  American  experience, 
and  noting  the  progress  of  events  on  this  side 
of  the  Atlantic,  have  made  immense  concession 
to  the  popular  will.  Catholic  emancipation,  the 
repeal  of  the  corn-laws,  the  reform  act,  the  dis- 
establishment of  the  Irish  Church,  the  doubling 
of  the  franchise,    and   the   more    recent   bill,  by 
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which  more  than  2,000,000  new  votei's  have  been 
added  to  the  hsts, —  measures,  all  of  them  which 
were,  when  originally  proposed,  denounced  as 
revolutionary,  —  have  been  adopted,  and  are  now 
part  of  the  constitution  of  the  British  empire; 
all  of  the  so-called  strong  governments  in  each 
decade  dui-ing  the  last  half  century  having  been 
advancing  towards  the  doctrine  of  the  American 
Declaration  of  Independence  that  "All  govern- 
ment rests  upon  the  consent  of  the  governed.'' 
When  the  fathers  of  this  republic  founded  the 
government  upon  the  right  of  the  people  as 
opposed  to  the  doctrine  of  the  divine  right  of 
kings,  they  were  not  mere  theorists  and  rash 
experimenters;  there  must  have  been  men  in  the 
Continental  Congress  who  had  thought  seriously 
and  soundly  upon  this  question, —  men  not  unfa- 
miliar with  the  teachings  of  the  early  philosophers 
and  doctors;  for  Saint  Thomas  Aquinas,  the  great 
doctor,  says  "that  the  ruler  has  not  power  of 
making  law,  except  in  as  much  as  he  bears  the 
person  of  the  multitude."  And  Sir  Thomas  More, 
in  spite  of  Henry  VIII.,  maintained  that  the 
king  held  his  crown  by  parliamentary  title ;  and 
Suarez  taught  "  that  whenever  civil  power  is 
found  in  one  man,  or  legitimate  prince,  by  ordinary 
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right,  it  came  from  the  people  and  community, 
either  proximately  or  remotely;  it  cannot  be  other- 
wise possessed  so  as  to  be  jnst."  Bellarmine 
concludes:  "Divine  right  gave  the  power  to  no 
particular  man;  it  therefore  gave  the  power  to 
the  multitude."  The  men  of  the  Continental 
Congress  were  not  Socialists  or  Communists;  they 
recognized  fully  the  rights  of  individual  property, 
and  had  faith  that  the  people  would  respect  and 
protect  these  rights.  Having  once  fully  adopted 
the  principles  of  the  Declaration,  the  States  in 
their  Constitutions  recognized  the  right  of  the 
people  to  participate.  Maryland,  which  was  the 
first  of  the  colonies  to  grant  civil  and  religious 
liberty,  was  the  first  State  to  proclaim  universal 
suflPrage,  and  to  introduce  the  most  democratic 
forms  into  her  whole  government.  De  Tocque- 
ville  says:  "When  a  nation  begins  to  modify  the 
elective  qualification  it  may  easily  be  foreseen 
that,  sooner  or  later,  all  qualification  will  be 
abolished."  It  is  useless,  then,  to  discuss  prob- 
lems concerning,  and  difficulties  affecting,  our 
form  of  government  upon  any  other  basis  than 
that  the  people  govern.  It  is  fashionable  and 
customary  in  our  day,  at  social-science  meetings, 
at  the  clubs  and  at  conventions,   to   decrv  uni- 
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versal  suffrage.  But  it  is  an  established  fact, 
and  the  people  are  the  masters.  -  Mr.  Disraeli 
truthfully  said,  in  "  Yivian  Grey,"  "  The  people, 
sir,  are  not  always  right;  the  people,  Mr.  Grey, 
are  not  often  wrong."  The  people  carried  us 
grandly  through  the  revolution,  and  on  all  great 
questions  affecting  our  institutions  they  have 
been  instinctively  right. 

On  the  very  question  that  finally  threatened  the 
destruction  of  the  Union,  the  people  in  the  colo- 
nies early  anticipated  danger.  As  in  1772,  upon 
the  petitions  from  all  parts  of  the  colony,  the  Legis- 
lature of  Virginia  memorialized  the  King  of  Great 
Britain  upon  the  dangers  of  slavery,  and  expressed 
the  desire  that  the  slave-trade  might  be  abolished. 
The  king  answered,  "  That  upon  pain  of  his  highest 
displeasure  the  importation  of  slaves  should  not 
be  obstructed."  Yet,  in  the  very  same  year, 
the  highest  court  of  judicature  in  England  de- 
cided the  celebrated  Somersett  case,  that  no  man 
could  make  a  slave  of  another.  While  the  British 
orators  and  statesmen  indulged  in  copious  rhetoric 
about  the  freedom  of  a  single  slave,  and  boasted 
that  the  moment  his  foot  touched  the  shores  of 
England  he  stood  forth  redeemed  and  disen- 
thralled, the  government  continued  to  sanction  the 
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traffic  that  sent  thousands  into  bondage  and  en- 
tailed untold  misery  upon  posterity.  As  indicating 
the  opinion  of  the  people  of  the  colonies  at  the  time 
of  the  adoption  of  the  Federal  constitution  it  may 
be  mentioned  that  there  were  abolition  societies  in 
Maryland,  Virginia,  ^ew  York,  and  Pennsylvania. 
James  Madison,  in  the  constitutional  convention, 
sti'ongly  opposed  the  proposition,  coming  from  a 
northern  delegate,  for  the  extension  of  the  time  for 
the  abolition  of  the  slave-trade.  Luther  Martin  and 
William  Pinkney,  of  Maryland,  in  the  House  of 
Delegates,  and  Mr.  Iredell,  of  North  Carolina,  were 
all  in  favor  of  the  early  removal  of  what  they  con- 
sidered a  great  danger  threatening  the  republic. 
The  latter  said,  in  the  State  convention  of  North 
Carolina,  "When  the  entire  abolition  of  slavery 
takes  place  it  will  be  an  event  which  must  be 
pleasing  to  every  generous  mind  and  to  every 
friend  of  human  nature." 

The  framers  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence, 
keenly  alive  to  the  popular  sentiment,  intended 
the  abolition  of  the  slave-trade  in  that  omitted 
clause,  which  Mr.  Jefferson  said  "was  struck 
out  in  complaisance  to  South  Carolina  and  Georgia, 
and  not  without  tenderness,  too,  to  some  of  our 
northern    brethren,    who,    though   they   had  few 
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slaves  themselves,  were  very  considerable  carriers 
of  them  to  others."  The  framers  of  our  consti- 
tutional government,  despairing  of  uniting  the 
colonies  under  the  Federal  Union,  and  realizing, 
in  the  language  of  Burke,  that  "All  government, 
indeed  every  human  benefit  and  enjoyment,  every 
virtue  and  every  prudent  act,  is  founded  on  com- 
promise and  barter,"  were  forced  to  accept  some 
compromises,  and  recognized  the  existence  of 
slavery,  though  every  Southern  man  in  the  Con- 
tinental Congress  voted  for  the  ordinance  of 
1787,  which  made  all  the  territory  north  and  west 
of  the  Ohio  river  free  territory  forever. 

Montesquieu  wrote:  "If  a  republic  is  small  it  is 
destroyed  by  a  foreign  power;  if  it  is  large  it  is 
destroyed  by  internal  disorder."  But  he  wrote  in 
1747,  before  the  railway  and  the  telegraph  had 
annihilated  time  and  space.  Our  history  and 
growth  have  thus  far  disproved  the  truth  of  this 
assertion,  yet  we  had  that  within  our  body  politic 
which  almost  destroyed  the  republic. 

The  debates  in  Congress  of  1820,  and  the  re- 
peal of  the  Missouri  Compromise,  gave  us  more 
than  a  generation  of  fierce  and  bitter  agitation  on 
the  slavery  question.  On  the  one  side  were  urged 
the  arguments  for  the  Constitution,  the  law,  and 
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logic  ;  on  the  other  side  were  humanity  and  the 
people.  The  latter  prevailed,  as  they  have  in 
every  great  struggle. 

Ever  the  truth  comes  uppermost 
And  ever  is  justice  done." 

To  accomplish  that  justice  this  government  was 
shaken  to  its  foundations;  and  yet,  when  the  war 
came  upon  us,  where  did  we  find  the  courageous 
men,  the  brave  and  wilhng  hearts,  ready  to  die 
in  defence  of  country  ?  In  ,the  ranks  of  the 
common  people.  As  Wendell  Phillips  scathingly 
remarked,  through  all  the  crisis  "  there  was 
nothing  so  cowardly  in  the  Northern  States  as  a 
million  dollars,  except  two  millions."  Do  not  mis- 
understand me  as  implying  that  the  men  of  wealth 
did  not  respond  nobly  and  generously  during  the 
war  to  the  call  of  the  government ;  yet  truth 
compels  us  to  admit  that  in  the  beginning  they 
had  less  faith  in  the  government  than  was  dis- 
played by  the  masses  of  the  j)eople.  This  govern- 
ment, that,  according  to  the  predictions  of  the 
philosophers  and  *  statesmen  of  Europe,  was  to 
crumble  and  disappear  at  the  first  sign  of  in- 
ternal disorder,  through  four  years  of  terrible  civil 
war  proved   itself   surprisingly   strong.     Of  the 
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23,000,000  of  population  in  the  N"orthern  States 
one  in  eight,  or  3,000,000,  took  up  ai*ms  in  defence 
of  the  government  and  the  Union.  In  the  last 
year  of  the  war  they  cheerfully  acquiesced  in  the 
expenditure  of  $1,000,000,000,  and  as  cheerfully 
submitted  to  the  increased  burden  of  taxation  con- 
sequent upon  this  debt.  And  when  at  length,  after 
the  long,  dark  night  came  the  dawn,  and  the  com- 
mander of  the  Union  armies  had  received  the 
surrender  of  the  last  army  in  the  field  against  the 
government,  in  the  hour  of  national  rejoicing  the 
assassin's  arm  struck  down  the  people's  ruler,  — 
then  came  the  supreme  test  of  this  government  of 
the  people.  Under  any  of  the  so-called  strong 
governments  of  Europe,  had  such  a  catastrophe 
happened,  the  victorious  general  of  the  army  would 
have  been  proclaimed  dictator,  and  have  founded 
a  line  of  kings;  but  in  this  republic  the  doctrine 
of  the  Declaration  of  Independence  was  not  for- 
gotten: *^^That  all  government  rests  upon  the  con- 
sent of  the  governed;"  and  the  duly  elected  Vice- 
President  of  the  United  States  took  the  oath  of 
office  and  became  President,  as  prescribed  by  the 
constitution  and  laws. 

Another  inspiring  example,  that  strengthens  our 
faith   in   the   people,  was   given   in   1876,  when 
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both  parties  claimed  to  have  elected  the  President: 
one,  because  they  had  possession  of  the  govern- 
ment, and  desired  to  retain  it;  the  other,  for 
the  reason  that  they  had  a  majority  of  the 
votes,  and  had  elected  their  candidate.  Was  it 
the  presence  of  the  commander-in-chief  of  the 
army,  or  the  concentration  of  troops  at  Washing- 
ton, that  brought  a  peaceful  solution  of  the  ques- 
tion? 'Nol  It  was  the  assemblage  of  the  people, 
regardless  of  party  ties,  in  mass  meetings,  in  all 
the  large  cities  and  towns  of  the  country,  that 
by  the  power  of  public  opinion  compelled  Congress 
to  vote  for  the  bill  creating  the  electoral  com- 
mission. The  people,  by  their  voice  and  action, 
demonstrated  that  love  of  country  was  more 
potent  than  love  of  party.  Let  us  not  speak 
doubtingly  nor  disparagingly  of  the  people's 
judgment  when  we  reflect  upon  the  action  of 
the  fifteen  eminent  judicial  minds  that  formed  the 
commission.  Thus  far,'  through  the  blessings  of 
Divine  Providence  and  trust  in  the  people,  we 
have  maintained  our  government  and  kept  the 
Union  whole.  We  are  not  unmindful  of  the 
dangers  that  beset  our  course.  We  realize  "  that 
early  and  provident  fear  is  the  mother  of  safety." 
I  do  not  believe  that  danger  lies  in  the  direction 
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which  so  many  predict.  We  must  take  counsel 
of  our  experience,  and  not  our  prejudice. 

Mr.  Curtis,  the  editor  of  "Harper's  Weekly," 
in  speaking  of  the  dangers  threatening  the  re- 
pubUc,  said,  in  his  oration  at  Concord,  in  1875, 
"Massachusetts  has  a  large  population,  with  no 
hereditary  traditions  connecting  them  with  the 
soil."  If  he  meant  to  imply  that  a  very  large 
portion  of  the  population  of  Massachusetts  do  not 
trace  their  descent  from  Puritan  ancestry,  that  is 
true.  But  if  he  apprehends  danger  from  that 
source,  can  he  have  read  the  history  of  his 
country  aright  V  Can  he  believe  that  we,  who 
have  walked  the  streets  of  Boston  for  nearly 
forty  years,  do  not  love  our  native  city?  —  we, 
who  remember  that  in  these  same  streets  walked 
Sir  Harry  Yane,  the  broadest  and  most  Catho- 
lic man  of  his  time;  we,  who  were  familiar  with 
the  history  of  Faneuil  Hall  before  we  knew  our 
alphabet,  and  knew  the  story  of  the  Old  South 
and  the  tea  in  Boston  harbor  ere  we  had  con- 
quered the  multiplication  table;  whose  infant  feet 
had  time  and  again  passed  the  old  North  Church, 
and  looked  up  searchingly  at  the  old  tower  for 
Paul  Revere's  lanterns,  and  ascended  Copp's  Hill 
to  look  upon  Charlestown  ;   and,  before  we  were 
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out  of  jackets,  stood  on  Bunker  Hill  under  the 
shadow  of  the  tall  gray  shaft,  and,  with  uncov- 
ered head  and  reverent  mien,  looked  upon  the 
spot  where  Warren  fell;  we,  who  have  walked 
these  streets  with  prouder  tread,  because  of 
Sam  Adams,  and  James  Otis,  the  elder  Quincy, 
and  sturdy  John  Adams;  we,  who  have  had 
glimpses  of  the  stalwart  form  of  Webster,  the 
defender  and  expounder  of  the  Constitution,  who 
have  listened  to  the  polished  tones  of  Everett, 
the  matchless  eloquence  of  Choate,  and  heard 
Sumner  thunder  forth  his  fierce  denunciations  of 
the  slave  power  ;  and  again  during  the  native 
American  excitement  of  the  Fifties,"  in  the  face 
of  popular  clamor  defending  the  rights  of  all 
citizens  under  the  law;  we,  who  heard  in  front 
of  the  Old  South  Church,  in  the  early  days  of 
the  rebellion,  the  great  tribune  of  the  people, 
Wendell  Phillips,  "the  noblest  Roman  of  them 
all,"  appealing  to  all  citizens  to  stand  by  the 
government  in  the  hour  of  peril.  Have  we  been 
insensible  to  all  these  events,  or  unmindful  of 
what  these  men  taught?  No,  thank  God  !  We 
know  no  other  country.  Our  love  for  Boston, 
and  Massachusetts,  and  the  Union  is  as  strong 
and  lasting  as  any  who  claim  descent  from  Puri- 
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tan  ancestry.  Had  the  orator  so  soon  forgotten 
the  story  of  Massachusetts  in  the  war  of  the  re- 
bellion? The  gallant  soldier  now  on  the  Supreme 
Bench,  whose  Puritan  lineage  cannot  be  ques- 
tioned, who  marched  and  fought  on  a  score  of 
battle-fields  with  these  men,  might  have  quieted 
his  fears.  He  would,  aside  from  his  personal 
experience,  have  pointed  to  the  monuments  and 
tablets  in  memorial  halls  of  the  several  towns 
and  cities  in  the  Commonwealth,  on  which  are 
inscribed  the  names  of  the  heroic  dead  who  fell 
in  the  great  war  for  the  preservation  of  the 
Union,  and  have  shown  him  that  these  men  had 
bequeathed  a  rich  legacy  of  patriotism  to  pos- 
terity, and  had  left  traditions  to  their  children, 
and  children's  children,  with  which  history  will 
indissolubly  bind  them  to  the   soil  forever. 

A  short  time  since  I  was  in  yonder  historic 
town  of  Lexington,  inhabited  principally  by  agri- 
culturists. I  read  upon  a  monument  the  names 
of  those  soldiers  of  Lexington  who  gave  their 
lives  to  their  country  in  the  war  of  the  Rebel- 
lion. They  were  twenty  in  number,  and  among 
them  one  may  read  the  names  of  John  O'Neil, 
Dennis  McMahon  and  Timothy  Leary,  —  names 
certainly  that  did   not   occur  in   the  Mayflower's 
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list  of  passengers,  —  and  so  in  more  than  two 
hundred  towns  in  the  State  may  be  found  such 
records.  The  rolls  at  the  Adjutant-General's  office 
and  the  navy  list  afford  abundant  evidence  that 
they  have  so  identified  themselves  with  the  his- 
tory of  Massachusetts  and  the  Union  that  they 
have  not  onlv  traditions,  but  a  record  which  will 
endure  to  the  end  of  time. 

Thei^e  are  some  of  us  who  still  remember  the 
first  preparations  for  the  great  civil  war.  Men 
were  not  inquiring  about  family  traditions  then. 
Are  you  for  the  Union?  Are  you  willing,  if 
necessary,  to  give  your  life  to  the  cause?  We 
remember  one  stalwart  regiment  that  went  to  the 
field  with  no  hereditary  traditions,  and  one  can 
read  to-day  on  the  monument  at  Gettysburg, 
erected  to  their  memory,  these  words :  — 

The  Ninth  Regiment  of  Massachusetts  volunteers  served  during 
three  years'  campaigns  in  Virginia,  Maryland,  and  Pennsylvania, 
and  was  in  forty-two  engagements,  including  the  following, 
viz.  :  Peninsular  campaign,  Hanover  Court-House,  Seven  days' 
battles,  Antietaui,  Fredericksburg,  Chancellorsville,  Gettysburg, 
Mine  Run,  Wilderness  campaign. 

What  a  host  of  patriotic  memories  are  recalled 
by  these  names,  even  to  us,  the  cool  lookers-on

of  a  later  generation!  To  them  who  participated 
in  all  their  dire  disaster,  as  well  as  flush  of  vic- 
tory, think  you  they  hold  no  traditions  that  bind 
them  to  this  country  of  their  adoption?  What 
more  eloquent  eulogium  can  be  paid  to  this  regi- 
ment than  the  concluding  line  of  the  inscription 
on  the  monument:  — 

Whole  number  of  casualties,  863  "! 

I  remember  at  Chancellorsville  in  the  Twenty- 
eighth  Massachusetts  Regiment  every  commissioned 
officer  was  killed  or  disabled;  and  yet  it  returned 
again  and  again  to  the  onset,  under  command  of 
its  sergeant-major.  I  recall  that  13th  day  of  De- 
cember, 1862,  in  fi'ont  of  Fredericksburg,  French's 
Division  was  almost  annihilated.  Of  Meagher's 
Brigade  of  1,200  stalwart  men  only  200  were 
mustered  at  roll-call  at  the  close  of  the  battle.  One 
thousand  of  their  companions  in  arms  were  left 
dead  or  wounded  on  the  field.  We  call  to  mind 
one  incident  in  that  day's  fight  particularly  honor- 
able and  glorious  to  Massachusetts.  The  Twenty- 
first  Regiment  of  volunteers  had  marched  out  in  line 
of  battle.  One  after  another  of  its  galhmt  stand- 
ard-bearers had  been  shot  down  until  stepped 
forth  Sergeant  Thomas  Plunkett.     In  the  fierce 
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storm  of  shot  and  shell  both  arms  are  shattered, 
but,  claspmg  the  flag  in  the  reeking  stumps, 
blinded  by  agony,  his  warm  blood  saturated  the 
flag  he  saved  with  honor.  He  walked  our  streets 
until  a  few  months  ago,  when  he  joined  so  many 
of  his  comrades  who  had  gone  before.  The  city 
of  Worcester  mourned  him  as  one  of  her  illustri- 
ous dead,  and  honored  him  as  one  of  the  bravest 
of  the  brave  ;  and  yet  we  are  told  men  such  as 
he  cannot  hope  to  leave  traditions  which  may  bind 
them  or  theirs  to  the  soil.  Time  will  tell  some 
few  years  hence,  w^hen  we,  answering  a  younger 
generation,  asking  the  history  of  his  monument, 
tell  them  we  knew  him  in  life,  had  spoken  with 
him;  that  we  had  seen  him  bearing  so  bravely 
and  patiently  those  scars  and  mutilations  that  an 
emperor  might  have  envied ;  and  if  the  youth  should 
have  exclaimed,  "  Oh  that  I  could  have  seen  the 
heroic  original!  "  and,  with  interested  and  upturned 
gaze,  should  ask  who  was  the  original  of  that 
statue,  we  might  answer,  "  A  poor  immigrant 
boy;  one  who  had  no  hereditary  traditions  that 
bound  him  to  the  soil."  Yet,  so  long  as  will 
spring  in  human  hearts  a  responsive  throb  at  the 
rehearsal  of  brave  deeds,  his  fame  will  be  secure 
in  Massachusetts. 
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Men  who  have  made  great  sacrifices  to  main- 
tain  a   government  will   not  willingly  permit  its 
destruction.     The  danger  to  our  government  does 
not    lie    in    that    direction.      We    are    in  more 
danger    from    the    indifference,    and,    to  speak 
plainly,   paradoxical  as    it  may  appear,  from  the 
ignorance  of  the   so-called  wealthy  and  cultured 
classes  than  from   the  common   people.     My  ex- 
perience   has    taught   me   that,    as   a   rule,  the 
masses  vote  more  understandingly  than  those  who, 
by  the  accident  of  birth  or  fortune,  assume  to  be 
their  betters.     Watch  men   listen   to  the  discus- 
sions  at   clubs  when  men  of  wealth  or  culture 
and  respectability  meet,  —  men  who  are  supposed 
to  represent   what  is   best  in  our  American  life. 
What  are  the  topics  of  conversation?    You  may 
learn  who  has  the   oldest  Madeira  in  his  cellar; 
the  vintage   of   claret   on    the  dinner-table;  the 
best  method  of  cooking   a  duck;  the  names  of 
some  of  the  painters  and  sculptors;  maybe  some 
superficial  observations  on  art;  the  newest  gossip 
about  the    opera-singers;    who    wrote   the  latest 
novel,   or   was   the  winner  of  the   Derby.  The 
saving  remnant    may    speculate  on   the  doctrines 
of  evolution,  and   discuss  the  unknowable  cause. 
But  let  an   earnest  man,  whose  necessities  com- 
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pel  him  to  spend  his  days  in  manual  labor,  yet 
desires  to  keep  abreast  of  the  times,  inquire  from 
one  of  these  gentlemen.  What  is  this  bill  that  has 
passed  the  Legislature  in  relation  to  the  limitation 
of  taxation  in  cities?  What  are  the  main  pro- 
visions of  the  new  city  charter;  how  does  it  affect 
citizens  generally?  I  heard  something  in  relation 
to  a  bill  ]-egulating  naturalization;  can  you  give 
me  any  information  as  to  the  changes  made  in 
the  present  laws?  Who  has  charge  of  spending 
the  ten  millions  annually  assessed  upon  the  citizens 
of  Boston?  What  steps  must  I  take  to  exercise 
the  franchise? 

Gentlemen  of  the  clubs,  how  many  of  you 
could  give  intelligent  answers  to  these  questions? 

Do  you  suppose  that  any  form  of  government 
can  exist  if  the  brains  and  capital  neglect  their 
most  important  duties?  If  there  has  been  a  low 
tone  in  the  public  service;  if  there  have  been 
incompetency  and  corruption  in  public  life,  have 
you  not,  by  your  indifference  and  silence,  stood 
by  and  consented?  Go  into  the  workshops  of 
the  mechanics;  attend  the  meetings  of  the  labor 
unions,  the  temperance,  charitable,  and  benefit 
associations;  listen,  and  you  will  hear  the  keen- 
est discussions  of  men  and  measures.    The  efiect

of  the  tariff  upon  labor  and  necessaries  of  life; 
the  leader's  ability;  that  leader's  honesty;  the 
effect  of  this  legislative  enactment  upon  local 
rights;  the  policy  of  the  new  ministry  in  Eng- 
land; its  possible  efiect  upon  our  federal  relations, 
—  all  questions  of  public  interest.  Every  man 
feels  that  he  is  a  citizen,  and  has  an  interest  in 
the  government.  If,  now  and  then,  demagogues 
mislead  them,  it  is  but  for  the  moment,  and 
you  will  find  that  the  demagogues  took  advan- 
tage of  some  real  grievance  which  your  igno-. 
ranee  or  indifference  failed  to  notice  and  remedy. 

To  quote  Jeremy  Taylor:  "I  cannot  but  think 
as  Aristotle  (Lib.  6)  did  of  Thales  and  Anax- 
agoras,  that  they  may  be  learned  but  not  wise, 
or  wise  but  not  prudent,  when  they  are  ignorant 
of  such  things  as  are  profitable  to  them.  For, 
suppose  men  know  the  wonders  of  nature,  and 
the  subtleties  of  metaphysics,  and  operations 
mathematical,  yet  they  cannot  be  prudent  who 
spend  themselves  wholly  on  unprofitable  and 
ineffective  contemplation."  — "  Suppose  the  men  of 
character  and  influence  perform  their  duty,"  you 
may  reply,  "  are  there  not  other  changes  that 
threaten  this  republic?"  Yes!  "Eternal  vigilance 
is  the  price  of  liberty."    The  great  Pi-ench  writer. 
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whom  I  have  before  quoted,  wrote  in  1830 :  "  I 
am  of  the  opinion  that  the  manufacturing  aris- 
tocracy which  is  growing  up  under  our  eyes  is 
one  of  the  harshest  that  ever  existed  in  the 
world;  but,  at  the  same  time,  it  is  one  of  the 
most  confined  and  least  dangerous.  ^Nevertheless 
the  friends  of  democracy  should  keep  their  eyes 
anxiously  fixed  in  this  direction,  for,  if  ever  a 
permanent  inequality  of  conditions  and  aristocracy 
again  penetrate  into  the  world,  it  may  be  pre- 
dicted that  this  is  the  gate  by  which  they  will 
enter." 

We  know  in  Massachusetts  and  'New  England 
that  much  of  our  discontent  has  come  with  our 
increase  in  manufactures.  AVhile  the  people  are 
benefited  by  large  manufactories,  and  division 
of  labor,  making  many  articles  much  cheaper, 
the  individual  laborer  has  been  correspondingly 
degraded.  When  manufacturing  enterprises  were 
under  the  control  of  individuals  there  existed  a 
personal  interest  and  an  individual  sympathy 
between  the  employer  and  the  employe.  But 
since  the  increase  in  corporations  the  man  feels 
that  he  is  looked  upon  as  a  piece  of  machinery, 
of  no  use  except  to  earn  dividends  for  those 
who  live  in  distant  towns  or  cities,  with  no  sym- 
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pathy  for  him,  or  interest  in  the  local  affairs  of 
his  town,  except  to  have  their  manufacturing 
property  bear  as  small  a  portion  of  the  town 
tax  as  possible.  Watch  carefully,  then,  the  atti- 
tude of  representatives  in  the  Legislature,  and 
be  not  unmindful  that  corporations  are  by  their 
very  organizations  grasping  and  controlling.  A 
still  greater  danger  than  the  manufacturing  cor- 
porations is  the  great  power  concentrated  in  the 
hands  of  a  few  men,  under  the  name  of  railroad 
cor]3orations. 

The  founders  of  this  republic  wisely  abohshed 
the  law  of  primogeniture.  Could  they  have 
foreseen  the  coming  and  the  growth  of  these 
great  corporations,  and  their  power  to*  control 
the  land  by  fixing  the  prices  of  the  products  of 
the  soil,  they  would  have  guarded  us  in  that 
direction.  We  are  not  too  late,  however,  to  pro- 
vide, by  appropriate  legislation  in  our  several 
States,  that  while  every  man  shall  be  entitled  to 
the  products  of  his  labor  and  his  accumulated 
earnings  during  his  life,  the  public  safety,  how- 
ever, nnd  the  greater  good  of  the  greatest  num- 
ber demand  that  he  shall  not  select  07ie  single 
individual  in  his  family  and  bequeath  to  him  his 
whole   fortune,  if   in   personal    property.     If  the 
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laws  limiting  the  descent  and  acquisition  of  real 
property  have  been  wise  and  beneficial,  —  and  who 
doubts  that  they  have  been,  —  then  the  time  has 
come  when  there  is  much  greater  need  for  con- 
trolling the  insane  ambition  of  men  to  make  their 
heirs  great  and  powerful,  by  placing  in  the  hands 
of  a  single  person  an  enormous  fortune,  which 
engenders  discontent,  and  inevitably  tends  to  cor- 
ruption, and  threatens  the  safety  of  our  insti- 
tutions. We  cannot  too  jealously  guard  these 
institutions  and  the  principles  of  our  government. 

The  chief  provisions  of  our  Constitution  are, 
absolute  freedom  of  religion;  the  right  of  the 
citizen  to  keep  and  bear  arms;  compensation  for 
private  property  taken  for  public  uses;  trial  by 
jury  according  to  common  law,  and  that  all 
powers  not  delegated  to  the  United  States,  nor 
prohibited  by  the  Constitution  to  the  States,  are 
reserved  to  the  States  respectively,  or  to  the 
people.  One  of  the  rights  reserved  to  the  people 
was  the  right  to  manage  their  local  affairs,  and 
to  be  secure  in  their  chartered  rights.  This 
principle  was  insisted  upon  as  early  as  the  time 
of  King  John,  and  was  the  eighth  article  of  the 
famous  Magna  Charta;  it  was  always  held  sacred 
in  Massachusetts    until    the   Legislature  of  1885 
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struck  a  blow  at  the  principle  which  underlies 
our  whole  system  of  government.  When  Boston 
cannot  govern  herself  we  may  well  despair  of 
the  republic.  We  all  know  that  an  overwhelm- 
ing majority  of  the  people  of  Boston  are  intelli- 
gent, industrious,  law-abiding  citizens,  capable  of 
managiug  their  own  local  affairs;  and  when  they 
want  legislation  they  have  still  the  right  to 
assemble  in  mass  meeting,  and  if  they  have  a 
grievance  demanding  legislative  redress  they  will 
make  that  grievance  known. 

Law  has  not  an  atom  of  strength  only  so  far 
as  public  opinion  endorses  it.  Do  the  men  who 
propose  to  change  the  heads  of  our  civil  army 
suppose  that  that  small  force  of  eight  hundred 
men  is  the  power  w^hich  keeps  this  city  safe? 
Absurd  dreamers !  Your  life,  goods,  and  good 
name  rest  on  the  law-abiding  mood  and  self- 
respect  of  the  people  who  walk  the  streets  of 
Boston,  and  not  upon  the  paltry  force  of  eight 
hundred  men.  We  have  had  narrow-minded 
legislation  in  Massachusetts  in  the  past,  but  the 
sober  second  thought  of  the  people  caused  its 
repeal;  and  I  have  no  doubt  that  ere  many  years 
the  men  engaged  in  the  attempt  to  strike  down 
local     self-government    in    Boston    will    be  as 
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thoroughly  ashamed  of  theh^  action  as  men  are 
to  acknowledge  to-day  that  they  were  members 
of  the  hnow-notliing  Legislature  of  1854  and 
1855. 

The  great  danger  to  our  republic,  and  perhaps 
the  greatest  danger  which  many  see,  is  the  con- 
centration of  population  in  the  great  cities  of  the 
Union. 

At  the  close  of  the  war  of  the  Revolution  not 
more  than  three  per  cent,  of  our  population  lived 
in  the  cities.  To-day  twenty  per  cent,  of  our 
people  are  in  the  cities.  The  problem  is  to 
govern  them  wisely. 

The  pessimists  see  nothing  but  the  inevitable 
destruction  of  our  government  from  the  masses 
in  our  cities. 

Many  men,  with  more  property  than  judgment, 
want  the  poorer  citizens  disfranchised  and  the 
suffrage  limited.  This  can  never  be  done.  If  it 
could  it  would  not  remedy  the  evil.  Revolutions 
do  not  move  backwards.  The  State  of  Rhode 
Island  has  a  property  qualification  for  voters,  yet 
it  is  notorious  that  in  her  elections  she  is  one  of 
the  most  corrupt  States  in  the  Union.  Governors 
and  senators  have  shamelessly  bought  their  elec- 
tions.    ]^o,  fellow-citizens,  there  must  be  no  dis- 
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franchisement.  Trust  the  people.  Corruption  has 
not  vitiated  the  masses.  It  has  poisoned  our 
legislative  bodies  to  some  extent  :  we  must  begin 
our  reforms  there. 

Carefully  examine  all  assessments  of  taxes ;  criti- 
cally sci-utinize  all  expenditures  of  the  public 
moneys,  and  rigidly  investigate  all  charges  of 
malfeasance  in  pubUc  office ;  visit  all  persons 
found  guilty  of  dishonesty  with  the  severest 
penalties,  and  render  them  forever  incapable  of 
holding  positions  of  public  trust;  and  let  the 
quality  of  our  condemnation  be  not  strained,  but 
be  visited  "upon  him  that  gives  as  well  as  him 
that  takes."  Hold  to  this  course  steadfastly,  and 
you  will  strike  at  the  root  of  the  evil  in  the 
government  of  our  great  cities. 

The  people  are  rightly  inclined,  and  mean  to 
vote  for  honest  and  competent  men.  The  ten- 
dency in  our  cities  for  twenty  years,  on  the  part 
of  our  men  of  culture  and  wealth,  has  been  to 
place  themselves  beyond  the  people.  Our  public 
men,  and  writers  on  public  matters,  are  continu- 
ally firing  over  their  heads,  and  addressing  some 
constituency  which  has  no  existence  except  in 
their  own  imaginations. 

The  people  in  cities  are,  like  the  people  every- 
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where,  liiiman,  and  very  human;  and,  to  use  Mi-. 
Lmcohi's  words,  if  we  hope  to  govern  them  wisely 
"  we  must  keep  near  to  the  common  people."  Power 
being  in  the  people,  that  they  may  use  it  dis- 
creetly, our  first  duty  is  to  provide  proper  educa- 
tion. A  distinguished  historian  has  said  :  "  We 
have  two  educations, —  one  from  teachers,  the  other 
we  give  ourselves."  The  last  is  the  principal 
education  of  the  masses.  They  acquire  it  by  con- 
tact with  the  world,  take  much  of  it  in,  as  it  were, 
through  the  pores.  Is  it  not  important,  then,  that 
men  claiming  to  be  educated  should  be  able  to 
impart  to  the  people  information  upon  subjects 
vitally  affecting  their  well-being,  as  well  as  the 
interests  of  the  whole  community?  The  younger 
generation  should  be  especially  educated  in  Amer- 
ican history. 

Frederick  the  Great  said  to  his  son's  tutor: 
"  ^^ot  too  much  of  the  classics,  but  thoroughly 
educate  in  the  history  of  European  nations  foi* 
the  last  one  hundred  years." 

Yet  book-learning  is  not  everything.  Ask  the 
judges  of  our  courts,  who,  in  their  turn,  hold  the 
criminal  terms.  Who  are  the  criminals,  —  the  immi- 
grants of  the  first  generation,  possessed  of  little 
book  learning  ?  —  and  they  will  answer  :  l^o,  the 
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generation  born  upon  the  soil,  having  had  the 
advantages,  to  a  certain  extent,  of  our  pubhc 
schools.  It  is  not  my  province  to  criticise;  I  call 
attention  to  results.  But  can  any  thinking  man 
hope  to  maintain  a  government  dependent  upon 
the  votes  of  the  people,  if,  in  the  system  of  edu- 
cation, the  youth  receives  no  moral  training?  I 
believe,  with  Thomas  a  Kempis,  "  It  is  better  to 
feel  compunction  than  know  the  definition  thereof." 

Fellow-citizens,  I  have  endeavored  to  call  at- 
tention to  the  remarkable  growth  of  our  country, 
to  the  strength  and  weakness  of  our  form  of 
government.  I  think  the  candid  critic  will  admit, 
after  a  careful  survey  of  the  history  of  the  last 
century,  that  this  government  of  the  people  has 
many  advantages  for  our  country  over  that  of 
any  other  form  in  the  world.  We  are  now,  in 
Massachusetts,  2,000,000  of  people.  During  the 
last  forty  years  a  great  change  has  taken  place 
in  the  character  of  our  population.  In  1840  only 
34,31S  of  the  population  were  of  foreign  birth. 
In  1880  there  were  443,402  persons  of  foreign 
birth,  and,  reckoning  those  of  the  first  and 
second  generations  born  upon  the  soil,  I  am 
sure  that  I  do  not  exaggerate,  when  I  state 
that  half  the  population  of  this  State  to-day  does 
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not  trace  its  origin  to  Puritan  ancestry,  but  are 
of  a  later  emigration.  One  of  our  first  duties 
is  to  assimilate  onr  population.  We  live  under 
a  government  where  majorities  rule.  This  fact 
we  must  recognize.  If  any  cherish  the  delusion 
that  any  class  or  body  have  an  hereditary  right 
to  govern,  that  delusion  must  be  abandoned. 
Demagogues  and  self-seekers  must  be  ruthlessly 
crushed.  'No  man  has  a  right  to  claim  recognition 
or  public  office  for  what  he  has  achieved  in 
some  other  land,  before  he  became  an  American 
citizen.  Merit,  fitness,  and  fidelity  to  the  re- 
public should  be  the  test,  and  we  cannot  too 
severely  condemn  those  who  oppose  men  emi- 
nently qualified  because  of  their  race'  or  religion. 

True  statesmanship  seeks  the  unity  of  the 
people  of  the  Commonwealth.  We  ought  not  to 
feel  discouraged  if  in  our  legislative  bodies  some 
men  have  been  corrupted  by  the  use  of  money, 
and  have  proved  false  to  their  oaths  and  to  their 
trust.  We  do  not  forget  that  Louis  XIV.  had 
the  courtiers  of  King  James  under  his  pay;  that 
Lord  Bacon  disgraced  his  high  office  by  accept- 
ing a  bribe;  that  the  noble  government  of  Eng- 
land has  not  hesitated  in  any  emergency  to  buy 
governors,  parliaments,  and   provincial  assemblies 
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at  wholesale.  Despair  not;  there  is  in  our 
country  a  strong  undercurrent  of  virtue,  and  a 
growing  public  sentiment,  that  inspires  us  with 
faith  that  the  people  are  being  aroused  to  that 
proper  public  spirit  which  will  insure  the  per- 
petuity of  our  institutions.  And  now,  fellow- 
citizens,  on  this  day  of  days,  let  us  not  depart 
from  this  place  without  a  grateful  appreciation 
of  what  we  owe  to  Almighty  God  for  the  bless- 
ings  and  benefits  bestowed  upon  us;  and  when 
we  reflect  that  throughout  this  great  country 
fifty-five  millions  of  people  are  rejoicing  with  us 
for  the  peace,  prosperity,  and  happiness  which 
they  enjoy,  there  should  come  to  us  a  solemn 
remmder  of  the  duties  which  have  devolved 
upon  us  as  citizens  of  the  Republic.  "I  have 
an  ambition,"  says  Lord  Chatham:  "it  is  the 
ambition  of  delivering  to  my  posterity  those 
rights  of  freedom  which  I  have  inherited  from 
my  ancestors."  Such  an  ambition  should  be  ours. 
We  can  never  pay  the  debt  we  owe  to  the  gen- 
erations that  have  preceded  us,  but  the  genera- 
tions to  come  will  hold  us  responsible  for  the 
sacred  trust  delegated  to  our  keeping.  If  we 
desire  to  honor  the  memory  of  those  men  who 
in  the   first   epoch   won   the   great   chartei*,  and 
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made  possible  the  next  great  epoch  of  the 
Declaration  of  Independence,  let  us  cherish  self- 
government,  remembering  that  self-government 
politically  depends  upon  self-government  person- 
ally. Let  us  recall  to-day,  with  grateful  hearts, 
the  memories  of  the  soldiers  and  statesmen  of 
the  Revolution,  who  perilled  so  much  for  the  idea 
which  this  day  commemorates  ;  nor  should  we 
be  unmindful  of  the  country  of  Lafayette,  De 
Grasse,  and  Rochambeau,  that  came  so  gener- 
ously to  our  assistance  and  made  our  victory 
certain. 

And  while  to-day  we  cherish  the  memory  of 
the  men  of  the  Revolution  we  will  not  forget 
those  heroes  of  the  second  war  for  the  Union. 
We  rejoice  that  human  bondage  no  longer  exists 
in  all  our  territory;  and,  now  that  the  civil  war 
is  long  over,  we  forget  all  that  is  gloomy  and 
terrible  in  our  history,  for  we  are  assured  that, 
in  the  sympathy  that  we  feel  for  the  commander 
of  the  Union  armies  in  his  great  affliction,  the 
sorrow  is  as  genuine  on  the  southern  as  on  the 
northern  side  of  the  Potomac,  and  we  realize 
once  more  that  we  are  Americans  all.  So  long 
as  we  cherish  and  honor  the  names  of  Wash- 
ington, Adams,  Jefferson,  and    Lincoln,  and  the 
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principles  which  their  lives  exemplified,  the  Amer- 
ican Union  is  secure,  and  there  will  arise  from 
the  hearth-stones  of  a  grateful,  happy  people, 
on  each  succeeding  Fourth  day  of  July,  at  the 
rising  of  the  sun  and  the  going  down  thereof, 
an  earnest,  heart-felt  prayer  of  thanksgiving  and 
praise,  and  far  above  the  sounds  of  other  rejoic- 
ings, the  ringing  of  bells  and  the  booming  of 
cannon,  will  be  heard  the  fervent  exclamations: 
God  preserve  to  us  the  heritage  of  the  fathers! 
God  save  the  Amei^ican  Union! 
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REPORT 

IN  REGARD  TO  THE  CONTRACT 

WITH  THE 

BARBER  ASPHALT  PAVING  CO. 

FOR 

PAYING  A  PORTION  OF  ALBANY  STREET. 


In  Boaed  of  Aldermen,  October  5,  1885. 
The  Committee  on  Paving,  to  whom  was  referred  the  com- 
munication of  His  Honor  the  Mayor  of  September  21st,  in 
relation  to  the  bill  of  the  Barber  Asphalt  Paving  Company 
for  paving  Albany  street,  between  Springfield  and  Concord 
streets,  and  who  were  instructed  to  give  a  public  hearing  to 
all  parties  interested  in  the  matter,  respectfully  report  that 
a  meeting  was  held  for  this  purpose  on  Tuesday,  September 
29th,  by  the  committee,  at  which  the  following  facts  were 
brought  out :  — 

This  company,  in  the  fall  of  1884,  laid  about  2,700  yards 
of  their  pavement  on  Albany  street,  in  the  rear  of  the  City 
Hospital.  Before  the  work  was  commenced  a  contract  was 
prepared  in  the  usual  form  by  Mr.  Meehan,  then  Super- 
intendent of  Streets,  but,  for  some  reason  not  quite  clear  to 
the  committee,  it  was  never  signed.  During  the  progress 
of  the  work  the  agent  of  the  company  was  notified  by  Mr. 
Meehan  that  he  was  not  satisfied  with  the  way  the  work  was 
being  done ;  and,  as  he  was  unable  to  get  him  (the  agent)  to 
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conform  to  his  requirements,  he  finally  withdrew  his  in- 
spector and  refused  to  be  further  responsible  for  the  work. 
After  the  work  was  completed  the  agent  of  the  company, 
Mr.  Harris,  brought  in  his  bill  to  Mr.  Meehan  for  his 
approval;  which  Mr.  Meehan  refused  to  do,  inasmuch  as 
Mr.  Harris  had  at  several  dilferent  times  refused  to  sign  the 
contract  or  give  the  customary  bonds  required  in  such  cases, 
and  that  the  work  had  not  been  done  in  a  satisfactory 
manner  to  him.  The  matter  of  settlement  has  been  con- 
sidered several  different  times  by  the  Committee  on  Paving ; 
propositions  were  made  to  Mr.  Kittredge,  counsel  for  the 
company,  but  we  were  never  quite  able  to  agree  upon  the 
terms.  Finally  it  vvas  referred,  Ijy  His  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
this  Board  for  their  action,  and  by  vote  of  the  Board  it  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Paving. 

After  a  full  hearing  of  all  the  parties  interested  the  com- 
mittee arrived  at  the  conclusion  that  Mr.  Meehan  was  fully 
justified  in  taking  the  position  that  he  did.  He  took  the 
customary  steps  to  protect  the  interests  of  the  city,  and 
should  be  commended  for  his  faithfulness.  Further  than 
this,  he  stands  entirely  exonerated  from  all  suspicion  of 
endeavoring  to  derive  any  individual  profit  from  the  contract. 
The  Mayor  says  "  that  experts  who  have  examined  the  work 
say  that  it  is  a  good  average  job  of  asphalt  paving." 

Inasmuch  as  there  has  been  so  much  controversy  upon 
this  matter,  in  order  that  it  may  be  settled,  we,  as  a  com- 
mittee, are  wiHing  to  take  the  statement  of  the  Mayor's 
experts,  and  w^ould  recommend  the  passage  of  the  following 
order. 

The  testimony  presented  at  the  hearing  is  appended  hereto.

Ordered,  That  the  bill  of  the  Barber  Asphalt  Paving 
Company  for  paving  Albany  street,  between  Springfield  and 
Concord  streets,  amounting  to  the  sum  of  $8,712.27,  be 
paid,  upon  the  condition  that  said  company  shall  first  deposit 
with  the  City  Auditor  a  United  States  bond  for  $1,000  as 
security  for  the  performance  by  said  company  of  all  the 
agreements  of  said  company  contained  in  the  written  agree- 
ment signed  by  said  company  by  Charles  Harris,  agent, 
dated  September  22.  1884,  and  hereto  annexed;  said  bond 
to  stand  forfeited  to  the  City  of  Boston  upon  the  failure  of 
said  company  to  perform  either  or  any  of  said  agreements. 
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REPORT  OF  A  HEARTXO  BEFORE  THE  COMMITTEE

THE  COMMUNICATION  OF  HIS  HONOR  THE 
MAYOR  OF  SEPT.  21,  1885,  IN  RP:GARD  TO 
THE  BILL  OF  THE  BARBER  ASPHALT  PAVING 
COMPANY  FOR  PAVING  ALBANY  ST.,  BETWEEN 
SPRINGFIELD    AND    CONCORD  STS. 


September  29,  1885. 

The  Committee  met  at  10  A.M.,  Alderman  Fernalcl,  Chairman, 
presiding.    Present,  Aldermen  Cutter  and  Nugent. 
The  clerk  read  the  following  :  — 

City  or  Bostox,  Executive  Department, 

Sept.  21,  1885. 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Alderraen  :  — 

On  September  19,  188-lr,  the  following  order  was  passed  :  — 

"  Ordered,  That  the  superintendent  of  streets,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Committee  on  Paving,  be  authorized  to  substitute  asphalt  pavement  in 
place  of  the  granite  blocks  on  Albany  street,  between  Springfield  and  Con- 
cord streets.    Estimated  cost,  812,000." 

At  that  time  the  roadway  on  Albany  street  was  paved  with  small  granite 
blocks,  and  I  understand  was  in  perfect  order.  There  was  no  necessity  for 
disturbing  it,  and  the  only  reason  given  was  that  it  might  be  of  some  possible 
benefit  to  the  inmates  of  tlie  City  Hospital. 

The  work  was  ordered  to  be  done  by  the  Street  Department,  the  basis  of  a 
contract  agreed  upon,  but  never  signed.  Notwithstanding  that  the  Barber 
Asphalt  Paving  Company  went  on  and  completed  the  work,  and  have,  at 
various  times  during  the  year,  demanded  their  pay,  their  account  has  not 
been  settled.  Experts  who  have  examined  the  work  say  it  is  a  good  average 
job  of  asphalt  paving. 

The  bill  has  never  been  approved  by  the  Paving  Department,  and  the 
Superintendent's  reasons  for  not  approving,  I  herewith  submit.  I  also  submit 
herewith  a  correspondence  handed  to  me  by  the  Barber  Asphalt  Company  to 
use  as  I  think  proper,  intimating  that  the  reason  why  the  account  was  not 
settled  is  because  they  declined  to  pay  commissions.  In  fact,  in  an  interview 
with  Mr.  C.  B.  Payson,  a  few  days  ago,  he  said  he  wrote  the  letter  to  the 
Barber  Asphalt  Paving  Company  as  their  superintendent,  on  account  of  over- 
tures from  parties  connected  with  the  Street  Department,  who  informed  him 
that  it  was  the  only  Avay  the  account  could  be  settled. 

A  contract  has  been  handed  to  me  by  jNIr.  Kittredge,  attorney  of  the 
Asphalt  Paving  Company,  signed  by  them  recently,  guaranteeing  the  work 
for  three  years,  which  I  also  submit. 
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I  have  declined  to  approve  a  draft  for  the  amount,  feeling  that  the  claim 
should,  upon  investigation,  either  be  ordered  to  be  paid  by  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  or  submitted  to  the  Committee  on  Claims  for  their  adjudication.

Hon.  Hugh  O'Brien  :  — 

Dear  Sir,  —  I  received  your  note  in  relation  to  the  bill  of  the  Barber 
Asphalt  Company,  and  would  say  in  answer  that  the  Committee  on  Paving, 
by  vote  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  authorized  me  to  contract  with  said 
company  to  pave  in  the  rear  of  the  City  Hospital,  and  I  notified  the  agent, 
Mr.  Harris,  that  I  had  a  contract  prepared  for  him  to  sign.  He  requested 
permission  to  go  on  with  the  work,  and  asked  to  have  the  contract  revised, 
which  the  committee  voted  to  do,  outside  the  office.  He  went  on  and  did  the 
work  without  my  authority  or  supervision,  and  not  in  a  workmanlike  or 
satisfactory  manner,  and  refused  to  sign  the  contract  or  give  bonds,  or  in 
fact  in  any  way  recognize  the  authority  vested  in  me.  When  he  got  through 
I  was  asked  to  approve  the  bill,  and  I  said  the  work  was  not  satisfactory, etc., 
and  I  refused  to  do  so.  There  has  been  a  great  deal  of  talk  on  the  subject, 
but  no  conclusion  arrived  at.  I  always  insisted  that  the  contract  should  be 
signed  and  complied  with  before  the  money  was  paid  out  of  the  treasury.  I

Mr.  a.  L.  Barber  :  — 

Dear  Sir,  —  Presuming  to  understand  the  position  you  and  your  agent 
are  in  in  relation  to  your  bills  against  the  City  of  Boston,  you  will  pardon 
me  for  making  the  following  suggestions :  — 

As  I  understand,  you  have  bills  against  the  city  to  the  amount  of  about 
$9,000,  and  I  would  advise  tliatyou  settle  the  same  as  soon  as  possible,  for  if 
you  do  nottliereis  a  chance  of  your  not  getting  nmch  out  of  it,  and  in  order 
for  you  to  get  such  a  settlement  you  will  have  to  allow  A  or  B  a  commission 
of  say  $1,000  to  $1,800,  and  assign  said  account  to  A  or  B  so  that  he  may 
collect  it.  If  you  understood  the  situation  as  I  do,  I  think  you  would  not 
ask  any  questions  as  to  this  mode  of  settling.

Should  you  come  to  Boston  at  once  I  think  you  could  make  such  arrange- 
ments that  in  the  end  you  would  get  $30,000  to  $40,000  worth  of  your  pave- 
ment to  lay  in  the  city  this  season.  As  to  how  it  could  be  done,  Mr.  Howe, 
perhaps,  could  give  you  more  information  than  I  could ;  but  J  will  say  this, 
that  commissions  "  will  make  the  mare  go." 

Some  people  say  that  our  City  Government  are  not  in  so  high  standing  as 
they  were  three  or  four  years  ago ;  that  remains  to  be  proven.  It  is  lucky 
that  all  people  are  not  of  one  mind.

C.  B.  Payson,  Esq.,  593  Albany  street,  Boston,  Mass:  — 

Dear  Sir,  — I  have  been  unavoidably  detained  here,  nor  am  I  now  able  to 
fix  the  time  when  I  can  be  in  Boston.  Meanwhile,  the  more  I  think  about 
the  effort  being  made  to  blackmail,  — for  I  think  that  term  is  none  to  strong 
to  use,  — the  more  indignant  I  feel  about  it.  It  is  one  thing  for  us  to  make  an 
agreement  to  pay  commissions  on  work  to  be  secured  in  the  future ;  it  is 
another  and  entirely  different  thing  for  us  to  be  compelled  to  pay  commis- 
sions for  getting  pay  which  is  due  us  for  work  completed. 

Now,  either  the  work  was  well  done  or  it  was  not  well  done.  If  the  work 
was  well  done,  we  are  entitled  to  every  dollar  of  our  account;  if  the  work 
was  not  well  done,  we  certainly  prefer  to  expend  money  in  the  direction  of 
needed  repairs  or  in  renewals  rather  than  to  bribe  anybody  either  to  do  or  to 
neglect  their  duty.  In  conclusion,  therefore,  you  may  consider  and  so  report 
our  decision  to  be  final,  that  the  amount  owing  us  by  the  city  for  work  on 
Albany  street,  or  otherwise,  must  first  be  paid  in  full  before  we  will  entertain 
any  suggestion  or  proposal  for  future  operations.

This  agreement,  made  and  concluded  this  twenty-second  day  of  September, 
eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-four,  by  and  between  the  Barber  Asphalt  Paving 
Company,  a  corporation  duly  established  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  West 
Virginia,  and  whose  principal  office  is  in  the  City  of  Washington,  District  of 
Columbia,  of  the  first  part,  and  the  City  of  Boston,  in  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts,  by  its  Superintendent  of  Streets  duly  authorized  by  an  order 
passed  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  said  city  and  approved  by  the  Mayor, 
Sept.  20,'  1884,  of  the  second  part : 

Witnesseth  :  That  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  hereby  agrees  to  pave 
Albany  street,  in  the  rear  of  the  City  Hospital,  in  said  city  of  Boston,  with  the 
pavement  called  and  known  as  the  Barber  Asphalt  Pavement;  said  pavement 
to  be  constructed  in  the  same  manner  and  of  like  materials  as  the  pavement 
laid  by  the  American  Asphalt  Pavement  Company,  of  New  England,  on  Court 
square,  Kilby  street,  and  Liberty  square,  in  said  city,  in  the  year  1881. 

The  said  Barber  Asphalt  Paving  Company  further  agrees  to  maintain  and 
keep  in  repair  the  pavement  laid  under  this  contract  against  all  ordinary  wear 
and  usage  for  the  term  of  three  years,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Superintend- 
ent of  Streets,  without  cost  to  said  city ;  provided,  however,  that  said  com- 
pany shall  not  be  held  responsible  for  any  defect  which  may  be  made  in  said 
pavement  by  the  breaking  up  of  the  same  by  the  city  authorities,  or  by  such 
persons  or  corporations  as  may  be  authorized  to  break  up  the  same,  or  by  the 
settling  of  said  Albany  street.

It  is  understood  and  agreed  that  the  City  shall  remove  the  present  pavement 
from  said  street,  hereinbefore-mentioned,  and  all  superfluous  earth,  dirt,  or 
rubbish,  to  the  grades  of  the  bottom  of  the  concrete  foundation  of  the  asphalt 
pavement;  and  said  city  shall  furnish  all  lines  and  grades  for  laying  the 
asphalt  pavement. 

The  City  of  Boston  agrees  to  pay  to  the  said  Barber  Asphalt  Paving  Com- 
pany, on  the  completion  of  said  work,  at  the  rate  of  three  dollars  and  twenty- 
five  cents  per  superficial  yard  for  each  and  every  yard  of  said  pavement  laid 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  of  said  city.

In  presence  of 

The  Chairman.  —  The  Committee  is  ready  to  hear  anything 
that  any  one  has  to  say  in  regard  to  this  matter. 

After  waiting  a  few  moments,  Mr.  C.  F.  Kittredge,  counsel  for 
the  Barber  Asphalt  Paving  Company,  said  : — 

Mr.  Chairman,  no  one  seems  to  volunteer  any  information.  As 
the  gentlemen  of  the  Committee  know,  this  is  an  old  story  between 
the  Committee  and  myself.  I  do  not  believe  I  can  say  anything 
additional  to  what  I  have  formerly  said  and  often  repeated. 

In  March  last  I  commenced  to  act  as  counsel  for  the  Barber 
Asphalt  Paving  Company,  foi-  the  collection  of  this  bill,  and  have 
had  various  interviews  with  the  Committee.  I  have  always  under- 
stood that  the  Paving  Committee,  both  of  this  year  and  last  year, 
were  in  favor  of  the  payment  of  the  bill,  and  have  often  been 
assured  so ;  but  there  has  been  a  little  formalit}'  required  to  pass 
it  through  the  auditing  department  of  the  Cit}-  of  Boston,  the  bill 
requiring  the  formal  approval  of  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  ; 
but  having  never  received  that  approval  it  has  never  been  paid.  I 
am  here  at  your  invitation  ;  Mr.  Barber,  the  president  of  the 
Asphalt  Paving  Compan}^,  is  here,  and  Mr.  Harris,  the  agent  of 
the  compan}'  in  Boston,  is  here.  We  would  be  glad  to  give  you 
any  information  pertinent  to  the  inquiry.  All  I  have  to  say,  as  I 
have  said  a  great  many  times,  is  to  request  the  cit}^  to  pay  this 
bill,  which  should  have  been  paid  long  ago  ;  and  if  there  is  an}^ 
reason  why  it  should  not  be  paid,  on  account  of  the  quality  of  the 
work  or  anything  else,  we  should  be  glad  to  know  it;  and,  if  the 
quality  of  the  work  is  not  satisfactory,  we  are  read}^,  and  have  been 
at  all  times,  and  have  proffered  to  complete  the  work  in  a  manner 
satisfactory  to  any  reasonable  man. 

I  have  nothing  to  volunteer  and  nothing  to  say,  but  we  should 
be  glad  to  give  any  information  which  is  desired  by  the  committee  ; 
but  1  understand  from  the  communication  of  the  Mayor,  which  he 
made  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  that  the  case  is  read}'  to  be 
settled. 

The  only  question  is,  is  the  woi  k  properly  done  ?  The  commu- 
nication of  the  Mayor  contains  the  information  that,  in  the  opinion 
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of  experts  who  have  examined  it,  it  is  a  fairly  average  job.  Mr. 
Barber  and  Mr.  Harris  are  here,  if  you  want  any  practical  informa- 
tion about  the  matter. 

Hon.  Moody  Merrill  said  :  — 

Mr.  Chairman  and  gentlemen  of  the  Committee,  I  appear  here 
at  the  request  of  gentlemen  who  are  interested  in  this  matter, 
on  account  of  reflections  cast  upon  them  in  the  letter  of  His 
Honor  the  Mayor.  I  have  been  retained  to  appear  as  counsel 
in  the  interest  of  the  parties  who  have  refused  to  pay  this  bill, 
and  I  think,  on  account  of  the  position  that  has  been  taken  by 
Mr.  Kittredge,  perhaps  it  is  hardly  necessar}"  to  say  anything, 
excepting  that  I  do  think  that,  in  order  to  remove  any  reflection 
that  has  been  cast  upon  the  late  Superintendent  of  Streets, 
he  should  be  allowed  to  make  his  statement.  Of  course  Mr. 
Meehan  wrote  a  letter  to  the  Mayor  stating  his  reasons  for  not  pay- 
ing the  bill.  The  Mayor  has  very  properl}^  sent  a  communication 
to  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  including  what  he  had  in  his  possession, 
which  might  give  light,  one  wa3^  or  the  other,  upon  the  question  of 
paying  the  bill.  Now,  the  simple  question  for  the  Committee,  in 
my  judgment,  is  whether  the  cit}'  has  received  value  for  the  money 
they  are  asked  to  pay.  Mr.  Meehan  has  claimed,  and  that  is  pub- 
lic and  general  information,  and  the  Committee  know  it  from  the 
statement  of  Mr.  Kittredge,  that  Mr.  Meehan  has  always  insisted 
that  the  work  was  not  properly  and  satisfactorily  done,  and  that 
there  ought  to  be  a  sum  of  mone}'  left  back  in  the  treasury,  for  the 
purpose  of  covering  any  repairs  or  anything  that  might  occur,  in 
order  that  the  city's  interests  might  be  perfectly  protected.  That 
I  understand  to  be  Mr.  Meehan's  course  from  the  beginning,  and 
now  the  question  for  the  Committee  is  to  decide  whether  this  bill 
should  be  paid  in  whole,  or  whether  it  should  be  paid  in  part. 

This  fact,  of  coui-se,  is  true,  that  Mr.  Meehan  was  not  able  to 
get  a  contract  signed  by  the  Barber  Asphalt  Compan}',  or  the  bond 
given  which  was  required  at  the  time.  The  contract  not  having 
been  signed  and  the  bond  not  having  been  given,  he  claimed,  and 
still  claims,  that  the  work  was  not  done  satisfactorily,  and  was  not 
done  up  to  the  terms  of  the  contract,  which  Mr.  Harris  himself  has 
signed,  and  which  has  been  sent  to  the  Boai'd  of  Aldermen  by  His 
Honor  the  Ma3'or.  Now,  I  propose  to  make  the  thing  short,  and 
put  it  plainly  before  the  Committee.  Perhaps  anything  further 
from  me  would  not  be  necessary,  except  that  I  should  read  the 
statement  prepared  by  Mr.  Meehan,  and  I  would  like  to  read  it  as 
counsel  appearing  for  him  and  other  parties,  who  might  have  some 
reflections  cast  upon  them  by  this  matter  having  been  thrust  before 
the  public.  I  think  this  statement  should  be  read,  and  then,  of 
course,  if  au}^  member  of  the  Committee  wishes  to  ask  Mr.  Meehan 
any  questions,  he  can  do  so,  and  if  there  is  any  dispute  in  regard 
to  this  matter,  it  would  be  ver}^  proper  for  him  to  show  that  it  is 
not  correct.  I  understand  from  Mr.  Meehan  that  he  is  willing  to 
make  oath  to  the  statements  contained  in  this  paper,  and  that  this 
is  his  side  of  the  case.    The  statement  reflects  upon  no  one,  and. 
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with  the  consent  of  the  Committee,  I  will  read  it,  or  offer  it  to  be 
read.  Perhaps  3-011  will  have  the  clerk  read  it,  if  you  prefer,  or  I 
will  read  it  myself. 

The  Chairman. — You  will  read  it  yourself,  Mr.  Merrill,  if  you 
prefer. 

Mr.  Merrill.  —  The  statement  first  alludes  to  the  order  of  the 
Board  of  Aldermen,  as  follows  :  — 

On  Sept.  19,  1884,  the  following  order  was  passed  :  — 

"  Ordered,  That  the  Superintendent  of  Streets,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Committee  on  Paving,  be  authorized  to  substitute  asphalt  pavement  in  place 
of  the  granite  blocks  on  Albany  street,  between  Springfield  and  Concord 
streets.    Estimated  cost,  $12,000." 

Then  I  sent  for  Mr.  Harris,  agent  of  the  Barber  Asphalt  Company,  and 
asked  what  he  would  do  the  work  for.  He  stated  his  price,  and  I  asked  him 
to  put  it  in  writing  and  make  me  a  formal  proposal.  He  then  sent  me  first 
proposal,  dated  Sept.  27,  1884,  marked  "A." 


I  will  now  read  this  letter,  which  I  have,  marked  "  A"  :  — 

(A.) 

The  Barber  Asphalt  Paving  Company,  Washington,  D.C. 

101  Milk  Street,  Boston,  Sept.  27th,  1884. 
Hon.  Lucius  Slade,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Paving  :  — 

Dear  Sir,  —  I  hereby  propose  and  agree  to  pave  Albany  street,  between 
Concord  and  Springfield  streets,  with  tlie  pavement  known  as  the  Barber 
Asphalt  Pavement,  being  composed  of  the  same  material  and  laid  in  the  same 
manner  as  the  pavement  laid  on  Court  square,  Liberty  square,  and  Arch 
street,for  the  sum  of  $3.25  per  square  yard. 

Said  pavement  to  be  composed  of  an  hydraulic-cement  concrete  base,  full 
six  inches  in  depth,  upon  which  is  laid  the  cushion-coat  and  wearing-surface 
of  Trinidad  asphalt  mixture  three  inches  in  depth,  and  rolled  down  and  com- 
pressed with  a  steam-roller,  the  work  to  be  done  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Committee  on  Paving.  It  is  understood  and  agreed  that  the  city  shall,  at  its 
expense,  remove  the  paving-blocks,  grade  and  prepare  the  roadway  to  re- 
ceive the  hydraulic-cement  concrete  base.

Mr.  Meehan  then  continues  his  statement :  — 

I  objected  to  that  proposal  because  it  provided  that  the  work  should  be 
done  to  tlie  satisfaction  of  the  Committee  on  Paving  and  omitted  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Streets.  Then  he  sent,  about  a  week  after  the  first  proposal,  a 
second  proposal,  also  dated  Sept.  27,  1884,  and  marked  "  B."  I  told  the 
Committee  that  if  I  was  to  do  the  work  and  be  responsible  for  it,  it  must  be 
done  to  niy  satisfaction.  Mr.  Harris  objected  to  this,  but  the  Committee 
agreed  with  me,  and  then  he  sent  the  second  proposal. 

The  second  proposition  is  of  the  same  date,  and  is  as  follows  :  — 
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(B.) 

The  Barber  Asphalt  Paving  Company,  Washington,  D.C.

Hon.  Lucius  Slade,  Chairman  of  the  CommiUee  on  Paving  :  — 

Dear  Sir,  — I  hereby  propose  and  agree  to  pave  Albany  street,  between 
Concord  and  Springfield  streets,  with  the  pavement  known  as  the  Barber 
Asphalt  Pavement,  being  composed  of  similar  materials,  and  laid  in  the  same 
manner,  as  the  pavements  laid  on  Court  square,  Liberty  square,  and  Arch 
street,  for  the  sum  of  $3.25  per  square  yard. 

Said  pavement  to  be  composed  of  an  hydraulic  cement  concrete  base,  full 
six  inches  in  depth,  upon  which  is  laid  the  cushion-coat  and  wearing  surface 
of  Trinidad  Asphalt  mixture  three  inches  in  depth,  rolled  down  and  com- 
pressed with  a  steam-roller. 

The  work  to  be  done  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Committee  on  Paving  and 
the  Superintendent  of  Streets.    It  is  understood  and  agreed  that  the  city 
shall,  at  its  expense,  remove  the  paving-blocks,  grade  and  prepare  the  road- 
way of  the  street  to  receive  the  hydraulic  cement  concrete  base. 
Yours,  etc.,

You  will  notice  that  the  only  change  is,  that  in  the  second  propo- 
sition the  work  is  to  be  done  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Committee  on 
Paving  and  the  Superintendent  of  Streets,  instead  of  solely  to  the' 
satisfaction  of  the  Committee  on  Paving,  as  in  the  first  proposition. 

Mr.  Meehan  then  continues  :  — 

I  then  had  a  contract  prepared  like  the  Court-square  contract,  referred  to 
in  his  proposals,  and  asked  him  to  sign  it.  I  made  repeated  efforts  to  get  him 
to  sign  a  contract,  but  he  neglected  to  do  so.  Meantime  he  was  going  on  with 
the  work,  with  the  consent  of  the  committee.  The  committee  consented  to 
this,  with  the  understanding  that  the  contract  should  be  signed  and  a  bond 
given.  He  agreed  to  sign  the  contract  and  give  a  bond,  and  named  the  bonds- 
men. They  vv^ere  S.  S.  Rowe  and  Owen  Nawn.  He  gave  no  reason  for 
wanting  this  delay,  but  the  Committee  allowed  him  to  go  on,  and  I  had  to 
acquiesce. 

I  think  it  was  as  much  as  ten  days  after  September  27,  before  Harris  began 
the  work.  When  the  work  was  more  than  half  done  I  received  information 
that  it  was  not  being  done  according  to  contract,  and  upon  that  I  sent  an 
inspector.  When  I  got  his  report,  the  work  of  laying  the  foundation,  which 
contained  all  the  stones,  was  completed.  Of  the  particular  points  in  which 
the  work  was  defective  I  had  no  knowledge,  until  I  received  the  inspector's 
report,  and  then  all  the  stones  were  in.  B.  M.  Young,  the  inspector,  was 
employed  by  the  city  as  Inspector  of  Bridges,  etc.     His  report  is  marked 

C."

Boston,  Nov.  6th,  1884. 
Michael  Meehan,  Superintendent  of  Streets  :  — 

Sir,  —  On  the  27th  of  October,  when  I  first  inspected  the  work  on  Albany 
street,  about  fourteen  hundred  (1,400)  yards  of  the  concrete  portion  had  been 
already  laid.  At  that  time  the  materials  were  being  mixed  in  the  following 
proportions  :  — 

lliV%  Cement, 
293V  %  Sand, 
o8if%  Stone, 

or  about  five  barrels  of  stone  and  two  one-half  barrels  of  sand  to  one  of 
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cement.  I  then  had  the  mixing  changed  to  the  following  proportions,  being 
those  specified  by  contract,  viz. :  — 

142  0/^  Cement, 
28f  %  Sand, 
57^%  Stone, 

or  four  barrels  of  stone  and  two  barrels  of  sand  to  one  of  cement.  From  Monday, 
October  27th,  to  Saturday,  November  1st,  thirty  (30)  men  were  employed  on  the 
concrete,  this  portion  of  the  work  being  finished  Monday  noon,  November  3d, 
the  men  working  on  it  during  Monday  morning,  finishing  Monday,  P.M., 
and  Tuesday  the  cushion-coat  of  asplialt  was  laid  all  but  about  one  hundred 
yards,  twenty-seven  men  working  at  it,  and  fifty-six  loads  of  asphalt  being 
used.  Wednesday,  November  5,  the  laying  of  the  last  coat  of  asphalt  was 
begun,  sixteen  (16)  men  being  at  work  and  forty  (40)  loads  of  asphalt  being 
used.  Besides  the  sixteen  (16)  men  employed  on  the  work  of  laying  the 
asphalt,  ten  (10)  men  were  employed  in  hauling  it;  but,  owing  to  the  coldness 
of  the  weather,  and  the  consequent  quick  hardening  of  the  asphalt,  it  seemed 
impossible  to  roll  the  same  evenly,  and  for  that  reason  I  stopped  the  work 
Wednesday  night.  I  should  have  stopped  the  work  earlier  in  the  day,  but 
was  assured  by  the  foreman  that  numerous  rollings  would  ev.en  it  off.  Such, 
however,  did  not  prove  to  be  the  case. 

The  length  of  the  street  that  is  being  laid  with  asphalt  is  455  feet ;  the  width 
is  53  feet,  3  inches,  equal  2,692^2  yards.

Then  Mr.  Meehan  refers  to  the  Court-square  contract  as 
follows :  — 

See  the  Court-square  contract.  It  calls  for  stones  that  would  go  through 
a  two-inch  ring ;  these  were  much  larger.  It  provides  that  the  proportion 
of  cement,  sand,  and  stone  for  the  foundation  should  be  one  barrel  cement, 
two  barrels  of  sand,  and  four  of  stones.  The  report  shows  that  that  propor- 
tion has  not  been  observed. 

They  refused  to  allow  Mr.  Young  to  see  the  asphalt  mixed,  so  that  he 
miglit  know  whether  or  not  it  was  mixed  in  the  proportions  called  for  by  the 
contract,  giving  the  pretended  reason  that  it  was  a  secret  process.  The 
specifications  of  the  Court-square  contract  provided  that  the  asphalt  should 
be  compounded  as  follows :  — 

"  Refined  Trinadad  asphalt,  softened  with  heavy  oil  of  petroleum  seventeen 
per  cent. ;  fine  sand,  containing  not  more  than  five  per  cent,  of  silicate  of 
alumina,  sixty-seven''per  cent.,  and  carbonate  of  lime,  in  fine  powder,  sixteen 
per  cent." 

Then  it  came  to  laying  the  asphalt  on  the  foundation,  and  I  went  out  there 
myself.  The  weather  was  very  cold,  and  I  was  satisfied  that  the  asphalt 
could  not  be  properly  laid  in  such  weather.  Mr.  Payson,  the  superintendent, 
agreed  with  me,  and  I  told  him  to  tell  Mr.  Harris  my  views  of  the  matter,  and 
ask  him  to  wait  till  the  weather  was  suitable.  Then  Mr.  Harris  went  to  the 
committee  and  got  their  consent  to  go  on.  Then  I  told  my  inspector  that  if 
the  work  was  going  to  be  done  in  that  way  I  would  not  be  responsible  for  it, 
and  would  have  nothing  more  to  do  with  it,  and  I  directed  my  inspector  to 
cease  looking  after  the  work,  and  he  did  so. 

They  went  on  and  finished  the  work,  and  Mr.  Harris  presented  a  bill  to  me, 
which  I  refused  to  approve.  Then  he  went  to  the  Auditor  and  tried  to  get 
his  pay  without  the  signature  of  the  Superintendent  of  Streets.  Mr.  Harris 
thought  at  that  time  that  if  he  could  get  an  order  through  the  Board  of  Alder- 
men to  pay  his  bill,  he  could  get  the  money  without  the  approval  of  the  Super- 
intendent of  Streets,  but  tiie  Auditor  decided  otherwise. 

I  refused  to  give  my  approval  until  the  contract  should  have  been  signed 
and  a  bond  given  which  would  protect  the  interests  of  tlie  city,  but  the  con- 
tract was  not  signed  or  the  bond  given,  and  the  work  was  not  satisfactorily 
done. 
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During  last  year  the  committee  wanted  me  to  approve  the  bill,  and  I 
refused.  When  the  question  fir^t  came  up  about  paying  the  bill  I  consulted 
the  Corporation  Counsel,  and  he  advised  me  that  the  interests  of  the  city 
would  be  best  protected  by  not  paying  any  part  of  the  bill  until  the  contract 
had  been  signed  and  a  bond  given.  He  told  me  "to  hold  on  to  tlie  butt-end 
of  the  whip."  He  afterwards  told  me  that  I  might,  if  I  so  wished,  i)ay  a  part 
of  the  money,  reserving  sufficient  to  protect  the  interests  of  the  city,  and  I 
tried  to  settle  on  an  equitable  basis ;  and  this  year  I  made  a  proposition  to 
Mr.  Kittredge  in  the  presence  of  the  present  committee  (Messrs.  Fernald, 
Nugent,  and  Cutter),  that  if  the  company  would  let  $3,000  remain  in  the 
treasury  as  a  guarantee  that  the  work  should  be  put  in  proper  condition  and 
kept  so  for  three  years,  in  lieu  of  a  bond,  and  sign  the  contract,  I  would 
consent  to  the  payment  of  the  balance. 

The  company  objected  to  this.  Mr.  Harris  offered  to  let  $1,000  remain. 
(See  his  letter,  Feb.  2,  1885,  marked  "D"). 


This  letter  marked  "  D  "  is  as  follows  :  —

Michael  Meehan,  Esq.,  Superintendent  of  Streets  :  — 

Dear  Sir,  —  Will  you  be  so  kind  as  to  give  me,  at  your  earliest  con- 
venience, a  special  draft  for  the  amount  due  the  Barber  Asphalt  Paving  Com- 
pany for  paving  Albany  street  ? 

1  owe  for  materials,  etc.,  furnished  on  the  work,  and  it  will  be  a  great 
accommodation  to  me  if  you  will  kindly  settle  the  account. 

If  you  deem  it  best  to  retain  one  thousand  dollars  to  make  good  any  defects 
in  the  pavement,  and  will  pay  me  the  balance  on  account,  1  shall  be  satisfied. 
An  early  answer  will  oblige

Then  Mr.  Meehan's  statement  continues  :  — 

It  was  finally  agreed  that  they  should  leave  $2,000  in  the  treasury  and 
sign  a  modified  contract.  The  committee  of  this  year  made  this  agreement 
with  Mr.  Kittredge,  counsel  for  the  company,  and  I  assented  to  it.  The 
modified  contract  had  not  then  been  prepared,  but  it  was  agreed  that  there 
should  be  such  a  one  drawn  as  would  protect  tlie  city,  and  that  it  should  be 
deposited  with  the  Auditor.  By  modified  contract  I  mean  such  a  one  as 
would  meet  the  then  existing  state  of  facts  (the  work  having  than  been  done), 
and  one  that  would  protect  the  interests  of  the  city.  Before  Mr.  Kittredge 
could  get  this  contract  assented  to  by  the  company,  the  new  charter  took 
effect. 

Then,  after  Mr.  Kittredge  had  obtained  the  consent  of  the  company  to 
make  this  arrangement,  I  went  down  to  the  Mayor,  and  laid  the  whole  thing 
before  him,  —  told  him  the  whole  story  from  beginning  to  end. 

He  said  he  did  not  understand  it,  and  would  not  take  any  responsibility 
about  it,  and  that  I  had  better  send  it  to  the  Committee  on  Claims. 

I  then  notified  Mr.  Kittredge  of  the  decision  of  the  Mayor,  and  he  had 
several  interviews  with  the  Mayor,  and  then  came  to  me  and  said  that  he 
thought  the  Mayor  was  in  favor  of  paying  the  bill. 

I  sent  one  of  my  clerks  (Mr.  Flatley)  to  the  Mayor  to  get  exactly  what  he 
did  say,  and  tlie  Mayor  declined  any  responsibility  or  interference  in  the  mat- 
ter, and  thought  the  proper  place  for  it  was  in  the  Board  of  Aldermen.  I 
communicated  this  to  Mr.  Kittredge. 

Then,  after  my  removal,  these  papers  were  sent  to  the  Aldermen. 
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I  knew  nothing  of  the  Payson  letter  until  it  was  sent  to  the  Aldermen,  ex- 
cept that  last  winter  Mr.  Barber  told  me  tliat  he  had  a  letter  from  a  party  in 
Boston  who  claimed  to  have  influence  with  the  Street  Department,  stating 
that  if  a  certain  amount  of  money  was  paid  to  them  they  could  get  the  bill 
paid.  I  said  that  such  a  statement  as  that  was  outrageous,  and  tliat  1  should 
never  pay  that  bill  until  they  s-igned  the  contract  and  gave  a  bond,  and  did 
such  other  things  as  were  necessary  to  protect  the  city,  and  any  letter  or  talk 
like  that  would  not  have  the  desired  effect  of  making  me  pay  that  bill  any 
sooner. 

Mr.  Barber  asked  me  what  I  wanted,  and  I  told  him  I  wanted  just  what  the 
contract  called  for,  and  did  not  want  anything  else  whatever.  I  suggested 
to  Mr.  Barber  that,  in  lieu  of  a  bond,  he  might  sign  the  contract,  and  leave 
$3,000  in  the  treasury.  This  conversation  was  before  the  final  arrangement 
to  leave  $2,000  in  the  treasury.  Final  arrangement  was  last  June.  This  was 
all  I  knew  of  any  letter  till  I  saw  the  Payson  letter  in  the  papers.  I  did  not 
think  Mr.  Barber  had  any  such  letter,  but  thought  it  was  a  threat  or  bluff  to 
extort  his  pay. 

I  never  heard  or  thought  of  such  a  thing  as  commission;  such  a  thing  was 
never  suggested  or  spoken  of  to  me,  or  referred  to  in  the  remotest  manner. 

Before  the  first  proposal  by  Mr.  Harris  I  had  learned  that  the  Barber  Com- 
pany had  previously  put  in  a  bill  for  work  for  June,  $700,  which  was  not  a 
proper  bill,  and  that  aroused  my  suspicions.  I  could  get  no  one  to  satis- 
factorily explain  this  bill,  or  point  out  to  me  where  the  work  was  done.  Mr. 
Harris  presented  the  bill.    It  was  contracted  before  I  came  into  office. 

Mr.  Merrill.  —  This  is  Mr.  Meehan's  statement,  which  he  will 
sign  and  make  oath  to,  if  the  Committee  desire,  and  the  letters 
I  have  read  are  with  it.  We  present  these  to  the  Committee,  and 
will  answer  any  further  questions  the}'  see  fit  to  ask  me,  or  Mr. 
Meehan  will  come  forward  if  the  Committee  desire  to  ask  him  any 
questions.  The  paper  is  not  signed,  and  I  merely  read  it  as 
counsel.    We  did  not  know  what  course  the  hearing  would  take. 

The  Chairman.  —  Will  he  sign  the  statement? 

Alderman  Nugent.  —  Will  he  sign  and  swear  to  it? 

Michael  Meehan,  the  late  Superintendent  of  Streets,  came  for- 
ward, and  signed  the  document  read  by  Mr.  Merrill,  and  swore  to 
the  truth  of  the  statements  therein  mnde,  to  the  best  of  his  knowl- 
edge and  belief,  before  the  Clerk  of  Committees. 

Mr.  Merrill.  —  I  would  merely  state,  in  addition,  that,  so  far 
as  Mr.  Meehan  is  concerned,  or  anybody  that  I  know,  there  is  no 
disposition  to  have  the  city  refuse  to  pay  whatever  in  their  judg- 
ment they  ought  to  pay,  if  they  have  received  value  therefor,  and 
the  point  that'Mr.  Meehan  makes,  of  course,  is  that,  there  being  no 
contract  signed  or  bond  given,  as  required  in  this  case,  the  city 
would  not  be  properly  protected  without  leaving  something  in  the 
treasury-,  or  having  some  bond  or  something  given  sufficient  to 
indemnify  tlie  cit}'. 

The  Chairman.  — Have  3'ou  anything  to  say,  Mr.  Kittredge? 

Mr.  Kittredge.  —  My  attention  was  diverted  from  what  Mr. 
Merrill  last  said,  and  I  would  like  to  have  him  repeat  it. 

Mr.  Merrill.  —  I  said  that,  so  far  as  we  are  concerned,  we 
have  no  disposition  to  prevent  the  payment  of  any  money  which 
the  city  owes,  and  for  which  they  have  received  full  value  ;  but 
there  not  having  been  any  contract  signed  or  an}'  bond  filed, 
the  course  which  Mr.  Meehan  has  taken  in  this  matter  is  the 
correct  one.    Of  course  it  is  for  the  Committee  and  Board  of

Aldermen  to  say  ;  but  we  think  tliere  ought  to  be  a  bond  filed  and 
left  with  the  Treasurer  for  the  purpose  of  protecting  the  cit^^'s 
interests.  Of  course  Mr.  Meehan  believes  that  the  work  was  not 
done  as  it  should  have  been  done.  Unless  the  parties  desire  to 
go  into  that  question,  of  course  we  shall  not  go  into  it;  but  we 
are  prepared  to  go  into  the  matter  and  justify-  Mr.  Meehan  in  his 
refusal  to  pa}'  the  bill. 

Mr.  KiTTREUGE.  —  That  is  a  matter  that  I  do  not  know  that  I 
have  anything  to  sa}^  about,  or  to  do  anything  about.  We  have  noth- 
ing to  do  with  the  controversies  between  the  different  officials  of  the 
city.  All  we  want  is  our  money,  and  we  want  onl}'  what  we  are 
entitled  to.  So  far  as  the  quality  of  the  work  is  concerned,  in 
order  that  the  Committee  may  be  satisfied,  I  would  like  Mr.  Harris 
to  stnte  the  way  in  which  the  work  was  done,  and  what  was  done. 
Mr.  Harris  is  here  for  that  purpose,  if  the  Committee  wish  to  hear 
him. 

The  Chairman.  — We  shall  be  pleased  to  hear  him. 
Mr.  Charles  Harris,  agent  of  the  Barber  Asphalt  Paving  Co., 
said  :  — 

Mr.  Chairman,  I  will  commence  a  little  before  the  time  at  which 
the  controversy  in  regard  to  this  contract  began.  An  order  was 
passed  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  I  think  on  the  19th  of  Septem- 
ber, to  pave  Albany  street,  between  Springfield  and  Concord  streets. 
If  3'ou  go  back  one  month  before  that  you  will  find  another  order 
passed  about  August  18  to  pave  Albany  street.  Mr.  Meehan  had 
seen  me  before  the  IDth  of  September  order  was  passed,  and  requested 
me  to  go  on  to  the  Albany  street  work  as  speedil}-  as  possible.  We 
had  one  order  from  him  at  that  time  to  pave  Warrenton  street.  I 
told  him  that  there  was  to  be  a  celebration  on  Warrenton  street, 
and  I  thought  we  had  better  get  that  work  done  first,  otherwise  it 
might  discommode  the  people  on  Warrenton  street,  if  this  paving 
should  be  going  on  while  they  were  holding  their  celebration.  He 
assented  to  that,  and  I  went  on  and  completed  the  work,  and  on 
September  17th  I  moved  my  tools  and  steam-engine  and  apparatus 
over  to  Albany  street.  He  had  at  that  time  a  few  men  at  work  on 
the  street,  taking  up  the  paving-stones  and  preparing  the  street  for 
the  paving.  Tliey  worked  very  slowly,  and  I  got  discouraged, 
because  the  time  was  passing  away  very  fast.  We  were  getting 
towards  cold  weather,  when  it  wouhl  be  diflflcult  to  lay  asphalt  pave- 
ment, and  I  went  to  see  him,  to  ascertain  why  the  work  was  not  pro- 
gressing faster.  Then  he  told  me  he  wanted  a  proposition  from 
me.  I  made  him  a  proposition,  and  in  that  proposition,  that  I 
addressed  to  the  Committee  on  Paving — and  I  would  say  that, 
when  I  was  superintendent,  all  propositions  were  addressed  to  the 
Committee  on  Paving  ;  I  did  not  receive  them  ;  the  committee 
received  and  opened  them,  and  examined  them,  and  awarded  the 
contracts — I  made  that  proposition  addressed  to  the  Committee  on 
Paving,  and  by  an  inadvertence  left  out  the  clause  that  the  work 
should  be  done  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Superintendent  of  Streets. 
Mr.  Meehan  called  my  attention  to  it,  in  company  with  Mr.  Hall, 
and  I  said  "  Certainl}^  I  am  willing  to  put  that  in  ; "  and  I  wrote 
him  another  proposition  putting  that  in.   Some  time  afterwards  he 
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requested  me  to  come  to  the  office,  and  I  went  to  the  office,  and  he 
showed  me  a  rough  draft  of  the  contract.  There  were  one  or  two 
things  in  it  to  which  I  objected  ;  I  saw  the  committee  and  they 
consented  to  the  change.  For  instance,  the  base  wns  to  be  com- 
posed of  Portland  cement,  which  is  ver}'  expensive,  costing  $3  a 
barrel.  The  committee  consented  to  have  it  changed  to  American 
cement,  which  was  done.  I  went  to  the  office  several  times  to 
sign  the  contract,  but  the  contract  was  not  read}'.  Finally  it  got 
to  be  October  20,  and  I  came  up  to  City  Hall  to  see  Mr.  Slade, 
the  chairman  of  the  committee.  I  had  seen  him  several  times 
before  that,  and  he  was  very  much  surprised  that  the  work  was 
not  completed.  I  saw  him  in  company  with  Mr.  Hall,  and  asked 
whether  I  could  not  go  on  with  that  work,  and  he  said,  "You  go 
up  to  the  office  with  Mr.  Hall ; "  and  I  went  up  to  see  Mr.  Meehan 
in  compan}'  with  Mr.  Hall,  and  on  the  way  I  met  yoii,  Mr.  Chair- 
man, and  we  went  up  into  Mr.  Meehan's  office.  Mr.  Hall  said  the 
cold  weather  was  advancing,  and  Mr.  Harris  was  desirous  of  going 
on  with  the  work.  Mr.  Meehan  said,  "The  contract  has  not  been 
signed." — "Where  is  the  contract?" — "It  is  not  ready."  Mr. 
Meehan  said,  "  I  have  no  objection  to  your  going  on."  I  said, 
"  Tlien,  I  understand  we  can  go  on  to-morrow  morning?"  and  he 
said  "  Yes."  The  next  morning  we  began  to  work,  and  soon  after 
it  was  reported  to  me  that  Mr.  Meehan  had  been  on  the  street  and 
stopped  the  work.  I  came  down  to  City  Hall  and  saw  Alderman 
Hall,  and  he  went  up  to  see  Mr.  Meehan,  and  came  back  with  a 
note  from  Mr.  Meehan,  saying  3'ou  can  go  on,  and  sign  the  con- 
tract when  it  is  read3\  I  have  that  letter  here  (producing  a 
letter)  :  — 

You  may  go  on  witli  the  work  on  Albany  street,  and  sign  the  contract 
when  it  is  ready  to-morrow. 

MICHAEL  MEEHAN. 

I  wrote  on  the  bottom  of  that  letter,  "  Received  from  the  hands 
of  Alderman  Hall,  Oct.  21,  1884,  12.40  P.M. 

We  went  on  with  the  work.  Finally,  I  was  sent  for  to  come  up 
and  sign  the  contract.  I  came  up  one  afternoon,  and  the  commit- 
tee were  in  session.  Mr  Meehan  was  with  them.  Mr.  Toland,  the 
clerk  of  the  committee,  showed  me  a  cop}^  of  the  contract,  and  I 
sat  down  and  read  it.  The  contract  was  satisfactory  enough,  but 
in  the  bond  of  that  conti  act  he  had  put  me  in  as  sole  bondsman. 
Now  I  had  submitted  two  names  to  the  committee  as  bondsmen, 
and  the  committee  had  accepted  them  ;  and  when  I  read  that 
contract  it  struck  me  as  very  singular  that  Mr.  Meehan  should 
leave  out  the  names  of  the  bondsmen  I  had  submitted,  and  insert 
my  name  as  sole  bondsman.  I  could  not  see  why  he  should  do  it, 
and  I  objected  to  it.  I  asked  the  clerk  to  call  Mr.  Slade  or  some 
member  of  the  committee  out  of  the  committee-room.  Mr.  Hall 
came  out  in  response  to  the  call,  and  I  showed  him  what  had  been 
done,  and  told  him  1  objected  to  it,  and  I  said  I  did  not  see  why 
the  names  of  the  bondsmen  should  be  omitted.  He  took  it  back 
into  the  committee-room  and  showed  it  to  the  committee,  and  the

clerk  was  instructed  to  re-write  the  contract  and  insert  the  names 
of  my  bondsmen.  The  contract  was  re- written,  and  there  was  a 
mistake  in  it.  It  said  the  "  Barber  Asphalt  Company  of  Boston." 
I  said  "  There  is  no  such  company  as  that,  but  it  is  the  Barber 
Asphalt  Paving  Compan}'  of  Washington."  And  I  told  him  to 
erase  that  and  put  in  the  "  Barber  Asphalt  Paving  Company  of 
Washington."  He  concluded  to  re-write  the  whole  thing.  I 
waited  an  hour  and  a  half,  or  so,  and  the  clerk  came  out  and 
said  the  committee  did  not  wish  me  to  sign  the  contract  this  after- 
noon. I  said  "  Why  not?  I  have  been  waiting  here  all  this  time." 
He  said,  "  I  dont  know.  They  want  further  time  to  consider  it." 
I  went  away.  In  a  few  days,  on  Saturday,  came  a  telephone  to 
me  to  come  up  to  the  hall  to  sign  the  contract.  I  was  very  busy, 
and  could  not  leave,  and  therefore  could  not  go.  In  a  day  or  two  I 
was  going  up  to  sign  the  contract,  and  I  met  Alderman  Hall,  and 
I  said,  "  Why  did  not  the  committee  let  me  sign  that  contract?" 
He  said,  "  Well  there  are  reasons,  Mr.  Harrrs."  1  said,  "  What 
are  they?"  He  said,  I  will  tell  you  later."  I  said,  "  I  am  going 
down  to  sign  that  contract  to-day."  He  said,  "Don't  you  do  it. 
The  committee  don't  wish  you  to  sign  it."  He  said  he  would  not 
tell  me  now,  but  would  b}'  and  by.  In  the  course  of  a  week  he 
told  me  that  Mr  Meehan  said  in  his  presence  that  lie  did  not  pro- 
pose to  accept  the  work,  and  proposed  to  give  me  all  the  trouble 
he  could  to  collect  the  money,  And,"  said  Mr.  Hall,  "  under  those 
circumstances  I  don't  think  you  had  better  sign  that  contract,  and 
don't  you  go  near  them  to  sign  it."  So  I  went  on  with  the  work, 
regardless  of  signing  the  conti'act. 

Now,  the  hydraulic-cement  base  was  to  be  laid  in  the  proportions 
of  one  part  of  cement,  two  parts  of  sand,  and  two  pai  ts  of  stone. 
I  gave  orders  to  adhere  as  nearly  as  possible  to  those  proportions. 
I  was  there  the  greater  part  of  the  time,  until  the  hydraulic  cement 
base  had  been  about  one-half  laid,  —  I  should  think  about  one- 
half,  not  more  than  that,  —  and  gave  strict  orders  to  adhere  as 
near  as  possible  to  that  proportion.  When  the  base  was  about 
half  laid  an  inspector  was  put  on,  and  I  was  very  glad  that  he  was 
put  on,  for  it  saved  me  a  great  deal  of  anxiety  and  trouble,  as  I 
was  not  then  compelled  to  be  on  the  street  so  much.  I  told  him 
I  was  very  glad  he  had  been  appointed,  and  told  him  I  hoped  he 
would  look  after  it  closely,  and  see  that  that  base  was  put  in 
properly,  and  if  at  any  time  there  was  anything  going  on  that  was 
not  right  to  stop  it  and  let  me  know.  Everything  was  very 
pleasant  with  him  ;  there  was  not  a  word  of  dispute  at  all ;  lie  told 
me  he  inspected  it  every  day.  I  went  to  him  and  said,  "  Mr. 
Young,  how  is  this  base  being  made?  " — "  All  right,  Mr.  Harris," 
said  he.  Perhaps  one  morning  he  said,  "  I  think  the  stones  are  a 
little  large." — "Well,  we  must  stop  that,"  said  I.  I  went  out  to 
Nawn's  crusher  and  told  him  to  shut  down  the  jaws,  and  make  the 
stones  smaller.  I  told  him  to  have  this  base  made  right,  and  if 
the  stones  were  too  large  that  they  must  be  made  right.  He  re- 
ported to  me  from  day  to  day  that  everyhing  was  right,  and  every- 
thing was  going  on  right,  and  that  they  were  making  a  good  base, 
—  as  good  a  base  as  could  be  made,  he  thought. 
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On  November  5  we  commenced  to  put  on  the  wearing-surface. 
The  cushion-coating  had  been  put  on  before.  It  was  a  little  cold 
that  morning,  and  the  superintendent  reported  that  he  had  con- 
siderable difficulty  in  getting  the  pavement  as  smooth  as  it  should 
be. 

It  was  not  quite  as  smooth  as  it  should  be.  Mr.  Meehan 
came  at  that  time- and  objected  to  the  wearing-surface.  He  went 
off  and  did  not  order  it  stopped.  Mr.  Pay  son  said  to  me  that  the 
inspector,  Mr.  Young,  said  to  him,  I  have  no  orders  to  stop  you, 
but  I  will  advise  you  to  stop."  Mr.  Payson  came  over  to  me  and 
said  he  had  stopped.  I  went  to  see  Mr.  Hall  to  get  the  com- 
mittee together,  and  I  saw  Mr.  Slade  and  asked  him  if  he  would 
call  the  committee  together,  and  go  on  to  the  street  and  tell  us 
what  to  do.  Nothing  had  been  said  to  me  of  what  Mr.  Meehan 
had  said  to  him,  — that  we  must  wait  a  few  days  for  warm  weather, 
for  there  was  no  certainty  of  warm  weather  then.  I  went  down 
and  called  to  see  Mr.  Slade,  and  he  promised  to  call  the  commit- 
tee together  and  go  up  on  the  street.  Mr.  Payson  told  me  after- 
wards that  the  committee  had  been  there,  and  directed  him  to  go 
on  with  the  wo)"k  and  complete  that  street  as  early  as  possible,  and 
that  soine  member  of  the  committee  was  on  the  street  almost  every 
day  until  it  was  done. 

In  regard  to  the  inspector  not  being  allowed  to  see  the  mixture, 
that  is  the  first  time  I  ever  heard  a  word  about  it.  The  yard  was 
open  all  the  time,  and  he  could  have  gone  there  at  any  time  to  see 
the  asphalt  mixed.  Everybody  goes  into  the  yard  that  wants  to. 
He  never  said  one  word  to  me  that  he  was  not  allowed  to  see  it ; 
he  could  have  seen  it  at  any  time. 

After  the  work  was  done  T  wrote  to  the  City  Surveyor,  asking 
him  to  give  me  a  certificate  of  the  number  of  yards  laid,  so  that  I 
might  make  out  a  bill  for  the  same.  He  wrote  me  back  in  a  few 
days  tliat  Mr.  Meehan  did  not  wish  the  work  measured,  that  he 
had  ordered  the  work  not  measured,  and  was  not  satisfied  vvith  it. 
I  went  to  see  Mr.  Slade  about  it,  and  he  said,  the  greater  part 
of  that  was  as  good  a  pie(!eof  work  as  he  ever  saw,  and  tliat  I. would 
receive  my  money  in  due  time.  I  waited  verv  paitently.  Mr.  Slade 
told  me  that  Mr.  Meehan  had  promised  that  it  should  be  paid. 
He  gave  me  notice  at  one  time  that  Mr.  Meehan  had  said  it  should 
be  paid  within  a  few  days.  Tlie  bill  was  not  paid,  and  I  went  to 
see  Mr.  Slade,  and  told  him  it  had  not  been  paid,  and  he  said  he 
would  see  Mr.  Meehan  again,  and  he  told  me  afterwards  that  he 
saw  him,  and  that  Mr.  Meehan  said  he  had  had  so  much  to  do  he  had 
not  had  time  to  attend  to  it,  and  it  would  be  attended  to  in  a  few 
days.  Finally  Mr.  Slade  telephoned  me  to  come  to  the  store,  to  go 
up  with  him  to  see  Mr.  Meehan.  I  went  up  with  him  to  Mr.  Meehan's 
office,  and  we  sat  down  and  had  a  conversetion  with  him,  and  Mr. 
Hall  was- present  during  the  greater  portion  of  it.  Mr.  Meehan 
said  the  contract  had  not  been  signed,  and  I  told  him  the  reason  wh}^ 
it  had  not  been  signed,  —  that  he  iiad  said  he  did  not  propose  to  ac- 
cept the  woi-k  in  any  vvay,  and  he  proposed  to  give  me  all  the 
trouble  he  could.  Mr.  Slade  finally  said  to  Mr.  Meehan  that,  "  As 
the  work  is  done,  supposing  Mr.  Harris  signs  the  contract  and  the

sureties  sign  the  bonds,  will  you  pa}-  for  this  woi  k  or  part  of  it  on 
account?"  I  had  proposed  to  Mr.  Slade  that  the  city  should  re- 
tain a  portion  as  a  guarantee  that  the  work  should  be  kept  in  order 
for  thiee  years.  Mr.  Meehan  replied  that,  "After  the  sureties  had 
signed  the  bonds,  and  the  contract  was  signed,  I  will  do  just  as  I 
damn  please."  I  felt  rather  hurt  and  offended  that  he  should 
use  that  language  toward'  me,  and  I  left  him.  That,  I  think,  was 
in  the  last  week  of  the  government  of  last  year. 

In  the  early  part  of  January  Mr.  Meehan  sent  for  me  to  come 
to  his  office,  and  I  went  to  his  office  and  saw  him,  and  he  was  very 
pleasant,  and  he  said  he  proposed  to  pay  that  bill,  but  he  intended 
to  keep  back,  I  think  he  said  $2,000, —  it  may  have  been  $1,000, 
I  wont  be  certain,  but  it  was  either  $1,000  or  $2,000,  —  if  I  would 
sign  the  contract,  and  he  then  added  that  the  bond  must  be  signed. 
I  said  to  him,  "  Mr.  Meehan,  I  am  afraid  that,  with  all  this  delay 
and  action  that  has  taken  place,  the  sureties  will  not  sign  the  bond, 
and  will  be  frightened."  He  said,  "  Oh,  no;  I  have  seen  them." 
I  asked  him  to  send  me  the  contract,  and  in  two  or  three  da3's  he 
sent  it  to  me.  I  took  the  contract  to  one  of  the  bondsmen,  Mr. 
Rowe,  and  told  him  what  Mr.  Meehan  had  said,  that  if  the  contract 
and  bond  were  signed  he  would  pay  all  except  $1,000  or  $2,000. 
Mr.  Rowe  objected  that  if  the  bonds  were  signed  there  should  be 
no  amount  kept  back.  While  we  were  talking  over  the  subject 
Mr.  Merrill  came  into  Mr.  Rovve's  office.  We  conversed  about  it. 
Mr.  Merrill  said  he  would  take  that  contract  and  see  that  it  was 
changed,  if  a  certain  portion  was  to  be  kept  back.  I  told  them  I 
was  going  awa}',  to  be  gone  some  little  time,  and  would  leave  the 
matter  in  their  hands.  I  went  away,  and  when  I  came  back  I  saw 
Mr.  Rowe,  and  he  said  he  had  seen  Mr.  Meehan,  who  had  taken  the 
contract  awsij.  I  waited  some  time  and  heard  nothing  from  Mr. 
Meehan,  or  any  one  else,  and  I  wrote  him  a  letter  asking  if  he 
would  pa}'  something  on  account.  The  letter  has  been  read.  There 
were  two  letters,  one  of  which  has  been  read,  and  I  proposed  to 
let  $1,000  remain.  I  received  no  answer  whatever  to  those  com- 
munications. 

In  March  Mr.  Barber,  the  president  of  the  com[)any,  came  on 
and  went  and  saw  Mr.  Meehan,  and  placed  the  matter  in  the  hands 
of  Mr.  Kittredge,  and  there  I  left  it. 

Mr.  KiTTKEDGE.  —  You  remember  that  Mr.  Meehan  spoke  of  a 
bill  which  was  sent  in  by  you,  for  certain  repairs,  for  $700  or  $800, 
which  aroused  his  suspicion? 

Mr.  Harris.  —  Yes,  sir ;  and  I  want  to  meet  that  right  here. 
The  Barber  Asphalt  Company  never  presented  a  bill  for  work  not 
done.  The  bill  to  which  he  refers  was  never  presented  by  the 
Barber  Asphalt  Paving  Compau}'.  The  Barber  Asphalt  Compau}^ 
has  been  attacked  several  times,  but  I  never  go  into  the  news- 
papers, if  I  can  help  it ;  but  I  say  to  the  gentlemen  that  the  Barber 
Asphalt  Company  never  presented  a  bill  for  work  not  done.  The 
facts  in  regard  to  that  bill  are  these  :  I  asked  the  City  Surveyor  to 
go  and  measure  up  the  work  which  we  had  done.  He  did  so,  but 
he  sent  nie  no  certiticate  of  it.  Mr.  Meehan  came  to  me  one  da}^ 
and  had  a  bill  in  his  hand,  and  asked  what  work  that  was.    I  said 
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it  was  work  done  on  the  streets.  "  Did  you  see  it  done?  " — "  No  ; 
I  didn't."  I  said  that  the  work  was  done,  that  Alderman  Slade  saw 
it  done,  —  some  of  it  was  in  his  vicinity,  —  and  Mr.  Meehan  could 
see  him  about  it ;  that  Mr.  Payson  could  testify  that  it  was  done  ; 
and  perhaps  Mr.  Meehan's  foreman  can,  and  he  replied  that  his 
foreman  did  not  know  anything  about  it.  You  can  satisfy  your- 
self. I  went  off  and  saw  Mr.  Slade.  "  Do  you  recollect 
that  certain  repairs  were  made  on  certain  streets?"  He  said, 
"Yes." — "Will  you  tell  Mr.  Meehan,  and  satisfy  him  that 
it  was  done?"  and  he  said  he  would.  Afterwards  I  met  Mr. 
Meehan,  and  then  the  trouble  was  with  the  quantity  —  the 
number  of  3'ards.  I  said,  "I  will  leave  it  entirely  to  the  City 
Surveyor;  "  that  I  did  not  know  what  the  quantity  was.  "  Did 
you  measure  it?"  —  "  No,  I  didn't;  I  will  leave  it  to  you  and 
the  City  Surveyor.  But,"  I  said,  "  Mr.  Meehan,  don't  you  pay 
a  cent  out  on  that  bill  until  you  are  satisfied  it  is  all  right;  the 
Barber  Asphalt  Paving  Company  does  not  want  a  dollar  of  the 
city's  money  that  does  not  belong  to  them,  and  we  would  rather 
give  you  the  whole  bill  than  take  a  dollar  that  does  not  belong  to 
us."  I  asked  him  to  go  with  the  City  Surveyor  and  measure  the 
work  on  the  street,  and  satisfy  himself.  He  did  not  say  whether 
he  would  or  not.  But,  Mr.  Chairman,  we  never  presented  the  bill. 
Q.  Who  made  the  bill  out? 

A.  I  don't  know  who  made  it  out.  It  was  made  out,  I  think, 
on  the  City  Hall  Paving  Department  blanks. 

Q.  Did  an}'  one  in  your  office,  or  connected  with  your  office, 
make  it  out? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q,  Do  you  know  the  hand-writing  ? 
A.  No,  sir. 

Alderman  Nugent.  — When  were  those  repairs  made  ? 
A.  They  were  done  some  time  last  summer. 
Q.  A  year  ago  this  summer? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Alderman  Cutter.  —  Were  the  committee  satisfied  as  to  what 
streets  the  work  was  done  on,  as  represented  in  this  bill? 

A.  Yes,  sir ;  they  were,  because  in  the  first  place  those  streets 
were  named  A,  B,  C,  D,  E,  or  whatever  it  was. 

Q.  Was  that  the  first  time  you  had  seen  that  bill? 

A.  That  was  the  first  time  I  had  seen  it. 

Q.  You  knew  nothing  of  it,  whatever? 

A.  I  know  I  requested  the  City  Surveyor  to  measure  up  the  work 
we  had  done  that  had  not  been  paid  for. 

Q.  Was  any  one  authorized  to  make  and  present  a  bill  for  you? 

A.  No,  sir  ;  no  one  was  authorized  to  do  so. 

Q.  Was  there  any  other  agent  of  the  Barber  Asphalt  Paving 
Company  authorized  to  make  a  bill  against  the  city? 

A.  Not  at  lhat  time. 

Mr.  KiTTREDGE.  —  The  amount  of  repairs  done,  and  the  meas- 
urements made,  were  made  in  the  City  Surveyor's  office,  were  they 
not? 

A.  I  presume  they  were.    I  requested  the  City  Surveyor  to  go

with  Mr.  Paj^son  and  measure  up  the  work.  I  told  Mr.  Pa3^son  I 
had  made  such  an  appointment  for  him,  and  to  go  and  meet  the 
City  Surveyor  or  one  of  his  assistants. 

^.  Do  you  know  whether  this  bill  was  made  out  in  accordance 
with  the  City  Surveyor's  measurements? 

A.  I  don't  know,  sir. 

Alderman  Fernald.  — Do  you  claim  that  this  is  work  that  they 
did? 

A.  I  claim  that  they  did  work  on  those  streets. 
Q.  But  you  did  not  render  any  bill  for  it? 

A.  I  did  not  render  any  bill.    I  had  requested  the  City  Surveyor 
to  measure  the  work  done,  which  had  not  been  paid  for. 
Alderman  Cutter.  — Has  that  bill  been  paid  since? 
A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  And  you  consider  it  still  due  to  the  Asphalt  Paving  Company  ? 
A.  I  consider  that  there  is  something  due  for  the  repairs. 
Mr.  KiTTREDGE.  —  Upou  four  streets,  —  it  has  been  paid  upon 
the  others,  except  four? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Alderman  Fernald.  —  Do  you  claim  that  this  is  a  just  bill? 

A.  Understand  me,  Mr.  Meehan  claims  tliat  the  measurements 
are  not  correct ;  I  do  not  know  whether  they  are  or  not.  I  wanted 
Mr.  Meehan  to  go  and  see  the  measurements  with  the  City  Sur- 
veyor. 

Alderman  Nugent.  —  Has  not  that  bill  been  presented  lately  ? 
A.  No,  sir  ;  not  that  I  know  of. 

Mr.  KiTTREDGE.  —  I  think  I  have  presented  it.  I  have  spoken 
to  the  committee  about  it.  It  is  a  claim  which  the  Barber  Asphalt 
Paving  Co.  still  holds  for  work  done  upon  these  four  streets. 
Spring  street,  Harrison  avenue,  Cottage  street,  and  one  other, 
which  I  do  not  now  recall.  If  the  amounts  are  not  correct,  we  want 
to  make  them  correct.  The  measurements  were  made  by  the  City 
Surveyor's  office. 

Mr.  Merrill.  —  Mr.  Harris,  did  not  the  superintendent  who 
did  the  work  tell  you  that  the  measurements  by  Mr.  Morton  were 
not  correct? 

A.  No,  sir  ;  the  superintendent  was  Mr.  Payson.  I  asked  him 
if  he  measured  that  work  while  the  work  was  going  on,  or  at  an}' 
time,  and  he  said  he  did  not.  I  asked  Mr.  Forbes,  who  was  the 
agent  of  the  company  at  that  time,  if  he  measured  it,  and  he  said 
he  did  not. 

Q.  Have  you  ever  tried  to  get  Mr.  Payson  to  prove  those 
measurements  made  by  Mr.  Morton  ? 

A.  I  tried  to  get  Mr.  Meehan  to  prove  them. 

Q.  But  did  Mr.  Meehan  try  to  get  Mr.  Payson  to  prove  them? 

A.  I  don't  know.  I  have  no  recollection  of  it.  I  told  him  I 
wanted  him  to  verify  the  measurements  himself. 

Q.  Did  any  of  this  patching  have  any  reference  to  Columbus 
avenue  ? 

A.  No  sir. 

Q.  You  say  the  bill  was  not  sent  in.  I  did  not  know  but  the 
matter  was  not  sent  in  because  some  that  stuff  that  was  taken 
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off  of  Colnmbns  avenue  from  the  face  of  the  pavement  was  sold  to 
the  cit3'  for  filling.  There  was  stuff  taken  off  the  surface  and 
dumped  over  on  Boylston  street,  somewhere,  which  the  city  paid 
for? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  I  did  not  know  but  that  was  the  reason  why  they  did  not  pay 
an}^  bill  for  this  patching. 

A.  No,  sir ;  I  had  requested  the  City  Surveyor  to  measure  that 
patching. 

Q.  Now  about  this  asphalt  that  was  carried  on  to  Boylston 
street,  that  was  taken  off  Columbus  avenue,  which  the  city  paid 
for,  did  that  go  to  the  Barber  Asphalt  Co.,  or  to  whom  did 
it  go?  There  was  a  certain  amount  of  bills  paid  by  the  city  for 
the  skimmings  taken  off  the  Columbus  avenue  pavement  at  $4  a 
cubic  3'ard  ? 

A.  The  city  paid  for  it,  whatever  it  was. 

Q.  Where  did  that  money  go? 

A.  To  the  Barber  Asphalt  Paving  Co. 

Q.  Were  they  entitled  to  that  money? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Was  there  any  question  about  it? 

A.  ^No,  sir ;  I  don't  think  there  was  the  slightest  question  about 

it. 

Q.  They  had  been  paid  for  it  once  when  it  was  laid? 
A.  Yes,  sir  ;  but  the  city  did  not  take  it  up. 
Q.  Who  received  the  pay  ? 

A.  The  Barber  Asphalt  Paving  Co.  They  were  to  remove  it, 
and  it  was  tlieirs. 

Q.  Did  they  make  out  a  bill  to  the  city  for  this  filling? 

A.  No,  they  did  not. 

Q.  Who  made  out  the  bill? 

A.  Mr.  Payson. 

Q.  Did  he  make  it  out  himself? 

A.  I  presume  he  did  ;  I  cannot  say  whether  he  did  or  not. 
Q.  Do  you  know  whether  he  made  it  out,  or  whether  it  was  one 
of  your  clerks? 

A.  I  can  not  say.  This  is  the  old  material  taken  from  the  sur- 
face of  Columbus  avenue,  —  the  old  material  which  we  had  to  take 
up,  and  we  disposed  of  it  at  $4  a  yard. 

Q.  The  city  paid  for  it  at  $4  a  yard? 

A.  The  cit}^  paid  for  it,  — I  do  not  know  how  much, —  it  was 
perhaps  $300  or  $400. 

Q.  Was  the  money  paid  to  you? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Did  Mr.  Payson  know  anything  about  it  until  after  you  re- 
ceived it? 

A.  I  don't  know.    I  told  him  I  received  it. 

Q.  The  reason  I  asked  about  it  was  whether  that  material  did 
not  belong  to  the  city,  and  whether  or  not  the  company  had  the 
right  to  sell  it  to  the  city  ? 

A.  No,  sir ;  it  belonged  to  the  company.  They  were  bound  to 
remove  the  old  material. 
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Q.  After  Mr.  Meehan  came  in  as  Superintendent  of  Streets,  did 
ne  approve  any  bill  for  it? 
A.  I  don't  know. 
Q.  Did  you  approve  any  bills? 
A.  I  did. 

Q.  Why  did  not  tlie  Barber  Asphalt^  Company  make  out  tlie 
bills  themselves? 

A.  Mr.  Payson  took  the  material  off  and  carted  it  out  on  Boyl- 
ston  street,  and  disposed  of  part  of  it  to  the  city,  which  was  paid 
for  b}'  the  city. 

Q.  Now  do  you  consider  that  that  stuff  belonged  to  the  city  or 
the  Barber  Asphalt  Paving  Company? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  to  the  Barber  Asphalt  Paving  Company. 
Q.  The  city  paid  for  it  once  ? 

A.  When  they  laid  the  material  it  belonged  to  the  cit}',  and  when 
we  removed  it,  as  we  were  obliged  to  do  under  our  contract,  it  be- 
longed to  the  compan3\  We  would  have  been  very  glad  to  have 
the  city  take  it  away. 

Q.  But  supposing  you  should  go  on  and  repave  the  tracks  of  a 
railroad,  and  lake  out  the  old  material,  the  citj'  would  suppl}'  that 
material? 

A.  We  are  not  talking  about  horse-railroad  tracks. 
Q.  I  am  speaking  of  this  material  now,  and  onl}'  bring  that  in 
incidentallv. 

A.  This  material  belonged  to  the  company.  They  were  to  take 
it  up  and  dispose  of  it. 

Q.  Did  it  not  belong  to  the  cit}'? 

A.  The  company  were  to  take  it  up  and  dispose  of  it,  and 
some  of  it  they  carted  upon  the  wharf  and  some  upon  Bo3'lston 
street. 

Q.  When  the}'  carted  this  material  that  belonged  to  the  city, 
and  that  they  had  once  been  paid  for,  why  should  the}'  be  paid  $4  a 
yard  for  it? 

A.  It  was  material  which-  the  company  was  bound  to  dispose 
of.  They  had  to  take  it  awa}'.  The  city  made  no  claim  for  it.  I 
don't  suppose  the}'  would  make  a  claim  for  it  to-day. 

Q.  But  here  was  material  laid  on  the  street  and  paid  for  by  the 
city  ;  the  company  was  paid  for  repaying  the  street,  and  had  to 
take  off  this  material ;  that  material  was  taken  off  and  used  for 
the  purposes  of  the  city,  and  the  city  paid,  not  the  Barber  Asphalt 
Paving  Company,  but  paid  to  somebody  for  the  company,  the  full 
amount  of  ^4  per  square  yard  for  that  filling? 

A.  I  answer  now  as  I  answered  before,  that  that  material  was 
material  which  the  company  was  obliged  to  remove  for  the  city  ;  it 
was  worthless  for  paving  purposes  ;  it  was  not  like  tire  granite 
block  used  for  paving,  and  we  had  to  get  rid  of  it  the  best  way  we 
could,  and  we  sold  it  to  the  city  because  the  city  had  a  street  that 
it  was  filling  up,  and  this  material  was  fit  for  that  purpose. 

Mr.  Merrill.  —  Still,  the  question  in  my  mind  is  this,  that  that 
material  on  that  surface  belonged  to  the  city.  Jf  the  city  could 
use  it  in  any  way  for  building  up  its  own  streets  for  its  own  pur- 
poses, it  sttikes  me  that  that  stuff  belonged  to  the  city. 
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Mr.  KiTTREDGE.  —  Supposing  it  did.  The  Barber  Asphalt  Pav- 
ing Company  would  have  been  called  upon  to  take  it  away  and  dis- 
pose of  it,  and  the  city  was  under  obligation  to  pay  for  whatever 
material  it  used  in  filling  the  street. 

Mr.  Merrill.  —  Yes,  sir,  the  company  carted  that  away  and 
charged  $4  a  square  yard  for  it.  Now  the  question  is,  did  what 
they  got  more  than  pay  for  the  carting? 

Mr.  Harris.  —  I  don't  believe  it  did. 

Q.  Do  you  think  anybody  would  charge  $4  a  square  yard  for 
the  purpose  of  carting  it  there  ? 

A.  Taking  it  up  and  carting  it  there? 
Q.  Yes? 

A.  I  don't  believe  they  would  do  it  for  that. 
Q.  Was  there  an}^  room  for  any  more  of  it? 
A.  Yes. 

Q,  Why  was  it  not  taken  there? 
A.  Mr.  Meehan  declined  to  take  it. 

Q.  And  if  he  had  not  come  in  it  would  have  gone  on  under  your 
superintendence,  and  all  been  taken  up? 

A.  Yes,  sir ;  and  they  would  have  had  good  filling. 

Q.  The  question  in  my  mind  is  whether  that  material  did  not 
belong  to  the  city,  and  if  the  city  did  not  take  its  own  material 
and  pay  $4  a  square  yard  for  it? 

A.  We  should  have  been  glad  to  have  the  city  take  it.  We  had 
agreed  to  take  up  the  old  material  and  remove  it,  and  it  was  part 
of  our  contract  to  take  it  up,  and  we  could  dispose  of  it  to  the 
city  or  an}^  one  else. 

Mr.  Merrill.  — Then  why  did  you  charge  the  city  for  it? 

Mr.  KiTTREDGE.  —  If  the  company  had  the  material,  and  it  was 
theirs,  they  could  sell  it  to  the  city  or  any  one  else  that  would  pay 
for  it. 

Mr.  Merrill.  — Let  Mr.  Harris  answer  the  question. 
Mr.  KiTTREDGE.  —  He  has  answered  it  two  or  three  times. 
Mr.  Harris.  — It  was  sold  co  the  city  by  the  company,  to  whom 
it  belonged. 

Mr.  Merrill. — Why  did  not  the  company  make  out  the 
bill? 

A.  Because  Mr.  Payson  was  to  take  it  off,  and  he  disposed  of 
part  of  it  to  the  city. 

Q,  And  he  did  not  dispose  of  the  rest  of  it  to  the  city,  because 
the  Superintendent  of  Streets  would  not  take  it? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Did  he  give  any  reason  for  it? 

A.  He  did  not  give  any  reason  for  it  at  all. 

Q.  The  question  is,  in  my  mind,  whether  that  material  did  not 
belong  to  the  city? 

A,  We  should  have  been  glad  to  have  them  take  it  up. 

Q.  Why  did  you  charge  the  city  the  full  amount  for  this  filling 
material  ? 

A.  That  was  good  filling  material. 

Q.  And  still  you  say  that  it  had  been  paid  for  once  bv  the 
city? 
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A.  Yes,  sir,  when  it  was  laid,  and  the  company  were  bound  to 
remove  it  and  take  it  away. 

Q.  There  are  many  places  where  the  city  can  get  good  filling  out 
of  cellars,  for  the  hauling,  is  not  that  so? 

A.  Not  very  often. 

Alderman  Cutter.  — Were  you  Superintendent  of  Streets  during 
any  time  that  any  portion  of  this  work  was  being  done  —  I  refer 
to  the  matter  now  under  consideration? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Well,  as  Superintendent  of  Streets,  do  3'ou  think  that  3^ou 
were  properly  guarding  the  interests  of  the  city  in  taking  this  ma- 
terial, which  Mr.  Merrill  has  been  questioning  you  about  ? 

A.  I  do.    The  company  had  this  material  to  dispose  of. 

Q.  In  your  experience  as  Superintendent  of  Streets  have  you 
not  had,  very  frequently,  opportunities  for  taking  material  awa}^ 
without  paying  for  it? 

A.  I  cannot  call  up  any  case.    I  may  have  had  them. 

Q.  I  ask  that  because  I  have  been  very  strongly  of  the  opinion 
that  very  often  parties  give  awa}*  their  gravel  for  tlie  sake  of 
getting  rid  of  it;  and  I  presume  that  this  kind  of  material  would 
have  been  worth  something  to  the  city  more  than  the  carting,  and 
1  understand  that  that  was  the  point  Mr.  Merrill  wanted  to  bring 
out.  In  your  opinion,  was  not  this  material  worth  more  to  the  city 
than  the  digging  and  carting  of  it,  as  filling,  than  to  paj'  $4  per 
square  yard,  or  whatever  price  the  city  allowed? 

A.  I  don't  exactly  understand  your  question,  Mr.  Cutter. 

Q.  I  think  I  have  put  it  pretty  plainly. 

A.  I  don't  know.    I  could  not  say  what  it  cost  to  get  that  up 
and  cart  it ;  but  it  was  ver}^  expensive  to  get  it  up  and  move  it  off. 
Q.  You  are  agent  of  the  Barber  Asphalt  Company  ? 
A.  I  am. 

Q.  Are  3'ou  treasurer  of  the  company? 
A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Have  3^ou  authority'  to  make  and  receipt  bills  ? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Should  you  think,  under  the  authority  you  have,  that  3'ou 
have  a  right  to  receipt  this  bill  that  3'ou  speak  of,  for  S700  or  $800, 
for  those  repairs  that  have  been  going  on? 

A.  I  should  say,  in  answer  to  that,  that  I  want  the  cit3"  to  be 
satisfied  that  the  work  was  done.  I  have  not  the  evidence  that 
there  were  that  number  of  yards  laid,  and  I  would  like  the  evidence 
of  what  was  laid. 

Q.  Have  you  ever  taken  any  means  to  ascertain  the  number  of 
square  yards  that  have  been  laid,  so  that  you  might  properly  make 
out  a  bill? 

A.  The  only  means  I  have  taken  was  to  request  the  City  Sur- 
ve3'or  to  measure  it. 

Q.  Did  he  report  to  you? 
A.  No,  sir  ;  he  has  not. 

Q.  Have  you  ever  asked  him  why  he  has  not  reported  to  you  ? 
A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  And  that  is  all  you  have  done? 
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A.  I  requested  Mr.  Meeban  to  go  with  the  Cit}^  Surveyor  and 
measure  it. 

Mr.  Merrill.  —  When  you  take  a  job  like  Harrison  avenue,  3*011 
receive  $2  a  yard  for  resurfacing  it,  and  for  a  job  like  Albany 
street  you  receive  $3.25.  This  was  twenty-five  cents  more  than 
was  ever  paid  before  for  similar  work? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  When  you  did  the  patching  on  Columbus  avenue,  at  $2  a 
square  yard,  was  it  not  understood,  in  the  verbal  contract,  made 
with  yourself  probably,  as  superintendent,  that  the  $2  a  yard 
should  include  the  repatching  and  taking  up  of  old  material,  and 
carting  it  off? 

A.  Certainly,  and  the  old  material  belonged  to  the  compan}^,  to 
dispose  of  as  they  saw  fit. 

Q.  Now  just  see  the  point ;  in  your  contract  you  were  to  take 
that  material  up  and  cart  it  away? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Now  you  have  been  saying  that  the  company  would  have 
been  glad  to  get  rid  of  it. 

A.  Yes,  sir  ;  before  taking  it  up. 

Q.  You  carry  it  over  to  Boylston  street,  and  dump  it  into  the 
street,  and  charge  the  city  $4  a  cubic  yard  for  it? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Are  you  not  charging  the  city  twice  for  it? 

A.  No,  sir ;  the  material  belonged  to  the  company. 

Q.  But  you  say  you  would  be  glad  to  give  it  away  ? 

A.  We  would  have  been  glad  if  the  city  had  come  and  taken  it 

Q.  That  is  what  I  don't  understand.  Did  you  consider  at  that 
time  that  the  material  really  belonged  to  the  Barber  Asphalt  Com- 
panv? 

A.  I  did. 

Q.  Now,  did  the  expense  of  digging  it  up  and  carrying  it  away 
amount  to  what  the  city  paid  for  it? 

A.  I  think  it  amounted  to  a  good  deal  more. 

Q.  You  think  the  expense  of  digging  it  up  and  carting  it  away 
amounted  to  more  than  the  company  got  for  it? 

A.  Yes,  sir.    It  is  pretty  expensive  to  take  up. 

Q.  It  was  in  your  contract  to  take  it  up? 

A.  Yes,  sir ;  and  the  moment  it  was  taken  up  it  was  the  prop- 
erty of  the  company,  and  the  question  came,  "  What  shall  we  do 
with  it?" 

Q.  Now  you  carted  it  over  on  to  the  land  of  the  city,  and 
charged  them  $4  for  it,  when  you  would  have  been  glad  to  have 
given  it  away? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Mr.  KiTTREDGE. — When  you  lay  asphalt  pavement,  as  in  Court 
square  and  Albany  street,  does  the  city  take  away  the  rubbish? 
A.  Yes,  sir  ;  they  prepare  the  street. 

Mr.  Merrill. — This  is  a  matter  of  patching.  Now  in  the  mat- 
ter of  Albany  street,  you  received  a  quarter  of  a  dollar  more  than 
ever  was  paid  before? 
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A.  Yes,  sir  ;  that  was  the  agreed  price. 

Q.  Now,  of  course,  the  stones  were  larger  than  the  contract 
called  for? 

A.  I  cannot  sa}'  that  they  were.  I  gave  orders  that  the  stones 
should  be  as  small  as  possible.  The  matter  was  left  to  the  inspec- 
tor, and  I  trusted  to  him  to  see  that  it  was  done. 

Q.  But  the  inspector  reported  that  they  were  very  much  lar- 
ger? 

A.  No,  the  inspector  pointed  out  some  stones  that  were  too 
large,  and  they  had  to  be  thrown  out,  and  orders  were  given  to 
throw  them  out,  and  I  requested  the  inspector  particularly  to  look 
after  that,  and  see  to  it. 

Q.  He  said  that  half  of  them  wo^ld  go  through  a  two-inch  ring? 

A.  I  presume  they  would.  I  presume  the  greater  portion  of 
them  would  go  through  a  smaller  one. 

Q.   Did  3'ou  look  at  it  to  see  for  yourself? 

A.  I  looked  at  it  and  took  them  out  with  my  own  hands,  and 
threw  out  the  larger  ones  myself  from  the  crusher.  I  directed 
that  the  men,  in  putting  the  stone  into  the  barrels,  should  throw  out 
the  larger  ones. 

Q.  Were  you  there  all  the  time  superintending  it? 

A.  No,  sir;  I  was  not  there  all  the  time.  As  I  told  you,  when 
the  inspector  got  there  I  was  relieved.  I  was  glad  he  was  put 
there,  so  that  he  could  look  after  it.  I  was  very  much  relieved  to 
see  him  there. 

Mr.  KiTTREDGE.  —  Just  ouc  word  l)y  way  of  explanation,  Mr. 
Harris  :  whether  or  not  this  bill  of  S700  is  for  patching,  which  is  still 
unpaid  for,  and  whether  that  was  a  part  of  a  larger  bill  for  patch- 
ing upon  other  streets,  whether  the  balance  has  been  paid? 

A.  I  cannot  say  what  was  in  it.  There  are  other  items  in  that 
bill. 

Q.  That  is,  for  patching  upon  other  streets? 

A.  I  cannot  say  that  it  was  for  patching. 

Q.  Then,  for  work  on  other  streets? 

A.  It  was  for  work  on  other  streets. 

Q.  Was  there  no  patching  on  other  streets? 

A.  I  cannot  sa}^  that.  There  was  patching  on  several  streets, 
but  I  do  not  remember  the  names  of  those  several  streets. 

Q.  Has  the  patching  upon  these  other  streets  been  paid  for? 

A.  There  has  been  work  paid  for  that  has  been  done  on  other 
streets.  I  cannot  say  whether  it  was  patching  or  resurfacing. 
Much  of  it  was  done  while  I  was  away,  some  of  it  might  have  been 
patching,  and  some  of  it  resurfacing. 

Q.  How  was  the  bill  made  out  for  this  other  work? 

A.  I  mean  that  this  bill  for  patching  had  several  other  items  on 
it,  which  were  paid.  I  cannot  say  whether  those  items  were  for 
patching  or  resurfacing. 

Q.  How  was  the  amount  for  repatching  on  those  other  streets 
ascertained  ? 

A.  By  the  measurements  of  the  City  Surveyor. 

Q.  The  same  as  upon  the  other  streets  where  the  bill  is  unpaid? 

A.  Certainly,  T  presume  it  would  be. 
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Mr.  KiTTREDGE.  —  I  would  say  to  the  Committee  that  the  state- 
ment of  the  Barber  Asphalt  Company,  in  the  form  of  the  bill,  was 
made  out,  and  I  think  the  total  amount  was  $7,300  ;  that  did  not 
include  the  work  on  Albany  street,  but  was  for  work  on  different 
streets.  In  that  amount  of  $7,300  was  included  that  work  on 
these  four  streets,  which  is  still  unpaid  for.  That  statement,  I 
understand,  was  made  out  in  the  City  Surve3'or's  office,  and  the 
office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Streets,  and  approved  b}^  the  chair- 
man of  the  Committee  on  Paving,  and  a  draft  drawn  for  it  in  the 
ordinary  way,  without  the  knowledge  of  Mr.  Harris  or  any  one 
connected  with  the  Barber  Asphalt  Company.  That  is,  the  state- 
ment was  made  out  by  the  city  itself,  as  its  own  statement ;  all  the 
work  which  had  been  done  upon  the  streets  by  the  Barber  Asphalt 
Company  was  approved  by  the^hairman,  and  a  draft  was  drawn 
for  it,  and  it  was  sent  to  the  Auditor's  office  to  be  paid. 

Mr.  Harris.  — Right  there,  I  want  to  say  that  I  was  notified  b}' 
the  City  Auditor  that  there  was  money  due  the  Barber  Asphalt 
Paving  Company,  and  for  me  to  come  and  collect  it,  and  he  told  me 
that  part  of  this  bill  was  to  be  paid,  and  part  was  not  to  be  paid. 
I  said,  "  Why  is  this?  "  and  he  said  the  department  was  not  satis- 
fied. I  said  we  did  not  want  to  take  any  money  on  that  bill,  and 
I  wanted  Mr.  Meehan  to  be  satisfied  that  the  work  was  done.  So  I 
refused  to  take  any  money  on  that  bill  for  two  or  three  weeks.  I 
said  I  preferred  to  make  out  the  bill  myself,  and  if  he  saw  that 
those  items  were  correct  to  let  me  make  out  the  bill.  I  waited  a 
few  weeks  and  went  again,  and  he  said,  "  You  must  take  the  money 
on  that  bill  ae  it  stands." 

The  Chairman.  — Who  made  out  that  bill,  Mr.  Harris? 

A.  I  don't  know. 

Alderman  Cutter.  —  The  Committee  would  like  to  know  whether 
you  recognize  that  bill  as  a  just  bill? 

A.  So  far  as  I  have  any  knowledge,  I  think  it  is.  I  rely  upon 
the  measurements  of  the  City  Surveyor.  The  Asphalt  Paving 
Companj'  do  not  want  any  money  for  work  that  they  have  not 
done. 

Q.  Then,  in  point  of  fact,  you  are  satisfied  that  the  bill  is  just 
as  if  you  had  made  it  out  yourself? 

A.  Yes  ;  as  I  had  made  it  out  myself.  I  should  take  the  Cit}^ 
Surveyor's  certificate.  If  Mr.  Meehan  had  not  said  it  was  wrong 
I  should  have  supposed  it  was  all  right. 

Q.  After  looking  it  through  it  seems  to  you  like  a  true  and  just 
bill? 

A.  It  seems  so  to  me. 

Q.  Then,  it  is  immaterial  whether  you  made  it  out  or  not? 

A.  Well,  it  has  been  thrown  abroad  in  the  papers  that  Mr. 
Harris  presented  a  bill,  when  I  did  not  present  any  bill.  Now,  I 
want  the  city  authorities  to  be  satisfied  with  their  surveyor's 
measurements  that  the  work  was  done,  and  if  the  surveyor's 
measurements  are  not  right  the  Barber  Asphalt  Company  does  not 
want  a  dollar. 

Alderman  Nugent.  —  Does  the  City  Surveyor  have  somebody  to 
go  around  with  him  to  see  that  the  work  is  done? 
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A.  I  told  Mr.  Paj'son  to  go  around  with  him,  and  he  sent  Mr. 
Ladd,  the  foreman.  I  asked  Mr.  Pa3'son  if  he  measured  that  work, 
and  he  said  he  did  not.  I  asked  Mr.  Ladd  if  he  measured  it,  and 
he  said  he  did  not.  I  asked  Mr.  Forbes,  the  agent  of  the  com- 
pany, and  he  said  he  did  not  measure  it. 

Mr.  Merrill. — Do  3'ou  know  if  Mr.  Payson  was  satisfied  as  to 
the  correctness  of  the  bill  of  Mr.  Harris? 

A.  I  don't  know.  1  got  Mr.  Forbes,  the  agent  of  the  company 
at  the  time  the  vvork  was  done,  Mr.  Payson,  and  Mr.  Ladd  to- 
gether, and  we  sat  down,  and  I  talked  to  them  about  it.  I  wanted 
to  get  at  the  bottom  of  the  thing,  and  to  know  who  was  right  and 
who  was  wrong ;  and  all  three  of  those  gentlemen  said  they 
did  not  measure  the  work,  but  Mr.  Ladd  said  he  was  in  company 
with  the  City  Surveyor  when  he  measured  it. 

Q.  When  you  went  into  the  office  of  Superintendent  of  Streets, 
Mr.  Forbes  became  agent  of  the  Barber  Asphalt  Company.  Is  he 
your  son-in-law  ? 

A.  No,  sir  ;  he  is  no  relation  to  me  at  all. 

Q.  I  got  the  impression  that  he  was.  Now,  about  this  bill,  did 
you  not  take  any  means  to  ascertain  who  made  out  this  bill  for 
$700? 

A.  I  suppose  it  was  made  out  in  the  Superintendent's  office. 
Q.  You  were  Superintendent  of  Streets  at  the  time? 
A.  But  the  bill  was  not  made  out  till  long  after  that. 
Q.  You  were  Superintendent  of  Streets  at  the  time  this  patching 
was  done? 

A.  I  was  during  part  of  it,  I  presume  ;  but  I  could  not  say 
whether  I  was  Superintendent  or  not. 

Q.  It  is  singular  that  they  should  make  out  a  bill  without  your 
knowledge  ? 

A.  I  did  not  know  who  made  out  the  bill. 

Q.  Do  you  allow  people  to  make  out  bills  for  you  as  agent  of 
the  company? 

Mr.  KiTTREDGE.  —  I  dou't  see  how  he  can  prevent  the  city 
from  making  up  a  statement  of  the  work  done  by  the  Barber  As- 
phalt Co. 

Mr.  Merrill.  —  Let  Mr.  Harris  answer  the  question.  Here  is 
a  bill  made  out  b}^  the  Barber  Asphalt  Paving  Co.  for  work  done 
for  the  city. 

Mr.  Harris.  —  I  requested  the  City  Surveyor  to  measure  the 
word  done  by  the  company,  that  had  not  been  paid  for,  but  we  did 
not  make  out  the  bill.  The  City  Surveyor  makes  all  measurements 
of  work  done  for  the  city. 

Mr.  Merrill.  —  Then  do  they  make  out  the  bills? 

A.  No,  sir  ;  I  presume  they  returned  a  certificate  to  the  Super- 
intendent of  Streets. 

Q.  Didn't  you  authorize  them  to  make  out  a  bill? 

A.  We  authorized  nobody  to  make  out  a  bill. 

Q.  Then  the  amount  of  the  holes  that  were  patched  was  measured 
by  Mr.  Morton? 

A.  I  don't  know. 

Q.  The  question  I  wanted  to  get  at  was  this  :  There  was  certain 
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patching  done  by  the  Barber  Asphalt  Co  ,  and  they  made  a  con- 
tract with  you,  as  Superintendent  of  Streets,  to  do  it.  Now,  after 
they  made  the  contract  they  went  on  and  did  that  patching.  Now 
there  is  a  bill  sent  into  the  city,  assuming  to  be  from  the  Barber 
Asphalt  Co.,  for  doing  that  wori^.  Now,  you  sa}-  that  you  don't 
know  who  mnde  out  that  bill,  and  that  the  Barber  Asphalt  Co.  did 
not  make  it  out,  and  that  they  don't  know  who  made  out  the  bill? 

A.  Yes,  sir  ;  I  did  not  make  out  that  bill ;  the  company  did  not 
make  out  that  bill. 

Q.  But  whoever  made  the  measurements  in  the  office  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Streets,  somebody  must  have  made  out  that  bill. 
Who  should  have  tliose  measurements  gone  to? 

A.  They  should  have  gone  to  me. 

Q.  Didn't  they  go  to  you  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Did  not  Mr.  Payson  send  the  statement  to  you  of  the  meas- 
urements. 
A    No,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  not  direct  Mr.  Morton  and  Mr.  Ladd  to  go  and 
make  those  measurements? 

A.  I  requested  the  Cit}'  Survej^or  to  have  those  measurements 
made. 

Q.  Well,  they  went  to  the  Superintendent  of  Streets'  office,  and 
they  did  not  go  to  you,  but  somebody  else  made  out  that  bill. 

A.  The  bill  was  made  out,  as  I  understand,  in  the  office  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Streets,  but  I  was  not  Superintendent  at  the 
time. 

Q.  You  knew  nothing  about  it.  Who  was  Superintendent  at  the 
time? 

A.  Mr.  Meehan  was  Superintendent  at  the  time  the  bill  was 
made  out. 

Q.  At  the  time  the  patching  bills  were  made  out? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Who  was  Superintendent  of  Streets  when  the  patching  was 
done? 

A.  I  was  Superintendent  part  of  the  time. 

Q.  How  long  a  time  did  the  patching  run  over? 

A    I  don't  know. 

Alderman  Cutter. — Was  it  not  your  duty  as  Superintendent 
of  Streets  to  know  how  much  patching  was  done? 

A.  I  should  have  relied  upon  the  measurements  of  the  Cit}^ 
Surveyor  to  know.  That  is  the  usual  way.  The  Superintendent 
of  Streets  has  to  rely  upon  the  Cit}'  Surve3'or  to  make  out  the 
statement. 

Mr.  KiTTREDGE. — Mr.  Chairman,  Mr.  Barber  is  here,  and  if 
you  wish  tt)  hear  him  he  is  present  at  your  invitation. 

The  Chairman.  —  We  should  be  glad  to  hear  what  he  has  to 
say. 

Alderman  Cutter.  —  As  a  member  of  the  committee  I  should 
like  to  hear  liis  statement. 

Mr.  KiTTKEDGE.  —  I  do  not  know  as  he  can  throw  any  light 
upon  the  question.    He  can  tell  you  about  the  beauties  and  excel- 
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lent  qualities  of  the  Barber  Asphalt  pavement,  if  3-011  want  to 
know  that. 

Mr.  Barber,  the  president  of  the  Barber  Asphalt  Paving  Co.,  of 
Washington,  said  :  — 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen,  I  have  nothing  to  sa}'  in  addition 
to  what  has  been  said.  I  should  be  glad  to  improve  the  opportu- 
nity to  advertise  the  merits  of  the  pavement  but  so  far  as  Albany 
street  is  concerned,  I  have  examined  it  twice,  and  it  looks  like  a 
good  job  of  work.  I  can  only  say  to  your  Committee,  and  to  the 
officers  of  the  city  what  I  said  to  the  Superintendent,  Mr.  Meehan, 
that  we  should  be  only  too  happy  to  do  anything  reasonable  to 
make  the  pavement  what  it  should  be  if  it  is  not  what  it 
should  be.  I  said  then  that  we  were  willing  to  take  up  the 
stuff  and  cart  it  SLway,  and  try  again,  if  that  was  necessary.  We 
wish  to  make  the  matter  right,  and  want  it  made  right  before 
the  bill  is  paid.  We  have  paid  all  our  bills  here,  and  have 
waited  patiently  for  a  year  and  have  lost  the  interest  on  the 
money,  but  we  don't  mind  that.  I  said  that  this  is  a  case  where 
time  will  settle  the  question  at  issue  ;  it  will  demonstrate  whether 
the  pavement  is  a  good  one,  and  we  will  wait  patiently  longer,  if 
3'ou  in  your  wisdom  require  it.  But  at  the  same  time  I  think  we  are 
entitled  to  our  money,  or,  in  the  absence  of  that,  we  are  entitled  to 
a  specific  statement  of  what  we  should  do  to  make  the  work  right. 
That  is  where  we  stand  to-da}'. 

Alderman  Cutter.  —  From  the  present  appearance  of  the  pave- 
ment, should  you  think  it  is  a  good  job,  Mr.  Barber? 

A.  I  don't  think  there  is  any  better  pavement  ever  made,  of 
any  material  or  construction,  saving  that  it  is  a  little  bit  wavy  as 
you  ride  over  it.  It  is  a  conditicm  of  things  which  slightly  arises 
in  some  cases;  but  it  has  never  proven  detrinaentMl  to  the  pave- 
ment, as  regards  durability  or  wear.  The  trouble  with  asphalt 
pavement  is  that  people  want  to  have  it  gilt-edged,  and  a  slight 
defect  in  an  asphalt  pavement  will  attract  more  attention  than  a 
hundred  defects  in  an  ordinary  pavement.  If  Broadway,  in  New 
York,  was  covered  with  asphalt,  and  had  one-tenth  of  the  defects  that 
are  now  apparent  in  the  pavement  laid  there,  the  asphalt  pavement 
would  be  tabooed  out  of  existence.  I  believe  the  material  here  is  ex- 
ceedingly durable,  and  any  requirement  that  the  committee  wish  to 
have  in  the  way  of  bond  or  retainer,  or  further  delay  until  they 
are  thoroughl}'  satisfied,  we  will  give.  We  have  waited  one  3'ear, 
and  I  believe  the  pavement  has  not  been  touched  in  that  year,  so 
far  as  I  know,  and  anybody  that  rides  over  it  can  see  that  it  is  a 
good  pavement.  We  guarantee  it  according  to  the  price  we  are 
paid,  whether  for  three,  five,  or  tvvent}'  years.  I  do  not  believe 
that  a  guarantee  at  a  higher  price  is  of  any  special  advantage  to 
the  city.  The  guarantee  has  been  forced  upon  us  b}'  people  who 
were  in  doubt  as  to  the  durability  of  the  pavement,  and  we  would 
have  to  meet  them  upon  a  question  of  price. 

I  would  say  that,  in  order  to  satisfy  m3'self  in  regard  to  the 
qualit3-  of  the  work,  —  of  course  I  was  absent  during  the  prosecu- 
tion of  the  Avork,  and  partly  with  reference  to  that,  and  partly  to 
get  the  benefit  of  expert  knowledge,  which  I  consider  the  highest 
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there  is  in  this  business  to-da}',  —  I  took  advantage  of  the  fact 
tiiat  Capt.  F.  V.  Green,  who  has  been  for  seven  years  in  charge  of 
all  the  pavements  in  the  cit}^  of  Washington,  prior  to  the  first  of 
last  Jul}",  had  a  leave  of  absence  during  July  and  August  of  the 
present  year,  subsequent  to  his  leaving  his  situation  at  the  cit}^  of 
Washington,  and  before  he  went  to  West  Point  under  his  detail  as 
Professor  of  Practical  Engineering.  I  improved  the  opportunity 
to  engage  the  captain's  services  to  travel  over  the  United  States 
and  visit  the  twelve  cities  in  which  we  have  done  vrork  during  the 
past  few  years,  and  to  examine  every  piece  of  pavement  we  have 
laid,  an(i  also  to  examine  other  pavements  in  diflferent  cities,  laid 
under  different  methods,  and  then  to  follow  that  b}^  making  a 
hasty  trip  to  London  and  Paris  and  Berlin,  which  he  did.  He 
came  back  and  made  us  an  elaborate  report,  which  has  not  been 
placed  in  print,  as  yet.  Among  other  things,  I  requested  him  to 
report  upon  this  pavement  in  Albany  street.  He  came  and  exam- 
ined it,  and  reported  that  it  was  a  good  pavement,  and  tnere  was 
no  reason  why  the  city  should  not  pa}"  for  it. 

After  receiving  notice  to  appear  at  this  hearing  it  occurred  to 
me  that  it  might  be  well  to  come  here  with  evidence  on  the  sub- 
ject, and  I  telegraphed  to  Capt.  Green  to  come  here  and  join  me, 
if  he  could  do  so.  He  did  so,  and  is  at  the  Parker  House  now, 
and  will  be  glad  to  give  any  evidence  upon  the  subject.  I  assure 
the  Committee  that  he  would  confirm  what  I  have  said,  and  as  he 
has  reported  before.  I  thank  you,  gentlemen.  I  don't  wish  to 
occupy  any  of  your  time. 

Michael  Meehan,  ex-Superintendent  of  Streets  said  :  — 

I  wish  to  make  one  statement,  Mr.  Chairman  and  gentlemen. 
Mr.  Harris  stated  that  I  told  him  that  I  would  not,  under  any  cir- 
cumstances, approve  that  paving. 

Mr.  Harris.  —  I  did  not  say  that.  Mr.  Hall  told  me  that  you 
stated  in  his  presence,  that  you  did  not  propose  to  accept  tiie  work, 
and  proposed  to  give  me  all  the  trouble  you  could  to  get  the  money. 
That  is  the  statement  I  made. 

Mr.  Meehan.  —  I  wish  to  state  just  exactly  what  I  did  say,  if 
the  Committee  will  permit  me.    After  the  work  was  done  — 

Mr.  Harris.  — This  was  before  the  work  was  done. 

Mr  Meehan. — I  deny  making  any  such  statement  before  the 
work  was  done. 

Mr.  Harris.  —  It  was  before  the  work  was  done,  and  that  it  was 
in  Mr.  Slade's  presence,  and  he  said  the  committee  did  not  wish 
me  to  sign  that  contract,  under  such  circumstances.  The  contract 
is  apparent  upon  the  face  of  it,  that  it  requires  that  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Streets  shall  approve  the  work  before  the  money  is 
paid,  so  that  Mr,  Harris  and  the  company  were  entirely  in  the 
hands  of  the  Superintendent.  That  is  the  reason,  acting  upon  the 
information  from  Mr.  Hall,  that  I  did  not  sign  the  contract. 

Mr.  Meehan.  —  Was  not  the  contract  offered  to  you  an  exact 
copy  of  the  contract  with  the  American  Asphalt  Compau}"  to  pave 
Court  square  ? 

Mr.  Harris.  —  It  may  have  been. 

Mr.  Meehan.  —  It  is  an  exact  cop\'  of  that  contract  with  the 
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American  Asphalt  Company  to  lay  pavement  in  Court  square.  It 
was  only  fair  that  you  should  sign  such  a  contract.  In  regard  to 
being  satisfactory  to  the  Superintendent  of  Streets,  that  is  the  usual 
provision  in  ever}'  contract. 

Mr.  Harris. — We  made  no  objection  to  that.  I  said  I  was 
read}'  to  sign  the  contract,  until  I  was  informed  by  Mr.  Hall,  while 
the  work  was  going  on,  that  Mr.  Meehan  had  said  he  would  not 
accept  the  work,  and  proposed  to  give  me  all  the  trouble  he  could 
to  collect  the  mone}'. 

Mr.  Meehan.  —  I  deny  most  emphatically  making  any  such 
statement  before  Mr.  Hall  before  the  work  was  done.  After  the 
work  was  done  I  said  to  Mr.  Barber,  and  Mr.  Harris,  and  Mr.  Kit- 
tredge,  and  everybody  else  who  came  in  to  see  about  the  bill,  that 
I  would  not  approve  the  bill  until  the  contract  was  signed.  Were 
not  those  just  my  words,  Mr.  Barber? 

Mr.  Barber.  —  I  don't  recall  about  that.  My  impression  is  that 
I  offered  to  do  anything  you  desired. 

Mr.  Meehan.  —  You  did  your  duty.  You  said  when  the  proper 
season  came  you  were  ready  to  do  anything  and  everyttiing  that 
was  satisfactory.  I  said  that  was  entirely  satisfactory,  and  that  I 
would  pay  the  bill  if  a  certain  amount  of  the  money  was  left  in  the 
treasury  to  protect  the  city,  and  you  said  you  preferred  to  wait 
until  next  summer.  But  I  never  made  any  such  statement  to  Mr. 
Hall  as  has  been  stated  by  Mr.  Harris.  I  did  say  I  never  would 
approve  the  bill  until  tlie  contract  was  signed,  and  a  bond  was 
given  to  protect  the  cit}'.  There  was  nothing  unfair  about  that, 
and  I  considered  that  I  should  be  lacking  in  my  duty  if  I  did  not 
do  that.  I  have  no  feeling  in  the  matter,  and  I  wish  these  gentle- 
men to  get  their  money  when  the  city  is  proper]}^  protected. 

Mr.  KiTTREDGE.  —  That  was  the  understanding  between  you  and 
me,  after  I  had  charge  of  it,  that  the  money  should  be  paid  upon 
the  compan^^'s  signing  the  contract. 

Mr.  Meehan.  —  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  KiTTREDGE.  —  I  presented  the  identical  contract,  annexed 
to  the  Mayor's  communication,  and  you  had  it  in  your  hands  some- 
time, but  still  the  money  was  not  paid.  Is  not  that  your  hand- 
writing on  the  outside? 

Mr.  Meehan.  — Yes,  sir.  I  don't  remember  just  this.  That 
(pointing  to  a  part  of  the  paper)  is  my  hand-vvriting, 

Mr.  KiTTREDGE.  —  This  is  the  contract  which  I  have  had  for 
quite  a  long  time. 

Mr.  Merrill. — What  time  was  that  made  out? 

Mr.  KiTTREDGE. — Bctwccn  March  and  June.  This  is  the  con- 
tract which  Mr.  Meehan  said  was  satisfactory  to  him,  and  which 
the  company  were  ready  to  sign,  and  we  consented  then  that 
$2,000  —  although  we  tried  to  have  him  make  that  $1,000  —  should 
be  retained  as  an  indemnity  for  the  city,  and  if  that  was  not  suffi- 
cient we  would  be  willing  to  go  still  further,  by  an  increase  of  the 
amount  of  the  indemnity. 

The  Chairman.  —  Does  any  one  else  wish  to  say  anything  about 
this  matter? 

No  one  desiring  to  be  heard,  the  hearing  was  declared  closed.

In  Board  of  Aldermex,  Sept.  28,  1885. 
The  Committee  on  Paving,  to  whom  was  referred,  on  July 
20th,  the  communication  from  C.  A.  Richards,  President  of 
the  Metropolitan  Eailroad  Company,  in  regard  to  the  re- 
grading  and  repaying  of  Dorchester  avenue,  beg  leave  to 
submit  the  following 

REPORT. 

The  Board  are  familiar  with  the  position  Mr.  Richards 
takes  in  regard  to  this  matter,  having  heard  him  state  in  full 
his  views  upon  the  subject,  at  our  last  meeting.  He  takes 
the  ground  that,  inasmuch  as  his  company  complied  with  the 
requirements  of  the  city  in  establishing  the  original  grade, 
and  that  as  their  tracks  were  in  perfect  order,  they  cannot, 
either  in  justice  or  law,  be  required  to  pay  any  part  of  the 
expense  of  regrading  or  repaving  the  avenue. 

To  be  compelled  to  do  this  he  regards  as  manifestly  unjust, 
and  states  that  he  has  repeatedly  made  verbal  and  positive 
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objections  to  such  a  course  being  taken  in  the  past,  when 
similar  orders  have  been  passed  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen. 

The  Paving  Committee,  on  the  14th  of  August,  sent  a  let- 
ter to  the  Corporation  Counsel,  of  which  the  following  is  a 
copy:  —

Boston,  Aug.  14,  1885. 
CoL.  E.  P.  Nettleton,  Corporation  Counsel:  — 

Dear  Sir,  —  We  enclose  herewith  a  letter  received  by  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  from  C.  A.  Richards,  Esq.,  President  of  the  Metropolitan 
Horse  Railroad  Company,  in  regard  to  the  work  of  repaying  and  re- 
grading  Dorchester  avenue.  You  will  notice  that  he  protests  against 
being  called  upon  by  the  city  to  do  any  part  of  the  work,  or  to  join  in, 
or  pay  for,  any  part  of  any  expense  incurred  by  the  city  in  alterations 
of  the  grade  or  repairing  of  said  street. 

Will  you  please  take  this  matter  under  consideration,  and  at  your 
earliest  convenience  report  to  our  department  your  opinion  of  the  city's- 
liability  and  the  Metropolitan  Horse  Railroad  Company's  liability  for 
the  expenses  attending  the  repaying  and  regrading  of  said  avenue,  and 
oblige,

The  following  reply  was  received  by  the  committee  on  the 
18th :  — 

Corporation  Counsel's  Office,  2  Pemberton  Square, 

Boston,  Aug.  17,  1885. 

To  the  Committee  on  Paving:  — 

Gentlemen,  —  As  requested  in  your  note  of  the  14th  inst,,  I  have 
considered  the  communication  from  the  Metropolitan  Railroad  (Com- 
pany to  the  Board  with  reference  to  the  paving  of  Dorchester  avenue. 

The  order  passed  by  the  Board  is  as  follows:  ''That  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Streets  be  authorized,  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee 
on  Paving,  to  pave  Dorchester  avenue,  from  Washburn  street  to  Park 
street,  with  granite  blocks,  outside  the  railroad  tracks,  and  to  set  3,900 
feet  of  edgestone  on  said  avenue.    Estimated  cost,  $6o,00(K'' 

As  the  pavement  thus  authorized  was  expressly  limited  to  the  space 
outside  the  tracks,  it  is  evident  that  no  change  of  grade  in  the  street  or 
disturbance  of  the  tracks  was  anticipated.  But  on  commencing  the 
work  the  Superintendent  deems  it  necessary  to  lower  the  crown  of  the 
roadway,  in  order  to  do  the  work  properly.  This  will  require  the  rail- 
road tracks  to  be  lowered.  Who  can  do  this,  and  who  shall  pay  the 
expense? 

1.  I  understand  that  the  tracks  were  laid  according  to  locations 
granted  to  the  railroad  company;  that  the  portion  of  the  road-way 
which  the  company  is  by  law  required  to  keep  in  repair  was,  until  dis- 
turbed by  the  prosecution  of  this  work,  kept  in  repair  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Superintendent  of  Streets,  and  that  the  proposed  change  of  sur- 
face is  essential  to  a  proper  execution  of  the  order  of  the  Board.  Under 
these  circumstances  the  Superintendent  of  Streets,  as  the  agent  of  the  city 
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charged  with  keeping  the  streets  safe  for  travel,  may  lower  the  tracks 
with  the  consent  of  the  railroad  company;  and,  if  he  should  do  so,  the 
expense  would  be  chargeable  to  the  city  as  incident  to  the  work  under- 
taken. I  must  ask  you  to  observe  that  this  has  nothing  to  do  with  the 
question  of  payment  of  any  expense  of  substituting  block  stones  for 
cobbles,  which  I  shall  take  up  further  on. 

2.  If  the  railroad  company  should  object,  or  if  the  Superintendent 
should  deem  it  to  be  for  the  interest  of  the  city  so  to  do,  application 
should  be  made  to  the  Board,  under  Section  22,  Chap.  113  of  the  Public 
Statutes,  for  an  order  requiring  the  company  to  make  the  necessary 
changes  in  the  position  of  its  tracks,  and  determining  by  whom  the  ex- 
pense should  be  borne. 

With  especial  reference  to  that  part  of  the  avenue,  some  800  or  900 
feet,  which  has  been  torn  up  and  left  unfinished,  the  contractor  tells  me 
that  the  cost  of  lowering  the  tracks  will  not  amount  to  $500.  To  do 
this  without  an  order  of  the  Board  determining  who  should  bear  the  ex- 
pense would  be  a  waiver  by  the  city  to  the  extent  of  the  cost ;  but  it  is 
to  be  considered  that  it  is  quite  possible,  under  the  circumstances,  that 
the  Board  would,  after  a  hearing,  order  the  whole  or  a  part  of  the  ex- 
pense paid  by  the  city.  Having  in  mind  the  liability  of  the  city  for 
accidents  from  the  present  condition  of  the  roadway,  I  think  the  Super- 
intendent should  be  directed  forthwith  to  complete  the  work  where  the 
surface  has  been  already''  broken,  so  as  to  make  the  street  safe.  Before 
proceeding  with  the  rest  of  the  work  the  question  of  lowering  the  tracks, 
and  the  expense  thereof,  should  be  formally  decided  by  the  Board. 

3.  The  order  gives  no  authority  to  change  the  surface  material  be- 
tween the  rails,  probably  because  it  was  assumed  that  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Streets  had  authority  under  the  statutes  to  require  such 
change  to  be  made  by  the  railroad  company  if  needed  to  put  that  part 
of  the  roadway  in  satisfactory  condition. 

Mr.  Richards  says,  "It  has  been  the  custom  of  the  different  Super- 
intendents of  Streets  to  notify  us  when  they  intended  to  repave  or  to 
alter  the  grade  of  streets  wherein  our  tracks  were  located,  to  join  in  the 
work,  and  to  raise  or  lower  our  tracks  as  they  might  see  fit  to  direct; 
and  when  block  pavement  was  to  be  substituted  for  cobble  pavement, 
or  streets  paved  with  cobble,  or  if  macadamized  streets  were  to  be 
paved  with  block  stone,  and  our  tracks  and  horse-ways  in  said  streets 
were  paved  with  cobble,  to  order  us  to  do  and  pay  all  the  expense  of 
the  raising  or  lowering  of  our  tracks,  and  to  provide  and  lay  such  new 
pavement,  or  alter  the  old,  as  they  may  direct."  , 

The  right  to  require  the  changes  thus  referred  to  has  been  maintained 
by  the  city  and  acquiesced  in  by  the  railroad  companies,  with  perhaps 
an  occasional  informal  objection,  ever  since  horse-railroads  were  intro- 
duced. The  single  exception,  so  far  as  I  know,  was  the  recent  case  in 
Shawmut  avenue.  I  think  this  construction  of  the  law,  so  long  main- 
tained, should  be  followed,  unless  overruled  by  judicial  decision, 
though  I  have  no  doubt  of  the  right  of  the  Board  to  provide  for  payment 
by  the  city  of  the  whole  or  a  part  of  the  expense  of  changing  from 
cobbles  to  granite  blocks. 

E.  P.  NETTLETON,

It  will  be  observed  that  Colonel  Nettleton  comes  to  this 
conclusion,  that,  under  the  circumstances  existing  in  this 
particular  case,  the  city  may  properly  pay  the  expense  of 
lowering  the  tracks,  not  including  the  expense  of  substituting 
one  kind  of  paving-stones  for  another. 

It  then,  in  our  estimation,  devolves  upon  the  Board  to 
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determine  what  part,  if  any,  the  city  will  pay  toward  the 
expense  of  doing  the  work.  The  authority  of  the  Board  to 
do  this  cannot  be  questioned. 

Section  22  of  Chapter  113  of  the  Public  Statutes  provides 
that,  "The  location  and  position  of  the  tracks  of  any  street- 
railway  company  may  be  altered  upon  application  of  a  party 
interested,  by  the  same  authority,  and  in  the  same  manner  as 
is  provided  in  the  preceding  section  for  the  location  of  an 
extension.  Such  alteration  shall  be  made  by  the  company 
within  such  time,  and  the  expense  thereof  shall  be  borne  by 
such  party  as  the  Board  of  Aldermen  or  selectmen  may  de- 
termine." 

If  we  rightly  understand  Colonel  Nettleton,  he  comes  to 
the  conclusion  that  the  city  may  properly  pay  a  part  or  the 
whole  of  the  expense  in  this  particular  case  as  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  may  direct ;  but  he  advises  that  the  city  should 
maintain  the  position  that  it  has  always  heretofore  held,  that 
of  requiring  the  different  horse-railroad  companies  to  pay  for 
all  the  expense  of  regrading  the  streets  through  which  their 
roads  may  pass,  and  repaving  them  between  their  rails  and 
tracks  with  the  particular  kind  of  paving  that  they  may  be  di- 
rected to  do  unless  overruled  by  a  decision  of  the  court.  In 
view  of  the  peculiar  circumstances  attending  this  case,  that  the 
city  required  a  change  of  grade  when  the  track  and  the 
paving  between  the  rails  were  in  perfect  order,  we  would 
recommend  the  passage  of  the  accompanying  order. 

In  recommending  the  passage  of  this  order  we  have  in 
mind  the  fact  that  the  Metropolitan  Railroad  Company  would 
have  been  obliged,  in  a  very  short  time,  to  have  retimbered 
their  track  had  not  the  order  to  regrade  and  repave  the  avenue 
been  passed  by  this  Board.

Ordered,  That  the  Metropolitan  Horse  Railroad  Company 
be,  and  they  are  hereby,  required  to  lower  their  tracks  so  as 
to  conform  to  the  grade  established  by  the  Superintendent  of 
Streets,  on  Dorchester  avenue,  between  Washburn  and 
Park  streets,  and  repave  the  same  with  granite  blocks,  and 
that  the  company  pay  one-third,  and  the  city  two  thirds,  of 
the  expense  thereof.

veyor, dated  September  14,  1885,  and  deposited  in  the  office 
of  the  Superintendent  of  Streets.

In  Board  of  Aldermen,  October  19,  1885. 
The  Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Ordinances,  to  whom 
was  referred  the  report  of  the  Commissioners  on  Revision  of 
the  Ordinances,  having  carefully  considered  the  subject,  beg 
leave  to  submit  the  following 

REPORT: 

The  Commissioners  were  appointed  under  authority  of  an 
order  passed  June  9,  1885,  "  to  consider  and  report  what 
amendments  to  the  ordinances  are  rendered  necessary  by 
Chapter  266  of  the  Acts  of  1885,  entitled'  An  Act  to  amend 
the  Charter  of  the  City  of  Boston,'"  and  their  report,  which 
is  before  the  City  Council  (City  Document  115),  embodies 
in  general  only  such  changes  as  are  suggested  by  the  order 
referred  to. 

The  Committee  have  held  sixteen  quite  protracted  meet- 
ings, and  have  carefully  reviewed  the  work  of  the  Com- 
missioners. They  have  been  aided  in  their  labors  by  the 
Commissioners  themselves,  the  Corporation  Counsel,  and  by 
the  heads  of  departments,  as  the  ordinances  relating  to  them 
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respectively  were  discussed.  The  accompanying  draft  em- 
bodies the  amendments  proposed  by  the  Commissioners,  with 
some  changes,  and  such  additions  as  appeared  desirable,  all 
of  which  have  been  approved  by  the  Commissioners.  Be- 
yond these  should  be  enumerated  the  amendments  to  the 
Revised  Ordinances  passed  since  1883,  which  have  been  in- 
corporated in  the  draft,  as  well  as  the  changes  rendered 
necessary  by  the  Acts  of  1885,  Chapter  374,  entitled  "An 
Act  relating  to  the  inspection  and  construction  of  buildings 
in  the  City  of  Boston,"  and  Chapter  382,  entitled  "An  Act 
in  relation  to  the  preservation  of  health  in  buildings  in  the 
City  of  Boston."  As  most  of  the  changes  made  are  set  forth 
in  detail  in  the  Commissioners'  Eeport,  the  Committee  have 
not  considered  it  necessary  to  again  recite  them. 

In  order  that  the  City  Council  may  be  able  to  see  the  new 
ordinances  when  the  changes  required  by  these  various  acts 
of  the  Legislature,  and  others  recommended  as  desirable, 
shall  have  been  made,  the  Committee  have  caused  them  to 
be  reprinted,  and  they  are  herewith  submitted. 

The  necessity  for  immediate  action  on  the  part  of  the  City 
Council  must  be  apparent  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  status 
of  the  several  city  departments  has  been  disturbed  by  the 
new  laws,  and  cannot  be  restored  until  the  ordinances  have 
been  changed  to  conform  to  these  laws.  The  Conmiittee  ac- 
cordingly recommend  that  the  ordinances  presented  herewith 
be  adopted  as  a  whole.  If  experience  shows  the  necessity 
for  further  changes  they  can  l)e  made  hereafter.

AN  ORDINANCE 

FOR 

CONSOLIDATING  AND  ARRANGING 

THE 

ORDINANCES  OF  THE  CITY. 


Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston^  as  follows:  — 
CHAPTER  1. 

GENERAL  PROVISIONS. 

Section  1.  All  by-laws  of  the  city  shall  be  denominated 
ordinances,  and  the  enacting  style  shall  be,  "Be  it  ordained 
by  the  city  council  of  Boston,  as  follows." 

Sect.  2.  Every  ordinance,  and  every  amendment  to  an 
ordinance,  shall  be  printed  under  the  supervision  of  the  city 
clerk  as  a  city  document  within  ten  days  after  its  passage, 
and,  except  when  otherwise  provided,  shall  be  published  by 
the  city  clerk  for  two  weeks  successively  in  three  daily  news- 
papers published  in  the  city.  The  city  clerk  shall  keep  a 
continuous  record  of  all  the  ordinances  and  amendments 
thereto.  Every  general  revision  or  codilication  of  the 
ordinances  shall  be  exempted  from  the  foregoing  rules,  and 
shall  be  published  by  the  action  of  the  city  council  in  pass- 
ing the  same. 

Sect.  3.  The  ordinances  contained  in  this  chapter  and  in 
the  following  sixty-one  chapters  shall  be  known  as  the  "  Re- 
vised Ordinances  of  1885,"  and,  so  far  as  their  provisions  are 
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the  same  in  effect  as  those  of  previously  existing  ordinances, 
they  shall  be  construed  as  continuations  of  those  ordinances  ; 
but,  subject  to  the  said  limitation  and  to  the  provisions  of 
the  next  section,  all  ordinances  of  the  city  heretofore  in  force 
are  herel^y  repealed. 

Sect.  4.  These  Revised  Ordinances  shall  not  affect  any  act 
done,  any  right  accrued,  any  penalty  incurred,  any  suit, 
prosecution,  or  proceeding  pending,  or  the  tenure  of  office  of 
any  person  holding  office,  at  the  time  when  they  take  effect, 
nor  shall  the  repeal  of  any  ordinance  thereby  have  the  effect 
of  reviving  any  ordinance  theretofore  repealed  or  superseded. 

Sect.  5.  Whoever  violates  a  provision  of  any  ordinance  of 
the  city,  whether  included  in  these  Revised  Ordinances  or 
hereafter  enacted,  shall,  unless  other  provision  is  expressly 
made,  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  two  nor  more 
than  fifty  dollars  for  each  offence. 

Sect.  6.  When  anything  is  prohibited  in  an  ordinance, 
not  only  the  persons  actually  doing  the  prohibited  thing,  but 
also  the  employers  and  all  other  persons  concerned  therein, 
shall  be  liable  to  the  penalty  prescribed. 

Sect.  7.  When  in  an  ordinance  anything  is  prohibited 
from  being  done  without  the  license  or  permission  of  a  cer- 
tain officer  or  officers,  such  officer  or  officers  shall  have  the 
power  to  license  or  permit  such  thing  to  be  done. 

Sect.  8.  The  words  "  street "  and  "  streets,"  when  used  in 
an  ordinance,  shall  be  construed  as  including  alleys,  lanes, 
courts,  public  squares,  public  places,  and  sidewalks,  unless 
such  construction  would  be  inconsistent  with  the  manifest 
intent  of  the  ordinance.

CHAPTER  2. 

OF  WARRANTS  FOR  ELECTIONS. 

Section  I.  The  form  of  warrants  for  calling  meetings  of 
the  citizens  of  the  several  wards  within  their  respective  pre- 
cincts shall  be  as  follows  ;  — 

CITY  OF  BOSTON. 

To  either  of  the  constables  of  the  City  of 

©Boston  :  In  the  name  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts  you  are  required 
forthAvithto  warn  the  inhabitants  of  ward 
number  ,  qualified  as  the  law  directs, 
to  assemble  at  the  several  polling-places 
within  the  voting  precincts  in  which  they

Sect.  2.  Every  such  warrant  shall  be  served  by  a  con- 
stable, who  shall,  ten  days  at  least  before  the  time  appointed 
for  the  meeting,  post  up  an  attested  copy  of  the  warrant  at  or 
near  the  polling-place  in  each  voting  precinct  of  the  ward 
within  which  the  meeting  is  to  be  held,  and  all  such  warrants 
shall  be  returned  to  the  wardens  of  the  several  voting 
precincts  on  or  before  the  time  prescribed  for  the  meetings 
called  thereby. 

Sect.  3.  The  board  of  aldermen  shall  fix,  within  the  limits 
prescribed  by  law,  the  time  when  the  polls  in  the  several 
voting  precincts  shall  be  opened  and  the  time  when  they 
shall  be  closed  at  each  election,  and  they  shall  insert  in  every 
warrant  for  an  election  a  statement  of  the  times  so  fixed. 

Sect.  4.    In  addition  to  causing  the  warrants  to  be  served 
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as  prescribed  in  section  two,  the  city  clerk  shall  cause  to  be 
published,  as  seasonably  as  possible,  in  at  least  four  daily 
newspapers  published  in  the  city,  a  statement  of  the  officers 
to  be  chosen,  or  of  the  proposition  to  be  submitted,  at  the 
meeting,  the  day  on  which  the  meeting  is  to  be  held,  and  of 
the  hours  fixed  for  the  opening  and  closing  of  the  polls ;  but 
a  failure  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  this  section  shall 
not  invalidate  an  election. 
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CHAPTER  3. 

OF  THE  USE  OF  WARD-EOOMS. 

Section  1.  When  written  application  is  made  to  the 
superintendent  of  public  buildings,  by  not  less  than  five  legal 
voters  of  a  ward,  for  the  use  of  the  ward-room  in  such  ward 
for  the  purpose  of  holding  a  meeting  therein,  the  said  super- 
intendent may  grant  a  permit  to  such  applicants  for  the  use 
of  such  ward-room  for  a  specified  time  and  purpose,  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  this  chapter ;  but  no  permit,  unless  it  is 
expressly  so  stated  therein,  shall  extend  to  an  adjournment 
of  the  meeting  for  which  it  is  granted,  and  a  permit  may  be 
revoked  at  any  time  by  the  mayor.  The  application  for  a 
permit  for  the  use  of  a  ward-room  shall  set  forth  the  call  of 
the  meeting  which  it  is  proposed  to  hold,  and  every  notifica- 
tion of  a  meeting  to  be  held  in  a  ward-room  shall  specify  that 
all  persons  who  may  be  present  at  such  meeting  shall  be 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  chapter. 

Sect.  2.  When  an  organized  political  body  calls  caucuses 
or  ward  meetings  for  a  designated  day,  no  person,  except  the 
recognized  agents  of  such  body,  shall,  prior  to  the  morning 
of  the  day  fixed  for  such  meetings,  be  granted  the  use  of  a 
ward-room  for  such  day. 

Sect.  3.  The  applicants  to  whom  such  a  permit  is  granted 
shall,  before  the  issuing  thereof,  pay  to  the  superintendent  of 
public  buildings  such  sum  of  money  as  will  in  his  opinion  be 
suflacient  to  defray  the  expense  of  opening,  closing,  lighting, 
and  heating  the  ward-room  during  the  time  specified  in  the 
permit. 

Sect.  4.  If  a  person  not  a  legal  voter  in  the  ward  in 
Avhich  a  meeting  under  a  permit  granted  as  above  provided 
is  held,  or  a  person  not  included  in  the  call  for  such  meeting, 
marks  or  votes  at  such  meeting ;  or  if  a  person,  whether  a 
legal  voter  in  such  ward  or  not,  against  the  expressed  consent 
of  such  applicants  or  of  a  major  part  of  such  of  them  as  are 
present,  marks  or  votes  in  the  choice  of  candidates,  or  other- 
wise votes  or  speaks  or  remains  at  said  meeting  or  at  an 
adjournment  thereof,  he  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not 
more  than  twenty  dollars  for  each  offence  ;  and  any  police 
officer,  if  so  directed  by  said  applicants,  or  by  a  major  part  of 
such  of  them  as  are  present,  or  by  the  presiding  officer  of  the 
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meeting,  shall  remove  from  the  ward-room  the  person  so 
offending. 

Sect.  5.  When  such  a  permit  is  granted,  the  superin- 
tendent of  public  buiklings  shall  notify  the  board  of  police, 
and  request  them  to  detail  a  sufficient  police  force  to  be 
present  and  keep  the  peace  at  such  meeting  and  at  any 
adjournment  thereof,  and  to  obey  the  lawful  orders  of  the 
applicants,  or  of  a  major  part  of  such  of  them  as  are  present, 
and  of  the  chairman  or  presiding  officer  of  the  meeting,  and 
to  enter  complaints  for  all  violations  of  this  chapter. 

Sect.  6.  As  soon  as  the  list  of  voters  in  a  ward  is  pre- 
pared for  any  election,  a  copy  of  such  list  shall  be  posted  or 
hung  up  by  the  superintendent  of  public  buildings  in  the 
ward-room  of  the  ward  in  such  a  manner  as  to  be  readily 
accessible  to  the  public,  and  such  copy  shall  remain  in  such 
ward-room  till  after  the  next  election,  and  until  a  new  and 
revised  list  is  substituted  therefor. 

Sect.  7.  Any  person,  other  than  the  superintendent  of 
public  buildings  or  some  person  by  him  duly  authorized,  who 
carries  away,  destroys,  breaks,  or  mutilates  a  copy  of  a  list 
of  voters  posted  or  hung  up  as  provided  in  the  preceding 
section,  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  more  than  twenty 
dollars  for  each  offence  ;  but  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  not  apply  to  the  mere  erasure  of  the  name  of  a  person 
who,  at  the  time  of  such  erasure,  has  actually  ceased  to  be  a 
legal  voter  in  the  ward. 

Sect.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  superintendent  of 
public  buildings  to  cause  to  be  suitably  framed  and  hung  up 
in  some  conspicuous  place  in  each  of  the  ward-rooms  of  the 
city  a  printed  copy  of  this  chapter,  and  it  shall  be  specified 
in  every  permit  granted  as  before  provided,  that  it  is  granted 
upon  the  terms  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  chapter. 
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CHAPTER  4. 

OF  CITY  OFFICERS  AND  BOARDS. 

Section  1.  Except  where  it  is  otherwise  expressly  pro- 
vided, every  officer  of  the  city,  unless  sooner  removed,  shall 
hold  office  for  one  year  from  the  first  Monday  in  April  in  the 
year  in  which  he  is  elected  or  appointed  ;  and,  whatever  may 
be  the  time  fixed  for  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  office, 
shall  continue  to  hold  his  office,  after  such  expiration,  until 
a  successor  is  elected  or  appointed  and  qualified  in  his  stead. 
Any  vacancy,  occasioned  by  the  removal,  resignation,  or 
death  of  such  an  officer,  may  at  any  time  be  filled  for  the 
unexpired  term.  The  term  of  office  of  all  subordinates  in 
the  several  departments  whose  compensation  is  specifically 
fixed  by  ordinance  or  provided  for  by  appropriation,  shall  be 
deemed  to  continue  so  long  as  the  appropriation  therefor  is 
renewed,  unless  they  are  removed  by  their  respective  supe- 
riors according  to  law  or  discharged  as  unnecessary. 

Sect.  2.  Whenever  an  officer,  appointed  by  the  mayor 
and  confirmed  by  the  board  of  aldermen,  shall  be  temporarily 
unable  to  discharge  the  duties  of  his  office,  the  mayor  may 
appoint,  subject  to  the  confirmation  of  the  board  of  alder- 
men, a  person  to  discharge  such  duties  until  the  mayor 
decides  that  such  inability  has  ceased. 

Sect.  3.  Whenever  an  officer  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
mayor,  and  confirmed  by  the  board  of  aldermen,  a  record 
thereof  shall  be  made  by  the  city  clerk  in  a  book  to  be  kept 
by  him  for  the  purpose.  Whenever  an  officer  is  removed  by 
the  mayor  the  city  clerk  shall  obtain  from  the  mayor  a  copy 
of  the  order  of  removal,  and  record  the  same  and  the  cause 
of  removal  therein  assigned,  in  the  said  book.  Whenever 
any  board,  or  any  officer  other  than  the  mayor,  shall  remove 
a  subordinate,  the  order  of  removal  and  the  cause  assigned 
therein  shall  be  entered  in  full  on  the  records  of  the  depart- 
ment in  which  he  served. 

Sect.  4.  The  office  hours,  or  hours  of  labor,  of  the  sev- 
eral heads  of  departments  and  of  the  clerks  and  other  officers 
connected  with  the  city  government,  who  perform  clerical  or 
office  duties,  shall,  with  the  exceptions  hereinafter  mentioned, 
be  from  nine  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  until  five  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon,  on  every  day  except  Sundays  and  legal  holidays  ; 
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except  that  on  Saturdays  the  city  offices  shall  be  closed  at 
two  o'clock  in  the  afternoon. 

The  mayor  may  grant  leave  of  absence  in  writing,  with  or 
without  loss  of  pay,  to  all  officers  appointed  by  him,  and  the 
boards  or  officers  in  charge  of  departments  may  grant  similar 
leave  of  absence  to  any  of  their  subordinates,  subject  to  revoca- 
tion by  the  mayor.  All  salaried  subordinates  and  officers  shall 
be  entitled  to  a  vacation  of  a  fortnight's  duratioji,  without 
loss  of  pay,  during  a  year  of  employment.  The  mayor  may 
order  City  Hall,  or  the  offices  contained  therein,  and  all  other 
public  offices,  to  be  closed  for  any  period,  not  exceeding  one 
day  at  a  time,  whenever  he  deems  such  action  expedient. 

Sect.  5.  The  offices  of  the  city  treasurer  and  city  col- 
lector shall  be  open  for  the  receipt  and  disbursement  of 
money  from  nine  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  until  two  o'clock 
in  the  afternoon  on  every  day  except  Sundays  and  legal 
holidays. 

Sect.  6.  The  city  registrar's  office  shall,  in  addition  to 
the  hours  provided  in  section  four,  be  open  for  the  receipt  of 
returns  from  undertakers,  and  for  the  issuing  of  certificates 
to  parties  intending  to  be  joined  in  marriage,  from  eleven 
o'clock  in  the  forenoon  until  twelve  o'clock,  noon,  on  every 
day  in  the  year.  The  office  of  the  board  of  health  shall,  in 
addition  to  the  hours  provided  in  section  four,  be  open  for 
the  issuing  of  permits  for  burials  and  of  permits  for  the  re- 
moval of  dead  bodies,  from  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  until 
twelve  o'clock,  noon,  on  every  day  in  the  year. 

Sect.  7.  Any  subordinate  may,  in  case  of  necessity,  be 
required  by  the  board  or  officer  in  charge  of  the  department 
with  which  he  is  connected,  to  perform,  without  extra  com- 
pensation, service  on  week-days  for  a  greater  number  of 
hours  than  is  before  specified,  and  to  discharge  all  official 
duties  which  may  be  assigned  to  him  at  any  time  by  said 
board  or  officer,  whether  the  same  be  those  usually  attaching 
to  his  position  or  not. 

Sect.  8.  Except  where  otherwise  provided,  every  board 
shall  organize  on  the  first  Monday  in  May,  annually,  by  the 
choice  of  one  of  its  members  as  chairman,  and  of  a  clerk, 
who  shall  not  receive  a  salary  for  such  services  if  he  be  a 
member,  and  who  shall  be  sworn  to  the  faithful  discharge  of 
his  duties. 

Sect.  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  board  or  officer  in 
charge  of  a  department  to  preserve  complete  records  of  the 
transactions  of  such  department  in  books  kept  specially  for 
the  purpose,  and  fiiles  of  its  papers.  Such  records  of  boards 
shall  be  made  up  on  the  day  of  the  meeting  by  the  clerk  of 
such  meeting,  and  be  read  and  approved  at  the  next  meet- 
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ing,  and  shall  give  the  names  of  the  members  present  at 
meetings,  and  their  votes  and  proceedings  thereat.  All  such 
records  and  files,  and  the  records  and  files  of  the  public 
institutions  at  South  Boston  and  at  Deer  Island,  of  the  city 
hospital  (except  the  medical  records),  the  public  library,  the 
water  department,  the  fire  department,  the  overseers  of  the 
poor,  the  Mount  Hope  cemetery,  and  the  East  Boston  ferries, 
shall,  under  the  supervision  of  the  several  boards  having 
charge  of  said  institutions  and  departments,  be  open  to 
public  inspection  and  examination,  and  any  person  may 
take  copies  therefrom  ;  but  this  shall  not  apply  to  matters 
which  the  corporation  counsel  affirms  should  not  be  made 
public. 

Sect.  10.  All  officers  and  subordinates,  whose  election  or 
appointment  is  provided  for  by  ordinance,  shall,  except  where 
it  is  otherwise  expressly  provided,  receive  such  compensation 
for  their  services  as  the  cit}^  council  may  from  time  to  time 
determine.  When  by  reason  of  death,  resignation,  or  other 
cause,  there  is  a  vacancy  in  an  office  which  is  required  to  be 
filled  by  appointment  by  the  mayor,  subject  to  confirmation 
by  the  board  of  aldermen,  the  person  designated  by  the 
mayor  to  perform  temporarily  the  duties  thereof  shall  receive 
the  compensation  attaching  thereto  ;  provided,  hoivever,  that 
if  he  is  already  an  officer  of  the  city  he  shall  receive,  in 
addition  to  his  regular  salary  as  such,  only  such  compen- 
sation as  the  city  council  shall  determine. 

Sect.  11.  All  boards  and  officers  of  the  city,  other  than 
the  city  collector,  who  are  entitled  to  receive  money  for  or 
on  behalf  of  the  city,  shall  in  the  months  of  February,  May, 
August,  and  November  in  each  year  lay  before  the  city 
council  statements  of  the  whole  amount  of  money  received  at 
their  respective  offices  during  the  three  preceding  months, 
specifying  in  detail  the  sums  received  from  each  source  of 
income.  They  shall  also  report  any  amounts  which  remain 
due  to  the  city  and  unpaid,  and  shall  report,  generally,  such 
other  information  as  they  may  possess  concerning  the  mat- 
ters to  which  said  statements  relate. 

Sect.  12.  When  any  board  or  officer  in  charge  of  a  de- 
partment sells  articles  or  materials  belonging  to  the  city,  or 
does,  or  causes  to  be  done,  for  any  person  or  corporation 
work  for  which  money  becomes  or  will  become  due  to  the 
city,  he  shall  enter  in  books  to  be  kept  for  the  purpose  all 
such  sales  and  all  such  work  done,  with  the  prices  therefor, 
and  shall  forthwith  make  out  bills  for  the  same  and  deliver 
them  to  the  city  collector  for  collection. 

Sect.  13.  Every  department  whose  bills  are  to  be  col- 
lected by  the  city  collector  shall,  except  where  otherwise  pro- 
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vided,  send  to  him  alphabetical  lists,  by  wards,  of  such  bills 
entered  in  proper  detail  in  suitable  books,  and  all  columns 
of  figures  shall  be  added  up  and  carried  forward  continuously 
to  the  end  of  such  list. 

Sect.  14.  Any  board  or  officer  in  charge  of  a  department 
making  an  abatement  of  any  assessment,  betterment,  rate,  or 
due  which  has  been  committed  to  the  city  collector,  shall 
give  to  the  person  interested  a  certificate  thereof,  directed  to 
the  said  collector.  If  the  latter  officer  holds  the  bill  unpaid, 
he  shall  amend  the  amount  due  accordingly ;  if  it  has  been 
paid,  he  shall  give  a  certificate  of  that  fact ;  and  the  cit}'^ 
treasurer,  on  presentation  of  both  certificates,  shall  refund 
the  amount  of  such  abatement  to  the  person  who  paid  the 
bill. 

Sect.  15.  Every  board  or  officer  in  charge  of  a  depart- 
ment shall,  on  or  before  the  twentieth  day  of  each  month, 
send  to  the  city  auditor  all  the  bills  or  demands  against  the 
city  incurred  by  such  department,  which  have  been  received 
and  approved  within  the  preceding  month.  Such  bills  shall 
be  marked  as  approved  by  a  vote  of  the  board  or  by  the  offi- 
cer in  charge  of  the  department,  and  shall  be  accompanied 
by  such  customary  vouchers,  schedules,  or  requisitions,  as 
the  auditor  may  require,  and  also  by  evidence  of  the  votes, 
contracts,  or  other  authority  under  which  the  expenditure 
was  incurred. 

Sect.  16.  No  board  or  officer  in  charge  of  a  department 
shall  sell,  exchange,  or  otherwise  dispose  of  any  property  of 
the  city,  exceeding  in  amount  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars, 
without  the  written  consent  of  the  mayor ;  nor,  in  case  the 
value  exceeds  five  hundred  dollars,  without  also  the  authority 
of  an  order  of  the  city  council  first  obtained. 

Sect.  17.  Every  officer  or  board  in  charge  of  a  depart- 
ment shall,  in  the  month  of  January,  unless  otherwise  speci- 
fied, submit  to  the  mayor  a  detailed  report  of  the  acts  and 
expenditures  of  such  department  for,  and  abatements  of  bills 
rendered  by  it  in,  the  preceding  year ;  and  the  mayor  shall 
transmit  the  same  to  the  city  council. 

Sect.  18.  Every  officer  of  the  city  hereafter  appointed 
in  accordance  with  section  three,  shall  be  notified  by  the  city 
clerk  of  his  election,  and  shall  subscribe,  in  a  book  to  be 
kept  by  the  city  clerk  for  the  purpose,  a  statement  of  his 
acceptance  of  his  office  on  the  conditions  expressed  in  the 
ordinances  of  the  city. 

Sect.  19.  All  assistants,  clerks,  laborers,  and  other  em- 
ployees, not  specially  named  in  these  ordinances,  for  whose 
compensation  and  employment  an  appropriation  has  been 
made,  may  be  employed  so  far  as  a  necessity  exists,  and 
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shall  be  deemed  subordinates  of  the  respective  boards  and 
officers  in  whose  departments  they  serve. 

Sect.  20.  Nothing  in  these  ordinances  shall  be  construed 
to  make  it  obligatory  on  the  mayor  to  appoint  heads  of 
departments  annually,  if  he  prefers  to  avail  himself  of  the 
provisions  of  section  four  of  chapter  two  hundred  and 
sixty-six  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and 
eighty-five. 
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CHAPTER  5. 

OF  OFFICIAL  BONDS. 

Section  1.  The  several  officers  hereinafter  named  shall 
give  bonds  to  the  city  with  sufficient  sureties  and  with  penal 
sums  as  follows,  namely,  —  the  city  treasurer,  one  hundred 
and  fifty  thousand  dollars ;  the  city  collector,  seventy -five 
thousand  dollars  ;  the  city  auditor,  five  thousand  dollars ; 
the  city  clerk,  five  thousand  dollars ;  the  city  registrar, 
five  thousand  dollars ;  the  water-registrar,  five  thousand 
dollars  ;  the  harbor-master,  two  thousand  dollars  ;  the  super- 
intendent of  Faneuil  Hall  market,  five  thousand  dollars ;  the 
superintendent  of  health,  ten  thousand  dollars ;  the  super- 
intendent of  public  buildings,  five  thousand  dollars ;  the 
superintendent  of  sewers,  five  thousand  dollars ;  the  super- 
intendent of  streets,  five  thousand  dollars  ;  the  superintend- 
ent of  lamps,  five  thousand  dollars ;  the  superintendent  of 
printing,  five  thousand  dollars  ;  each  sealer  of  weights  and 
measures,  three  thousand  dollars  ;  the  chief  weigher  and  in- 
spector of  vessels  and  ballast,  one  thousand  dollars ;  and 
every  person  appointed  to  receive  and  collect  tolls  at  the 
ferries,  five  thousand  dollars,  with  sureties  satisfactory  to 
the  board  of  directors  of  the  ferries. 

Sect.  2.  Each  of  said  bonds  shall  be  in  such  form  as  the 
corporation  counsel  shall  approve,  and  shall  be  conditioned 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  the  office  which 
is  to  be  filled  by  the  party  giving  it.  The  bonds  of  the  city 
treasurer  and  the  city  collector  shall  be  conditioned  further 
for  the  safe  custody  of  the  money  and  other  property  intrusted 
to  them  and  to  the  officers  appointed  by  them  ;  the  bond  of 
the  city  auditor  shall  be  conditioned  further  for  the  delivery 
to  his  successor  or  to  the  city  clerk  of  all  the  books,  accounts, 
papers,  and  other  documents  and  property  which  belong  to 
his  office  ;  and  in  the  bond  of  any  officer  whose  duty  requires 
him  to  make  contracts,  purchases,  or  sales  in  behalf  of  the 
city,  there  shall  be  a  condition,  in  substance,  that  he  will  not 
directly  nor  indirectly,  for  himself  or  for  others,  or  by  others 
in  trust  for  him  or  on  his  account,  have  any  interest  or  con- 
cern in  a  contract,  agreement,  purchase,  or  sale  made  by  him 
in  behalf  of  the  city.  The  sureties  on  all  said  bonds,  except 
those  of  the  treasurer  and  collector,  shall  be  jointly  and 
severally  liable  for  the  whole  penalty  of  the  bond  ;  but  the 
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liability  of  the  sureties  on  the  bonds  of  the  treasurer  and 
collector  may  be  limited  to  a  several  liability  for  a  portion 
only  of  the  full  penal  sums  named  therein. 

Sect.  3.  Each  of  said  bonds  and  the  sureties  thereon 
shall  be  approved  by  the  board  of  aldermen,  and  the  bonds 
of  the  city  treasurer  and  city  collector  shall  be  approved  also 
by  the  mayor.  Each  of  said  bonds,  except  that  of  the  city 
clerk,  shall  be  executed,  approved,  and  delivered  before  the 
officer  giving  it  enters  upon  the  duties  of  his  office. 

Sect.  4.  In  case  of  the  death  or  insolvency  of  a  surety  on 
any  of  said  bonds,  the  officer  who  has  given  the  bond  shall 
immediately  give  a  new  one,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  and  if 
he  fails  to  give  such  new  bond  within  a  reasonable  time  after 
notice  so  to  do,  such  failure  shall  be  a  sufficient  cause  for  his 
removal  from  office. 

Sect.  5.  The  city  treasurer  shall  have  the  custody  of  the 
bond  of  the  city  auditor,  but  all  the  other  bonds  before  men- 
tioned shall  be  kept  in  the  custody  of  the  city  auditor. 

Sect.  6.  The  city  clerk  shall  provide  from  time  to  time 
suitable  blanks  for  the  aforesaid  bonds,  and  shall,  when  re- 
quested, furnish  such  blanks  free  of  charge  to  any  officer  who 
may  require  them. 
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CHAPTER  6. 

OF  SALARIES,  ALLOWANCES  FOR  CLERK-HIRE,  ETC. 

Section  1.  The  following-named  officers  of  the  city  shall 
receive  yearly  salaries  as  follows,  and  at  the  same  rate  for 
any  portion  of  a  year,  and  no  salary  shall  be  increased  or 
diminished  the  change  to  take  effect  during  the  term  for 
which  any  of  said  officers  may  be  appointed  or  elected. 
The  said  salaries  shall  be  payable  monthly,  and  shall  be 
subject  to  the  deduction  of  any  and  all  sums  due  to  the  city 
from  the  officers  to  whom  they  are  payable  :  — 

The  mayor,  ten  thousand  dollars. 
The  city  clerk,  four  thousand  dollars. 

The  assistant  city  clerk,  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars. 
The  clerk  of  the  common  council,  two  thousand  dollars. 
The  clerk  of  committees,  three  thousand  five  hundred  dol- 
lars. 

The  assistant  clerk  of  committees,  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred dollars. 

The  messenger  of  the  city  council,  two  thousand  two  hun- 
dred and  fifty  dollars. 

The  first  assistant  messenger,  one  thousand  two  hundred 
dollars. 

The  second  assistant  messenger,  nine  hundred  dollars. 
The  third  assistant  messenger,  eight  hundred  dollars. 

The  city  treasurer,  six  thousand  dollars. 

The  treasurer  of  the  board  of  commissioners  on  the  sinking- 
funds,  seven  hundred  dollars. 

The  city  collector,  five  thousand  dollars. 

The  deputy  collectors,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  dollars 
each  ;  and  the  deputy  collectors  for  Dorchester,  Brighton, 
and  West  Roxbury  shall  be  allowed  a  further  sum,  not  ex- 
ceeding two  hundred  dollars  in  the  aggregate,  for  horse- 
hire. 

The  city  auditor,  five  thousand  dollars ;  but  should  he  re- 
ceive any  money,  directly  or  indirectly,  from  the  county 
of  Suffolk  for  services,  the  said  sum  shall  be  reduced  by 
an  amount  equal  to  the  amount  so  received. 
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The  corporation  counsel,  six  thousand  dollars. 
The  city  solicitor,  four  thousand  five  hundred  dollars. 
The  first  assistant  city  solicitor,  three  thousand  dollars. 
The  second  assistant  city  solicitor,  two  thousand  five  hundred 
dollars. 

The  city  conveyancers,  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars 
each. 

The  clerk  of  the  law  department,  one  thousand  five  hundred 
dollars. 

The  city  engineer,  six  thousand  dollars. 
The  city  architect,  three  thousand  five  hundred  dollars. 
The  city  surveyor,  three  thousand  three  hundred  dollars. 
The  city  registrar,  two  thousand  five  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

The  members  of  the  board  of  street  commissioners,  three 

thousand  dollars  each. 
The  clerk  of  the  board  of  street  commissioners,  two  thousand 

dollars. 

The  superintendent  of  streets,  four  thousand  dollars. 
The  superintendent  of  sewers,  three  thousand  five  hundred 
dollars. 

The  superintendent  of  public  buildings,  three  thousand  six 

hundred  dollars. 
The  superintendent  of  East  Boston  ferries,  two  thousand  five 

hundred  dollars. 
The  superintendent  of  the  common  and  public  grounds,  three 

thousand  dollars. 
The  superintendent  of  printing,  two  thousand  dollars. 

The  superintendent  of  Faneuil  Hall,  five  hundred  dollars. 

The  superintendent  of  Faneuil  Hall  market,  two  thousand 
five  hundred  dollars,  which  shall  be  in  full  for  his  services 
both  as  such  superintendent  and  as  inspector  of  provisions. 

The  deputy  superintendent  of  Faneuil  Hall  market,  one 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  which  shall  be  in  full  for 
his  services  both  as  such  deputy  superintendent  and  as  in- 
spector of  provisions. 

The  weigher  at  Faneuil  Hall  market,  eight  hundred  dollars. 

The  day  watchmen  at  Faneuil  Hall  market,  three  dollars  each 
for  every  day's  actual  service. 

The  night  watchmen  at  Faneuil  Hall  market,  three  dollars 
each  for  every  night's  actual  service. 

The  inspector  of  the  abattoir,  one  thousand  five  hundred 
dollars. 

The  sealer  of  weights  and  measures,  two  thousand  five  hun- 
dred dollars. 
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The  deputy  sealers  of  weights  and  measures,  one  thousand 
four  hundred  dollars  each. 

The  inspector  of  buildings,  two  thousand  eight  hundred  dol- 
lars. 

The  assistant  inspectors  of  buildings,  one,  one  thousand  six 
hundred  and  rifty  dollars,  and  the  others,  one  thousand 
five  hundred  dollars  each. 

The  clerk  of  the  inspector  of  buildings,  one  thousand  five 
hundred  dollars. 

The  chairman  of  the  board  of  assessors,  three  thousand  five 
hundred  dollars. 

The  secretary  of  the  board  of  assessors,  three  thousand  two 
hundred  dollars.

The  members  of  the  water-board,  for  each  member  thereof 
whose  term  of  appointment  begins  after  the  first  day  of 
May,  A.D.  1883,  the  sum  of  five  dollars  for  each  half  day 
of  actual  service  in  such  capacity.

The  receiver  of  water-rates,  two  thousand  five  hundred  dol- 
lars (out  of  the  Cochituate  water-works  revenue). 

The  members  of  the  board  of  fire  commissioners,  three 
thousand  dollars  each. 

The  members  of  the  board  of  health,  three  thousand  dollars 
each. 

The  superintendent  of  health,  three  thousand  five  hundred 
dollars. 

The  inspector  of  provisions  in  the  health  department,  one 

thousand  seven  hundred  dollars.

The  draw-tender  of  Chelsea  bridge  (North),  between  Charles- 
town  and  Chelsea,  nine  hundred  dollars,  and  an  assistant 
draw-tender,  whose  yearly  salary  shall  be  seven  hundred 
dollars. 

The  draw-tender  of  Chelsea-street  bridge,  three  hundred  dol- 
lars. 

The  draw-tender  of  Commercial  Point  bridge,  fifty  dollars.

The  draw-tender  of  Federal-street  bridge,  one  thousand  dol- 
lars, and  three  assistant  draw-tenders,  the  yearly  salary  of 
one  of  whom  shall  be  seven  hundred  dollars,  and  the 
yearly  salaries  of  the  other  two  six  hundred  dollars  each. 

The  draw-tender  of  Granite  bridge,  two  hundred  dollars. 

The  draw-tender  of  Maiden  bridge,  eight  hundred  dollars, 
and  an  assistant  draw-tender,  whose  yearly  salary  shall  be 
six  hundred  dollars. 

The  draw-tender  of  Meridian-street  bridge,  nine  hundred 
dollars,  and  an  assistant  draw-tender,  whose  yearly  salary 
shall  be  six  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

The  draw-tender  of  Mount  Washington-avenue  bridge, 
twelve  hundred  dollars,  and  four  assistant  draw-tenders, 
the  yearly  salary  of  one  of  whom  shall  be  seven  hundred 
dollars,  and  the  yearly  salaries  of  the  other  three  six  hun- 
dred dollars  each. 
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The  draw-tender  of  Neponset  bridge,  four  hundred  dol- 
lars. 

The  draw-tender  of  Xorth  Beacon-street  bridge  and  of  West- 
ern-avenue bridge  to  Watertown,  one  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars.

and  five  assistant  draw-tenders,  the  yearly  salary  of  one 
of  whom  shall  be  seven  hundred  dollars,  and  the  yearly 
salary  of  the  other  four  six  hundred  dollars  each. 

The  commissioner  on  West  Boston  bridge  and  Canal  or 
Craigie's  bridge,  three  hundred  thirty-three  and  one-third 
dollars ;  the  commissioner  on  Prison  Point  bridge,  one 
hundred  sixty-six  and  two-thirds  dollars. 

The  draw-tender  of  Winthrop  bridge,  one  hundred  dollars. 

Sect.  2.  The  following-named  officers  shall  be  allowed 
for  the  compensation  of  clerks  and  other  assistants  or  subor- 
dinates employed  by  them,  whose  compensation  is  not  other- 
wise provided  for,  sums  not  exceeding  those  hereinafter  set 
forth,  the  same  to  be  paid  in  monthly  instalments  on  pay- 
rolls certified  by  the  respective  officers  :  — 

The  mayor,  ten  thousand  dollars. 

The  city  treasurer,  twenty-one  thousand  dollars  for  his  regu- 
lar officers  and  clerks. 

The  city  collector,  twelve  thousand  two  hundred  dollars  for 
his  regular  officers  and  clerks ;  four  thousand  seven  hun- 
dred dollars  for  extra  clerks ;  three  hundred  dollars  (out 
of  the  receipts  for  liquor  licenses)  for  one  clerk;  and 
four  hundred  dollars  (out  of  the  Cochituate  water-works 
revenue)  for  one  clerk. 

The  city  auditor,  fourteen  thousand  seven  hundred  dollars. 
The  city  clerk,  thirteen  thousand  dollars. 
The  clerk  of  the  common  council,  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred dollars. 

The  registrars  of  voters,  such  sum  as  shall  be  annually  ap- 
propriated for  their  assistant  registrars  and  clerks  ;  but 
the  compensation  of  an  assistant  registrar  shall  not  exceed 
the  rate  of  three  dollars  and  fifty  cents  for  each  day  of 
actual  service. 

The  city  registrar,  six  thousand  two  hundred  dollars  for  his 
regular  clerks,  and  a  sum  not  exceeding  twenty-five  cents 
for  information  furnished  concerning  each  birth. 
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Sect.  3.  The  following-named  officers  shall  each  be  enti- 
tled to  the  use  of  a  horse  and  vehicle  at  the  expense  of  the 
city,  the  bills  therefor  to  be  rendered  monthly  with  the  other 
bills  in  his  department ;  — 

The  mayor. 

The  city  engineer. 

The  inspector  of  buildings. 

The  superintendent  of  streets. 

The  superintendent  of  public  buildings  (one  or  more^. 

Sect.  4.  The  city  auditor  shall  allow  and  the  city  treas- 
urer shall  pay  to  the  several  officers  of  the  county  of  Suffolk 
the  salaries  and  allowances  required  to  be  paid  to  them  by 
the  statutes  of  the  commonwealth. 

Sect.  5.  No  salary  shall  be  paid  by  the  city  to  a  non- 
resident, unless  his  official  duties  are  to  be  performed  mainly 
outside  of  the  city  limits ;  but  this  rule  shall  not  apply  to 
non-residents  who  held  office  under  the  city  on  the  third 
day  of  January  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy- 
nine. 
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CHAPTEE  7. 

OF  THE  CITY  SEAL  AND  OF  CERTAIN  POWERS  OF  THE  MAYOR. 

Section  1.  The  seal  of  the  city  shall  bear  a  view  of  the 
city  and  the  inscriptions  :  "  Sicut  patribus  sic  deus  nobis. 

BOSTONIA  CONDITA  A.D.  1630.    -ClVlTATIS  REGIMINE  DONATA 

A.D.  1822." 

Sect.  2.  All  conveyances  and  leases  of  city  lands  and 
all  other  instruments  under  seal,  executed  in  behalf  of  the 
city,  shall,  except  as  otherwise  specially  provided,  be  signed 
and  delivered  in  the  name  of  the  city  by  the  mayor,  who 
shall  affix  thereto  the  city  seal. 

Sect.  3.  When  a  person  entitled  to  redeem  an  estate 
mortgaged  to  the  city  makes  application  for  such  redemption, 
the  mayor  may,  with  the  approval  of  the  corporation  counsel, 
and  upon  payment  to  the  city  collector  of  the  amount  due  on 
the  mortgage,  discharge  or  release  such  mortgage,  or  assign 
the  same  without  liability  of  or  recourse  to  the  city,  and  may 
execute  in  behalf  of  the  city  any  and  all  legal  instruments 
that  may  be  necessary  for  said  purposes. 

Sect.  4.  When  a  person  entitled  to  redeem  an  estate 
sold  for  non-payment  of  taxes  or  assessments,  and  purchased 
by  the  city,  makes  application  for  such  redemption,  the  mayor 
may,  on  the  payment  to  the  city  collector  of  the  amount  due 
to  the  city  on  such  estate ,  execute  in  behalf  of  the  city  any 
and  all  legal  instruments  that  may  be  necessary  to  vest  in 
such  person  the  city's  title  to  such  estate. 

Sect.  5.  The  mayor  may,  with  the  approval  of  the  board 
of  street  commissioners,  give  to  any  party  holding  lands,  the 
title  of  which  is  derived  under  a  deed  given  by  the  city  and 
creating  an  estate  upon  condition,  a  deed  of  release  acknowl- 
edging that,  up  to  the  time  when  such  deed  of  release  is 
given,  such  condition  has  been  fully  complied  with,  and  re- 
leasing such  land  from  the  possibility  of  forfeiture  to  the 
city  for  any  breach  of  condition  happening  prior  to  the  date 
of  the  release. 
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CHAPTER  8. 

OF  THE  CITY  CLERK. 

Section  1.  The  city  clerk  shall  have  the  care  and  cus- 
tody of  the  city  records  and  of  all  documents,  maps,  plans, 
and  papers  of  the  city,  respecting  the  care  and  custody  of 
which  no  other  provision  is  made.  He  shall  attend  all  meet- 
ino:s  of  the  board  of  aldermen  and  all  meetinsfs  of  both 
branches  of  the  city  council,  when  met  in  convention,  and  he 
shall  keep  records  of  the  proceedings  at  all  such  meetings. 

Sect.  2.  The  city  clerk  shall  have  allowed  him  as  sub- 
ordinates :  — 

One  assistant  city  clerk, 
One  chief  mortgage  clerk, 
One  index  clerk. 
Nine  copyists. 

Five  clerks  in  the  mortgage  department, 

all  of  whom,  except  the  assistant  city  clerk,  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  city  clerk  solely,  and  all  may  be  removed  by  him,  but 
they  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  provisions  of  statutes  or 
ordinances  affecting  subordinates  in  other  departments. 

Sect.  3.  The  city  clerk  shall  annually,  in  January,  ap- 
point, subject  to  the  approval  of  the  mayor,  the  assistant  city 
clerk,  who  shall  be  sworn  to  the  faithful  discharge  of  his 
duties,  and  shall  hold  otEce  for  the  remainder  of  the  mu- 
nicipal year,  and  until  his  successor  is  appointed  and  duly 
qualified. 

Sect.  4.  The  said  assistant  city  clerk  shall  assist  the  city 
clerk  in  the  performance  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  and  he 
shall  discharge  the  duties  of  the  city  clerk  when  that  officer 
is  absent,  and  also  when  there  is  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of 
city  clerk.  He  may  also  act,  in  the  absence  of  a  city  clerk, 
as  clerk  to  the  board  of  aldermen,  at  their  request. 

Sect.  .5.  The  city  clerk  shall  keep  suitable  records  and 
accounts  of  all  fees  received  by  him,  and  shall  personally 
verify  all  charges  made  therein. 


Chap.  9.] 
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CHAPTER  9. 

OF  THE  CLERK  OF  COMMITTEES. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  elected  annually,  by  concur- 
rent vote  of  the  two  branches  of  the  city  council,  a  clerk  of 
committees,  who  shall,  when  no  other  provision  is  made,  act 
as  the  clerk  of  all  committees,  standing  or  special,  of  either 
branch  or  of  both  branches  of  the  city  council,  and  shall 
make  proper  records  in  books,  kept  for  the  purpose  and  fur- 
nished by  the  city,  of  all  the  proceedings  and  transactions  of 
such  committees  ;  shall  keep  a  calendar  of  all  the  meetings 
of  such  committees  and  notify  the  members  of  such  meetings 
when  requested  so  to  do  by  the  chairman  or  by  a  majority  of 
the  committee  ;  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  and  ser- 
vices for  the  said  committees  as  they  may  from  time  to  time 
require. 

Sect.  2.  Said  clerk  may,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
city  council,  appoint  an  assistant,  who  shall  perform  such 
services,  clerical  or  otherwise,  as  the  said  clerk  or  any  of  the 
committees  aforesaid  may  direct,  and  who  may  be  removed 
at  any  time  by  the  said  clerk  or  by  the  city  council.  The 
clerk  of  committees  may  also  employ  any  other  clerical  as- 
sistance that  may  be  needed,  and  for  which  an  appropriation 
is  made.

OF  THE  mayor's  OFFICE. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  allowed  to  the  mayor,  in 
the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  the  following 
subordinates  :  — 

One  secretary. 
One  accountant, 
One  book-keeper, 
One  messenger.

CITY  MESSENGER. 
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CHAPTER  11. 

OF  THE  CITY  MESSENGER. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  elected  annually,  by  concur- 
rent vote  of  the  two  branches  of  the  city  council,  a  city 
messenger,  who  shall  devote  his  whole  time  to  the  service  of 
the  city ;  shall  attend  all  meetings  of  the  board  of  aldermen 
and  of  the  common  council ;  shall  wait  upon  all  committees 
and  boards  when  in  session  in  City  Hall ;  and  in  general  shall 
perform  all  services  required  of  him  by  the  mayor,  by  either 
branch  of  the  city  council,  or  by  any  committee  or  board 
when  in  session  as  aforesaid. 

Sect.  2.  He  may,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  city 
council,  appoint  three  assistants,  who  shall  hold  office  for  one 
year,  unless  sooner  removed  or  suspended  by  him  or  by  the 
city  council. 

Sect.  3.  The  general  custody  of  the  city-hall  building, 
except  as  otherwise  provided,  and  except  also  as  to  any 
repairs  or  alterations  therein,  shall  be  in  the  charge  of  the 
city  messenger,  who  may  appoint  all  necessary  subordinates, 
including  the  tender  of  the  elevator,  to  enable  him  to  dis- 
charge such  duty.  Such  subordinates  may  be  discharged  or 
suspended  by  him,  or  by  any  standing  committee  of  the  city 
council  having  charge  of  the  matter.  The  city  messenger 
shall  have  the  direction  of  any  detail  of  police  that  ma/  be 
specially  assigned  to  protect  said  building  or  to  preserve 
order  in  any  part  thereof.  The  superintendent  of  buildings 
shall  have  charge  of  the  steam  apparatus  for  heating  City 
Hall  and  the  connected  buildins^s,  and  of  the  elevator  therein. 

Sect.  4.  The  use  of  the  office  and  private  room  of  the 
mayor  shall  be  under  the  control  of  the  mayor. 

Sect.  5.  The  use  of  the  large  hall  used  for  the  meetings 
of  the  board  of  aldermen,  the  anteroom  adjoining  said  hall 
on  its  easterly  side,  the  city  clerk's  room,  and  the  private 
office  on  the  west  side  of  said  hall,  and  the  chairman's  room 
adjoining  the  city  messenger's  office,  shall  be  under  the  con- 
trol of  the  board  of  aldermen. 

Sect.  6.  The  use  of  the  hall  used  for  the  meetins^s  of 
the  common  council,  the  anteroom,  committee-room,  and 
wash-room  adjacent  to  said  hall  on  its  easterly  side,  the  lobby 
and  clerk's  room  on  its  westerly  side,  and  the  president's 
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room,  adjoining  the  clerk's  room,  shall  be  under  the  control 
of  the  common  council. 

Sect.  7.  Each  branch  of  the  city  government  may  pre- 
scribe rules  for  the  use,  custody,  and  care  of  its  own  apart- 
ments, and  may  direct  the  expenditure,  through  the  super- 
intendent of  public  buildings,  of  such  sums  of  money  as  are 
from  time  to  time  appropriated  for  repairs  or  furnishing 
therein.

CITY  TREASUREK. 
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CHAPTER  12. 

OF  THE  CITY  TREASURER. 

Section  1.  Annually,  in  the  month  of  May  or  June,  there 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  maj^or,  subject  to  confirmation  by 
the  board  of  aldermen,  a  city  treasurer,  who  shall  hold 
office  for  one  year  from  the  first  day  of  July  in  the  year  in 
which  he  was  appointed. 

Sect.  2.  There  shall  be  allowed  to  the  treasurer,  for  the 
discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  department,  the  following  sub- 
ordinates :  — 

One  cashier, 
One  book-keeper, 
One  teller. 
Six  paymasters. 

One  draft  clerk  and  assistant  paymaster, 
One  trustee  and  assignment  clerk. 
One  bond  and  interest  clerk. 
One  clerk  and  messenger. 

He  shall  require  from  said  subordinates,  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  their  respective  duties  and  for  the  safe  custody 
of  the  money  and  other  property  intrusted  to  them,  bonds 
to  himself  as  obligee,  with  sureties  satisfactory  to  the  mayor, 
and  with  penal  sums  as  follows  :  the  cashier,  not  less  than 
twenty  thousand  dollars,  and  the  tellers  and  paymasters, 
not  less  than  ten  thousand  dollars  each. 

Sect.  3.  The  city  treasurer  shall  have  the  care  and  custody 
of  all  the  current  funds  of  the  city  from  the  time  when  the 
same  shall  be  paid  over  to  him  by  the  collector  or  any  other 
person,  and  also  of  any  securities  which  may  be  placed  in 
his  charge  by  virtue  of  any  statute  or  ordinance.  He  ma}^ 
deposit  any  portion  of  such  current  funds  with  such  national 
bank  or  banks  established  in  Boston,  and  upon  such  conditions 
and  rates  of  interest  as  he  may  deem  best,  subject,  however, 
to  the  approval  of  the  mayor ;  provided,  however,  that  the 
whole  amount  of  deposits  in  any  one  bank  shall  not  exceed 
fifty  per  centum  of  its  paid-in  capital. 

Sect.  4.  The  treasurer  shall  pay  all  checks,  orders,  and 
other  warrants  issued  upon  him  by  the  city  auditor  for  the 
payment  of  bills  and  demands  against  the  city,  which  have 
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been  duly  passed  in  the  auditor's  department  and  have  been  by 
the  mayor  ordered  for  payment.  The  form  of  such  checks, 
orders,  or  other  warrants  shall  be  settled  by  the  auditor,  with 
the  approval  of  the  mayor,  whose  approval  shall  be  nec- 
essary to  any  subsequent  change  therein. 

The  treasurer  shall  close  his  accounts  for  the  financial  year 
on  or  before  the  fourth  day  of  May  in  each  year,  and  shall 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  J une  transmit  to  the  city  council 
his  annual  report  thereon.  He  shall  also  at  any  time  sub- 
mit his  accounts  and  vouchers  to  the  examination  of  any 
accountant  designated  for  the  purpose  by  the  mayor,  or  by  a 
vote  of  the  city  council,  and  he  shall  be  entitled  to  a  copy  of 
the  report  thereon. 

Sect.  5.  Payments  of  sums  due  to  school  instructors, 
school  janitors,  policemen,  firemen,  witnesses,  and  jurors, 
and  to  other  persons  employed  in  and  about  the  various  de- 
partments and  institutions  of  the  city  and  of  the  county 
of  Sufiblk,  may  be  made  by  the  city  treasurer  in  any  of  the 
public  buildings  in  the  different  sections  of  the  city,  or  upon 
any  of  the  public  works,  as  he  may  designate  and  as  will 
best  facilitate  such  payments  and  prevent  the  loss  of  time 
by  those  to  whom  they  are  made ;  and  for  the  purpose 
of  making  payments  as  aforesaid,  the  city  treasurer  may  fur- 
nish necessary  conveyance  for  his  paymasters. 

Sect.  6.  Suitable  furniture  and  fixtures  for  such  places 
as  may  be  designated  by  the  city  treasurer  for  making  pay- 
ments, under  the  preceding  section,  shall  be  furnished  by  the 
superintendent  of  public  buildings,  who  shall  also  place 
proper  safeguards  for  the  keeping  of  any  money  that  may 
be  in  charge  of  the  paymasters  in  such  places. 

Sect.  7.  Upon  the  death  of  any  employee,  the  board,  or 
officer  in  whose  department  the  deceased  person  was  em- 
ployed, may  certify  to  the  city  treasurer  the  amount  due 
such  employee  at  the  time  of  his  decease,  and  the  name  of 
the  person  entitled  to  receive  the  same ;  and  the  city  treas- 
urer is  hereby  authorized  to  pay  said  amount  in  conformity  to 
the  certification  of  said  board  or  head  .of  department. 

Sect.  8.  On  or  before  the  tenth  day  of  each  month  the 
city  treasurer  shall  render  to  the  mayor  and  city  council  a 
statement  of  the  receipts  and  payments  of  his  department 
for  the  preceding  month,  and  a  summary  of  the  like  items 
for  the  current  financial  year  up  to  the  close  of  such  month. 
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CHAPTER  13. 

OF  THE  CITY  COLLECTOR. 

Section  1.  Annually,  in  the  month  of  May  or  June,  there 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor,  subject  to  confirmation 
by  the  board  of  aldermen,  a  city  collector  who  shall  hold 
office  for  one  year  from  the  first  day  of  J uly  in  the  year  in 
which  he  is  appointed. 

Sect.  2.  There  shall  be  allowed  to  the  collector,  for  the 
discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  department,  the  following  sub- 
ordinates :  — 

One  cashier. 
One  book-keeper, 
One  chief  clerk. 
Three  clerks. 

One  general  clerk  and  messenger, 
Eighteen  deputy  collectors. 

He  shall  require  from  said  subordinates  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  their  respective  duties  and  for  the  safe  custody 
of  the  money  and  other  property  intrusted  to  them,  bonds 
to  himself  as  obligee,  with  sureties  satisfactory  to  the 
mayor,  and  with  penal  sums  as  follows ;  the  cashier, 
not  less  than  twenty  thousand  dollars,  and  the  deputy  col- 
lectors, not  less  than  five  thousand  dollars  each.  The  whole 
time  of  the  deputy  collectors  shall  be  given  to  the  duties  of 
the  said  department. 

Sect.  3.  The  city  collector  shall  collect  and  receive  all 
moneys  payable  to  the  city,  except  when  other  provision  is 
made,  and  shall  make  to  the  city  auditor  monthly  reports  in 
writing  of  the  amount  of  all  moneys  received  by  him,  and  of 
the  accounts  upon  which  such  moneys  have  been  received.  He 
shall  also,  at  the  close  of  each  financial  year,  submit  to  the  city 
council  a  statement  of  all  moneys  received  by  him  during  the 
year,  of  the  particular  warrant,  assessment,  or  account  upon 
which  each  amount  was  received,  and  of  the  balance  of  money 
uncollected  on  the  respective  warrants,  assessments,  or  sched- 
ules of  departments  in  his  hands,  and  a  copy  of  such  state- 
ment shall  be  filed  with  the  city  auditor.  He  shall  also  be 
the  custodian  of  all  leases  of  city  property,  and  of  all  notes, 
bonds,  mortgages,  and  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  belong- 
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ing  to  the  city  or  to  the  county,  and  shall  annually,  in  May, 
lay  before  the  city  council  a  detailed  statement  thereof. 

Sect.  4.  The  city  collector  shall,  immediately  after 
receiving  any  tax-bills  from  the  board  of  assessors,  cause 
such  bills  to  be  delivered  to  the  persons  assessed,  and  if  they 
are  not  paid  within  thirty  days  thereafter,  he  shall  issue  a 
summons  to  each  person  who  fails  to  pay  ;  and  if  such  person 
does  not  pay  his  taxes  within  ten  days  after  the  receipt  of 
such  summons,  or  after  the  service  thereof  upon  him  in  the 
usual  manner,  the  said  collector  shall  issue  his  warrant  for 
the  collection  of  said  taxes,  or  in  the  case  of  taxes  on  real 
estate  shall  proceed  to  sell  according  to  the  law. 

Sect.  5.  As  soon  as  conveniently  may  be  after  the  city 
collector  has  caused  any  real  estate  to  be  sold  for  non-payment 
of  a  tax  or  assessment,  he  shall  cause  such  sale  to  be  entered 
in  an  alphabetical  list,  made  under  his  supervision  and  kept 
in  his  office  for  public  reference,  and  giving  the  location  of 
such  real  estate  and  the  name  of  the  person  or  persons,  if 
known,  against  whom  such  tax  or  assessment  was  laid. 

Sect.  6.  The  city  collector  shall'  cause  to  be  sold,  pur- 
suant to  section  fifty-eight  of  chapter  twelve  of  the  Public 
Statutes,  and  all  other  provisions  of  law  applying  thereto,  all 
real  estate  taken  or  purchased  by  the  city  for  non-payment 
of  taxes  or  assessments  and  not  redeemed  within  the  time 
allowed  for  such  redemption,  and  the  mayor  shall,  upon  pay- 
ment of  the  purchase-money  to  the  said  collector,  execute  to 
the  purchaser  of  any  such  estate  a  quitclaim  deed  thereof. 


Chap.  U.] 
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CHAPTER  14. 

OF  THE  CITY  AUDITOR. 

Section  1.  Annually,  in  the  month  of  May  or  June,  there 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor,  subject  to  confirmation  by 
the  board  of  aldermen,  a  city  auditor,  who  shall  hold  office 
for  one  year,  from  the  first  day  of  July  in  the  year  in  which 
he  is  appointed ;  and  he  shall  be  sworn  to  the  faithful  dis- 
charge of  the  duties  of  his  office. 

Sect.  2.  There  shall  be  allowed  to  the  auditor,  for  the 
discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  department,  the  following  sub- 
ordinates :  — 

One  chief  clerk  and  general  book-keeper, 

One  draft  clerk  and  book-keeper  of  receipts, 

Two  abstract  clerks. 

One  bond  and  interest  clerk, 

Five  clerks, 

One  messenger. 

Sect.  3.  The  city  auditor  shall  keep  a  complete  set  of 
books,  wherein  shall  be  stated  the  amount  of  the  appropria- 
tion that  has  been  made  for  each  distinct  object  of  expendi- 
ture, and  the  amount  that  has  been  expended  on  account  of 
such  appropriation  ;  and  when  the  appropriation  for  any  spe- 
cific object  has  been  wholly  expended,  he  shall  immediately 
communicate  that  fact  to  the  city  council. 

^ECT.  4.  Before  money  is  paid  out  of  the  city  treasury, 
a  requisition  therefor  in  writing,  with  detailed  accounts  at- 
tached, specifying  the  amount  to  be  paid  and  the  party  or 
parties  to  whom  the  payment  is  due,  shall  be  made  by  the 
board,  officer,  department,  or  committee  incurring  the  ex- 
penditure, upon  the  city  auditor.  He  shall  examine  all  such 
requisitions,  bills  or  demands  rendered  against  the  city ; 
shall  see  that  they  have  been  incurred  with  due  warrant  of 
law,  and  properly  approved  by  some  person  duly  author- 
ized, and  in  exact  accordance  with  such  authority ;  that  the 
clerical  computations  are  correct ;  and  that  there  are  on 
hand  funds  appropriated  for  the  purpose  sufficient  for  the 
payment  of  such  demand  or  bill.  In  case  of  any  error  or 
informality  he  shall  make  note  of  the  fact,  and  of  his  objec- 
tions, and  return  the  bill  or  demand  with  such  objections, 
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to  the  board,  officer,  or  committee  presenting  the  same. 
If  he  approve  of  the  bill  or  demand  he  shall  cause  the  same 
to  be  marked  with  his  certificate  of  approval,  and  shall 
cause  an  abstract  of  the  same  to  be  entered  on  a  book 
kept  for  the  purpose.  As  soon  as  possible  after  the  twen- 
tieth day  of  each  month  he  shall  close  the  outstanding  ac- 
counts on  such  book,  and  present  the  same  to  the  mayor, 
who,  if  satisfied  of  their  correctness,  shall  sign  thereon  a 
warrant  for  the  city  treasurer  to  pay  such  amount  in  detail. 
On  receiving  a  proper  receipt  or  acquittance  of  such  bill  or 
demand,  the  auditor  shall  issue  to  the  person  entitled  to 
payment,  a  check,  order,  or  other  warrant  directed  to  the  city 
treasurer  for  the  amount  due. 

Such  warrants  for  payments  as  aforesaid  shall  be  issued  on 
the  first  secular  day  of  each  month,  for  all  bills  or  demands 
which  have  been  approved  and  ordered  paid,  prior  to  such 
date.  Payments  shall  also  be  made  at  such  reasonable  times 
as  the  city  council,  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor,  may 
direct.  Accounts  may  be  adjusted,  and  special  warrants 
for  payment  issued  after  the  verification  by  the  auditor,  at 
such  time  as  he  may  appoint,  at  the  written  request  of  any 
board  or  officer  in  charge  of  a  department,  provided  that  it 
be  sanctioned  by  the  mayor  in  writing.  Discharged  em- 
ployees may  be  paid  at  any  time  on  presenting  to  the  auditor 
a  proper  certificate  from  the  head  of  the  department  in  which 
they  were  employed. 

The  auditor  shall  report  to  the  mayor  whenever  the  expen- 
ditures of  any  department  seem  to  be  in  excess  of  a  proper 
monthly  ratio  of  its  appropriation. 

Sect.  5.  The  pay-rolls  of  laborers  employed  in  the 
several  departments  shall  be  made  up  semi-monthly ;  one 
from  the  fifteenth  to  the  last  day  of  each  month,  inclusive, 
and  the  other  to  be  made  up  from  the  first  to  the  fourteenth 
day,  inclusive ;  said  pay-rolls  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  city 
auditor  with  special  drafts  on  the  city  treasurer  to  meet  the 
same. 

Sect.  6.  The  city  auditor  shall  aimually,  in  February, 
lay  before  the  city  council  an  estimate  of  the  amount  or 
money  which  it  will  be  necessary  to  raise  to  meet  the  expen- 
ditures for  the  ensuing  year,  giving  under  each  of  the  respec- 
tive heads  of  appropriation  a  detailed  statement  (to  be  fur- 
nished by  the  several  boards  and  officers,  as  provided  in 
section  two  of  chapter  fifteen  of  these  ordinances),  of  the  pur- 
poses for  which  the  appropriation  is  needed.  He  shall 
also  annually,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July,  submit 
to  the  city  council  a  printed  statement  of  all  the  receipts 
and  expenditures  of  the  past  financial  year,  giving  in  detail 
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the  amount  of  the  appropriation  and  of  the  expenditure  for 
each  specific  object,  the  receipts  from  each  source  of  income, 
the  reduction,  if  any,  of  the  city  debt,  and  the  changes,  if 
any,  in  the  sinking-funds.  Said  statement  shall  be  arranged, 
as  far  as  practicable,  so  as  to  conform  to  the  accounts  of  the 
city  treasurer  and  city  collector,  and  shall  be  accompanied 
by  a  schedule  of  the  property  belonging  to  the  city,  and  by 
an  exhibit  showing  the  debts  due  from  the  city,  the  rates  of 
interest  thereon,  and  the  years  in  which  such  debts  will 
become  due.  He  shall  also  make  to  the  city  council  a 
monthly  statement  of  the  amounts  of  the  several  appropria- 
tions ;  of  the  amount  of  all  drafts  on  account  of  each  appro- 
priation made  during  the  month  preceding  the  date  of  such 
statement;  of  the  amount  of  such  drafts  made  since  the 
beginning  of  the  financial  year ;  and  of  the  balance  of  each 
appropriation  remaining  subject  to  draft. 
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CHAPTER  15. 

or  MATTERS  OF  FINANCE. 

Section  1.  The  financial  year  of  the  city  shall  begin  on 
the  first  day  of  May  and  end  on  the  last  day  of  April,  and 
the  city  treasurer  and  city  collector  shall  make  up  their  annual 
accounts  to  the  last-named  date. 

Sect.  2.  Every  board  or  officer  in  charge  of  a  depart- 
ment shall  annually,  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  Fe])ruary, 
send  to  the  mayor  and  the  city  auditor  an  estimate  in  detail  of 
the  appropriations  which  will  be  needed  to  meet  the  expendi- 
tures to  be  incurred  by  such  board  or  ofiicer,  during  the 
next  financial  year,  and  also  an  estimate  of  all  income  to  be 
received  from  any  source  by  such  board  or  officer  during 
said  year. 

Sect.  3.  No  expenditure  shall  be  made  or  liability  in- 
curred on  behalf  of  the  city,  until  a  loan  has  ])een  duly  author- 
ized or  an  appropriation  has  been  made  by  the  city  council, 
sufficient  to  meet  such  expenditure  or  liability  together  with 
all  prior  unpaid  liabilities  which  are  properly  chargeable  to 
the  same  appropriation. 

Sect.  4.  When  the  estimates  for  the  performance  of  a 
work  for  which  a  board  or  officer  is  authorized  by  the  city 
council,  or  by  either  branch  thereof,  to  contract,  exceed  in 
amount  the  appropriation  made  for  such  work ;  or  when  the 
sum  appropriated  for  any  purpose  has  been  expended  before 
such  purpose  has  been  fully  accomplished,  the  board  or 
officer  in  charge  of  the  department  shall  report  to  the  city 
council,  or  to  the  branch  thereof  from  which  their  authority  is 
derived,  a  detailed  statement  of  the  causes  of  the  insufficiency 
of  the  appropriation  to  meet  the  purposes  for  which  it  was 
made,  and  an  estimate  of  the  additional  appropriation  which 
they  judge  will  be  required  fully  to  effect  such  purposes ; 
and  they  shall  not  conclude  any  contract  nor  incur  further 
expense  in  the  premises,  until  they  are  authorized  so  to  do 
by  the  city  council  or  by  the  branch  thereof  from  which  their 
authority  is  derived. 

Sect.  5.  When  the  city  treasurer  is  authorized  by  the 
city  council  to  borrow  money  and  to  give  certificates  of 
indebtedness  therefor,  such  certificates  shall  be  signed  by 
the  mayor,  the  city  treasurer,  and  the  city  auditor,  and  shall 
be  registered  both  in  the  office  of  the  city  treasurer  and  in 
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that  of  the  city  auditor.  The  rate  of  interest  to  be  paid  on 
any  loan,  unless  prescribed  by  the  vote  of  the  city  council 
authorizing  the  same,  shall  be  fixed  by  the  mayor,  the  treas- 
urer, and  the  auditor. 

Whenever  any  loan  is  so  authorized,  unless  the  commis- 
sioners of  the  sinking-funds  or  the  trustees  of  any  of  the 
public  funds  of  the  city  shall  desire  to  purchase  the  bonds, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  to  solicit,  by  advertise- 
ment in  the  daily  papers  and  in  such  other  manner  as  the 
mayor  shall  approve,  sealed  proposals  to  purchase  said  bonds, 
reserving  the  city's  right  to  reject  all  bids.  All  such  bids 
shall  be  publicly  opened,  at  a  time  and  place  to  be  stated  in 
the  said  advertisements  and  other  notices,  by  the  treasurer, 
in  the  presence  of  the  mayor  and  the  auditor,  and  the  highest 
bid  made  by  a  responsible  party  for  the  entire  loan  shall  be 
accepted  unless  all  are  rejected.  If  no  bids  are  made  for 
the  entire  loan,  the  loan  or  any  part  thereof  shall  be  awarded 
to  the  several  parties  makmg  the  highest  bids  therefor 
unless  all  are  rejected.  The  treasurer  shall  preserve  all  re- 
jected bids  and  other  papers  relative  thereto. 

Sect.  6.  Whenever  any  bond  or  coupon  issued  by  the 
city  has  become  due  the  treasurer  shall  pay  the  same  on 
presentation  and  shall  cancel  the  same.  He  shall  transmit 
the  bonds  so  paid  daily,  and  the  coupons  so  paid  twice  in 
each  month,  to  the  auditor,  who  shall  have  the  custody  of 
the  same  thereafter. 

Sect.  7.  Each  board,  department,  and  officer  of  the  city 
government  shall,  within  the  first  ten  days  of  every  month, 
deliver  to  the  city  collector  bills  of  all  dues  which  in  the 
course  of  the  preceding  month  have  become  payable  to  the 
city,  through  or  on  account  of  such  board,  department,  or 
officer  ;  and  they  shall,  as  often  as  such  moneys  amount  to  one 
hundred  dollars,  and  also  on  the  last  day  of  each  month,  pay 
over  all  moneys  received  and  all  fees  collected  by  them  for  or 
on  account  of  the  city,  and  shall,  at  the  time  of  such  payment, 
render  a  statement  explanatory  thereof.  In  case  no  return 
is  received  from  any  officer  who  has  usually  made  one,  the 
collector  shall  notify  the  mayor  of  the  omission.  When 
bills  or  moneys  are  delivered  or  paid  to  the  city  collector,  as 
before  provided,  a  statement  of  the  aggregate  amount  of  such 
bills  or  moneys  shall  at  the  same  time  be  rendered  to  the  city 
auditor. 

Sect.  8.  When  a  debt  due  to  the  city  is  not  paid  within 
sixty  days  after  demand  is  made  for  such  payment,  the  city 
collector  shall,  if  no  other  provision  for  its  collection  is  made, 
place  the  claim  in  the  hands  of  the  city  solicitor  who  shall 
forthwith  put  the  same  in  suit ;  and  the  mayor  may  in  any 
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case,  when  in  his  judgment  the  interests  of  the  city  require 
it,  direct  a  suit  to  be  brought  upon  a  claim  before  the  expira- 
tion of  said  sixty  days. 

Sect.  9.  All  excess  of  revenue  derived  from  liquor 
licenses,  excess  of  income  and  taxes  over  estimated  income 
and  taxes,  and  excess  of  appropriations  over  expenditures  at 
the  close  of  each  financial  year,  shall  remain  in  the  city 
treasury,  to  be  used  and  applied  for  such  purposes  as  the 
city  council  may  order. 

Sect.  10.  AH  moneys  received  by  the  city  from  the  sale 
of  real  estate,  from  payments  on  account  of  the  principal 
sum  secured  by  any  bond  or  note,  or  from  payments  on 
account  of  any  betterment  assessment,  shall,  unless  other- 
wise specially  directed  by  the  city  council,  be  paid  by  the 
city  treasurer  to  the  commissioners  of  the  sinking-funds,  and 
applied  by  them  to  the  reduction  of  the  city  debt. 

Sect.  11.  All  excess  of  income  from  water-rates  over 
the  amount  required  to  pay  the  expense  of  carrying  on  the 
water-works  and  to  pay  the  interest  and  exchange,  if  any,  on 
the  water  debts,  shall  be  paid  to  the  commissioners  of  the 
sinking-funds,  and  by  them  added  to  the  sinking-funds  for 
said  debts. 

Sect.  12.  The  city  treasurer  is  authorized  to  pay  all 
executions  or  judgments  of  court  against  the  city  when  duly 
certified  as  correct  by  the  city  solicitor,  and  special  drafts  to 
cover  the  same  shall  be  made  by  the  mayor,  duly  certified  by 
the  city  auditor ;  and  if  the  appropriation  for  the  special 
object  to  which  the  amount  of  the  execution  is  chargeable  is 
not  sufficient,  the  execution  shall,  nevertheless,  be  paid  by 
the  city  treasurer,  who  shall  immediately  give  notice  of  the 
fact  of  the  over-draft  upon  the  execution  to  the  department 
incurrino^  the  oblio^ation. 

Sect.  13.  The  mayor  may  settle  any  claim  against  the 
city  arising  from  the  act  or  neglect  of  any  of  its  departments, 
provided  the  settlement  is  recommended  in  writing  by  the 
corporation  counsel,  and  has  been  approved  by  the  vote  of  a 
majority  of  all  the  members  of  a  joint  committee  of  said  coun- 
cil after  an  examination  of  the  claim.  Every  amount  thus 
allowed,  and  every  judgment  or  execution  paid  by  the  city 
treasurer,  shall  be  charged  against  the  appropriation  of  the 
department  whose  act  or  neglect  caused  the  claim,  and  shall 
be  reckoned  as  an  expenditure  made  by  such  department 
in  all  its  accounts,  balances,  and  reports. 
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CHAPTER  16. 

OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS  OF  SINKING-FUNDS. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  under  the  provisioDS  of  Public 
Statutes,  chapter  twenty-nine,  a  board  of  commissioners  of 
sinking-funds,  to  consist  of  six  persons  to  be  appointed  by 
the  mayor  in  the  month  of  February  subject  to  confirma- 
tion by  the  board  of  aldermen,  one-third  to  be  so  appointed 
for  one,  two  and  three  years,  respectively,  from  the  first  day 
of  May  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-six ;  and 
annually  in  the  month  of  February  thereafter  there  shall  be 
so  appointed  for  a  term  of  three  years  from  the  first  day  of 
May  next  ensuing,  a  number  equal  to  the  number  whose  term 
of  service  expires  on  such  first  day  of  May.  Any  vacancy 
occurring  in  the  board  shall  be  filled,  for  the  remainder  of 
the  unexpired  term,  in  the  same  manner  as  the  original 
appointment. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  board  shall  have  the  control  of  all 
sinking-funds  established  by  the  city,  and  shall  report  to  the 
city  council  annually,  on  or  before  the  fourth  Monday  of 
May,  the  exact  condition  on  the  first  day  of  said  month  of 
the  several  funds  under  their  control.  The  treasurer  of  said 
board  shall  keep  the  accounts  of  the  several  funds  in  such 
form  and  manner  as  the  said  board  may  direct,  and  he  shall 
furnish  to  the  city  auditor  annually,  on  or  before  the  first  day 
of  June,  a  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  several  funds  on 
the  last  day  of  the  preceding  April,  which  statement  shall  be 
printed  in  the  annual  report  of  the  said  auditor. 

Sect.  3.  Appropriations  on  account  of  the  sinking-funds 
shall  be  made  annually  as  follows  :  for  debts  payable  in  ten 
years  from  the  time  when  they  were  incurred,  an  appropria- 
tion equal  to  eight  per  cent,  of  the  amount  thereof ;  for  debts 
payable  in  twenty  years  from  said  time,  an  appropriation  equal 
to  three  and  one-half  per  cent,  of  the  amount  thereof ;  and 
for  debts  payable  in  thirty  years  from  said  time,  an  appro- 
priation equal  to  two  per  cent,  of  the  amount  thereof.  The 
amount  of  all  said  appropriations  shall  be  raised  annually  by 
taxation,  and  shall  be  paid  by  the  city  treasurer  to  the  said 
board  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  December  in  each  year  and 
the  said  board  shall  invest  the  amounts  so  received,  with  their 
accumulations,  in  such  manner  as  is  authorized  by  law;  but 
the  said  board  may,  at  any  time  when  they  deem  that  the 
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appropriation  above  specified  is  more  than  will  be  required  in 
order  to  provide  for  the  payment?  of  a  debt  at  its  maturity, 
make  such  reductions  in  the  amount  of  the  appropriation  as 
may  be  consistent  with  the  requirements  of  the  statutes  of 
the  commonwealth. 

Sect.  4.  The  said  board  shall  annually,  on  or  before  the 
tenth  day  of  February,  report  to  the  city  council  and  to  the 
city  auditor  a  detailed  statement  of  the  amounts  required  by 
statute  and  by  the  preceding  section  to  be  raised  by  taxation 
on  account  of  the  sinking-funds  during  the  next  financial 
year,  and  such  amounts  shall  be  included  in  the  general  ap- 
propriation bill  for  that  year. 

Sect.  5.  When  a  debt  of  the  city  becomes  due  the 
said  board  shall  pay  over  and  transfer  to  the  city  treasurer 
all  funds  which  they  may  hold  as  a  sinking-fund  for  said 
debt,  or  so  much  of  such  funds  as  may  be  required  for  the 
payment  of  such  debt ;  and  the  balance  of  such  funds,  if 
any,  shall  be  transferred  by  them  to  such  other  sinking-fund 
as  they  may  deem  advisable. 

Sect.  6.  The  city  treasurer  and  the  city  auditor  may 
serve  as  treasurer  and  secretary  respectively  of  said  board  ; 
and,  if  so  chosen,  shall  receive  a  reasonable  compensation  for 
such  service. 
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CHAPTER  17. 

OF  CONTRACTS  MADE  IN  BEHALF  OF  THE  CITY. 

Section  1.  All  boards  and  officers  in  charge  of  a  depart- 
ment, except  the  city  treasurer,  shall  be  governed  in  their 
purchases  by  the  provisions  of  this  chapter. 

Sect.  2.  In  case  the  amount  of  the  estimated  expen- 
diture under  a  contract  exceeds  one  thousand  dollars, 
reasonable  notice  shall  be  given  by  advertisements  therefor, 
published  in  one  or  more  daily  papers  of  the  city  not  ex- 
ceeding four,  and  elsewhere  if  necessary,  and  a  copy  of 
such  advertisement  shall  be  sent  to  the  mayor's  office  for 
preservation.  Every  contract  in  which  the  amount  involved 
exceeds  one  thousand  dollars  shall  require  the  written  ap- 
proval of  the  mayor  before  going  into  effect ;  and  no  ex- 
penditure shall  be  made,  nor  liability  incurred,  for  any 
purpose,  beyond  the  appropriation  duly  made  therefor. 

Sect.  3.  Whenever  advertisements  for  proposals  for  any 
work  to  be  done  for  the  city,  or  for  any  materials  or  supplies 
to  be  furnished,  are  made,  the  board  or  officer  in  charge  of 
the  work  to  be  done  shall  cause  suitable  plans  and  specifica- 
tions, and  schedules  of  materials  or  supplies,  to  be  prepared 
and  shown  to  parties  proposing  to  bid. 

Sect.  4.  Every  contract  exceeding  one  thousand 
dollars  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  suitable  bond  for  the  per- 
formance of  the  same,  or  by  the  deposit  of  money  or  security 
to  the  amount  of  such  bond.  No  proposal  shall  be  accepted 
from  or  for  any  person  who  shall  have  broken  a  contract 
with  the  city  during  the  three  years  preceding.  All  written 
contracts  shall  be  executed  in  triplicate,  and  one  of  said 
copies  shall  be  deposited  with  the  city  auditor. 

Sect.  5.  No  proposal  shall  be  received  from  any  person 
offering  to  contract  for  such  work,  unless  the  same  is  sealed. 
Such  proposals  shall  be  at  once  placed  in  a  sealed  box  in  the 
department  calling  for  the  proposals,  and  the  mayor  shall 
hold  the  only  key  to  such  box.  All  proposals  shall  be  publicly 
opened,  read  and  recorded  at  the  hour  and  place  in  City  Hall 
designated  in  the  advertisement,  in  the  presence  of  the 
mayor  or  such  person  as  he  may  designate.  The  contract 
shall  be  awarded  to  the  lowest  bidder  complying  with  the 
terms ;  provided,  however,  if  any  such  proposals  shall  be 
offered  by  persons  who,  in  the  judgment  of  the  officer  or 
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board  issuing  the  advertisement  and  of  the  mayor,  shall  be 
incompetent  to  perform  their  contracts  in  a  workmanlike 
manner,  or  irresponsible  in  respect  to  their  means  of  faith- 
fully executing  the  same,  such  proposal  may  be  rejected, 
notwithstanding  the  same  be  at  a  lower  rate  than  other 
proposals  offered  for  the  same  work,  and  the  next  higher 
bidder  shall  be  substituted.  And  provided,  also,  in  all 
cases,  that  the  officer  or  board  may  reject  all  bids,  with 
the  consent  of  the  mayor,  and  issue  new  advertisements.  All 
bids  shall  be  preserved  by  the  officer  or  board  issuing  the 
advertisement  on  the  records  of  his  department,  and  shall  be 
open  to  public  inspection  after  the  contract  has  been  awarded 
and  accepted  by  the  bidder. 

Sect.  6.  In  all  cases  where  the  amount  of  any  contract 
shall  exceed  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  the  contract  shall 
be  in  writing ;  and  after  being  signed  by  the  parties,  no  such 
contract  shall  be  altered  in  any  particular,  without  the  con- 
sent of  the  contractor,  the  officer  or  board  making  the  con- 
tract, and  of  the  mayor,  indorsed  thereon.  And  all  pay- 
ments for  extra  work  shall  be  made  at  the  time  of  the  final 
payment  on  such  contract. 

Sect.  7.  Every  contract  shall  provide  that,  in  case  of 
any  alteration,  so  much  of  such  contract  as  is  not  neces- 
sarily affected  by  the  change  shall  remain  in  force  upon  all 
parties  thereto.  It  shall  also  provide  that  no  payment  for 
work  done  under  such  alterations  shall  be  made  until  the 
completion  of  the  whole  contract,  and  also  that  the  adjust- 
ment and  payment  of  the  bill  then  rendered  for  such  work 
shall  release  and  discharge  the  city  from  any  and  all  claims 
or  liability  on  account  of  any  work  performed  under  such 
contract  or  any  alteration  thereof. 

Sect.  8.  No  officer  or  board  shall  make  any  contract  in 
behalf  of  the  city  the  execution  of  which  shall  necessarily 
extend  beyond  one  year  from  the  date  thereof,  unless  special 
permission  so  to  do  has  been  given  by  vote  of  the  city 
council  or  of  the  branch  having  authority  therein,  or  by  the 
statutes  of  the  commonwealth. 

Sect.  9.  In  every  contract  entered  into  on  behalf  of  the 
city,  and  involving  the  employment  of  mechanics  or  laborers 
by  the  contractor,  a  provision  shall  be  inserted  to  the  effect 
that  the  board,  or  other  authority  making  such  contract,  may, 
if  it  deems  it  expedient  to  do  so,  retain  out  of  any  amounts 
due  to  such  contractor  sums  sufficient  to  cover  any  unpaid 
claims  of  mechanics  or  laborers  for  work  or  labor  performed 
under  such  contract,  provided  that  notice  in  writing  of  such 
claims,  signed  by  the  claimants,  has  been  previously  filed  in 
the  office  of  the  city  clerk.

Sect.  10.  Officers  at  the  head  of  departments  of  the  city 
government  shall  use  such  measures  as  they  may  deem  ex- 
pedient to  prevent  the  assignment  of  wages  by  persons 
employed  in  such  departments. 
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CHAPTEE  18. 

OF  THE  CITY  ENGINEER. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  annually  appointed  by  the 
mayor,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  board  of  aldermen, 
a  city  engineer,  who  shall  be  a  citizen  of  Boston. 

Sect.  2.  Said  engineer  shall  perform  all  such  services 
for  the  city  as  properly  come  under  the  direction  of  a  civil 
engineer,  and  shall  be  consulted  on  all  important  matters 
relating  to  public  improvements  of  every  kind,  where  the 
advice  of  an  engineer  would  be  of  service.  He  shall  take 
charge  of  the  construction  of  all  such  public  works  of  the  city 
as  the  city  council  may  direct,  and  shall  prepare,  or  cause  to 
be  prepared,  all  plans,  specifications,  and  contracts  therefor. 
He  shall  also,  when  required  by  any  ofiicer  or  board  in 
charge  of  a  department,  or  by  the  mayor,  the  city  council,  or 
either  branch  thereof,  measure  or  cause  to  be  measured  all 
work  done  by  contract  for  the  city,  and  shall  certify  the 
results  of  such  measurements,  and  he  shall  be  the  custodian 
of  all  city  plans  belonging  to  his  department. 

Sect.  3.  He  shall  be  the  engineer  of  the  Boston  water 
board,  and  shall,  under  the  direction  of  said  board,  have  the 
general  superintendence  of  all  works  in  the  water-depart- 
ment ;  shall  take  such  charge  as  the  said  board  may  direct  oi 
the  sources  for  the  supply  of  water,  and  of  the  several 
reservoirs  and  other  structures  and  property  connected  with 
the  water-works ;  and  shall  perform  all  other  services  in 
relation  to  said  works  that  may  be  required  of  him  by  the 
said  board  or  by  the  city  council.  He  shall  also  cause  accu- 
rate observations  of  the  height  of  the  water  at  the  several 
sources,  at  the  pipe-chambers,  and  at  the  several  reservoirs, 
to  be  made  daily,  or  oftener,  at  his  discretion. 

Sect.  4.  He  shall  annually,  or  oftener  if  he  deem  it 
judicious,  make  a  careful  examination  of  all  bridges  within 
the  city  limits,  and  shall  make  such  reports  respecting  their 
condition,  as  to  safety  or  need  of  renewal  or  repairs,  as  the 
exigency  of  the  case  may  require,  to  the  mayor  and  to  the 
board,  officer,  corporation,  or  person  whose  duty  it  is  to 
attend  to  the  matter. 

Sect.  5.  When  repairs  are  needed  on  any  bridge  in 
charge  of  the  superintendent  of  bridges,  the  latter  shall 
make  an  estimate  of  the  amount  and  expense  thereof,  and 
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submit  it  to  the  city  engineer  for  approval ;  provided,  however, 
that  if  such  repairs  aflect  the  structure  of  the  bridge,  the 
whole  work  shall  be  solely  in  charge  of  the  city  engineer, 
and  he  may  also  order  the  superintendent  to  make  necessary 
repairs,  when  it  seems  advisable,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding 
the  appropriation  remaining  unexpended. 

Sect.  6.  There  shall  be  allowed  to  the  city  engineer,  for 
the  discharge  of  th^  duties  of  his  department,  the  following 
subordinates  :  — 

One  assistant  city  engineer. 
Three  assistant  engineers. 
One  chief  clerk, 
One  book-keeper, 
Three  draughtsmen. 

Eleven  transit-men,  levellers,  rodmen,  and  axemen. 

Sect.  7.  He  shall  annually,  in  January,  present  to  the 
city  council  a  report  in  relation  to  his  department,  showing 
the  number  of  persons  employed  therein,  the  detailed  ex- 
penses of  the  department,  the  general  nature  of  the  work 
performed,  the  condition  of  all  structures  that  come  under 
his  supervision,  including  those  in  process  of  construction 
and  those  which  have  been  completed  during  the  previous 
year,  and  such  other  general  information  in  relation  to  the 
matters  connected  with  his  department  as  he  may  deem  expe- 
dient ;  and  he  shall  annually,  on  or  before  the  fifth  day  of 
May,  present  to  the  Boston  water  board  a  report  of  the  gen- 
eral condition  of  the  water-works,  with  a  detailed  statement 
of  all  expenditures  in  his  department  relating  to  said  works, 
and  with  such  other  matters  as  he  or  the  said  board  may  deem 
expedient. 
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CHAPTEK  19. 

OF  THE  CITY  SURVEYOR. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  annually  appointed  by  the 
mayor,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  board  ^of  aldermen, 
a  city  surveyor,  who  shall  be  a  citizen  of  Boston,  and  who 
shall,  by  himself  or  his  assistants,  make  such  surveys,  plans, 
estimates,  and  descriptions,  and  takes  such  levels,  as  maybe 
required  of  him  by  the  mayor,  the  board  of  aldermen,  the 
common  council,  any  committee  of  the  city  council  or  of 
either  branch  thereof,  or  any  board  or  officer  in  charge  of  a 
department,  and  he  shall,  whenever  required,  furnish  the  cor- 
poration counsel  and  city  solicitor  with  all  necessary  descrip- 
tions of  lands. 

Sect.  2.  The  city  surveyor  shall  furnish  to  the  board 
of  street  commissioners,  and  to  any  committee  having  charge 
of  any  project  for  laying  out  or  widening  a  street,  such  plans 
and  such  information  in  relation  to  projects  under  considera- 
tion by  them  as  they  may  require ;  and  he  shall  have  the 
custody  of  all  surveys  and  plans  relating  to  the  laying  out, 
widening,  extending,  and  grading  of  streets,  and  shall  prepare 
all  such  statements  and  estimates  relating  to  street  widenings, 
extensions,  and  alterations,  as  the  said  commissioners  or 
such  committee  may  require. 

Sect.  3.  There  shall  be  allowed  to  the  city  surveyor,  for 
the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  department,  the  following 
subordinates  :  — 

Seven  surveyors. 

Seven  assistant  surveyors  and  levellers, 
One  clerk  and  draughtsman, 
Three  draughtsmen, 
Twelve  rodmen. 

Sect.  4.  The  said  surveyor  shall  annually,  in  January, 
submit  to  the  city  council  a  report  in  relation  to  his  depart- 
ment, showing  the  number  of  persons  employed,  the  detailed 
expenses  of  the  department,  the  general  nature  of  the  work 
done,  and  such  other  general  information  in  relation  to  the 
same  as  he  may  deem  expedient. 
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CHAPTER  20. 

OF  THE  CITY  REGISTRAR. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  annually  appointed  b}^  the 
mayor,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  board  of  aldermen,  a  city 
registrar,  who  shall  perform  the  duties  required  by  chapter 
thirty-two  of  the  Public  Statutes  to  be  performed  by  town 
and  city  clerks,  and  who  shall  have  the  custody  of  all  records, 
books  and  papers  belonging  to  the  city  relating  to  births, 
marriages  and  deaths,  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as 
may  be  required  of  him  by  the  mayor,  the  board  of  alder- 
men, or  the  city  council. 

Sect.  2.  There  shall  be  allowed  to  the  city  registrar,  for 
the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  department,  the  following 
subordinates  :  — 

Three  clerks  for  recording. 
Three  clerks  for  copying. 

Sect.  3.  The  city  registrar  shall  annually,  in  February, 
report  to  the  city  council  a  statement  of  the  number  of  births, 
of  notices  of  intention  of  marriage,  of  marriages  solemnized, 
and  of  deaths  recorded  during  the  previous  year ;  with  such 
other  information  and  suggestions  in  relation  to  said  matters 
as  he  may  deem  useful. 

Sect.  4.  The  fees  which  undertakers  are  entitled,  under 
section  four  of  chapter  thirty-two  of  the  Public  Statutes,  to 
receive  from  the  city  registrar  for  making  the  returns  required 
by  said  section,  shall  be  considered  to  be  included  in  the  fees 
to  which  undertakers  are  entitled  under  section  seventeen 
of  chapter  twenty-three  of  these  ordinances. 
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CHAPTER  21. 

OF  THE  assessors'  DEPARTMENT. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor, 
subject  to  confirmation  by  the  board  of  aldermen,  in  the 
year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-six,  and  in  every  third 
year  thereafter,  one  assessor  of  taxes,  and  in  every  other 
year  except  those  just  mentioned,  two  such  assessors.  All 
said  assessors  shall  be  resident  citizens,  and  shall  devote 
their  whole  time  to  the  service  of  the  city,  and  they  shall 
respectively  hold  office  for  three  years  from  the  first  day  of 
April  in  the  year  in  which  they  are  appointed. 

Sect.  2.  There  shall  be  annually  appointed  by  the 
assessors  of  taxes,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  mayor, 
two  assistant  assessors  of  taxes  for  each  assessment  district, 
one  of  whom  shall  be  a  resident  citizen,  and  shall  be  denomi- 
nated a  "  first  assistant,"  and  the  other  of  whom  shall  be  a 
resident  of  the  ward  within  which  the  assessment  district  for 
which  he  is  appointed  is  located,  and  shall  be  denominated 
a  "  second  assistant."  There  shall  be  allowed  to  the  assessors 
of  taxes  the  following  subordinates  :  — 

One  office  clerk. 
One  assistant  clerk, 
One  messenger. 

Sect.  3.  As  soon  as  practicable  after  their  election  the 
assessors  shall  meet  and  organize  themselves  into  a  board,  to 
be  called  the  board  of  assessors,  by  the  choice  of  a  chairman 
and  a  secretary  from  their  own  number ;  and  the  assessors 
and  first  assistant  assessors  shall  also  meet  and  organize 
themselves  into  a  board  by  the  choice  of  a  chairman  from 
their  own  number,  and  sessions  of  said  last-mentioned  board 
shall  be  held  on  every  week  day,  beginning  with  the  six- 
teenth day  of  June,  and  not  terminating  sooner  than  the 
seventh  day  of  August,  unless  by  order  of  the  board  of 
assessors. 

Sect.  4.  The  secretary  of  the  board  of  assessors  shall 
also  be  the  secretary  of  the  board  of  assessors  and  assistant 
assessors,  and  he  shall  keep  the  records  and  doings  of  both 
said  boards  in  the  same  book,  in  the  order  in  which  the  meet- 
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ings  occur,  always  designating  the  board  to  whose  doings 
each  record  relates. 

Sect.  5.  The  number,  location,  and  boundaries  of  the 
assessment  districts  shall,  until  otherwise  ordered,  remain  as 
at  present  established ;  and  the  board  of  assessors  shall 
require  all  valuations  and  methods  of  assessment  to  be  in 
conformity  to  law  and  uniform  in  their  operation  throughout 
the  city. 

Sect.  6.  The  first  assistant  assessors  shall  assist  the 
assessors  in  estimating  the  value  of  personal  property,  and 
shall,  in  their  respective  districts,  with  one  of  the  assessors 
or  second  assistant  assessors,  appraise  the  value  of  the  real 
estate  in  such  districts,  and  take  lists  of  the  polls  therein,  and 
report  the  same  to  the  board  of  assessors.  In  taking  the  list 
of  polls  the  full  and  correct  names  of  citizens  shall  be  obtained, 
together  with  their  previous  residences.  The  second  assistant 
assessors  shall  perform  such  duties  as  may  be  required  of 
them  by  the  board  of  assessors. 

Sect.  7.  Abatements  of  taxes  shall  be  made  and  recorded 
by  the  board  of  assessors,  and  the  record  of  such  abatements 
shall  contain  the  names  of  all  persons  whose  taxes  have  been 
abated  in  whole  or  in  part,  with  the  amount  originally 
assessed  to  each,  the  amount  of  the  al^atement,  and  the 
reason  for  which  it  was  made.  The  board  of  assessors  may 
require  the  attendance  of  any  of  the  first  or  second  assistant 
assessors  at  any  hearing  for  the  abatement  of  taxes  ;  and 
when  a  petition  for  abatement  is  refused,  and  the  petitioner 
appeals  to  the  board  of  street  commissioners,  the  record  of 
such  refusal  shall  accompany  the  appeal.  A  record  of  each 
abatement  made  by  the  board  of  street  commissioners  shall, 
at  the  time  when  it  is  made,  be  transmitted  by  their  clerk 
to  the  board  of  assessors,  but  the  reasons  for  the  abatement 
may  be  omitted  from  such  record. 

Sect.  8.  The  board  of  assessors  shall  make  out  and 
deliver  to  the  city  collector,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
October  in  each  year,  tax-bills  for  all  taxes  assessed  on  per- 
sons or  estates,  and  such  bills  shall  have  printed  on  them  the 
rate  for  each  thousand  dollars  of  property  assessed  that  has 
been  required  for  state,  county,  and  city  taxes  respectively, 
and  also  the  proportion  of  the  rate  for  the  city  tax  which 
has  been  rendered  necessary  by  the  expenditures  for  the 
public  schools. 

Skct.  9.  Before  delivering  such  tax-bills  to  the  city  col- 
lector the  board  of  assessors  shall  have  them  recorded  in 
books  prepared  for  the  purpose,  and  shall  have  the  amounts 
thereof  added  tos^ether  and  footed  at  the  end  of  each  book, 
and  the  aggregates  of  all  the  books  also  added  together,  so 
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as  to  show  the  total  amount  of  the  taxes  assessed  ;  and  the  said 
books  shall  be  delivered,  with  such  bills,  to  the  city  collector. 

Sect.  10.  The  said  board  shall  render  to  the  city  auditor, 
at  the  time  when  the  tax-bills  are  delivered  to  the  city  collec- 
tor, a  statement  of  the  amount  of  said  bills  ;  and  upon  the  first 
of  every  month  the  said  board  shall  also  render  to  said  auditor 
a  statement  of  the  amount  of  all  additional  or  supplementary 
assessments  made  during  the  preceding  month,  so  far  as  the 
amount  thereof  has  not  been  included  in  any  statement  pre- 
viously rendered,  and  such  monthly  statement  shall  also  in- 
clude the  amount  of  taxes  abated,  determined  to  be  void,  or 
remitted,  which  have  been  certified  to  the  assessors  during 
said  month,  giving  also  the  year  in  which  such  taxes  were 
laid. 

Sect.  11.  On  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  January 
annually  the  board  of  assessors  shall  transmit  to  the  city 
council  a  statement  of  the  assessors'  valuation  of  the  taxa- 
ble property  in  the  city  of  Boston  for  the  preceding  live 
years,  and  of  the  abatements  thereon  allowed  previous  to  the 
thirty-first  day  of  December  preceding  the  date  of  such 
statement ;  and  the  average  of  said  valuations  reduced  by 

said  abatements  shall  likewise  be  stated, 
ft 
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CHAPTER  22. 

OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 

Section  1.  The  fire  department  of  the  city  shall  consist 
of  a  board  of  three  fire  commissioners,  who  shall  have  as 
subordinates  a  clerk,  a  chief  engineer,  a  superintendent  of 
fire-alarms,  thirteen  assistant  engineers,  and  other  ofiicers, 
enginemen,  telegraph  operators,  and  members,  to  the  number 
of  seven  hundred  men. 

Sect.  2.  There  shall  be  annually  appointed  by  the  mayor, 
subject  to  confirmation  by  the  board  of  aldermen,  one  person 
to  be  a  member  of  the  board  of  fire  commissioners,  and  to 
hold  office  for  the  term  of  three  years  from  the  first  Monday 
in  May  in  the  year  of  his  appointment.  The  members  of  said 
board  shall  devote  their  time  to  the  duties  of  their  office,  and 
shall  not  actively  engage  in  any  other  business,  and  the  clerk 
of  said  board  shall  not  be  a  member  thereof. 

Sect.  3.  The  said  board  shall  make  such  rules  and 
regulations  for  their  own  government,  and  for  the  govern- 
ment of  all  the  officers  and  members  of  the  fire  department, 
as  they  may  deem  expedient ;  and  they  shall  make  suit- 
able regulations  under  which  the  officers  and  men  of  the 
said  department  shall  be  required  to  wear  an  appropriate 
uniform  and  badge,  by  which  in  case  of  fire  and  at  other 
times  their  authority  and  position  in  the  department  may  be 
known. 

Sect.  4.  The  duty  of  extinguishing  fires  and  of  protect- 
ing life  and  property  in  case  of  fire,  within  the  city,  shall  be 
intrusted  to  the  said  board.  They  shall  divide  the  city  into 
fire  districts ;  shall  organize  companies  and  battalions  to 
work  the  apparatus  for  the  extinguishing  of  fires  ;  and  shall 
establish  a  fire  patrol  by  detail  from  the  permanent  force  of 
the  department,  w^hich  patrol  shall  render  such  services  in 
connection  with  the  police  department  and  with  the  depart- 
ment for  the  survey  and- inspection  of  buildings  as  the  said 
board  may  direct.  Said  board  shall  also  have  and  exercise 
all  the  powers  and  duties  given  to  the  city  council  by  chapter 
forty-five  of  the  statutes  of  the  commonwealth  of  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-eight. 

Sect.  5.  The  said  board  shall  make  to  the  city  council  a 
monthly  report  of  the  location  and  of  the  number  of  fires 
that  have  occurred  in  the  preceding  month,  the  causes  of 
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such  fires,  and  the  amount  of  property  destroyed  thereby  ; 
and  they  shall  annually,  in  May  or  June,  submit  in  print  a 
brief  summary  of  matters  of  interest  concerning  their  depart- 
ment. 

Sect.  6.  The  chief  engineer  and  the  assistant  engineers 
of  the  fire  department  shall,  under  the  direction  of  said  board, 
examine  all  places  where  shavings  or  other  combustible  mate- 
rials are  collected  or  deposited,  and  shall  report  to  said  board 
from  time  to  time  the  condition  in  this  respect  of  the  district 
to  which  they  are  respectively  assigned ;  and,  when  said 
board  deem  that  said  materials  so  collected  or  deposited  are 
liable  to  cause  fires,  they  shall  order  the  tenant  or  occupant 
of  the  place  where  they  are  deposited  to  remove  them  ;  and 
if  such  tenant  or  occupant  neglects  or  refuses  to  comply  with 
such  order  the  said  board  shall  cause  such  materials  to  be 
removed  at  his  expense.  Whoever  neglects  or  refuses  to 
remove  such  materials,  or  obstructs  the  said  board  or  said 
engineers  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  hereby  imposed  upon 
them,  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  five  nor 
more  than  fifty  dollars. 

Sect.  7.  Whoever  opens  a  signal-box  connected  with  a 
fire-alarm  telegraph  for  the  purpose  of  giving,  or  causing  to 
be  given,  a  false  alarm  of  fire,  or  interferes  in  any  way  with 
such  a  box  by  breaking,  cutting,  injuring,  or  defacing  the 
same,  or  by  pulling  the  slides  therein,  except  in  case  of  fire  ; 
and  whoever  without  authority  opens,  tampers,  or  meddles 
with  such  a  box,  or  with  any  part  or  parts  thereof,  or  with 
the  fire-alarm  telegraph  wires,  or  with  anything  connected 
therewith,  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  five 
nor  more  than  fifty  dollars  for  each  offence. 

Sect.  8.  Every  person  who  serves  in  the  said  department 
for  seven  successive  years  shall  be  entitled  to  a  certificate  to 
that  effect,  signed  by  the  mayor,  which  certificate  shall  be 
issued  by  the  mayor  upon  receiving  from  the  board  of  fire 
commissioners  a  written  notification  that  the  person  is  entitled 
thereto. 
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CHAPTER  23. 

OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  board  of  health,  to  consist  of 
three  members,  one  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  annually  by 
the  mayor,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  l)oard  of  aldermen, 
to  hold  office  for  the  term  of  three  years  from  the  first  Mon- 
day in  May  in  the  year  of  his  appointment.  The  clerk  of  the 
board  shall  not  be  a  member  thereof. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  board  may  make  such  rules  and  regu- 
lations for  their  own  government,  and  for  the  government 
of  all  subordinate  officers  in  their  department,  as  they  deem 
expedient.  The  said  board  shall  have  and  exercise  all  the 
powers  and  duties  of  the  city  council  or  of  the  board  of 
aldermen  .relative  to  the  public  health,  the  establishment  and 
maintenance  of  bath-houses,  and  the  quarantine  of  vessels ; 
and  they  may  make  such  regulations  for  the  promotion  of  the 
public  health  as  they  deem  necessary,  and  as  are  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  ordinances  of  the  city. 

Sect.  3.  The  said  board  shall  be  allowed  for  the  discharge 
of  their  duties  the  following  subordinates  :  — 

One  city  physician, 

One  assistant  city  physician, 

One  port  physician, 

One  assistant  port  physician, 

One  chief  clerk. 

Five  assistant  clerks, 

Fifteen  inspectors, 

who  shall  perform  such  official  duties  as  said  board  may  re- 
quire. In  addition,  the  following-named  subordinates  shall 
perform  the  following  specific  duties  :  — 

The  city  physician  shall  keep  such  records  and  make  such 
reports  as  the  board  of  health  may  from  time  to  time  direct. 
He  shall  examine  all  causes  of  disease  within  the  city ;  shall, 
when  requested  by  the  mayor  or  by  said  board,  inquire  into 
all  sources  of  danger  to  the  public  health ;  and  shall  at  all 
times,  when  required,  give  his  professional  services  and  advice 
in  all  matters  relating  to  the  public  health.

He  shall  attend  upon  all  cases  of  disease,  and  all  other  cases 
requiring  his  professional  services,  in  the  jail,  the  city  prison 
under  the  court-house  and  the  city  temporary  home.  He 
shall,  when  requested  by  the  board  of  police  commissioners, 
examine  all  candidates  for  appointment  on  the  police  force  ; 
examine  the  condition  of  all  members  of  the  police  force  who 
are  absent  from  duty  on  account  of  disability ;  examine  the 
condition  of  persons  who  have  sustained  injuries  by  reason 
of  accidents  for  which  the  city  may  be  liable  ;  and  report  to 
the  -city  registrar,  when  requested  by  him,  the  causes  of  death 
of  all  persons  who  die  with  no  physician  in  attendance. 

He  shall  without  charge  vaccinate  and  revaccinate  all  in- 
habitants of  the  city  who  desire  such  vaccination,  and  shall 
give  certificates  of  vaccination  to  children  who  have  been 
vaccinated  and  require  certificates  thereof  for  admission  to 
the  public  sohools  ;  but  no  person  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
benefits  of  this  section  who  wilfully  neglects  or  refuses  to 
return  to  the  office  of  the  city  physician,  when  thereto  re- 
quested by  him,  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  him  to  ascertain 
the  effect  of  the  vaccination,  or  to  renew  the  necessary  supply 
of  virus  for  the  use  of  his  office. 

He  shall  always  have  on  hand,  as  far  as  is  practicable,  a 
sufficient  quantity  of  vaccine  virus,  and  shall  supply  such 
virus,  without  charge,  to  the  physicians  of  the  city  institu- 
tions and  of  the  Boston  Dispensary. 

He  shall,  when  notified  of  the  existence  thereof,  examine 
into  any  nuisances,  sources  of  filth,  or  causes  of  sickness, 
which  may  be  on  board  a  vessel  at  a  wharf  within  the  har- 
bor, or  which  may  have  been  landed  from  a  vessel,  and  he 
shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  board  of  health,  cause  all 
such  nuisances,  sources  of  filth,  and  causes  of  sickness  to  be 
removed  or  destroyed. 

The  port  physician  and  assistant  shall  reside  at  Deer 
Island,  and  shall  perform  all  services  in  regard  to  quarantine 
which  may  be  required  of  them  by  the  mayor  or  by  the  board 
of  health.  The  port  physician  shall  be  either  physician  or 
assistant  physician  of  all  the  city  establishments  upon  said 
island,  as  the  board  of  directors  of  public  institutions  may 
elect ;  and  he  shall  not  go  away  from  the  island  when  the 
resident  physician  at  the  house  of  industry  is  absent. 

Sect.  4.  The  said  board  shall  also  have  charge  of  all  hos- 
pitals established  by  the  city  council,  within  the  city  or  on  the 
islands  in  the  harbor,  for  the  admission  of  persons  having 
the  small-pox  or  any  other  infectious  disease,  and  they  shall 
make  such  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  and 
management  of  the  patients  in  such  hospitals  as  they  deem 
proper.    They  shall  also  carefully  guard  against  the  intro- 
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duction  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  into  any  building 
under  their  charge  other  than  the  hospitals  established  there- 
for. 

Sect.  5.  The  annual  report  of  the  board  shall  contain  a 
full  and  comprehensive  statement  of  their  acts  during  the 
preceding  year,  and  a  review  of  the  sanitary  condition  of  the 
city ;  and  they  shall  at  the  same  time  transmit  to  the  city 
council,  reports  covering  the  same  period,  from  the  city 
physician,  and  the  port  physician. 

Quarantine. 

Sect.  6.  The  quarantine  grounds  of  the  city  shall  con- 
sist of  that  portion  of  the  harbor  known  as  the  "  President 
Eoads,"  and  which  lies  between  Long,  Deer,  and  Spectacle 
Islands. 

The  Burial  of  the  Dead, 

Sect.  7.  The  burial  of  the  dead  shall  be  under  the 
superintendence  of  the  board  of  health,  who  shall,  except  as 
otherwise  provided,  carry  into  execution  all  statutes,  ordi- 
nances, regulations,  and  orders  relating  thereto. 

Sect.  8.  The  said  board  shall  have  the  care  and  custody 
of  all  the  burying-grounds  belonging  to  the  city,  excepting 
the  Mount  Hope  and  Cedar  Grove  Cemeteries ;  shall  keep 
the  same  in  good  repair  and  secure  from  trespassers ;  and 
shall  prevent  any  and  all  nuisances  therein. 

Sect.  9.  The  said  board  may  sell  and  convey  sole  and 
exclusive  rights  of  burial  and  of  erecting  tombs,  cenotaphs, 
and  other  monuments  in  any  lot  or  lots  which  the  city  may 
own  in  any  burying-ground  which  may  be  in  charge  of  said 
board. 

Sect.  10.  No  grave  shall  be  open  or  dug  in  any  of  the 
burying-grounds  of  the  city,  unless  by  permission  of  said 
board,  who  may  point  out  the  place,  depth,  width,  and  range 
of  all  graves  in  the  several  burying-grounds,  and  shall  forbid 
graves  to  be  dug  within  any  limits  in  said  grounds  within 
which  it  would  in  their  judgment  be  dangerous  to  the  public 
health  to  allow  graves. 

Sect.  11.  No  person  shall  bury  a  dead  body,  or  cause 
one  to  be  buried,  in  a  grave  which  is  less  than  three  feet 
deep  from  the  surface  of  the  ground  surrounding  the  grave 
to  the  top  of  the  coffin. 

Sect.  12.  No  person  shall,  except  by  the  permission 
of  the  board  of  health,  bury  a  dead  body,  or  cause  one 
to  be  buried,  at  any  other  time  than  between  sunrise  and 
sunset. 
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Sect.  13.  No  bell  shall  be  tolled  at  a  funeral,  unless  a 
special  permit  therefor  is  obtained  from  the  mayor  or  from 
the  board  of  health. 

Sect.  14.  The  dead  body  of  every  person  of  ten  years 
of  age  and  upward  shall  be  conveyed  to  the  grave  or  tomb 
in  a  funeral  car,  drawn  l)y  not  more  than  two  horses,  unless 
permission  for  a  different  mode  of  conveyance  is  given  by 
the  board  of  health. 

Sect.  15.  No  person  shall,  without  a  license  from  the 
board  of  health,  remove  a  dead  body  or  its  remains  from 
a  grave  or  tomb  in  the  city,  or  disturb  in  a  tomb  or  grave 
such  body  or  its  remains. 

Sect.  16.  No  grave  or  tomb  shall,  without  the  special 
permission  of  the  board  of  health,  be  opened  between  the 
first  day  of  June  and  the  first  day  of  October,  except  for  the 
purpose  of  interring  the  dead. 

Sect.  17.  For  services  rendered  in  relation  to  the  burial 
of  the  dead,  undertakers  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  the 
following  fees,  and  no  more,  namely  :  — 

For  digging  a  grave  eight  feet  deep  and  covering  the  same, 
three  dollars  and  fifty  cents  ;  for  digging  a  grave  six  feet  and 
six  inches  deep,  two  dollars  ;  for  digging  a  grave  five  feet 
deep,  one  dollar  and  seventy-five  cents  ;  for  digging  a  grave 
four  feet  deep,  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  ;  for  digging  a  grave 
three  feet  six  inches  deep,  one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  ; 
but  when  the  o^round  is  frozen,  the  charo-es  for  dio^ofinij  o^raves 
may  be  augmented  at  the  discretion  of  the  board  of  health. 

For  opening  and  closing  a  tomb,  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents. 

For  placing  a  body  in  a  coffin,  when  requested,  and  re- 
moving the  same  downstairs,  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  ;  for 
carrying  a  body  to  the  tomb  or  grave,  including  the  assist- 
ance of  funeral  porters  and  of  two  horses,  seven  dollars  and 
fifty  cents ;  for  carrying  a  body  out  of  the  city,  fifty  cents 
in  addition  for  each  mile  that  the  same  is  carried  beyond  the 
limits  of  the  city ;  for  carrying  a  body  into  a  church  for  a 
funeral  service,  an  additional  fee  of  two  dollars. 

For  liofhtino:  the  vaults  under  a  church,  one  dollar. 

For  the  burial  of  children  under  ten  years  of  age  the  fees 
shall  be  as  follows  :  for  services  at  the  house,  one  dollar ; 
for  carrying  the  body  to  the  carriage,  and  from  the  carriage 
to  the  place  of  deposit  and  interring  the  same,  one  dollar; 
for  the  use^  of  a  pall,  twenty-five  cents. 

The  fees  for  disinterring  and  removing  bodies  from  graves 
or  tombs  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  amount  and  nature 
of  the  services  rendered. 

Sect.  18.  The  board  of  health  may,  with  the  approval  of 
the  mayor,  make  any  regulations,  not  inconsistent  with  the 
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foregoing  provisions,  in  relation  to  the  burial  of  the  de^-d, 
which  they  may  deem  expedient. 

Vaults  and  Drains. 

Sect.  19.  The  owner,  agent,  occupant,  or  other  person 
having  the  care  of  a  building  used  as  a  dwelling,  tenement, 
or  lodging-house,  or  where  persons  are  employed,  shall  fur- 
nish the  same  with  one  or  more  suitable  water-closets,  or 
where  such  building  is  located  on  a  street  in  which  there  is 
no  public  sewer,  with  a  suitable  privy,  the  vault  of  which 
shall  be  built  in  the  manner  hereinafter  prescribed,  and  shall 
be  of  a  capacity  proportionate  to  the  number  of  inhabitants 
of  such  building,  or  of  those  having  occasion  to  use  such 
privy.  Every  such  building  situated  on  a  street  in  which 
there  is  a  sewer  shall  have  water-closets,  and  shall  not  have 
a  cesspool  or  privy  connected  with  it,  except  where,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  board  of  health,  it  can  be  allowed  to  remain 
for  a  longer  time,  and  then  only  as  said  board  shall  approve. 
And  whoever  neglects  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  five  nor 
more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  or  by  confinement  in  the 
House  of  Correction  not  exceeding  sixty  days. 

Sect.  20.  Every  privy-vault  shall  he  made  of  brick  and 
cement,  and  shall  be  of  a  capacity  of  at  least  eighty  cubic 
feet,  and  the  inside  thereof  shall  be  at  least  two  feet  distant 
from  the  line  of  any  adjoining  lot,  unless  by  the  consent  of 
the  owner  of  such  lot,  and  at  the  same  distance  from  any 
street  or  public  or  private  passage-way ;  and  every  vault 
shall  be  so  constructed  as  to  be  conveniently  approached, 
opened,  and  cleaned,  and  shall  be  made  tight,  so  that  the 
contents  thereof  cannot  escape  therefrom. 

Sect.  21.  All  waste  water  and  all  matter  discharged  from 
water-closets  shall  be  conveyed  through  sufiicient  drains, 
under  ground,  to  a  common  sewer,  or  to  such  reservoir, 
sunk  under  ground,  as  may  be  approved  by  the  superintend- 
ent of  sewers,  and  no  person  shall  suff"er  waste  or  stagnant 
water  to  remain  in  a  cellar  or  upon  a  lot  or  vacant  ground 
owned  or  occupied  by  him. 

Sect.  22.  If  the  board  of  health  is  at  any  time  satisfied 
that  a  building  used  as  a  dwelling,  tenement,  or  lodging- 
house,  or  where  persons  are  employed,  is  not  provided  with 
a  suitable  privy,  vault,  water-closet,  and  drain,  or  either  of 
them,  they  shall  give  notice  in  writing  to  the  owner,  agent, 
occupant,  or  other  person  having  the  care  of  such  building, 
or,  in  case  neither  the  owner,  agent,  or  person  having  the 
care  thereof  is  an  inhabitant  of  the  city,  they  shall  give

public  notice  in  two  daily  newspapers  published  in  the  city, 
requiring  such  owner,  agent,  occupant,  or  other  person, 
within  such  time  as  they  may  appoint,  to  cause  a  proper  and 
sufficient  privy,  vault,  and  drain,  or  either  of  them,  to  be 
constructed  for  such  building,  and  in  case  of  neglect  or 
refusal  to  obey  such  notice,  the  board  of  health  shall  cause 
such  privy,  vault,  or  drain  to  be  made  for  such  building  at 
the  expense  of  such  owner,  agent,  occupant,  or  other  person  ; 
and  in  case  such  drain,  vault,  or  privy  is  constructed  as 
aforesaid  for  the  use  of  more  buildings  than  one,  the  owner, 
agent,  occupant,  or  other  person  having  the  charge  of  each 
of  such  buildings,  shall  be  liable  to  pay  a  proportional  part 
of  the  expense  of  such  construction. 

Sect.  23.  When  a  vault  or  privy  becomes  offensive,  or 
a  drain  becomes  obstructed,  the  owner,  agent,  occupant,  or 
other  person  having  charge  of  the  land  in  which  such  vault, 
privy,  or  drain  is  situated,  shall  cause  such  privy  or  vault  to 
be  cleaned  or  abolished,  or  such  drain  to  be  made  free, 
within  such  reasonable  time  after  notice  in  writing  to  that 
effect  given  by  the  board  of  health  as  may  be  expressed  in 
such  notice,  and,  in  case  of  neglect  or  refusal  so  to  do,  the 
board  of  health  may  cause  such  cleaning  or  making  free  to 
be  done  at  the  expense  of  such  owner,  agent,  occupant,  or 
other  person. 

Sect.  24.  No  cesspool,  vault,  or  privy  shall  be  emptied 
without  a  permit  from  the  board  of  health,  nor  in  any  other 
mode  or  at  any  other  time  than  as  said  board  may  direct  and 
appoint ;  and  no  vault  shall  be  opened  between  the  first  day 
of  June  and  the  fifteenth  day  of  September,  unless  said 
board  is  satisfied  of  the  necessity  of  such  opening  for  the 
health  or  comfort  of  the  neighborhood  ;  but  in  case  of  such 
opening,  no  more  of  the  contents  of  the  vault  shall  be  taken 
away  than  said  board  deems  to  be  absolutely  necessary  for 
present  safety  and  relief,  and  such  precautions  shall  be  used 
relative  to  the  prevention  of  offensive  effluvia  as  said  board 
may  direct,  the  expense  to  be  borne  by  the  owner,  agent, 
occupant,  or  other  person  having  charge  of  the  premises. 

Sect.  25.  Books,  in  which  shall  be  entered  all  applica- 
tions for  opening  and  cleaning  vaults,  shall  be  kept  in  con- 
venient places  under  the  charge  of  the  board  of  health  ;  and 
such  applications  shall  specify  the  number  of  loads,  if  less 
than  the  whole  contents  of  the  vault,  to  be  removed ;  and 
they  shall,  so  far  as  practicable,  receive  attention  in  the  sev- 
eral wards  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  made. 

Sect.  26.  The  board  of  health  shall,  after  advertising  for 
proposals  for  such  service,  make  from  time  to  time  contracts, 
for  terms  not  exceeding  three  years,  for  cleaning  all  vaults  in 
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the  city  and  removing  the  contents  thereof,  and  shall  fix  the 
price  per  load  to  be  paid  by  all  parties  whose  vaults  are 
emptied  by  such  contractors,  and  the  parties  applying  to  have 
vaults  cleaned  shall  be  liable  for  the  payment  of  such  price, 
and  also  for  any  preparations  that  may  be  required  in  order 
to  make  their  vaults  ready  for  cleaning. 

House  Offal,  Ashes,  etc. 

Sect.  27.  All  house  offal,  whether  consisting  of  animal 
or  vegetable  substances,  shall  be  placed  in  suitable  vessels, 
and  no  ashes  or  other  refuse  matter  shall  be  mingled  there- 
with ;  and  such  offal  shall  be  kept  in  easily  accessible  })laces, 
to  be  taken  away,  as  often  as  twice  in  each  week,  by  the  men 
in  the  employ  of  the  superintendent  of  health. 

Sect.  28.  Ashes  kept  for  removal  by  the  men  in  the 
employ  of  the  superintendent  of  health  shall  not  be  mixed 
with  other  substances,  but  shall  be  kept  in  easily  accessible 
places,  in  suitable  metallic  vessels,  and  in  such  a  manner 
as  not  to  communicate  fire  to  any  building  or  combustible 
material. 

Sect.  29.  Ashes  and  cinders  from  steam-engines  or  steam- 
boilers,  or  from  forges  or  furnaces  used  for  mechanical  pur- 
poses, shall  be  removed  at  such  times  and  in  such  manner 
as  said  board  may  direct,  at  the  expense  of  the  occupants  or 
owners  of  the  buildings  in  which  such  engines,  boilers, 
forges,  or  furnaces  are  situated. 

Sect.  30.  No  person  shall  carry  in  a  public  street  house 
dirt,  or  house  offal,  either  animal  or  vegetable,  or  grease,  or 
bones,  or  other  refuse  substances,  unless  he  has  been  expressly 
licensed  therefor  by  the  board  of  health  upon  such  terms 
and  conditions  as  said  board  may  deem  that  the  health  and 
interests  of  the  city  require. 

Sect.  31.  No  person  shall,  without  permission  from  the 
board  of  health,  throw  into  or  leave  in  or  upon  a  street, 
wharf,  public  enclosure,  vacant  lot,  or  pond  or  other  body 
of  water  within  the  city,  a  dead  animal,  earth,  dirt,  gravel, 
sand,  sweepings,  sawdust,  soot,  ashes,  cinders,  shavings, 
hair,  shreds,  manure,  oyster,  clam,  or  lobster  shells,  waste 
water,  rubbish,  or  filth  of  any  kind,  or  any  refuse  animal 
or  vegetable  matter  whatever ;  nor  shall  any  person  throw 
into  or  leave  upon  a  dock,  flat,  or  tide  water  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  city,  a  dead  animal  or  other  foul  or  ofien- 
sive  matter,  except  as  provided  in  section  thirty-four  of  this 
chapter. 

Sect.  32.  If  any  of  the  substances  mentioned  in  the  pre- 
ceding section  are  thrown  or  carried  from  a  house,  ware- 
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house,  shop,  celhir,  yard,  or  other  place,  and  left  in  any  of 
the  places  specified  in  the  said  section,  the  owner  and 
occupant  of  such  house,  warehouse,  shop,  cellar,  yard,  or 
other  place,  and  the  person  who  actually  threw,  carried,  or 
left  the  same,  or  who  caused  the  same  to  be  thrown,  carried, 
or  left,  shall  severally  be  held  liable  for  a  violation  of  the 
said  section  ;  and  all  substances  so  thrown  or  carried  and 
left,  shall,  within  two  hours  after  personal  notice  in  writ- 
ing to  that  eftect,  given  by  the  board  of  health,  be  re- 
moved by  such  owner,  occupant,  or  other  person,  from  the 
place  where  they  have  been  so  thrown  or  left  as  aforesaid ; 
or  such  removal  shall  be  made  under  the  direction  of  said 
board,  and  the  expense  thereof  borne  by  such  owner  or 
occupant. 

Sect.  33.  All  dirt,  sawdust,  soot,  ashes,  cinders,  shav- 
ings, hair,  shreds,  manure,  oyster,  clam,  or  lobster  shells, 
waste  water,  and  all  animal  or  vegetable  substances,  rubbish, 
or  filth  of  any  kind,  in  a  house,  warehouse,  or  other  building, 
cellar,  yard,  unaccepted  street,  alley-way,  or  other  place, 
which  the  board  of  health  may  deem  injurious  to  the  health 
of  the  city,  shall  he  removed  by  the  owner  or  occupant  of 
such  house,  warehouse,  or  other  building,  cellar,  yard,  unac- 
cepted street,  alley-way,  or  other  place,  where  the  same  may 
be  found,  within  twenty-four  hours,  or  such  other  time  as  the 
said  board  may  deem  reasonable,  after  notice  in  writing  to 
that  eflfect,  served  personally  upon  the  owner  or  occupant,  or 
upon  his  authorized  agent,  by  a  person  competent  to  serve  a 
notice  in  a  civil  suit,  or  left  at  the  owner's,  occupant's,  or 
agent's  last  and  usual  place  of  abode,  if  the  same  is  known 
and  is  within  the  commonwealth ;  or  such  removal  shall  be 
made  under  the  direction  of  the  board  of  health,  and  the 
expense  thereof  borne  by  the  owner  or  occupant.  No  per- 
son removing  any  of  the  substances  named  in  this  section 
shall  sutler  it  to  leak,  escape,  or  drop  from  any  vehicle  by 
him  owned  or  driven  into  or  upon  any  street,  court,  square, 
lane,  alley,  wharf,  or  vacant  lot,  within  the  limits  of  the 
city.  Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
shall  be  liable  to  the  penalty  provided  in  section  five  of  chap- 
ter one  for  breaches  of  these  ordinances. 

General  Health  Uegidations. 

Sect.  34.  No  person  shall,  between  the  first  day  of  June 
and  the  first  day  of  October,  bring  into  the  city  for  sale,  or 
shall  sell,  or  offer  for  sale,  any  halibut,  cod,  haddock,  or 
mackerel,  until  they  have  l)een  cleansed  of  their  entrails  and 
refuse  parts  ;  and  such  entrails  and  refuse  parts  shall  at  no 
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time  be  thrown  overboard  inside  a  straight  line  drawn  from 
Point  Allerton  to  Nahant.  And  no  person  shall  sell  or  deliver, 
from  any  stall,  fish-box,  cart,  or  other  place,  fish  of  any  kind, 
except  flounders,  smelts,  and  other  small  fish,  salmon,  and 
shad,  until  the  same  have  been  cleansed  of  their  entrails. 
And  no  person  shall  sell,  or  offer  for  sale,  in  the  city  fish  of 
any  kind,  unless  they  are  kept  in  covered  stalls,  fish-boxes, 
or  other  houses,  or  in  covered  carts,  which  shall  always  be 
kept  clean  and  in  good  order,  and  well  secured  from  the  rays 
of  the  sun. 

Sect.  35.  No  person  shall  sell,  or  offer  for  sale,  in  the 
streets  fish,  lobsters,  oysters,  or  shell-fish  of  any  kind,  ex- 
cept by  permission  of  the  board  of  health,  and  on  such  con- 
ditions as  said  board  shall  order. 

Sect.  36.  No  person  shall  bring  into  the  city,  or  have 
in  his  possession  for  sale,  or  sell,  or  offer  for  sale,  any  vegeta- 
bles, excepting  green  peas  and  beans  in  the  pods  and  green 
corn  in  the  inner  husks,  which  have  not  previously  been 
divested  of  such  parts  or  appendages  as  are  not  commonly 
used  for  food ;  and  no  person  shall  have  such  parts  or  appen- 
dages in  his  possession  in  a  public  or  private  market,  or  in 
a  store,  shop,  or  other  place,  or  in  a  cart  or  vehicle  used 
or  occupied  for  the  sale  of  vegetables  or  of  other  articles  of 
food. 

Sect.  37.  No  person  shall  bring  into  the  city  by  land  or 
water,  or  land  on  a  wharf  or  other  place,  or  shall  sell,  or  offer 
for  sale,  any  decayed  or  damaged  grain,  rice,  coffee,  fruit, 
potatoes,  or  other  vegetable  products,  or  tainted  or  damaged 
animal  or  vegetable  substances  whatever,  without  a  permit 
therefor  from,  or  in  any  other  manner  than  as  directed  by, 
the  board  of  health. 

Sect.  38.  No  fowls,  swine,  or  goats  shall  be  kept  within 
the  limits  of  the  city  without  the  license  of  the  board  of 
health,  and,  if  a  license  for  the  keeping  thereof  is  granted, 
such  animals  shall  be  kept  only  in  such  place  and  manner  as 
said  board  may  direct.  Between  the  first  day  of  April  and 
the  first  day  of  November  in  each  year  no  green  hides  or 
horns  shall  be  cured,  stored,  or  suffered  to  remain  within  the 
limits  of  the  city  without  a  written  permit  from  the  board  of 
health. 

Sect.  39.  The  owners  and  occupants  of  stables  shall  keep 
their  stables  and  stable-yards  clean,  and  shall  not  permit  more 
than  three  cords  of  manure  to  accumulate  or  to  remain  un- 
covered outside  of  a  stable  building. 

Sect.  40.  No  person  shall,  without  a  written  permit  from 
the  board  of  health,  remove  manure,  or  cause  or  suffer  the 
same  to  be  removed,  between  the  first  day  of  May  and  the 
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first  day  of  November,  except  after  twelve  o'clock  at  night 
and  before  two  hours  after  sunrise.  No  manure  shall  be  re- 
moved except  in  a  tight  canvas-covered  vehicle,  with  the 
covering  so  secured  to  the  sides  and  ends  of  the  vehicle  as  to 
prevent  the  manure  from  being  dropped  or  left  in  any  street 
or  way  in  the  city,  in  process  of  removal,  or  loaded  in  nor 
upon  any  street,  court,  square,  alley,  wharf,  vacant  lot,  lane, 
or  passage-way,  nor  upon  nor  across  any  sidewalk. 

No  filthy  or  ofiensive  water  shall  at  any  time  be  sprinkled, 
poured,  thrown,  or  put  upon  any  street,  lane,  court,  square, 
alley,  wdiarf,  or  vacant  lot  within  the  limits  of  the  city. 

No  person  shall  keep,  or  allov/  to  be  kept,  in  any  building, 
or  on  any  premises  of  which  he  may  be  the  owner,  lessee, 
tenant,  or  occupant,  more  cows  than  at  the  rate  of  one  for 
each  three  thousand  square  feet  of  land,  in  or  near  the  built- 
up  portion  of  the  city,  without  a  written  permit  from  the 
board  of  health.  Ever}^  person  keeping  a  cow  shall  cause 
the  place  where  it  is  kept  to  be  well  ventilated  and  drained, 
and  kept  at  all  times  in  a  cleanly  and  wholesome  condition. 

No  salt,  or  mixture  of  salt  with  other  matter,  shall  be 
sprinkled,  scattered,  or  put  upon  any  public  street,  way,  or 
sidewalk  of  the  city,  while  snow  or  ice  overlies  the  surface  of 
such  street,  way,  or  sidewalk,  without  the  written  permission 
of  the  board  of  health. 

Sect.  41.  Whoever  defaces  a  public  urinal  by  writing  or 
drawing  thereon,  or  by  painting  or  pasting  thereon  or  attach- 
ing thereto  a  handbill,  advertisement,  or  other  drawing,  and 
whoever  scratches,  mars,  disfigures,  misuses,  or  defiles  such  a 
urinal,  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  five  nor 
more  than  twenty-five  dollars. 

Sect.  42.  The  mayor  or  the  board  of  health  may  require 
the  usual  ringing  of  a  church  or  other  bell  to  be  suspended, 
when  the  illness  of  a  person  living  in  the  neighborhood  of  the 
bell  requires  such  suspension. 

Sect.  43.  When,  upon  due  examination,  it  appears  to  the 
board  of  health  that  the  number  of  persons  occupying  a 
building  or  tenement  in  the  city  is  so  great  as  to  be  the  cause 
of  nuisance  and  sickness,  and  the  source  of  filth,  or  that  a 
tenement  or  building  is  not  furnished  with  sufficient  privies, 
vaults,  and  drains,  they  may  issue  notice  in  writing  to  the 
persons  occupying  such  building  or  tenement,  or  to  any  of 
them,  requiring  them  to  remove  from  and  quit  such  building 
or  tenement  within  such  time  as  the  said  board  deems  rea- 
sonable. And  if  the  person  or  persons  so  notified,  or  any  of 
them,  neglect  or  refuse  to  remove  from  and  quit  such  build- 
ing or  tenement  within  the  time  mentioned  in  such  notice,  the 
board  of  health  may  thereupon  forcibly  remove  them,  and 
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any  such  person  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  more  than 
fifty  dollars  for  such  neglect  or  refusal,  and  liable,  also,  for 
the  expense  of  such  removal. 

Sect.  44.  When  articles  or  materials  belonging  to  the 
city,  and  in  the  care  or  control  of  the  board  of  health  or  of  the 
superintendent  of  health,  are  sold,  or  when  work  is  done  for 
an  individual  by  persons  in  the  employ  of  said  board  or  of 
said  superintendent,  the  clerks  of  said  board  and  of  said 
superintendent  shall  respectively  enter,  on  books  to  be  kept 
for  that  purpose,  all  such  sales  and  all  such  work  done,  with 
the  prices  thereof,  and  shall  forthwith  make  out  bills  for  the 
same  and  deliver  them  to  the  city  collector  for  collection. 
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CHAPTER  24. 

OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  HEALTH. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  annually  appointed  by  the 
mayor,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  board  of  aldermen,  a 
superintendent  of  health. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  superintendent  shall  have  the  care  and 
maintenance  of  the  city  teams  and  city  stables,  and  shall, 
under  regulations  to  be  approved  by  the  board  of  health,  and 
to  their  satisfaction,  clean  the  public  ways  and  catch-basins 
of  the  city,  and  remove  house-dirt,  ashes  and  offal. 

For  the  discharge  of  his  duties  he  shall  be  allowed  the  fol- 
lowing subordinates  :  — 

One  chief  clerk, 
One  assistant  clerk, 
Four  foremen. 
Thirteen  sub-foremen. 

Sect.  3.  The  said  superintendent  shall,  at  the  request  of 
the  board  of  health,  render  to  said  board,  in  the  discharge 
of  its  duties,  all  assistance  which  can  be  given  by  himself  or 
his  department. 

Sect.  4.  The  superintendent  of  health,  the  superintend- 
ent of  streets,  and  one  member  of  the  board  of  fire  commis- 
sioners, to  be  annually  designated  therefor  by  said  board, 
shall  constitute  a  board  for  the  purchase  of  horses  and  fodder, 
for  all  the  departments  of  the  city  employing  horses  owned 
by  the  city. 

The  said  board  shall  organize  annually,  in  April,  shall  meet 
at  least  twice  a  month,  and  oftener  at  the  call  of  their  chair- 
man, shall  make  purchases  of  horses,  as  needed,  and  shall 
contract  for  supplies  of  hay,  grain,  fodder,  straw,  and  other 
like  articles.  The  animals  or  supplies,  however,  shall  be 
paid  for  from  the  appropriation  of  each  department  requir- 
ing the  same. 

The  said  board  may  from  time  to  time  employ  a  veteri- 
nary surgeon,  and  divide  the  expense  between  the  depart- 
ments for  which  purchases  of  horses  are  made.  The  said 
board  may  also  sell  or  exchange  any  horses  owned  by  the 
city,  but  all   such  transactions  shall  be  recorded  on  its 
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books.  The  meetings  of  the  board  shall  be  at  the  office  of 
the  chah'man,  and  he  shall  appoint  one  of  his  subordinates 
to  keep  the  records  of  the  board  during  his  year  of  service. 

Sect.  5.  Every  department  needing  any  of  the  articles 
named  in  section  four  shall  make  a  requisition  tlierefor  on 
the  said  board,  and  shall  not  make  any  purchase  thereof  in 
any  other  way. 
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CHAPTER  25. 

or  THE  LAW  DEPARTMENT. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  appointed  annually,  by  the 
mayor,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  board  of  aldermen,  a 
corporation  counsel  and  a  city  solicitor,  each  of  whom  shall 
hold  office  for  one  year  from  the  first  Monday  in  July  in  the 
year  of  his  appointment,  and  while  he  holds  such  office 
shall  hold  no  other  office  under  the  city  government. 

Sect.  2.  There  shall  be  allowed  in  this  department  the 
following  subordinates,  viz.  :  a  first  assistant  solicitor,  a  sec- 
ond assistant  solicitor,  two  conveyancers,  and  a  clerk.  The 
foregoing  subordinates  shall  be  appointed  and  removed  by 
the  corporation  counsel  and  city  solicitor  jointly. 

Sect.  3.  The  corporation  counsel  shall  furnish  legal 
opinions  on  such  subjects  or  questions  as  may  be  submitted 
to  him  by  the  mayor,  the  board  of  aldermen,  the  conmion 
council,  or  the  school  committee  ;  by  any  committee  of  the 
city  council  or  of  either  branch  thereof ;  or  by  any  board  or 
officer  in  charge  of  a  department  of  the  city  government 
who  may  require  advice  in  regard  to  the  discharge  of  their 
official  duties.  He  may,  in  his  discretion,  personally  per- 
form any  of  the  duties  of  the  city  solicitor,  the  assistant 
solicitors,  or  the  conveyancers ;  and,  in  performing  such 
duty,  shall  have  the  first  claim  upon  the  services  of  all  of 
the  subordinates  in  the  department.  He  shall  audit  all  bills 
incurred  under  the  provisions  of  section  eight,  shall  super- 
vise the  finances  of  the  department,  and  shall  inform  the 
city  council  whenever  he  deems  it  advisable  for  the  city's 
interest  that  any  additional  legal  assistance  should  be  se- 
cured. 

Sect.  4.  The  city  solicitor  shall  represent  the  city  in  all 
actions  and  suits  to  which  the  city  is  a  party ;  shall  appear  as 
counsel  in  all  other  actions,  suits,  prosecutions,  or  hearings 
which  may  involve  the  rights  and  interests  of  the  city ;  and 
shall  defend  the  officers  of  the  city  in  suits  and  prosecutions 
against  them  for  their  official  action  or  for  the  performance  of 
their  official  duty,  when  an  estate,  right,  privilege,  ordinance, 
act,  or  direction  of  the  city  government  is  brought  in  ques- 
tion. He  shall  also,  in  behalf  of  the  city  and  under  the 
direction  of  any  standing  committee  of  the  city  council  having 
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charge  of  matters  before  the  general  court  of  the  common- 
wealth, appear  as  counsel  before  the  said  general  court,  or 
before  any  committee  thereof,  when  the  interest  or  welfare 
of  the  city  is  directly  or  incidentally  affected.  He  shall, 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  sections  two  and  three,  have 
the  direction  and  control  of  the  assistant  solicitors  and  con- 
veyancers in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  and  shall  examine, 
or  cause  to  be  examined,  all  titles  to  real  property,  and 
have  the  care  and  custody  of  records  relating  to  the  same  ; 
shall  draft,  or  cause  to  be  drafted,  all  deeds  and  other  legal 
papers  pertaining  to  real  property,  which  by  law,  usage, 
or  agreement  the  city  may  be  at  the  expense  of  drawing ; 
and  shall  perform  such  other  professional  duties,  .ncident 
to  his  office,  as  may  be  required  of  him  by  the  mayor,  by 
the  city  council  or  either  branch  thereof,  by  a  committee 
of  said  council  or  of  either  branch  thereof,  or  by  any  board 
of  the  city. 

Sect.  5.  If  the  corporation  counsel  is  absent  or  unable  to 
act,  or  if  there  is  a  vacancy  in  his  office,  his  duties  and  powers 
shall  devolve,  during  the  continuance  of  such  absence,  dis- 
ability, or  vacancy,  upon  the  city  solicitor. 

Sect.  6.  The  books,  records,  papers,  and  accounts  of  the 
law  department  shall  be  and  remain  the  property  of  the  city, 
and  they  shall  be  kept  and  maintained  in  the  manner  hereto- 
fore in  use. 

Sect.  7.  When  the  city  buys  or  takes  land,  the  city 
solicitor  shall,  if  requested  so  to  do  by  the  grantor,  furnish 
without  charge  the  necessary  deed  for  the  transfer  of  the  same. 
When  a  special  contract  for  the  investigation  of  a  title  to 
property  is  made  with  a  conveyancer,  by  the  city  or  by  any 
department,  such  contract  shall  provide,  if  expedient,  that  not 
only  the  abstract  of  the  title,  but  also  a  copy  of  the  schedule 
or  minutes  upon  which  such  abstract  is  based,  shall  be  fur- 
nished to  the  city  solicitor  to  be  deposited  in  his  office. 

Sect.  8.  WJaen  an  officer  of  the  law  department  is  obliged 
to  attend  to  the  city's  business  out  of  the  city  limits  he  shall 
be  allowed  his  reasonable  travelling  expesnses,  for  which  he 
shall  render  a  bill. 

Sect.  9.  No  person  connected  with  the  law  department 
of  the  city  shall,  except  as  provided  in  section  four,  appear 
in  court  in  any  case  to  which  the  city  is  not  a  party. 

Sect.  10.  The  city  solicitor  shall  annually,  in  June,  make 
a  report  to  the  city  council  of  all  suits  or  legal  proceedings 
in  which  the  city  has  an  interest,  begun,  pending,  or  deter- 
mined during  the  year  next  preceding  the  time  of  making 
said  report ;  and  in  such  report  he  shall  state  the  names  of 
the  parties,  the  causes  of  action,  the  date  when  each  suit  oj 
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proceeding  was  begun,  and  before  what  court  or  tribunal,  the 
amount  of  the  judgment  rendered,  if  any,  and  in  whose 
favor,  and  the  condition  of  all  pending  suits  or  proceedings, 
with  such  other  information  as  may  at  any  time  be  pre- 
scribed by  the  city  council. 
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CHAPTER  26. 

OF  THE  POLICE  DEPARTMENT. 

Section  1.  The  board  of  poli(;e  shall  have  and  exercise 
all  the  powers  conferred  by  the  statutes  of  the  commonwealth 
and  the  ordinances  of  the  city  upon  the  board  of  aldermen 
or  upon  the  mayor  and  aldermen,  in  relation  to  licensing, 
regulating,  and  restraining  billiard  tables,  bowling-alleys, 
auctioneers,  hawkers  and  peddlers,  carriages,  wagons  and 
other  vehicles,  intelligence  offices,  itinerant  musicians,  pawn- 
brokers, and  dealers  in  second-hand  articles  and  old  junk. 

Sect.  2.  When,  in  an  emergency,  the  mayor  assumes 
command  of  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  police  force,  he 
shall  first  notify  the  said  board  of  his  intention  so  to  do,  by 
a  written  notice  left  at  their  office,  and  immediately  after 
assuming  such  command  he  shall  give  public  notice  thereof 
through  one  or  more  of  the  daily  papers  published  in  the 
city,  stating  in  such  notice  the  emergency  which  has  called 
for  his  action. 

Sect.  3.    The  maximum  number  of  officers  and  members 
of  the  police  department  shall  be  as  follows,  namely  :  — 
A  superintendent  of  police. 
A  deputy  superintendent  of  police. 
A  captain  of  police  for  each  division. 

A  chief  inspector  and  ten  inspectors,  for  duty  at  the  office 
of  the  superintendent  of  police. 
An  inspector  of  carriage  licenses. 
An  inspector  of  wagon  licenses. 

An  assistant  to  the  inspectors  of  carriage  and  wagon 
licenses,  with  the  grade  and  pay  of  a  patrolman. 
An  inspector  of  pawnbrokers. 

An  assistant  inspector  of  pawnbrokers,  with  the  grade  and 
pay  of  a  patrolman. 

An  inspector  of  intelligence  offices. 

An  inspector  of  claims. 

Thirty-four  lieutenants. 

Fifty-three  sergeants. 

A  clerk  to  the  superintendent  of  police. 

A  property  clerk,  who  shall  be  selected  from  the  ser- 
geants. 

Six  hundred  and  forty-nine  patrolmen. 

Ten  house  watchmen  for  the  public  buildings. 
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A  probation  officer,  to  be  appointed  as  provided  by  section 
seventy-eight  of  chapter  two  hundred  and  twelve  of  the 
Public  Statutes,  with  the  rank  of  an  inspector. 

A  keeper  of  city  lock-ups. 

Two  assistant  keepers  of  city  lock-ups. 

A  steward  of  city  lock-ups. 

A  matron  of  city  lock-ups. 

An  engineer  of  the  police  steamboat. 

A  fireman  of  the  police  steamboat. 

Such  assistant  clerks,  for  duty  in  the  license  department, 
as  the  law  may  from  time  to  time  require. 

Sect.  4.  The  said  board  may  from  time  to  time  appoint, 
in  addition  to  those  before  enumerated,  persons  in  the  employ 
of  other  departments  of  the  city  service  to  be  police  officers 
for  duty  in  connection  with  the  department  by  which  they  are 
employed.  The  persons  so  appointed  shall  not  at  any  time 
exceed  fifty  in  number,  and  shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  com- 
pensation from  the  city  on  account  of  their  services  as  police 
officers. 

Sect.  5.  When  the  said  board  appoint  special  patrolmen 
without  pay,  under  the  provisions  of  section  seven  of  chap- 
ter two  hundred  and  forty-four  of  the  statutes  of  the  com- 
monwealth of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-eight, 
they  shall  communicate  their  action  without  delay  to  the 
mayor  and  city  council. 

Sect.  6.  The  board  of  police  shall  have  the  care  and 
management  of  all  the  city  property  belonging  to  the  depart- 
ment, and  the  control  and  operating  of  such  steamboats  as 
are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  provided  for  its  use ;  and  the 
said  board  shall  designate  such  officers  and  men  as  are 
necessary  to  constitute  the  harbor  police  for  service  on  board 
such  boats. 

Sect.  7.  Any  member  of  the  police  department,  to  whom 
is  intrusted  the  collection  and  custody  of  money  or  other 
property,  may  be  required  by  said  board  to  give  such  bond 
as  they  shall  determine. 

Sect.  8.  The  members  of  the  police  department  shall 
aid  the  fire  department  by  giving  alarms  in  cases  of  fire  in 
such  manner  as  the  fire  commissioners  may  direct,  and  in 
clearing  the  streets  or  grounds  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  a 
fire,  so  that  the  members  of  the  fire  department  may  not  be 
hindered  ox  obstructed  in  the  performance  of  their  duties. 
If  a  policeman  refuses  or  neglects  to  give  an  alarm  as  afore- 
said, or  refuses  to  obey  the  orders  of  the  chief  officer  in 
command  at  a  fire,  he  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  less 
than  five  nor  more  than  twenty  dollars. 

Sect.  9.    The  board  of  police  shall  from  time  to  time 
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furnish  to  the  city  treasurer  such  officers  as  the  latter  ruay 
deem  necessary  for  the  protection  of  the  persons  connected 
with  his  office  in  making  disbursements  of  the  money  in 
their  charge  and  in  carrying  money  and  vahiable  bonds  and 
papers  to  and  from  said  office. 

Sect.  10.  The  members  of  the  police  department  may, 
when  off  duty  or  in  reserve,  receive  for  their  own  use  one 
witness  fee  for  each  day's  attendance  before  the  grand  jury  or 
before  the  supreme  or  superior  court ;  all  other  witness  fees 
earned  by  them  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  city  collector,  and 
shall  be  kept  as  a  separate  fund,  and  invested  and  managed 
by  the  mayor,  treasurer,  and  auditor  of  the  city  for  the  time 
being,  who  shall  be  trustees  thereof.  The  income  of  the  said 
fund  shall  be  applied  to  the  relief  of  persons  who  have  re- 
ceived an  honorable  discharge  from  the  police  force  by  reason 
of  sickness,  age,  or  other  disability,  and  who  are,  in  conse- 
quence of  such  disal)ility,  in  necessitous  circumstances  ;  and 
also  to  the  relief  of  the  widows  and  orphans,  in  necessitous 
circumstances,  of  police  officers  who  have  died  while  in  the 
service  of  the  city.  Said  trustees  may  make  such  rules  and 
regulations  for  the  appropriation  and  disbursement  of  the 
interest  of  said  fund  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  subject, 
however,  to  such  ordinances  or  orders  as  the  city  council  may 
from  time  to  time  adopt. 
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CHAPTER  27. 

OF  THE   SEWER  DEPARTMENT. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  annually  appointed  by  the 
mayor,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  board  of  aldermen,  a 
superintendent  of  sewers,  who  shall  have  charge  of  the  con- 
struction of  all  common  sewers  ordered  to  be  made  by  the 
board  of  aldermen,  or  by  the  city  council,  duly  authorized 
to  that  end.  He  shall  have  the  care,  custody,  and  manage- 
ment of  all  the  property  of  the  city  which  has  been  or  shall 
be  acquired  as  necessary  to  the  construction  or  maintenance 
of  such  sewers. 

He  shall  also  have  the  general  supervision  of  such  sewers 
as  are  owned  by  the  city,  or  permitted  to  be  built  or  opened 
by  its  authority,  and  shall  make  all  necessary  repairs  thereon 
for  which  appropriations  have  been  made.  He  shall  build 
such  catch-basins  for  the  public  ways,  and  at  such  points 
and  grades,  as  the  superintendent  of  streets  may  designate. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  superintendent  shall,  when  a  common 
sewer  is  ordered  to  be  built  or  repaired,  ascertain  its  depth, 
breadth,  mode  of  construction,  and  general  direction,  and 
shall  cause  a  plan  thereof  to  be  made  and  inserted,  with  all 
said  particulars,  in  books  to  be  kept  for  the  purpose,  and  he 
shall  from  time  to  time  ascertain  and  insert  on  said  plan  all 
entries  made  into  such  sewer. 

Sect.  3.  The  said  superintendent  shall  keep  an  accurate 
account  of  the  expense  of  constructing  and  repairing  each 
common  sewer,  and  shall  report  the  same  to  the  board  of 
aldermen,  together  with  a  list  of  the  persons  and  estates  de- 
riving benefit  from  such  construction  or  repair,  and  an  esti- 
mate of  the  area  of  the  lands  upon  which  such  expense  ought 
to  be  assessed. 

Sect.  4.  The  board  of  aldermen,  in  making  assessments 
for  defraying  the  expense  of  constructing  or  repairing  a  com- 
mon sewer,  shall  deduct  from  such  expense  a  part,  not  less 
than  one  quarter,  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  which  shall 
be  charged  to  and  paid  by  the  city,  and  they  shall  assess 
the  remainder  of  such  expense  upon  the  persons  and  estates 
deriving  benefit  from  such  sewer,  either  by  the  entry  of  their 
particular  drains  or  by  any  remote  means,  apportioning  the 
assessment  according  to  the  area  of  the  lands  thus  benefited. 

The  said  board  shall  also  make  an  abatement  of  all  the 
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amount  which  has  been  assessed  upon  land  owned  by  the 
city,  which  shall  be  charged  to  and  paid  by  the  city. 

Sect.  5.  The  said  superintendent  shall  enter  in  books 
kept  for  the  purpose  all  such  assessments  made  by  the  board 
of  aldermen,  and  shall  forthwith  make  out  Inlls  for  the  same 
and  deliver  them  to  the  city  collector  for  collection. 

Sect.  6.  The  said  superintendent  shall  be  allowed  for 
the  discharge  of  his  duties  the  following  subordinates  :  — 

One  chief  engineer, 

Three  assistant  engineers. 

One  clerk. 

Two  assistant  clerks, 

Two  draughtsmen, 

One  assistant  draughtsman. 

Four  foremen. 

Three  inspectors  of  house-connections. 

Sect.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  superintendent  to 
grant  permits  for  the  entering  of  particular  drains  into  com- 
mon sewers  on  such  conditions  as  to  size,  material,  direction, 
grade,  and  mode  of  construction  as  he  may  prescribe  ;  pro- 
vided that  he  obtains  from  everj^  person  so  licensed  a  bond 
with  one  or  more  sureties,  the  same  to  be  satisfactory  to  the 
mayor,  to  indemnify  the  city  for  any  damages  caused  directly 
or  indirectly  by  his  acts  performed  under  such  permit ;  and 
provided  that  the  licensee,  so  far  as  his  permit  involves  any 
entering  upon  or  occupancy  of  any  portion  of  a  public  way 
shall  be  subject  to  the  ordinances  and  to  the  regulations  of 
the  street  department. 

The  only  persons  to  whom  such  licenses  shall  be  issued  shall 
be  competent  mechanics,  tax- payers  in  the  city  of  Boston  ; 
but  no  person  who  has  broken  the  conditions  of  such  a 
license,  shall  be  granted  another  license  for  the  period  of  one 
year  after  the  date  of  such  breach. 

Sect.  8.  Every  person  undertaking  to  enter  a  particular 
drain  into  a  common  sewer,  without  a  permit  in  writing  from 
the  said  superintendent,  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not 
less  than  twenty  dollars. 

Sect.  9.  If  a  drain  in  a  street  or  highway  is  constructed 
or  repaired,  or  if  an  excavation  for  the  purpose  of  such  con- 
struction or  repair  is  made,  by  a  person  not  licensed  as  pro- 
vided in  section  six,  or  in  a  mode  different  from  that  pre- 
scribed in  said  section,  the  person  doing  such  work  and  the 
owner  or  agent  directing  the  same  shall  respectively  be 
liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  more  than  twenty  dollars. 

Sect.  10.    No  owner  of  real  estate  shall,  by  the  con- 
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straction  of  a  private  drain  under  the  permit  of  the  super- 
intendent of  sewers,  be  exempted  from  an  assessment  law- 
fully hnposed  for  the  construction  of  a  common  sewer  in  the 
same  vicinity. 

Sect.  11.  When  a  drain  connecting  with  a  common  sewer 
or  with  another  drain  becomes  clogged,  obstructed,  broken, 
out  of  order,  or  detrimental  to  the  use  of  the  sewer  or 
of  another  drain,  or  unlit  for  the  purposes  of  drainage,  the 
owner,  agent,  occupant,  or  person  having  charge  of  the 
premises  drained  by  said  drain,  shall,  within  five  days  after 
notice  in  writing  to  that  effect  from  the  superintendent  of 
sewers,  remove,  reconstruct,  repair,  alter,  or  cleanse  such 
drain,  as* the  condition  thereof  may  require,  and  in  case  of 
neglect  or  refusal  for  the  space  of  five  days  so  to  do,  the 
superintendent  of  sewers  shall  cause  such  drain  to  be  re- 
moved, reconstructed,  repaired,  altered,  or  cleansed,  as  they 
may  deem  expedient,  at  the  expense  of  such  owner,  agent, 
occupant,  or  other  person,  who  shall  also  be  liable  to  a 
penalty  of  not  more  than  fifty  dollars. 

Sect.  12.  Every  owner,  agent,  occupant,  or  other  person 
having  charge  of  premises  drained  into  a  common  sewer  or 
drain,  who  permits  gravel,  sand,  ashes,  or  any  substance  or 
matter  which  may  form  a  deposit  or  obstruction  therein,  to 
flow  or  pass  into  such  sewer  or  drain,  shall  be  liable  to  a 
penalty  of  not  more  than  twenty  dollars  for  each  oftence. 

Sect.  13.  Every  such  owner,  agent,  occupant,  or  other 
person  shall,  within  ten  days  after  notice  in  writing  to  that 
effect  from  the  superintendent  of  sewers,  provide  his  drain 
with  a  sufficient  cesspool  or  catch-basin,  or,  if  one  already 
exists,  shall  clean  out,  repair,  or  alter  the  same,  and  shall 
provide  such  other  means  as  will  prevent  any  substance  or 
matter,  which  may  cause  a  deposit  or  obstruction  therein, 
from  passing  into  such  sewer  or  drain. 

Sect.  14.  In  case  of  neglect  or  refusal  for  the  space  of 
five  days  to  provide  a  cesspool  or  catch-basin,  or  to  clean  out, 
repair,  or  alter  such  cesspool  or  catch-basin,  if  one  exists, 
the  superintendent  of  sewers'  shall  cause  to  be  constructed 
a  suitable  and  sufficient  cesspool  or  catch-basin,  or  if  one 
exists,  shall  cause  it  to  be  repaired,  altered,  and  cleaned,  and 
provided  with  such  other  means  to  prevent  any  substance  or 
matter,  that  may  cause  a  deposit  or  obstruction  therein,  from 
passing  into  the  sewer  or  drain,  as  he  may  deem  expedient, 
at  the  expense  of  the  owner,  agent,  occupant,  or  other  person 
having  charge  of  the  premises,  and  such  owner,  agent,  occu- 
pant, or  other  person  shall  also  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not 
more  than  twenty  dollars. 

Sect.  15.    Every  owner  of  real  estate  entering  his  par- 
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ticular  drain  into  a  common  sewer  from  land  upon  which  no 
sewer  assessment  has  been  levied,  shall  pay  to  the  city  there- 
for at  the  rate  of  two  cents  per  square  foot  for  all  land  bene- 
fited by  such  connection  within  one  hundred  and  twenty-five 
feet  of  said  sewer ;  the  amount  so  paid  to  be  deducted  from 
any  subsequent  assessments  upon  said  land. 

Sect.  16.  The  superintendent  of  sewers  shall  annually, 
in  January,  make  a  report  to  the  city  council,  containing  a 
statement  of  the  expenditures,  income,  and  business  of  his 
department  during  the  preceding  year,  a  schedule  of  the 
property  belonging  to  the  department,  and  such  other  in- 
formation and  such  suggestions  as  he  may  deem  expedient. 
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CHAPTER  28. 

OF  THE  STREET  DEPARTMENT. 

Street  Names  and  Numbers. 

Section  1.  The  several  streets  in  the  city  shall,  until  they 
are  altered  by  the  board  of  street  commissioners,  confirmed 
by  the  board  of  aldermen,  continue  to  be  called  and  known 
by  the  names  heretofore  given  to  them  by  the  selectmen  of 
the  town  or  by  the  mayor  and  aldermen  or  city  council  of 
the  city. 

Sect.  2.  The  board  of  aldermen  may  order  the  buildings 
on  any  street  to  be  numbered,  and  the  superintendent  of 
streets  shall  then  require  the  number  designated  for  each 
building  to  be  affixed  thereto  or  inscribed  thereon,  and  may 
determine  the  form,  size,  and  material  of  any  such  number, 
and  the  place  and  mode  of  affixing  or  inscribing  it.  And  any 
owner  or  occupant  of  a  building  who  neglects  or  refuses  to 
affix  to  the  same  the  street  number  lawfully  designated  there- 
for, or  who  affixes  to  such  building,  or  retains  thereon  for 
more  than  one  day,  a  street  number  other  than  the  one  so 
designated,  shall  for  each  offence  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of 
not  less  than  one  nor  more  than  twenty  dollars. 

Defects^  Excavations^  and  Obstructions  in  Streets, 

Sect.  3.  The  inspector  of  buildings  shall  see  that  all 
statutes,  ordinances,  orders,  and  regulations,  respecting  the 
use  or  occupation  of  portions  of  streets  for  the  purpose  of 
erecting,  altering,  repairing,  or  removing  buildings,  are  ob- 
served and  enforced. 

Sect.  4.  No  portion  of  any  public  way  shall  be  broken 
or  dug  up  except  under  a  permit  therefor  granted  by  the 
superintendent  of  streets.  The  said  superintendent  shall 
issue  such  permits  to  any  department  for  the  prosecution  of 
any  city  work  on  the  written  request  of  the  board,  or  officer 
in  charge  of  such  department.  When  an  excavation  for  any 
purpose  is  made  in  a  public  way,  by  order  of  a  department 
of  the  city  government,  the  street  shall,  as  soon  as  the  pur- 
pose for  which  the  excavation  was  made  has  been  accom- 
plished, be  restored  to  a  condition  entirely  satisfactory  to 
the  superintendent  of  streets ;  and,  if  it  is  not  so  restored, 
although  it  may  not  be  dangerous  to  public  travel,  the  said 
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superintendent  shall  notify  the  department,  which  ordered 
the  excavation  to  be-  made,  to  make  forthwith  such  further 
repairs  as  he  deems  necessary,  and,  if  such  department 
neglects  so  to  do,  the  said  superintendent  shall  cause  such 
repairs  to  be  made,  and  shall  charge  such  department  therefor. 

Whenever  the  applicant  presents  a  permit  from  the  super- 
intendent of  sewers  to  enter  a  drain  into  a  common  sewer, 
the  permit  for  opening  a  street  shall  be  given,  sul>ject  to  such 
limits  of  time  and  space  as  the  superintendent  of  streets  may 
prescribe. 

In  the  case  of  other  applicants  the  permit  for  opening 
shall  be  issued  at  the  discretion  of  the  superintendent  of 
streets,  but  shall  always  be  on  condition  that  the  applicant 
will  conform  to  the  statutes  and  ordinances  thereto  appli- 
cable. 

The  licensee  shall  also  give  a  bond,  with  one  or  more 
sureties,  the  same  to  be  satisfactory  to  the  mayor,  that  he 
will  indemnify  the  city  for  any  damage  caused  directly  or 
indirectly  by  any  acts  performed  under  such  permit,  and  will 
restore  the  street  to  its  former  condition,  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  said  superintendent  of  streets ;  and  that  in  case  of 
the  refusal  or  neHect  of  such  licensee  so  to  restore  the 
street,  it  shall  be  repaired  and  mended  at  his  expense  by  the 
said  superintendent.  Any  licensee  who  shall  neglect  or 
refuse  to  comply  with  the  conditions  of  his  permit  shall  be 
liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  fifty 
dollars  for  each  day  during  which  such  neglect  or  refusal 
continues,  and  shall  not,  for  the  space  of  one  year  thereafter, 
receive  another  permit  for  opening  a  street. 

Sect.  5.  No  person  shall  make,  or  cause  to  be  made,  an 
excavation  in  a  street  for  any  purpose  whatever  without  a 
license  from  the  superintendent  of  streets  subject  to  the 
regulations  herein  prescribed.  Every  application  for  such  a 
license  shall  be  made  in  writing  and  signed  by  the  applicant, 
and  shall  set  forth  the  dimensions  of  the  proposed  excava- 
tion and  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  to  be  used ;  and  every 
such  license  shall  provide  that  the  excavation  licensed  shall 
not  be  used  for  any  purpose  other  than  that  stated  in  the 
application,  and  may  at  any  time  be  revoked  by  the  said 
superintendent.  But  no  excavation  shall  be  made,  the  inner 
face  of  the  wall  of  which  extends  further  under  the  street 
than  to  a  line  eighteen  inches  inside  the  line  of  the  outer 
edge  of  the  curbstone  of  the  sidewalk. 

Sect.  6.  When  an  excavation  is  made  in  a  street  for 
any  purpose,  the  person  or  persons  by  or  for  whom  such 
excavation  has  been  made  shall  cause  a  rail  or  other  suffi- 
cient fence  to  be  placed  so  as  to  enclose  such  excavation  and 
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the  dirt,  gravel,  or  other  material  thrown  therefrom,  and  such 
fence  shall  be  maintained  during  the  whole  time  for  which 
the  excavation  continues,  and  he  or  they  shall  also  cause  a 
lighted  lantern,  or  some  other  proper  and  sufficient  light,  to 
be  fixed  to  some  part  of  such  fence,  or  in  some  other  proper 
manner  over  or  near  the  excavation,  and  over  or  near  the 
dirt,  gravel,  or  other  material  taken  therefrom,  and  so  kept 
from  the  beginning  of  twilight  through  the  whole  of  every 
night  during  all  the  time  for  which  such  excavation  or 
obstruction  exists. 

Sect.  7.  Whoever  desires  to  occupy  or  use  a  portion  of 
a  street  for  the  erection  or  repair  of  a  building  upon  land 
abutting  thereon  shall  make  application  to  the  inspector  of 
buildings,  who,  subject  to  the  consent  of  the  superintendent 
of  streets,  may  grant  permits  for  the  occupation  or  use,  for 
building  purposes,  of  such  portions  of  streets,  and  for  such 
periods  of  time,  and  under  such  limitations  and  restrictions, 
as  may  be  required  by  ordinance  or  by  the  public  conven- 
ience ;  and  any  such  permit  may  be  revoked  by  the  said 
inspector  at  any  time  when  the  holder  thereof  fails  to  comply 
with  any  rule  or  regulation  under  which  it  was  granted,  or 
when,  in  the  opinion  of  the  said  inspector,  the  public  good 
requires  such  revocation.  No  part  of  a  street  other  than 
that  so  allotted  shall  be  used  for  depositing  materials  for 
work  to  be  done  or  for  receiving  rubbish  arising  from  such 
work,  and  all  such  rul)bish  shall  be  carried  away,  by  the  per- 
son or  persons  to  whom  the  permit  is  granted,  at  such  con- 
venient times  as  the  said  superintendent  of  streets  or  the 
said  inspector  may  direct ;  and,  in  case  of  the  neglect  or 
refusal  of  such  person  or  persons  so  to  remove  such  rubbish, 
it  shall  ])e  removed  at  their  expense  by  the  superintendent  of 
streets. 

Sect.  8.  When  a  permit  is  granted  under  the  preceding 
section  the  portion  of  a  street  thereby  allotted  shall  be 
enclosed  with  a  sufficient  fence,  which  shall  be  maintained 
during  the  whole  time  for  which  the  occupation  of  such 
portion  of  the  street  continues,  and  a  lighted  lantern  or 
lanterns,  or  some  other  proper  and  sufficient  lights,  shall  be 
fixed  to  some  part  or  parts  of  such  fence,  or  in  some  other 
proper  manner,  and  such  lanterns  or  lights  shall  be  kept 
liofhted  from  the  be^innino^  of  twiliijht  throuo'h  the  whole  of 
every  night  during  such  occupation. 

Sect.  9.  Whoever  maliciously  or  w^antonly,  and  w^ithout 
legal  cause,  extinguishes  or  diminishes  a  light  fixed  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  section  six  or  of  section  eight 
shall  ])e  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  ten  nor  more 
than  fifty  dollars. 
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Sect.  10.  Whoever  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of 
section  seven  or  section  eight  shall  be  lia])le  to  a  penalty 
of  not  less  than  two  nor  more-  than  fifty  dollars  for  each 
olfence,  and  to  a  like  penalt}^  for  every  day's  continuance  of 
such  offence. 

Sect.  II.  No  person  shall,  without  a  license  from  the 
board  of  aldermen,  construct  or  maintain  a  cellar-door  or 
cellar-door-way  in  a  sidewalk,  or  projecting  into  a  street,  or 
construct  an  entrance  or  flight  of  steps  descending  imme- 
diately from  a  street  into  a  cellar  or  into  the  basement  story 
of  a  building  for  the  purpose  of  being  kept  open  as  an 
entrance,  and  all  such  cellar-doors,  door-ways,  and  steps  as 
may  be  licensed  b}^  said  board  shall  be  constructed  in  such 
manner  as  said  board  may  direct. 

Sect.  12  No  occupant  or  other  person  having  the  care  of 
a  baildii>g  shall  suffer  a  cellar-door,  cellar-door- way,  entrance, 
or  flight  of  steps,  such  as  are  mentioned  in  the  preceding  sec- 
tion, to  remain  open,  or  the  platform  thereof  to  be  removed, 
for  more  than  fifteen  minutes  during  the  night-time,  nor  for 
more  than  two  hours  in  all  during  the  daytime,  unless 
licensed  so  to  do  by  the  board  of  aldermen  ;  and  in  all  cases 
in  which  such  a  cellar-door,  cellar-door- way,  entrance,  or 
flight  of  steps  is  open,  the  same  shall  be  properly  guarded, 
and,  in  the  night-time,  properly  lighted. 

Sect.  13.  When  a  cellar-door  or  the  platform  thereof 
projects  into  a  street,  the  owners  and  occupants  of  the  estate 
to  which  such  cellar-door  or  platform  belongs  shall  keep 
such  door  or  platform  in  good  repair ;  and  if  it  is  at  any  time 
out  of  repair,  so  that,  in  the  opinion  of  the  superintendent  of 
streets,  the  safety  of  the  inhabitants  is  thereby  endangered, 
the  said  superintendent  shall  notify  the  said  owners  and  occu- 
pants of  the  fact ;  and,  if  they  neglect  or  refuse  for  the  space  of 
twenty-four  hours  to  repair  such  door  or  platform,  the  said 
superintendent  shall  forthwith  cause  such  repairs  to  be  made  at 
the  expense  of  said  owners  or  occupants,  who  shall,  in  case  of 
such  neglect  or  refusal,  be  further  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not 
less  than  one  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars  for  each  and  every 
day  that  said  door  or  platform  continues  to  be  out  of  repair. 

Sect.  14.  Every  entrance  or  flight  of  steps,  descending 
immediately  from  or  near  the  line  of  a  street  into  a  cellar  or 
into  the  basement  story  of  a  building,  where  such  entrance 
or  flight  of  steps  is  not  safely  and  securely  covered,  shall  be 
enclosed  with  a  permanent  railing  on  each  side,  at  least  three 
feet  high  from  the  top  of  the  sidewalk  or  pavement,  together 
with  either  a  gate  to  open  inwardly  or  two  iron  chains  across 
the  front  of  the  entrance-way,  one  near  the  top,  and  the 
other  halfway  from  the  ground  to  the  top  of  the  railing ;  and 
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such  gate  or  chains  shall,  unless  there  is  a  light  burning 
over  the  steps  to  prevent  accidents,  be  closed  during  the  night. 

Sect.  15.  No  person  shall,  without  the  permission  of  the 
board  of  aldermen,  place  or  maintain  a  grating  in  a  street, 
and  no  grating  shall  be  placed  in  a  sidewalk,  the  spaces 
between  the  bars  of  which  are  more  than  one  inch  and  a 
quarter  in  width  ;  and  no  grating  shall  project  more  than 
eighteen  inches  into  a  street. 

Sect.  16.  All  coverings  of  coal-holes  or  of  other  excava- 
tions or  openings  in  streets,  excepting  cellar-door-ways  and 
bulk-heads,  shall  be  constructed  of  iron  and  glass.  North-river 
flagging-stone,  or  rough  surface  granite,  and  shall  be  of  such 
description  and  workmanship  as  the  board  of  aldermen  may 
direct.  When  such  a  covering  is  otherwise  constructed,  or 
is,  in  the  opinion  of  the  superintendent  of  streets,  unsafe  or 
inconvenient  for  the  public  travel,  the  superintendent  of 
streets  may  order  the  same  to  be  removed  and  a  suitable 
one  put  in  its  place  ;  and,  if  such  removal  and  substitution  are 
not  completed  within  ten  days  from  the  service  of  the  order 
on  the  owner  or  tenant  of  the  premises  or  other  person 
having  the  care  thereof,  the  superintendent  of  streets  shall 
make  such  change,  and  the  expense  thereof  shall  be  paid  by 
such  owner,  tenant,  or  other  person  having  the  care  of  the 
premises  ;  and  no  person  shall  leave  such  coal-hole  or  other 
excavation  or  opening  uncovered,  or  with  its  cover  unfastened, 
except  wdiile  it  is  in  use  in  the  daytime,  before  sunset,  by 
some  person  or  persons  who  are  actually  attending  to  the 
same. 

Sect.  17.  The  board  of  aldermen  may,  upon  applica- 
tion, authorize  the  construction,  at  the  expense  of  the 
applicant,  of  coal-holes  or  other  openings  in  streets,  in  such 
manner  and  under  the  direction  of  such  person  as  they 
may  deem  suitable  ;  and  they  may  also  authorize  the  con- 
tinuance of  a  covering  of  a  coal-hole  or  other  excavation 
already  constructed. 

Sect.  18.  Whoever  is  duly  licensed  or  permitted  to  oc- 
cupy a  part  of  a  street,  or  while  erecting  repairing  a  build- 
ing, or  making  an  excavation,  or  for  any  other  purpose,  shall 
provide  a  safe  and  convenient  passage  for  pul)lic  travel 
around  or  over  the  obstruction  so  caused,  and  shall  be  re- 
sponsible to  the  city  for  all  injuries  sustained  in  consequence 
of  his  neglect  so  to  do,  and  shall  be  lia])le  to  a  penalty  of  not 
less  than  two  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars  for  each  day's  con- 
tinuance of  such  neglect ;  and  he  shall  at  any  time,  when  re- 
quested by  the  superintendent  of  streets  or  by  a  police  officer, 
exhibit  his  license  or  permit  for  such  occupation. 
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Projections  into  Streets. 

Sect.  19.  Whoever  constructs  or  places,  or  causes  to  be 
constructed  or  placed,  a  portico,  porch,  door,  window,  or 
step  projecting  into  a  street,  except  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  statutes  of  the  commonwealth,  shall  be  liable 
to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  four  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars 
for  each  oflence,  and  to  a  like  penalty  for  each  day  that  such 
portico,  porch,  door,  window,  or  step  is  continued  as  afore- 
said after  notice  to  remove  the  same,  given  by  the  board  of 
aldermen,  or  by  some  person  authorized  by  said  board  to  give 
such  notice. 

Sect.  20.  No  canopy,  awning,  shade,  shade-frame,  or 
shade-curtain  shall  be  erected  or  placed  within  the  limits  of 
a  street,  unless  permission  therefor  has  been  first  obtained 
in  writing  from  the  superintendent  of  lamps,  who  may  give 
such  permits  w^hen,  in  his  opinion,  the  public  safety  and  con- 
venience and  the  proper  lighting  of  the  streets  will  not 
thereby  be  interfered  with ;  but  all  permits  for  shade-frames 
shall  be  limited  to  frames  so  constructed  that  they  can  be 
folded  up  against  the  buildings  to  which  they  are  afiixed. 
The  board  of  aldermen  may  order  the  immediate  removal  of 
any  canopy,  awning,  shade,  shade-frame,  or  shade-curtain, 
erected  or  placed  within  the  limits  of  a  public  street. 

Sect.  21.  Whoever  erects  or  maintains  a  canopy,  awn- 
ing, shade,  shade-frame,  or  shade-curtain,  contrary  to  the 
provisions  of  the  preceding  section,  shall  be  liable  to  a  pen- 
alty of  two  dollars  for  each  and  every  day  on  which  such 
canopy,  awning,  shade,  shade-frame,  or  shade-curtain  is  so 
maintained. 

Sect.  22.  No  person  shall  hang,  afiix,  erect,  or  fasten  a 
sign,  show-bill,  lantern,  or  show-board  of  any  description 
whatsoever,  so  that  the  same  will  project  more  than  one  foot 
into  or  over  a  street,  unless  he  first  obtains  permission  from 
the  board  of  aldermen  therefor,  which  permission  shall  be 
subject  to  revocation  by  said  board  at  pleasure  ;  and  who- 
ever, without  such  permission,  hangs,  affixes,  erects,  or  fas- 
tens as  aforesaid  a  sign,  show-bill,  lantern,  or  show-board  of 
any  description  whatsoever,  and  neglects  after  notice  given 
by  the  mayor  or  by  an  aldermen  or  police  officer  to  remove 
the  same,  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  five 
nor  more  than  twenty  dollars  for  every  day  that  such  sign, 
show-bill,  lantern,  or  show-board  remains  after  such  notice. 

Sect.  23.  Whoever  places  or  maintains  a  sign,  show-bill, 
lantern,  show-board,  or  other  thing,  which  at  its  lowest  part 
is  less  than  nine  feet  above  a  sidewalk  or  street,  and  which 
projects  more  than  six  inches  into  a  street,  shall  be  liable  to 
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a  penalty  of  not  less  than  four  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars  for 
each  offence,  and  to  a  like  penalty  for  every  day  on  which 
such  sign,  show-bill,  lantern,  show-board, -or  other  thins:  is 
continued  after  an  order  to  remove  the  same  has  been  given 
by  the  board  of  aldermen,  or  by  any  person  thereto  author- 
ized by  said  board. 

Sect.  24.  No  person  shall  place  or  cause  to  be  placed,  or 
suspend  or  cause  to  be  suspended,  over  a  street  from  a  house, 
shop,  store,  lot,  or  place,  any  goods,  wares,  merchandise, 
or  other  thing,  so  that  the  same  shall  extend  or  project  more 
than  one  foot  into  the  street  from  the  wall  or  front  of  such 
house,  store,  shop,  lot,  or  place. 

Laying  Underground  Telegraph  and  Telephone  Wires. 

Sect.  25.  Telegraph  and  telephone  companies,  whether 
chartered  by  this  or  any  other  State,  which  own  or  control 
and  use,  under  lease  or  otherwise,  telegraph  or  telephone  lines 
wholly  or  in  part  within  the  city,  may  lay  wires  under  the 
streets  of  the  city  under  the  following  regulations,  and  not 
otherwise  :  — 

Skct.  2(3.  The  surface  of  a  street  shall  not  be  disturbed 
for  the  purpose  of  laying,  repairing,  or  removing  wires,  or 
conduits  therefor,  without  a  permit  from  the  board  of  alder- 
men, indicating  the  time,  manner,  and  place  of  opening  such 
street. 

Sect.  27.  When  an  opening  is  made  in  a  street  for  any 
of  the  purposes  aforesaid,  such  street  shall  be  restored  to  a 
condition  satisfactory  to  the  superintendent  of  streets  :  and, 
if  not  so  restored  by  said  company,  said  superintendent  may 
cause  the  same  to  be  restored,  the  expense  thereof  to  be 
borne  by  said  company. 

Sect.  28.  No  company  shall  be  required  to  admit  the 
wires  of  another  company  into  its  conduits,  or  to  place  its 
wires  in  the  conduits  of  another  company. 

Sect.  29.  No  company  shall  excavate  more  than  one  lon- 
gitudinal trench  in  the  same  portion  of  a  street  without  the 
consent  of  the  city  council. 

Sect.  80.  No  company,  in  laying,  repairing,  or  removing 
its  wires  or  conduits,  shall  disturb  or  in  any  way  interfere 
with  any  gas  or  water  pipes,  or  sewers,  or  pi[)es  therewith 
connected. 

Sect.  31.  No  permit  shall  be  granted,  or  if  granted  shall 
be  valid,  to  disturb  the  surface  of  a  street  for  any  of  the  pur- 
poses aforesaid,  until  the  company  petitioning  therefor  has 
executed  an  agreement  in  a  form  satisfactory  to  the  corpora- 
tion counsel,  providing,  — 
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First.  That  said  company  shall  provide  in  its  conduits 
accommodations  for  all  wires  belonging  to,  used,  or  to  be 
used  by  the  city,  free  of  charge. 

Second.  That  said  company  shall  remove  its  conduits 
whenever  directed  so  to  do  by  the  city  council. 

Tliird.  That  said  company  shall  not  remove  its  conduits 
without  the  consent  of  the  city  council. 

Fourth.  That  said  company  will  indemnify  and  save  harm- 
less the  city  against  all  damages,  costs,  and  expenses  whatso- 
ever to  which  the  city  may  be  subjected  in  consequence  of 
the  acts  or  neglect  of  said  company,  its  agents  or  servants, 
or  in  any  manner  arising  from  the  rights  or  privileges  granted 
it  by  the  city. 

Sect.  32.  In  addition  to  the  aforesaid  agreement,  such 
company  shall,  before  a  street  is  disturbed  for  the  laying  of 
its  wires  or  conduits,  execute  a  bond,  with  surety  or  sureties 
in  a  penal  sum  of  not  less  than  twenty  thousand  dollars,  con- 
ditioned to  fulfil  all  its  said  agreements  w^ith  the  city  and  its 
duties  under  this  ordinance  and  ordinances  in>addition  thereto 
and  amendment  thereof ;  and  a  new  bond  of  like  import  may 
at  any  time  be  required  of  such  company  by  the  city  council. 
Such  new  bond  shall  be  a  strengthening  bond,  unless  the 
sureties  on  former  bonds  are  expressly  released  from  further 
liability  by  vote  of  the  city  council. 

Use  of  Streets, 

Sect.  33.  Whoever,  without  permission  of  the  board  of 
aldermen,  obstructs  a  street  by  placing  a  building  therein,  or 
moves  a  building  through  or  upon  a  street,  and  whoever  aids 
and  assists  in  so  obstructing  a  street  or  moving  a  building, 
shall  be  lia])le  to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than 
fifty  dollars,  and  to  a  like  penalty  for  every  twelve  hours 
that  such  obstruction  may  continue,  or  that  such  building 
may  remain  in  or  upon  a  street. 

Sect.  34.  Whoever  places,  or  causes  to  be  placed,  in  a 
street,  or  upon  a  sidewalk  or  foot-path,  any  lumber,  iron,  coal, 
trunk,  bale,  box,  crate,  cask,  package,  building  material,  rub- 
bish, or  article  or  thing  whatsoever,  and  suffers  the  same  to 
remain  in  such  position  for  more  than  five  minutes,  shall  be 
liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  fifty 
dollars  ;  and  if  he  suffers  such  article  so  to  remain  for  more 
than  one  hour  after  it  was  first  placed  there,  or  for  more  than 
ten  minutes  after  notice  to  remove  it  has  been  given  to  him 
by  the  mayor  or  by  an  alderman  or  policeman,  he  shall,  for 
each  and  every  hour  during  which  such  article  is  suffered  so 
to  remain,  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  five  nor 
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more  than  fifty  dollars  ;  but  nothing  contained  in  this  section 
shall  be  deemed  to  extend  to  such  goods,  wares,  or  merchan- 
dise as  may,  in  conformity  with  such  rules  and  regulations 
as  may  be  made  by  the  board  of  aldermen,  be  placed  in  a 
street  for  the  purpose  of  being  sold  at  public  auction. 

Sect.  85.  Whoever  lays,  throws,  or  places  ice  or  snow 
in  a  public  street,  or  causes  ice  or  snow  to  be  so  laid,  thrown, 
or  placed,  without  causing  the  same  to  be  broken  into  small 
pieces  and  spread  evenly  on  the  surface  of  such  street,  shall 
be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  two  nor  more  than  five 
dollars  for  such  oftence. 

Sfct.  36.  Neither  the  purchaser  nor  the  seller  of  coal  or 
firewood  shall  place  or  permit  such  coal  or  firewood  to  remain 
in  a  street  for  more  than  thirty  minutes  alter  sunset  in  the 
evening ;  nor  shall  a  greater  quantity  than  two  loads  of  coal 
or  firewood  be  permitted  in  any  case  to  remain  in  a  street, 
either  by  the  purchaser  or  the  seller,  or  by  any  other  person 
having  the  charge  thereof ;  nor  shall  a  purchaser  or  seller,  or 
other  person  as  aforesaid,  permit  such  coal  or  firewood  at 
any  time,  by  day  or  night,  to  remain  in  a  street  so  as  to  ob- 
struct the  passage  in  the  same,  nor  for  more  than  two  hours 
in  any  case. 

Sect.  37.  Whoever,  having  the  care  or  use  of  a  horse  or 
other  beast  of  burthen,  carriage,  or  draught,  rides,  drives,  or 
permits  such  horse  or  other  beast  to  go  at  a  greater  rate  of 
speed  than  seven  miles  an  hour  in  a  public  street,  except  in 
wards  twenty-two,  twenty-three,  twenty-four,  and  twenty- 
five,  and  in  that  part  of  ward  fifteen  which  lies  south  of  Swett 
street,  or  in  a  public  street  in  said  excepted  portion  of  the 
city,  at  a  greater  rate  of  speed  than  twelve  miles  an  hour, 
shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than 
fifty  dollars. 

Sect.  38.  No  vehicle  the  width  of  which,  including  its 
load,  exceeds  ten  feet,  shall  be  allowed  to  pass  through  the 
streets  of  the  city  except  by  the  written  permission  of  the 
inspector  of  wagon  licenses  ;  and  whoever  violates  the  provi- 
sions of  this  section  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  less 
than  ten  nor  more  than  twenty  dollars  for  each  off*ence. 

Sect.  39.  No  person  shall  drive  sheep,  swine,  or  neat 
cattle  through  or  over  a  public  street  or  bridge  without 
w^ritten  permission  from  the  board  of  aldermen,  or  from  the 
board  of  police,  except  in  wards  twenty-three,  tw^enty-four, 
and  twenty-five. 

Sect.  40.  No  person  having  charge  of  a  horse,  cow, 
swine,  or  other  grazing  animal,  shall  bait  or  feed  the  same  in 
a  public  street,  or  permit  the  same  to  go  at  large  therein. 

Sect.  41.    The  owners  and  occupants  of  stables  shall  not 
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wash  or  clean  carriages  or  horses  in  the  streets,  or  cause 
them  to  be  there  washed  or  cleaned,  nor  shall  they  otherwise 
encumber  the  streets. 

Sect.  42.  No  person  shall  water  a  public  street  with  a 
watering-cart,  unless  he  first  obtains  a  license  therefor  from 
the  board  of  aldermen,  which  license  shall  not  run  for  more 
than  one  year,  and  shall  contain  such  conditions  and  be  sub- 
ject to  such  regulations  as  the  said  board  may  prescribe. 

Sect.  43.  No  person  shall,  unless  duly  licensed  by  the 
board  of  aldermen,  ring  a  bell,  or  cause  a  bell  to  be  rung,  in  a 
public  street  for  the  purpose  of  giving  notice  of  the  exercise 
of  a  business  or  calling,  or  for  the  sale  of  an  article  ;  and  no 
person  shall  use,  or  cause  to  be  used,  in  a  public  street,  for 
said  purpose,  a  horn  or  other  noise-making  instrument. 

Sect.  44.  No  person  shall,  unless  duly  licensed  by  the 
board  of  aldermen,  stand  in  a  street  for  the  purpose  of 
grinding  cutlery,  or  for  the  sale  of  any  article,  or  for  the 
exercise  of  any  business  or  calling. 

Sect.  45.  No  person  shall  expose  in  a  street  or  public 
square,  or  on  the  common,  a  table  or  device  of  any  kind  in- 
tended for  playing  a  game  of  hazard  or  chance ;  and  no  per- 
son shall  play  at  such  table  or  device,  or  at  an  unlawful  game, 
in  a  street  or  public  square,  or  on  the  common. 

Sect.  46.  No  person  shall  play  at  ball,  or  throw  stones, 
or  snowballs,  or  other  missiles  in  a  public  street ;  or  throw 
stones  or  other  missiles  on  the  common  or  public  garden,  or 
in  any  of  the  public  squares. 

Sect.  47.  No  person  shall  shoot  with  or  use  a  bow  and 
arrow  in  a  street  or  public  square,  or  on  the  common. 

Sect.  48.  No  person  shall  course  or  coast  in  a  street  upon 
a  sled,  except  by  permission  of  the  board  of  aldermen. 

Sect.  49.  No  person  shall  accost  or  address  another  per- 
son with  obscene  language  upon  a  street  or  sidewalk,  or  in  a 
public  place. 

Sect.  50.  No  person  shall  swim  or  bathe  in  the  waters 
surrounding  the  city  adjacent  to  any  of  the  wharves,  bridges, 
avenues,  or  raih'oads  leading  into  the  same,  so  as  to  be  ex- 
posed to  the  view  of  the  spectators. 

Sect.  51.  No  person  shall,  without  a  license  from  the 
board  of  aldermen,  take  or  remove  street  dirt  or  manure 
collected  from  a  street. 

Sect.  52.  No  person  shall  climb  a  tree  in  a  public  street, 
or  tie  a  horse  or  other  animal  to,  or  post  a  bill  upon,  any  such 
tree. 

Sect.  53.  No  person  shall  shake  or  otherwise  clean  a 
carpet  in  a  public  street. 
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Sideivalhs, 

Sect.  54.  The  board  of  aldermen,  acting  as  surveyors  of 
highways,  may  regulate  the  width  and  height  of  the  side- 
walks of  a  street  in  such  manner  as  may,  in  their  judgment, 
be  most  conducive  to  the  convenience  and  benefit  of  the 
city  ;  and  they  may  accept  a  sidewalk,  after  it  has  been  put 
in  good  and  perfect  repair  by  the  abutters,  and  relinquished 
by  them  in  writing  to  the  city. 

Sect.  55.  Any  such  sidewalk  shall,  after  such  relinquish- 
ment and  acceptance,  be  maintained  at  the  expense  of  the 
city ;  except  that  when  a  sidewalk  requires  repairs  in  con- 
sequence of  a  defect  in  a  cellar-door,  curb,  step,  cellar- 
window,  coal-hole,  cellar-wall,  or  from  any  other  cause 
within  the  control  of  the  owner  or  occupant  of  the  estate  to 
which  such  sidewalk  adjoins,  such  repairs  shall  be  made  at 
the  expense  of  such  owner  or  occupant. 

Sect.  56.  The  city  clerk  shall  keep  a  book  in  which  the 
names  of  the  streets  shall  be  alphabetically  arranged,  and  in 
which  every  sidewalk,  which  has  been  accepted  as  aforesaid, 
shall  be  entered,  with  the  date  of  such  acceptance,  the  length 
and  width  of  the  sidewalk,  and  the  names  of  the  owners  of 
the  estate  to  which  it  belongs  and  of  the  adjoining  estates. 

Sect.  57.  No  person  shall  drive,  wheel,  or  draw  upon  a 
sidewalk  or  footpath  a  coach,  cart,  handcart,  hand-barrow,  or 
other  carriage  of  burden  or  pleasure,  except  children's  car- 
riages, containing  children  only  and  drawn  by  hand,  nor  shall 
any  person  drive  or  permit  a  horse  under  his  care  to  go  or 
stand  upon  a  sidewalk  or  footway. 

Sect.  58.  No  person  shall,  without  authority  from  the 
board  of  aldermen,  place  or  carry,  or  cause  to  be  placed  or 
carried,  on  a  sidewalk,  a  show-board,  placard,  or  sign  for 
the  purpose  of  there  displaying  or  attracting  attention  to  the 
same. 

Sect.  59.  No  person  shall  saw  firewood  or  place  the 
same  upon  a  sidewalk,  nor  stand  upon  a  sidewalk  with  his 
wood-saw  or  horse. 

Sect.  60.  No  person  shall  insert  a  sign  in  a  sidewalk 
without  the  permission  of  the  board  of  aldermen,  or  of  some 
person  thereto  authorized  by  them. 

Sect.  61.  Whoever  remains  for  a  longer  time  than  twenty 
minutes  upan  a  sidewalk  in  such  a  manner  as  to  obstruct  the 
free  passage  of  foot  travellers  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of 
not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars  ;  and  whoever 
remains  on  a  sidewalk  in  said  manner  for  more  than  five 
minutes  after  being  requested  by  a  police  oflScer  to  move  on 
shall  be  liable  to  a  like  penalty. 
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Sect.  62.  The  tenant,  or  occupant,  or  any  person  having 
the  care  of  a  l)uilding  or  lot  of  land  bordering  on  a  street 
where  there  is  a  sidewalk  or  footway,  or  if  there  is  no  tenant, 
occupant,  or  other  person  having  the  care  of  the  whole  of 
such  building  or  lot,  the  owner  thereof,  shall,  within  one  hour 
after  snow  ceases  to  fall  in  the  daytime,  and  before  nine 
o'clock  on  the  morning  after  a  fall  of  snow  during  the  night, 
cause  all  snow  that  may  be  on  such  sidewalk  or  footway  to 
be  removed  therefrom  ;  and,  if  he  fails  so  to  do,  he  shall  be 
liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  two  nor  more  than  ten 
dollars ;  and  for  each  and  every  hour  thereafter  during 
which  such  snow  remains  on  such  sidewalk  or  footway  he 
shall  be  liable  to  a  further  penalty  of  not  less  than  one  nor 
more  than  ten  dollars.  The  provisions  of  this  section  shall 
apply  to  snow  which  falls  from  buildings  as  well  as  to  that 
which  falls  from  the  clouds. 

Sect.  63.  When  any  portion  of  a  sidewalk  is  encumbered 
with  ice,  the  occupant  of  the  building  or  lot  of  land  adjoining 
such  sidewalk,  or,  in  case  there  is  no  occupant  of  the  whole 
of  such  building  or  lot,  the  owner  or  other  person  having  the 
care  of  the  same,  shall  cause  such  sidewalk  to  be  made  safe 
and  convenient  by  removing  the  ice  therefrom,  or  by  keeping 
the  same  covered  with  sand  or  some  other  suitable  substance  ; 
and  if  such  occupant,  owner,  or  other  person  neglects  so  to 
do  for  the  space  of  six  hours  during  the  daytime,  he  shall 
be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  two  nor  more  than 
five  dollars,  and  to  a  like  penalt}^  for  each  and  every  suc- 
ceeding day  during  which  such  sidewalk  continues  to  be  so 
encumbered. 

Sect.  64.  When  a  tenement  house  or  other  building  is 
used  or  occupied  by  more  than  one  tenant,  the  owner  or  per- 
son having  the  care  of  such  house  or  building  shall  cause  the 
snow  and  ice  to  be  removed  from  the  sidew^alk  or  footway 
adjoining  such  house  or  building,  in  the  manner  provided  in 
the  two  preceding  sections,  and  in  default  thereof  shall  be 
liable  to  the  same  penalties  as  are  therein  provided. 

Powers  of  Surveyors  of  Highways. 

Sect.  65.  The  provisions  of  this  chapter  shall  not  be 
taken  or  construed  as  limiting  in  any  manner  the  legal  rights 
and  duties  of  the  board  of  aldermen,  acting  as  surveyors  of 
highways,  to  order  such  alterations  and  repairs  in  streets  as 
they  may  deem  that  the  safety  and  convenience  of  the  inhab- 
itants require. 
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CHAPTER  29. 

OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  STREETS. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  annually  appointed  by  the 
mayor,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  board  of  aldermen,  a 
superintendent  of  streets,  who  shall  keep  the  public  ways  of 
the  city  in  proper  condition  for  travel,  and  make  the  necessary 
repairs  thereon,  subject,  however,  to  the  provisions  of  chapter 
eighteen  of  these  ordinances.  He  shall  also  have  charge  of 
the  construction  of  new  streets,  and  the  reconstruction  or 
widening  of  established  streets,  as  also  of  all  sidewalks, 
gutters,  plank-walks,  fences,  and  other  appurtenances  to  the 
roadway,  and  the  locating  of  catch-basins  in  the  public  streets. 
But  in  no  case  shall  he  exceed  the  appropriation  for  any 
specific  work  or  class  of  work,  nor,  until  empowered  to  do 
so  by  vote  of  the  board  of  aldermen,  proceed  to  construct 
any  public  way. 

Sect.  2,  There  shall  be  allowed  to  the  superintendent 
for  the  discharge  of  his  duties  the  following  subordinates  :  — 

One  deputy  superintendent. 
One  accountant  and  book-keeper. 
Three  office  clerks. 

One  foreman  for  each  district,  not  exceeding  ten  in 
-  all, 

Twenty-six  sub-foremen. 

Sect.  3.  The  said  superintendent  shall  attend  at  his  office 
during  a  portion  of  each  day ;  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  his 
proceedings,  and  a  set  of  books,  in  which  shall  be  entered 
under  appropriate  heads  the  receipts  and  expenditures  in  his 
department,  with  the  names  of  all  persons  who  have  furnished 
materials  and  of  all  workmen  who  have  been  employed,  and 
of  the  amount  paid  to  each  ;  and  shall  make  to  the  city  council 
a  quarterly  report  of  the  facts  so  recorded  and  entered,  ex- 
cept the  names  of  the  laborers.  Such  reports  shall  specify  the 
work  done  on  each  street  or  locality  separately,  and  shall 
contain  abstracts  of  all  contracts  for  supplies  of  materials 
made  since  the  previous  report.  He  shall  also  make  annually, 
on  or  before  the  tenth  day  of  January,  a  report  to  the  city 
council,  containing  a  general  statement  of  the  expenses  of 
his  department  during  the  preceding  year,  and  of  the  amount 
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expended  on  the  various  streets,  an  estimate  in  detail  of  the 
property  in  his  charge  belonging  to  the  city,  and  such  other 
information  as  he  may  consider  desirable. 

Sect.  4.  The  pay-rolls  of  all  laborers  employed  under  the 
direction  of  the  said  superintendent  shall  be  made  up  and 
certified  by  him  in  accordance  with  section  five  of  chapter 
fourteen  of  these  ordinances. 

Sect.  5.  All  notices  of  defects  in  public  streets,  which 
are  received  by  any  officer  or  person  in  the  employ  of  the 
city,  shall  be  sent  to  the  office  of  the  superintendent  of  streets, 
who  shall  make  a  record  of  the  same,  with  the  name  of  the 
person  making  the  report,  and  the  time  when  the  report  was 
made,  in  a  book  kept  for  the  purpose  ;  and  he,  or  some  com- 
petent person  detailed  by  him,  shall,  without  delay,  examine 
the  locality  of  the  alleged  defect,  and  if  upon  examination 
it  appears  that  the  defect  is  of  such  a  character  as  to  endanger 
the  safety  of  public  travel,  and  that  the  city  is  liable  for  its 
repair,  he  shall  cause  it  to  be  immediately  repaired ;  and, 
until  such  repair  is  completed,  he  shall  do  whatever  may 
be  necessary  to  protect  the  public  from  injury  by  reason  of 
the  defect. 

Sect.  6.  Whenever  the  superintendent  of  streets  is  about 
to  construct  a  new  street,  or  to  break  up  the  surface  of  any 
public  way,  he  shall,  at  least  two  weeks  before  beginning 
work,  notify  the  superintendent  of  sewers,  the  superintend- 
ent of  lamps,  and  the  water  board.  If  either  of  these  de- 
partments has  any  work  to  be  done  in  the  street  or  way  so 
designated,  it  shall  consult  and  arrange  with  the  said  super- 
intendent of  streets,  in  order  that  such  work  may  be  done 
before  the  surface  of  such  street  or  way  is  again  prepared 
for  and  opened  to  public  travel.  After  such  notice  and  op- 
portunity have  been  given,  neither  of  the  said  three  depart- 
ments of  sewers,  lamps,  or  water  shall,  for  the  space  of  six 
months,  break  up  said  street  or  way  within  the  area  of  such 
previous  disturbance,  except  in  case  of  obvious  necessity,  to 
be  certified  to  and  approved  by  the  mayor. 
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CHAPTER  30. 

OF  THE  BOSTON  WATER-BOARD. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  board,  to  be  known  as  the 
Boston-Water  Board,  and  to  consist  of  three  members,  one 
of  whom  shall  be  appointed  annually  by  the  mayor,  subject 
to  confirmation  by  the  board  of  aldermen,  who  shall  hold 
office  for  three  years  from  the  first  Monday  in  May  in  the 
year  of  his  appointment.  The  clerk  of  said  board  shall  not 
be  a  member  thereof. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  board  shall  have  and  exercise  all  the 
powers,  so  far  as  such  powers  can  be  legally  delegated  by 
the  city  council,  which  were  granted  to  the  city  by,  or  are 
held  b}^  the  city  under  chapter  one  hundred  and  sixty-seven 
of  the  statutes  of  the  commonwealth  of  the  year  eighteen 
hundred  and  forty-six,  chapter  one  hundred  and  seventy-seven 
of  the  said  statutes  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy- 
two,  chapter  one  hundred  and  five  of  the  said  statutes  of  the 
year  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty -one,  and  by  or  under  any 
and  all  statutes  in  addition  to  either  of  the  beforenamed  chap- 
ters, subject,  however,  to  the  authority  of  the  city  council 
from  time  to  time,  by  ordinances,  orders,  or  resolutions,  to 
instruct  said  board  and  to  change  and  limit  their  powers. 

Sect.  3.  There  shall  be  allowed  to  the  said  water  board 
as  subordinates  the  following  officers  :  — 

One  clerk  of  the  board, 
One  assistant  clerk. 
One  executive  clerk. 

One  superintendent  and  one  assistant  superintendent 
for  each  of  the  three  divisions,  viz.,  the  Eastern, 
Western,  and  Mystic  divisions. 

Sect.  4.  The  said  board  may,  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  mayor,  sell  or  lease  such  of  the  property  connected  with 
the  water  works,  or  with  the  Mystic-valley  sewer,  as  the}- 
deem  expedient,  and  all  necessary  deeds  and  leases  shall  be 
executed  by  the  mayor  and  countersigned  by  the  chairman  of 
said  board. 

Sect.  5.  The  account  of  the  revenue  and  expenses  of  the 
Mystic  water-works  shall  be  kept  separate  and  distinct  from 
the  other  accounts  of  the  water  department ;  and  the  excess, 
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if  any,  of  such  revenue  over  such  expenses,  including  in- 
terest on  debts  incurred  on  account  of  said  work,  shall  he 
paid  to  the  sinking-fund  commissioners  for  the  redemption  of 
any  bonds  given  to  secure  such  debts.  All  existing  contracts 
for  the  supply  of  water  from  said  works  to  other  cities  and 
towns  shall  continue  in  force,  and  shall  not  be  modified  or 
annulled  except  by  an  order  of  said  board,  approved  by  the 
city  council. 

Sect.  6.  No  contract  or  purchase  which  is  estimated  to 
involve  an  expenditure  of  more  than  ten  thousand  dollars, 
except  a  contract  for  the  laying  of  pipe,  shall  be  made  by  the 
said  board,  until  they  have  advertised,  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided, for  sealed  proposals  therefor.  When  advertisements 
for  such  proposals  are  made,  plans  and  specifications  of  the 
work  to  be  done,  and  schedules  of  the  materials  or  supplies 
to  be  furnished,  shall  be  placed  on  file  in  such  office  as  may  be 
designated  by  said  board,  and  shall  at  all  times  during  office 
hours  be  open  to  public  inspection.  The  advertisement  shall 
in  all  cases  be  inserted  not  less  than  five  times  in  each  of 
three  newspapers  published  in  the  city,  and  it  may  be  in- 
serted also,  if  said  board  deem  it  expedient,  in  newspapers 
of  other  cities  or  towns,  and  the  last  publication  shall  be  at 
least  one  week  before  the  time  fixed  for  opening  the  propo- 
sals. Each  proposal  shall  conform  to  the  specifications  and 
requirements  of  the  advertisement,  shall  be  enclosed  in  a 
sealed  envelope  directed  to  said  board,  and  shall  be  accom- 
panied by  a  bond  to  the  city,  with  sufficient  sureties,  in  such 
sum,  not  less  than  five  hundred  dollars,  as  said  board  may 
specify  in  their  advertisement,  and  conditioned  to  be  void  if 
the  party  making  the  proposal  shall,  in  base  of  the  accept- 
ance of  his  bid,  sign  and  deliver  to  said  board,  within  the 
time  required  in  their  advertisement,  a  contract  for  the  per- 
formance of  the  subject-matter  of  his  proposal,  and  if  he 
shall  also,  at  the  time  of  the  delivery  of  such  contract,  give 
a  further  bond,  with  satisfactory  sureties,  for  the  perform- 
ance of  such  contract.  But,  instead  of  the  before-mentioned 
bond  to  accompany  a  proposal,  a  deposit  of  money  or  other 
collateral,  satisfactory  to  said  board,  may  be  made  as  security 
for  th  e  signing  and  delivery  of  the  contract  and  of  the  bond 
for  the  performance  thereof.  For  the  performance  of  the 
contract  a  bond  with  sureties  shall  in  all  cases  be  required 
when  the  contract  is  signed  and  delivered.  All  proposals 
shall  be  publicly  opened  at  the  hour  and  place  designated  in 
the  advertisement,  and  the  said  board  may  reject  any  or  all 
bids  which  are  offered,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  reject  the 
bids  of  irresponsible  parties. 

Sect.  7.    No  member  of  the  said  board,  and  no  person 
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appointed  to  office  or  employed  by  virtue  of  this  chapter, 
shall,  except  b}^  express  vote  of  the  city  council,  be  inter- 
ested, directly  or  indirectly,  in  any  contract,  bargain,  sale, 
or  agreement,  in  relation  to  the  water-works  or  to  any  matter 
or  thing  connected  therewith,  wherein  the  city  is  inter- 
ested, and  any  and  all  contracts,  bargains,  sales,  or  agree- 
ments made  in  violation  of  this  section  shall  be  utterly  void 
as  to  the  city. 

Sect.  8.  The  pay-rolls  of  the  clerks,  inspectors,  and 
laborers  in  the  water  department  shall  be  made  up  under  the 
direction  of  the  said  board,  and  certified  by  their  chairman. 

Sect.  9.  The  said  board  shall  annually,  in  January,  present 
to  the  city  council  a  report  made  up  to  and  including  the 
last  day  of  the  preceding  year,  and  containing  a  full  and 
comprehensive  statement  of  their  acts  during  the  preceding 
year  and  of  the  condition  of  the  water-works  at  the  time  of 
the  report,  together  with  such  other  information  or  sugges- 
tions as  they  may  deem  proper ;  and  they  shall,  at  the  same 
time,  transmit  to  the  city  council  reports  from  the  city  engi- 
neer and  the  water  registrar. 

Sect.  10.  The  said  board  shall  in  any  case  hav^e  power 
to  ascertain  by  meters  the  quantity  of  water  used ;  and  the 
proprietors  or  occupants  of  any  hotel,  tavern,  boarding- 
house,  or  other  establishment  using  large  quantities  of 
water,  shall  also  have  authority  to  place  within  their  prem- 
ises, at  their  own  expense,  a  sufficient  water  meter,  to  be 
approved  by  the  water  registrar,  for  the  purpose  of  measur- 
ing the  quantity  of  water  used  by  them.  The  charge  for  the 
use  of  water  when  measured  by  meter  shall  be  made  out 
quarterly  by  the  water  registrar ;  and  all  bills  for  such  use 
shall  be  paid  within  ten  days  after  they  are  presented  for 
payment,  or  the  water  registrar  shall,  after  a  summons  and 
notice  as  provided  in  section  nineteen,  cut  off  the  supply. 

Sect.  11.  When  application  is  made  to  the  said  board, 
by  parties  who  have  built,  or  who  intend  to  build,  upon  an 
unaccepted  street,  for  an  extension  of  the  water-pipes  in  such 
street,  or  for  the  use  of  water  from  pipes  already  laid,  the 
said  board  shall  refuse  such  application,  unless,  upon  an 
examination  of  the  premises  by  the  city  engineer,  it  is  found 
that  the  street  is  properly  graded  at  a  level  of  at  least 
eis^hteen  feet  above  mean  low  water,  and  that  the  cellars  and 
yards  are  filled,  with  material  satisfactory  to  said  board,  to  a 
level  of  at  least  twelve  feet  above  mean  low  water. 

Sect.  12.  The  water  furnished  by  the  city  shall  not  be 
sold  or  delivered  to  parties  out  of  the  limits  of  the  city, 
unless  by  special  vote  of  the  said  board. 

Sect.  13.    The  annual  rates  for  the  use  of  water  shall  be 
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payable  to  the  city  collector,  in  advance,  on  the  first  day  of 
January  in  each  year,  and  all  charges  for  specific  supplies,  or 
for  fractional  parts  of  a  year,  shall  be  payable  before  the 
water  is  let  on. 

Sect.  14.  In  every  case  of  the  non-payment  of  a  water-rate 
for  sixty  days  after  it  is  due,  the  city  collector  shall  serve  a 
summons  at  the  premises  for  which  such  rate  is  due,  and 
unless  said  rate  is  paid  within  three  days  thereafter,  together 
with  twenty-five  cents  for  said  summons,  the  said  registrar 
shall  be  notified  by  the  city  collector  and  shall  cause  the 
supply  to  be  cut  off  from  said  premises  ;  and  it  shall  not  be 
let  on  again  until  the  amount  due,  together  with  twenty-five 
cents  for  the  summons  and  two  dollars  for  the  shutting  off 
and  letting  on,  is  paid ;  but,  in  case  of  a  change  in  the  occu- 
pants of  such  premises,  the  water  may  be  turned  on  with- 
out the  payment  of  the  amount  due  from  an  occupant  who 
has  left.  In  cases  of  specific  supplies,  or  when  the  water  has 
been  let  on  for  a  fractional  part  of  a  year,  the  summons  may 
be  served  and  the  w^ater  cut  off  immediately.  The  foregoing 
provisions  shall  apply  when  two  or  more  parties  take  water 
through  the  same  service-pipe,  although  one  or  more  may 
have  paid  the  proportion  due  from  him  or  them. 

Sect.  15.  The  following  regulations  shall  be  printed  on 
every  bill  for  a  water-rate,  and  shall  be  considered  a  part  of 
the  contract  with  every  person  who  takes  water  furnished  by 
the  city,  and  every  such  person  shall  be  considered,  by 
taking  such  water,  to  express  his  assent  to  be  bound  by  said 
regulations,  and  when  any  one  of  them  is  violated,  the  water 
shall  be  cut  off  from  the  building  or  place  where  such  viola- 
tion occurred,  although  two  or  more  parties  may  receive  the 
water  through  the  same  pipe,  and  it  shall  not  be  let  on  again 
except  by  the  order  of  the  said  board  and  on  the  payment  of 
two  dollars  ;  and  in  case  of  any  such  violation  the  said  board 
shall  have  the  right  to  declare  any  payment  for  water  made 
by  the  person  committing  such  violation  to  be  forfeited. 

The  said  regulations  are  as  follows  :  — 

1.  All  persons  taking  the  water  shall,  at  their  own  ex- 
pense, keep  the  service-pipes  within  their  premises,  includ- 
ing any  area  beneath  the  sidewalk,  in  good  repair  and  pro- 
tected from  frost,  and  shall  be  liable  for  all  damages  which 
result  from  their  failure  so  to  do. 

2.  They  shall  prevent  all  unnecessary  waste  of  water,  and 
shall  not  conceal  the  purposes  for  Avhich  it  is  used. 

3.  No  alteration  in  the  pipes  or  fixtures  inserted  by  the 
city  shall  be  made  except  by  persons  authorized  by  the 
Boston  water  board,  and  the  water  registrar  and  persons  so 
authorized  shall  be  allowed  to  enter  the  premises  supplied 
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for  the  purpose  of  examining  the  apparatus,  the  quantity  of 
water  used,  and  the  manner  of  its  use,  and  of  ascertaining 
whether  there  is  unnecessary  waste. 

4.  No  water  shall,  unless  by  special  permission,  be  sup- 
plied to  parties  not  entitled  to  the  use  of  it  under  the  city 
ordinances. 

5.  The  use  of  hand-hose  shall  be  restricted  to  such  hours 
as  the  water  board  may  order. 

6.  All  distributing  pipes  and  water-fixtures  introduced 
into  the  premises  of  a  water-taker  shall  be  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Boston  water  board  or  of  their  duly 
appointed  agents ;  and  no  change  aft'ecting  the  flow  of  the 
water  shall  be  made  in  service-pipes  or  water-fixtures,  unless 
such  change  is  approved  by  the  said  board  or  by  their  duly 
appointed  agents. 

Sect.  16.  An  owner  or  occupant  of  premises  in  which 
water  furnished  by  the  city  is  used,  who  fails  to  keep  his 
service  pipes  and  fixtures  in  good  order,  and  neglects  to 
repair  the  same  Avithin  three  days  after  they  have,  from  any 
cause,  become  defective,  or  who  neglects  to  shut  off  the  water 
after  using  it,  so  that  it  runs  to  waste,  shall  be  liable  to  a  pen- 
alty of  two  dollars  ;  and  if  such  penalty  is  not  paid  within 
two  days  from  the  time  when  the  person  incurring  it  receives 
notice  that  he  is  liable  thereto,  the  water  shall  be  cut  oflT 
from  his  premises,  and  shall  not  be  let  on  again  until  the 
waste  is  stopped  and  the  penalty  paid,  together  with  an  addi- 
tional sum  of  two  dollars  for  cutting  ofi"  and  letting  on 
the  w^ater ;  and  in  case  of  a  second  oftence  during  the  same 
year  a  penalty  of  four  dollars  shall  be  imposed,  and  if  it  is 
not  paid  within  two  days,  as  aforesaid,  the  water  shall  be  cut 
off  and  shall  not  be  let  on  again  until  the  cause  of  complaint 
is  removed  and  the  penalty  paid,  together  with  two  dollars 
for  cutting  off  and  letting  on  the  water  ;  and  in  case  of  a  third 
offence  the  water  shall  be  cut  off  and  shall  not  be  let  on 
again  except  by  a  vote  of  the  said  board  and  the  payment 
of  such  penalty,  not  exceeding  ten  dollars,  as  the  said  board 
may  impose. 

Sect.  17.  No  hose  shall  be  used  in  a  stable  for  w^ashing 
horses  or  carriages  or  for  any  purpose,  except  the  extinguish- 
ing of  fires,  without  special  permission  from  the  Boston 
water  board,  under  a  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  each  offence  ; 
and  if  such  penalty  is  incurred  and  is  not  paid  within  two 
days  after  demand  for  the  same,  made  at  such  stable,  the 
water  shall  be  cut  off  from  such  stable,  and  shall  not  be  let  on 
again  until  such  penalty  is  paid,  together  with  the  additional 
sum  of  two  dollars  for  cutting  off  and  letting  on  the  water. 
The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  stables  in 
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-which  recording  meters  are  placed  to  measure  the  water 
used. 

Sect.  18.  Whoever  injures  a  public  reservoir,  or  breaks 
and  enters  the  same  and  draws  off,  or  causes  to  be  removed, 
any  of  the  water  therefrom,  except  in  case  of  fire  or  by 
authority  of  the  board  of  aldermen  or  of  the  said  water-board, 
shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  one  nor  more  than 
fifty  dollars. 

Sect.  19.  Whoever  makes  an  opening  or  connection  with 
a  pipe  or  reservoir,  or  turns  on,  or  turns  oflf,  the  water  in  any 
water-pipe  or  reservoir,  without  such  authority  as  is  men- 
tioned in  the  preceding  section,  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty 
of  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars. 

Sect.  2Q.  Whoever,  except  in  case  of  fire,  opens  a 
hydrant,  or  lifts  or  removes  the  cover  of  a  hydrant,  without 
the  license  of  the  said  board,  of  the  city  engineer,  or  of  the 
water  registrar,  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than 
three  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars. 
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CHAPTER  31. 

or  THE  WATER-REGISTRAR. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  annually  appointed  by  the 
mayor,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  board  of  aldermen, 
a  water  registrar,  who  shall  be  a  citizen  of  Boston,  and  who 
shall,  under  the  direction  and  control  of  the  Boston  water 
board,  assess  all  the  water-rates  of  both  the  Cochituate  and 
Mystic  systems  of  water-works,  according  to  such  tariff  as 
may  be  established  by  said  board. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  registrar  shall,  as  often  as  once  in 
each  year,  cause  to  be  visited,  by  skilled  inspectors,  the 
premises  of  every  person  who  takes  water ;  he  may,  in 
proper  cases  and  under  the  control  of  said  board,  make  and 
record  abatements  in  water-rates ;  he  shall  exercise  a  con- 
stant supervision  over  the  use  of  water,  and  attend  to  the 
enforcement  of  all  regulations  relative  thereto  ;  and  he  shall 
perform  such  other  services  as  may  be  required  of  him  by 
said  board  or  by  the  city  council. 

Sect.  3.  The  said  registrar  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day 
of  January,  annually,  make  out  all  bills  for  the  use  of  water, 
and  send  the  same,  with  lists  of  all  the  water-rates  assessed,  as 
prescribed  in  section  thirteen  of  chapter  four  of  these  ordi- 
nances, to  the  city  collector  for  collection  ;  but  said  lists  may 
vary  from  those  prescribed  in  such  manner  as  the  collector 
shall  request.  He  shall  make  out  and  forward  to  said  col- 
lector all  quarterly  or  supplementary  bills  as  fast  as  they 
accrue  during  the  year ;  on  the  first  day  of  each  month  he 
shall  send  to  the  collector  a  statement,  of  all  bills  accruing 
during  the  preceding  month,  and  shall  send  a  duplicate  of 
such  statement  to  the  auditor. 

Sect.  4.  When  two  or  more  dwelling-houses,  or  other 
estates,  are  valued  together  for  the  assessment  of  taxes,  the 
water  registrar  shall  make  separate  valuations  of  such  houses 
or  estates,  and  when  a  portion  only  of  an  estate  is  justly 
chargeable  for  a  water-rate  the  water-registrar  shall  make  a 
proper  valuation  of  said  portion  ;  and  the  water-rates  to 
which  such  premises  shall  be  liable  shall,  if  based  on  valua- 
tions, be  based  on  the  valuations  so  made  by  said  registrar. 

Sect.  5.  The  said  registrar  shall  keep  suitable  books, 
in  which  shall  be  entered  the  names  of  all  persons  who  take 
water,  the  kind  of  building  in  which  it  is  taken,  the  name  of 
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he  street  and  the  number  thereon,  the  nature  of  the  use,  the 
number  of  taps,  and  the  amount  charged,  and  said  books 
shall  be  always  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  said  board,  of 
the  mayor,  and  the  city  council ;  and  all  such  books  not 
actually  in  use  shall  always  be  open  to  public  inspection.  He 
shall  annually,  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  May,  present 
to  said  board  a  report  containing  a  statement  for  the  pre- 
ceding year  of  the  number  of  water-takers,  the  number  of 
cases  where  the  water  has  been  cut  olf,  the  number  and 
amount  of  abatements  that  have  been  made,  the  expenditures 
in  his  department,  and  such  other  matters  as  he,  or  the  said 
board,  may  deem  expedient. 

Sect.  6.  The  water-registrar  shall  be  allowed  for  the 
discharge  of  his  duties  the  following  subordinates  :  — 

One  chief  clerk. 

Five  schedule  clerks, 

Four  meter  clerks. 

Three  copying  clerks, 

Three  examiners  of  premises, 

One  service  clerk. 

One  assistant  service  clerk, 

Five  meter  inspectors. 

One  marine  agent. 

Sect.  7.  The  said  registrar  shall  receive  all  applications 
for  water  to  be  turned  ofl'  or  on  for  any  cause,  and  also  for 
all  service  and  other  pipes  to  convey  a  supply  of  water  to 
the  premises  of  water-takers. 
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CHAPTER  32. 

OF  THE  OVERSEERS  OP  THE  POOR. 

Section  1.  The  "Overseers  of  the  Poor  in  the  City  of 
Boston  "  shall  have  charge  of  the  Charity  Building  and  Tem- 
porary Home  on  Chardon  street,  and  shall  have  power  to 
make  and  enforce  all  sacli  proper  rules  and  regulations  as 
they  may  deem  expedient  in  relation  thereto  ;  but  no  such 
rule  or  regulation  shall  be  in  force  after  it  has  been  disap- 
proved by  the  city  council.  They  shall,  from  time  to  time, 
with  the  approval  of  the  city  council,  determine  what  societies 
shall  be  permitted  to  occupy  said  building,  on  what  terms 
and  for  what  length  of  time  they  may  occupy  it,  and  what 
proportion  of  the  current  expenses  of  managing,  heating, 
and  lighting  the  same  and  of  all  other  expenses,  except  rent, 
shall  be  paid  by  each.  Any  occupant  of  said  building  may 
be  removed  at  the  pleasure  of  the  said  overseers. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  overseers  shall  cause  to  be  kept  a  com- 
plete set  of  books,  wherein  shall  be  stated  in  detail,  among 
other  things,  the  mode  in  which  all  funds  in  their  hands  are 
invested  and  how  they  are  secured,  the  amounts  and  dates 
of  all  receipts  and  expenditures,  and  to  whom  and  from 
what  funds  all  payments  are  made  ;  and  they  shall  preserve 
all  papers,  property,  evidences  of  property,  vouchers,  and 
other  things  entrusted  to  or  deposited  with  them.  They 
shall  also  state  and  enter  in  said  books  whatever  other  par- 
ticulars said  city  council  shall  direct,  relating  to  any  prop- 
erty or  moneys  in  their  hands,  entrusted  to  them,  or  expended 
under  their  direction,  so  that  the  said  books  may  exhibit  all 
said  matters  clearly,  completely,  and  in  detail. 

Sect.  3.  They  shall  also  cause  to  be  kept  another  set  of 
books,  wherein  shall  be  stated,  among  other  things,  the  fol- 
lowing facts  relative  to  every  person  to  whom  relief  or  assist- 
ance has  been  given  or  refused,  namely,  — his  or  her  name  ; 
residence  for  as  long  a  period  as  can  conveniently  be  ascer- 
tained ;  birthplace  ;  occupation  ;  property  or  means  of  sup- 
port ;  whether  married  or  single  ;  name  of  husband  or  wife, 
if  *any ;  number,  names,  residences,  and  occupations  of 
children,  if  any  ;  names  and  residences  of,  and  other  informa- 
tion in  regard  to,  ancestors,  so  far  as  such  facts  can  be 
conveniently  ascertained  and  may  be  of  importance  for 
determining  settlements  or  other  matters  ;  the  nature  and 
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the  amount  of  the  relief  or  assistance  given,  and  the  cause 
or  ground  upon  which  it  was  given  or  refused ;  the  source 
or  fund  from  which  it  was  taken  or  derived  ;  and  all  other 
particulars  or  information  which  it  is  for  the  public  interest 
to  preserve,  so  that  said  books  may  present,  in  a  clear,  com- 
plete, and  detailed  manner,  and  in  such  a  form  that  it  shall 
be  readily  accessible,  all  information  which  may  be  of  value 
to  the  city  or  to  the  commonwealth  in  regard  to  persons  to 
Tvhom  relief  has  been  given  or  refused.  Said  overseers  shall 
also  cause  to  be  kept  a  full  and  complete  record  of  all  appli- 
cations by  women  and  children  for  admission  to  the  "  Tempo- 
rary Home,"  so  called,  which  record  shall  contain  the  names 
of  the  applicants,  the  grounds  upon  which  admission  is 
granted  or  refused,  and  any  other  information  which  it  is 
for  the  public  interest  to  preserve. 

Sect.  4.  The  said  overseers  shall,  on  the  first  Mondays 
in  August,  November,  February,  and  May,  present  to  the 
city  council  a  brief  and  condensed  report  of  their  doings,  re- 
ceipts, and  expenditures  during  the  three  months  ending  with 
the  last  day  of  the  preceding  month,  showing  concisely,  and 
in  such  form  and  with  such  classification  as  they  may  deem 
expedient,  their  receipts  and  expenditures  ;  the  number  and 
description  of  the  persons  relieved,  but  without  naming 
them  ;  and  the  kind  of  relief  given. 

Sect.  5.  The  said  overseers  shall  annually,  on  the  first 
Monday  in  June,  submit  a  report  of  their  doings,  receipts, 
and  expenditures  for  the  year  ending  with  the  last  day  of  the 
preceding  April,  containing  under  some  convenient  classifica- 
tion the  facts  and  information  comprised  in  their  four  pre- 
ceding quarterly  reports,  together  with  a  statement  of  all 
moneys,  property,  or  investments  remaining  in  their  hands, 
and  such  information  and  suggestions  as  they  may  deem  it 
expedient  to  present  to  the  city  council  or  as  they  may  be 
requested  by  the  mayor  or  city  council  to  furnish  ;  and  they 
shall,  whenever  requested  by  the  mayor  or  by  the  city 
council,  communicate  such  information  as  may  be  desired  by 
either. 

Sect.  6.  All  the  aforesaid  books,  papers,  and  property 
may  at  any  time  be  inspected  or  examined  by  the  mayor, 
or  by  any  committee  or  person  wdiom  the  mayor,  the  board 
of  aldermen,  or  the  common  council  may  direct  or  appoint 
so  to  do. 
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CHAPTER  33. 

OF  THE  CITY  PRINTING. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  annually  appointed  by  the 
mayor,  subject  to  confirmation  of  the  board  of  aldermen,  a 
superintendent  of  printing,  who  shall  have  charge  of  all 
printing  of  documents  for  the  city  council,  or  either  branch 
thereof,  or  any  committee  thereof,  or  for  any  department  of 
the  city  government  not  specially  exempt  by  law  ;  but  such 
authority  shall  not  extend  to  the  publication  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  either  branch  of  the  city  council  in  any  news- 
paper, or  to  advertisements  ordered  to  be  made  in  any 
newspaper.  He  shall  also  have  charge  of  supplying  sta- 
tionery, of  all  descriptions,  needed  in  the  various  depart- 
ments, and  of  having  binding  done  for  the  departments, 
except  the  public  library. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  superintendent  shall  keep  suitable 
records  and  books  of  account,  and  shall  provide  for  the 
safe-keeping  of  the  city  property  in  his  charge.  He  shall 
have  allowed  him  for  the  performance  of  his  duties  as  sub- 
ordinates two  clerks. 

Sect.  3.  Every  board  or  officer  in  charge  of  a  department 
whenever  any  printing,  stationery,  or  binding  is  required, 
shall  procure  the  same  of  or  by  the  said  superintendent,  and 
shall  make  a  requisition  on  him  therefor  on  blanks  to  be  fur- 
nished by  him.  If  satisfied  of  the  legality  of  such  requisi- 
tion, the  superintendent  shall  at  once  comply  with  it,  and 
shall  make  proper  entries  on  his  books.  He  shall  require 
suitable  evidence  that  the  work  done,  or  goods  furnished, 
are  accepted  by  the  officer  issuing  the  requisition,  and  shall 
then  certify  on  the  bills  therefor  that  they  are  correct,  before 
they  are  sent  to  the  auditor. 

Sect.  4.  The  said  superintendent  shall  conform  to  all 
legal  orders  of  the  city  council  in  regard  to  the  general 
method  of  purchasing  supplies,  or  of  contracting  for  the 
public  printing ;  but  he  shall  not  be  exempt  from  entire 
responsibility  in  the  proper  execution  of  all  contracts  made 
by  him  for  the  city. 

Sect.  5.  The  term  "printing"  in  this  ordinance  shall  be 
construed  to  mean  all  engraving,  stereotyping,  electrotyping, 
lithographing,  photographing,  and  other  methods  of  work 
used  in  illustrating  books,  so  far  as  the  same  are  to  be  applied 
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to  any  documents  printed  for  or  by  the  city  government  or 
any  of  its  departments.  The  terms  "binding"  and  "sta- 
tionery" shall  also  be  given  the  fullest  meaning. 

Sect.  6.  All  documents,  books,  or  pamphlets  printed 
for  the  use  and  at  the  expense  of  the  several  executive 
departments  of  the  city  government  shall  be  under  the  care 
and  custody  of  the  heads  of  the  departments  for  which  they 
are  printed,  subject,  however,  at  all  times  to  the  control  of  the 
city  council;  and  the  city  messenger  shall,  subject  to  such 
rules  and  regulations  as  the  city  council,  or  any  committee 
thereof  authorized  for  the  purpose,  may  adopt,  have  the  care, 
custody,  and  distribution  of  all  documents,  books,  and 
pamphlets,  the  printing  of  which  for  the  use  of  the  city  coun- 
cil, or  either  branch,  has  been,  or  may  be  from  time  to  time, 
duly  authorized. 

Sect.  7.  The  said  superintendent  shall,  on  the  fifteenth 
day  of  each  month,  send  to  the  several  departments  detailed 
bills  of  the  stock  used  by  them  during  the  preceding  month ; 
and  the  said  amounts  shall  be  transferred  on  the  books  of 
the  auditor  from  the  appropriation  for  such  departments 
severally,  and  shall  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  appropria- 
tion for  printing,  and  used  for  the  purposes  for  which  said 
appropriation  was  raised. 

Sect.  8.  The  said  superintendent  shall  annually  submit 
to  the  city  council  a  report  of  the  amount  of  printing,  bind- 
ing, stock,  and  stationery  done  for  or  supplied  to  each 
department  of  the  city  government,  and  the  cost  thereof; 
and  generally  of  all  matters  transacted  under  his  superintend- 
ence, including  as  full  a  statement  as  may  be  practicable  of 
the  kinds  of  writing  joaper  and  writing  ink  used  in  making 
and  keeping  the  permanent  record  books  in  the  several 
departments  and  county  offices.  Xo  writing  inks  shall  be 
supplied,  except  those  of  standard  quality,  as  shown  by  the 
foregoing  comparison  and  record. 
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CHAPTER  34. 

OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  LAMPS. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  appointed  annually  by  the 
mayor,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  board  of  aldermen,  a 
superintendent  of  lamps,  who  shall  have  charge  of  the  street 
lamps  heretofore  established  by  the  board  of  aldermen  and 
now  or  hereafter  maintained  at  the  expense  of  the  city; 
and  also  have  the  care  and  custody  of  all  city  property  now 
in  the  possession  of  the  lamp  department  or  hereafter 
acquired  by  it,  and  shall  maintain  and  repair  the  same. 

Sect.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  superintendent 
to  set  up  and  affix  such  and  so  many  lamps  in  the  streets 
and  other  places,  as  the  board  of  aldermen  may  determine 
to  be  convenient  and  necessary ;  and  to  see  that  the  public 
lamps  of  the  city  are  lighted  every  night  as  heretofore. 

Sect.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  superintendent 
to  contract  annually  for  the  necessary  supplies  of  materials  ; 
also  to  contract  for  methods  of  lighting  other  than  with  oil, 
to  such  extent  and  for  such  periods  as  the  board  of  aldermen 
may  from  time  to  time  prescribe  ;  and  to  see  that  all  contracts 
for  gas  or  electric  lights  are  duly  complied  with. 

Sect.  4.  There  shall  be  allowed  to  the  said  superin- 
tendent the  following  subordinates  :  — 

One  clerk. 

One  assistant  clerk,  who  shall  also  be  stock  clerk, 
Five  repairers. 
One  hostler. 

Sect.  5.  The  said  superintendent  shall  annually,  on  or 
before  the  tenth  day  of  January,  make  to  the  city  council  a 
report  containing  a  detailed  statement  of  the  expenses  and 
operations  of  his  department  during  the  preceding  year,  and 
of  the  property  under  his  charge  belonging  to  the  city,  and 
of  all  unexpired  contracts  for  lighting  lamps  with  gas  or 
electricity. 
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CHAPTER  35. 

OF  THE  RECORD  COMMISSIONERS. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  annually  appointed  by  the 
mayor,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  board  of  aldermen, 
two  record  commissioners,  who  shall  serve  without  compen- 
sation. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  commissioners  shall  complete,  so  far 
as  practicable,  the  record  of  births,  marriages,  and  deaths  in 
the  town  and  city  of  Boston  prior  to  the  year  eighteen 
hundred  and  forty-nine,  and  shall  receive  and  collect  all 
documents  obtainable  therefor ;  and  all  documents  and  rec- 
ords so  collected  shall  become  at  once  the  property  of  the 
city  and  shall  be  deposited  in  the  office  of  the  city  registrar 
or  in  such  other  place  as  the  city  council  may  direct. 

Sect.  3.  The  said  commissioners  shall  have  no  power, 
except  by  express  vote  of  the  city  council,  to  enter  into  a 
contract  or  agreement  in  behalf  of  the  city  whereby  the 
expenditure  of  money  or  any  obligation  shall  be  incurred, 
except  that  the  chairman  shall,  unless  other  provision  is 
made,  have  the  charge  and  control  of  the  expenditure  of  all 
moneys  expressly  appropriated  for  copying  documents  or 
records  supplementary  to  the  records  of  the  town  or  city. 

Sect.  4.  The  expense  of  copying  or  preparing  and  index- 
ing all  volumes  of  reports  made  by  the  said  commissioners 
shall  be  defrayed  from  their  general  appropriation ;  and  the 
expense  of  printing  and  binding  such  volumes  shall  be 
charged  to  the  appropriation  for  printing,  and  shall  include 
the  expense  of  stereotyping  such  volumes  as  the  said  com- 
missioners may  deem  fit.  The  edition  of  such  volumes  shall 
consist  of  fifteen  hundred  copies,  which  shall  be  bound  and 
distributed  as  the  said  commissioners  may  prescribe,  but  no 
copies  shall  be  sold. 
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[Chap.  36. 


CHAPTER  36. 

OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  PUBLIC  BUILDINGS. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  annually  appointed  by  the 
mayor,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  board  of  aldermen,  a 
superintendent  of  public  buildings,  who  shall  be  allowed,  for 
the  discharge  of  his  duties,  the  following  subordinates  :  — 

One  clerk  and  book-keeper. 

One  assistant  superintendent, 

One  fuel  clerk. 

One  assistant  clerk. 

One  engineer  for  the  City  Hall. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  superintendent  shall,  except  as  other- 
wise provided,  have  the  supervision  of  all  the  buildings 
belonging  to  the  city,  and  of  all  buildings  or  parts  of 
buildings  hired  by  the  city,  whether  used  for  city  or  for 
county  purposes,  and  shall  provide  therefor  all  necessary 
furniture  and  supplies  except  such  as  the  superintendent 
of  printing  furnishes ;  shall  keep  himself  acquainted  with 
the  condition  thereof ;  shall  superintend  all  repairs  that 
may  be  ordered  thereon,  for  which  an  appropriation  shall 
be  made,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  thereof.  In  case 
of  any  breach  of  contract  by  any  contractor  for  work 
upon  any  city  building  the  superintendent  shall  report  the 
same  to  the  mayor. 

Sect.  3.  The  repairs  upon  all  public  buildings,  for  the 
city  or  county  use,  which  do  not  require  to  be  done  by 
contracts  under  the  ordinances,  shall  be  made  under  the 
direction  of  the  superintendent,  who  shall  be  authorized  to 
call  upon  the  city  architect  for  such  plans  as  he  may  deem 
necessary. 

Sect.  4.  The  superintendent  of  public  buildings  shall 
have  charge  of  the  city  property  in  all  the  armories  provided 
by  the  city  for  the  militia,  shall  report  to  the  board  of 
aldermen  whenever  repairs  thereon  are  needed,  and  shall 
expend  such  sums  of  money  for  the  purposes  of  such  armo- 
ries as  shall  be  voted  therefor.  He  shall  keep  all  such  ex- 
penditures as  items  of  a  distinct  account,  and  shall  annually, 
in  January,  present  a  report  to  the  city  council  containing  a 
detailed  account  of  his  expenditures,  of  the  kind  and  amount 
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of  city  property  in  such  armories,  and  of  the  leases  of  build- 
ings, or  portions  of  buildings,  hired  by  the  city  for  armory 
purposes. 

Sect.  5.  The  superintendent  of  public  buildings  may  also 
perform  any  appropriate  duties  devolved  upon  him  by  vote 
of  the  board  of  aldermen,  provided  that  the  same  do  not 
interfere  with  the  duties  imposed  by  this  ordinance,  and 
provided  that  no  additional  compensation  is  given  him  payable 
out  of  the  city  treasury  or  by  fees. 

Sect.  6.  He  shall  keep  an  accurate  record  of  all  buildings 
belonging  to  the  city,  and  of  the  lands  appurtenant  to  such 
buildings  ;  and  he  shall  annually,  in  January,  present  to  the 
city  council  a  report  in  relation  to  the  same,  showing  the 
condition  of  such  buildings  and  land,  and  the  nature  and 
amount  of  the  expenditures  that  have  been  made  during  the 
previous  yesir  in  relation  thereto. 

Sect.  7.  The  superintendent  of  public  buildings  shall 
have  the  care,  custody,  and  management  of  Faneuil  Hall, 
subject,  however,  to  such  orders  in  regard  to  its  occupancy 
and  uses  as  the  board  of  aldermen  may  give  from  time  to 
time. 

Sect.  8.  No  building  and  no  land  appurtenant  to  a 
building  shall  be  sold  'except  by  order  of  the  city  council. 
No  expenditure  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars,  for  the  alter- 
ation or  repair  of  a  building,  shall  be  made  without  an  ex- 
press vote  of  the  city  council,  or  of  the  board  of  aldermen, 
as  the  case  may  be,  authorizing  the  same  ;  except  that  the 
superintendent  of  public  buildings  may  expend  at  his  dis- 
cretion, any  money  voted  to  him  specifically  for  general 
repairs  on  city  property  in  his  charge. 

Sect.  9.  Contracts  for  all  the  fuel  required  for  the  use 
of  the  city  shall  be  made  annually,  between  the  first  day  of 
May  and  the  last  day  of  September,  by  the  superintendent  of 
public  buildings,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  these 
ordinances.  The  proposals  shall  contain,  separately  and 
distinctly,  the  terms  upon  which  each  particular  description 
of  fuel  will  be  furnished,  and  shall  provide  for  the  delivery 
of  the  same  at  such  times  during  the  year  and  at  such  places 
as  the  superintendent  of  buildings  may  require. 

Sect.  10.  All  fuel  contracted  for  by  the  city  shall,  before 
delivery,  be  weighed  or  measured  by  a  sworn  weigher  or 
measurer,  who  shall  give  a  certificate  therefor  as  the  same  is 
delivered,  and  no  bill  for  fuel  shall  be  allowed  for  payment, 
unless  it  is  accompanied  by  a  receipt  of  delivery,  indorsed 
upon  such  certificate. 
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CHAPTER  37. 

OF  THE  CITY  ARCHITECT. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  annually  appointed  by  the 
mayor,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  board  of  aldermen, 
a  city  architect,  who  shall  be  a  citizen  of  Boston,  and  shall 
devote  the  whole  of  his  time  to  the  service  of  the  city. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  architect  shall  prepare  all  such  plans, 
specifications,  and  estimates  for  the  city  as  can  properly  be 
required  of  an  architect,  and  shall  be  consulted  on  all  impor- 
tant matters,  relating  to  public  improvements  of  every  kind, 
where  the  advice  of  an  architect  would  be  of  service  ;  and 
when  a  board  or  officer  in  charge  of  a  department  in  the 
city  government  is  authorized  to  perform  any  work  for  which 
the  services  of  an  architect  are  required,  such  services  shall, 
unless  otherwise  ordered,  be  performed  by  the  said  architect, 
or  under  his  direction. 

Sect.  3.  Whenever  any  public  building  is  to  be  con- 
structed or  altered  by  the  city,  the  city  architect  shall  pre- 
pare the  plans,  specifications,  and  estimates  therefor.  After 
they  shall  have  been  approved  by  the  department,  if  any, 
for  which  said  building  is  constructed,  the  architect  shall 
then  issue  proposals  for  contracts  for  the  various  portions 
of  the  work:  and  shall,  wherever  feasible,  make  a  separate 
contract  for  each  class  of  work  which  is  estimated  to  cost 
over  one  thousand  dollars.  He  shall  thereafter  have  charge 
of  the  inspection  of  the  work  while  in  progress,  and  shall 
examine  and  approve  in  writing  all  bills  under  such  con- 
tracts, and  transmit  them  to  the  city  auditor  for  settlement. 

Sect.  4.  The  city  architect  shall  be  allowed  for  the 
performance  of  his  duties  the  following  subordinates  :  — 

One  clerk. 

One  assistant  clerk  and  messenger, 
One  foreman. 
Five  draughtsmen. 
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CHAPTER  38. 

OF  THE  PUBLIC  INSTITUTi6nS. 

Section  1.  The  board  of  directors  for  public  institu- 
tions shall  have  charge  of  the  house  of  correction,  the  house 
of  industry,  the  house  of  employment  and  reformation  for 
juvenile  offenders,  the  lunatic  hospital,  the  city  almshouses, 
and  of  all  books,  papers,  property,  and  things  pertaining  to 
the  said  institutions ;  and  they  shall  make  all  needful  rules 
and  regulations  for  the  government  and  management  of  the 
same,  and  of  their  subordinates.  The  clerk  of  said  board 
shall  not  be  a  member  thereof. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  board  shall  annually,  in  February, 
elect  some  suitable  physician  to  be  superintendent  of  the 
lunatic  hospital.  The  said  superintendent  shall  constantly 
reside  at  the  hospital,  and  shall  perform  the  duties  of  physi- 
cian to  such  other  institutions  under  the  charo^e  of  the  said 
board  as  the  said  board  may  require,  and  he  shall,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  said  board,  have  charge  and  control  of  the 
hospital,  grounds,  buildings  and  appurtenances,  and  of  the 
patients,  subordinate  officers,  attendants,  and  domestics. 

Sect.  3.  The  said  board  shall  make  a  quarterly  report  to 
the  city  council  of  their  expenditures  for  each  of  said  insti- 
tutions, and  shall  annually  in  January  make  a  report,  in 
print,  of  the  expenditures  and  receipts  of  each  institution  for 
the  previous  year,  giving  the  condition  of  each,  with  the 
number  of  inmates  admitted  thereto  and  discharged  there- 
from, the  births  and  deaths  therein,  and  the  number  of  per- 
sons remaining  in  the  same  on  the  first  day  of  said  month, 
together  with  such  other  information  pertaining  thereto  as 
they  may  deem  to  be  of  public  interest. 
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CHAPTER  39. 

OF  THE  CITY  HOSPITAL. 

Section  1.  The  trustees  of  the  city  hospital  may  make 
all  needful  improvements  in  the  land  and  grounds  connected 
therewith ;  but  they  shall  not  make  any  change  in  the  occu- 
pancy of  the  buildings  in  charge  of  said  trustees  without  first 
obtaining  the  approval  of  the  city  council. 

Sect.  2.  The  superintendent  of  the  city  hospital,  ap- 
pointed as  provided  in  section  six  of  chapter  one  hundred 
and  seventy-four  of  the  statutes  of  the  commonwealth  of  the 
year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty,  shall  constantly  reside  at 
the  said  hospital,  and  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  said 
trustees,  have  the  control  of  all  departments  thereof  and  of 
all  subordinate  officers,  attendants,  domestics,  and  patients, 
and  the  charge  of  the  grounds,  buildings,  and  appurte- 
nances. 

Sect,  3.  The  city  hospital  is  established  for  the  reception 
of  those  only  who  require  temporary  relief  during  sickness, 
but  the  trustees  may  admit  other  persons  to  the  institution, 
temporarily,  when  necessity  requires  ;  but  such  persons  shall 
be  removed  to  other  appropriate  public  institutions  as  soon 
as  their  condition  will  permit  such  removal.  The  trustees 
may  afford  to  persons  making  compensation  therefor  separate 
apartments  and  more  accommodations  than  are  customary 
when  no  compensation  is  made,  and  the  compensation  so 
received  shall  be  credited  to  the  account  of  the  hospital. 

Sect.  4.  The  said  trustees  shall  annually,  in  January, 
present  to  the  city  council  a  report,  made  up  to  and  includ- 
ing the  last  day  of  the  preceding  December,  and  containing 
a  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures,  of  the  condition  of 
the  hospital,  of  the  number  of  its  inmates,  of  admissions 
thereto,  discharges  therefrom,  and  births  and  deaths  therein 
during  the  year,  and  such  other  information  or  suggestions 
as  the  trustees  may  deem  proper. 

Sect.  5..  All  property  and  estate,  real  and  personal, 
given,  devised,  or  bequeathed  to  the  city  for  the  use  of  said 
hospital,  shall,  unless  the  donors  thereof  have  otherwise 
directed,  constitute  a  permanent  fund,  the  principal  of  which 
shall  not  be  diminished,  and  the  income  of  which  shall  be 
devoted  to  the  uses  of  the  hospital. 

Sect.  6.    The  said  trustees  shall  exercise  a  careful  super- 
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vision  of  all  such  property  and  estate  so  as  to  prevent  any 
loss  or  diminution  of  the  value  thereof ;  and  in  the  expendi- 
ture of  the  interest  and  income  thereof  they  shall,  in  all  cases 
in  which  conditions  or  directions  have  been  attached  to  the 
gift,  devise,  or  bequest,  strictly  observe  and  conform  to  such 
conditions  or  directions. 

Sect.  7.  All  real  estate  and  other  property,  except 
money,  received  by  the  said  trustees  from  the  principal  of 
any  gift,  devise,  or  bequest  for  the  benefit  of  the  hospital, 
shall  be  leased  or  otherwise  improved  by  them,  and  the  rent 
and  income  thereof  added  to  the  moneys  appropriated  for 
the  use  of  said  hospital.  The  evidences  of  title  to  any 
such  property  shall  be  deposited  with  the  city  auditor. 
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CHAPTER  40. 

or  THE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 

Section  1.  In  prescribing  regulations  for  the  care  and 
use  of  books  in  the  public  library,  the  board  of  trustees  of 
said  library  shall  adopt  such  measures  as  will  extend  the 
benefits  of  the  institution  as  widely  as  possible  among  the 
citizens  and  residents  of  the  city ;  and  when  in  their  judg- 
ment the  public  interests  will  be  advanced  thereby,  they 
may  grant  for  a  limited  period  privileges  in  said  library  to 
individuals  who  are  not  such  citizens  or  residents,  and  they 
may  from  time  to  time  establish  branch  libraries  and  delivery 
stations  in  different  sections  of  the  city. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  board  shall  annually  appoint  an  exam- 
ining committee  of  not  less  than  five  persons,  not  members 
of  said  board,  who,  together  with  one  of  said  board  as  chair- 
man, shall  examine  the  said  library  and  make  to  said  board 
a  report  of  its  condition. 

Sect.  3.  The  said  board  shall  annually,  in  January, 
make  to  the  city  council  a  report  for  the  year  ending  on  the 
last  day  of  the  preceding  December,  containing  a  statement 
of  the  condition  of  the  said  library,  the  receipts  and  expen- 
ditures on  account  thereof,  the  number  of  books  that  have 
been  added  thereto  during  the  year,  and  such  other  informa- 
tion or  suggestions  as  they  may  deem  important ;  and  they 
shall,  at  the  same  time,  transmit  to  the  city  council  the 
annual  report  of  the  committee  for  the  examination  of  the 
said  library. 

Sect.  4.  No  payment  of  money  shall  be  made  on  account 
of  the  public  library,  except  upon  a  requisition  signed  by  the 
president  of  the  said  board.

CHAPTER  41. 

OF  THE  PUBLIC  LANDS. 

Section  1.  The  care  and  improvement  of  the  public 
lands,  other  than  the  common,  the  public  garden,  the  public 
squares,  the  lands  connected  with  the  public  institutions,  and 
other  lands  purchased  or  held  for  specific  purposes,  shall  be 
in  the  charge  of  the  board  of  street  commissioners,  who, 
when  ordered  by  the  city  council,  may  contract  for  the  sale 
of  said  lands,  and  may  sell  or  lease  the  same,  and  such  sale 
may  be  at  public  auction  or  otherwise  ;  provided,  hoivever, 
that  all  sales  not  at  public  auction,  and  all  leases,  shall  be 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  mayor. 

Sect.  2.  All  deeds,  leases,  and  contracts  made  by  virtue 
of  the  preceding  section  shall  be  signed  by  the  mayor  and 
countersigned  by  the  chairman  of  said  board. 

Sect.  3.  No  deed  of  lands  belonging  to  the  city  shall 
be  delivered  until  the  purchase-mone}^  has  been  paid  in  full, 
except  that  the  ma^^or  may,  from  time  to  time,  on  payment 
of  an  equivalent  portion  of  the  purchase-money,  convey  to  a 
party  to  whom  the  city  has  contracted  to  sell,  or  to  his  heirs 
or  assigns,  one  or  more  lots  out  of  several  which  have  been 
included  in  one  contract  or  bond. 

Sect.  4.  All  moneys  paid  by  a  purchaser  or  lessee  of 
public  lands,  and  all  notes,  bonds,  mortgages,  and  securities 
arising  or  accruing  from  a  contract  made  by  said  board 
under  this  chapter,  shall  be  paid  to  or  deposited  with  the 
city  collector. 

Sect.  5.  The  said  board  shall  keep  an  accurate  record 
of  all  vacant  lands  belonging  to  the  city  ;  and  when  any  such 
lands  are  purchased  by  the  city  for  any  purpose,  the  author- 
ity making  such  purchase  shall  make  report  thereof  forthwith 
to  the  said  board. 
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CHAPTER  42. 

OF  THE  COMMON  AND  THE  OTHER  PUBLIC  GROUNDS. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  annually  appohited  by  the 
mayor,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  board  of  aldermen,  a 
superintendent  of  the  common  and  public  grounds,  who 
shall  be  a  resident  citizen  of  Boston.  He  shall  have  allowed 
him  as  subordinate,  one  clerk. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  superintendent  shall  have  the  care  and 
superintendence  of  the  common,  the  public  garden,  and  all 
the  public  squares  and  enclosures  belonging  to  the  city, 
and  also  of  the  trees  in  the  streets  of  the  city  which  are  in 
the  charge  of  the  city  council.  He  shall  cause  all  statutes 
and  ordinances,  made  for  the  protection  of  trees,  shrubs,  and 
flowers  in  the  public  grounds  and  streets  of  the  city,  to  be 
strictly  enforced,  and  shall  institute  legal  proceedings  against 
all  persons  violating  such  statutes  or  ordinances.  He  shall 
also  perform  all  duties  in  regard  to  trees  which  may  be  as- 
signed him  by  vote  of  the  board  of  aldermen. 

Sect.  3.  No  person  shall,  except  by  the  permission  of 
the  mayor,  climb  a  tree  on  the  common  or  other  public 
grounds,  nor  tie  a  horse  or  other  animal  to,  or  post  a  bill 
upon,  any  such  tree. 

Sect.  4.  No  person  shall  shake  or  otherwise  cleanse  a 
carpet  on  the  common  or  other  public  grounds. 

Sect.  5.  No  person  shall,  except  by  the  permission  of 
the  mayor,  ride,  lead,  or  drive  a  horse  in  or  upon  the  com- 
mon or  other  public  grounds,  except  that  on  occasion  of  a 
military  exercise,  parade,  or  review,  horses  necessary  for  the 
purposes  thereof  may  be  allowed  upon  the  common. 

Sect.  6.  No  person  shall,  except  by  the  permission  of 
the  mayor  and  for  some  public  use,  dig  or  carry  away  sward, 
gravel,  sand,  turf,  or  earth  in  or  upon  the  common,  or  in  or 
upon  any  of  the  other  public  grounds. 

Sect.  7,  No  person  shall,  except  by  the  permission  of 
the  mayor,  carry  or  cause  to  be  carried  upon  the  common  or 
other  public  grounds,  a  dead  carcass,  ordure,  filth,  dirt, 
stones,  or  any  offensive  matter  whatsoever,  and  no  person 
shall  commit  a  nuisance  on  the  common  or  on  any  of  the 
other  public  grounds. 

Sect.  8.    No  owner  or  keeper  of  a  hog,  horse,  or  grazing 
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animal,  shall  suffer  the  same  to  go  at  large  or  to  feed  upon 
the  common  or  other  public  grounds. 

Sect.  9.  No  person  shall,  except  by  the  permission  of 
the  mayor,  carry  or  cause  to  be  carried  upon  the  common  or 
other  public  grounds  a  wheelbarrow,  handcart,  or  other 
vehicle  for  the  conveyance  of  burdens. 

Sect.  10.  No  person  shall,  except  by  the  permission  of 
the  mayor,  engage  in  a  game  of  ball,  football,  or  other 
athletic  sport  upon  the  public  garden. 

Sect.  11.  No  person  shall,  except  by  the  permission  of 
♦  the  mayor,  deliver  a  sermon,  lecture,  address,  or  discourse 
on  the  common  or  other  public  grounds. 

Sect.  12.  No  person  shall  walk  or  stand  upon  a  flower- 
bed on  the  common  or  other  public  grounds,  nor  suffer  or 
permit  a  dog  or  other  animal  belonging  to  him,  or  in  his 
charge,  to  stand  or  walk  upon  such  a  flower-bed. 

Sect.  13.  No  person  shall,  except  by  the  permission  of 
the  mayor,  throw  or  place  stones,  sand,  gravel,  tan,  earth, 
filth,  rubbish,  or  other  substances,  in  or  upon  any  pond  on 
the  common  or  other  public  grounds,  or  upon  the  ice  on  any 
such  pond,  nor  cut,  break,  or  remove  the  ice  in  or  from  such 
pond. 

Sect.  14.  No  cannon  or  artillery  shall  be  fired  by  the 
militia  or  others  upon  the  common  or  other  public  grounds, 
unless  such  firing  is  authorized  by  the  city  council,  the 
mayor,  or  the  commander-in-chief  of  the  militia  of  the 
commonwealth. 

Sect.  15.  No  person  shall,  except  by  the  permission  of 
the  mayor,  expose  for  sale  or  sell  any  goods,  wares  or  mer- 
chandise on  the  common  or  other  public  grounds. 

Sect.  16.  No  person  shall,  except  by  the  permission  of 
the  mayor,  erect  or  maintain  a  booth,  stand,  tent,  or  appa- 
ratus for  purposes  of  public  amusement  or  show  on  the  com- 
mon or  other  public  grounds. 

Sect.  17.  No  person  shall  walk,  stand,  or  lie  on  the 
grass  on  the  common  or  other  public  grounds  after  the  mayor 
has  prohibited  such  walking,  standing,  or  lying,  and  has 
notified  the  public  of  such  prohibition  by  a  legible  notice 
placed  in  those  parts  of  the  public  grounds  from  which  said 
committee  may  consider  it  necessary  temporarily  to  exclude 
the  public. 
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CHAPTER  43. 

OF    THE    CHESTNUT-HILL    RESERVOIR    AND    THE  ADJOINING 

GROUNDS. 

Section  1.  No  person  shall  fish  in  the  Chestnut-hill 
reservoir,  or  discharge  a  gun  or  fire-arm  on  the  same  or  on 
the  grounds  connected  therewith. 

Sect.  2.  No  person  shall  bathe  in  the  Chestnut-hill 
reservoir  or  place  or  use  a  boat  therein,  or  throw  dirt,  rub- 
bish, filth,  or  offensive  matter  or  commit  a  nuisance  therein. 

Sect.  3.  No  person  shall  drive  a  team,  cart,  wagon,  or 
other  vehicle  for  the  conveyance  of  burdens  upon  the  drive- 
way or  within  the  grounds  of  the  Chestnut-hill  reservoir. 

Sect.  4.  No  person  shall  drive  or  conduct  a  funeral,  or  a 
hearse  or  carriage  connected  with  a  funeral,  on  the  drive-way 
of  the  Chestnut-hill  reservoir. 

Sect.  5.  No  owner  or  other  person  having  for  the  time 
beino'  the  charf^e  or  use  of  a  horse  or  other  animal  shall 
drive  or  permit  such  horse  or  animal  to  go  at  a  greater  rate 
of  speed  than  eight  miles  an  hour  upon  the  drive-way  or 
within  the  enclosure  of  the  Chestnut-hill  reservoir. 

Sect.  6.  No  person  shall  injure,  defiice,  or  destroy  any 
tree,  shrub,  grass,  path,  or  fence  on  the  grounds  connected 
with  the  Chestnut-hill  reservoir,  or  dig  or  carry  away  the 
sward,  gravel,  rock,  stones,  sand,  turf,  or  earth  thereon,  or 
commit  a  nuisance  thereon. 

Sect.  7.  No  person  shall  climb  a  tree  on  the  grounds 
connected  with  the  Chestnut-hill  reservoir,  or  tie  a  horse  or 
other  animal  to  a  tree  or  fence  on  said  premises. 

Sect.  8.  No  person  shall  post  a  bill,  placard,  or  adver- 
tisement wdthin  the  grounds  connected  with  the  Chestnut-hill 
reservoir. 
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CHAPTER  44. 

OF  THE  EAST    BOSTON  FERRIES. 

Section  1 .  After  the  first  Monday  of  January  in  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-six  there  shall  be  annually  ap- 
pointed by  the  mayor,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  board 
of  aldermen,  five  persons  who  shall  be  citizens  of  Boston, 
to  be  directors  of  the  East  Boston  ferries. 

Sect.  2.  The  persons  so  appointed  shall  constitute  a  board 
of  directors  of  the  East  Boston  ferries,  and  the  said  board 
shall  annually  organize,  by  the  choice  of  one  of  their  number 
as  president,  and  shall  also  choose  a  clerk,  who  shall  not  be 
a  member  of  the  board.  A  majority  of  the  whole  board  shall 
be  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
business. 

Sect.  3.  The  said  board  shall  have  the  general  care  and 
management  of  the  East  Boston  ferries,  owned  by  the  city, 
and  for  that  purpose  they  shall  have  and  exercise  all  the 
powers  vested  in  the  city  council  by  the  eleventh  section  of 
chapter  two  hundred  and  forty-four  of  the  statutes  of  the 
commonwealth  of  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
fifty-two,  and  by  chapter  one  hundred  and  fifty-five  of  the 
statutes  of  the  commonwealth  of  the  year  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  sixty-nine,  so  far  as  said  powers  can  be  legally 
delegated. 

The  said  board  shall  make  necessary  repairs  and  altera- 
tions in  the  ferry-boats  and  in  the  slips,  drops,  tanks,  and 
buildings  used  for  ferry  purposes ;  but  they  shall  not  pur- 
chase additional  boats,  or  erect  new  buildings,  without  first 
obtaining  the  approval  of  the  city  council. 

Sect.  4.  There  shall  be  allowed  to  the  said  board  of 
directors,  for  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  the  following 
subordinates  :  — 

One  clerk, 

One  superintendent, 

One  assistant  clerk, 

One  messenger, 

Nine  pilots. 

Ten  tollmen. 

Eight  ticket-box  guards. 

One  chief  engineer. 
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Nine  engineers, 
Nine  firemen, 
Twelve  gatemen, 
Eighteen  deck-hands. 

Sect.  5.  The  amounts  received  for  tolls  and  from  other 
sources  shall  be  paid  into  the  city  collector's  office  on  the 
day  following  the  day  of  the  receipt  thereof,  except  that  the 
clerk  of  said  board  may  retain  a  sum  not  exceeding  one 
thousand  dollars  for  making  change  and  for  other  purposes. 

Sect.  6.  The  said  board  shall  annually,  in  January,  pre- 
sent to  the  city  council  a  report  in  print,  made  up  to  and 
including  the  last  day  of  the  preceding  December,  containing 
a  carefully  prepared  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  ferry- 
boats and  of  the  slips,  drops,  and  buildings  used  for  ferry 
purposes  ;  the  number  of  persons  and  of  teams  of  different 
classes  that  have  passed  over  the  ferries  during  the  year ;  a 
statement  in  detail  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures ;  and 
such  other  information  or  suggestions  as  they  deem  important 
or  the  city  council  may  require.  In  the  statement  of  expendi- 
tures no  sums  shall  be  included  except  such  as  have  been 
audited  by  the  city  auditor  and  made  payable  by  the  city 
treasurer  within  the  year.  At  any  time  during  the  year  the 
said  board  shall,  upon  the  order  of  the  city  council,  report 
upon  the  condition  of  the  ferries,  and  give  any  facts  relating 
thereto  that  may  be  within  their  knowledge. 

Sect.  7.  All  the  powers  and  duties  herein  conferred  upon 
the  board  of  directors  shall  be  exercised  by  the  present  board, 
until  the  board,  or  a  majority  of  the  same,  shall  be  appointed 
and  qualified  as  provided  in  section  one,  and  shall  then  cease 
and  determine. 
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CHAPTER  45. 

OF  BRIDGES. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  annually  appointed  by  the 
mayor,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  board  of  aldermen,  a 
superintendent  of  bridges,  who  shall  have  the  care  and  man- 
agement of  the  bridges  specified  in  section  two,  and  the  su- 
pervision of  all  other  bridges  within  the  city  limits,  and  the 
charge  of  all  repairs  to  be  made  on  any  bridges  to  the  extent 
prescribed  in  chapter  eighteen  of  these  ordinances ;  and  he 
may  perform  any  of  the  duties  herein  prescribed  to  any  of  his 
subordinates. 

Sect.  2.  There  shall  be  allowed  to  the  said  superintendent 
the  following  subordinates  :  — 

One  draw-tender,  two  assistants,  and  one  engineer  for 
Broadway  bridge. 

One  draw-tender  for  Cambridge-street  bridge  (Brigh- 
ton district),  Western-avenue  bridge  to  Cambridge, 
and  North  Harvard-street  bridge. 

One  draw-tender  and  four  assistants  for  Charles-river 
bridge. 

One  draw^-tender  and  two  assistants  for  Chelsea  bridge 
(south). 

One  draw-tender  and  one  assistant  for  Chelsea  bridsfe 
(north). 

One  draw-tender  at  Chelsea-street  bridge. 
One  draw-tender  at    Commercial-point   or  Tenean 
bridge. 

One  draw-tender,  three  assistants,  and  one  engineer  at 

Congress-street  bridge. 
One  draw-tender  and  four  assistants  at  Dover-street 

bridge. 

One  draw-tender  at  Essex-street  bridge. 
One  draw-tender  and  three  assistants  at  Federal-street 
bridge. 

One  draw-tender  at  Granite  bridge. 
One  draw-tender  and  one  assistant  at  Maiden  bridge. 
One  draw-tender  and  one  assistant  at  Meridian-street 
bridge. 

One  draw-tender  and  four  assistants  at  Mount  Wash- 
ington-avenue bridge. 
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One  draw-tender  at  Neponset  bridge. 

One  draw-tender  at  North  Beacon-street  bridge  and 

Western-avenue  bridge  to  Watertown. 
One  draw-tender  and  four  assistants  at  Warren  bridge. 
One  draw-tender  at  Winthrop  bridge. 

Sect.  3.  Each  draw-tender  shall  take  charge,  by  night 
and  by  day,  of  the  bridge  assigned  to  him,  and  shall 
cause  the  draw  thereof  to  be  opened  at  all  times,  when 
required,  for  the  free  passage  of  vessels  in  tow,  and  for  ves- 
sels not  in  tow  when  moving  with  the  tide  ;  and,  after  a  vessel 
has  passed,  shall  cause  the  draw  to  be  closed  with  all  pos- 
sible expedition,  not  permitting  more  than  one  vessel  to  pass 
at  any  one  opening  of  the  draw,  unless,  while  the  draw  is 
open,  the  bridge  is  free  from  persons  desiring  to  pass,  in 
which  case  he  shall  use  his  discretion  as  to  the  number  of 
vessels  that  he  may  permit  to  pass  prior  to  the  closing  of  the 
draw.  He  may  also,  in  his  discretion,  permit  a  vessel  to 
pass  through  the  draw  against  the  tide,  when  the  wind  is 
favorable.  Each  draw-tender  shall  see  that  the  bridge  of 
which  he  is  in  charge,  and  the  abutments  and  wharves  con- 
nected therewith,  are  at  all  times  in  a  safe  and  satisfactory 
condition,  and  free  from  all  incumbrances  ;  that  the  lamps 
thereon  are  well  lighted,  the  railing  and  planks  in  good  order, 
and,  in  winter,  the  snow  and  ice  removed  from  the  sidewalks. 
Each  draw-tender  shall,  however,  l)e  subject,  at  all  times,  to 
the  authority,  control,  and  direction  of  the  superintendent 
of  bridges,  relative  to  the  duties  hereinbefore  expressed, 
and  also  relative  to  any  other  duties  respecting  said  bridges 
and  wharves,  and  the  abutments  connected  therewith,  which 
the  ordinances  may  from  time  to  time  order  and  prescribe. 

Sect.  4.  Masters  of  vessels  applying  to  pass  through  the 
draw  of  a  bridge  shall,,  if  required  so  to  do,  give  to  the  draw- 
tender  thereof  a  true  statement  of  the  names  of  their  vessels 
and  their  extreme  width  and  draught  of  water.  Said  masters 
shall  be  governed  by  the  draw-tender  as  to  priority  of 
right  when  two  or  more  vessels  apply  to  pass  through  the 
draw  at  the  same  time,  and  they  shall  so  place  their  warping- 
lines,  anchors,  and  cables,  as  neither  to  interfere  with  other 
vessels,  nor  to  obstruct  the  bridge,  except  as  they  may  be 
authorized  by  the  draw-tender,  and  they  shall  make  use 
of  the  apparatus  for  warping  provided  by  the  city,  wherever 
such  apparatus  is  so  provided,  if  directed  so  to  do  by  the 
draw-tender. 

Sect.  5.  Whoever  defaces,  breaks,  or  injures  either  of 
said  bridges,  or  the  wharves  connected  therewith,  or  un- 
necessarily opens  the  draAv  of  such  bridge ;  or  obstructs  the 
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passage  of  the  same  ;  or  makes  fast  to  such  bridge,  or  to  a 
guard  or  pier  thereof,  a  vessel,  scow,  raft,  or  float ;  or  allows 
a  vessel  under  his  charge  to  pass  through  such  draw ;  or 
remains  inside  the  road  gates  while  they  are  closed  ;  or  enters 
or  remains  upon  any  pier,  wharf,  fender,  or  appurtenance  of 
such  bridge,  without  the  consent  of  the  draw-tender  of  the 
bridge,  shall,  for  each  ofience,  be  subject  to  a  penalty  of  not 
less  than  three  and  not  more  than  fifty  dollars. 

Sect.  6.  The  said  superintendent  shall  annually  appoint, 
on  the  part  of  the  city,  draw-tenders  of  all  those  bridges, 
except  West  Boston,  Cragie,  and  Prison-Point  bridges,  which 
are  only  in  part  controlled  and  maintained  by  the  city  of 
Boston,  and  he  shall  prescribe  suitable  rules  and  regulations 
for  the  government  of  such  draw-tenders. 

West  Boston  and  Cragie  Bridges. 

Sect.  7.  The  mayor  shall  annually  appoint,  subject  to 
confirmation  by  the  board  of  aldermen,  a  commissioner  on  the 
West  Boston  and  Cragie  or  Canal  bridges,  to  hold  office  for 
one  year  from  the  first  Monday  in  May  in  the  year  in  which 
he  is  appointed. 

Sect.  8.  The  said  commissioner  shall,  in  conjunction  with 
a  commissioner  for  the  city  of  Cambridge,  have  and  exercise 
all  the  powers,  in  relation  to  the  care  and  management  of 
said  bridges,  which  are  conferred  by  chapter  three  hundred 
and  two  of  the  statutes  of  the  commonwealth  of  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  seventy. 

Prison-Point  Bridge. 

Sect.  9.  The  mayor  shall  annually  appoint,  subject  to 
confirmation  by  the  board  of  aldermen,  a  commissioner  on 
Prison-Point  bridge,  to  hold  office  for  one  year  from  the  first 
Monday  in  May  in  the  year  in  which  he  is  appointed. 

Sect.  10.  The  said  commissioner  shall,  in  conjunction  Avith 
a  commissioner  for  the  city  of  Cambridge,  have  and  exercise 
all  the  powers,  in  relation  to  the  care  and  management  of  said 
bridge,  which  are  conferred  by  chapter  three  hundred  of  the 
statutes  of  the  commonwealth  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred 
and  seventy. 

Sect.  11.  The  said  superintendent  of  bridges  and  the 
said  commissioners  shall  annually,  in  January,  submit  to 
the  city  council  written  reports,  containing  particular  ac- 
counts, for  the  year  ending  on  the  preceding  thirty-first  day 
of  December,  of  the  expenditures  on  account  of  the  bridges 
under  their  control  respectively,  the  number  of  times  the 
draws  thereof  have  been  opened,  and  other  matters  of  gen- 
eral interest  in  relation  thereto. 
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CHAPTER  46. 

OF  THE  FANEUIL-HALL  MARKET. 

Section  1.  The  mayor  shall  annually  appoint,  subject  to 
confirmation  by  the  board  of  aldermen,  a  superintendent  of 
the  Faneuil-Hall  market. 

Sect.  2.  There  shall  be  allowed  to  the  said  superintendent 
the  following  subordinates  :  — 

One  deputy  superintendent. 

One  day  ofiicer. 

Two  night  ofl^icers, 

One  weigher  at  city  scales. 

Sect.  8.  The  said  superintendent  shall  have  the  care  and 
superintendence  of  the  Faneuil-Hall  market;  and  it  shall  be 
his  duty  to  preserve  order  therein  and  to  execute  and  carry 
into  effect  all  regulations,  orders,  and  ordinances  in  relation 
thereto,  which  may  be  duly  made  and  established  from  time 
to  time  by  the  city  council  or  by  the  board  of  aldermen,  and 
to  enter  and  prosecute  complaints  for  violations  thereof.  He 
shall  also  keep  open  and  unobstructed  for  the  passage  of 
vehicles,  at  all  hours  of  every  market  day  after  eight  o'clock 
in  the  morning,  the  south  part  of  South  Market  street, 
through  the  entire  length  of  said  street,  and  to  the  width  of 
thirty-five  feet  from  the  outside  limits  of  the  southerly  side- 
walk of  said  street. 

Sect.  4.  The  limits  of  Faneuil-Hall  market  shall  include 
the  lower  floor,  porches,  and  cellars  of  the  buildings  called 
respectively  Faneuil  Hall  and  Quincy  Hall,  and  the  following 
described  portions  of  the  adjacent  streets,  namely  :  so  much 
of  Commercial  street  as  lies  westerly  of  the  sidewalk  on  the 
easterly  side  thereof,  and  between  the  outer  lines  of  the  side- 
walks on  the  northerly  side  of  North  Market  street  and  on 
the  southerly  side  of  South  Market  street  extended  east- 
wardly  ;  all  of  North  and  South  Market  streets,  except  the 
northerly  sidewalk  of  the  former  and  the  southerly  side- 
walk of  the  latter ;  all  that  portion  of  Merchants'  Row  in- 
cluded between  the  outer  lines  of  the  aforesaid  northerly  and 
southerly  sidewalks  extended  westerly  across  said  Merchants' 
Row,  and  all  of  Faneuil-Hall  square,  except  the  sidewalks  on 
the  northerly,  southerly,  and  westerly  sides  thereof, the 
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above-described  limits  being  delineated  on  a  plan  made  by 
N.  Henry  Crafts,  city  engineer,  dated  March  twelfth,  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-six. 

Sect.  5.  The  several  stalls  and  cellars  in  said  market 
shall  be  leased  in  terms  of  five  years,  from  the  first  day 
of  April  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-two. 
The  minimum  prices  therefor  shall  be  established  by  vote  of 
the  city  council,  at  a  date  not  less  than  one  month,  and  not 
more  than  three  months,  before  the  beginning  of  each  term 
of  lease.  The  superintendent  shall  receive  a  copy  of  such 
vote  forthwith  from  the  city  clerk,  and  shall  notify  the 
tenants  then  occupying,  who  shall  have  the  option  of  taking, 
at  such  price,  a  new  lease  of  their  respective  holdings,  sub- 
ject to  the  approval  of  the  mayor.  All  stalls  and  cellars  not 
so  taken  at  the  date  of  the  beo^innino^  of  the  new  term  of 
lease  shall  be  leased  to  suitable  persons  by  the  superin- 
tendent, at  not  less  than  the  rents  affixed  by  the  order  of  the 
city  council.  All  leases  shall  require  the  written  approval 
of  the  mayor.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  superintendent, 
within  sixty  days  of  the  date  fixed  for  the  renewal  of  the  leases, 
to  report  to  the  mayor  any  tenant  who  is,  or  has  been, 
delinquent  in  paying  his  rent,  or  has  neglected,  or  refused, 
to  comply  with  the  regulations  governing  the  market. 

The  lessees  of  said  stalls  and  cellars  shall  not,  without  the 
written  assent  of  the  mayor,  underlet  the  same,  or  any  part 
thereof,  nor  permit  the  same  to  be  occupied  by  any  other 
person,  under  the  penalty  of  forfeiting  the  right  to  such  cellars 
and  stalls. 

The  rents  reserved  in  such  leases  shall  be  payable  to  the 
city  collector,  and  the  superintendent  of  markets  shall  furnish 
the  bills  and  lists  thereof  according  to  the  provisions  of  these 
ordinances. 

Sect.  6.  When  the  lessee  of  a  stall  or  cellar  in  said  mar- 
ket vacates  the  same,  or  neglects  or  refuses  for  the  space  of 
twenty-four  hours  after  his  rent  has  become  payable,  to  pay 
the  same,  or  neglects  or  refuses  to  comply  with  any  regula- 
tion established  for  the  good  order  and  cleanliness  of  the  said 
market-house,  its  entries,  passage-ways,  and  sidewalks,  and 
of  the  streets  adjoining  thereto,  such  stall  or  cellar  shall 
thereupon  revert  to  the  city,  and  shall  be  leased  for  the  un- 
expired term  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  section  five  of  this 
chapter. 

Sect.  7.  The  said  superintendent  and  his  deputies  shall 
have  the  control  of  all  vehicles  within  the  limits  of  said  mar- 
ket, and  may  assign  stands  within  said  limits  for  the  sale  of 
provisions  and  other  articles  ;  and  no  person  shall  occupy 
any  stand  other  than  such  as  is  so  assigned  to  him. 
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Sect.  8.  The  said  superintendent  may  remove  from  place 
to  place  within  said  limits  (if  the  owners  or  possessors  thereof 
neglect  or  refuse,  after  being  requested,  so  to  remove  them,  or 
if  the  owner  or  possessor  is  absent  therefrom),  all  vehicles, 
with  their  contents  and  all  horses  and  other  beasts,  which 
are  ranged  or  formed  in  an}^  other  manner  than  as  directed 
by  said  superintendent ;  and  the  owner  or  person  having 
charge  of  a  vehicle,  box,  barrel,  cask,  crate,  basket,  package, 
tub,  or  other  vessel,  whether  empty  or  not,  occupying  a 
place  within  said  limits,  shall,  when  directed  by  said  super- 
intendent cause  the  same  with  its  contents  to  be  removed 
without  delay  to  such  place  within  said  limits  as  the  said 
superintendent  may  direct ;  and  in  case  of  the  neglect  or 
refusal  of  such  owner  or  possessor  so  to  do,  or  in  case  of  the 
absence  of  such  owner  or  possessor,  so  that  the  direction  to 
remove  cannot  be  given  by  said  superintendent  and  imme- 
diately complied  with,  such  owner  or  possessor  shall  be  liable 
to  the  penalty  provided  in  section  hve  of  chapter  one  for 
breaches  of  these  ordinances. 

Sect.  9.  All  horses  and  other  beasts  shall  be  taken  from 
vehicles  having  provisions  or  articles  of  any  kind  for  sale 
therein  and  standing  within  the  said  limits,  and  shall  be  con- 
ducted by  their  owner  or  driver  to  a  stable,  or  otherwise  re- 
moved from  said  limits  ;  and  if  the  said  superintendent  finds 
a  vehicle,  horse,  or  other  beast  abandoned  and  left  unpro- 
tected within  said  limits,  he  shall  cause  such  vehicle  with  its 
contents,  and  such  horse  or  other  beast,  to  be  conducted  to 
some  stable  or  other  suitable  place ;  and  the  owner  or  per- 
son having  the  care  or  keeping  thereof  shall  be  liable  to  pay, 
before  the  redelivery  thereof  to  him,  the  entire  cost  and  ex- 
pense of  the  removal  and  keeping  thereof  during  the  time  it 
is  in  said  stable  or  other  suitable  place,  together  with  such 
further  sum  of  money,  not  exceeding  two  dollars,  for  the 
trouble  arising  in  that  behalf,  as  the  said  superintendent  may 
demand,  the  same  to  be  paid  to  said  superintendent  and  ac- 
counted for  to  the  city. 

Sect.  10.  No  person  having  the  care  or  ordering  of  a 
vehicle  shall  place  the  same  or  allow  the  same  to  be  abreast 
of  or  in  a  line  with  or  near  to  any  other  vehicle  within  said 
limits,  in  such  a  manner  as  to  obstruct  a  free  passage  for 
other  vehicles,  but  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  the  vehicles 
of  market  or  provision  men,  standing  within  said  limits  with 
fresh  provisions  or  perishable  produce  for  sale  before  eleven 
o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  or  after  four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon 
and  before  the  closing  of  said  market  at  night. 

Sect.  11.  No  owner,  driver,  or  other  person  having  the 
care  or  ordering  of  a  vehicle,  which  has  fresh  provisions  or 
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perishable  produce  therein,  shall  suffer  the  same  to  remain 
within  the  limits  of  said  market  for  more  than  twenty  minutes 
between  the  hours  of  eleven  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  and  four 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  unless  permitted  so  to  do  by  the  said 
superintendent. 

Sect.  12.  No  vehicle,  horse,  or  otlier  beast  shall  be  per- 
mitted to  stand  within  the  limits  of  said  market  on  any  part 
of  the  Lord's  day  or  evening,  nor  shall  any  person  continue 
to  do  business  within  the  limits  of  said  market  on  a  week-day 
after  the  hour  prescribed  for  closing  the  market,  except  on 
the  evenings  immediately  preceding  Thanksgiving  and 
Christmas  days,  nor  on  an  evening  after  the  closing  of  the 
market-house  ;  and  no  person  shall  place  or  leave  a  vehicle, 
box,  barrel,  crate,  cask,  or  other  vessel,  empty  or  otherwise, 
within  the  limits  of  said  market  on  any  part  of  the  Lord's 
day  or  evening,  or  on  a  week-day,  after  the  said  hour  pre- 
scribed for  closing  the  market,  except  on  the  evenings  im- 
mediately preceding  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  days,  or 
on  an  evening  after  the  closing  of  the  market-house ;  and 
the  said  superintendent  may  cause  a  vehicle  or  article  so  left 
or  placed  to  be  removed  in  the  manner  provided  in  the 
eighth  and  ninth  sections  of  this  chapter,  or  in  either  of 
them. 

Sect.  13.  No  person  shall  occupy  a  street  stand  within 
the  limits  of  the  said  market,  unless  for  the  sole  purpose  of 
selling  fresh  provisions  or  perishable  produce,  the  product 
of  his  own  farm  or  of  some  farm  within  ten  miles  of  his 
residence,  or  for  the  purpose  of  offering  fresh  provisions  or 
perishable  produce  for  sale  at  wholesale  on  commission  for, 
or  as  agent  of,  some  person  or  persons  not  residing  or 
having  a  usual  place  of  business  within  eight  miles  of  said 
market ;  and  meats  shall  be  sold  at  wholesale  only  by  the 
person  who  slaughtered  the  animals  of  which  such  meats 
were  a  part. 

Sect.  14.  Between  the  hours  of  eleven  o'clock  in  the 
forenoon  and  four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  or  between  the 
closing  of  the  said  market  at  night  and  the  morning  of  the 
next  day,  no  person  shall,  without  the  permission  of  the  said 
superintendent,  occupy  a  street  stand  or  other  place  within 
the  limits  of  the  said  market  for  the  sale  of  fresh  provisions 
or  of  perishable  produce,  nor  have  in  his  possession  within 
said  limits  fresh  provisions  or  perishable  produce  with  intent 
to  sell  the  same. 

Sect.  15.  No  lessee  of  a  stall  or  occupant  of  a  stand  shall 
encumber  with  casks,  barrels,  meat,  or  otherwise,  the  main 
passage-way  or  the   cross  passage-waj^s  within   the  said 
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market-house,  nor  the  passage-ways  outside  of  said  house 
in  front  of  the  door-ways  and  leading  into  the  middle  of  the 
streets,  nor  the  avenues  leading  to  and  from  the  said 
market. 

Sect.  16.  No  lessee  of  a  stall  or  cellar  in  said  market 
shall  throw,  or  permit  to  be  thrown  or  to  remain  within  the 
precincts  of  his  stall  or  cellar,  any  offal,  animal  substance, 
scrapings,  or  other  kind  of  dirt,  filth,  or  useless  or  offensive 
matter ;  but  every  such  lessee  shall  forthwith  remove  the 
same,  or  cause  the  same  to  be  deposited  in  tight  vessels, 
approved  by  the  said  superintendent,  and  to  be  removed 
as  the  said  superintendent  may  direct. 

Sect.  17.  No  person  shall  at  any  time,  during  the  day 
or  night,  throw  or  sweep  any  offal,  animal  or  vegetable  sub- 
stance, scrapings  and  sweepings,  damaged  salt,  brine,  pickle, 
or  foul  water  from  stalls  or  cellars  into  the  passage-ways,  or 
upon  the  sidewalks,  or  into  the  streets  adjoining  said  market 
house. 

Sect.  18.  No  person  shall,  within  the  limits  of  said 
market,  sell,  or  offer  to  sell,  or  expose  for  sale,  or  have  in 
his  possession,  meat,  fish,  bread,  vegetables,  tallow,  skins, 
pelts,  poultry,  or  other  articles  which  in  the  opinion  of  said 
superintendent  are  diseased,  corrupted,  tainted,  or  unwhole- 
some ;  but  any  person  having  in  his  possession  any  of  such 
articles  shall,  when  directed  by  said  superintendent,  forth- 
with remove  the  same  from  said  limits  to  such  suitable 
place  as  the  said,  superintendent  may  direct ;  and  if  he 
refuses  or  neglects  to  comply  with  such  direction,  or  if  the 
owner  or  person  having  charge  of  such  articles  is  absent  for 
more  than  one  hour,  the  said  superintendent  shall  forthwith 
remove  such  articles,  or  cause  them  to  be  removed,  from 
said  limits  to  such  suitable  place  as  aforesaid  at  the  expense 
of  such  owner  or  person  ;  and  if  in  the  judgment  of  said 
superintendent  it  is  necessary  for  the  public  health,  it  shall 
be  his  duty  to  destroy  such  articles  ;  and  if  any  person 
hinders,  obstructs,  or  molests  said  superintendent,  or  any 
person  employed  by  him,  in  the  premises,  he  shall  be  liable 
to  the  penalty  provided  in  section  five  of  chapter  one  for 
breaches  of  these  ordinances. 

Sect.  19.  No  person  shall,  within  the  limits  of  said 
market,  play  at  any  game,  or  lie  down,  or  sleep,  or  behave 
in  a  disorderly,  noisy,  or  riotous  manner,  or  scuffle,  or  throw 
any  missile  or  thing  whatsoever ;  nor  shall  any  person 
within  said  limits  smoke,  or  have  a  lighted  pipe  or  cigar 
in  his  possession ;  nor  shall  any  idle  or  disorderly  person, 
itinerant  peddler,  or  transient  person  making  a  disturbance 
or  noise,  be  allowed  to  frequent  or  to  tarry  within  said 
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limits  after  being  forbidden  so  to  do  by  the  said  superin- 
tendent. 

Sect.  20.  All  butter  brought  within  the  limits  of  said 
market  for  sale  shall  be  sold  by  weight ;  and  if  it  is  in 
lumps,  each  lump  shall  contain  butter  weighing  one  or  more 
even  integral  pounds  or  quarter  pounds,  and  the  superinten- 
dent may  take  and  weigh  all  butter  in  lumps  exposed  for 
sale  in  said  market,  and  if  a  lump  is  found  to  be  deficient  in 
weight,  may  destroy  the  form  thereof. 

Sect.  21.  No  person  shall,  within  the  limits  of  said  mar- 
ket, sell,  otFer  to  sell,  or  exhibit  for  sale,  an  article  which 
is  deficient  in  the  weight  or  measure  for  which  the  same  is 
sold  or  offered  or  exhibited  for  sale,  nor  shall  any  person 
otherwise  practise  any  fraudulent  dealing  within  said  limits. 
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CHAPTER  47. 

OF  THE  MOUNT  HOPE  CEMETERY. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  annually  appointed  by  the 
mayor,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  board  of  aldermen, 
five  trustees  of  the  Mount  Hope  Cemetery,  two  of  whom  at 
least  shall  be  owners  of  lots  in  said  cemetery. 

Sect.  2.  The  persons  so  elected  shall  constitute  a  board 
of  trustees  of  the  Mount  Hope  Cemetery,  and  the  said  board 
shall  annually  on  the  first  Monday  in  May  meet  and  organize 
by  the  choice  of  one  of  their  number  as  president.  The  said 
board  shall  have  the  sole  care,  superintendence,  and  manage- 
ment of  the  Mount  Hope  Cemetery,  and  may  make  such  rules 
and  regulations  for  their  own  government,  and  for  the  govern- 
ment of  all  subordinate  officers  by  them  appointed,  as  they 
may  deem  expedient.  A  majority  of  the  whole  board  shall 
be  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
business. 

Sect.  3.  The  said  board  shall  set  apart  and  appropriate  a 
portion  of  said  cemetery  as  a  public  burial-place  for  the  use 
of  the  inhabitants  of  the  city  of  Boston,  free  from  any  charge 
therefor ;  and  they  shall  lay  out  said  cemetery,  in  suitable 
lots  or  other  subdivisions,  for  family  or  other  burial-places, 
with  all  the  necessary  paths  and  avenues,  and  may  plant  and 
embellish  the  said  cemetery  with  trees,  shrubs,  flowers,  and 
other  rural  ornaments ;  and  they  may  enclose  and  divide  the 
same  with  proper  fences,  and  may  erect  or  annex  thereto  such 
suitable  edifices,  appendages,  and  conveniences,  as  they  may 
from  time  to  time  deem  expedient ;  and  said  board  may,  in 
the  execution  of  their  trust,  make  all  necessary  by-laws, 
rules,  and  regulations,  not  inconsistent  with  the  ordinances 
of  the  city  or  the  statutes  of  the  commonwealth,  as  they  may 
deem  expedient. 

Sect.  4.  The  said  board  shall  have  authority  to  grant 
and  convey  to  any  person  or  persons,  by  deed  duly  executed, 
the  sole  and  exclusive  right  of  burial  and  of  erecting  tombs, 
cenotaphs,  and  other  monuments  in  any  of  the  designated 
lots  or  subdivisions  of  said  cemetery,  upon  such  terms  and 
conditions  as  they  may  by  their  rules  and  regulations  pre- 
scribe. 

Sect.  5.  The  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  lots  and  of  rights 
of  burial  in  said  cemetery  shall  be  paid  into  the  city  treas- 
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ury,  separate  from  any  other  funds  of  the  city  and  sub- 
ject to  the  order  of  said  board,  and  shall  be  devoted  to  the 
liquidation  of  all  amounts  paid  by  the  city  on  account  of  said 
cemetery,  either  for  land  or  for  the  improvement  and  embel- 
lishment thereof,  under  the  direction  of  said  board,  who  shall 
also  have  the  control  of  any  appropriation  which  may  be 
made  for  the  cemetery  by  the  city  council. 

Sect.  6.  The  said  board  are  authorized  to  take  and  hold 
any  grant,  donation,  bequest,  or  deposit  that  may  be  made 
upon  trust  to  apply  the  same,  or  the  income  thereof,  for  the 
improvement  or  embellishment  of  the  said  cemetery  or  for 
the  erection,  repair,  preservation,  or  renewal  of  a  monu- 
ment, fence,  or  other  erection  therein  ;  or  for  the  planting  or 
cultivation  of  trees,  shrubs,  or  plants  in  and  around  a  lot ; 
or  for  improving  the  said  cemetery  in  any  other  manner  or 
form  consistent  with  the  purposes  for  which  it  was  estab- 
lished. And  when  such  a  grant,  donation,  bequest,  or  de- 
posit is  made  by  the  proprietor  of  a  lot  in  said  cemetery  for 
the  annual  repair,  preservation,  or  embellishment  of  such  lot 
and  of  the  erections  thereon,  the  said  board  may  give  to  such 
proprietor,  or  to  his  representative,  an  agreement  or  obliga- 
tion, in  such  form  and  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as 
they  may  establish,  binding  themselves  and  their  successors 
to  preserve  and  keep  said  lot  in  repair  forever  or  for  such 
period  as  may  be  agreed  on. 

Sect.  7.  All  sums  of  money  so  received  by  said  board 
shall  be  invested  by  the  city  treasurer  in  public  stocks  or  in 
mortgages  of  real  estate,  and  shall  always  remain  separate 
from,  and  independent  of,  any  other  moneys  or  property 
belonging  to  the  city,  and  free  from  the  control  of  the  city 
council.  And  the  income  of  such  fund  or  funds  shall  be 
received  by  the  city  treasurer,  subject  to  the  order  of  the 
said  board,  and  shall  be  appropriated  by  them  in  such  man- 
ner as  will,  in  their  opinion,  best  promote  the  purposes  for 
which  such  grants,  donations,  bequests,  or  deposits  were 
made. 

Sect.  8.  The  city  shall  be  responsible  for  the  good  faith 
of  said  board  and  of  the  city  treasurer,  in  the  execution  of 
any  trust  which  they  may  assume  pursuant  to  the  foregoing 
provisions  ;  but  the  said  board  shall  not  be  liable  to  renew  a 
monument  or  other  erection  on  a  lot  in  said  cemetery,  unless 
such  liability  is  expressed  in  the  agreement  under  which  they 
accept  the  grant,  donation,  bequest,  or  deposit  for  the  repair 
or  preservation  of  such  lot. 

Sect.  9.  The  city  registrar  shall  act  as  secretary  of  said 
board ;  shall  receive  all  applications  for  lots  and  for  rights 
of  burial ;  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  said  board,  make 
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all  deeds  of  said  lots  and  rights ;  shall  pay  to  the  city  col- 
lector all  sums  of  money  received  on  account  of  the  ceme- 
tery ;  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  in  relation  to  the 
cemetery  as  the  said  board  may  from  time  to  time  require. 

Sect.  10.  Every  deed  of  a  lot  in  said  cemetery  shall  be 
in  such  form  as  such  board  shall  prescribe  and  the  corpora- 
tion counsel  approve,  shall  be  signed  by  the  chairman  of 
said  board  and  countersigned  by  the  secretary  thereof  and  by 
the  city  treasurer,  shall  have  the  city  seal  affixed  thereto, 
and  shall  be  recorded  by  the  city  registrar  in  a  book  provided 
for  the  purpose  and  kept  in  his  office. 

Sect.  11.  Said  board  shall  annually  in  January  submit 
to  the  city  council  a  report  in  print,  made  up  to  and  includ- 
ing the  last  day  of  the  preceding  December,  and  containing  a 
statement  of  the  condition  of  the  cemetery  and  an  account  in 
detail  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  during  the  year. 


Chap.  48.]  REGULATION  OF  BUILDING.  127 


CHAPTER  48. 

OF  THE  REGULATION  OF  BUILDING. 

Section  1.  The  limits  within  which  all  buildings  here- 
after erected  shall  be  required  to  conform  to  the  provisions 
of  chapter  three  hundred  and  seventy-four  of  the  statutes  of 
the  commonwealth  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty- 
five,  and  of  the  acts  in  amendment  thereof  and  in  addition 
thereto,  are  hereby  established  and  defined  as  follows  :  All 
that  portion  of  the  city  which  is  included  within  a  line  be- 
o:inninff  at  the  intersection  of  the  centre  lines  of  Dover  and 

to  o 

Albany  streets,  and  thence  running  east  through  the  centre 
of  said  Dover  street  to  the  harbor  commissioners'  line  ; 
thence  by  the  said  harbor  commissioners'  line  around  the 
northerly  portion  of  the  "  city  proper  "  to  a  point  on  Charles 
river  at  the  intersection  of  said  line  with  the  boundary  line 
between  Brookline  and  Boston  ;  thence  along  said  boundary 
line  to  the  centre  of  Longwood  avenue ;  thence  through  the 
centre  of  said  avenue  to  the  centre  of  Bumstead  lane  ;  thence 
through  the  centre  of  said  lane  to  the  centre  of  Ward  street ; 
thence  through  the  centre  of  said  Ward  street  to  the  centre 
of  Parker  street ;  thence  through  the  centre  of  said  Parker 
street  to  the  centre  of  Ruggles  street ;  thence  through  the 
centre  of  said  Ruggles  street  to  the  centre  of  Washington 
street ;  thence  through  the  centre  of  said  Washington  street 
to  a  point  opposite  the  centre  of  Pahner  street ;  thence 
throuo^h  the  centre  of  said  Palmer  street  and  throuo^h  the 
centre  of  Eustis  street  to  the  centre  of  Hampden  street ;  and 
thence  through  the  centre  of  said  Hampden  street  and  the 
centre  of  Albany  street  to  the  point  of  beginning ;  the  said 
district  being  shown  on  a  plan  made  by  the  city  surveyor, 
dated  June  28,  1881,  and  deposited  in  his  ofiice. 

Sect.  2.  Outside  the  limits  defined  in  the  preceding  sec- 
tion wooden  buildings  may  be  erected,  subject  to  the  follow- 
ing restrictions  and  regulations  :  — 

A  wooden  building,  to  be  used  as  a  dwelling-house,  shall 
not  exceed  a  height  of  forty-five  feet,  and  the  external  side- 
walls  of  said  building  shall  not  be  placed  at  a  less  distance 
than  one  foot  and  six  inches  from  the  line  of  the  lot  upon 
which  the  building  is  to  be  located,  unless  a  brick  external 
wall  is  substituted  for  wooden  wall,  and  of  a  thickness  pre- 
scribed by  statute  law  regulating  the  erection  of  brick  ex- 
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ternal  walls.  The  brick  walls  above  required  shall  be  built 
up  to  the  under  side  of  the  roof-covering,  which  shall  be 
laid  and  embedded  in  mortar  upon  the  walls. 

Where  a  wooden  building  is  already  erected  for  dwelling 
purposes  upon  an  adjoining  lot,  there  shall  be  between  the 
walls  of  the  building  erected  and  the  one  to  be  erected,  if 
of  wood,  a  clear  open  space  of  three  feet  between  the  said 
buildings. 

Wooden  ells  may  be  erected  in  connection  with  wooden 
buildings  used  for  dwelling  purposes,  but  the  ell  shall  not 
exceed  thirty  feet  in  length,  fifteen  feet  in  width,  nor  be  of  a 
greater  height  than  twenty-five  feet,  or  of  any  other  dimen- 
sion not  in  excess  of  the  superficial  area  of  four  hundred 
and  fifty  square  feet.  Such  ells  may  be  built  without  the 
intervention  of  a  brick  wall  between  said  ell  and  the  main 
building. 

In  the  erection  of  wooden  buildings  in  blocks  of  two  or 
more  houses,  to  be  occupied  for  dwelling  purposes,  the  said 
buildings  shall  have  intercepting  brick  walls  not  less  than 
eight  inches  thick ;  said  brick  walls  to  be  carried  up  and 
topped  out  twelve  inches  above  the  roof,  and  covered  with 
metallic  covering. 

Wooden  buildings  to  be  used  for  other  purposes  than  that 
of  a  dwelling-house,  shall  not  exceed  a  height  of  fifty-five  feet 
from  the  grade  of  the  street,  court,  or  place  upon  which  the 
said  building  is  to  be  erected  ;  and,  if  in  a  range  of  more  than 
fifty  feet,  there  shall  be  constructed  an  intercepting  brick 
wall,  not  less  than  twelve  inches  thick  and  carried  up  to  a 
height  of  twelve  inches  above  the  roof,  and  the  said  wall  to 
be  covered  with  metallic  covering. 

A  wooden  building  to  be  used  for  any  purpose  other  than 
that  of  a  dwelling-house  shall  not  be  erected  or  placed  at  a 
less  distance  than  ten  feet  from  any  other  wooden  building 
which  is  twenty-five  feet  or  more  in  height,  or  at  a  less  distance 
than  four  feet  from  any  other  wooden  building  which  is  less 
than  twenty-five  feet  in  height. 

In  no  case  shall  the  sills  of  any  building  referred  to  in  this 
section  be  laid  below  the  grade  of  the  street,  unless  by  special 
permit  of  the  inspector  of  buildings. 

Sect.  3.  The  restrictions  contained  in  the  preceding  sec- 
tion shall  not  apply  to  buildings  erected  or  placed  at  a  dis- 
tance of  fifty  feet  or  more  from  any  other  building,  and  from 
any  street,  open  or  intended  to  be  open  for  public  passage, 
whether  accepted  by  the  city  or  not. 

Sect.  4.  All  wooden  buildings  shall  be  built  upon  secure 
foundations  of  stone  or  brick,  carried  up  to  the  surface  of 
the  ground.    The  foundation,  if  of  brick,  shall  not  be  less 
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than  tw^elve  inches  thick,  and  laid  in  cement  mortar ;  if 
of  rubble-stone,  it  shall  not  be  less  than  sixteen  inches 
thick,  when  laid  in  cement  mortar,  and  not  less  than  twenty 
inches  thick,  when  laid  dry;  if  of  block  stone,  it  shall  be 
not  less  than  sixteen  inches  thick  and  laid  in  cement 
mortar.  All  foundations  shall  be  laid  upon  solid  ground 
not  less  than  four  feet  below  the  surface  which  is  exposed 
to  frost,  or  upon  piles  or  other  solid  substructure.  Piles 
shall  be  driven  to  a  firm  and  solid  bearing,  and  the  tops 
of  all  piles  shall  be  cut  off  at  or  below  a  grade  to  be  pre- 
scribed by  the  inspector  of  buildmgs.  There  shall  be  at 
least  one  row  of  piles,  spaced  not  over  three  feet  on  centres, 
in  the  direction  of  the  length  of  the  wall.  Piles  shall  be 
capped  with  footing-courses  of  stone.  In  the  construction  of 
workshops  or  other  buildings  of  a  like  character  or  for 
temporary  purposes,  built  upon  soft  or  marshy  land,  the  in- 
spector may,  in  his  discretion,  permit  the  sills  to  be  placed 
upon  mud-sills  or  blocking,  or  upon  piles  cut  to  height  of 
grade. 

Sect.  5.  All  wooden  buildings  shall  be  built  with  posts, 
girts,  and  plates,  properly  mortised,  tenoned,  braced,  and 
pinned  in  each  story,  and  supported  by  suitable  studding, 
the  studs  to  be  not  more  than  thirty-two  inches  apart,  the 
posts  and  girts  to  be  not  less  than  four  by  eight  inches,  or 
equivalent  thereto,  except  that  the  foregoing  dimensions  for 
posts  and  girts  shall  not  apply  to  buildings  not  exceeding 
four  hundred  feet  in  area,  and  less  than  fifteen  feet  in  height. 

Sect.  6.  No  wooden  building  now  erected,  or  hereafter 
to  be  erected,  shall  be  altered,  raised,  roofed,  enlarged,  or 
otherwise  built  upon,  in  any  manner  contrary  to  the  terms 
of  the  five  preceding  sections. 

Sect.  7.  No  wooden  building  shall  hereafter  be  erected 
without  a  permit  being  first  obtained  from  the  inspector  of 
buildings  ;  and  no  alteration  of  or  addition  to  any  such  build- 
ing shall  be  made  without  such  permit. 

Sect.  8.  Whoever  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  the 
seven  preceding  sections,  and  neglects  for  twenty-four  hours, 
after  written  notice  from  the  inspector  of  buildings,  served 
upon  him  personally,  or  posted  conspicuously  upon  the  build- 
ing erected  or  in  process  of  erection,  alteration,  or  repair 
in  violation  of  said  provisions,  to  alter  said  building  in  con- 
formity with  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  shall  be  liable  to 
a  penalty  of  not  less  than  twenty  nor  more  than  fifty  dol- 
lars, and  to  a  like  penalty  for  every  day's  continuance  of 
such  violation. 

Sect.  9.  Whoever  intends  to  erect  or  to  make  altera- 
tions in  a  building  of  any  description,  within  ten  feet  of  a 
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public  street  of  the  city,  shall,  fifteen  days  at  least  before 
he  proceeds  to  build  or  erect  the  same,  or  to  lay  the  founda- 
tion thereof,  or  to  make  the  said  alterations,  or  to  do  any  act 
for  carrying  into  execution  his  intention  to  do  such  things, 
give  to  the  inspector  of  buildings  notice  in  writing  of  his 
intention,  with  the  dimensions  of  the  structure  proposed,  the 
materials  to  be  used,  the  number  on  the  street  or  the  precise 
location,  and  the  name  of  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  land, 
in  order  that  any  encroachment  or  other  injury  or  incon- 
venience to  the  public  streets  which  might  otherwise  happen, 
may  be  thereby  prevented  ;  and  in  default  thereof  the  city  shall 
be  discharged  from  all  damages,  of  any  nature  whatsoever, 
resulting  from  the  failure  to  give  notice  as  above  provided, 
particularly  from  all  such  damages  or  expenses  as  have  been 
enhanced  or  occasioned  by  reason  of  anything  done  previously 
to  or  without  such  notice. 

Sect.  10.  The  number  of  assistant  inspectors  of  build- 
ings provided  for  in  section  five  of  chapter  three  hundred  and 
seventy-four  of  the  statutes  of  the  commonwealth  of  the 
year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty -five  shall  be  sixteen. 
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CHAPTER  49. 

OF  THE  REGULATION  OF  PLUMBING. 

Section  1.  No  person  shall  carry  on  the  business  of 
plumbing  unless  he  shall  have  first  registered  his  name  and 
place  of  business  in  the  ofiice  of  the  inspector  of  buildings, 
and  notice  of  any  change  in  the  place  of  business  of  a  regis- 
tered plumber  shall  be  immediately  given  to  said  inspector. 

Sect.  2.  Every  plumber,  before  doing  any  work  in  a 
building,  shall,  except  in  the  case  of  the  repair  of  leaks,  file 
at  the  office  of  the  said  inspector,  upon  blanks  to  be  provided 
for  the  purpose,  a  notice  of  the  work  to  be  performed ;  and 
no  such  work  shall  be  done  in  any  building  without  the 
approval  of  said  inspector. 

Sect.  3.  Every  building  shall  be  separately  and  inde- 
pendently connected  with  the  public  sewer,  when  such  sewer 
is  provided ;  and,  if  such  sewer  is  not  provided,  with  a  brick 
and  cement  cesspool  of  a  capacity  to  be  approved  by  the  said 
inspector. 

Sect.  4.  Drains  and  soil-pipes  through  which  water  and 
sewage  is  used  and  carried  shall  be  of  iron,  when  within  a 
building,  and  for  a  distance  of  not  less  than  five  feet  outside 
of  the  foundation  walls  thereof.  They  shall  be  sound,  free 
from  holes  and  other  defects,  of  a  uniform  thickness  of  not 
less  than  one-eighth  of  an  inch  for  a  diameter  of  four  inches 
or  less,  or  five  thirty-seconds  of  an  inch  for  a  diameter  of  five 
or  six  inches,  with  a  proportional  increase  of  thickness  for  a 
greater  diameter.  They  shall  be  securely  ironed  to  walls, 
laid  in  trenches  to  uniform  grade,  or  suspended  to  floor- tim- 
bers by  strong  iron  hangers,  as  the  said  inspector  may 
direct.  They  shall  be  supplied  with  a  suitable  trap,  placed, 
with  an  accessible  clean-out,  either  outside  or  inside  the 
foundation  wall  of  the  building.  They  shall  have  a  proper 
fall  towards  the  drain  or  sewer,  and  soil-pipes  shall  be  carried 
out  through  the  roof,  open  and  undiminished  in  size,  to  such 
height  as  may  be  directed  by  the  said  inspector ;  but  no 
soil-pipe  shall  be  carried  to  a  height  less  than  two  feet  above 
the  roof.  Changes  in  direction  shall  be  made  with  curved 
pipes,  and  connections  with  horizontal  pipes  shall  be  made 
with  Y  branches. 

Sect.  5.  Rain-water  leaders,  when  connected  with  soil 
or  drain  pipes,  shall  be  suitably  trapped. 
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Sect.  6.  Sewer,  soil-pipe  or  waste-pipe  ventilators  shall 
not  be  constructed  of  brick,  sheet-metal,  or  earthen-ware, 
and  chimney-flues  shall  not  be  used  as  such  ventilators. 

Sect.  7.  Iron  pipes,  before  being  put  in  place,  shall  be 
first  tested  by  the  water  or  kerosene  test,  and  then  coated  in- 
side and  out  with  coal-tar  pitch,  applied  hot,  or  with  paint, 
or  with  some  equivalent  substance.  Joints  shall  be  run  with 
molten  lead,  and  thoroughly  calked  and  made  tight.  Con- 
nections of  lead  pipes  with  iron  pipes  shall  be  made  with  brass 
ferrules,  properly  soldered  and  calked  to  the  iron. 

Sect.  8.  Every  sink,  basin,  bath-tub,  water-closet,  slop- 
hopper,  and  each  set  of  trays,  and  every  fixture  having  a 
waste-pipe,  shall  be  furnished  with  a  trap,  which  shall  be 
placed  as  near  as  practicable  to  the  fixture  that  it  serves. 
Traps  shall  be  protected  from  siphon  age  or  air-pressure  by 
special  air-pipes  of  a  size  not  less  than  the  waste-pipe ;  but 
air-pipes  for  water-closet  traps  shall  be  of  not  less  than 
two-inch  bore  for  thirty  feet  or  less,  and  of  not  less  than 
three-inch  bore  for  more  than  thirty  feet.  Air-pipes  shall 
be  run  as  direct  as  practicable,  and  shall  be  of  not  less  than 
four-inch  bore  where  they  pass  through  the  roof.  Two  or 
more  air-pipes  may  be  connected  together  or  with  a  soil- 
pipe  ;  but  in  every  case  of  connection  with  a  soil-pipe  such 
connection  shall  be  above  the  upper  fixture  of  the  building. 

Sect.  9.  Drip  or  overflow  pipes  from  safes  under  water- 
closets  and  other  fixtures,  or  from  tanks  or  cisterns,  shall  be 
run  to  some  place  in  open  sight,  and  in  no  case  shall  any 
such  pipe  be  connected  directly  with  a  drain,  waste-pipe,  or 
soil-pipe. 

Sect.  10.  Waste-pipes  from  refrigerators,  or  other  re- 
ceptacles in  which  provisions  are  stored,  shall  not  be  con- 
nected with  a  drain,  soil-pipe,  or  other  waste-pipe,  unless 
such  waste-pipes  are  provided  with  traps,  suitably  ventilated, 
and  in  every  case  there  shall  be  an  open  tray  between  the 
trap  and  refrigerator. 

Sect.  11.  Every  water-closet,  or  line  of  water-closets, 
on  the  same  floor,  shall  be  supplied  with  water  from  a  tank 
or  cistern,  and  the  flushing-pipe  shall  not  be  less  than  one 
inch  in  diameter ;  but  this  requirement  shall  not  apply  to 
water-closets  substituted  for  vaults,  where  the  same  are 
located  outside  of  the  building  proper,  and  water-closets  may 
be  arranged  so  as  to  receive  their  supply  directly  from  the 
main  with  such  fixtures  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  in- 
spector of  buildings,  and  by  the  water  board  and  the  board 
of  health. 

Sect.  12.  Pipes  and  other  fixtures  shall  not  be  covered 
or  concealed  from  view  until  after  the  work  has  been  ex- 
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amined  by  the  said  inspector,  and  he  shall  be  notified  by  the 
plumber  when  the  work  is  sufficiently  advanced  for  inspec- 
tion. 

Sect.  13.  Plumbing  work  shall  not  be  used  unless  the 
same  has  first  been  tested  by  the  said  inspector  with  the 
peppermint,  ether,  or  water  test,  and  by  him  found  satis- 
tory. 

Sect.  14.  No  steam-exhaust  shall  be  connected  with  any 
soil  or  waste  pipe,  or  drain  which  communicates  with  a  pub- 
lic sewer. 

Sect.  15.  Water-pipes  in  places  exposed  to  frost  shall  be 
packed  with  mineral  wool,  or  other  substance  equally  good, 
and  they  shall  be  cased  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  said 
inspector. 

Sect.  16.  A  grease-trap  shall  be  constructed  under  the 
sink  of  every  hotel,  eating-house,  restaurant,  or  other  public 
cooking  establishment. 

Sect.  17.  The  provisions  of  sections  three  to  thirteen 
inclusive,  and  of  section  fifteen,  of  this  chapter,  shall  apply 
only  to  buildings  erected,  or  to  work  performed,  after  the 
seventeenth  day  of  March  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and 
eighty-three. 
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CHAPTER  50. 

OF  THE  WEIGHING  AND  INSPECTION  OF  VESSELS  AND  BALLAST. 

Section  1.  There  ,  shall  be  annually  appointed  by  the 
mayor,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  board  of  aldermen,  one 
chief  and  three  assistant  weighers  and  inspectors  of  vessels 
and  ballast,  all  of  whom  shall  be  sworn  to  the  faithful  dis- 
charge of  their  duties.  No  person  shall  be  chosen  to  either 
of  said  offices,  or,  having  been  so  chosen,  shall  continue  to 
fill  the  same,  if  he  is  the  owner  or  agent  of,  or  has  any  interest 
in,  a  vessel  engaged  in  the  transportation  of  stone,  gravel, 
sand,  or  other  ballast,  or  if  he  has  stone,  gravel,  sand,  or 
other  ballast  for  sale. 

Sect.  2.  The  chief  weigher  and  inspector  shall  remain  in 
the  office  mentioned  in  section  four  during  the  time  when 
said  office  is  required  by  said  section  to  be  kept  open  ;  shall 
receive  all  orders  for  the  services  of  weighers  and  inspectors  ; 
shall  depute  the  assistant  weighers  and  inspectors  to  perform 
such  services ;  and  shall  keep  full  and  true  accounts  of  the 
oAcial  transactions  of  the  weighers  and  inspectors  and  of  all 
money  received  and  expended  by  them  by  virtue  of  their 
office,  and  shall  report  the  same,  quarterly,  to  the  city  council 
in  January,  April,  July,  and  October. 

Sect.  3.  The  assistant  weighers  and  inspectors  shall  per- 
form, under  the  general  direction  of  the  chief  weigher  and 
inspector,  all  such  services  as  weighers  and  inspectors  of  ves- 
sels and  ballast  are  required  to  perform  by  the  statutes  of  the 
commonwealth  and  by  this  chapter,  and  which  are  not  herein 
especially  required  to  be  performed  by  the  chief  weigher  and 
inspector ;  and  they  shall  on  each  day  account  for  and  pay 
over  to  the  chief  weigher  and  inspector  all  fees  received  by 
them  for  their  services  ;  and  such  fees,  after  deducting  there- 
from the  necessary  expenses  of  the  office,  shall  be  divided, 
each  week,  equally  between  the  chief  weigher  and  inspector 
and  the  three  assistants. 

Sect.  4.  Said  weighers  and  inspectors  shall  have  an  office 
and  shall  keep  the  same  open  from  sunrise  to  sunset  on  every 
day  except  Sundays  and  legal  holida^^s,  but  with  liberty  to 
close  the  same  from  seven  to  eioht  o'clock  in  the  forenoon 
during  the  months  of  April,  May,  June,  July,  August,  and 
September,  and  from  eight  to  nine  o'clock  in  the  forenoon 
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during  the  other  six  months,  and  from  one  to  two  o'clock  in 
the  afternoon  through  the  whole  year. 

Sect.  5.  All  stones,  gravel,  sand,  or  other  ballast  sold  out 
of  a  lighter  by  weight,  or  brought  to  the  city  by  water  and 
sold  by  weight,  to  be  delivered  at  any  place  within  the  city 
or  into  any  vessel  in  the  harbor  thereof,  shall  be  inspected 
by  the  said  weighers  and  inspectors  ;  but  this  section  shall  not 
apply  to  sand  sold  for  building  purposes,  unless  the  pur- 
chaser of  such  sand  requests  an  inspection  thereof. 

Sect.  6.  In  order  to  make  the  inspection  required  by  the 
preceding  section,  one  of  the  weighers  and  inspectors  shall 
go  on  board  the  vessel  containing  the  material  sold,  and  shall 
inspect  the  marks  of  such  vessel,  both  before  and  after  the 
delivery  of  such  material ;  and  the  person  having  charge  of 
the  vessel  shall,  before  such  delivery,  if  so  required  by  the 
weigher  and  inspector,  pump  out  all  the  water  in  the  vessel 
and  trim  it  so  as  to  make  it  swim  at  equal  marks  at  stem  and 
stern. 

Sect.  7.  Whoever  wilfully  hinders  a  weigher  and  in- 
spector, acting  under  this  ordinance,  from  going  on  board  a 
vessel,  and  whoever  begins  to  deliver  from  a  vessel  stones, 
gravel,  sand,  or  other  ballast,  before  such  vessel  is  trimmed 
to  swim  at  equal  marks,  when  so  required  by  the  weigher 
and  inspector,  and  before  the  water  is  pumped  out  of  the 
vessel,  shall  for  every  such  offence  be  subject  to  a  penalty 
of  not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars. 

Sect.  8.  When  an  assistant  weigher  and  inspector  has 
inspected  and  weighed  stones,  sand,  gravel,  or  other  ballast, 
he  shall  forthwith  report  to  the  chief  weigher  and  inspector 
the  name' of  the  vessel  in  which  such  material  has  been  trans- 
ported, and  the  number  of  tons  of  the  material  with  a  descrip- 
tion of  the  nature  thereof,  whether  of  stones,  sand,  gravel, 
or  other  ballast ;  and  thereupon  the  chief  weigher  and  in- 
spector, or,  in  his  absence,  one  of  the  assistants  designated 
by  him,  shall  furnish  to  the  owner  or  vendor  of  such  material 
a  certificate  of  such  weighing  and  inspection ;  but  such 
certificate  shall  not,  in  any  case,  be  given  for  material  sold 
out  below  the  light-water  marks.  The  chief  weigher  and 
inspector  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  reports  of  his  assistants, 
which  record  shall  be  open  at  all  seasonable  hours  to  the 
examination  of  any  person  interested  therein. 

Sect.  9.  The  accounts  to  be  kept  by  said  weighers  and 
inspectors,  and  the  certificates  to  be  given  by  them,  shall 
specify  the  name  of  the  vendor  ;  the  kind  of  material,  whether 
sand,  gravel,  or  other  ballast ;  the  weight  and  the  deduction 
of  light-water  marks  ;  the  amount  of  fees  received ;  and  the 
date  when  the  certificate  is  given. 
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Sect.  10.  No  vessel,  which  has  once  been  weighed  and 
marked  according  to  law  by  a  weigher  of  the  city  of  Boston, 
shall  be  subject  to  a  charge  for  a  second  weighing  or  marking, 
unless  it  appears  that  her  former  weight  or  marks  are  in- 
correct or  have  been  changed ;  but  every  vessel,  which  has 
once  been  so  weighed  and  marked,  shall  be  subject  to  the  ex- 
amination and  inspection  of  every  weigher  and  inspector, 
without  charge,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  whether  its 
weight  and  marks  are  correct,  or  have  been  altered. 

Sect.  11.  The  master  of  every  vessel  that  has  stones, 
sand,  gravel,  or  other  ballast  for  sale,  shall,  on  arrival, 
report  himself  at  the  office  of  the  said  weighers  and  in- 
spectors, and  shall  produce  for  examination  the  certificate 
of  the  marks  and  measurements  of  his  vessel,  whenever  the 
same  is  demanded  b}'  a  weigher  and  inspector.  In  case  of 
neglect  or  refusal  so  to  produce  the  certificate  he  shall  be 
subject  to  a  penalty  of  not  more  than  fifty  dollars. 

Sect.  12.  Whoever,  when  an  inspection  is  required  by 
this  ordinance,  delivers  stones,  gravel,  sand,  or  other  ballast, 
sold  by  weight,  from  a  vessel  which  has  not  been  weighed, 
marked,  and  inspected  as  before  provided,  or  which  has  not 
been  weighed  and  marked  under  previous  statutes  or  ordi- 
nances, and  whoever  alters  or  counterfeits  the  marks  or 
certificate  of  a  vessel,  shall  for  every  such  oflfence  be  subject 
to  a  penalty  of  not  more  than  three  hundred  dollars. 

Sect.  13.  The  fee  for  inspecting  the  weight  of  stones, 
sand,  gravel,  or  other  ballast,  shall  be  five  cents  for  every 
ton  inspected  and  delivered,  which  fee  shall  in  all  cases 
be  paid  by  the  vendor,  and  shall  be  repaid  to  him  by  the 
vendee. 

Sect.  14.  No  officer  or  agent  of  the  city  shall  purchase 
stones,  gravel,  sand,  or  other  ballast  for  the  city,  or  make 
any  contract  therefor,  or  accept  the  delivery  of  the  same, 
unless  such  material  has  been,  or  before  the  delivery  thereof 
shall  be,  weighed  and  inspected  according  to  the  provisions 
of  this  chapter  and  a  certificate  of  such  weighing  and  inspec- 
tion given  as  is  hereinbefore  provided ;  and  no  bill  against 
the  city,  arising  out  of  or  connected  with  any  such  purchase, 
shall  be  approved  or  allowed  by  any  board  or  officer,  passed 
by  the  city  auditor,  or  paid  by  the  city  treasurer,  unless  a 
certificate  as  aforesaid  accompanies  such  bill. 

Sect.  15.  The  provisions  of  this  chapter  shall  not  apply 
to  the  purchase  or  delivery  of  material  used  in  the  construc- 
tion of  the  improved  system  of  sewerage  ;  but  the  city  engi- 
neer shall  cause  accurate  records  of  the  inspection  of  all  such 
material  to  be  ke[)t  in  as  full  a  manner  as  is  required  by  this 
chapter. 
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CHAPTER  51. 

OF  EXPLOSIVE  COMPOUNDS. 

Section  1 .  Whoever  sells  to  a  child  under  the  age  of  six- 
teen years,  without  the  written  consent  of  its  parent  or 
guardian,  any  cartridge  or  fixed  ammunition  of  which  any 
fulminate  is  a  component  part,  or  a  gun,  pistol,  or  other 
mechanical  contrivance  arranged  for  the  explosion  of  such 
cartridge  or  of  any  fulminate,  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of 
not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars.  But  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  paper  caps  of  which 
the  only  component  parts  are  chlorate  of  potash  and  sul- 
phide of  antimony,  nor  to  any  appliance  for  exploding  the 
same. 

Sect.  2.  A  copy  of  the  preceding  section  shall  be  inserted 
in  all  licenses  granted  for  the  sale  of  gunpowder. 

Sect.  3.  Whoever  desires  to  manufacture  an  explosive 
compound  within  the  limits  of  the  city  shall  make  application 
in  writing  to  the  board  of  aldermen  for  a  license  therefor, 
setting  forth  in  such  application  the  exact  location  of  the  land 
and  the  construction  of  the  buildings  where  such  manufacture 
is  to  be  conducted,  and  a  general  description  of  the  articles 
intended  to  be  manufactured,  the  method  of  manufacturing 
them,  and  the  amount  proposed  to  be  manufactured.  Such 
application  shall  be  referred  to  the  boards  of  fire  commission- 
ers and  of  police,  who  shall  cause  examinations  of  the  place  or 
building  described  in  such  application  to  be  made  by  suitable 
persons  appointed  for  that  purpose  by  said  boards  respectively. 

Sect.  4.  If  the  report  of  such  examiners  is  in  favor  of 
granting  the  license,  the  board  of  aldermen  shall  give  a  public 
hearing  to  all  remonstrants,  after  public  notice  of  said  hear- 
ing has  been  given  for  two  consecutive  weeks  in  at  least  three 
daily  newspapers  published  in  the  city,  and  the  said  board, 
after  such  notice  and  hearing,  may,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  and 
with  the  approval  of  the  mayor,  grant  a  license  to  the  appli- 
cant for  the  manufacture  of  the  explosive  compound  at  a 
specified  place,  with  such  limitations  as  to  the  quantity  to  be 
manufactured,  and  as  to  the  mode  of  storing,  keeping,  or 
transporting  the  same,  as  may  be  prescribed  by  ordinance,  or 
as  the  said  board  may  in  each  case  see  fit  to  impose. 

Sect.  5.  No  manufactory  of  explosive  compounds  shall 
be  erected  or  maintained  within  the  territory  contained  within 
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the  limits  of  the  present  wards  2,  3,  4,  5,  6,  7^  8,  9,  10,  11, 
12,  13,  16,  17,  18,  and  19. 

Sect.  6.  Whoever  desires  to  keep  an  explosive  compound 
for  sale  within  the  city  may  make  application  for  a  license 
therefor  to  the  board  of  fire  commissioners,  who  shall  there- 
upon cause  to  be  made  by  a  suitable  person  an  examination  of 
the  place  where  such  explosive  compound  is  to  be  kept  for 
sale,  and  may  grant  the  license  if  satisfied  that  such  place 
conforms  to  the  requirements  of  this  chapter,  and  is  not 
otherwise  objectionable. 

Sect.  7.  The  following  shall  be  the  greatest  amounts  of 
each  class  of  explosive  compounds  which  may  be  kept  for  sale 
in  any  place  within  twenty  feet  of  a  building  Avhich  is  regu- 
larly occupied  during  any  portion  of  the  day  or  night :  — 

Of  nitro-glycerine  and  all  compounds  thereof  and  of  gun- 
cotton,  four  ounces. 

Of  detonators  or  exploders  for  use  with  any  explosive  com- 
pound other  than  gunpowder,  such  number  as  shall  contain 
in  all  one-half  pound  of  the  detonating  compound  employed. 

Of  any  explosive  compound  not  otherwise  provided  for, 
such  amount,  not  exceeding  ten  pounds,  as  the  board  of  fire 
commissioners  may  deem  safe. 

In  case  a  person  licensed  to  keep  explosive  compounds 
is  also  licensed  to  keep  gunpowder  in  the  same  building,  or 
within  fifty  yards  of  it,  the  greatest  amount  of  explosive 
compounds  which  he  may  keep  shall  be  one-half  of  the  above- 
named  amounts. 

Sect.  8.  Every  person  licensed  to  keep  explosive  com- 
pounds for  sale  shall  provide  for  the  storage  of  such  com- 
pounds a  suitable  place,  in  which  each  class  of  articles 
specified  in  section  seven  shall  be  kept  separate  from  every 
other  class  by  suitable  divisions  or  partitions  of  brick-work. 
No  compound  of  nitro-glycerine  shall  be  kept  in  any  receptacle 
which  is  so  constructed  as  to  have  exposed  iron  or  steel  in  the 
interior  thereof. 

Sect.  9.  Licenses  to  establish  magazines  for  the  storage 
of  explosive  compounds,  in  quantities  greater  than  those 
mentioned  in  section  seven,  may  be  granted  to  manufacturers 
or  dealers  in  the  manner  and  on  the  conditions  prescribed  in 
sections  three,  four,  and  five  for  the  establishment  of  manu- 
factories of  such  compounds. 

Sect.  10.  No  person  shall  keep  explosive  compounds  for 
sale  in  a  building  or  storehouse  within  three  hundred  feet  of 
a  school-house,  church,  theatre,  or  hall  licensed  for  public 
assemblies,  nor  within  five  hundred  feet  of  the  city  hall, 
State-house,  court-house,  or  county  jail ;  and  no  magazine, 
such  as  is  referred  to  in  section  nine,  shall  be  allowed  within  six 
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hundred  feet  of  a  dwelling-house  occupied  by  persons  not 
engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  the  explosive  stored  in  such 
magazine,  nor  within  one  thousand  five  hundred  feet  of  any 
of  the  buildings  before  specified.  Every  such  magazine  shall 
be  surrounded  by  an  earthen  traverse  ten  feet  thick  at  the 
top  and  with  a  natural  slope  to  the  bottom,  and  so  high  that 
a  line  drawn  from  the  highest  point  of  the  explosive  in  store 
to  the  top  of  the  parapet  and  wall  will  pass  above  the  highest 
of  the  surrounding  buildings. 

Sect.  11.  The  transportation  of  explosive  compounds 
through  a  street  or  way  used  by  the  public,  but  not  including 
a  steam  railway,  shall  be  allowed  only  on  the  following  condi- 
tions :  — 

Nitro-glycerine,  in  any  of  its  forms,  shall  be  in  a  congealed 
state,  and  the  packages  in  which  it  is  contained  shall,  during 
transportation,  be  kept  constantly  packed  in  ice  and  in  the 
charge  of  a  competent  agent  furnished  by  the  forwarder,  who 
shall  travel  in  the  vehicle  in  which  the  packages  are  carried. 

All  dry  nitro-glycerine  compounds  shall  be  packed  in 
wooden  cases,  holding  not  more  than  one  hundred  pounds 
thereof,  and  in  which  the  explosive  compound  shall  be  packed, 
when  in  bulk,  with  at  least  three  inches  of  dry  sawdust 
between  the  explosive  compound  and  the  inside  surfaces  of 
the  case,  and  when  in  cartridges,  each  cartridge  shall  be  sur- 
rounded with  sawdust  on  all  sides,  and  a  space  of  at  least  one 
inch,  between  the  outside  of  each  cartridge  and  the  inside 
surface  of  the  case,  shall  be  filled  with  sawdust. 

All  gun-cotton  shall  be  pulverized  and  in  a  compressed 
form  and  moist  state. 

All  explosives  of  the  fulminate  class  shall  be  wet  and  con- 
tained in  wooden  water-tight  kegs,  which  shall  be  packed  in 
sawdust  in  wooden  packages. 

All  explosives  of  the  nitrate-mixture  class  and  chlorate- 
mixture  class  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  rules  and  regula- 
tions that  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  prescribed  for  the 
transportation  of  gunpowder. 

All  packages  containing  explosive  compounds  shall  be 
plainly  marked  on  at  least  three  sides  with  the  name  of  their 
contents,  and  the  words  "  Explosive  —  Dangerous"  so  placed 
as  to  be  readily  seen  by  those  who  may  have  reason  to  handle 
such  packages.  The  name  and  address  of  the  manufacturer 
and  forwarder  shall  also  be  plainly  marked  on  the  packages. 

No  detonating  or  percussion  fuse,  cap,  primer,  or  other 
article  liable  to  cause  fire  or  explosion,  shall  be  packed  in  the 
case  or  barrel  containing  an  explosive  compound,  nor  be 
carried  in  or  upon  a  vehicle  in  which  such  compound  is  being 
transported. 
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Not  more  than  one  case  or  barrel  shall  be  transported  in 
one  vehicle,  unless  such  vehicle  has  been  suitably  prepared 
by  lining  it  with  wood,  felting,  tarpaulin,  oiled  cloth,  or 
other  material,  exclusive  of  iron  or  steel,  and  is  fitted  with 
a  close  cover  of  the  same.  No  match,  acid,  petroleum,  or 
other  hazardous  article  shall  be  carried  in  the  same  vehicle 
with  an  explosive  compound,  and  not  over  one  hundred  pounds 
of  explosive  compounds  shall  be  carried  in  one  vehicle. 

No  two  vehicles  containing  explosive  compounds  shall  be 
allowed  to  approach  within  one  thousand  yards  of  one 
another,  unless  they  are  in  charge  of  a  qualified  inspector 
detailed  for  that  duty  by  the  board  of  fire  commissioners. 
Such  inspector  shall  be  detailed  upon  written  application, 
and  shall  be  paid  for  his  services,  by  the  person  transporting 
such  compound,  at  the  rate  of  five  dollars  for  each  day  or 
portion  of  a  day. 

Sect.  12.  Any  of  the  following-named  officers  may,  at 
any  time,  enter  the  buildings  or  premises  of  a  person  licensed 
to  sell  explosive  compounds,  to  examine  and  ascertain 
whether  the  laws,  rules,  and  regulations  relating  thereto  are 
strictly  observed,  namely,  the  members  of  the  boards  of  fire 
commissioners  and  of  police,  the  chief  engineer  and  the  assist- 
ant engineers  of  the  fire  depailment,  the  captains,  lieutenants, 
and  sergeants  of  police,  and  any  other  person  duly  empowered 
to  make  a  special  search  of  any  particular  building  or  build- 
ings by  written  instructions  signed  b}^  the  mayor,  or  by  a 
member  of  the  board  qf  fire  commissioners  or  of  the  board  of 
police.  Any  such  written  authorization  shall  be  recorded  in 
the  department  by  which  it  was  granted,  and  shall  not  be  in 
force  for  more  than  forty-eight  hours. 

Sect.  13.  Ever}^  license  granted  under  this  chapter  shall 
be  upon  the  condition  that  the  board  of  aldermen  may  at  any 
time  suspend  or  revoke  the  same,  with  or  without  cause  ;  and 
a  violation  of  terms  of  a  license  by  the  person  licensed  shall 
work  an  immediate  revocation  of  such  license. 

Sect.  14.  Whoever  is  guilty  of  a  breach  of  any  provision 
of  this  chapter,  except  the  provisions  of  sections  one  and  two, 
shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  one  nor  more  than 
fifty  dollars,  which,  when  recovered,  shall  be  paid  into  the 
charitable  fund  of  the  police  department  mentioned  in  section 
ten  of  chapter  twenty-six  of  these  ordinances. 

Sect.  15.  The  words  "  explosive  compound,"  as  used  in 
this  chapter,  shall  be  understood  to  include  gun-cotton,  nitro- 
glycerine, or  any  compound  of  the  same,  and  any  fulminate 
or  substance,  except  gunpowder,  which  is  intended  to  be  used 
by  exploding  or  igniting  it  in  order  to  produce  a  force  to 
propel  missiles  or  to  rend  apart  substances. 
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CHAPTER  52. 

OF  PETROLEUM,  CAMPHENE,  AND  BURNING  FLUID. 

Petroleum. 

Section  1.  No  license  for  manufacturing,  refining,  mix- 
ing, storing,  or  keeping  for  sale  an  oil  or  fluid  composed 
wholly  or  in  part  of  any  of  the  products  of  petroleum  shall 
be  granted  pursuant  to  section  seventy-three  of  chapter  one 
hundred  and  two  of  the  Public  Statutes,  unless  the  person 
desiring  such  license  makes  application  in  writing  therefor  to 
the  board  of  aldermen,  and  states  in  such  application  the 
place,  building,  or  part  of  a  building,  for  which  he  desires 
the  license,  and  whether  he  desires  a  license  for  manufactur- 
ing, refining,  and  mixing  said  articles  or  any  of  them,  or  for 
storing  and  keeping  the  same,  or  for  all  said  purposes. 
Every  such  application  shall  be  referred  to  the  board  of  fire 
commissioners,  who  shall  within  one  week  examine  the  place 
or  building  described  in  the  application,  or  cause  the  same  to 
be  examined  by  competent  parties,  and  shall  report  in 
WTiting  to  the  board  of  aldermen  their  opinion  as  to  the  pro- 
priety of  granting  the  license  applied  for. 

Sect.  2.  Every  such  license  shall,  when  granted,  contain 
the  name  of  the  person  or  persons  licensed ;  a  statement 
whether  it  is  for  manufacturing,  refining,  and  mixing  said 
articles,  or  any  of  them,  or  for  storing  and  keeping  them,  or 
for  all  said  purposes  ;  a  description  of  the  place,  building,  or 
part  of  a  building,  for  which  the  license  is  granted  ;  and  any 
limitations  which  the  board  of  aldermen  may  in  each  case  see 
fit  to  impose  upon  the  quantity  of  said  articles,  or  of  any  of 
them,  which  may  be  manufactured,  refined,  mixed,  stored, 
or  kept,  or  upon  the  manner  of  manufacturing,  refining, 
mixing,  storing,  or  keeping  the  same. 

Sect.  3.  A  person  holding  such  a  license  may  manufact- 
ure, refine,  mix,  store,  or  keep  said  articles,  or  an}^  of  them, 
according  to  the  terms  of  his  license,  either  on  his  own  account 
or  on  account  of  any  other  person.  Every  person  so  licensed 
shall  allow  any  member  of  the  board  of  fire  commissioners, 
or  any  engineer  of  the  fire  department,  or  the  inspector  or 
inspectors  of  petroleum  appointed  by  the  mayor  and  alder- 
men, to  enter  the  premises  described  in  his  license,  and  to 
take  such  samples  of  oils,  and  make  such  examinations  of  the 
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premises  as  said  engineers  or  inspectors  may  deem  expedi- 
ent. A  violation  of  the  terms  of  a  license  shall  work  a 
revocation  of  the  same,  and  the  board  of  aldermen  may  at 
any  time  revoke  a  license,  without  cause. 

Sect.  4.  No  license  shall  be  granted  for  manufacturing, 
relining,  mixing,  storing,  or  keeping  said  articles,  or  any  of 
them,  upon  a  street  or  wharf  within  the  city ;  or  in  any  part 
of  a  building  occupied  in  whole  or  in  part  as  a  dwelling- 
house  ;  or  upon  any  floor  of  a  building  above  the  first  floor ; 
or  upon  such  first  floor,  unless  the  foundations  and  walls  of 
the  building  are  of  brick,  stone,  or  iron,  and  the  sills  or 
walls  are  built  without  apertures  for  a  space  of  at  least  one 
foot  above  such  floor ;  and  no  license  shall  be  granted  for 
mixing,  storing,  or  keeping  crude  petroleum,  naphtha,  or 
gasoline  in  any  part  of  a  building  above  the  cellar,  unless 
said  articles  are  contained  in  metallic  vessels  securely  closed. 

Sect.  5.  No  license  shall  be  granted  for  selling  or  keep- 
ing for  sale  at  retail,  for  illuminating  purposes,  kerosene, 
refined  petroleum,  or  any  product  of  petroleum,  which  has 
not  been  inspected  by  an  officer  appointed  for  the  purpose 
by  the  mayor  and  aldermen. 

Sect.  6.  The  chief  engineer  and  assistant  engineers  of 
the  fire  department  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  board 
of  fire  commissioners,  make  complaint  to  the  municipal  court 
of  the  city  of  Boston  for  all  violations  of  the  provisions  of 
section  seven  of  chapter  sixty  or  of  sections  sixty-nine  to 
seventy-five,  inclusive,  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  two  of 
the  Public  Statutes,  and  shall  bring  suits  in  the  name  of  the 
mayor  against  all  persons  who  manufacture,  refine,  mix, 
store,  or  keep  for  sale  without  proper  license,  any  oil  or  fluid 
composed  wholly  or  in  part  of  the  products  of  petroleum. 

Cam/phene  and  Burning  Fluid. 

Sect.  7.  Whoever  desires  to  obtain  a  license  to  sell  or 
store  camphene  or  burning  fluid  shall  make  written  applica- 
tion therefor  to  the  board  of  fire  commissioners,  stating  in 
such  application  the  place  or  building  in  which  he  desires  to 
sell  or  store  said  articles,  and  the  manner  in  which  he  pro- 
poses to  keep  them,  and  the  said  board  shall  cause  such 
premises  to  be  examined  and  shall  report  to  the  board  of 
aldermen  their  opinion  of  the  safety  of  granting  a  license, 
and  the  board  of  aldermen  may  thereupon,  if  they  deem  it 
advisable,  grant  the  license  asked  for,  such  license  to  con- 
tinue in  force  from  its  date  until  the  first  day  of  April  next 
succeeding.  Every  person,  at  the  time  of  receiving  such  a 
license,  shall  pay  thex^efor  the  sum  of  one  dollar. 
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Sect.  8.  Whoever,  without  a  license  from  the  board  of 
aldermen,  keeps  camphene  or  burning  fluid  for  sale,  or  stores 
it  in  a  building  within  the  city,  shall  be  liable  for  each  of- 
fence to  a  penalt}^  of  not  less  than  one  nor  more  than  twenty 
dollars. 
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CHAPTER  53. 

OF  FIRE-ARMS,  BONFIRES,  AND  BRICK-KILNS. 

Section  1.  No  person  shall  fire  or  discharge  a  gun, 
fowling-piece,  or  fire-arm  within  the  limits  of  the  city,  ex- 
cept at  a  military  exercise  or  review  duly  authorized  by  the 
military  authority  of  the  commonwealth  or  by  the  city  coun- 
cil or  mayor  of  the  city,  or  in  the  lawful  defence  of  the  per- 
son, family,  or  property  of  a  citizen. 

Sect.  2.  No  person  shall,  without  the  license  of  the 
board  of  aldermen,  make  a  bonfire  or  other  fire  in  a  street 
or  on  a  wharf  within  the  city. 

Sect.  3.  Whoever,  without  the  license  of  the  board  of 
aldermen,  erects,  makes,  or  fires,  or  causes  to  be  erected, 
made,  or  fired,  within  the  city,  a  brick-kiln  or  lime-kiln, 
shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  one  nor  more  than 
fifty  dollars,  and  to  a  like  penalty  for  every  week  during 
which  he  maintains  such  kiln  after  notice  to  remove  the 
same. 

Sect.  4.  No  person  shall  sell  to  any  child  under  the  age 
of  sixteen  years  without  the  written  consent  of  a  parent  or 
guardian  of  such  child,  any  cartridge  or  fixed  ammunition  of 
which  any  fulminate  is  a  component  part,  or  any  gun,  pistol, 
or  other  mechanical  contrivance  arranged  for  the  explosion 
of  such  cartridge,  or  of  any  fulminate.  But  the  provisions 
of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  paper  caps  of  which  the 
only  component  parts  are  chlorate  of  potash  and  sulphide  of 
antimony,  nor  to  any  appliance  for  exploding  the  same.  The 
provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  inserted  in  every  license 
granted  for  the  sale  of  gunpowder. 


Chjlp.  5-lr.]      HAT-SCAIXS  A2sD  THE  SALZ  OF  HAY. 
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CHAPTER  54. 

OF  HAY-SCALES  A>'D  THE   SALE   OF  HAY. 

Section  1.  The  board  of  akleniien  shall  designate  suit- 
able places  in  the  streets  or  squares  of  the  city  as  stands  for 
the  sale  of  hay  and  sti-aw,  and  the  owner  or  driver  of  any 
vehicle  containing  hay  or  straw  for  sale,  who  stands  for  the 
sale  of  such  hay  or  straw  in  any  other  place  than  one  of  those 
so  appointed  by  the  board  of  aldermen,  shall  be  liable  to  a 
penalty  of  not  more  than  fifty  dollars. 

Sect.  2.  The  board  of  aldermen  shall  from  time  to  time 
establish  and  order  the  superintendent  of  sti'eets  to  have 
erected  a  sufficient  number  of  public  scales  for  the  weighing 
of  hay  and  of  other  articles,  and  he  shall  cause  such  scales  to 
be  furnished  with  decimal  weights,  which  shall  be  used  in  all 
cases. 

Sect.  3.  All  weighers  of  hay  that  may  be  appointed  pur- 
suant to  the  statutes  of  the  commonwealth  shall  attend  per- 
sonally, at  the  scales  which  may  be  assigned  to  them  respec- 
tively, on  every  day  in  the  year,  Sundays  and  legal  holidays 
excepted,  from  sunrise  to  simset  during  the  months  of  De- 
cember, January,  and  Febmary.  and  fi'om  seven  o'clock  in 
the  forenoon  until  six  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  during  the 
remainder  of  the  year  ;  and  they  shall  deliver  to  the  driver  of 
every  load  of  hay  or  straw  weighed  by  them  a  ceitificate, 
specifying  the  name  of  the  owner  or  driver  of  the  load,  the 
town  from  which  it  has  been  driven,  the  weight  and  tare 
thereof,  the  amount  of  fees  received,  and  the  date  when  the 
certificate  is  given.  They  shall  also  keep  in  books  furnished 
by  the  city  clerk  an  account  of  all  hay  and  other  aiticles 
weighed  at  the  scales  to  which  they  are  assigned  as  aforesaid, 
which  accounts  shall  specify  all  the  items  required  to  be 
specified  as  aforesaid  in  the  certificates,  and  said  books  shall 
always  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  said  board  and,  when 
filled,  shall  be  deposited  with  the  city  clerk. 

Sect.  4.  The  fees  for  weighing  on  said  hay-scales  shall 
be  as  follows  :  one-half  of  a  cent  lor  every  hundred  pounds 
of  coal,  pig-iron,  stone,  or  ice,  and  one  cent  for  every  hundred 
pounds  of  hay,  straw,  or  other  articles  ;  but  the  fee  for 
weighing  an  aiticle  other  than  hay  or  straw  shall  in  no  case 
be  less  than  ten  cents,  and  no  fees  shall  be  taken  for  weighing 
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done  on  account  of  the  city.  The  cart  or  vehicle  containing 
the  article  to  be  weighed  and  the  other  tare  shall  be  weighed 
without  any  charge.  Three-fitths  of  said  fees  shall  be  retained 
by  the  weighers  to  their  own  use,  and  the  remaining  two-fifths, 
less  necessary  expenses,  shall  be  paid  to  the  city  collector. 
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CHAPTER  55. 

OF   THE    SALE    OF  JUNK,  OLD   METALS,    AND  SECOND-HAND 

ARTICLES. 

Section  1.  No  person  shall  be  a  dealer  in  or  the  keeper 
of  a  shop  for  the  purchase,  sale,  or  barter  of  junk,  old  metals, 
or  second-hand  articles,  unless  he  receives  a  license  therefor 
from  the  board  of  police. 

Sect.  2.  Every  keeper  of  a  shop  for  the  purchase,  sale, 
or  barter  of  junk,  old  metals,  or  second-hand  articles,  shall 
keep  a  book  in  which  shall  be  written,  at  the  time  of  every 
purchase  of  any  such  article,  a  description  thereof  and  the 
name,  age,  and  residence  of  the  person  from  whom,  and  the 
day  and  hour  when,  such  purchase  was  made  ;  and  such  book 
shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  mayor,  or 
either  of  the  aldermen,  and  of  any  person  by  the  board  of 
aldermen  authorized  to  make  such  inspection. 

Sect.  3.  Every  keeper  of  such  a  shop  as  is  mentioned  in 
the  preceding  section  shall  put  in  some  suitable  and  con- 
spicuous place  on  his  shop  a  sign  having  his  name  and  occu- 
pation legibly  inscribed  thereon  in  large  letters. 

Sect.  4.  Every  such  shop  and  all  articles  of  merchandise 
therein  may  at  all  times  be  examined  by  the  mayor,  or  either 
of  the  aldermen,  or  by  any  person  authorized  by  the  board  of 
aldermen  to  make  such  examination. 

Sect.  5.  No  keeper  of  such  a  shop,  unless  he  deals  solely 
in  second-hand  books  or  furniture,  shall  directly  or  indirectly 
either  purchase  or  receive  by  way  of  barter  or  exchange  any 
junk,  old  metals,  or  second-hand  articles,  from  a  minor  or 
apprentice,  knowing  or  having  reason  to  beheve  him  to  be 
such. 

Sect.  6.  No  article  purchased  or  received  by  the  keeper 
of  such  a  shop  shall  be  sold  until  a  period  of  at  least  one 
week  from  the  date  of  its  purchase  or  receipt  has  elapsed, 
unless  the  name  and  address  of  the  person  to  whom  such 
article  has  been  sold,  with  such  other  facts  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  facilitate  the  tracing  of  such  article,  have  been  entered 
on  the  book  mentioned  in  section  two  of  this  chapter. 

Sect.  7.  No  keeper  of  such  a  shop  shall  have  his  shop 
open  for  the  transaction  of  business,  nor  shall  he  purchase 
any  of  the  aforesaid  articles,  except  between  sunrise  and 
nine  o'clock  in  the  evening  of  any  week  day  except  Satur- 
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day,  on  which  day  such  shop  may  be  kept  open  and  such 
articles  purchased  from  sunrise  until  ten  o'clock  in  the 
evening. 

Sect.  8.  All  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  shall  be  in- 
corporated in  every  license  granted  as  mentioned  in  section 
one. 


Chap.  56.] 
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CHAPTER  56. 

OF  THE  SALE  OF  WOOD  AND  BARK. 

Section  1.  The  board  of  aldermen  may  assign  as  many 
places  for  the  measuring  of  wood  and  bark,  brought  into  the 
city  by  land  for  sale,  as  they  deem  expedient ;  and  they  may 
assign  places  for  the  sale  of  such  wood  and  bark. 

Sect.  2.  No  person  shall  bring  wood  or  bark  into  the  city 
by  land  for  sale,  and  stand  for  the  sale  thereof  in  any  place 
other  than  in  one  of  those  assigned  as  aforesaid  by  the  board 
of  aldermen. 

Sect.  3.  The  mayor  shall  annually  appoint,  subject  to 
confirmation  by  the  board  of  aldermen,  not  more  than  thirty- 
five  measurers  of  wood  and  bark,  who  shall  have  all  the 
powers  and  perform  all  the  duties  of  such  measurers,  as 
mentioned  in  chapter  sixty  of  the  Public  Statutes  of  the 
commonwealth. 
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CHAPTER  57. 

OF  DOGS. 

Section  1.  No  person  shall  own  or  keep  in  the  city  any 
dog  which  by  barking,  biting,  howling,  or  in  any  other  man- 
ner disturbs  the  quiet  of  any  person.  Whoever  violates  the 
foregoing  provision  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding 
ten  dollars.

NOTICES  AND  PLACARDS. 
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CHAPTER  58. 

OF  NOTICES  AND  PLACARDS. 

Section  1.  No  person  shall  post  up  or  affix  in  any  man- 
ner a  placard,  notice,  or  bill,  either  written  or  printed,  upon 
a  fence,  wall,  or  building  in  the  city,  and  no  person  shall 
paint,  print,  or  write,  or  cause  to  be  painted,  printed,  or 
written,  a  notice,  advertisement,  or  bill,  upon  a  fence,  wall, 
or  building  in  the  city,  unless  he  has  previously  obtained  the 
consent  of  the  person  or  persons  having  possession  of  such 
fence,  wall,  or  building. 

Sect.  2.  No  person  shall,  without  the  consent  of  the 
mayor,  post  up  or  affix  in  any  manner  a  placard  notice,  or 
bill,  either  written  or  printed,  upon  a  curbstone,  sidewalk, 
or  tree  in  a  street  or  public  place  in  the  city,  or  upon  a  wall, 
telegraph-pole,  lamp-post,  fence,  or  building  belonging  to  the 
city,  and  no  person  shall,  without  such  consent,  paint,  print, 
or  write,  or  cause  to  be  painted  printed,  or  written,  a  notice, 
advertisement,  or  bill,  upon  a  curbstone,  sidewalk,  or  tree  in 
a  street  or  public  place  in  the  city,  or  upon  a  wall,  telegraph- 
pole,  lamp-post,  fence,  or  building  belonging  to  the  city. 
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CHAPTER  59. 

OF  TRUANT  CHILDREN. 

Section  1.  Habitual  truants  and  children  between  seven 
and  fifteen  years  of  age,  who  are  found  wandering  about  the 
streets  and  public  places  of  the  city,  having  no  lawful  occupa- 
tion or  business,  not  attending  school,  and  growing  up  in 
ignorance,  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  committed,  by 
the  court  or  tribunal  to  which  jurisdiction  of  such  offences  is 
given  by  the  statutes  of  the  commonwealth,  to  the  "  house  of 
employment  and  reformation  for  juvenile  offenders,"  which 
institution  is  hereby  assigned  and  provided  as  a  suitable  place 
for  the  confinement,  discipline,  and  instruction  of  such  truants 
and  children. 


Chap.  60.] 


HARBOR-MASTER. 
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CHAPTER  60. 

OF  THE  HARBOR-MASTER. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  annually  appointed  by  the 
mayor,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  board  of  aldermen,  one 
person  to  be  harbor-master  for  the  port  of  Boston,  and  ten 
persons  to  be  assistant  harbor-masters,  who  shall  perform  all 
the  duties  annexed  to  such  position  by  law. 

Sect.  2.  The  salary  of  the  harbor-master  shall  be  that 
of  a  captain  of  a  police  division ;  but  it  shall  be  diminished 
by  all  sums  paid  from  the  city  treasury  to  the  person  holding 
office  for  services  in  any  other  capacity  in  any  department  of 
the  city  government. 
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CHAPTER  61. 

or    HAWKERS    AND  PEDDLERS. 

Section  1.  Every  hawker  or  peddler  exposing  for  sale, 
or  selling  any  of  the  articles  enumerated  in  section  one  of 
chapter  sixty-eight  of  the  Public  Statutes,  shall  record  his 
name  with  the  hoard  of  health,  who  shall  assign  him  a 
number. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  articles  shall  be  so  carried  and  con- 
veyed that  they  shall  not  tend  to  injure  or  annoy  the  public 
health  or  comfort,  and  only  in  vehicles  or  receptacles  which 
do  not  leak. 

Sect.  3.  Every  such  vehicle  or  receptacle  shall  have  the 
name  and  number  of  the  person  selling  painted  thereon  in 
letters  and  tigures  at  least  two  inches  in  size,  shall  be  kept 
neat  and  clean  within  and  without,  and  shall  be  submitted  to 
the  inspection  of  the  board  of  health  the  first  Monday  in 
each  month,  at  the  city  stables  in  North  Grove  street. 

Sect.  4.  No  person  so  exposing  for  sale,  or  selling,  said 
articles  shall  cry  his  wares  to  the  disturbance  of  the  peace 
and  comfort  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  city. 

Sect.  5.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding- 
twenty  dollars. 


Chap.  62.]    SEALEKS  OF  WEIGHTS  AND  MEASURES.  155 


CHAPTER  62. 

OF  THE  SEALER  OF  WEIGHTS  AND  MEASURES. 

Section  1.  The  sealer  and  deputy  sealers  of  w^eights 
and  measures  shall  receive  respectively,  in  full  compensation 
for  all  services,  the  salaries  provided  for  them  in  section  one 
of  chapter  six  of  these  ordinances. 

Sect.  2.  The  sealer  shall  account  to  the  city  council  in 
the  manner  provided  by  section  eleven  of  chapter  four  of 
these  ordinances,  and  shall  each  week  pay  to  the  city  col- 
lector all  fees  received  by  him,  or  by  his  deputies,  by  virtue 
of  their  respective  offices. 

Sect.  3.  The  sealer  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the 
mayor,  keep  regular  books,  showing  the  work  done  in  his 
department  for  which  fees  have  been  earned.  Said  books 
shall  be  furnished  by  and  shall  be  the  property  of  the  city. 

Sect.  4.  The  sealer  shall  annually  submit  to  the  city 
council  a  printed  statement  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures 
in  his  department,  during  the  year  next  preceding,  of  the 
work  done,  and  of  all  the  city  property  in  his  charge.

To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Boston :  — 
In  conformity  with  the  Rules  and  Orders  of  the  City 
Council,  in  relation  to  appropriations  and  expenditures,  the 
Board  of  Park  Commissioners  respectfully  represents  that 
the  appropriation  for  the  financial  year  1885-86,  for  the 
Park  Nursery,  is  nearly  expended  ;  the  balance  of  $217.32 
being  hardly  sufficient  to  pay  the  labor  pay-rolls  to  Novem- 
ber 1. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  Board  asked  for  an  appro- 
priation of  $5,000  to  carry  the  Nursery  Department  through 
the  year.  This  amount  was  based  upon  a  very  Ioav  estimate 
of  the  labor  required  at  the  Nursery  and  Propagating  House, 
and  did  not  admit  of  any  reduction.  The  appropriation  of 
$3,000  has  therefore  proved  insufficient,  and  the  Board  re- 
spectfully asks  that  the  amount  cut  off  be  restored  by  a 
further  appropriation  of  $2,000. 
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The  expenditures  under  the  appropriation  of  $3,000  have

In  Boakd  of  Aldermen,  Oct.  12,  1885. 

The  Committee  on  Public  Buildings,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  within  communication  from  His  Honor  the  Mayor,  calling 
attention  to  the  fire-escapes  that  have  lately  been  placed  on 
our  school-houses,  beg  leave  to 

REPORT: 

That  the  communication  alludes  to  the  fact  that  the  School 
Board  have  stated  that  these  fire-escapes  were  useless,  so  far 
as  the  safety  of  the  children  is  concerned,  and  in  case  of  fire 
would  be  of  no  benefit  whatever.  In  view  of  this  fact,  and 
the  difi'erence  of  opinion  regarding  the  necessity  and  safety 
of  these  fire-escapes,  His  Honor  suggests  that  a  committee 
should  inquire  into  the  matter,  and  report  whether  such  ex- 
penditures are  judicious  and  wise.  His  Honor  further  states, 
that  the  School  Board,  the  Department  of  Public  Buildings, 
and  the  Department  for  the  Survey  and  Inspection  of  Build- 
ings, do  not  appear  to  claim  any  responsibility  for  the 
matter. 
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Your  committee  would  state,  briefly,  the  origin  of  tlie  in- 
troduction of  these  fire-escapes.  In  December,  1884,  the 
Inspector  of  Buildings  addressed  a  note  to  the  Superintendent 
of  Public  Buildings,  calling  his  attention  to  the  fact  that 
additional  modes  of  egress  must  be  furnished  in  certain 
school-houses,  in  case  of  fire  or  panic,  and  that  such  pro- 
vision must  be  made  in  order  to  cover  the  statute  law.  In 
view  of  this  fact  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Buildings,  in 
his  annual  report  for  1884,  referring  to  this  letter,  states 
that  the  only  alternative  will  be  to  provide  fire-escapes  to 
cover  the  building  laws,  and  giving  as  his  judgment  that  the 
Dunn  Fire-Escape  would  meet  the  emergency.  The  Superin- 
tendent also  recommended  an  appropriation  to  cover  this 
demand.  In  the  appropriation  bill  for  1885-86  was  an  item 
of  $30,000  for  school-house  fire-escapes,  placed  there  by 
vote  of  the  City  Council.  Your  committee  having  the  direc- 
tion of  its  expenditure,  upon  a  careful  inspection  of  the 
various  fire-escapes  and  appliances  used  on  school  buildings 
in  case  of  panic,  and  to  provide  egress  in  case  of  fire,  became 
convinced  of  the  desirability  of  the  Massachusetts  Dunn 
Fire-Escape  for  all  the  purposes  required,  and,  by  vote  of 
your  committee  at  a  meeting  held  June  22,  the  Superintend- 
ent was  dij.'ected  to  place  said  fire-escape  upon  such  buildings 
as  the  Inspector  named,  and  such  others  as  he  in  his  judgment 
may  dictate.  Such,  in  brief,  is  the  origin  and  introduction 
of  the  Dunn  Fire-Escape. 

As  to  the  obligation  of  your  committee  to  conform  to  the 
law,  they  desire  to  quote  from  the  laws  and  resolves  passed 
by  the  Legislature  of  1885,  namely.  Chapter  374,  Section 
105.    The  article  is  very  explicit,  and  reads  as  follows  :  — 

Every  building  occupied  above  the  second  floor  from  the  level  of  the 
street  by  two  or  more  families,  and  every  building  occupied  as  a  tene- 
ment, boarding  or  lodging-house,  factory,  mill  or  manufactory,  or  for 
ofiices  or  workshops  in  which  persons  are  employed  above  such  second 
floor,  and  every  school  building  more  than  two  stories  in  height  and 
accommodating,  or  having  the  means  of  accommodating,  forty  or  more 
persons,  shall  be  provided  with  such  proper  facilities  for  the  escape  of 
such  persons  in  case  of  fire  as  the  inspector  may  approve ;  and  where 
fire-escapes  are  required  on  the  outside  of  a  building  they  shall  be  pro- 
vided with  suitable  connections  with  the  ground. 

It  is  presumed  that  the  erection  of  these  escapes  meets 
with  the  approval  of  the  Inspector  of  Buildings,  as  no  infor- 
mation to  the  contrary  has  ever  been  received ;  in  fact,  no 
comment  of  an  official  nature  adverse  to  said  escapes  has 
been  brought  to  the  notice  of  your  committee  other  than  the 
letter  of  inquiry  from  His  Honor  the  Mayor,  now  before 
them. 
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Acting  upon  said  communication,  in  company  with  mem- 
bers of  the  School  Board,  they  have  made  several  examina- 
tions of  the  working  of  these  escapes,  to  see  if  an  error  in 
judgment  has  been  made  in  their  selection  ;  and  they  fail  to  see 
wherein  they  are  not  practical,  and  as  good  as  any  known. 
The  apparatus  does  not  disfigure  the  buildings  or  interfere 
with  the  light  in  the  rooms,  and  cannot  be  tampered  with  by 
outside  parties,  thus  preventing  their  use  by  burglars.  Their 
folding  feature  is  a  strong  point  in  its  adoption,  as  it  prevents 
the  gathering  of  snow  and  ice  thereon  in  winter ;  and  another 
is  the  fact  that  it  is  the  only  appliance  of  the  kind  brought 
to  their  notice  of  a  permanent  character  that  complies  with 
the  law,  which  very  distinctly  says,  "All  fire-escapes  shall 
be  provided  with  suitable  connections  with  the  ground." 

They  do  not  claim  it  is  perfection,  nor  can  it  be  found  in 
any  such  appliance.  But  they  do  reiterate,  what  has  already 
been  said  in  this  report,  that  as  a  means  of  egress  from  build- 
ings in  case  of  fire  or  panic,  and  as  an  aid  and  assistant  to 
the  members  of  the  Fire  Department  where  fire  occurs,  they 
unanimously  commend  it,  believing,  as  they  do,  from  the 
present  and  recent  examinations  of  the  various  escapes  now  in 
use,  that  the  Massachusetts  Dunn  Fire-Escape  is  more  com- 
plete for  all  the  objects  desired.  Your  committee  desire  to  cor- 
rect one  statement  in  the  communication  from  His  Honor  the 
Mayor  which  might  be  misleading ;  that  is,  that  "  no  depart- 
ment of  the  city  government  or  of  the  School  Board  claim 
any  responsibility  for  the  matter."  The  Committee  on  Public 
Buildings  do  claim  that  they  are  responsible  for  the  erection  of 
these  fire-escapes,  and  they  alone  ;  no  other  department  of  the 
city  government  or  individual  having  any  connection  with  the 
same  except  by  their  order. 

In  conclusion,  your  committee  feel  justified  in  assuming 
that  they  have  complied  with  the  law,  and  in  so  doing  have 
furnished  and  applied  the  best  device  in  the  way  of  a  fire- 
escape  their  judgment  dictated,  believing  their  expenditures 
in  this  direction  have  been  judicious  and  wise,  and  for  the 
best  interests  of  the  city.

The  Committee  on  Railroads,  to  whom  were  recommitted 
the  report  and  orders  relating  to  the  subject  of  horse-car 
blockades,  having  given  the  subject  further  consideration, 
respectfully  report  as  follows  :  — 

It  seemed  advisable  to  your  committee,  in  order  that 
immediate  relief  might  be  obtained  from  the  evils  and 
inconvenience  that  have  been  complained  of  on  account  of 
the  overcrowding  of  our  streets  with  horse-cars,  to  devise 
a  plan,  merely  limiting  the  total  number  of  cars  per  hour 
that  shall  be  run  on  certain  portions  of  Washington  and 
Tremont  streets,  without  attempting  to  designate  the  number 
of  particular  lines  of  cars  that  shall  be  run,  nor  the  routes 
they  shall  follow.  Such  a  plan  is  presented  herewith  as  a 
substitute  for  the  one  previously  reported,  and  the  com- 
mittee recommend  its  adoption,  feeling  confident  that  it 
will  aiford  the  much-desired  relief,  and  it  can,  for  the  most 
part,  be  put  in  operation  before  the  new  tracks  are  laid  in 
adjacent  streets,  as  heretofore  proposed.

ADDITIONAL  RULES  AND   REGULATIONS  FOR 
THE  RUNNING  OF  STREET  CARS. 

Ordered^  That  the  following  additional  rules  and  regula- 
tions be  and  the  same  are  hereby  established  to  govern  the 
running  of  street  cars  in  the  streets  of  the  City  of  Boston  :  — 

Section  1.  No  car  shall  stop  in  front  of  any  depot 
except  to  receive  and  discharge  passengers. 

Sect.  2.  On  Washington  and  Tremont  streets,  between 
Cornhill  and  Boylston  streets,  cars  shall  not  wait  for  passen- 
gers, but  stop  only  for  those  passengers  who  may  be  ready 
to  enter  the  car  as  soon  as  stopped. 

Sect.  3.  Drivers  of  horse-cars  shall  trot  their  horses 
whenever  practicable,  except  when  passing  around  curves 
and  over  switches. 

Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Police  be  hereby  requested 
to  take  such  action  as  may  be  necessary  to  insure  the  running 
of  the  several  lines  of  horse-cars  in  the  streets  of  this  city 
in  conformity  with  the  plan  laid  down  in  the  foregoing  orders, 
and  also  to  enforce  the  observance  of  the  Rules  and  Regula- 
tions of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  for  the  running  of  street 
cars. 
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Ordered,  That  fourteen  days'  notice  be  given  to  all  parties 
interested  that  this  Board  will,  on  Monday,  the  day 
of  November  next,  at  4  o'clock  P.M.,  take  into  considera- 
tion the  expediency  of  adopting  the  foregoing  orders,  when 
any  parties  who  object  thereto  may  appear  and  "be  heard.

REPORT 

OF  THE 

JOINT   SPECIAL  COMMITTEE 

ON  THE 

DIVISION  OE  WARDS. 


In  Boaed  of  Aldermen,  Nov.  9,  1885. 
The  Joint  Special  Committee  on  the  Division  of  Wards,  in- 
structed to  prepare  a  scheme  for  the  division  of  the  city  into 
twenty-four  wards,  as  provided  by  law,  have  attended  to  that 
duty,  and  respectfully  present  the  following 

REPOET: 

The  division  of  the  city  into  wards  every  tenth  year  is 
customary,  and  is  rendered  necessary  by  the  rapid  changes 
in  the  location  of  the  voting  population.  Chap.  243,  "of 
the  Acts  of  1875,  which  is  a  renewal  of  former  similar  acts, 
provides  that  it  "  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Council  of  the 
City  of  Boston  .  .  .  during  the  year  1875,  and  each  tenth 
year  thereafter  ...  to  cause  a  new  division  of  the  city  to  be 
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made  into  twenty-four  wards,  in  such  manner  as  to  include 
ah  equal  number  of  voters  in  each  ward,  as  nearly  as  con- 
veniently may  be  consistently  with  well-defined  limits  to  each 
ward." 

Such  a  division  was  accordingly  made  in  1875.  By  Chap. 
242,  of  the  Acts  of  1876,  Ward  22  was  divided  into  two 
wards,  Brighton  being  called  Ward  25.  This  was  before 
the  establishment  of  voting  precincts,  when  only  one  voting 
place  existed  in  a  ward,  and  the  convenience  of  voters  re- 
quired this  division.  But  the  Act  of  1878  (Chap.  243),  which 
divided  each  ward  into  voting  precincts,  did  away  with  this 
hardship,  and,  consequently,  the  act  establishing  a  twenty- 
fifth  ward  has  not  been  renewed. 

Ten  years  ago,  and  at  earlier  divisions,  the  data  for  the 
changes  were  collected  by  enumerators  appointed  by  the 
Board  of  Aldermen.  But  by  Chapter  181,  of  the  Acts  of  1884 
(Sect.  9),  the  Bureau  of  Statistics  of  Labor  was  directed, 
"  upon  the  request  of  the  mayor  and  aldermen  of  any  city," 
to  make  the  enumeration  of  the  number  of  "  legal  voters 
residing  in  each  street,  square,  or  avenue  of  such  city,"  and 
to  report  the  same  to  the  City  Clerk. 

The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Boston  having 
made  such  request,  and  further,  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  Chapter  156,  Acts  of  1885,  having  agreed  with  the 
Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Statistics  of  Labor,  that  such  enu- 
meration should  be  made  by  assessment  blocks,  according  to 
plans  on  file  in  the  Assessors'  ofiice,  instead  of  by  streets, 
squares,  and  avenues,  the  lists  were  thus  made  out  and  were 
delivered  to  the  City  Clerk,  October  3,  1885. 

Your  committee  has  proceeded  to  prepare  a  draft  of  the 
necessary  changes  in  the  ward  lines,  but  desires  to  state  the 
following  facts  :  — 

The  annexed  table  shows  that  the  census  enumerators 
return  89,909  legal  voters,  or,  in  round  numbers,  90,000, 
resident  in  the  several  wards  on  the  first  of  May,  1885  : —

It  is  the  duty  of  the  City  Council  to  divide  the  wards  ac- 
cording to  the  census  returns.  The  total  of  90,000  legal 
voters,  given  above,  when  distributed  among  24  wards, 
shows  an  average  of  3,750  voters  to  each  ward. 

In  making  a  division  on  this  basis,  your  committee,  in 
the  first  place,  observed  that  East  Boston,  with  2  wards,  had 
nearly  the  full  average  required. 

Charlestown,  containing  3  Avards,  has  somewhat  less  than 
the  full  average  ;  but  this  inequality  has  been  allowed  to  exist 
heretofore,  and  is  not  easily  remedied.  In  the  division  of 
1875,  Charlestown's  average,  on  the  census  returns,  was  2,641 
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voters  to  a  ward,  while  the  city  proper  averaged  2,937.  The 
only  possible  method  of  equalization  would  be  to  annex  a 
sufficient  number  of  voters  from  some  of  the  northern  wards 
of  the  city  proper  nearest  to  the  river  front,  and  this  arrange- 
ment would  be  in  many  respects  undesirable. 

Your  committee  has  therefore  unanimously  decided  to 
leave  the  number  of  wards  in  these  two  districts  unchanged. 
Deducting  the  voting  po})ulation  of  these  5  wards  from  the 
total,  we  have  73,653  remaining  to  be  apportioned  between 
19  wards,  giving  an  average  of  3,876  per  ward. 

Your  committee  noticed  that  the  present  southerly  line  of 
AYards  11  and  18  reached  across  the  city  from  Charles  Eiver 
to  the  South  Bay,  and  that  the  wards  south  of  that  line,  viz., 
Wards  19  to  25,  inclusive,  contained  26,884  legal  voters, 
or  248  less  than  the  complement  of  7  wards  of  the  full  aver- 
age ;  also,  that  the  3  South  Boston  wards  exceeded  their 
quota  by  584. 

The  design  in  all  cases  being  to  retain  the  identity  of  each 
ward  as  nearly  as  practicable,  the  first  step  to  be  taken  was  to 
apportion  these  seven  wards,  supplying  their  deficiency  from 
the  excess  of  South  Boston. 

Ward  23,  containing  legal  voters  closely  approximating 
the  average  number,  remains  intact. 

Ward  24  showed  an  excess  of  about  1,000  voters.  The 
only  place  where  a  division  could  well  be  made  was  at  the 
northerly  end,  adjoining  Ward  20.  That  portion,  therefore, 
of  Ward  24,  together  with  the  surplus  from  South  Boston 
(Ward  15),  also  adjoining,  and  so  much  of  Ward  20  as  lies 
to  the  eastward  of  Hampden  street,  formed  a  natural  divis- 
ion for  a  new  ward. 

Ward  25  (Brighton)  of  necessity  was  to  be  joined  to  the 
nearest  portion  of  the  city,  which  is  that  part  of  old  Ward  22 
lying  north  of  Tremont  and  Francis  streets.  These  two 
sections  constitute  new  Ward  11. 

The  remaining  half  of  Ward  22,  together  with  the  westerly 
half  of  Ward  20  and  Ward  21  entire,  contained  voting 
population  enough  for  two  full  wards.  We  have,  therefore, 
so  drawn  them,  making  new  Ward  21  as  compact  as  possible 
in  form,  and  being  forced,  owing  to  the  preponderance  of  the 
voting  po})ulation  in  the  northerly  portion,  to  leave  new 
Ward  22  irregular  in  outline,  and  covering  considerable 
territory. 

It  will  be  observed  that  new  Ward  11,  as  here  divided 
(including  Brighton  and  part  of  Ward  22),  shows  an  appar- 
ent excess  of  between  300  and  400  voters.  Your  committee 
lias  reason  to  believe  that  this  excess  does  not  in  fact  exist. 
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and  that  the  division  is  in  effect  accurate.  The  seeming  dis- 
crepancy is  due  to  the  fact  that,  in  a  block,  in  Ward  22,  in 
which  the  Assessors  find  but  89  ratable  polls,  the  census 
enumerators  report  624  legal  voters.  In  no  other  instance 
has  your  committee  taken  into  consideration  any  possible 
errors  that  have  appeared  in  the  returns  of  the  Bureau  of 
Statistics  of  Labor;  but,  in  this  case,  it  was  thought  advis- 
able to  avoid  the  distortion  of  ward  lines  which  would  follow 
an  attempt  to  include  in  the  calculation  this  evidently  exces- 
sive item,  and  to  make  the  division  as  herewith  reported, 
giving  this  explanation  of  the  excess  of  voters  in  new  Ward 

11,  as  shown  by  the  census  figures. 

Leaving  these  7  wards,  then,  as  correct  in  voting  popu- 
lation, and  varying  as  little  as  possible  from  existing  lines, 
your  committee  has  pursued  a  similar  plan  in  laying  out  the 
wards  toward  the  north.  It  should,  however,  be  borne  in 
mind  that  one  ward  must  disappear  by  absorption,  as  the  city 
is  to  have  24  wards,  instead  of  25. 

The  southerly  line  of  Ward  19  has  been  slightly  rectified, 
but  the  ward  is  substantially  as  heretofore.  Ward  18  has 
been  very  little  changed. 

Ward  17  has  been  carried  out  to  Columbus  avenue  for  a 
western  boundary,  thereby  securing  a  wider  and  straighter 
division  line.  The  line  between  Wards  17  and  16  has  also 
been  amended. 

Ward  16,  already  containing  too  many  voters,  and  en- 
larged by  a  portion  of  old  Ward  17,  in  order  to  secure 
better  boundaries,  has  been  reduced  by  placing  with  Ward 
12  that  portion  of  its  population  residing  north  of  Castle 
street. 

Ward  12  loses  a  portion  of  its  former  territory  west  of 
Tremont  street,  taking  in  exchange  a  part  of  16.  As  the 
northerly  part  contained  only  89  nominal  voters,  for  the 
purpose  of  rectifying  the  line,  Summer  street  was  made  the 
northern  boundary  of  Ward  12. 

Adopting  Tremont  street  as  the  westerly  boundary  of 
both  Warcis  16  and  12,  a  small  portion  of  Ward  12  was 
thereby  cut  off  and  joined  to  Ward  11,  thus  compensating 
for  the  part  of  Ward  11  transferred  to  Wards  17  and 
18.  No  other  change  has  been  made  in  Ward  11,  which 
now  becomes  new  Ward  10. 

All  of  these  wards,  therefore,  viz..  Wards  18,  17,  16, 

12,  and  11,  remain  substantially  as  they  were  before,  but 
with  straighter  and  more  prominent  division  lines.  This 
gives  twelve  wards  in  the  city  proper  south  of  the  line  of 
the  Common  and  Winter  and  Summer  streets.  The  remain- 
ing space  contains  the  population  for  only  four  wards,  but  it 
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is  now  apportioned  between  five  wards,  viz.  Wards,  6,  7,  8, 
9,  and  10.  It  is  beyond  question  that,  by  any  arrangement 
possible  to  be  made,  this  northerly  portion  of  the  city  can 
hereafter  contain  but  four  wards. 

In  making  the  division,  therefore,  your  committee  began 
with  Ward  8,  and  added  to  it  that  portion  of  Ward  9  which 
lies  west  of  Cambridge  street. 

Wards  6  and  7,  in  like  manner,  have  territory  added  to 
them  from  the  slope  of  the  hill  nearest  Court  street  and 
immediately  adjoining.  The  remainder  of  Ward  10  is  joined 
to  Ward  9,  and  forms  a  new  Ward  9. 

Various  lesser  changes  are  made  to  rectify  the  lines  be- 
tween Wards  (3,  7,  and  8  ;  but  your  committee  has  kept  in 
view  the  desirability  of  having  a  long  and  straight  line  for  a 
boundary,  and  this  will  be  found  in  the  line  of  Park,  Winter, 
and  Summer  streets,  separating  Ward  6  from  Wards  9  and 
12.  The  only  apparent  inconvenience  is  in  the  fourth  pre- 
cinct of  old  Ward  10,  which  will,  as  heretofore,  be  separated 
from  the  rest  of  the  ward  by  an  expanse  of  streets  and  build- 
ings not  dwelling-houses.  And  at  this  point  your  commit- 
tee would  call  attention  to  the  fact  that,  although  Ward  6  is 
apparently  of  so  great  extent,  all  of  the  southern  portion, 
comprising  more  than  half  of  its  territory,  is  almost  entirely 
without  voting  population.  By  the  extension  of  its  lines  to 
Summer  street,  only  89  recorded  voters  are  taken  from  Ward 
12. 

In  determining  the  lines  of  the  wards  in  other  sections  of 
the  city,  no  changes  have  been  made  which  require  ex- 
planation. In  East  Boston,  Wards  1  and  2  are  divided  on 
the  same  line  as  before.  In  South  Boston,  the  lines  of  Ward 
15  are  extended  in  their  natural  direction  across  the  peninsula 
to  obtain  compensation  for  the  population  given  up  to  Ward 
20  ;  and  Ward  14  yields  up  its  excess  to  Wards  15  and  13. 
In  Charlestown,  a  very  slight  change  has  been  made. 

Your  committee,  in  this  scheme,  has  recommended  that  the 
present  Ward  11  be  numbered  10,  and  that  the  adjoining 
Ward,  which  includes  Brighton,  be  numbered  11.  The 
result  of  this  is  to  retain  the  existing  ward  numbers  in  all 
the  rest  of  the  city  ;  and,  with  the  possible  exception  of  new 
Wards  21  and  22,  to  preserve  the  identity  of  all  the  existing 
wards  excepting  old  Ward  10,  on  Beacon  Hill.  Your  com- 
mittee further  believes  that  an  examination  of  the  maps  will 
show  the  new  lines  to  be  straighterand  placed  on  more  promi- 
nent streets  than  those  of  the  last  division. 
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The  number  of  legal  voters  contained  in  each  ward,  accord- 
ing to  the  division  herewith  recommended,  is  as  follows  :  —

AN  ORDINANCE 


MAKING  A  NEW  DIVISION  OF  THE  CITY  INTO  WAEDS. 


Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
as  follows :  — 

Section  1.  The  present  division  of  the  wards  of  the  city 
is  hereby  changed,  and  anew  division  thereof  is  hereby  made, 
and  the  same  shall  be  known  and  constituted  as  follows  :  — 

Ward  No.  1.  All  that  part  of  the  city  commonly  called 
East  Boston  which  lies  northerly  or  easterly  of  the  following 
line  :  Beo^innino^  at  the  water  at  the  intersection  of  Front 
street  and  Porter  street  extended ;  thence  by  the  middle  of 
Porter  street  extended  and  Porter  street  to  Central  square  ; 
thence  across  Central  square  to  Border  street ;  thence  by 
the  middle  of  Border  street  to  the  line  dividing  Weeks' 
wharf  from  Jackson's  wharf ;  thence  by  said  dividing  line  to 
the  water. 

Ward  No.  2.  All  that  part  of  the  city  commonly  called 
East  Boston  which  lies  southerly  or  westerly  of  the  above- 
named  lines  of  Ward  One,  together  with  all  the  islands  in  the 
harbor. 

Ward  No.  3.  Beginning  at  the  intersection  of  High  and 
Sullivan  streets,  in  that  part  of  the  city  formerly  known  as 
Charlestown  ;  thence  easterly  by  the  middle  of  Sullivan  street 
to  Kussell  street ;  thence  southerly  by  the  middle  of  Russell 
street  to  Pearl  street ;  thence  easterly  by  the  middle  of  Pearl 
street  to  Medford  street ;  thence  by  the  middle  of  Medford 
street  to  the  easterly  line  of  Brooks'  wharf;  thence  by  said 
line  extended  to  the  boundary  line  in  the  Mystic  river 
between  Boston  and  Everett ;  thence  along  said  boundary 
line  and  the  line  of  the  boundary  between  Boston  and 
Chelsea  to  the  easterly  side  of  Chelsea  bridge  ;  thence  by 
the  water  to  the  north-easterly  line  of  the  Navy  Yard  ; 
thence  by  the  water  front  and  the  south-westerly  boundary 
line  of  the  Navy  Yard  to  Chelsea  street ;  thence  across 
Chelsea   and   Adams    streets    to    Mount   Vernon  street ; 
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thence  by  the  middle  of  Mount  Vernon  street  to  Mount 
Vernon  Jivenue ;  thence  by  the  middle  of  Mount  Vernon 
avenue  and  Chestnut  street  to  the  street  on  the  easterly 
side  of  the  enclosure  known  as  Monument  square  ;  thence 
by  the  middle  of  said  last  described  street  to  the  street  on 
the  southerly  side  of  the  enclosure  known  as  Monument 
square  ;  thence  by  the  middle  of  said  last  described  street 
and  the  middle  of  High  street  to  the  point  of  beginning. 

Ward  No.  4.  All  that  part  of  Boston  formerly  known  as 
Charlestown,  and  not  comprised  in  Wards  live  and  three  as 
herein  described,  being  all  that  part  of  Boston,  as  aforesaid, 
lying  westerly  or  northerly  of  the  following  line  :  Beginning 
at  the  boundary  line  between  Boston  and  Somerville,  at  its 
intersection  with  Til)betts'  Town  Way  extended  ;  thence  by 
the  middle  of  Tibbetts'  Tow^n  Way  extended  and  Tibbetts' 
Town  Way,  to  Eutherford  avenue  ;  thence  southerly  by  the 
middle  of  Kutherford  avenue  to  Frothingham  avenue ;  thence 
by  the  middle  of  Frothingham  avenue  to  Main  street;  thence 
across  Main  street  to  Franklin  street ;  thence  by  the  middle 
of  Franklin  street  to  High  street ;  thence  southerly  by  the 
middle  of  High  street  to  Sullivan  street ;  thence  easterly  by 
the  middle  of  Sullivan  street  to  Russell  street ;  thence  south- 
erly by  the  middle  of  Russell  street  to  Pearl  street;  thence 
easterly  by  the  middle  of  Pearl  street  to  Medford  street ; 
thence  by  the  middle  of  Medford  street  to  the  easterly  line 
of  Brooks'  wharf;  thence  by  said  line  extended  to  the  boun- 
dary line  in  the  Mystic  river  between  Boston  and  Everett. 

AVard  No.  5.  Beo^inninof  at  the  water  front  on  the 
Charlestown  side  on  the  dividing  line  between  the  Navy 
Yard  and  Caswell's  wharf;  thence  by  the  south-westerly 
boundary  line  of  the  Navy  Yard  to  Chelsea  street ;  thence 
across  Chelsea  and  Adams  streets  to  Mount  Vernon  street : 
thence  by  the  middle  of  Mount  Vernon  street  to  Mount  Ver- 
non avenue  ;  thence  by  the  middle  of  Mount  Vernon  avenue 
and  Chestnut  street  to  the  street  on  the  easterly  side  of  the 
enclosure  known  as  Monument  square  ;  thence  southerly  by 
the  middle  of  said  last  described  street  to  the  street  on  the 
southerly  side  of  the  enclosure  known  as  Monument  square; 
thence  by  the  middle  of  said  last  described  street  and 
the  middle  of  High  sti-eet  to  Franklin  street;  thence  by 
the  middle  of  Franklin  street  to  Main  street;  thence  across 
Mail)  street  to  Frothingham  avenue  ;  thence  by  the  middle  of 
Frothingham  avenue  to  Rutherford  avenue  ;  thence  northerly 
by  the  middle  of  Rutherford  avenue  to  Tibbett's  Town  Way  ; 
thence  westerly  by  the  middle  of  Tibl)ett's  Town  Way  and 
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the  extension  thereof  to  the  boundary  line  between  Boston 
and  Soraerville  ;  thence  by  said  boundary  line  and  the  line 
of  the  boundary  between  Boston  and  Cambridge  to  its  inter- 
section Avith  the  Boston  &  Maine  Kailroad,  at  the  draw  on 
the  bridge  of  said  railroad  ;  thence  by  water  to  the  point  of 
beginning,  including  all  bridges  and  the  piers  thereof  from 
the  northerly  side  of  the  draw  of  each. 

Ward  No.  6.  Beginning  at  the  water  at  the  draw  on 
Charles-river  bridge  ;  thence  along  and  including  said  bridge 
and  the  piers  thereof  on  the  southerly  side  of  the  draw 
to  Prince  street ;  thence  by  the  middle  of  Prince  street  to 
Salem  street ;  thence  by  the  middle  of  ^  Salem  street  to 
Hanover  street ;  thence  by  the  middh^  of  Hanover  street  to 
Court  street ;  thence  across  Court  street  westerly  to  Howard 
street ;  thence  by  the  middle  of  Howard  street  to  Somerset 
street ;  thence  by  the  middle  of  Somerset  street  to  Ashbur- 
ton  place ;  thence  by  the  middle  of  Ashburton  place  to 
Bowdoin  street ;  thence  northerly  by  the  middle  of  Bowdoin 
street  to  Derne  street ;  thence  by  the  middle  of  Derne  street 
to  Temple  street ;  thence  southerly  by  the  middle  of  Temple, 
Mount  Vernon,  and  Park  streets  to  Tremont  street ;  across 
Tremont  street  to  Winter  street ;  thence  south-easterly  by 
the  middle  of  Winter  and  Summer  streets  to  Atlantic  avenue  ; 
thence  by  the  middle  of  Atlantic  avenue  northerly  to  the  line 
dividing  Tileston's  wharf  from  the  land,  wharves,  or  docks  of 
the  New  York  and  New  England  Railroad  Company  ;  thence 
by  said  dividing  line  to  the  water;  thence  northerly  by  the 
water  front  to  the  point  of  beginning,  including  Congress- 
street  bridge  and  the  piers  thereof  from  the  easterly  side  of 
the  draw. 

Ward  No.  7.  Bei^innins:  at  the  water  front  on  Charles- 
river  bridge  ;  thence  by  the  westerl}^  line  of  said  bridge  and 
the  middle  of  Prince  street  to  Salem  street ;  thence  by  the 
middle  of  Salem  street  to  Hanover  street ;  thence  ])y  the 
middle  of  Hanover  street  to  Court  street ;  thence  across 
Court  street  westerly  to  Howard  street ;  thence  by  the  mid- 
dle of  Howard  street  to  Somerset  street ;  thence  by  the 
middle  of  Somerset  street  to  Ashburton  place  ;  thence  by 
the  middle  of  Ashburton  place  to  Bowdoin  street ;  thence 
northerly  by  the  middle  of  Bowdoin  street  to  Derne  street ; 
thence  by  the  middle  of  Derne  and  Myrtle  streets  to  Joy 
street ;  thence  northerly  by  the  middle  of  Joy  street  to  Cam- 
bridge street ;  thence  easterly  by  the  middle  of  Cambridge 
street  to  Staniford  street;  thence  by  the  middle  of  Staniford 
street  to  Green  street ;  thence  westerly  by  the  middle  of 
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Green  street  to  Leverett  street ;  thence  by  the  middle  of 
Leverett  street  to  Causeway  street;  thence  by  the  middle  of 
Causeway  street  to  Beverly  street;  thence  by  the  middle 
of  Beverly  street  to  Warren  bridge  ;  thence  by  and  including 
the  said  Warren  bridge  and  the  piers  thereof  to  the  water  at 
the  draw  thereon ;  thence  by  the  water  to  the  point  of 
beo'inninof. 

Ward  No.  8.  Beginning  at  the  water  front  on  Warren 
bridge  ;  thence  by  the  westerly  line  of  said  bridge  and  the 
middle  of  Beverly  street  to  Causeway  street :  thence  by  the 
middle  of  Causeway  street  to  Leverett  street ;  thence  by 
the  middle  of  Leverett  street  to  Green  street ;  thence  easterly 
by  the  middle  of  Green  street  to  Staniford  street ;  thence  by 
the  middle  of  Staniford  street  to  Cambridge  street ;  thence 
westerly  by  the  middle  of  Caml)ridge  street  to  West  Boston 
bridge  ;  thence  by  and  including  said  West  Boston  bridge, 
including  the  piers  thereof,  to  the  water  at  the  draw  thereon  ; 
thence  by  the  water  to  the  point  of  beginning,  including  all 
bridges,  and  the  piers  thereof,  from  the  southerly  side  of 
the  draw  of  each. 

Beoinninf^  at  the  water  front  on  West 
Boston  bridge  ;  thence  easterly  by  the  middle  of  Cambridge 
street  to  Joy  street ;  thence  by  the  middle  of  Joy  street  to 
Myrtle  street ;  thence  by  the  middle  of  Myrtle  and  Derne 
streets  to  Temple  street ;  thence  southerly  by  the  middle  of 
Temple,  Mount  Vernon,  and  Park  streets  to  Tremont  street ; 
across  Tremont  street  to  Winter  street ;  thence  south-easterly 
by  the  middle  of  Winter  and  Summer  streets  to  Lincoln 
street ;  thence  by  the  middle  of  Lincoln  street  to  Beach 
street ;  thence  westerly  by  the  middle  of  Beach  street  to 
Hudson  street ;  thence  by  the  middle  of  Hudson  street  to 
Kneeland  street ;  thence  westerly  by  the  middle  of  Kneeland 
and  Eliot  streets  to  Tremont  street ;  thence  northerly  by  the 
middle  of  Tremont  street  to  Boylston  street ;  thence  westerly 
by  the  middle  of  Boylston  street  to  Arlington  street;  thence 
by  the  middle  of  Arlington  street  to  Beacon  street;  thence 
westerly  by  the  middle  of  Beacon  street  to  Otter  street ; 
thence  by  the  middle  of  Otter  street  to  the  water ;  thence 
by  the  water  to  the  point  of  beginning. 

Ward  No.  10.  Beginning  at  the  water  at  the  end  of 
Otter  street ;  thence  hy  the  middle  of  Otter  street  to  Beacon 
street ;  thence  easterly  by  the  middle  of  Beacon  street  to 
Arlington  street;  thence  by  the  middle  of  Arlington  street 
to  Boylston  street;  thence  easterly  by  the  middle  of  Boyl- 
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ston  street  to  Treraont  street ;  thence  southerly  by  the  mid- 
dle of  Tremont  street  to  Ferdinand  street ;  thence  by  the 
middle  of  Ferdinand  street  to  Cortes  street ;  tlience  by  the 
middle  of  Cortes  street  to  Berkeley  street ;  thence  north- 
westerly by  the  middle  of  Berkeley  street  to  Columbus 
avenue ;  thence  south-westerly  by  the  middle  of  Columbus 
avenue  to  West  Canton  street ;  thence  north-westerly  by  the 
middle  of  West  Canton  street  to  the  Boston  and  Providence 
Railroad ;  thence  south-westerly  by  the  south-easterly  side  of 
said  Boston  and  Providence  Railroad  to  West  Chester  park ; 
thence  north-westerly  by  the  middle  of  West  Chester  park 
and  the  line  of  West  Chester  park  extended  to  the  Charles 
river ;  thence  by  the  water  to  the  point  of  beginning. 

Ward  No.  11.  Beginning  at  the  water  on  Charles  river 
at  a  point  opposite  the  end  of  West  Chester  park ;  thence 
by  the  boundary  of  Ward  10  and  the  middle  of  West  Chester 
park  to  the  south-easterly  side  of  the  Boston  &  Providence 
Railroad ;  thence  by  the  south-easterly  line  of  said  railroad 
to  its  crossing  with  Tremont  street ;  thence  westerly  by  the 
middle  of  Tremont  and  Francis  streets  and  Francis  stieet 
extended  to  the  boundary  line  betw^een  Boston  and  Brook- 
line  ;  thence  north-easterly,  northerly,  westerly,  and  south- 
westerly by  said  boundary  line  to  the  boundary  line 
between  Boston  and  Newton,  near  the  Chestnut-Hill  reser- 
voir ;  thence  by  the  boundary  between  Newton  and  that 
part  of  Boston  formerly  called  Brighton,  to  Charles  river ; 
thence  by  the  water  to  the  point  of  beginning. 

Ward  No.  12.  Beginning  at  the  w^ater  front  at  the 
dividing  line  between  Tileston's  wharf  and  the  land,  wharves, 
or  docks  of  the  New  York  &  New  England  Railroad  Com- 
pany ;  thence  by  said  dividing  line  to  Atlantic  avenue  ;  thence 
by  the  middle  of  Atlantic  avenue  to  Summer  street ;  thence  by 
the  middle  of  Summer  street  to  Lincoln  street ;  thence  by  the 
middle  of  Lincoln  street  to  Beach  street ;  thence  westerly  by 
the  middle  of  Beach  street  to  Hudson  street ;  thence  by  the 
the  middle  of  Hudson  street  to  Kneeland  street ;  thence 
westerly  by  the  middle  of  Kneeland  and  Eliot  streets  to 
Tremont  street ;  thence  southerly  by  the  middle  of  Tremont 
street  to  Castle  street ;  thence  by  the  middle  of  Castle  and 
Motte  streets  to  Harrison  avenue  ;  thence  across  Harrison 
avenue  to  Way  street ;  thence  by  the  middle  of  Way  and 
Broadway  streets  to  Broadway  bridge;  thence  by  and  in- 
cluding said  Broadway  bridge  and  the  piers  thereof  to  the 
water  at  the  easterly  side  of  the  draw  thereon  ;  thence  by

Beginning  at  the  water  on  the  South  Bay 
so  called,  at  a  point  opposite  to  the  crossing  of  the  Old  Col- 
ony Railroad  and  Dorchester  avenue ;  thence  by  the  water 
front  to  the  end  of  F  street,  including  all  bridges  and  the 
piers  thereof  from  the  easterly  side  of  the  draws  thereof ; 
thenco  from  the  end  of  F  street  by  the  middle  of  said  F 
street  to  West  Broadway ;  thence  westerly  by  the  middle 
of  ^¥est  Broadway  to  D  street ;  thence  southerly  by  the 
middle  of  D  street  to  the  Old  Colony  Railroad ;  thence  by 
the  line  of  the  south-westerly  side  of  the  Old  Colony  Rail- 
road to  the  crossing  of  said  Old  Colony  Railroad  and 
Dorchester  avenue  ;  thence  to  the  water  at  the  point  of  be- 
ginning.

to  Newman  street ;  thence  by  the  middle  of  Newman  street 
and  the  line  of  the  same  continued  to  the  water;  thence  by 
the  water  to  the  end  of  H  street ;  thence  by  the  middle  of 
H  street  to  East  Broadway ;  thence  westerly  and  north- 
westerly by  the  middle  of  East  Broadway  and  West  Broad- 
way to  D  street ;  thence  south-westerly  by  the  middle  of 
D  street  to  the  Old  Colony  Railroad  ;  thence  by  the  south- 
westerly line  of  said  railroad  to  its  crossing  with  Dorches- 
ter avenue  ;  thence  to  the  point  of  beginning. 

Ward  No.  16.  Beginning  at  the  water  front  on  the 
southerly  side  of  Broadway  bridge  ;  thence  by  the  middle  of 
Broadway  and  Way  streets  to  Harrison  avenue ;  thence 
across  Harrison  avenue  to  Motte  street ;  thence  by  the  mid- 
dle of  Motte  and  Castle  streets  to  Tremont  street ;  thence  by 
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the  middle  of  Tremont  street  to  Waltham  street ;  thence 
by  the  middle  of  Wultham  street  to  Union- park  street; 
thence  by  the  middle  of  Union-park  street  to  Albany 
street ;  thence  by  the  middle  of  Albany  street  to  the  mid- 
dle of  Maiden  street  extended  ;  thence  by  the  middle  of 
Maiden  street  extended  to  the  water  front  on  South  Bay ; 
thence  by  the  water  to  the  point  of  beginning,  including 
all  bridges  and  the  piers  thereof  to  the  easterly  side  of  the 
draw  of  each. 

Ward  No.  17.  Beginning  at  the  water  front  on  South  Bay 
on  the  middle  line  of  Maiden  street  extended ;  thence  by  said 
line  to  Albany  street ;  thence  by  the  middle  of  Albany  street 
to  Union-park  street ;  thence  by  the  middle  of  Union-park 
street  to  Waltham  street ;  thence  by  the  middle  of  Waltham 
street  to  Tremont  street ;  thence  northerly  by  the  middle  of 
Tremont  street  to  Ferdinand  street ;  thence  by  the  middle 
of  Ferdinand  street  to  Cortes  street ;  thence  by  the  middle 
of  Cortes  street  to  Berkeley  street ;  thence  northerly  by 
the  middle  of  Berkeley  street  to  Columbus  avenue ;  thence

Sixteen  to  the  point  of  beginning. 

Ward  No.  18.  Beo^innino^  at  the  water  front  on  South 
Bay  on  the  middle  line  of  East  Brookline  street  extended ; 
thence  by  said  line  to  Albany  street ;  thence  across 
Albany  street  to  East  Brookline  street ;  thence  by  the 
middle  of  East  Brookline  and  West  Brookline  streets  to 
Tremont  street ;  thence  south-westerly  by  the  middle 
of  Tremont  street  to  West  Newton  street ;  thence  west- 
erly by  the  middle  of  West  Newton  street  to  Columbus 
avenue ;  thence  north-easterly  by  the  middle  of  Colum- 
bus avenue  to  West  Canton  street ;  thence  westerly 
by  the  middle  of  West  Canton  street  to  the  Boston  and 
Providence  Railroad;  thence  south-westerly  by  the  line  of 
the  south-easterly  side  of  said  Boston  and  Providence  Rail- 
road to  Camden  street ;  thence  south-easterly  by  the  middle 
of  Camden  street  to  Washington  street ;  thence  south-west- 
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erly  by  the  middle  of  Washington  street  to  Thorndike  street ; 
thence  by  the  middle  of  Thorndike  street  to  Harrison  ave- 
nue ;  thence  north-westerl}^  by  the  middle  of  Harrison  ave- 
nue to  Randall  street ;  thence  by  the  middle  of  Randall 
street  to  Fellows  street ;  thence  across  Fellows  street  to 
Colony  street;  thence  by  the  middle  of  Colony  street  to 
Albany  street ;  thence  north-easterly  by  the  middle  of 
Albany  street  to  East  Chester  park ;  thence  by  the  middle 
of  East  Chester  park  to  the  Roxbury  Canal ;  thence  by  the 
middle  of  the  Roxbury  Canal  to  the  line  across  South  Bay, 
forming  part  of  the  south-westerly  boundary  of  Ward  Sev- 
enteen ;  thence  by  said  line  to  the  point  of  beginning. 

Ward  No.  19.  Beo^innino:  at  the  crossin^y  of  Camden 
street  and  the  Boston  and  Providence  Railroad ;  thence  by 
the  south-easterly  line  of  said  railroad  to  Prentiss  street ;

ington street;  thence  north-easterly  by  the  middle  of  Wash- 
ington street  to  Camden  street ;  thence  by  the  middle  of 
Camden  street  to  the  point  of  beginning. 

Beginning  at  a  point  on  the  before-de- 
scribed line  of  Ward  Seventeen,  at  its  intersection  with  the

PAYING  A  POETIOTsT  OF  ALBANY 
STREET. 


In  Boakd  of  Aldermen,  November  16,  1885. 

The  Committee  on  Paving,  in  pursuance  of  the  order  of 
the  Board,  passed  Oct.  20,  viz.  :  "  Ordered,  That  the  Com- 
mittee on  Paving  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  directed  to  reopen 
the  subject  of  the  payment  of  the  bill  of  the  Barber  Asphalt 
Paving  Company  for  paving  on  Albany  street,  in  the  rear 
of  the  City  Hospital,  and  to  give  a  full  and  impartial  inves- 
tigation into  the  merits  of  said  bill  and  the  statement  of  Mr. 
C.  B.  Payson,  implying  that,  on  payment  of  a  consideration, 
said  bill  would  be  paid  by  the  city.  Also  that  said  commit- 
tee have  authority  to  call  for  persons  and  papers,  and  also  be 
directed  to  call  upon  the  Corporation  Counsel  to  render  them 
such  assistance  as  they  may  require  ;  any  expenses  attending 
this  investigation  to  be  charged  to  the  appropriation  for 
Paving,"  —  would  submit  the  following 
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EE POET ; 

Immediately  after  the  passage  of  the  order  the  committee 
held  a  conference  as  to  the  best  methods  to  be  pursued,  and 
agreed  to  put  the  case  into  the  hands  of  the  Corporation 
Counsel  to  manage  as  he  thought  best.  Public  meetings 
were  held  Oct.  22d,  27th,  30th,  and  Nov.  6th,  the  investi- 
gation being  conducted  principally  by  Colonel  Nettleton.  The 
testimony  presented  at  the  diiferent  hearings  is  appended 
hereto. 

Every  person  whom  the  committee  supposed  knew  any- 
thing in  regard  to  the  case  was  summoned  to  appear  and 
testify.  The  line  of  the  investigation  conducted  by  the  Cor- 
poration Counsel  was  searching  and  exhaustive,  the  result 
of  Avhich  has  been  such  as  to  lead  the  committee  to  the  fol- 
lowing conclusions  : — 

First.  That  the  work  done  by  the  Barber  Asphalt  Paving 
Company  was  a  good  average  job,  as  stated  in  our  former 
report  of  October  5th,  the  only  defect  perceptible  being  a 
waviness  of  the  surf[\ce,  which,  in  our  judgment,  does  not 
materially  affect  the  durability  of  the  work. 

In  case  it  should  prove  otherwise  the  interests  of  the  city 
will  be  fully  protected  by  the  $1,000  United  States  boud, 
which  is  to  be  kept  in  the  hands  of  the  City  Treasurer,  for 
the  term  of  three  years,  dating  from  November  1,  1884,  as 
security  for  the  performance  by  the  company  of  all  the  con- 
ditions of  the  contract. 

Second.  In  regard  to  the  statement  made  by  Mr.  C.  B. 
Payson,  implying  that  on  payment  of  a  consideration  the  bill 
would  be  paid  by  the  city,  Mr.  Payson  testifies  that  the  per- 
son who  made  the  suggestion  to  him  was  not  in  any  w^ay 
either  directly  or  indirectly  connected  with  the  City  Govern- 
ment. The  committee  have  been  unable  to  find  out  who 
that  person  was,  but  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  who- 
ever he  might  be,  he  had  do  authority  whatever  from  any 
source  to  make  any  such  suggestion  ;  but,  knowing  that  such 
a  bill  was  pending,  made  the  very  unwarrantable  statement 
which  was  the  cause  of  the  letter  written  by  Mr.  Payson  to 
Mr.  Bar])er. 

Throuofhout  the  entire  investisfation  there  has  not  been 
the  slightest  evidence  that  Mr.  Meehan  was  in  any  way, 
either  directly  or  indirectly,  connected  with  the  proposition, 
and  we  reiterate,  what  we  said  in  our  report  of  October  5th, 
that  he  stands  entirely  exonerated  from  all  suspicion  of  en- 
deavoring to  derive  any  profit  on  the  contract.  In  the  course 
of  the  investigation  Colonel  Nettleton  made  use  of  this  ex_ 
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pression  :  "  When  this  committee  report  back  to  the  Board  of 
Aldermen,  I  want  them  to  be  able  to  report  that  they  have 
followed  to  the  end  every  line  that  has  been  opened  to  them, 
and  that  they  found  nothing  at  the  end."  It  gives  us  great 
pleasure  to  be  able  to  state  that  we  did  follow,  with  his  as- 
sistance, to  the  end,  every  avenue  of  evidence  that  opened 
before  us,  and  that  the  result  has  been  just  what  he  hoped 
it  might  be,  absolutely  nothing  at  the  end.  In  conclusion, 
we  would  say  that,  in  our  opinion,  the  bill  should  now  be 
promptly  paid,  without  interest  being  allowed  ;  and  our  reason 
for  recommending  that  no  interest  be  allowed  is,  that  the 
agent  of  the  company,  Mr.  Harris,  refused  to  sign  the  con- 
tract. Had  he  done  so,  a  large  proportion  of  the  bill  would 
have  been  paid  nearly  a  year  ago,  as  Mr.  Meehan  offered  to 
approve  the  bill  as  soon  as  the  contract  was  signed,  reserving 
$2,000  as  security  to  the  city. 

Having  performed  the  duty  assigned  to  us  we  recommend 
the  passage  of  the  following  order.

Ordered^  That  the  bill  of  the  Barber  Asphalt  Paving 
Company,  for  paving  Albany  street,  between  Springfield  and 
Concord  streets,  amounting  to  the  sum  of  $8,712.27,  be  paid, 
upon  the  condition  that  said  company  shall  first  deposit  with 
the  City  Treasurer  a  United  States  bond  for  $1,000,  as  secu- 
rity for  the  performance  by  said  company  of  all  their  agree- 
ments contained  in  the  contract  signed  by  Charles  Harris, 
Agent  of  said  company,  dated  September  22,  1884,  and 
hereto  annexed.

To  the  Committee  on  Paving :  — 

Gentlemen, — At  your  request  I  will  briefly  state,  in 
writing,  my  conclusions  upon  the  questions  before  you.  The 
first  is  as  to  the  merits  of  the  claim.  Upon  this  the  only 
question  should  be  whether  the  work  was  well  done.  The 
price  was  determined,  and  the  use  of  the  American  instead 
of  the  Portland  cement  was  authorized  in  advance.  The 
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agreement  was  that  the  work  should  be  done  to  the  satisfac- 
tion of  the  Superintendent  of  Streets-  Mr.  Meehan  has 
always  insisted  that  it  was  not  done  to  his  satisfaction,  and, 
while  Superintendent,  he  refused  to  approve  the  bill.  But 
I  do  not  think  it  advisable  to  resist  the  payment  of  the  bill 
solely  on  that  ground.  The  Paving  Committee  of  last  year, 
Mr.  Morton,  acting  Superintendent  of  Streets,  and  all  except 
Mr.  Meehan,  who  have  examined  the  work,  pronounce  it  a 
fair  job  of  asphalt  paving.  It  has  now  been  down  for  a 
year,  and  you  can  judge  of  its  merits  or  defects  as  well  as 
any  experts.  With  the  reservation  of  $1,000,  as  a  guarantee 
that  the  paving  will  be  kept  in  repair  in  accordance  with  the 
contract,  I  think  the  bill  should  be  paid. 

You  were  also  directed  to  investigate  "  the  statement  of 
C.  B.  Payson,  implying  that  on  payment  of  a  consideration 
said  bill  would  be  paid  by  the  city."  It  seems  that  Mr. 
Barber  put  into  the  hands  of  the  Mayor  a  confidential  letter, 
dated  Feb.  9,  1885,  from  Payson,  Barber's  own  agent, 
and  a  copy  of  a  letter  dated  Feb.  25,  from  himself  to  Pay- 
son,  which  he  apparently  intended  to  be  understood 
as  his  direct  and  only  answer  to  Payson's  letter.  You 
have  found  out  that  this  letter  of  Fel).  25th  was  not 
the  direct  answer  to  Payson's  letter.  The  facts  are,  that, 
on  the  receipt  of  Payson's  letter  of  the  9th,  Barber 
answered  it,  and  at  or  about  the  same  time  wrote  a  letter 
referring  to  Payson's  letter,  and  that  Mr.  Harris  at  once 
sent  him  a  straightforward  and  admirable  reply,  warning  him 
sharply  not  to  pay  attention  to  the  suggestions  of  bribery 
contained  in  Payson's  letter.  It  was  not  until  after  he  had 
been  thus  warned  by  Mr.  Harris  that  Barber  wrote  his 
letter  of  Feb.  25th  to  Payson.  At  the  hearing  I  urged  Mr. 
Bar]:)er's  counsel  to  give  us  the  whole  correspondence  relat- 
ing to  the  suggestion  contained  in  Payson's  letter ;  but  he 
refused.  (See  page  28  of  the  testimony.)  I  also  wrote 
him  afterwards  the  following  letter:  "The  committee  desires 
to  report  on  Monday.  I  still  claim  that  the  letter  which 
Mr.  Barber  wrote  to  Mr.  Harris,  after  receiving  Payson's 
letter  of  Feb.  9th,  and  before  writing  his  letter  of  Feb. 
25th,  should  go  in,  in  order  to  show  the  whole  history  of 
the  matter.  If  you  persist  in  your  refusal  I  cannot  escape 
the  conclusion  that  Mr.  Barber  intentionally  withheld  from 
the  Mayor  a  part  of  the  correspondence  between  himself  and 
Mr.  Payson,  and  thereby  brought  on  a  fruitless  investigation 
of  a  mere  piece  of  gossip,  that  if  somebody  connected  with 
the  City  Government  should  be  paid  money,  the  As[)halt 
Company's  bill  would  be  paid.  In  the  conversation  yester- 
day I  thought  you  intimated  a  belief  that  there  was  a  sub- 
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stantial  foundation  for  Payson's  statement.  I  can  only  say 
that  if  you  know  of  any  evidence  that  will  tend  to  show 
that,  1  wish  you  would  let  the  committee  have  it ;  and,  if 
Mr.  Barber  has  any  such  evidence,  he  ought  to  produce  it, 
since  it  was  the  statement  of  his  own  agent,  acting  as  his 
agent,  which  has  made  all  the  trouble."  To  this  letter  he 
replied  orally  that  he  had  nothing  to  add  to  what  he  had 
already  said  about  it  before  the  committee. 

Now,  I  have  examined  every  person,  statement,  and  hint 
that  promised  to  lead  to  any  disclosure  in  regard  to  this 
matter,  and  I  have  been  unable  to  find  a  scintilla  of  evidence 
of  wrong-doing  by  Mr.  Meehan  or  any  one  connected  with 
the  Paving  Department,  or  that  there  was  any  other  founda- 
tion for  Mr.  Payson's  statement  than  the  merest  idle  gossip. 
He  says  himself  (page  30)  that  he  didn't  have  any  particu- 
lar person  in  mind  when  he  made  the  statement ;  that  the 
person  who  made  the  suggestion  to  him  was  not,  directly  or 
indirectly,  connected  with  the  City  Government  (page  32)  ; 
and  that  he  did  not  consider  that  the  party  who  approached 
him  had  anything  to  do  with  it  at  all  any  more  than  any 
other  outside  party.

Mr.  Nettleton.  ^  As  this  is  under  a  call  for  a  public  hearing  I 
suggest  that  the  chairman  call  upon  any  one  who  has  come  in  in 
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answer  to  the  advertisement,  before  we  proceed  with  the  investiga- 
tion. 

The  Chairman.  —  If  any  one,  has  anything  to  say  in  regard  to 
this  matter  we  should  be  pleased  to  hear  him.  (No  one  re- 
sponded.) 

Mr.  Nettleton.  —  As  no  one  has  anything  to  say  of  his  own 
motion,  I  would  state  that  I  am  informed  that  Mr.  Payson  cannot 
be  here,  and  therefore  there  is  a  certain  part  of  this  order  which 
we  will  have  to  pass  nntil  he  can  be  here. 

The  Chairman.  —  Mr.  Payson  sent  wOrd  by  his  book-keeper 
that  he  could  not  be  here  until  Tuesday. 

Mr.  Nettleton.  — The  main  part  of  the  inquiry  to-day  will  be 
in  regard  to  the  first  part  of  the  order,  namely,  the  investigation 
of  the  merits  of  the  bill.  That  question,  it  appears  from  the  read- 
ing of  the  testimony  at  the  previous  hearing,  was  pretty  well  gone 
into  before,  and  I  do  not  know  that  any  additional  light  can  be 
thrown  upon  it.  As  Mr.  Harris  is  present,  I  would  like  to  inquire 
of  him.  (Referring  to  the  repor4:  of  the  last  hearing.)  I  may  go 
over  some  of  the  ground  that  was  gone  over  before  by  the  com- 
mittee. 

The  Chairman.  —  We  will  leave  that  to  yon,  Mr.  Nettleton. 

Charles  Harris,  Agent  of  the  Barber  Asphalt  Paving  Com- 
pan}',  took  the  stand,  and  was  examined  as  follows :  — 

Mr.  Nettleton.  —  In  September,  1884,  when  the  agreement  for 
this  paving  was  entered  into,  were  3'ou  the  sole  agent  of  the 
Barber  Asphalt  Paving  Company  in  Boston  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  What  relation  did  Mr.  Payson  occupy  to  the  company  at 
that  time  ? 

A.  He  was  superintendent  of  the  work  ;  he  had  charge  of  the 
work  in  the  streets. 

Q.  Emplo3'ed  b}^  you,  or  employed  directly  from  the  head-quar- 
ters of  the  company? 

A.  Employed  by  the  company. 

Q.  Was  he  under  your  orders  ? 

A.  To  a  certain  extent. 

Q.  What  wei'e  your  duties  as  agent  of  the  compan}'  ? 
A.  My  duties  as  agent  of  the  company  were  to  make  the  con- 
tracts and  attend  to  the  financial  affairs  of  the  company. 
Q.  And  to  solicit  work  wherever  it  could  be  obtained  ? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Mr.  Payson's  position  was  that  of  an  executive  officer  in 
doing  the  work  and  superintending  it,  and  having  charge  of  the 
process  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  You  are,  of  course,  acquainted  with  the  various  qualities  of 
asphalt  pavilig,  and  have  been  for  many  years? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  And,  as  I  understand  it,  this  paving  was  to  correspond  with 
the  paving  in  Court  square  and  on  Albanj'  street? 
A.  A  similar  pavement  to  that. 
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Q.  When  3'ou  speak  of  similar  pavement  do  yon  mean  to  say 
that  the  composition  itself  was  to  be  similar? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  That  is,  of  the  same  kind  of  cement  and  materials  mixed  in 
the  same  proportions? 

A.  I  won't  sa}^  of  the  same  kind  of  cement,  but  cement  and 
asphalt,  and  other  ingredients  that  go  into  the  pavement. 

Q.  Mixed  in  similar  proportions? 

A.  Yes,  substantially. 

Q.  It  was  then  meant  that  the  work  there  was  to  be  similar  to 
the  work  on  Court  square  and  Kilby  street? 

A.  A  similar  pavement ;  it  would  be  a  pavement  made  sub- 
stantially like  that. 

Q,  Was  that  work,  in  your  judgment,  as  good  a  job  as  the 
work  done  on  Court  square  or  in  Kilby  street? 

A.  I  think  it  was,  with  this  variation, — that  a  part  of  the 
asphalt  covering  at  the  commencement  was  a  little  wav}'. 

Q.  To  what  was  that  owing? 

A.  It  was  owing  to  the  cold  weather.  The  asphalt  material,  the 
covering  surface,  as  we  call  it,  was  chilled.  It  was  so  cold  it  was 
difficult  to  get  it  as  smooth  as  we  desired. 

Q.  Then  the  asphalt  paving  cannot  be  laid  properly  in  cold 
weather? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  What  part  of  this  was  laid  at  such  time  that  it  could  not  be 
properly  laid  ? 

A.  The  first  part  of  it.  On  one  day  we  could  not  get  it  satis- 
factory to  ourselves  —  that  forenoon.  After  that  we  had  milder 
weather. 

Q.  What  portion  of  it  was  done  on  that  da}'? 
A.  A  very  small  portion  at  the  northerly  end. 
Q.  You  said  it  was  good,  with  that  exception? 

A.  What  I  mean  by  that  is  that  the  surface  was  not  as  smooth  # 
as  we  should  have  desired  to  have  had  it.    The  material  was  just 
as  good,  as  far  as  the  wear  goes  it  is  just  as  good  ;  but  it  would 
have  looked  better  if  it  had  been  smoother. 

Q.  Is  it  true  that  inequalities  in  aspiialt  pavement  do  not  affect 
the  wear? 

A.  I  do  not  think  it  does  in  asphalt  pavement,  unless  they 
are  very  large.  The  inequalities  are  not  large  enough  in  this 
case. 

Mr.  KiTTREDGE. —  Why  not? 

A.  Well,  because  the  material  —  I  am  not  an  expert  in  asphalt, 
but  from  my  observation  there  is  a  certain  elasticity'  in  asphalt, 
and  the  inequalities  will  be  ironed  out,  if  I  may  use  that  expres- 
sion—  will  be  smoothed  out  by  wear  and  usage.  A  vehicle 
might  go  over  an  asphalt  pavement  and  make  a  great  dent  an  inch 
deep  ;  the  travel  over  the  pavement  finally  wears  it  out  so  you 
cannot  see  it,  irons  it  out,  smooths  it  out;  it  isn't  rigid,  like  stone, 
but  there  is  a  certain  elasticity  to  it. 

Mr.  Nettleton. —  How  soon  does  that  harden,  so  as  to  lose  that 
elasticity? 
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A.  I  don't  know  as  it  ever  loses  it.  The  elusticit}^  must  last  a 
great  many  years. 

Q.  Something  has  been  said  about  the  imperfect  foundation  ; 
did  you  see  the  foundation? 

A.  I  saw  part  of  it. 

Q.  Was  that  laid  in  the  best  manner? 

A.  I  thhik  it  was,  so  far  as  I  saw  it. 

Q.  Satisfactory'  to  you  in  every  respect? 

A.  I  was  yery  anxious  to  have  it  laid  well.  I  was  very  anxious 
about  the  pavement. 

Q.  Before  the  foundation  was  spread  over  had  the  paving  and 
the  other  material  been  properl}^  removed? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  it  had  been  removed. 

Q.   So  that  you  had  a  good  ground  to  work  upon? 

A.  We  had  a  fair  ground  to  work  upon,  —  I  won't  say  good 
ground.  But  to  tell  you  wh}'  I  was  anxious  about  it :  that  w^as 
made  land,  and  that  street  has  always  settled  more  or  less ;  from 
the  time  it  was  first  made  there  has  been  a  continual  settlement  in 
that  street.  A  large  sewer  had  been  put  through  the  street,  and 
that  will  cause  for  many  years  a  settlement  in  the  street.  P'or  that 
reason  1  was  particularly  anxious  that  the  pavement  should  be 
laid  just  as  well  as  it  could  be  laid. 

Q.  Then,  if  I  understand  you  aright,  the  weather  was  too  cold 
on  the  tirst  day's  work  to  have  that  pavement  properly  laid  at  that 
time  ? 

A.  The  weather  was  too  cold,  yes. 

Mr.  KiTTREDGE. —  To  have  it  laid  perfectly  even? 

A.  To  have  it  laid  satisfactory^  to  ourselves. 

Mr.  Nettleton. —  Has  that  been  since  remedied? 

A.  Nothing  has  been  done  since. 

Q.  Is  the  pavement  satisfactory  to  you? 

A.  Not  to  us,  because  we  would  like  to  have  it  perfectly  smooth, 
•     like  this  table. 

Q.  If  3^ou  had  been  superintendent  of  streets  would  you  have 
had  it  relaid  ? 

A.  No,  sir ;  I  don't  think  I  should. 

Q.  If  it  was  not  satisfactory  to  you  or  your  company^  could  you 
reasonabl3^  expect  that  it  would  be  satisfactory  to  the  person  for 
whom  it  was  done  ? 

A.  My  pride  would  have  been  to  have  had  it  perfect,  so  as  to 
show  a  perfect  piece  of  work.  As  a  reasonable  man,  if  the  work 
was  being  done  for  me,  and  I  knew  the  circumstances  of  its  being 
so  cold,  and  that  it  was  a  little  wavy,  I  should  have  considered 
that.    However,  we  offered  to  take  it  up  and  relay  it. 

Q.  Js  this  then  a  fair  statement  that  you  do  not  consider  it  a 
perfect  piece  of  work  because  it  is  wavy,  but  that  the  waviness 
does  not,  in  your  judgment,  affect  the  hardness  or  durability  of  the 
work  done? 

A.  Yes,  that  is  a  pretty  fair  statement. 

Mr.  KrrTREDGE.  — As  a  matter  of  sentiment,  it  is  not  perfect? 

Mr.  Harris.  —  I  consider  it  a  good  average  job. 

Mr.  Nettleton.  —  Then,  as  I  understand  it,  the  cold  weather 
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only  affects  the  possibility  of  making  it  smooth,  rather  than  the 
hardness  of  the  cement? 

A.  Well,  I  should  say  that.  I  am  not  an  expert  in  asphaltic 
mixtures  ;  but,  as  far  as  I  have  information  and  knowledge,  the  only 
effect  of  the  cold  weather  is  to  prevent,  or  make  it  difficult  to  lay 
a  pavement  just  as  smooth  as  in  warm  weather. 

Q  That  is  entirely  fair  ;  but  as  you  say  you  are  not  an  expert, 
is  there  any  one  in  the  city  of  Boston  who  is  an  expert  in  asphalt 
pavement? 

A.  I  know  the  Simpson  Brothers.  I  don't  know  that  the}^  are 
experts. 

Q.  How  many  years  since  asphalt  pavement  began  to  be  laid  in 
Boston  ? 

A.  Court  square  was  the  first. 

Q.  How  many  years  ago  was  that? 

A.  I  have  forgotten  the  year  it  was  laid.  I  beg  pardon  ;  Co- 
lumbus avenue  was  the  first  asphalt  pavement  laid  in  the  city;  it 
was  laid  the  first  3'ear  Mr.  Prince  was  mayor  —  1877. 

Q.  That  was  laid  under  your  direction,  was  it  not? 

A,  No,  sir. 

Q.  Were  you  not  Superintendent  of  Streets  at  the  time? 
A.  1  was. 

Q.  The  contract  was  made  under  3^our  direction  ? 
A.  Yes. 

Q.  And  you  saw  the  work  done  at  that  lime? 

A.  I  saw  the  work  done,  but  I  had  nothing  to  do  with  laying 

it. 

Q.  Didn't  you  inspect  it  to  see  that  it  was  properly  laid  accord- 
ing to  the  contract? 

A.  No,  sir ;  we  had  no  inspectors  on  it.  We  had  nobody-  here 
that  was  expert  in  that  business.  The  pavement  had  been  brought 
to  the  attention  of  the  government,  and  Mr.  Prince,  when  he  came 
into  office,  was  very  much  in  favor  of  asphalt  pavement,  from  wliat 
he  had  seen  of  it,  and  was  desirous  that  Columbus  avenue,  which 
had  got  to  be  repaved,  should  be  paved  with  asphalt ;  and  parties 
from  Washington  who  had  been  engaged  in  the  asphalt  business 
—  Gen.  Averill  and  other  army  officers,  who  had  gone  into  the 
American  Asphalt  Company  —  came  on  here.  But  that  was  not  the 
company  that  laid  this  pavement.  Certain  individuals  came  here 
and  made  a  contract  with  the  city  to  pave  Columbus  avenue  with 
asphalt.    They  made  their  specifications  and  did  the  work. 

Alderman  Cutter.  —  Was  there  a  contract  made  for  the  paving 
of  Columbus  avenue? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Were  3'ou  Superintendent  of  Streets  at  that  time? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  sign  that  contract  as  Superintendent  of  Streets? 
A.  I  presume  I  did. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  the  contract  is  on  file  ? 
A.  I  presume  it  is. 

Q.   What  was  the  price  per  square  yard  for  that  paving? 
A.  I  think  it  was  ^3. 
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Q.  What  was  the  price  for  tliis  particular  job  we  are  consider- 
ing? 

A.  Albaii}^  street,  $3.25  per  square  3'ard. 

Mr.  Nettleton.  — Then  3'ou  had  also  the  Court-square  paving? 
A.  Then  afterwards   another  company  laid  the  Court-square 
paving. 

Q.  What  was  the  price  of  that? 

A.  I  have  not  the  price. 

Mr.  Meehan. — $2.85. 

Mr.  Nettleton.  — Then  in  Kilb}^  street? 

A.  I  don't  remember  about  that. 

Q.  Do  3'ou  remember  the  price? 

A.  No,  sir  ;  I  don't  remember. 

Q.  When  this  pavement  on  Albany  street  was  laid,  tlie  under- 
standing was  that  it  was  to  be  laid,  with  Portland  cement? 
A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Wasn't  something  said  about  it? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.   What  was  said? 

A.  The  first  of  it  was  that  Mr.  Meehan  showed  me  the  rough 
draft  of  a  contract  in  which  he  liad  Porthmd  cement  put  down, 
and  I  objected  to  using  Portland  cement  because  I  considered  it 
an  unnecessary  expense  to  have  to  go  to,  because  American  cement 
is  universally  and  generall}^  used  in  laying  bases  for  asphalt  pave- 
ment.   It  is  what  is  used  in  Washington  and  elsewhere. 

Q.  Which  cement  was  used  in  Columbus  avenue? 

A.   American  cement. 

Q.  And  in  Kilby  street  and  Court  square? 

A.  In  Kilby  street  and  Court  square,  Portland  cement. 

Q.  Did  you  not  understand  by  the  contract  that  it  was  to  be  a 
similar  job,  and  that  if  Portland  cement  had  been  used  there, 
Portland  cement  was  to  be  used  on  Albany  street? 

A.  No,  there  would  be  a  question  there  in  m}^  mind.  I  objected 
to  the  Portland  cement,  and  asked  to  have  American  cement 
substituted. 

Q.  Was  the  substitution  agreed  to  by  the  Superintendent  of 
Streets  ? 

A.  I  cannot  say.  I  cannot  answer  that  question,  because  I 
don't  recollect.  The  Committee  on  Paving  informed  me  that  I 
could  u.^e  American  cement. 

Q.  What  was  the  difference  in  the  price  between  the  Portland 
and  the  American  cement? 

A.  Portland  cement  is  about  $3.00  a  barrel,  and  American 
cement  about  $1.15,  or  $1.18,  or  $1.20,  somewhere  along  there. 

Q.  Does  one  go  as  far  as  the  other  in  mixing? 

A.  In  mixing  the  foundation  the  Portland  cement  will  go  the 
farthest. 

Q.  Well,  then,  I  think,  as  I  understand  it  from  you,  that  the 
waviness  of  this  paving  in  no  respect  affects  its  durability? 

A.  The  waviness  that  exists  in  the  pavement  on  Albany  street 
in  no  respect,  do  I  consider,  affects  the  durability.  I  would  not 
say  that  waviness  in  any  asphalt  pavement  that  you  might  bring 
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up,  or  any  waviness,  would  not  affect  it,  but  the  waviness  on  this 
pavement  don't  affect  it. 

Q.  The  sole  objection  to  laying  it  in  cold  weather  is  that  you 
cannot  produce  so  level  a  pavement,  and  not  that  the  pavement 
was  not  mixed  so  as  to  give  you  as  good,  hard,  and  durable  a 
pavement  as  it  would  be  if  laid  in  warm  weather? 

A.  Your  question  is  a  pretty  large  one.  I  won't  say  that  that 
is  the  only  objection  to  laying  pavement  in  cold  weather,  because 
there  may  be  other  circumstances  and  other  things  that  would  affect 
it. 

Q.  Have  you  seen  the  pavement  lately  ? 

A.  No,  I  have  not  ver}'  lately.  I  think  it  was  two  or  three 
months  since  I  have  been  there. 

Q.  Have  you  seen  it  since  the  spring  opened  ? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  In  your  judgment,  is  there  any  difference  between  the  pave- 
ment at  this  end  and  the  pavement  at  the  other  end,  so  far  as 
durability  is  concerned? 

A.  I  don't  think  there  is. 

Q.  I  understand  this  end  is  a  little  more  wavy  ;  has  that  wavi- 
ness been  cured  any  by  travel  ? 

A.  I  have  not  noticed  it  in  the  last  three  months.  I  have  not 
noticed  it  since  warm  weather. 

Q.  Now,  in  regard  to  this  bill,  have  3'ou  ever  heard  of  any  sum 
of  mone}'  being  demanded  by  an3'bod3'  in  order  to  induce  a  settle- 
ment of  the  bill? 

Mr.  KiTTREDGE. — Evcr  heard  it?  Did  you  mean  to  say 
that? 

Mr.  Nettleton. — Yes,  that  is  the  question. 

Mr.  Harris. — Well,  I  have  seen  the  statement  in  the  papers. 

Mr.  Nettleton.  —  Have  you  heard  it  in  any  other  way,  except 
through  the  papers?  (Pause.)  Has  any  person  ever  said  to  you 
that  the  bill  could  be  got  through  if  some  money  would  be  paid? 

A.  Ax\y  person  connected  with  the  City  Government? 

Q,  Anybody  —  I  don't  care  whether  connected  with  the  Citv 
Government  or  not. 

A.  Put  that  question  again. 

Q.  Did  anybod}',  whether  connected  with  the  City  Government 
or  not,  sa}'  to  }'ou  —  and  I  don't  want  to  have  you  take  my  narrow 
language,  because  I  don't  undertake  to  put  the  words  into  the 
mouth  of  somebody  else,  but  I  want  to  convey  the  thought  of  the 
payment  of  money — suggest  to  you,  I  will  say,  that  by  the  pay- 
ment of  money  this  bill  could  be  got  through? 

A.  I  have  heard  intimations  to  that  effect. 

Q.  Fvom  whom? 

A.  From  no  person  connected  with  the  City  Government. 

Q.  I  do  not  confine  myself  to  that,  and  1  purposely  avoid  doing 
so.    From  whom  outside  of  the  Cit}'  Government? 

Mr.  KiTTREDGE.  —  Hc  nccd  not  answer  that  unless  he  has  a 
mind  to.  (Pause.)  Let  me  say,  rather,  in  explanation  of  my  ad- 
vice, to  Mr.  Harris,  that  he  need  not  answer  that  question  unless 
he  wishes  it ;  that  1  suppose  the  purpose  of  this  investigation 
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would  be  met  if  the  inquiry  was  made  about  the  acts  of  the  present 
members  or  officers  connected  with  the  City  Government. 

Alderman  Cutter.  —  Would  you  not  also  apply  it  to  past  mem- 
bers ? 

Mr.  KiTTREDGE.  —  Most  Certainly. 

Alderman  Cutter.  —  You  said  present ;  but  I  wanted  to  cover 
the  whole  ground. 

Mr.  KiTTREDGE.  —  I  Said  so  advisedly.  I  said  the  purpose  of 
this  investigation  would  be  met  if  the  iiiquirj^  related  to  present 
members  or  officers  of  the  City  Government.  I  am  perfectly  con- 
fident that  it  would  be  met  if  the  inquiry  related  to  both  present 
and  past  members  and  officers  of  the  City  Government.  Now,  so 
far  as  the  Barber  Asphalt  Company  is  concerned,  Mr.  Harris,  the 
company  and  myself  have  no  objection  to  stating,  so  far  as  their 
interests  are  concerned,  any  proposals  or  propositions  or  intima- 
tions which  have  been  made  by  anybody  to  any  representative  of 
this  company  relating  to  the  payment  of  that  bill. 

Mr.  Nettleton.  —  That  is  all  I  ask.  I  won't  go  any  further. 
I  will  accept  that  proposition. 

Mr.  KiTTREDGE.  —  But  1  havcu't  got  through  yet.  I  do  not 
think  it  is  quite  fair  to  the  parties  who  are  in  no  way  responsible 
to  the  Cit}^  Government,  and  who  were  not  last  year  in  any  way 
responsible,  as  officers  of  the  City  Government,  to  inquire 
into  their  enterprises,  I  may  say.  Perhaps  they  acted  as 
brokers  perhaps  they  made  some  false  representations  to  certain 
parties  about  the  settlement  of  this  bill.  But  is  it  within  the  prov- 
ince of  this  committee,  and  do  they  want  to  inquire  and  investigate 
the  whole  communit}'?  Wh}'  it  seems  to  me  it  is  not  a  proper  and 
legitimate  purpose  of  inquiiy.  Mind  you,  although  at  the  present 
time,  probably,  Mr.  Harris  will  not  give  the  names,  if  any  outside 
parties  did  make  these  enterprising  suggestions,  still,  I  don't 
know  that  ultimatel3'  he  would  refuse  to  do  so.  But  it  seems  to  me 
it  is  covering  too  large  a  ground,  and  is  entering  upon  a  field  that 
does  not  come  within  the  province  of  the  committee  to  cover. 

Mr.  Nettleton.  — I  adopt  the  suggestion  of  Mr.  Kittredge,  and 
trust  that  the  agents  of  the  company  will  freely  extend  informa- 
tion in  regard  to  this  whole  matter. 

Mr.  KiTTREDGE.  —  8o  far  as  it  relates  to  the  merits  of  the  pay- 
ment of  this  bill,  we  will. 

Mr.  Nettleton.  —  So  far  as  it  relates  to  the  investigation  as 
to  the  influences  that  may  have  been  brought  to  bear  to  affect  the 
settlement  of  the  bill,  I  cannot  accept  the  result  of  Mr.  Kittredge's 
statement  at  all.  The  result  would  be  to  turn  the  investigation 
into  a  farce,  like  many  other  investigations  which  have  taken 
place.  A  witness  being  asked  whether  anybody  has  made  a  sug- 
gestion to  him  of  paying  money  in  order  to  get  a  bill  paid  says, 
"  Not  from  any  member  of  the  City  Government ;  "  and  committees 
have  too  often  said,  "  We  have  nothing  to  do  with  anybody  outside 
of  the  City  Government,"  and  stop  there.  Now  this  committee  is 
here  to  investigate  this  matter. 

Mr.  KiTTREDGE.  —  Let  me  ask  right  there  —  investigate  what? 

Mr.  Nettleton.  —  One  moment,  Mr.  Kittredge.    If  Mr.  Harris 
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has  had  anything  said  to  him  by  anybody  in  regard  to  the  pay- 
ment of  money  to  secure  the  payment  of  the  bill,  I  for  one  shall 
press  that  inquiry  to  the  ver}^  end,  for  1  think  it  is  the  right  of  the 
Cit}'  Government  to  know  where  those  suggestions  came  from,  and 
it  is  not  enough  to  say  that  they  did  not  come  from  a  member  of 
tlie  City  Government ;  because,  if  the  suggestion  came  fi  om  A, 
who  was  not  a  member  of  the  City  Government,  it  may  be  that  A 
was  charged  by  B,  who  was  a  member  of  the  City  Government,  to 
make  these  suggestions  to  Mr.  Harris.  And  that  is  what  the  City 
Government  have  a  right  to  know.  I  wish  to  follow  up  that  line 
of  investigation,  with  the  leave  of  the  committee,  just  as  far  as  I 
can  press  it. 

Mr.  KiTTREDGE.  —  Mr.  Nettleton  has  spoken  of  tiie  matter  of 
this  investigatioti.  I  come  to  the  query,  What  are  you  investigat- 
ing? Are  you  investigating  the  acts  of  present  or  past  members 
of  the  City  Government?  Are  you  investigating  the  merits  of  this 
bill?  Are  3'ou  investigating  the  general  morality  of  the  public? 
That  seems  to  be  the  tendency'  of  my  brother  Netlleton's  question. 
He,  for  some  purpose  or  other,  ma}'  want  to  call  in  question  the 
morality  of  the  action  of  some  parties  outside,  and  in  no  way  con- 
nected with  the  City  Government.  That  is  what  his  question  would 
tend  to.  I  would  sa}'  further,  that  if  Mr.  Nettleton  would  say 
that  he  expects  to  connect  this  affair,  —  I  mean  the  offering  of  im- 
proper inducements,  in  order  to  obtain  the  payment  of  this  bill,  or 
the  suggestion  that  it  would  be  paid  by  the  use  of  money,  —  if  he 
expects  to  connect  it  with  some  member  or  officer  of  the  City  Gov- 
ernment of  this  3'ear  or  last,  then  his  inquir\'  might  be  a  pertinent 
one.  Unless  he  does  expect  that,  I  don't  see  that  the  committee 
can  determine  what  they  are  investigating. 

Mr.  Nettleton.  —  I  am  not  here  as  a  jn'osecuting  officer.  I  am 
here  simply  to  aid  the  committee  in  making  a  full  and  impartial 
investigation  into  the  merits  of  the  bill,  and  to  obtain  an}'  infor- 
mation that  can  be  got  in  regard  to  this  bill,  upon  which  the}'  have 
been  ordered  to  report.  I  am  simply  investigating  this  matter. 
I  don't  know  what  the  facts  are.  The  committee  have  instructed 
me  to  find  out  the  whole  facts,  and  the  conclusions  that  may  be 
reached  may  be  affected  by  the  answers  to  certain  questions.  We 
cannot  tell  about  that.  I  should,  then,  like  to  repeat  my  inquiry 
as  to  whom  the  person  is  from  whom  you  received  the  information, 
Mr.  Harris. 

Mr.  Merrill.  —  Allow  me  to  say  one  word.  Of  course  I  ap- 
pear as  counsel  for  Mr.  Meehan.  Of  course,  if  Mr.  Nettleton  has 
any  reason  to  believe  that  the  answer  will  in  any  way  connect  Mr. 
Meehan  in  this  matter  — 

Mr.  Nettleton.  —  Not  the  slightest. 

Mr.  Merrill.  —  Of  course  I  have  no  objection  to  his  answering. 
Now  here  is  a  case  which  occurred  after  the  last  hearing :  James 
Hewins,  who  is  connected  with  my  office,  says  he  met  some  one 
down  here  in  City  Hall,  going  through  Court  square,  who  came  up 
to  him  and  said,  I  wish  he  would  call  Payson."  He  said,  "I 
went  to  Mr.  Payson  myself,  and  told  him  that  if  he  would  pay 
$1,800  that  that  bill  could  be  paid."    This  is  what  Hewins  said  to 
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me  immediatel}^  aftervvards.  I  merel}'  suggest  this  because  it 
shows  the  number  of  irresponsible  persons,  that  may  be  floating 
around  continuall3%  that  are  always  suggesting,  when  they  see  any 
claim  that  is  questioned  before  the  City  Government,  or  the  State* 
Legislature,  or  the  National  Government,  —  when  there  are  always 
plenty  of  people  floating  around  who  will  say.  "  I  can  get  that  bill 
through  for  you  ;  pny  me  so  much  money  ;  "  that  I  know  the  par- 
ties, and  if  you  will  give  me  so  much  money  I  will  get  that 
through."  I  don't  believe  there  is  any  important  measure  that 
comes  before  the  City  Government,  that  is  seriously  disputed, 
where  there  are  not  a  certain  number  of  persons — irresponsible 
persons  —  who  say  these  things.  Now,  there  is  Timothy  Davis, 
whose  business  is  getting  claims  paid  ;  he  is  no  particular  counsel. 
You  gentlemen  know  that  tiiere  are,  at  the  Legislature,  men  who 
are  professed  lobbyists,  and  if  there  is  any  important  measure 
they  will  go  to  the  men  interested  in  it,  and  ask,  How  much  will 
you  pay  to  get  this  through?"  Those  propositions  are  always 
being  made.  Now,  it  strikes  me  it  is  not  worth  while  for  the  com- 
mittee to  go  into  the  question  of  bringing  out  the  names  of  those 
parties.  Perhaps  it  would  not  do  much  harm  if  they  did  bi'ing 
them  out,  but  it  strikes  me  that  it  is  not  within  the  province  of  the 
committee.  It  strikes  me  that  the  object  of  this  investigation  will 
be  attained  when  the  Street  Department  and  everybody  connected 
with  the  Cit3'  Government  are  exonerated.  ]  want  to  see  the 
department  and  Mr.  Meehan  exonej-ated.  I  believe  that  Mr. 
Meehan  is  clean,  and  I  want  to  see  him  exonerated.  If  there  is 
anything  in  the  mind  of  the  counsel  which  leads  him  to  believe 
that  Mr.  Meehan  can  be  connected  with  this  matter,  then  I  think 
there  would  be  ground  for  him  to  press  the  question. 

Mr.  Nettleton.  —  I  have  not  the  slightest  idea  where  this 
question  will  lead. 

Mr.  Merrill.  —  It  will  lead  to  nothing. 

Mr.  Nettleton.  —  If  there  is  any  woodchuck  there  we  want  to 
get  hold  of  it. 

Mr.  Merrill. — What  is  the  woodchuck?  The  question  for  the 
committee  is,  Has  anybody  connected  with  the  City  Government 
been  trving  to  make  money  out  of  the  payment  of  this  bill?  When 
the  witness  says  he  has  no  knowledge  of  it,  that  no  one  connected 
with  the  Cit}'  Government  has  been  to  him,  that  he  has  not  heard 
any  suggestion  or  anything  said  that  would  connect  an3body 
in  the  City  Government  or  Street  Department  with  this  state- 
ment, it  strikes  me  that  the  committee  ought  not  to  go  down  and 
inquire  into  what  may  be  said  by  irresponsible  persons  outside  of 
the  Cit}'  Government.  It  strikes  me  that  it  would  not  be  best  to 
do  it.    It  is  something  that  ought  not  to  be  done. 

Mr.  Nettleton. — When  this  committee  report  back  to  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  I  want  them  to  be  able  to  report  that  they 
have  followed  to  the  end  every  line  that  has  been  opened  to  them, 
and  that  they  have  found  nothing  at  the  end.  That  is  what  I  hope 
will  be  the  result  here.  I  have  no  expectation  in  regard  to  it,  but 
I  do  expect  and  iutend  that  everv  suggestion  made  here  shall  be 
oUowed  just  as  far  as  it  is  possible  to  follow  it. 
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Mr.  Merrill.  —  To  clear  the  Paving  Department  and  everybody 
connected  with  the  City  Government? 
Mr.  Nettleton.  — To  clear  everybody. 

Mr.  Mp:rrill.  —  If  3  0U  want  to  clear  the  whole  community  of  the 
City  of  Boston  the  committee  will  have  to  be  elected  several 
times. 

Mr.  Nettleton.  — We  want  to  clear  everybody. 

Mr.  Merrill.  —  If  you  want  to  clear  the  irresponsible  public,  it 
seems  to  me  you  ought  not  to  go  into  it. 

Mr.  Nettleton.  —  But  if  it  is  said  that  A  told  Mr.  Harris 
something,  do  you  think  that  we  should  not  make  an  investigation 
to  ascertain  whether  A,  who  is  not  a  member  of  the  City  Govern- 
ment, did  not  come  from  B,  who  was  a  member  of  the  Cit}' 
Government? 

Mr.  Merrill.  — But  A  got  it  from  B,  and  perhaps  B  got  it  from 
C,  and  C  got  it  from  somebody- else,  and  so  you  might  go  on. 
Mr.  Nettleton.  —  Then  I  will  follow  it  up  as  far  as  I  can. 
Mr.  Merrill.  —  But  there  is  no  particular  light  thrown  upon 

it. 

Mr.  Nettleton,  —  This  proceeding  is  in  the  nature  of  an  inves- 
tigation ;  we  are  not  trying  a  case  in  court. 

Mr.  Kittredge.  — What  are  you  investigating? 

Mr.  Merrill.  —  The  purpose  of  the  investigation  is  to  exonerate 
the  parties  connected  with  the  City  Government  and  the  Paving 
Department,  but  you  don't  want  to  investigate  the  whole  country. 

Mr.  Nettleton.  —  There  would  not  be  so  much  squirming  here 
if  there  wasn't  any  worming,  and  I  think  we  had  better  keep  on 
until  we  get  to  the  end. 

Mr.  Kittredge.  — I  think  so. 

Mr.  Nettleton.  —  It  will  be  so  easy  for  Mr.  Harris  to  state  the 
name  of  this  person.  Of  course  I  shall  not  ask  him  where  he  got 
his  authority. 

Mr.  Kittredge.  —  Is  it  your  intention  to  ask  him  whether  any 
one  said  this,  without  giving  the  name  of  the  person  ? 

Mr.  Nettleton. —  He  has  answered  that  already,  and  says  that 
some  one  did  make  an  intimation  to  him.  Now,  I  wish  to  ask  who 
that  was. 

Mr.  Kittredge.  —  Very  well. 

Mr.  Nettleton.  —  He  says  nobody  connected  with  the  City 
Government.  I  ask  if  it  is  anybody  outside  of  the  Cit}^  Govern- 
ment. Now,  let  us  know  where  the  objection  comes  from, — 
whether  from  the  counsel  for  the  parties  concerned,  —  so  we  can 
report  to  the  City  Government. 

Mr.  Kittredge.  —  So  far  as  the  Barber  Asphalt  Company  is 
concerned,  we  are  willing ;  but  it  seems  to  me  it  is  not  pertinent  to 
the  inquiry. 

Mr.  Nettleton. — Well,  Mr.  Harris,  will  you  tell  the  com- 
mittee? 

Mr.  Kittredge.  —  I  will  put  the  question  to  the  committee, 
whether  they  are  investigating  the  city  officers  or  the  general 
public  ? 

Mr.  Nettleton. — Well,  Mr.  Chairman,  you  remember  what  I 
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said  in  the  other  room,  —  that  this  committee  was  to  investigate,  and 
that,  as  you  were  directed  to  investigate,  I  thought  the  investiga- 
tion should  proceed  upon  just  such  lines  as  I  would  advise,  and 
not  upon  suggestions  by  counsel.  While  this  was  advertised  for  a 
public  hearing,  I  should  not  be  satisfied  to  consider  this  an  in- 
vestigation, without  I,  in  consultation  with  the  committee,  had 
followed  out  certain  other  lines  than  those  that  have  presented 
themselves  upon  the  public  hearing.  Now  I  am  very  glad  that 
this  is  made  a  public  hearing,  that  the  public  may  see  the  objec- 
tions which  are  made  to  the  investigation  by  counsel  representing 
one  or  more  parties  here.  I  think  the  committee  must  see  that  the 
investigation  is  being  somewhat  blocked  hy  the  inteiposition  of 
counsel  representing  these  parties.  So  far  as  I  am  concerned  it 
would  not  affect  me  in  the  slightest,  because  there  are  other 
methods  of  conducting  it  if  the  parties  themselves  stand  in  the 
way. 

Mr.  KiTTKEDGE.  —  Dou't  misuuderstand  me  that  my  client  and 
myself  desire  to  obstruct  the  purpose  of  this  investigation  in  any 
way.  But  this  is  outside  bluster,  which,  it  seems  to  me,  is  not 
pertinent  to  tlie  inquiry,  and  ought  not  to  be  admitted. 

Mr.  Nettleton.  —  I  think  that  is  rather  an  impertinent  sugges- 
tion from  an  outsider,  to  suggest  to  the  committee  as  to  what  the 
committee  should  admit  in  an  investigation. 

Mr.  KiTTREDGE.  — I  dou't  know  of  an}'  other  wa}^  in  which  we 
will  get  their  decision. 

Alderman  Cutter. — I  would  state,  as  a  member  of  the  com- 
mittee, that,  in  our  interview  with  Col.  Nettleton  in  the  anteroom, 
we  were  unanimous  in  the  opinion  that  it  was  for  him  to  conduct 
the  inquiry  as  he  thought  best.  He  is  the  counsel  for  the  City  of 
Boston.  It  was  our  opinion  that  he  should  take  charge  of  this 
case,  and  follow  it  up  in  his  own  way,  and  do  precisel}^  as  he 
thought  best  for  the  interests  of  the  city.  I  for  one  am  still  of 
the  opinion  that  it  is  right  and  proper  for  him  to  conduct  this  case 
as  he  sees  fit.  He  has  a  right  to  ask  any  question  that  suggests 
itself  to  his  mind,  and  then  the  witness  may  answer  or  refuse  to 
answer  the  question,  and  the  responsibility  wall  be  upon  the  wit- 
ness.   That  is  the  view  I  take  of  it. 

The  Chairman. — I  think  that  is  the  desire  of  the  committee. 
We  were  really  instructed  by  the  Board  to  emplo}'  Corporation 
Counsel  Nettleton  to  manage  the  case. 

Mr.  KiTTREDGE.  —  Then  we  understand  that  this  is  an  investiga- 
tion by  the  Corporation  Counsel,  and  not  by  the  committee? 

Mr.  Nettleton.  —  If  I  were  one  of  the  committee  I  would  not 
pei'mit  the  counsel  to  be  present  after  such  an  impertinent  sugges- 
tion as  that.    I  consider  it  a  reflection  upon  the  committee. 

Alderman  Cutter. — I  consider  it  a  reflection  upon  the  com- 
mittee. 

Mr.  KiTTREDGE.  — It  was  not  said  with  any  such  purpose. 

Aldeiman  Cutter. — If  3'ou  will  think  of  3'our  remark  for  a 
moment,  you  must  consider  it  a  reflection  upon  the  committee^  be- 
cause, as  I  understand  it,  the  Coi'poration  Counsel  is  here  to  advise 
the  committee,  and  to  take  char<^:e  of  this  case.    Neither  of  the 
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members  of  the  committee  are  lawyers  ;  they  do  not  know  what  is 
the  best  procedure  in  order  to  get  at  the  true  facts  of  a  case  of  this 
kind.  That  is  all  we  want,  therefore  we  place  it  in  the  corpora- 
tion counsel's  hands  to  manage  the  case  as  he  sees  fit.  He  repre- 
sents the  committee,  each  one  of  us,  individually  and  collectively, 
and  I  do  not  think  he  should  be  hampered  at  all  in  the  answers  to 
the  questions.  If  the  witness  does  not  wish  to  answer  the  ques- 
tions all  he  has  to  say  is,  "I  object."  1  think  that  is  a  fair  way 
to  conduct  the  case. 

Mr.  Nettleton.  —  Mr.  Harris,  will  yon  state  to  the  committee? 

Mr.  Harris.  — Will  you  allow  me  to  answer  in  my  own  wa}-? 

Mr.  Nettleton. — Ctrtamly. 

Mr.  Harris. — I  have  never  received  from  any  member  of  the 
City  Government  Of  this  year  or  last  year  any  suggestion  or  inti- 
mation that  if  I  paid  money  that  bill  would  be  paid.  Now 
that  is  clear  so  far.  I  have  said  that  I  have  had  intimations  from 
someone  —  I  call  it  intimations  from  some  one  —  not  connected 
with  the  City  Government.  But,  gentlemen,  if  I  received  a  com- 
munication marked  "  Confidential,"  or  a  person  comes  to  me  and 
says  he  wishes  in  confidence  to  talk  to  me,  and  he  is  not  connected 
with  the  City  Government,  would  it  be  fair  and  honorable  in  me  to 
state  publicly  the  name  of  that  gentleman? 

Mr.  Nettleton.  — Then,  Mr.  Harris,  you  decline  to  state  the 
name  of  the  person  who  made  the  intimation  to  you? 

A.  As  I  feel  at  present,  I  don't  think  1  ought  to. 

Q.  Do  you  positively  decline  to  state  from  whom  you  received 
the  intimation? 

A.  At  this  present  time  I  do,  as  I  feel  at  present,  because  I 
cannot  satisfy  myself  that  I  ought  to,  or  have  a  right  to,  and  be 
fair  and  honorable  myself. 

Mr.  Nettleton. — It  ma}'  be  that  the  intimation  was  not  of 
suflflcient  consequence  for  us  to  follow  up  the  name.  Will  you  tell 
us  what  the  intimation  was  you  received? 

A.  Well,  it  was  an  intimation  to  that  effect. 

Q.  Can  3'ou  give  it  to  us  more  specifically,  more  nearly  in  the 
terms  that  were  suggested  to  you  ? 

A.  It  was  an  intimation  to  the  effect  that  if  certain  amounts 
could  be  paid  the  bill  would  be  paid  —  to  that  effect. 

Alderman  Cutter.  —  When  this  intimation  was  made  to  you 
did  you  consider  it  anything  more  than  an  off-hand  remark  of  some 
irresponsible  party?  How  did  you  consider  it?  What  was  the 
light  that  you  had  upon  the  subject,  or  the  idea  that  you  had  — 
whether  this  man  was  in  authority,  or  whether  he  was  a  man  like 
a  lobbyist,  as  mentioned  b\^  Mr.  Merrill,  who  made  the  intimation 
that  if  some  money  was  paid  his  influence  would  be  brought  to 
bear  upon  the  parties,  so  that  the  bill  would  be  approved?  I  would 
like  to  get  at  what  was  your  idea  of  the  part}'  who  made  the  inti- 
mation, whether  he  was  responsible  or  irresponsible. 

Mr.  Merrill. — That  is,  you  mean  whether  he  was  so  con- 
nected with  parties  in  authority  in  the  Street  Department  that  he 
could  accomplish  w^hat  he  wanted? 

Alderman  Cutter. —  Yes,  sir. 
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Mr.  KiTTREDGE. —  Are  you  asking  Mr.  Harris'  impression  or 
opinion  ? 

Alderman  Cutter. —  Yes,  sir,  that  is  exactly  so. 

Mr.  Harris. —  My  impression  is,  or  was,  that  there  was  some- 
thing in  it,  that  it  was  not  mere  idle  talk,  but  I  did  not  connect  in 
my  mind  anybody  in  the  Street  Department  or  in  the  City  Govern- 
ment. 

Mr.  Nettleton. —  Was  it  a  lawyer  who  approached  you? 
A.  1  will  relieve  the  profession. 

Q.  Was  he  in  any  way  connected  in  business  with  any  member 
of  the  City  Government? 
A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Or  had  he  ever  been  connected  in  business  with  him? 
A.  I  cannot  say  that  he  was, —  not  to  my  knowledge. 
Q.  It  is  evident  then,  Mr.  Harris,  that  you  have  in  your  mind 
some  person  whose  intimation  impressed  you. 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Let  me  ask  you  whether  this  one  whom  you  have  in  your 
mind  was  the  only  one  who  at  any  time  spoke  to  you  in  regard  to 
the  payment,  to  whose  statements  you  attached  any  importance. 
As  I  understand,  you  attached  some  importance  to  this,  and 
thought  he  might  have  some  influence  in  the  matter. 

A.  He  was  the  only  one  to  whose  statement  I  attached  any 
importance. 

Q.  Very  well.  Upon  that  information,  what  action  did  you  take 
as  agent  of  the  Asphalt  Company? 

Mr.  KiTTREDGE. —  Ouc  momcut :  I  wish  to  speak  to  Mr.  Harris 
upon  something  outside  of  this  question.  (Mr.  Kittredge  con- 
sulted Mr.  Harris  privately.) 

Mr.  Nettleton. —  What  action  did  you,  as  agent  of  the  Asphalt 
Company  take? 

A.  Nothing. 

Q.  Did  you  have  more  than  one  interview  with  this  person  of 
whom  you  spoke  in  regard  to  it? 
A.  I  frequently  met  the  person. 

Q.  In  regard  to  this  matter  —  the  payment  of  this  bill  ? 

A.  I  cannot  say  I  frequently  met  him  in  regard  to  the  matter. 
I  often  met  him. 

Q.  When  you  met  him  did  you  ever  speak  with  him  again  about 
the  payment  of  the  bill? 

A.  Well,  if  I  recollect  aright,  after  that  which  we  call  an 
intimation  was  made  to  me  substantial!}^,  and  in  such  form  as  to 
impress  me,  I  had  no  further  interview  witli  that  gentleman.  I 
don't  think  I  had  any  other  interview  with  that  gentleman  or  saw 
that  gentleman  for  some  considerable  time,  two  or  three  months. 

Q.  And  when  you  did  see  him  he  had  nothing  further  to  say  to 
3^ou  upon  that  subject? 

A.  On  that  subject,  no.  I  think  our  conversation  was  all  con- 
fined to  the  subject  on  that  one  interview. 

Q.  Do  you  know  the  members  of  the  firm  of  Pa3'son  &  Co? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  I  do. 

Q.  Who  are  they? 
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A.  S.  S.  Rowe  and  Mr.  Norton  Payson. 
Q.  Mr.  C.  B.  Pa} son  is  not  one  of  the  firm? 
A.  I  cannot  swear  that  he  is  or  is  not. 
Q.  Was  it  either  of  those  gentlemen  who  spoke  to  you? 
A.  I  object  to  that  question  at  present. 
1    Q.   Have  you  given  me  all  the  names  of  that  firm? 
A.  So  far  as  1  know  them. 

Q.  I  think  I  have  followed  in  that  direction  far  enough.  I  will 
ask  you  whether  the  person,  whoever  he  may  have  been,  who 
spoke  to  you,  connected  his  talk  with  any  member  of  the  City 
Government,  mentioned  any  member  of  the  City  Government  as 
the  person  to  whom  the  payment  was  to  be  made. 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  And  you  have  stated  as  nearly  as  3'ou  remember  the  con- 
versation that  did  take  place? 

A.  I  have  given  you  the  substance.  I  have  not  undertaken  to 
state  the  conversation.  I  have  stated  the  conversation  in  sub- 
stance. 

Q.  You  never  wrote  to  Mr.  Barber  about  that  conversation  ? 

A.  I  shall  have  to  make  a  limit  of  time.  A  letter  has  been 
published,  as  you  are  aware,  on  which  this  investigation  is  founded. 
After  that  letter  had  been  sent  to  Mr.  Barber  —  or,  I  should  put 
it  in  this  way,  —  that  I  received  a  letter  from  Mr.  Barber  stating 
that  he  had  received  a  letter  from  Mr.  Payson  of  such  a  character, 
and  asking  my  opinion.  Then  I  wrote  to  him  giving  him  my 
opinion  —  if  that  answers  your  question.  But  between  the  time 
that  that  intimation  was  made  to  me  and  the  time  that  Mr.  Barber 
wrote  me  that  letter,  I  did  not  write  to  him,  I  made  no  commu- 
nication of  that  matter  to  the  company  at  Washington,  or  to  the 
president. 

Q.  Have  you  the  letter  that  Mr.  Barber  wrote  to  you  at  that 
time? 

A.  I  think  very  likely. 
Q.  Will  you  produce  that? 

Mr.  KiTTREDGE. — I  havc  it.    I  don't  know  whether  we  will 
produce  it  or  not.    I  will  look  at  it  and  see  what  it  is, 
Mr.  Nettleton.  —  Can  3'ou  state  the  date  of  it? 
A.  No,  I  cannot. 

Q.  Can  you  state  whether  it  was  before  or  after  Mr.  Barber 
answered  Mr.  Payson's  note? 

A.  My  impression  is  that  it  was  before  he  answered  Mr.  Pay- 
son's  note. 

Q.  That  is,  Mr.  Payson's  note  was  written  to  Mr.  Barber  on 
the  9th  of  February,  and  that  was  not  answered  until  the  29th  — 
you  think  that  between  the  9th  and  29th  the  correspondence  be- 
tween you  and  Mr.  Barber  took  place? 

A.  Yes,  it  must  have. 

Q.  I  see  Mr.  Barber  does  not  refer  to  the  letter  to  you.  Did 
you  know  at  the  time  Mr.  Payson  wrote  this  letter  he  was  about 
to  write  it? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Did  he  speak  to  you  about  it  before  or  after  he  had  written  it? 
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xi.  No,  sir,  he  never  mentioned  it  to  me. 

Q.  When  Mr.  Barber  wrote  to  you  he  referred  to  this  letter  that 
Mr.  Payson  had  written,  and  asked  your  opinion  about  it? 
A.  Something  to  that  effect,  yes. 

Mr.  Nettleton. — Mr.  Kittredge,  have  y^ou  got  Mr.  Harris' 
letter  to  Mr.  Barber? 

Mr.  Kittredge.  —  I  think  not.  I  don't  know.  I  have  not 
looked  over  these  letters  for  some  time. 

Mr.  Nettleton.  — I  should  like  to  have  this  letter  of  Mr.  Barber 
to  Mr.  Harris  produced  at  the  next  hearing. 

Mr.  Kittredge.  —  I  will  look  over  my  letters,  and  decide 
whether  I  will  produce  it. 

Mr.  Nettleton.  —  Mr.  Harris,  have  you  any  memorandum  by 
which  you  can  fix  the  date  of  the  letter  of  Mr.  Barber  to  y^ou  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  I  think,  then,  Mr.  Harris,  that  this  matter  stands  in  this 
way  :  that  there  was  one  yjerson,  and  only  one,  with  whom  you  have 
at  any  time  talked  in  regard  to  the  payment  of  money  to  any  person 
in  connection  with  this  bill. 

A.  I  believe  there  is  only  one  person  who  has  approached  me  in 
that  way.  There  have  been  rumors  all  around,  and  hardly  a  day 
goes  by  but  somebod\'  says  something,  that  if  somebod}'  would  do 
something  it  would  be  all  right.    That  is  common  talk,  that  is  all. 

Q.  ISow  there  is  a  single  question:  if  you  will  return  to  the 
merits  of  the  bill,  I  think  perhaps  you  can  aid  the  committee  very- 
much  if  3  0U  state  who  in  the  city  of  Boston  you  consider  good  ex- 
perts upon  the  qualities  of  asphalt  pavement. 

A.  Of  that  particular  kind? 

Q,  Yes.  • 

A.  Trinidad  Asphalt  Pavement? 

Q.  I  don't  know  whether  it  is  Trinidad. 

A.  You  open  up  a  large  field  there :  there  are  various  kinds 
of  asphalts  used,  and  prepared  in  diflferent  ways. 

Q  I  would  use  the  term  in  a  broad  sense,  and  meaning  the 
kind  of  pavement  set  on  Kilby  street  and  Columbus  avenue  and 
Court  square. 

A.  1  don't  know  anybody  who  is  an  expert. 

Q.  You  had  some  on  Devonshire  street  once? 

A.  That  was  asphalt-block  pavement.  I  do  not  know  anybody 
in  Boston  who  can  be  called  an  expert  on  Trinidad  asphalt  pave- 
ment. There  is  a  firm  in  Boston  —  Simpson  Bros.  —  who  sell 
what  is  called  rock-asphalt  pavement,  imported  rock  asphalt;  but 
that  is  a  different  line  of  pavement. 

Q.  How  long,  in  your  judgment,  should  a  good  asphalt  pave- 
ment last,  in  Albany  street,  where  that  is  laid? 

A.  It  would  last  a  great  many  years.  How  long  I  do  not  know, 
because  we  have  watched  pavements  that  have  been  down  in  the 
streets  a  good  many  years,  and  which  are  still  good  pavements  ; 
but  what  the  life  of  an  asphalt  pavement  will  be  we  cannot  state 
yet,  so  far  as  I  have  known  it. 

Mr.  Nettleton.  —  I  believe  we  have  got  all  we  want  to  hear 
from  Mr.  Harris. 
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Mr.  KiTTREDGE.  —  There  are  two  or  three  questions  I  want  to 
ask  Mr.  Harris.  In  the  fii  st  place,  what  was  the  occasion  or  cause 
of  the  northerly  end  of  the  pavement  of  Albany  street  being  laid  in 
cold  weather?    Why  was  it  not  hiid  until  cold  weather? 

A.  Well,  there  were  delays:  the  street  was  not  read}'  for  us  to 
go  to  work  upon  until  the  latter  part  of  October. 

Q.  Who  was,  according  to  the  terms  of  the  contract,  to  get  the 
street  ready  for  you  to  lay  the  pavement  upon? 

A.  The  City  of  Boston. 

Q.  And  whether  or  not,  then,  it  was  on  account  of  the  citys 
delay  in  preparing  the  street  for  the  pavement  that  it  was  dela3'ed 
until  the  cold  weather  came? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  I  consider  it  was. 

Q.  Whether  or  not  the  Barber  Asphalt  Company  were  i-eady  at 
all  times  after  the  contract  was  made  to  immediately  proceed  with 
the  work? 

A.  We  were  read}'  to  go  to  work  there  on  the  17th  day  of  Sep- 
tember. 

Q.   When  did  you  go  to  work? 

A.  We  went  to  work  on  the  21st  of  October. 

Q.  One  thing  further :  when  3^ou  last  looked  at  tlie  pavement, 
the  part  of  it  which  has  been  spoken  of  as  wavy,  what  was  its  ap- 
pearance, compared  with  its  appearance  last  October  or  November, 
when  it  was  laid  and  left  by  the  company. 

A.  Well,  I  do  not  know  as  I  could  see  any  particular  difference. 

Q.  Did  the  part  which  has  been  spoken  of  as  wav}'  show  the 
effect  of  wear  any  more  than  the  part  which  is  not  wavy? 

A.  No. 

Q.  Can  you  say  whether  it  had  grown  any  more  or  less  wavy 
from  last  fall  to  last  summer,  when  you  looked  at  it? 

A.  It  certainly  had  not  grown  any  more  wavy. 

Q.  What,  in  your  judgment,  would  be  the  effect  upon  the  pave- 
ment by  the  passage  of  heavy  teams  over  it. 

A.  It  would  have  the  effect  to  iron  out  the  inequalities. 

Q,  And  make  it  less  wavy  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  What  would  be  the  effect  of  the  future  use  of  it  from  now 
on?  Would  it  be  to  continuallv  iron  it  out  and  make  it  more 
level? 

A.  It  might,  and  might  not.  It  might  not  affect  it  at  all.  It 
might  be  so  hard  as  not  to  affect  it  at  all.  Then  it  might  come  hot 
weather,  so  as  to  iron  it  out.  It  is  something  we  should  want  to 
watch  closely.  I  have  seen  a  pavement,  rough  at  first,  which  was 
ironed  out  by  use.  Then  I  have  seen  a  pavement  where  a  wave  in 
a  certain  direction  increased. 

Q.  In  what  direction  are  these  waves,  whether  lengthwise  or 
crosswise  the  street? 

A.  They  are  crosswise  the  street. 

Q.  Can  you  state  to  the  committee  how  much  out  of  an  absolute 
level  the  waves  rise? 

A.  Oh,  it  must  be  a  very  small  amount, 
Q.  State  that  by  measurement. 
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A.  I  should  not  think  there  was  half  an  inch. 
Q.  In  what  area? 

A.  An  area  not  wider  than  this  table. 

Q.  This  table  is  about  three  feet  and  a  half  wide? 

A.  Yes. 

Q.  Not  more  than  half  an  inch  to  three  and  a  half  or  four  feet? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  When  did  you  first  present  to  the  cit}^  of  Boston  a  bill  for 
this  Albany  street  paving? 

A.   1  cannot  give  3'ou  the  date. 

Q.  How  long  after  the  work  was  completed? 

A.  Well,  it  might  have  been  a  month,  or  somewhere  between 
one  and  two  months. 

Q.  When  was  the  work  completed? 

A.  The  work  was  completed  some  time  in  November. 

Q.   Do  you  remember  the  exact  date? 

A.  Somewhere  about  the  middle  of  November,  if  I  remember 
exactly,  or  between  the  middle  and  two-thirds  of  the  way  along. 

Q.  One  thing  further:  Who,  on  behalf  of  the  city  of  Boston, 
superintended  this  work  while  it  was  being  done? 

A.  A  gentleman  b}'  the  name  of  Young. 

Q.  What  portion  of  the  time  did  he  superintend,  if  not  the 
whole  time,  for  the  city  —  superintendent  or  inspector,  I  believe 
he  is  called  ? 

A.  I  suppose  he  was  called  inspector. 

Q.  What  portion  of  the  time,  if  not  the  whole  time,  was  he  in- 
spector upon  this  work? 

A.  My  impression  is  he  came  upon  the  street  when  the  base 
was  about  one-third  laid. 

Q.  How  long  did  he  remain  ? 

A.  He  remained  until  after  the  base  was  laid.  I  did  not  see 
him  there  until  after  they  commenced  putting  on  the  covering 
coat.  I  think  he  was  there  the  day  they  commenced  putting  on 
the  wearing  surface. 

Q.  After  Mr.  Young  left,  who,  on  the  part  of  the  city,  superin- 
tended it  ? 

A.  I  cannot  answer  that  question. 

Q.  Who  was  there  from  day  to  day,  watching  the  progress  of 
the  work  from  time  to  time,  on  behalf  of  the  city? 

A.  There  were  members  of  the  Committee  on  Paving  there,  I 
should  say,  almost  ever}-  da}^  Mr.  Slade  and  Mr.  Hall  were 
there  almost  every  day,  and  were  there  many  times,  although  I  did 
not  see  them  there,  but  was  told  that  they  were  there. 

A.  And  whether  3^ou  were  told  and  believed  that  they  superin- 
tended the  work  up  to  its  completion. 

A.  1  cannot  say  that  they  superintended  the  work,  but  they 
were  there  inspecting  it,  and  expressed  their  opinion,  so  I  was  in- 
formed. 

Q.  After  the  work  was  completed,  whether  or  not  the  Commit- 
tee on  Paving  expressed  their  approval  or  disapproval  of  it? 
A.  To  me? 
Yes, 
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A.  Yes. 

Q.  More  than  once  ? 

A.  Mr.  Slade,  who  was  chairman  of  the  committee,  stated  to 
me  that  it  was  as  good  a  piece  of  paving  as  he  ever  saw. 

Mr.  Nettleton.  — How  is  this  material,  so  long  as  the  contract 
provides  that  it  is  to  be  laid  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Streets? 

Mr.  KiTTREDGE.  — That  contract  was  not  signed  at  the  time  the  . 
work  was  done. 

Mr.  Nettleton.  —  When  was  the  contract  signed  ?     Do  3'ou 
remember,  Mr.  Harris? 
Mr.  Harris. — No,  sir. 

Mr.  KiTTREDGE. — It  was  signed  in  July  or  August  of  this 
year. 

Mr.  Nettleton.  — It  is  dated  September  22,  1884. 
Mr.  KiTTREDGE. — It  is  dated  at  the  time  the  verbal  contract 
was  made. 

Mr.  KiTTREDGE.  —  You  wcrc  about  to  state,  Mr.  Harris,  what 
Mr.  Slade  said. 

A.  That  it  was  as  good  a  piece  of  asphalt  pavement,  taking  it 
as  a  whole,  as  he  had  ever  seen  —  as  good  a  surface. 

Q.  Any  other  cit}'  officers  express  their  approval  or  disapprova 
of  it? 

A.  Well,  Charles  Morton. 

Q.  The  present  acting  Superintendent  of  Streets? 
^4.  Yes.    He  has  said  to  me  he  considered  it  a  good  average 
piece  of  work. 

Q.  What  acquaintance  had  Alderman  Slade  with  asphalt  pave- 
ment? 

A,  He  had  seen  all  the  asphalt  pavement  laid  in  Boston,  and 
had  been  to  Washington  and  examined  the  asphalt  pavements 
laid  there.  He  was  on  the  Committee  on  Paving  from  the  time 
the  first  asphalt  pavement  was  laid  in  Boston. 

Mr.  KiTTREDGE.  — I  havc  nothing  further,  I  think,  that  I  want 
to  inquire  about. 

Mr.  Nettleton.  — There  are  three  contracts  here  proposed,  all 
signed  by  Mr.  Harris.  The  first  one  is  this  one  dated  September 
22,  1884,  which,  you  say,  was  not  signed  until  some  time  during 
last  summer,  1885.    Is  that  so,  Mr.  Harris? 

A.  I  signed  a  contract  this  summer.  I  do  not  know  as  it  was 
that  one  which  you  have  there. 

Alderman  Cutter.  — Did  you  sign  any  contract  in  regard  to  the 
Albany  street  paving  until  this  summer,  Mr.  Harris? 

A.  No,  sir,  no  written  contract  was  executed. 

Mr.  KiTTREDGE.  —  The  work  was  done  under  a  verbal  contract 
between  the  company,  the  Superintendent  of  Streets,  and  the 
Committee  on  P.iving.  There  is  something  in  writing,  which  ap- 
peared at  the  previo  IS  hearing,  directing  the  work  to  go  on,  whicli 
is  all  I  know  of  any  writing. 

Mr.  Netfletox.  —  Your  proposal,  Mi*.  Harris,  of  Septf^mher  27, 
1885,  was  to  pave  Albany  street  between  Concord  and  Springfield 
streets  with  the  pavement  known  as  the  Barber  Asphalt  piivement, 
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being  composed  of  similar  materials,  and  laid  in  the  same  manner, 
as  the  pavements  laid  on  Court  square,  Libert}^  square,  and  Arch 
street,  for  the  sum  of  $3.25  per  square  yard.  You  entered  upon 
that  work,  and  that  proposal  was  modified  by  the  agreement  of  the 
same  date,  which  incbided  the  ngreement  that  the  work  should  be 
done  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Superintendent  of  Streets.  The 
previous  proposal  was  that  it  should  be  done  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  Committee  on  Paving. 

A.  I  understood  it  was  to  be  done  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Streets  and  the  Committee  on  Paving. 

Q.  That  proposition  was  accepted,  although  not  in  writing,  and 
it  was  upon  the  strength  of  that  proposal  the  work  was  done,  — it 
was  upon  the  basis  of  that  agreement  that  the  work  was  done? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  And  that  agreement  was  that  the  work  should  be  done  with 
the  approval  of  the  Committee  on  Paving  and  Superintendent  of 
Streets? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Was  the  change  from  Portland  to  American  cement  made 
before  or  after  the  work  was  begun  ? 
A.  Before  the  work  was  begun. 

Alderman  Cutter.  — Which  was  October  28,  as  you  will  find  it 
on  the  records  of  the  Committee  on  Paving. 

Mr.  Nettleton.  — When  did  you  begin  the  work? 
A.  October  21. 

Q.  The  vote  upon  the  records  of  the  Committee  on  Paving  is: 
"Voted  to  have  the  Barber  Asphalt  Company  use  Rosendale  in- 
stead of  Portland  cement." 

A.  It  was  ali-eady  settled  upon  between  myself  and  the  Street 
Department  long  before  that. 

Mr.  Nettleton.  —  How  was  it  settled?  It  could  not  be  settled 
before  that,  except  by  vote  of  the  committee? 

A.  The  rough  draft  of  a  contract  presented  to  me  called  for 
Portland  cement. 

Alderman  Cutter.  — Could  that  have  been  changed,  except  by 
vote  of  the  committee? 

A.  I  saw  the  members  of  the  Paving  Committee  about  it,  and 
told  them  I  wanted  to  use  American  cement,  and  they  told  me  I 
might. 

Mr.  Nettleton.  —  The  individual  members  told  you  so? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Nettleton.  —  Of  course  that  would  not  make  any  differ- 
ence. 

The  Chairman.  —  I  think  that  was  the  unanimous  opinion  of 
the  committee,  if  I  recollect  aright.  I  recollect  about  that,  because 
all  three  of  us  went  up  there  together. 

Mr.  Nettleton.  —  Then  as  you  understand  it,  without  regard 
to  the  records,  an  agreement  was  made  before  you  began  the  work, 
and  you  never  began  or  contemplated  using  Portland  cement  after 
the  first  start? 

A.  The  agreement  or  understanding  was  with  the  Committee 
on  Paving  some  time  before  I  began   work.    It  took  me  some 
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time  to  get  around  and  make,  inquiries  as  to  the  best  Rosendale 
cement. 

Q.  You  agreed  to  do  it  for  $3.25  a  square  yard,  and  to  use 
Rosendale  cement? 
A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Y6ur  first  proposition  was  that  the  pavement  should  be  com- 
posed of  materials  similar  to  those  of  the  pavement  laid  in  Liberty 
square  and  Court  square,  and  to  be  laid  in  the  same  manner? 

A.  Similar  materials. 

Q.  Well,  you  would  not  call  American  cement  Portland 
cement? 

A.  I  would  call  cement,  cement,  and  asphalt,  asphalt. 

Q.  So  you  would  call  face-brick,  brick,  and  you  wonld  call  a 
common  brick,  brick,  too  ;  but  wouldn't  you  understand  that  face- 
brick  and  common  brick  are  two  dilferent  things?  Wouldn't  you 
understand  that  Portland  cement  and  American  cement  were  two 
different  things  ? 

A.  If  a  person  asked  me  if  Portland  cement  was  different  from 
American  cement  I  should  say  so. 

Q.  But  in  reading  a  contract  like  that,  would  you  say,  if  "  com- 
posed of  similar  materials,"  it  would  satisfy  the  contract  if  you  put 
in  cement  of  a  different  quality  ? 

A.  If  it  was  good  cement. 

Q.  And  you  mean  to  say  that  Portland  cement  would  be  similar 
to  American  cement? 

A.  As  a  cement  it  is  similar. 

Alderman  Cutter.  —  If  it  wasn't  supposed  that  Portland  cement 
w^as  to  be  used,  what  was  the  necessity  for  the  Committee  on 
Paving  to  pass  this  vote  and  change  it  to  Rosendale 
cement? 

A.  After  I  made  my  proposition  to  lay  the  pavement  Mr. 
Meehan  presented  a  rough  draft  of  a  contract  in  which  he  had 
specified  Portland  cement. 

Q.  But  did  not  he  specifj'  Portland  cement  because  it  was  used 
in  Liberty  square  and  other  streets? 

A.  It  may  be.  Then  I  went  to  the  committee  and  told  them 
that  American  cement  was  used  ever3'where  else,  that  it  was  used 
in  Washington  by  the  arm}-  officers,  and  it  was  a  needless  expense 
to  put  in  Portland  cement,  and  I  asked  them  to  allow  me  to  use 
American  cement. 

Mr.  Nettleton. — That  was  some  time  after  they  accepted 
your  proposition  of  September  22,  in  which  you  offered  to  la}'  it 
the  same  as  the  other  pavement  in  Liberty  and  Court  squares? 

A.  I  do  not  know  how  long  after,  but  there  was  a  fair  under- 
standing between  the  Committee  on  Paving  and  myself.  Wliat  I 
meant  by  a  similar  pavement  was  an  asphalt  pavement  such  as 
is  laid  in  Court  square. 

Q.  When  you  made  your  estimate  of  $3.25  per  square  yard 
you  meant  the  same  kind  of  cement? 

A.  I  was  calling  it  American  cement  all  the  time. 

Q.  Do  you  know  what  the  price  paid  in  Court  square  was? 

A.  It  has  been  stated  here. 
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Q.  $2.85? 

A.  I  believe  so. 

Q.  That  was  laid  in  Portland  cement? 
A.  That  was  Portland  cement. 

Q.  Do  yon  know  of  any  asphalt  pavement  having  been  laid  in 
the  city  of  Boston  with  American  cement  for  so  high  a  price  as 
$3.25  a  yard? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Did  yon  ever  know  of  a  paving  laid  with  American  cement 
high  as  S3  a  yard  ? 
A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  The  Columbus  avenue  pavement  was  laid  with  American 
cement? 

A,  That  was  S3  a  3'ard. 

Q.  That  broke  down  and  proved  insufficient? 
A.  It  wasn't  sufficient,  but  there  was  no  trouble  whatever  with 
the  base. 

Q.  It  was  with  the  facing? 

A.  The  wearing  surface.  The  base  in  which  American  cement 
is  used  is  just  as  good  to-day  as  it  was  when  laid. 

Q.  You  say  3'ou  estimated  on  American  cement  at  S3. 25  a  3'ard? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Then  what  was  the  occasion  for  applying  to  the  committee 
to  get  permission  to  change,  as  was  given  ? 

A.  1  just  told  you  that  Mr.  Meehan,  after  I  made  that  proposi- 
tion, presented  to  me  a  rough  draft  of  the  contract,  in  which  he 
had  put  in  and  specified  Portland  cement. 

Q.  This  Court  square  contract  provides  that  it  shall  be  laid 
with  Portland  cement.  The  contract  prepared  by  Mr.  Meehan 
and  presented  to  3'ou  was  similar  to  the  contract  for  the  Court 
square  pavement,  was  it  not? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  I  believe  it  was. 

Q.  And  the  materials  that  were  provided  for  in  the  contract 
were  similar  to  the  materials  provided  for  in  the  Court  square 
contract? 

A.  I  presume  the\'  were. 

Q.  Then  your  objection  was  really  made  to  using  what  you  said 
you  would  use  in  laying  this  pavement? 

A.  Well,  now,  Mr.  Nettlelon,  tiiere  is  no  use  trying  to  make  it 
out  so.  I  sa}^  a  similar  pavement,  and  I  leave  it  to  3'ou,  gentlemen. 

Q.  You  say  composed  of  similar  materials? 

A.  Well,  yes,  an  asphalt  pavement  composed  of  similar  mate- 
rials. 

Q.  I  simply  ask  you  whether  you  mean  to  say  that  Portland 
cement  is  similar  material — if  that  was  meant  when  j^ou  used  the 
term  similar  material,  instead  of  American  cement? 

A.  That  is  what  I  meant. 

Mr.  KiTTREDGE.  — That  is  what  he  meant,  and  Mr.  Meehan  did 
not  so  understand  it,  and  presented  a  draft  of  a  contract  for  Port- 
land cement,  and  Mr.  Harris  said  he  did  not  estimate  on  Portland 
cement,  and  the  committee  changed  the  contract. 
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Mr.  Nettleton.  —  You  knew  this  pavement  in  Court  square  was 
composed  of  Portland  cement? 
Mr.  Harris.  —  It  may  be. 

Q.  And  you  said  similar  materials  to  the  Court  square  pave- 
ment? 

A.  Yes,  sir ;  but  you  must  take  a  broad  interpretation  of  that. 
There  was  to  be  a  base  made  of  stone  and  sand,  and  there  was  to 
be  a  wearing  surface  made  of  asphalt. 

Alderman  Cutter.  —  You  understand  that  $3.25  was  paid  for 
this  job  in  Court  square? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  $2.85,  then,  it  was? 
A.  It  has  been  stated  here. 

Q.  Well,  now,  whatever  the  price  may  be  in  your  estimate  here, 
in  expectation  of  getting  $3.25  for  an  inferior  article,  using  Amer- 
ican cement,  were  you  not  endeavoring  to  get  too  much  out  of  the 
city  of  Boston  for  the  job  which  you  werq  to  do? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Please  explain.  If  this  thing  could  be  done  for  $2.85,  why 
could  not  that  job  in  Alban}^  street  be  done  equally  as  cheap? 

A.  I  will  explain  the  whole  thing:  so  far  as  I  am  informed  and 
understand,  that  pavement  in  Court  and  Liberty  squares  was  laid 
below  cost ;  in  ftict,  the  company  failed  ;  the}^  sunk,  it  is  said, 
here  in  Boston,  $50,000,  and  failed.  I  found  that  we  must  have 
more  money  on  Albany'  street.  We  sunk  more  money  here  last 
year,  and  we  sunk  money  this  3'ear. 

Mr.  Nettleton.  —  If  you  had  been  required  to  estimate  on  Port- 
land cement,  what  would  have  been  the  difference  in  price  per 
yard  ? 

A.  It  would  be  something  more.  The  Portland  cement  will  go 
further.    I  should  have  added  twenty-five  cents  per  yard. 

Mr.  KiTTREDGE. — The  company  that  laid  the  pavement  in 
Court  square  lost  so  much  money  that  they  failed.  They  laid  it 
at  a  loss.  The  Barber  Asphalt  Company  didn't  want  to  lay  it  at  a 
loss,  and  wanted  to  make  a  fair  profit,  and  that  compensation  was 
fixed  upon,  the  pavement  has  been  laid,  and  the  company  has  not 
failed. 

Alderman  Cutter.  —  Col.  Nettleton  has  asked  you  in  regard  to 
experts,  Mr.  Harris,  and  who  would  be  a  proper  part}^  to  put  on 
there  as  an  expert? 

Mr.  KiTTREDGE.  —  He  did  not  know  of  an\'  in  Boston. 

Alderman  Cutter.  — Will  3'ou  please  notice  that  the  Mayor,  in 
his  communication  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  makes  use  of  the  ex- 
pression that  experts  who  have  examined  the  job  pronounce  it  an 
average  good  job  of  asphalt  pavement?  Mr.  Harris,  can  you  give 
any  opinion  as  to  who  the  Mayor  got  to  examine  that  job? 

A.  I  cannot;  and,  Mr.  Alderman,  if  I  make  myself  clear  in 
regard  to  experts,  I  wish  to  sa}^  that  a  man  may  be  an  expert  in 
one  sense,  and  not  in  another.  He  may  be  an  expert  in  judging 
whether  that  pavement  looUs  well,  or  is  a  good  pavement,  without 
being  expert  in  asphalt  work.  What  I  meant  was  that  I  knew  no 
expert  in  asphalt  in  Boston  as  an  expert  in  Trinidad  asphalt.  I 
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meant  by  that  that  I  do  not  know  anybod}^  who  is  an  expert  in 
making  that  kind  of  pavement  —  an  expert  in  its  construction  and 
mixture.  It  is  a  process  that  has  to  be  gone  through  very  care- 
fully. 

Mr.  Nettleton.  —  I  want  to  know  who  is  an  expert  in  judging 
of  the  quality  of  the  pavement  after  the  work  is  done. 

A.  There  may  be  a  good  many  civil  engineers  who  have  given 
attention  to  pavements  wiio  may  be  capable  of  judging  whether  it 
is  a  good  pavement  by  walking  over  it,  and  judging  from  its  ap- 
pearance. 

Mr.  KiTTREDGE.  — Who  is  the  recognized  expert  in  the  United 
States  in  asphalt  pavement? 

A.  Capt.  Green,  of  the  United  States  armv,  professor  at  West 
Point.  He  has  been  the  Government  superintendent  of  asphalt 
pavement  in  Washington  for  several  years. 

Mr.  KiTTREDGE.  —  He  is  a  gentlemen  we  had  here  at  the  previ- 
ous meeting,  and  whom  we  were  ready  to  call,  in  order  to  satisfy 
the  committee  as  to  the  quality  of  this  work. 

Alderman  Nugent.  —  Would  you  not  consider  Mr.  Morton  an 
experienced  man  on  asphalt  pavement? 

A.  I  should  say  he  was  a  good  judge  of  pavement. 

Q.  A  good  judge  of  a  road  when  it  was  laid? 

A.  Yes,  sir  ;  and  a  judge  of  the  way  it  was  laid. 

Bartholomew^  M.  Young  was  called  b}^  Mr.  Nettieton  and  took 
the  stand. 

Mr.  Nettleton. — Were  you  in  the  Paving  Department  at  the 
time  this  work  was  done  on  Albany  street? 
A.  I  was. 

Q.  In  what  capacity? 

A.  I  was  then  inspector  on  this  work. 

Q.  How  frequently  did  3'ou  visit  it? 

A.  I  was  there  all  the  time  while  I  was  there.  I  spent  the  en- 
tire day  on  the  work.  I  was  there  several  days.  I  was  not  there 
all  the  time  that  they  were  doing  it. 

Q.  Did  you  see  tlae  mixing  of  materials? 

A.  No,  sir,  I  did  not.  I  saw  the  mixing  of  the  base,  the  con- 
crete work,  or  part  of  that. 

Q.  Did  3'ou  see  the  work  completed  and  rolled? 

A.  A  portion  of  it,  while  I  was  there  I  did. 

Q.  Did  you  have  occasion  to  give  directions  about  it  at  any 
time  while  3'ou  were  there? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  I  did. 

Q.  Of  what  nature? 

A.  I  found  it  was  impossible  to  roll  it  even,  to  roll  those  creases 
out.  Mr.  Payson  and  Mr.  Harris  tried  very  hard  to  do  it,  but 
they  could  not  succeed,  they  said,  because  of  the  coldness  of  the 
weather, — the  asphalt  was  chilled,  and  it  was  difficult  to  roll  it 
even. 

Q.  Now  the  base  that  you  saw  put  in  there,  as  I  understand, 
the  material  of  the  old  street,  was  first  removed,  and  then  a  founda- 
tion was  laid  for  this  pavement:  of  what  did  that  base  consist? 
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A.  It  consisted  of  broken  stones,  sand,  and  cement. 
Q.  That  3'ou  saw  put  in  ? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  It  was  part  of  3-onr  business? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Was  that  properly  done  ? 

A.  It  was  not  exacth'  up  to  the  contract.  The  stone  was  a 
little  large,  and  the}'  were  put  in  more  than  the  contract  called  for. 
Mr.  Payson  and  Mr.  Harris  were  willing  to  change  it  when  I  went 
in  there,  and  put  in  the  balance  according  to  the  contract.  The}' 
said  the  reason  they  put  it  in  was  because  they  considered  it  a 
more  solid  base.  Mr.  Payson  made  that  statement,  I  don't  know 
that  Mr.  Harris  did. 

Q.  Was  the  base  as  laid  satisfactory  to  you  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  it  was. 

Q.  Then  the  next  thing  was  to  put  on* the  asphalt? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Apart  from  the  irregularity  caused  by  the  cold  weather,  was 
there  any  complaint  to  be  made  in  regard  to  the  laying  of  the 
asphalt? 

A.  I  could  not  say.    I  did  not  see  any. 

Q.  When  the  work  was  completed,  was  the  job  done,  in  your 
judgment  in  a  workmanlike  manner,  and  had  it  been  done  in  a 
workmanlike  manner  throughout. 

A.  I  was  only  on  the  work  part  of  the  time,  and  did  not  see  it 
when  it  was  completed.  I  was  not  there  when  the  w^ork  was 
completed.  I  only  remained  a  part  of  the  time  on  the  work. 
The  work  was  not  up  to  the  contract,  as  tlie  then  Superintendent 
of  Streets,  Mr.  Meehan,  stated,  and  said  it  was  no  use  in  keeping 
an  inspector  if  the  work  was  not  up  to  the  contract, — that  was, 
the  wearing  surface. 

Q,  At  what  time  did  you  leave? 

A.  I  should  think  it  was  about  oue-third  done,  it  might  be  one- 
half. 

Q.  And  he  had  given  orders  to  stop  the  work,  had  he,  then,  or 
to  change  the  method  of  doing  it? 

A.  He  consulted  with  me  in  regard  to  the  matter,  and  said 
tliat  as  it  was  not  satisfactory  to  him  he  did  not  think  it  necessary 
to  keep  an  inspector  on  it. 

Mr.  RiTTREDGE.  —  I  think  that  would  be  the  purpose  of  keeping 
an  inspector  on. 

Mr.  Young.  —  I  stated  that  the  work  was  not  satisfactory  when 
I  left  — that  is,  the  asphalt. 

Mr  Nettletox.  —  But  take  the  difference  between  Portland 
and  A.merican  cement :  how  would  that  differ,  so  far  as  the  work  or 
foundation  was  concerned? 

A.  Well,  I  cannot  say  tliat  I  am  an  expert  on  that.  I  should 
nt  t  think  it  would  make  but  very  little  difference  in  putting  in  a 
h'c.se.    It  seemed  to  be  a  good  solid  base  that  was  put  in  there. 

Q.  Do  you  know  how  much  the  difference  would  be  in  the  cost? 

A.  It  is  an  easy  matter  to  figure  it. 

Q,  It  is  the  difference  between  the  prices  of  the  two  cements? 
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A,  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Now  we  have  heard  something  about  the  objections  to  tlie 
payment  of  this  bill ;  have  you  ever  heard  from  any  one  any 
intimation  that  if  money  was  paid  the  bill  would  be  paid? 

A.  Nothing,  only  rumors  I  have  heard  through  the  papers. 

Q.  Nobody  has  ever  said  anything  to  you  about  it? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  And  all  you  have  heard  is  simple  rumor? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  You  heard  Mr.  Harris'  statement? 
A.  1  did. 

Q.  Nothing  was  ever  said  to  you  such  as  he  states? 

A.  Nothing  at  all ;  nobody  ever  approached  me  about  any 
money  being  paid. 

Aldermen  Nugent.  —  Were  you  there  when  the  foundation  was 
put  in. 

A.  I  was  there  when  the  concrete  part  of  it  was  put  in.  I 
stated  that  there  was  a  portion  of  it  put  in  when  I  got  there. 

Q.  Did  you  consider  the  foundation  a  good  job? 

A.  I  did.  I  considered  the  foundation  a  good,  fair  piece  of 
work. 

Mr.  KiTTREDGE. — If  I  Understand  you,  you  superintended  the 
work  from  the  beginning  up  to  the  time  they  were  laying  the 
asphalt  covering. 

A.  No,  sir  ;  a  portion  of  the  concrete  work  was  laid  when  I  went 
there. 

Q.  Very  well ;  the  concrete  work  was  satisfactory  to  3'ou  as  it 
was  done,  and  as  it  was  finally  left  it  was  all  right? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  And  you  left  about  the  time  they  were  relaying  the  asphalt? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  And  with  the  exception  of  the  waviness  of  the  covering  the 
work  was  all  right? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Nettleton.  — Had  the  base  been  put  in  when  3'ou  left? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  And  when  you  speak  of  one-third  of  the  work  being  com- 
pleted you  mean  the  asphalt  material  ? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  KiTTREDGE. —  As  I  Understand,  the  base  of  the  whole  length 
was  made  first. 
A,  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  And  then  they  commenced  laying  the  asphalt  covering? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  How  long  a  time  were  you  there  after  they  commenced  lay- 
ing the  asphalt,  or  wearing  surface,  as  it  is  called? 

A.  I  think  it  was  two  or  three  days,  I  am  not  sure.  I  could  not 
state  positively  now. 

Q.  Are  you  sure  it  was  more  than  one  day  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  I  am  sure  of  that ;  it  was  certainly  more  than  one 
day.    I  think  it  was  two  or  three  days. 

Q.  In  your  judgment,  was  anything  the  trouble  with  the  wear- 
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ing  surface,  except  the  fact  that  the  compan}'  were  obliged  to 
lay  it  in  cold  weather? 

A.  That  I  should  not  like  to  state.  They  did  not  seem  to  be 
able  to  roll  it  even.    That  seemed  to  be  the  great  objection. 

Q.  That  seemed  to  be  tlie  onl}^  objection  —  they  did  not  seem 
to  be  able  to  roll  it  even,  but  what  the  cause  of  it  was  you  cannot 
state  ? 

A.  I  should  not  want  to  state.    There  may  have  been  some- 
thing in  the  mixing  of  the  asphalt. 

Q.  But  the  uneveness  3^ou  cannot  state  the  reason  for? 
A.  No,  sir. 

Mr.  Nettleton  stated  to  Mr.  Kittredge,  after  the  time  had 
been  fixed  for  the  next  hearing,  that  he  desired  to  see  Mr.  Barber 
in  reference  to  the  correspondence  between  him  and  M.  Harris,  in 
regard  to  the  statement  of  Mr.  Payson.  , 

Mr.  Kittredge  —  I  will  look  up  the  letter,  and  see  if  it  is  proper  . 
for  you  to  have  it. 

Mr.  Nettleton.  —  I  look  upon  it  in  this  way :  Mr.  Barber  puts 
on  an  air  of  injured  innocence.  He  does  not  say  anything  aloout 
having  had  a  correspondence  with  Mr.  Harris  on  the  subject. 
Now  it  seems  to  me  that  he  did  write  to  Mr.  Harris,  and  I  should 
like  to  know  whether  he  was  as  anxious  to  ward  off  the  black- 
mailing scheme  when  he  wrote  to  Mr.  Harris  as  he  was  when  he 
subsequently  wrote  to  Mr.  Paj^son. 

Mr.  Kittredge.  —  I  presume  he  was,  but  respectfully  suggest 
that  it  is  not  any  of  your  business,  because,  1  would  like  to  ask, 
what  has  it  to  do  with  the  investigation  ?  I  don't  know  but  1 
should  as  lief  give  you  the  letter  as  not. 

Mr.  Nettleton.  —  Very  well,  let  us  have  it. 

Mr.  Nettleton.  —  Mr.  Harris,  what  was  the  nature  of  that 
letter  from,  Mr.  Barber?  What  did  he  inquire  about,  after  he 
received  this  letter  from  Mr.  Payson  ? 

A.  Well,  it  was  a  letter  to  the  effect  —  I  cannot  quote  it:  it  is 
a  long  time  since  I  have  seen  it ;  he  seemed  to  ask  my  opinion 
of  what  I  thought  of  such  a  letter, 

Q.  Whether  he  had  better  pa}"  or  not? 

A.  No,  no,  that  was  not  it  —  what  I  thought  of  such  a  commu- 
nication as  that,  —  a  letter  to  that  effect. 
Q.  A  short  letter  ? 
A.  Yes. 

Q.  I  should  like  to  see  that  letter  very  much,  and  as  it  is  in  the 
city,  and  can  be  so  easily  produced,  it  would  relieve  some  curiosity, 
perhaps,  if  it  was  shown. 

Mr.  Kittredge.  —  We  will  be  glad  to  relieve  your  curiosity. 

The  Chairman.  —  Do  3"ou  desire  to  send  for  Mr.  Barber,  if  you 
get  tlie  letter  from  Mr.  Kittredge  ? 

Mr.  Nettleton.  —  No,  sir,  inasmuch  as  this  relates  to  a  letter 
which  Mr.  Payson  has  written,  I  think  it  is  a  legitimate  matter  of 
inquiry.  In  connection  with  that  letter  he  writes  to  Mr.  Harris, 
and  I  would  like  to  see  just  what  he  did  write. 

Mr.  Kittredge.  —  I  will  look  it  up.  I  presume  there  is  nothing 
objectionable  about  it.

Tuesday,  October  27,  1885,  10  A.M. 

Present :  All  the  members  of  the  committee.  Alderman  Fernald 
in  the  chair. 

Mr.  Nettleton.  — Mr.  Kittredge,  will  you  produce  the  letter  of 
Mr.  Barber  referred  to  at  the  last  hearing? 

Mr.  KiTTREDGE.  — I  havc  looked  over  what  letters  I  have,  and 
I  cannot  see  that  any  of  them  will  give  you  any  light  upon  this 
matter. 

Q.  You  have  the  letter,  I  understand  ? 

A.  Yes  ;  I  have  certain  correspondence  relating  to  the  business 
of  the  company,  but  I  have  not  any  letter  that  will  give  you  any 
light.  Mr.  Harris  has  telegraphed  to  New  York  for  certain  letters  ; 
I  do  not  know  what  he  has  received. 

Q.  The  letter  I  want  is  the  particular  letter  which  Mr.  Barber 
wrote  to  Mr.  Harris,  — you  have  that  letter? 

A.  Yes. 

Q.  And  that  letter  you  decline  to  produce? 

A.  It  is  a  letter  which  relates  to  the  business  of  the  compan}^, 
and  it  does  not  seem  to  have  any  bearing  upon  the  question. 

Q.  This  letter  was  written  to  Mr.  Harris  in  consequence  of  the 
letter  of  Mr.  Payson  to  Mr.  Barber? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  It  seems  to  me  it  will  throw  light  upon  the  letter  of  Mr. 
Pa3'son. 

A.  Upon  what  point? 

Q.  It  is  a  letter  written  between  the  dates  of  the  letter  of  Mr. 
Payson  to  Mr.  Barber  and  Mr.  Barber's  letter  to  Mr.  Payson, 
and,  being  in  relation  to  the  same  subject,  presumably  it  throws 
light  upon  the  inquiry  as  to  the  occasion  of  Mr.  Payson' s  first 
letter. 

A.  Well,  that  would  be  simply  Mr.  Barber's  statement.  None 
of  the  other  letters  refer  to  this  particularly,  and  they  are  general 
business  correspondence  between  Mr.  Harris  and  Mr.  Barber, 
between  the  date  of  receiving  this  letter  from  Mr.  Payson  and  the 
subsequent  letter.    They  run  over  different  periods  of  time. 

Q.  Of  course  if  you  decline  to  produce  it  we  cannot  compel  you 
to  do  so. 

A.  If  there  is  anything  in  the  letter  which  3'ou  think  has  any 
bearing  upon  the  subject  I  have  no  objection  to  your  having  part 
of  it.  It  is  a  letter  relating  to  the  business  of  the  company  inde- 
pendent of  this  matter. 

Q.  I  supposed  it  was  a  letter  from  Mr.  Barber,  inquiring  of  Mr. 
liairis  as  to  whether  it  was  advisable  to  pay  attention  to  Mr.  Pay- 
son's  suggestion,  and  how  much  mone}'  it  would  take. 

A.  No  ;  there  was  nothing  of  that  kind. 

Q.  And  I  thought  the  letter  might  be  useful. 

A.  It  contained  nothing  of  that  kind. 

Alderman  Cutter.  —  In  that  letter,  Mr.  Kittredge,  did  he  make 
inquiry  of  Mr.  Payson  who  it  was  that  approached  him  with  this 
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offer,  or  suggestion,  that  if  a  commission  was  paid  the  bill  would 
be  paid  ? 

A.  I  don't  remember  it.  I  will  ask  Mr.  Harris.  (Mr.  Kit- 
tredge  consulted  Mr.  Harris  privatel}'.)  No,  sir;  Mr.  Harris 
says  he  did  not.  That  is  my  recollection,  although  I  did  not  want 
to  sa}'  it  without  conferring  with  him. 

Mr.  Nettleton.  — I  should  like  to  ask  Mr.  Harris,  then,  if  you 
have  seen,  since  the  last  meeting,  this  letter  that  was  written  to 
you  by  Mr.  Barber? 

Mr.  Harris.  — I  have  not. 

Q.  And  you,  as  I  understand,  have  no  copy  of  it? 
A.  I  have  no  copy  of  it. 

Q.  Nor  a  copy  of  the  letter  that  you  wrote  to  Mr.  Barber? 
A.  Yes,  I  have  a  copy  of  the  letter  I  wrote  to  Mr.  Barber. 
Q.  Would  you  produce  that?  (Pause.*) 
Mr.  KiTTREDGE.  —  Havc  you  got  it  with  you,  Mr.  Harris? 
A.  I  have. 

Q.  Let  me  see  it.  (Mr.  Harris  handed  Mr.  Kittredge  the 
letter.) 

Mr.  Kittredge. — We  have  no  objections  to  presenting  this 
letter  to  the  committee  and  to  Mr.  Nettleton.  I  will  indicate 
what  relates  to  an  entirel}'  different  matter,  but  there  is  part  of  it 
that  relates  to  this  matter. 

Mr.  Kittredge  handed  Mr.  Nettleton  the  letter,  and  Mr.  Nettle- 
ton and  the  committee  retired  and  consulted  privately,  and  pres- 
ently returned. 

Mr.  Nettleton.  —  Mr.  Kittredge,  the  committee  have  examined 
that  letter,  and  they  think  it  is  entirely  honorable  to  the  parties, 
to  Mr.  Harris,  and  to  everybody  named  therein,  and  they  have  no 
desire  to  pry  improperly  into  matters  which  belong  to  Mr.  Harris, 
or  other  parties.  They  therefore  desire  the  reporter  to  make  a 
record  of  the  fact  that  there  is  nothing  in  this  letter  of  Mr.  Barber 
to  Mr.  Harris  which  will  aid  the  investigation  which  the}'  are  now 
pursuing.    (Returning  the  letter  to  Mr.  Kittredge.) 

Calvin  B.  Payson  was  called  by  Mr.  Nettleton  and  took  the  stand. 

Mr.  Nettleton.  —  You  wrote  that  letter  to  Mr.  Barber,  Feb- 
ruary 9  ? 

A.  I  have  no  doubt  but  I  caused  it  to  be  written. 
Q.  At  that  time  what  was  your  relation  to  the  Barber  Asphalt 
Paving  Company? 

A.  I  was  superintendent. 

Q.  And  did  you  have  charge  of  the  work  on  Albany  street 
when  it  was  done? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  when  it  was  done. 
Q.  From  beginning  to  end? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  You  say  in  this  letter  that,  "in  order  for  you  to  get  such  a 
settlement  of  the  bill  you  will  have  to  allow  A  or  B  a  commission 
of,  sa}'  $1,000  or  $1,800,  and  assign  said  account  to  A  or  B,  so 
that  he  will  collect  it."  Will  you  tell  the  committee  who  were  the 
persons  meant  by  A  or  B  ? 
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A.  No,  sir,  I  don't  know.    I  could  not  answer  it. 
Q.  Did  3'ou  have  an}'  particular  person  in  mind  wlien  you  made 
that  statement? 
A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Had  anybody  spoken  to  j^ou  about  getting  this  bill  through 
upon  the  payment  of  an}'  sum  of  mone}'? 
A.  How  is  that,  sir? 

Q.  Who  was  lie  that  had  spoken  to  3'ou  about  getting  the  bill 
through  by  the  payment  of  a  sum  of  money? 
A.  That  I  decline  to  answer. 

Q.  Are  you  a  member  of  the  firm  of  Pa^'son  &  Co,  ? 

A.  My  accounts  are  all  kept  separate. 

Q.  Are  3'ou  a  member  of  the  firm? 

A.  Well,  I  don't  know  how  3'ou  would  place  me. 

Q.  Have  you  any  interest  in  the  business  of  Payson  &  Co.  ? 

A.  Yes. 

Q.  You  share  in  the  profits? 

A.  To  a  certain  amount. 

Q.  Then  you  are  a  partner  in  the  firm? 

A.  I  will  answer  that  by  saying  I  don't  know  how  you  would 
place  me.  M3'  accounts  are  all  kept  separate.  I  take  contracts 
on  my  own  account.  I  do  work  for  Payson  &  Co.  and  the}'  do 
work  for  me.  I  borrow  mone3'  of  them.  You  can  place  me,  and 
I  am  satisfied  wherever  you  place  me. 

Q.  Was  it  a  member  of  the  firm  of  Payson  &  Co.  who  spoke  to 
you  about  paying  this  commission? 

A.  That  I  decline  to  answer. 

Q.  Who  are  the  members  of  the  firm  ? 

A.  8.  8.  Rowe  and  Darius  N.  Payson. 

Q.  Will  you,  without  giving  the  name  of  the  person  who  made 
the  statement,  state  to  the  committee  what  the  suggestion  was 
that  was  made  to  you  b3'  him? 

A.  Just  put  that  question  again,  please. 

Q.  Without  stating  the  name  of  the  person  whom  you  decline 
to  name,  will  you  state  the  substance  of  his  conversation  with3^ou? 

A.  The  substance  was  that  if  the  sum  of  $1,800  was  paid,  Mr. 
Meehan  would  approve  the  bill,  and  Mr.  Barber  would  get  his 
money. 

Q.  Did  he  tell  you  to  whom  the  $1,800  was  to  be  paid? 
A.  No,  sir,  I  never  asked. 

Q.  And  you  had  no  means  of  information,  and  you  did  not 
know  ? 

A.  No,  sir,  and  I  don't  know  to-day. 

Q.  Did  he  tell  3'ou  his  authority  for  making  the  statement  that 
if  $1,800  was  paid  the  bill  would  be  paid? 
A.  I  don't- think  he  did. 

Q.  Was  it  in  consequence  of  what  he  said  to  you  that  3'ou  wrote 
this  letter? 

A.  In  consequence  of  what  he  said  to  me  -was  the  reason  why  I 
caused  tiiat  letter  to  be  written. 

Q.  And  you  believed  at  that  time  that  if  $1,800  was  paid  to 
somebod3"  the  bill  would  be  paid? 
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A.  I  had  no  reason  to  disbelieve  it. 

Q.  Now,  then,  1  understand  you  to  say  that  the  person  who 
made  that  suggestion  to  you  named  nobody  as  the  person  to  whom 
the  mone}'  was  to  be  paid  ? 

A.  Nobody.     (Pause.)    How  is  that? 

Q.  The  person  who  made  the  suggestion  to  you  did  not  name 
any  one  as  the  person  to  whom  the  money  was  to  be  paid? 
A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Nor  let  3'ou  know  in  any  way  whatever  to  whom  it  was  to  be 
paid  ? 

A.  No,  sir,  and  I  don't  know  to-day.  I  answered  that,  I 
believe,  once  before. 

Q.  Did  you  understand  that  it  was  to  be  paid  to  any  member 
of  the  City  Government,  or  to  anybody  connected  with  the  Paving 
Department? 

A.  No,  sir,  I  did  not  understand  anything  about  it ;  I  did  not 
ask. 

Q.  When  you  wrote  this  letter  to  Mr.  Barber,  suggesting  that 
he  should  pay  this  sum,  how  was  he  to  avail  himself  of  it  without 
knowing  to  whom  the  money  was  to  be  paid  ? 

A.  I  don't  know.  I  say  I  caused  the  letter  to  be  written.  I  do 
not  suppose  it  would  have  been  written  if  I  had  not  been  in  exist- 
ence, and  it  would  not  have  been  written  if  I  had  not  been  con- 
nected with  the  company. 

Q.  You  say  that  "Mr.  Rowe  can  give  you  more  information 
than  I  can." 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  think  Mr.  Rowe  could  give  him  more  information 
than  you? 

A.  That  I  decline  to  answer. 

Q.  When  you  say  "Commissions  will  make  the  mare  go,"  you  say 
this  in  connection  with  this  arrangement  by  which  the  Barber 
Asphalt  Paving  Company  were  to  get  $30,000  or  $40,000  worth  of 
pavement  to  be  laid  this  season.  Was  that  in  consequence  of  any 
information  given  to  you  b^^  a  member  of  the  City  Government,  or 
anybod}'  connected  with  the  Paving  Department,  or  any  other  de- 
partment of  the  city? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Was  this  person  who  spoke  to  you  of  the  pajmnent  of  a  com- 
mission of  $1,800  the  only  person  who  had  made  such  a  sugges- 
tion to  you  ? 

A.  I  think  so. 

Q.  Did  he  tell  you,  or  give  3'ou  in  any  way  to  understand,  as 
the  reason  for  making  the  suggestion  to  you,  that  he  had  communi- 
cated with  any  member  of  the  City  Government,  or  any  member  of 
the  Paving  Department,  in  regard  to  the  pa3^ment  of  tlie  bill? 

A.  Well,  no  ;  he  did  not  give  me  any  reasons. 

Q.  Well,  then,  Mr.  Payson,  the  statement  contained  in  this  let- 
ter by  you  to  Mr.  Barber  was  a  mere  idle  suggestion,  without  any 
authority  whatever? 

A.  I  caused  that  letter  to  be  written  to  Mr.  Barber  upon  in- 
formation that  I  had,  and  that  if  the  sum  of  $1,800  was  paid,  that 
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bill  would  be  approved,  and  they  would  get  the  mone3\  I  did  not 
ask  any  questions  where  that  money  was  going,  and  I  did  not 
care  ;  but  as  an  employ 6  of  the  Barber  Asphalt  Paving  Company 
I  caused  that  letter  to  be  written. 

Q.  Well,  if  it  was  to  be  paid,  and  if  it  was  to  aid  the  Barber 
Asphalt  Paving  Company  in  getting  its  bill  paid,  through  what 
channels  was  it  to  be  paid  ? 

A.  I  sent  that  communication  for  just  what  it  was  worth,  and 
that  is  all. 

Q.  Then  3'ou  left  further  inquiry  as  to  what  course  should  be 
taken  to  be  found  out  by  Mr.  Barber  of  Mr.  Rowe  ? 
A.  Mr.  Rowe  can  answer  that  himself. 

Q.  I  ask  if  that  was  so.  You  sa}^  Mr.  Rowe  can  give  more  in- 
formation in  regard  to  obtaining  $30,000  or  $40,000  worth  of 
work  ? 

A.  I  think  the  committee  understand  it  perfectly  well,  that  I 
caused  that  letter  to  be  written,  because  1  never  saw  it. 
Q.  You  never  saw  this  letter? 

A.  I  never  saw  the  letter  in  my  life.  The  idea  was  that  I 
wanted  to  convej'  the  idea  to  Mr.  Barber  that  he  could  get  the  bill 
paid  by  paying  so  and  so ;  and  there  I  don't  know  anything  more 
about  it. 

Q.  Who  did  write  the  letter? 

A.  Mr.  Goodwin. 

Q.  Who  is  Mr.  Goodwin? 

A.  He  is  my  clerk. 

Alderman  Cutter.  —  Was  this  party  who  approached  you  in 
regard  to  this  commission  a  member  of  the  City  Government? 

A.  No,  sir,  no  one  connected  with  the  City  Government. 

Q.  Was  he  directly  or  indirectly  in  any  way  connected  with  the 
Cit}'  Government? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Mr.  Nettleton.  —  The  letter  was  not  dictated  by  you  to.  Mr. 
Goodwin  ? 
A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  And  you  never  saw  the  letter  after  it  was  written? 
A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  direct  him  to  write  the  letter  to  Mr.  Barber  stating 
the  substance  of  this  letter? 

A.  The  portion  of  the  substance  which  refers  to  the  $1,800,  that 
is  all. 

Q.  Nothing  about  the  other? 
A.   No,  sir. 

Q.  When  the  suggestion  was  made  to  you  by  this  person,  was 
anybody  else  present?    (Pause.)     Was  Mr.  Goodwin  present? 
A.  No,  sir. 

Q.   Was  any  one  else  present? 

A.  That  I  cannot  say.    1  do  not  think  there  was. 

Q.  Well,  Mr.  Payson,  the  purpose,  as  you  see,  of  pressing  tliese 
inquiries  is  to  ascertain  what  foundation  you  had  for  directing  such 
a  letter  as  that  to  be  sent  to  Mr.  Barber.  Y^ou  have  stated  to  the 
committee  that  it  came  upon  the  suggestion  of  a  person  who 
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made  the  suggestion  to  3  011,  and  3^011  believed,  in  consequence  of 
that  suggestion,  that  if  $1,800  was  paid  that  bill  would  be  paid. 
You  now  decline  to  tell  tlie  committee  the  person  who  made  tliat 
suggestion,  and  you  sa3'  you  have  no  idea  of  whom  or  through 
what  channels  the  mone3'  was  to  paid,  —  is  that  so? 

A.  I  decline  to  answer.  1  do  not  know  where  the  money  was 
going,  and  I  never  knew. 

Q.  Well,  I  understood  you  to  sa3'  ycu  declined  to  sa3'  whether 
it  was  a  member  of  the  firm  of  Payson  &  Co  ? 

A.  I  decline  to  answer  that. 

Alderman  Cutter.  —  Did  you  consider  this  part3',  whoever 
he  might  be,  as  a  man  having  any  aulhorit3'  to  approach  you,  any 
more  than  a  mere  lobbyist,  in  expectation  of  getting  some  money 
out  of  it  himself? 

A.  How  is  that,  INIr.  Alderman? 

Q.  Did  3^ou  consider  this  part3',  whoever  he  might  be,  who 
approached  you,  that  he  was  a  man  who  had  any  authorit3'  what- 
ever, anything  further  than  that  he  might  be  considered  a  lobbyist, 
in  order  that  he  might  make  something  out  of  it  [)ersonally? 

A.  I  didn't  consider  he  had  anything  to  do  with  it  at  all,  an3' 
more  than  any  other  outside  part3\ 

Mr.  Nettleton.  —  Did  this  person  who  made  the  suggestion  to 
you  tell  you  that  he  would  get  that  bill  paid  if  you  would  give 
$1,800  dollars  or  any  other  sum? 

A.  No,  sir ;  there  was  not  any  agreement  about  it  at  all. 

Q.  Did  he  sa3'  he  would  undertake  to  do  it? 

A.  No.    He  did  not  say  he  would  undertake  to  do  it ;  no,  sir. 

Q.  Suppose  that  if  Mr.  Barber  had  written  to  you  authorizing 
3'ou  to  pa3'  this  $1,800,  of  which  you  speak  here,  to  whom  would 
3^ou  have  paid  that  money  ? 

A.  I  should  have  gone  to  my  informer,  the  man  who  informed 
me.  That  is  what  I  should  have  done.  I  could  not  have  gone 
anywhere  else. 

Q.  It  is  no  use  to  ask  3'ou  to  tell  us  the  name  of  that  man,  since 
3^ou  have  refused  to  give  us  the  only  information  which  would  be 
of  an3^  use? 

A.  I  do  not  think  it  is  proper  to  go  outside  among  friends. 
Q.  You  never  had  an3^  interview  with  Mr.  Meelian  in  regard  to 
the  matter? 

A.  Never  in  my  life  —  not  before;  but  since  this  came  out  I 
have  spoken  to  Mr.  Meehan  about  it ;  but  Mr.  Meehan  and  I  never 
had  any  conversation  about  the  matter  before  it  came  out. 

Q.  Therefore  in  this  letter  you  have  no  allusion  to  Mr.  Meehan, 
or  anybody  connected  with  the  Paving  Department? 

A.  No,  sir  ;  no,  sir. 

Mr.  Nettleton.  —  That  is  all,  Mr.  Payson.  I  would  ask  if  Mr. 
Rowe  and  Mr.  Payson's  brother  are  here?    (No  response  ) 

Mr.  Merrill. — 1  would  like  to  ask  Mr.  Payson  one  question. 
Is  Mr.  Rowe  associated  with  you  in  business  out  in  Roxbury? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  What  is  his  name? 

A.  Joseph  H. 
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The  Chairman.  —  Mr.  Kittredge,  do  you  propose  to  sa}^  any- 
thin  o;  ? 

Mr.  Kittredge.  —  Is  the  testimony  all  in? 

Mr.  Nettleton.  —  I  tliink  we  should  have  the  other  members  of 
the  firm  here,  and  let  them  testify  or  refnse  to  testify'. 

Mr.  Kittredge.  —  I  should  like  to  have  the  opportunity  to  say 
a  few  words  before  the  hearing  is  finally  closed. 

The  Chairman.  —  Mr.  Merrill,  would  you  like  to  say  anything 
more  ? 

Mr.  Merrill.  — No,  sir,  not  at  this  time. 
Adjourned  to  Friday,  October  30,  1885,  at  11  A.M. 


THIRD  HEAROG. 

Friday,  Oct.  30,  1885,  11  A.M. 

All  the  members  of  the  committee  present.  Aid.  Fernald  in  the 
chair. 

None  of  the  witnesses  who  had  been  summoned  appearing,  the 
committee  held  a  private  consultation  with  Mr.  Nettleton,  and 
adjourned,  subject  to  the  call  of  the  chairman. 


FOURTH  HEARING. 

Friday,  Nov.  6,  1885,  2  P.M. 

Present :  All  the  members  of  the  committee. 
Darius  N.  Payson  was  called  and  examined  as  follows :  — 
Mr.  Nettleton.  —  Your  are  one  of  the  firm  of  Payson  &  Co.  ? 
A.   Yes,  sir. 

Q.  And  your  partner  is  S.  S.  Rowe,  as  I  understand? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  have  any  talk  with  Mr.  Harris,  the  former 
superintendent  of  streets,  or  with  your  brother,  C.  B.  Payson,  in 
regard  to  getting  through  the  payment  of  the  Barber  Asphalt 
Paving  Company's  bill  for  paving  Albany  street? 

A.  Never,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  see,  before  you  saw  it  in  print,  this  letter  of 
you  brother  to  Mr.  Barber,  the  president  of  that  compan}'? 

A.  No,  sir ;  the  first  I  knew  anything  about  the  letter  I  saw  it 
in  the  papers. 

Q.  Do  you  know  anything  about  any  proposition^^raade  at  any 
time  by  any  one  to  get  that  bill  through? 
A.  1  do  not. 

Q.  Do  you  know  anything  about  the  bill? 
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J.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Have  you  seen  the  paving  that  has  been  done  on  Albany 
street  since  it  was  finished  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir ;  I  have  driven  over  it  several  times. 

Q.  And  you  are  skilled  in  paving,  I  suppose? 

A.  No,  sir;  not  in  that  kind. 

Q.  You  know  what  makes  a  good  road  ? 

A.  I  know  wdiat  is  a  smooth  road. 

Q.  Do  you  call  yourself  a  judge  of  asphalt  paving,  so  far  as  the 
surface  of  it  goes  ? 

A.  Well,  I  can  tell  where  it  is  smooth,  or  where  it  is  rough. 

Q.  Have  3'ou  ever  looked  at  tliat  pavement  with  a  view  to  see 
whether  it  is  a  good  pavement  or  not? 

A.  No,  sir  ;  I  never  have  examined  it  for  that  purpose. 

Alderman  Fernald.  — You  can  tell  better  about  granite  blocks? 

A.  Yes,  sir  ;  I  can. 

Mr.  Nettleton.  —  I  do  not  know  that  there  is  an3'thing  further. 
I  asked  Mr.  Payson  to  come  in,  because  it  happened  that  he  was 
not  here  at  our  last  meeting.  He  came  into  my  office  and  there 
talked  with  me,  and  I  inquired  more  particularly  of  him  than  I 
have  now,  but  I  was  satisfied  in  my  own  mind  that  he  knew  noth- 
ing whatever  about  this  matter.  I  felt  that  it  would  be  better  that 
he  should  come  before  the  committee  and  make  his  statement  than 
that  it  should  be  reported  by  me.  ISo  I  have  nothing  further  to 
ask  him. 

Joseph  H.  Rowe  took  the  stand,  and  was  examined  as  follows  :  — 
Mr.  Nettleton. — I  believe  you  came  upon  a  summons  issued 
at  the  suggestion  of  Mr.  Merrill.    I  do  not  know  particularly  what 
he  desired,  but  he  suggested  your  name  to  me.    Are  you  a  partner 
with  3^our  brother,  S.  S.  Rowe? 
A,  No,  sir. 

Q.  Are  you  connected  in  any  way  with  the  firm  of  Payson  & 
Co.? 

A.  Never,  not  in  paving ;  in  the  ice  business  I  am. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  have  anything  to  do,  or  have  you  had  anything 
to  do,  at  any  time  with  getting  the  bill  of  the  Barber  Asphalt  Pav- 
ing Co.  through  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  anything  about  it? 

A.  No,  sir,  nothing  at  all,  except  what  I  have  read  in  the 
papers.    That  is  all  1  know  about  it. 

Q.  Have  you  ever  had  any  talk  with  Mr.  Harris  or  Mr.  Meehan 
in  regard  to  it? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Then  you  don't  know  anything  about  the  work  done  there  ? 
A.  No,  sir. 

Mr.  Nettleton.  —  I  do  not  know  the  particular  object  of  Mr. 
Rowe  being  summoned  here.    I  have  no  further  questions  to  ask. 

Mr.  Nettleton  read  a  letter  from  Mr.  S.  8.  Rowe,  who  had  been 
notified  to  be  present,  giving  his  reason  for  non-attendance  at  the 
last  hearing  as  absence  at  the  South  Shore  on  business,  and  stating 
that  he  had  seen  Mr.  Nettleton,  and  told  him  all  he  knew  about 
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the  matter,  and  authorizing  him  to  report  his  statements  to  the 
conimittee. 

Mr.  Nettleton.  —  Mr.  Rowe  came  in,  and  I  had  a  long  talk 
wiih  him  about  it,  and  examined  him,  and  he  kindly  submitted  to 
an  examination  as  thorough  as  I  could  possibly  have  made  it 
before  the  committee.  He  gave  me  full  answers  to  everything  I 
asked  him,  and  1  was  satisfied  that  there  was  absolutely  nothing 
to  confirm  the  impression  that  was  made  on  m}-  mind  at  the  first 
hearing,  — that  it  was  perhaps  he  or  Mr.  D.  N.  Payson,  who  has 
just  testified,  who  had  made  this  statement  that  is  referred  to  in 
the  letter  of  Mr.  C.  B.  Payson. 

I  think  I  had  better  write  out  the  statement  of  Mr.  Rowe  that 
he  authorized  me  to  report  and  submit  it  to  him  for  correction,  in 
order  that  it  may  be  embodied  in  the  report  of  the  committee. 

Now,  there  is  another  matter  ;  I  presume  that  Mr.  Kittredge  will 
be  in  directly.  But  I  have  ascertained  that  between  the  dates  of 
February  9  —  when  Mr.  Payson  wrote  his  letter  to  Mr.  Barber  — 
and  February  25,  that  Mr.  Barber  wrote  two  other  letters,  —  one 
to  Mr.  Harris  and  one  to  Mr.  Payson.  1  have  a  cop3^  of  the  letter 
which  Mr.  Barber  wrote  to  Mr.  Payson  on  Februarj'  13.  The 
otlier  letter,  which  he  wrote  to  Mr.  Harris,  you  remember  I  asked 
Mr.  Kittredge  to  produce,  and  he  said  he  had  a  cop}'  of  it,  but  he 
thought  it  would  throw  no  light  upon  the  matter,  and  declined  to 
produce  it.  I  have  seen  Mr.  Kittiedge  since,  and  asked  him  to 
put  that  letter  in.  If  there  was  nothing  in  it,  it  could  do  no  harm, 
and  would  show,  at  least,  the  whole  history  of  the  transaction,  and 
all  the  correspondence  that  took  place  in  regard  to  it.  That,  to  my 
mind,  will  make  this  case  complete,  so  far  as  the  correspondence 
goes,  and  so  far  as  any  possible  inquiry  can  be  made  as  to  the 
foundation  of  tliis  statement  that  was  made  by  Mr.  l^aiber  in  his 
letter.  If  the  committee  know  anything  fui  ther  in  regard  to  it,  or 
in  regard  to  the  source  of  any  information  upon  which  I  can  aid 
them,  I  should  be  very  glad  to  do  so  ;  but  I  am  free  to  sa}',  that  so 
lar  as  my  explorations  have  gone  —  and  I  have  not  confined  my- 
self to  the  hearings  before  the  committee — but  have  taken  pains 
to  make  inquiries  outside  of  these  parties,  and  obtain  such  informa- 
tion as  I  could  —  lam  thoroughly  satisfied  that  this  statemeut, 
made  in  this  letter  of  Payson  to  Barber,  was  based  upon  nothing 
but  pure  gossip.  That  is  to  say,  I  am  unable  to  find  an}'  founda- 
tion whatever  for  the  belief  that  Mr.  Barber's  bill  would  have  been 
paid  if  an3'bod3'  connected  with  the  City  Government  had  got  $1,000 
or  $1,800,  or  any  other  sum.  Now,  the  committee  have  given 
everybody'  who  is  interested  in  the  matter  an  opportunity'  present 
any-thing.  Moreover,  they  have  pushed  their  inquiries,  and  have 
endeavored  to  inquire  of  everybody^  they  could  reach,  in  every  pos- 
sible direction,  and  I  do  not  see  how  the  committee  can  go  further 
in  the  inquiry'  than  it  has.  I  was  in  hopes  that  Mr.  Kittredge 
would  come  in,  and  I  understood  that  he  would  come  in.  He  was 
at  my  office  this  morning,  and  I  told  him  there  would  be  a  meeting 
at  2  o'clock.  I  should  really  like  to  have  the  rest  of  that  corre- 
spondence, merely  for  the  sake  of  feeling  that  it  would  be  histori- 
cally complete. 
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Alderman  Fernald.  —  We  want  to  throw  all  the  light  upon  the 
question  we  can. 

Mr.  Nettleton.  — I  know  of  no  occasion  for  any  further  hear- 
ing. I  will  get  a  complete  statement  from  Mr.  Rowe,  as  I  would 
if  I  were  prosecuting  attorney  in  the  case.' 

Mr.  Merrill  came  in  at  this  moment,  and  Mr.  Nettleton  asked  if 
he  could  produce  anything  before  the  committee  that  would  throw 
any  light  upon  this  affair,  and  if  so,  he  would  be  ver}'  glad  of  it. 

Mr.  Merrill.  —  I  would  merely  say  that  the  Mayor  showed  me 
the  letter  the  first  I  ever  saw  it,  and  no  one  was  more  surprised 
than  I  was  when  I  heard  of  it. 

Adjourned. 

The  following  statement  of  Mr.  Rowe,  referred  to  above,  is  in- 
dorsed by  him  as  substantially  correct :  — 

I  don't  remember  that  I  ever  said  to  Mr.  Payson,  or  Mr.  Harris,  or  any 
one  else,  that  if  $1,000  to  $1,800  was  paid  as  a  commission,  the  Barber 
AsphaU  Co.'s  bill  would  be  paid ;  but  if  any  one  should  say  that  I  did  say  so, 
I  should  not  deny  it,  for  I  believed  so.  If  I  did  say  so,  it  was  not  based  upon 
any  information  or  suggestion  from  any  one  connected  with  the  City  Govern- 
ment, but  upon  the  opinion  expressed  by  many  that  there  were  one  or  two  or 
three  men  who  had  influence  enough  at  City  Hall  to  get  most  any  bill  through 
if  they  were  paid  for  it.

HENEY  R.  WORTHINGTON, 


PUMPING-MACHINERY. 


In  Board  of  Aldermen, 

December  14,  1885. 
The  Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Water,  who  were  au- 
thorized by  an  order  of  the  City  Council,  passed  October  5, 
1885,  to  investigate  and  report  all  the  facts  in  regard  to  the 
contract  made  by  the  Boston  Water  Board  with  H.  R.  Worth- 
ington,  of  New  York,  for  the  purchase  of  pumping-raa- 
chinery,  having  completed  their  investigation,  respectfully 
report  as  follows  :  — 

The  committee  pursued  their  investigation  in  a  careful  and 
thorough  manner,  as  they  consider,  and  afforded  ample 
opportunity  for  all  persons  who  desired,  to  appear  before 
them  and  prefer  charges,  or  present  any  information  bearing 
upon  the  subject  of  the  inquiry.  The  committee's  hearings, 
although  open  to  the  public,  and  advertised  in  all  the  daily 
papers,  attracted  but  little  attention.    So  far  as  the  evidence 
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which  was  presented,  and  which  accompanies  this  report, 
is  concerned,  the  conmiittee  can  fairly  state  that  it  does  not 
in  any  way  establish  the  charge  of  irrejiularity  or  improper 
procedure  regarding  the  contract  with  the  Worthingtons, 
that  has  given  the  pretext  for  the  committee's  investigation. 

So  far  as  regards  the  price  which  by  the  contract  the  city 
is  required  to  pay  for  the  pumping-engines,  the  committee 
did  not  consider  themselves  competent  to  give  an  intelligent 
opinion,  and,  after  due  consideration,  they  concluded  it 
would  be  advisable  to  employ  the  services  of  an  expert  in 
this  class  of  machinery  who  should  make  a  thorough  exami- 
nation of  the  plans  and  experimental  engine  of  the  Worth- 
ingtons,  and  determine  whether  or  not  the  price  asked  the 
city  is  exorbitant.  The  committee  accordingly  secured  the 
services  of  Mr.  John  C.  Hoadley,  the  well-known  engine- 
builder,  a  man  of  unquestioned  ability  and  integrity,  and 
whose  judgment  in  matters  of  this  kind  can  be  fully  relied 
upon.  Mr.  Hoadley  has  pursued  his  examination  very  care- 
fully and  thoroughly,  as  his  report,  which  is  presented  here- 
with, will  show,  and  the  conclusions  he  has  arrived  at  should 
carry  great  weight  with  them,  coming  as  they  do  from  a  man 
of  such  high  standing,  and  from  one  who  is  at  the  same  time 
entirely  disinterested. 

Mr.  Hoadley  does  not  consider  that  the  price  asked  by 
the  Worthingtons  for  the  pumping- machinery  is  excessive, 
when  all  the  attendant  circumstances  are  taken  into  account, 
and  it  is  not  necessary- for  the  committee  to  refer  to  the 
reasons  he  advances  in  support  of  his  judgment  in  the  matter 
as  they  are  very  fully  explained  in  his  report. 

It  should  be  stated  that  the  validity  of  the  contract  made 
by  the  Water  Board  has  been  called  in  question,  on  account 
of  their  failing  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  ordi- 
nance in  regard  to  contracts  involving  an  expenditure  of 
more  than  ten  thousand  dolhirs.  This  question  having  been 
submitted  to  the  Corporation  Counsel  by  the  Water  Board 
he  gave  it  as  his  opinion  that,  owning  to  the  informality 
above  referred  to,  it  would  be  necessary  for  the  City  Council 
to  ratify  the  action  of  the  Water  Board  and  approve  the 
contract,  in  order  to  make  it  binding  upon  the  city.  (See 
Appendix,  p.  29.) 

Taking  into  consideration  all  the  circumstances,  the  result 
of  the  investigation,  showing  that  the  contract  was  apparently 
made  in  good  faith,  the  embarrassments  that  Avould  ensue  to 
the  progress  of  the  high-service  work,  if  the  contract  w^ere  an- 
nulled and  the  Water  Board  were  required  to  practically  undo 
the  work  that  has  been  already  done,  and  the  comparatively 
small  pecuniary  advantage  which  the  city  could  in  any  case 
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derive  from  such  a  course,  your  committee  are  of  the  opinion 
that  it  would  be  the  wiser  judgment  on  the  part  of  the  City 
Council  to  approve  the  action  of  the  Water  Board  and  ratify 
the  contract,  and  they  accordingly  respectfully  recommend 
the  passage  of  the  following  order.

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REPORT  OF  J.  C.  HOADLEY  ON  THE  CONTRACT 
FOR  WORTHINGTON  PUMPING-ENGINES  FOR  HIGH- 
SERVICE.

To  the  Honorable  Alderman  Smith  and  Councilman  Cassidy,  Com- 
mittee :  — 

Gentlemen,  —  Having  been  requested  by  you  to  examine  the 
contract  made  by  the  Water  Board  of  tlie  City  of  Boston  with  the 
firm  of  Henry  R.  Worthington,  of  New  York,  for  pnmping-eniiines 
and  boilers  for  tlie  proposed  high-service  of  the  Boston  Water 
Works,  and  to  investigate,  as  an  engineer  and  expert,  the  question 
of  the  proper  cost,  or  price,  of  tiie  macliinery  so  contracted  for, 
having  reference  also  to  the  probable  etiicienc}'  and  economic  value 
of  said  machiner}',  I  have  the  honor  respectfully'  to  submit  the 
following  report :  — 

I  spent  two  days,  Monday'  and  Tuesday,  November  16,  17,  in 
New  York  and  Brooklyn,  at  tlie  office  and  woiks  of  Henry  R. 
Worthington,  in  a  carefid  study  of  the  plans  of  the  proposed  en- 
gines, and  of  the  experimental  engine  of  the  same  class,  erected 
and  operated  at  their  works  ;  and  in  olitaining  such  detailed  ex- 
planation, as  I  considered  i)roper  and  useful,  of  the  estimates  for 
the  several  separate  items  into  whi(;h  the  entire  work  embraced 
in  the  contract  naturally  falls. 

These  items  are,  in  their  main  divisions  and  subdivisions  :  — 


1.  The  10-million-gallon  pumping-engine  ; 

2.  The  5-million-gallon  pnmping-engine  ; 

3.  The  boilers  and  their  appurtenances. 

Each  one  of  the  above  items  to  include  "installation," — that 
is,  setting  up,  and  putting  in  order  for  immediate  and  continued 
use. 

The  "boilers"  include  the  brick-work;  but  "foundations,"  or 
"sub-foundations"  for  boiler-settings  are  to  be  furnished  by  the 
City  of  Boston. 

The  consideration  to  be  paid  by  the  City  of  Boston  for  the 
whole,  including  a  guaranty  of  performance,  is  :  —

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With  regard  to  the  item  of  cash  value  assigned  by  the  contractor 
for  the  old  pumpino:-engines,  boilers,  and  machinery  at  the  Elm- 
wood  piimping-station,  $3,500,  it  is  to  be  remarked  that  it  is 
proper  to  acce[)t  it  as  fair  and  reasonable  in  this  connection,  since 
the  contractor  dechires  his  willingness  to  accept  $3,500  in  cash  in 
lieu  of  the  old  machinery.  If  it  is  undervalued  the  City  of  Boston 
has  the  option  of  retaining  it  for  that  sum,  for  use  or  for  sale. 


Examination  of  Prices. 


1.     The  10-million-gallon  Pumping -engine. 

This  engine  being  protected  in  some  essential  features  by  patents, 
the  only  criterion  of  price  is  the  market  price  which  the  manu- 
facturer has  established  for  it ;  and  the  only  criterion  of  value  is  its 
relative  value  to  that  of  other  engines  which  can  be  relied  on  to 
perform  equal  duty. 

As  to  market  price  we  have  the  statement  of  Mr.  Worthington 
that  he  has,  since  the  Boston  contract  was  made,  made  the  follow- 
ing bids  for  substantially  similar  engines,  without  boilers  or  boiler 
connections :  —

No  market  price  can  be  said  to  have  been  estab- 
lished for  this. 

The  onl}-  one  sold,  or  offered,  apparently,  is  the 
one  at  New  Bedford,  sold  with  boilers,  less  costly, 
perhaps,  but  apparently  as  complete  as  is  the  one 
for  the  City  of  Boston,  for  $22,500,  including, 
according  to  Mr.  Worthington's  invariable  prac- 
tice, all  charges  for  "  patterns,  drawings,  and 
special  engineering  advice." 

The  price  set  on  this  engine,  in  Mr.  Worthington's 

detailed  statement,  is  $36,000  00 
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This  is  85.7%  of  the  price  ($42,000)  set  on  the 
lO-miUion-gallon  engine,  while  its  piston-dis- 
pUicement  |)er  stroke  is  only  47.9%. 

I  can  see  no  safe  guide  in  assigning  a  less  price  for 
this  engine  than  the  contractor  sets  on  it. 

Competition  may  compel  him  to  set  lower  prices 
in  future,  as  desire  to  get  his  improvement  in- 
troduced induced  him  to  do  at  New  Bedford.

This  balance  is  to  cover  the  boilers,  boiler-settings,  feed-water 
heater,  feed-pumps,  smoke-boxes  and  flues,  steam-gauges,  glass 
water-gauges,  gauge-cocks,  water-meter,  safety-valves,  steani  gates, 
and  all  pipes  and  piping  for  water  and  steam,  etc.,  and  firing  tools 
for  boiler-house,  for  all  which  Mr.  Worthington  says  he  allowed 
in  his  estimate  $25,000. 

AVe  are  here  on  open  ground  ;  no  patents,  or  special  peculiar  ad- 
vantages come  in  to  complicate  the  question  of  market  value.  The 
specilications  forming  a  part  of  the  contract  call  for  the  highest 
grade  of  excellence,  both  in  materials  and  workmanship;  but  for 
nothing  for  whicii  all  the  world  is  not  at  libert}'  to  compete.  In 
the  following  estimates  liberal  quantities  and  cui'rent  prices  of 
materials  are  taken,  and  adequate  allowances  are  made  for  con- 
tingencies. I  have  compared  the  amount  of  some  of  the  more 
imi)oitnnt  items  with  the  actual  cost  of  very  similar  woik,  and  I 
have  added  sufficient  for  a  proper  compensation  for  doing  the 
business  and  superintending.

I  can  see  nothing  which  can  call  for  the  expenditure,  inside  of 
the  boiler-Jiouse,  of  any  part  of  the  above  sum  of  $10,825;  but 
I  assume  that  the  round  sum  of  $10,000  is  clearly  in  excess  of 
the  necessary  cost  to  the  City  of  Boston  of  doing  this  work,  if 
contracted  for  at  first  hands. 

Mr.  Worthington  says,  no  doubt  with  entire  truth  and  candor, 
that  he  preferred  in  this  case,  as  he  prefers  in  all  cases,  not  to 
furnish  the  boilers,  but  to  supply  the  pumping-engines  alone, 
stipulating  for  a  certain  rate  of  boiler-performance  ;  usually,  I  un- 
derstand, for  10  pounds  of  water  evaporated  for  each  pound  of 
coal  burned. 

It  is  presumed  that  this  evaporation  is  from  feed-water  at  212° 
F.  under  the  pressure  of  mean  atmospliere  (i.e.,  from  and  at  212°), 
and,  if  so,  the  requirement  is  reasonable.  If,  however,  it  be  taken 
to  mean  10  pounds  of  water  from  feed-water  temperature  of  hot  — 
well,  say  about  130°  F.  under  a  pressure  by  steam-gauge  of  125  lbs. 
per  square  inch,  it  is  beyond  the  power  of  any  American  coal 
known  to  me. 

A  guaranty  of  performance,  in  foot-pounds  of  work  per  unit 
weight  of  coal  burned  in  doing  the  work,  is  doubtless  at  once  more 
advantageous  to  the  city  and  more  onerous  to  the  contractor  when 
the  latter  furnishes  the  entire  plant  —  pumping-engines  and 
boilers,  with  all  connections  —  than  when  the  responsibility  is 
divided.  This  may  be  one  reason  why  the  contractor  asks  more 
for  boilers  than  he  knows  and  admits  that  tliey  can  be  obtained 
for,  —  partly  in  the  hope  that  his  high  price  for  the  boilers  ma}" 
induce  the  purchaser  of  his  pumping-engines  to  get  the  boilers 
elsewhere.  He  also  says  that  since  he  does  not  make  boilers,  but 
has  to  get  all  this  work  done  outside  of  his  own  shop,  —  paying 
regular  trade  profits  all  around,  —  he  must  have  a  margin  for  the 
labor,  trouble,  and  responsibility.  And  he  further  sa^'s  that  he 
has  a  rule  —  a  coefficient  —  by  which  he  multiplies  the  number  of 
horse-powers  of  his  engines,  to  ascertain  the  price  he  is  to  charge 
for  boilers,  when  obliged  to  propose  for  boilers  in  order  to  sell 
pumping-engines ;  and  that  he  applied  this  rule  in  this  case,  in  his 
estimate  of  $25,000  for  the  boilers,  settings,  and  appurtenances. 

Each  boiler  presents  about  2,160  square  feet  of  water-heating 
surface,  and  is  to  be  adequate  to  making  steam  for  the  10-million- 
gallon  engine  when  run  at  full  speed,"  i  e.,  pumping  at  the  rate 
of  12  million  gallons  in  24  hours,  against  128  feet  head,  — 
a  dynamic  effect  of  about  270  horse-power,  giving  to  the  boiler 
about  8  square  feet  of  water-healing  surface  to  the  dynamic  horse- 
power, winch  is  sufficient  with  the  guaranteed  duty.  The  grates, 
6  feet  long  by  7  feet  wide,  will  require  a  rate  of  combustion  of 
about  15  pounds  of  coal  per  square  foot  per  hour,  when  pumping 
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at  the  rate  of  12  million  gallons  in  24  hours  (500,000  gallons  per 
hour),  and  13  pounds  of  coal  per  square  foot  per  hour,  when 
pumping*  at  the  rate  of  10  million  gallons  in  24  hours  (41G,G67 
gallons  per  hour) . 

Tins  rate  of  combustion  is  attainable  with  good  draught,  and 
with  the  lar^e  ratio  of  water-heating  surface  to  grate  area  would  be 
economical.  It  would,  however,  require  artificial  draught.  The 
grates  might  be  made  7  feet  long,  which  would  reduce  the  rate  of 
combustion  to  13  and  11  pounds  per  square  foot  of  grate  per  hour, 
for  12  million  and  10  million  gallons  respectively. 

Returning  to  the  price  ($25,000,  or  $24,575)  for  boilers  :  —

If  each  boiler  can  be  called  equal  to  270  horse-power,  making 
both  together  540  horse-power,  then  -|f =  35,  and  $35  per 
dynamic  horse-power,  for  the  boilers  of  good,  economical  steam- 
engines  of  400  to  600  horse-power,  is  certainly  too  high,  —  would, 
in  fact,  be  at  least  $5  per  horse-power  beyond  a  liberal  approxi- 
mate estimate.  But  it  seems  to  me  unfair  to  estimate  these 
boilers  as  for  540  horse-power.  When  both  pumps  are  working 
regularly  at  10  million  and  5  million  gallons  respectivel}',  their 
united  power  will  be  'SSl  horse-power  d3  namic ;  and  when  one  is 
pumping  at  the  12-million-gallon  rate,  and  the  other  at  the 
9-miUion-gallon  rate,  their  united  power  will  be  471  horse-power 
dynamic.    Now  ==  56,  and  -iff^Q- =  44,  and  either  $44  or 

$56  per  horse-power  for  these  boilers  and  appurtenances  is  too 
obviously  excessive  to  require  elucidation. 

These  general  views  are  introduced  to  illustrate  the  result  of  the 
more  trustworthy  detailed  statement. 

The  Guaranty. 

This  is  for  100  million  foot-pounds  of  work  to  be  done  by  the 
pump-plunger  upon  the  water  pumped  for  each  100  pounds  of  the 
combustible  material  of  the  coal  which  is  actually  burned,  together 
with  such  part  (if  an}^)  as  may  pass  off,  unburned,  with  the  flue- 
gases. 

Not  all  the  water  acted  on  by  the  pump-plungers  will  reach  the 
reservoir;  a  pait — a  small  part,  not  less  than  1%,  and  probably 
quite  within  5%  —  will  be  lost  by  "  slip,"  or  loss  of  action  of  the 
valves,  and  by  leakage  of  the  plunger  in  its  packing  ling. 

Steam  is  to  be  raised  (as  is  entirely  proper)  with  fuel  (wood), 
not  charged  to  the  fuel  account  of  the  test;  and  all  the  refuse  and 
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unbiirned  coal  left  at  the  end  of  the  test  is  to  be  subtracted  from 
the  quantity  of  coal  fired.  Thus,  all  the  incombustible  material 
of  the  coal,  and  so  much  of  the  combustible  material  as  may  pass 
through  the  giates  unburned,  —  a  variable  quantity;  consider- 
able with  some  varieties  of  anthracite,  less  with  bituminous 
coal,  —  will  not  be  counted  as  "coal  burned." 

The  contractor  has  the  right  to  select  and  to  hand-pick  the  coal ; 
and  he  may  thus  raise  the  quality  of  the  coal  at  the  trial  5%  or 
7%  above  similar  coal  in  a  "merchantable"  condition;  but  this 
is  really  of  little  consequence,  since  it  will  merely  reduce  the 
quantity  of  refuse — ash  and  cinders,  or  clinker  —  left  after  the 
trial.  Only  the  "combustible,"  which  is  burned  (practically) ,  is 
to  be  taken  into  consideration.  It  is  quite  within  reasonable 
bounds  to  say  that  the  "  duty,"  at  the  test,  calculated  by  the 
number  of  pounds  of  water  actually  delivered  into  the  high-service 
reservoir,  and  the  number  of  pounds  of  coal  consumed  during  the 
test,  will  fall  short  of  the  duty  computed  according  to  the  condi- 
tions stipulated  in  the  contract,  by  not  less  than  15  per  cent.  This 
would  give  85  millions  "  duty,"  if  the  test  showed  100  millions. 
But  it  is  by  no  means  impossible  that  the  test  may  show  consider- 
ably more  than  100  millions  duty. 

The  new,  patented,  high-duty  device  of  Mr.  Worthington  im- 
presses me  very  favorably  indeed.  I  look  for  excellent  results  from 
it  in  point  of  economy,  and  in  all  other  points  it  seems  to  be 
unobjectionable  and  advantageous.  So  far  as  I  can  judge,  the 
onl}^  pumping-engines  to  be  fairl}"  put  in  competition  with  it  are 
the  Leavitt  engines,  the  Corliss  engines,  or  the  Gaskill  engines, — 
all  having  heavy  fly-w!ieels  to  store  energ}"  when  steam  pressure  in 
the  cylinder  is  above  the  mean,  and  to  give  out  energy  when  pres- 
sure falls  below  the  mean,  and  so  to  take  advantage  of  the  economy 
due  to  high  ratios  of  expansion  when  used  under  favorable  con- 
ditions. This  object  Mr.  Worthington  accomplishes  by  means 
of  air  under  great  compression,  —  in  effect  much  as  if  he  had 
found  a  material  cheaper  than  iron,  yet  a  hundred  times  as  heavy, 
bulk  for  bulk,  to  use  for  a  balance-wheel,  or  more  properl}'  as  a 
substitute  for  a  balance-wheel. 

Compared  with  the  high-duty  engines  I  have  mentioned  this  pair 
of  Worthington  engines,  boilers  and  all,  is  not  dear. 

All  turns,  of  course,  on  the  result  of  the  test  for  duty. 

If  that  shows  100-million  duty,  or  over,  there  can  be  no  doubt 
about  the  purchase  being,  in  a  juactical  and  mechanical  sense, 
judicious.  If  the  engines  fall  short  of  the  guaranteed  duty  the 
contractor  must  bear  the  consequences.  Confidently  as  I  look  for 
a  favorable  result,  I  yet  consider  the  risk  worth  something,  — 
probably  as  much  as  the  sum,  —  $10,000,  more  or  less,  —  which 
appears  to  me  to  be  the  excess  of  the  price  at  which  the  boilers 
were  carried  into  the  estimate  over  the  sum  for  which  they  might 
have  been  supplied. 

^  That  all  the  work  will  be  of  the  highest  character,  fully  up  to 
the  requirements  of  the  contract,  there  is  no  reason  to  doubt.

KEPORT  OF  HEARINGS  BY  THE  COMMITTEE  ON 
WATER  OF  THE  CITY  COUNCIL  OF  BOSTON  ON  AN 
INVESTIGATION  UNDER  THE  ORDER  OF  SEPTEM- 
BER 28,  1885,  IN  REGARD  TO  THE  CONTRACT  FOR 
PUMPING-ENGINES,  MADE  BY  THE  BOSTON  WATER 
BOARD  WITH  WORTHINGTON  &  COMPANY,  OF  NEW 
YORK,  FOR  PUMPING-ENGINES  FOR  THE  HIGH- 
SERVICE. 


October  25,  1885,  11  A.M. 
Present:  Messrs.  Rosnosky  (Chairman),  White,  and  Cassidj. 

The  clerk  read  tlie  order  of  September  28,  and  the  call  for  the 
public  hearimg. 

The  Clerk.  —  I  have  summoned  William  P.  Tyler  and  Lewis 
C.  Lamphear. 

The  Chairman.  —  Gentlemen,  yon  have  heard  the  reading  of 
the  call  and  the  order.  The  committee  now  consists  of  seven  mem- 
bers, and  four  constitute  a  quorum.  Mr.  Foss  has  been  here,  and 
said  he  would  be  back  in  five  minutes.  Is  it  the  pleasure  of  the 
committee  to  go  on  with  the  hearing? 

It  was  voted  to  go  on  with  the  testimony. 

Mr.  L.  C.  Lamphear  was  called  by  the  clerk  and  responded. 

The  Chairman.  —  Mr.  Lamphear,  are  you  ready  to  testif}",  sir, 
or  have  you  any  statement  to  make? 

Mr.  Lamphear.  —  If  there  is  a  quorum  of  the  committee. 

The  Chairman. — Your  objection  to  making  any  statement  is 
that  there  is  no  quorum  of  the  committee.  We  shall  have  a  quorum 
here  in  five  minutes,  at  least  between  now  and  11  o'clock. 

The  committee  waited  a  few  moments,  and  Mr.  Foss  appeared 
and  took  his  seat. 

Messrs.  Tyler  and  Lamphear  were  called  and  sworn. 

Mr.  G.  Morse  announced  that  he  appeared  as  counsel  for  Mr. 
Tyler. 

Examination  of  Wm.  P.  Tyler. 

The  Chairman.  —  Mr.  Tyler,  3'ou  have  been  summoned  in  before 
this  committee  to  testify  about  this  contract  made  by  the  late 
Water  Board  for  the  City  of  Boston  with  the  Messrs.  Worthington? 
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A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  We  should  like  to  hear  you. 

A.   Well,  sir,  I  am  ready  to  answer  any  questions  in  regard  to  it. 

The  Chairman. — I  don't  think  any  member  of  the  committee 
wishes  to  put  any  question,  unless  you  wish  to  put  in  your  state- 
ment. 

Mr.  Cassidy.  —  I  think  we  better  let  Mr.  Tyler  state  what  he 
knows  ill  his  own  way. 

Mr.  Tyler.  —  I  wrote  this  committee  a  letter  which  gave  my 
views,  at  the  last  meeting,  and  if  they  want  to  go  on  with  the  in- 
vestigation, and  find  out,  and  have  this  thing  brought  to  an  under- 
standing, or  find  out  the  truth  in  regard  to  it,  although  it  will  cost 
me  considerable  mone^'  to  go  on  with  it,  I  think  they  are  bound  to 
take  each  article  in  that  letter  and  go  through  it  thoroughl}^, 
and  examine  into  and  detail  eveiy  statement  I  have  made.  1  am 
perfectly  willing  to  prove  as  well  as  I  can,  —  I  don't  say  I  can  prove 
it ;  but  if  any  of  these  contracts  that  have  been  made  previously 
are  correct  there  is  a  great  discrepancy  between  them  and  the  Bos- 
ton contract  for  the  same  capacity  of  engines,  and  I  am  perfectly 
willing  to  go  on  and  prove  this.  Now  I  call  on  you  ;  it  is  not  for 
me  to  do  the  investigating,  it  is  for  you. 

Mr.  White.  —  In  your  communication  you  say  3'ou  are  prepared 
to  assist  the  committee  to  ascertain  if  the  cit}'  has  not  pai(i  an  ex- 
orbitant rate  for  the  engines  pui'chased  for  the  high-service  works? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Now,  what  evidence  have  you  to  give  the  committee  that 
they  paid  an  exorbitant  rate? 

A.  Well,  ill  the  first  place,  I  have  the  evidence  of  the  cit}^  of 
Hyde  Park,  or  town  or  village  of  Hyde  Park,  III.,  where  the 
Worthingtons  bid  for  the  same  description,  kind,  and,  as  you  might 
say,  the  very  identical  engine  they  bid  on  here,  except  one  is  two 
million  gallons  larger,  for  a  great  deal  less  money.  1  have  an 
attested  copy  by  the  city  clerk  of  H3'de  Park  of  the  contract  for 
the  engine,  showing  that  the  Hyde  Park  engine  is  twelve  million 
gallons. 

Q.  Are  you  prepared  to  make  the  statement  that  the  engine  pur- 
chased for  the  town  of  H3Tle  Park  for  twelve  million  gallons  is  the 
same  make  and  kind  of  engine  that  was  purchased  later  by  the  city 
of  Boston  ? 

A.  I  am,  sir,  except  larger  in  cylinders.    The  engine  in  H3^de 
Park  is  larger  than  the  engine  in  Boston. 
Q.  It  is  two  thousand  gallons  larger? 
A.  Two  million  gallons. 

Q.  I  meant  that.  With  that  exception  it  is  exactly  the  pattern 
of  the  other  engine? 

Mr.  MoRSE^.  —  Wait  a  moment,  Mr.  Tyler,  I  should  not  answer 
that  question. 

Mr.  White.  —  I  think  the  committee  ought  to  know  this  fact. 

Mr.  Morse.  —  I  shall  advise  my  client  how  to  answer  the 
questions.  He  is  not  to  be  held  up  to  testify  any  different  from 
what  he  would  be  in  court.  Here  is  a  certified  copy  of  the  con- 
tract. 

The  Chairman.  —  I  would  inform  you  that  we  have  summoned 
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Mr.  Tyler  here,  and  we  will  not  allow  any  one  to  interrupt  the 
examination. 

Mr.  Morse.  —  You  will  decline  to  answer,  Mr.  Tyler. 

Mr.  White.  — Mr.  Tyler  has  made  a  charge  in  this  communica- 
tion, and  he  has  gone  on  and  stated  that  the  city  of  Hyde  Park  has 
purchased  engines  two  million  gallons  larger  than  that  of  the  city 
of  Boston,  and  the  only  question  I  asked  him  is,  if  that  engine 
purchased  by  the  city  of  Hyde  Park  is  exactly  like  the  engines  pur- 
chased by  the  city  of  Boston  afterwards? 

Mr.  Tyler.  —  I  refer  3^ou  to  this  contract  from  the  city  of  H3^de 
Park,  which  I  hand  you  in  answer  to  that  question.  (Handing  a 
paper  to  Mr.  White.) 

Mr.  White.  — As  a  member  of  the  committee  I  don't  know  as  I 
have  anything  to  do  with  the  contract  with  the  city  of  Hyde  Park. 
I  asked  you  if  you  had  any  personal  knowledge  about  the  matter. 

A.  No  further  than  this  ;  you  can  take  that, 

Q,  What  is  that  contract? 

A.  It  is  the  identical  contract  with  the  Worthingtons,  for  an 
engine  of  twelve  million  gallons.    It  is  a  copy  of  their  bid. 
Q.  And  describes  the  engine  ? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Now,  is  that  copy  which  3'ou  present  here,  purporting  to 
come  from  the  cit}'  of  Hyde  Park,  an  exact  cop}^  of  the  contract  as 
made  by  the  city  of  Boston  later  for  their  engines? 

Mr.  MoKSE.  —  I  object  to  his  answering  the  question.  It  is  im- 
possible for  him  to  answer  the  question  without  an  examination  of 
the  contract,  and  the  committee  can  do  that. 

Mr.  White.  —  He  has  made  certain  charges. 

Mr.  Morse.  — He  has  made  no  charges  ;  he  disclaims  making 
chaiges.    It  is  for  the  committee  to  examine  the  contract. 

Mr.  White.  —  What  has  he  made? 

Mr.  Morse. — He  has  made  certain  statements,  and  has  re- 
quested an  examination  of  the  contract. 

Mr.  White.  —  Now,  he  has  presented  this  for  us  to  examine. 
He  appears  before  us,  and  we  wish  him  to  give  us  what  information 
he  has,  and  he  said  he  hadn't  any.  Now,  I  am  not  a  lawyer,  but 
I  am  doing  this  as  a  member  of  the  committee,  and  doing  it  in  m}^ 
own  way,  and  trying  to  get  at  what  I  think  is  reliable  information 
about  facts  which  the  citizens  of  Boston  and  this  committee  ought 
to  know. 

Mr.  Morse.  —  I  would  say,  that  as  a  matter  of  comparison,  the 
bid  and  contract  of  Mr.  W^orthington  ought  to  be  examined  by  the 
committee,  and  that  it  is  impossible  for  Mr.  Tyler  to  answer  the 
question.  The  committee  have  the  contract  in  the  Water  Board 
office  in  Boston,  and  Mr.  Tyler  gives  them  the  copy  of  the  Hyde 
Park  contract.  It  is  unfair  to  ask  if  it  is  the  identical  contract, 
which  the  committee  can  compare  for  themselves.  I  shall  advise 
Mr.  Tyler  not  to  answer  the  question. 

The  Chairman.  —  Mr.  Morse,  the  committee  has  summoned  Mr. 
Tyler  here  upon  the  charges  which  he  preferred,  and  has  given 
him  a  hearing,  and  he  claims  that  the  city  of  Boston  has  received 
nothing  else  but  the  same  thing  which  the  city  of  Hyde  Park  re- 
ceived, and  it  is  proper  for  the  committee  to  ask  Mr.  Tyler  upon 
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what  he  bases  his  charges.  He  must  have  examined  the  contract 
or  he  couhl  not  make  the  charges. 

Mr.  Morse. — If  the  chairman  will  excuse  me,  Mr.  Tyler  has 
made  no  charges,  and  so  distinctly  states  in  his  letter.  He  origi- 
nally asked  the  City  Council  of  Boston  to  examine  into  the  contract 
made  by  the  Water  Board  with  the  Worthingtons  of  New  York,  and 
he  was  read}'  to  assist  the  committee  in  making  that  examination. 
He  made  no  charges,  but  asked  the  City  Council  to  examine  into 
the  matter  through  its  proper  committee.  When  the  hearing  was 
had  for  that  purpose,  the  committee  declined  to  receive  from  him 
such  information  as  he  had  instructed  his  counsel  to  give  to  the 
committee.  Mr.  Tyler  disclaimed  then,  and  disclaims  now,  hav- 
ing any  personal  knowledge  as  to  the  facts.  I  suggest  to  the  com- 
mittee that  Mr.  Tyler's  petition  having  been  dismissed,  and  he 
having  been  given  leave  to  withdraw,  and  this  committee  having 
asked  for  authority  to  examine  into  this  matter  themselves,  you 
have  now  Mr.  Tyler  before  you,  you  having  summoned  him,  to  ask 
him  any  proper  question  you  may  see  fit.  I  have  advised  Mr.  Tyler 
that  it  is  his  duty,  as  a  citizen  of  Boston,  to  answer  any  proper  ques- 
tions. But  I  do  advise  him  now,  and  I  so  state  to  the  committee, 
that  in  a  matter  of  which  he  has  no  personal  knowledge,  or  upon 
which  the  committee  can  have  knowledge  by  reference  to  docu- 
ments, I  shall  advise  him  not  to  answer.  The  assumption  of  the 
chairman  of  the  committee,  and  other  members  of  the  committee, 
that  there  are  any  charges  here,  made  by  Mr.  T3'ler,  is  erroneous. 
Besides,  if  there  were  any,  Mr.  Tyler  has  been  given  leave  to 
withdraw,  by  vote  of  the  committee. 

The  Chairman.  —  Now,  Mr.  Tyler,  3'ou  have  been  asked  a 
question  by  Mr.  White.    Do  3'ou  decline  to  answer  the  question  ? 

A.  I  decline  to  answer  it. 

The  Chairman.  — The  clerk  will  please  take  note  of  it. 

Mr.  White. — You  state,  then,  that  you  don't  know  of  your 
own  knowledge  that  this  engine  purchased  by  the  city  of  Hyde 
Park  is  the  same  pattern  as  the  one  purchased  by  the  city  of 
Boston  ? 

A.  I  cannot  swear  it  was  tlie  same  pattern,  but,  according  to 
the  contract,  and  according  to  my  best  knowledge  and  belief,  I 
should  sa}'  it  is. 

Q.  Are  the  two  contracts  alike,  do  you  know  ? 

Mr.  Morse.  —  I  should  object. 

Mr.  Tyler.  —  I  cannot  answer  that. 

The  Chairman.  —  The  gentleman  will  not  intrude  objections  dur- 
ing, the  examination  of  the  witness. 

Mr.  Morse.  —  I  shall  intrude  my  objections  when  I  see  fit. 

The  Chairman.  — The  committee  may  make  a  motion  to  exclude 
you. 

Mr.  Morse.  —  Then  my  client  will  not  testify. 

Mr.  White.  —  I  hope  Mr.  Morse  will  be  allowed  to  make  objec- 
tions, if  he  desires  ;  but  I  asked  Mr.  Tyler  to  state  if  the  con- 
tracts were  alike  —  the  contracts  with  Hyde  Park  and  the  city  of 
Boston  ? 

A.  I  think  it  would  take  some  competent  person  or  engineer  to 
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examine  into  that  contract,  and  see  whether  it  is  so.  I  have  stated 
that  I  believe  the}'  are  alike. 

Q.  That  they  are  alike  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  That  is  what  you  understand  ? 
A.  Yes,  sir,  I  should  sa}'  so. 

Q.  Now,  another  statement.  You  can  show,  by  the  testimony  of 
Mr.  C.  G-.  Hildreth,  of  the  Holly  Manufacturing  Company,  and 
W.  A.  Brown,  representing  the  Dean  Steam  Pump  Company,  and 
Mr.  L.  C.  Lamphear,  representing  the  Davison  Steam  Pump  Com- 
pany, that  these  pump  manufacturing  companies  had  been  in- 
formed by  the  membei's  of  the  Water  Board,  or  its  authorized 
agents,  that  the}'  would  be  given  an  opportunity  to  bid  for  the 
works  required  ? 

A.   I  did,  sir. 

Q.  What  evidence  have  you  to  present  to  us.^ 
A.  Only- 
Mr.  Morse. —  Wait  a  moment.    The  best  evidence  of  that 
would  be  to  examine  Mr.  Hildreth,  and  Mr.  Brown,  and  Mr.  Lam- 
phear.   Mr.  Tyler's  evidence  would  be  hearsay. 
Mr.  White.  —  Mr.  Tyler  says  they  will  say  so. 
Mr.  Morse.  —  He  says  he  could  produce  those  people,  and  he 
would  have  produced  them  before  you  if  he  had  been  allowed  to 
do  so. 

Mr.  Tyler.  —  Mr.  Brown  and  Mr.  Lamphear  are  here,  and  they 
will  testify  to  that.    Mr.  Hildreth  is  not  here. 

Mr.  White.  —  You  also  stated  that  you  could  show  from  the 
records  of  the  Water  Board  that  about  the  1st  of  January,  1885,  a 
communication  from  the  late  Henry  M.  Wightman,  City  Engineer, 
to  the  Water  Board  states,  that  with  regard  to  the  style  of  pump- 
ing engines  to  be  used,  they  should,  before  coming  to  any  conclu- 
sion, examine  the  different  types  of  engines  in  use  elsewhere,  and 
yet,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  they  never  examined  any,  except  those  of 
H.  C.  Worthington's  manufacture, —  is  that  so? 

A.  I  cannot  tind  anything  in  the  city  records,  or  my  attorney, 
that  I  got  to  go  over  it  and  examine  it,  cannot  find  that  they  made 
any  report  that  the}'  examined  it.  Although  they  were  asked  to 
make  a  report,  I  cannot  find  that  they  made  any  report  that  they 
had  examined  any  other  engines. 

Mr.  Morse.  —  T  would  suggest  that  the  committee  examine  the 
records  themselves.    Mr.  Tyler  does  not  keep  the  records. 

Mr.  White. —  Have  you  any  knowledge  that  they  did  not 
examine  any  other  engines? 

A.  I  have  no  knowledge  any  further  than  that  four  pump  people 
informed  me  that  they  never  had. 

Q.  And  those  four  were  the  principal  pump  men  in  the  country, 
were  they? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  You  speak  also  in  regard  to  the  Water  Board  records  of  April 
24  and  25,  1885,  that  among  the  persons  relied  upon  to  advise  the 
Water  Board  in  this  matter  of  engines,  and  whose  advice  seems  to 
have  been  followed,  as  you  say,  was  Mr.  Leavitt? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 
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Q.  Who,  you  are  informed,  draws  a  large  salary-  annually  from 
the  firm  of  H.  C.  Worthington  &  Co.,  as  consulting  engineer? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  this  Mr.  Leavitt? 

A.  I  do  not,  sir. 

Q.  What  is  his  business? 

A.  He  is,  I  believe,  an  inventor. 

Q.  He  is  not  an  engineer? 

A.  And  an  engineer,  I  believe. 

Q.  An  inventor  and  engineer? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  An  inventor  of  what? 

A.  Well,  pumps. 

Q.  An  inventor  of  pumps? 

A.  I  should  call  him  a  mechanical  expert,  perhaps. 
Q.  A  mechanical  expert, —  well,  then  ? 
A.  An  inventor  of  mechanical  appliances. 

Q.  Well,  if  he  is  an  inventor,  and  the  Worthington  people  are 
large  manufacturers,  and  he  is  their  consulting  engineer,  would  it 
be  reasonable  to  suppose  that  he  was  an  expert  and  a  man  that 
thoroughly  understood  that  business? 

Mr.  Morse. —  1  object  to  that  question. 

The  Chairman. — You  cannot  object  to  the  question.    You  can 
advise  your  client  not  to  answer. 
Mr.  Tyler. —  I  decline  to  answer  it. 

Mr.  White.— Is  this  Mr.  Leavitt  in  the  sole  employ  of  the 
Messrs.  Worthington? 

A.   I  could  not  tell  you  that  he  was. 

Q.  Do  you  know  any  reason  to  believe  that  he  is?  i 

A.  Well,  I  have,  because  I  think  his  name  is  on  their  letter- 
heads as  consulting  engineer. 

Q.  So  you  think  he  is  in  their  employ  solel}'? 

A.   lie  is  on  their  letter-heads  as  consulting  engineer. 

Q.  So  you  think  he  is  employed  by  them  solely? 

A.  I  could  not  say  as  to  solely.  I  could  not  say  so.  I  think  he 
does  outside  busi-ncss. 

Q.  For  whom  ? 

A.  I  do  not  know. 

Mr.  Morse. —  I  do  not  see  what  that  has  got  to  do  with  whether 
this  pumping  contract  is  right  or  not. 

Mr.  Tyler. —  You  are  taking  this  down  in  detail?  (Pointing  to 
the  written  statement  of  Mr.  Tyler,  submitted  to  the  committee.) 

Mr.  White. —  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Tyler. —  You  have  missed  one  thing.  (Pointing  to  the 
pa[)er.)  I  might  have  called  your  attention  to  the  records  of 
the  Water  Board  "  — 

The  Chairman. —  I  object  that  Mr.  White  is  examining  the 
witness,  and  not  the  witness  examining  Mr.  White. 

Mr.  Tyler. —  I  wish  it  stated  in  detail. 

Mr.  White. —  I  wish  to  be  corrected  if  I  have  done  anything 
wrong.  Let  him  go  on.  I  want  him  to  go  on,  and  show  me  if  I 
have  misread  anything. 

Mr.  Tyler.  —  I  don't  say  you  have  misread  anything.    I  sa}^ 
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yon  have  skipped  something  in  the  letter  which  I  think  is  an  im- 
portant thing  for  this  committee  to  know. 
Mr.  White.  — Let  ns  have  what  I  skipped. 

A.  (Taking  the  paper  and  reading.)  I  miglit  have  called  3'onr 
attention,  in  the  records  of  the  Water  Boaid,  nnder  dates  April 
24  and  25,  1885,  that  the  offer  of  Henry  C.  Worthington  was  made 
on  April  25,  and  that  on  that  day,  April  25,  the  Water  Board,  in 
New  York,  in  Messrs.  Worthingtons'  office,  voted  to  accept  the 
contract,  and  diiected  the  engineer  to  prepare  a  letter  of  accept- 
ance, which,  strange  as  it  may  appear  (if  the  records  of  the 
W^ater  Board  are  properly  transcribed),  appears  dated  April  24. 

Mr.  White.  —  I  am  very  glad  that  Mr.  Tyler  has  had  an  oppor- 
tunity to  put  in  what  he  has.  I  would  say  that  nothing  in  this 
communication  from  him  to  this  committee  —  this  communication 
upon  which  I  am  asking  him  the  questions  —  has  come  to  niy 
notice  as  yet,  such  as  he  has  read  ;  and  if  he  will  step  here  and 
show  me  where  I  have  passed  it,  or  skipped  it,  or  omitted  it,  I 
should  like  to  have  him  do  so. 

Mr.  Tyler.  —  Is  not  that  in  the  letter? 

Mr.  White.  —  I  have  not  come  to  it  yet. 

Mr.  Tyler.  —  Let  it  go,  then.    I  thought  you  had  got  be^'ond 

it. 

Mr.  White.  —  If  I  have  skipped  it  I  would  be  glad  to  find  it. 
Mr.  Tyler. —  I  thought  you  skipped  it. 
Mr.  White.  — No,  sir,  I  have  not. 
Mr.  Tyler.  —  Well,  I  beg  pardon. 

Mr.  White.  —  If  you  had  waited  a  half  a  minute  I  would  have 
'read  it  to  you.    I  don't  suppose  there  is  an}^  occasion  for  reading- 
it,  as  that  is  the  next  question.    What  have  you  to  say  in  regard 
to  that? 

A.  You  asked  me  something  with  regard  to   Mr.  Leavitt, 
whether  he  was  employed? 
Q.  Yes,  sir. 
A.  Where  is  that? 
Q.  It  is  right  there. 

A.  Yes,  I  am  informed  that  he  draws  a  large  salar}^  I  told 
you  this  comes  before,  does  it  not? 

Q.  No,  sir.  I  am  questioning  you  according  to  your  communi- 
cation, and  when  I  get  through,  if  I  have  omitted  anything,  I  will 
be  glad  to  correct  it.  Now,  sir,  what  have  you  to  sa}'  in  regard 
to  the  part  of  the  communication  you  have  just  read? 

A.  I  have  nothing,  only  from  the  records  of  your  Water 
Board. 

Q.  You  have  nothing  to  sa}'  except  what  the  Water  Board 
records  say? 

A.  Nothing,  except  what  3'our  records  sa}'. 

Q.  Then  you  say,  Mr.  Simmons  might  possibly  be  the  best  wit- 
ness for  us  to  examine  —  (that,  of  course,  we  shall  later  on)  —  as  to 
what  efforts  were  made  by  the  Water  Board  to  ascertain  the  value 
of  the  old  machinery  exchanged  for  the  new? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  You  sa}'  he  can  inform  us  whether  any  appraisal  was  made 
by  competent  persons,  and,  if  so,  what  the  appraisal  was  ;  and  you

failed  to  ascertain  from  the  records  of  the  Water  Board,  so  full  and 
complete  iii  other  respects,  any  reference  to  sucli  an  appraisal? 

A.  Yes,  sir ;  that  is  so.  We  have  examined  all  your  records 
and  found  nothing. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  there  was  an^'  appraisal  or  not? 

A.  Ought  not  the  records  to  show  it? 

Mr.  White.  —  If  there  was?  I  have  not  examiued  the  records 
in  regard  to  this. 

A.  We  have  been  over  them  very  thoroughly,  or,  at  least,  m}' 
counsel  employed  a  man  to  go  over  them  thoroughly,  and  he  can- 
not find  any. 

Q.  Whether  an  appraisal  was  made  ? 

A.  Whether  any  appraisal  was  made  or  not. 

Mr.  Morse.  — I  think  that  as  long  as  Mr.  Tyler  disclaims  an}^ 
personal  knowledge,  it  ought  to  be  accepted  that  he  don't  know. 

Mr.  White. — He  states  that  he  knows  reputable  men  who 
estimate  the  value  of  the  old  pumps  at  $15,000. 

The  Chairman.  —  I  think  you  can  ask  Mr.  Tyler  who  these 
peoi)le  are. 

Mr.  Tyler.  —  Well,  I  don't  say  $15,000,  but  $12,000  to  $15,000. 

Mr.  White. — Who  are  they? 

Mr.  Tyler. —Well,  William  P.  Tyler. 

Mr.  White.  —  Who  else  ? 

A.  Well,  the  Dean  Pump  Co.  I  don't  suppose  it  amounts  to 
anything.  They  will  say  this  machinery  is  worth  between  $12,000 
and  S15,000. 

The  Chairman.  —  You  would  pay  the  cit}^  of  Boston  $12,000 
for  those  pumps  ? 

A.  I  could  not  say  that  I  should  want  to  make  any  such  offer. 
But,  Mr.  Chairman,  you  understand  I  am  only  speaking  of  repu- 
table people  who  say  the  engines  are  worth  that.  I  do  not  say  that 
I  would  give  it. 

Q.  You  just  now  stated  that  they  were  worth  from  $12,000  to 
$15,000.    I  think  the  committee  can  get  them  for  you  at  $8,000. 

Mr.  Miller.  —  Will  Mr.  Tyler  give  $8,000  for  these  old  pumps 
which  are  sold  for  $6,000? 

The  Chairman.  —  Would  you  give  $8,000? 

A.  I  should  want  to  look  them  over. 

Q.  You  estimate  that  they  are  worth  more  than  the  Water  Board 
sold  them  for? 

A.  They  call  them  worth  $6,000,  don't  they? 

Q.  You  say  they  are  worth  $8,000.  I  will  let  you  down  a 
little,  although  you  said  they  were  worth  $12,000  first. 

A.  I  should  not  want  to  state  what  I  would  give  for  them. 

Mr.  White. —  Would  you  state  who  the  other  parties  are,  be- 
sides Brown,  of  the  Dean  Pump  Companv,  that  sa}'  these  old  engines 
are  worth  $12,000  to  $15,000? 

A.  The  Davidson  Pump  Compan}'. 

Q.  And  what  other  coucern  ? 

A.  I  have  stated  the  Dean  and  Davidson.  I  could  not  state 
the  others. 

Q.  They  are  both  pump  companies? 
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A.  Both  pump  companies.  Mr.  George  Norman  told  me  that 
he  thoiijiht  the  pumps  were  cheap  at  S10,000. 

Q.  Also,  in  your  communication,  speaking  of  Mr.  Worthington, 
3'ou  say  you  have  no  doubt  Mr.  Worthington  would  have  told  you 
that  his  firm  offered  to  build  pumping-engines  of  twelve  million 
gallons'  capacity,  and  one  hundred  millions'  duty,  for  the  village  of 
Hyde  Park,  111.,  for  the  sum  of  $42,750,  to  be  furnished  with 
cylinders  both  for  high  and  low  pressure,  larger  than  those  of  the 
city  of  Boston  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Miller.  —  He  don't  know  anything  about  that  statement. 

Mr.  Morse.  —  All  he  said  was  that  Mr.  Worthington  would 
have  told  3'ou  so.  In  fact,  Mr.  Tyler  does  not  speak  of  his  personal 
knowledge  in  all  these  matters. 

Mr.  Miller.  —  It  is  his  belief? 

Mr.  Morse.  — More  than  that;  Mr.  Tyler  can  furnish  the  pro- 
posal of  Mr.  Worthington  for  the  town  of  Hyde  Park,  which  speaks 
for  itself. 

Mr.  White.  —  I  am  asking  whether  he  understood  that  these 
were  the  same  kind  of  engines? 

Mr.  Morse.  —  He  has  answered  it  already. 

Mr.  Whitk.  —  If  he  has  answered  it  once  recently,  I  am  only 
taking  it  in  the  order  in  this  communication,  and  what  is  the  use 
of  putting  it  in  twice  in  this  communication? 

Mr.  Morse.  —  I  do  not  apprehend  that  the  City  Government 
has  asked  this  committee  to  examine  this  communication.  But  the 
City  Government  has  asked  the  committee  to  investigate  the  con- 
tract with  the  Worthingtons  made  b}^  the  Water  Board.  This  is 
like  an  attempt  to  cross-examine  him  upon  matters  which  he  says 
beforehand  that  he  does  not  know  upon  his  own  knowledge. 

Mr.  Miller.  —  Do  you  claim  that  he  has  investigated  these 
things  ? 

Mr.  Morse.  —  He  has,  through  his  counsel.  I  can  answer  these 
matters  a  great  deal  better  than  he  can. 

Mr.  White.  —  I  have  asked  him  these  questions  upon  this  com- 
munication at  his  request. 

The  Chairman. — This  communication  is  not  before  us.  We 
have  summoned  Mr.  T^der  here  to  give  us  information. 

Mr.  White.  —  He  next  says  that  Mr.  Worthington  would  have 
told  you  that  his  firm  contracted  with  the  city  of  New  Bedford, 
Mass.,  for  a  five-million  gallon  pump,  for  the  sum  of  $22,500,  and 
at  Montreal  for  a  ten-million  gallon  pump  for  $51,150,  and  also 
offered  to  furnish  the  cily  of  Wilmington,  Del.,  with  a  ten- 
million  gallon  pump  for  the  sum  of  $41,500.  Now,  are  all  these 
pumps,  do  you  understand,  Mr.  Tyler,  of  the  same  pattern  in 
every  respect  as  those  that  are  to  be  furnished  to  the  city  of  Bos- 
ton? 

Mr.  Morse. — If  you  know  that  of  your  own  knowledge,  Mr. 
Tyler,  answer  it ;  but,  if  you  do  not  know  it  of  your  own  knowledge, 
don't  answer  it. 

Mr.  Miller.  —  What  he  understood  —  was  the  question  ? 

Mr.  Morse.  —  When  the  question  put  by  the  committee  relates 
to  a  matter  upon  which  the  committee  can  ascertain  information 
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for  themselves,  by  examining  records  and  documents,  I  do  not 
think  it  is  a  fair  proceeding  for  them  to  come  here  and  ask  Mr. 
Tyler  the  question,  and  then  say  that  he  did  not  tell  the  truth.  I 
should  Jidvise  Mr.  Tyler  to  decline  to  answer  the  question,  on  the 
ground  that  he  knows  nothing  of  it  of  his  own  knowledge. 

Mr.  Miller.  — The  question  was  what  he  undei-stood. 

The  Chairman.  — You  can  answer  it  as  3'ou  see  fit. 

Mr.  Tyler. — The  contract  speaks  for  itself.  You  can  get 
somebod}^  to  look  at  that  matter  better  than  I  can.  I  should  say 
they  are  the  same,  but  there  may  be  some  quirk  or  turn  in  the  con- 
tract which  I  cannot  understand.  But  I  say  this  committee  can  get 
an  expert  to  look  into  it  to  see  if  they  are  the  same  contracts. 

Mr.  White. — I  asked  if  he  knew,  of  his  own  knowledge, 
whether  it  is  the  same. 

Mr.  Morse.  —  He  stated  in  his  letter  that  he  did  not. 

Mr.  Miller.  —  Let  him  answer. 

Mr.  Foss.  —  I  object  to  this.  I  fail  to  find  out  who  is  the  wit- 
ness under  examination,  whetiier  Mr.  Morse  or  Mr.  Tyler.  Mr. 
Morse  is  coaching  the  witness  in  his  own  way,  and  telling  him  that 
he  should  answer  in  his  own  way,  and  I  don't  think  he  should  put 
the  words  in  his  mouth. 

The  Chairman.  —  I  would  state  that  the  committee  have  power 
not  to  have  attorneys  on  either  side,  and  I  should  object  to  this 
mode  of  proceeding. 

Mr.  Foss. — I  object  to  Mr.  Morse  answering  any  questions. 
Let  Mr.  Tj^ler  decline  to  answer  the  questions,  if  he  wishes 
to. 

Mr.  White.  —  I  hope  we  will  let  Mr.  Morse  answer  the  ques- 
tions, if  Mr.  Tyler  cannot.  I  have  no  objections  to  it,  and  we 
will  get  the  evidence  in.  If  Mr.  Morse  comes  here  as  a  witness 
we  ma}'  get  more  evidence  than  we  expected.  Now,  Mr.  Tyler, 
in  your  communication  you  speak  here  of  an  engine  for  the  city  of 
Montreal,  of  ten  million  gallons,  for  $51,150,  and  also  that  Mr. 
Worthington  off'ered  to  furnish  the  city  of  Wilmington,  Del., 
with  a  ten-million-gallon  pump,  for  the  sum  of  $41,500.  Now, 
have  you  an}^  knowledge  why  they  should  charge  the  city  of  Wil- 
mington $11,000  more  for  a  ten-million-gallon  pump  than  they  do 
the  city  of  Montreal? 

A.  I  can  help  you  out  on  that. 

Q.  I  wish  you  would. 

ud.  In  the  city  of  Montreal  they  have  put  25  per  cent,  duty  on 
the  pumps,  because  they  have  to  come  into  Canada.  But  they 
have  to  furnish  the  foundations  in  Montreal,  which  would  not  make 
quite  25  per  cent.    I  heard  that  the}^  did. 

Q.  You  don't  know  that  they  did? 

A.  No,  sir,  I  say  that  I  heard  that  they  did.  That  is  for  the 
committee  to  look  up. 

Q.  Then,  from  your  own  knowledge,  you  do  not  know  that  the 
pum|)s  which  the  city  of  Boston  has  bought  are  the  same  kind, 
really,  which  the  cities  of  Hyde  Park  and  New  Bedford  have 
bought? 

A.  No  further  than  reading  the  contracts. 

Mr.  Miller.  —  Has  the  gentleman  read  the  contracts?  I 
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should  like  to  know  whether  he  has  compared  the  contracts  with 
the  city  of  Boston  and  Hyde  Park  ? 

Mr.  Morse.  —  Don't  answer  that  question. 

Mr.  White.  — Have  you  examined  the  contracts? 

A.  I  decline  to  answer.    Let  the  committee  examine  them. 

Q  Now,  do  yon  think  you  should  instigate  an  investigation 
here,  and  throw  the  whole  resi)onsibility  npon  this  committee  to 
go  and  look  up  these  contracts,  etc.,  and  then  come  here  and  re- 
fuse to  state  what  you  know? 

A.  I  don't  refuse  to  state  what  I  know. 

Q.  Have  you  ever  examined  the  contracts? 

A.  The  word     examined  "  is  pretty  broad. 

Q.  Have  you  seen  them  ? 

A.  I  liave  seen  a  copy  of  the  Hyde  Park  contract  and  the  Bos- 
ton contract. 

Q.  Did  3'ou  compare  them? 

A.  Well,  from  memory,  and  as  near  as  I  can  remember. 

Q.  You  sa}'  that  you  can  show  to  the  committee  that  a  one- 
hundred-million-duty  engine,  guaranteed  in  the  Worthington  con- 
tract—  that  is,  with  the  city  of  Boston,  I  believe?  — 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Is  a  duty  never  yet  recorded  by  au}^  of  the  H.  C.  Worthing- 
ton pumps  in  actual  use?    Is  that  so? 

A.  I  based  that  statement  upon  a  copy  of  a  letter  of  theirs 
which  I  had,  and  you  might  bring  that  in  by  and  by.  But  if  you 
would  like  to  see  it,  here  is  the  circular  from  H.  R.  Worthington, 
New  York. 

Mr.  Miller.  — That  is  another  mare's  nest. 

Mr.  White.  —  That  says  H.  R.  Worthington.  Your  communi- 
cation says  H.  C.  Worthington. 

Mr.  Miller.  —  It  should  be  H.  R.  Worthington  throughout.  It 
is  a  mistake. 

Mr.  Morse.  —  It  is  a  mistake  throughout  the  entire  communi- 
cation.   It  should  be  H.  R. 
Mr.  Miller.  —  It  is  H.  R. 

Mr.  White.  — I  hope  it  is  a  mistake.  You  have  it  here,  I  sup- 
pose ? 

Mr.  Morse  handed  the  circular  to  Mr.  White,  who  examined  it 
with  Mr.  Morse  and  Mr.  Tyler. 

Mr.  White.  — Then  your  knowledge  is  from  the  circular  of  the 
Worthingtons,  or  the  advertisement  of  the  H.  R.  Worthington 
Pump  Company? 

A.  It  is  a  circular. 

Q.  From  them? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Have  you  any  knowledge,  then,  outside  of  that  circular,  that 
those  pumps  will  not  do  what  their  contract  says  they  will? 
A.  I  have  not. 

Q.  You  have  not?    Do  you  think  that  they  can  do  it? 
A.  Well,  now  — 

Mr.  Morse. — They  never  have  shown  it. 
Mr.  Tyler.  —  They  never  have  shown  it, 
Mr.  White.  —  Do  you  say  they  cannot? 
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A.  I  am  not  prepared  to  answer  it.    I  could  not  answer  it. 
Q.  You  don't  know  ? 

A.  No,  sir,  I  could  not  say.  I  don't  think  the}^  have  ever  built 
one  of  these  pumps  yet. 

Mr.  Miller.  —  Yes,  sir,  they  have. 

Mr.  White.  —  Suppose  it  should  appear  from  3'our  examination 
that  they  have,  and  that  they  have  sold  one  of  these  pumps  to 
Montreal? 

A.  Later  than  this  letter  ? 

Q.  Since  then. 

A.  Yes,  sir.    Hyde  Park  was  in  August. 
Q.  When  was  the  Montreal  bid? 
A.  In  July,  so  Mr.  Lamphear  says. 

Q.  When  was  the  engine  for  the  city  of  Wilmington,  Del., 
built? 

A.  We  have  got  it  all  here.  I  could  not  tell  you  from  memory. 
But  it  is  in  there  somewhere  ;  —  all  along  since  then.  Wilmington 
was  August  6,  1885. 

Q.  Do  you  wish  to  sa}^  anything  in  regard  to  the  sureties  upon 
the  bond, —  anything  in  particular? 

A.  Well,  you  and  I,  and  I  should  think  any  business  man, 
would  say  that,  for  a  surety  upon  a  bond,  taking  the  concern's 
bond  ma}'  be  the  right  way  to  do  it  somewhere  else  ;  but  I  should 
not  think  that  in  Massachusetts  it  would  be  proper  to  take  one 
member  of  a  firm  and  the  clerk,  neither  of  whom  are  residents  of 
Massachusetts,  as  surety  upon  a  bond  for  a  $100,000  contract. 

Q.  Then  you  do  not  think  that  C.  C.  Worthington  or  Daniel  H. 
Johnson  are  sufficient  sureties? 

Mr.  Morse.  —  That  is  not  a  fair  question. 

Mr.  Miller.  — I  think  it  is. 

Mr.  White.  —  I  do  not  know  why  it  isn't. 

Mr.  Morse.  —  Mr.  Worthington  may  be  a  very  rich  man.  But 
he  simply  makes  the  allegation  there  that  a  member  of  the  firm  and 
one  of  the  clerks  going  sureties  are  not  proper  sureties  upon  a 
bond,  because  they  could  not  sue  the  bond  in  this  State.  We  do 
not  say  that  these  men  are  objectionable  on  that  ground,  but  simply 
that  we  cannot  sue  them  in  this  State.  We  do  not  say  the  sureties 
are  not  good  ;  but  that  it  is  a  questionable  practice  for  a  man  to  go 
his  own  surety. 

Mr.  White.  —  I  don't  think  of  anything  more  that  I  wish  to  ask 
Mr  Tyler.. 

The  Chairman.  —  Any  other  member  of  the  committee  wish  to 
ask  Mr.  Tyler  any  questions  ? 

Mr.  Fobs.  —  I  would  like  to  ask,  Mr.  Tyler,  what  is  your  busi- 
ness? 

A.  I  am  in  the  iron  business,  iron  and  steel. 
Q.  Have  you  ever  been  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  anything 
used  in  the  manufacture  of  these  engines? 
A.  No,  sir. 
Q.  Never? 
A.  Never. 

Q.  Have  you  been  concerned  in  furnishing  the  steel  or  iron  for 
manufacture? 
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A.  I  am,  sir.  I  am  agent  for  the  Boston  Iron  Compan}',  and 
the  Norway  Steel  and  Iron  Works,  of  South  Boston.  I  am  agent 
and  owner  in  six  or  seven  different  mills  and  large  corporations. 
Perhaps,  if  3'on  will  allow  me  to  sa}',  I  suppose  you  want  to  know 
about  the  contract  for  the  steel  for  these  boilers? 

Q.  1  was  anxious  to  know  something  about  it,  because  I  heard 
it  stated,  and  no  member  of  the  committee  knew  what  your  busi- 
ness was,  when  they  met  before,  and  your  counsel  did  not  know, 
and  1  should  like  to  know  whether  you  were  not  expecting  the 
contract  from  the  bidders  for  furnisiiing  your  steel,  and  whether 
you  were  not  disappointed? 

A.   Now,  let  me  say  rij^ht  here  — 

Mr.  Foss.  — That  is  what  we  want  to  get  at. 

A.  The  way  I  knew  about  this  contract  was  that  I  have  made  a 
great  deal  of  iron  for  stand-pipes,  and  for  contractors  who  have  taken 
contracts  for  pumps  in  different  towns.  I  had  been  sick  for  a  year 
and  had  not  attended  to  much  business.  I  was  taking  a  ride,  and 
got  off  the  car  at  Dover  street,  and  met  Mr.  Lamphear,  of  the 
Davidson  Pump  Compan}^  At  that  time  I  did  not  know  he  was  in 
the  pump  business  with  the  Davidson  Company.  I  supposed  he  was 
agent  for  some  other  concern.  He  spoke  to  me  about  the  contract 
which  had  been  let  out  for  the  city  of  Boston  for  some  pumps,  and 
he  spoke  of  its  excessive  price.  I  said,  "  You  don't  say  so  ;  one 
hundred  odd  thousand  dollars  for  a  ten-million  gallon  engine?  "  and 
he  said,  Yes."  I  said  that  ought  to  be  looked  into.  I  said,  Who 
has  got  it?  "  and  he  said,  The  Worthingtons."  I  said,  Well,  that 
may  hit  me  if  I  investigate  it,  because  Dan  Johnson,  of  the  Worth- 
ington  concern,  always  specifies  my  steel,  and  it  may  hit  me."  It  is 
the  Benzon  brand  of  plate.  Before  I  went  down-town  that  morning 
I  called  on  Mayor  O'Brien,  and  said  I  thought  this  contract  was  ex- 
orbitant and  ought  to  be  looked  into,  and  I  supposed  from  Cunning- 
ham building  the  boilers  that  the  plate  would  be  of  our  steel.  I  found 
out  the  next  day,  or  two  days  afterwards,  — I  should  say  the  next 
day,  —  that  it  was  the  Otis  Steel  Plate,  made  in  Cleveland,  Ohio. 
At  the  time  I  made  this  statement  about  the  exorbitant  price  I  did 
not  know  whose  steel  was  to  be  used.  Again,  in  these  boilers  there 
are  about  ten  tons  of  steel  plate.  Our  profits  on  ten  tons  would 
not  be  over  $25. 

Q.  How  do  you  get  an  existence,  if  you  don't  make  any  more 
profit  than  that? 

A.  We  are  skinning  around  now,  trying  to  pa}^  our  bills.  But 
we  won't  get  any  existence  if  they  let  these  contracts  out  of  the 
city  of  Boston  over  men.  so  that  they  cannot  live. 

Q.  It  would  look  to  me  as  if  it  would  be  better  for  the  citizens 
of  Boston  to  go  outside  of  Boston,  if  you  cannot  make  any  more 
than  $25  on  ten  tons  of  steel  plate. 

A.  Do  you  employ  men,  Mr.  Foss? 

Q.  Yes,  sir. 

A.  Do  you  have  to  cut  them  down  in  their  pay? 
Q.  I  am  not  on  the  stand  answering  questions. 
A.  I  want  to  explain  about  our  plate. 

The  Chairman.  —  If  the  gentleman  wants  to  go  on,  you  can 
proceed,  Mr.  Foss,  with  your  questions. 
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Mr.  Foss.  —  I  want  him  to  go  on.    Had  you  seen  the  contract 
at  the  time  you  thought  the  price  was  exorbitant? 
A.  I  had  noV 

Q.  I  don't  see  how  you  could  know  it,  without  knowing  the 
material  that  was  going  into  the  pumps? 

A.  Mr.  Lamphear  tokl  me  it  was  a  kind  of  a  peculiar  thing,  and 
that  they  had  not  asked  anybody  else  to  figure  upon  it. 

Q.  You  got  this  information  from  Mr.  Lamphear,  and  not  from 
yourself? 

A.  I  know  but  little  about  pumps.  I  know  a  squirt  gun  when  I 
see  it.    I  buy  pumps  occasional!}'  m3-self. 

Mr.  White.  —  In  speaking  to  3'ou  a  few  moments  ago  about 
Mr.  Leavitt,  this  consulting  engineer,  you  said  he  was  an  inventor 
and  engineer.  Now,  is  such  a  thing  possible,  that  Mr.  Leavitt 
could  be  the  inventor  of  any  appliances  —  I  don't  know  what  con- 
cerns, or,  perhaps,  it  might  be  for  the  Worthingtons  —  for  these 
pumps,  whereby  he  could  have  any  patent  attachments  that  other 
pump-makers  could  not  have,  that  would  thereby  enable  the 
Worthington  people  to  charge  a  little  more  for  their  pumps  than 
other  pump  men  do? 

A.  1  could  not  answer  as  to  that. 

Q.  Have  you  ever  heard  that  such  was  the  case? 

A.  Now,  Mr.  White,  why  don't  you,  instead  of  asking  me  that 
question,  wait  until  some  other  witness  goes  on  the  stand  who  is 
familiar  with  the  pump  business? 

Q.  I  shall  ask  them.  But  you  stated  that  he  was  an  inventor, 
and  I  ask  you  if  you  knew  that  such  was  the  case? 

A.  I  hear  so. 

Q.  That  Mr.  Leavitt  — 

Mr.  Morse.  —  I  should  like  to  know  where  the  materiality  of 
these  questions  in  regard  to  the  contract  is? 

Mr.  White.  —  It  is  for  the  information  of  this  committee. 

Mr.  Morse. — I  shall  advise  him  not  to  answer. 

Mr.  White.  —  He  says  he  knows  Mr.  Leavitt  is  an  inventor, 
and  I  ask  him  if  he  knows  that  any  of  those  inventions  of  Mr. 
Leavitt  are  to  be  applied  to  those  pumps  which  are  sold  to 
the  city  of  Boston,  and  if  they  increased  the  value  of  those  pumps, 
and  if  they  are  not  patents  controlled  by  the  Worthingtons,  and 
which  cannot  be  used  by  other  manufacturers? 

A.  I  stated  that  I  cannot  answer  it. 

Q.  You  stated  that  you  understood  that  he  was  an  inventor, 
and  that  such  was  the  case. 

A.  I  stated  that  he  was  an  inventor,  —  I  said  I  heard  so  ;  I  did 
not  say  that  I  knew  so. 

Q.  That  is,  of  course,  if  they  have  a  patent  upon  those  pumps, 
they  have  a  right  to  charge  for  them? 

A.  Yes,  sir  ;  there  is  no  trouble  but  what  they  would  charge  for 
them. 

Q.  You  don't  know  that  they  have  any  such  patents? 
A.  No,  sir. 

Mr.  Morse. —He  has  already  answered,  Mr.  White.    I  do  not 
think  it  is  fair  to  press  the  witness  upon  a  matter  so  immaterial. 
Mr.  White.  —  I  think  it  is  very  material  to  this  case. 
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Mr.  Morse.  —  Mr.  Tyler  disclaims  any  personal  knowledge  upon 
this  matter.    Why  should  he  be  pressed? 

The  Chairman. — Do  I  understand  that  you  are  in  the  steel 
business? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Can  you  inform  me,  as  long  as  you  are  in  the  business,  what 
the  market  value  was  of  the  material  wliich  they  have  put  into  these 
pumps  which  the  city  of  Boston  has  purchased? 

A.  I  should  say  that  the  steel  which  the}'  have  specified  in  the 
contract  was  a  first-class  article  in  every  respect,  and  fully  equal 
to  ours. 

Q.  Did  you  try  at  an}'  time  to  get  the  specifications  in  the  con- 
tract changed? 

Mr.  Morse. — I  object  to  the  question  as  not  material.  He 
ought  not  to  be  called  upon  to  waste  time  in  answering  such  ques- 
tions.   I  object  to  the  question. 

The  Chairman.  —  I  shall  have  him  answer  whether  or  not  he 
tried  to  get  the  specifications  showing  the  name  and  style  of  the 
steel  to  be  changed,  so  that  his  steel  could  be  used? 

Mr.  Tyler.  — I  did  not,  and  I  would  not  take  the  order  for  the 
steel  if  they  would  give  me  a  dollar  a  pound  for  it,  after  Mr.  Otis 
had  the  order  for  it.  He  is  too  first-class  a  maker  for  anybod}'  to 
try  to  cut  under. 

Q.  You  acknowledge  that  the}"  could  not  get  any  better  steel 
than  they  are  to  put  in  the  boilers? 

A.  No,  sir,  they  could  not. 

The  Chairman.  —  Is  there  anybody  here  that  desires  to  ask  Mr. 
Tyler  any  questions? 

Mr.  Miller.  —  I  desire  to  ask  some  questions. 

Mr.  Morse.  —  And  I  will  advise  him  to  decline  to  answer  them. 

Mr.  Miller. — Mr.  Tyler,  did  you  authorize  your  attorney  to 
make  the  statement  which  was  presented  to  the  committee,  signed 
by  your  name,  Wm.  P.  Tyler,  and  dated  Sept.  23,  1885? 

Mr.  Morse.  —  I  beg  to  state  that  1  have  advised  Mr.  Tyler  to 
decline  to  answer  any  questions,  except  from  the  committee. 

Mr.  Tyler.  —  I  shall  decline  to  answer  any  questions. 

Mr.  Miller. —  You  are  in  the  steel  and  iron  business? 

A.  I  decline  to  answer. 

Q.  You  know  the  Worthington  house  to  be  a  house  of  old 
standing  in  this  country,  do  you  not? 
A.  I  decline  to  answer. 

Q.  Do  you  pretend  to  be  a  fair-minded  business  man?  (No 
answer.) 

The  Chairman.  —  Will  you  please  answer  that  question,  Mr. 
Tyler? 

Mr.  Morse.  —  Mr.  Tyler  will  not  answer  any  questions  put  by 
Mr.  Worlhington's  counsel.  There  is  no  need  of  your  asking  any 
questions.  If  you  insist  upon  asking  the  questions  we  will  leave 
the  room.    It  is  simply  making  a  farce  of  it. 

The  Chairman. —  The  gentleman  is  in  charge  of  the  committee  ; 
he  ha's  been  summoned  here. 

Mr.  Morse. —  He  can  go  when  I  go.    It  is  simply  absurd  for 
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the  committee  to  allow  the  questions  to  be  repeated.  It  is  simply 
an  impertinence  to  continue  to  ask  these  questions. 

Mr.  Miller. —  I  shall  put  the  questions,  even  if  you  object. 

Mr.  Morse. —  T  suggest  that  you  put  them  in  writing. 

Mr.  Miller  —  No,  I  shall  continue  to  put  them  orally.  The 
question  is,  Mr.  Tyler,  did  you,  when  you  authorized  this  state- 
ment to  be  made,  believe  the  substantial  allegations  made  in  it 
yourself?    (No  answer.) 

Q.  You  say  in  the  communication  you  cannot  testify  upon  the 
facts,  from  your  own  knowledge.  Will  you  state  to  the  committee 
who  your  informants  were?    (No  answer.) 

Q.  He  declines  to  ynswer.  One  more  question  —  Was  not  Mr. 
Lewis  C.  Lamphear,  the  agent  of  the  Davidson  Co.,  your  principal 
informant  as  to  the  matters  set  forth  in  your  statement?  (No 
answer. ) 

Mr.  White. —  I  certainl}^  hope  that  Mr.  Tyler  will  not  bridle 
his  tongue,  and  if  he  can  give  this  committee  any  information  I 
hope  he  will  answer  these  questions  of  counsel  on  the  other  side. 
He  may  possibly  throw  some  light  upon  it  whereby  we  can  get  some 
information  about  it.  I  hope  he  will  answer  some  of  those  questions, 
and  not  come  here  refusing  to  answer  any  questions  asked  him 
by  counsel  on  the  other  side.  I  certainly  hope  he  will  not  appear 
in  that  light  before  the  committee,  and  I  certainl}^  hope  he  will 
answer  some  or  a  few  of  those  questions.  I  don't  think  it 
reall}^  looks  right.  Of  course  he  has  his  own  mind,  and  can  do  as 
he  chooses ;  but  I  do  not  think  it  is  treating  this  committee  right. 
He  has  made  charges  in  a  communication  presented  to  this  com- 
mittee, and  still  he  refuses  to  answer  the  questions  put  by  counsel 
on  the  other  side.  I  certainly  hope  he  will  give  a  reason  for  doing 
so. 

Mr.  Morse. —  I  can  give  the  gentleman's  reason  why  he  refuses 
to  answer,  if  you  desire  to  hear  it.  You  did  not  allow  Mr.  Tyler 
to  examine  Mr.  Worthington. 

Mr.  White. —  The  committee  are  well  informed  about  that,  Mr. 
Morse,  and  when  you  tell  him  not  to  answer,  he  has  a  right  to 
refuse  ;  but  I  think  he  should  give  some  reason  fur  not  answering 
the  questions  of  counsel  on  the  other  side.  I  think  that,  in  justice 
to  the  committee,  he  should  do  so. 

Mr.  Miller. —  I  have  only  a  few  more  questions  to  ask. 

Mr.  Tyler. —  I  shall  not  answer  them. 

The  Chairman.  —  Put  your  questions,  Mr.  Miller. 

Mr.  Miller. —  Did  3'ou  take  pains  to  make  any  inquiries  con- 
cerning the  subject-matter  contained  in  this  statement  from  per- 
sons or  from  data  other  than  the  statements  of  Mr.  Lamphear,  and 
papers  submitted  to  you  by  Mr.  Lamphear?    (No  answer.) 

Q.  You  have  testified  to-day  that  the  Hyde  Park  engines  were 
of  the  same  description,  the  very  identical  thing,  as  the  engines 
specified  in  the  Boston  contract.  When  you  made  that  statement 
had  you  compared  the  Boston  contract  with  the  Hyde  Park  pro- 
posal which  has  been  submitted  here  to-day?    (No  answer.) 

Q.  Is  it  not  a  fact  that  the  Hyde  Park  engine,  for  which 
$42,000  is  charged,  is  a  single  engine  of  twelve-million  capacity, 
without  boilers?    (No  answer.) 
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Q.  Is  it  not  a  fact  that  the  Boston  contract  specifies  two  engines 
with  boilers?    (No  answer.) 

Q.  Do  3'ou  know  the  capacity  of  the  Boston  engines,  running 
at  the  piston  speed  allowed  in  the  contract? 

A.  You  can  find  this  out  from  some  of  the  pump  men  a  good 
deal  better  than  you  can  from  me. 

Q.  Would  not  the  larger  engine,  at  the  speed  allowed  in  the  con- 
tract, be  a  capacity  of  twelve  millions  a  da}',  and  the  smaller  engine 
a  capacity  of  nine  millions  a  day  ?    (No  answer.) 

Q.  Have  you  any  information  to  give  to  the  committee  as  to  the 
relative  cost  of  the  boilers,  compared  with  the  whole  purchase? 
(No  answer.) 

Q.  Do  you  know  anything  about  the  circumstances  attending 
the  purchase  of  the  New  Bedford  engine?    (No  answer.) 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  the  Montreal  engine  is  of  the  same 
tN'pe  and  capacity  as  the  larger  engine  proposed  to  be  furnished 
Boston  under  the  present  contract?    (No  answer.) 

Q.  What  do  3'ou  call  an  experimental  engine?    (No  answer.) 

Q.  If  an  engine  has  been  put  up  at  a  cost  of  $40,000  in  the 
works  of  Mr.  Worthington,  and  has  been  turned  over  to  engineers 
to  test,  and  has  been  tested  under  their  supervision  and  in  their 
charge,  and  has  developed  a  duty  of  one  hundred  millions,  would 
you  call  that  an  experimental  engine?    (No  answer.) 

Q.  Do  you  think  it  fair  to  make  such  a  statement  as  3"ou  have 
sent  to  this  committee  and  to  the  public,  that  I  have  referred  to, 
dated,  Boston,  September  23,  1885,  and  come  here  and  give  youv 
direct  testimony,  and  then  refuse  to  answer  all  questions  on  cross- 
examination  ;  do  3'ou  think  that  is  fair  as  a  businessman?  (No 
answer.) 

Mr.  Miller.  —  No  further  questions. 

The  Chairman.  —  No  further  Questions?    (Pause.)    That  is 
all,  Mr.  Tyler. 
Mr.  Tyler  retired. 

Lewis  C.  Lamphear  was  called,  and  took  the  stand. 

The  Chairman.  —  We  shall  take  a  course  with  Mr.  Lamphear 
different  from  that  we  took  with  the  other  witnesses.  Mr.  Morse, 
have  3'ou  an}-  questions  to  put  to  Mr.  Lamphear? 

Mr.  Morse.  —  All  the  matters  that  I  had  to  do  with  this  inves- 
tigation were  that  1  tried  to  put  the  information  before  the  commit- 
tee. This  I  attempted  to  do  at  the  last  hearing.  I  simpl3'  came 
here  to-day  to  protect  Mr.  Tyler's  rights  before  the  committee.  I  do 
not  propose  to  interfere  with  the  investigation.  I  am  counsel  for  no 
one  else.  Of  course  the  committee  can  pursue  its  own  course  in 
the  matter.  I  think  it  is  onh'  fair  to  state  to  the  committee  that 
the  reason  Mr.  Tyler  was  advised  not  to  answer  the  questions  of 
Mr.  Miller  was  simply  because  we  tried  to  present  facts  to  the 
committee  by  the  examination  of  Mr.  Worthington,  and  our  peti- 
tion was  given  leave  to  vvitlidraw,  and,  consequently,  we  have  been 
thwarted  in  our  endeavor  to  give  information  to  the  City  Govern- 
ment of  Boston. 
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The  Chairman.  —  Anybody  desire  to  ask  Mr.  Lamphear  any 
questions  ? 

Mr.  Miller.  —  I  should  like  to  ask  some  questions. 
The  Chairman.  — You  can  proceed. 

Mr.  Miller.  — You  are  agent  of  the  Davidson  Pump  Company? 
A.  I  guess  so. 

Q.  You  are  the  agent  in  Boston? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  How  long  have  you  been  agent  for  them? 
A.  I  cannot  tell  you  exactly. 

Q.  In  rough  numbers,  how  long,  —  several  years  ? 

A.  I  don't  know,  sir,  what  I  am  here  for.  I  don't  know  why  I 
am  summoned  here. 

Q.  I  will  develop  it  in  the  course  of  the  examination,  if  you  will 
answer  my  questions. 

A.  I  will  answer  the  questions. 

Q.  I  asked  leave  to  put  some  questions  to  you,  and  you  can 
answer  or  not,  as  you  see  fit. 

A.  Thank  you.  I  have  nothing  to  do  with  you,  as  I  know  of. 
I  WHS  summoned  here  by  the  committee,  and  I  am  here  to  give  in- 
formation to  the  committee,  and  not  for  you.  It  has  been  reported 
and  thrown  around  that  Mr.  Miller,  Mr.  Worthington's  counsel  in 
New  York,  was  coming  here  to  cut  me  up. 

Mr.  White.  —  I  should  like  to  ask  the  question,  who  stated  to 
you  that  Mr.  Miller  was  coming  here  to  cut  you  up? 

A.  I  don't  know  that  I  am  obliged  to  tell. 

Q.  1  do  not  think  you  should  refuse  to  answer  the  question. 

A.  I  am  not  bound  to  make  to  the  committee  and  citizens  of 
Boston  an}'  such  statement  as  that.  That  is  not  what  I  am  called 
here  for. 

Q.  That  is  just  what  I,  as  a  member  of  this  committee,  am 
talking  about.  I  do  not  think  any  member  of  the  committee  or  the 
counsel  should  undertake  to  come  up  here  and  cut  up  a  witness, 
and  deter  him  from  answering  any  questions,  and  as  a  member  of 
the  committee  I  should  like  to  know  from  whom  yon  got  this  in- 
formation? 

A,  That  I  am  not  obliged  to  tell. 

Q.  Do  you  refuse  to  tell  it? 

A.  I  do. 

The  Chairman.  —  Do  you  refuse  to  answer  any  questions  put  by 
Mr.  Miller  or  au}^  citizen  of  Boston?  The  committee  summoned 
you  here  because  the}^  supposed  you  had  some  information  about 
this  contract. 

A.  Very  well ;  I  am  here  at  the  service  of  the  committee,  but  I 
did  not  come  here  to  be  thrown  upon  Mr.  Miller's  hands.  That  has 
nothing  to  do  with  reference  to  this  pumping  arrangement,  and 
an}'  questions  in  regard  to  this  matter  I  will  be  glad  to  answer  for 
you. 

Mr.  Miller.  —  May  I  ask  this  witness  some  questions? 
The  Chairman.  —  If  no  objection  is  made,  Mr.  Miller  may  ask 
the  witness  some  questions. 

Mr.  Miller.  — Are  you  not  a  friend  of  Mr.  Wm.  P.  Tyler? 
A.  A  friend  of  his? —  an  acquaintance,  yes,  sir. 
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Q.  Did  you  not  furnish  him  some  statements  contained  in  this 
published  statement  of  his,  dated  Boston,  Sept.  23,  1885? 
A.  Yes,  sir,  I  did. 

Q.  You  furnished  him,  did  you  not,  the  statement  concerning 
the  alleged  bids  of  the  Worthingtons  in  other  places? 
A.  Yes,  sir  ;  I  have  them  with  me. 
Q.  You  furnished  him  with  tliat  statement? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  You  are  a  citizen  of  Boston? 
A.  Yes,  sir ;  supposed  to  be. 

Q.  Why  did  you  not  make  these  statements  in  your  own  name, 
instead  of  Mr.  Tyler's? 

A.  Because  I  was  not  called  upon  to  do  it.  He  was  called 
upon,  and  he  came  to  me  for  information. 

Q.  Who  called  upon  him  ? 

A.  I  think  this  committee  has  called  upon  him. 
Q.  I  mean  this  published  statement  of  September  23? 
A.  I  dia  not  know  the  statement  was  out  until  I  saw  it  in  the 
paper. 

Q.  You  are  a  citizen  of  Boston? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  You  might  have  made  the  statement  over  your  own 
name? 

A.  There  was  no  necessity  for  my  doing  it. 

Q.  Don't  3'ou  feel  that  it  was  rather  ungracious  to  make  this 
statement  against  a  rival  concern? 

A.  Not  a  bit.  He  asked  me  for  such  information  as  I  had,  and 
I  gave  it  to  him. 

Q.  Now,  do  you  pretend  to  have  personal  knowledge  of  the  pro- 
posals b}"  the  Messrs.  Worthington  in  other  places? 

A.  It  is  limited  a  little. 

Q.  Is  it  accurate  enough  to  be  used  in  public? 
A.  Yes,  sir,  I  should  say  it  was. 

Q.  You  have  compared  the  Hyde  Park  bid  with  the  Boston 
bid? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  What  is  the  capacit}'  of  the  Hyde  Park  engine,  as^'ou  under- 
stand it? 

A.  It  was  bid  for  a  twelve-million  engine. 
Q.  At  what  piston  speed  : 

A.   (Producing  a  paper.)     I  have  it  here.     It  does  not  state 
here,  I  tiiink  —  at  a  piston  speed  not  exceeding  — 
Q.  How  much  ? 

A.  That  probably  appears  in  your  specifications. 
Q.  Did  you  look  at  the  specifications  ? 
A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  You  have  not  compared  the  specifications  with  the  bids? 
A.  No,  sir,  I  have  not. 

Q.  You  have  not  a  ver}^  accurate  mechanical  knowledge  as  to 
that  engine  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  I  have. 

Q.  Can  you,  without  having  the  specifications  before  3'OU,  have 
accurate  knowledge  of  it? 
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A.  Yes,  sir,  I  can. 

Q.  You  do  not  know  what  the  piston  speed  is? 

A.  I  don't  care  what  the  piston  speed  is,  but  I  know  the  diam- 
eters of  their  cylinders,  and  the  stroke  here  is  the  same. 

Q.  Is  there  any  difference  in  the  capacity  of  the  Hyde  Park 
engine  and  the  Boston  engines? 

A.  I  will  tell  you  in  a  moment.  (Referring  to  the  book.)  The 
diameters  of  the  water  cylinders  and  the  stroke  are  the  same. 

Q.  Are  not  the  capacities  of  the  two  engines,  as  you  understand 
it,  alike,  of  the  larger  Boston  engine  and  the  Hyde  Park  engine? 

A.  At  the  same  piston  speed  they  are,  sir. 

Q.  Then  would  you  call  the  Boston  engine  a  twelve-million 
engine,  if  the  Hyde  Park  engine  is  a  twelve-million  engine? 
A.  Well,  it  doesn't  matter. 
Q.  I  say,  would  you  call  it  that? 
A.  Would  I  call'it  that? 

Q.  If  it  would  do  the  same  work  would  3'ou  call  it  the  same 
capacity  ? 

A.  The  steam  end  has  something  to  do  with  the  water  cylinder. 
The  steam  cylinder  of  the  Hyde  Park  engine  is  fourteen  inches  larger 
in  diameter  than  the  engine  here. 

Q.  How  do  the  lifts  compare? 

A.  The  Hyde  Park  engine  is  a  heavier  lift  than  this  one  here. 
Q.  Does  not  that  explain  the  difference? 
A.  Which  is  the  more  costl}'  to  build? 

Q.  I  am  not  under  examination  now.    Would  you  not  call  the 
Boston  engine  larger  than  the  Hyde  Park  engine? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  what  the  capacity  of  the  Boston  engine,  at  tlie 
piston  speed  allowed  b}'  the  specifications,  is?  It  would  be  about 
nine  millions,  wouldn't  it? 

A.  We  are  bidding  on  and  calling  for  a  certain  engine,  and  we 
are  bidding  on  an  engine  to  run  at  a  moderate  piston  speed,  and  if 
you  want  to  run  it  up  and  do  a  great  deal  more  work  with  it,  3'ou 
can  do  so,  but  you  would  not  call  it  a  nine-million  engine. 

Q.  My  question  is,  whether  in  the  Boston  specifications  it  would 
not  be  called  a  nine-million  engine? 

A.  I  have  not  seen  the  specifications.  We  are  talking  about  the 
size  of  the  cylinders. 

Q.  I  am  talking  about  the  capacit}^ 

A.  The  twelve-inch  cylinder  here  is  the  same  as  the  twelve-inch 
cylinder  down  at  New  Bedford,  just  exactly. 

Q.  And  you  do  not  know  whether  this  is  a  nine-million  engine 
or  not  ? 

A.  I  don't  think  Mr.  Worthington  puts  in  nine-million  engines 
for  five-million  gallons. 

Q.  That  is  not  the  question. 

A.  You  asked  me  if  I  knew  it.  I  know  that  you  cannot  pump 
nine-million  gallons  with  it. 

Q.  Do  you  tiiink  the  proposals  set  forth  as  a  comparison  of 
prices  for  the  Worthington  engines  in  other  places  with  the  pro- 
posed engines  in  Boston  is  a  fair  statement? 

A.  I  don't  hardly  get  your  meaning,  sir. 
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Q.  Do  3'ou  believe  that  this  comparison  of  prices  and  facts  set 
forth  are  all  the  facts  necessary  to  reach  a  fair  comparison  of 
prices  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir  ;  I  do,  most  assuredly. 

Q.  Well,  do  you  think  it  fair  to  compare  one  engine  in  Hyde 
Park,  without  boilers,  with  two  cno;ines  in  Boston,  with  boilers? 

A.  I  do  not  think  it  would  be  fair,  but  I  don't  think  he  does  it. 

Q.  Let  me  read  to  you  the  statement  (Reading)  :  — 

"  I  have  no  doubt  Mr.  Worthington  would  have  told  you  that 
his  firm  offered  to  build  pumping-engines  of  twelve-million  gallons 
capacity  and  one  hundred  million  duty,  for  the  village  of  Hyde 
Park,  in.,  for  the  sum  of  $42,750,  to  be  furnished  with  cylinders, 
both  for  high  and  low  pressure,  larger  than  those  for  the  city  of 
Boston  " 

A.  Continue,  please. 

Q.  That  is  one  proposal.  Now,  do  you  call  that  a  fair  com- 
parison ? 

A.  Then  3'ou  read  the  whole  of  it.  If  you  will,  then  I  will  tell 
you  the  comparison. 

Q.  Well,  do  3^ou  think  it  fair  to  compare  one  engine  in  Hyde 
Park,  without  boilers,  with  two  engines  in  Boston,  with  boilers? 

A.  There  is  anotlier  engine  brought  in  there.  Is  there  not  a 
a  New  Bedford  engine  brought  in  there  ? 

Q.  I  am  talking  about  the  comparison  of  the  Hyde  Park  engine 
with  the  Boston  engine? 

A.  It  is  not  compared  with  the  Boston  engine,  that  I  know  of. 

Q.  Is  there  any  reference  in  this  statement  in  regard  to  the 
Hyde  Park  engine,  that  it  is  without  boilers,  and  that  the  single 
engine  in  Boston  is  with  boilers?    Answer  that  question. 

A.  Let  me  see  it,  and  I  will  tell  you.  (Mr.  Miller  passed  the 
statement  to  the  witness.)  You  have  read  it  very  probably,  and  I 
do  not  know  whether  it  is  the  one  or  not. 

Q.  It  is  from  the  newspaper  ;  it  ought  to  be  right. 

A.  Perhaps  it  is  from  a  sensational  sheet  that  we  cannot  depend 
upon.  (Referring  to  the  paper.)  Here  is  a  comparison  of  prices, 
sir. 

Q.  Remember  m}^  question. 

A.  I  don't  think  he  mentions  it.  Here  is  a  comparison  of 
prices,  showing  that  the  Boston  pumps  consist  of  ten-million  and 
five-million,  at  a  cost  in  cash  of  $106,575  ;  old  pump  exchanged 
was  $8,000 — $114,575,  that  is  the  total.  Later  on,  the  Hyde 
Park  engine  of  twelve-million  gallons  is  offered  for  $42,750  ;  New 
Bedford,  five-million,  $22,500.  Total,  S65,25() ;  showing  that 
Boston  pays  $49,325  more  than  New  Bedford  and  Hyde  Park. 

Q.  Did  you  read  this  as  an  answer  to  my  question? 

A.  I  think  that  $49,000  would  allow  all  the  boilers  that  are 
wanted. 

Q.  Did  you  read  that  in  answer  to  my  question,  or  simply  be- 
cause you  wanted  to  get  it  in? 

A.  I  would  say  that  I  am  called  upon  here  by  the  com- 
mittee, and  I  want  to  know  whether  I  am  to  go  into  a  discussion 
with  you  as  the  attorney  for  Mr.  Worthington,  or  am  I  called  upon 
to  help  the  committee  ascertain  if  this  contract  price  is  high  or 
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not?  Here  are  certified  copies  of  tlie  contract  with  the  Worthing- 
tons  for  machinery  at  Hyde  Park,  and  it  is  an  eas}'  matter  to  sit 
down  and  figure  up,  and  you  will  find  that  the  Hyde  Park  cylinders 
are  as  large  as  any  furnished  to  the  city  of  Boston,  and  there  is 
about  $50,000  difference  in  the  price. 

Q.  I  asked  you  if  you  thought  that  statement  of  Mr.  Tyler  was 
a  fair  statement,  and  3^ou  said  you  thought  it  was  ? 

A.  I  said  for  the  two  engines,  the  engine  at  Hyde  Park  and 
here. 

Q.  I  asked  if  you  thought  it  was  a  fair  comparison  ? 

A.  It  is  rather  against  it,  because  the  engines  are  larger. 

The  Chaihman.  —  Do  I  understand  you  to  say  that  there  is  a 
difference  of  $49,000  ?  1  understand  there  is  no  difference  con- 
nected with  it. 

A.  I  understand  there  are  boilers  to  be  furnished  with  the  five- 
million-gallon  engine  at  New  Bedford. 

Mr.  Miller.  —  Would  not  it  be  fairer  to  the  committee  and  to 
the  public  to  state  that  in  Hyde  Park  one  engine  is  without  boil- 
ers, and  in  Boston  the  two  engines  are  with  boilers? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  I  think  it  would  be  fairer.  The  man  that  made  the 
statement  didn't  exactl}'  understand  it.  He  did  not  make  it  so  as 
to  show  that  there  was  one  engine  there  and  two  engines  here, 
although  the}'  compare  the  two  engines  together,  and,  taking  the 
two  together,  at  New  Bedford  and  H3^de  Park,  they  cost  only 
$6e5,300. 

Q.  When  you  furnished  the  statement  to  Mr.  Tyler,  wh}'  did 
not  you  biing  out  those  facts? 

A.  In  reference  to  that  communication  there,  sir? 
q.  Yes. 

A.  Because  I  was  not  present  when  the  communication  was 
prepared  and  sent  here. 

Q.  But  you  furnished  him  the  information  upon  which  it  was 
made  out? 

A.  Some  of  it,  yes,  sir;  not  all  of  it. 

Q.  Did  you  not  furnish  the  information  concerning  the  Hyde 
Park  and  New  Bedford  engines? 

A.  Well,  no  ;  I  did  not  furnish  the  information  on  the  H^'de 
Park  engine  exactl}' 

Q.  Who  did? 

A.  I  had  it  put  into  my  possession. 

Q.  And  you  carried  it  to  Mr.  Tyler  and  Mr.  Morse? 

A.  No,  sir  ;  the  first  time  I  got  it  was  last  night. 

Q.  How  did  they  get  it  fi-om  you? 

A.  They  did  not  get  it  from  me. 

Q.  But  you  said  you  furnished  the  information  about  the  bids 
from  Hyde  Park  and  New  Bedford? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  what  I  had  heard  ;  and  since  that  time  this  cop}' 
has  been  received. 

Q.  Then,  at  the  time  you  furnished  the  information  you  had  no 
complete  information  as  to  the  prices  in  Boston  and  Hyde  Park? 

A  Well,  sir,  no  complete  information  ;  but  since  then  I  have 
verified  their  statements. 
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Q.  You  are  a  rival  of  the  Worthingtons  ? 

A.  No,  sir  ;  we  do  not  pretend  to  be.    We  are  a  small  concern. 
Q.  You  never  liave  built  any  pumps  of  one-hundred-million 
duty  ? 

A.  No,  sir ;  we  have  not  built  any  pumps  of  one-hundred- 
million  duty. 

Q.  Did  you  not  come  to  the  Mayor's  office  with  Mr.  Tyler? 
A.  Yes,  sir;  J  did  on  one  occasion. 
Q.  Why  did  you  do  that? 
A.  Because  he  wanted  me  to. 

Q.  Mr.  Tyler  testified  that  you  were  the  first  one  that  spoke  to 
him  about  that? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Why  did  you  do  that? 

A.  He  simply  asked  me  what  I  was  doing,  and  I  told  him  ;  and 
as  we  talked  about  the  Fisher-Hill  matter  I  told  him  about  the 
pumps. 

Q.  Who  first  suggested  going  to  the  Mayor? 

A.  Mr.  Tyler. 

Q.  You  went  readily? 

A.  Why  should  not  1  ? 

Q.  Your  feeling  with  the  Worthingtons  is  not  friendly? 

A.  It  is  as  friendly  as  with  any  one.  There  is  no  reason  at  all 
for  anything  else. 

Q.  Are  you  not  rivals  with  them  in  some  other  matters? 

A.  We  are  rivals  with  the  Dean  people  ;  they  compete  with  me 
and  I  do  with  them  ;  and  we  compete  with  the  Blake  men,  the 
Knowles',  and  the  Holly  Company. 

Q.  But  I  ask  if  you  are  not  rivals  with  the  Worthington 
people  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  somewhat ;  but  we  build  a  different  type  of  pump 
from  them. 

Q.  Mr.  Tyler  complains  in  this  statement  that  the  opportunit}^ 
was  not  offered  to  other  manufacturing  concerns  to  bid  on  the 
pumps? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  You  furnished  him  with  that  information  ? 

A.  He  must  tell  that.    That  is  not  a  question  for  me. 

Q.  Did  you  furnish  him  with  that  information? 

A.  Some  of  it. 

Q.  Then  you  wanted  to  bid  upon  it? 

A.   i  asked  them  for  an  opportunity  to  bid  upon  it. 

Q.  And  you  would  have  come  in  as  rivals  to  the  Worthingtons? 

A.  Perhaps  so. 

Q.  And  you  were  somewhat  disappointed  that  you  did  not  get 
the  opportunity? 

A.  Well,  no,  sir  ;  not  in  the  least. 

Q.  I  want  to  ask  3'ou  what  you  call  an  experimental  engine? 
A.  One  that  has  never  been  run  and  tested,  and  never  shown 
what  it  will  do. 

Q.  Would  you  consider  a  finished  engine  in  the  cit}'  of 
Brooklj'n,  placed  in  the  hands  of  competent  engineers  for  testing 
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purposes,  and  put  in  their  sole  control,  and  fully  tested  and 
reported  upon  by  them,  an  experimental  engine? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  I  should. 

Q.  You  would? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  I  should. 

Mr.  White.  —  In  Mr.  Tyler's  communication  he  says  he  can 
show,  by  the  teslimon}'  of  Mr.  L.  C.  Lamphear,  representing  the 
Davison  Steam  Pump  Company,  that  his  company  had  been  in- 
formed by  members  of  the  Water  Board,  or  its  authorized  agents, 
that  they  should  be  given  an  opportunity  to  bid  for  the  works  re- 
quired, and  that,  while  tiiese  assertions  were  being  made  to  you, 
tlie  negotiations  were  going  on,  or  completed,  to  remove  this  con- 
tract from  competition.    Are  you  the  Mr.  Lamphear  he  refers  to? 

A.  I  think  likely  ;  I  don't  know  of  any  one  else  in  the  business. 

Q.  What  information  can  you  give  the  committee  in  regard  to 
that? 

A.  Please  state  that  again. 

Q.  He  says  that  he  will  show,  b}^  Mr.  L.  C.  Lamphear,  represent- 
ing the  Davison  Steam  Pump  Company,  that  his  company  had  been 
informed  by  members  of  the  Water  Board,  or  its  authorized  agents, 
that  they  should  be  given  an  opportunity  to  bid  for  the  works 
required, — that  is,  the  engines,  —  and  that  while  these  assertions 
were  being  made  to  you  negotiations  were  going  on,  or  completed, 
removing  this  contract  from  competition.  That  is  one  of  his  state- 
ments in  his  communication,  and  I  thought  perhaps  you  could  give 
us  some  information  in  regard  to  it. 

A.  I  would  simply  state  that  I  went  to  the  City  Engineer's 
office  and  inquired  about  it,  and  they  told  me  it  was  not  ready  for 
it,  and  would  not  be  until  they  procured  a  site  for  a  reservoir,  and 
after  that  I  would  probably  have  a  chance. 

Q.  Do  you  remember  when  that  was? 

A.  No,  1  cannot  tell  you  exactly. 

Q.  Was  it  in  1883  or  1884? 
"    A.  I  should  say,  perhaps,  it  was  a  little  later  than  1884. 

Q.  1880? 

A.  Yes,  in  1885. 

Q.  About  when  ? 

A.  Somewhere  along  about  March,  perhaps  the  last  of  March 
or  first  of  April,  I  could  not  say  positively  wdthin  a  few  da3's. 
Q.  Do  you  remember  whom  you  saw  ? 
A.  Yes,  Mr.  Brackett. 
Q.  What  did  he  say  to  you? 

A.  He  said  they  had  not  secured  a  site  for  a  reservoir,  and 
when  they  had  they  would  take  up  the  pumping  business ;  they 
would  not  do  anything  about  the  pumping  business  until  they  got  a 
site  for  the  reservoir. 

Q.  Now,  what  evidence  have  you  got  to  show  that  the  contract 
was  completed,  and  negotiations  were  going  on  with  the  Worth- 
ingtons  at  that  time? 

A.  I  believe  the  records  of  the  Water  Board  show  it,  don't  they? 

Q.  I  am  asking  you.  I  was  not  aware  that  they  gave  that 
evidence. 
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A.  That  they  were  making  a  contract  with  the  Worthingtons 
for  the  piimping-engines,  and  that  thej  had  done  nothing  with  the 
Worthingtons  at  that  time? 

Q.  No,  sir ;  I  did  not  make  an}-  such  statement.  His  statement 
is,  tliat  while  these  assertions  were  being  made  to  you  that  nego- 
tiations were  going  on,  or  that  the  contract  had  been  completed. 
Now,  is  that  the  fact? 

A.  I  suppose  that  it  is. 

Q.  Do  you  know  that  it  is? 

A.  Well,  that  is  something  that  the  records  will  show. 

Q.  It  is  something  of  vital  importance  to  this  case  if  the  Water 
Board  were  holding  it  out  to  you,  and  at  the  same  time  the  con- 
tract was  completed  with  another  concern? 

A.  I  have  a  little  information  that  other  parties  were  promised, 
or  that  they  were  not  read}',  but  that  they  would  give  them  a 
chance  to  bid  upon  it,  and  they  wrote  here  to  the  Water  Board 
asking  them  if  they  were  ready  for  it. 

Q.  Well,  I  want  to  get  at  this  Worthington  matter. 

A.  I  don't  think  it  has  anything  to  do  with  the  matter. 

Q.  It  has  a  great  deal  to  do  with  it.  Here  is  an  assertion  made 
that  while  they  were  talking  with  you  about  this  contract  it  was 
perhaps  completed? 

A.  I  have  no  doubt  of  it,  as  near  as  I  can  remember  it,  about 
the  time  that  they  had  completed  the  contract.  As  near  as  I  can 
remember,  it  is  m}'  impression  that  the  first  thing  I  knew  the  con- 
tract was  closed,  and  that  negotiations  had  been  going  on  for  some 
time,  and  that  the}^  had  talked  with  the  Worthington  people  and 
been  there  to  see  the  engines. 

Q.  But  3'ou  cannot  give  us  the  dates? 

A.  No,  sir,  I  cannot  give  the  dates.  I  did  not  suppose  it  would 
ever  come  up  again,  and  I  should  not  have  thought  of  it  again, 
and  did  not  think  it  would  be  necessary  to  keep  the  dates  in 
mind. 

Q.  Then  what  reason  have  3'ou  to  suppose  that  it  was  com- 
pleted with  the  Worthingtons  at  that  time  ? 

A.  Every  reason  in  the  world,  by  the  contract  and  everything 
else  now.  This  statement  has  been  made  since  then,  and  it  shows 
it.    I  did  not  make  the  statement  at  that  time. 

Q.  But  you  say  you  cannot  give  the  dates? 

A.  No,  sir,  I  cannot  give  any  dates.  I  did  not  make  any  mem- 
oranda when  I  went  to  see  this  man  or  that  man. 

Q.  Did  you  see  any  member  of  the  Water  Board  when  you  went 
to  inquire  about  it? 

A.  No,  sir,  unless  Mr.  Brackett  is  a  member  of  the  Water 
Board.  I  went  to  see  Mr.  Wightman,  and  he  was  away,  and  Mr. 
Brackett  asked  me  what  he  could  do  for  me,  and  I  told  him  what 
I  wanted,  and  he  answered  me  in  that  manner. 

Q.  He  told  you  that  you  would  be  given  an  opportunit\^  to  bid? 

A.  He  did  not  state  it  in  those  words.  I  cannot  remember 
exactlv  the  words. 

Q.  What  did  he  say? 

A.  I  had  the  idea  and  impression,  the  same  as  others  did,  in 
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reference  to  Mr.  Simmons,  that  we  would  have  a  chance  to  bid  for 
them. 

Q.  What  did  Mr.  Brackett  say  about  it? 

A.  Tiiat  they  would  not  touch  the  pumps  for  some  time,  and 
would  not  be  ready  for  them  until  they  secured  a  site  for  a  reser- 
voir.   I  said,  "  That  is  very  true  ;  I  think  it  is  ver}^  reasonable." 

Q.  This  was  about  the  last  of  March? 

A.  I  should  say  the  last  of  March  or  the  first  of  April,  some- 
where along  there. 

Q.  Do  you  think  it  was  the  last  of  March? 

A.  I  could  not  tell  you  within  ten  or  twenty  days. 

Q.  How  long  an  interview  did  you  have? 

A.  About  three  or  five  minutes.  I  just  called  in  and  asked 
him  about  it. 

Q.  Were  you  acquainted  with  him? 
A.  No,  sir ;  I  never  saw  him  before. 
Q.  You  left  your  card  ? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  T  ask  if  he  said  you  would  have  an  opportunity  to  bid 
upon  it? 

A.  No,  sir,  he  did  not. 

Q.  What  did  he  say  ?  Did  he  give  you  to  understand  that  you 
should  ? 

A.  He  said  there  was  time  enough  on  the  engines,  and  that 
they  would  not  touch  the  engines  until  the}^  had  got  a  site  for  a 
reservoir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  this  man  Leavitt  that  Mr.  T^der  speaks  of 
here  ? 

A.  I  have  met  him  once. 
Q.  Is  he  an  inventor,  as  Mr.  Tyler  states  ? 
A,  He  has  that  reputation,  I  believe. 
Q.  As  an  expert? 

A.  He  is  something  of  an  expert,  so  called. 

Q.  I  do  not  know  as  it  would  be  a  fair  question,  but  I  will 
ask,  who  do  you  consider  makes  the  best  pumping-engines  ? 

A.  I  think  there  are  quite  a  number  of  them  whose  reputations 
stand  ver}^  high. 

Q.  Amongst  them  who? 

A.  Well,  I  sliould  sa}^  the  Knowles  people. 

Q.  Do  thev  stand  at  the  head  ? 

A.  I  don't  know  that  they  stand  at  the  head.  No,  I  don't  say 
that  the}''  stand  at  the  head  —  Knowles,  Blake,  Dean,  Davison, 
AVorthington,  the  Holl}^  Company,  and  Corliss  —  and  there  are  a 
great  many  others. 

Q.  They  would  stand  about  in  the  order  named  as  to  reputa- 
tion and  qualitj'  of  engines  furnished? 

A.  How  do  you  mean  —  in  the  order  named  just  now? 

Q.  In  the  order  named  by  3'ou. 

A.  Which  wa}^  do  you  begin? 

Q.  I  asked  you  which  makes  the  best  puraping-engine  ? 
A.  That  admits  of  a  pretty  broad  term. 
Q.  In  your  opinion  I  meant. 
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A.  It  is  according  to  the  duty  and  place  for  it ;  that  makes  a 
great  difference. 

Q.  Of  course,  if  you  are  in  that  business,  you  understand  the 
duties  of  the  different  engines  made  by  the  different  concerns. 

A.  According  to  high  duty  or  medium  duty? 

Q.  The  same  as  that — according  to  the  engines  which  the 
Worthingtons  are  to  furnish. 

A.  What  is  the  same  as  that? 

Q.  I  ask  you  who  makes  the  best  pumping-engine,  in  3'our  opin- 
ion, whether  it  be  high  or  low  pressure,  but  of  the  same  pressure 
as  those  to  be  completed  for  the  city  of  Boston  by  the  Worthing- 
tons? 

Mr.  Miller. — Duty,  Mr.  White. 
Mr.  White.  —  Duty,  then? 

Witness. — Who  builds  the  best  engine  for  that  duty, — better 
than  the  Worthingtons? 
Mr.  White.  — Yes,  sir. 

A.  1  think  Mr.  Corliss  and  the  Holly  Company  build  better 
engines  for  that  duty  than  the  Worthingtons.  They  are  rivals  for 
that  high  duty.  We  don't  pretend  to  get  up  to  a  one  hundred- 
million  duty.  We  haven't  got  quite  nerve  enough  yet  for  that. 
We  strike  about  ninety  millions. 

Mr.  Miller.  —  What  would  two  Corliss  engines  of  nineteen- 
millions  capacity  and  one  hundred-millions  duty  cost,  if  you  know? 

A.  I  am  not  here  making  prices  on  Corliss  engines.  I  do  not 
know  wliere  he  has  built  two  engines  of  nineteen-millions'  capacit}^ 
and  one  hundred-millions'  duty.    I  should  have  to  ask  Mr.  Corliss. 

Q.  Those  would  be  ver}^  expensive  engines,  would  they  not? 

A.  I  am  not  giving  a  price  on  Corliss  engines.  Mr.  Corliss  will 
give  the  price  of  his  engines,  when  asked  for. 

The  Chairman.  — Has  the  Davison  Steam  Pump  Co.  been  long 
in  existence  ? 

A,  I  cannot  tell  3'ou  exactly,  sir  ;  quite  a  number  of  3'ears. 

Q.  Have  they  been  in  existence  since  1879? 

A.  I  guess  they  were  organized  six  years  ago.  I  could  not  tell 
you  exactly  when  the  compaii}'  was  organized.  I  never  asked  them 
that  question. 

Q,  Whether  or  not  in  1879,  when  the  city  of  Boston  advertised 
for  engines  for  the  improved  sewerage  system,  they  put  in  any 
bids? 

A.  I  cannot  tell  you  what  they  did.  That  was  before  my  con- 
nection with  them. 

Q.  How  long  have  you  been  connected  with  them  ? 
A.  Well,  five  or  six  months,  I  guess. 

Q.  What  would  you  consider  the  fair  value  for  those  old  engines 
which  the  ex-Water  Board  sold  for  $6,000? 
A.  Well,  I  should  say  $10,000. 

Q.  How  much  would  you  offer  for  them,  if  you  wanted  to  bu}^ 
them  ? 

A.  I  am  not  a  Vanderbilt,  but  if  I  had  the  mone}"  I  should  offer 
$10,000  for  them,  for  the  boilers  and  old  engines. 
Mr.  Miller.  —  Find  the  Vanderbilt  for  us. 
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A.  I  think  yon  could  put  them  up  at  auction,  and  lots  of  con- 
tractors on  water-works  would  give  $10,000  very  quickly.  I  think 
you  would  have  no  trouble  in  getting  $10,000  for  them/ 

Mr.  Miller.  —  We  will  make  an  offer  upon  them  at  the  next 
hearing,  and  you  can  make  money  upon  them. 

The  Chairman.  —  An}^  other  member  desire  to  ask  this  witness 
any  questions?  (Pause.)  Any  other  citizen  desire  to  ask  any 
questions? 

Mr.  Lamphear.  —  May  I  ask  some  questions  ? 

The  Chairman.  —  Of  whom  ? 

Mr.  Lamphear. —  Any  of  the  committee? 

The  Chairman.  —  We  are  not  here  to  answer  questions.  The 
committee  are  not  here  on  trial. 

Mr.  Lamphear.  —  I  did  not  know  that  I  was  on  trial. 

The  Chairman.  —  Tlie  committee  are  trying  to  get  all  the  facts 
that  they  can. 

Mr.  Lamphear.  —  It  seems  to  me  that  it  is  more  of  an  attack 
upon  Mr.  Tyler  and  me  than  it  is  to  get  information  about  this 
contract. 

The  Chairman.  —  If  you  have  any  facts  in  your  hands  we  will 
be  glad  to  hear  them. 

Mr.  Lamphear.  —  If  you  have  the  contract  with  the  cit}^  of 
Boston  I  should  like  to  go  over  it  with  you  and  read  it,  and  com- 
pare the  bid  at  Hyde  Park  with  the  contract  for  the  engine  at 
Boston. 

Ml-.  Miller.  —  I  should  be  pleased  to  have  the  committee  fur- 
nished with  that  information. 

Mr.  Chairman.  —  I  will  invite  you  here,  Mr.  Lamphear,  at  the 
next  hearing,  and  3'ou  shall  have  an  opportunity  to  see  the  contract 
and  all  the  papers  at  the  next  hearing. 

Mr.  Lamphear. — Yes,  sir;  I  should  like  to  have  a  chance  to 
compare  the  certified  copy  of  the  Hyde  Park  contract,  and  the  cer- 
tified copy  of  the  bids  at  Wilmington  and  other  places,  and  the 
cylinders  and  diameters  and  types  of  engines  right  through,  to  get 
the  facts  and  compare  the  high-dut}^  attachments,  and  also  for  the 
committee  to  get  a  little  information  from  experts  that  have  ex- 
amined this  thing, — of  professors  in  the  Institute  of  Technolog}', 
and  expert  mechanics  who  have  examined  this  thing  right  through 
and  through.  We  should  like  to  have  them  compare  the  whole  thing. 

Mr.  Miller.  —  When  Mr.  Worthington  comes  on  the  stand  he 
will  furnish  you  all  the  information  upon  those  things. 

Mr  Lamphear.  —  I  do  not  think  he  has  information  upon  all 
those  things. 

Mr.  Miller.  —  He  will  assist  the  committee,  and  will  give  them 
all  this  information. 

Mr.  Lamphear. — Thank  you.  I  was  here  to  assist  the  com- 
mittee in  giving  information,  and  I  should  like  to  show  the  differ- 
ence between  these  two  contracts. 

Adjourned,  subject  to  the  call  of  the  chairman. 
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SECOND  HEARING. 

October  29,  1885,  10  A.M. 

Present:  Alderman  Smith,  Chairman,  and  Councilmen  Ros- 
nosky,  Cassid}',  White,  and  Foss. 

The  Chairman. — Gentlemen,  this  is  an  adjourned  meeting  of 
the  committee,  and  the  various  parties  have  been  notified  to  be  in 
attendance.  The  committee  are  now  ready  to  proceed  with  the 
hearing. 

Colonel  Rockwell,  the  Chairman  of  the  Water  Board,  said: 
Mr.  Chairman,  I  believe  it  to  be  the  duty  of  the  Water  Board  to 
make  a  communication  to  your  committee  this  morning.  This  is 
a  matter  in  which  they  liave  not  interested  themselves  previously, 
as  the  contract  was  made  by  the  Board  previous  to  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  present  Board.  I  desire  to  explain  the  manner  in 
which  this  communication  arises,  and  to  state  that  our  action  was 
taken  without  any  reference  to  the  inquiry'  in  which  3'ou  are  en- 
gaged, but  simply  in  the  ordinary  course  of  the  transaction  of  our 
business. 

Being  aware  that  some  time  in  November  the  Board  were  liable 
to  be  called  upon  for  the  payment  of  money  to  the  Messrs.  AYorth- 
ington,  they  examined  the  contract  and  papers  relating  thereto, 
and  finding  that  the  contract  was  made  in  an  exceptional  manner, 
they  referred  it  with  all  the  papers  and  corres[)ondence  to  the 
Corporation  Counsel.  The  Corporation  Counsel  took  time  to  con- 
sider the  matter  carefully,  and  some  three  da3's  ago  we  received 
from  him  a  reply,  indicating  that  the  contract  is  void.  Some  cor- 
respondence has  ensued  since  then  between  the  Water  Board  and 
the  Messrs.  Worthington,  and  other  correspondence  has  taken 
place  with  the  Corporation  Counsel,  which  closed  finally  yesterday 
afternoon  ;  so  that  it  was  impossible  to  communicate  with  you 
previous  to  this.  I  have  simply  that  statement  to  make,  and  have 
no  suggestions  to  oflf'er  in  regard  to  it,  because,  no  doubt,  the 
proper  acti(^n  will  occur  to  you.  I  simply  hand  to  you  the  opinion 
of  the  Corporation  Counsel. 

The  Chairman.  —  The  clerk  will  read  the  document. 

The  clerk  read  the  following  :  — 


Corporation  Counsel's  Office,  2  Pemberton  Square, 
Boston,  October  24,  1885. 

To  the  Boston  Water  Board  :  — 

Gentlemen,  —  Referrint?  to  the  contract,  herewith  returned,  made  by  the 
Water  Board  with  Henry  li.  Worthington,  under  date  of  May  19,  1885,  you 
write  that  it  was  made  without  advertisement,  and  ask  "whether  at  the  time 
mentioned  there  was  any  hindrance  of  statute  or  ordinance  to  the  legal  mak- 
ing of  this  contract." 

The  ordinances  relating  to  the  Water  Board  (R.  0.,  Ch.  27,  Sect.  7)  forbid 
the  making  of  any  contract  except  a  contract  for  the  laying  of  pipe,  Avhich  is 
estimated  to  involve  an  expenditure  of  more  than  ^10,000,  until  the  Board 
shall  have  advertised  for  proposals.  The  Board,  therefore,  could  not  make 
this  contract  in  behalf  of  the  city  without  special  authority  from  the  City 
Council.    I  find  no  order  bearing  upon  the  subject,  save  that  approved  April 
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20,  1885,  printed  on  page  267,  City  Council  Minutes  of  1885.  Tliat  order 
authorized  an  exx'hange  of  "such  pumping  engines  and  machinery  as  are 
inadequate  or  of  insufficient  capacity  for  those  of  the  capacity  required  by  the 
plans  and  estimates  of  the  new  high-service  extension,"  and  provided  for  the 
expense  of  such  exchange. 

This  contract,  however,  goes  much  beyond  the  authority  given  by  the 
order.  It  is  not  merely  a  contract  for  an  exchange  of  old  for  new  engines 
and  machinery,  hut  there  is  in  it  an  independent  undertaking  to  pay  $106,575, 
—  a  sum  more  than  $20,000  in  excess  of  the  estimates.  (See  City  Council 
Minutes  of  1884,  page  517.) 

It  is,  of  course,  within  tlie  power  of  the  City  Council  to  ratify  this  act  of  the 
Water  Board ;  but,  until  so  ratified,  I  think  you  cannot  regard  the  contract 
as  binding  upon  the  city.

Tlie  Chairman.  — Gentlemen,  having  heard  the  opinion  of  the 
Corporation  Counsel,  what  action  will  you  take  upon  it? 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Foss  it  was  voted  that  the  communication  be 
placed  on  file. 

Mr.  RosNOSKY.  —  I  would  like  the  clerk  to  inform  us  whom  he  has 
summoned  to  be  present  here  to-day. 

The  Clekk.  —  Mr.  Davis  and  Mr.  Simmons. 

Mr.  RosNOSKY.  — Have  you  received  any  answer  from  Mr. 
Davis? 

The  Clerk.  —  No,  sir. 

Mr.  RosNOSKY.  —  I  move,  Mr.  Chairman,  that  we  request  Mr. 
Simmons  to  take  the  stand,  and  give  us  such  information  as  he 
desiies. 

The  Chairman.  —  Mr.  Rosnosky  moves  that  Mr.  Simmons  be 
requested  to  take  the  stand.  I  would  suggest  for  the  consideration 
of  the  committee,  that  having  received  notice  from  the  Cori)oration 
Counsel  stating  that  the  contract  with  the  Messrs.  Worthington  is 
void,  whether  or  not  we  have  any  further  investigation  to  make  at 
the  present  time? 

Mr.  Rosnosky.  —  We  have  not  asked  the  o]jinion  of  the  Corpo- 
ration Counsel.  It  was  asked  by  the  Boston  Water  Board.  They 
made  the  inquiries.  We  were  authorized  to  give  a  public  hearing 
in  regard  to  this  matter.  I  have  not  objected  to  the  motion 
of  Councilman  Foss,  to  place  the  opinion  of  the  Corporation 
Counsel  on  file.  We  have  not  made  any  inquiry  yet,  and  we 
must  go  on  with  the  hearing  and  report  to  the  body  which 
authorized  us  to  give  the  hearing.  As  I  understand,  the 
Boston  Water  Board  has  asked  for  this  opinion,  and  out  of 
courtesy  to  us  they  have  given  us  the  opinion  of  the  Corporation 
Counsel,  and  we  have  voted  to  place  it  on  file.  I  don't  know  but 
I  may  be  wrong,  but  I  think  we  ought  to  go  on  and  see  whether 
there  is  any  fi-aud  in  the  making  of  this  contract. 

Mr.  MuxER. — On  our  behalf,  Mr.  Chairman,  may  I  sa}^  a 
word  ? 

The  Chairman.  —  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  MiLLKR.  —  We  do  not  care  to  dictate  what  course  the  com- 
mittee shall  adopt;  but  it  seems  to  me  that  when  this  thing  has 
proceeded  as  far  as  it  has,  and  certain. statements  have  been  made 
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in  the  press  and  before  you,  it  is  no  more  than  rip^ht  and  just  to  us 
that  we  should  have  an  opportunity  now,  for  the  first  time,  of  pre- 
senting our  side  of  the  matter.  We  have  come  to-day  prepared  to 
make  a  complete  statement  on  the  subject,  and  to  submit  Mr. 
Woithington  for  cross-examination.  I  liope  that,  in  justice  to  us, 
we  shall  have  the  opportunitv  to  be  heard,  and  that  the  investiga- 
tion will  not  be  stopped  until  after  he  is  heard. 

So  far  as  this  opinion  of  the  Corporation  Counsel  is  concerned, 
the  chairman  of  the  Water  Board  has  stated  that  this  opinion  has 
been  handed  down  recently,  and,  as  has  been  stated  by  him,  there 
has  been  some  correspondence  which  this  opinion  has  disclosed. 
But  it  is  proper  to  say  that  tiie  Corporation  Counsel  has  heretofore 
given  a  different  opinion  upon  the  subject,  and  we  are  advised  as 
to  our  rights  on  the  subject. 

Mr.  Simmons.  —  I  want  to  say,  on  behalf  of  tlie  old  Water  Board, 
and  not  on  behalf  of  myself  personall}',  but  simpl}'  with  reference 
to  the  action  of  the  Water  Board,  that  before  taking  any  action 
with  reference  to  the  contract,  the  chairman  of  the  former  Board 
sought  advice  of  the  Corporation  Counsel,  and  the  order  which  was 
sent  in  to  the  Cit}'  Council,  and  was  referred  by  that  Council  to 
the  water  committee,  was  amended  by  the  clerk  of  conimittees,  and 
if  you  can  find  the  original  draft  you  will  find  that  it  is  in  his  hand- 
writing, so  that  the  expense  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  funds  appro- 
priated for  the  high-service.  When  I  drew  the  original  draft  of  the 
order  I  forgot  to  put  that  in,  and  it  was  put  in  in  the  handwriting 
of  the  former  clerk  of  committees. 

In  the  discussion  which  occurred  as  to  that  no  allusion  was  made 
as  to  what  pumps  were  to  be  bought,  nor  was  it  the  intention  of 
the  Board  to  make  use  of  that  purpose,  for  obvious  reasons.  The 
order  sent  in  to  the  City  Council  was  sent  in  for  the  specific  pur- 
pose of  enabling  us  to  get  the  pumps  for  the  high-service.  If  the 
law  authorities  will  recall  the  conversation  —  and  I  think  the 
records  of  the  Water  Board  will  show  —  they  will  remember  that 
we  put  the  order  in  to  enable  us  to  make  this  contract.  Later, 
after  these  matters  had  some  public  discussion,  I  addressed  a  letter 
to  the  Corporation  Counsel,  and  I  have  just  asked  the  clerk  of  the 
Water  Board  to  send  it  in,  and  it  will  be  here  in  a  moment,  in 
which  some  reference  was  made  to  former  contracts  ;  but  I  will 
not  undertake  to  give  you  the  language  of  the  letter  until  it  is  in 
my  hands. 

But  the  words  dropped  from  my  successor  in  office,  that  it  was 
an  exceptional  contract.  I  do  not  understand  the  meaning  of  that 
term.  It  was  a  contract  reached  by  the  former  Water  Board  after 
distinct  authority  from  the  City  Council,  and  in  pursuance  of  that 
authorit}'  we  went  on  and  made  the  contract.  I  do  not  know  that 
Col.  Rockwell's  term  meant  anything  invidious  in  regard  to  the 
contract,  but  in  going  out  to  the  press  it  might  convey  an  idea  that 
exceptional  measures  were  taken.  There  were  no  measures  taken 
with  reference  to  this  contract  excepting  under  the  distinct  and 
unequivocal  authority  of  the  City  Government,  meaning  the  Board 
of  Aldermen,  the  Common  Council,  and  the  Mayor  of  the  city  ; 
and  before  that  letter  was  put  in,  I  personally,  at  the  solicitation 
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of  the  former  Board,  went  to  the  office  of  the  Corporation  Counsel 
and  advised  with  him  in  reference  to  the  exchange. 

Well,  now,  it  seemed  to  us  then,  and  it  seems  to  us  now,  that  hav- 
ing made  that  contract  in  good  faith,  under  full  authority  of  law,  as 
we  believed,  and  with  advice,  in  justice  to  us,  the  former  members 
of  the  Water  Board  and  to  the  Messrs.  Worthington,  the  com- 
mittee should  hear  all  that  is  to  be  heard. 

Of  course  I  know  nothing,  I  do  not  undertake,  nor  do  I  presume 
Col.  Rockwell  undertakes  to  lease  his  services  to  the  city  as  an 
expert  of  the  value  of  engines.  I  never  was  such  an  expert,  and 
I  do  not  claim  to  be  such  an  expert.  I  took  the  price  as  given  me, 
and  given  to  the  Board,  and  the  city  engineers  in  good  faith,  b}^ 
what  had  been  represented  to  us  as  one  of  the  most  honorable 
houses  in  this  country.  If  there  has  been  any  excessive  price 
paid,  or  agreed  to  be  paid,  which  I  very  much  question  and  doubt, 
it  is  a  matter  which  the  Messrs.  Worthington  themselves  must  settle, 
and  not  us  ;  and  when  that  is  shown  to  be  so  1  shall  be  willing  to 
confess  that  the  members  of  the  former  Water  Board,  myself  in- 
cluded, were  hoodwinked.  I  am  ver}'  loath  to  believe  that,  and  I 
am  awaiting  with  some  solicitude  the  report  of  the  examination  of 
Mr.  Worthington  himself,  to  see  whether  he  did  hoodwink  the 
former  members  of  the  Water  Board  into  paying  a  larger  price 
than  the  city  should  have  paid.  If  it  be  so,  I  shall  be  willing  to 
admit  that  he  did  it  under  one  of  the  most  pleasing  exteriors  I 
ever  saw. 

Col.  Rockwell.  —  I  desire  the  committee  to  understand  that  I 
am  not  here  to  engage  in  any  discussion  of  the  matter  in  issue  at 
all,  or  to  express  any  opinion,  if  I  had  any,  or  if  the  Water  Board 
had  any.  In  fact  they  have  no  opinion,  and  they  hope  not  to  be 
placed  in  a  position  where  they  will  be  obliged  to  have  an  opinion. 

As  to  my  remark  about  this  contract  being  made  in  an  excep- 
tional manner,  I  wish  to  say  that  there  was  no  hidden  meaning  in 
my  words.  All  contracts  are  required  by  the  ordinances  to  be 
made  in  a  certain  way,  and  if  they  are  made  in  any  other  way  it 
is  an  exception  to  the  general  rule.  That  is  all  I  meant  by  the 
remark  that  it  was  made  in  an  exceptional  manner,  and  it  had  no 
hidden  meaning. 

I  hand  you  another  note  from  the  Corporation  Counsel,  bearing 
upon  the  point  made  b}"  the  counsel  for  Mr.  Worthington. 

The  letter  referred  to  by  Col.  Rockwell  is  as  follows  :  — 

Corporation  Counsel's  Office,  2  Pemberton  Square, 
Boston,  October  28,  1885. 

To  the  Boston  Water  Board :  — 

Gentlemen,  — In  answer  to  your  letter  of  to-day,  1  have  to  say  that  I  was 
never  consulted  about  the  Worthington  contract,  and  never  saw  it  until  it  was 
sent  to  me  with  your  letter  of  September  29. 

Yours  respectfully,

Mr.  Simmons.  — I  would  say  that  Mr.  Nettleton  never  was  con- 
sulted in  reference  to  the  Worthington  contract.     I  hope  the 
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committee  will  so  understand  me.  1  went  to  the  office  of  Mr. 
Nettleton  to  ascertain  what  steps  it  was  necessary  to  take  in  order 
to  effect  the  exchange  of  the  old  engines  and  machinery  with  the 
Messrs.  Worthington.  I  think  Col.  Nettleton  is  correct  in  regard 
to  that  statement.  I  never  showed  the  Wortiiington  contract,  or 
any  other  contract,  to  Col.  Nettleton.  Our  only  conversation  with 
Col.  Nettleton  was  this  :  that  we  desired  to  exchange  the  pumping- 
engines,  machinery,  etc.,  and  Col.  Nettleton  said  in  order  to  do 
that  we  must  go  to  the  Council.  I  do  not  think  we  ever  exchanged  a 
word  in  regard  to  the  Messrs.  Worthington,  or  an^^  other  individ- 
ual, or  in  regard  to  the  contract ;  but  simply  in  reference  to  the 
exchange  of  old  machinery  in  hand  that  we  did  not  want,  for  new 
machinery  that  we  did  want ;  and  Col.  Nettleton  said  that  in  order 
to  do  that  we  must  go  to  the  City  Council. 

I  do  not  wish  it  understood  that  in  any  sense  I  ever  asked  Col. 
Nettleton  in  regard  to  the  contract.  I  did  not  know  what  relation 
the  exchange  would  be,  and  simply  wanted  to  know  if,  in  order  to 
effect  the  exchange,  it  was  necessary  to  go  to  the  Cit}'  Council. 
The  colonel  advised  me  that  it  was  necessary  to  go  to  the  City 
Council,  and  no  names,  and  nothing  in  regard  to  the  contract,  ever 
passed  between  us.  1  think  that  is  the  correct  statement,  and  if  I 
am  not  correct  Col.  Nettleton  can  correct  me. 

Corporation  Counsel  Nettleton.  —  Mr.  Chairman,  I  came  in 
while  Mr.  Simmons  was  speaking,  and  would  say  that  he  is  entirely 
correct  so  far  as  I  have  beard  him. 

The  Chairman.  —  Gentlemen,  I  think  it  is  entirely  competent 
for  us  to  continue  the  hearing  if  you  so  desire. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Rosnosky,  it  was  voted  to  proceed  with  the 
investigation. 

Mr.  Rosnosky.  —  I  now  move  that  Mr.  Worthington  give  us  a 
statement  as  to  what  arrangement  was  made  with  his  firm  in  re- 
gard to  the  pumps.    I  think  that  is  the  way  to  get  at  it  best. 

Mr.  Charles  C.  Worthington  came  forward,  and,  being  duly 
sworn,  said  :  — 

Mr.  Chairman,  I  have  prepared  my  statement  in  writing  be- 
cause I  thought  it  would  be  more  convenient  for  you  to  discuss  it 
in  this  shape  than  if  I  made  a  verbal  statement  (Reading)  :  — 

To  the  Joint  Committee  on  Water  of  the  City  Council  of  Boston  :  — 

It  having  been  referred  to  you  under  joint  order  of  the  Boston  City 
Council,  passed  October  5, 1885,  toinvestigate  and  report  all  the  facts  in  regard 
to  the  recent  contract  made  by  the  Boston  Water  Board  with  Henry  R. 
Worthington  for  the  purchase  of  pumping-machinery  for  the  high-service 
works,  we  respectfully  submit  the  following  statement :  — 

The  criticisms  regarding  this  contract,  which  have  been  paraded  in  the 
press  by  Mr.  William  P.  Tyler,  have  been  uniformly  based  upon  incorrect 
or  partial  data,  and  have  tended  to  place  us  in  a  false  position,  and  to  injure 
our  business  reputation. 

We  have  had  no  opportunity  of  learning  the  reason  of  his  attack  upon  us, 
as  he  has  evaded  examination  before  your  committee ;  but  we  are  sure  that, 
had  he  wished  to  learn  the  facts,  the  slightest  inquiry  would  have  satisfied 
him  that  his  allegations  were  distorted  and  his  conclusions  most  unjust. 

When  forced  to  attend  before  you,  his  manner  of  refusal  to  answer  perti- 
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nent  and  proper  questions  as  to  the  source  of  his  information  clearly  indicated 
that  he  was  entirely  ignorant  of  the  subjects  upon  which  he  assumed  to  say 
he  could  furnish  the  committee  important  facts. 

We  have  never  before,  in  our  whole  business  career  of  upwards  of  forty 
years,  been  made  the  object  of  such  an  attack  as  this,  nor  had  the  cliaracter 
of  our  business  transactions  questioned;  and,  while  we  may  not  have  been 
able  to  discover  the  animus  which  prompted  this  one,  we  think  your  com- 
mittee and  the  public  generally  will  be  slow  to  credit  insinuations  against 
our  business  integrity  wiien  made  by  a  man  Avho,  acknowledging  himself 
ignorant,  has  relied  altogether  upon  the  information  of  disaffected  competi- 
tors. 

He  admits  that  he  has  no  knowledge  of  any  of  the  facts  connected  with  the 
making  of  this  contract.  The  bids  he  refers  to  as  made  by  us  elsewhere 
could  not  have  furnished  him  with  the  incentive  to  request  an  investigation, 
as  they  have  all  been  made  public  since  his  petition  to  the  Council. 

It  is  also  evident  that  he  is  not  acquainted  with  the  important  fact  that  the 
contract  relates  to  high-duty  engines,  and  that  there  is  always  a  marked  dif- 
ference in  the  cost  of  an  engine  capable  of  achieving  an  annual  duty  of 
100,000,000,  and  of  one  that  cannot  exceed  a  duty  of  60,000,000,  otherwise 
he  would  have  excluded  from  his  comparison  of  costs  the  prices  of  engines 
of  the  type  known  as  low-duty,  or  60,000,000  engines,  built  for  many  years 
by  ourselves,  and  recently  copied  by  other  manufacturers.  Just  what  this 
difference  in  duty  represents  in  fuel  consumption  should  be  understood  by 
your  committee.  The  duty  of  an  engine  is  another  name  for  its  economy. 
A  100,000,000  duty  engine  is  one  that  can  lift  100,000,000  pounds  of  water 
one  foot  with  the  consumption  of  100  pounds  of  coal. 

An  engine  in  performing  100,000,000  duty  requires  for  every  horse-power 
of  work  it  performs  one  and  ninety-eight  hundredths  ;^1. 98-100)  pounds  of 
coal  per  hour;  for  60,000,000,  three  and  three-tenths  (3.3-10)  pounds.  The 
difference  being  one  and  thirty-two  hundredths  (1.32-100)  pounds  less  coal 
per  liorse-power  required  by  the  100,000,000  engine  every  hour. 

The  contract  with  the  city  of  Boston  calls  for  an  aggregate  pumping  ca- 
pacity of  1.5,000,000  gallons  of  water  a  day,  raised  to  an  elevation  of  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty-eight  (128)  feet.  There  is  a  probability  that  this  full  quantity 
must  be  supplied  to  the  district  in  a  few  years. 

Fifteen  million  gallons  raised  128  feet  represents  338  horse-power,  there- 
fore the  engines  we  propose  to  furnish  the  city  when  running  10  hours  per 
day,  and  delivering  only  6,500,000  gallons,  require  4,460  pounds  of  coal 
less  than  would  an  engine  of  60,000,000  duty  doing  the  same  work. 

With  coal  at  $5.00  per  ton  of  2,240  pounds,  this  represents  an  annual  saving 
to  the  city  of  Boston  of  ^3,365,  justifying  the  investment  of  over  $60,000  at 
six  per  cent,  over  what  would  be  required  for  such  low-duty  engines  as  Mr. 
Tyler  has  referred  to  in  his  communication. 

Up  to  the  time  when  the  improvement  in  the  Worthington  engine  had  been 
consummated,  and  the  contract  made  with  the  city  of  Boston,  the  only  engines 
built  in  this  country  that  were  classed  as  high-duty  engines  by  competent  engi- 
neers had  been  designed  by  Mr.  E.  1).  Leavitt,  Jr.,  Mr.  Hervey  G.  Morris, 
Mr.  George  H.  Corliss,  and  Mr.  E.  P.  Allis. 

Representative  engines  of  Mr.  Leavitt's  were  running  at  the  cities  of  Lynn 
and  Lawrence,  and  in  the  sewerage  station  of  Boston. 

An  engine  of  Mr.  Morris',  in  the  pumping-station  in  the  city  of  Lowell; 
Mr.  Corliss'  engine  at  Providence;  and  Mr.  Allis'  engine  at  Milwaukee. 

Your  engineers  were  well  acquainted  with  these  engines  and  their  records, 
and  also  with  their  cost.  They  recognized  that,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that 
their  first  cost  was  nmch  greater  than  that  of  any  low-duty  type,  the  city  of 
Boston  could  better  afford  to  pay  this  increased  cost  than  to  be  under  the  con- 
stant expense  for  additional  fuel  that  the  low-duty  engines  would  impose. 

It  was  this  same  view  that  led  to  the  introduction  of  all  the  engines  above 
enumerated.  At  the  time  they  were  contracted  for  they  were  in  competition 
with  the  old  form  of  Worthington  engine,  for  which  a  duty  of  70,000,000  was 
guaranteed,  and  which  was  offered  at  a  much  lower  price,  but  they  were 
selected  in  preference  to  it  only  on  account  of  their  superior  economy. 

It  was  the  necessity  of  meeting  this  high-duty  requirement  that  led  to  the 
improvement  of  the  Worthington  engine.    With  this  improvement  the  engine 
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is  enabled  to  achieve  as  high  an  economic  performance  as  any  engine  of  any 
type  whatsoever,  at  the  same  time  retaining  all  of  its  acknowledged  advan- 
tages of  simplicity,  durability,  and  ease  of  management. 

While  the  cost  of  the  engine  is  considerably  augmented  by  this  high-duty 
attachment,  it,  nevertheless,  will  be  seen  to  be  much  below  that  of  any  other 
engine  with  which  it  can  fairly  be  compared. 

All  the  time  we  were  called  upon  to  present  our  estimate  to  the  Water 
Board  we  were  informed  by  your  engineer  that  we  could  base  our  calculation 
of  size  on  a  piston  speed  of  125  feet  per  minute.  This,  you  will  note,  is  the 
speed  allowed  by  the  contract,  and  is  that  at  which  direct-acting  engines  are 
ordinarily  run.  It  is  moderate,  and  can  be  considerably  exceeded  without 
danger  to  the  machinery.  At  the  same  time  your  engineer  stated  that,  while 
the  engines  should  be  of  the  nominal  capacity  of  5,000,000  and  10,000,000 
gallons,  respectively,  they  should  be  capable  of  doing  more  with  safety, 
should  the  demands  of  the  service  require  it.  With  this  in  view,  and  in  our 
desire  to  exceed,  if  possible,  all  of  our  guarantees,  we  submitted  prices  for 
engines  of  capacity  largely  in  excess  of  that  stipulated  hy  the  contract. 

In  the  case  of  the  10,000,000  engine,  with  29^-inch  plungers,  when  it  is  run 
at  the  prescribed  limit  of  speed  of  125  feet  per  minute,  it  would  be  delivering 
somewhat  over  12,000,000  of  gallons  per  day;  the  5,000,000  engine  having 
25-inch  plungers,  under  like  conditions,  would  be  delivering  somewhat  over 
9,000,000  gallons.  The  one  would  be  developing  270-horse-power,  and  the 
other  203-horse-power. 

It  will  be  seen,  also,  by  referring  to  th,e  contract,  that  the  price  includes 
not  only  the  engines,  with  all  the  pipes,  mains,  and  attachments  within  the 
engine-house  complete,  but  also  that  it  includes  boilers,  feed-water  heaters, 
feed-pumps,  boiler-setting,  fronts,  and  every  attachment  of  whatever  kind 
usual  in  tlie  best  appointed  boiler-rooms. 

In  the  various  published  communications  criticising  our  contract  with  your 
city,  this  very  important  point  seems  to  have  been  overlooked,  or  intentionally 
suppressed ;  otherwise  proper  allowance  for  this  item  of  boilers  would  cer- 
tainly have  been  made  in  making  the  comparisons.  It  will  be  seen,  also,  that 
the  specifications  relating  to  them,  as  well  as  to  the  machinery,  are  of  the 
most  rigid  and  exacting  description  ;  that  boilers  of  the  same  power  could  be 
erected  in  a  manner  that  is  ordinarily  acceptable,  for  much  less  money  than  it 
will  cost  to  erect  these  of  the  material  and  in  the  substantial,  thorough,  and 
exact  way  specified. 

The  estimated  cost  of  these  boilers  and  equipments  must  obviously  be  de- 
ducted from  the  contract  price  before  any  true  comparison  of  the  engines 
alone  with  others  can  be  made. 

The  work  in  the  boiler-room  alone,  exclusive  of  the  pumping-machinery, 
we  estimated  in  our  proposal  would  cost  about  $25,000.  The  boilers  them- 
selves are  of  special  design,  built  of  the  best  and  most  expensive  quality  of 
steel,  and  to  withstand  125  pounds  steam  pressure.  They  are  to  be  fitted  with 
costly  attachments,  not  ordinarily  provided,  but  which  will  add  to  their 
efficiency  and  strength. 

This  leaves,  in  round  numbers,  $82,000  (in  addition  to  the  value  herein- 
after placed  upon  the  old  machinery)  as  the  cost  of  two  engines,  one  of 
12,000,000  and  one  of  9,000,000  gallons  maximum  capacity,  set  up  in  complete 
running  order,  with  a  guaranteed  duty  of  100,000,000,  and  with  an  aggregate 
power  of  473  horses. 

It  has  been  claimed  that  the  value  of  the  plant  at  the  Elmwood-street  high- 
service  pumping-station  is  from  $8,000  to  $15,000. 

Our  experience  has  shown  that  the  value  of  old  machinery  is  very  apt  to 
be  overestimated  by  parties  who  are  not  fully  competent  to  appraise  it.  We 
made  a  careful  examination  of  the  plant,  and  decided  that  while  it  was  in  good 
condition  and  of  value  in  its  present  location,  it  might  cost  as  much,  if  not 
more,  to  remove  it,  than  it  would  be  worth  to  us  when  removed.  The  reasons 
which  led  us  to  this  conclusion  are  set  forth  in  the  following  report,  made  us 
by  the  engineer  detailed  by  us  to  examine  it,  in  April  last :  — 

"I  am  thoroughly  familiar  with  the  record  of  the  Boston  Machine  Co. 's 
fly-wheel  engines,  and  do  not  think  the  boilers  and  Boston  engine  of  any 
money  value  to  you.  I  do  not  think  they  could  be  sold  for  a  sum  in  excess  of 
the  expense  of  taking  them  down  and  removing  them. 
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*'  As  regards  the  Worthington  engine,  while  it  has  had  the  most  careful 
handling,  and  is  in  fine  running  condition  at  present,  it  has  been  running  con- 
stantly day  and  night,  equal  to  a  run  of  15  years  of  puniping-engines  as 
usually  handled,  and  this  wear  and  tear  has  had  it«  effect  upon  this  machine. 

"  When  taken  to  your  works  you  would  have  to  renew  many  of  its  parts. 
It  would  then  only  command  the  price  of  a  second-hand  machine." 

Upon  careful  consideration  of  all  the  facts,  we  finally  estimated  this  plant 
to  be  worth  to  us  $3,500,  for  which  price  we  are  willing  to  sell  it  at  any  time. 

This  sum,  added  to  the  above  price  of  $82,000,  makes  $85,500,  and  repre- 
sents the  cost  to  the  city  of  Boston  of  the  two  engines. 

We  submit  that  any  competent  engineer  can  see  at  a  glance  tliat  this  is  a 
lower  price  than  has  ever  been  paid  for  a  plant  of  this  magnitude  and  standard 
by  any  city  in  the  world. 

The  two  Leavitt  engines  at  Lawrence,  having  a  combined  capacity  of 
10,000,000  of  gallons,  cost,  without  foundations,  $119,000.  The  Allis 
engine,  at  Milwaukee,  of  a  capacity  of  $12,000,000,  cost  $62,000  without 
foundations. 

Two  of  the  same  engines,  at  Alleghany  City,  each  of  only  6,000,000 
capacity,  cost,  without  foundations,  over  $70,000. 

The  Morris  engine,  at  Lowell,  of  5,000,000  gallons' capacity,  cost  $88,600, 
without  foundations. 

The  two  Leavitt  engines,  at  the  sewerage  station,  Boston,  each  of  190 
horse-power,  cost  about  $215,000,  without  foundations. 

In  all  these  engines  the  cost  of  the  foundation  bears  a  large  proportion  to 
the  cost  of  the  engines,  whereas,  with  the  Worthington  engine,  its  cost  is  com- 
paratively insignificant. 

These  were  about  the  only  types  of  engines  that  your  late  engineer,  Mr. 
Wightman,  could  consider  in  selecting  a  suitable  pumping-plant  for  the  city 
of  Boston.  He  was  aware  that  it  had  been  customary,  both  in  the  city  of 
Boston  and  in  many  other  large  cities,  to  select  what,  in  the  judgment  of  the 
chief  engineer  of  the  works,  was  the  best  type  of  engine  for  the  service, 
regardless  of  the  question  of  cost  or  the  claims  of  competitive  builders. 

He  knew  all  of  the  engines  purchased  for  Boston  had  been  designed  or 
selected  by  his  department  solely  upon  the  recommendation  of  its  engineers 
without  regard  to  competitive  bidding. 

This  same  practice  had  been  followed  in  Chicago,  St.  Louis,  Louisville, 
Detroit,  Milwaukee,  and  Pittsburg,  where  engines  especially  designed  for  the 
city,  and  of  the  most  expensive  pattern,  had  always  been  specified. 

Your  committee  will  remember  when  the  contract  for  the  sewerage  engines 
at  Boston  was  awarded,  that  Mr.  George  H.  Corliss,  disregarding  the  plans 
furnished  by  the  department,  offered  to  construct  and  erect  engines  of  his  own 
design,  fully  guaranteed  to  do  the  work  at  a  little  less  than  half  the  estimated 
cost  of  the  present  engineer.  The  city  authorities,  however,  having  confidence 
in  the  ability  of  its  engineer  to  determine  the  design  of  an  engine  best  suited 
to  the  requirements  of  the  city's  service,  refused  to  consider  his  offer,  and  re- 
fused to  throw  the  matter  open  to  general  competition. 

From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  when  Mr.  Wightman  decided  to  select  upon 
his  own  judgment  an  engine  for  the  new  pumping-station  he  was  but  follow- 
ing well  recognized  precedents. 

His  attention  was  called  to  our  improved  high-duty  engine,  and  after  a 
careful  investigation  he  agreed  with  every  experienced  engineer  who  had  had 
an  opportunity  to  examine  it,  that  it  was  a  marked  advance  over  all  other 
types  of  puniping-engines,  and  entitled  to  his  full  indorsement. 

He  was  perfectly  familiar  with  all  types  of  puniping-engines  and  their 
records  when  his  attention  was  called  to  this  one.  He  visited  New  York  on 
several  occasions,  and  critically  examined  the  engine  which  we  had  erected, 
and  which  was  in  operation  at  our  works. 

He  familiarized  himself  with  all  its  details,  and  witnessed  a  test  of  its  duty, 
made  at  his  own  request. 

This  engine  had  then  been  running  under  most  rigorous  conditions  for 
several  months,  and  had  fully  demonstrated  all  that  was  claimed  for  it. 

At  the  time  we  made  our  proposal  we  did  not  know  that  he  had  recom- 
mended the  })urchase  of  our  engine,  and  we  understood  that  our  proposition 
was  to  be  considered  with  others  from  competitors. 
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As  stated  to  the  Water  Board,  in  an  interview  held  before  the  contract  was 
awarded  us,  the  price  is  as  low  as  we  would  be  willino^  to  ask  for  a  complete 
plant  of  this  magnitude  and  standard  of  work,  even  if  subjected  to  the  most 
rigid  competition  that  could  be  brought  to  bear. 

The  Board  at  this  interview  said  that  it  appeared  a  high  price  for  Worth- 
ington  engines  in  view  of  the  prices  we  had  heretofore  charged.  It  was 
then  explained  to  them  that  our  improved  high-duty  engine  could  not  be 
compared  with  the  old  engine  either  in  respect  of  economy  of  running  or  cost 
of  manufacture ;  that  it  was  not  in  any  sense  a  cheap  engine,  nor  did  we  wish 
to  have  it  so  understood;  that  the  price  was  as  low  as  we  could  well  make  it; 
that  the  engine  had  been  perfected  after  many  months  of  expensive  and  laborious 
experiment,  and  as  perfected  was  to  be  compared  only  to  the  highest  types 
and  standards  of  pumping-engines  of  the  world,  and  when  so  compared  it 
would  be  found  to  be  the  least  expensive.  We  made  this  statement  in  tlie 
full  knowledge  of  all  that  has  been  done  in  pumping-engine  building  for  a 
number  of  years,  and  know  that  it  cannot  be  refuted. 

It  is  true  that  we  have  a  contract  with  the  city  of  New  Bedford  to  furnish  a 
pumping-engine  of  the  size  and  pattern  of  tlie  smaller  one  we  are  building  for 
the  city  of  Boston,  for  about  $22,000.  But  as  this  engine  was  the  first  that 
we  had  sold  with  the  improved  attachment,  and  in  our  desire  to  introduce  the 
improvement  and  iblish  somewhere  a  valuable  and  prominent  water-works 
reference,  we  put  its  price  at  a  mere  nominal  figure,  and  at  a  loss  to  ourselves. 
We  knew  at  the  time  it  was  made  that  we  should  lose  money  by  the  transac- 
tion, but  we  felt  justified  in  doing  so  rather  than  perhaps  miss  the  chance  of 
making  the  sale. 

We  requested  the  Water  Board  of  that  city  to  keep  the  price  "  confidential," 
if  possible,  as  we  felt  it  would  otherwise  have  an  effect  upon  subsequent  con- 
tracts. This  is  well  understood  by  that  Board,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  fol- 
lowing correspondence  :  — 

In  our  letter  to  R.  C.  P.  Ooggeshall,  Esq.,  Supt.  of  New  Bedford  Water- 
Works  we  wrote  concerning  the  New  Bedford  engine  :  — 

"  Our  desire  to  establish  a  fine  example  of  our  new  engine  in  so  favorable 
a  locality  induced  us  to  take  the  work  at  a  price  only  about  half  what  we 
should  ordinarily  endeavor  to  secure.  If  you  will  have  as  little  attention 
drawn  to  the  price  as  possible  we  will  feel  obliged." 

In  his  answer  he  said  to  us  :  — 

"  The  reporters  have  been  very  importunate  in  their  desire  to  obtain  a  copy 
of  the  '  contract,'  which  they  wish  to  publish  in  full.  This  I  have  withheld 
from  them  in  deference  to  your  request  to  keep  the  '  consideration  '  a  '  State 
secret'  for  a  while.  As  the  first  payment  has  been  made  we  can  hardly  do  so 
much  longer ;  why  not  let  the  public  know  the  details  of  the  contract  now, 
and  if  our  people  want  to  know  the  price  let  them  have  it?  " 

We  replied  :  — 

"We  quite  agree  with  you  that  it  was  time  that  the  terms  of  the  contract 
should  be  known  to  your  citizens,  and  we  appreciate  your  kindness  in  with- 
holding the  matter  from  the  public  as  long  as  you  did.  The  price  is  such  an 
extraordinarily  low  one  that  we  feared  it  might  affect  unfavorably  subsequent 
negotiations  elsewhere." 

Having  established  one  reference,  we  did  not  feel  called  upon  in  the  case 
of  Boston  to  make  a  sacrifice  of  money  for  the  sake  of  getting  the  work. 

As  we  had  never  built  an  improved  engine  of  the  same  design,  magnitude, 
and  proportions  as  the  larger  one  of  the  Boston  engines,  carrying  with  it  as  it 
did  under  our  contract  such  rigid  guarantees,  and  so  much  responsibility  on 
our  part,  we  were  obliged  to  include  in  our  estimate  $7,500  to  cover  the  cost 
of  such  patterns,  drawings,  and  special  engineering  advice  as  we  knew  would 
be  required  in  its  construction. 

In  all  of  the  bids  that  we  have  subsequently  made  for  engines  of  this 
capacity  this  charge  has  not  been  necessary,  as  the  important  drawings  and 
patterns  of  the  Boston  engine  were  utilized  in  their  construction,  and  no 
expert  engineering  advice  was  necessary  in  their  design,  as  they  were  sub- 
stantially duplicates  of  the  Boston  engine.  Before  a  just  comparison  can  be 
made,  therefore,  with  such  bids  as  we  have  recently  submitted  for  engines  of 
this  capacity,  this  charge  of  $7,500  should  be  deducted  from  the  above  contract 
price  of  $85,500,  leaving  $78,000  as  the  basis  on  which  to  make  a  comparisoy. 
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We  have  found  in  our  experience  that  the  cost  of  a  9,000,000  engine  is  about 
85  per  cent,  of  that  of  a  12.000,000,  both  to  be  run  under  the  same  conditions. 

Upon  this  basis  $3G,000  is.  therefore,  the  price  of  the  9,000,000  Boston 
engine,  leaving  $42,000  as  the  cost  of  the  12.000,000. 

The  following  list  contains  all  of  the  bids  that  we  have  made  for  Worthing- 
ton  high-duty  engines  of  about  12,000,000  capacity,  and  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
above  price  approximates  as  closely  to  the  average  as  is  usual  in  estimates  of 
this  magnitude,  where  the  difference  in  the  cost  of  transportation,  special 
castings,  length  of  water-mains  furnished,  character  of  duty  tests,  and  such 
kindred  considerations  have  so  important  a  bearing  on  the  contract  price  :  —

Hyde  Park   42,750  00 

Montreal   51,150  00 

This  latter  bid  includes  .^7,000  customs  duty. 

Chicago,  under  close  competitive,  bidding    .       .       .  42,500  00 

The  slight  difference  in  prices  is  due  to  the  difference  always  found  to  exist 
in  the  requiretnents  of  several  specifications. 

One  word  as  to  Mr.  Leavitt's  position  with  this  firm  :  Mr.  Leavitt  is  under 
no  salary  to  this  office.  Because  he  is  acknowledged  to  be  the  foremost 
hydraulic  engineer  in  this  country,  we  have  been  in  the  habit  of  calling  him 
in  consultation  on  important  matters  at  such  times  as  we  have  felt  his  services 
would  be  of  value,  and  for  this  we  pay  him  no  definite  sum,  but  an  amount 
varying  with  the  importance  of  the  work  and  time  employed.  In  designing 
the  large  engine  for  Boston  we  availed  ourselves  largely  of  his  services. 

With  reference  to  the  quotation  made  from  our  circular,  dated  March  1, 
1885,  in  which  it  is  said  we  do  not  claim  to  have  denionstrated  a  duty  of  over 
70,000,000  ft.  pounds,  it  will  be  seen  that  this  statement  is  copied  from  an 
address  made  by  Mr.  Leavitt,  in  Montreal,  in  1884,  before  the  perfection  of 
our  improved  engine.    See  the  accompanying  pamphlet. 

A  comparison  of  the  figures  herein  submitted  demonstrates  that  Boston 
purchased  such  engines  as  its  engineers  could  fully  recommend  for  the  ser- 
vice, at  practically  the  same  figures  as  have  been  given  by  us  elsewhere  under 
the  sharpest  competition,  and  at  a  contract  price  lower  than  would  have 
secured  engines  of  any  other  type  capable  of  performing  as  economical 
work.

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  —  That,  Mr.  Chairman,  is  m}'  ^epl3^  Here 
is  the  pamphlet  tliat  is  referi-ed  to  (producing  pamphlet  entitled 
"  Pum|)ing-Maciiinerv  ;  a  paper  by  E.  D.  Leavitt,  Jr.,  of  Cambridge- 
port,  Mass.,  U.S.A.,  for  the  Montreal  meeting  of  the  British  Associ- 
ation, 1884).    On  the  17th  page  he  makes  this  statement:  — 

While  it  is  not  claimed  that  the  Worthington  engines  are  capable  of  de- 
veloping the  highest  duty,  their  yearly  records  are  excellent,  ranging  from 
50,000,001)  to  65,000,000  duty,  and  trial  duties  as  high  as  77,000,000  have 
been  reported.  It  is  claimed  for  these  engines  that  their  moderate  cost,  both 
as  regards  the  engine  proper,  foundations,  and  buildings,  makes  them,  in  a 
majority  of  instances,  the  most  economical  plant  to  put  down;  and  some 
comparisons  are  put  in  later  which  justify  this  claim. 

I  have  nothing  further  to  say,  gentlemen,  but  I  am  ready  to 
answer  an}-  questions. 

Mr.  Miller.  —  Mr.  Worthington  is  ready  to  answer  any  ques- 
tions submitted  by  aiT}^  person.

Mr.  EosNOSKY.  —  Whether  in  any  of  those  cities  where  3'ou  put 
in  bids  you  paid  any  commissions? 

A.  No,  sir ;  we  are  not  in  the  habit  of  paying  commissions  on 
water-works  pumping-engines. 

Q.  Were  any  commissions  paid  on  account  of  the  Boston  Water 
Board  engines? 

A.  No,  sir  ;  none  whatever  ;  not  a  dollar. 

The  Chairman. — Does  any  other  person  present  desire  to  ask 
Mr.  Worthington  any  questions? 

Mr.  Lamphear.  —  How  long  did  you  say  you  had  been  in  the 
pumping  business? 

A.  Did  I  say  when,  sir? 

Q.  In  your  communication. 

A.  I  say  the  firm  has  been  in  business  upwards  of  forty  years. 
Q.  The^firm? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  the  firm  that  made  this  contract. 
Q.  Are  you  a  member  of  the  firm  that  made  it? 
A.  1  am  a  member  of  the  firm. 
Q.  Are  you  the  one  that  signed  it? 

A.  I  don't  remember  whether  I  did  or  not ;  I  think  I  did. 
Q.  Haye   you    the   Worthington  contract   with   the  city  of 
Boston  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir.    (Producing  it.) 

Q  Will  you  be  kind  enough  to  read  the  description  of  the  en- 
gine for  the  city  of  Boston  ? 

A.  Which  engine  do  you  refer  to  ? 

Q.  Well,  the  ten  or  both  —  the  one  called  the  ten-million 
engine? 

A.    (Reading)  :  — 

The  engines  to  be  of  the  Worthington  compound,  condensing,  horizontal 
type.  The  ten-milhon  engine  will  liave  high-pressure  steam  cylinders, 
twenty-one  inches  in  diameter,  low-pressure  or  expanding  steam  cylinders 
forty-two  inches  in  diameter,  with  two  double-acting  water  plungers  twenty- 
nine  and  one-half  inches  in  diameter,  all  of  thirty-six  inches  stroke.  The  five- 
million  engine  will  bave  higb-pressure  steam  cylinders  eighteen  inches  in 
diameter,  low  pressure  or  expanding  steam  cylinders  thirty-six  inciies  in  diam- 
eter, with  two  double-acting  water  plungers,  twenty-five  inches  in  diameter, 
all  of  twenty-four  inches  stroke.  The  engines  will  be  of  capacity  sufficient 
to  raise  the  stated  quantities  of  water  wben  running  at  a  piston  speed  not  ex- 
ceeding one  hundred  and  ten  feet  per  minute.  The  steam  cylinders  to  be 
steam-jacketed  all  over,  including  the  heads.  A  reheating  tank  will  be 
placed  between  the  cylinders  on  each  engine,  througb  wbich  the  exhaust  from 
the  high-pressure  cylinders  will  pass,  on  tbe  way  to  tlie  low-pressure  cylin- 
ders. They  will  also  be  fitted  with  suitable  cut-olF  mechanism,  to  enable  the 
steam  to  be  cut  oflF  and  expanded  in  both  high  and  low  pressure  cylinders. 

Mr.  Worthington.  —  Is  it  necessary  to  go  through  with  the 
entire  description? 

Mr.  Lamphear.  —  I  should  like  to  haye  the  full  description  of 
the  engine. 

Mr.  Worthington.  — The  contract  is  on  file. 
Mr.  Lamphear. — That  is  what  we  are  here  for,  to  inyestigate 
the  contract. 

Mr.  Worthington.  —  (Reading)  :  — 
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Each  eno^ine  will  be  fitted  with  a  Worthington  independent  condenser,  of 
approved  efficiency  and  construction,  capable  of  exhibiting  a  working  vacuum 
under  full  load  of  twenty-seven  inches  of  mercury.  The  lagging  for  the  main 
steam-pipe  in  engine-room,  the  steam  cylinders,  and  other  directly  heated 
parts  of  the  engine,  will  consist  of  narrow  strips  of  black  walnut,  secured 
with  metal  bands,  covering  non-conducting  material  to  be  approved  by  the 
City  Engineer.  Suitable  stairs  and  platforms  for  reaching  every  part  of  the 
engines,  fitted  with  finished  brass  hand-railing,  with  stanchions,  will  be  pro- 
vided. The  water-ends  of  these  engines  will  be  of  the  ordinary  Worthington 
pattern. 

Mr.  RosNosKY.  —  (Interrupting.)  I  do  not  see  any  necessity 
for  reading  the  whole  of  the  contract.  If  you  desire  to  ask  him 
any  questions  I  shall  object  to  reading  the  whole  of  the  contract. 

Mr.  Lamphear.  —  Very  well,  that  is  on  file.  I  wish  the  com- 
mittee to  understand  that  the  description  and  wording  of  the  con- 
tract with  the  city  of  Boston  and  the  one  that  has  been  brought  up 
here  for  Hyde  Park  are  identical  in  the  wording :  the  engines  are 
to  be  of  first-class  workmanship  right  through,  and  the  manufacture 
of  the  engines  shall  be  first  class  in  every  respect.  Is  that  so,  Mr. 
Worthington  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  it  is. 

Q.  It  is  so  in  the  Boston  contract? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Is  there  anything  diflferent  in  tlie  Hyde  Park  contract? 
A.  There  is  nothing  different ;  there  is  no  reason  why  there 
should  be. 

Q.  They  are  both  to  be  first-class  engines? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  And  the  same  type  of  engines  ? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  And  the  Hyde  Park  engine  has  a  larger  steam  cylinder  than 
the  Boston  engine? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  the  steam  c^'linder  is  of  larger  diameter. 

Q.  Won't  it  be  of  a  great  deal  more  capacitj^  with  the  same 
pressure  of  steam? 

A.  I  don't  say  it  would.  The  same  size  of  plungers  will  only 
throw  the  same  quantity  of  water,  no  matter  what  the  steam  press- 
ure may  be. 

Q.  Do  you  remember  the  diameter  of  the  plungers  in  the  Hyde 
Park. engine? 

A.  I  don't  remember  the  diameter  of  the  plungers,  but  the 
cylinder  is  tlie  same  pattern. 

Q.   What  makes  the  capacity  of  the  engine? 
A.  The  diameter  of  the  plungers. 

Q.  Did  you  bid  for  the  ten-million  or  twelve-million  engine 
there  ? 

A.  Twelve-million. 

Q.  This  is  called  a  ten-million? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  The  one  there  is  called  a  twelve-million  —  why? 
A.  Because  we  proposed  to  run  it  up  to  what  we  call  a  fair 
speed.    The  Boston  engine  will  pump  ten-million  at  slow  speed 
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and  will  be  rim  at  twelve-million,  and  we  are  thereby  overdoing 
our  guarantees. 

Q.  They  are  very  nearly  alike  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Is  the  steam  cylinder  fourteen  inches  in  diameter? 
A.  I  don't  remember  the  dimensions. 

Q.  Have  you  ever  had  to  take  out  any  of  3'our  engines  or  had 
an}'  of  your  engines  thrown  out? 
A.  Not  that  I  remember. 
Q.  Of  this  type? 
A.  Not  of  this  type. 

Q.  Have  you  ever  put  up  one  of  this  type  outside  of  your 
factory,  and  have  it  working? 
A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  You  get  at  the  duty  there? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Can  you  alwaj's  tell  the  duty  of  an  engine  as  you  are  testing 
it  there  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir.  We  can  determine  it  most  exactly  as  we  are  test- 
iug  it. 

Q.  How  does  it  compare  with  the  work  to  be  done  outside? 

A.  It  bears  a  close  resemblance  to  the  work  we  have  to  do  out- 
side, but  it  is  more  difficult  than  the  work  we  propose  to  do  here. 

Q.  When  putting  up  engines  and  small  pumps  in  the  shop,  do 
you  always  test  them  there? 

A.  Our  small  pumps  we  do,  but  we  never  do  the  engines. 

Q.  Then  the  engine  for  Boston  would  not  be  tested  there? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  It  will  be  experimented  on  here? 

A.  It  will  not  be  experimented  on  here,  but  will  be  run  here. 
Q.  You  never  built  one  of  this  size  anywhere  else? 
A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  You  did  not  test  it  at  the  works? 

A.  No,  sir.  An  engine  of  exactly  the  same  form  of  construc- 
tion has  been  carefully  tested. 

Q.  Then  what  I  want  to  understand  is  that  it  is  not  to  be  tested 
at  the  works,  and  it  is  an  experiment.  In  building  different  sizes 
of  engines  is  it  not  necessar}-  to  test  those  engines? 

A.  I  should  say  not.  Adding  a  few  inches  to  the  diameter  of 
the  steam  cylinder  would  not  make  it  necessar}'  to  test  it. 

Q.  Have  you  tested  anywhere  outside  of  your  works  one  of 
this  type  of  engines? 

A.  We  have  tested  engines  of  exactl}'  this  form  and  description 
outside. 

Q.  Tell  us  where  you  have  a  type  of  this  engine  outside. 
A.  There  are  so  many  places  I  cannot  recall  them. 
Q.  Recall  one,  please. 

A.  If  3"ou  will  give  me  my  circular  I  will  recall  several. 
Q.  Would  you  like  one  of  ^^our  circulars? 

A.  I  don't  know  as  I  have  the  list,  but  we  have  many  engines. 
I  think  I  see  what  you  are  trying  to  discover.  The  difference  is, 
that  these  two  engines  are  provided  with  an  attachment  which  has

not  been  tested  except  at  our  works ;  but  the  engine  itself  is  the 
Wortbington  engine,  wiiich  has  been  tested  a  great  many  times. 
Have  you  had  any  experience  in  that  direction? 
Q.  Very  little. 

A.  The  engine  itself  has  been  tested  many  times,  but  the  dif- 
ference is  that  we  put  on  an  attachment  which  we  have  tested 
thoroughly  at  our  worivs.  We  do  not  think  it  necessary  to  test  it, 
but  at  any  rate  we  are  willing  to  make  the  guarantees  and  give  the 
bonds ;  but,  so  far  as  the  engine  itself  is  concerned,  it  has  been 
tested  a  great  many  times. 

Q.  But  this  is  different  type  of  engine  you  tell  of  —  a  more  costly 
engine  and  everything  of  that  kind,  so  that  you  could  get  larger 
price  ;  now  why  is  that? 

A.  For  the  reason  which  I  have  stated  ;  that  it  is  the  same 
engine,  but  we  have  added  another  attachment,  which  it  has  cost  a 
great  deal  of  money  to  perfect. 

Q.  Have  you  done  such  duty  outside? 

A.  I  told  you  it  had  never  done  such  dut}^  except  at  our  works. 

Q.  Well,  then,  reall}^  this  is  the  first  experiment  hei-e? 

A.  No,  sir,  it  will  be  simply  a  duplicate  of  another  form  of 
engine  which  we  have  put  up  elsewhere  outside. 

Q.  Have  3'ou  tested  this  type  of  engine  outside  of  your  factory? 

A.  Not  outside  of  our  factory.  We  have  erected  in  our  factory 
an  eno'ine  which  is  in  condition  to  be  tested  by  anybody  who  is 
qualified  to  test  it.  Any  one  can  go  there  and  subject  it  to  the  most 
rigorous  tests.  That  engine  has  been  run  for  over  a  year,  and  shows 
exactly  what  we  can  get  from  that  engine.  Having  satisfied  our- 
selves, from  the  tests  of  experts,  we  feel  that  we  can  guarantee  it  to 
the  cit}'  of  Boston.  We  have  built  a  half-dozen  such  engines,  and 
given  the  same  guarantee  that  we  have  given  to  Boston. 

Q.  Have  3'ou  a  record  of  its  having  made  one-hundred-million 
duty  ? 

A.  We  have  a  record  of  more  than  one-hundred-million. 

Q.  Where?    Please  tell  me. 

A.  In  the  tests  of  which  we  have  been  speaking. 

q.  Where? 

A,  At  our  works. 

Q.  Have  you  a  record  of  that  duty  outside  your  works  ? 
A,  No,  sir. 

Q.  You  never  have  done  it  outside  of  3'our  works  ? 

Mr.  RosNOSKy.  —  I  object,  Mr.  Chairman.  I  understand  that 
Mr.  Worthington  has  answered  the  question  once,  and  said  he  has 
only  tested  it  in  his  factory. 

Mr.  Worthington.  —  May  I  ask  who  the  gentleman  is? 

Mr.  Lamphear.  —  Yes,  sir,  I  will  tell  you  with  pleasure.  My 
name  is  Lamphear ;  I  suppose  you  have  heard  of  me  before. 

The  Chairman.  —  This  is  a  public  hearing,  and  I  piesume  it  is 
competent  for  any  gentleman  to  ask  an}'  proper  questions  in  a 
proper  wa}^,  and  I  think  it  is  entirely  proper  that  Mr.  Worthington, 
or  any  other  gentleman,  should  give  proper  answers,  or  decline,  and 
give  proper  reasons  for  declining. 
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Mr.  RosNOSKY.  —  Yes  ;  but  it  is  not  proper  to  put  the  same  ques- 
tion a  half-dozen  times. 

Mr.  Chairman.  — ■  I  do  not  wish  to  limit  the  investigation  unless 
the  committee  vote  otherwise. 

Mr.  RosNosKY. — I  do  not  propose  to  limit  him;  but  he  has 
answered  the  question  a  half-dozen  times. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  —  We  erected  that  engine  at  our  works  for 
the  purpose  of  testing.  As  a  rule  we  do  not  build  engines  for 
cities,  and  test  them,  and  find  out  what  they  will  do.  We  tested  that 
engine  at  our  own  expense.  We  went  to  an  expense  of  $50,000 
or  $60,000,  to  put  up  an  engine  of  large  size,  and  test  it  in  our 
works,  and  for  the  purpose  of  not  selling  it  as  an  experiment.  We 
never  sell  experimental  engines  ;  that  is  a  rule  of  our  house.  We 
take  no  risks.  We  are  too  conservative  a  house  to  do  that.  There- 
fore I  say  that  this  engine  which  we  have  built  has  been  running 
over  a  year  at  our  works,  has  been  tested  by  experts  called  for  that 
purpose,  is  ready  to  be  tested  to-day,  and  it  has  demonstrated 
exactly  what  it  can  do,  and  we  are  prepared  to  sell  it  to  any  city 
or  any  town,  and  under  our  guarantee  to  do  precisely  what  we 
state  under  the  contract. 

Mr.  Lamphear.  —  This  is  a  larger  one  than  you  proposed  to  put 
in  at  Hyde  Park  ? 

A.  I  think  the  cylinders  may  be  larger  because  they  proposed 
to  use  a  lower  steam  pressure. 

Q.  Is  not  the  water  cylinder  of  larger  diameter? 

A.  I  don't  remember  that.  But  we  have  to  proportion  the 
plungers  to  the  pressure  of  steam. 

Q.  Do  you  remember  the  diameter  of  the  plungers  in  the  Bos- 
ton engine? 

A.  I  think  they  are  twent3'-nine  and  one-half  inches. 
Q.  In  Boston  ? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  And  thirty  inches  in  the  Hyde  Park  engine? 

A.  Very  likely.  We  make  twelve-million  with  plungers  from 
twentj'-nine  to  thirty  and  thirty-two  inches,  according  to  the  condi- 
tions of  the  steam  service. 

Q.  You  use  the  same  water  cylinders? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Are  not  the  water  cylinders  fifty-six  inches  in  diameter? 
A.  I  don't  remember.    Whatever  it  is  it  will  be  shown. 
Q.  You  agreed  to  do  first-class  work  there  also? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  And  in  New  Bedford? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q,  And  in  Montreal? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  And  at  Wilmington  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir  ;  we  always  do  first-class  work. 

Q.  You  guarantee  one-hundred-million  duty  in  Hyde  Park? 

A.  No,  sir  ;  I  think  we  guaranteed  eighty -five. 

Q.  Eighty-five? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 
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Q.  Don't  you  guarantee  one-hundred-million  duty  out  there  with 
a  hundred  pounds  of  steam  ? 

A.  With  a  hundred  pounds  of  steam,  under  such  restrictions  of 
test  as  are  usual. 

Q.  And  the  conditions  and  chances  to  test  the  engines  are  the 
same  as  you  have  here? 

A.  Yes,  sir ;  but  here  there  is  not  the  direct  pressure  system, 
and  I  was  not  quite  sure  w^e  could  record  more  than  one-hundred- 
million  duty  with  one-hundred  pounds  of  steam. 

Q.  And  get  one-hundred-million  duty  with  one-hundred  pounds 
of  steam  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir ;  and  they  threw  it  out,  because  that  was  not  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  specifications. 

Q.  Do  you  remember  what  your  price  was  there? 
A.  I  stated  it  in  this  communication,  —  $42,750. 
Q.  Now,  the  New  Bedford  type  was  $22,000. 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  The  New  Bedford  type  was  the  same  style  as  this  smaller 
engine  here? 

A.  Exactly  ;  yes,  sir. 

Q.  And   it   makes   a   smaller   engine   than  the  Hyde  Park 
engine? 

A.  The  engine  at  Hyde  Park  is  a  no  more  expensive  engine 
than  the  one  here  in  Boston  ;  it  is  no  greater  expense. 

Q.  It  is  fourteen  inches  in  diameter,  and  a  larger  cylinder. 

A.  That  depends  a  great  deal  upon  the  patterns  that  we  could 
utilize. 

.    Q.  We  will  call  it  $65,000  for  the  two? 
A.  Yes,  whatever  it  adds  up,. 
Q.  Hyde  Park  furnishes  the  foundation? 
A.  Yes,  sir  ;  1  think  they  did. 
Q.   New  Bedford  furnishes  the  foundation? 
A.  Yes,  sir;  I  think  they  did. 
Q.  You  furnished  the  boilers  for  New  Bedford? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  And  you  furnished  two  boilers  for  Boston? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  And  the  same  engine  that  you  furnished  for  New  Bedford 
you  furnished  for  Boston? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  And  you  get  $106,500  in  cash  from  the  city  of  Boston,  and 

this  plant,  as  you  say? 

A.  Yes,  sir.  ♦ 
Q.  Have  you  ever  had  such  a  price  as  that  before,  in  any  other 

place  ? 

A.  We  have  never  sold  any  such  high-duty  engines  before. 

Q.  You  have  sold  larger  ones,  and  the  same  size? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  You  have  not? 

A.  Not  with  that  attachment. 

Q.  Is  the  description  of  that  engine  for  Montreal   the  same 
style  and  description  as  this  one  for  Boston? 
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A.  It  is  onh'  one  engine. 

Q.  What  capacity  is  that? 

A.  Twelve  millions. 

Q.  What  was  the  price  of  that? 

A.  $51,500,  and  we  paid  dnties  on  the  shop-cost. 

Q.  To  be  deducted  from  this  price  for  Boston? 

A.  Yes,  sir  ;  I  stated  it  to  be  $7,000. 

Q.  And  you  put  in  a  bid  for  a  ten-million  engine  at  Wilming- 
ton ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  The  price  is  what? 

A.  S41,500.    I  give  it  there  in  my  communication. 

Q.  Well,  it  seems  that  it  is  about  $50,000  higher  here  than  in 
any  other  place  for  these  two  engines  that  you  are  asking  the  cit}' 
of  Boston  to  pay  for  ? 

A.  I  have  just  read  a  communication  in  which  I  den}^  that. 

Q.  The  figures  do  not  deny  it? 

A.  I  think  they  did. 

Q,  You  have  never  had  engines  thrown  out  for  not  doing  the 
work  guaranteed  ? 

A.  I  don't  remember  that  we  ever  did.  I  don't  think  it  has 
ever  occurred  in  our  experience. 

Q.  Did  you  not  have  one  thrown  out  at  Woburn? 
,   A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Was  it  not  taken  out  because  it  did  not  do  the  work  ? 
A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Was  it  not  taken  out  and  another  pump  put  in  there? 

A.  I  think  it  was,  after  we  got  our  money  for  it.  After  it  had 
been  in  there  it  was  taken  out  and  replaced  by  a  larger  one  built 
by  Mr.  Blake. 

Q.  Wasn't  there  some  trouble  with  the  engine? 

A.  I  never  heard  of  any. 

Q.  Were  you  with  the  firm  at  that  time  ? 

A,  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Did  not  the  town  of  Woburn  refuse  to  pay  you? 

A.  There  was  a  misunderstanding  as  to  the  size  of  the  engine  to 
be  put  in,  and  it  was  arranged.  It  was  siiown  that  we  were  correct 
in  that,  and  the  money  was  paid  us.  The  engine  did  very  good 
work,  and  did  excellent  service.  Mr.  Blake  bought  it  and  put  in 
one  of  his  own,  and  sold  it,  and  it  has  been  doing  good  work,  and 
we  get  good  reports  from  it. 

Q.  Did  you  sell  the  engine  to  New  Bedford  before  you  sold  the 
one  to  the  city  of  Boston? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  And  the  Montreal  contract,  —  was  that  before  or  after  you 
made  the  contract  here? 
A.  It  was  after. 
Q.  How  long  after? 
A.  1  don't  know  the  date. 
Q.  Not  a  great  while? 
A.  No,  sir. 
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Q.  And  you  put  in  a  bid  at  Hyde  Park  not  a  great  while  after- 
wards? 

A.  That  was  quite  recently. 

Q.  This  cut-oft  attachment  is  your  own  invention? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Has  there  been  any  question  as  to  the  right  to  this  cut-off 
attachment  with  anybody'  ? 

A.  Never  that  I  heard  of. 
•    Q.  Never  heard  any? 

A.  Never  heard  of  it. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  hear  that  Mr.  Cameron's  people  had  any  claim 
upon  this  attachment  in  any  way  ? 
A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Never  heard  it  in  any  way  or  shape? 
A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  consider  New  Bedford  a  better  place  to  show  your 
engine  than  the  city  of  Boston? 

A.  I  did  not  know  when  I  made  m}^  bid  to  New  Bedford  that  I 
would  have  a  chance  to  make  a  contract  with  the  city  of  Boston  ; 
but  I  should  have  given  my  engine  to  New  Bedford  rather  than 
lose  the  opportunity.  I  knew  Mr.  Coggesliall  was  a  good  engineer, 
and  that  the  Board  would  give  a  good  chance  to  show  it  off. 

Q.  You  say  you  never  paid  commissions  to  an}^  i)erson? 

A.  My  practice  is  not  to  pay  commissions  on  pumping-engines 
anywhere. 

Q.  You  sa}'  3'ou  never  have  done  it? 

A.  1  never  have  done  it. 

Q.  You  sa}'  3'ou  and  your  firm  never  have  done  it? 

A.  Not  to  my  knowledge. 

Mr.  Lamphear.  —  I  guess  that  will  do. 

Mr.  Miller.  —  Mr.  Worthington,  state  anything  you  desire  in 
explanation. 

Mr.  Worthington.  — I  want  to  say  further  that  the  boilers  that 
are  included  in  my  contract  with  the  city  of  Boston  are  not  only  of 
sufficient  size  to  do  the  work  required  by  the  contract,  but  they 
were  put  in  there  with  a  view  to  an  increase  in  the  consumption  of 
water  in  the  district,  and  are  much  larger  than  are  really  required 
—  fifteen-million  gallons.  As  the  boilers  are  designed  and  propor- 
tioned they  would  supply  steam  for  these  engines  when  pumping 
thirty-million  gallons,  instead  of  fifteen.  But  we  put  them  in  of 
large  size,  because  we  wanted  to  get  the  very  best  results  out  of 
the  boilers  with  the  slow  fire  that  they  would  get,  and  also  because 
we  felt  that  the  engines  might  be  called  upon  to  be  driven  up  to 
their  full  capacity.  As  you  see  in  my  statement,  Mr.  Chairman, 
we  have  based  the  amount  of  money  saved  to  the  city  of  Boston 
per  annum,  on  account  of  the  economy  of  these  engines,  upon  a 
run  of  only  ten  hours.  The  engines  would  then  be  delivering  only 
six  and  a  half  millions.  That  is,  if  the  engines  would  be  run 
only  ten  hours  the  difference  in  coal  would  be  as  appears  in  my 
statement. 

Mr.  RosNosKY.  —  What  would  be  the  difference  in  the  cost  of 
boilers  in  Boston  and  New  Bedford?

A.  We  haA-e  put  in  a  much  cheaper  boiler  in  New  Bedford  than 
in  Boston.  The  engine  specified  hy  Mr.  Coggeshall  required  a 
Corliss  boiler.  He  had  an  impression  that  a  Corliss  boiler 
would  give  a  better  result,  and  we  purchased  an  upright  boiler  for 
the  purpose.  It  is  a  much  cheaper  boiler  than  the  type  we  are 
offering  ijere  for  Boston.  We  are  not  prepared  as  yet  to  indorse 
the  Corliss  boiler  ;  consequent!}',  when  w^e  came  to  make  a  contract 
for  a  boiler  for  the  city  of  Boston,  we  put  in  boilers  more  expen- 
sive ;  in  fact,  more  expensive  than  any  other,  but  the  most  economi- 
cal. They  have  expensive  settings  and  foundations,  which  the 
New  Bedford  boiler  does  not  have. 

Q.  In  case  you  should  be  asked  to  put  in  a  bid  for  Boston^ 
what  would  you  sell  the  New  Bedford  boiler  and  pump  for  to-day, 
if  they  should  ask  you  for  another  one  just  like  it? 

A.  I  should  refuse  to  do  that  work  for  less  than  I  have  spoken 
of  here,  —  $35,000  or  $40,000  for  that  engine.  At  that  time,  as  I 
say,  we  had  never  put  in  an  engine  of  that  type,  with  that  high- 
duty  attachment,  and  we  wanted  an  opportunity  to  introduce  it. 
It  is  very  difficult  to  introduce  improvements  of  that  magnitude, 
and  we  wanted  to  have  an  opportunity  to  put  it  in.  The  price 
was  confidential  with  the  New  Bedford  Water  Board,  and  at  the 
time  I  made  the  contract  I  said,  "  I  hope,  gentlemen,  you  will 
not  allow  that  price  to  be  made  public,  because  it  may  make  a 
difference  in  contracts  hereafter,  and  because  that  price  is  down 
lower  than  we  would  put  in  an  engine  anywhere  else."  That  an}' 
member  of  the  New  Bedford  Water  Board  will  state,  and  the  cor- 
respondence will  show  it. 

The  Chairman.  —  Col.  Nettleton,  do  you  desire  to  ask  any 
questions  ? 

Mr.  Nettleton.  — I  have  not  attended  these  hearings,  and  if  I 
ask  questions  I  may  make  some  repetition.  I  should  like  to  ask  a 
few  questions  for  m}'  own  information.  Will  you  please  state, 
Mr.  Worthington,  how  the  price,  $106,575,  was  arrived  at  in  the 
contract  with  the  city  of  Boston? 

A.  It  was  arrived  at  by  going  over  our  estimate  of  the  cost. 

Q.  And  in  that  estimate  I  understand  you  put  one  of  the  en- 
gines at  $42,000? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q    The.  second  at  $36,000? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  And  $7,500,  you  say,  was  for  extra  engineering? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Will  you  please  explain  how  there  was  extra  engineering  in 
this  Boston  engine  which  was  not  embraced *in  the  other  engine? 

A.  I  will  tell  you,  sir.  Tlie  Boston  engine  of  twelve-million 
capacity  was  a  larger  one  than  we  had  built  with  this  attachment. 
The  New  Bedford  engine  was  nine-million,  but  we  had  never  built 
one  as  large  as  we  had  built  for  Boston.  Therefore  it  required 
new  patterns  throughout  for  the  steam  cylinders  and  water  cylin- 
ders, and  required  a  new  arrangement  of  the  high-duty  attachment. 

Q.  Which  you  never  had  applied  before? 

A.  Which  we  have  never  applied  before  to  an  engine  of  that 
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stroke.  Besides,  there  were  some  arrangements  suggested  after 
we  had  been  testing  the  engine  at  our  works  —  suggested  by  Mr. 
Leavitt  —  which  might  be  applied  to  engines  of  larger  size,  and 
which  we  were  called  npon  to  give. 

Q.  Well,  really-,  then,  is  it  not  true  that  the  $7,500  is  a  sum 
expended  in  the  wa}'  of  experiments? 

A.  No,  sir ;  but  for  new  patterns  and  new  drawings,  and 
special  engineering  advice  which  we  would  have  to  call  in  on  any 
large  contract,  and  which  we  always  charge  for.  We  have  to  pay 
that ;  we  have  to  take  that  into  consideration.  But  the  principal  item 
is  in  new  drawings  throughout,  and  new  design,  because  it  is  a  new 
design. 

Q.  You  charge  it  upon  the  first  engine  built? 
A.  We  always  do  so. 

Q.  And  you  use  these  patterns  upon  another  engine? 

A.  We  do  whenever  we  can  do  so,  but  we  cannot  take  that  into 
consideration  upon  the  first  engine.  We  did  find  that  wc  could  do 
so,  in  this  case.  It  would  not  be  safe  to  take  it  into  consideration, 
because  we  might  not  sell  another  engine  of  that  particular  design. 

Q.  Then  we  have  the  price  of  $85,500  for  the  engines  here, 
against  $63,000  for  two  engines  furnished  Hyde  Park  and  New 
Bedford  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Miller.  —  And  for  the  boilers. 

Mr.  Nettleton.  —  I  have  not  touched  the  boilers  yet. 

Mr.  WoRTHiNGTON.  — That  is  true,  sir. 

Mr.  Nettleton.  —  And  with  $7,500  —  assuming  that  it  is  a  fair 
charge  against  the  first  engine  of  a  new  kind?  — 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Boston,  then,  is  charged  for  those  two  engines  $15,000  more 
than  Hyde  Park  and  New  Bedford  are? 

A.  That  is  it,  exactly,  and  that  is  somewhat  less  than  we  Ipse 
an  the  New  Bedford  contract. 

Q.  Somewhat  less  than  you  lose  on  the  New  Bedford  contract? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Was  the  New  Bedford  contract  subsequent  to  or  prior  to 
the  Boston  contract? 
A.  It  was  prior. 
Q.  How  much  earlier? 

A.  I  do  not  know  the  exact  date,  but  it  was  before  we  heard 
that  Boston  required  a  new  engine. 

Q.  Then  the  remaining  differenceof  $25,000  or  thereabouts  is 
accounted  for  how  —  between  the  $85,000  and  the  $106,000? 

A.  That  is  what  we  estimated  the  Boston  boilers  to  cost  us, 
with  such  profit  as  we  think  is  fair  and  reasonable  on  that  kind  of 
work. 

Q.  Those  boileis  are  furnished  onl}^  in  the  Boston  case? 

A.  Certainly  ;  and  not  with  any  engines  substantially  as  bid 
upon  in  tiiis  contract.  Those  boilers  are  of  a  special  design. 
They  were  designed  by  Mr,  Leavitt,  and  the  attachments  which 
we  propose  to  furnish  with  them  are  not  such  as  would  be  called 
for  in  ordinary  contracts.    The  boilers  are  \ery  expensive,  and 
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the  general  character  of  the  work  is  of  the  very  best.  We  submit 
that  that  is  a  fair  price  for  boilers  of  that  power.  They  have  power 
enough  to  drive  engines  of  thirty-million  gallons. 

Q.  Fart  of  the  consideration  for  these  engines  and  boilers  was 
to  be  the  old  engines  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  What  were  those? 

A.  An  old  Worthington  engine,  and  two  fl^'-wheels,  built  by  the 
Boston  Machine  Co.,  some  j^ears  ago. 
Q.  What  capacity  ? 

A.  I  do  not  know.    I  never  saw  them. 

Q.  Did  any  member  of  your  firm  see  them  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  one  of  my  partners  saw  them.  We  sent  an  engi- 
neer from  our  office  to  examine  them,  and  make  an  estimate  of  their 
value.  That  is  in  my  statement.  They  have  a  Worthington 
engine  which  has  been  running  some  years,  night  and  da}',  and 
while,  as  I  say  in  m}^  statement,  it  is  in  very  fair  condition,  to  all 
appearances,  still,  to  take  that  engine  apart,  and  convey  it  to  our 
works,  and  overhaul  it,  and  renew  such  parts  as  are  necessar}^  to 
be  renewed,  and  then  to  get  only  the  price  of  a  second-hand 
machine,  would  leave  very  little  profit  for  us,  because  a  very  large 
part  of  the  cost  of  an  engine  is  in  the  expense  after  it  leaves  the 
shop. 

Q.  What  is  the  capacity  of  that  engine  of  yours? 

A.  I  think  it  is  three-million  gallons. 

Q.  What  is  such  an  engine  as  that  worth,  new,  to-day? 

A.  I  could  not  say,  off-hand,  what  we  would  be  willing  to  fur- 
nish a  duplicate  of  that  engine  for,  but  it  would  be  considerably  less 
than  we  would  furnish  an  engine  with  a  high-duty  attachment  — 
about  half  as  much. 

Q.  Can  you  approximate  in  figures? 

A.  I  should  say  the  engine  would  be  worth  at  our  works, 
$5,500,  new. 
Q.  New? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  we  would  be  willing  to  sell  them  at  $6,500,  with 
the  lagging  and  high-dut}'  attachment. 
Q.  Well,  then,  the  other  two  engines? 

A.  The  other  two  engines  have  not  been  run  for  some  years, 
and  are  only  worth  the  price  of  scrap.  We  would  be  willing  to 
sell  them,  to  any  one  who  would  take  them  away,  for  the  value  of 
the  material.  Old  machinery  is  worth  generally  only  what  it 
costs. 

Q.  In  making  up  the  consideration  of  $106,500,  what  did  you 
reckon  to  be  the  value  of  the  material  in  question? 

A.  $3,500  ;  because  I  thought  that  I  could  use  the  boiler  at  my 
own  works,  for  some  experimental  purposes,  and  I  concluded  that 
I  could  pay  that  for  the  plant. 

Q.  Preliminary  to  making  the  contract,  was  a  proposition  made 
by  you  for  $106,575?  Were  those  the  first  figures  made  by  your 
concern  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 
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Q.  And  made  upon  specifications  that  were  submitted  to  3'ou 
by  the  Water  Board  ? 

A.  No,  I  tliink  the  specifications  were  not  prepared  in  the  form 
that  they  are  put  in  the  contract;  but  we  were  given  by  the  engi- 
neer a  general  idea  of  what  the  work  was  that  we  were  to  perform, 
and  we  were  to  prepare  our  own  specifications  of  the  engines  and 
boilers,  and  submit  them  to  the  engineer,  and  if  satisfactor}^  they 
would  be  incorporated  into  a  contract. 

Mr.  RosNOSKY.  — Who  was  the  engineer? 

A.  Our  first  conversations  were  with  Mr.  Wightman. 

Mr.  Nettleton.  —  So  that  really  you  reckoned  the  price  of  the 
engines  and  boilers  furnished  to  the  city  for  $110,000,  calling  the 
old  engines  $3,500? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  and  that  is  a  lower  price  thnn  a  one  hundred-million 
duty  engine  of  that  capacity,  and  with  such  boilers  have  ever  been 
sold  for  in  the  world. 

Q.  That  would  make  a  difference  of  $18,000  between  the  con- 
tract for  the  city  of  Boston  and  contracts  for  Hyde  Park  and  New 
Bedfoi  d  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  I  will  return  again  to  the  amount  that  you  lost  on  New 
Bedford. 

A.  Yes,  sir,  and  we  would  have  been  willing  to  give  that  engine 
awa}^  rather  than  have  lost  the  opportunity  to  put  it  in  there,  be- 
cause it  was  a  most  favorable  location. 

Q.  Why  more  favorable  than  in  Boston  ? 

A.  At  that  time  we  did  not  know  we  would  have  the  contract 
with  the  city  of  Boston.  If  we  had  known  that  we  would  have 
asked  New  Bedford  a  much  larger  price.  We  were  seeking  a 
location  in  New  P^ngland  for  one  of  our  improved  Worthington 
engines  with  high-duty  attachment.  We  have  many  engines  in 
New  England  ;  but  we  wanted  one  with  our  improved  attachment, 
and  it  was  of  the  utmost  importance  to  us  to  have  an  engine 
placed  in  a  position  of  that  sort.  The  engineers  of  New  England 
appreciate  good  work  in  machinery.  The  Corliss  engine  had 
achieved  its  greatest  successes  in  New  England,  and  we  wanted 
to  go  into  competition  with  Corliss'  engine. 

Q.  Something  was  said  in  regard  to  commissions  in  connec- 
tion with  this  transaction.  Have  any  commissions  been- paid  or 
promises  been  made  by  you  or  an}'  member  of  your  firm  in  con- 
nection with  this  transaction  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  The  dealing,  then,  has  been  directly  between  the  Boston 
Water  Board  and  you,  representing  the  concern? 
A.  Directly,  sir. 
Q.  And  with  nobody  else? 
A.  With  nobod}'  else  that  I  know  of. 

Q.  When  you  were  figuring  upon  this  and  you  gave  the  sum  of 
$110,000,  including  the  old  machinery, — for  which  you  allowed 
$3,500,  —  were  you  ask.ed  by  the  Water  Board  to  take  less? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  generally.  The  matter  w^as  discussed  at  some 
considerable  length.    I  refer  to  that  briefly  in  my  communication. 
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They  stated  that,  in  view  of  the  prices  which  the}'  knew  existed 
elsewhere  for  the  Worthington  engines,  that  they  thought  this  was 
a  higher  price  than  they  expected  to  pay.  Then  I  explained  to 
them  the  difference  between  the  cost  of  this  new  engine  and  tiie 
old  engine,  and  showed  that  the}'  were  not  to  be  compared  in  any 
way,  that  they  were  a  different  standard  of  engines,  and  that  we 
had  to  put  a  great  deal  more  expensive  work  upon  the  new  en- 
gines, and  that  we  proposed  to  charge  more  for  these  engines. 

Q.  Did  you  speak  with  them  of  the  New  Bedford  engine  at  that 
time  ? 

A.  I  forget  whether  I  did  or  not ;  but  I  did  not  mention  the 
price,  because  I  did  not  mention  that  to  any  one. 

Q.  Did  you  refer,  then,  to  an}-  large  engine  which  you  had  pre- 
viously put  in? 

A.  It  wasn't  necessary,"  because  the  reputation  of  the  Worth- 
ington engine  was  so  thorouglily  known.  Mr.  Wightman  had  this 
in  the  city  of  Boston  here  under  his  supervision. 

The  Chairman.  —  You  had  no  engine  of  this  kind  in  operation 
at  that  time  ? 

A.  Not  with  this  high-duty  attachment.  Of  course  Mr.  Wight- 
man  examined  them  very  carefully,  and  his  successors  in  office 
did  so.  They  came  to  the  office  and  examined  it  very  care- 
fully, and  I  understand  that  Mr.  Wightman  asked  some  gentle- 
men whom  he  considered  experts  what  their  opinion  was,  and 
I  know  their  opinions  were  uniformly  favorable  to  it.  The 
engine  has  been  examined  by  a  great  many  engineers,  and 
they  have  pronounced  it  a  great  success.  We  have  one  at  our 
works,  which  is  in  condition  to  be  tested  at  any  time.  When  we 
hear  th;it  anybody  is  coming  there  we  can  start  the  engine  in  a 
few  minutes,  that  it  may  be  tested  carefully  and  ciitically.  It  is 
right  in  a  position  to  be  tested  ;  no  allowance  is  necessary.  The 
engine  is  there  to  be  tested  under  the  most  rigid  conditions. 

Q.  Is  it  usual  when  you  build  engines  to  furnish  boilers? 

A.  No,  sir ;  we  do  not  furnish  them  as  a  rule. 

Alderman  Smith.  —  What  capacity  are  the  boilers? 

A.  They  are  to  be  each  of  the  capacity  to  run  the  larger  twelve- 
million  engine,  so  that  they  will,  at  a  very  slow  fire,  and  under 
easy  work,  run  both  engines,  or  they  would,  if  forced  as  boilers 
usually  are,  ordinarily  furnish  steam  for  engines  of  over  thirty- 
millions'  capacity.  That  matter  was  talked  over  with  Mr.  Wight- 
man,  as  I  say  in  my  communication.  He  had  no  idea  how  much 
water  would  be  required  in  this  district,  and  he  wanted  me  to  put 
in  engines  to  do  that  work,  and  have  an  ample  margin  besides. 
Of  course  the  boilers  had  to  be  put  in  under  the  same  conditions. 

Mr.  Nettleton. — You  say  that  the  difference  of  $15,000  be- 
tween the  engine  furnished  at  Boston  and  the  engines  furnished 
at  Hyde  Park  and  New  Bedford  is  less  than  the  amount  you  lost 
on  New  Bedford? 

A.  I  do  not  know  the  exact  figures.  I  have  mentioned  here  in 
my  communication  what  we  would  be  willing  to  furnish  a  nine- 
million  engine  for  with  boilers,  —  S36,000. 

Q.  You  did  furnish  one  to  New  Bedford  for  $21,000? 
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A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  A  fair  price  woulrl  have  been  what? 

A.  Something  over  $36,000.  That  boiler  is  not  an  expensive 
one,  and  I  cannot  say  what  it  woiihl  cost ;  but  a  fair  pri(;e  for  that 
engine  alone,  1  should  sa}',  would  be  $36,000.  I  should  not  want 
to  make  a  contract  for  less. 

Q.  Of  course  you  expect  to  make  a  good  profit? 

A.  I  always  expect  to. 

Q.  And  on  $21,000  you  say  there  was  an  actual  loss? 

A.  Yes,  sir ;  there  was  an  actual  loss.  We  did  not  consider 
the  question  of  cost  at  that  time.  We  asked  them  only  what  we 
thought  they  would  pay  us.  We  had  reason  to  think,  from  the 
knowledge  of  what  engines  were  needed,  that  that  price  would 
be  acceptable  to  them,  and,  as  I  say,  we  would  have  been  glad 
to  have  put  it  in  as  a  gift  rather  tlian  not  to  have  sold  it,  in  order 
to  have  the  advantage  of  the  location. 

Q.  I  was  only  thinking  that  if. there  was  that  loss  on  the  New 
Bedford  engine  you  were  losing  money  on  the  Boston  engine, 
according  to  your  view  ? 

A.  I  consider  the  question  of  profit  and  loss  in  every  such 
transaction. 

Mr.  Miller.  —  Please  give  the  advantages  of  economy  of  the 
Boston  engine  over  the  Hyde  Park  engine.    Did  you  state  that? 

A.  The  whole  matter  of  the  diflTerence  in  economy  of  the 
engines  was  carefully  discussed  ;  but  it  was  not  necessary  to  dis- 
cuss it  at  great  length  with  the  engineers,  because  they  understood 
it.  They  understand  the  diffeience  between  high  and  low  dut}' 
engines,  and  that  did  not  have  to  be  explained  to  them. 

Q.  Do  you  know  a  manufacturer  tliat  will  build  engines  of  nine- 
teen-millions'  capacity,  with  one  hundred-million  duty,  and  with 
boilers,  for  the  sum  of  S106,000  that  will  compare  with  this  en- 
gine of  Boston  with  one-hundred-millions'  duty? 

A.  There  never  has  been  such  a  contract  to  my  knowledge.  I 
do  not  know  of  any  such  engines  as  we  consider  ought  to  be  com- 
pared with  the  Boston  engines.  Of  course  there  are  manufact- 
urers who  come  here  and  claim  that  they  can  do  a  great  deal 
more  than  anybody  else  for  a  great  deal  less  money  than  an3'body 
else  charges  ;  but  they  have  not  been  successful  in  their  machines. 
I  am  speaking  of  first-class  manufacturers,  whose  engines  have  a 
reputation. 

Q.  Those  figures  of  the  cost  in  other  ,  places  are  in  your 
statement? 

A.  I  have  given  a  statement  of  the  cost  of  representative 
engines  of  one-hundred-millions'  duty  throughout  the  countrj-. 

Mr.  Nettleton.  —  In  the  case  of  the  Worthington  engine  which 
was  set  up  at  Elm  wood  station,  were  not  the  boilers  furnished  there 
which  you  were  to  get  in  exchange? 

A.  Yes,  sir.    I  think  we  furnished  the  upright  boiler. 

Q.  What  was  the  price  of  that  boiler? 

A.  I  do  not  remember.  That  was  a  long  while  ago,  seven  or 
eight  years  ago.

Q.  How  did  that  boiler  compare  in  size  and  valne  with  the 
boilers  for  which  you  charge  $25,000? 

A.  It  was  very  much  smaller,  and  was  an  upright  boiler,  and 
not  of  as  economical  form  as  this  boiler.  These  boilers  are  to 
carry  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  pounds,  and  are  specially  manu- 
factured for  that  purpose. 

Q.  Is  not  the  boiler  that  3'ou  are  to  furnish  for  the  smaller 
ensfines  about  the  same  as  the  boiler  for  the  Elmwood 
station  ? 

A.  No,  sir  ;  it  is  a  much  larger  boiler,  and  is  built  of  a  different 
quality  of  material,  and  is  much  more  expensive.  Of  course  we 
would  take  that  boiler  back.  Everybody  who  has  had  any  ex- 
perience in  the  sale  of  boilers  knows  that  it  is  ver}'  difficult  to 
sell  second-hand  boilers.  In  fact,  it  is  not  worth  the  freight  from 
here  to  New  York,  unless  we  can  utilize  it  there. 

Q.  You  do  not  remember  whether  the  contract  price  for  the 
boilers  at  Elmvvood  Station  was  about  $3,500? 

A.  I  do  not  remember  what  the  price  was.  I  only  know  it  was 
a  cheap  form  of  construction  and  an  upright  boiler. 

Q.  Do  you  build  the  boilers  yourself? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Of  whom  do  yon  get  them  ? 

A.  We  contracted  for  them  with  Cunningham,  of  Boston. 

Q.  What  was  the  contract  price? 

A.  I  don't  remember  what  the  contract  price  was. 

Q.  Was  it  not  $3,500? 

A.  It  may  have  been  so.  Of  course  that  includes  the  shell. 
We  have  to  put  in  all  the  attachments  and  settings,  and  put  in  the 
feeders. 

Q.  You  have  not  that  contract  with  you  ? 
A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Then  the  difference  between  the  cojitract  price,  $3,500,  and 
$25,000  charged  to  the  city  for  the  boilers,  is  what? 

A.  It  is  the  difference  between  the  work  we  have  to  do  on  the 
boilers  at  our  works  and  the  cost  to  ihe  manufacturer  of  the 
boilers.  Generally,  in  our  estimates  for  boilers,  we  have  found 
that  we  have  a  certain  multiplier  for  horse-power  for  boileis,  and 
that,  we  have  found  by  experience,  covers  such  profit  as  we  think 
we  are  entitled  to  make  on  boiler-work.  The  responsibilit}'  for 
them  is  carried,  and  covers  the  price. 

Q.  Now,  if  the  Boston  Water  Board  had  gone  to  Mr.  Cunning- 
ham, is  there  any  reason  why  they  could  not  get  them  for  the  same 
price? 

A.  There  is  no  reason  why  they  could  not  get  them  at  the  same 
price,  and  if  they  could  do  the  same  work  you  would  save  some 
money,  but  they  would  have  had  to  take  some  responsibility.  But, 
at  the  same  time,  unless  we  furnish  the  boilers,  we  don't  propose 
to  guarantee  the  engines.  The  responsibility  for  the  boiler  would 
be  upon  the  engineer  of  Boston. 

Q.  You  take  the  boilers  from  Mr.  Cunningham,  and  set  them 
up? 

A.  We  set  them  up  and  put  in  the  attachments  and  flue  con- 
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neclions,  and  feed  water-heater.  In  regard  to  that  item  of  feed 
water-heater  we  propose  to  furnish  such  a  one  as  is  now  in  use  at 
the  improved  sewerage  pumping-station,  and  has  been  found  to  be 
good.  That  heater  will  cost  us  for  each  boiler  over  $2,500,  which 
is  in  itself  quite  an  item. 

Q.  How  much  would  the  entire  additional  cost  of  that  contract 
price  that  you  pay  to  Mr.  Cunningham  be? 

A.  The  amount  would  be  the  difference  between  that  and 
$25,000. 

Q.   How  much  of  that  would  be  profit? 

A.  It  would  be  what  we  consider  a  fair  profit  for  that  kind  of 
work.  I  cannot  sa}'^  exactly,  without  going  over  the  items,  what 
we  consider  the  actual  cost  of  those  attachments  to  be  and  the 
value  of  our  supervision  and  guarantee. 

Q.  How  came  this  contract  to  embrace  the  boilers,  inasmuch  as 
they  are  to  be  set  up  in  Boston,  and  the  engines  are  to  be  manu- 
factured in  New  York? 

A.  Because  that  is  usual  in  dealing  with  high-duty  requirements. 
It  places  the  responsibility  for  the  success  of  the  whole  plant  upon 
the  contractor. 

Q.  Had  you  any  understanding  with  Mr.  Cunningham  in  re- 
gard to  tlie  making  of  the  boilers? 

A.  No,  sir,  we  did  not.  As  I  say,  we  have  found  in  our  expe- 
rience that  we  can  cover  the  cost  of  those  things  with  a  sufficient 
maigin  of  profit  by  using  a  multiplier  for  the  horse-power  which  we 
deem  sufficient. 

Q.   Has  Mr.  Cunningham  furnished  you  with  any  other  boilers? 

A.  Yes,  sir ;  he  has  furnished  us  with  boilers  for  twenty-five 
years,  at  about  $50,000  a  year.  We  have  bought  most  of  our 
boilers  from  him. 

The  Chairman.  —  Any  other  questions  to  be  asked  of  Mr. 
Worthington? 

Mr.  RosNOSKY. — In  connection  with  this  pumping  matter, 
from  whom  did  you  first  receive  information,  —  Mr.  Wightman  or 
the  Water  Board  ? 

A.  Fiom  Mr.  Wightman,  first.  I  had  several  interviews  with 
him,  and  he  visited  the  works  and  talked  over  the  requirements  of 
the  service.  Before  the  contract  was  signed  he  died,  and  his  suc- 
cessor came  there. 

Q.   The  present  Cit}'  Engineer? 

A.   Mr.  Brackett  was  the  one. 

Mr.  Simmons.  —  Whether  or  no  there  is  any  other  concern  in  the 
country  that  makes  the  Worthington  engine? 

A.  Yes,  sir ;  there  are  a  number  of  concerns  that  are  making 
what  they  call  the  Worthington  engine,  the  duplex  engine  ;  but 
none  of  them  have  the  right  to  use  this  attachment.  The  engines 
that  the}'  make  will  perform  an  annual  dut}'  not  exceeding  sixty 
millions. 

Q.  Whether  or  no  any  other  concern  in  the  country  has  a  right 
to  make  an  engine  such  as  you  have  now  contracted  for  the  city 
of  Boston? 

A.  No,  sir  ;  we  control  that  absolutely. 
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Q.  So  that  the  engine  that  Mr.  Wightman  recommended  to  the 
Board,  and  which  he  examined,  could  only  be  purchased  of  your 
house  ? 

^4.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Whether  or  no  you  remember  the  fact  that  3'ou  made  a  writ- 
ten proposal  to  the  members  of  the  Water  Board,  with  Mr.  Cheney 
and  Mr.  Brackett  present  at  your  office  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Whether  you  remember  the  fact  that  you  were  asked,  specifi- 
cally-, with  regard  to  the  price,  and  you  made  a  positive  statement 
to  the  effect  that  it  was  the  only  price  that  you  could  make,  and  if 
3-0U  were  to  make  a  public  bid  for  such  an  engine  you  would  not 
vary  3'our  tei  ms? 

A.  That  is  true.    I  stated  that  as  a  fact. 

Q.  Whether  or  no  Dr.  Blake  asked  you,  as  has  been  asked  you 
here,  whether  you  had  agreed  to  pay,  or  had  promised  to  pay,  any 
commissions,  and  whether  you  stated  that  you  dealt  directly  with 
the  Water  Board,  and  nobody  else? 

A.  Those  questions  were  asked  me,  and  I  made  those  state- 
ments. 

Q.  Were  you  present  at  the  conversation  I  had  with  Mr.  Davis, 
in  your  front  office,  just  after  the  contract  was  concluded? 
A.  Yes,  sir,  I  was  there  and  heard  him. 

Q.  Do  3'ou  remember  what  Mr.  Davis,  the  former  city  engineer 
of  Boston,  stated? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  generally. 

Q.  Please  state  it  to  the  committee. 

A.  You  said  you  had  just  closed  an  order  for  a  Worthington 
high-duty  engine  for  the  city  of  Boston,  and  asked  if  he  approved 
that,  and  he  said  that  if  he  was  the  engineer  in  the  city  of  Boston 
he  would  have  recommended  that  you  do  the  same  thing,  and  he 
would  have  done  the  same  thing.  You  asked  him  whether  he  con- 
sidered it  the  best  engine  in  the  world,  and  he  said  he  considered 
that  a  broad  question,  and  he  would  only  say  he  was  satisfied  that 
it  would  do  all  that  we  claimed  for  it. 

Q.  Who  was  present  at  the  time  the  contract  was  made,  besides 
the  members  of  the  Water  Board,  if  you  remember? 

A,  At  the  time  the  contract  was  signed  ? 

Q.  At  the  time  the  contract  was  made,  —  at  the  time  your  origi- 
nal proposition  was  made? 

A.  1  don't  remember.  I  think  Mr.  Cheney,  Mr.  Brackett, 
Dr.  Blake,  and  yourself,  and  I  think  Capt.  Johnson,  were 
present. 

Q.  And  Mr.  Hobbs? 

A.  Mr.  Hobbs,  yes,  sir. 

Q.  Had  Mr.  Wightman  been  there  and  examined  your  engine 
several  times? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  And  before  you  saw  the  Water  Board  ? 
A,  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Nettleton.  —  You  speak  of  Mr.  Davis'  statement.  As  I 
understand  it,  nothing  was  said  at  the  time  of  that  conversation 
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between  Mr.  Simmons,  and  Mr.  Davis,  and  3-ourself,  in  regard  to 
the  price  paid  for  tlie  engines? 
A.  Not  that  I  remember. 

Q.  So  that  he  did  not  know  wlietherit  was  $50,000  or  $106,000? 
A.  No,  sir  ;  he  said  he  would  do  the  same  thing  under  tlie  same 
circumstances. 

Q.  He  meant  he  would  buy  your  engine  ? 
A.  I  don't  know  what  he  meant. 

Q.  You  don't  understand  tliat  he  approved  the  contract  for 
$110,000? 

A.  I  did  not  understand  him  to  approve  tlie  contract,  but  I 
understand  he  would  have  approved  it  had  he  understood  the  price. 

Q.  Is  not  that  rather  a  broad  construction  to  put  upon  his 
words  ? 

A.  I  know  that  Mr.  Davis  knows  the  vakie  of  one-huiidred- 
raillion  duty  engines,  and  1  knew  he  would  think  that  price  was 
low. 

Q.  But  I  do  not  think  it  quite  a  fair  statement  to  say  that  Mr. 
Davis  would  approve  the  price  when  he  simpl}'  said  he  thought  it 
was  a  good  thing  to  get  the  Worthington  engine? 

A.  I  was  only  stating  what  he  said. 

Mr.  Simmons.  —  I  don't  understand  that  any  price  was  men- 
tioned. 

Mr.  Worthington.  —  No  price  was  mentioned. 
Mr.  Nettleton.  —  I  believe  that  eighty  per  cent,  of  the  price  to 
be  paid  before  the  engines  were  set  up? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Is  it  usual  for  so  large  a  sum  to  be  paid  before  the  engines 
are  set  up? 

A.  It  is  usual  to  have  somewhat  more.  Our  practice  has  been 
in  a  large  majority  of  our  contracts  to  exact  something  more  than 
that.  Sometimes,  where  engines  are  not  very  expensive,  —  where 
we  were  requested  as  a  favor  to  put  up  the  engine,  —  we  sometimes 
allowed  the  amount  to  remain  for  a  year ;  but  in  such  large  con- 
tracts as  this  it  is  our  practice  to  have  an  amount  exceeding  eighty 
per  cent,  paid  before  the  engines  are  set  up.  In  the  case  of  the 
city  of  Boston  sewage  engines  monthly  estimates  were  made  to  the 
amount  of  eighty-five  per  cent,  of  the  value  of  tijie  work  then  done  ; 
but  we  had  so  much  money  to  expend  in  this  matter  upon  our 
work  and  patterns  we  thought  it  best  to  have  partial  payments. 

Mr.  Simmons.  —  Did  you  furnish  the  sewage  engines? 

A.  We  furnished  two  of  them. 

Q.  Were  they  high-duty  engines? 

A.  No,  sir;  but  the  engines  we  now  propose  to  furnish  are 
engines  of  the  same  economy  as  those  purchased  of  Mr.  Quintard 
at  that  time. 

Q.  What  was  the  cost  of  those  engines? 

A.  I  think  those  Quintard  engines  cost  $230,000  without 
foundations. 

Mr.  RosNOSKY.  —  What  was  j'our  price  ? 

A.  One  hundred  thousand  dollars  for  two.  Ours  were  low-duty 
engines. 
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Q.  Those  were  without  boilers? 
A,  Without  boilers. 

Q.  And  they  were  contracted  for  by  Mr  Davis? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  And  without  this  improvement  upon  them? 

A.  Yes,  sir.  There  was  no  competition  in  that  work.  In  fact 
11  is  not  customary  where  our  work  is  thorough!}'  understood,  and 
where  the  ])arties  are  acquainted  with  the  firm,  to  put  us  to  the 
same  competition  that  3"ou  would  ordinarily  do  in  such  cases. 

The  Chairman.  — Any  other  questions  in  regard  to  this  matter 
to  be  asked  of  Mr.  Worthington  ? 

Mr.  Nettleton.  — Under  the  contract  where  were  the  boilers  to 
be  delivered  b}^  Mr.  Cunningham  ? 

A.  At  the  pumping-station,  where  they  are  to  be  set  up. 

Mr.  Miller.  —  Do  you  know  how  the  engineers  justified  the 
payment  of  $230,000  for  the  other,  and  only  $100,000  for  yours? 

A.  In  the  diflerence  in  the  economy  of  the  engines  in  respect  to 
duty. 

Mr.  Lanphear.  —  Does  the  cit}'  of  Boston  furnish  the  founda- 
tion for  the  boilers  and  engines  out  here  at  Fisher  Hill? 
A.  That  is  in  the  contract,  they  furnish  the  foundations. 
Q.  And  the  sub-foundations  for  the  boilers  and  engines? 
A.   If  that  is  stated  in  the  contract. 

Q.  I  understood  you  to  say  you  furnished  the  foundations  a  lit- 
tle while  ago? 

A.   No,  sir,  I  did  not  say  so. 

Q.  Does  Cunningham  furnish  only  the  shell  of  the  boiler? 
A.  That  is  all. 

Q.  You  do  not  set  them  up  or  anything? 
A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Haven't  you  any  idea  what  you  could  get  for  those  boilers  ; 
what  those  boilers  would  be  worth,  everything  set  up  and  com- 
plete ? 

A.  No,  sir ;  we  would  not  allow  any  other  people  to  set  them 
up  all  complete.  Where  we  are  responsible  for  the  work  we  do  it 
ourselves. 

Q.  Had  you  ever  built  an  engine  like  those  sewage  engines? 
A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  It  was  something  new,  then? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Have  you  ever  built  anything  like  them  since? 
A.  No,  sir  ;  there  is  no  call  for  it. 
Q.  The  valve  motion  was  not  a  perfect  success,  there? 
A.  Entirely  so  ;  it  has  proved  excellent. 

Mr.  RosNOSKY.  —  Did  not  the  engines  at  the  sewage  pumping- 
works  work  well? 

A.  Very  good  ;  the  valve  motion  is  satisfactory. 

Q.  And  you  have  had  no  order  to  take  them  out? 

A.  The}'  have  worked  satisfactorily.  We  would  do  the  same 
thing  to-morrow. 

Mr.  Lanphear.  —  How  is  it  at  Cincinnati? 
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A.  Two  engines  of  about  twenty-five  millions  each  ;  the  horse- 
power is  only  about  half. 

Q.  Larger  engines  than  those? 
A.  No,  sir,  smaller. 

Q.  Smaller  than  the  ten-million  engine  here? 

A.  No,  sii:,  larger.  Tiie  pump  is  twenty-five  millions.  The 
engine  is  of  a  larger  power  than  the  one  here  at  this  station.  The 
pump  is  larger  in  the  sewage  station,  but  the  engine  is  larger  at 
this  station  tlian  at  the  sewage  station. 

Q.  Then  it  has  double  the  capacity  of  this  one  for  $50,000? 

A.  Yes,  sir.  That  is  twenty-five  feet  high,  and  this  is  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty-five  feet  high.  It  is  the  horse-power  engine  that 
makes  this  cost,  and  not  so  much  the  pumping  capacity. 

Q.  Then  the  horse-power  engine,  compared  with  the  ten-million 
engine  at  Hyde  Pariv,  should  cost  a  great  deal  more  than  this  one? 

A.  No,  sir ;  because  it  is  for  low-steam  pressure. 

Q.  That  is  fourteen  inches  larger  in  diameter.  Of  course  the 
horse-power  makes  the  power? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  but  for  lower  steam. 

Q.  Is  it  one  hundred  pounds  pressure  out  there? 

A.  No,  sir,  eighty-five. 

.Q.  Did  you  contract  for  eight3^-five  pounds? 
A.  No,  sir,  the}^  did  not  give  it. 

Q.  You  contracted  for  one  hundred  pounds  pressure  of  steam  at 
Boston  ? 

A.  No,  sir,  one  hundred  and  twenty-five. 

Mr.  Nettleton.  —  Who  furnished  the  boiler  for  the  New  Bed- 
ford engine? 

A.  The  Corliss  Steam  Engine  Company. 
Q.  What  was  the  price  in  that  case  ? 

A,  I  think  about  ^1,200  for  everything  set  up.  They  furnished 
all  the  attachments. 

Q.  How  did  that  boi^^r  correspond  Mdth  the  boilers  necessary 
for  the  Boston  engines? 

A.  It  is  an  upright  boiler,  and  requires  no  setting.  It  is  a  very 
cheap  boiler.  That  is  one  of  the  reasons  why  it  is  sometimes  pro- 
vided. 

Q.  How  about  the  size? 

A.  It  is  of  a  much  lower  power.  The  difference  is  that  we  furnish 
two  boilers  capable  of  supplying  steam  for  two  fifteen-million 
engines,  and  there  they  have  one  upright  boiler,  capable  of  sup- 
plying one  five-million  engine. 

Q.  You  set  the  boilers  at  New  Bedford? 

A.  No,  sir,  the  boiler  did  not  require  setting.    They  are  wheeled 
into  the  room  and  do  not  require  any  setting. 
Q.  How  about  the  Hyde  Park  contract? 

A.  We  did  not  get  the  contract  there.  There  was  no  estimate 
for  boilers  called  for. 

Mr.  Lanphear,  —  Did  you  guarantee  the  duty  at  New  Bed- 
ford of  one  hundred  million  gallons  with  one  hundred  pounds  of 
steam  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 
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Q.  With  that  style  of  boiler? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Is  that  the  style  of  boiler  that  is  to  come  here? 
A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Will  it  not  answer  the  purpose  just  as  well? 
A.  No,  sir;  because  here  we  require  a  great  deal  better  duty. 
Probably  we  will  get  one  hundred  and  twenty  millions. 
Q.  You  never  have  got  one  hundred  yet? 
A.  Yes,  sir,  a  great  deal  more  than  that. 
Q.  At  your  works? 
A.  Yes,  sii-. 

Mr.  Lanphear.  —  On  paper. 

The  Chairman.  — Any  other  questions  to  be  asked  of  any  other 
gentlemen  ? 

Examination  of  William  A.  Simmons,  formerly  Chairman  of 
THE  Water  Board. 

William  A.  Simmons  took  the  stand  and  was  sworn. 

Mr.  Simmons.  —  I  suppose,  Mr.  Chairman,  you  simply  want  me 
to  state  briefly  my  connection  with  this  matter.  On  December  31, 
1884,  Mr.  Henry  M.  Wightman,  then  the  engineer  of  the  Boston 
Water  Board,  addressed  a  letter  to  the  Board,  in  which  occurred 
this  paragraph  (Reading)  :  — 

Third.  The  Board  should  determine  the  type  of  puraping-engine  it  will 
use,  as  such  determination  is  necessary  before  plans  of  the  pumping-station 
can  be  made.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  Improved  Worthington  engine 
will  prove  the  most  advantageous  for  the  city ;  and  as  a  three-million  engine 
of  this  type  is  running  at  the  Worthington  Pump  Works  in  New  York,  it 
would  be  advisable  for  the  Board  to  examine, this  engine  before  any  decision 
is  made. 

That  was  the  first  intimation  that  the  former  Board  had  with 
reference  to  pumping-engines. 

Without  going  through  the  vai'ious  details  of  the  matter  I  will 
state  that  the  Board  authorized  Mr.  Wightman  to  visit  New  York, 
Philadelphia,  and  such  other  places  as  in  his  judgment  might  be 
necessary  foi-  the  purpose  of  examining  the  various  types  of 
engines,  and  either  confirming  or  withdrawing  from  the  judgment 
which  he  had  expressed  in  this  letter  of  December  31.  I  need 
not  say  that  no  member  of  the  Board  knew  anything  about  pump- 
ing-engines. Members  of  the  Water  Board,  as  members  of  the 
Water  Board  ordinarily  go,  are  not  experts  in  that  direction,  or 
have  not  been  for  the  last  eight  or  ten  years,  and  the  last  Board 
was  not  an  exception  to  that  rule.  We  relied  entirely  upon  the 
engineer  of  the  Board.  The  Board  went  with  Mr.  Wightman  to 
New  York,  and  visited  the  engine-works  of  Mr.  Worthington,  and 
met  Mr.  Worthington.  The  examination  that  I  made  of  the 
engines,  and  the  examination  that  Messrs.  Blake  and  Hobbs 
made,  I  presume  did  not  enlighten  us  a  great  deal,  for  we  know 
nothing  about  engines.  We  stood  and  heard  what  Mr.  Wightman 
had  to  sa}'.    We  had  absolute,  unquestioned  confidence  in  his 
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judgment.  Knowing  him  to  be  the  engineer  of  the  Board,  we 
took  what  he  said  should  be  done.  That  is  the  reason  why  the 
Board,  in  the  very  outset,  made  up  its  mind  upon  the  basis  of  this 
letter  —  which  was  written  within  a  fortnight  after  the  appropria- 
tion pnssed  —  that  the  Worthington  engine  was  the  best  engine  for 
ns  to  purchase,  unless  the  subsequent  examination  of  Mr.  Wight- 
man  caused  him  to  change  his  opinion.  I  went  with  Mr.  Wight- 
man  personally  to  Philadelphia,  and  I  think  that  Messrs.  Hobbs 
and  Blake  did  tiie  same,  and  we  inspected  all  the  pumping- 
engines  used  in  that  city,  and  also  in  New  York  and  Brooklyn. 
Mr.  Wightman  stated  to  me  that  he  had  conferred  with  Joseph  P. 
Davis,  the  city  engineer,  under  whom  he  had  formerly  served, 
and  with  Mr.  Leavitt,  —  in  whose  judgment  he  had  great  confi- 
dence, saying  that  he  was  the  greatest  hydraulic  engineer  in  the 
country,  —  and  that  they  both  had  agreed  as  to  the  extraordinary 
qualities  of  this  Worthington  engine.  That  judgment  was  after- 
wards confirmed  by  Mr.  Davis  in  answer  to  questions  b}'  me,  as 
stated  by  Mr.  Worthington  in  answer  to  questions  by  Colonel 
Nettleton.  That  was  the  governing  reason  why  the  Board  de- 
cided to  put  in  a  Worthington  engine. 

Before  we  reached  the  pnrchase  of  the  engine  we  followed 
the  course  indicated  in  Mr.  Wightman's  letter,  and  took  up  the 
matters  mentioned  therein,  which  I  need  not  mention  here,  except 
to  say,  first,  the  pipe;  second,  the  reservoir  site;  third,  the 
pumping-engines  ;  fourth,  the  plans  for  such  portions  of  the  work 
as  were  to  be  done  b}'  contract  and  days'  labor  ;  and  we  acted  upon 
them. 

When  we  were  talking  upon  the  matters  relating  to  the  high- 
service  Mr.  Wightman  said  —  and  I  give  you  his  language  as  near 
as  I  can  remember  it  —  that  there  was  only  one  way  to  get  the 
engine  we  wanted  ;  that  these  pump-makers  were  a  clannish  set, 
and  would  make  a  gieat  row  if  we  did  not  act  to  suit  them.  But 
he  said  that  the  Worthington  engine  was  the  best  in  the  world, 
and  that  the  city  of  Boston  wanted  it.  I  talked  with  Mr.  Wight- 
man  before  he  died  as  to  the  manner  of  purchasing  this  engine. 
As  I  said,  after  we  had  made  up  our  minds  to  get  the  Worthing- 
ton engine,  if  it  could  be  got  for  what  we  believed  to  be  right  and 
fair,  Mr.  Wightman  suggested  one  plan  and  I  suggested  another. 
The  plan  that  Mr.  Wightman  suggested  was  the  one  subsequently 
agreed  upon  by  the  Board  and  adopted.  The  plan  1  suggested 
was  to  advertise  for  a  Worthington  engine,  of  the  invention  of 
this  gentleman  here.  I  did  not  then  know  who  was  the  inventor. 
Mr.  Wightman  said  that  that  would  bring  every  pump-man  upon 
our  backs,  and  that  nobody  could  bid  upon  it  except  Mr.  Worth- 
ington. 1  said,  ''If  that  is  the  engine  we  want,  and  that  is  the 
best  engine  in  the  world,  and  you  recommend  it  offlciall}^,  I 
don't  see  any  objection  to  taking  that  plan."  Mr.  Wightman 
then  suggested  that  we  address  a  letter  to  the  City  Govern- 
ment, asking  them  to  give  us  the  privilege  of  exchanging  all 
the  machinery  which  would  become  useless,  for  new  machinery 
such  as  we  wanted,  and  in  that  way  we  could  go  on  and  get 
the  character  of  machinery  and  engines  that  we  desired.  This 
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was  in  the  general  talk,  prior  to  making  any  arrangements. 
After  Mr.  Wightman's  death,  when  the  matter  came  up,  I  called 
upon  Mr.  Nettleton,  the  Corporation  Counsel,  and  stated  to  him 
what  we  wanted  to  do.  T  do  not  undertake  to  repeat  the  conver- 
sation exactly,  but  I  said,  in  substance,  that  what  we  wanted  to  do 
was  to  effect  the  exchange  of  machinery  and  engines,  etc.,  that 
we  did  not  need  to  use  for  those  that  we  did  want.  I  do  not 
remember  whether  I  stated  that  we  wanted  a  peculiar  type  of 
engine  ;  but  I  am  sure  1  did  not  state  anything  with  reference  to 
the  peculiar  type  of  engine,  because  we  had  not  reached  that 
point.  The  plan  was  suggested,  —  it  may  be  that  he  suggested 
it  himself;  but,  at  any  rate,  I  stated  the  talk  that  I  had  had 
with  Mr.  Wightman,  and  the  colonel  said  the  best  way  to  do  that 
was  to  address  a  letter  to  the  City  Council,  in  order  to  obtain  the 
necessary  authority.  My  object  in  addressing  that  letter  to  the 
City  Government  was  from  having  in  view  the  city  ordinance  which 
required  an  advertisement  upon  any  contract  where  the  estimated 
cost  was  over  $10,000.  The  result  of  that  talk,  as  expressed 
upon  our  records,  was  that  this  letter  was  sent  to  the  City  Govern- 
ment. I  do  not  know  that  it  is  in  here,  but  such  was  the  result 
of  the  letter,  and  the  order  authorizing  the  exchange  was  passed 
by  the  City  Government.  The  record  of  the  Water  Board  shows 
that  it  was  voted  that  a  communication  be  sent  to  the  City 
Council  asking  for  authority  to  exchange  such  of  the  present  high- 
service  pumping-engines  and  machinery  as  are  of  insufficient 
capacity  for  those  of  the  capacity  required  by  the  plans  and  esti- 
mates for  the  new  high-service  works,  etc.  Upon  that  order  of 
the  Board,  which  was  passed  April  13,  1885,  I  addressed  this 
letter  to  the  City  Council :  — 

Boston  Water  Board  Office, 

Boston,  April  13,  1885. 

To  the  Honorable  City  Council:  — 

Gentlemen  :  —  The  plans  for  the  extension  of  high-service,  as  drafted  by 
ex-City  Engineer  Joseph  P.  Davis,  and  the  late  City  Engineer,  Henry  M. 
Wightman,  require  the  establishment  of  a  new  pumping-station  at  Chestnut 
Hill  of  larger  capacity  than  the  present  one  at  the  Highlands,  and  the  discon- 
tinuance of  the  latter.  Mr.  Wightman,  after  a  careful  examination  of  the 
matter,  concluded  that  it  would  be  advantageous  to  the  city  to  exchange,  if 
possible,  the  small  engines  now  in  use  for  the  larger  ones  required  in  the  ex- 
tension of  the  high-service,  and  so  recommended  to  the  Board.  We  therefore 
ask  that  the  Water  Board  be  authorized  to  exchange  such  pumping-engines 
and  machinery  as  are  inadequate,  or  of  insulRcient  capacity,  for  those  of  the 
capacity  required  by  the  plans  and  estimates  of  the  new  high-service  exten- 
sion. 

Boston  Water  Board, 

By  W.  A.  SIMMONS, 

Chairman. 

This  letter  went  to  the  City  Council,  and  the  Aldermen  passed 
the  order  with  which  30U  are  familiar,  on  the  same  day,  April  13, 
as  follows  :  — 

Ordered^  That  the  Water  Board  be  authorized  to  exchange  such 
pumping-engines  and  machiner}^  as  are  inadequate  or  of  insufficient 
capacity,  for  those  of  the  capacity  required  b}'  the  plans  and  ebti- 
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mates  of  the  new  high-service  extension,  the  expense  of  said  ex- 
change to  be  charged  to  the  appropriation  for  high-service  exten- 
sion. 

This  order  was  passed  by  the  Common  Council  at  tlie  next 
meeting,  and  was  approved  by  the  mayor  on  April  20,  1885. 

It  was  in  view  of  the  necessities  of  the  service  that  the  Water 
Board  took  that  action,  and  as  the  result  of  that  action  the  con- 
tract was  made  with  the  Messrs.  Worthino^ton,  or  the  firm  of  Henry 
R.  Worthington  &  Co.,  of  New  York.  The  time  of  making  that 
contract  was  just  after  the  death  of  Mr.  Wightman,  I  think.  Dr. 
Blake,  Mr.  Hobbs,  and  myself,  representing  the  Water  Board,  and 
Mr.  Cheney  and  Mr.  Bragkett,  representing  the  Engineer's  de- 
partment, went  to  New  Yonc.  Mr.  Jackson  at  that  time  was  very 
sick  at  home,  and  unable  to  go.  The  whole  matter  was  discussed, 
as  stated  by  Mr  Worthington.  I  did  not  know  a  gi-eat  deal  about 
the  price.  T  only  knew  that  the  engineers  of  the  city  of  Boston, 
in  whom  the  Water  Board  had  unquestioned  confidence,  had 
specifically  recommended  that  this  was  the  engine  that  we  wanted, 
and  he  had  given  it  his  personnl  examination.  I  knew  that  Joseph 
P.  Davis,  in  whom  the  people  of  this  city  and  Mr.  Wightman  had 
unquestioned  confidence,  and  Mr.  Leavitt,  recommended  the 
engine.  It  had  been  stated  to  me,  and  I  verified  it  in  New  York, 
that  the  house  of  Henr}'  R.  Worthington  was  one  of  the  most  re- 
sponsible and  honorable  houses  in  this  country.  In  order  to  make 
things  absolutely  certain,  every  question  in  reference  to  price,  and 
the  character  of  the  machinery,  and  everything  else  was  considered. 
We  believed  in  the  responsibility  and  lionor  of  the  house ;  we 
believed  that  it  was  the  engine  that  Boston  wanted  ;  we  had  un- 
doul)ted  confidence  in  Mr.  Worthington's  integrity,  and  in  the 
integrit}'  of  the  proposition  he  made  ;  we  had  unquestioned  confi- 
dence in  our  engineers,  and  we  made  the  contract  in  good  faith. 
If  Mr.  Worthington  charged  us  an  excessive  price,  then  lie  took 
advantage  of  us,  and  the  fault  is  not  his,  but  ours.  We  did  all 
we  could  to  secure  the  best  engines  for  this  service,  and  Joseph  P. 
Davis  said  to  us  in  regard  to  the  engine,  and  his  exact  huiguage 
was, —  I  treasure  it  in  my  mind,  because  I  had  great  confidence  in 
his  scientific  judgment,  —  that,  "  Were  I  engineer  for  the  city  of 
Boston,  knowing  what  I  do  in  regard  to  the  wants  of  your  high-ser- 
vice, I  should  have  purchased  this  engine  above  all  others."  That 
Mr.  Davis  said  to  me  in  the  presence  of  Mr.  Worthington,  and  Mr. 
Wightman  said  that  Mr.  Davis  had  stated  the  same  thing  to  him, 
substantially,  and  Mr.  Biackett  told  me  that  Mr.  Davis  had  stated 
substantially  the  same  thing,  and  Mr.  Leavitt  reatfirmed  it.  That 
is  the  historv  of  the  contract,  so  far  as  the  Boston  Water  Board  is 
concerned.  I  know  of  nothing  I  can  sa}^  further  to  enlighten  the 
committee,  other  than  what  I  have  said. 

The  Chairman.  —  You  made  the  statement  that  Mr.  Wightman 
was  the  first  man  to  suggest  that  you  go  to  the  City  Govern- 
ment? 

A.  In  the  talk  that  we  had,  as  I  remember  it,  Mr.  Wightman 
suggested  that  plan  as  the  best  way.  I  thought  that  was  his  sug- 
gestion.   I  suggested  the  advertising  openly  after  the  thing  we 
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wanted,  and  he  objected  that  there  could  but  one  person  bid  upon 
it. 

Q.  You  did  not  intend  that  as  a  serious  proposition? 

A.  We  were  talking  informall}'  upon  the  subject  at  the  time.  I 
should  have  deferred  to  Mr.  Wightman's  judgment,  because  he 
was  more  familiar  with  the  matter  of  engines,  and  also  with  the 
business  of  the  city.  I  think  I  said  at  the  time  that  we  would  go 
around  to  see  Col.  Nettleton,  and  take  his  judgment,  not  with  re- 
gard to  the  specific  contract,  as  there  was  no  occasion  to  do  that, 
but  in  regard  to  the  method  of  reaching  the  particular  engines  we 
desired  lo  purchase.  We  went  to  the  City  Government  for  the  pur- 
pose of  waiving  the  specific  clause  of  the  ordinance  which  con- 
fined us  to  advertising  for  proposals  upon  a  contract  exceeding 
$10,000  in  cost.  Mr.  Wightman's  idea  was  that  we  would  get  rid 
of  the  old  plant  better  in  that  wa}',  as  it  was  of  no  use  to  us. 

Mr.  Nettleton. — You  contemplated  the  purchase  of  engines 
for  this  work  at  private  sale,  and  you  had  in  mind  Mr.  Worthing- 
ton's  engine? 

A.  No,  sir.  We  wanted  to  secure  the  engine  that  the  engineer 
had  recommended  as  the  best  engine,  and  had  recommended  that 
the  best  way  to  secure  that  was  to  exchange  engine  and  machinery 
that  we  did  not  want  for  engines  and  machiner}'  that  we  did  want. 

Q.  In  other  words,  at  the  time  you  sent  the  communication  to 
the  City  Government  you  had  made  up  your  mind  that  the  engine 
you  wanted  was  a  Worthington  engine? 

A.  We  had  always  been  of  that  opinion. 

Q.  And  you  were  bound  to  get  that  engine? 

A.  That  is  your  view. 

Q.  Your  desire  was  to  get  it  without  advertising  for  proposals, 
because  3'ou  did  not  suppose  anybody  could  build  it  except  the 
Worthingtons? 

A.  That  is  what  I  understood. 

Q.  Then,  if  your  mind  was  determined  upon  getting  the  Wor- 
thington engine,  and  you  knew  that  the  Worthingtons  were  the 
only  ones  you  could  get  it  from,  why  didn't  you  ask  the  City 
Government  for  leave  to  buy  a  Worthington  engine,  instead  of 
asking  leave  to  make  an  exchange? 

A.  That  is  just  what  we  did  not  want  to  do.  That  would  bring 
all  the  pump  and  engine  makers  dow^n  upon  us.  We  preferred, 
instead  of  having  those  gentlemen  on  the  backs  of  aldermen  and 
councilmen,  pushing  us,  we  desired  to  take  the  judgment  of  the 
engineer  of  the  city,  in  whom  we  believed,  instead  of  having  to 
undergo  this  pressure. 

Q.  It  was  a  pressure  to  be  exercised  upon  the  members  of  the 
City  Council? 

A.  And  upon  ourselves  as  well. 

Q.  In  case  it  was  known  you  made  the  application? 

A.  I  thought  it  was  a  very  wise  thing  to  do,  a  very  prudent 
business  operation,  not  to  state  publicl}"  what  he  wanted,  especially 
after  Mr.  Wightman  had  given  me  an  idea  of  the  jealous  character 
of  the  men  who  were  engaged  in  this  business.  As  you  see  by  his 
first  communication,  from  which  he  never  varied,  he  had  specifi- 
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cally  recommended  this  engine,  and  I  thought  it  decidedly  wise  to 
keep  the  army  of  people  off  our  backs,  because  it  would  onl}^  serve 
as  an  annoyance,  and  would  not  affect  our  judgment. 

Q.  This  contract  was  made  on  the  19th  of  May? 

A.  1  do  not  remember  the  date. 

Q.   (Referring  to  the  contract.)    Yes,  the  19th  of  May.  That 
was  after  the  death  of  Mr.  Wightmau? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.   Prior  to  his  death  had  he  gone  over  the  estimate  of  the  cost? 
A.  Well,  his  original  estimates  were  before  us  always. 
Q.  Those  were  embodied  in  one  appropriation  of  $766,000? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  But  was  there  any  specific  estimate  of  what  these  Worth- 
ington  engines  would  cost  during  his  lifetime? 

A.  I  had  no  talk  with  Mr.  Wightman  about  that.  We  had  not 
reached  that  stage  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

Q.  When  the  proposition  was  made  by  them  to  do  this  work, 
and  furnish  the  material,  for  $106,575,  they  to  have  the  old  en- 
gines, did  you  confer  with  any  engineer  or  engine  builder  in  regard 
to  the  piice,  before  you  made  the  contract? 

A.  We  had  two  engineers  with  us,  representing  the  c\ty  of 
Boston,  Mr.  Brackett  and  Mr.  Cheney.  We  did  a  great  deal  of 
figuring  there,  so  as  to  see  whether  we  could  come  within  our 
general  appropriation. 

Q.  Were  they  familiar  with  the  values  of  engines? 

A.  That  I  do  not  know. 

Q.  Did  you  confer  with  any  other  engine  builders  as  to  whether 
it  was  a  reasonable  price  or  not? 
A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  My  point  is  whether  you  accepted  the  proposition  made  by 
Mr.  Worthington  to  build  these  engines  for  the  price  named  in  the 
contract,  without  conferring  with  any  other  engine-builders? 

A.  We  conferred  with  no  other  engine-builders.  We  had  come 
to  the  conclusion  that  that  was  the  engine  we  wanted.  Nobody 
else  could  oive  it  to  us.  Takino^  as  we  believed  the  character  of 
the  house  of  Worthington  into  consideration,  and  the  statement  of 
Mr.  Wightman  before  us,  and  the  statement  of  Mr.  Worthington 
that  under  no  circumstances  would  he  make  any  proposition  differ- 
ent from  the  one  he  had  made,  and  that  being  the  engine  which 
we  had  determined  to  have,  we  accepted  his  proposition  without 
making  any  further  inquiry  than  arose  in  that  discussion  in  the 
presence  of  the  Board  and  the  engineers. 

Q.  Then  you  relied  upon  the  character  of  the  house  in  fixing 
the  price  which  they  gave  you  as  a  reasonable  and  proper  price  to 
be  paid  for, the  engines  to  be  furnished  by  them? 

A.  We  did  that  entirely  for  the  reason  that  we  were  talking 
with  the  man  who  invented  the  engine,  and  nobody  else  could  sell 
it  to  us,  and  as  the  one  who  had  produced  the  thing  we  wanted, 
and  which  was  patented,  and  his  price  was  the  price  we  expected 
to  have  to  pay. 

Q.  Really,  has  not  that  part  of  the  engine  which  was  patented, 
and  which  was  the  most  valuable,  become  public  property? 
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A.  No,  sir  ;  the  vital  part  of  it  was  his  property. 

Mr.  Nettleton. — Is  that  so,  Mr.  Worthington  — have  not  the 
vital  parts  of  the  engine  become  public  property? 

Mr.  Worthington.  —  No,  sir.  They  had  only  been  patented 
two  years  ago.  1  had  reference  to  the  attachments  which  form 
the  character  of  the  engine. 

Mr.  Nettleiton. —  That  made  up  only  a  small  part  of  the  cost? 

A.  A  ver}'  large  part  of  it — double. 

Q.  Was  not  the  engine  which  you  had  made  two  years  ago 
based  upon  a  matter  which  had  become  public  property? 

A.  The  main  part  of  the  duplex  engine  is  public.  There  are 
other  parts  which  are  not  public. 

Q.  Are  not  those  the  minor  parts  that  3'ou  have  patents  on? 

A.  No,  sir,  the  major  part  of  the  engine,  its  very  principal,  in 
fact. 

Mr.  Simmons. — I  understood  Mr.  Wightman  to  state  speci- 
fically to  us,  that  the  ordinary  Worthington  engine  would 
not  answer  at  all.  It  was  this  improved  engine  which  he 
referred  to. 

Mr.  Miller.  — Is  it  not  the  attachment  which  makes  the  differ- 
ence in  the  price  between  engines  of  sixtj^-million  dut}^  and  one- 
hundred  million  duty? 

Mr.  Worthington.  —  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Miller.  —  It  is  the  Hamlet  plate. 

The  Chairman.  — I  would  like  to  ask  Mr.  Simmons,  when  he 
addressed  the  letter  to  the  City  Council,  why  he  asked  for  leave  to 
exchange  engines  of  smaller  capacity  for  those  of  larger  capacity, 
whether  he  had  any  idea  that  the  Cit}'  Council  thought  that  he  was 
going  to  pay  $106,000  to  boot  at  the  time? 

A.  I  had  no  idea  myself.  I  had  no  idea  of  what  the  cost  of 
exchange  would  be.  I  talked  with  Alderman  Leighton,  and  ex- 
plained just  why  we  put  in  this  form  of  order.  We  put  in  the 
order. without  reference  to  the  names  of  individuals,  to  enable  us 
to  purchase  this  very  engine,  and  relieve  us  from  any  pressure 
which  a  public  statement  would  bring  upon  us. 

Q.  Do  you  suppose  that  any  member  of  the  City  Council  would 
have  voted  to  pass  the  order,  if  they  had  understood  that  you  were 
to  pay  $106,000  to  boot? 

A.  I  have  not  any  question  but  that  they  would.  They  passed 
ever}'  order  that  the  Water  Board  asked  for,  and  they  have  stood 
by  us  pretty  squarel}'  ever  since. 

Q.  Did  it  ever  occur  to  you  that  the  Cit}^  Council  voted  upon 
that  order  simply  to  grant  your  request,  but  not  exactly  knowing 
what  the}'  were  voting  on  ? 

A.  I  would  not  libel  the  City  Council  by  saying  that  they  would 
pass  upon  anything  that  they  did  not  know  about. 

Q,  I  am  inclined  to  think  that  they  did  n)t  understand  it,  and 
voted  in  the  dark.    I  know  I  did  not. 

A.  I  am  ready  to  believe  your  statement,  but  I  know  some  other 
gentlemen  were  informed  as  to  the  object. 

Q,  I  would  say,  as  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Water  Board, 
that  I  never  supposed,  with  this  man,  that  they  were  going  to  make 
an  exchange  and  pay  $106,000. 
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A.  You  no  doubt  had  confidence  in  the  Water  Board  to  act 
fairly  upon  the  matter,  and  }  on  have  given  me  assurances  of  that 
confidence  before  ;  but  since  this  Fisher-Hill  investigation  you  have 
changed  your  mind. 

Q.  But  1  never  gave  you  any  assurance  like  that,  that  I  was 
willing  to  allow  a  department  to  violate  the  ordinance? 

A.  No,  sir ;  but  you  said  you  had  the  greatest  confidence  in  the 
Water  Board. 

Q.  To  whom? 

A.  To  me. 

Q.  You  propose  to  bring  up  private  matters  here? 

A.  That  is  the  statement  you  have  made  many  times. 

Q.  I  have  confidence  in  you  as  a  business  man,  and  in  your 
ability  as  a  business  man  ;  but  I  do  not  propose  to  get  into  any 
squabble  with  you  here. 

A.  No,  sir.  We  did  not  go  to  the  members  of  the  government 
as  a  whole,  but  to  some  individual  members  I  did,  very  like,  say 
what  was  wanted.  We  did  that  because  we  did  not  want  the 
matter  to  become  known  to  these  outside  people,  for  the  veiy 
reasons  I  have  stated.  I  should  just  as  lieve  have  stated  the 
reasons  to  you  personally  at  the  time.  I  should  not  have  been 
able  to  state  the  cost,  because  we  did  not  kn(»w  it.  But  if  I  had 
come  to  you  and  stated  that  we  were  desiring  to  make  this  ex- 
change, I  have  no  doubt  you  would  have  had  such  great  confidence 
in  my  business  ability  that  you  would  have  granted  the  request. 

The  Chairman.  —  I  may  have  had  great  confidence  in  your  busi- 
ness ability,  but  I  should  have  had  a  great  objection  to  your  pay- 
ing $106,000,  and  I  am  of  opinion  now  that  the  members  of  the 
City  Council  did  not  know  what  they  were  voting  upon  at  the 
time. 

INIr.  RosNOSKY.  — I  hope  you  don't  place  the  rest  of  us  in  your 
position. 

The  Chairman.  —  I  only  know  that  I  did  not. 

Mr.  Simmons.  —  I  am  free  to  say  tiiat  others  did  know  it. 

Mr.  Foss.  — I  am  free  to  sa}^  that  I  did  not  suppose  the}^  were 
goino-  to  give  away  old  machinery  and  get  new  machinery  in  ex- 
change without  paying  something.  We  understood  that  they  knew 
what  they  were  about. 

Mr.  Simmons.  —  I  am  the  only  one  who  is  receiving  nny  benefit 
from  it,  and  that  benefit  consists  of  a  o^reat  amount  of  obloquy  and 
reproach.  We  acted  up  to  what  we  considered  the  best  authority 
and  the  best  enojineerinor  advice,  and  for  the  best  interests  of  the 
city.  AVe  were  liable  to  make  mistakes  ;  but  I  think  T  should  make 
the  same  trade  over  again  as  Chairman  of  the  Water  Board,  if  I 
had  all  the  facts  before  me,  believing  it  to  be  for  the  best  interests 
of  the  city. 

Ml*.  KosNOSKY.  — 1  should  like  to  ask  Mr.  Simmons,  after  the 
order  was  pa-sed  for  the  high-service  appropriation,  whether  the 
Water  Boaid  considered  the  recommendations  of  Mr.  Wightman, 
and  whether  he  recommended  lhat  the  present  boilers  be  exchanged 
for  engines  of  the  Worthingtons  ? 

A.  I  do  not  know  that  I  get  your  question  exactly  —  after  we 
made  the  contract? 
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Q.  No,  no.  After  the  order  went  through  the  government  for 
the  appropriation  of  $776,000  for  the  high-service,  who  first  called 
tlie  attention  of  the  Board  and  recommended  the  Worthington 
pumps  ? 

A.  Mr.  Wightman,  in  a  general  communication  of  December  31, 
was  the  first  to  recommend  it.  Immediately  upon  the  passage  of 
the  order  we  made  a  request  of  Mr.  Wightman,  asking  him  to 
give  us  the  geography  of  the  whole  high-service,  as  he  was  our 
engineering  adviser.  Among  other  things  he  put  in  this  clause 
which  I  have  read,  —  that  the  Board  should  determine  the  type  of 
pumping-engines  wliich  they  would  use,  etc.  That  was  his  first 
communication  upon  the  subject.  Of  course  the  Messrs.  Worth- 
ington did  not  know  that  fact,  to  my  knowledge. 

Mr.  Lamphear.  —  Do  you  know  the  Blake  Manufacturing  Co., 
Mr.  Simmons? 

A.  1  know  there  is  such  a  concern  ;  I  know  that. 

Q.  You  do  not  know  whether  they  are  reputable  or  responsible 
people,  or  not? 

A.  I  do  not  know  that  they  are  or  are  not. 

Q.  Do  you  know  the  Holly  Manufacturing  Company? 

A.   I  know  nothing  of  them. 

Q.  Or  the  Dean  Pump  Company? 

A.  I  know  nothing,  except  that  I  have  seen  their  signs. 
Q.  Did  you  look  into  an}-  other  engine  except  the  Worthington 
engine? 

A.  I  had  no  occasion  to,  because  two  weeks  after  this  order  was 
passed  Mr.  Wightman  wrote  us  this  letter,  and  in  the  different 
visits  that  vve  paid  with  Mr.  Wightman  we  examined  different 
types  f>f  engines. 

Q.  The  Worthington  engine? 

A.  Oh,  no,  no.  J  wish  to  say  that  I  did  not  know  much  more 
about  engines  than  a  horse  does. 

Q.  When  you  advertise  for  bids  don't  you  reserve  the  right  to 
reject  all  bids? 

A.  I  did  not  advertise  for  bids.  The  Boston  Water  Board  did 
not  advertise  for  bids  in  this  case.  They  do  advertise  for  bids 
sometimes. 

Q.  Then  you  reserve  the  right  to  reject  all  bids? 

A.  Unquestionably,  and  have  all  the  other  fellows  upon 
our  books?.  The  engineer  having  addressed  a  letter  within 
two  weeks  after  the  appropriation  was  passed,  recommending 
this  specific  thing,  vve  had  no  reason  to  look  at  anything 
else. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  know  of  the  Worthington  people  getting  out 
an  injunction  against  any  other  people,  because  their  prices  were 
lowei-  than  theirs  ? 

xi.  I  never  knew  anything  about  that  until  this  matter  came  up. 
I  never  knew  the  Worthington  people  before.  I  know  competitors 
of  theirs  have  made  me  an  awful  sight  of  trouble. 

Q.  Did  any  other  competitors  come  to  30U  and  express  a 
desire  I0  make  bids  in  regard  to  this  pump? 

A    I  don't  remember  anybody  calling  upon  me  specifically,  but 
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I  have  an  indistinct  recollection  tliat  somebody  came  in,  I  could 
not  say  who  it  was.  I  think  it  was  that  gentleman  who  sits  behind 
3'ou,  but  I  don't  know  ;  I  don't  know  who  he  is,  — but  he  came  in, 
and,  in  the  language  of  the  street,  I  gave  him  no  information,  — I 
threw  him  off.  I  did  not  intend  to  give  him  any  information,  be- 
cause we  had  determined  to  follow  the  recommendation  of  our 
engineer. 

'  Q.  Did  not  the  agent  of  the  Holly  Company  come  to  you  and 
ask  for  a  chance  to  bid  upon  the  engine? 

A.  I  do  not  know  the  agent  of  the  Hollj^  Company.  If  anybody 
came  in  —  I  don't  know  whether  you  are  familiar  with  the  business 
of  the  Boston  Water  Board. 

Q.  Does  the  clerk  of  the  Water  Board  have  a  right  to  write 
letters  to  people  without  instruction  from  the  Board? 

A.  He  used  to  write  all  the  letters,  under  a  former  regime^  but 
nearly  all  the  letters  under  my  administration  were  drafted  by 
m3'self . 

Q.  Was  not  the  clerk  of  the  Water  Board  instructed  to  write 
to  the  Holh'  Company  that  you  were  able  to  make  such  favorable 
terms  with  the  Worthingtons  that  you  did  not  choose  to  look  else- 
where ? 

A.  Perhaps  so,  I  should  think  it  likely.  If  such  a  letter  was 
written  it  was  unquestionably  written  at  my  suggestion,  because  it 
was  in  accordance  with  the  facts,  and  not  in  accordance  with  the 
judgment  of  Mr.  Wightman,  and  m}^  own  opinion,  as  based  upon 
his  judgment. 

Q.  Then  you  don't  know  whether  anybody  else  in  the  market 
ever  built  a  high-duty  engine  except  the  Worthington  people? 
A.   I  do  not  say  that ;  that  is  your  suggestion. 
Q.  I  ask  if  you  do? 

A.  I  don't  know.  If  3'ou  had  asked  me  six  months  ago  the  dif- 
ference between  a  high-duty  engine  and  a  low-duty  engine,  I  should 
have  said  that  I  supposed  one  was  high  up  and  the  other  low  down. 
I  don't  know  the  difference  now. 

Q.  You  only  know  that  that  was  the  onl}'  engine  3^ou  intended 
to  buy? 

A.  I  only  know  that,  under  the  advice  that  the  engineer  had 
given  us  specifically,  we  followed  his  judgment.  That  is  all.  I 
had  no  occasion  to  know  anybody  else.  I  did  not  know  Dean, 
Holly,  Smith,  or  Brown,  or  care  anything  about  them.  If  Mr. 
Wigiitman  had  recommended  a  Dean  or  Jones  or  Smith  engine,  I 
should  have  taken  his  recommendation,  because  he  was  the  busi- 
ness man  of  the  Board.    I  know  nothing  about  it. 

Q.  Then  Mr.  Wightman  is  the  man? 

A.  I  have  read  you  his  letter,  in  which  he  recommends  specifi- 
cally our  doing  what  we  did  do. 

Q.  And  the  paying  of  the  price? 

A.  He  did  not  know  what  price  we  were  to  pa}'. 

Q.  Then  did  you  know  what  the  price  was? 

A.  We  were  going  to  bu}'  that  engine  upon  a  price  at  which  we 
were  satisfied.  I  have  a  good  deal  more  faith  in  Mr.  Worthing- 
ton's  honesty  than  his  competitors  seem  to  have. 
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Q.  Perhaps  his  competitors  knew  him  better? 
A.  I  am  satisfied  that  I  knew  him  better. 

Mr.  Brown,  agent  of  the  Dean  Pump  Co.  —  I  understood  3'ou 
to  say,  a  few  minutes  ago,  Mr.  Simmons,  that  if  you  were  going 
through  this  same  thing  again,  knowing  all  the  facts  as  you  know 
them  now,  you  would  do  the  same  thing  over,  just  as  you  did  it? 

A.  Exactly,  to  the  last  letter.  If  it  was  my  own  business 
affair  1  would  do  it  right  over  again.  If  I  was  Chairman  of  the 
Water  Board  of  the  city  of  Boston  I  would  do  it  right  over 
again,  for  I  have  such  unquestioned  confidence  in  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  man  who  is  in  his  grave  that  I  believed  what  he  said, 
■when  he  said  that  that  was  the  thing  that  the  cit}-  of  Boston 
wanted  ;  and  I  do  not  think  so  meanly  of  the  gentleman  of  whom 
we  are  to  buy  these  engines  as  to  believe  that  he  wilfully  and 
wantonly  cheated  us  when  we  made  the  trade. 

Q.  Therefore  we  are  to  understand  that,  knowing  the  fact  that 
the  Messrs.  Worthington  have  contracted  to  sell  the  city  of  New 
Bedford  a  pump  of  five-million  gallons,  with  boilers  therefor,  for 
$22,000,  and  that  they  offered  to  sell  the  village  of  Hyde  Park,  111., 
a  pump  which,  by  his  own  statement,  is  more  than  thirty  per  cent, 
greater  in  cost  than  the  ten-million-gallon  pump  for  the  cit}^  of 
Boston,  because  he  stated  that  the  cost  of  the  pump  was  largely  in 
the  steam  end  of  it  — 

Mr.  Simmons.  —  Are  you  making  a  speech  or  asking  a  question? 

Mr.  Brown.  —  I  will  finish  it  in  one  moment. 

Mr.  RosNOSKY.  —  I  object.  Do  you  want  to  be  heard,  or  do 
you  want  to  testif}^  here? 

The  Chairman.  — The  gentleman  is  asking  a  question,  and,  al- 
though he  may  ask  too  much  of  a  question,  I  will  grant  the  gentle- 
man the  widest  scope,  in  order  that  he  ma}'  have  the  opportunity 
to  ask  the  question,  and  if  it  is  an  improper  question  the  gentle- 
man need  not  answer  it. 

Mr.  Simmons.  — You  do  not  want  to  place  me  in  the  position  of 
being  a  fool  ? 

Mr.  Brown.  —  After  you  know  all  these  facts,  Mr.  Simmons, 
that  the  Worthingtons  sold  the  city  of  New  Bedford  and  the  village 
of  H3Tle  Park  two  engines  for  $42,750,  you  sa}'  you  would  still  go 
on  and  pa}'  him  $106,000  and  the  old  pumps  for  identically  the 
same  pumps  that  he  sold  those  two  cities? 

A.  With  the  exi)lanation  as  a  fair  business  man,  and  with  the 
statement  that  Mr.  Worthington  has  just  made,  I  certainly  would 
do  so,  for  his  explanation  appeals  to  my  sense  of  business  fairness 
and  justice. 

Q.  Is  that  so? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  that  is  so. 

Q.  When  he  has  explained,  as  I  understood  him,  that  a  large 
portion  of  the  expense  is  in  the  steam  end,  and  he  offers  to  sell  a 
very  much  larger  pump  than  this  one  — 

Mr.  Miller.  —  That  we  object  to  as  an  assumption  of  confi- 
dence that  is  not  justified. 

Mr.  Simmons.  — I  don't  know  the  steam  end  of  an  engine  from 
the  dirt  end. 
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Mr.  Brown.  —  You  ought  to  by  this  time. 

A.  I  said  that,  as  I  understood  Mr.  Worthingtoo's  explanation, 
I  should  not  waver  one  jot  or  tittle  from  the  position  I  have  taken, 
and  I  speak  as  a  business  man  with  as  large  a  business  experience 
as  an}'  gentleman  in  this  room. 

Q.  Tlien  1  take  it  you  did  not  follow  his  explanation? 

A.  I  followed  it  to  my  satisfaction,  but  not  with  your  interpre- 
tation. Of  course  if  Mr.  Worthington  is  being  tried  here  before  a 
jury  of  his  competitors  I  am  soi  ry  for  him. 

Ml*.  Lanpheak. —  When  he  acknowledges  selling  and  furnishing 
larger  engines  for  a  great  deal  less  price  — 

Mr.  Miller.  —  I  object  that  there  is  no  such  evidence.  He 
said  it  was  a  duplicate  substantially. 

The  Chairman.  — Are  there  any  other  witnesses  present? 

Mr.  RosNOSKY.  — Alderman  Donovan  is  present.  I  now  move, 
Mr.  Chairman,  to  close  this  public  hearing,  and  that  we  adjourn 
subject  to  the  call  of  the  chairman. 

The  Chairman.  —  Is  there  any  other  gentleman  present  who 
desires  to  be  heard  upon  this  case?    (No  response.) 

Q.  Is  there  any  person  present  that  knows  any  evidence  to  be 
submitted  at  this  public  hearing,  or  any  future  hearing  to  be  called 
if  necessary?    (No  response.) 

Gentlemen  of  the  committee,  what  is  your  pleasure? 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Foss,  the  public  hearing  was  closed. 

Adjourned,  subject  to  the  call  of  the  chairman-

W.  H.  H.  Emmons,  Esq.,   Chairman  Committee  on  the 
Judiciary :  — 

Dear  Sir,  —  Referring  to  the  order  to  pay  Charles 
Morton  at  the  rate  provided  in  the  ordinances  for  the  salary 
of  the  Superintendent  of  Streets,  and  answering  the  inquiry 
of  the  committee  thereon,  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  Mayor 
was  authorized  to  appoint  Mr.  Morton  to  discharge  the 
duties  of  that  office  during  the  interim  between  the  removal 
of  the  superintendent  and  the  appointment  and  qualification 
of  his  successor ;  and  it  matters  not  whether,  while  holding 
this  ad  interim  appointment,  he  be  called  Acting  Superin- 
t  endent  of  Streets  or  by  some  other  convenient  title  to  in- 
dicate the  duties  which  he  is  to  perform.  My  reasons,  as 
stated  in  the  discussion  before  the  Committee  on  Ordinances, 
were  correctly  reported  by  you  in  your  remarks  before  the 
Council  on  the  15th  ult. 

I  will  add  that  the  law  has  put  upon  the  city  certain 
duties  connected  with  the  care  of  the  streets  which  cannot 
be  neglected  with  impunity.  Those  duties  are,  by  ordi- 
nance, to  be  performed  by  the  Superintendent  of  Streets,  but 
they  are  not  to  be  omitted  when  there  happens  to  be  a 
vacancy  in  that  office.  If  there  be  no  superintendent,  the 
duty  of  seeing  that  they  are  done  devolves  upon  the  Mayor. 
The  act  of  this  year  to  amend  the  Charter  makes  it  his  duty 
"to  secure  the  honest,  efficient,  and  economical  conduct  of 
the  entire  executive  and  administrative  business  of  the  city." 
It  also  gives  him  power  to  remove  the  head  of  any  depart- 
ment for  such  cause  as  he  shall  deem  sufficient,  and  though 
he  cannot  fill  the  vacancy  which  he  can  thus  create  without 
confirmation  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  yet  it  seems  clear 
to  me  that,  with  due  regard  to  the  public  Avelfare,  this  in- 
dependent power  of  removal  involves,  as  an  indispensable 
requisite  to  its  exercise,  this  subsidiary  right  on  the  part  of 
the  Mayor  to  maintain  the  necessary  public  service  by  means 
of  a  temporarv  appointment  until  the  vacancy  is  regularly 
filled.

ON  THE  SUBJECT  OF 


HORSE-CAR  BLOCKADES. 


In  Board  of  Aldermen,  November  23,  1885. 

The  Committee  on  Railroads,  to  whom  were  recommitted 
the  report  and  orders  relating  to  the  subject  of  horse- car 
blockades,  having  given  the  subject  further  consideration, 
respectfully  report  as  follows  :  — 

It  seemed  advisable  to  your  committee,  in  order  that 
immediate  relief  might  be  obtained  from  the  evils  and 
inconvenience  that  have  been  complained  of  on  account  of 
the  overcrowding  of  our  streets  with  horse-cars,  to  devise 
a  plan,  merely  limiting  the  total  number  of  cars  per  hour 
that  shall  be  run  on  certain  portions  of  Washington  and 
Tremont  streets,  without  attempting  to  designate  the  number 
of  particular  lines  of  cars  that  shall  be  run,  nor  the  routes 
they  shall  follow.  Such  a  plan  is  presented  herewith  as  a 
substitute  for  the  one  previously  reported,  and  the  com- 
mittee recommend  its  adoption,  feeling  confident  that  it 
will  afford  the  much-desired  relief,  and  it  can,  for  the  most 
part,  be  put  in  operation  before  the  new  tracks  are  laid  in 
adjacent  streets,  as  heretofore  proposed. 

As  the  committee's  first  report  has  not  yet  been  acted 
upon  by  the  Board,  it  is  reprinted  herewith  for  convenience, 
and  to  facilitate  action  thereon.  The  committee  desire  to 
amend  it,  however,  by  striking  out  the  recommendation 
regarding  "  switches." 
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In  Board  of  Aldermen,  Sept.  14,  1885. 

The  Committee  on  Railroads,  to  whom  was  referred  the  portion  of 
the  Mayor's  address  that  rehxted  to  horse-car  blockades  in  the  public 
streets,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following 

REPORT: 

His  Honor  Mayor  O'Brien,  in  his  inaugural  address  (p.  62),  says,  "I 
cannot  help  feeling  that  the  numerous  cars,  many  of  them  empty,  that 
block  up  Washington  street,  from  Cornhill  to  Boylston  Market,  have 
become  a  public  nuisance,  interfere  with  public  travel,  and  should  be 
abated." 

Tlie  committee  have  given  the  subject  their  careful  attention,  and 
have  devoted  much  time  to  devising  some  comprehensive  scheme  of  run- 
ning the  cars  in  our  city,  whereby  the  streets  might  be  relieved  from 
blockades  during  the  busy  portions  of  the  day,  and  public  travel,  at  the 
same  time,  be  properly  accommodated.  The  difficulties  under  which  the 
committee  have  labored  will  be  aj^preciated  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
interests  of  several  competing  horse-railroad  companies  had  to  be  con- 
sidered and  fairly  dealt  with,  as  far  as  possible. 

The  various  companies  have  naturally  desired  the  privilege  of  running 
their  cars  on  Washington  street,  as  it  is  the  great  thoroughfare  of  travel, 
both  north  and  south,  and  traverses  every  business  centre  of  the  city. 
Locations  have  been  granted  to  the  railroads,  one  after  another,  until 
the  street  is  now  overcrowded,  and  oftentimes  impassable,  on  account  of 
the  excessive  and  unreasonable  number  of  cars  that  are  turned  into  it, 
particularly,  as  the  Mayor  states,  between  Boylston  street  and  Cornhill. 
This  portion  of  Washington  street,  therefore,  being  the  principal  seat  of 
the  troubles  complained  of,  has  received  the  greater  part  of  the  commit- 
tee's attention,  and  they  have  endeavored  to  devise  a  plan  for  its  relief 
by  diverting  a  portion  ^of  the  horse-car  travel  therein  to  adjacent  or 
parallel  streets. 

It  was  soon  ascertained,  however,  that  any  plan,  having  for  its  object 
the  relief  of  Washington  street.,  would  affect,  in  a  greater  or  less  degree, 
the  entire  horse-car  system  of  the  city,  for  the  reason  that  most  of  the 
lines  of  the  various  companies  were  run  upon  this  "  enchanted  ground." 
In  prosecuting  their  labors  the  committee  have  invited  and  received  the 
cooiDeration  of  the  several  horse-railroad  presidents,  and  have  found 
them  generally  disposed  to  carry  out  their  suggestions  regarding  changes 
of  routes  and  in  the  running  of  cars. 

The  plan  as  here  presented,  although  imperfect  in  many  respects,  and 
incomplete  in  detail,  will,  when  carried  into  eflect,  afford  substantial  re- 
lief from  the  trouble  and  annoyance  to  which  our  travelling  jiublic  have 
been  so  long  subjected.  It  will  be  seen  that  it  calls  for  a  number  of 
additional  tracks.  The  work  of  laying  these  tracks  has  been  entered 
upon  already,  to  be  sure,  but  it  is  still  incomplete,  and  until  this  work 
is  finished  it  will  be  readily  understood  that  the  plan  cannot  be  carried 
into  full  operation.  The  committee  have  determined  to  report  it  at  this 
time,  however,  as  a  desirable  plan  to  adopt. 

The  new  tracks  contemplated  are  the  following:  — 

1.  A  new  track  to  be  laid,  beginning  at  Warren  street,  and  extending 
through  Harrison  avenue  to  Essex  street,  making  a  continuous  double 
track  in  Harrison  avenue  ;  said  tracks  to  be  connected  by  suitable  curves 
with  the  f)resent  tracks  in  Warren,  Dudley,  and  Eustis  streets. 

2.  A  new  track  to  be  laid  in  Essex  street,  extending  through  to 
Kingston  street,  there  connecting  by  a  curve  with  the  present  track  in 
Kingston  street,  and  connecting  by  a  curve  with  the  tracks  in  Harrison 
avenue. 
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3.  A  new  track  to  be  laid  in  Otis  street,  connecting  with  the  westerly 
curve  of  the  present  track  in  Kingston  street,  and  extendhig  through 
Otis  street  to  Franklin  street ;  there  connecting  with  the  track  in  Frank- 
lin street  by  a  double  curve. 

4.  A  new  track  to  be  laid  in  Franklin  street,  from  Federal  to  Hawley 
street,  connecting  with  the  present  tracks  in  Federal  and  Hawley  streets 
by  a  double  curve  ;  making  a  double  track  in  Franklin  street,  from  Hawley 
to  Federal  street. 

5.  A  new^  track  to  be  laid  in  Congress  street  and  Post-Office  square, 
beginning  in  Post-Ofiice  square  at  a  point  opposite  the  Post-Office,  there 
connecting  with  the  present  tracks  in  the  square,  and  extending  through 
Congress  street  to  State  street,  across  State  street  to  Devonshire  street, 
through  Devonshire  street  and  Adams  square  to  Washington  street, 
there  to  connect  with  the  present  tracks  in  Washington  street ;  making  a 
double  track  from  Post-Office  square  to  Washington  street. 

6.  A  new  track  to  be  laid  in  Brattle  street,  from  Scollay  square  to 
Washington  street,  connecting  by  double  curves  with  the  present  tracks 
in  Scollay  square  and  Washington  street. 

7.  A  new  track  to  be  laid  in  Temple  place,  connecting  with  the 
present  tracks  in  Washington  and  Tremont  streets  by  suitable  curves. 

8.  A  new  curve  track  to  be  laid  to  connect  the  present  track  in 
Franklin  street  with  the  track  in  Hawley  street,  for  cars  going  south  from 
Washington  street. 

9.  A  new  curve  track  to  be  laid  to  connect  right-hand  track  in  Lincoln 
street  with  track  in  Beach  street,  and  a  curve  track  from  Beach  street  to 
Federal  street,  for  cars  going  north. 

10.  A  new  track  to  be  laid  in  Travers  street,  and  connected  by  suitable 
curves  with  the  tracks  in  Porthmd  and  Merrimac  streets,  and  a  curve 
track  from  Merrimac  street  to  Causeway  street,  for  cars  going  north. 

11.  A  new  track  to  be  laid  in  Washington  street,  connecting  inward 
track  on  Boylston  street  with  present  track  in  Essex  street. 

12.  A  new  curve  track  to  be  laid  to  connect  outward  track  in  Wash- 
ington street  with  outward  track  in  Eliot  street. 

13.  A  new  curve  track  to  be  laid  in  Tremont  street,  connecting  inward 
track  on  Tremont  street  with  outward  track  on  Eliot  street,  going  west. 

Most  of  these  new  locations  have  been  granted,  and  the  work  of  laying 
the  tracks  is,  as  ^e  have  stated,  already  under  way,  and  work  upon  the 
others  will  soon  be  commenced.  The  Metropolitan  Railroad  Company 
promise  to  have  the  Harrison-avenue  tracks  laid  within  a  year's  time,  and 
to  complete  the  work  upon  their  other  new  tracks  before  the  close  of  the 
present  year,  if  possible. 

The  changes  in  the  routes  of  the  several  lines  of  cars  are  quite  exten- 
sive, and,  while  the  number  of  cars  running  in  Washington  street  will, 
by  this  means,  be  materially  reduced,  the  new  track  in  Brattle  street 
will  aiford  an  outlet  for  those  going  north  from  Scollay  square,  and  will 
allow  uninterrupted  travel  for  cars  in  Tremont  street,  Cornhill,  and 
Washington  street.  A  limit  is  prescribed  to  the  number  of  cars  of  each 
line  to  be  run  during  the  day,  and  also  a  limit  to  the  number  each  com- 
pany may  run  on  the  crowded  part  of  Washington  street.  The  commit- 
tee recommend  additional  rules  governing  the  running  of  horse-cars, 
and  that  all  rules  in  this  regard  be  strictly  enforced.  To  accomplish 
this  will  require,  in  their  opinion,  an  increase  of  the  police  force  known 
as  the  "  Railroad  Squad,"  to  which  this  duty  is  specially  assigned;  and 
the  efficiency  of  this  detail  of  police  might  be  still  further  increased,  and 
its  authority  be  more  completely  recognized,  if  it  were  placed  in  charge 
of  an  Inspector.  The  committee  also  recommend  the  removal  of  the 
following  "  table  switches,"  as  they  occasion  numerous  delaj^s  and 
blocks  which  can  be  avoided  by  the  substitution  of  tongue  switches  in 
charge  of  men  as  tenders,  namely  :  — 

The  switch  on  the  outward  track  at  the  corner  of  Tremont  and  Boyl- 
ston streets. 
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The  switch  on  the  outward  track  on  Boylston  street,  at  the  junction  of 
Park  square. 

The  switch  on  the  outward  track  at  the  corner  of  Washington  street 
and  Temple  place. 

The  switch  on  the  corner  of  Harrison  avenue  and  Beach  street. 

The  switch  at  the  corner  of  Washington  street  and  Cornhill. 

The  committee  are  indebted  to  Mr.  T.  W.  Davis,  the  City  Surveyftr, 
and  also  to  Sergt.  C.  W.  Boyer,  of  the  R.R.  Squad,  for  much  valuable 
information  and  assistance. 

The  following  orders,  embodying  the  committee's  plan  in  detail,  are 
herewith  respectfully  submitted  for  adoption  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen.

ADDITIONAL  RULES    AND  REGULATIONS  FOR 
THE  RUNNING  OF  STREET-CARS.

Section  1.  No  car  shall  stop  in  front  of  any  depot 
except  to  receive  and  discharge  passengers. 

Sect.  2.  On  Washington  and  Tremont  streets,  between 
Cornhill  and  Boylston  street,  cars  shall  not  wait  for  passen- 
gers, but  stop  only  for  those  passengers  who  may  be  ready 
to  enter  the  car  as  soon  as  stopped. 

Sect.  3.  Drivers  of  horse-cars  shall  trot  their  horses 
whenever  practicable,  except  when  passing  around  curves 
and  over  switches. 

Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Police  be  hereby  requested 
to  take  such  action  as  may  be  necessary  to  insure  the  running 
of  the  several  lines  of  horse-cars  in  the  streets  of  this  city 
in  conformity  with  the  plan  laid  down  in  the  foregoing  orders, 
and  also  to  enforce  the  observance  of  the  Rules  and  Regula- 
tions of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  for  the  running  of  street- 
cars.

No  person  shall  be  employed  in  the  service  of 
the  city  who  is  a  non-resident ;  and  all  male  persons  al)ove 
the  age  of  twenty-one  years  who  are  so  employed  shall  be 
qualified  voters  in  said  city.  This  shall  not  apply,  however, 
to  persons  whose  official  duties  are  performed  mainly  outside 
of  the  city  limits. 

Sect.  2.  Ail  persons  in  the  employ  of  the  city,  coming 
within  ihe  prohibition  of  the  foregoing  section,  are  required 
to  conform  therewith  before  the  first  day  of  May  in  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-six. 

Sect.  3.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent 
herewith  are  hereby  repealed.

OPINION  OF  THE  BOSTON  WATER  BOARD  ON 
THE  WORTHINGTON  CONTRACT. 

City  of  Boston,  City  Hall, 
Boston  Water  Board  Office,  December  22,  1885. 

E.  J.  Jenkins,  Esq.,  President  Common  Council:  — 

Sir, —  In  response  to  the  order  of  the  Common  Council, 
passed  December  17th,  requesting  the  opinion  of  the  Boston 
Water  Board  as  to  the  expediency  of  ratifying  the  Worthing- 
ton  pump  contract,  we  have  to  say  :  — 

From  the  language  of  the  order,  we  judge  that  your  body 
desire  simply  our  opinion  of  the  expediency  of  ratifying  the 
contract,  looking  at  the  matter  as  a  business  proposition 
with  circumstances  as  they  are  ;  and  that  we  are  not  called 
upon  to  pass  judgment  upon  any  of  the  occurrences  leading 
up  to  the  present  position  of  affairs. 

We  take  it  that  the  expert  opinion  obtained  by  your 
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committee  may  be  implicitly  relied  upon.  Our  own  infor- 
mation is  to  the  effect  that  no  more  competent  or  impartial 
person  than  Mr.  Hoadley  could  have  been  selected  for  that 
duty. 

The  fact,  then,  appears,  that  if  the  present  "  contract  "  is  to 
be  held  invalid,  and  a  new  contract  is  to  be  made  with 
Worthington,  or  any  other  party,  there  is  little  probability 
of  securing  machinery  of  equal  reliability,  effectiveness,  and 
economy  of  maintenance  at  any  considerable  reduction  of 
cost. 

If  the  City  Council  fail  to  ratify  the  contract  there  will  be 
a  certain  delay  of  at  least  one  year  in  the  construction  of  the 
high-service  works.  There  has  already  been  a  delay  in 
preparing  plans  for  the  engine  and  pump  foundations  and 
houses  ;  but  if  we  are  permitted  io  go  on  with  the  Worthing- 
ton pumps,  we  can  doubtless  take  care  of  this  part  of  the 
construction  so  as  not  to  delay  the  final  completion  of  the 
works.  On  the  other  hand,  if  we  are  not  so  permitted,  there 
may  ensue  a  legal  contest  of  uncertain  length,  and  a  con- 
siderable time  must  elapse  before  our  course  of  action,  as  to 
seeking  a  compromise,  or  a  contract  with  other  parties,  can 
be  determined  ;  and  these  delays  and  possible  legal  contests 
must  inevitably  be  attended  with  some  increased  expenses  to 
be  charged  to  "  high-service  "  account. 

So  far  as  the  early  completion  of  the  work  for  which  the 
citizens  interested  in  the  high-service  are  urgent  is  con- 
cerned, it  seems  impolitic  to  decline  to  ratify  the  contract. 
If  there  be  any  good  reasons,  based  upon  other  grounds 
than  these  business  considerations,  for  declining  to  ratify  the 
contract,  they  are  Avithin  your  purview,  and  are  not  for  us 
to  discuss. 

Our  conclusion  is,  that,  from  our  stand-point,  there  is  so 
little  to  gain,  and  there  isj  on  the  other  hand,  such  certainty 
of  delay  and  annoyance,  and  such  possibility  of  loss,  by  de- 
clining to  ratify  the  Worthington  contract,  that  we  favor  the 
ratification.

EEVISED  ORDINANCES 


AS  PASSED  AND  APPROVED 


DECEMBER  14,  1885. 


Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston^  as  follows:  — 
CHAPTER  1. 

GENERAL  PROVISIONS, 

Section  1.  All  by-laws  of  the  city  shall  be  denominated 
ordinances,  and  the  enacting  style  shall  be,  "Be  it  ordained 
by  the  city  council  of  Boston,  as  follows." 

Sect.  2.  Every  ordinance,  and  every  amendment  to  an 
ordinance,  shall  be  printed  under  the  supervision  of  the  city 
clerk  as  a  city  document  within  ten  days  after  its  passage, 
and,  except  when  otherwise  provided,  shall  be  published  by 
the  city  clerk  for  two  weeks  successively  in  three  daily  news- 
papers published  in  the  city.  The  city  clerk  shall  keep  a 
continuous  record  of  all  the  ordinances  and  amendments 
thereto.  Every  general  revision  or  codification  of  the 
ordinances  shall  be  exempted  from  the  foregoing  rules,  and 
shall  be  published  by  the  action  of  the  city  council  in  pass- 
ing the  same. 

Sect.  3.  The  ordinances  contained  in  this  chapter  and  in 
the  following  sixty-one  chapters  shall  be  known  as  the  "  Re- 
vised Ordinances  of  1885,"  and,  so  far  as  their  provisions  are 
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the  same  in  effect  as  those  of  previous!}^  existing  ordinances, 
they  shall  be  construed  as  continuations  of  those  ordinances ; 
but,  subject  to  the  said  limitation  and  to  the  provisions  of 
the  next  section,  all  ordinances  of  the  city  heretofore  in  force 
are  hereby  repealed. 

Sect.  4.  These  Revised  Ordinances  shall  not  affect  any  act 
done,  any  right  accrued,  any  penalty  incurred,  any  suit, 
prosecution,  or  proceeding  pending,  or  the  tenure  of  office  of 
any  person  holding  office,  at  the  time  Avhen  they  take  effect, 
nor  shall  the  repeal  of  any  ordinance  thereby  have  the  effect 
of  reviving  any  ordinance  theretofore  repealed  or  superseded. 

Sect.  5.  Whoever  violates  a  provision  of  any  ordinance  of 
the  city,  whether  included  in  these  Revised  Ordinances  or 
hereafter  enacted,  shall,  unless  other  provision  is  expressly 
made,  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  two  nor  more 
than  fifty  dollars  for  each  offence. 

Sect.  6.  When  anything  is  prohibited  in  an  ordinance, 
not  only  the  persons  actually  doing  the  prohibited  thing,  but 
also  the  employers  and  all  other  persons  concerned  therein, 
shall  be  liable  to  the  penalty  prescribed. 

Sect.  7.  When  in  an  ordinance  anything  is  prohibited 
from  being  done  without  the  license  or  permission  of  a  cer- 
tain officer  or  officers,  such  officer  or  officers  shall  have  the 
power  to  license  or  permit  such  thing  to  be  done. 

Sect.  8.    The  words  "  street "  and  "  streets,"  when  used  in 
an  ordinance,  shall  be  construed  as  including  alleys,  lanes, 
courts,  public  squares,  public  places,  and  sidewalks,  unless  - 
such  construction  would  be  inconsistent  with  the  manifest 
intent  of  the  ordinance. 
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CHAPTER  2. 

OF  WARRANTS  FOR  ELECTIONS. 

Section  I .  The  form  of  warrants  for  calling  meetings  of 
the  citizens  of  the  several  wards  within  their  respective  pre- 
cincts shall  be  as  follows  :  —  #

Sect.  2.  Every  such  warrant  shall  be  served  by  a  con- 
stable, who  shall,  ten  days  at  least  before  the  time  appointed 
for  the  meeting,  post  up  an  attested  copy  of  the  warrant  at  or 
near  the  polling-place  in  each  voting  precinct  of  the  ward 
within  which  the  meeting  is  to  be  held,  and  all  such  warrants 
shall  be  returned  to  the  wardens  of  the  several  voting 
precincts  on  or  before  the  time  prescribed  for  the  meetings 
called  thereby. 

Sect.  3.  The  board  of  aldermen  shall  fix,  within  the  limits 
prescribed  by  law,  the  time  when  the  polls  in  the  several 
voting  precincts  shall  be  opened  and  the  time  when  they 
shall  be  closed  at  each  election,  and  they  shall  insert  in  every 
warrant  for  an  election  a  statement  of  the  times  so  fixed. 

Sect.  4.    In  addition  to  causing  the  warrants  to  be  served 
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as  prescribed  in  section  two,  the  city  clerk  shall  cause  to  be 
published,  as  seasonably  as  possible,  in  at  least  four  daily 
newspapers  published  in  the  city,  a  statement  of  the  officers 
to  be  chosen,  or  of  the  proposition  to  be  submitted,  at  the 
meeting,  the  day  on  which  the  meeting  is  to  be  held,  and  of 
the  hours  fixed  for  the  opening  and  closing  of  the  polls ;  but 
a  failure  to  comply  with  the  requireaients  of  this  section  shall 
not  iuYalidate  aa  election. 
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CHAPTER  3. 

OF  THE  USE  OF  WARD-ROOMS. 

Section  1.  When  written  application  is  made  to  the 
superintendent  of  public  buildings,  by  not  less  than  five  legal 
voters  of  a  ward,  for  the  use  of  the  ward-room  in  such  ward 
for  the  purpose  of  holding  a  meeting  therein,  the  said  super- 
intendent may  grant  a  permit  to  such  applicants  for  the  use 
of  such  ward-room  for  a  specified  time  and  purpose,  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  this  chapter ;  but  no  permit,  unless  it  is 
expressly  so  stated  therein,  shall  extend  to  an  adjournment 
of  the  meeting  for  which  it  is  granted,  and  a  permit  may  be 
revoked  at  any  time  by  the  mayor.  The  application  for  a 
permit  for  the  use  of  a  ward-room  shall  set  forth  the  call  of 
the  meeting  which  it  is  proposed  to  hold,  and  every  notifica- 
tion of  a  meeting  to  be  held  in  a  ward-room  shall  specify  that 
all  persons  who  may  be  present  at  such  meeting  shall  be 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  chapter. 

Sect.  2.  When  an  organized  political  body  calls  caucuses 
or  ward  meetings  for  a  designated  day,  no  person,  except  the 
recognized  agents  of  such  body,  shall,  prior  to  the  morning 
of  the  day  fixed  for  such  meetings,  be  granted  the  use  of  a 
ward-room  for  such  day. 

Sect.  3.  The  applicants  to  wdiom  such  a  permit  is  granted 
shall,  before  the  issuing  thereof,  pay  to  the  superintendent  of 
public  buildings  such  sum  of  money  as  will  in  his  opinion  be 
sufiicient  to  defray  the  expense  of  opening,  closing,  lighting, 
and  heating  the  ward-room  during  the  time  specified  in  the 
permit. 

Sect.  4.  If  a  person  not  a  legal  voter  in  the  ward  in 
which  a  meeting  under  a  permit  granted  as  above  provided 
is  held,  or  a  person  not  included  in  the  call  for  such  meeting, 
marks  or  votes  at  such  meeting;  or  if  a  person,  whether  a 
legal  voter  in  such  ward  or  not,  against  the  expressed  consent 
of  such  applicants  or  of  a  major  part  of  such  of  them  as  are 
present,  marks  or  votes  in  the  choice  of  candidates,  or  other- 
wise votes  or  speaks  or  remains  at  said  meeting  or  at  an 
adjournment  thereof,  he  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not 
more  than  twenty  dollars  for  each  offence  ;  and  any  police 
officer,  if  so  directed  by  said  applicants,  or  by  a  major  part  of 
such  of  them  as  are  present,  or  by  the  presiding  officer  of  the 
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meeting,  shall  remove  from  the  ward-room  the  person  so 
offending. 

Sect.  5.  When  such  a  permit  is  granted,  the  superin- 
tendent of  public  buildings  shall  notify  the  board  of  police, 
and  request  them  to  detail  a  sufficient  police  force  to  be 
present  and  keep  the  peace  at  such  meeting  and  at  any 
adjournment  thereof,  and  to  obey  the  lawful  orders  of  the 
applicants,  or  of  a  major  part  of  such  of  them  as  are  present, 
and  of  the  chairman  or  presiding  officer  of  the  meeting,  and 
to  enter  complaints  for  all  violations  of  this  chapter. 

Sect.  6.  As  soon  as  the  list  of  voters  in  a  ward  is  pre- 
pared for  any  election,  a  copy  of  such  list  shall  be  posted  or 
hung  up  by  the  superintendent  of  public  buildings  in  the 
ward-room  of  the  w^ard  in  such  a  manner  as  to  be  readily 
accessible  to  the  public,  and  such  copy  shall  remain  in  such 
ward-room  till  after  the  next  election,  and  until  a  new  and 
revised  list  is  substituted  therefor. 

Sect.  7.  Any  person,  other  than  the  superintendent  of 
public  buildings  or  some  person  by  him  dul}^  authorized,  who 
carries  away,  destroys,  breaks,  or  mutilates  a  copy  of  a  list 
of  voters  posted  or  hung  up  as  provided  in  the  preceding 
section,  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  more  than  twenty 
dollars  for  each  offence  ;  but  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  not  apply  to  the  mere  erasure  of  the  name  of  a  person 
who,  at  the  time  of  such  erasure,  has  actually  ceased  to  be  a 
legal  voter  in  the  ward. 

Sect,  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  superintendent  of 
public  buildings  to  cause  to  be  suitably  framed  and  hung  up 
in  some  conspicuous  place  in  each  of  the  ward-rooms  of  the 
city  a  printed  copy  of  this  chapter,  and  it  shall  be  specified 
in  every  permit  granted  as  before  provided,  that  it  is  granted 
upon  the  terms  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  chapter. 
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CHAPTER  4. 

OF  CITY  OFFICERS  AND  BOARDS. 

Section  1.  Except  where  it  is  otherwise  expressly  pro- 
vided, every  officer  of  the  city,  unless  sooner  removed,  shall 
hold  office  for  one  year  from  the  first  Monday  in  April  in  the 
year  in  which  he  is  elected  or  appointed  ;  and,  whatever  may , 
be  the  time  fixed  for  the  expiration  of  his  terra  of  office, 
shall  continue  to  hold  his  office,  after  such  expiration,  until 
a  successor  is  elected  or  appointed  and  qualified  in  his  stead. 
Any  vacancy,  occasioned  by  the  removal,  resio:nation,  or 
death  of  such  an  officer,  may  at  any  time  be  filled  for  the 
unexpired  term.  The  term  of  office  of  all  subordinates  in 
the  several  departments  whose  compensation  is  specifically 
fixed  by  ordinance  or  provided  for  by  appropriation,  shall  be 
deemed  to  continue  so  long  as  the  appropriation  therefor  is 
renewed,  unless  they  are  removed  by  their  respective  supe- 
riors according  to  law  or  discharged  as  unnecessary. 

Sect.  2.  Whenever  an  officer,  appointed  by  the  mayor 
and  confirmed  by  the  board  of  aldermen,  shall  be  temporarily 
unable  to  discharge  the  duties  of  his  office,  the  mayor  may 
appoint,  subject  to  the  confirmation  of  the  board  of  alder- 
men, a  person  to  discharge  such  duties  until  the  mayor 
decides  that  such  inability  has  ceased. 

Sect.  3.  Whenever  an  officer  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
mayor,  and  confirmed  by  the  board  of  aldermen,  a  record 
thereof  shall  be  made  by  the  city  clerk  in  a  book  to  be  kept 
by  him  for  the  pur[)ose.  Whenever  an  officer  is  removed  by 
the  mayor  the  city  clerk  shall  obtain  from  the  mayor  a  copy 
of  the  order  of  removal,  and  record  the  same  and  the  cause 
of  removal  therein  assigned,  in  the  said  book.  Whenever 
any  board,  or  any  officer  other  than  the  mayor,  shall  remove 
a  subordinate,  the  order  of  removal  and  the  cause  assigned 
therein  shall  be  entered  in  full  on  the  records  of  the  depart- 
ment in  which  he  served. 

Sect.  4.  The  office  hours,  or  hours  of  labor,  of  the  sev- 
eral heads  of  departments  and  of  the  clerks  and  other  officers 
connected  with  the  city  government,  who  perform  clerical  or 
office  duties,  shall,  with  the  exceptions  hereinafter  mentioned, 
be  from  nine  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  until  five  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon,  on  every  day  except  Sundays  and  legal  holidays ; 
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except  that  on  Saturdays  the  city  offices  shall  be  closed  at 
two  o'clock  in  the  afternoon. 

The  mayor  may  grant  leave  of  absence  in  vvritins:,  Avith  or 
without  loss  of  pay,  to  all  officers  appointed  by  him,  and  the 
boards  or  officers  in  charge  of  departments  may  grant  similar 
leave  of  absence  to  any  of  their  subordinates,  subject  to  revoca- 
tion by  the  mayor.  All  salaried  subordinates  and  officers  shall 
be  entitled  to  a  vacation  of  a  fortnight's  duration,  without 
loss  of  pay,  during  a  year  of  employment.  The  mayor  may 
order  City  Hall,  or  the  offices  contained  therein,  and  all  other 
public  offices,  to  be  closed  for  any  period,  not  exceeding  one 
day  at  a  time,  whenever  he  deems  such  action  expedient. 

Sect.  5.  The  offices  of  the  city  treasurer  and  city  col- 
lector shall  be  open  for  the  receipt  and  disbursement  of 
money  from  nine  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  until  two  o'clock 
in  the  afternoon  on  every  day  except  Sundays  and  legal 
holidays. 

Sect.  6.  The  city  registrar's  office  shall,  in  addition  to 
the  hours  provided  in  section  four,  be  open  for  the  receipt  of 
returns  from  undertakers,  and  for  the  issuing  of  certificates 
to  parties  intending  to  be  joined  in  marriage,  from  eleven 
o'clock  in  the  forenoon  until  twelve  o'clock,  noon,  on  every 
day  in  the  year.  The  office  of  the  board  of  health  shall,  in 
addition  to  the  hours  provided  in  section  four,  be  open  for 
the  issuing  of  permits  for  burials  and  of  permits  for  the  re- 
moval of  dead  bodies,  from  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  until 
twelve  o'clock,  noon,  on  every  day  in  the  year. 

Sect.  7.  Any  subordinate  may,  in  case  of  necessity,  be 
required  l)y  the  board  or  officer  in  charge  of  the  department 
with  which  he  is  connected,  to  perform,  without  extra  com- 
pensation, service  on  Aveek-days  for  a  greater  number  of 
hours  than  is  before  specified,  and  to  discharge  all  official 
duties  which  may  be  assigned  to  him  at  any  time  by  said 
board  or  officer,  whether  the  same  be  those  usually  attaching 
to  his  position  or  not. 

Sect.  8.  Except  where  otherwise  provided,  every  board 
shall  organize  on  the  first  Monday  in  May,  annually,  by  the 
choice  of  one  of  its  members  as  chairman,  and  of-  a  clerk, 
who  shall  not  receive  a  salary  for  such  services  if  he  be  a 
mem])er,  and  who  shall  be  sworn  to  the  faithful  discharge  of 
his  duties. 

Sect.  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  board  or  officer  in 
charge  of  a  department  to  preserve  complete  records  of  the 
transactions  of  such  department  in  books  kept  specially  for 
the  purpose,  and  files  of  its  papers.  Such  records  of  boards 
shall  be  made  up  on  the  day  of  the  meeting  by  the  clerk  of 
such  meeting,  and  be  read  and  approved  at  the  next  meet- 
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ing,  and  shall  give  the  names  of  the  members  present  at 
meetings,  and  their  votes  and  proceedings  thereat.  All  such 
records  and  tiles,  and  the  records  and  files  of  the  public 
institutions  at  South  Boston  and  at  Deer  Island,  of  the  city 
hospital  (except  the  medical  records),  the  pul)lic  library,  the 
water  department,  the  lire  department,  the  overseers  of  the 
poor,  the  Mount  Hope  cemetery,  and  the  East  Boston  ferries, 
shall,  under  the  supervision  of  the  several  boards  having 
charge  of  said  institutions  and  departments,  be  open  to 
public  inspection  and  examination,  and  any  person  may 
take  copies  therefrom  ;  but  this  shall  not  apply  to  matters 
which  the  corporation  counsel  affirms  should  not  be  made 
public. 

Sect.  10.  All  officers  and  subordinates,  whose  election  or 
appointment  is  provided  for  by  ordinance,  shall,  except  where 
it  is  otherwise  expi'essly  provided,  receive  such  compensation 
for  their  services  as  the  city  council  may  from  time  to  time 
determine.  When  by  reason  of  death,  resignation,  or  other 
cause,  there  is  a  vacancy  in  an  office  which  is  required  to  be 
filled  by  appointment  by  the  ma^^or,  subject  to  confirmation 
by  the  board  of  aldermen,  the  person  designated  by  the 
mayor  to  perform  temporarily  the  duties  thereof  shall  receive 
the  compensation  attaching  thereto  ;  provided^  hoivever^  that 
if  he  is  already  an  officer  of  the  city  he  shall  receive,  in 
addition  to  his  regular  salary  as  such,  only  such  compen- 
sation as  the  city  council  shall  determine. 

Sect.  11.  All  boards  and  officers  of  the  city,  other  than 
the  city  collector,  who  are  entitled  to  receive  money  for  or 
on  behalf  of  the  city,  shall  in  the  months  of  February,  May, 
August,  and  November  in  each  year  lay  before  the  city 
council  statements  of  the  whole  amount  of  money  received  at 
their  respective  offices  during  the  three  preceding  months, 
specifying  in  detail  the  sums  received  from  each  source  of 
income.  They  shall  also  report  any  amounts  which  remain 
due  to  the  city  and  unpaid,  and  shall  report,  generally,  such 
other  information  as  they  may  possess  concerning  the  mat- 
ters to  which  said  statements  relate. 

Sect.  12.  When  any  board  or  officer  in  charge  of  a  de- 
partment sells  articles  or  materials  belonging  to  the  city,  or 
does,  or  causes  to  be  done,  for  any  person  or  corporation 
work  for  which  money  becomes  or  will  become  due  to  the 
city,  he  shall  enter  in  books  to  be  kept  for  the  purpose  all 
such  sales  and  all  such  work  done,  with  the  prices  therefor, 
and  shall  forthwith  make  out  bills  for  the  same  and  deliver 
them  to  the  city  collector  for  collection. 

Sect.  13.  Every  department  whose  bills  are  to  be  col- 
lected by  the  city  collector  shall,  except  where  otherwise  pro- 
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vided,  send  to  him  alphabetical  lists,  by  wards,  of  such  bills 
entered  in  proper  detail  in  suitable  books,  and  all  columns 
of  figures  shall  be  added  up  and  carried  forward  continuously 
to  the  end  of  such  list. 

Sect.  14.  Any  board  or  ofl^icer  in  charge  of  a  department 
making  an  abatement  of  any  assessment,  betterment,  rate,  or 
due  which  has  been  committed  to  the  city  collector,  shall 
give  to  the  person  interested  a  certificate  thereof,  directed  to 
the  said  collector.  If  the  latter  ofiicer  holds  the  bill  unpaid, 
he  shall  amend  the  amount  due  accordingly ;  if  it  has  been 
paid,  he  shall  give  a  certificate  of  that  fact;  and  the  city 
treasurer,  on  presentation  of  both  certificates,  shall  refund 
the  amount  of  such  abatement  to  the  person  who  paid  the 
bill. 

Sect.  15.  Every  board  or  officer  in  charge  of  a  depart- 
ment shall,  on  or  before  the  twentieth  day  of  each  month, 
send  to  the  city  auditor  all  the  bills  or  demands  against  the 
city  incurred  by  such  department,  which  have  been  received 
and  approved  within  the  preceding  month.  Such  bills  shall 
be  marked  as  approved  by  a  vote  of  the  board  or  by  the  offi- 
cer in  charge  of  the  department,  and  shall  be  accompanied 
by  such  customary  vouchers,  schedules,  or  requisitions,  as 
the  auditor  may  require,  and  also  by  evidence  of  the  votes, 
contracts,  or  other  authority  under  which  the  expenditure 
was  incurred. 

Sect.  IG.  No  board  or  officer  in  charge  of  a  department 
shall  sell,  exchange,  or  otherwise  dispose  of  any  property  of 
the  city,  exceeding  in  amount  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars, 
without  the  written  consent  of  the  mayor ;  nor,  in  case  the 
value  exceeds  five  hundred  dollars,  without  also  the  authority 
of  an  order  of  the  city  council  first  obtained. 

Sect.  17.  Every  officer  or  board  in  charge  of  a  depart- 
ment shall,  in  the  month  of  January,  unless  otherwise  speci- 
fied, submit  to  the  mayor  a  detailed  report  of  the  acts  and 
expenditures  of  such  department  for,  and  abatements  of  bills 
rendered  by  it  in,  the  preceding  year ;  and  the  mayor  shall 
transmit  the  same  to  the  city  council. 

Sect.  18.  ,  Every  officer  of  the  city  hereafter  appointed 
in  accordance  with  section  three,  shall  be  notified  by  the  city 
clerk  of  his  election,  and  shall  subscribe,  in  a  book  to  be 
kept  by  the  city  clerk  for  the  purpose,  a  statement  of  his 
acceptance  of  his  office  on  the  conditions  expressed  in  the 
ordinances  of  the  city. 

Sect.  19.  All  assistants,  clerks,  laborers,  and  other  em- 
ployees, not  specially  named  in  these  ordinances,  for  whose 
compensation  and  employment  an  appropriation  has  been 
made,  may  be  employed  so  far  as  a  necessity  exists,  and 
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shall  be  deemed  subordinates  of  the  respective  boards  and 
officers  in  whose  departments  they  serve. 

Sect.  20.  Nothing  in  these  ordinances  shall  be  construed 
to  make  it  obligatory  on  the  mayor  to  appoint  heads  of 
departments  annually,  if  he  prefers  to  avail  himself  of  the 
provisions  of  section  four  of  chapter  two  hundred  and 
sixty-six  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and 
eighty-five. 
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CHAPTER  5. 

or  OFFICIAL  BONDS. 

Section  I.  The  several  officers  hereinafter  named  shall 
give  bonds  to  the  city  with  sufficient  sureties  and  with  penal 
sums  as  follows,  namely,  —  the  city  treasurer,  one  hundred 
and  fifty  thousand  dollars ;  the  city  collector,  seventy-five 
thousand  dollars  ;  the  city  auditor,  five  thousand  dollars  ; 
the  city  clerk,  five  thousand  dollars ;  the  city  registrar, 
five  thousand  dollars ;  the  water-registrar,  five  thousand 
dollars  ;  the  harbor-master,  two  thousand  dollars  ;  the  super- 
intendent of  Faneuil  Hall  market,  five  thousand  dollars  ;  the 
superintendent  of  health,  ten  thousand  dollars  ;  the  super- 
intendent of  public  buildings,  five  thousand  dollars ;  the 
superintendent  of  sewers,  five  thousand  dollars  ;  the  super- 
intendent of  streets,  five  thousand  dollars  ;  the  superintend- 
ent of  lamps,  five  thousand  dollars  ;  the  superintendent  of 
printing,  five  thousand  dollars  ;  each  sealer  of  weights  and 
measures,  three  thousand  dollars  ;  the  chief  weigher  and  in- 
spector of  vessels  and  ballast,  one  thousand  dollars  ;  and 
every  person  appointed  to  receive  and  collect  tolls  at  the 
ferries,  five  thousand  dollars,  with  sureties  satisfactory  to 
the  board  of  directors  of  the  ferries. 

Sect.  2.  Each  of  said  bonds  shall  be  in  such  form  as  the 
corporation  counsel  shall  approve,  and  shall  be  conditioned 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  the  office  which 
is  to  be  filled  by  the  party  giving  it.  The  bonds  of  the  city 
treasurer  and  the  city  collector  shall  be  conditioned  further 
for  the  safe  custody  of  the  money  and  other  property  intrusted 
to  them  and  to  the  officers  appointed  by  them  ;  the  bond  of 
the  city  auditor  shall  be  conditioned  farther  for  the  delivery 
to  his  successor  or  to  the  city  clerk  of  all  the  books,  accounts, 
papers,  and  other  documents  and  property  wdiich  belong  to 
his  office  ;  and  in  the  bond  of  any  officer  whose  duty  requires 
him  to  make  contracts,  purchases,  or  sales  in  behalf  of  the 
city,  there  shall  be  a  condition,  in  substance,  that  he  will  not 
directly  nor  indirectly,  for  himself  or  for  others,  or  by  others 
in  trust  for  him  or  on  his  account,  have  any  interest  or  con- 
cern in  a  contract,  agreement,  purchase,  or  sale  made  by  him 
in  behalf  of  the  city.  The  sureties  on  all  said  bonds,  except 
those  of  the  treasurer  and  collector,  shall  be  jointly  and 
severally  liable  for  the  whole  penalty  of  the  bond ;  but  the 
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liability  of  the  sureties  on  the  bonds  of  the  treasurer  and 
collector  may  be  limited  to  a  several  liability  for  a  portion 
only  of  the  full  penal  sums  named  therein. 

Sect.  3.  Each  of  said  bonds  and  the  sureties  thereon 
shall  be  approved  by  the  board  of  aldermen,  and  the  bonds 
of  the  city  treasurer  and  city  collector  shall  be  approved  also 
by  the  mayor.  Each  of  said  bonds,  except  that  of  the  city 
clerk,  shall  be  executed,  approved,  and  delivered  before  the 
officer  giving  it  enters  upon  the  duties  of  his  office. 

Sect.  4.  In  case  of  the  death  or  insolvency  of  a  surety  on 
any  of  said  bonds,  the  officer  who  has  given  the  bond  shall 
immediately  give  a  new  one,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  and  if 
he  fails  to  give  such  new  bond  within  a  reasonable  time  after 
notice  so  to  do,  such  failure  shall  be  a  sufficient  cause  for  his 
removal  from  office. 

Sect.  5.  The  city  treasurer  shall  have  the  custody  of  the 
bond  of  the  city  auditor,  but  all  the  other  bonds  before  men- 
tioned shall  be  kept  in  the  custody  of  the  city  auditor. 

Sect.  6.  The  city  clerk  shall  provide  from  time  to  time 
suitable  blanks  for  the  aforesaid  bonds,  and  shall,  when  re- 
quested, furnish  such  blanks  free  of  charge  to  any  officer  who 
may  require  them. 
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CHAPTER  6. 

OF  SALARIES,  ALLOWANCES  FOR  CLERK-HIRE,  ETC. 

Section  1.  The  following-named  officers  of  the  city  shall 
receive  yearly  salaries  as  follows,  and  at  the  same  rate  for 
any  portion  of  a  year,  and  no  salary  shall  be  increased  or 
diminished  the  change  to  take  eftect  during  the  term  for 
which  any  of  said  officers  may  be  appointed  or  elected. 
The  said  salaries  shall  be  payable  monthly,  and  shall  be 
subject  to  the  deduction  of  any  and  all  sums  due  to  the  city 
from  the  officers  to  whom  they  are  payable :  — 

The  mayor,  ten  thousand  dollars. 
The  city  clerk,  four  thousand  dollars. 

The  assistant  city  clerk,  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars. 
The  clerk  of  the  common  council,  two  thousand  dollars. 
The  clerk  of  committees,  three  thousand  five  hundred  dol- 
lars. 

The  assistant  clerk  of  committees,  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred dollars. 

The  messenger  of  the  city  council,  two  thousand  two  hun- 
dred and  fifty  dollars. 

The  first  assistant  messenger,  one  thousand  two  hundred 
dollars. 

The  second  assistant  messenger,  nine  hundred  dollars. 
The  third  assistant  messenger,  eight  hundred  dollars. 

The  city  treasurer,  six  thousand  dollars. 

The  treasurer  of  the  board  of  commissioners  on  the  sinking- 
funds,  seven  hundred  dollars. 

The  city  collector,  five  thousand  dollars. 

The  deputy  collectors,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  dollars 
each  ;  and  the  deputy  collectors  for  Dorchester,  Brighton, 
and  West  Roxbury  shall  be  allowed  a  further  sum,  not  ex- 
ceeding two  hundred  dollars  in  the  aggregate,  for  horse- 
hire. 

The  city  auditor,  five  thousand  dollars ;  but  should  he  re- 
ceive any  money,  directly  or  indirectly,  from  the  county 
of  Suffolk  for  services,  the  said  sum  shall  be  reduced  by 
an  amount  equal  to  the  amount  so  received. 
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The  corporation  counsel,  six  thousand  dollars. 
The  city  solicitor,  four  thousand  five  hundred  dollars. 
The  first  assistant  city  solicitor,  three  thousand  dollars. 
The  second  assistant  city  solicitor,  two  thousand  five  hundred 
dollars. 

The  city  conveyancers,  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  each. 
The  clerk  of  the  law  department,  one  thousand  five  hundred 
dollars. 

The  city  engineer,  six  thousand  dollars. 
The  city  architect,  three  thousand  five  hundred  dollars. 
The  city  surveyor,  three  thousand  three  hundred  dollars. 
The  city  registrar,  two  thousand  five  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

The  members  of  the  board  of  street  commissioners,  three 

thousand  dollars  each. 
The  clerk  of  the  board  of  street  commissioners,  two  thousand 

dollars. 

The  superintendent  of  streets,  four  thousand  dollars. 
The  superintendent  of  sewers,  three  thousand  five  hundred 
dollars. 

The  superintendent  of  public  buildings,  three  thousand  six 

hundred  dollars. 
The  superintendent  of  East  Boston  ferries,  two  thousand  five 

hundred  dollars. 
The  superintendent  of  the  common  and  public  grounds,  three 

thousand  dollars. 
The  superintendent  of  printing,  two  thousand  five  hundred 

dollars. 

The  superintendent  of  Faneuil  Hall,  five  hundred  dollars. 

The  superintendent  of  Faneuil  Hall  market,  two  thousand 
five  hundred  dollars,  which  shall  be  in  full  for  his  services 
both  as  such  superintendent  and  as  inspector  of  provisions. 

The  deputy  superintendent  of  Faneuil  Hall  market,  one 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  which  shall  be  in  full  for 
his  services  both  as  such  deputy  superintendent  and  as  in- 
spector of  provisions. 

The  weigher  at  Faneuil  Hall  market,  eight  hundred  dollars. 

The  day  watchmen  at  Faneuil  Hall  market,  three  dollars  each 
for  every  day's  actual  service. 

The  night  watchmen  at  Faneuil  Hall  market,  three  dollars 
each  for  every  night's  actual  service. 

The  inspector  of  the  abattoir,  one  thousand  five  hundred 
dollars. 

The  sealer  of  weights  and  measures,  two  thousand  five  hun- 
dred dollars. 
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Tlie  deputy  sealers  of  weights  and  measures,  one  thousand 

four  hundred  dollars  each. 
The  inspector  of  buildings,  two  thousand  eight  hundred  dollars. 
The  assistant  inspectors  of  buildings,  one,  one  thousand  six 

hundred  and  lifty  dollars,  and  the  others,  one  thousand 

five  hundred  dollars  each. 
The  clerk  of  the  inspector  of  buildings,  one  thousand  five 

hundred  dollars. 

The  chairman  of  the  board  of  assessors,  three  thousand  five 
hundred  dollars. 

The  secretary  of  the  board  of  assessors,  three  thousand  two 
hundred  dollars. 

The  three  principal  assessors,  three  thousand  dollars  each. 

The  first  assistant  assessors,  seven  dollars  each,  and  the 
second  assistant  assessors,  five  dollars  each,  for  every  day 
of  actual  service  in  street  duty  or  in  revising  assessments  ; 

.  and  each  first  assistant  assessor  shall  be  entitled  to  receive 
a  further  sum  of  three  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  for  attend- 
ing the  sessions  of  the  board  of  assessors  and  of  first 
assistant  assessors  ;  but  from  said  sum  shall  be  deducted  a 
proportionate  amount  for  any  of  such  sessions  which  such 
assessor  has  failed  to  attend.  The  amount  of  service  ren- 
dered by  each  assistant  assessor  shall  be  certified  by  the 
secretary  of  the  board  of  assessors. 

The  members  of  the  water-board,  for  each  member  thereof 
whose  term  of  appointment  begins  after  the  first  day  of 
May,  A.D.  1883,  the  sum  of  five  dollars  for  each  half  day 
of  actual  service  in  such  capacity.

The  draw-tender  of  Winthrop  bridge,  one  hundred  dollars. 

Sect.  2.  The  following-named  officers  shall  be  allowed 
for  the  compensation  of  clerks  and  other  assistants  or  subor- 
dinates employed  by  them,  whose  compensation  is  not  other- 
wise provided  for,  sums  not  exceeding  those  hereinafter  set 
forth,  the  same  to  be  paid  in  monthly  instalments  on  pay- 
rolls certified  by  the  respective  officers  :  — 

The  mayor,  ten  thousand  dollars. 

The  city  treasurer,  twenty-one  thousand  dollars  for  his  regu- 
lar officers  and  clerks. 

The  city  collector,  twelve  thousand  two  hundred  dollars  for 
his  regular  officers  and  clerks ;  four  thousand  seven  hun- 
dred dollars  for  extra  clerks ;  three  hundred  dollars  (out 
of  the  receipts  for  liquor  licenses)  for  one  clerk;  and 
four  hundred  dollars  (out  of  the  Cochituate  water- works 
revenue)  for  one  clerk. 

The  city  auditor,  fourteen  thousand  seven  hundred  dollars. 
The  city  clerk,  thirteen  thousand  dollars. 
The  clerk  of  the  common  council,  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred dollars. 

The  registrars  of  voters,  such  sum  as  shall  be  annually  ap- 
propriated for  their  assistant  registrars  and  clerks ;  but 
the  compensation  of  an  assistant  registrar  shall  not  exceed 
the  rate  of  three  dollars  and  fifty  cents  for  each  day  of 
actual  service. 

The  city  registrar,  six  thousand  two  hundred  dollars  for  his 
regular  clerks,  and  a  sum  not  exceeding  twenty-five  cents 
for  information  furnished  concerning  each  birth. 
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Sect.  3.  The  following-named  officers  shall  each  be  enti- 
tled to  the  use  of  a  horse  and  vehicle  at  the  expense  of  the 
city,  the  bills  therefor  to  be  rendered  monthly  with  the  other 
bills  in  his  department ;  — 

The  mayor. 

The  city  engines r« 

The  inspector  of  buildings. 

The  superintendent  of  streets. 

The  superintendent  of  public  buildings  (one  or  more). 

Sect.  4.  The  city  auditor  shall  allow  and  the  city  treas- 
urer shall  pay  to  the  several  officers  of  the  county  of  Suffolk 
the  salaries  and  allowances  required  to  be^  paid  to  them  by 
the  statutes  of  the  commonwealth. 

Sect.  5.  No  salary  shall  be  paid  by  the  city  to  a  non- 
resident, unless  his  offilcial  duties  are  to  be  performed  mainly 
outside  of  the  city  limits ;  but  this  rule  shall  not  apply  to 
non-residents  who  held  office  under  the  city  on  the  third 
day  of  January  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  aad  seventy- 
nine^

or  THE  CITY  SEAL  AND  OF  CERTAIN  POWERS  OF  THE  MAYOR. 

Section  1.  The  seal  of  the  city  shall  bear  a  view  of  the 
city  and  the  inscriptions  :  "  Sicut  patribus  sic  deus  nobis. 

BOSTONIA  CONDITA  A.D.  1630.      CiVITATIS  REGIMINE  DONATA 

A.D.  1822." 

Sect.  2.  All  conveyances  and  leases  of  city  lands  and 
all  other  instruments  under  seal,  executed  in  behalf  of  the 
city,  shall,  except  as  otherwise  specially  provided,  be  signed 
and  delivered  in  the  name  of  the  city  by  the  mayor,  who 
shall  affix  thereto  the  city  seal. 

Sect.  3.  When  a  person  entitled  to  redeem  an  estate 
mortgaged  to  the  city  makes  application  for  such  redemption, 
the  mayor  may,  with  the  approval  of  the  corporation  counsel, 
and  upon  payment  to  the  city  collector  of  the  amount  due  on 
the  mortgage,  discharge  or  release  such  mortgage,  or  assign 
the  same  without  liability  of  or  recourse  to  the  city,  and  may 
execute  in  behalf  of  the  city  any  and  all  legal  instruments 
that  may  be  necessary  for  said  purposes. 

Sect.  4.  When  a  person  entitled  to  redeem  an  estate 
sold  for  non-payment  of  taxes  or  assessments,  and  purchased 
by  the  city,  makes  application  for  such  redemption,  the  mayor 
may,  on  the  payment  to  the  city  collector  of  the  amount  due 
to  the  city  on  such  estate,  execute  in  behalf  of  the  city  any 
and  all  legal  instruments  that  may  be  necessary  to  vest  in 
such  person  the  city's  title  to  such  estate. 

Sect.  5.  The  mayor  may,  with  the  approval  of  the  board 
of  street  commissioners,  give  to  any  party  holding  lands,  the 
title  of  which  is  derived  under  a  deed  given  by  the  city  and 
creating  an  estate  upon  condition,  a  deed  of  release  acknowl- 
edging that,  up  to  the  time  when  such  deed  of  release  is 
given,  such  condition  has  been  fully  complied  with,  and  re- 
leasing such  land  from  the  possibility  of  forfeiture  to  the 
city  for  any  breach  of  condition  happening  prior  to  the  date 
of  the  release. 
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CHAPTER  8. 

OF  THE  CITY  CLERK. 

Section  1.  The  city  clerk  shall  have  the  care  and  cus- 
tody of  the  city  records  and  of  all  documents,  maps,  plans, 
and  papers  of  the  city,  respecting  the  care  and  custody  of 
which  no  other  provision  is  made.  He  shall  attend  all  meet- 
ings of  the  board  of  aldermen  and  all  meetings  of  both 
branches  of  the  city  council,  when  met  in  convention,  and  he 
shall  keep  records  of  the  proceedings  at  all  such  meetings. 

Sect.  2.  The  city  clerk  shall  have  allowed  him  as  sub- 
ordinates :  — 

One  assistant  city  clerk, 
One  chief  mortgage  clerk, 
One  index  clerk. 
Nine  copyists, 

Five  clerks  in  the  mortgage  department, 

all  of  whom,  except  the  assistant  city  clerk,  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  city  clerk  solely,  and  all  may  be  removed  by  him,  but 
they  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  provisions  of  statutes  or 
ordinances  aftecting  subordinates  in  other  departments. 

Sect.  3.  The  city  clerk  shall  annually,  in  January,  ap- 
point, subject  to  the  approval  of  the  mayor,  the  assistant  city 
clerk,  who  shall  be  sworn  to  the  faithful  discharge  of  his 
duties,  and  shall  hold  office  for  the  remainder  of  the  mu- 
nicipal year,  and  until  his  successor  is  appointed  and  duly 
qualified. 

Sect.  4.  The  said  assistant  city  clerk  shall  assist  the  city 
clerk  in  the  performance  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  and  he 
shall  discharge  the  duties  of  the  city  clerk  when  that  officer 
is  absent,  and  also  when  there  is  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of 
city  clerk.  He  may  also  act,  in  the  absence  of  a  city  clerk, 
as  clerk  to  the  board  of  aldermen,  at  their  request. 

Sect.  5.  The  city  clerk  shall  keep  suitable  records  and 
accounts  of  all  fees  received  by  him,  and  shall  personally 
verify  all  charges  made  therein.

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CHAPTER  9. 

OF  THE  CLERK  OF  COMMITTEES. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  elected  annually,  by  concur- 
rent vote  of  the  two  branches  of  the  city  council,  a  clerk  of 
committees,  who  shall,  when  no  other  provision  is  made,  act 
as  the  clerk  of  all  committees,  standing  or  special,  of  either 
branch  or  of  both  branches  of  the  city  council,  and  shall 
make  proper  records  in  books,  kept  for  the  purpose  and  fur- 
nished by  the  city,  of  all  the  proceedings  and  transactions  of 
such  committees  ;  shall  keep  a  calendar  of  all  the  meetings 
of  such  committees  and  notify  the  members  of  such  meetings 
when  requested  so  to  do  by  the  chairman  or  by  a  majority  oi 
the  committee ;  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  and  ser- 
vices for  the  said  committees  as  they  may  from  time  to  time 
require. 

Sect.  2.  Said  clerk  may,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
city  council,  appoint  an  assistant,  who  shall  perform  such 
services,  clerical  or  otherwise,  as  the  said  clerk  or  any  of  the 
committees  aforesaid  may  direct,  and  who  may  be  removed 
at  any  time  by  the  said  clerk  or  by  the  city  council.  The 
clerk  of  committees  may  also  employ  any  other  clerical  as- 
sistance that  may  be  needed,  and  for  which  an  appropriation 
is  made. 
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CHAPTER  10. 

OF  THE  mayor's  OFFICE. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  allowed  to  the  mayor,  in 
the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  the  following 
subordinates :  — 

One  secretary, 
One  accountant, 
One  book-keeper, 
One  messenger. 


Chap.  11.  j 
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CHAPTER  11. 

OF  THE  CITY  MESSENGER. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  elected  annually,  by  concur- 
rent vote  of  the  two  branches  of  the  city  council,  a  city 
messenger,  who  shall  devote  his  whole  time  to  the  service  of 
the  city ;  shall  attend  all  meetings  of  the  board  of  aldermen 
and  of  the  common  council ;  shall  wait  upon  all  committees 
and  boards  when  in  session  in  City  Hall ;  and  in  general  shall 
perform  all  services  required  of  him  by  the  mayor,  by  either 
branch  of  the  city  council,  or  by  any  committee  or  board 
when  in  session  as  aforesaid. 

Sect.  2.  He  may,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  city 
council,  appoint  three  assistants,  who  shall  hold  office  for  one 
year,  unless  sooner  removed  or  suspended  by  him  or  by  the 
city  council. 

Sect.  3.  The  general  custody  of  the  city-hall  building, 
except  as  otherwise  provided,  and  except  also  as  to  any 
repairs  or  alterations  therein,  shall  be  in  the  charge  of  the 
city  messenger,  who  may  appoint  all  necessary  subordinates, 
including  the  tender  of  the  elevator,  to  enable  him  to  dis- 
charge such  duty.  Such  subordinates  may  be  discharged  or 
suspended  by  him,  or  by  any  standing  committee  of  the  city 
council  having  charge  of  the  matter.  The  city  messenger 
shall  have  the  direction  of  any  detail  of  police  that  may  be 
specially  assigned  to  protect  said  building  or  to  preserve 
order  in  any  part  thereof.  The  superintendent  of  buildings 
shall  have  charge  of  the  steam  apparatus  for  heating  City 
Hall  and  the  connected  buildings,  and  of  the  elevator  therein. 

Sect.  4.  The  use  of  the  oSSce  and  private  room  of  the 
mayor  shall  be  under  the  control  of  the  mayor. 

Sect.  5.  The  use  of  the  large  hall  used  for  the  meetings 
of  the  board  of  aldermen,  the  anteroom  adjoining  said  hall 
on  its  easterly  side,  the  city  clerk's  room,  and  the  private 
office  on  the  west  side  of  said  hall,  and  the  chairman's  room 
adjoining  the  city  messenger's  office,  shall  be  under  the  con- 
trol of  the  board  of  aldermen. 

Sect.  6.  The  use  of  the  hall  used  for  the  meetinojs  of 
the  common  council,  the  anteroom,  committee-room,  and 
wash-room  adjacent  to  said  hall  on  its  easterly  side,  the  lobby 
and  clerk's  room  on  its  westerly  side,  and  the  president's 
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room,  adjoining  the  clerk's  room,  shall  be  under  the  control 
of  the  common  council. 

Sect.  7.  Each  branch  of  the  city  government  may  pre- 
scribe rules  for  the  use,  custody,  and  care  of  its  own  apart- 
ments, and  may  direct  the  expenditure,  through  the  super- 
intendent of  public  buildings,  of  such  sums  of  money  as  are 
from  time  to  time  appropriated  for  repairs  or  furnishing 
therein.

CHAPTER  12. 

OF  THE  CITY  TREASURER. 

Section  1.  Annually,  in  the  month  of  May  or  June,  there 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor,  subject  to  confirmation  by 
the  board  of  aldermen,  a  city  treasurer,  who  shall  hold 
ofiice  for  one  year  from  the  first  day  of  July  in  the  year  in 
which  he  was  appointed. 

Sect.  2.  There  shall  be  allowed  to  the  treasurer,  for  the 
discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  department,  the  following  sub- 
ordinates :  — 

One  cashier, 
One  book-keeper. 
One  teller. 
Six  paymasters, 
'       One  draft  clerk  and  assistant  paymaster, 
One  trustee  and  assignment  clerk. 
One  bond  and  interest  clerk, 
One  clerk  and  messenger. 

He  shall  require  from  said  subordinates,  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  their  respective  duties  and  for  the  safe  custody 
of  the  money  and  other  property  intrusted  to  them,  bonds 
to  himself  as  obligee,  with  sureties  satisfactory  to  the  mayor, 
and  with  penal  sums  as  follows  :  the  cashier,  not  less  than 
twenty  thousand  dollars,  and  the  tellers  and  paymasters, 
not  less  than  ten  thousand  dollars  each. 

Sect.  3.  The  city  treasurer  shall  have  the  care  and  custody 
of  all  the  current  funds  of  the  city  from  the  time  when  the 
same  shall  be  paid  over  to  him  by  the  collector  or  any  other 
person,  and  also  of  any  securities  which  may  be  placed  in 
his  charge  by  virtue  of  any  statute  or  ordinance.  He  may 
deposit  any  portion  of  such  current  funds  with  such  national 
bank  or  banks  established  in  Boston,  and  upon  such  conditions 
and  rates  of  interest  as  he  may  deem  best,  subject,  however, 
to  the  approval  of  the  mayor ;  provided,  however,  that  the 
whole  amount  of  deposits  in  any  one  bank  shall  not  exceed 
fifty  per  centum  of  its  paid-in  capital. 

Sect.  4.  The  treasurer  shall  pay  all  checks,  orders,  and 
other  warrants  issued  upon  him  by  the  city  auditor  for  the 
payment  of  bills  and  demands  against  the  city,  which  have 
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been  duly  passed  in  the  auditor's  department  and  have  been  by 
the  mayor  ordered  for  payment.  The  form  of  such  checks, 
orders,  or  other  warrants  shall  be  settled  by  the  auditor,  with 
the  approval  of  the  mayor,  whose  approval  shall  be  nec- 
essary to  any  subsequent  change  therein. 

The  treasurer  shall  close  his  accounts  for  the  financial  year 
on  or  before  the  fourth  day  of  May  in  each  year,  and  shall 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  June  transmit  to  the  city  council 
his  annual  report  thereon.  He  shall  also  at  any  time  sub- 
mit his  accounts  and  vouchers  to  the  examination  of  any 
accountant  designated  for  the  purpose  by  the  mayor,  or  by  a 
vote  of  the  city  council,  and  he  shall  be  entitled  to  a  copy  of 
the  report  thereon. 

Sect.  5.  Payments  of  sums  due  to  school  instructors, 
school  janitors,  policemen,  firemen,  witnesses,  and  jurors, 
and  to  other  persons  employed  in  and  about  the  various  de- 
partments and  institutions  of  the  city  and  of  the  county 
of  Suffolk,  may  be  made  by  the  city  treasurer  in  any  of  the 
public  buildings  in  the  different  sections  of  the  city,  or  upon 
any  of  the  public  works,  as  he  may  designate  and  as  will 
best  facilitate  such  payments  and  prevent  the  loss  of  time 
by  those  to  whom  they  are  made ;  and  for  the  purpose 
of  making  payments  as  aforesaid,  the  city  treasurer  may  fur- 
nish necessary  conveyance  for  his  paymasters. 

Sect.  6.  Suitable  furniture  and  fixtures  for  such  places 
as  may  be  designated  by  the  city  treasurer  for  making  pay- 
ments, under  the  preceding  section,  shall  be  furnished  by  the 
superintendent  of  public  buildings,  who  shall  also  place 
proper  safeguards  for  the  keeping  of  any  money  that  may 
be  in  charge  of  the  paymasters  in  such  places. 

Sect.  7.  Upon  the  death  of  any  employee,  the  board,  or 
officer  in  whose  department  the  deceased  person  was  em- 
ployed, may  certify  to  the  city  treasurer  the  amount  due 
such  employee  at  the  time  of  his  decease,  and  the  name  oi 
the  person  entitled  to  receive  the  same  ;  and  the  city  treas- 
urer is  hereby  authorized  to  pay  said  amount  in  conformity  to 
the  certification  of  said  board  or  head  of  department. 

Sect'.  8.  On  or  before  the  tenth  day  of  each  month  the 
city  treasurer  shall  render  to  the  mayor  and  city  council  a 
statement  of  the  receipts  and  payments  of  his  department 
for  the  preceding  month,  and  a  summary  of  the  like  items 
for  the  current  financial  year  up  to  the  close  of  such  month. 
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CHAPTER  13. 

OF  THE  CITY  COLLECTOR. 

Section  1.  Annually,  in  the  month  of  May  or  June,  there 
shall  be  aj)pointed  by  the  mayor,  subject  to  confirmation 
by  the  board  of  aldermen,  a  city  collector  who  shall  hold 
office  for  one  year  tVom  the  Urst  day  of  July  in  the  year  in 
which  he  is  appointed. 

Sect.  2.  There  shall  be  allowed  to  the  collector,  for  the 
discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  department,  the  following  sub- 
ordinates :  — 

One  cashier. 
One  book-keeper, 
One  chief  clerk. 
Three  clerks, 

One  general  clerk  and  messenger, 
Eighteen  deputy  collectors. 

He  shall  require  from  said  subordinates  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  their  respective  duties  and  for  the  safe  custody 
of  the  money  and  other  property  intrusted  to  them,  bonds 
to  himself  as  obligee,  with  sureties  satisfactory  to  the 
mayor,  and  with  penal  sums  as  follows :  the  cashier, 
not  less  than  twenty  thousand  dollars,  and  the  deputy  col- 
lectors, not  less  than  five  thousand  dollars  each.  The  whole 
time  of  the  deputy  collectors  shall  be  given  to  the  duties  of 
the  said  department. 

Sect.  H.  The  city  collector  shall  collect  and  receive  all 
moneys  payable  to  the  city,  except  when  other  provision  is 
made,  and  shall  make  to  the  city  auditor  monthly  reports  in 
writing  of  the  amount  of  all  moneys  received  by  him,  and  of 
the  accounts  upon  which  such  moneys  have  been  received.  He 
shall  also,  at  the  close  of  each  financial  year,  submit  to  the  city 
council  a  statement  of  all  moneys  received  by  him  during  the 
year,  of  the  particular  warrant,  assessment,  or  account  upon 
which  each  amount  was  received,  and  of  the  balance  of  money 
uncollected  on  the  respective  warrants,  assessments,  or  sched- 
ules of  departments  in  his  hands,  and  a  copy  of  such  state- 
ment shall  be  filed  with  the  city  auditor.  He  shall  also  be 
the  custodian  of  all  leases  of  city  property,  and  of  all  notes, 
bonds,  moi'tgages,  and  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  belong- 
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ing  to  the  city  or  to  the  county,  and  shall  annually,  in  May, 
lay  before  the  city  council  a  detailed  statement  thereof. 

Sect.  4.  The  city  collector  shall,  immediately  after 
receiving  any  tax-bills  from  the  board  of  assessors,  cause 
such  bills  to  be  delivered  to  the  persons  assessed,  and  if  they 
are  not  paid  within  thirty  days  thereafter,  he  shall  issue  a 
summons  to  each  person  who  fails  to  pay  ;  and  if  such  person 
does  not  pay  his  taxes  within  ten  days  after  the  receipt  of 
such  summons,  or  after  the  service  thereof  upon  him  in  the 
usual  manner,  the  said  collector  shall  issue  his  warrant  for 
the  collection  of  said  taxes,  or  in  the  case  of  taxes  on  real 
estate  shall  proceed  to  sell  according  to  the  law. 

Sect.  5.  As  soon  as  conveniently  may  be  after  the  city 
collector  has  caused  any  real  estate  to  be  sold  for  non-payment 
of  a  tax  or  assessment,  he  shall  cause  such  sale  to  be  entered 
in  an  alphabetical  list,  made  under  his  supervision  and  kept 
in  his  office  for  public  reference,  and  giving  the  location  of 
such  real  estate  and  the  name  of  the  person  or  persons,  if 
known,  against  whom  such  tax  or  assessment  was  laid. 

Sect.  6.  The  city  collector  shall  cause  to  be  sold,  pur- 
suant to  section  fifty-eight  of  chapter  twelve  of  the  Public 
Statutes,  and  all  other  provisions  of  law  applying  thereto,  all 
real  estate  taken  or  purchased  by  the  city  for  non-payment 
of  taxes  or  assessments  and  not  redeemed  within  the  time 
allowed  for  such  redemption,  and  the  mayor  shall,  upon  pay- 
ment of  the  purchase-money  to  the  said  collector,  execute  to 
the  purchaser  of  any  such  estate  a  quitclaim  deed  thereof. 
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CHAPTER  14. 

OF  THE  CITY  AUDITOR. 

Section  1.  Annujilly,  in  the  month  of  May  or  June,  there 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor,  sal)ject  to  confirmation  by 
the  board  of  aldermen,  a  city  auditor,  who  shall  hold  office 
for  one  year,  from  the  first  day  of  July  in  the  year  in  which 
he  is  appointed ;  and  he  shall  be  sworn  to  the  faithful  dis- 
charge of  the  duties  of  his  office. 

Sect.  2.  There  shall  be  allowed  to  the  auditor,  for  the 
discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  department,  the  following  sub- 
ordinates :  — 

One  chief  clerk  and  general  book-keeper. 

One  draft  clerk  and  book-keeper  of  receipts, 

Two  abstract  clerks, 

One  bond  and  interest  clerk, 

Five  clerks, 

One  messenger. 

Sect.  3.  The  city  auditor  shall  keep  a  complete  set  of 
books,  wherein  shall  be  stated  the  amount  of  the  appropria- 
tion that  has  been  made  for  each  distinct  object  of  expendi- 
ture, and  the  amount  that  has  been  expended  on  account  of 
such  appropriation  ;  and  when  the  appropriation  for  any  spe- 
cilic  object  has  been  wholly  expended,  he  shall  immediately 
communicate  that  fact  to  the  city  council. 

Sect.  4.  Before  money  is  paid  out  of  the  city  treasury, 
a  requisition  therefor  in  writing,  with  detailed  accounts  at- 
tached, specifying  the  amount  to  be  paid  and  the  party  or 
parties  to  w^hom  the  payment  is  due,  shall  be  made  by  the 
board,  officer,  department,  or  committee  incurring  the  ex- 
penditure, upon  the  city  auditor.  He  shall  examine  all  such 
requisitions,  bills  or  demands  rendered  against  the  city ; 
shall  see  that  they  have  been  incurred  with  due  warrant  of 
law,  and  properly  approved  by  some  person  duly  author- 
ized, and  in  exact  accordance  with  such  authority  ;  that  the 
clerical  computations  are  correct ;  and  that  there  are  on 
hand  funds  appropriated  for  the  purpose  sufficient  for  the 
payment  of  such  demand  or  bill.  In  case  of  any  error  or 
informality  he  shall  make  note  of  the  fact,  and  of  his  objec- 
tions, and  return  the  bill  or  demand  with  such  objections, 
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to  the  board,  officer,  or  committee  presenting  the  same. 
If  he  approve  of  the  hill  or  demand  he  shall  cause  the  same 
to  1)6  marked  with  his  certificate  of  approval,  and  shall 
cause  an  abstract  of  the  same  to  be  entered  on  a  book 
kept  for  the  purpose.  As  soon  as  possible  after  the  twen- 
tieth day  of  each  month  he  shall  close  the  outstanding  ac- 
counts on  such  book,  and  present  the  same  to  the  mayor, 
who,  if  satisfied  of  their  correctness,  shall  sign  thereon  a 
warrant  for  the  city  treasurer  to  pay  such  amount  in  detail. 
On  receiving  a  proper  receipt  or  acquittance  of  such  bill  or 
demand,  the  auditor  shall  issue  to  the  person  entitled  to 
payment,  a  check,  order,  or  other  warrant  directed  to  the  city 
treasurer  for  the  amount  due. 

Such  warrants  for  payments  as  aforesaid  shall  be  issued  on 
the  first  secular  day  of  each  month,  for  all  bills  or  demands 
which  have  been  approved  and  ordered  paid,  prior  to  such 
date.  Payments  shall  also  be  made  at  such  reasonable  times 
as  the  city  council,  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor,  may 
direct.  Accounts  may  be  adjusted,  and  special  warrants 
for  paj'ment  issued  after  the  verification  by  the  auditor,  at 
such  time  as  he  may  appoint,  at  the  written  request  of  any 
board  or  officer  in  charge  of  a  department,  provided  that  it 
be  sanctioned  by  the  mayor  in  writing.  Discharged  em- 
ployees may  be  paid  at  any  time  on  presenting  to  the  auditor 
a  proper  certificate  from  the  head  of  the  department  in  which 
they  were  employed. 

The  auditor  shall  report  to  the  mayor  whenever  the  expen- 
ditures of  any  department  seem  to  be  in  excess  of  a  proper 
monthly  ratio  of  its  appropriation. 

Sect.  5.  The  pay-rolls  of  laborers  employed  in  the 
several  depai-tments  shall  be  made  up  semi-monthly ;  one 
from  the  fifteenth  to  the  last  day  of  each  month,  inclusive, 
and  the  other  to  be  made  up  from  the  first  to  the  fourteenth 
day,  inclusive  ;  said  ])ay-rolls  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  city 
auditor  with  special  drafts  on  the  city  treasurer  to  meet  the 
same. 

Sect.  6.  The  city  auditor  shall  annually,  in  February, 
lay  before  the  city  council  an  estimate  of  the  amount  oi 
money  which  it  will  be  necessary  to  raise  to  meet  the  expen- 
ditures for  the  ensuing  year,  giving  under  each  of  the  respec- 
tive heads  of  appropriation  a  detailed  statement  (to  be  fur- 
nished by  the  several  boards  and  offi'cers,  as  provided  in 
section  two  of  chapter  fifteen  of  these  ordinances),  of  the  pur- 
poses for  which  the  appropriation  is  needed.  He  shall 
also  annually,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July,  submit 
to  the  city  council  a  printed  statement  of  all  the  receipts 
and  expenditures  of  the  past  financial  year,  giving  in  detail 
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the  amount  of  the  appropriation  and  of  the  expenditure  for 
each  specific  object,  the  receipts  from  each  source  of  income, 
the  reduction,  if  any,  of  the  city  debt,  and  the  changes,  if 
any,  in  the  sinking-funds.  Said  statement  shall  be  arranged, 
as  far  as  practicable,  so  as  to  conform  to  the  accounts  of  the 
city  treasurer  and  city  collector,  and  shall  be  accompanied 
by  a  schedule  of  the  property  belonging  to  the  city,  and  by 
an  exhibit  showing  the  debts  due  from  the  city,  the  rates  of 
interest  thereon,  and  the  years  in  which  such  debts  will 
become  due.  He  shall  also  make  to  the  city  council  a 
monthly  statement  of  the  amounts  of  the  several  appropria- 
tions ;  of  the  amount  of  all  drafts  on  account  of  each  appro- 
priation made  during  the  month  preceding  the  date  of  such 
statement ;  of  the  amount  of  such  drafts  m  ide  since  the 
beginning  of  the  financial  year;  and  of  the  balance  of  each 
appropriation  remaining  subject  to  draft.

CHAPTER  15. 

or  MATTERS  OF  FINANCE. 

Section  1.  The  financial  year  of  the  city  shall  hegin  on 
the  first  day  of  May  and  end  on  the  last  day  of  April,  and 
the  city  treasurer  and  city  collector  shall  make  up  their  annual 
accounts  to  the  last-named  date. 

Sect.  2,  Every  board  or  officer  in  charge  of  a  depart- 
ment shall  annually,  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  February, 
send  to  the  mayor  and  the  city  auditor  an  estimate  in  detail  of 
the  appropriations  which  will  be  needed  to  meet  the  expendi- 
tures to  be  incurred  by  such  l)oard  or  officer,  during  the 
next  financial  year,  and  also  an  estimate  of  all  income  to  be 
received  from  any  source  by  such  board  or  officer  during 
said  year. 

Sect.  3.  No  expenditure  shall  be  made  or  liability  in- 
curred on  behalf  of  the  city,  until  a  loan  has  l)een  duly  author- 
ized or  an  appropriation  has  been  made  by  the  city  council, 
sufficient  to  meet  such  expenditure  or  liability  together  with 
all  prior  unpaid  liabilities  which  are  properly  chargeable  to 
the  same  appropriation. 

Sect.  4.  When  the  estimates  for  the  performance  of  a 
work  for  which  a  board  or  officer  is  authorized  by  the  city 
council,  or  by  either  branch  thereof,  to  contract,  exceed  in 
amount  the  appropriation  made  for  such'work ;  or  when  the 
sum  appropriated  for  any  purpose  has  been  expended  before 
such  purpose  has  been  fully  accomplished,  the  board  or 
officer  in  charge  of  the  department  shall  report  to  the  city 
council,  or  to  the  branch  thereof  from  which  their  authority  is 
derived,  a  detailed  statement  of  the  causes  of  the  insufficiency 
of  the  appropriation  to  meet  the  purposes  for  which  it  was 
made,  and  an  estimate  of  the  additional  appropriation  which 
they  judge  will  be  required  fully  to  effect  such  purposes ; 
and  they  shall  not  conclude  any  contract  nor  incur  further 
expense  in  the  premises,  until  they  are  authorized  so  to  do 
by  the  city  council  or  by  the  branch  thereof  from  which  their 
authority  is  derived. 

Sect.  5.  When  the  city  treasurer  is  authorized  by  the 
city  council  to  borrow  money  and  to  give  certificates  of 
inde])tedness  therefor,  such  certiiicates  shall  be  signed  by 
the  mayor,  the  city  treasurer,  and  the  city  auditor,  and  shall 
be  registered  both  in  the  office  of  the  city  treasurer  and  in 
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that  of  the  city  auditor.  The  rate  of  interest  to  be  paid  on 
any  loan,  unless  prescribed  by  the  vote  of  the  city  council 
authorizing  the  same,  shall  be  fixed  by  the  mayor,  the  treas- 
urer, and  the  auditor. 

Whenever  any  loan  is  so  authorized,  unless  the  commis- 
sioners of  the  sinking-funds  or  the  trustees  of  any  of  the 
public  funds  of  the  city  shall  desire  to  purchase  the  bonds, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  to  solicit,  by  advertise- 
ment in  the  daily  papers  and  in  such  other  manner  as  the 
mayor  shall  approve,  sealed  proposals  to  purchase  said  bonds, 
reserving  the  city's  right  to  reject  all  bids.  All  such  bids 
shall  be  publicly  opened,  at  a  time  and  place  to  be  stated  in 
the  said  advertisements  and  other  notices,  by  the  treasurer, 
in  the  presence  of  the  mayor  and  the  auditor,  and  the  highest 
bid  made  by  a  responsible  party  for  the  entire  loan  shall  be 
accepted  unless  all  are  rejected.  If  no  bids  are  made  for 
the  entire  loan,  the  loan  or  any  part  thereof  shall  be  awarded 
to  the  several  parties  makmg  the  highest  bids  therefor 
unless  all  are  rejected.  The  treasurer  shall  preserve  all  re- 
jected bids  and  other  papers  relative  thereto. 

Sect.  6.  Whenever  any  bond  or  coupon  issued  by  the 
city  has  become  due  the  treasurer  shall  pay  the  same  on 
presentation  and  shall  cancel  the  same.  He  shall  transmit 
the  bonds  so  paid  daily,  and  the  coupons  so  paid  twice  in 
each  month,  to  the  auditor,  who  shall  have  the  custody  of 
the  same  thereafter. 

Sect.  7.  Each  board,  department,  and  officer  of  the  city 
government  shall,  within  the  first  ten  days  of  every  month, 
deliver  to  the  city  collector  bills  of  all  dues  which  in  the 
course  of  the  preceding  month  have  become  payable  to  the 
city,  through  or  on  account  of  such  board,  department,  or 
officer  ;  and  they  shall,  as  often  as  such  moneys  amount  to  one 
hundred  dollar^^,  and  also  on  the  last  day  of  each  month,  pay 
over  all  moneys  received  and  all  fees  collected  by  them  for  or 
on  account  of  the  city,  and  shall,  at  the  time  of  such  payment, 
render  a  statement  explanatory  thereof.  In  case  no  return 
is  received  from  any  officer  who  has  usually  made  one,  the 
collector  shall  notify  the  mayor  of  the  omission.  When 
bills  or  moneys  are  delivered  or  paid  to  the  city  collector,  as 
before  provided,  a  statement  of  the  aggregate  amount  of  such 
bills  or  moneys  shall  at  the  same  time  be  rendered  to  the  city 
auditor. 

Sect.  8.  When  a  debt  due  to  the  city  is  not  paid  within 
sixty  days  after  demand  is  made  for  such  payment,  the  city 
collector  shall,  if  no  other  provision  for  its  collection  is  made, 
place  the  claim  in  the  hands  of  the  city  solicitor  who  shall 
forthwith  put  the  same  in  suit ;  and  the  mayor  may  in  any 
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case,  when  in  his  judgment  the  interests  of  the  city  require 
it,  direct  a  suit  to  be  brought  upon  a  claim  befoi-e  the  expira- 
tion of  said  sixty  days. 

Sect.  9.  Ail  excess  of  revenue  derived  from  liquor 
licenses,  excess  of  income  and  taxes  over  estimated  income 
and  taxes,  and  excess  of  appropriatioins  over  expenditures  at 
the  close  of  each  financial  year,  shall  remain  in  the  city 
treasury,  to  be  used  and  applied  for  such  purposes  as  the 
city  council  may  order. 

Sect.  10.  All  moneys  received  by  the  city  from  the  sale 
of  real  estate,  from  payments  on  account  of  the  i)rincipal 
sum  secured  by  any  l)ond  or  note,  or  from  paym.Mits  on 
account  of  any  betterment  assessment,  shall,  unless  other- 
wise specially  directed  by  the  city  council,  be  paid  by  the 
city  treasurer  to  the  commissioners  of  the  sinking-funds,  and 
applied  by  them  to  the  reduction  of  the  city  debt. 

Sect.  11.  All  excess  of  income  from  water-rates  over 
the  amount  required  to  pay  the  expense  of  carrying  on  the 
water-works  and  to  pay  the  interest  and  exchanire,  if  any,  on 
the  water  debts,  shall  be  paid  to  the  commissioners  of  the 
sinking-funds,  and  by  them  added  to  the  sinking-funds  for 
said  debts. 

Sect.  12.  The  city  treasurer  is  authorized  to  pay  all 
executions  or  judgments  of  court  against  the  city  when  duly 
certified  as  correct  by  the  city  solicitor,  and  special  drafts  to 
cover  the  same  shall  be  made  by  the  mayor,  duly  certified  by 
the  city  auditor ;  and  if  the  api)ropriation  for  the  s'pecial 
object  to  which  the  amount  of  the  execution  is  chargeable  is 
not  sufficient,  the  execution  shall,  nevertheless,  be  paid  by 
the  city  treasurer,  who  shall  immediately  give  notice  of  the 
fact  of  the  over-draft  upon  the  execution  to  the  department 
incurrin":  the  obli«:ation. 

Sect.  13.  The  mayor  may  settle  any  claim  against  the 
city  arising  from  the  act  or  neglect  of  any  of  its  departments, 
provided  the  settlement  is  recommended  in  writing  by  the 
corporation  counsel,  and  has  been  approved  by  the  vote  of  a 
majority  of  all  the  meml)ers  of  a  joint  committee  of  said  coun- 
cil after  an  examination  of  the  claim.  Every  amount  thus 
allowed,  and  every  judgment  or  execution  paid  by  the  city 
treasurer,  shall  be  charged  against  the  ap})ropriation  of  the 
department  whose  act  or  neglect  caused  the  claim,  and  shall 
be  reckoned  as  an  expenditure  made  by  such  department 
in  all  its  accounts,  balances,  and  reports. 
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CHAPTER  16. 

OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS  OF  SINKING-FUNDS. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  under  the  provisions  of  Public 
Statutes,  chapter  twenty-nine,  a  board  of  commissioners  of 
sinking-funds,  to  consist  of  six  persons  to  be  appointed  by 
the  mayor  in  the  month  of  February  subject  to  confirma- 
tion b}^  the  board  of  aldermen,  one-third  to  be  so  appointed 
for  one,  two  and  three  years,  respectively,  from  the  first  day 
of  May  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-six  ;  and 
annually  in  the  month  of  February  thereafter  there  shall  be 
so  appointed  for  a  term  of  three  years  from  the  first  day  of 
May  next  ensuing,  a  number  equal  to  the  number  whose  term 
of  service  expires  on  such  first  day  of  May.  Any  vacancy 
occurring  in  the  board  shall  be  filled,  for  the  remainder  of 
the  unexpired  terra,  in  the  same  manner  as  the  original 
appointment. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  board  shall  have  the  control  of  all 
sinking-funds  established  by  the  city,  and  shall  report  to  the 
city  council  annually,  on  or  before  the  fourth  Monday  of 
May,  the  exact  condition  on  the  first  day  of  said  month  of 
the  several  funds  under  their  control.  The  treasurer  of  said 
board  shall  keep  the  accounts  of  the  several  funds  in  such 
form  and  manner  as  the  said  board  may  direct,  and  he  shall 
furnish  to  the  city  auditor  annually,  on  or  before  the  first  day 
of  June,  a  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  several  funds  on 
the  last  day  of  the  preceding  April,  which  statement  shall  be 
printed  in  the  annual  report  of  the  said  auditor. 

Sect.  3.  Appropriations  on  account  of  the  sinking-funds 
shall  be  made  annually  as  follows  :  for  debts  payable  in  ten 
years  from  the  time  when  they  were  incurred,  an  appropria- 
tion equal  to  eight  per  cent,  of  the  amount  thereof;  for  debts 
payal)le  in  twenty  years  from  said  time,  an  appropriation  equal 
to  three  and  one-half  per  cent,  of  the  amount  thereof ;  and 
for  debts  payable  in  thirty  years  from  said  time,  an  appro- 
priation equal  to  two  per  cent,  of  the  amount  thereof.  The 
amount  of  all  said  appropriations  shall  be  raised  annually  by 
taxation,  and  shall  be  paid  by  the  city  treasurer  to  the  said 
board  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  December  in  each  year  and 
the  said  board  shall  invest  the  amounts  so  received,  w  ith  their 
accumulations,  in  such  manner  as  is  authorized  by  law ;  but 
the  said  board  may,  at  any  time  when  they  deem  that  the 
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appropriation  above  specified  is  more  than  will  be  required  in 
order  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  a  debt  at  its  maturity, 
make  such  reductions  in  the  amount  of  the  appropriation  as 
may  be  consistent  with  the  requirements  of  the  statutes  of 
the  commonwealth. 

Sect.  4.  The  said  board  shall  annually,  on  or  before  the 
tenth  day  of  February,  report  to  the  city  council  and  to  the 
city  auditor  a  detailed  statement  of  the  amounts  required  by 
statute  and  by  the  preceding  section  to  be  raised  by  taxation 
on  account  of  the  sinkin«:-funds  durino-  the  next  financial 
year,  and  such  amounts  shall  be  included  in  the  general  ap- 
propriation bill  for  that  year. 

Sect.  5.  When  a  debt  of  the  city  becomes  due  the 
said  board  shall  pa}^  over  and  transfer  to  the  city  treasurer 
all  funds  which  they  may  hold  as  a  sinking-fund  for  said 
debt,  or  so  much  of  such  funds  as  may  be  required  for  the 
payment  of  such  debt ;  and  the  balance  of  such  funds,  if 
any,  shall  be  transferred  by  them  to  such  other  sinking-fund 
as  they  may  deem  advisable. 

Sect.  6.  The  city  treasurer  and  the  city  auditor  may 
serve  as  treasurer  and  secretary  respectively  of  said  board ; 
and,  if  so  chosen,  shall  receive  a  reasonal)le  compensation  for 
such  service. 
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CHAPTER  17. 

OF  CONTRACTS  MADE  IN  BEHALF  OF  THE  CITY. 

Section  1.  All  boards  and  officers  in  charge  of  a  depart- 
ment, except  the  city  treasurer,  shall  be  governed  in  their 
purchases  by  the  provisions  of  this  chapter. 

Sect.  2.  In  case  the  amount  of  the  estimated  expen- 
diture under  a  contract  exceeds  one  thousand  dollars, 
reasona])le  notice  shall  be  given  by  advertisements  therefor, 
published  in  one  or  more  daily  papers  of  the  city  not  ex- 
ceeding four,  and  elsewhere  if  necessary,  and  a  copy  of 
such  advertisement  shall  be  sent  to  the  mayor's  office  for 
preservation.  Every  contract  in  which  the  amount  involved 
exceeds  one  thousand  dollars  shall  require  the  written  ap- 
proval of  the  mayor  before  going  into  effect ;  and  no  ex- 
penditure shall  be  made,  nor  liability  incurred,  for  any 
purpose,  beyond  the  appropriation  duly  made  therefor. 

Sect.  3.  Whenever  advertisements  for  proposals  for  any 
work  to  be  done  for  the  city,  or  for  any  materials  or  supplies 
to  be  furnished,  are  made,  the  board  or  officer  in  charge  of 
the  work  to  be  done  shall  cause  suitable  plans  and  specifica- 
tions, and  schedules  of  materials  or  supplies,  to  be  prepared 
and  shown  to  parties  proposing  to  bid. 

Sect.  4.  Every  contract  exceeding  one  thousand 
dollars  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  suitable  bond  for  the  per- 
formance of  the  same,  or  by  the  deposit  of  money  or  security 
to  the  amount  of  such  bond.  No  proposal  shall  be  accepted 
from  or  for  any  person  who  shall  have  broken  a  contract 
with  the  city  during  the  three  years  preceding.  All  written 
contracts  shall  be  executed  in  triplicate,  and  one  of  said 
copies  shall  be  deposited  with  the  city  auditor. 

Sect.  5.  No  proposal  shall  be  received  from  any  person 
offering  to  contract  for  such  work,  unless  the  same  is  sealed. 
Such  proposals  shall  be  at  once  placed  in  a  sealed  box  in  the 
department  calling  for  the  proposals,  and  the  mayor  shall 
hold  the  only  key  to  such  box.  All  proposals  shall  be  publicly 
opened,  read  and  recorded  at  the  hour  and  place  in  City  Hall 
designated  in  the  advertisement,  in  the  presence  of  the 
mayor  or  such  person  as  he  may  designate.  The  contract 
shall  be  awarded  to  the  lowest  bidder  complying  with  the 
terms ;  provided,  howeve7\  if  any  such  proposals  shall  be 
offered  by  persons  who,  in  the  judgment  of  the  officer  or 
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board  issuing  the  advertisement  and  of  the  mayor,  shjdl  be 
incompetent  to  perform  their  contracts  in  a  workmanlike 
manner,  or  irresponsible  in  respect  to  their  means  of  faith- 
fully executing  the  same,  such  proposal  may  be  rejected, 
notwithstanding  the  same  be  at  a  lower  rate  than  other 
proposals  ofiered  for  the  same  work,  and  the  next  higher 
bidder  shall  be  substituted.  And  provided^  also,  in  all 
cases,  that  the  ofBcer  or  board  may  reject  all  bids,  Avith 
the  consent  of  the  mayor,  and  issue  new  advertisements.  All 
bids  shall  be  preserved  by  the  officer  or  board  issuing  the 
advertisement  on  the  records  of  his  department,  and  shall  be 
open  to  public  inspection  after  the  contract  has  been  awarded 
and  accepted  b}^  the  bidder. 

Sect.  6.  In  all  cases  where  the  amount  of  any  contract 
shall  exceed  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  the  contract  shall 
be'in  writing  ;  and  after  being  signed  by  the  parties,  no  such 
contract  shall  be  altered  in  any  particular,  without  the  con- 
sent of  the  contractor,  the  officer  or  board  making  the  con- 
tract, and  of  the  mayor,  indorsed  thereon.  And  all  pay- 
ments for  extra  work  shall  be  made  at  the  time  of  the  final 
payment  on  such  contract. 

Sect.  7.  Every  contract  shall  provide  that,  in  case  of 
any  alteration,  so  much  of  such  contract  as  is  not  neces- 
sarily afi'ected  by  the  change  shall  remain  in  force  upon  all 
parties  thereto.  It  shall  also  provide  that  no  payment  for 
work  done  under  such  alterations  shall  be  made  until  the 
completion  of  the  whole  contract,  and  also  that  the  adjust- 
ment and  payment  of  the  bill  then  rendered  for  such  work 
shall  release  and  discharge  the  city  from  any  and  all  claims 
or  liability  on  account  of  any  work  performed  under  such 
contract  or  any  alteration  thereof. 

Sect.  8.  A'o  officer  or  board  shall  make  any  contract  in 
behalf  of  the  city  the  execution  of  which  shall  necessarily 
extend  beyond  one  year  from  the  date  thereof,  unless  special 
permission  so  to  do  has  been  given  by  vote  of  the  city 
council  or  of  the  branch  having  authority  therein,  or  by  the 
statutes  of  the  commonwealth. 

Sect.  i).  In  every  contract  entered  into  on  behalf  of  the 
city,  and  involving  the  employment  of  mechanics  or  laborers 
by  the  contractor,  a  provision  shall  be  inserted  to  the  effect 
that  the  board,  or  other  authority  making  such  contract,  may, 
if  it  deems  it  expedient  to  do  so,  retain  out  of  any  amounts 
due  to  such  contractor  sums  sufficient  to  cover  any  unpaid 
claims  of  mechanics  or  laboi^ers  for  work  or  labor  performed 
under  such  contract,  provided  that  notice  in  writing  of  such 
claims,  signed  by  the  claimants,  has  been  previously  filed  in 
the  office  of  the  city  clerk. 
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Sect.  10.  Officers  at  the  head  of  departments  of  the  city 
government  shall  use  such  measures  as  they  may  deem  ex- 
pedient to  prevent  the  assignment  of  wages  by  persons 
employed  in  such  departments. 
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CHAPTER  18. 

OF  THE  CITY  ENGINEER. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  annually  appointed  by  the 
mayor,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  board  of  aldermen, 
a  city  engineer,  who  shall  be  a  citizen  of  Boston. 

Sect.  2.  Said  engineer  shall  perform  all  such  services 
for  the  city  as  properly  come  under  the  direction  of  a  civil 
engineer,  and  shall  be  consulted  on  all  important  matters 
relating  to  public  improvements  of  every  kind,  where  the 
advice  of  an  engineer  would  be  of  service.  He  shall  take 
charge  of  the  construction  of  all  such  public  works  of  the  city 
as  the  city  council  may  direct,  and  shall  prepare,  or  cause  to 
be  pre})ared,  all  plans,  specifications,  and  contracts  therefor. 
He  shall  also,  when  required  by  any  officer  or  board  in 
charge  of  a  department,  or  by  the  mayor,  the  city  council,  or 
either  branch  thereof,  measure  or  cause  to  be  measured  all 
work  done  by  contract  for  the  city,  and  shall  certify  the 
results  of  such  measurements,  and  he  shall  be  the  custodian 
of  all  city  plans  belonging  to  his  department. 

Sect.  3.  He  shall  be  the  engineer  of  the  Boston  water 
board,  and  shall,  under  the  direction  of  said  board,  have  the 
general  superintendence  of  all  works  in  the  watei-depart- 
ment ;  shall  take  such  charge  as  the  said  board  may  direct  oi 
the  sources  for  the  supply  of  water,  and  of  the  several 
reservoirs  and  other  structures  and  property  connected  with 
the  water-works ;  and  shall  perform  all  other  services  in 
relation  to  said  works  that  may  be  required  of  him  by  the 
said  board  or  by  the  city  council.  He  shall  also  cause  accu- 
rate observations  of  the  height  of  the  water  at  the  several 
sources,  at  the  pipe-chambers,  and  at  the  several  reservoirs, 
to  be  made  daily,  or  oftener,  at  his  discretion. 

Sect.  4.  He  shall  annually,  or  oftener  if  he  deem  it 
judicious,  make  a  careful  examination  of  all  bridges  within 
the  city  limits,  and  shall  make  such  reports  respecting  their 
condition,  as  to  safety  or  need  of  renewal  or  repairs,  as  the 
exigency  of  the  case  may  require,  to  the  mayor  and  to  the 
board,  officer,  corporation,  or  person  whose  duty  it  is  to 
attend  to  the  matter. 

Sect.  5.  When  repairs  are  needed  on  any  bridge  in 
charge  of  the  superintendent  of  bridges,  the  latter  shalj 
make  an  estimate  of  the  amount  and  expense  thereof,  and 
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submit  it  to  the  city  engineer  for  approval ;  provided^  however^ 
that  if  such  repairs  aliect  the  structure  of  the  bridge,  the 
whole  work  shall  be  solely  in  charge  of  the  city  engineer, 
and  he  may  also  order  the  superintendent  to  make  necessary 
repairs,  when  it  seems  advisable,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding 
the  appropriation  remaining  unexpended. 

Sect.  6.  There  shall  be  allowed  to  the  city  engineer,  for 
the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  department,  the  following 
subordinates  :  — 

One  assistant  city  engineer, 
Three  assistant  engineers, 
One  chief  clerk, 
One  book-keeper. 
Three  draughtsmen. 

Eleven  transit-men,  levellers,  rodmen,  and  axemen. 

Sect.  7.  He  shall  annually,  in  January,  present  to  the 
city  council  a  report  in  relation  to  his  department,  showing 
the  number  of  persons  employed  therein,  the  detailed  ex- 
penses of  the  department,  the  general  nature  of  the  work 
performed,  the  condition  of  all  structures  that  come  under 
his  supervision,  including  those  in  process  of  construction 
and  those  which  have  been  completed  during  the  previous 
year,  and  such  other  general  information  in  relation  to  the 
matters  connected  with  his  department  as  he  may  deem  expe- 
dient ;  and  he  shall  annually,  on  or  before  the  fifth  day  of 
May,  present  to  the  Boston  water  board  a  report  of  the  gen- 
eral condition  of  the  water-works,  with  a  detailed  statement 
of  all  expenditures  in  his  department  relating  to  said  works, 
and  w  ith  such  other  matters  as  he  or  the  said  board  may  deem 
expedient. 
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CHAPTER  19. 

OF  THE  CITY  SURVEYOR. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  annually  appointed  by  the 
mayor,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  board  of  aldermen, 
a  city  surveyor,  who  shall  be  a  citizen  of  Boston,  and  who 
shall,  by  himself  or  his  assistants,  make  such  surveys,  plans, 
estimates,  and  descriptions,  and  takes  such  levels,  as  may  be 
required  of  him  by  the  mayor,  the  board  of  aldermen,  the 
common  council,  any  committee  of  the  city  council  or  of 
either  branch  thereof,  or  any  board  or  officer  in  charge  of  a 
department,  and  he  shall,  whenever  required,  furnish  the  cor- 
poration counsel  and  city  solicitor  with  all  necessary  descrip- 
tions of  lands. 

Sect.  2.  The  city  surveyor  shall  furnish  to  the  board 
of  street  commissioners,  and  to  any  committee  having  charge 
of  any  project  for  laying  out  or  wideninf?  a  street,  such  plans 
and  such  information  in  relation  to  projects  under  considera- 
tion by  them  as  they  may  require  ;  and  he  shall  have  the 
custody  of  all  surveys  and  plans  relating  to  the  laying  out, 
widening,  extending,  and  grading  of  streets,  and  shall  prepare 
all  such  statements  and  estimates  relating  to  street  widenings, 
extensions,  and  alterations,  as  the  said  commissioners  or 
such  connnittee  may  require. 

Sect.  3.  There  shall  be  allowed  to  the  city  surveyor,  for 
the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  department,  the  following 
subordinates  :  — 

Seven  surveyors. 

Seven  assistant  surveyors  and  levellers, 
One  clerk  and  draughtsman, 
Three  draughtsmen, 
Twelve  rodmen. 

Sect.  4.  The  said  surveyor  shall  annually,  in  January, 
submit  to  the  city  council  a  report  in  relation  to  his  dej)art- 
ment,  showing  the  number  of  persons  employed,  the  detailed 
expenses  of  the  department,  the  general  nature  of  the  work 
done,  and  such  other  general  information  in  relation  to  the 
same  as  he  may  deem  expedient. 
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CHAPTER  20. 

OF  THE  CITY  REGISTRAR. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  annually  appointed  by  the 
mayor,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  board  of  aldermen,  a  city 
registrar,  who  shall  perform  the  duties  required  by  chapter 
thirty-two  of  the  Public  Statutes  to  be  performed  by  town 
and  city  clerks,  and  who  shall  have  the  custody  of  all  records, 
books  and  papers  belonging  to  the  city  relating  to  births, 
marriages  and  deaths,  and  shall  perfyrm  such  other  duties  as 
may  be  required  of  him  by  the  mayor,  the  board  of  alder- 
men, or  the  city  council. 

Sect.  2.  There  shall  be  allowed  to  the  city  registrar,  for 
the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  department,  the  folloAving 
subordinates  :  — 

Three  clerks  for  recording, 
Three  clerks  for  copying. 

Sect.  3.  The  city  registrar  shall  annually,  in  February, 
report  to  the  city  council  a  statement  of  the  number  of  births, 
of  notices  of  intention  of  marriage,, of  marriages  solemnized, 
and  of  deaths  recorded  during  the  previous  year;  with  such 
other  information  and  suggestions  in  relation  to  said  matters 
as  he  may  deem  useful. 

Sect.  4.  The  fees  which  undertakers  are  entitled,  under 
section  four  of  chapter  thirty-two  of  the  Public  Statutes,  to 
receive  from  the  city  registrar  for  making  the  returns  required 
by  said  section,  shall  be  considered  to  be  included  in  the  fees> 
to  which  undertakers  are  entitled  under  section  seventeen, 
of  chapter  twenty-three  of  these  ordinances. 
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CHAPTER  21. 

OF  THE  assessors'  DEPARTMENT. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor, 
subject  to  confirmation  by  the  board  of  aldermen,  in  the 
year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-six,  and  in  every  third 
year  thereafter,  one  assessor  of  taxes,  and  in  every  other 
year  except  those  just  mentioned,  two  such  assessors.  All 
said  assessors  shall  be  resident  citizens,  and  shall  devote 
their  whole  time  to  the  service  of  the  city,  and  they  shall 
respectively  hold  office  for  three  years  from  the  first  day  of 
April  in  the  year  in  which  they  are  appointed. 

Sect.  2.  There  shall  be  annually  appointed  by  the 
assessors  of  taxes,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  mayor, 
two  assistant  assessors  of  taxes  for  each  assessment  district, 
one  of  whom  shall  be  a  resident  citizen,  and  shall  be  denomi- 
nated a  "  first  assistant,"  and  the  other  of  whom  shall  be  a 
resident  of  the  ward  within  which  the  assessment  district  for 
which  he  is  appointed  is  located,  and  shall  be  denominated 
a  "  second  assistant."  There  shall  be  allowed  to  the  assessors 
of  taxes  the  following  subordinates  :  — 

One  office  clerk, 
One  assistant  clerk. 
One  messenger. 

Sect.  3.  As  soon  as  practicable  after  their  election  the 
assessors  shall  meet  and  organize  themselves  into  a  board,  to 
be  called  the  board  of  assessors,  by  the  choice  of  a  chairman 
and  a  secretary  from  their  own  number ;  and  the  assessors 
and  first  assistant  assessors  shall  also  meet  and  organize 
themselves  into  a  board  by  the  choice  of  a  chairman  from 
their  own  number,  and  sessions  of  said  last-mentioned  board 
shall  be  held  on  every  week  day,  beginning  with  the  six- 
teenth day  of  June,  and  not  terminating  sooner  than  the 
seventh  day  of  August,  unless  by  order  of  the  board  of 
assessors. 

Sect.  4.  The  secretary  of  the  board  of  assessors  shall 
also  be  the  secretary  of  the  board  of  assessors  and  assistant 
assessors,  and  he  shall  keep  the  records  and  doings  of  both 
said  boards  in  the  same  book,  in  the  order  in  which  the  meet- 
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ings  occur,  always  designating  the  board  to  whose  doings 
each  record  rehites. 

Sect.  5.  The  number,  location,  and  boundaries  of  the 
assessment  districts  shall,  until  otherwise  ordered,  remain  as 
at  present  established ;  and  the  l)oard  of  assessors  shall 
require  all  valuations  and  methods  of  assessment  to  be  in 
conformity  to  law  and  uniform  in  their  operation  throughout 
the  city. 

Sect.  6.  The  first  assistant  assessors  shall  assist  the 
assessors  in  estimating  the  value  of  personal  property,  and 
shall,  in  their  respective  districts,  with  one  of  the  assessors 
or  second  assistant  assessors,  appraise  the  value  of  the  real 
estate  in  such  districts,  and  take  lists  of  the  polls  therein,  and 
report  the  same  to  the  board  of  assessors.  In  taking  the  list 
of  polls  the  full  and  correct  names  of  citizens  shall  be  obtained, 
together  with  their  previous  residences.  The  second  assistant 
assessors  shall  perform  such  duties  as  may  be  required  of 
them  by  the  board  of  assessors. 

Sect.  7.  Abatements  of  taxes  shall  be  made  and  recorded 
by  the  board  of  assessors,  and  the  record  of  such  abatements 
shall  contain  the  names  of  all  persons  whose  taxes  have  been 
abated  in  whole  or  in  part,  with  the  amount  originally 
assessed  to  each,  the  amount  of  the  al)atement,  and  the 
reason  for  wdiich  it  was  made.  The  board  of  assessors  may 
require  the  attendance  of  any  of  the  first  or  second  assistant 
assessors  at  any  hearing  for  the  abatement  of  taxes;  and 
w^hen  a  petition  for  abatement  is  refused,  and  the  petitioner 
appeals  to  the  board  of  street  commissioners,  the  record  of 
such  refusal  shall  accompany  the  appeal.  A  record  of  each 
abatement  made  by  the  board  of  street  commissioners  shall, 
at  the  time  when  it  is  made,  be  transmitted  by  their  clerk 
to  the  board  of  assessors,  but  the  reasons  for  the  abatement 
may  be  omitted  from  such  record. 

Sect.  8.  The  board  of  assessors  shall  make  out  and 
deliver  to  the  city  collector,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
October  in  each  year,  tax-bills  for  all  taxes  assessed  on  per- 
sons or  estates,  and  such  bills  shall  have  printed  on  them  the 
rate  for  each  thousand  dollars  of  property  assessed  that  has 
been  required  for  state,  county,  and  city  taxes  I'espectively, 
and  also  the  proportion  of  the  rate  for  the  city  tax  wdiich 
has  been  rendered  necessary  by  the  expenditures  for  the 
public  schools. 

Sect.  9.  Before  delivering  such  tax-bills  to  the  city  col- 
lector the  board  of  assessors  shall  have  them  recorded  in 
books  prepared  for  the  purpose,  and  shall  have  the  amounts 
thereof  added  together  and  footed  at  the  end  of  each  I)ook, 
and  the  aggregates  of  all  the  books  also  added  together,  so 
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as  to  show  the  total  amount  of  the  taxes  assessed  ;  and  the  said 
books  shall  be  delivered,  with  sueh  bills,  to  the  city  collector. 

Sect.  10.  The  said  board  shall  render  to  the  city  auditor, 
at  the  time  when  the  tax-bills  are  delivered  to  the  city  collec- 
tor, a  statement  of  the  amount  of  said  bills  ;  and  upon  the  first 
of  every  month  the  said  board  shall  also  render  to  said  auditor 
a  statement  of  the  amount  of  nil  additional  or  supplementary 
assessments  made  during  the  preceding  month,  so  far  as  the 
amount  thereof  has  not  been  included  in  any  statement  pre- 
viously rendered,  and  such  monthly  statement  shall  also  in- 
clude the  amount  of  taxes  abated,  detei'mined  to  be  void,  or 
remitted,  which  have  been  certified  to  the  assessors  during 
said  month,  giving  also  the  year  in  which  such  taxes  were 
laid. 

Sect.  11.  On  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  January 
annually  the  board  of  assessors  shall  transmit  to  the  city 
council  a  statement  of  the  assessors'  valuation  of  the  taxa- 
ble property  in  the  city  of  Boston  for  the  preceding  five 
years,  and  of  the  abatements  thereon  allowed  previous  to  the 
thirty-first  day  of  December  preceding  the  date  of  such 
statement ;  and  the  average  of  said  valuations  reduced  by 
said  abatements  shall  likewise  be  stated. 
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CHAPTER  22. 

OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 

Section  1.  The  fire  department  of  the  city  shall  consist 
of  a  board  of  three  fire  commissioners,  who  shall  have  as 
subordinates  a  clerk,  a  chief  engineer,  a  superintendent  of 
fire-alarms,  thirteen  assistant  engineers,  and  other  officers, 
enginemen,  telegraph  operators,  and  members,  to  the  nunibar 
of  seven  hundred  men. 

Sect.  2.  There  shall  be  annually  appointed  by  the  mayor, 
subject  to  confirmation  by  the  board  of  aldermen,  one  person 
to  be  a  member  of  the  board  of  fire  commissioners,  and  to 
hold  office  for  the  term  of  three  years  from  the  first  Monday 
in  May  in  the  year  of  his  appointment.  The  members  of  said 
board  shall  devote  their  time  to  the  duties  of  their  ofiice,  and 
shall  not  actively  engage  in  any  other  business,  and  the  clerk 
of  said  board  shall  not  be  a  member  thereof. 

Sect.  3.  The  said  board  shall  make  such  rules  and 
regulations  for  their  own  government,  and  for  the  govern- 
ment of  all  the  officers  and  members  of  the  fire  department, 
as  they  may  deem  expedient ;  and  they  shall  make  suit- 
able regulations  under  which  the  officers  and  men  of  the 
said  department  shall  be  required  to  wear  an  appropriate 
uniform  and  badge,  by  which  in  case  of  fire  and  at  other 
times  their  authority  and  position  in  the  department  may  be 
known. 

Sect.  4.  The  duty  of  extinguishing  fires  and  of  protect- 
ing life  and  property  in  case  of  fire,  within  the  city,  shall  be 
intrusted  to  the  said  board.  They  shall  divide  the  city  into 
fire  districts ;  shall  organize  companies  and  battalions  to 
work  the  apparatus  for  the  extinguishing  of  fires ;  and  shall 
establish  a  fire  patrol  by  detail  from  the  permanent  force  of 
the  department,  w^hich  patrol  shall  render  such  services  in 
connection  with  the  police  department  and  with  the  depart- 
ment for  the  survey  and  inspection  of  buildings  as  the  said 
board  may  direct.  Said  board  shall  also  have  and  exercise 
all  the  powers  and  duties  given  to  the  city  council  by  chapter 
forty-five  of  the  statutes  of  the  commonwealth  of  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-eight. 

Sect.  5.  The  said  board  shall  make  to  the  city  council  a 
monthly  report  of  the  location  and  of  the  number  of  fires 
that  have  occurred  in  the  preceding  month,  the  causes  of 
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such  fires,  and  the  amount  of  property  destroyed  thereby  ; 
and  they  shall  annually,  in  May  or  June,  submit  in  print  a 
brief  summary  of  matters  of  interest  concerning  their  depart- 
ment. 

Sect.  6.  The  chief  engineer  and  the  assistant  engineers 
of  the  fire  department  shall,  under  the  direction  of  said  board, 
examine  all  places  where  shavings  or  other  combustible  mate- 
rials are  collected  or  deposited,  and  shall  report  to  said  board 
from  time  to  time  the  condition  in  this  respect  of  the  district 
to  which  they  are  respectively  assigned ;  and,  when  said 
board  deem  that  said  materials  so  collected  or  deposited  are 
liable  to  cause  fires,  they  shall  order  the  tenant  or  occupant 
of  the  place  where  they  are  deposited  to  remove  them  ;  and 
if  such  tenant  or  occu[)ant  neglects  or  I'efuses  to  comply  with 
such  order  the  said  board  shall  cause  such  materials  to  be 
removed  at  his  expense.  Whoever  neglects  or  refuses  to 
remove  such  materials,  or  obstructs  the  said  board  or  said 
engineers  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  hereby  imposed  upon 
them,  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  five  nor 
more  than  fifty  dollars. 

Sect.  7.  Whoever  opens  a  signal-box  connected  vvith  a 
fire-alarm  telegraph  for  the  purpose  of  giving,  or  causing  to 
be  given,  a  false  alarm  of  fire,  or  interferes  in  any  way  with 
such  a  box  by  breaking,  cutting,  injuring,  or  defacing  the 
same,  or  by  pulling  the  slides  therein,  except  in  case  of  fire  ; 
and  whoever  without  authority  opens,  tampers,  or  meddles 
with  such  a  box,  or  with  any  part  or  parts  thereof,  or  with 
the  fire-alarm  telegraph  wires,  or  with  anything  connected 
therewith,  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  five 
nor  more  than  fifty  dollars  for  each  offence. 

Sect.  8.  Every  person  who  serves  in  the  said  department 
for  seven  successive  years  shall  be  entitled  to  a  certificate  to 
that  effect,  signed  by  the  mayor,  which  certificate  shall  be 
issued  by  the  mayor  upon  receiving  from  the  board  of  fire 
CO  iimissioners  a  written  notification  that  the  person  is  entitled 
thereto. 
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CHAPTEE  23. 

OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  board  of  health,  to  consist  of 
three  members,  one  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  annually  by 
the  mayor,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  board  of  aldermen, 
to  hold  office  for  the  term  of  three  years  from  the  first  Mon- 
day in  May  in  the  year  of  his  appointment.  The  clerk  of  the 
board  shall  not  be  a  member  thereof. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  board  may  make  such  rules  and  regu- 
lations for  their  own  government,  and  for  the  government 
of  all  subordinate  officers  in  their  department,  as  they  deem 
expedient.  The  said  board  shall  have  and  exercise  all  the 
powers  and  duties  of  the  city  council  or  of  the  board  of 
aldermen  relative  to  the  public  health,  the  establishment  and 
maintenance  of  bath-houses,  and  the  quarantine  of  vessels  ; 
and  they  may  make  such  regulations  for  the  promotion  of  the 
public  health  as  they  deem  necessary,  and  as  are  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  ordinances  of  the  city. 

Sect.  3.  The  said  board  shall  be  allowed  for  the  discharge 
of  their  duties  the  following  subordinates  :  — 

One  city  physician. 

One  assistant  city  physician, 

One  port  physician, 

One  assistant  port  physician, 

One  chief  clerk, 

Five  assistant  clerks, 

Fifteen  inspectors, 

who  shall  perform  such  official  duties  as  said  board  may  re- 
quire. In  addition,  the  following-named  subordinates  shall 
perform  the  following  specific  duties  :  — 

The  city  physician  shall  keep  such  records  and  make  such 
reports  as  the  board  of  health  may  from  time  to  time  direct. 
He  shall  examine  all  causes  of  disease  within  the  city ;  shall, 
when  requested  by  the  mayor  or  by  said  board,  inquire  into 
all  sources  of  danger  to  the  public  health  ;  and  shall  at  all 
times,  when  required,  give  his  professional  services  and  advice 
in  all  matters  relating  to  the  public  health. 
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He  shall  attend  upon  all  cases  of  disease,  and  all  other  cases 
requirmg  his  professional  services,  in  the  jail,  the  city  prison 
under  the  court-house  and  the  city  temporary  home.  He 
shall,  when  requested  by  the  board  of  police  commissioners, 
examine  all  candidates  for  appointment  on  the  police  force  ; 
examine  the  condition  of  all  members  of  the  police  force  who 
are  absent  from  duty  on  account  of  disability ;  examine  the 
condition  of  persons  who  have  sustained  injuries  by  reason 
of  accidents  for  which  the  city  may  be  liable  ;  and  report  to 
the  city  registrar,  when  requested  by  him,  the  causes  of  death 
of  all  persons  who  die  with  no  physician  in  attendance. 

He  shall  without  charoe  vaccinate  and  revaccinate  all  in- 
habitants  of  the  city  who  desire  such  vaccination,  and  shall 
give  certificates  of  vaccination  to  children  who  have  been 
vaccinated  and  require  certificates  thereof  for  admission  to 
the  public  schools ;  but  no  person  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
benefits  of  this  section  who  wilfully  neglects  or  refuses  to 
return  to  the  office  of  the  city  physician,  when  thereto  re- 
quested by  him,  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  him  to  ascertain 
the  eff*ect  of  the  vaccination,  or  to  renew  the  necessary  supply 
of  virus  for  the  use  of  his  office. 

He  shall  always  have  on  hand,  as  far  as  is  practicable,  a 
sufficient  quantity  of  vaccine  virus,  and  shall  supply  such 
virus,  without  charge,  to  the  physicians  of  the  city  institu- 
tions and  of  the  Boston  Dispensary. 

He  shall,  when  notified  of  the  existence  thereof,  examine 
into  any  nuisances,  sources  of  filth,  or  causes  of  sickness, 
which  may  be  on  board  a  vessel  at  a  wharf  within  the  har- 
bor, or  which  may  have  been  landed  from  a  vessel,  and  he 
shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  board  of  health,  cause  all 
such  nuisances,  sources  of  filth,  and  causes  of  sickness  to  be 
removed  or  destroyed. 

The  port  physician  and  assistant  shall  reside  at  Deer 
Island,  and  shall  perform  all  services  in  regard  to  quarantine 
which  may  be  required  of  them  by  the  mayor  or  by  the  board 
of  health.  The  port  physician  shall  be  either  physician  or 
assistant  physician  of  all  the  city  establishments  upon  said 
island,  as  the  board  of  directors  of  public  institutions  may 
elect;  and  he  shall  not  go  away  from  the  island  when  the 
resident  physician  at  the  house  of  industry  is  absent. 

Sect.  4.  The  said  board  shall  also  have  charge  of  all  hos- 
pitals established  by  the  city  council,  within  the  city  or  on  the 
islands  in  the  harbor,  for  the  admission  of  persons  having 
the  small-pox  or  any  other  infectious  disease,  and  they  shall 
make  such  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  and 
management  of  the  patients  in  such  hospitals  as  they  deem 
proper.    They  shall  also  carefully  guard  against  the  intro- 
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duction  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  into  any  building 
under  their  charge  other  than  the  hospitals  established  there- 
for. 

Sect.  5.  The  annual  report  of  the  board  shall  contain  a 
full  and  comprehensive  statement  of  their  acts  during  the 
preceding  year,  and  a  review  of  the  sanitary  condition  of  the 
city ;  and  they  shall  at  the  same  time  transmit  to  the  city 
council,  reports  covering  the  same  period,  from  the  city 
physician,  and  the  port  physician. 

Quarantine. 

Sect.  6.  The  quarantine  grounds  of  the  city  shall  con- 
sist of  that  portion  of  the  harbor  known  as  the  "  President 
Eoads,"  and  which  lies  between  Long,  Deer,  and  Spectacle 
Islands. 

The  Burial  of  the  Dead, 

Sect.  7.  The  burial  of  the  dead  shall  be  under  the 
superintendence  of  the  board  of  health,  who  shall,  except  as 
otherwise  provided,  carry  into  execution  all  statutes,  ordi- 
nances, regulations,  and  orders  relating  thereto. 

Sect.  8.  The  said  board  shall  have  the  care  and  custody 
of  all  the  burying-grounds  belonging  to  the  city,  excepting 
the  Mount  Hope  and  Cedar  Grove  Cemeteries  ;  shall  keep 
the  same  in  good  repair  and  secure  from  trespassers  ;  and 
shall  prevent  any  and  all  nuisances  therein. 

Sect.  9.  The  said  board  may  sell  and  convey  sole  and 
exclusive  rights  of  burial  and  of  erecting  tombs,  cenotaphs, 
and  other  monuments  in  any  lot  or  lots  which  the  city  may 
own  in  any  burying-ground  which  may  be  in  charge  of  said 
board. 

Sect.  10.  No  grave  shall  be  open  or  dug  in  any  of  the 
burying-grounds  of  the  city,  unless  by  permission  of  said 
board,  who  may  point  out  the  place,  depth,  width,  and  range 
of  all  graves  in  the  several  burying-grounds,  and  shall  forbid 
graves  to  be  dug  within  any  limits  in  said  grounds  within 
which  it  would  in  their  judgment  be  dangerous  to  the  public 
health  to  allow  graves. 

Sect.  11.  No  person  shall  bury  a  dead  body,  or  cause 
one  to  be  buried,  in  a  grave  which  is  less  than  three  feet 
deep  froni  the  surface  of  the  ground  surrounding  the  grave 
to  the  to})  of  the  coffin. 

Sect.  12.  No  person  shall,  except  by  the  permission 
of  the  board  of  health,  bury  a  dead  body,  or  cause  one 
to  be  buried,  at  any  other  time  than  between  sunrise  and 
sunset. 
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Sect.  13.  No  bell  shall  be  tolled  at  a  funeral,  unless  a 
special  permit  therefor  is  obtained  from  the  mayor  or  from 
the  board  of  health. 

Sect.  14.  The  dead  body  of  every  person  of  ten  years 
of  age  and  upward  shall  be  conveyed  to  the  grave  or  tomb 
in  a  funeral  car,  drawn  by  not  more  than  two  horses,  unless 
permission  for  a  difierent  mode  of  conveyance  is  given  by 
the  board  of  health. 

Sect.  15.  No  person  shall,  without  a  license  from  the 
board  of  health,  remove  a  dead  body  or  its  remains  from 
a  grave  or  tomb  in  the  city,  or  disturb  in  a  tomb  or  grave 
such  body  or  its  remains. 

Sect.  16.  No  grave  or  tomb  shall,  without  the  special 
permission  of  the  board  of  health,  be  opened  between  the 
first  day  of  June  and  the  first  day  of  October,  except  for  the 
purpose  of  interring  the  dead. 

Sect.  17.  For  services  rendered  in  relation  to  the  burial 
of  the  dead,  undertakers  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  the 
following  fees,  and  no  more,  namely  :  — 

For  digging  a  grave  eight  feet  deep  and  covering  the  same, 
three  dollars  and  fifty  cents  ;  for  digging  a  grave  six  feet  and 
six  inches  deep,  two  dollars ;  for  digging  a  grave  five  feet 
deep,  one  dollar  and  seventy-five  cents ;  for  digging  a  grave 
four  feet  deep,  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  ;  for  digging  a  grave 
three  feet  six  inches  deep,  one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  ; 
but  when  the  ground  is  frozen,  the  charges  for  digging  graves 
may  be  augmented  at  the  discretion  of  the  l)oard  of  health. 

For  opening  and  closing  a  tomb,  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents. 

For  placing  a  body  in  a  coflfin,  when  requested,  and  re- 
moving the  same  dow^nstairs,  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents ;  for 
carrying  a  body  to  the  tomb  or  grave,  including  the  assist- 
ance of  funeral  porters  and  of  two  horses,  seven  dollars  and 
fifty  cents ;  for  carrying  a  body  out  of  the  city,  fifty  cents 
in  addition  for  each  mile  that  the  same  is  carried  beyond  the 
limits  of  the  city  ;  for  carrying  a  body  into  a  church  for  a 
funeral  service,  an  additional  fee  of  two  dollars. 

For  lighting  the  vaults  under  a  church,  one  dollar. 

For  the  burial  of  children  under  ten  years  of  age  the  fees 
shall  be  as  follows  :  for  services  at  the  house,  one  dollar ; 
for  carrying  the  body  to  the  carriage,  and  from  the  carriage 
to  the  place  of  deposit  and  interring  the  same,  one  dollar; 
for  the  use  of  a  pall,  twenty-five  cents. 

The  fees  for  disinterring  and  removing  bodies  from  graves 
or  tombs  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  amount  and  nature 
of  the  services  rendered. 

Sect.  18.  The  board  of  health  may,  with  the  approval  of 
the  ma3^or,  make  any  regulations,  not  inconsistent  with  the 
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foregoing  provisions,  in  relation  to  the  burial  of  the  dead, 
which  they  may  deem  expedient. 

Vaults  and  Dmins. 

Sect.  19.  The  owner,  agent,  occupant,  or  other  person 
having  the  care  of  a  building  used  as  a  dwelling,  tenement, 
or  lodging-house,  or  where  persons  are  employed,  shall  fur- 
nish the  same  with  one  or  more  suitable  water-closets,  or 
where  such  building  is  located  on  a  street  in  which  there  is 
no  public  sewer,  with  a  suitable  privy,  the  vault  of  which 
shall  be  built  in  the  manner  hereinafter  prescribed,  and  shall 
be  of  a  capacity  proportionate  to  the  number  of  inhabitants 
of  such  building,  or  of  those  having  occasion  to  use  such 
privy.  Every  such  building  situated  on  a  street  in  which 
there  is  a  sewer  shall  have  water-closets,  and  shall  not  have 
a  cesspool  or  privy  connected  with  it,  except  where,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  board  of  health,  it  can  be  allowed  to  remain 
for  a  longer  time,  and  then  only  as  said  board  shall  approve. 
And  whoever  neglects  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  five  nor 
more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  or  by  confinement  in  the 
House  of  Correction  not  exceeding  sixty  days. 

Sect.  20.  Every  privy-vault  shall  be  made  of  brick  and 
cement,  and  shall  be  of  a  capacity  of  at  least  eighty  cubic 
feet,  and  the  inside  thereof  shall  be  at  least  two  feet  distant 
from  the  line  of  any  adjoining  lot,  unless  by  the  consent  of 
the  owner  of  such  lot,  and  at  the  same  distance  from  any 
street  or  public  or  private  passage-way ;  and  every  vault 
shall  be  so  constructed  as  to  be  conveniently  approached, 
opened,  and  cleaned,  and  shall  be  made  tight,  so  that  the 
contents  thereof  cannot  escape  therefrom. 

Sect.  21.  All  waste  water  and  all  matter  discharged  from 
water-closets  shall  be  conveyed  through  sufficient  drains, 
under  ground,  to  a  common  sewer,  or  to  such  reservoir, 
sunk  under  ground,  as  may  be  approved  by  the  superintend- 
ent of  sewers,  and  no  person  shall  suffer  waste  or  stagnant 
water  to  remain  in  a  cellar  or  upon  a  lot  or  vacant  ground 
owned  or  occupied  by  him. 

Sect.  22.  If  the  board  of  health  is  at  any  time  satisfied 
that  a  building  used  as  a  dwelling,  tenement,  or  lodging- 
house,  or  where  persons  are  employed,  is  not  provided  with 
a  suitable  privy,  vault,  water-closet,  and  drain,  or  either  of 
them,  they  shall  give  notice  in  writing  to  the  owner,  agent, 
occupant,  or  other  person  having  the  care  of  such  building, 
or,  in  case  neither  the  owner,  agent,  or  person  having  the 
care  thereof  is  an  inhabitant  of  the  city,  they  shall  give 
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public  notice  in  two  daily  newspapers  published  in  the  city, 
requiring  such  owner,  agent,  occupant,  or  other  person, 
within  such  time  as  they  may  appoint,  to  cause  a  proper  and 
sufficient  privy,  vault,  and  drain,  or  either  of  them,  to  be 
constructed  for  such  building,  and  in  case  of  neglect  or 
refusal  to  obey  such  notice,  the  board  of  healtii  shall  cause 
such  privy,  vault,  or  drain  to  be  made  for  such  building  at 
the  expense  of  such  owner,  agent,  occupant,  or  other  person  ; 
and  in  case  such  drain,  vault,  or  privy  is  constructed  as 
aforesaid  for  the  use  of  more  buildings  than  one,  the  owner, 
agent,  occupant^  or  other  person  having  the  charge  of  each 
of  such  buildings,  shall  be  liable  to  pay  a  proportional  part 
of  the  expense  of  such  construction. 

Sect.  23.  When  a  vault  or  privy  becomes  offensive,  or 
a  drain  becomes  obstructed,  the  ow^ner,  agent,  occupant,  or 
other  person  having  charge  of  the  land  in  which  such  vault,' 
privy,  or  drain  is  situated,  shall  cause  such  privy  or  vault  to 
be  cleaned  or  abolished,  or  such  drain  to  be  made  free, 
within  such  reasonable  time  after  notice  in  writing  to  that 
effect  given  by  the  board  of  health  as  may  be  expressed  in 
such  notice,  and,  in  case  of  neglect  or  refusal  so  to  do,  the 
board  of  health  may  cause  such  cleaning  or  making  free  to 
be  done  at  the  expense  of  such  owner,  agent,  occupant,  or 
other  person. 

Sect.  24.  No  cesspool,  vault,  or  privy  shall  be  emptied 
without  a  permit  from  the  board  of  health,  nor  in  any  other 
mode  or  at  any  other  time  than  as  said  board  may  direct  and 
appoint ;  and  no  vault  shall  be  opened  between  the  first  day 
of  June  and  the  fifteenth  day  of  September,  unless  said 
board  is  satisfied  of  the  necessity  of  such  opening  for  the 
health  or  comfort  of  the  neighborhood  ;  but  in  case  of  such 
opening,  no  more  of  the  contents  of  the  vault  shall  be  taken 
away  than  said  board  deems  to  be  al)solutely  necessary  for 
present  safety  and  relief,  and  such  i)recautions  shall  be  used 
relative  to  the  prevention  of  offensive  effluvia  as  said  board 
may  direct,  the  expense  to  be  borne  by  the  owner,  agent, 
occupant,  or  other  person  having  charge  of  the  premises. 

Sect.  25.  Books,  in  which  shall  be  entered  all  applica- 
tions for  opening  and  cleaning  vaults,  shall  be  kept  in  con- 
venient places  under  the  charge  of  the  board  of  health  ;  and 
such  applications  shall  specify  the  number  of  loads,  if  less 
than  the  whole  contents  of  the  vault,  to  be  removed ;  and 
they  shall,  so  far  as  practicable,  receive  attention  in  the  sev^- 
eral  wards  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  made. 

Sect.  26.  The  board  of  health  shall,  after  advertising  for 
proposals  for  such  service,  make  from  time  to  time  contracts, 
for  terms  not  exceeding  three  years,  for  cleaning  all  vaults  in 
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the  city  and  removing  the  contents  thereof,  and  shall  fix  the 
price  per  load  to  be  paid  by  all  parties  whose  vaults  are 
emptied  by  such  contractors,  and  the  parties  applying  to  have 
vaults  cleaned  shall  be  liable  for  the  payment  of  such  price, 
and  also  for  any  preparations  that  may  be  required  in  order 
to  make  their  vaults  ready  for  cleaning. 

House  Offal,  Ashes,  etc. 

Sect.  27.  All  house  offal,  whether  consisting  of  animal 
or  vegetable  substances,  shall  be  placed  in  suitable  vessels, 
and  no  ashes  or  other  refuse  matter  shall  be  mingled  there- 
with ;  and  such  offal  shall  be  kept  in  easily  accessible  places, 
to  be  taken  away,  as  often  as  twice  in  each  week,  by  the  men 
in  the  employ  of  the  superintendent  of  health. 

Sect.  28.  Ashes  kept  for  removal  by  the  men  in  the 
employ  of  the  superintendent  of  health  shall  not  be  mixed 
with  other  substances,  but  shall  be  kept  in  easily  accessible 
places,  in  suitable  metallic  vessels,  and  in  such  a  manner 
as  not  to  communicate  fire  to  any  building  or  combustible 
material. 

Sect.  29.  Ashes  and  cinders  from  steam-engines  or  steam- 
boilers,  or  from  forges  or  furnaces  used  for  mechanical  pur- 
poses, shall  be  removed  at  such  times  and  in  such  manner 
as  said  board  may  direct,  at  the  expense  of  the  occupants  or 
owners  of  the  buildings  in  which  such  engines,  boilers, 
forges,  or  furnaces  are  situated. 

Sect.  30.  No  person  shall  carry  in  a  public  street  house 
dirt,  or  house  offal,  either  animal  or  vegetable,  or  grease,  or 
bones,  or  other  refuse  substances,  unless  he  has  been  expressly 
licensed  therefor  by  the  board  of  health  upon  such  terms 
and  conditions  as  said  board  may  deem  that  the  health  and 
interests  of  the  city  require. 

Sect.  31.  No  person  shall,  without  permission  from  the 
board  of  health,  throw  into  or  leave  in  or  upon  a  street, 
wharf,  public  enclosure,  vacant  lot,  or  pond  or  other  body 
of  w^ater  within  the  city,  a  dead  animal,  earth,  dirt,  gravel, 
sand,  sweepings,  sawdust,  soot,  ashes,  cinders,  shavings, 
hair,  shreds,  manure,  o^^ster,  clam,  or  lobster  shells,  waste 
water,  rubbish,  or  filth  of  any  kind,  or  any  refuse  animal 
or  vegetable  matter  whatever ;  nor  shall  any  person  throw 
into  or  leave  upon  a  dock,  fiat,  or  tide  water  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  city,  a  dead  animal  or  other  foul  or  offen- 
sive matter,  except  as  provided  in  section  thirty-four  of  this 
chapter. 

Sect.  32.  If  any  of  the  substances  mentioned  in  the  pre- 
cedinir  section  are  thrown  or  carried  from  a  house,  ware- 
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house,  shop,  cellar,  yard,  or  other  place,  and  left  in  any  of 
the  places  specified  in  the  said  section,  the  owner  and 
occupant  of  such  house,  warehouse,  shop,  cellar,  yard,  or 
other  place,  and  the  person  who  actually  threw,  carried,  or 
left  the  same,  or  who  caused  the  same  to  be  thrown,  carried, 
or  left,  shall  severally  be  held  liable  for  a  violation  of  the 
said  section  ;  and  all  substances  so  thrown  or  carried  and 
left,  shall,  within  two  hours  after  personal  notice  in  writ- 
ing to  that  effect,  given  by  the  board  of  health,  be  re- 
moved by  such  owner,  occupant,  or  other  person,  from  the 
place  where  they  have  been  so  thrown  or  left  as  aforesaid ; 
or  such  removal  shall  be  made  under  the  direction  of  said 
board,  and  the  expense  thereof  borne  by  such  owner  or 
occupant. 

Sect.  33.  All  dirt,  sawdust,  soot,  ashes,  cinders,  shav- 
ings, hair,  shreds,  manure,  oyster,  clam,  or  lobster  shells, 
waste  water,  and  all  animal  or  vegetable  substances,  rubbish, 
or  filth  of  any  kind,  in  a  house,  warehouse,  or  other  building, 
cellar,  yard,  unaccepted  street,  alley- way,  or  other  place, 
which  the  board  of  health  may  deem  injurious  to  the  health 
of  the  city,  shall  be  removed  by  the  owner  or  occupant  of 
such  house,  warehouse,  or  other  building,  cellar,  yard,  unac- 
cepted street,  alley- way,  or  other  place,  where  the  same  may 
be  found,  within  twenty-four  hours,  or  such  other  time  as  the 
said  board  may  deem  reasonable,  after  notice  in  writing  to 
that  effect,  served  personally  upon  the  owner  or  occupant,  or 
upon  his  authorized  agent,  by  ii  person  competent  to  serve  a 
notice  in  a  civil  suit,  or  left  at  the  owner's,  occupant's,  or 
agent's  last  and  usual  place  of  abode,  if  the  same  is  known 
and  is  within  the  commonwealth ;  or  such  removal  shall  be 
made  under  the  direction  of  the  board  of  health,  and  the 
expense  thereof  borne  by  the  owner  or  occupant.  No  per- 
son removing  any  of  the  substances  named  in  this  section 
shall  suffer  it  to  leak,  escape,  or  drop  from  any  vehicle  by 
him  owned  or  driven  into  or  upon  any  street,  court,  square, 
lane,  alley,  wharf,  or  vacant  lot,  within  the  limits  of  the 
city.  Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
shall  be  liable  to  the  penalty  provided  in  section  five  of  chap- 
ter one  for  breaches  of  these  ordinances. 

General  Health  Regulations. 

Sect.  34.  No  person  shall,  between  the  first  day  of  June 
and  the  first  day  of  October,  bring  into  the  city  for  sale,  or 
shall  sell,  or  offer  for  sale,  any  halibut,  cod,  haddock,  or 
mackerel,  until  they  have  been  cleansed  of  their  entrails  and 
refuse  parts ;  and  such  entrails  and  refuse  parts  shall  at  no 
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time  be  throAvn  overboard  inside  a  straight  line  drawn  from 
Point  Allerton  to  Nahant.  And  no  person  shall  sell  or  deliver, 
from  any  stall,  fish-box,  cart,  or  other  place,  fish  of  any  kind, 
except  flounders,  smelts,  and  other  small  fish,  salmon,  and 
shad,  until  the  same  have  been  cleansed  of  their  entrails. 
And  no  person  shall  sell,  or  offer  for  sale,  in  the  city  fish  of 
any  kind,  unless  they  are  kept  in  covered  stalls,  fish-boxes, 
or  other  houses,  or  in  covered  carts,  which  shall  always  be 
kept  clean  and  in  good  order,  and  well  secured  from  the  rays 
of  the  sun. 

Sect.  3.^.  No  person  shall  sell,  or  offer  for  sale,  in  the 
streets  fish,  lobsters,  oysters,  or  shell-fish  of  any  kind,  ex- 
cept by  permission  of  the  board  of  health,  and  on  such  con- 
ditions as  said  board  shall  order. 

Sect.  3(3.  No  person  shall  bring  into  the  city,  or  have 
in  his  possession  for  sale,  or  sell,  or  offer  for  sale,  any  vegeta- 
bles, excepting  green  peas  and  beans  in  the  pods  and  green 
corn  in  the  inner  husks,  which  have  not  previously  been 
divested  of  such  parts  or  appendages  as  are  not  commonly 
used  for  food ;  and  no  person  shall  have  such  parts  or  appen- 
dages in  his  possession  in  a  public  or  priv^ate  market,  or  in 
a  store,  shop,  or  other  place,  or  in  a  cart  or  vehicle  used 
or  occupied  for  the  sale  of  vegetables  or  of  other  articles  of 
food. 

Sect.  37.  No  person  shall  bring  into  the  city  by  land  or 
water,  or  land  on  a  wharf  or  other  place,  or  shall  sell,  or  offer 
for  sale,  any  decayed  or  damaged  grain,  rice,  coff'ee,  fruit, 
potatoes,  or  other  vegetable  products,  or  tainted  or  damaged 
animal  or  vegetable  substances  whatever,  without  a  permit 
therefor  from,  or  in  any  other  manner  than  as  directed  by, 
the  board  of  health. 

Sect.  38.  No  fowls,  swine,  or  goats  shall  be  kept  within 
the  limits  of  the  city  without  the  license  of  the  board  of 
health,  and,  if  a  license  for  the  keeping  thereof  is  granted, 
such  animals  shall  be  kept  only  in  such  place  and  manner  as 
said  board  may  direct.  Between  the  first  day  of  April  and 
the  first  day  of  November  in  each  year  no  green  hides  or 
horns  shall  be  cured,  stored,  or  suffered  to  remain  within  the 
limits  of  the  city  without  a  w^ritten  permit  from  the  board  of 
health. 

Sect.  39.  The  owners  and  occupants  of  stables  shall  keep 
their  stables  and  stable-yards  clean,  and  shall  not  permit  more 
than  three  cords  of  manure  to  accumulate  or  to  remain  un- 
covered outside  of  a  stable  buildino^. 

Sect.  40.  No  person  shall,  without  a  written  permit  from 
the  board  of  health,  remove  manure,  or  cause  or  suffer  the 
same  to  be  removed,  between  the  first  day  of  May  and  the 
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first  day  of  November,  except  after  twelve  o'clock  at  night 
and  before  two  hours  after  sunrise.  No  manure  shall  be  re- 
moved except  in  a  tight  canvas-covered  vehicle,  with  the 
covering  so  secured  to  the  sides  and  ends  of  the  vehicle  as  to 
prevent  the  manure  from  being  dropped  or  left  in  any  street 
or  way  in  the  city,  in  process  of  removal,  or  loaded  in  nor 
upon  any  street,  court,  square,  alley,  wharf,  vacant  lot,  lane, 
or  passage-way,  nor  upon  nor  across  any  sidewalk. 

No  lilthy  or  offensive  water  shall  at  any  time  be  sprinkled, 
poured,  thrown,  or  })ut  upon  any  street,  lane,  court,  square, 
alley,  wharf,  or  vacant  lot  within  the  limits  of  the  city. 

No  person  shall  keep,  or  allow  to  be  kept,  in  any  building, 
or  on  any  premises  of  which  he  may  be  the  owner,  lessee, 
tenant,  or  occupant,  more  cows  than  at  the  rate  of  one  for 
each  three  thousand  square  feet  of  land,  in  or  near  the  built- 
up  portion  of  the  city,  without  a  written  permit  from  the 
board  of  health.  Every  person  keeping  a  cow  shall  cause 
the  place  where  it  is  kept  to  be  well  ventilated  and  drained, 
and  ke})t  at  all  times  in  a  cleanly  and  wholesome  condition. 

No  salt,  or  mixture  of  salt  with  other  matter,  shall  be 
sprinkled,  scattered,  or  put  upon  any  public  street,  way,  or 
sidewalk  of  the  city,  while  snow  or  ice  overlies  the  surface  of 
such  street,  way,  or  sidew^alk,  without  the  written  permission 
of  the  board  of  health. 

Sect.  41.  Whoever  defaces  a  public  urinal  by  writing  or 
drawing  thereon,  or  by  painting  or  pasting  thereon  or  attach- 
ing thereto  a  handbill,  advertisement,  or  other  drawing,  and 
whoever  scratches,  mars,  disfigures,  misuses,  or  defiles  such  a 
urinal,  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  five  nor 
more  than  twenty-five  dollars. 

Sect.  42.  The  mayor  or  the  board  of  health  may  require 
the  usual  ringing  of  a  church  or  other  bell  to  be  suspended, 
when  the  illness  of  a  person  living  in  the  neighborhood  of  the 
bell  requires  such  suspension. 

Sect.  43.  When,  upon  due  examination,  it  appears  to  the 
board  of  health  that  the  number  of  persons  occupying  a 
building  or  tenement  in  the  city  is  so  great  as  to  be  the  cause 
of  nuisance  and  sickness,  and  the  source  of  filth,  or  that  a 
tenement  or  building  is  not  furnished  with  sufficient  privies, 
vaults,  and  drains,  they  may  issue  notice  in  writing  to  the 
persons  occupying  such  building  or  tenement,  or  to  any  of 
them,  requiring  them  to  remove  from  and  quit  such  building 
or  tenement  within  such  time  as  the  said  board  deems  rea- 
sonable. And  if  the  person  or  persons  so  notified,  or  any  of 
them,  neglect  or  refuse  to  remove  from  and  quit  such  build- 
ing or  tenement  within  the  time  mentioned  in  such  notice,  the 
board  of  health  may  thereupon  forcibly  remove  them,  and 
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any  such  person  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  more  than 
fifty  dollars  for  such  neglect  or  refusal,  and  liable,  also,  for 
the  expense  of  such  removal. 

Sect.  44.  When  articles  or  materials  belonging  to  the 
city,  and  in  the  care  or  control  of  the  board  of  health  or  of  the 
superintendent  of  health,  are  sold,  or  when  work  is  done  for 
an  individual  by  persons  in  the  employ  of  said  board  or  of 
said  superintendent,  the  clerks  of  said  board  and  of  said 
superintendent  shall  respectively  enter,  on  books  to  be  kept 
for  that  purpose,  all  such  sales  and  all  such  work  done,  with 
the  prices  thereof,  and  shall  forthwith  make  out  bills  for  the 
same  and  deliver  them  to  the  city  collector  for  coUectiorj. 
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CHAPTER  24. 

OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  HEALTH. 

Section  1.  There  shall  he  annually  appointed  hy  the 
mayor,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  board  of  aldermen,  a 
superintendent  of  health. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  superintendent  shall  have  the  care  and 
maintenance  of  the  city  teams  and  city  stables,  and  shall, 
under  regulations  to  be  approved  by  the  board  of  health,  and 
to  their  satisfaction,  clean  the  public  ways  and  catch-basins 
of  the  city,  and  remove  house-dirt,  ashes  and  offal. 

For  the  discharge  of  his  duties  he  shall  be  allowed  the  fol- 
lowing subordinates  :  — 

One  chief  clerk. 
One  assistant  clerk, 
Four  foremen. 
Thirteen  sub-foremen. 

Sect.  3.  The  said  superintendent  shall,  at  the  request  of 
the  board  of  health,  render  to  said  board,  in  the  discharge 
of  its  duties,  all  assistance  which  can  be  given  by  himself  or 
his  department. 

Sect.  4.  The  superintendent  of  health,  the  superintend- 
ent of  streets,  and  one  member  of  the  board  of  fire  commis- 
sioners, to  be  annually  designated  therefor  by  said  board, 
shall  constitute  a  board  for  the  purchase  of  horses  and  fodder, 
for  all  the  departments  of  the  city  employing  horses  owned 
by  the  city. 

The  said  board  shall  organize  annually,  in  April,  shall  meet 
at  least  twice  a  month,  and  oftener  at  the  call  of  their  chair- 
man, shall  make  purchases  of  horses,  as  needed,  and  shall 
contract  for  supplies  of  hay,  grain,  fodder,  straw,  and  other 
like  articles.  The  animals  or  supplies,  however,  shall  be 
paid  for  from  the  appropriation  of  each  department  requir- 
ing the  same. 

The  said  board  may  from  time  to  time  employ  a  veteri- 
nary surgeon,  and  divide  the  expense  between  the  depart- 
ments for  which  purchases  of  horses  are  made.  The  said 
board  may  also  sell  or  exchange  any  horses  owned  by  the 
city,  but  all   such  transactions  shall  be  recorded  on  its 
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books.  The  meetings  of  the  board  shall  be  at  the  office  of 
the  chairman,  and  he  shall  appoint  one  of  his  subordinates 
to  keep  the  records  of  the  board  during  his  year  of  service. 

Sect.  5.  Every  department  needing  any  of  the  articles 
named  in  section  four  shall  make  a  requisition  therefor  on 
the  said  board,  and  shall  not  make  any  purchase  thereof  in 
any  other  way.

CHAPTEE  25. 

or  THE  LAW  DEPARTMENT. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  appointed  annually,  by  the 
mayor,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  board  of  aldermen,  a 
corporation  counsel  and  a  city  solicitor,  each  of  whom  shall 
hold  office  for  one  year  from  the  tirst  Monday  in  July  in  the 
year  of  his  appointment,  and  while  he  holds  such  office 
shall  hold  no  other  office  under  the  city  government. 

Sect.  2.  There  shall  be  allowed  in  this  department  the 
following  ^bordinates,  viz.  :  a  first  assistant  solicitor,  a  sec- 
ond assistant  solicitor,  two  conveyancers,  and  a  clerk.  The 
foregoing  subordinates  shall  be  appointed  and  removed  by 
the  corporation  counsel  and  city  solicitor  jointly. 

Sect.  3.  The  corporation  counsel  shall  furnish  legal 
opinions  on  such  subjects  or  questions  as  may  be  submitted 
to  him  by  the  mayor,  the  board  of  aldermen,  the  common 
council,  or  the  school  committee;  by  any  committee  of  the 
city  council  or  of  either  branch  thereof ;  or  by  any  board  or 
officer  in  charge  of  a  department  of  the  city  government 
who  may  require  advice  in  regard  to  the  discharge  of  their 
official  duties.  He  may,  in  his  discretion,  personally  per- 
form any  of  the  duties  of  the  city  solicitor,  the  assistant 
solicitors,  or  the  conveyancers ;  and,  in  performing  such 
duty,  shall  have  the  first  claim  upon  the  services  of  all  of 
the  subordinates  in  the  department.  He  shall  audit  all  bills 
incurred  under  the  provisions  of  section  eight,  shall  super- 
vise the  finances  of  the  department,  and  shall  inform  the 
city  council  whenever  he  deems  it  advisable  for  the  city's 
interest  that  any  additional  legal  assistance  should  be  se- 
cured. 

Sect.  4.  The  city  solicitor  shall  represent  the  city  in  all 
actions  and  suits  to  which  the  city  is  a  party ;  shall  appear  as 
counsel  in  all  other  actions,  suits,  prosecutions,  or  hearings 
which  may  involve  the  rights  and  interests  of  the  city ;  and 
shall  defend  the  officers  of  the  city  in  suits  and  prosecutions 
against  them  for  their  official  action  or  for  the  performance  of 
their  official  duty,  when  an  estate,  right,  privilege,  ordinance, 
act,  or  direction  of  the  city  government  is  brought  in  ques- 
tion. He  shall  also,  in  behalf  of  the  city  and  under  the 
direction  of  any  standing  committee  of  the  city  council  having 
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charge  of  matters  before  the  general  court  of  the  common- 
wealth, appear  as  counsel  l)efore  the  said  general  court,  or 
before  any  committee  thereof,  when  the  interest  or  welfare 
of  the  city  is  directly  or  incidentally  affected.  And  he 
may,  under  the  direction  of  the  mayor,  expend  in  any  year 
a  sum  not  exceeding  two  thousand  dollars,  to  be  charged 
to  the  appropriation  for  incidental  expenses.  He  shall, 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  sections  two  and  three,  have 
the  direction  and  control  of  the  assistant  solicitors  and  con- 
veyancers in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  and  shall  examine, 
or  cause  to  be  examined,  all  titles  to  real  propeity,  and 
have  the  care  and  custody  of  records  relating  to  the  same  ; 
shall  draft,  or  cause  to  be  drafted,  all  deeds  and  other  legal 
papers  pertaining  to  real  property,  which  by  law,  usage, 
or  agreement  the  city  may  be  at  the  expense  of  drawing  ; 
and  shall  perform  such  other  professional  duties,  incident 
to  his  office,  as  may  be  required  of  him  by  the  mayor,  by 
the  city  council  or  either  branch  thereof,  by  a  committee 
of  said  council  or  of  either  branch  thereof,  or  by  any  board 
of  the  city. 

Sect.  5.  If  the  corporation  counsel  is  absent  or  unable  to 
act,  or  if  there  is  a  vacancy  in  his  office,  his  duties  and  powers 
shall  devolve,  during  the  continuance  of  such  absence,  dis- 
ability, or  vacnncy,  upon  the  city  solicitor. 

Sect.  6.  The  books,  records,  pa|)ers,  and  accounts  of  the 
law  department  shall  be  and  remain  the  property  of  the  city, 
and  they  shall  be  kept  and  maintained  in  the  manner  hereto- 
fore in  use. 

Sect.  7.  When  the  city  buys  or  takes  land,  the  city 
solicitor  shall,  if  requested  so  to  do  by  the  grantor,  furnish 
without  charge  the  necessary  deed  for  the  transfer  of  the  same. 
When  a  special  contract  for  the  investigation  of  a  title  to 
property  is  made  with  a  conveyancer,  by  the  city  or  by  any 
department,  such  contract  shall  provide,  if  expedient,  that  not 
only  the  abstract  of  the  title,  but  also  a  copy  of  the  schedule 
or  minutes  upon  which  such  abstract  is  baged,  shall  be  fur- 
nished to  the  cit}^  solicitor  to  l)e  deposited  in  his  office. 

Sect.  8.  When  an  officer  of  the  law  department  is  obliged 
to  attend  to  the  city's  business  out  of  the  city  limits  he  shall 
be  allowed  his  reasonable  travelling  expenses,  for  which  he 
shall  render  a  bill. 

Sect.  9.  No  person  connected  with  the  law  department 
of  the  city  shall,  except  as  provided  in  section  four,  appear 
in  court  in  any  case  to  which  the  city  is  not  a  party. 

Sect.  10.  The  city  solicitor  shall  annually,  in  June,  make 
a  report  to  the  city  council  of  all  suits  or  legal  proceedings 
in  which  the  city  has  an  interest,  begun,  pending,  or  deter-

mined  during  the  year  next  preceding  the  time  of  making 
said  report ;  and  in  such  report  he  shall  state  the  names  of 
the  parties,  the  causes  of  action,  the  date  when  each  suit  or 
proceeding  was  begun,  and  before  what  court  or  tribunal,  the 
amount  of  the  judgment  rendered,  if  any,  and  in  whose 
favor,  and  the  condition  of  all  pending  suits  or  proceedings, 
with  such  other  information  as  may  at  any  time  be  pre- 
scribed by  the  city  council. 
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CHAPTER  26. 

OF  THE  POLICE  DEPARTMENT. 

Section  1.  The  board  of  police  shall  have  and  exercise 
all  the  powers  conferred  by  the  statutes  of  the  commonwealth 
and  the  ordinances  of  the  city  upon  the  board  of  aldermen 
or  upon  the  mayor  and  aldermen,  in  relation  to  licensing, 
regulating,  and  restraining  billiard  tables,  bowling-alleys, 
auctioneers,  hawkers  and  peddlers,  carriages,  wagons  and 
other  vehicles,  intelligence  offices,  itinerant  musicians,  pawn- 
brokers, and  dealers  in  second-hand  articles  and  old  junk. 

Sect.  2.  When,  in  an  emergency,  the  mayor  assumes 
command  of  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  police  force,  he 
shall  Urst  notify  the  said  board  of  his  intention  so  to  do,  by 
a  written  notice  left  at  their  office,  and  immediately  after 
assuming  such  command  he  shall  give  public  notice  thereof 
through  one  or  more  of  the  daily  papers  published  in  the 
city,  stating  in  such  notice  the  emergency  which  has  called 
for  his  action. 

Sect.  3.    The  maximum  number  of  officers  and  members 
of  the  police  department  shall  be  as  follows,  namely  :  — 
A  superintendent  of  police. 
A  deputy  suY)erintendent  of  police. 
A  captain  of  police  for  each  division. 

A  chief  inspector  and  ten  inspectors,  for  duty  at  the  office 
of  the  superintendent  of  police. 
An  inspector  of  carriage  licenses. 
An  inspector  of  wagon  licenses. 

An  assistant  to  the  inspectors  of  carriage  and  wagon 
licenses,  with  the  grade  and  pay  of  a  patrolman. 
An  inspector  of  pawnbrokers. 

An  assistant  inspector  of  pawnbrokers,  with  the  grade  and 
pay  of  a  patrolman. 

An  inspector  of  intelligence  offices. 

An  inspector  of  claims. 

Thirty-four  lieutenants. 

Fifty-three  sergeants. 

A  clerk  to  the  superintendent  of  police. 

A  property  clerk,  who  shall  be  selected  from  the  ser- 
geants. 

Six  hundred  and  forty-nine  patrolmen. 

Ten  house  watchmen  for  the  public  buildings. 
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A  probation  officer,  to  be  appointed  as  provided  by  section 
seventy-eight  of  chapter  two  hundred  and  twelve  of  the 
Public  Statutes,  with  the  rank  of  an  inspector. 

A  keeper  of  city  lock-ups  with  the  rank  of  captain. 

Two  assistant  keepers  of  city  lock-ups  with  the  rank  of 
lieutenants. 

A  steward  of  city  lock-ups. 

A  matron  of  city  lock-u[)s. 

An  engineer  of  the  police  steamboat. 

A  fireman  of  the  police  steamboat. 

Such  assistant  clerks,  for  duty  in  the  license  department, 
as  the  law  may  from  time  to  time  require. 

Sect.  4.  The  said  board  may  from  time* to  time  appoint, 
in  addition  to  those  before  enumerated,  persons  in  the  employ 
of  other  departments  of  the  city  service  to  be  police  officers 
for  duty  in  connection  with  the  department  by  which  they  are 
employed.  The  persons  so  appointed  shall  not  at  any  time 
exceed  fifty  in  number,  and  shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  com- 
pensation from  the  city  on  account  of  their  services  as  police 
officers. 

Sect.  5.  When  the  said  board  appoint  special  patrolmen 
without  pay,  under  the  provisions  of  section  seven  of  chap- 
ter two  hundred  and  forty-four  of  the  statutes  of  the  com- 
monwealth of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-eight, 
they  shall  communicate  their  action  without  delay  to  the 
mayor  and  city  council. 

Sect.  6.  'Jhe  board  of  police  shall  have  the  care  and 
management  of  all  the  city  pro})erty  belonging  to  the  depart- 
ment, and  the  control  and  operating  of  such  steamboats  as 
are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  provided  for  its  use ;  and  the 
said  board  shall  designate  such  officers  and  men  as  are 
necessary  to  constitute  the  harbor  police  for  service  on  board 
such  boats. 

Sect.  7.  Any  member  of  the  police  department,  to  whom 
is  intrusted  the  collection  and  custody  of  money  or  other 
property,  may  be  required  by  said  board  to  give  such  bond 
as  they  shall  determine. 

Sect.  8.  The  members  of  the  police  department  shall 
aid  the  fire  department  by  giving  alarms  in  cases  of  fire  in 
such  manner  as  the  fire  commissioners  may  direct,  and  in 
clearing  the  streets  or  grounds  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  a 
fire,  so  that  the  members  of  the  fire  department  may  not  be 
hindered  or  obstructed  in  the  performance  of  their  duties. 
If  a  policeman  refuses  or  neglects  to  give  an  alarm  as  afore- 
said, or  refuses  to  obey  the  orders  of  the  chief  officer  in 
command  at  a  fire,  he  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  less 
than  five  nor  more  than  twenty  dollars. 
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Sect.  9.  The  board  of  police  shall  from  time  to  time 
furnish  to  the  city  treasurer  such  officers  as  the  latter  may 
deem  necessary  for  the  protection  of  the  persons  connected 
with  his  office  in  making  disbursements  of  the  money  in 
their  charge  and  in  carrying  money  and  valua])le  bonds  and 
papers  to  and  from  said  office. 

Sect.  10.  The  members  of  the  police  department  may, 
when  off  duty  or  in  reserve,  receive  for  their  own  use  one 
witness  fee  for  each  day's  attendance  Ijefore  the  grand  jury  or 
before  the  supreme  or  superior  court ;  all  other  witness  fees 
earned  by  them  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  city  collector,  and 
shall  be  kept  as  a  separate  fund,  and  invested  and  managed 
by  the  mayor,  treasurer,  and  auditor  of  the  city  for  the  time 
beinc:,  who  shall  be  trustees  thereof.  The  income  of  the  said 
fund  shall  be  applied  to  the  relief  of  persons  who  have  re- 
ceived an  honorable  discharge  from  the  police  force  hj  reason 
of  sickness,  age,  or  other  disability,  and  who  are,  in  conse- 
quence of  such  disability,  in  necessitous  circumstances  ;  and 
also  to  the  relief  of  the  widows  and  orphans,  in  necessitous 
circumstances,  of  police  officers  who  have  died  while  in  the 
service  of  the  city.  Said  trustees  may  make  such  rules  and 
regulations  for  the  appro})riation  and  disbursement  of  the 
interest  of  said  fund  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  subject, 
however,  to  such  ordinances  or  orders  as  the  city  council  may 
from  time  to  time  adopt. 
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CHAPTER  27. 

OF  THE   SEWER  DEPARTMENT. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  annually  appointed  by  the 
mayor,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  board  of  aldermen,  a 
superintendent  of  sewers,  who  shall  have  charge  of  the  con- 
struction of  all  common  sewers  ordered  to  be  made  by  the 
board  of  aldermen,  or  by  the  city  council,  duly  authorized 
to  that  end.  He  shall  have  the  care,  custody,  and  manage- 
ment of  all  the  property  of  the  city  which  has  l)een  or  shall 
be  acquired  as  necessary  to  the  construction  or  maintenance 
of  such  sewers. 

He  shall  also  have  the  general  supervision  of  such  sewers 
as  are  owned  by  the  city,  or  permitted  to  be  built  or  opened 
by  its  authority,  and  shall  make  all  necessary  repairs  thereon 
for  which  appropriations  have  been  made.  He  shall  build 
such  catch-basins  for  the  public  ways,  and  at  such  points 
and  grades,  as  the  superintendent  of  streets  may  designate. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  superintendent  shall,  when  a  common 
sewer  is  ordered  to  be  built  or  repaired,  ascertain  its  depth, 
breadth,  mode  of  construction,  and  general  direction,  and 
shall  cause  a  plan  thereof  to  be  made  and  inserted,  with  all 
said  particulars,  in  books  to  be  kept  for  the  purpose,  and  he 
shall  from  time  to  time  ascertain  and  insert  on  said  plan  all 
entries  made  into  such  sewer. 

Sect.  3.  The  said  superintendent  shall  keep  an  accurate 
account  of  the  expense  of  constructing  and  repairing  each 
common  sewer,  and  shall  report  the  same  to  the  board  of 
aldermen,  together  with  a  list  of  the  persons  and  estates  de- 
riving benefit  from  such  construction  or  repair,  and  an  esti- 
mate of  the  area  of  the  lands  upon  which  such  expense  ought 
to  be  assessed. 

Sect.  4.  The  board  of  aldermen,  in  making  assessments 
for  defraying  the  expense  of  constructing  or  repairing  a  com- 
mon sewer,  shall  deduct  from  such  expense  a  part,  not  less 
than  one  quarter,  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  which  shall 
be  charged  to  and  paid  by  the  city,  and  they  shall  assess 
the  remainder  of  such  expense  upon  the  persons  and  estates 
deriving  benefit  from  such  sewer,  either  by  the  entry  of  their 
particular  drains  or  by  any  remote  means,  apportioning  the 
assessment  according  to  the  area  of  the  lands  thus  benefited. 

The  said  board  shall  also  make  an  abatement  of  all  the 
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amount  which  has  been  assessed  upon  land  owned  by  the 
city,  which  shall  be  charged  to  and  paid  by  the  city. 

Sect.  5.  The  said  superintendent  shall  enter  in  books 
kept  for  the  purpose  all  such  assessments  made  by  the  board 
of  aldermen,  and  shall  forthwith  make  out  bills  for  the  same 
and  deliver  them  to  the  city  collector  for  collection. 

Sect.  6.  The  said  superintendent  shall  be  allowed  for 
the  discharge  of  his  duties  the  following  subordinates  :  — 

One  chief  engineer, 

Three  assistant  engineers, 

One  clerk. 

Two  assistant  clerks. 

Two  draughtsmen. 

One  assistant  draughtsman, 

Four  foremen. 

Three  inspectors  of  house-connections. 

Sect.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  superintendent  to 
grant  permits  for  the  entering  of  particular  drains  into  com- 
mon sewers  on  such  conditions  as  to  size,  material,  direction, 
grade,  and  mode  of  construction  as  he  may  prescribe ;  pro- 
vided that  he  obtains  from  every  person  so  licensed  a  bond 
with  one  or  more  sureties,  the  same  to  be  satisfactory  to  the 
mayor,  to  indemnify  the  city  for  any  damages  caused  directly 
or  indirectly  by  his  acts  performed  under  such  permit ;  and 
provided  that  the  licensee,  so  far  as  his  permit  involves  any 
entering  upon  or  occupancy  of  any  portion  of  a  public  way 
shall  be  subject  to  the  ordinances  and  to  the  regulations  of 
the  street  department. 

The  only  persons  to  whom  such  licenses  shall  be  issued  shall 
be  competent  mechanics,  tax-payers  in  the  city  of  Boston ; 
but  no  person  who  has  broken  the  conditions  of  such  a 
license,  shall  be  granted  another  license  for  the  period  of  one 
year  after  the  date  of  such  breach. 

Sect.  8.  Every  person  undertaking  to  enter  a  particular 
drain  into  a  common  sewer,  without  a  permit  in  writing  from 
the  said  superintendent,  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not 
less  than  twenty  dollars. 

Sect.  9.  If  a  drain  in  a  street  or  highway  is  constructed 
or  repaired,  or  if  an  excavation  for  the  purpose  of  such  con- 
struction or  repair  is  made,  by  a  person  not  licensed  as  pro- 
vided in  section  six,  or  in  a  mode  different  from  that  pre- 
scribed in  said  section,  the  person  doing  such  work  and  the 
owner  or  agent  directing  the  same  shall  respectively  be 
liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  more  than  twenty  dollars. 

Sect.  10.    No  owner  of  real  estate  shall,  by  the  con- 
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struction  of  a  private  drain  under  the  permit  of  the  super- 
intendent of  sewers,  be  exempted  from  an  assessment  law- 
fully imposed  for  the  construction  of  a  common  sewer  in  the 
same  vicinity. 

Sect.  11.  When  a  drain  connecting  with  a  common  sewer 
or  with  another  drain  becomes  clogged,  obstructed,  broken, 
out  of  order,  or  detrimental  to  the  use  of  the  sewer  or 
of  another  drain,  or  unfit  for  the  purposes  of  drainage,  the 
owner,  agent,  occupant,  or  person  having  charge  of  the 
premises  drained  by  said  drain,  shall,  within  five  days  after 
notice  in  writing  to  that  effect  from  the  superintendent  of 
sewers,  remove,  reconstruct,  repair,  alter,  or  cleanse  such 
drain,  as  the  condition  thereof  may  require,  and  in  case  of 
neglect  or  refusal  for  the  space  of  five  days  so  to  do,  the 
superintendent  of  sewers  shall  cause  such  drain  to  be  re- 
moved, reconstructed,  repaired,  altered,  or  cleansed,  as  they 
ma}^  deem  expedient,  at  the  expense  of  such  owner,  agent, 
occupant,  or  other  person,  who  shall  also  be  liable  to  a 
penalty  of  not  more  than  fifty  dollars. 

Sect.  12.  Every  owner,  agent,  occupant,  or  other  person 
having  charge  of  premises  drained  into  a  common  sewer  or 
drain,  who  permits  gravel,  sand,  ashes,  or  any  substance  or 
matter  which  may  form  a  deposit  or  obstruction  therein,  to 
flow  or  pass  into  such  sewer  or  drain,  shall  be  lial)le  to  a 
penalty  of  not  more  than  twenty  dollars  for  each  offence. 

Sect.  13.  Every  such  owner,  agent,  occupant,  or  other 
person  shall,  within  ten  days  after  notice  in  writing  to  that 
eff*ect  from  the  superintendent  of  sewers,  provide  his  drain 
with  a  sufficient  cesspool  or  catch-basin,  or,  if  one  already 
exists,  shall  clean  out,  repair,  or  alter  the  same,  and  shall 
provide  such  other  means  as  will  prevent  any  substance  or 
matter,  which  may  cause  a  deposit  or  obstruction  therein, 
from  passing  into  such  sewer  or  drain. 

Sect.  14.  In  case  of  neglect  or  refusal  for  the  space  of 
five  days  to  provide  a  cesspool  or  catch-basin,  or  to  clean  out, 
repair,  or  alter  such  cesspool  or  catch-basin,  if  one  exists, 
the  superintendent  of  sewers  shall  cause  to  be  constructed 
a  suitable  and  sufficient  cesspool  or  catch-basin,  or  if  one 
exists,  shall  cause  it  to  be  repaired,  altered,  and  cleaned,  and 
provided  with  such  other  means  to  prevent  any  substance  or 
matter,  that  may  cause  a  deposit  or  obstruction  therein,  from 
passing  into  the  sewer  or  drain,  as  he  may  deem  expedient, 
at  the  expense  of  the  owner,  agent,  occupant,  or  other  person 
having  charge  of  the  premises,  and  such  owner,  agent,  occu- 
pant, or  other  person  shall  also  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not 
more  than  twenty  dollars. 

Sect.  15.    Every  owner  of  real  estate  entering  his  par-

ticular  drain  into  a  common  sewer  from  land  upon  which  no 
sewer  assessment  has  been  levied,  shall  pay  to  the  city  there- 
for at  the  rate  of  two  cents  per  square  foot  for  all  land  bene- 
fited by  such  connection  within  one  hundred  and  twenty-five 
feet  of  said  sewer ;  the  amount  so  paid  to  be  deducted  from 
any  subsequent  assessments  upon  said  land. 

Sect.  16.  The  superintendent  of  sewers  shall  annually, 
in  January,  make  a  report  to  the  city  council,  containing  a 
statement  of  the  expenditures,  income,  and  business  of  his 
department  during  the  preceding  year,  a  schedule  of  the 
property  belonging  to  the  department,  and  such  other  in- 
formation and  such  suggestions  as  he  may  deem  expedient. 
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CHAPTER  28. 

OF  THE  STREET  DEPARTMENT. 

Street  Names  and  Numbers, 

Section  1.  The  several  streets  in  the  city  shall,  until  they 
are  altered  by  the  board  of  street  commissioners,  confirmed 
by  the  board  of  aldermen,  continue  to  be  called  and  known 
by  the  names  heretofore  given  to  them  by  the  selectmen  of 
the  town  or  by  the  mayor  and  aldermen  or  city  council  of 
the  city. 

Sect.  2.  The  board  of  aldermen  may  order  the  buildings 
on  any  street  to  be  numbered,  and  the  superintendent  of 
streets  shall  then  require  the  number  designated  for  each 
building  to  be  affixed  thereto  or  inscribed  thereon,  and  may 
determine  the  form,  size,  and  material  of  any  such  number, 
and  the  phice  and  mode  of  affixing  or  inscribing  it.  And  any 
owner  or  occupant  of  a  building  who  neglects  or  refuses  to 
affix  to  the  same  the  street  number  lawfully  designated  there- 
for, or  who  affixes  to  such  building,  or  retains  thereon  for 
more  than  one  day,  a  street  number  other  than  the  one  so 
designated,  shall  for  each  offence  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of 
not  less  than  one  nor  more  than  twenty  dollars. 

Defects,  Excavations,  and  Obstructions  in  Streets. 

Sect.  3.  The  inspector  of  buildings  shall  see  that  all 
statutes,  ordinances,  orders,  and  regulations,  respecting  the 
use  or  occupation  of  portions  of  streets  for  the  purpose  of 
erecting,  altering,  repairing,  or  removing  buildings,  are  ob- 
served and  enforced. 

Sect.  4.  No  portion  of  any  public  way  shall  be  broken 
or  dug  up  except  under  a  permit  therefor  granted  by  the 
superintendent  of  streets.  The  said  superintendent  shall 
issue  such  permits  to  any  department  for  the  prosecution  of 
any  city  work  on  the  written  request  of  the  board,  or  officer 
in  charge  of  such  department.  When  an  excavation  for  any 
purpose  is  made  in  a  public  way,  by  order  of  a  department 
of  the  city  government,  the  street  shall,  as  soon  as  the  pur- 
pose for  which  the  excavation  was  made  has  been  accom- 
plished, be  restored  to  a  condition  entirely  satisfactory  to 
the  superintendent  of  streets  ;  and,  if  it  is  not  so  restored, 
although  it  may  not  be  dangerous  to  public  travel,  the  said 
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superintendent  shall  notify  the  department,  which  ordered 
the  excavation  to  be  made,  to  make  forthwith  such  further 
repairs  as  he  deems  necessary,  and,  if  such  department 
neglects  so  to  do,  the  said  superintendent  shall  cause  such 
repairs  to  be  made,  and  shall  charge  such  department  therefor. 

Whenever  the  applicant  presents  a  permit  from  the  super- 
intendent of  sewers  to  enter  a  drain  into  a  common  sewer, 
the  permit  for  opening  a  street  shall  be  given,  subject  to  such 
limits  of  time  and  space  as  the  superintendent  of  streets  may 
prescribe. 

In  the  case  of  other  applicants  the  permit  for  opening 
shall  be  issued  at  the  discretion  of  the  superintendent  of 
streets,  but  shall  always  be  on  condition  that  the  applicant 
wnll  conform  to  the  statutes  and  ordinances  thereto  appli- 
cable. 

The  licensee  shall  also  give  a  1)ond,  with  one  or  more 
sureties,  the  same  to  be  satisfactory  to  the  mayor,  that  he 
will  indemnify  the  city  for  any  damage  caused  directly  or 
indirectly  by  any  acts  performed  under  such  permit,  and  will 
restore  the  street  to  its  former  condition,  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  said  superintendent  of  streets ;  and  that  in  case  of 
the  refusal  or  neglect  of  such  licensee  so  to  restore  the 
street,  it  shall  be  repaired  and  mended  at  his  expense  by  the 
said  superintendent.  Any  licensee  who  shall  neglect  or 
refuse  to  comply  with  the  conditions  of  his  permit  shall  be 
liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  fifty 
dollars  for  each  day  during  which  such  neglect  or  refusal 
continues,  and  shall  not,  for  the  space  of  one  year  thereafter, 
receive  another  permit  for  opening  a  street. 

Sect.  5.  No  person  shall  make,  or  cause  to  be  made,  an 
excavation  in  a  street  for  any  purpose  whatever  without  a 
license  from  the  superintendent  of  streets  subject  to  the 
regulations  herein  prescribed.  Every  application  for  such  a 
license  shall  be  made  in  writing  and  signed  by  the  applicant, 
and  shall  set  forth  the  dimensions  of  the  proposed  excava- 
tion and  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  to  be  used ;  and  every 
such  license  shall  provide  that  the  excavation  licensed  shall 
not  be  used  for  any  purpose  other  than  that  stated  in  the 
application,  and  may  at  any  time  be  revoked  by  the  said 
superintendent.  But  no  excavation  shall  be  made,  the  inner 
face  of  the  wall  of  which  extends  further  under  the  street 
than  to  a  line  eighteen  inches  inside  the  line  of  the  outer 
edge  of  the  curbstone  of  the  sidewalk. 

Sect.  6.  When  an  excavation  is  made  in  a  street  for 
any  purpose,  the  person  or  persons  by  or  for  whom  such 
excavation  has  been  made  shall  cause  a  rail  or  other  suffi- 
cient fence  to  be  placed  so  as  to  enclose  such  excavation  and 
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the  dirt,  gravel,  or  other  material  thrown  therefrom,  and  such 
fence  shall  be  maintained  during  the  whole  time  for  which 
the  excavation  continues,  and  he  or  they  shall  also  cause  a 
lighted  lantern,  or  some  other  proper  and  sufficient  light,  to 
be  fixed  to  some  part  of  such  fence,  or  in  some  other  proper 
manner  over  or  near  the  excavation,  and  over  or  near  the 
dirt,  gravel,  or  other  material  taken  therefrom,  and  so  kept 
from  the  beginning  of  twilight  through  the  whole  of  every 
night  during  all  the  time  for  which  such  excavation  or 
obstruction  exists. 

Sect.  7.  Whoever  desires  to  occupy  or  use  a  portion  of 
a  street  for  the  erection  or  repair  of  a  building  upon  land 
abutting  thereon  shall  make  application  to  the  insi)ector  of 
buildings,  who,  subject  to  the  consent  of  the  superintendent 
of  streets,  may  grant  permits  for  the  occupation  or  use,  for 
building  purposes,  of  such  portions  of  streets,  and  for  such 
periods  of  time,  and  under  such  limitations  and  restrictions, 
as  may  be  required  by  ordinance  or  by  the  public  conven- 
ience ;  and  any  such  permit  may  be  revoked  by  the  said 
inspector  at  anytime  when  the  holder  thereof  fails  to  comply 
with  an}"  rule  or  regulation  under  which  it  was  granted,  or 
wdien,  in  the  opinion  of  the  said  inspector,  the  public  good 
requires  such  revocation.  No  part  of  a  street  other  than 
that  so  allotted  shall  be  used  for  depositing  materials  for 
work  to  be  done  or  for  receivino-  rubbish  arisins:  from  such 
work,  and  all  such  rubbish  shall  be  carried  away,  by  the  per- 
son or  persons  to  whom  the  permit  is  granted,  at  such  con- 
venient times  as  the  said  superintendent  of  streets  or  the 
said  inspector  may  direct ;  and,  in  case  of  the  neglect  or 
refusal  of  such  person  or  persons  so  to  remove  such  rubbish, 
it  shall  be  removed  at  their  expense  l)y  the  superintendent  of 
streets. 

Sect.  8.  When  a  permit  is  granted  under  the  preceding 
section  the  portion  of  a  street  thereby  allotted  shall  be 
enclosed  w^ith  a  sufficient  fence,  which  shall  be  maintained 
during  the  whole  time  for  which  the  occupation  of  such 
portion  of  the  street  continues,  and  a  lighted  lantern  or 
lanterns,  or  some  other  proper  and  sufficient  lights,  shall  be 
fixed  to  some  part  or  parts  of  such  fence,  or  in  some  other 
proper  manner,  and  such  lanterns  or  lights  shall  be  kept 
lighted  from  the  beginning  of  twilight  through  the  whole  of 
every  night  during  such  occupation. 

Sect.  9.  Whoever  maliciously  or  wantonly,  and  without 
legal  cause,  extinguishes  or  diminishes  a  light  fixed  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  section  six  or  of  section  eight 
shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  ten  nor  more 
than  fifty  dollars. 
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Sect.  10.  Whoever  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of 
section  seven  or  section  eight  shall  be  lial)le  to  a  penalty 
of  not  less  than  two  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars  for  each 
offence,  and  to  a  like  penalt}^  for  every  day's  continuance  of 
such  offence. 

Sect.  11.  Xo  person  shall,  without  a  license  from  the 
board  of  aldermen,  construct  or  maintain  a  cellar-door  or 
cellar-door-way  in  a  sidewalk,  or  projecting  into  a  street,  or 
construct  an  entrance  or  flight  of  steps  descending  imme- 
diately from  a  street  into  a  cellar  or  into  the  basement  story 
of  a  building  for  the  purpose  of  being  kept  open  as  an 
entrance,  and  all  such  cellar-doors,  door-ways,  and  steps  as 
may  l)e  licensed  b}^  said  board  shall  be  constructed  in  such 
manner  as  said  board  may  direct. 

Sect.  12.  No  occupant  or  other  person  having  the  care  of 
a  building  shall  suffer  a  cellar-door,  cellar-door- way,  entrance, 
or  fHght  of  steps,  such  as  are  mentioned  in  the  preceding  sec- 
tion, to  remain  open,  or  the  platform  thereof  to  be  removed, 
for  more  than  fifteen  minutes  during  the  night-time,  nor  for 
more  than  two  hours  in  all  during  the  daytime,  unless 
licensed  so  to  do  by  the  board  of  aldermen  ;  and  in  all  cases 
in  which  such  a  cellar-door,  cellar-door-way,  entrance,  or 
flight  of  steps  is  open,  the  same  shall  be  properly  guai'ded, 
and,  in  the  night-time,  properly  lighted. 

Sect.  13.  When  a  cellar-door  or  the  platform  thereof 
projects  into  a  street,  the  owners  and  occupants  of  the  estate 
to  which  such  cellar-door  or  platform  belongs  shall  keep 
such  door  or  platform  in  good  repair  ;  and  if  it  is  at  any  time 
out  of  rei)air,  so  that,  in  the  opinion  of  the  superintendent  of 
streets,  the  safety  of  the  inhabitants  is  thereby  endangered, 
the  said  superintendent  shall  notify  the  said  owners  and  occu- 
pants of  the  fact ;  and,  if  they  neglect  or  refuse  for  the  space  of 
twenty-four  hours  to  repair  such  door  or  platform,  the  said 
superintendent  shall  forthwith  cause  such  repairs  to  be  made  at 
the  expense  of  said  ownersor  occu})ants,  who  shall,  in  case  of 
such  neglect  or  refusal,  be  further  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not 
less  than  one  nor  m(»re  than  fifty  dollars  for  each  and  every 
day  that  said  door  or  i)latform  continues  to  be  out  of  repair. 

Sect.  14.  Every  entrance  or  flight  of  steps,  descending 
immediately  from  or  near  the  line  of  a  street  into  a  cellar  or 
into  the  basement  story  of  a  building,  where  such  entrance 
or  flight  of  steps  is  not  safely  and  securely  covered,  shall  be  * 
enclosed  with  a  permanent  railing  on  each  side,  at  least  three 
feet  high  from  the  top  of  the  sidewalk  or  pavement,  together 
with  either  a  gate  to  open  inwardly  or  two  iron  chains  across 
the  front  of  the  entrance-way,  one  near  the  toj),  and  the 
other  halfway  from  the  ground  to  the  top  of  the  railing;  and 
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such  gate  or  chains  shall,  unless  there  is  a  light  l)urning 
over  the  steps  to  prevent  accidents,  be  closed  during  the  night. 

Sect.  15.  No  person  shall,  without  the  permission  of  the 
board  of  aldermen,  place  or  maintain  a  grating  in  a  street, 
and  no  grating  shall  be  placed  in  a  sidewalk,  the  spaces 
between  the  bars  of  which  are  more  than  one  inch  and  a 
quarter  in  width  ;  and  no  grating  shall  project  more  than 
eighteen  inches  into  a  street. 

Sect.  16.  All  coverings  of  coal-holes  or  of  other  excava- 
tions or  openings  in  streets,  excepting  cellar-door-ways  and 
bulk-heads,  shall  be  constructed  of  iron  and  glass,  North-river 
flagging-stone,  or  rough  surface  granite,  and  shall  be  of  such 
description  and  workmanship  as  the  board  of  aldermen  may 
direct.  When  such  a  covering  is  otherwise  constructed,  or 
is,  in  the  opinion  of  the  superintendent  of  streets,  unsafe  or 
inconvenient  for  the  public  travel,  the  superintendent  of 
streets  may  order  the  same  to  be  removed  and  a  suitable 
one  put  in  its  place  ;  and,  if  such  removal  and  substitution  are 
not  completed  within  ten  days  from  the  service  of  the  order 
on  the  owner  or  tenant  of  the  premises  or  other  person 
having  the  care  thereof,  the  superintendent  of  streets  shall 
make  such  change,  and  the  expense  thereof  shall  be  paid  by 
such  owner,  tenant,  or  other  person  having  the  care  of  the 
premises  ;  and  no  person  shall  leave  such  coal-hole  or  other 
excavation  or  opening  uncovered,  or  with  its  cover  unfastened, 
except  while  it  is  in  use  in  the  daytime,  before  sunset,  by 
some  person  or  persons  who  are  ^actually  attending  to  the 
same. 

Sect.  17.  The  board  of  aldermen  may,  upon  applica- 
tion, authorize  the  construction,  at  the  expense  of  the 
applicant,  of  coal-holes  or  other  openings  in  streets,  in  such 
manner  and  under  the  direction  of  such  person  as  they 
may  deem  suitable  ;  and  they  may  also  authorize  the  con- 
tinuance of  a  covering  of  a  coal-hole  or  other  excavation 
already  constructed. 

Sect.  18.  Whoever  is  duly  licensed  or  permitted  to  oc- 
cupy a  part  of  a  street,  or  while  erecting  repairing  a  build- 
ing, or  making  an  excavation,  or  for  any  other  purpose,  shall 
provide  a  safe  and  convenient  passage  for  public  travel 
around  or  over  the  obstruction  so  caused,  and  shall  be  re- 
sponsible to  the  city  for  all  injuries  sustained  in  consequence 
of  his  neglect  so  to  do,  and  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not 
less  than  two  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars  for  each  day's  con- 
tinuance of  such  neglect ;  and  he  shall  at  any  time,  when  re- 
quested by  the  superintendent  of  streets  or  by  a  police  officer, 
exhibit  his  license  or  permit  for  such  occupation. 
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Projections  into  Streets. 

Sect.  19.  Whoever  constructs  or  places,  or  causes  to  be 
constructed  or  placed,  a  portico,  porch,  door,  window,  or 
step  projecting  into  a  street,  except  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  statutes  of  the  commonwealth,  shall  be  liable 
to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  four  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars 
for  each  offence,  and  to  a  like  penalty  for  each  day  that  such 
portico,  porch,  door,  Avindow,  or  step  is  continued  as  afore- 
said after  notice  to  remove  the  same,  given  by  the  board  of 
aldermen,  or  by  some  person  authorized  hy  said  board  to  give 
such  notice. 

Sect.  20.  No  canopy,  awning,  shade,  shade-frame,  or 
shade-curtain  shall  be  erected  or  placed  within  the  limits  of 
a  street,  unless  permission  therefor  has  been  first  obtained 
in  waiting  from  the  superintendent  of  lamps,  who  may  give 
such  permits  when,  in  his  opinion,  the  public  safety  and  con- 
venience and  the  proper  lighting  of  the  streets  will  not 
thereby  be  interfered  with  ;  but  all  permits  for  shade-frames 
shall  be  limited  to  frames  so  constructed  that  they  can  be 
folded  up  against  the  buildings  to  which  they  are  affixed.. 
The  board  of  aldermen  may  order  the  immediate  removal  of 
any  canopy,  awning,  shade,  shade-frame,  or  shade-curtain, 
erected  or  placed  within  the  limits  of  a  public  street. 

Sect.  21.  Whoever  erects  or  maintains  a  canopy,  awn- 
ing, shade,  shade-frame,  or  shade-curtain,  contrary  to  the 
provisions  of  the  preceding  section,  shall  l)e  liable  to  a  pen- 
alty of  two  dollars  for  each  and  every  day  on  which  such 
canopy,  awning,  shade,  shade-frame,  or  shade-curtain  is  so 
maintained. 

Sect.  22.  No  person  shall  hang,  affix,  erect,  or  fasten  a 
sign,  show-bill,  lantern,  or  show-board  of  any  description 
wdiatsoever,  so  that  the  same  will  project  more  than  one  foot 
into  or  over  a  street,  unless  he  first  obtains  permis&ion  from 
the  board  of  aldermen  therefor,  which  permission  shall  be 
subject  to  revocation  by  said  board  at  pleasure ;  and  who- 
ever, without  such  permission,  hangs,  affixes,  erects,  or  fas- 
tens as  aforesaid  a  sign,  show-bill,  lantern,  or  show-board  of 
any  description  whatsoever,  and  neglects  after  notice  given 
by  the  mayor  or  by  an  aldermen  or  police  officer  to  remove 
the  same,  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  five 
nor  more  than  twenty  dollars  for  every  day  that  such  sign, 
show-bill,  lantern,  or  show-board  remains  after  such  notice. 

Sect.  23.  Whoever  places  or  maintains  a  sign,  show-bill, 
lantern,  show-board,  or  other  thing,  which  at  its  lowest  part 
is  less  than  nine  feet  above  a  sidewalk  or  street,  and  which 
projects  more  than  six  inches  into  a  street,  shall  be  liable  to 
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a  penalty  of  not  less  than  four  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars  for 
each  offence,  and  to  a  like  penalty  for  every  day  on  which 
such  siiin,  show-bill,  lantern,  show-board,  or  other  thinii"  is 
continued  after  an  order  to  remove  the  same  has  been  aiven 
by  the  board  of  aldermen,  or  by  any  person  thereto  author- 
ized by  said  board. 

Sect.  24.  Ko  person  shall  place  or  cause  to  be  placed,  or 
sus})cnd  or  cause  to  be  suspended,  over  a  street  from  a  house, 
shop,  store,  lot,  or  place,  any  ooods,  wares,  merchandise, 
or  other  thing,  so  that  the  same  shall  extend  or  project  more 
than  one  foot  into  the  street  from  the  wall  or  front  of  such 
house,  store,  shop,  lot,  or  place. 

'Laying  Underground  Telegraph  and  Telephone  Wires. 

Sect.  25.  Telegraph  and  telephone  companies,  whether 
chartered  by  this  or  any  other  State,  which  own  or  control 
and  use,  under  lease  or  otherwise,  telegraph  or  telephone  lines 
wholly  or  in  part  within  the  city,  may  lay  Vv'ires  under  the 
streets  of  the  city  under  the  following  regulations,  and  not 
otherwise  :  — 

Skct.  2().  The  surface  of  a  street  shall  not  be  disturbed 
for  the  purpose  of  laying,  re})airing,  or  removing  wires,  or 
conduits  therefor,  without  a  ])ermit  from  the  board  of  alder- 
men, indicating  the  time,  manner,  and  place  of  opening  such 
street. 

Sr:cT.  27.  When  an  opening  is  made  in  a  street  for  any 
of  the  purposes  aforesaid,  such  street  shall  be  restored  to  a 
condition  satisfactory  to  the  superintendent  of  streets  :  and, 
if  not  so  restored  by  said  company,  said  superintendent  may 
cause  the  same  to  be  restored,  the  expense  thereof  to  be 
borne  l)y  said  company. 

Sect.  28.  No  company  shall  be  required  to  admit  the 
wires  of  another  company  into  its  conduits,  or  to  place  its 
wires  in  the  conduits  of  another  company. 

Sect.  29.  No  company  shall  excavate  more  than  one  lon- 
gitudinal trench  in  the  same  portion  of  a  street  without  the 
consent  of  the  city  council. 

Sect.  30.  No  company,  in  laying,  repairing,  or  removing 
its  wires  or  conduits,  shall  disturb  or  in  any  way  interfere 
with  any  gas  or  water  pipes,  or  sewers,  or  pipes  therewith 
connected. 

Sect.  31.  No  permit  shall  be  granted,  or  if  granted  shall 
be  valid,  to  disturb  the  surface  of  a  street  for  any  of  the  pur- 
poses aforesaid,  until  the  company  petitioning  therefor  has 
executed  an  agreement  in  a  form  satisfactory  to  the  corpora- 
tion counsel,  providing,  — 
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First.  That  said  company  shall  provide  in  its  conduits 
accommodations  for  all  wires  belonging  to,  used,  or  to  be 
used  by  the  city,  free  of  charge. 

Second,  That  said  company  shall  remove  its  conduits 
whenever  directed  so  to  do  by  the  city  council. 

Hard.  That  said  company  shall  not  remove  its  conduits 
Avithout  the  consent  of  the  city  council. 

Fourth.  That  said  company  will  indemnify  and  save  harm- 
less the  city  against  all  damages,  costs,  and  expenses  whatso- 
ever to  Avhich  the  city  may  be  subjected  in  consequence  of 
the  acts  or  neglect  of  said  company,  its  agents  or  servants, 
or  in  any  manner  arising  from  the  rights  or  privileges  granted 
it  by  the  city. 

Sect.  32.  In  addition  to  the  aforesaid  agreement,  such 
company  shall,  before  a  street  is  disturbed  for  the  laying  of 
its  wires  or  conduits,  execute  a  bond,  with  surety  or  sureties 
in  a  penal  sum  of  not  less  than  twenty  thousand  dollars,  con- 
ditioned to  fultil  all  its  said  agreements  with  the  city  and  its 
duties  under  this  ordinance  and  ordinances  in  addition  thereto 
and  amendment  thereof ;  and  a  new  liond  of  like  import  may 
at  any  time  be  required  of  such  company  by  the  city  council. 
Such  new  bond  shall  l)e  a  strengthening  bond,  unless  the 
sureties  on  former  bonds  are  expressly  released  from  further 
liability  by  vote  of  the  city  council. 

Use  of  Streets. 

Sect.  33.  Whoever,  without  permission  of  the  board  of 
aldermen,  obstructs  a  street  by  placing  a  building  therein,  or 
moves  a  building  through  or  upon  a  street,  and  whoever  aids 
and  assists  in  so  obstructins:  a  street  or  movinij  a  buildinfj, 
shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than 
fifty  dollars,  and  to  a  IIaC  penalty  for  every  twelve  hours 
that  such  obstruction  may  continue,  or  that  such  building 
may  remain  in  or  upon  a  street. 

Sect.  34.  AVhoever  places,  or  causes  to  be  placed,  in  a 
street,  or  upon  a  sidewalk  or  foot-  path,  any  lumber,  iron,  coal, 
trunk,  bale,  box,  crate,  cask,  package,  building  material,  rub- 
bish, or  article  or  thing  whatsoever,  and  sutlers  the  same  to 
remain  in  such  position  for  more  than  five  minutes,  shall  be 
liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  fifty 
dollars  ;  and  if  he  sutlers  such  article  so  to  remain  for  more 
than  one  hour  after  it  was  first  placed  there,  or  for  more  than 
ten  minutes  after  notice  to  remove  it  has  been  given  to  him 
by  the  mayor  or  by  an  alderman  or  policeman,  he  shall,  for 
each  and  every  hoi>r  during  which  such  article  is  suffered  so 
to  remain,  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  five  nor

more  than  fifty  dollars  ;  but  nothing  contained  in  this  section 
shall  be  deemed  to  extend  to  such  goods,  wares,  or  merchan- 
dise as  may,  in  conformity  with  such  rules  and  regulations 
as  may  be  made  by  the  board  of  aldermen,  be  placed  in  a 
street  for  the  purpose  of  being  sold  at  public  auction. 

Sect.  35.  Whoever  lays,  throws,  or  places  ice  or  snow 
in  a  public  street,  or  causes  ice  or  snow  to  be  so  laid,  thrown, 
or  placed,  without  causing  the  same  to  be  broken  into  small 
pieces  and  spread  evenl}^  on  the  surface  of  such  street,  shall 
be  liable  to'  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  two  nor  more  than  five 
dollars  for  such  offence. 

Skct.  36.  Neither  the  purchaser  nor  the  seller  of  coal  or 
firewood  shall  place  or  permit  such  coal  or  firewood  to  remain 
in  a  street  for  more  than  thirty  minutes  alter  sunset  in  the 
evening ;  nor  shall  a  greater  quantity  than  two  loads  of  coal 
or  firewood  be  permitted  in  any  case  to  remain  in  a  street, 
either  l)y  the  purchaser  or  the  seller,  or  by  any  other  person 
having  the  chai-ge  thereof ;  nor  shall  a  purchaser  or  seller,  or 
other  person  as  aforesaid,  permit  such  coal  or  firewood  at 
any  time,  by  day  or  night,  to  remain  in  a  street  so  as  to  ob- 
struct the  passage  in  the  same,  nor  for  more  than  two  hours 
in  any  case. 

Sect.  37.  Whoever,  having  the  care  or  use  of  a  horse  or 
other  beast  of  burthen,  carriage,  or  draught,  rides,  drives,  or 
permits  such  horse  or  other  beast  to  go  at  a  greater  rate  of 
speed  than  seven  miles  an  hour  in  a  public  street,  except  in 
wards  twenty-two,  twenty-three,  twenty -four,  and  twenty- 
five,  and  in  that  part  of  ward  fifteen  which  lies  south  of  Swett 
street,  or  in  a  public  street  in  said  excepted  portion  of  the 
city,  at  a  greater  rate  of  speed  than  twelve  miles  an  hour, 
shall  l)e  liable  to,  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than 
fifty  dollars. 

Sect.  38.  No  vehicle  the  width  of  which,  including  its 
load,  exceeds  ten  feet,  shall  be  allowed  to  pass  through  the 
streets  of  the  city  except  by  the  written  permission  of  the 
inspector  of  wagon  licenses  ;  and  whoever  violates  the  provi- 
sions of  this  section  shall  be  lial)le  to  a  penalty  of  not  less 
than  ten  nor  more  than  twenty  dollars  for  each  oftence. 

Sect.  39.  No  person  shall  drive  sheep,  swine,  or  neat 
cattle  through  or  over  a  public  street  or  bridge  Avithout 
written  permission  from  the  board  of  aldermen,  or  from  the 
board  of  police,  except  in  wards  twenty-three,  tw^enty-four, 
and  twenty-five. 

Sect.  40.  No  person  having  charge  of  a  horse,  cow, 
swine,  or  other  grazing  animal,  shall  bait  or  feed  the  same  in 
a  public  street,  or  permit  the  same  to  go  at  large  therein. 

Sect.  41.    The  owners  and  occupants  of  stables  shall  not 
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w.isli  or  clean  carriages  or  horses  in  the  streets,  or  cause 
them  to  be  there  washed  or  cleaned,  nor  shall  they  otherwise 
en  cumber  the  streets. 

Sect.  42.  No  person  shall  water  a  pul)lic  street  w^ith  a 
watering-cart,  unless  he  first  obtains  a  license  therefor  from 
the  board  of  aldermen,  which  license  shall  not  run  for  more 
than  one  year,  and  shall  contain  such  conditions  and  be  sub- 
ject to  such  regulations  as  the  said  board  may  prescribe. 

Sect.  43.  Jno  person  shall,  unless  duly  licensed  by  the 
board  of  aldermen,  ring  a  bell,  or  cause  a  bell  to  be  rung,  in  a 
public  street  for  the  purpose  of  giving  notice  of  the  exercise 
of  a  business  or  calling,  or  for  the  sale  of  an  article  ;  and  no 
person  shall  use,  or  cause  to  be  used,  in  a  pu])lic  street,  for 
said  purpose,  a  horn  or  other  noise-making  instrument. 

Sect.  44.  No  person  shall,  unless  duly  licensed  by  the 
board  of  aldermen,  stand  in  a  street  for  the  purpose  of 
grinding  cutlery,  or  for  the  sale  of  any  article,  or  for  the 
exercise  of  any  business  or  calling. 

Sect.  45.  No  person  shall  expose  in  a  street  or  public 
square,  or  on  the  common,  a  table  or  device  of  any  kind  in- 
tended for  pla3dng  a  game  of  hazard  or  chance  ;  and  no  per- 
son shall  play  at  such  table  or  device,  or  at  an  unlawful  game, 
in  a  street  or  public  square,  or  on  the  common. 

Sect.  46.  No  person  shall  play  at  ball,  or  throw  stones, 
or  snowballs,  or  other  missiles  in  a  public  street ;  or  throw 
stones  or  other  missiles  on  the  common  or  public  garden,  or 
in  any  of  the  public  squares. 

Sect.  47.  No  person  shall  shoot  Avith  or  use  a  bow  and 
arrow  in  a  street  or  public  square,  or  on  the  common. 

Sect.  48.  No  person  shall  course  or  coast  in  a  street  upon 
a  sled,  except  by  permission  of  the  board  of  aldermen. 

Sect.  49.  No  person  shall  accost  or  address  another  per- 
son with  obscene  language  upon  a  street  or  sidewalk,  or  in  a 
public  place. 

Sect.  50.  No  person  shall  swim  or  bathe  in  the  waters 
surrounding  the  city  adjacent  to  any  of  the  Avharves,  bridges, 
avenues,  or  railroads  leading  into  the  same,  so  as  to  be  ex- 
posed to  the  view  of  the  spectators. 

Sect.  51.  No  person  shall,  without  a  license  from  the 
board  of  aldermen,  take  or  remove  street  dirt  or  manure 
collected  from  a  street. 

Sect.  52.  No  person  shall  climb  a  tree  in  a  public  street, 
or  tie  a  horse  or  other  animal  to,  or  post  a  bill  upon,  any  such 
tree. 

Sect.  53.  No  person  shall  shake  or  otherwise  clean  a 
carpet  in  a  public  street.

Sidewalks. 

Sect.  54.  The  board  of  Jilclermcn,  actin<;  as  surveyors  of 
highways,  may  regulate  the  width  and  height  of  the  side- 
walks of  a  street  in  such  manner  as  may,  in  their  judgment, 
be  most  conducive  to  the  convenience  and  benefit  of  the 
city  ;  and  they  may  accept  a  sidewalk,  after  it  has  been  put 
in  good  and  perfect  repair  ])y  the  abutters,  and  relinquished 
by  them  in  writing  to  the  city. 

Skct.  55.  Any  such  sidewalk  shall,  after  such  relinquish- 
ment and  acceptance,  be  maintained  at  the  expense  of  the 
city  ;  except  that  when  a  sidewalk  requires  repairs  in  con- 
sequence of  a  defect  in  a  cellar-door,  curb,  step,  cellar- 
window,  coal-hole,  cellar-wall,  or  from  any  other  cause 
within  the  control  of  the  owner  or  occupant  of  the  estate  to 
which  such  sidewalk  adjoins,  such  repairs  shall  be  made  at 
the  expense  of  such  owner  or  occu})ant. 

Sp:cr.  5().  The  city  clerk  shall  keep  a  book  in  which  the 
names  of  the  sti*eets  shall  be  alphabetically  arranged,  and  in 
which  every  sidewalk,  which  has  been  accep  :ed  as  aforesaid, 
shall  be  entered,  with  the  date  of  such  acceptance,  the  length 
and  width  of  the  sidewalk,  and  the  names  of  the  owners  of 
the  estate  to  which  it  belongs  and  of  the  adjoining  estates. 

Sect.  57.  No  person  shall  drive,  wheel,  or  draw  upon  a 
sidewalk  or  footpath  a  coach,  cart,  handcart,  hand-barrow,  or 
other  carriage  of  burden  or  pleasure,  except  children's  car- 
riages, containing  children  only  and  drawn  by  hand,  nor  shall 
any  person  drive  or  permit  a  horse  under  his  care  to  go  or 
stand  upon  a  sidewalk  or  footway. 

Sect.  58.  No  person  shall,  without  authority  from  the 
board  of  aldermen,  place  or  carry,  or  cause  to  bo  placed  or 
carried,  on  a  sidewalk,  a  sh()w-])oard,  placard,  or  sign  for 
the  purpose  of  there  displaying  or  attracting  attention  to  the 
same. 

Sect.  59.  No  person  shall  saw  firewood  or  place  the 
same  upon  a  sidewalk,  nor  stand  upon  a  sidew^alk  with  his 
wood-saw  or  horse. 

Sect.  GO.  No  person  shall  insert  a  sign  in  a  sidewalk 
without  the  permission  of  the  board  of  aldermen,  or  of  some 
person  thereto  authorized  by  them. 

Sect.  61.  Whoever  remains  for  a  longer  time  than  tw^enty 
m'nu :es  upon  a  sidewalk  in  such  a  manner  as  to  obstruct  the 
free  passage  of  foot  travellers  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of 
not  le-s  than  three  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars  ;  and  whoever 
remains  on  a  sidew^alk  in  said  manner  for  more  than  five 
miimtes  after  being  requested  by  a  police  officer  to  move  on 
shall  be  liable  to  a  like  penalty. 
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Sect.  62.  The  tenant,  or  occupant,  or  any  person  having 
the  care  of  a  building  or  lot  of  land  bordering  on  a  street 
where  there  is  a  sidewalk  or  footway,  or  if  there  is  no  tenant, 
occupant,  or  other  person  having  the  care  of  the  whole  of 
such  building  or  lot,  the  owner  thereof,  shall,  within  one  hour 
after  snow  ceases  to  fall  in  the  daytime,  and  before  nine 
o'clock  on  the  morning  after  a  fall  of  snow  during  the  night, 
cause  all  snow  that  may  be  on  such  sidewalk  or  footway  to 
be  removed  therefrom  ;  and,  if  he  fails  so  to  do,  he  shall  be 
liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  two  nor  more  than  ten 
dollars ;  and  for  each  and  every  hour  thereafter  during 
which  such  snow  remains  on  such  sidewalk  or  footw^ay  he 
shall  be  liable  to  a  further  penalty  of  not  less  than  one  nor 
more  than  ten  dollars.  The  provisions  of  this  section  shall 
apply  to  snow  which  falls  from  buildings  as  well  as  to  that 
which  falls  from  the  clouds. 

Sect.  63.  When  any  portion  of  a  sidewalk  is  encumbered 
with  ice,  the  occupant  of  the  building  or  lot  of  land  adjoining 
such  sidewalk,  or,  in  case  there  is  no  occupant  of  the  whole 
of  such  building  or  lot,  the  owner  or  other  person  having  the 
care  of  the  same,  shall  cause  such  sidewalk  to  be  made  safe 
and  convenient  b}^  removing  the  ice  therefrom,  or  by  keeping 
the  same  covered  with  sand  or  some  other  suitable  substance  ; 
and  if  such  occupant,  owner,  or  other  person  neglects  so  to 
do  for  the  space  of  six  hours  during  the  daytime,  he  shall 
be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  two  nor  more  than 
five  dollars,  and  to  a  like  penalty  for  each  and  every  suc- 
ceeding day  during  which  such  sidewalk  continues  to  be  so 
encumbered. 

Sect.  64.  When  a  tenement  house  or  other  building  is 
used  or  occupied  by  more  than  one  tenant,  the  owner  or  per- 
son having  the  care  of  such  house  or  building  shall  cause  the 
snow  and  ice  to  be  removed  from  the  sidewalk  or  footway 
adjoining  such  house  or  building,  in  the  manner  provided  in 
the  two  preceding  sections,  and  in  default  thereof  shall  be 
liable  to  the  same  penalties  as  are  therein  provided. 

Power's  of  Surveyors  of  Highways, 

Sect.  65.  The  provisions  of  this  chapter  shall  not  be 
taken  or  construed  as  limiting  in  any  manner  the  legal  rights 
and  duties  of  the  mayor  acting  as  surveyor  of  highways, 
to  order  such  alterations  and  repairs  in  streets  as  he  may 
deem  that  the  safety  and  convenience  of  the  inhabitants 
require. 
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CHAPTER  29. 

OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  STREETS. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  annually  appointed  by  the 
mayor,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  board  of  aldermen,  a 
superintendent  of  streets,  who  shall  keep  the  pul)lic  ways  of 
the  city  in  proper  condition  for  travel,  and  make  the  necessary 
repaii-s  thereon,  subject,  however,  to  the  provisions  of  chapter 
eighteen  of  these  ordinances.  He  shall  also  have  charge  of 
the  construction  of  new  streets,  and  the  reconstruction  or 
widening  of  established  streets,  as  also  of  all  sidewalks, 
gutters,  plank-walks,  fences,  and  other  appurtenances  to  the 
roadway,  and  the  locating  of  catch-basins  in  the  public  streets. 
But  in  no  case  shall  he  exceed  the  appropriation  for  any 
specific  work  or  class  of  work,  nor,  until  empowered  to  do 
so  by  vote  of  the  board  of  aldermen,  proceed  to  construct 
any  public  way. 

Sect.  2.  There  shall  be  allowed  to  the  superintendent 
for  the  discharge  of  his  duties  the  following  subordinates  :  — 

One  deputy  superintendent. 
One  accountant  and  book-keeper, 
Three  office  clerks. 

One  foreman  for  each  district,  not  exceeding  ten  in 
all, 

Twenty-six  sub-foremen. 

Sect.  3.  The  said  superintendent  shall  attend  at  his  office 
during  a  portion  of  each  day ;  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  his 
proceedings,  and  a  set  of  books,  in  which  shall  be  entered 
under  appropriate  heads  the  receipts  and  expenditures  in  his 
department,  with  the  names  of  all  persons  who  have  furnished 
materials  and  of  all  workmen  who  have  been  employed,  and 
of  the  amount  paid  to  each  ;  and  shall  make  to  the  city  council 
a  quarterly  report  of  the  facts  so  recorded  and  entered,  ex- 
cept the  names  of  the  laborers.  Such  reports  shall  specify  the 
work  done  on  each  street  or  locality  separately,  and  shall 
contain  abstracts  of  all  contracts  for  supplies  of  materials 
made  since  the  previous  report.  He  shall  also  make  annually, 
on  or  before  the  tenth  day  of  January,  a  report  to  the  city 
council,  containing  a  general  statement  of  the  expenses  of 
his  department  during  the  preceding  year,  and  of  the  amount 
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expended  on  the  various  streets,  an  estimate  in  detail  of  the 
property  in  his  charge  belonging  to  the  city,  and  such  other 
information  as  he  may  consider  desirable. 

Sect.  4.  The  pay-rolls  of  all  laborers  employed  under  the 
direction  of  the  said  superintendent  shall  be  made  up  and 
certified  by  him  in  accordance  with  section  live  of  chapter 
fourteen  of  these  ordinances. 

Sect.  5.  All  notices  of  defects  in  public  streets,  which 
are  received  by  any  officer  or  person  in  the  employ  of  the 
city,  shall  be  sent  to  the  office  of  the  superintendent  of  streets, 
who  shall  make  a  record  of  the  same,  with  the  name  of  the 
person  making  the  report,  and  the  time  when  the  report  was 
made,  in  a  book  kept  for  the  purpose  ;  and  he,  or  some  com- 
petent person  detailed  by  him,  shall,  without  delay,  examine 
the  locality  of  the  alleged  defect,  and  if  upon  examination 
it  appears  that  the  defect  is  of  such  a  character  as  to  endanger 
the  safety  of  public  travel,  and  that  the  city  is  liable  for  its 
repair,  he  shall  cause  it  to  be  immediately  repaired ;  and, 
until  such  repair  is  completed,  he  shall  do  whatever  may 
be  necessary  to  protect  the  public  from  injury  by  reason  of 
the  defect. 

Sect.  6.  Whenever  the  superintendent  of  streets  is  about 
to  construct  a  new  street,  or  to  break  up  the  surface  of  any 
public  way,  he  shall,  at  least  two  weeks  before  beginning 
work,  notify  the  superintendent  of  sewers,  the  superintend- 
ent of  lamps,  and  the  water  board.  If  either  of  these  de- 
partments has  any  work  to  be  done  in  the  street  or  way  so 
designated,  it  shall  consult  and  arrange  with  the  said  super- 
intendent of  streets,  in  order  that  such  work  may  be  done 
before  the  surface  of  such  street  or  way  is  again  prepared 
for  and  opened  to  public  travel.  After  such  notice  and  op- 
portunity have  been  given,  neither  of  the  said  three  depart- 
ments of  sewers,  lamps,  or  water  shall,  for  the  space  of  six 
months,  break  up  said  street  or  way  within  the  area  of  such 
previous  disturbance,  except  in  case  of  obvious  necessity,  to 
be  certified  to  and  approved  by  the  mayor. 
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CHAPTER  30. 

OF  THE  BOSTON  WATER-BOARD. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  board,  to  l)c  known  as  the 
Boston-^Vater  Board,  and  to  consist  of  three  members,  one 
of  whom  shall  be  appointed  annually  by  the  mayor,  sii])ject 
to  confirmation  by  the  board  of  aldermen,  who  shall  hold 
office  for  three  years  from  the  first  Monday  in  May  in  the 
year  of  his  appointment.  The  clerk  of  said  board  shall  not 
be  a  member  thereof. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  1)oard  shall  have  and  exercise  all  the 
powers,  so  far  as  such  powers  can  be  legally  delegated  by 
the  city  council,  which  were  granted  to  the  city  l)y,  or  are 
held  by,  the  city  under  chapter  one  hundred  and  sixty-seven 
of  the  statutes  of  the  commonwealth  of  the  year  eighteen 
hundred  and  forty-six,  chapter  one  hundred  and  seventy-seven 
of  the  said  statutes  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy- 
two,  chapter  one  hundred  and  five  of  the  said  statutes  of  the 
year  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one,  and  by  or  under  any 
and  all  statutes  in  avddition  to  either  of  the  beforenamed  chap- 
ters, subject,  however,  to  the  authority  of  the  city  council 
from  time  to  time,  b}^  ordinances,  orders,  or  resolutions,  to 
instruct  said  board  and  to  change  and  limit  their  powers. 

Sect.  3.  There  shall  be  allowed  to  the  said  water  board 
as  subordinates  the  follow^ing  officers  :  — 

One  clerk  of  the  board, 
One  assistant  clerk, 
One  executive  clerk, 

One  superintendent  and  one  assistant  superintendent 
for  each  of  the  three  divisions,  viz.,  the  Eastern, 
AV'estern,  and  Mystic  divisions. 

Sect.  4.  The  said  board  may,  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  mayor,  sell  or  lease  such  of  the  property  connected  with 
the  water  works,  or  with  the  Mystic-valley  sewer,  as  they 
deem  expedient,  and  all  necessary  deeds  and  leases  shall  be 
executed  by  the  mayor  and  countersigned  by  the  chairman  of 
said  board. 

Se<-t.  .5.  The  account  of  the  revenue  and  expenses  of  the 
Mystic  water-works  shall  be  kept  separate  and  distinct  from 
the  other  accounts  of  the  water  department ;  and  the  excess, 
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if  any,  of  such  revenue  over  such  expenses,  inchidini^  in- 
terest on  debts  incurred  on  account  of  said  work,  shall  be 
paid  to  the  sinking-fund  commissioners  for  the  redem[)ti()n  of 
any  l)onds  given  to  secure  such  del)ts.  All  existing  contracts 
for  the  sui)ply  of  water  from  said  works  to  other  cities  and 
towns  shall  continue  in  force,  and  shall  not  be  modified  or 
annulled  except  by  an  order  of  said  board,  approyed  by  the 
city  council. 

Sect.  6.  No  contract  or  purchase  which  is  estimated  to 
involve  an  expenditure  of  more  than  ten  thousand  dollars, 
except  a  contract  for  the  laying  of  pipe,  shall  be  made  by  the 
said  board,  until  they  have  advertised,  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided, for  sealed  pro[)osals  therefor.  When  advertisements 
for  such  proposals  are  made,  })lans  and  s})ecitications  of  the 
work  to  be  done,  and  schedules  of  the  materials  or  supplies 
to  be  furnished,  shall  be  placed  on  tile  in  such  office  as  may  bo 
designated  by  said  board,  and  shall  at  all  times  during  office 
hours  be  open  to  public  inspection.  The  advertisement  shall 
in  all  cases  be  inserted  not  less  than  five  times  in  each  of 
three  newspapers  published  in  the  city,  and  it  may  be  in- 
serted also,  if  said  board  deem  it  expedient,  in  newspapers 
of  other  cities  or  towns,  and  the  last  publication  shall  l)e  at 
least  one  week  before  the  time  fixed  for  opening  the  propo- 
sals. Each  proposal  shall  conform  to  the  specifications  and 
requirements  of  the  advertisement,  shall  be  enclosed  in  a 
sealed  envelope  directed  to  said  board,  and  shall  be  accom- 
panied by  a  bond  to  the  city,  Avith  sufficient  sureties,  in  such 
sum,  not  less  than  five  hundred  dollars,  as  said  board  may 
specify  in  their  advertisement,  and  conditioned  to  be  void  if 
the  party  making  the  proposal  shall,  in  case  of  the  accept- 
ance of  his  bid,  sign  and  deliver  to  said  board,  within  the 
time  required  in  their  advertisement,  a  contract  for  the  per- 
formance of  the  subject-matter  of  his  proposal,  and  if  he 
shall  also,  at  the  time  of  the  delivery  of  such  contract,  give 
a  further  bond,  with  satisfactory  sureties,  for  the  perform- 
ance of  such  contract.  But,  instead  of  the  before-mentioned 
bond  to  accompany  a  proposal,  a  deposit  of  money  or  other 
collateral,  satisfactory  to  said  board,  may  be  made  as  security 
for  the  signing  and  delivery  of  the  contract  and  of  the  bond 
for  the  performance  thereof.  For  the  performance  of  the 
contract  a  bond  with  sureties  shall  in  all  cases  be  required 
when  the  contract  is  signed  and  delivered.  All  proposals 
shall  be  publicly  opened  at  the  hour  and  place  designated  in 
the  advertisement,  and  the  said  board  may  I'eject  any  or  all 
bids  which  are  ofiered,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  reject  the 
bids  of  irresponsible  parties. 

Sect.  7.    No  member  of  the  said  board,  and  no  person 
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appointed  to  office  or  employed  by  virtue  of  this  chapter, 
shall,  except  by  express  vote  of  the  city  council,  be  inter- 
ested, directly  or  indirectly,  in  any  contract,  Ixiroain,  sale, 
or  agreement,  in  relation  to  the  water-works  or  to  any  matter 
or  thing  connected  therewith,  wherein  the  city  is  inter- 
ested, and  any  and  all  contracts,  bargains,  sales,  or  agree- 
ments made  in  violation  of  this  section  shall  be  utterly  void 
as  to  the  city. 

Sect.  8.  The  pay-rolls  of  the  clerks,  inspectors,  and 
laborers  in  the  water  department  shall  be  made  up  under  the 
direction  of  the  said  board,  and  certihed  by  their  chairman. 

Sect.  9.  The  said  board  shall  annually,  in  January,  present 
to  the  city  council  a  report  made  up  to  and  including  the 
last  day  of  the  preceding  year,  and  containing  a  full  and 
comprehensive  statement  of  their  acts  during  the  preceding 
year  and  of  the  condition  of  the  water-w^orks  at  the  time  of 
the  report,  together  with  such  other  information  or  sugges- 
tions as  they  may  deem  proper;  and  they  shall,  at  the  same 
time,  transmit  to  the  city  council  reports  from  the  city  engi- 
neer and  the  water  registrar. 

Sect.  10.  The  said  board  shall  in  any  case  hav^e  power 
to  ascertain  by  meters  the  quantity  of  water  used ;  and  the 
proprietors  or  occupants  of  any  hotel,  tavern,  boarding- 
house,  or  other  establishment  using  large  quantities  of 
water,  shall  also  have  authority  to  place  within  their  prem- 
ises, at  their  own  expense,  a  sufficient  water  meter,  to  be 
approved  by  the  water  registrar,  for  the  pur[)ose  of  measur- 
ing the  quantity  of  water  used  by  them.  The  charge  for  the 
use  of  water  when  measured  by  meter  shall  be  made  out 
quarterly  by  the  water  registrar ;  and  all  bills  for  such  use 
shall  l)e  paid  within  ten  days  after  they  are  presented  for 
payment,  or  the  water  registrar  shall,  after  a  summons  and 
notice  as  provided  in  section  nineteen,  cut  oti"  the  supply. 

Sect.  11.  When  application  is  made  to  the  said  board, 
by  parties  who  have  built,  or  who  intend  to  build,  upon  an 
unaccepted  street,  for  an  extension  of  the  water-pipes  in  such 
street,  or  for  the  use  of  water  from  pipes  already  laid,  the 
said  board  shall  refuse  such  application,  unless,  upon  an 
examination  of  the  premises  by  the  city  engineer,  it  is  found 
that  the  street  is  properly  graded  at  a  level  of  at  least 
eighteen  feet  above  mean  low  water,  and  that  the  cellars  and 
yards  are  tilled,  with  material  satistactory  to  said  board,  to  a 
level  of  at  least  twelve  feet  above  mean  low  water. 

Sect.  12.  The  water  furnished  by  the  city  shall  not  be 
sold  or  delivered  to  parties  out  of  the  limits  of  the  city, 
unless  by  special  vote  of  the  said  board. 

Sect.  13.    The  annual  rates  for  the  use  of  water  shall  be 
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payable  to  the  city  collector,  in  advance,  on  the  first  day  of 
(January  in  each  year,  and  all  charges  for  specific  supplies,  or 
for  fractional  parts  of  a  year,  shall  be  payable  before  the 
water  is  let  on. 

Sect.  14.  In  every  case  of  the  non-payment  of  a  water-rate 
for  sixty  days  after  it  is  due,  the  city  collector  shall  serve  a 
summons  at  the  premises  for  which  such  rate  is  due,  and 
unless  said  rate  is  paid  within  three  days  thereafter,  together 
with  twenty-five  cents  for  said  summons,  the  said  registrar 
shall  be  notified  by  the  city  collector  and  shall  cause  the 
supply  to  be  cut  off  from  said  premises  ;  and  it  shall  not  be 
let  on  again  until  the  amount  due,  together  with  twenty-five 
cents  for  the  summons  and  two  dollars  for  the  shutting  off 
and  letting  on,  is  paid ;  but,  in  case  of  a  change  in  the  occu- 
pants of  such  premises,  the  water  may  be  turned  on  with- 
out the  payment  of  the  amount  due  from  an  occupant  who 
has  left.  In  cases  of  specific  supplies,  or  when  the  water  has 
been  let  on  for  a  fractional  part  of  a  year,  the  summons  may 
be  served  and  the  water  cut  off  immediately.  The  foregoing 
provisions  shall  apply  when  two  or  more  parties  take  water 
through  the  same  service-pipe,  although  one  or  more  may 
have  paid  the  proportion  due  from  him  or  them. 

Sect.  15.  The  following  regulations  shall  be  printed  on 
every  bill  for  a  water-rate,  and  shall  be  considered  a  part  of 
the  contract  with  every  person  who  takes  water  furnished  by 
the  city,  and  every  such  person  shall  be  considered,  by 
taking  such  water,  to  express  his  assent  to  be  bound  by  said 
regulations,  and  when  any  one  of  them  is  violated,  the  water 
shall  be  cut  oft'  from  the  building  or  place  where  such  viola- 
tion occurred,  although  two  or  more  parties  may  receive  the 
water  through  the  same  pipe,  and  it  shall  not  be  let  on  again 
except  hy  the  order  of  the  said  board  and  on  the  payment  of 
two  dollars  ;  and  in  case  of  any  such  violation  the  said  board 
shall  have  the  right  to  declare  any  payment  for  water  made 
by  the  person  committing  such  violation  to  be  forfeited. 

The  said  regulations  are  as  follows  :  — 

1.  All  persons  taking  the  water  shall,  at  their  own  ex- 
pense, keep  the  service-pipes  within  their  premises,  includ- 
ing any  area  beneath  the  sidewalk,  in  good  repair  and  pro- 
tected from  frost,  and  shall  be  liable  for  all  damages  which 
result  from  their  failure  so  to  do. 

2.  They  shall  prevent  all  unnecessary  waste  of  water,  and 
shall  not  conceal  the  purposes  for  which  it  is  used. 

3.  No  alteration  in  the  pipes  or  fixtures  inserted  by  the 
city  shall  be  made  except  by  persons  authorized  by  the 
Boston  water  board,  and  the  water  registrar  and  persons  so 
authorized  shall  be  allowed  to  enter  the  premises  supplied 
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for  the  purpose  of  examining  the  apparatus,  the  quantity  of 
water  used,  and  the  manner  of  its  use,  and  of  ascertaining 
"whether  there  is  unnecessary  waste. 

4.  No  water  shall,  unless  by  special  permission,  be  sup- 
plied to  parties  not  entitled  to  the  use  of  it  under  the  city 
ordinances. 

5.  The  use  of  hand-hose  shall  be  restricted  to  such  hours 
as  the  water  board  may  order. 

G.  All  distributing  pipes  and  water-fixtures  introduced 
into  the  premises  of  a  water-taker  shall  be  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Boston  water  board  or  of  their  duly 
appointed  agents ;  and  no  change  atiecting  the  flow  of  the 
water  shall  be  made  in  service-pipes  or  w^ater-fixtures,  unless 
such  change  is  approved  by  the  said  board  or  by  their  duly 
appointed  agents. 

Sect.  1().  An  owner  or  occupant  of  premises  in  which 
water  furnished  by  the  city  is  used,  who  fails  to  keep  his 
service  |)ipes  and  fixtures  in  good  order,  and  neglects  to 
repair  the  same  within  three  days  after  they  have,  from  any 
cause,  become  defective,  or  who  neglects  to  shut  otf  the  water 
after  using  it,  so  that  it  runs  to  waste,  shall  be  liable  to  a  pen- 
alty of  two  dollars  ;  and  if  such  penalty  is  not  paid  within 
two  days  from  the  time  when  the  person  incurring  it  receives 
notice  that  he  is  liable  thereto,  the  water  shall  be  cut  off 
from  his  premises,  and  shall  not  be  let  on  again  until  the 
waste  is  stopped  and  the  penalty  paid,  together  with  an  addi- 
tional sum  of  two  dollars  for  cutting  otf  and  letting  on 
the  water ;  and  in  case  of  a  second  offence  during  the  same 
year  a  penalty  of  four  dollars  shall  be  imposed,  and  if  it  is 
not  paid  within  tw  o  days,  as  aforesaid,  the  water  shall  be  cut 
otf  and  shall  not  be  let  on  again  until  the  cause  of  complaint 
is  removed  and  the  penalty  paid,  together  with  two  dollars 
for  cutting  otf  and  letting  on  the  water  ;  and  in  case  of  a  third 
oftence  the  water  shall  be  cut  otf  and  shall  not  be  let  on 
again  except  by  a  vote  of  the  said  board  and  the  payment 
of  such  penalty,  not  exceeding  ten  dollars,  as  the  said  board 
may  impose. 

Sect.  17.  No  hose  shall  be  used  in  a  stable  for  washing 
horses  or  carriages  or  for  any  purpose,  except  the  extinguish- 
ing of  fires,  without  s[)ecial  permission  from  the  Boston 
W'ater  board,  under  a  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  each  ofience  ; 
and  if  such  penalty  is  incurred  and  is  not  paid  within  two 
days  after  demand  for  the  same,  made  at  such  stable,  the 
-water  shall  be  cut  oft'  from  such  sta))le,  and  shall  not  be  I'jt  on 
again  until  such  i)enalty  is  paid,  together  with  the  additional 
sum  of  two  dollars  for  cutting  oft'  and  letting  on  the  water. 
The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  stables  in 
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which  recording  meters  are  placed  to  measure  the  water 
used. 

Sect.  18.  Whoever  injures  a  public  reservoir,  or  breaks 
and  enters  the  same  and  draws  off,  or  causes  to  be  removed, 
any  of  the  water  therefrom,  except  in  case  of  fire  or  by 
authority  of  the  board  of  aldermen  or  of  the  said  water-board, 
shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  one  nor  more  than 
fifty  dollars. 

Sect.  19.  Whoever  makes  an  opening  or  connection  with 
a  pipe  or  reservoir,  or  turns  on,  or  turns  off,  the  water  in  any 
water-pipe  or  reservoir,  without  such  authority  as  is  men- 
tioned in  the  preceding  section,  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty 
of  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars. 

Sect,  20.  Whoever,  except  in  case  of  fire,  opens  a 
hydrant,  or  lifts  or  removes  the  cover  of  a  hydrant,  without 
the  license  of  the  said  board,  of  the  city  engineer,  or  of  the 
water  registrar,  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than 
three  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars. 
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CHAPTER  31. 

OF  THE  WATER-REGISTRAR. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  annually  appointed  by  the 
mayor,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  board  of  aldermen, 
a  water  registrar,  who  shall  be  a  citizen  of  Boston,  and  who 
shall,  under  the  direction  and  control  of  the  Boston  water 
board,  assess  all  the  water-rates  of  both  the  Cochituate  and 
Mystic  systems  of  water-works,  according  to  such  tariff  as 
may  be  established  by  said  board. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  registrar  shall,  as  often  as  once  in 
each  year,  cause  to  be  visited,  by  skilled  inspectors,  the 
premises  of  every  person  who  takes  water ;  he  may,  in 
proper  cases  and  under  the  control  of  said  board,  make  and 
record  abatements  in  water-rates  ;  he  shall  exercise  a  con- 
stant supervision  over  the  use  of  water,  and  attend  to  the 
enforcement  of  all  regulations  relative  thereto  ;  and  he  shall 
perform  such  other  services  as  may  be  required  of  him  by 
said  board  or  by  the  city  council. 

Sect.  3.  The  said  registrar  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day 
of  January,  annually,  make  out  all  bills  for  the  use  of  water, 
and  send  the  same,  with  lists  of  all  the  water-rates  assessed,  as 
prescribed  in  section  thirteen  of  chapter  four  of  these  ordi- 
nances, to  the  city  collector  for  collection  ;  but  said  lists  may 
vary  from  those  presciibed  in  such  manner  as  the  collector 
shall  request.  He  shall  make  out  and  forward  to  said  col- 
lector all  quarterly  or  supplementary  bills  as  fast  as  they 
accrue  during  the  year ;  on  the  first  day  of  each  month  he 
shall  send  to  the  collector  a  statement  of  all  bills  accruing 
during  the  preceding  month,  and  shall  send  a  duplicate  of 
such  statement  to  the  auditor. 

Sect.  4.  When  two  or  more  dwelling-houses,  or  other 
estates,  are  valued  together  for  the  assessment  of  taxes,  the 
water  registrar  shall  make  separate  valuations  of  such  houses 
or  estates,  and  when  a  portion  only  of  an  estate  is  justly 
chargeable  for  a  water-rate  the  water-registrar  shall  make  a 
proper  valuation  of  said  portion ;  and  the  water-rates  to 
which  such  premises  shall  be  liable  shall,  if  based  on  valua- 
tions, be  based  on  the  valuations  so  made  by  said  registrar. 

Sect.  5.  The  said  registrar  shall  keep  suitable  books, 
in  which  shall  be  entered  the  names  of  all  persons  who  take 
water,  the  kind  of  building  in  which  it  is  taken,  the  name  of 
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the  street  and  the  number  thereon,  the  nature  of  the  use,  the 
number  of  taps,  and  the  amount  charged,  and  said  books 
shall  be  always  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  said  board,  of 
the  mayor,  and  the  city  council ;  and  all  such  books  not 
actually  in  use  shall  always  be  open  to  public  inspection.  He 
shall  annually,  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  May,  present 
to  said  board  a  report  containing  a  statement  for  the  pre- 
ceding year  of  the  number  of  water-takers,  the  number  of 
cases  w^here  the  water  has  been  cut  off,  the  number  and 
amount  of  abatements  that  have  been  made,  the  expenditures 
in  his  department,  and  such  other  matters  as  he,  or  the  said 
board,  ma}^  deem  expedient. 

Sect.  6.  The  water-registrar  shall  be  allowed  for  the 
discharge  of  his  duties  the  following  subordinates  :  — 

One  chief  clerk, 

Five  schedule  clerks, 

Four  meter  clerks. 

Three  copying  clerks, 

Three  examiners  of  premises, 

One  service  clerk. 

One  assistant  service  clerk, 

Five  meter  inspectors. 

One  marine  agent. 

Sect.  7.  The  said  registrar  shall  receive  all  applications 
for  water  to  be  turned  off  or  on  for  any  cause,  and  also  for 
all  service  and  other  pipes  to  convey  a  supply  of  water  to 
the  premises  of  water-takers. 

Sect.  8.  The  water-rates  of  the  Mystic  supply  shall  be 
payable  at  the  branch  office  of  the  water-registrar  in  the 
Charlestown  district. 
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CHAPTER  32. 

OF  THE  overseers  OP  THE  POOR. 

Section  1.  The  "Overseers  of  the  Poor  in  the  City  of 
Boston  "  shall  have  charge  of  the  Charity  Building  and  Tem- 
porary Home  on  Chardon  street,  and  shall  have  power  to 
make  and  enforce  all  such  proper  rules  and  regulations  as 
they  may  deem  expedient  in  relation  thereto ;  but  no  such 
rule  or  regulation  shall  be  in  force  after  it  has  been  disap- 
]:)roved  by  the  city  council.  They  shall,  from  time  to  time, 
with  the  approval  of  the  city  coun(;il,  determine  what  societies 
shall  be  permitted  to  occupy  said  building,  on  what  terms 
and  for  what  length  of  time  they  may  occupy  it,  and  what 
proportion  of  the  current  expenses  of  managing,  heating, 
and  lighting  the  same  and  of  all  other  expenses,  except  rent, 
shall  be  paid  by  each.  Any  occupant  of  said  building  may 
be  removed  at  the  pleasure  of  the  said  overseers. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  overseers  shall  cause  to  be  kept  a  com- 
plete set  of  books,  wherein  shall  be  stated  in  detail,  among 
other  things,  the  mode  in  which  all  funds  in  their  hands  are 
invested  and  how  they  are  secured,  the  amounts  and  dates 
of  all  receipts  and  expenditures,  and  to  whom  and  from 
what  funds  all  payments  are  made  ;  and  they  shall  preserve 
all  papers,  property,  evidences  of  property,  vouchers,  and 
other  things  entrusted  to  or  deposited  with  them.  They 
shall  also  state  and  enter  in  said  books  whatever  other  par- 
ticulars said  city  council  shall  direct,  relating  to  any  prop- 
erty or  moneys  in  their  hands,  entrusted  to  them,  or  expended 
under  their  direction,  so  that  the  said  books  may  exhibit  all 
said  matters  clearly,  completely,  and  in  detail. 

Sect.  3.  They  shall  also  cause  to  be  kept  another  set  of 
books,  wherein  shall  be  stated,  among  other  things,  the  fol- 
lowing facts  relative  to  every  person  to  whom  relief  or  assist- 
ance has  been  given  or  refused,  namely,  — his  or  her  name  ; 
residence  for  as  long  a  period  as  can  conveniently  be  ascer- 
tained ;  birthplace ;  occupation ;  property  or  means  of  sup- 
port ;  whether  married  or  single  ;  name  of  husband  or  wife, 
if  any ;  number,  names,  residences,  and  occupations  of 
children,  if  any  ;  names  and  residences  of,  and  other  informa- 
tion in  regard  to,  ancestors,  so  far  as  such  facts  can  be 
conveniently  ascertained  and  may  be  of  importance  for 
determining  settlements  or  other  matters ;  the  nature  and 
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the  amount  of  the  relief  or  assistance  given,  and  the  cause 
or  ground  upon  which  it  was  given  or  refused ;  Itie  source 
or  fund  from  which  it  was  taken  or  derived ;  and  all  other 
particulars  or  information  which  it  is  for  the  public  interest 
to  preserve,  so  that  said  books  may  present,  in  a  clear,  com- 
plete, and  detailed  manner,  and  in  such  a  form  that  it  shall 
be  readily  accessible,  all  information  which  may  be  of  value 
to  the  city  or  to  the  commonwealth  in  regard  to  persons  to 
wdiom  relief  has  been  given  or  refused.  Said  overseers  shall 
also  cause  to  be  kept  a  full  and  complete  record  of  all  appli- 
cations by  women  and  children  for  admission  to  the  "  Tempo- 
rary Home,"  so  called,  which  record  shall  contain  the  names 
of  the  applicants,  the  grounds  upon  which  admission  is 
granted  or  refused,  and  any  other  information  which  it  is 
for  the  public  interest  to  preserve. 

Sect.  4.  The  said  overseers  shall,  on  the  first  Mondays 
in  August,  November,  February,  and  May,  present  to  the 
city  council  a  brief  and  condensed  report  of  their  doings,  re- 
ceipts, and  expenditures  during  the  three  months  ending  with 
the  last  day  of  the  preceding  month,  showing  concisely,  and 
in  such  form  and  with  such  classification  as  they  may  deem 
expedient,  their  receipts  and  expenditures  ;  the  number  and 
description  of  the  persons  relieved,  but  without  naming 
them  ;  and  the  kind  of  relief  given. 

Sect.  5.  The  said  overseers  shall  annually,  on  the  first 
Monday  in  June,  submit  a  report  of  their  doings,  receipts, 
and  expenditures  for  the  year  ending  with  the  last  day  of  the 
preceding  April,  containing  under  some  convenient  classifica- 
tion the  facts  and  information  comprised  in  their  four  pre- 
ceding quarterly  reports,  together  with  a  statement  of  all 
moneys,  property,  or  investments  remaining  in  their  hands, 
and  such  information  and  suggestions  as  they  may  deem  it 
expedient  to  present  to  the  city  council  or  as  they  may  be 
requested  by  the  mayor  or  city  council  to  furnish  ;  and  they 
shall,  whenever  requested  by  the  mayor  or  by  the  city 
council,  communicate  such  information  as  may  be  desired  by 
either. 

Sect.  6.  All  the  aforesaid  books,  papers,  and  property 
may  at  any  time  be  inspected  or  examined  by  the  mayor, 
or  by  any  committee  or  person  whom  the  mayor,  the  board 
of  aldermen,  or  the  common  council  may  direct  or  appoint 
so  to  do. 
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CHAPTER  33. 

OF  THE  CITY  PRINTING. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  annually  appointed  by  the 
mayor,  subject  to  confirmation  of  the  board  of  aldermen,  a 
superintendent  of  printing,  who  shall  have  charge  of  all 
printing  of  documents  for  the  city  council,  or  either  branch 
thereof,  or  any  committee  thereof,  or  for  any  department  of 
the  city  government  not  specially  exempt  by  law  ;  but  such 
authority  shall  not  extend  to  the  publication  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  either  branch  of  the  city  council  in  any  news- 
paper, or  to  advertisements  ordered  to  be  made  in  any 
newspaper.  He  shall  also  have  charge  of  sup{)lying  sta- 
tionery, of  all  descriptions,  needed  in  the  various  depart- 
ments, and  of  having  binding  done  for  the  departments, 
except  the  public  library. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  superintendent  shall  keep  suitable 
records  and  books  of  account,  and  shall  provide  for  the 
safe-keeping  of  the  city  property  in  his  charge.  He  shall 
have  allowed  him  for  the  performance  of  his  duties  as  sub- 
ordinates two  clerks. 

Sect.  3.  Every  board  or  officer  in  charge  of  a  department 
whenever  any  printing,  stationery,  or  binding  is  required, 
shall  procure  the  same  of  or  by  the  said  superintendent,  and 
shall  make  a  requisition  on  him  therefor  on  blanks  to  be  fur- 
nished by  him.  If  satisfied  of  the  legality  of  such  requisi- 
tion, the  superintendent  shall  at  once  comply  with  it,  and 
shall  make  proper  entries  on  his  books.  He  shall  require 
suitable  evidence  that  the  work  done,  or  goods  furnished, 
are  accepted  by  the  officer  issuing  the  requisition,  and  shall 
then  certify  on  the  bills  therefor  that  they  are  correct,  before 
they  are  sent  to  the  auditor. 

Sect.  4.  The  said  superintendent  shall  conform  to  all 
legal  orders  of  the  city  council  in  regard  to  the  general 
method  of  .purchasing  supplies,  or  df  contracting  for  the 
public  printing ;  but  he  shall  not  be  exempt  from  entire 
responsibility  in  the  proper  execution  of  all  contracts  made 
by  him  for  the  city. 

Sect.  5.  The  term  "printing"  in  this  ordinance  shall  be 
construed  to  mean  all  engraving,  stereotyping,  electrotyping, 
lithographing,  photographing,  and  other  methods  of  work 
used  in  illustrating  books,  so  far  as  the  same  are  to  be  applied 
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to  any  documents  printed  for  or  by  the  city  government  or 
any  of  its  departments.  The  terms  "binding"  and  "sta- 
tionery" shall  also  be  given  the  fullest  meaning. 

Sect.  6.  All  documents,  books,  or  pamphlets  printed 
for  the  use  and  at  the  expense  of  the  several  executive 
departments  of  the  city  government  shall  be  under  the  care 
and  custody  of  the  heads  of  the  departments  for  which  they 
are  printed,  subject,  however,  at  all  times  to  the  control  of  the 
city  council ;  and  the  city  messenger  shall,  subject  to  such 
rules  and  regulations  as  the  city  council,  or  any  committee 
thereof  authorized  for  the  purpose,  may  adopt,  have  the  care, 
custody,  and  distribution  of  all  documents,  books,  and 
pamphlets,  the  printing  of  which  for  the  use  of  the  city  coun- 
cil, or  either  branch,  has  been,  or  may  be  from  time  to  time, 
duly  authorized. 

Sect.  7.  The  said  superintendent  shall,  on  the  fifteenth 
day  of  each  month,  send  to  the  several  departments  detailed 
bills  of  the  stock  used  by  them  during  the  preceding  month  ; 
and  the  said  amounts  shall  be  transferred  on  the  books  of 
the  auditor  from  the  appropriation  for  such  departments 
severally,  and  shall  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  appropria- 
tion for  printing,  and  used  for  the  purposes  for  which  said 
appropriation  was  raised. 

Sect.  8.  The  said  superintendent  shall  annually  submit 
to  the  city  council  a  report  of  the  amount  of  printing,  bind- 
ing, stock,  and  stationery  done  for  or  supplied  to  each 
department  of  the  city  government,  and  the  cost  thereof ; 
and  generally  of  all  matters  transacted  under  his  superintend- 
ence, including  as  full  a  statement  as  may  be  practicable  of 
the  kinds  of  writing  paper  and  writing  ink  used  in  making 
and  keeping  the  permanent  record  books  in  the  several 
departments  and  county  offices.  No  writing  inks  shall  be 
supplied,  except  those  of  standard  quality,  as  shown  by  the 
foregoing  comparison  and  record. 
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CHAPTER  34. 

OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  LAMPS. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  appointed  annually  by  the 
mayor,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  board  of  aldermen,  a 
superintendent  of  lamps,  who  shall  have  charge  of  the  street 
lamps  heretofore  estal3lished  by  the  board  of  aldermen  and 
now  or  hereafter  maintained  at  the  expense  of  the  city ; 
and  also  have  the  care  and  custody  of  all  city  property  now 
in  the  possession  of  the  lamp  department  or  hereafter 
acquired  by  it,  and  shall  maintain  and  repair  the  same. 

Sect.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  superintendent 
to  set  up  and  affix  such  and  so  many  lamps  in  the  streets 
and  other  places,  as  the  board  of  aldermen  may  determine 
to  be  convenient  and  necessary ;  and  to  see  that  the  public 
lamps  of  the  city  are  lighted  every  night  as  heretofore. 

Sect.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  superintendent 
to  contract  annually  for  the  necessary  supplies  of  materials  ; 
also  to  contract  for  methods  of  lighting  other  than  with  oil, 
to  such  extent  and  for  such  periods  as  the  board  of  aldermen 
may  from  time  to  time  prescribe  ;  and  to  see  that  all  contracts 
for  gas  or  electric  lights  are  duly  complied  with. 

Sect.  4.  There  shall  be  allowed  to  the  said  superin- 
tendent the  following  subordinates  :  — 

One  clerk. 

One  assistant  clerk,  who  shall  also  be  stock  clerk, 
Five  repairers, 
One  hostler. 

Sect.  5.  The  said  superintendent  shall  annually,  on  or 
l)efore  the  tenth  day  of  January,  make  to  the  city  council  a 
report  containing  a  detailed  statement  of  the  expenses  and 
operations  of  his  department  during  the  preceding  year,  and 
of  the  property  under  his  charge  belonging  to  the  city,  and 
of  all  unexpired  contracts  for  lighting  lamps  with  gas  or 
electricity. 
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CHAPTER  35. 

OF  THE  RECORD  COMMISSIONERS. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  annually  appointed  by  the 
mayor,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  board  of  aldermen, 
two  record  commissioners,  who  shall  serve  without  compen- 
sation. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  commissioners  shall  complete,  so  far 
as  practicable,  the  record  of  births,  marriages,  and  deaths  in 
the  town  and  city  of  Boston  prior  to  the  year  eighteen 
hundred  and  forty-nine,  and  shall  receive  and  collect  all 
documents  obtainable  therefor ;  and  all  documents  and  rec- 
ords so  collected  shall  become  at  once  the  property  of  the 
city  and  shall  be  deposited  in  the  office  of  the  city  registrar 
or  in  such  other  place  as  the  city  council  may  direct. 

Sect.  3.  The  said  commissioners  shall  have  no  power, 
except  by  express  vote  of  the  city  council,  to  enter  into  a 
contract  or  agreement  in  behalf  of  the  city  whereby  the 
expenditure  of  money  or  any  obligation  shall  be  incurred, 
except  that  the  chairman  shall,  unless  other  provision  is 
made,  have  the  charge  and  control  of  the  expenditure  of  all 
moneys  expressly  appropriated  for  copying  documents  or 
records  supplementary  to  the  records  of  the  town  or  city. 

Sect.  4.  The  expense  of  copying  or  preparing  and  index- 
ing all  volumes  of  reports  made  by  the  said  commissioners 
shall  be  defrayed  from  their  general  appropriation ;  and  the 
expense  of  printing  and  binding  such  volumes  shall  be 
charged  to  the  appropriation  for  printing,  and  shall  include 
the  expense  of  stereotyping  such  volumes  as  the  said  com- 
missioners may  deem  lit.  The  edition  of  such  volumes  shall 
consist  of  fifteen  hundred  copies,  which  shall  be  bound  and 
distributed  as  the  said  commissioners  may  prescribe,  but  no 
copies  shall  be  sold. 
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CHAPTER  36. 

or  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  PUBLIC  BUILDINGS. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  annually  appointed  by  the 
mayor,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  board  of  aldermen,  a 
superintendent  of  public  buildings,  who  shall  be  allowed,  for 
the  discharge  of  his  duties,  the  following  subordinates  :  — 

One  clerk  and  book-keeper, 

One  assistant  superintendent, 

One  fuel  clerk. 

One  assistant  clerk. 

One  engineer  for  the  City  Hall. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  superintendent  shall,  except  as  other- 
wise provided,  have  the  supervision  of  all  the  buildings 
belonging  to  the  city,  and  of  all  buildings  or  parts  of 
buildings  hired  by  the  city,  whether  used  for  city  or  for 
county  purposes,  and  shall  provide  therefor  all  necessary 
furniture  and  supplies  except  such  as  the  superintendent 
of  printing  furnishes ;  shall  keep  himself  acquainted  with 
the  condition  thereof ;  shall  superintend  all  repairs  that 
may  be  ordered  thereon,  for  which  an  appropriation  shall 
be  made,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  thereof.  In  case 
of  any  breach  of  contract  by  any  contractor  for  work 
upon  any  city  building  the  superintendent  shall  report  the 
same  to  the  mayor. 

Sect.  3.  The  repairs  upon  all  public  buildings,  for  the 
city  or  county  use,  which  do  not  require  to  be  done  by 
contracts  under  the  ordinances,  shall  be  made  under  the 
direction  of  the  superintendent,  who  shall  be  authorized  to 
call  upon  the  city  architect  for  such  plans  as  he  may  deem 
necessary. 

Sect.  4.  The  superintendent  of  public  buildings  shall 
have  charge  of  the  city  property  in  all  the  armories  provided 
by  the  city  for  the  militia,  shall  report  to  the  board  of 
aldermen  whenever  repairs  thereon  are  needed,  and  shall 
expend  such  sums  of  money  for  the  purposes  of  such  armo- 
ries as  shall  be  voted  therefor.  He  shall  keep  all  such  ex- 
penditures as  items  of  a  distinct  account,  and  shall  annually, 
in  January,  present  a  report  to  the  city  council  containing  a 
detailed  account  of  his  expenditures,  of  the  kind  and  amount 
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of  city  property  in  such  armories,  and  of  the  leases  of  build- 
ings, or  portions  of  buildings,  hired  by  the  city  for  armory 
purposes. 

Sect.  5.  The  superintendent  of  public  buildings  may  also 
perform  any  appropriate  duties  devolved  upon  him  by  vote 
of  the  board  of  aldermen,  provided  that  the  same  do  not 
interfere  with  the  duties  imposed  by  this  ordinance,  and 
provided  that  no  additional  compensation  is  given  him  payable 
out  of  the  city  treasury  or  by  fees. 

Sect.  6.  He  shall  keep  an  accurate  record  of  all  buildings 
belonging  to  the  city,  and  of  the  lands  appurtenant  to  such 
buildings  ;  and  he  shall  annually,  in  Jjinuary,  present  to  the 
city  council  a  report  in  relation  to  the  same,  showing  the 
condition  of  such  buildings  and  land,  and  the  nature  and 
amount  of  the  expenditures  that  have  been  made  during  the 
previous  year  in  relation  thereto. 

Sect.  7.  The  superintendent  of  public  buildings  shall 
have  the  care,  custody,  and  management  of  Faneuil  Hall, 
subject,  however,  to  such  orders  in  regard  to  its  occupancy 
and  uses  as  the  board  of  aldermen  may  give  from  time  to 
time. 

Sect.  8.  No  building  and  no  land  appurtenant  to  a 
building  shall  be  sold  except  by  order  of  the  city  council. 
No  expenditure  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars,  for  the  alter- 
ation or  repair  of  a  building,  shall  be  made  without  an  ex- 
press vote  of  the  city  council,  or  of  the  board  of  aldermen, 
as  the  case  may  be,  authorizing  the  same  ;  except  that  the 
superintendent  of  public  buildings  ma}^  expend  at  his  dis- 
cretion, any  money  voted  to  him  specifically  for  general 
repairs  on  city  property  in  his  charge. 

Sect.  9.  Contracts  for  all  the  fuel  required  for  the  use 
of  the  city  shall  be  made  annually  ,  between  the  first  day  of 
May  and  the  last  day  of  September,  by  the  superintendent  of 
public  buildings,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  these 
ordinances.  The  proposals  shall  contain,  separately  and 
distinctly,  the  terms  upon  which  each  particular  description 
of  fuel  will  be  furnished,  and  shall  provide  for  the  delivery 
of  the  same  at  such  times  during  the  year  and  at  such  places 
as  the  superintendent  of  buildings  may  require. 

Sect.  10.  All  fuel  contracted  for  by  the  city  shall,  before 
delivery,  be  weighed  or  measured  by  a  sworn  weigher  or 
measurer,  who  shall  give  a  certificate  therefor  as  the  same  is 
delivered,  and  no  bill  for  fuel  shall  be  allowed  for  payment, 
unless  it  is  accompanied  by  a  receipt  of  delivery,  indorsed 
upon  such  certificate. 
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CHAPTER  37. 

OF  THE  CITY  ARCHITECT. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  annually  appointed  by  the 
mayor,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  board  of  aldermen, 
a  city  architect,  who  shall  be  a  citizen  of  Boston,  and  shall 
devote  the  whole  of  his  time  to  the  service  of  the  city. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  architect  shall  prepare  all  such  plans, 
specifications,  and  estimates  for  the  city  as  can  properly  be 
required  of  an  architect,  and  shall  be  consulted  on  all  impor- 
tant matters,  relating  to  public  improvements  of  every  kind, 
where  the  advice  of  an  architect  would  be  of  service  ;  and 
when  a  board  or  oflScer  in  charge  of  a  department  in  the 
city  government  is  authorized  to  perform  any  work  for  which 
the  services  of  an  architect  are  required,  such  services  shall, 
unless  otherwise  ordered,  be  performed  by  the  said  architect, 
or  under  his  direction. 

Sect.  3.  Whenever  any  public  building  is  to  be  con- 
structed or  altered  by  the  city,  the  city  architect  shall  pre- 
pare the  plans,  specifications,  and  estimates  therefor.  After 
they  shall  have  been  approved  by  the  department,  if  any, 
for  which  said  building  is  constructed,  the  architect  shall 
then  issue  proposals  for  contracts  for  the  various  portions 
of  the  work ;  and  shall,  wherever  feasible,  make  a  separate 
contract  for  each  class  of  work  which  is  estimated  to  cost 
over  one  thousand  dollars.  He  shall  thereafter  have  charge 
of  the  inspection  of  the  work  while  in  progress,  and  shall 
examine  and  approve  in  writing  all  bills  under  such  con- 
tracts, and  transmit  them  to  the  city  auditor  for  settlement. 

Sect.  4.  The  city  architect  shall  be  allowed  for  the 
performance  of  his  duties  the  following  subordinates  :  — 

One  clerk. 

One  assistant  clerk  and  messenger, 
One  foreman. 
Five  draughtsmen. 
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CHAPTER  38. 

OF  THE  PUBLIC  INSTITUTIONS. 

Section  1.  The  board  of  directors  for  public  institu- 
tions shall  have  charge  of  the  house  of  correction,  the  house 
of  industry,  the  house  of  employment  and  reformation  for 
juvenile  offenders,  the  lunatic  hospital,  the  city  almshouses, 
and  of  all  books,  papers,  property,  and  things  pertaining  to 
the  said  institutions  ;  and  they  shall  make  all  needful  rules 
and  reofulations  for  the  o^overnment  and  manaijement  of  the 
same,  and  of  their  subordinates.  The  clerk  of  said  board 
shall  not  be  a  member  thereof. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  board  shall  annually,  in  February, 
elect  some  suitable  physician  to  be  superintendent  of  the 
lunatic  hospital.  The  said  superintendent  shall  constantly 
reside  at  the  hospital,  and  shall  perform  the  duties  of  physi- 
cian to  such  other  institutions  under  the  charge  of  the  said 
board  as  the  said  board  may  require,  and  he  shall,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  said  board,  have  charge  and  control  of  the 
hospital,  grounds,  buildings  and  appurtenances,  and  of  the 
patients,  subordinate  officers,  attendants,  and  domestics. 

Sect.  3.  The  said  board  shall  make  a  quarterly  report  to 
the  city  council  of  their  expenditures  for  each  of  said  insti- 
tutions, and  shall  annually  in  January  make  a  report,  in 
print,  of  the  expenditures  and  receipts  of  each  institution  for 
the  previous  year,  giving  the  condition  of  each,  with  the 
number  of  inmates  admitted  thereto  and  discharged  there- 
from, the  births  and  deaths  therein,  and  the  number  of  per- 
sons remaining  in  the  same  on  the  first  day  of  said  month, 
together  with  such  other  information  pertaining  thereto  as 
they  may  deem  to  be  of  public  mterest. 
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CHAPTER  39. 

OF  THE  CITY  HOSPITAL. 

Section  1.  The  trustees  of  the  city  hospital  may  make 
all  needful  improvements  in  the  land  and  grounds  connected 
therewith  ;  but  they  shall  not  make  any  change  in  the  occu- 
pancy of  the  buildings  in  charge  of  said  trustees  without  first 
obtaining  the  approval  of  the  city  council. 

Sect.  2.  The  superintendent  of  the  city  hospital,  ap- 
pointed as  provided  in  section  six  of  chapter  one  hundred 
and  seventy-four  of  the  statutes  of  the  commonwealth  of  the 
year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty,  shall  constantly  reside  at 
the  said  hospital,  and  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  said 
trustees,  have  the  control  of  all  departments  thereof  and  of 
all  subordinate  officers,  attendants,  domestics,  and  patients, 
and  the  charge  of  the  grounds,  buildings,  and  appurte- 
nances. 

Sect.  3.  The  city  hospital  is  established  for  the  reception 
of  those  only  who  require  temporary  relief  during  sickness, 
but  the  trustees  may  admit  other  persons  to  the  institution, 
temporaril}',  when  necessity  requires  ;  but  such  persons  shall 
be  removed  to  other  appropriate  public  institutions  as  soon 
as  their  condition  will  permit  such  removal.  The  trustees 
may  afford  to  persons  making  compensation  therefor  separate 
apartments  and  more  accommodations  than  are  customary 
when  no  compensation  is  made,  and  the  compensation  so 
received  shall  be  credited  to  the  account  of  the  hospital. 

Sect.  4.  The  said  trustees  shall  annually,  in  January, 
present  to  the  city  council  a  report,  made  up  to  and  includ- 
ing the  last  day  of  the  preceding  December,  and  containing 
a  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures,  of  the  condition  of 
the  hospital,  of  the  number  of  its  inmates,  of  admissions 
thereto,  discharges  therefrom,  and  births  and  deaths  therein 
during  the  year,  and  such  other  information  or  suggestions 
as  the  trustees  may  deem  proper. 

Sect.  5.  All  property  and  estate,  real  and  personal, 
given,  devised,  or  bequeathed  to  the  city  for  the  use  of  said 
hospital,  shall,  unless  the  donors  thereof  have  otherwise 
directed,  constitute  a  permanent  fund,  the  principal  of  which 
shall  not  be  diminished,  and  the  income  of  which  shall  be 
devoted  to  the  uses  of  the  hospital. 

Sect.  6.    The  said  trustees  shall  exercise  a  careful  super- 
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vision  of  all  such  property  and  estate  so  as  to  prevent  any 
loss  or  diminution  of  the  value  thereof;  and  in  the  expendi- 
ture of  the  interest  and  income  thereof  they  shall,  in  all  cases 
in  which  conditions  or  directions  have  been  attached  to  the 
gift,  devise,  or  bequest,  strictly  observe  and  conform  to  such 
conditions  or  directions. 

Sect.  7.  All  real  estate  and  other  property,  except 
money,  received  by  the  said  trustees  from  the  principal  of 
any  gift,  devise,  or  bequest  for  the  benefit  of  the  hospital, 
shall  be  leased  or  otherwise  improved  by  them,  and  the  rent 
and  income  thereof  added  to  the  moneys  appropriated  for 
the  use  of  said  hospital.  The  evidences  of  title  to  any 
such  property  shall  be  deposited  with  the  city  auditor. 
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CHAPTER  40. 

OF  THE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 

Section  1.  In  prescribing  regulations  for  the  care  and 
use  of  books  in  tiie  public  library,  the  board  of  trustees  of 
said  library  shall  adopt  such  measures  as  will  extend  the 
benefits  of  the  institution  as  widely  as  possible  among  the 
citizens  and  residents  of  the  city ;  and  when  in  their  judg- 
ment the  public  interests  will  be  advanced  thereby,  they 
may  grant  for  a  limited  period  privileges  in  said  library  to 
individuals  who  are  not  such  citizens  or  residents,  and  they 
may  from  time  to  time  establish  branch  libraries  and  delivery 
stations  in  different  sections  of  the  city. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  board  shall  annually  appoint  an  exam- 
ining committee  of  not  less  than  five  persons,  not  members 
of  said  board,  who,  together  with  one  of  said  board  as  chair- 
man, shall  examine  the  said  library  and  make  to  said  board 
a  report  of  its  condition. 

Sect.  3.  The  said  board  shall  annually,  in  January, 
make  to  the  city  council  a  report  for  the  year  ending  on  the 
last  day  of  the  preceding  December,  containing  a  statement 
of  the  condition  of  the  said  library,  the  receipts  and  expen- 
ditures on  account  thereof,  the  number  of  books  that  have 
been  added  thereto  during  the  year,  and  such  other  informa- 
tion or  suggestions  as  they  may  deem  important ;  and  they 
shall,  at  the  same  time,  transmit  to  the  city  council  the 
annual  report  of  the  committee  for  the  examination  of  the 
said  library. 

Sect.  4.  No  payment  of  money  shall  be  made  on  account 
of  the  public  library,  except  upon  a  requisition  signed  by  the 
president  of  the  said  board. 
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CHAPTER  41. 

or  THE  PUBLIC  LANDS. 

Section  1.  The  care  and  improvement  of  the  public 
lands,  other  than  the  common,  the  public  garden,  the  public 
squares,  the  lands  connected  with  the  public  institutions,  and 
other  lands  purchased  or  held  for  specific  purposes,  shall  be 
in  the  charge  of  the  board  of  street  commissioners,  who, 
when  ordered  by  the  city  council,  may  contract  for  the  sale 
of  said  lands,  and  may  sell  or  lease  the  same,  and  such  sale 
may  be  at  public  auction  or  otherwise  ;  provided,  hoioever, 
that  all  sales  not  at  public  auction,  and  all  leases,  shall  be 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  mayor. 

Sect.  2.  All  deeds,  leases,  and  contracts  made  by  virtue 
of  the  preceding  section  shall  be  signed  by  the  mayor  and 
countersigned  by  the  chairman  of  said  board. 

Sect.  3.  No  deed  of  lands  belonging  to  the  city  shall 
be  delivered  until  the  purchase-mone}^  has  been  paid  in  full, 
except  that  the  mayor  may,  from  time  to  time,  on  payment 
of  an  equivalent  portion  of  the  purchase-money,  convey  to  a 
party  to  whom  the  city  has  contracted  to  sell,  or  to  his  heirs 
or  assigns,  one  or  more  lots  out  of  several  which  have  been 
included  in  one  contract  or  bond. 

Sect.  4.  All  moneys  paid  by  a  purchaser  or  lessee  of 
public  lands,  and  all  notes,  bonds,  mortgages,  and  securities 
arising  or  accruing  from  a  contract  made  by  said  board 
under  this  chapter,  shall  be  paid  to  or  deposited  with  the 
city  collector. 

Sect.  5.  The  said  board  shall  keep  an  accurate  record 
of  all  vacant  lands  belonging  to  the  city  ;  and  when  any  such 
lands  are  purchased  by  the  city  for  any  purpose,  the  author- 
ity making  such  purchase  shall  make  report  thereof  forthwith 
to  the  said  board. 
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CHAPTER  42. 

OF  THE  COMMON  AND  THE  OTHER  PUBLIC  GROUNDS. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  annually  appointed  by  the 
mayor,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  board  of  aldermen,  a 
superintendent  of  the  common  and  public  grounds,  who 
shall  be  a  resident  citizen  of  Boston.  He  shall  have  allowed 
him  as  subordinate,  one  clerk. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  superintendent  shall  have  the  care  and 
superintendence  of  the  common,  the  public  garden,  and  all 
the  public  squares  and  enclosures  belonging  to  the  city, 
and  also  of  the  trees  in  the  streets  of  the  city  which  are  in 
the  charge  of  the  city  council.  He  shall  cause  all  statutes 
and  ordinances,  made  for  the  protection  of  trees,  shrubs,  and 
flowers  in  the  public  grounds  and  streets  of  the  city,  to  be 
strictly  enforced,  and  shall  institute  legal  proceedings  against 
all  persons  violating  such  statutes  or  ordinances.  He  shall 
also  perform  all  duties  in  regard  to  trees  which  may  be  as- 
signed him  by  vote  of  the  board  of  aldermen. 

Sect.  3.  No  person  shall,  except  by  the  permission  of 
the  mayor,  climb  a  tree  on  the  common  or  other  public 
grounds,  nor  tie  a  horse  or  other  animal  to,  or  post  a  bill 
upon,  any  such  tree. 

Sect.  4.  No  person  shall  shake  or  otherwise  cleanse  a 
carpet  on  the  common  or  other  public  grounds. 

Sect.  5.  No  person  shall,  except  l)y  the  permission  of 
the  mayor,  ride,  lead,  or  drive  a  horse  in  or  upon  the  com- 
mon or  other  public  grounds,  except  that  on  occasion  of  a 
military  exercise,  parade,  or  review,  horses  necessary  for  the 
purposes  thereof  may  be  allowed  upon  the  common. 

Sect.  6.  No  person  shall,  except  by  the  permission  of 
the  mayor  and  for  some  public  use,  dig  or  carry  away  sward, 
gravel,  sand,  turf,  or  earth  in  or  upon  the  common,  or  in  or 
upon  any  of  the  other  public  grounds. 

Sect.  7.  No  person  shall,  except  by  the  permission  of 
the  mayor,  carry  or  cause  to  be  carried  upon  the  conunon  or 
other  public  grounds,  a  dead  carcass,  ordure,  filth,  dirt, 
stones,  or  any  offensive  matter  whatsoever,  and  no  person 
shall  commit  a  nuisance  on  the  common  or  on  any  of  the 
other  public  grounds. 

Sect.  8.    No  owner  or  keeper  of  a  hog,  horse,  or  grazing

animal,  shall  suffer  the  same  to  go  at  large  or  to  feed  upon 
the  common  or  other  public  grounds. 

Sect.  9.  No  person  shall,  except  by  the  permission  of 
the  mayor,  carry  or  cause  to  be  carried  upon  the  common  or 
other  public  grounds  a  wheelbarrow,  handcart,  or  other 
vehicle  for  the  conveyance  of  burdens. 

Sect.  10.  No  person  shall,  except  by  the  permission  of 
the  mayor,  engage  in  a  game  of  ball,  football,  or  other 
athletic  sport  upon  the  public  garden. 

Sect.  11.  No  person  shall,  except  by  the  permission  of 
the  mayor,  deliver  a  sermon,  lecture,  address,  or  discourse 
on  the  common  or  other  public  grounds. 

Sect."  12.  No  person  shall  walk  or  stand  upon  a  flower- 
bed on  the  common  or  other  public  grounds,  nor  suffer  or 
permit  a  dog  or  other  animal  belonging  to  him,  or  in  his 
charge,  to  stand  or  walk  upon  such  a  flower-bed. 

Sect.  13.  No  person  shall,  except  by  the  permission  of 
the  mayor,  throw  or  place  stones,  sand,  gravel,  tan,  earth, 
filth,  rubbish,  or  other  substances,  in  or  upon  any  pond  on 
the  common'or  other  public  grounds,  or  upon  the  ice  on  any 
such  pond,  nor  cut,  break,  or  remove  the  ice  in  or  from  such 
pond. 

Sect.  14.  No  cannon  or  artillery  shall  be  fired  by  the 
militia  or  others  upon  the  common  or  other  public  grounds, 
unless  such  firing  is  authorized  by  the  city  council,  the 
mayor,  or  the  commander-in-chief  of  the  militia  of  the 
commonwealth. 

Sect.  15.  No  person  shall,  except  by  the  permission  of 
the  mayor,  expose  for  sale  or  sell  any  goods,  wares  or  mer- 
chandise on  the  common  or  other  public  grounds. 

Sect.  16.  No  person  shall,  except  by  the  permission  of 
the  mayor,  erect  or  maintain  a  booth,  stand,  tent,  or  appa- 
ratus for  purposes  of  public  amusement  or  show  on  the  com- 
mon or  other  public  grounds. 

Sect.  17.  No  person  shall  walk,  stand,  or  lie  on  the 
grass  on  the  common  or  other  public  grounds  after  the  mayor 
has  prohibited  such  walking,  standing,  or  lying,  and  has 
notified  the  public  of  such  prohibition  by  a  legible  notice 
placed  in  those  parts  of  the  public  grounds  from  which  said 
committee  may  consider  it  necessary  temporarily  to  exclude 
the  public. 
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CHAPTER  43. 

OF    THE    CHESTNUT-HILL    RESERVOIR    AND    THE  ADJOINING 

GROUNDS. 

Section  1.  No  person  shall  fish  in  the  Chestnut-hill 
reservoir,  or  discharge  a  gun  or  fire-arm  on  the  sahie  or  on 
the  grounds  connected  therewith. 

Sect.  2.  No  person  shall  bathe  in  the  Chestnut-hill 
reservoir  or  place  or  use  a  boat  therein,  or  throw  dirt,  rub- 
bish, filth,  or  offensive  matter  or  commit  a  nuisance  therein. 

Sect.  3.  No  person  shall  drive  a  team,  cart,  wagon,  or 
other  vehicle  for  the  conveyance  of  burdens  upon  the  drive- 
way or  within  the  grounds  of  the  Chestnut-hill  reservoir. 

Sect.  4.  No  person  shall  drive  or  conduct  a  funeral,  or  a 
hearse  or  carriage  connected  with  a  funeral,  on  the  drive-way 
of  the  Chestnut-hill  reservoir. 

Sect.  5.  No  owner  or  other  person  having  for  the  time 
being  the  charge  or  use  of  a  horse  or  other  animal  shall 
drive  or  permit  such  horse  or  animal  to  go  at  a  greater  rate 
of  speed  than  eight  miles  an  hour  upon  the  drive-way  or 
within  the  enclosure  of  the  Chestnut-hill  reservoir. 

Sect.  6.  No  person  shall  injure,  deface,  or  destroy  any 
tree,  shrub,  grass,  path,  or  fence  on  the  grounds  connected 
with  the  Chestnut-hill  reservoir,  or  dig  or  carry  away  the 
sward,  gravel,  rock,  stones,  sand,  turf,  or  earth  thereon,  or 
commit  a  nuisance  thereon. 

Sect.  7.  No  person  shall  climb  a  tree  on  the  grounds 
connected  with  the  Chestnut-hill  reservoir,  or  tie  a  horse  or 
other  animal  to  a  tree  or  fence  on  said  premises. 

Sect.  8.  No  person  shall  post  a  bill,  placard,  or  adver- 
tisement within  the  grounds  connected  with  the  Chestnut-hill 
reservoir. 
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CHAPTER  44. 

OF  THE  EAST    BOSTON  FERRIES. 

Section  1.  After  the  first  Monday  of  April  in  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-six  there  shall  be  annually  ap- 
pointed by  the  mayor,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  board 
of  aldermen,  five  persons  who  shall  be  citizens  of  Boston, 
to  be  directors  of  the  East  Boston  ferries. 

Sect.  2.  The  persons  so  appointed  shall  constitute  a  board 
of  directors  of  the  East  Boston  ferries,  and  the  said  board 
shall  annually  organize,  by  the  choice  of  one  of  their  number 
as  president,  and  shall  also  choose  a  clerk,  who  shall  not  be 
a  member  of  the  board.  A  majority  of  the  whole  board  shall 
be  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
business. 

Sect.  3.  The  said  board  shall  have  the  general  care  and 
management  of  the  East  Boston  ferries,  owned  by  the  city, 
and  for  that  purpose  they  shall  have  and  exercise  all  the 
powers  vested  in  the  city  council  by  the  eleventh  section  of 
chapter  two  hundred  and  forty-four  of  the  statutes  of  the 
commonAvealth  of  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
fifty-two,  and  by  chapter  one  hundred  and  fifty-five  of  the 
statutes  of  the  commonwealth  of  the  year  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  sixty-nine,  so  far  as  said  powers  can  be  legally 
delegated. 

The  said  board  shall  make  necessary  repairs  and  altera- 
tions in  the  ferry-boats  and  in  the  slips,  drops,  tanks,  and 
buildings  used  for  ferry  purposes ;  but  they  shall  not  pur- 
chase additional  boats,  or  erect  new  buildings,  without  first 
obtaining  the  approval  of  the  city  council. 

Sect.  4.  There  shall  be  allowed  to  the  said  board  of 
directors,  for  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  the  following 
subordinates  :  — 

One  clerk, 

One  superintendent, 

and  such  other  subordinates  as  may  be  necessary,  and  for 
whose  compensation  an  appropriation  has  been  made. 

Sect.  5.  The  amounts  received  for  tolls  and  from  other 
sources  shall  be  paid  into  the  city  collector's  office  on  the 
day  following  the  day  of  the  receipt  thereof,  except  that  the 
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clerk  of  said  board  may  retain  a  sum  not  exceeding  one 
thousand  dollars  for  making  change  and  for  other  purposes. 

Sect.  6.  The  said  board  shall  annually,  in  January,  pre- 
sent to  the  city  council  a  report  in  print,  made  up  to  and 
including  the  last  day  of  the  preceding  December,  containing 
a  carefully  prepared  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  ferry- 
boats and  of  the  slips,  drops,  and  buildings  used  for  ferry 
purposes ;  the  number  of  persons  and  of  teams  of  difierent 
classes  that  have  passed  over  the  ferries  during  the  year ;  a 
statement  in  detail  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  ;  and 
such  other  information  or  suggestions  as  they  deem  important 
or  the  city  council  may  require.  In  the  statement  of  expendi- 
tures no  sums  shall  be  included  except  such  as  have  been 
audited  by  the  city  auditor  and  made  payable  by  the  city 
treasurer  within  the  year^  At  any  time  during  the  year  the 
said  board  shall,  upon  the  order  of  the  city  council,  report 
upon  the  condition  of  the  ferries,  and  give  any  facta  relating 
thereto  that  may  be  within  their  knowledge. 

Sect.  1,.  All  the  powers  and  duties  herein  conferred  upon 
the  board  of  directors  shall  be  exercised  by  the  present  board, 
until  the  board,  or  a  majority  of  the  same,  shall  be  appointed 
and  qualified  as  provided  in  section  oae^  and  shall  then  cease 
and  determine.

CHAPTER  45. 

OF  BRIDGES. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  annually  appointed  by  the 
mayor,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  board  of  aldermen,  a 
superintendent  of  bridges,  who  shall  have  the  care  and  man- 
agement of  the  bridges  specified  in  section  two,  and  the  su- 
pervision of  all  other  bridges  within  the  city  limits,  and  the 
charge  of  all  repairs  to  be  made  on  any  bridges  to  the  extent 
prescribed  in  chapter  eighteen  of  these  ordinances ;  and  he 
ma}^  perform  any  of  the  duties  herein  prescribed  to  any  of  his 
subordinates. 

Sect.  2.  There  shall  be  allowed  to  the  said  superintendent 
the  following  subordinates  :  — 

One  draw-tender,  two  assistants,  and  one  engineer  for 
Broadway  bridge. 

One  draw-tender  for  Cambridge-street  bridge  (Brigh- 
ton district).  Western-avenue  bridge  to  Cambridge, 
and  North  Harvard-street  bridge. 

One  draw -tender  and  four  assistants  for  Charles -river 
bridge. 

One  draw-tender  and  two  assistants  for  Chelsea  bridge 
(south). 

One  draw-tender  and  one  assistant  for  Chelsea  brids^e 
(north) . 

One  draw-tender  at  Chelsea-street  bridge. 
One  draw-tender  at    Commercial-point   or  Tenean 
bridge. 

One  draw-tender,  three  assistants,  and  one  engineer  at 

Congress-street  bridge. 
One  draw-tender  and  four  assistants  at  Dover-street 

bridge. 

One  draw-tender  at  Essex-street  bridge. 
One  draw-tender  and  three  assistants  at  Federal-street 
bridge. 

One  draw-tender  at  Granite  bridge. 
One  draw-tender  and  one  assistant  at  Maiden  bridge. 
One  draw-tender  and  one  assistant  at  Meridian-street 
bridge. 

One  draw-tender  and  four  assistants  at  Mount  Wash- 
ington-avenue bridge. 
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One  draw-tender  at  Neponset  bridge. 

One  diavv -tender  at  North  Beacon-street  bridge  and 

Western-avenue  bridge  to  Watertown. 
One  draw-tender  and  four  assistants  at  Warren  bridge. 
One  draw-tender  at  Winthrop  bridge. 

Sect.  3.  Each  draw-tender  shall  take  charge,  by  night 
and  by  day,  of  the  bridge  assigned  to  him,  and  shall 
cause  the  draw  thereof  to  be  opened  at  all  times,  when 
required,  for  the  free  passage  of  vessels  in  tow,  and  for  ves- 
sels not  in  tow  when  moving  with  the  tide  ;  and,  after  a  vessel 
has  passed,  shall  cause  the  draw  to  be  closed  with  all  pos- 
sible expedition,  not  permitting  more  than  one  vessel  to  pass 
at  any  one  opening  of  the  draw,  unless,  while  the  draw  is 
open,  the  bridge  is  free  from  persons  desiring  to  pass,  in 
which  case  he  shall  use  his  discretion  as  to  the  number  of 
vessels  that  he  ma}^  permit  to  pass  prior  to  the  closing  of  the 
draw.  He  may  also,  in  his  discretion,  permit  a  vessel  to 
pass  through  the  draw  against  the  tide,  when  the  wind  is 
favorable.  Each  draw-tender  shall  see  that  the  bridge  of 
which  he  is  in  charge,  and  the  abutments  and  wharves  con- 
nected therewith,  are  at  all  times  in  a  safe  and  satisfactory 
condition,  and  free  from  all  incumbrances  ;  that  the  lamps 
thereon  are  well  lighted,  the  railing  and  planks  in  good  order, 
and,  in  winter,  the  snow  and  ice  removed  from  the  sidewalks. 
Each  draw-tender  shall,  however,  be  subject,  at  all  times,  to 
the  authority,  control,  and  direction  of  the  superintendent 
of  bridges,  relative  to  the  duties  hereinbefore  expressed, 
and  also  relative  to  any  other  duties  respecting  said  bridges 
and  wharves,  and  the  abutments  connected  therewith,  which 
the  ordinances  may  from  time  to  time  order  and  prescribe. 

Sect.  4.  Masters  of  vessels  applying  to  pass  through  the 
draw  of  a  bridge  shall,  if  required  so  to  do,  give  to  the  draw- 
tender  thereof  a  true  statement  of  the  names  of  their  vessels 
and  their  extreme  width  and  draught  of  water.  Said  masters 
shall  be  governed  by  the  draw-tender  as  to  priority  of 
right  when  two  or  more  vessels  apply  to  pass  through  the 
draw  at  the  same  time,  and  they  shall  so  place  their  warping- 
lines,  anchors,  and  cables,  as  neither  to  interfere  with  other 
vessels,  nor  to  obstruct  the  bridge,  except  as  the^^  may  be 
authorized  by  the  draw-tender,  and  they  shall  make  use 
of  the  apparatus  for  warping  provided  by  the  city,  wherever 
such  apparatus  is  so  provided,  if  directed  so  to  do  by  the 
draw-tender. 

Sect.  5.  Whoever  defaces,  breaks,  or  injures  either  of 
said  bridges,  or  the  wharves  connected  therewith,  or  un- 
necessarily opens  the  draw  of  such  bridge  :  or  obstructs  the 
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passjige  of  the  same  ;  or  makes  fast  to  such  bridge,  or  to  a 
guard  or  pier  thereof,  a  vessel,  scow,  raft,  or  float ;  or  allows 
a  vessel  under  his  charge  to  pass  through  such  draw ;  or 
remains  inside  the  road  gates  while  they  are  closed  ;  or  enters 
or  remains  upon  any  pier,  wharf,  fender,  or  appurtenance  of 
such  bridge,  without  the  consent  of  the  draw-tender  of  the 
bridge,  shall,  for  each  offence,  be  subject  to  a  penalty  of  not 
less  than  three  and  not  more  than  fifty  dollars. 

Sect.  6.  The  said  superintendent  shall  annually  appoint, 
on  the  part  of  the  city,  draw-tenders  of  all  those  bridges, 
except  West  Boston,  Cragie,  and  Prison-Point  bridges,  which 
are  only  in  part  controlled  and  maintained  by  the  city  of 
Boston,  and  he  shall  prescribe  suitable  rules  and  regulations 
for  the  government  of  such  draw-tenders. 

West  Boston  and  Cragie  Bridges. 

Sect.  7.  The  majw  shall  annually  appoint,  subject  to 
confirmation  by  the  board  of  aldermen,  a  commissioner  on  the 
West  Boston  and  Crasfie  or  Canal  bridfjes,  to  hold  office  for 
one  year  from  the  first  Monday  in  May  in  the  year  in  which 
he  is  appointed. 

Sect.  8.  The  said  commissioner  shall,  in  conjunction  with 
a  commissioner  for  the  city  of  Cambridge,  have  and  exercise 
all  the  powers,  in  relation  to  the  care  and  management  of 
said  bridges,  which  are  conferred  by  chapter  three  hundred 
and  two  of  the  statutes  of  the  commonwealth  of  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  seventy. 

Prison-Point  Bridge. 

Sect.  9.  The  mayor  shall  annually  appoint,  subject  to 
confirmation  by  the  board  of  aldermen,  a  commissioner  on 
Prison-Point  bridge,  to  hold  ofl&ce  for  one  year  from  the  first 
Monday  in  May  in  the  year  in  which  he  is  appointed. 

Sect.  10.  The  said  commissioner  shall,  in  conjunction  with 
a  commissioner  for  the  city  of  Cambridge,  have  and  exercise 
all  the  powers,  in  relation  to  the  care  and  management  of  said 
bridge,  which  are  conferred  by  chapter  three  hundred  of  the 
statutes  of  the  commonwealth  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred 
and  seventy. 

Sect.  11.  The  said  superintendent  of  bridges  and  the 
said  commissioners  shall  annually,  in  January,  submit  to 
the  city  council  written  reports,  containing  particular  ac- 
counts, for  the  year  ending  on  the  preceding  thirty-first  day 
of  December,  of  the  expenditures  on  account  of  the  bridges 
under  their  control  respectively,  the  number  of  times  the 
draws  thereof  have  been  opened,  and  other  matters  of  gen- 
eral interest  in  relation  thereto. 
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CHAPTER  46. 

OF  THE  FANE UIL-H ALL  MARKET. 

Section  1.  The  mayor  shall  animally  appoint,  subject  to 
conlirmation  by  the  board  of  aldermen,  a  superintendent  of 
the  Faneuil-Hall  market. 

Sect.  2.  There  shall  be  allowed  to  the  said  superintendent 
the  following  subordinates  :  — 

One  deputy  superintendent, 

One  day  officer, 

Two  nioht  officers, 

One  weigher  at  city  scales. 

Sect.  3.  Th"^  said  superintendent  shall  have  the  care  and 
superintendence  of  the  Faneuil-Hall  market ;  and  it  shall  be 
his  duty  to  preserve  order  therein  and  to  execute  and  carry 
into  effect  all  regulations,  orders,  and  ordinances  in  relation 
thereto,  which  may  be  duly  made  and  established  from  time 
to  time  by  the  city  council  or  by  the  board  of  aldermen,  and 
to  enter  and  prosecute  complaints  for  violations  thereof.  He 
shall  also  keep  open  and  unobstructed  for  the  passage  of 
vehicles,  at  all  hours  of  every  market  day  after  eight  o'clock 
in  the  morning,  the  south  part  of  South  Market  street, 
through  the  entire  length  of  said  street,  and  to  the  width  of 
thirty-five  feet  from  the  outside  limits  of  the  southerly  side- 
walk of  said  street. 

Sect.  4.  The  limits  of  Faneuil-Hall  market  shall  include 
the  lower  floor,  porches,  and  cellars  of  the  buildings  called 
respectively  Faneuil  Hall  and  Quincy  Hall,  and  the  following 
described  portions  of  the  adjacent  streets,  namely  :  so  much 
of  Commercial  street  as  lies  westerly  of  the  sidewalk  on  the 
easterly  side  thereof,  and  between  the  outer  lines  of  the  side- 
walks on  the  northerly  side  of  North  Market  street  and  on 
the  southerly  side  of  South  Market  street  extended  east- 
wardly  ;  all  of  North  and  South  Market  streets,  except  the 
northerly  sidewalk  of  the  former  and  the  southerly  side- 
walk of  the  latter ;  all  that  portion  of  Merchants'  Row  in- 
cluded between  the  outer  lines  of  the  aforesaid  northerly  and 
southerly  sidewalks  extended  westerly  across  said  Merchants' 
Row,  and  all  of  Faneuil-Hall  square,  except  the  sidewalks  on 
the  northerly,  southerly,  and  westerly  sides  thereof,  —  the 
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above-described  limits  being  delineated  on  a  plan  made  by 
N.  Henry  Crafts,  city  engineer,  dated  March  twelfth,  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-six. 

Sect.  5.  The  several  stalls  and  cellars  in  said  market 
shall  be  leased  in  terms  of  five  years,  from  the  first  day 
of  April  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-two. 
The  minimum  prices  therefor  shall  be  established  by  vote  of 
the  city  council,  at  a  date  not  less  than  one  month,  and  not 
more  than  three  months,  before  the  beginning  of  each  term 
of  lease.  The  superintendent  shall  receive  a  copy  of  such 
vote  forthwith  from  the  city  clerk,  and  shall  notify  the 
tenants  then  occupying,  who  shall  have  the  option  of  taking, 
at  such  price,  a  new  lease  of  their  respective  holdings,  sub- 
ject to  the  approval  of  the  mayor.  All  stalls  and  cellars  not 
so  taken  at  the  date  of  the  beginning  of  the  new  term  of 
lease  shall  be  leased  to  suitable  persons  by  the  superin- 
tendent, at  not  less  than  the  rents  affixed  by  the  order  of  the 
city  council.  All  leases  shall  require  the  written  approval 
of  the  mayor.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  superintendent, 
within  sixty  days  of  the  date  fixed  for  the  renewal  of  the  leases, 
to  report  to  the  mayor  any  tenant  who  is,  or  has  been, 
delinquent  in  paying  his  rent,  or  has  neglected,  or  refused, 
to  comply  with  the  regulations  governing  the  market. 

The  lessees  of  said  stalls  and  cellars  shall  not,  without  the 
WTitten  assent  of  the  mayor,  assign  any  lease  of,  or  underlet 
any  stall  or  cellar,  or  any  part  thereof,  nor  permit  the  same 
to  be  occupied  by  any  other  person,  under  the  penalty  of 
forfeiting  the  right  to  such  cellars  and  stalls. 

The  rents  reserved  in  such  leases  shall  be  payable  to  the 
city  collector,  and  the  superintendent  of  markets  shall  furnish 
the  bills  and  lists  thereof  according  to  the  provisions  of  these 
ordinances. 

Sect.  6.  When  the  lessee  of  a  stall  or  cellar  in  said  mar- 
ket vacates  the  same,  or  neglects  or  refuses  for  the  space  of 
twenty-four  hours  after  his  rent  has  become  payable,  to  pay 
the  same,  or  neglects  or  refuses  to  comply  with  any  regula- 
tion established  for  the  good  order  and  cleanliness  of  the  said 
market-house,  its  entries,  passage-ways,  and  sidewalks,  and 
of  the  streets  adjoining  thereto,  such  stall  or  cellar  shall 
thereupon  revert  to  the  city,  and  shall  be  leased  for  the  un- 
expired term  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  section  five  of  this 
chapter. 

Sect.  7.  The  said  superintendent  and  his  deputies  shall 
have  the  control  of  all  vehicles  within  the  limits  of  said  mar- 
ket, and  may  assign  stands  within  said  limits  for  the  sale  of 
provisions  and  other  articles  ;  and  no  person  shall  occupy 
any  stand  other  than  such  as  is  so  assigned  to  him.

Sect.  8.  The  said  superintendent  may  remove  from  place 
to  place  within  said  limits  (if  the  owners  or  possessors  thereof 
neglect  or  refuse,  after  being  requested,  so  to  remove  them,  or 
if  the  owner  or  possessor  is  absent  therefrom),  all  vehicles, 
with  their  contents  and  all  horses  and  other  beasts,  which 
are  ranged  or  formed  in  an}^  other  manner  than  as  directed 
by  said  superintendent ;  and  the  owner  or  person  having 
charge  of  a  vehicle,  box,  barrel,  cask,  crate,  basket,  package, 
tub,  or  other  vessel,  Avhether  empty  or  not,  occupying  a 
place  within  said  limits,  shall,  wdien  directed  by  said  super- 
intendent cause  the  same  with  its  contents  to  be  removed 
without  delay  to  such  place  within  said  limits  as  the  said 
superintendent  may  direct ;  and  in  case  of  the  neglect  or 
refusal  of  such  owner  or  possessor  so  to  do,  or  in  case  of  the 
absence  of  such  owner  or  possessor,  so  that  the  direction  to 
remove  cannot  be  given  by  said  superintendent  and  imme- 
diately complied  with,  such  owner  or  possessor  shall  be  liable 
to  the  penalty  provided  in  section  five  of  chapter  one  for 
breaches  of  these  ordinances. 

Sect.  9.  All  horses  and  other  beasts  shall  be  taken  from 
vehicles  having  provisions  or  articles  of  any  kind  for  sale 
therein  and  standing  within  the  said  limits,  and  shall  be  con- 
ducted by  their  owner  or  driver  to  a  stable,  or  otberwise  re- 
moved from  said  limits  ;  and  if  the  said  superintendent  finds 
a  vehicle,  horse,  or  other  beast  abandoned  and  left  unpro- 
tected within  said  limits,  he  shall  cause  such  vehicle  with  its 
contents,  and  such  horse  or  other  beast,  to  be  conducted  to 
some  stable  or  other  suitable  place ;  and  the  owner  or  per- 
son having  the  care  or  keeping  thereof  shall  be  liable  to  pay, 
before  the  redelivery  thereof  to  him,  the  entire  cost  and  ex- 
pense of  the  removal  and  keeping  thereof  during  the  time  it 
is  in  said  stable  or  other  suitable  place,  together  with  such 
further  sum  of  money,  not  exceeding  two  dollars,  for  the 
trouble  arising  in  that  behalf,  as  the  said  superintendent  may 
demand,  the  same  to  be  paid  to  said  superintendent  and  ac- 
counted for  to  the  city. 

Sect.  10.  No  person  having  the  care  or  ordering  of  a 
vehicle  shall  place  the  same  or  allow  the  same  to  be  abreast 
of  or  in  a  line  with  or  near  to  any  other  vehicle  within  said 
limits,  in  such  a  manner  as  to  obstruct  a  free  passage  for 
other  vehicles,  but  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  the  vehicles 
of  market  or  provision  men,  standing  within  said  limits  with 
fresh  provisions  or  perishable  produce  for  sale  before  eleven 
o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  or  after  four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon 
and  before  the  cloii  ig  of  said  market  at  night. 

Sect.  11.  No  owner,  driver,  or  other  person  having  the 
care  or  ordering  of  avoaijb,  waioli  has  fresh  provisions  or 
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perishable  produce  therein,  shall  suffer  the  same  to  remain 
within  the  limits  of  said  market  for  more  than  twenty  minutes 
between  the  hours  of  eleven  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  and  four 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  unless  permitted  so  to  do  by  the  said 
superintendent. 

Sect.  12.  No  vehicle,  horse,  or  other  beast  shall  be  per- 
mitted to  stand  within  the  limits  of  said  market  on  any  part 
of  the  Lord's  day  or  evening,  nor  shall  any  person  continue 
to  do  business  within  the  limits  of  said  market  on  a  week-day 
after  the  hour  prescribed  for  closing  the  market,  except  on 
the  evenings  immediately  preceding  Thanksgiving  and 
Christmas  days,  nor  on  an  evening  after  the  closing  of  the 
market-house  ;  and  no  person  shall  place  or  leave  a  vehicle, 
box,  barrel,  crate,  cask,  or  other  vessel,  empty  or  otherwise, 
within  the  limits  of  said  market  on  any  part  of  the  Lord's 
day  or  evening,  or  on  a  week-day,  after  the  said  hour  pre- 
scribed for  closing  the  market,  except  on  the  evenings  im- 
mediately preceding  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  days,  or 
on  an  evening  after  the  closing  of  the  market-house ;  and 
the  said  superintendent  may  cause  a  vehicle  or  article  so  left 
or  placed  to  be  removed  in  the  manner  provided  in  the 
eighth  and  ninth  sections  of  this  chapter,  or  in  either  of 
them. 

Sect.  13.  No  person  shall  occupy  a  street  stand  within 
the  limits  of  the  said  market,  unless  for  the  sole  purpose  of 
selling  fresh  provisions  or  perishable  produce,  the  product 
of  his  own  farm  or  of  some  farm  within  ten  miles  of  his 
residence,  or  for  the  purpose  of  offering  fresh  provisions  or 
perishable  produce  for  sale  at  wholesale  on  commission  for, 
or  as  agent  of,  some  person  or  persons  not  residing  or 
having  a  usual  place  of  business  within  eight  miles  of  said 
market ;  and  meats  shall  be  sold  at  wholesale  only  by  the 
person  who  slaughtered  the  animals  of  which  such  meats 
were  a  part. 

Sect.  14.  Between  the  hours  of  eleven  o'clock  in  the 
forenoon  and  four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  or  between  the 
closing  of  the  said  market  at  night  and  the  morning  of  the 
next  day,  no  person  shall,  without  the  permission  of  the  said 
superintendent,  occupy  a  street  stand  or  other  place  within 
the  limits  of  the  said  market  for  the  sale  of  fresh  provisions 
or  of  perishable  produce,  nor  have  in  his  possession  within 
said  limits  fresh  provisions  or  perishable  produce  with  intent 
to  sell  the  same. 

Sect.  15.  No  lessee  of  a  stall  or  occupant  of  a  stand  shall 
encumber  with  casks,  barrels,  meat,  or  otherwise,  the  main 
passage-way  or  the   cross  passage-ways  within   the  said 
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market-house,  nor  the  passage-ways  outside  of  said  house 
in  front  of  the  door-ways  and  leading  into  the  middle  of  the 
streets,  nor  the  avenues  leading  to  and  from  the  said 
market. 

Sect.  16.  No  lessee  of  a  stall  or  cellar  in  said  market 
shall  throw,  or  permit  to  be  thrown  or  to  remain  within  the 
precincts  of  his  stall  or  cellar,  any  offal,  animal  substance, 
scrapings,  or  other  kind  of  dirt,  filth,  or  useless  or  offensive 
matter ;  but  every  such  lessee  shall  forthwith  remove  the 
same,  or  cause  the  same  to  be  deposited  in  tight  vessels, 
approved  by  the  said  superintendent,  and  to  be  removed 
as  the  said  superintendent  may  direct. 

Sect.  17.  No  person  shall  at  any  time,  during  the  day 
or  night,  throw  or  sweep  any  offal,  animal  or  vegetable  sub- 
stance, scrapings  and  sweepings,  damaged  salt,  brine,  pickle, 
or  foul  water  from  stalls  or  cellars  into  the  passage-ways,  or 
upon  the  sidewalks,  or  into  the  streets  adjoining  said  market- 
house. 

Sect.  18.  No  person  shall,  within  the  limits  of  said 
market,  sell,  or  offer  to  sell,  or  expose  for  sale,  or  have  in 
his  possession,  meat,  fish,  bread,  vegetables,  tallow,  skins, 
pelts,  poultry,  or  other  articles  which  in  the  opinion  of  said 
superintendent  are  diseased,  corrupted,  tainted,  or  unwhole- 
some ;  l)ut  any  person  having  in  his  possession  any  of  such 
articles  shall,  when  directed  by  said  superintendent,  forth- 
with remove  the  same  from  said  limits  to  such  suitable 
place  as  the  said  superintendent  may  direct ;  and  if  he 
refuses  or  neglects  to  comply  with  such  direction,  or  if  the 
owner  or  person  having  charge  of  such  articles  is  absent  for 
more  than  one  hour,  the  said  superintendent  shall  forthwith 
remove  such  articles,  or  cause  them  to  be  removed,  from 
said  limits  to  such  suitable  place  as  aforesaid  at  the  expense 
of  such  owner  or  person  ;  and  if  in  the  judgment  of  said 
superintendent  it  is  necessary  for  the  public  health,  it  shall 
be  his  duty  to  destroy  such  articles  ;  and  if  any  person 
hinders,  obstructs,  or  molests  said  superintendent,  or  any 
person  employed  by  him,  in  the  premises,  he  shall  be  liable 
to  the  penalty  provided  in  section  five  of  chapter  one  for 
breaches  of  these  ordinances. 

Sect.  19.  No  person  shall,  within  the  limits  of  said 
market,  play  at  any  game,  or  lie  dowui,  or  sleep,  or  behave 
in  a  disorderly,  noisy,  or  riotous  manner,  or  scuffle,  or  throw 
any  missile  or  thing  whatsoever ;  nor  shall  any  person 
within  said  limits  smoke,  or  have  a  lighted  pipe  or  cigar 
in  his  possession ;  nor  shall  any  idle  or  disorderly  person, 
itinerant  peddler,  or  transient  person  making  a  disturbance 
or  noise,  be  allowed  to  frequent  or  to  tarry  within  said 
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limits  after  being  forbidden  so  to  do  by  the  said  superin- 
tendent. 

Sect.  20.  All  butter  brought  within  the  limits  of  said 
market  for  sale  shall  be  sold  by  weight ;  and  if  it  is  in 
lumps,  each  lump  shall  contain  butter  weighing  one  or  more 
even  integral  pounds  or  quarter  pounds,  and  the  superinten- 
dent may  take  and  weigh  all  butter  in  lumps  exposed  for 
sale  in  said  market,  and  if  a  lump  is  found  to  be  deficient  in 
weight,  may  destroy  the  form  thereof. 

Sect.  21.  No  person  shall,  within  the  limits  of  said  mar- 
ket, sell,  ofiier  to  sell,  or  exhibit  for  sale,  an  article  which 
is  deficient  in  the  weight  or  measure  for  which  the  same  is 
sold  or  oflTered  or  exhibited  for  sale,  nor  shall  any  person 
otherwise  practise  any  fraudulent  dealing  within  said  limits. 
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CHAPTER  47. 

OF  THE  MOUNT  HOPE  CEMETERY. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  annually  appointed  by  the 
mayor,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  board  of  aldermen, 
five  trustees  of  the  Mount  Hope  Cemetery,  two  of  whom  at 
least  shall  be  owners  of  lots  in  said  cemetery. 

Sect.  2.  The  persons  so  elected  shall  constitute  a  board 
of  trustees  of  the  Mount  Hope  Cemetery,  and  the  said  board 
shall  annually  on  the  first  Monday  in  May  meet  and  organize 
by  the  choice  of  one  of  theit*  number  as  president.  The  said 
board  shall  have  the  sole  care,  superintendence,  and  manage- 
ment of  the  Mount  Hope  Cemetery,  and  may  make  such  rules 
and  regulations  for  their  own  government,  and  for  the  govern- 
ment of  all  subordinate  officers  by  them  appointed,  as  they 
may  deem  expedient.  A  majority  of  the  whole  board  shall 
be  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
business. 

Sect.  3.  The  said  board  shall  set  apart  and  appropriate  a 
portion  of  said  cemetery  as  a  public  burial-place  for  the  use 
of  the  inhabitants  of  the  city  of  Boston,  free  from  any  charge 
therefor ;  and  they  shall  lay  out  said  cemetery,  in  suitable 
lots  or  other  subdivisions,  for  family  or  other  burial-places, 
with  all  the  necessary  paths  and  avenues,  and  may  plant  and 
embelhsh  the  said  cemetery  with  trees,  shrubs,  flowers,  and 
other  rural  ornaments  ;  and  they  may  enclose  and  divide  the 
same  with  proper  fences,  and  may  erect  or  annex  thereto  such 
suitable  edifices,  appendages,  and  conveniences,  as  they  may 
from  time  to  time  deem  expedient ;  and  said  board  may,  in 
the  execution  of  their  trust,  make  all  necessary  by-laws, 
rules,  and  regulations,  not  inconsistent  with  the  ordinances 
of  the  city  or  the  statutes  of  the  commonwealth,  as  they  may 
deem  expedient. 

Sect.  4.  The  said  board  shall  have  authority  to  grant 
and  convey  to  any  person  or  persons,  by  deed  duly  executed, 
the  sole  and  exclusive  right  of  burial  and  of  erecting  tombs, 
cenotaphs,  and  other  monuments  in  any  of  the  designated 
lots  or  subdivisions  of  said  cemetery,  upon  such  terms  and 
conditions  as  they  may  by  their  rules  and  regulations  pre- 
scribe. 

Sect.  5.  The  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  lots  and  of  rights 
of  burial  in  said  cemetery  shall  be  paid  into  the  city  treas- 
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ury,  separate  from  any  other  funds  of  the  city  and  sub- 
ject to  the  order  of  said  board,  and  shall  be  devoted  to  the 
liquidation  of  all  amounts  paid  by  the  city  on  account  of  said 
cemetery,  either  for  land  or  for  the  improvement  and  embel- 
lishment thereof,  under  the  direction  of  said  board,  who  shall 
also  have  the  control  of  any  appropriation  which  may  be 
made  for  the  cemetery  by  the  city  council. 

Sect.  (>.  The  said  board  are  authorized  to  take  and  hold 
any  grant,  donation,  l)equest,  or  deposit  that  may  be  made 
upon  trust  to  apply  the  same,  or  the  income  thereof,  for  the 
improvement  or  embellishment  of  the  said  cemetery  or  for 
the  erection,  repair,  preservation,  or  renew^al  of  a  monu- 
ment, fence,  or  other  erection  therein  ;  or  for  the  planting  or 
cultivation  of  trees,  shrubs,  or  plants  in  and  around  a  lot ; 
or  for  improving  the  said  cemetery  in  any  other  manner  or 
form  consistent  with  the  purposes  for  which  it  was  estab- 
lished. And  w^hen  such  a  grant,  donation,  bequest,  or  de- 
posit is  made  by  the  proprietor  of  a  lot  in  said  cemetery  for 
the  annual  repair,  preservation,  or  embellishment  of  such  lot 
and  of  the  erections  thereon,  the  said  board  may  give  to  such 
proprietor,  or  to  his  representative,  an  agreement  or  obliga- 
tion, in  such  form  and  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as 
they  may  establish,  binding  themselves  and  their  successors 
to  preserve  and  keep  said  lot  in  repair  forever  or  for  such 
period  as  may  be  agreed  on. 

Sect.  7.  All  sums  of  money  so  received  by  said  board 
shall  be  invested  by  the  city  treasurer  in  pul)lic  stocks  or  in 
mortgages  of  real  estate,  and  shall  always  remain  separate 
from,  and  independent  of,  any  other  moneys  or  property 
belonging  to  the  city,  and  free  from  the  control  of  the  city 
council.  And  the  income  of  such  fund  or  funds  shall  be 
received  by  the  city  treasurer,  subject  to  the  order  of  the 
said  board,  and  shall  be  appropriated  by  them  in  such  man- 
ner as  will,  in  their  opinion,  best  promote  the  puri)oses  for 
which  such  grants,  donations,  bequests,  or  deposits  were 
made. 

Sect.  8.  The  city  shall  be  responsible  for  the  good  faith 
of  said  board  and  of  the  city  treasurer,  in  the  execution  of 
any  trust  which  they  may  assume  pursuant  to  the  foregoing 
provisions  ;  but  the  said  board  shall  not  be  liable  to  renew  a 
monument  or  other  erection  on  a  lot  in  said  cemetery,  unless 
such  liability  is  expressed  in  the  agreement  under  w^hich  they 
accept  the  grant,  donation,  bequest,  or  deposit  for  the  repair 
or  preservation  of  such  lot. 

Sect.  9.  The  city  registrar  shall  act  as  secretary  of  said 
board  ;  shall  receive  all  applications  for  lots  and  for  rights 
of  burial ;  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  said  board,  make 
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all  deeds  of  said  lots  and  rights  ;  shall  pay  to  the  city  col- 
lector all  sums  of  money  received  on  account  of  the  ceme- 
tery ;  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  in  relation  to  the 
cemetery  as  the  said  board  may  from  time  to  time  require. 

Sect.  10.  Every  deed  of  a  lot  in  said  cemetery  shall  be 
in  such  form  as  such  board  shall  prescribe  and  the  corpora- 
tion counsel  a[)prove,  shall  be  signed  by  the  chairman  of 
said  board  and  countersigned  by  the  secretary  thereof  and  by 
the  city  treasurer,  shall  have  the  city  seal  affixed  thereto, 
and  shall  be  recorded  by  the  city  registrar  in  a  book  provided 
for  the  purpose  and  kept  in  his  office. 

Sect.  11.  Said  board  shall  annually  in  January  submit 
to  the  city  council  a  report  in  print,  made  up  to  and  includ- 
,  ing  the  last  day  of  the  preceding  December,  and  containing  a 
statement  of  the  condition  of  the  cemetery  and  an  account  in 
detail  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  during  the  year. 
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CHAPTER  48. 

OF  THE  REGULATION  OF  BUILDING. 

Section  1.  The  limits  within  which  all  buildings  here- 
after erected  shall  be  required  to  conform  to  the  provisions 
of  chapter  three  hundred  and  seventy-four  of  the  statutes  of 
the  commonwealth  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty- 
five,  and  of  the  acts  in  amendment  thereof  and  in  addition 
thereto,  are  hereby  established  and  defined  as  follows  :  All 
that  portion  of  the  city  which  is  included  within  a  line  be- 
ofinninof  at  the  intersection  of  the  centre  lines  of  Dover  and 
Albany  streets,  and  thence  running  east  through  the  centre 
of  said  Dover  street  to  the  harbor  commissioners'  line  ; 
thence  by  the  said  harbor  commissioners'  line  around  the 
northerly  portion  of  the  "city  proper"  to  a  point  on  Charles 
river  at  the  intersection  of  said  Hue  with  the  boundary  line 
between  Brookline  and  Boston  ;  thence  along  said  boundary 
line  to  the  centre  of  Longwood  avenue  ;  thence  through  the 
centre  of  said  avenue  to  the  centre  of  Bumstead  lane  ;  thence 
through  the  centre  of  said  lane  to  the  centre  of  Ward  street ; 
thence  through  the  centre  of  said  Ward  street  to  the  centre 
of  Parker  street ;  thence  through  the  centre  of  said  Parker 
street  to  the  centre  of  Ruggles  street ;  thence  through  the 
centre  of  said  Ruggles  street  to  the  centre  of  Washington 
street ;  thence  through  the  centre  of  said  Washington  street 
to  a  point  opposite  the  centre  of  Pahiier  street ;  thence 
through  the  centre  of  said  Palmer  street  and  through  the 
centre  of  Eustis  street  to  the  centre  of  Hampden  street ;  and 
thence  through  the  centre  of  said  Hampden  street  and  the 
centre  of  Albany  street  to  the  point  of  beginning ;  the  said 
district  being  shown  on  a  plan  made  by  the  city  surveyor, 
dated  June  28,  1881,  and  deposited  in  his  office. 

Sect.  2.  Outside  the  limits  defined  in  the  preceding  sec- 
tion wooden  buildings  may  be  erected,  subject  to  the  follow- 
ing restrictions  and  regulations  :  — 

A  wooden  buildino',  to  be  used  as  a  dwell ino -house,  shall 
not  exceed  a  height  of  forty-five  feet,  and  the. external  side- 
walls  of  said  building  shall  not  be  placed  at  a  less  distance 
than  one  foot  and  six  inches  from  the  line  of  the  lot  upon 
which  the  building  is  to  be  located,  unless  a  brick  external 
wall  is  substituted  for  wooden  wall,  and  of  a  thickness  pre- 
scribed by  statute  law  regulating  the  erection  of  brick  ex- 
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ternal  walls.  The  brick  walls  above  required  shall  be  built 
up  to  the  under  side  of  the  roof-coverino:,  which  shall  be 
laid  and  embedded  in  mortar  upon  the  walls. 

Where  a  wooden  building  is  already  erected  for  dwelling 
purposes  upon  an  adjoining  lot,  there  shall  be  between  the 
walls  of  the  building  erected  and  the  one  to  be  erected,  if 
of  wood,  a  clear  open  space  of  three  feet  between  the  said 
buildings. 

Wooden  ells  may  be  erected  in  connection  with  Avooden 
buildings  used  for  dwelling  purposes,  but  the  ell  shall  not 
exceed  thirty  feet  in  length,  fifteen  feet  in  width,  nor  be  of  a 
greater  height  than  twenty-five  feet,  or  of  a^iy  other  dimen- 
sion not  in  excess  of  the  superficial  area  of  four  hundred 
and  fifty  square  feet.  Such  ells  may  be  built  without  the 
intervention  of  a  brick  wall  between  said  ell  and  the  main 
building. 

In  the  erection  of  wooden  buildings  in  blocks  of  two  or 
more  houses,  to  be  occupied  for  dwelling  purposes,  the  said 
buildings  shall  have  intercepting  brick  walls  not  less  than 
eight  inches  thick  ;  said  brick  walls  to  be  carried  up  and 
topped  out  twelve  inches  above  the  roof,  and  covered  with 
metallic  covering. 

AVooden  buildings  to  be  used  for  other  purposes  than  that 
of  a  dwelling-house,  shall  not  exceed  a  height  of  fifty-five  feet 
from  the  grade  of  the  street,  court,  or  place  upon  which  the 
said  building  is  to  be  erected  ;  and,  if  in  a  range  of  more  than 
fifty  feet,  there  shall  be  constructed  an  intercepting  brick 
wall,  not  less  than  twelve  inches  thick  and  carried  up  to  a 
height  of  twelve  inches  above  the  roof,  and  the  said  wall  to 
be  covered  with  metallic  covering. 

A  wooden  building  to  be  used  for  any  purpose  other  than 
that  of  a  dwelling-house  shall  not  be  erected  or  placed  at  a 
less  distance  than  ten  feet  from  any  other  wooden  building 
which  is  twenty-five  feet  or  more  in  height,  or  at  a  less  distance 
than  four  feet  from  any  other  wooden  building  which  is  less 
than  twenty-five  feet  in  height. 

In  no  case  shall  the  sills  of  any  building  referred  to  in  this 
section  be  laid  below  the  grade  of  the  street,  unless  by  special 
permit  of  the  inspector  of  buildings. 

Sect.  3.  The  restrictions  contained  in  the  preceding  sec- 
tion shall  not  apply  to  buildings  erected  or  placed  at  a  dis- 
tance of  fifty  feet  or  more  from  any  other  building,  and  from 
any  street,  open  or  intended  to  be  open  for  pubh'c  passage, 
whether  accepted  by  the  city  or  not. 

Sect.  4.  All  wooden  buildings  shall  be  built  upon  secure 
foundations  of  stone  or  brick,  carried  up  to  the  surface  of 
the  ground.    The  foundation,  if  of  brick,  shall  not  be  less

than  twelve  inches  thick,  and  laid  in  cement  mortar ;  if 
of  rubble-stone,  it  shall  not  be  less  than  sixteen  inches 
thick,  when  laid  in  cement  mortar,  and  not  less  than  twenty 
inches  thick,  when  laid  dry ;  if  of  block  stone,  it  shall  be 
not  less  than  sixteen  inches  thick  and  laid  in  cement 
mortar.  All  foundations  shall  be  laid  upon  solid  ground 
not  less  than  four  feet  below  the  surface  which  is  exposed 
to  frost,  or  upon  piles  or  other  solid  substructure.  Piles 
shall  be  driven  to  a  firm  and  solid  bearing,  and  the  tops 
of  all  piles  shall  be  cut  oft'  at  or  below  a  grade  to  be  pre- 
scribed by  the  inspector  of  buildings.  There  shall  be  at 
least  one  row  of  piles,  spaced  not  over  three  feet  on  centres, 
in  the  direction  of  the  length  of  the  wall.  Piles  shall  be 
capped  w^ith  footing-courses  of  stone.  In  the  construction  of 
workshops  or  other  buildings  of  a  like  character  or  for 
temporary  purposes,  built  upon  soft  or  marshy  land,  the  in- 
spector may,  in  his  discretion,  permit  the  sills  to  be  placed 
upon  mud-sills  or  blocking,  or  upon  piles  cut  to  height  of 
grade. 

Sect.  5.  All  wooden  buildings  shall  be  built  with  posts, 
girts,  and  plates,  properly  mortised,  tenoned,  braced,  and 
pinned  in  each  story,  and  supported  by  suitable  studding, 
the  studs  to  be  not  more  than  thirty-two  inches  apart,  the 
posts  and  girts  to  be  not  less  than  four  by  eight  inches,  or 
equivalent  thereto,  except  that  the  foregoing  dimensions  for 
posts  and  girts  shall  not  apply  to  ])uildings  not  exceeding 
four  hundred  feet  in  area,  and  less  than  fifteen  feet  in  height. 

Sect.  6.  No  wooden  building  now  erected,  or  hereafter 
to  be  erected,  shall  be  altered,  raised,  roofed,  enlarged,  or 
otherwise  built  upon,  in  any  manner  contrary  to  the  terms 
of  the  five  preceding  sections. 

Sect.  7.  No  wooden  building  shall  hereafter  be  erected 
without  a  permit  being  first  obtained  from  the  inspector  of 
buildings  ;  and  no  alteration  of  or  addition  to  any  such  build- 
ing shall  be  made  without  such  permit. 

Sect.  8.  Whoever  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  the 
seven  preceding  sections,  and  neglects  for  twenty-four  hours, 
after  written  notice  from  the  inspector  of  buildings,  served 
upon  him  personally,  or  posted  conspicuously  upon  the  build- 
ing erected  or  in  process  of  erection,  alteration,  or  repair 
in  violation  of  said  provisions,  to  alter  said  building  in  con- 
formity with  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  shall  be  liable  to 
a  penalty  of  not  less  than  twenty  nor  more  than  fifty  dol- 
lars, and  to  a  like  penalty  for  every  day's  continuance  of 
such  violation. 

Sect.  9.  Whoever  intends  to  erect  or  to  make  altera- 
tions in  a  building  of  any  description,  within  ten  feet  of  a 
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public  street  of  the  city,  shall,  fifteen  days  at  least  ])efore 
he  proceeds  to  ])uild  or  erect  the  same,  or  to  lay  the  founda- 
tion thereof,  or  to  make  the  said  alterations,  or  to  do  any  act 
for  carrying  into  execution  his  intention  to  do  such  things, 
give  to  the  inspector  of  buildings  notice  in  writing  of  his 
intention,  with  the  dimensions  of  the  structure  proposed,  the 
materials  to  l)e  used,  the  number  on  the  street  or  the  precise 
location,  and  the  name  of  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  hind, 
in  order  that  any  encroachment  or  other  injury  or  incon- 
venience to  the  public  streets  which  might  otherwise  happen, 
may  he  thereby  prevented  ;  and  in  default  thereof  the  city  shall 
be  discharged  fnmi  all  damages,  of  any  nature  whatsoever, 
resulting  from  the  failure  to  give  notice  as  al)ove  provided, 
particularly  from  all  such  damages  or  expenses  as  have  been 
enhanced  or  occasioned  by  reason  of  anything  done  previously 
to  or  without  such  notice. 

Sect.  10.  The  number  of  assistant  inspectors  of  Inuld- 
ings  provided  for  in  section  five  of  chapter  three  hundred  and 
seventy-four  of  the  statutes  of  the  commonwealth  of  the 
year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty -five  shall  be  sixteen. 
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CFIAPTEE  49. 

OF  THE  REGULATION  OF  PLUMBING. 

Section  1.  No  person  shall  cany  on  the  business  of 
pIunilMng  unless  he  shall  have  first  registered  his  name  and 
place  of  business  in  the  office  of  the  inspector  of  1)uildings, 
and  notice  of  any  change  in  the  place  of  business  of  a  regis- 
tered plumber  shall  be  immediately  given  to  said  inspector. 

Sect.  2.  Every  pluml^er,  before  doing  any  work  in  a 
building,  shall,  except  in  the  case  of  the  repair  of  leaks,  file 
at  the  office  of  the  said  inspector,  upon  blanks  to  ])e  provided 
for  the  purpose,  a  notice  of  the  work  to  l)e  performed ;  and 
no  such  work  shall  be  done  in  any  building  without  the 
approval  of  said  inspector. 

Sect.  3.  Every  building  shall  be  separately  and  inde- 
pendently connected  with  the  [)ublic  sewer,  when  such  sewer 
is  provided  ;  and,  if  such  sewer  is  not  provided,  with  a  brick 
and  cement  cesspool  of  a  capacity  to  be  approved  by  the  said 
inspector. 

Sect.  4.  Drains  and  soil-pipes  through  which  water  and 
sewage  is  used  and  carried  shall  be  of  iron,  when  within  a 
building,  and  for  a  distance  of  not  less  than  five  feet  outside 
of  the  foundation  walls  thereof.  They  shall  be  sound,  free 
from  holes  and  other  defects,  of  a  uniform  thickness  of  not 
less  than  one-eighth  of  an  inch  for  a  diameter  of  four  inches 
or  less,  or  five  thirty-seconds  of  an  inch  for  a  diameter  of  five 
or  six  inches,  with  a  proportional  increase  of  thickness  for  a 
greater  diameter.  They  shall  be  securely  ironed  to  walls, 
laid  in  trenches  to  uniform  grade,  or  suspended  to  floor-tim- 
bers by  strong  iron  hangers,  as  the  said  inspector  may 
direct.  They  shall  l)e  supplied  with  a  suitable  trap,  placed, 
w^ith  an  accessible  clean-out,  either  outside  or  inside  the 
foundation  wall  of  the  building.  They  shall  have  a  proper 
fall  towards  the  drain  or  sewer,  and  soil-pipes  shall  l)e  carried 
out  through  the  roof,  open  and  undiminished  in  size,  to  such 
height  as  may  be  directed  by  the  said  ins})ector ;  but  no 
soil-pipe  shall  be  carried  to  a  height  less  than  two  feet  above 
the  roof.  Changes  in  direction  shall  be  made  with  curved 
pipes,  and  connections  Avith  horizontal  pipes  shall  be  made 
with  Y  branches. 

Sect.  5.  Rain-water  leaders,  when  connected  with  soil 
or  drain  pipes,  shall  be  suitably  trapped. 
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Sect.  fj.  Sewer,  soil-pipe  or  waste-pipe  ventilators  shall 
not  be  constructed  of  brick,  sheet-metal,  or  earthen-ware, 
and  chimney-flues  shall  not  be  used  as  such  ventilators. 

Sect.  7.  Iron  pipes,  before  being  put  in  place,  shall  be 
first  tested  by  the  water  or  kerosene  test,  and  then  coated  in- 
side and  out  with  coal-tar  pitch,  applied  hot,  or  with  paint, 
or  with  some  equivalent  substance.  Joints  shall  l)c  run  with 
molten  lead,  and  thoroughly  calked  and  made  tight.  Con- 
nections of  lead  pipes  with  iron  pipes  shall  be^made  with  brass 
ferrules,  properly  soldered  and  calked  to  the  iron. 

Sect.  8.  Every  sink,  basin,  bath-tub,  water-closet,  slop- 
hopper,  and  each  set  of  trays,  and  every  fixture  having  a 
waste-pipe,  shall  ])e  furnished  with  a  traj),  which  shall  be 
placed  as  near  as  practicable  to  the  fixture  that  it  serves. 
Traps  shall  be  protected  from  siphonage  or  air-pressure  by 
special  air-pipes  of  a  size  not  less  than  the  waste-pipe  ;  but 
air-pipes  for  water-closet  traps  shall  be  of  not  less  than 
two-inch  bore  for  thirty  feet  or  less,  and  of  not  less  than 
three-inch  bore  for  more  than  thirty  feet.  Air-pipes  shall 
be  run  as  direct  as  practicable,  and  shall  be  of  not  less  than 
four-inch  bore  where  they  pass  through  the  roof.  Two  or 
more  air-pipes  may  be  connected  together  or  with  a  soil- 
pipe  ;  but  in  every  case  of  connection  with  a  soil-pipe  such 
connection  shall  be  above  the  upper  fixture  of  the  building. 

Sect.  9.  Drip  or  overflow  pipes  from  safes  under  water- 
closets  and  other  fixtures,  or  from  tanks  or  cisterns,  shall  be 
run  to  some  [)lace  in  open  sight,  and  in  no  case  shall  any 
such  pipe  be  connected  directly  with  a  drain,  waste-pipe,  or 
soil-pipe. 

Sect.  10.  Waste-pipes  from  refrigerators,  or  other  re- 
ceptacles in  which  provisions  are  stored,  shall  not  be  con- 
nected with  a  drain,  soil-pipe,  or  other  waste-pipe,  unless 
such  waste-pipes  are  provided  with  traps,  suitably  ventilated, 
and  in  every  case  there  shall  be  an  open  tray  between  the 
trap  and  refrigerator. 

Sect.  11.  Every  w\ater-closet,  or  line  of  water-closets, 
on  the  same  floor,  shall  be  supplied  with  water  from  a  tank 
or  cistern,  and  the  flushing-pipe  shall  not  be  less  than  one 
inch  in  diameter ;  but  this  requirement  shall  not  apply  to 
water-closets  substituted  for  vaults,  where  the  same  are 
located  outside  of  the  building  proper,  and  water-closets  may 
be  arranged  so  as  to  receive  their  supply  directly  from  the 
main  with  such  fixtures  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  in- 
spector of  buildings,  and  by  the  water  board  and  the  board 
of  health. 

Sect.  12.  Pipes  and  other  fixtures  shall  not  be  covered 
or  concealed  from  view  until  after  the  work  has  been  ex- 
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amined  by  the  said  inspector,  and  he  shall  be  notified  by  the 
plumber  when  the  work  is  sufficiently  advanced  for  inspec- 
tion. 

Sect.  13.  Plumbing  work  shall  not  be  used  unless  the 
same  has  first  been  tested  by  the  said  inspector  with  the 
peppermint,  ether,  or  water  test,  and  by  him  found  satis- 
tory. 

Sect.  14.  No  steam-exhaust  shall  be  connected  with  any 
soil  or  waste  pipe,  or  drain  which  communicates  with  a  pub- 
lic sewer. 

Sect.  15.  Water-pipes  in  places  exposed  to  frost  shall  be 
packed  with  mineral  wool,  or  other  substance  equally  good, 
and  they  shall  be  cased  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  said 
inspector. 

Sect.  16.  A  grease-trap  shall  be  constructed  under  the 
sink  of  every  hotel,  eating-house,  restaurant,  or  other  public 
cooking  establishment. 

Sect.  17.  The  provisions  of  sections  three  to  thirteen 
inclusive,  and  of  section  fifteen,  of  this  chapter,  shall  apply 
only  to  buildings  erected,  or  to  work  performed,  alter  the 
seventeenth  day  of  March  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and 
eighty-three. 
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CHAPTER  50. 

OF  THE  WEIGHING  AND  INSPECTION  OF  VESSELS  AND  BALLAST. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  annually  appointed  by  the 
ma3^or,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  board  of  aldermen,  one 
chief  and  three  assistant  weiu'hers  and  inspectors  of  vessels 
and  ballast,  all  of  whom  shall  be  sworn  to  the  faithful  dis- 
charge of  their  duties.  No  person  shall  be  chosen  to  either 
of  said  offices,  or,  having  been  so  chosen,  shall  continue  to 
fill  the  same,  if  he  is  the  owner  or  agent  of,  or  has  any  interest 
in,  a  vessel  engaged  in  the  transportation  of  stone,  gravel, 
sand,  or  other  ballast,  or  if  he  has  stone,  gravel,  sand,  or 
other  l)allast  for  sale. 

Sect.  2.  The  chief  weigher  and  inspector  shall  remain  in 
the  office  mentioned  in  section  four  during  the  time  when 
said  office  is  required  by  said  section  to  l)e  kept  open  ;  shall 
receive  all  orders  for  the  services  of  weighers  and  inspectors  ; 
shall  depute  the  assistant  weighers  and  inspectors  to  perform 
such  services  ;  and  shall  keep  full  and  true  accounts  of  the 
official  transactions  of  the  weighers  and  inspectors  and  of  all 
money  received  and  expended  by  them  by  virtue  of  their 
office,  and  shall  report  the  same,  quarterly,  to  the  city  council 
in  January,  April,  July,  and  October. 

Sect.  3.  The  assistant  weighers  and  inspectors  shall  per- 
form, under  the  ijeneral  direction  of  the  chief  weififher  and 
inspector,  all  such  services  as  weighers  and  inspectors  of  ves- 
sels and  ballast  are  required  to  perform  by  the  statutes  of  the 
commonwealth  and  by  this  chapter,  and  which  are  not  herein 
especially  required  to  be  performed  by  the  chief  weigher  and 
inspector ;  and  they  shall  on  each  day  account  for  and  pay 
over  to  the  chief  weigher  and  inspector  all  fees  received  by 
them  for  their  services  ;  and  such  fees,  after  deducting  there- 
from the  necessary  expenses  of  the  office,  shall  be  divided, 
each  week,  equally  between  the  chief  weigher  and  inspector 
and  the  three  assistants. 

Sect.  4.  Said  weighers  and  inspectors  shall  have  an  office 
and  shall  keep  the  same  open  from  sunrise  to  sunset  on  every 
day  except  Sundays  and  legal  holidays,  but  with  liberty  to 
close  the  same  from  seven  to  eight  o'clock  in  the  forenoon 
during  the  months  of  April,  May,  June,  July,  August,  and 
September,  and  from  eight  to  nine  o'clock  in  the  forenoon 
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durino-  the  other  six  months,  and  from  one  to  two  o'clock  in 
the  afternoon  throiiiz'h  the  whole  3'ear. 

Se(;t.  5.  All  stones,  gravel,  sand,  or  other  ballast  sold  out 
of  a  lighter  by  weight,  or  brought  to  the  city  by  water  and 
sold  by  weight,  to  be  delivered  at  any  place  within  the  city 
or  into  any  vessel  in  the  harbor  thereof,  shall  be  inspected 
by  the  said  weighers  and  inspectors  ;  Init  this  section  shall  not 
apply  to  sand  sold  for  building  purposes,  unless  the  pur- 
chaser of  such  sand  requests  an  inspection  thereof. 

Sect.  6.  In  order  to  make  the  inspection  required  by  the 
preceding  section,  one  of  the  weighers  and  inspectors  shall 
go  on  board  the  vessel  containing  the  material  sold,  and  shall 
inspect  the  marks  of  such  vessel,  both  before  and  after  the 
delivery  of  such  material ;  and  the  person  having  charge  of 
the  vessel  shall,  before  such  delivery,  if  so  required  l)y  the 
weigher  and  inspector,  pump  out  all  the  water  in  the  vessel 
and  trim  it  so  as  to  make  it  swim  at  equal  marks  at  stem  and 
stern . 

Sect.  7.  Whoever  wilfully  hinders  a  weigher  and  in- 
spector, acting  under  this  ordinance,  from  going  on  board  a 
vessel,  and  whoever  begins  to  deliver  from  a  vessel  stones, 
gravel,  sand,  or  other  ballast,  before  such  vessel  is  trimmed 
to  swim  at  equal  marks,  when  so  required  by  the  weigher 
and  inspector,  and  before  the  water  is  pumped  out  of  the 
vessel,  shall  for  every  such  offence  be  subject  to  a  penalty 
of  not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars. 

Sect.  8.  AYhen  an  assistant  weigher  and  inspector  has 
inspected  and  weighed  stones,  sand,  gravel,  or  other  ballast, 
he  shall  forthwith  report  to  the  chief  weigher  and  inspector 
the  name  of  the  vessel  in  which  such  material  has  been  trans- 
ported, and  the  number  of  tons  of  the  material  with  a  descrip- 
tion of  the  nature  thereof,  whether  of  stones,  sand,  gravel, 
or  other  ballast ;  and  thereupon  the  chief  weigher  and  in- 
spector, or,  in  his  absence,  one  of  the  assistants  designated 
by  him,  shall  furnish  to  the  owner  or  vendor  of  such  material 
a  certificate  of  such  weighing  and  inspection ;  but  such 
certificate  shall  not,  in  any  case,  be  given  for  material  sold 
out  below  the  light-water  marks.  The  chief  weigher  and 
inspector  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  reports  of  his  assistants, 
which  record  shall  be  open  at  all  seasonable  hours  to  the 
examination  of  any  person  interested  therein. 

Sect.  9.  The  accounts  to  be  kept  by  said  weighers  and 
inspectors,  and  the  certificates  to  be  given  by  them,  shall 
specify  the  name  of  the  vendor  ;  the  kind  of  material,  whether 
sand,  gravel,  or  other  ballast ;  the  weight  and  the  deduction 
of  light-water  marks  ;  the  amount  of  fees  received ;  and  the 
date  when  the  certificate  is  given. 
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Sect.  10.  No  vessel,  which  has  once  been  weighed  and 
marked  according  to  law  by  a  weigher  of  the  city  of  Boston, 
shall  be  subject  to  a  charge  for  a  second  weighing  or  marking, 
unless  it  appears  that  her  former  weight  or  marks  are  in- 
correct or  have  been  changed ;  but  every  vessel,  which  has 
once  been  so  weighed  and  marked,  shall  be  subject  to  the  ex- 
amination and  inspection  of  every  weigher  and  inspector, 
without  charge,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  whether  its 
weight  and  marks  are  correct,  or  have  been  altered. 

Sect.  11.  The  master  of  every  vessel  that  has  stones, 
sand,  gravel,  or  other  Ixallast  for  sale,  shall,  on  arrival, 
report  himself  at  the  office  of  the  said  weighers  and  in- 
spectors, and  shall  produce  for  examination  the  certificate 
of  the  marks  and  measurements  of  his  vessel,  whenever  the 
same  is  demanded  by  a  weigher  and  inspector.  In  case  of 
neglect  or  refusal  so  to  produce  the  certihcate  he  shall  be 
subject  to  a  penalty  of  not  more  than  fifty  dollars. 

Sect.  12.  Whoever,  when  an  inspection  is  required  by 
this  ordinance,  delivers  stones,  gravel,  sand,  or  other  ballast, 
sold  by  weight,  from  a  vessel  which  has  not  been  weighed, 
marked,  and  inspected  as  before  provided,  or  which  has  not 
been  weighed  and  marked  under  previous  statutes  or  ordi- 
nances, and  whoever  alters  or  counterfeits  the  marks  or 
certificate  of  a  vessel,  shall  for  every  such  offence  be  subject 
to  a  penalty  of  not  more  than  three  hundred  dollars. 

Sect.  13.  The  fee  for  inspecting  the  weight  of  stones, 
sand,  gravel,  or  other  ballast,  shall  be  five  cents  for  every 
ton  inspected  and  delivered,  which  fee  shall  in  all  cases 
be  paid  by  the  vendor,  and  shall  be  repaid  to  him  by  the 
vendee. 

Sect.  14.  No  officer  or  agent  of  the  city  shall  purchase 
stones,  gravel,  sand,  or  other  ballast  for  the  city,  or  make 
any  contract  therefor,  or  accept  the  delivery  of  the  same, 
unless  such  material  has  been,  or  before  the  delivery  thereof 
shall  be,  weighed  and  inspected  according  to  the  provisions 
of  this  chapter  and  a  certificate  of  such  weighing  and  inspec- 
tion given  as  is  hereinbefore  provided  ;  and  no  bill  against 
the  city,  arising  out  of  or  connected  with  any  such  purchase, 
shall  be  approved  or  allowed  by  any  board  or  officer,  passed 
by  the  city  auditor,  or  paid  by  the  city  treasurer,  unless  a 
certificate  as  aforesaid  accompanies  such  bill. 

Sect.  15.  The  provisions  of  this  chapter  shall  not  apply 
to  the  purchase  or  delivery  of  material  used  in  the  construc- 
tion of  the  improved  system  of  sewerage  ;  but  the  city  engi- 
neer shall  cause  accurate  records  of  the  inspection  of  all  such 
material  to  be  kept  in  as  full  a  manner  as  is  required  by  this 
chapter. 
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CHAPTER  51. 

OF  EXPLOSIVE  COiMPOUNDS. 

Section  1.  Whoever  sells  to  a  child  under  the  age  of  six- 
teen years,  without  the  written  consent  of  its  parent  or 
guardian,  any  cartridge  or  fixed  ammunition  of  which  any 
fulminate  is  a  component  part,  or  a  gun,  pistol,  or  other 
mechanical  contrivance  arranged  for  the  explosion  of  such 
cartridge  or  of  any  fulminate,  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of 
not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars.  But  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  paper  caps  of  which 
the  only  component  parts  are  chlorate  of  potash  and  sul- 
phide of  antimony,  nor  to  any  appliance  for  exploding  the 
same. 

Sect.  2.  A  copy  of  the  preceding  section  shall  be  inserted 
in  all  licenses  granted  for  the  sale  of  gunpowder. 

Sect.  3.  Whoever  desires  to  manufacture  an  explosive 
compound  within  the  limits  of  the  city  shall  make  application 
in  writing  to  the  board  of  aldermen  for  a  license  therefor, 
setting  forth  in  such  application  the  exact  location  of  the  land 
and  the  construction  of  the  buildings  wdiere  such  manufacture 
is  to  be  conducted,  and  a  general  description  of  the  articles 
intended  to  be  manufactured,  the  method  of  manufacturing 
them,  and  the  amount  proposed  to  be  manufactured.  Such 
application  shall  be  referred  to  the  boards  of  fire  commission- 
ers and  of  police,  who  shall  cause  examinations  of  the  place  or 
building  described  in  such  application  to  be  made  b^^  suitable 
persons  appointed  for  that  purpose  by  said  boards  respectively. 

Sect.  4.  If  the  report  of  such  examiners  is  in  favor  of 
granting  the  license,  the  board  of  aldermen  shali  give  a  public 
hearing  to  all  remonstrants,  after  public  notice  of  said  hear- 
ino^  has  been  o^iven  for  two  consecutive  weeks  in  at  least  three 
daily  newspai)ers  published  in  the  city,  and  the  said  board, 
after  such  notice  and  hearing,  may,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  and 
with  the  approval  of  the  mayor,  grant  a  license  to  the  appli- 
cant for  the  manufacture  of  the  explosive  compound  at  a 
specified  place,  with  such  limitations  as  to  the  quantity  to  be 
manufactured,  and  as  to  the  mode  of  storing,  keeping,  or 
transporting  the  same,  as  may  be  prescribed  by  ordinance,  or 
as  the  said  board  may  in  each  case  see  fit  to  impose. 

Sect.  5.  No  manufactory  of  explosive  compounds  shall 
be  erected  or  maintained  within  the  territory  contained  within 
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the  limits  of  the  present  wards  2,  3,  4,  5,  6,  7,  8,  9,  10, 11, 
12,  13,  16,  17,  18,  and  19. 

Sect.  ().  Whoever  desires  to  keep  an  explosive  compound 
for  sale  within  the  city  may  make  api)liL'ation  for  a  license 
therefor  to  the  board  of  fire  commissioners,  who  shall  there- 
upon cause  to  be  made  l^y  a  suitable  person  an  examination  of 
the  place  where  such  explosive  compound  is  to  l)e  kept  for 
sale,  and  may  grant  the  license  if  satisfied  that  such  place 
conforms  to  the  requirements  of  this  chapter,  and  is  not 
otherwise  objectionable. 

Sect.  7.  The  following  shall  be  the  greatest  amounts  of 
each  class  of  explosive  compounds  which  nia}^  be  kept  for  sale 
in  any  place  within  twenty  feet  of  a  building  which  is  regu- 
larly occupied  during  any  portion  of  the  day  or  night :  — 

Of  nitro-glycerine  and  all  compounds  thereof  and  of  gun- 
cotton,  four  ounces. 

Of  detonators  or  exploders  for  use  with  any  explosive  com- 
pound other  than  gunpowder,  such  number  as  shall  contain 
in  all  one-half  pound  of  the  detonating  compound  employed. 

Of  any  explosive  compound  not  otherwise  provided  for, 
such  amount,  not  exceeding  ten  pounds,  as  the  board  of  fire 
commissioners  may  deem  safe. 

In  case  a  person  licensed  to  keep  explosive  compounds 
is  also  licensed  to  keep  gunpowder  in  the  same  building,  or 
within  fifty  yards  of  it,  the  greatest  amount  of  explosive 
compounds  which  he  may  keep  shall  be  one-half  of  the  above- 
named  amounts. 

Sect.  8.  Every  person  licensed  to  keep  explosive  com- 
pounds for  sale  shall  provide  for  the  storage  of  such  com- 
pounds a  suitable  place,  in  which  each  class  of  articles 
specified  in  section  seven  shall  be  kept  separate  from  every 
other  class  by  snita])le  divisions  or  partitions  of  brick-work. 
No  compound  of  nitro-glycerine  shall  be  kept  in  any  receptacle 
which  is  so  constructed  as  to  have  exposed  iron  or  steel  in  the 
interior  thereof. 

Sect.  9.  Licenses  to  establish  magazines  for  the  storage 
of  explosive  compounds,  in  quantities  greater  than  those 
mentioned  in  section  seven,  may  be  granted  to  manufacturers 
or  dealers  in  the  manner  and  on  the  conditions  prescri])ed  in 
sections  three,  four,  and  five  for  the  establishment  of  manu- 
factories of  such  compounds. 

Sect.  10.  No  person  shall  keep  explosive  compounds  for 
sale  in  a  building  or  storehouse  within  three  hundred  feet  of 
a  school-house,  church,  theatre,  or  hall  licensed  for  public 
asseml)lies,  nor  within  five  hundred  feet  of  the  city  hall, 
State-house,  court-house,  or  county  jail ;  and  no  magazine, 
such  as  is  referred  to  in  section  nine,  shall  be  allowed  within  six 
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hundred  feet  of  a  dwelling-house  occupied  by  persons  not 
engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  the  explosive  stored  in  such 
magazine,  nor  within  one  thousand  five  hundred  feet  of  any 
of  the  buildings  before  specified.  Every  such  magazine  shall 
be  surrounded  by  an  earthen  traverse  ten  feet  thick  at  the 
top  and  with  a  natural  slope  to  the  bottom,  and  so  high  that 
a  line  drawn  from  the  highest  point  of  the  explosive  in  store 
to  the  top  of  the  parapet  and  wall  will  pass  al)Ove  the  highest 
of  the  surrounding  buildings. 

Sect.  11.  The  transportation  of  explosive  compounds 
through  a  street  or  way  used  by  the  public,  but  not  including 
a  steam  railway,  shall  be  allowed  only  on  the  following  condi- 
tions :  — 

Xitro-glycerine,  in  any  of  its  forms,  shall  be  in  a  congealed 
state,  and  the  packages  in  which  it  is  contained  shall,  during 
transportation,  be  kept  constantly  packed  in  ice  and  in  the 
charge  of  a  competent  agent  furnished  by  the  forwarder,  who 
shall  travel  in  the  vehicle  in  which  the  packages  are  carried. 

All  dry  nitro-glycerine  compounds  t?hall  be  packed  in 
wooden  cases,  holding  not  more  than  one  hundred  pounds 
thereof,  and  in  which  the  exyjlosive  compound  shall  be  packed, 
when  in  bulk,  with  at  least  three  inches  of  dry  sawdust 
between  the  explosive  compound  and  the  inside  surfaces  of 
the  case,  and  when  in  cartridges,  each  cartridge  shall  be  sur- 
rounded with  sawdust  on  all  sides,  and  a  space  of  at  least  one 
inch,  between  the  outside  of  each  cartridge  and  the  inside 
surface  of  the  case,  shall  be  filled  with  sawdust. 

All  gun-cotton  shall  be  pulverized  and  in  a  compressed 
form  and  moist  state. 

All  explosives  of  the  fulminate  class  shall  be  wet  and  con- 
tained in  wooden  water-tight  kegs,  which  shall  be  packed  m 
sawdust  in  wooden  packages. 

All  explosives  of  the  nitrate-mixture  class  and  chlorate- 
mixture  class  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  rules  and  regula- 
tions that  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  prescribed  for  the 
transportation  of  gunpowder. 

All  packages  containing  explosive  compounds  shall  be 
plainly  marked  on  at  least  three  sides  with  the  name  of  their 
contents,  and  the  words  "  Explosive  —  Dangerous"  so  placed 
as  to  be  readily  seen  by  those  who  may  have  reason  to  handle 
such  packages.  The  name  and  address  of  the  manufacturer 
and  forwarder  shall  also  be  plainly  marked  on  the  packages. 

Xo  detonating  or  percussion  fuse,  cap,  primer,  or  other 
article  liable  to  cause  fire  or  explosion,  shall  be  packed  in  the 
case  or  baiTel  containing  an  explosiv^e  compound,  nor  be 
carried  in  or  upon  a  vehicle  in  which  such  compound  is  being 
transported. 
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Not  more  than  one  case  or  barrel  shall  be  transported  in 
one  vehicle,  unless  such  vehicle  has  been  suitably  prepared 
by  lining  it  with  wood,  felting,  tarpaulin,  oiled  cloth,  or 
other  material,  exclusive  of  iron  or  steel,  and  is  fitted  with 
a  close  cover  of  the  same.  No  match,  acid,  petroleum,  or 
other  hazardous  article  shall  be  carried  in  the  same  vehicle 
with  an  explosive  compound,  and  not  over  one  hundred  pounds 
of  explosive  compounds  shall  be  carried  in  one  vehicle. 

No  two  vehicles  containing  explosive  compounds  shall  be 
allowed  to  approach  within  one  thousand  yards  of  one 
another,  unless  they  are  in  charge  of  a  qualified  inspector 
detailed  for  that  duty  by  the  board  of  fire  commissioners. 
Such  inspector  shall  be  detailed  u})on  written  application, 
and  shall  be  paid  for  his  services,  by  the  person  transporting 
such  compound,  at  the  rate  of  five  dollars  for  each  day  or 
portion  of  a  day. 

Sect.  12.  Any  of  the  follow^ing-named  officers  may,  at 
any  time,  enter  the  buildings  or  premises  of  a  person  licensed 
to  sell  explosive  compounds,  to  examine  and  ascertain 
whether  the  law^s,  rules,  and  regulations  relating  thereto  are 
strictly  observed,  namely,  the  members  of  the  boards  of  fire 
commissioners  and  of  police,  the  chief  engineer  and  the  assist- 
ant engineers  of  the  fire  department,  the  captains,  lieutenants, 
and  sergeants  of  police,  and  any  other  person  duly  empowered 
to  make  a  special  search  of  any  particular  building  or  build- 
ings by  written  instructions  signed  b}^  the  mayor,  or  by  a 
member  of  the  board  of  fire  commissioners  or  of  the  board  of 
police.  Any  such  written  authorization  shall  be  recorded  in 
the  department  by  w  hich  it  w^as  granted,  and  shall  not  be  .in 
force  for  more  than  forty-eight  hours. 

Sect.  13.  Ever}^  license  granted  under  this  chapter  shall 
be  upon  the  condition  that  the  board  of  aldermen  may  at  any 
time  suspend  or  revoke  the  same,  with  or  without  cause  ;  and 
a  violation  of  terms  of  a  license  by  the  person  licensed  shall 
work  an  immediate  revocation  of  such  license. 

Sect.  14.  Whoever  is  guilty  of  a  breach  of  any  provision 
of  this  chapter,  except  the  i)rovisions  of  sections  one  and  two, 
shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  one  nor  more  than 
fifty  dollars,  which,  w^hen  recovered,  shall  be  paid  into  the 
charitable  fund  of  the  police  department  mentioned  in  section 
ten  of  chapter  twenty-six  of  these  ordinances. 

Sect.  15.  The  words  "  explosive  compound,"  as  used  in 
this  chapter,  shall  be  understood  to  include  gun-cotton,  nitro- 
glycerine, or  any  compound  of  the  same,  and  any  fulminate 
or  substance,  except  gunpowder,  which  is  intended  to  be  used 
by  exploding  or  igniting  it  in  order  to  produce  a  force  to 
propel  missiles  or  to  rend  apart  substances. 
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CHAPTER  52, 

OF  PETROLEUM,  CAMPHENE,  AND  BURNING  FLUID. 

Petroleum. 

Section  1.  No  license  for  manufactiirins:,  refining,  mix- 
ing, storing,  or  keeping  for  sale  an  oil  or  fluid  composed 
wholly  or  in  part  of  any  of  the  products  of  petroleum  shall 
be  granted  pursuant  to  section  seventy-three  of  chapter  one 
hundred  and  two  of  the  Public  StatutCvS,  unless  the  person 
desiring  such  license  makes  application  in  writing  therefor  to 
the  board  of  aldermen,  and  states  in  such  application  the 
place,  building,  or  part  of  a  building,  for  which  he  desires 
the  license,  and  whether  he  desires  a  license  for  manufactur- 
ing, refining,  and  mixing  said  articles  or  any  of  them,  or  for 
storing  and  keeping  the  same,  or  for  all  said  purposes. 
Every  such  application  shall  be  referred  to  the  board  of  fire 
commissioners,  who  shall  within  one  week  examine  the  place 
or  building  described  in  the  application,  or  cause  the  same  to 
be  examined  by  competent  parties,  and  shall  report  in 
waiting  to  the  board  of  aldermen  their  opinion  as  to  the  pro- 
priety of  granting  the  license  applied  for. 

Sect.  2.  Every  such  license  shall,  when  granted,  contain 
the  name  of  the  person  or  persons  licensed ;  a  statement 
whether  it  is  for  manufacturing,  refining,  and  mixing  said 
articles,  or  any  of  them,  or  for  storing  and  keeping  them,  or 
for  all  said  purposes  ;  a  description  of  the  place,  building,  or 
part  of  a  building,  for  which  the  license  is  granted  ;  and  any 
limitations  which  the  board  o\  aldermen  may  in  each  case  see 
fit  to  impose  upon  the  quantity  of  said  articles,  or  of  any  of 
them,  which  may  be  manufactured,  refined,  mixed,  stored, 
or  kept,  or  upon  the  manner  of  manufacturing,  refining, 
mixing,  storing,  or  keeping  the  same. 

Sect.  3.  A  person  holding  such  a  license  may  manufact- 
ure, refine,  mix,  store,  or  keep  said  articles,  or  any  of  them, 
according  to  the  terms  of  his  license,  either  on  his  own  account 
or  on  account  of  any  other  person.  Every  person  so  licensed 
shall  allow  any  member  of  the  board  of  fire  commissioners, 
or  any  engineer  of  the  fire  department,  or  the  inspector  or 
inspectors  of  petroleum  appointed  by  the  mayor  and  alder- 
men, to  enter  the  premises  described  in  his  license,  and  to 
take  such  samples  of  oils,  and  make  such  examinations  of  the 
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premises  as  said  engineers  or  inspectors  may  deem  expedi- 
ent. A  violation  of  tiie  terms  of  a  license  shall  work  a 
revocation  of  the  same,  and  the  l)oard  of  aldermen  may  at 
any  time  revoke  a  license,  without  cause. 

Sect.  4.  No  license  shall  be  ^ranted  for  manufacturino^, 
refining,  mixing,  storing,  or  keeping  said  articles,  or  any  of 
them,  upon  a  street  or  wharf  within  the  city ;  or  in  any  part 
of  a  building  occu})ied  in  whole  or  in  part  as  a  dwelling- 
house  ;  or  upon  any  floor  of  a  building  above  the  first  floor  ; 
or  upon  such  first  floor,  unless  the  foundations  and  walls  of 
the  building  are  of  brick,  stone,  or  iron,  and  the  sills  or 
walls  are  built  without  apertures  for  a  space  of  at  least  one 

foot  above  such  floor ;  and  no  license  shall  be  ^ranted  for 

... 
mixing,  storing,  or  keeping  crude  petroleum,  naphtha,  or 

gasoline  in  any  part  of  a  building  above  the  cellar,  unless 

said  articles  are  contained  in  metallic  vessels  securely  closed. 

Sect.  5.  No  license  shall  be  granted  for  selling  or  keep- 
ing for  sale  at  retail,  for  illuminating  purposes,  kerosene, 
refined  petroleum,  or  any  product  of  petroleum,  which  has 
not  been  inspected  ))y  an  ofiScer  appointed  for  the  purpose 
by  the  mayor  and  aldermen. 

Sect.  6.  The  chief  engineer  and  assistant  engineers  of 
the  fire  department  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  board 
of  fire  commissioners,  make  complaint  to  the  municipal  court 
of  the  city  of  Boston  for  all  violations  of  the  provisions  of 
section  seven  of  chapter  sixty  or  of  sections  sixty-nine  to 
seventy-five,  inclusive,  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  two  of 
the  Public  Statutes,  and  shall  bring  suits  in  the  name  of  the 
mayor  against  all  persons  who  manufacture,  refine,  mix, 
store,  or  keep  for  sale  without  proper  license,  any  oil  or  fluid 
composed  wholly  or  in  part  of  the  products  of  petroleum. 

Camphene  and  Burning  Fluid. 

Sect.  7.  Whoever  desires  to  obtain  a  license  to  sell  or 
store  camphene  or  burning  fluid  shall  make  written  applica- 
tion therefor  to  the  board  of  fire  commissioners,  stating  in 
such  application  the  place  or  building  in  which  he  desires  to 
sell  or  store  said  articles,  and  the  manner  in  which  he  pro- 
poses to  keep  them,  and  the  said  board  shall  cause  such 
premises  to  be  examined  and  shall  report  to  the  board  of 
aldermen  their  opinion  of  the  safety  of  granting  a  license, 
and  the  board  of  aldermen  may  thereupon,  if  they  deem  it 
advisable,  grant  the  license  asked  for,  such  license  to  con- 
tinue in  force  from  its  date  until  the  first  day  of  April  next 
succeeding.  Every  person,  at  the  time  of  receiving  such  a 
license,  shall  pay  therefor  the  sum  of  one  dollar. 
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Sect.  8.  Whoever,  without  a  license  from  the  board  of 
aldermen,  keeps  camphene  or  burning  fluid  for  sale,  or  stores 
it  in  a  building  within  the  city,  shall  be  liable  for  each  of- 
fence to  a  peualt}^  of  not  less  than  one  nor  more  than  twenty 
dollars. 
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CHAPTER  53. 

OF  FIRE-ARMS,  BONFIRES,  AND  BRICK-KILNS. 

Section  1.  No  person  shall  fire  or  discharge  a  gun, 
fowling-piece,  or  fire-arm  within  the  limits  of  the  city,  ex- 
cept at  a  military  exercise  or  review  duly  authorized  by  the 
military  authority  of  the  commonwealth  or  by  the  city  coun- 
cil or  mayor  of  the  city,  or  in  the  lawful  defence  of  the  per- 
son, family,  or  property  of  a  citizen. 

Sect.  2.  No  person  shall,  without  the  license  of  the 
board  of  aldermen,  make  a  bonfire  or  other  fire  in  a  street 
or  on  a  wharf  within  the  city. 

Sect.  3.  Whoever,  without  the  license  of  the  board  of 
aldermen,  erects,  makes,  or  fires,  or  causes  to  be  erected, 
made,  or  fired,  within  the  city,  a  brick-kiln  or  lime-kiln, 
shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  one  nor  more  than 
fifty  dollars,  and  to  a  like  penalty  for  every  week  during 
which  he  maintains  such  kiln  after  notice  to  remove  the 
same. 

Sect.  4.  No  person  shall  sell  to  any  child  under  the  age 
of  sixteen  years  without  the  written  consent  of  a  parent  or 
guardian  of  such  child,  any  cartridge  or  fixed  ammunition  of 
which  any  fulminate  is  a  component  part,  or  any  gun,  pistol, 
or  other  mechanical  contrivance  arranged  for  the  explosion 
of  such  cartridge,  or  of  any  fulminate.  But  the  provisions 
of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  paper  caps  of  which  the 
only  component  parts  are  chlorate  of  potash  and  sulphide  of 
antimony,  nor  to  any  appliance  for  exploding  the  same.  The 
provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  inserted  in  every  license 
granted  for  the  sale  of  gunpowder. 
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CHAPTER  54. 

OF  HAY-SCALES  AND  THE  SALE  OF  HAY. 

Section  1.  The  board  of  aldermen  shall  designate  suit- 
able places  in  the  streets  or  squares  of  the  city  as  stands  for 
the  sale  of  hay  and  straw,  and  the  owner  or  driver  of  any 
vehicle  containing  hay  or  straw  for  sale,  who  stands  for  the 
sale  of  such  hay  or  straw  in  any  other  place  than  one  of  those 
so  appointed  by  the  board  of  aldermen,  shall  be  liable  to  a 
penalty  of  not  more  than  fifty  dollars. 

Sect.  2.  The  board  of  aldermen  shall  from  time  to  time 
establish  and  order  the  superintendent  of  streets  to  have 
erected  a  sufiicient  number  of  public  scales  for  the  weighing 
of  hay  and  of  other  articles,  and  he  shall  cause  such  scales  to 
be  furnished  with  decimal  weights,  which  shall  be  used  in  all 
cases. 

Sect.  3.  All  weighers  of  hay  that  may  be  appointed  pur- 
suant to  the  statutes  of  the  commonwealth  shall  attend  per- 
sonally, at  the  scales  which  may  be  assigned  to  them  respec- 
tively, on  every  day  in  the  year,  Sundays  and  legal  holidays 
excepted,  from  sunrise  to  sunset  during  the  months  of  De- 
cember, January,  and  February,  and  from  seven  o'clock  in 
the  forenoon  until  six  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  during  the 
remainder  of  the  year ;  and  they  shall  deliver  to  the  driver  of 
every  load  of  hay  or  straw  weighed  by  them  a  certificate, 
specifying  the  name  of  the  owner  or  driver  of  the  load,  the 
town  from  which  it  has  been  driven,  the  weight  and  tare 
thereof,  the  amount  of  fees  received,  and  the  date  when  the 
certificate  is  given.  They  shall  also  keep  in  books  furnished 
by  the  city  clerk  an  account  of  all  hay  and  other  articles 
weighed  at  the  scales  to  which  they  are  assigned  as  aforesaid, 
which  accounts  shall  specify  all  the  items  required  to  be 
specified  as  aforesaid  in  the  certificates,  and  said  books  shall 
always  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  said  board  and,  when 
filled,  shall  be  deposited  with  the  city  clerk. 

Sect.  4.  The  fees  for  weighing  on  said  hay-scales  shall 
be  as  follows :  one-half  of  a  cent  for  every  hundred  pounds 
of  coal,  pig-iron,  stone,  or  ice,  and  one  cent  for  every  hundred 
pounds  of  hay,  straw,  or  other  articles ;  but  the  fee  for 
weighing  an  article  other  than  hay  or  straw  shall  in  no  case 
be  less  than  ten  cents,  and  no  fees  shall  be  taken  for  weighing

done  on  account  of  the  city.  The  cart  or  vehicle  containing 
the  article  to  be  weighed  and  the  other  tare  shall  be  weighed 
without  any  charge.  Three-fitths  of  said  fees  shall  be  retained 
by  the  weighers  to  their  own  use,  and  the  remaining  two-fifths, 
less  necessary  expenses,  shall  be  paid  to  the  city  collector. 


Chap.  55.]  SALE  OF  JUNK  AND  SECOND-HAND  ARTICLES. 
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CHAPTER  55. 

or    THE    SALE    OF  JUNK,   OLD    METALS,    AND  SECOND-HAND 

ARTICLES. 

Section  1.  No  person  shall  be  a  dealer  in  or  the  keeper 
of  a  shop  for  the  purchase,  sale,  or  barter  of  junk,  old  metals, 
or  second-hand  articles,  unless  he  receives  a  license  therefor 
from  the  board  of  police. 

Sect.  2.  Every  keeper  of  a  shop  for  the  purchase,  sale, 
or  barter  of  junk,  old  metals,  or  second-hand  articles,  shall 
keep  a  book  in  which  shall  be  written,  at  the  time  of  every 
purchase  of  any  such  article,  a  description  thereof  and  the 
name,  age,  and  residence  of  the  person  from  whom,  and  the 
day  and  hour  when,  such  purchase  was  made  ;  and  such  book 
shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  mayor,  or 
either  of  the  aldermen,  and  of  any  person  by  the  board  of 
aldermen  authorized  to  make  such  inspection. 

Sect.  3.  Every  keeper  of  such  a  shop  as  is  mentioned  in 
the  preceding  section  shall  put  in  some  suitable  and  con- 
spicuous place  on  his  shop  a  sign  having  his  name  and  occu- 
pation legibly  inscribed  thereon  in  large  letters. 

Sect.  4.  Every  such  shop  and  all  articles  of  merchandise 
therein  may  at  all  times  be  examined  by  the  mayor,  or  either 
of  the  aldermen,  or  by  any  person  authorized  by  the  board  of 
aldermen  to  make  such  examination. 

Sect.  5.  No  keeper  of  such  a  shop,  unless  he  deals  solely 
in  second-hand  books  or  furniture,  shall  directly  or  indirectly 
either  purchase  or  receive  by  way  of  barter  or  exchange  any 
junk,  old  metals,  or  second-hand  articles,  from  a  minor  or 
apprentice,  knowing  or  having  reason  to  believe  him  to  be 
such. 

Sect.  6.  No  article  purchased  or  received  by  the  keeper 
of  such  a  shop  shall  be  sold  until  a  period  of  at  least  one 
week  from  the  date  of  its  purchase  or  receipt  has  elapsed, 
unless  the  name  and  address  of  the  person  to  whom  such 
article  has  been  sold,  with  such  other  facts  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  facilitate  the  tracing  of  such  article,  have  been  entered 
on  the  book  mentioned  in  section  two  of  this  chapter. 

Sect.  7.  No  keeper  of  such  a  shop  shall  have  his  shop 
open  for  the  transaction  of  business,  nor  shall  he  purchase 
any  of  the  aforesaid  articles,  except  between  sunrise  and 
nine  o'clock  in  the  evening  of  any  week  day  except  Satur- 
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day,  on  which  day  such  shop  may  be  kept  open  and  such 
articles  purchased  from  sunrise  until  ten  o'clock  in  the 
evening. 

Sect.  8.  All  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  shall  be  in- 
corporated in  every  license  granted  as  mentioned  in  section 
one. 


Chap.  56.] 


SALE  OF  WOOD  AND  BARK. 
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CHAPTER  56. 

OF  THE  SALE  OF  WOOD  AND  BARK. 

Section  1.  The  board  of  aldermen  may  assign  as  many 
places  for  the  measuring  of  wood  and  bark,  brought  into  the 
city  by  land  for  sale,  as  they  deem  expedient ;  and  they  may 
assign  places  for  the  sale  of  such  wood  and  bark. 

Sect.  2.  No  person  shall  bring  wood  or  bark  into  the  city 
by  land  for  sale,  and  stand  for  the  sale  thereof  in  any  place 
other  than  in  one  of  those  assigned  as  aforesaid  by  the  board 
of  aldermen. 

Sect.  3.  The  mayor  shall  annually  appoint,  subject  to 
confirmation  by  the  board  of  aldermen,  not  more  than  thirty- 
five  measurers  of  wood  and  bark,  who  shall  have  all  the 
powers  and  perform  all  the  duties  of  such  measurers,  as 
mentioned  in  chapter  sixty  of  the  Public  Statutes  of  the 
commonwealth. 
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CHAPTER  57. 

OF  DOGS. 


Section  1.  No  person  shall  own  or  keep  in  the  city  any 
dog  which  by  barking,  biting,  howling,  or  in  any  other  man- 
ner disturbs  the  quiet  of  any  person.  Whoever  violates  the 
foregoing  provision  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding 
ten  dollars.

Section  1.  No  person  shall  post  up  or  affix  in  any  man- 
ner a  placard,  notice,  or  bill,  either  written  or  printed,  upon 
a  fence,  wall,  or  building  in  the  city,  and  no  person  shall 
paint,  print,  or  write,  or  cause  to  be  painted,  printed,  or 
written,  a  notice,  advertisement,  or  bill,  upon  a  fence,  wall, 
or  building  in  the  city,  unless  he  has  previously  obtained  the 
consent  of  the  person  or  persons  having  possession  of  such 
fence,  wall,  or  building. 

Sect.  2.  No  person  shall,  without  the  consent  of  the 
mayor,  post  up  or  affix  in  any  manner  a  placard  notice,  or 
bill,  either  written  or  printed,  upon  a  curbstone,  sidewalk, 
or  tree  in  a  street  or  public  place  in  the  city,  or  upon  a  wall, 
telegraph-pole,  lamp-post,  fence,  or  building  belonging  to  the 
city,  and  no  person  shall,  without  such  consent,  paint,  print, 
or  write,  or  cause  to  be  painted  printed,  or  written,  a  notice, 
advertisement,  or  bill,  upon  a  curbstone,  sidewalk,  or  tree  in 
a  street  or  public  place  in  the  city,  or  upon  a  wall,  telegraph- 
pole,  lamp-post,  fence,  or  building  belonging  to  the  city. 
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CHAPTER  59. 

OF  TRUANT  CHILDREN. 


Section  1.  Habitual  truants  and  children  between  seven 
and  fifteen  years  of  age,  who  are  found  wandering  about  the 
streets  and  public  places  of  the  city,  having  no  lawful  occupa- 
tion or  business,  not  attending  school,  and  growing  up  in 
ignorance,  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  committed,  by 
the  court  or  tribunal  to  which  jurisdiction  of  such  offences  is 
given  by  the  statutes  of  the  commonwealth,  to  the  "  house  of 
employment  and  reformation  for  juvenile  offenders,"  which 
institution  is  hereby  assigned  and  provided  as  a  suitable  place 
for  the  confinement,  discipline,  and  instruction  of  such  truants 
and  children.

HARBOR-MASTER. 
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CHAPTER  60. 

OF  THE  HARBOR-MASTER. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  annually  appointed  by  the 
mayor,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  board  of  aldermen,  one 
person  to  be  harbor-master  for  the  port  of  Boston,  and  ten 
persons  to  be  assistant  harbor-masters,  who  shall  perform  all 
the  duties  annexed  to  such  position  by  law. 

Sect.  2.  The  salary  of  the  harbor-master  shall  be  that 
of  a  captain  of  a  police  division ;  but  it  shall  be  diminished 
by  all  sums  paid  from  the  city  treasury  to  the  person  holding 
office  for  services  in  any  other  capacity  in  any  department  of 
the  city  government. 
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CHAPTER  61. 

OF    HAWKERS    AND  PEDDLERS. 

Section  1.  Every  hawker  or  peddler  exposing  for  sale, 
or  selling  any  of  the  articles  enumerated  in  section  one  of 
chapter  sixty-eight  of  the  Public  Statutes,  shall  record  his 
name  with  the  board  of  health,  who  shall  assign  him  a 
number. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  articles  shall  be  so  carried  and  con- 
veyed that  they  shall  not  tend  to  injure  or  annoy  the  public 
health  or  comfort,  and  only  in  vehicles  or  receptacles  which 
do  not  leak. 

Sect.  3.  Every. such  vehicle  or  receptacle  shall  have  the 
name  and  number  of  the  person  selling  painted  thereon  in 
letters  and  figures  at  least  two  inches  in  size,  shall  be  kept 
neat  and  clean  within  and  without,  and  shall  be  submitted  to 
the  inspection  of  the  board  of  health  the  first  Monday  in 
each  month,  at  the  city  stables  in  North  Grove  street. 

Sect.  4.  No  person  so  exposing  for  sale,  or  selling,  said 
articles  shall  cry  his  wares  to  the  disturbance  of  the  peace 
and  comfort  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  city. 

Sect.  5.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding 
twenty  dollars. 


Chap.  62.]     SEALERS  OF  WEIGHTS  AND  MEASURES. 
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CHAPTER  62. 

OF  THE  SEALER  OF  WEIGHTS  AND  MEASURES. 

Section  1.  The  sealer  and  deputy  sealers  of  weights 
and  measures  shall  receive  respectively,  in  full  compensation 
for  all  services,  the  salaries  provided  for  them  in  section  one 
of  chapter  six  of  these  ordinances. 

Sect.  2.  The  sealer  shall  account  to  the  city  council  in 
the  manner  provided  by  section  eleven  of  chapter  four  of 
these  ordinances,  and  shall  each  week  pay  to  the  city  col- 
lector all  fees  received  by  him,  or  by  his  deputies,  by  virtue 
of  their  respective  offices. 

Sect.  3.  The  sealer  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the 
mayor,  keep  regular  books,  showing  the  work  done  in  his 
department  for  which  fees  have  been  earned.  Said  books 
shall  be  furnished  by  and  shall  be  the  property  of  the  city. 

Sect.  4.  The  sealer  shall  annually  submit  to  the  city 
council  a  printed  statement  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures 
in  his  department,  during  the  year  next  preceding,  of  the 
work  done,  and  of  all  the  city  property  in  his  charge. 
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The  present  report,  the  fourteenth  in  number,  is  a  con- 
tinuation of  the  To\vn  Records,  and  is  continuous  with  the 
Twelfth  Report.  The  entries  cover  the  period  from  ^larch 
14,  1742-3,  through  November  1,  1757,  comprising  the  third 
and  fourth  of  the  manuscript  volumes. 

The  Tenth  Report  is  still  in  the  press,  but  will  appear  in  a 
few  months. 

The  Fifteenth  Report  will  continue  the  Selectmen's  Records, 
and  a  portion  is  already  in  type.

The  following  Report  of  the  Committee  appointed  the  Nineteenth 
of  May  last,  to  draw  up  and  Set  forth  to  the  General  Court  the 
distressing  Circumstances  of  the  Town  and  to  Pray  for  Relief  as  to 
their  proportion  of  the  Province  Tax,  was  Ordered  to  be  here  Re- 
corded by  Vote  of  the  Town  of  this  Day,  Vizt. 

To  the  Honourable  Thomas  Cushing  Esq'",  and  other  the  Rep- 
resentatives of  the  Town  of  Boston. 

Gentlemen, 

As  the  Town  of  Boston  has  Chosen  us  a  Committee  to  Represent 
to  You  the  Distressed  State  thereof  at  [524.]  This  Day  in  Order 
to  be  laid  before  the  General  Court  for  their  Consideration  and  to 
Obtain  a  very  large  Abatement  in  the  Apportioning  of  their  Share 
in  the  Province  Tax  for  the  future,  so  to  Shorten  the  Representation 
We  take  leave  to  refer  you  to  the  Memorial  laid  before  the  General 
Court  Anno  Domini,  1735.  and  shall  only  Observe  upon  the 
Material  Difference  between  the  State  of  the  Town  at  that  time 
Compared  with  this  Day. 

Our  Trade  in  general  at  this  Day  (by  the  best  Light  which  can  be 
had)  is  not  above  One  half  that  it  was  in  1735.  and  so  much  upon 
the  Decline  that  there  is  great  danger  of  its  being  reduced  to  the 
greatest  Extremity  and  Consequently  renders  the  Town  unable  to 
Pay  such  a  very  laige  Proportion  of  the  Province  Tax  as  they 
have  Usually  stood  Cliarged  with  in  time  past. 

Our  Distilling  which  at  that  Day  was  much  upon  the  Decline  is 
much  more  reduced  at  this  Occasioned  by  the  great  Demand  for 
Rum  at  Jamaica  to  Supply  the  Fleet  which  has  Encouraged  the 
Inhabitants  of  that  Island  to  Distill  most  of  their  Molasses  into 
Rum  which  otherwise  would  have  been  brought  hither  as  usual  to 
be  Manufactured,  Also  the  great  Demand  for  Rum  in  Ireland  and 
other  places  in  Europe  has  Encouraged  the  Distilling  in  Our 
Windward  Islands  That  We  have  little  Molasses  from  thence  so 
that  the  Quantity  of  Molasses  Distilled  at  this  Day  does  not  Amount 
to  above  Two  thirds  of  what  there  was  in  1735.  So  that  We  Suffer 
exceedingly  in  that  Branch  of  Trade  Compared  with  time  past. 

Our  Cod  Fisher}^  the  difference  between  that  Article  as  Com- 
plained of  in  1735.  and  this  Day  Stands  thus  that  altho'  Our  En- 
couragement was  very  small  at  that  Day  Yet  Our  Navigation  and 
Trade  was  kept  up  by  Sending  the  Fish  abroad  in  Our  own  Vessells, 
and  Paying  for  F'ish  in  the  Course  of  Our  own  Trade  which  We 
are  now  almost  entirely  Stript  of  and  both  Fish  and  Supply  is 
Confined  to  the  Fishing  Tov^ns  who  generally  Send  it  abroad  in 
their  own  Vessells  F^specially  Marblehead  Salem  and  Plymouth 
which  has  rendered  them  much  Abler  and  Us  much  less  to  Support 
Our  Usual  proportion  of  the  Province  Tax. 

Our  Trade  to  the  West  Indies,  Compared  with  1735.  has  grown 
so  much  Worse  as  at  this  Day  as  to  be  almost  reduced  to  Nothing 
and  Our  Discouragement  so  great  as  that  We  [525.]  Are  Obliged 
to  lay  up  Our  Vessells  not  knowing  where  to  Employ  them  to  the 
least  Advantage. 

Our  Trade  to  London  the  Variation  between  1735.  &  this  time 
is  exceedingly  Altered  for  the  worse,  as  a  Town  it  was  then  Al- 
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lowed  that  the  greatest  Advantage  this  Town  reaped  I'rorn  that 
Trade  was  by  Ship  Buildnig  which  Employed  most  of  Our  Trades- 
men, But  that  is  now  reduced  so  that  wliereas  in  1735.  Orders 
might  arrive  for  Building  Forty  Sail  of  Ships,  there  has  been  as 
yet  but  Orders  for  Two,  by  which  means  this  most  Advantagious 
Branch  of  Trade  to  Our  Mother  Countre^'  being  lessened  to  so  great 
a  degree  must  jSTecessarily  Oblige  a  great  many  of  Our  Useful 
Tradesmen  to  leave  the  Town  as  many  have  already  done,  so  that 
this  Town  will  Suffer  exceedingly  for  want  of  that  Branch  of  Trade 
being  properly  Supported  and  thereby  rendered  much  less  Able  to 
Support  a  large  Tax,  than  from  the  decline  of  all  the  other 
Branches  of  Trade  together  by  reason  that  Branch  Employed  more 
Men  than  all  the  rest. 

The  Charges  of  the  Town  are  exceedingly  increased  upon  Us,  We 
shall  Add  no  more  than  to  Shew  the  Difference  of  Charge  from 

1735.  to  this  time.  The  Charge  1735.  for  the  Poor  was  £2069  

1736  to  1740.  above  £3300   Annually          1740.  the  Charge 

was  £4800.  and  this  Year  its  Apprehended  £5000   will  but 

bearly  Support  the  Charge. 

The  whole  Town  Rate  Stands  thus  for  the  last  Years.  1738.

So  that  in  Four  Years  the  Decrease  of  Polls  is  423.  almost  One 
Eighth  part  of  the  Number  of  Rated  Inhabitants  And  therefore 
Nothing  can  be  a  greater  proof  of  the  Towns  inability  to  Pay  so 
large  a  proportion  of  the  Province  Tax  as  in  times  past  that  Our 
Rateable  Polls  are  Yearly  decreased  and  like  to  be  more  so.  Our 
Trade  very  much  decayed  and  Our  Poor  &  Town  Charge  exceed- 
ingly increased  when  at  the  same  time  it  cann<jt  be  denyed  But 
that  the  Province  as  such  is  much  increased  [526,]  Settlements 
of  New  Towns  made  &  other  Towns  daily  filled  with  Inhabitants 
and  much  improved  and  great  part  of  Our  Useful  Trade  gone  to 
other  Towns  which  upon  the  whole  renders  them  much  Abler  to 
beur  a  larger  and  this  Town  a  much  smaller  Tax  than  in  time  past. 

Again  the  Excessive  high  price  of  Provisions  for  Two  Years 
past  has  exceedingly  Impoverished  this  Town  whilst  the  Coun- 
trey  Towns  in  general  have  raised  their  own  Provisions  and  been 
free  from  such  a  Calamity  which  in  the  Winter  Season,  1740. 
very  much  distressed  Our  Inhabitants  &  had  it  not  been  for  the 
extended  Charity  of  Able  &  well  disposed  Persons  amongst  Us 
a  great  many  must  have  Suffered  exceedingl}^  &  some  did  Notwith- 
standing all  the  Care  to  prevent  it ;  All  which  has  reduced  this 
Town  &  increased  the  Countrey  by  Our  paying  a  most  Extravagant 
price  to  them  for  Wood  and  Provissions  which  We  were  Obliged  to 
Buy  of  the  Neighbouring  Towns,  by  reason  the  Winter  Set  in 
early.  Closed  the  Harbour  with  Ice,  and  Shut  out  Our  Wood  and 
Provissions  which  We  were  wont  to  be  Supplyed  with  at  Easy  Rates. 
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In  the  Town  Moreover  there  is  a  great  many  Polls  which  are  not 
Rated  and  are  Supported  by  Charity  not  included  in  the  Charge  of 
the  Towns  Poor. 

The  Support  of  the  Ministry  is  increased  £4000  a  Year  since 
1735.  for  whereas  it  was  but  £8000,  then,  its  now  £12000. 

Upon  the  whole  its  Apprehended  this  Town  ought  not  at  this 
Day  to  Stand  Charged  with  more  than  One  Tenth  or  at  most  One 
Eighth  part  of  the  Province  Tax. 


[5^7.]  The  Oration  Pronounced  by  Mr.  John  Lovell  at  the 
Opening  of  the  Meeting,  on  Occasion  of  the  Death  of  Peter 
Faneuil  Esq"",  is  here  Recorded  by  Order  of  the  Town,  and  is  in 
the  Words  following,  Vizt. 

I  Stand  in  this  place,  my  Fellow  Townsmen,  and  my  worth}' 
Patrons,  at  the  Call  of  those  to  whom  you  have  committed  the 
Direction  of  your  Publick  Affairs,  to  (tondole  with  3'oa  for  the  Loss 
of  your  late  generous  Benefactor,  The  Founder  of  this  House. 
Certain  I  am,  there  are  Numbers  in  this  great  Assembly,  who  could 
upon  this  Occasion  have  clone  more  Justice  to  his  Memory,  and 
and  have  better  Discharged  the  Office  that  is  enjoin'd  me.  But  the 
Commands  of  those  (for  such  I  must  always  esteem  their  Desires) 
who  have  devolved  this  Charge  upon  me,  and  the  Veneration  I 
have  for  the  Vertues  of  the  Deceas'd,  oblige  me  to  bear  what  little 
Part  I  can,  in  a  grateful  Acknowledgement  of  the  just  Regard  due 
to  the  Memory  of  a  Man,  whose  Name,  Fm  sure  will  never  be  for- 
gotten among  us. 

How  soon,  alas  !  is  our  J03'  for  having  found  such  a  Benefactor, 
chang'd  into  Mourning  for  the  Loss  of  him  !  But  a  few  Months 
are  pass'd,  since  we  were  framing  Votes,  and  consulting  the  best 
Measures  to  express  our  Gratitude  for  his  unexampled  Favours  ; 
and  this  first  Annual  Meeting  within  these  Walls  that  were  rais'd 
by  his  Bount}',  finds  us  Assembled  in  the  deepest  Sorrow  for  his 
Decease. 

Instances  of  Mortality  are  never  more  affecting  than  in  those 
whose  Lives  have  been  Publick  Blessings.  Surely  then  every 
Breast  must  feel  a  more  than  common  Distress,  for  the  Loss  of 
One,  whose  Lai-geness  of  Fleart  equal'd,  great  as  it  was,  his  Power 
to  do  Good.  Honest  Industry  must  mourn,  for  which  the  Elxercise 
of  his  Bounty  found  an  almost  constant  Employment:  And  they 
that  know  how  to  Pity  the  Calamities  of  human  Nature  themselves, 
will  mourn  for  him  that  alway  s  reliev'd  them. 

[538.]  So  soon  as  he  arriv'd  to  the  Possession  of  his  large 
and  plentiful  Estate :  instead  of  fruitlesly  hoarding  up  his  Treas- 
ures, tho'  no  Man  managed  his  Affairs  with  greater  Prudence  and 
Industry  ;  instead  of  wasting  them  in  Luxury,  tho'  Plenty  always 
crown'd  his  Board  ;  instead  of  Neglecting  the  Wants  of  his  Fellow- 
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Creatures,  an  unhappy  Circumstance  too  often  attending  the  Pos- 
session of  Riches,  he  made  it  manifest  that  he  understood  the  true 
Improvement  of  Wealth,  and  was  determin'd  to  pursue  it.  It  was 
to  him  the  highest  Enjoyment  of  Riches,  to  relieve  the  Wants  of 
the  Needy,  from  which  he  was  himself  exempted,  to  see  Mankind 
rejoicing  in  the  Fruits  of  his  Bount}',  and  to  feel  that  divine  Sat- 
isfaction which  results  from  Communicating  Happiness  to  others. 
His  Acts  of  Charit}'  were  so  Secret  and  unbounded,  that  none  but 
they  who  were  the  Objects  of  it  can  Compute  the  Sums  which  he 
annually  Distributed  among  them.  His  Alms  flow'd  like  a  fruit- 
ful River,  that  diffuses  it's  Streams  thro'  a  whole  Country.  He  fed 
the  Hungry,  and  he  Cloath'd  the  Naked,  he  comforted  the  Father- 
less, and  the  Widows  in  their  Affliction,  and  his  Bounties  visited 
the  Prisoner.  So  that  Almighty  God  iu  giving  Riches,  to  this 
Man,  seems  to  have  Scattered  Blessings  all  abroad  among  the 
People. 

But  these  private  Charities  were  not  the  only  Effects  of  his  Pub- 
lick  Spirit,  which,  not  contented  with  Distributing  his  Benefactions 
to  private  Families,  extended  them  to  this  whole  Community. 
Let  this  Stately  Edifice  which  bears  his  Name  Witness  for  him, 
what  Sums  he  expended  in  Publick  Munificence,  This  Building 
Erected  by  him  at  an  immense  Charge,  for  the  Convenience  and 
Ornament  of  the  Town,  is  incomparablj"  the  greatest  Benefaction 
ever  yet  known  to  Our  Western  Shoar.  Yet  this  Effect  of  his 
Bounty,  however  great  is  but  the  first  Fruits  of  his  Generosity  a 
Pledge  of  what  his  Heart,  alvvaj's  devising  liberal  Things,  would 
have  done  for  us,  had  his  Life  been  Spar'd.  It  is  an  unspeakable 
Loss  to  the  Town,  that  he  was  taken  away  in  the  midst  of  his 
Days,  and  in  so  Sudden  a  manner,  as  to  prevent  his  making  Pro- 
vission  for  what  his  generous  Heart  might  [539.]  Design.  For  I 
am  well  Assur'd  from  those  who  were  Acquainted  with  his  Purposes, 
that  he  had  many  more  Blessings  in  Store  for  us,  had  Heaven  pro- 
long'd  his  Days. 

But  he  is  gone  !  The  Town's  Benefactor,  the  Comforter  of  the 
Distress'd,  and  the  poor  Man's  Friend. 

He  is  gone !  And  all  his  Plans  of  future  Bounties  with  him, 
they  are  Buried  in  the  Grave  together.  He  shall  be  rais'd  to 
Life  again  :  And  his  intended  Charities,  tho'  they  are  lost  to  us, 
will  not  be  lost  to  him.  Designs  of  Goodness  and  Mercy,  prevented 
as  these  were,  will  meet  with  the  Reward  of  Actions. 

He  is  gone  !  .  .  .  And  must  such  Men  Die  !  Die  in  the  midst  of 
their  Days  !  Must  the  Protectors  and  Fathers  of  the  Distress'd  be 
taken  away,  while  their  Oppressors  are  continued,  and  increase  in 
Power  !  .  .  .  Great  God  !  How  Unsearchable  are  thy  Ways  !  .  .  . 
We  Confess  Our  Sins,  but  just  and  righteous  art  Thou. 

To  express  your  Gratitude  to  3^our  generous  Benefactor,  you 
have  pass'd  the  most  honourable  Resolves,  and  to  preserve  his 
Memory,  you  have  call'd  this  House  by  his  Name.  But  in  vain, 
alas,  would  you  perpetuate  his  Memory  by  such  frail  Materials  ! 
These  Walls,  the  present  Monuments  of  his  Fame,  shall  Moulder 
into  Dust :  These  Foundations,  however  deeply  laid,  shall  be  for- 
gotten.   But  his  Deeds,  his  Ciiarities,  shall  survive  the  Ruins  of 
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Nature.  And  to  have  reliev'd  the  Miseries  of  the  Distress'd,  to 
have  stlU'd  the  Cries  of  Orphans,  and  to  have  dry'd  the  Widow's 
Tears,  are  Acts  that  shall  embalm  his  Memory  for  many  Gener- 
ations on  Earth,  and  shall  follow  him  be^'ond  the  Limits  of  Mor- 
tality, into  those  blissful  Rggions  where  endless  Charity  dwells. 

What  now  remains,  but.  my  ardent  Wishes  (in  which  I  know  you 
will  all  concur  with  me)  That  this  Hall  may  be  ever  Sacred  to  the 
Interests  of  Truth,  of  Justice,  of  Loyalty,  of  Honour,  of  Liberty. 
May  no  private  Views  nor  party  Broils  ever  enter  within  these 
Walls  ;  but  may  the  same  publick  Spirit  that  glow'd  in  the  Breast 
of  the  generous  Founder,  influence  all  your  Debates,  that  Society 
may  reap  the  Benefit  of  them, 

[530.]  May  Liberty  always  spread  its  joyful  Wings  over  this 
Place  :  Liberty  that  opens  Men's  Hearts  to  Beneficence  and  gives 
the  Relish  to  those  who  enjoy  the  Effects  of  it.  And  may  Loyalty 
to  a  King,  under  whom  we.  enjoy  this  Liberty,  ever  remain  our 
Character.  A  Character  always  justly  due  to  this  Land,  and  of 
which  our  Enemies  have  in  vain  Attempted  to  rob  us. 

May  those  who  are  the  Inheriters  of  the  large  Estate  of  our 
Deceased  Benefactor,  inherit  likewise  the  Largeness  of  his  Soul. 
May  the  Widow,  the  Orphan,  and  the  Helpless,  find  in  them  a 
Protector,  a  Father,  &  a  Support.  In  a  Word,  to  Sum  up  all,  May 
Faneuil  live  in  them. 

May  Charity,  that  most  excellent  of  Graces," that  Beam  from  the 
Breast  of  the  Father  of  Mercies,  which  so  soon  as  ever  it  enters  our 
Bosoms  begins  our  Happiness,  Charity,  the  Joy  of  Men,  of  Angels, 
of  Almighty  God  ;  which  Compleats  the  Felicity  of  Earth  and 
Heaven  :  May  Charity  more  abound  auiong  us.  May  it  warm  the 
Hearts  of  those  who  are  like  to  Our  departed  Friend  in  their  For- 
tunes, to  resemble  him  too  in  his  Bounties ;  May  there  be  rais'd  up 
some  new  Benefactors  in  the  room  of  him  we  have  lost,  who  shall, 
if  possible,  rival  Faneuil's  Spirit.  And  mav  there  always  remain 
in  this  Town  the  same  grateful  Sentiments,  the  same  vertuous 
Dispositions,  to  remember  their  Benefactors  with  Honour.

The  Honourable  John  Jeffries  Esq"".  One  of  the  Select  Men  in 
their  Name  proposed  to  the  Inhabitants  Assembled  to  proceed  to 
the  Choice  of  a  Person  or  Persons  to  Serve  for  and  Represent  them 
in  a  Great  and  General  Court  or  Assembly  to  be  held  at  Boston 
upon  Wednesday  the  Twenty  fifth  Da}^  of  May  instant.  And  in 
Order  thereto  to  Consider  and  Ascertain  the  Number  of  Gentlemen 
to  be  Elected,  accordingly 

[531.]  Voted,  to  proceed  to  the  Choice  of  Four  Representa- 
tives, and  it  was  declared  that  the  Poll  be  closed  at  Twelve 
o'clock.

A  Motion  made  l)y  the  Hon^^®.  Joseph  Wadsworth  Esq^  Treas- 
urer of  the  [53^.]  Town,  Setting  forth  that  Whereas  many  Per- 
sons, Pay  a  Quit  Rent  to  the  Town  for  Lands  by  them  Possessed 
belonging  to  the  Town,  the  Sums  mentioned  in  their  Leases  or

One  of  the  Select  Men  Informed 
the  Town  that  the  Select  men  look  upon  themselves  Obliged  at  all 
times  to  Acquaint  the  Town  with  all  their  Affairs  &  he  therefore 
Informed  the  Town  that  the  Select  men  had  received  Information 
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from  London  that  Mess".  Abraham  Francis  &  John  Jones  had 
Petitioned  His  Majesty  in  Council  for  another  hearing  of  their 
cause  with  the  Town  them  Prosecuted  for  Possession  of  some 
Lands  &  Buildings  on  Dock  Square,  and  that  they  had  Liberty 
granted  them  accordingly,  and  that  the  Select  men  Expected  very 
soon  to  be  Served  with  an  Order  from  His  Majesty  to  make  An- 
swer to  the  same,  but  Supposed  the  Town  would  do  nothing  upon 
this  his  Information.

The  Petition  of  Mr.  Samuel  Gibson  Usher  of  the  South  Gram- 
mar School,  for  an  Addition  to  his  Salary,  Read  at  the  Opening  of 
the  Meeting,  now  came  under  Consideration  &  after  a  Siiort  Debate 
thereon. 

It  was  Voted,  That  an  Addition  of  Twenty  five 
Pounds  Old  Tenor  be  made  to  his  Salary  to  Commence  from  his 
next  Quarters  Payment. 

The  Petition  of  Mr.  Abia  Holbrook  Master  of  the  South  Writing

The  Petition  of  Mr.  Benjamin  Church,  praying  the  Town  would 
make  him  a  Grant  of  Wheelers  Pond  &  the  Land  thereto  belonging 
for  reasons  therein  mentioned,  as  read  in  the  forenoon  now  canie 
under  Consideration,  and  after  some  Debate  thereon,  The  Question 
was  put,  Whether  the  Prayer  of  the  Petition  be  Granted?

A  Letter  from  Christopher  Kilby  Esq"",  to  the  Select  Men  Dated 
London  February.  18.  1742.  informing  them  of  Mess*"^  Francis  & 
Jones  having  Liberty  of  another  hearing  of  their  causes  with  the 
Town  was  Read. 

Voted,  That  the  Sum  of  Two  Hundred  &  Fifty  Pounds  Bills  of 
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the  Old  Tenor  be  Allowed  and  paid  to  the  Hon^^®.  Joseph  Wads- 
worth  Esq^.  out  of  the  Town  Treasury  for  his  good  Services  as 
Town  Treasurer  the  Year  last  past. 

Whereas  the  Treasurer  hath  represented  to  the  Town  that  their 
Tenftnts  are  very  backward  in  Paying  the  respective  Rents  from 
them  due, 

Therefore  Voted,  That  when  any  Person  or  Persons  shall  hire 
an}^  Lands  Houses  Warehouses  &c^  belonging  to  the  Town,  shall 
fail  or  Neglect  paying  the  Rent  from  them  respectively  due  within 
Twenty  Days  after  the  same  is  become  due,  the  Town  Treasurer 
for  the  time  being  shall  be  and  hereby  is  Obliged  immediately  upon 
the  Expiration  of  the  said  Twenty  Days  to  prosecute  in  the  Law 
all  &_every  such  Person  or  Persons  as  [534.]  Shall  be  in  Arrear 
for  said  Rent,  and  whenever  the  said  Treasurer  shall  fail  herein, 
he  shall  be  Obliged  to  Pay  the  Debt  himself. 

Voted,  a  Grant  of  Twelve  Thousand  Pounds  Bills  of  the  Old 
Tenor  be  raised  by  a  Tax,  upon  Polls  and  Estates  within  the  Town 
of  Boston  for  Relief  of  the  Poor  and  defraying  other  Necessary 
Charges  arising  within  &  for  said  Town  the  Year  ensuing. 

Voted,  That  this  Meeting  be  Adjourned  to  Frj^day  the  Twentieth 
instant,  at  Three  o'Clock  in  the  Afternoon. 

May  the  20*.  1743.  The  Town  being  met  according  to  Ad- 
journment. 

The  List  was  returned  by  the  Collectors  of  Taxes  of  the  Names 
of  Persons  who  are  still  Indebted  for  their  Taxes  &  the  reading 
over  the  same  was  refer'd  to  the  next  General  Town  Meeting.

Able  to  make  a  Report  at  this  Meeting  thereupon 

Voted,  That  the  said  Committee  be  desired  to  Compleat  the 
Auditing  said  Accounts  and  make  a  Report  at  the  next  General 
Town  Meeting,  Also  Voted  That  the  said  Committee  be  desired  to 
See  that  the  Draughts  made  upon  the  Treasur3'  and  said  Overseers 
be  Agreeable  to  Law  &  the  Votes  and  Orders  of  the  Town. 

Tlie  Report  of  the  Select  Men  relating  to  the  further  Regulation 
of  Faneuil  Hall  Market  was  Read  &  is  in  the  Words  following,  Vizt. 

To  the  Freeholders  &  othei-  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Boston 
in  Town  Meeting  Assembled,  May.  1743. 

The  Select  Men  having  been  appointed  b}'^  the  Town  to  Consider 
what  further  Regulations  are  Necessary  for  Faneuil  Hall  Market 

and  having  had  a  Short  time  only  to  Consider  thereof  Report, 

That  they  are  of  Opinion  it  will  be  Convenient  to  keep  the  Market 
open  till  One  o'Clock  Three  Days  in  the  Week  and  that  during  the 
Summer  Season  it  continue  open  on  Saturdays  [535.]  In  the 
Afternoon  till  Sunset. 

The  Select  men  further  Report,  That  the  Assessors  under  Colour 
of  the  Province  Law  enabling  the  Several  Towns  to  Tax  all  Per-

sons  who  Trade  &  TraflSck  in  any  One  Town  and  are  Inhabitants 
of  another  for  the  Use  of  such  Town  where  they  Trade,  have  Rated 
a  Considerable  Number  of  the  Countre}-  People  who  bring  Proviss- 
ions  to  Market,  wdiich  Practice  the  Select  Men  Apprehend  tends 
to  Discourage  People  from  bringing  Provissions  to  Town  and  so 
disserves  the  Town  more  than  the  Rates  they  Pay  can  be  of  Ad- 
vantage And  that  therefore  the  Assessors  be  directed  to  Discon- 
tinue the  said  practice. 

All  which  is  humbly  Submitted.

Town  would  make  a  [536.]  Reasonable  Allowance  to  the  said 
Mr.  Brock  for  the  same. 

Voted,  That  the  Select  men  be  desired  to  make  such  an  Allow- 
ance to  the  said  Mr.  Brock  for  the  same  as  they  shall  think  just 
and  reasonable. 

The  Petition  of  the  Collectors  of  Taxes  Praying  the  Assessors 
may  be  Allowed  to  Sit  upon  Abatements  until  the  last  Day  of 
October  next,  now  came  under  Consideration  and  after  some  De- 
bate thereon  It  was  Voted,  That  the  Assessors  be  Allowed  to 

Sit  upon  Abatements  until  the  last  Day  of  September  next  and  no 
longer. 

The  Town  proceeded  to  the  Choice  of  Three  Collectors  of  the 
Rates  &  Taxes  for  the  Year  ensuing,  the  Votes  being  Collected  it 
Appeared  that  only  two  Gentlemen  were  Chosen  into  that  Office,

The  Report,  of  the.Committee  appointed  by  the  Inhabi- 
tants of  the  Town  of  Boston  at  their  Adjournment  on  the  Fourteenth 
Da}^  of  May  1742.  to  End  the  Controvers}-  between  the  Town  and 
such  Persons  as  they  should  find  had  Incroaehed  or  Trespassed  on 
any  of  the  Lands  or  Flatts  where  the  Guns  were  formerly  Mounted, 
at  the  South  Battery,  having  Attended  that  Service  do  Report  as 
follows  Vizt. 

The  said  Committee  having  found  by  many  Evidences  that  the 
Hon^^^.  Jacob  Wendell  Esq"",  doth  Improve  about  One  Hundred  & 
Fift}^  feet  of  the  Ground  where  the  Line  of  Guns  was  formerly 
Mounted,  and  has  Erected  or  Built  a  Wharfe  and  Warehouses  on 
said  Ground  and  Flatts  before  it,  and  now  Claims  the  same,  as 
his  own  property,  In  Order  to  Recover  the  same  for  the  Use  of 
the  Town,  to  be  Improved  as  formerly  the  said  Committee  did 
Advise  with  Gentlemen  learned  in  the  Law  who  assured  them  that 
as  the  King  hud  for  man}^  Years  Improved  that  same  Land  and 
Flatts  for  a  Fortification,  and  had  never  Released  it  or  given  it  up 
that  the  said  Committee  could  do  nothing  on  the  part  of  the  King, 
by  way  of  Reference  or  Accommodation  with  the  said  Jacob  Wendell 
Esq^  for  that  the  King  referr'd  none  of  his  Affairs,  but  that  His 
Majesty's  Title,  must  be  Tryed  in  the  Law,  before  any  thing  could 
be  done  on  the  part  of  the  Town,  the  said  Committee  therefore 
Employed  John  Overing  and  Jeremy  Gridley  Esq""',  for  their 
Council  who  filed  an  information  or  Complaint  against  the  said 
Jacob  Wendell  Esq"",  at  the  Superiour  Court  of  Judicature,  Court 
of  Assize  &c.  held  at  Boston  in  February.  1742.  for  not  removing 
those  Incumbrances  from  off  said  Battery  Ground,  which  Com- 
plaint was  Continued  to  the  Superiour  Court  in  August  following, 
when  a  Tryal  was  had  on  the  Information  aforesaid,  before  a  Jury 
of  Non  Residents  who  went  and  Viewed  the  Premisses,  and  altho' 
there  was  a  Cloud  of  Evidence  to  prove  the  Facts,  And  the  said 
Jacob  Wendell  Esq^  Acknowledged  before  the  Jury,  that  he  had 
Built  upon  part  of  the  Towns  Ground  and  Flatts,  Yet  the  said 
Jury  brought  in  their  Verdict  that  he  was  not  Guilty,  and  accord- 
ingly the  said  Complaint  was  Dismissed  by  the  Court  on  the  part 
of  the  King,  which  made  many  People  think  that  it  went  at  the 
same  time  also  against  the  Town,  and  that  the  Committee  ought 
not  to  proceed  any  further  in  this  Affair,  but  the  Committee 
knowing  that  the  Way  [16.]  Was  now  Clear  for  coming  to  an 
Accommodation  with  the  said  Jacob  Wendell  Esq'",  in  the  behalf  of 
the  Towns  Right  to  the  aforesaid  Land,  They  did  desire  by  their 
Chairman  that  he  would  give  them  a  Meeting  in  Order  to  Referr 
or  Accommodate  the  Dispute  between  him  and  the  Town,  but  he 
utterly  refuses  to  Transact  any  Affair  with  this  Committee  (for 
reasons  best  known  to  himself)  The  Committee  therefore  Seeing  no 
Prospect  of  Settling  the  Towns  Rights,  with  said  Jacob  Wendell 
Esq'',  without  going  further  into  the  Law,  which  they  are  unwilling 
to  do,  without  the  Towns  Especial  Order,  They  therefore  think  it 
proper  to  Acquaint  the  Town  that  they  have  proceeded  thus 
far  and  Submit  it  to  the  Inhabitants  for  their  further  Considera- 
tion.

The  Town  proceeded  to  Choose  a  Moderator  by  a  handy  Vote 
And  the  Hon^'^  Edward  Hutchinson  Esq^  being  Nominated  he 
was  accordingly  Chosen  Moderator  of  this  Meeting. 

The  Committee  appointed  the  last  General  Town  Meeting  to 
Examine  what  Sums  are  due  from  the  Collectors  of  the  Publick 
Taxes  and  each  of  them  to  the  Province  Treasurer,  And  Also  to 
Examine  the  Collectors  Books  in  Order  to  know  what  Sums  are 
due  to  them  from  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town,  Informed  the 
Town  that  upon  Enquiry  they  found  there  was  due  from  the  said 
Collectors  to  the  Province  Treasurer  for  the  Years,  1741  and  1742. 
about  Nineteen  Thousand  Pounds  Old  Tenor,  but  that  the}'  were

The  Selectmen  Acquainted  the  Town  that  they  had  received 
from  London  by  the  last  Ship  Two  Letters,  One  from  Christopher 
Kilby  Esq^  the  other  from  EHakim  Palmer  Esq^  Agents  for  the

proper. 

The  Committee  appointed  by  Commission  from  His  Excellency 
the  Captain  General  the  fourteenth  of  June  A.D.  1742.  to  repair 

the  Batterys  or  F'ortifications  within  the  Town  of  Boston  

Reported  how  far  they  had  proceeded  therein  and  the  present 
State  of  the  same,  which  was  Read  and  is  as  follows,  Vizt. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  appointed  the  Fourteenth  of  June, 
A.D.  1742.  to  Repair  the  Batterys  or  Fortifications  within  the 
Town  of  Boston,  how  far  they  have  proceeded  therein  and  the 
present  State  of  the  same  Vizt. 

The  said  Committee  at  the  North  Battei"y  have  Built  a  New 
Front  with  large  Flat  Stones  about  Two  Hundred  feet  in  Length 
Eleven  feet  high,  Ten  feet  Wide  at  the  Bottom  running  up  Bat- 
tering to  the  Top  to  about  Seven  feet  in  Wedth,  At  the  North- 
east Corner  a  head  Carried  out  to  the  Channel  of  about  Fifty  four 
feet,  with  a  Wall  about  Thirteen  feet  high  to  join  the  other  Work  ; 
The  Old  [29,]  Wharfe  Wood  of  which  the  Battery  was  Built 
being  Worm  Eaten  &  Rotten  was  taken  up  to  the  Foundation  in 
part  And  the  whole  laid  down  Anew  with  large  Ton  Timber  well 
loaded  with  Stones  about  Fifty  four  feet  Wide :  Upon  the  Stone 
Work  the  Work  is  carried  up  with  large  Ton  Timber  Seven  feet 
high  well  Dovetail'd  and  joined  together,  and  a  Platform  for  the 
Guns  laid  upon  large  Timber  with  good  Sound  Pine  Plank  of 
Three  inches  thick  Cut  on  purpose,  and"  from  thence  a  Brest  Work 
Carried  up  with  Ton  Timber  of  Five  feet  Wide  and  about  Two 
feet  and  an  half  high,  the  Old  Wharfe  leading  to  the  Battery  being 
broken  up  by  the  late  Storm  is  Rebuilt  from  the  Foundation. 
This  Battery  when  finished  will  Accommodate  Twenly  Guns  Fifteen 
of  which  will  point  directly  down  the  Channel ;  the  Charge  of 
Carrying  on  the  Work  so  far  as  is  done  Amounts  to  about  Eight 
Thousand  Two  Hundred  &  Eighty  Seven  Pounds  Seven 
Shillings  &  four  pence  Old  Tenor,  of  which  is  alread}'  paid  to  the 
Workmen  &  for  Materials  Seven  Thousand  Four  Hundred  & 
Eighty  Seven  Pounds  Seven  Shillings  and  four  pence,  And  there 
still  remains  due  to  Sundry  Persons  about  Eight  Hundred  Pounds 
Old  Tenor.  

The  Work  still  to  be  done,  Vizt.  the  Brest  Work  to  be  Carried  up 
about  Four  feet  higher  which  will  take  about  One  Hundred  Ton 
of  Timber,  Ports  to  be  made,  A  Covering  over  them  to  be  Shingled, 
the  Front  of  the  Brest  Work  to  be  Boarded  the  Northerly  part  to 
be  raised  which  will  take  about  Fifty  Ton  of  Timber,  besides 
Stone  &  Plank,  A  Fence  to  be  made,  A  Small  house  for  the 
Stores  with  a  Gentry  Box,  All  Sorts  of  Stores,  Vizt.  Shot  &c. 
New  Trucks  for  the  Carriages  with  other  Jobbs  which  will  Amount 
to  about  Two  Thousand  Pounds  Old  Tenor. 
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At  the  South  Battery,  the  Committee  have  thoroughly  repaired 
the  Sconce  by  carrying  up  the  Stone  &  Brick  Wall  which  was 
decayed  and  broken  down,  New  Covering  &  Shingling  the  House, 
Making  New  Windows  Doors  &  Floors,  Fit  to  receive  Stores  & 
preserve  the  Shot  &c.  that  is  now  there,  Mounting  the  Guns  on 
the  Carriages,  the  which  Cost  &  is  paid  Five  Hundred  &  Nine 
Pounds  One  Shilling  &  Eight  pence  Old  Tenor  

To  Carry  on  the  projected  Battery  its  judged  it  will  Cost  about 
Eight  or  Ten  Thousand  Pounds  Old  Tenor  for  which  the  Province 
has  granted  Two  Thousand  Six  Hundred  &  Sixty  Six  Pounds 
Thirteen  Shillings  and  four  pence  Old  Tenor,  and  which  now  lyes 
before  the  Town  for  their  Acceptance  upon  the  Conditions  men- 
tioned in  the  said  Grant.

Voted  That  the  Selectmen  be  desired  to  take  the  Several  Matters 
in  M^  Kilby's  Letter  Complained  of  into  Consideration  &  Report 
at  the  next  General  Town  Meeting  what  they  think  may  be  proper 

for  the  Town  to  do  thereon.  

Then  the  Meeting  was  Dismissed.

We  Observe  with  great  Concern  that  You  have  declined  Engag- 
ing for  the  Town  in  their  Cause  with  Francis  &  others  and  We 
cannot  think  You  can  be  Justified  in  Your  Severe  Expressions  & 
the  Resentment  You  have  shewn  which  have  proceeded  from  Mis- 
takes or  Misinformations. 

We  cannot  Answer  for  the  Views  or  Prejudice  of  every  Inhabi- 
tant but  We  are  well  Assured  it  was  far  from  being  the  design  of 
any  Considerable  Number  much  less  of  the  Majority  of  the  Town 
in  joining  M^.  Palmer  to  put  any  Slight  upon  You  or  shew  the 
least  Distrust  of  Your  Capacity  or  Fidelity  in  Pursuing  the  Interest 
of  the  Town,  but  it  was  Used  as  an  Argument  with  the  Inhabitants 
that  the  Appointing  M'".  Palmer  and  You  by  a  joint  Vote  would 
have  the  Appearance  of  this  being  the  beginning  of  the  Town's 
inserting  themselves  in  the  Affair  and  so  any  Objection  that  might 
be  made  that  they  had  already  by  You  their  Agent  Acknowledged 
the  Jurisdiction  of  the  King  in  Council  would  be  Removed,  what- 
ever Weight  there  might  be  in  this  Argument  Yet  it  was  the  pre- 
vailing One. 

We  are  Sorry  for  the  unlucky  Circumstance  of  the  Papers  being 
Sent  You  by  M'".  Palmer  under  a  Wrong  Cover  both  the  Original 
&  Duplicates  that  went  from  the  Selectmen  were  Superscribed  by 
the  Town  Clerk  &  by  him  put  in  the  Bag  or  delivered  the  Captains 
of  the  Ships  they  Went  by.  And  M^  Palmer  Undoubtedly  is  Ca- 
pable of  Satfsfying  You  of  his  Mistake. 

You  Mention  a  Letter  being  received  by  You  Signed  by  Six 
only  of  the  Selectmen,  the  Seventh  was  not  then  in  Town,  if  he 
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had  been  he  would  readily  have  Signed  it  &  he  joined  with  the 
rest  in  Voting  the  Letter  to  be  Sent  You. 

As  these  Circumstances  which  were  a  great  reason  of  Your  re- 
fusal &  in  the  light  they  Appeared  to  You  must  seem  extraordinary 
are  thus  Explained  &  Cleared,  We  hope  You  will  still  engage  in 
this  Affair  which  We  look  upon  to  be  of  very  great  Importance  to 
Us  and  in  which  We  very  much  desire  Your  Assistance,  And  as 
there  was  no  design  the  Three  Hundred  Pounds  Sterling  should 
fall  into  the  hands  of  One  Agent  any  more  than  the  other,  We 
expect  &  doubt  not  that  it  will  be  Applied  for  the  Service  of  the 
joint  Agency  in  proportion  to  the  Charge  either  of  You  have  been 
or  may  be  at.

Boston  August.  1744. 

Gentlemen, 

Upon  Receipt  of  M^  Palmer's  Letters  of  the  18*'\  of 
February  &  9'^.  of  March  last,  the  Selectmen  Warned  the  Town  to 
meet,  specially  to  Consider  of  the  Affair  of  M"".  Francis  and  others, 
their  Controversy  with  the  Town,  in  its  present  Situation  and 
Circumstances,  and  according./  the  Town  met,  as  You  See  (by 
the  Votes  now  Sent)  Once  and  again,  and  after  large  Debates 
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&  long  Deliberation,  they  came  to  the  Resolution  of  Adhering  to 
their  former  Instructions,  without  so  much  as  One  Vote  to  the 
Contrary,  when  the  Negative  was  put,  which  You  See  is  particu- 
larly exprest  in  the  Record  of  the  Vote.  

We  Observe  what  Palmer  Says,  that  the  Lords  of  Council 
[48 •]  Refused  to  hear  any  pleading  upon  the  Petition  of  the 
Council  &  Assembly  of  the  Province,  It  is  possible  it  might  be 
tho't  Needless  or  improper  to  Argue  a  point  that  a  particular 
Cause  then  depending,  wou'd  be  much  Affected  by,  before  that 
cause  came  on,  but  however  that  may  have  been,  We  must  press 
You,  that  in  a  decent  humble  manner,  You  insist  on  Our  being 
heard  on  Our  pleas  in  Bar,  because,  if  We  are  refused,  there  are 
Several  pleas  beside  those  from  the  Charter,  which  respect  the  false 
representations  &  Abuses  put  upon  the  Town,  in  the  Petition,  that 
bro't  on  the  Order  for  an  Appeal,  which  will  escape  being  heard 
also,  and  which,  if  they  are  heard,  will,  We  doubt  not,  prove 
very  clearly,  that  there  is  Nothing  in  the  last  Petition,  that  was 
Accepted  different  from  the  former,  that  was  rejected,  but  False- 
hoods. . 

We  hope  the  light,  in  which  We  Set  the  Affair  of  Chusing  You 
Agents  for  the  Town,  jointly  &  Severally  &  their  other  proceed- 
ings, has  Satisfied  M'".  Kilby,  that  he  had  not  Occasion  given  him 
by  the  Town,  for  so  much  Resentment  and  such  harsh  Expressions 
in  his  Letter  of  the  Eleventh  of  March  last,  or  to  refuse  the  Agency, 
and  therefore  that  he  will  readil^^  do  all  in  his  power,  to  Serve  Us 
in  this  important  Affair.

great  reason  That  the  Middling  Sort  of  People  are  daily  de- 
creasing many  of  them  Sinking  into  extream  Poverty  That 

not  only  the  Trade  is  visibly  decreasing,  but  many  honest  Trades- 
men are  without  Employ,  the  Trade  of  Building  Houses  being 

in  a  manner  Stagnated,  as  well  as  that  of  Building  Ships  

That  in  the  last  Supply  Bill  made  by  the  General  Assembly,  the 
Funds  are  laid  within  the  Year.  1746,  and  the  Taxes  made  for  the 
same,  whereby  they  Apprehend  the  [49.]  Succeeding  Assemblys 
are  foreclosed  granting  the  People  any  Rehef,  as  in  the  Year. 
1741.  when  the  Burthen  was  so  great  (Occasioned  by  the  Expedi- 
tion to  the  Spanish  West  Indies)  as  that  the  General  Court  looked 
on  themselves  bound  in  Compassion  to  their  People,  to  Postpone 
the  Funds  to  some  further  time,  which,  had  the  Taxes  been  made

Gentlemen, 

We  have  in  Confidence  of  your  firm  Attachment  to 
the  Interest  of  the  Province  in  general  &  of  this  Town  in  particular. 
Chosen  You  to  Represent  &  Act  for  Us,  this  Critical  Year  in  the 
Great  &  General  Court,  and  as  We  hereby  put  Our  Lives  &  Estates 
into  3-our  hands  and  do  You  the  highest  Honour  in  Our  power,  by 
placing  in  You  the  highest  Trust,  We  Apprehend  it  Our  Duty, 
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according  to  the  Example  of  Our  Mother  Countrey  &  frequent 
Practice  of  this,  to  Let  You  know  Our  Sentiments  and  Inclinations 
in  some  Affairs  of  great  Importance  to  the  Province,  but  particularly 
to  this  Town. 

[1.]  We  would  especially  Recommend  to  Your  Care,  the 
manner  of  Supplying  the  Treasury,  We  need  not  Observe  how 
much  the  two  Succeeding  Years  are  loaded  with  Taxes,  already 
laid,  &  therefore  how  Oppressive  it  will  be  to  increase  the 
Burthen,  already  almost  insupportable  by  laying  any  of  the 
extraordinary  Charges  of  the  War  on  those  Two  Years,  for  either 
it  must  be  Concluded,  when  You  make  the  Promise,  to  Neglect  and 
break  it,  or  to  ruin  the  [51.]  Province,  both  which.  We  trust  you 
would  be  far  from,  &  therefore  We  direct  &  Urge  that  you  would 
take  the  third  and  only  practical  Method  of  laying  the  Funds,  on 
some  future  Unincumbred  Years ;  and  this  is  Agreeable  to  the 
Usage  of  all  Wise  States,  so  to  Order  their  Affairs,  that  the  great 
&  Excessive  Charge  of  War,  may  be  defrayed  and  paid  in  the 
Days  of  Peace,  when  the  People  are  at  Leisure  to  Till  the  Ground, 
and  may  with  Safety,  Suck  of  the  Abundance  of  the  Seas :  and 
not  make  Grim  and  Savage  War,  look  yet  more  terrible,  by  Volun- 
tarily- &  Wantonly  Adding  the  Ghastly  Visage  of  Hunger  &  Naked- 
ness. 

2.  We  would  further  press  You  to  Use  your  best  Endeavours, 
that  the  Taxes  be  not  laid  when  the  Supply  of  the  Treasury  is 
made,  but  that  future  Assemblys  (who  will  best  know  the  Circum- 
stances and  Ability  of  the  Province)  may  have  the  Opportunity  of 
Consulting  the  Safety  and  Weal  of  the  Publick,  of  which  right, 
they  ought  by  no  means  to  be  debarred.  We  are  Sensible  that  in 
times  past,  there  have  been  some  Mistakes  made,  from  which 
Inconveniences  have  arisen,  which  might  have  been  prevented,  had 
the  Taxes  been  laid  irrevocably  when  the  Funds  were  Agreed  on  ; 
but  We  had  not  then  the  Experience  We  now  have,  of  the  Nature 
and  operation  of  Bills  of  Credit ;  Nevertheless  howsoever  that 
might  have  been,  We  cannot  Suppose,  because  in  some  extraordi- 
nary times,  when  a  Party  Spirit  has  run  high,  there  have  been 
some  Abuses  of  Our  Liberties  and  Priviledges  that  therefore  We 
should  in  a  Servile  manner  give  them  all  up.

3.  We  must  further  direct  You,  to  Use  your  Interest,  that  this 
Town  be  Abated  in  their  proportion  of  the  Publick  Taxes  as  now 
Assessed ;  As  Trade  and  Navigation  abroad  &  Ship  building 
ashore  are  the  business  of  the  Town  and  means  to  enable  them  to 
pay,  when  these  fail,  as  it  is  visible  they  all  do,  since  the  French 
War :  especially  Building  of  Ships  which  is  almost  wholly  Ceased, 
Our  Proportion  of  the  Taxes  must  Abate  &  Cease  accordingly,  oi 
we  must  make  Brick  without  Straw. 

4.  We  further  expect,  as  You  regard  the  good  of  Town  oi 
Country,  that  you  will  be  very  watchful,  and  do  all  in  3'our  power, 
that  none  [53.]  Who  have  a  Visible  Temptation  to  Prostitute 
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the  Publick  Interest  and  Treasure,  to  Serve  their  own,  may  be  im- 
proved or  have  Opportunity  given  them  for  it ;  We  also  desire  You 
carefully  to  Avoid  men,  Who  from  a  Mean  &  Servile  Complaisance 
to  those  in  power,  would  Complement  away  Our  Estates  &  Liber- 
ties nor  let  these  despicable  Tools,  from  the  Supple  &  Contemptible 
figure  they  make,  be  tho't  below  your  Care  or  Notice,  Remember 
that  great  Mischief  may  arise,  from  the  deceitful  Cringing  & 
fawning  of  the  Spaniel,  as  well  as  from  the  Polluted  and  Rapacious 
Jaws  of  the  Mastiff. 

The  aforewritten  Draught,  is  what  We  Apprehend  the  Town 
inclines,  should  be  given  the  Representatives  as  their  Instructions  ;

creased,  that  the  Collectors  are  greatly  in  Arrear  with  the  Province 
Treasurer,  &  are  Solliciting  that  the  Tax  Books  for  the  Year.  1744. 
may  be  put  into  their  hands,  praying  the  Selectmen  would  not 
deliver  'em  said  Tax  Books  until  the  Town  should  Advise  thereon. 
And  after  some  Debate  thereon,  the  Treasurer  inform'd  the  Town 
that  he  Apprehended  the  Several  Collectors  had  paid  off  (including 
their  own  Fees)  the  whole  they  were  Indebted  to  the  Town,  that 
he  now  had  Draughts  made  upon  him  by  the  Selectmen  and  Over- 
seers of  the  Town  for  Several  Thousand  Pounds  Old  Tenor,  &  that 
there  is  no  Money  in  the  Treasury  to  Discharge  them,  And  if  the 
Town  would  not  deliver  to  the  Collectors  Elect,  the  said  Tax  Books 
for  the  Year.  1744.  they  would  take  some  other  Method  to  have  the 
Treasury  Supplyed  in  Order  to  pay  off  said  Draughts.

1 744.  at  any  time  before  March  Meeting  shall 
be  Allowed  at  the  time  of  Payment  Five  Pounds  on  the  Hundred 
&  so  in  proportion  for  any  greater  or  less  Sum  he  shall  pay  in  and 
that  the  Treasurers  Receipt  for  said  Tax  shall  Sufficiently  Dis- 
charge the  Person  paying  the  same. 

Afterwards  Several  of  the  Inhabitants  (Apprehending  great 
Inconveniences  may  Arise  by  this  Method)  Moved  That  the  said 

Vote  may  be  Reconsidered,  which  was  Voted  accordingly  And 

that  this  Meeting  be  Adjourned  for  a  few  Days  &  that  the  Town 
then  take  into  Consideration  the  said  Motion,  &  Act  thereon  as 
they  think  proper  

Also  Voted  That  the  Several  Collectors  bring  in  at  the  said 
Adjournment  a  List  of  the  Names  of  all  such  Persons  as  have  not 
paid  in  their  Taxes  for  the  Year.  1743. 

Voted  That  this  Meeting  be  Adjourned  to  Thursday  the  Four- 
teenth of  February  next  at  Three  o'Clock  in  the  Afternoon. 

February  14'^.  1744.  Thursday  Afternoon  at  Three  o'Clock.  The 
Town  met  according  to  Adjournment. 

And  immediately  proceeded  to  take  into  Consideration  the 
Motion  made  at  the  beginning  of  this  Meeting  &  refer'd  over  to 
this  time  to  be  Acted  upon,  Vizt.  That  such  of  the  Inhabitants  as 
shall  pay  to  the  Town  Treasurer  their  Tax  for  the  Year.  1744.  at 
any  time  before  March  Meeting  shall  be  Allowed  at  the  time  of 
Payment  Five  Pounds  on  the  Hundred  &  so  in  proportion  for  any 
greater  or  less  Sum  that  shall  be  paid  in  &c.  And  after  a  long 
Debate  thereon  

The  Town  Apprehending  That  Difficulties  would  Attend  Com-

The  Selectmen  Informed  the  Town  that  the  Two  hundred  &  Fif- 
teen Fire  Arms  given  to  the  Town  by  the  hon^'^  CoP.  Thomas  Fitch 
dec**,  were  lately  Impressed  by  the  Government  for  the  Service  of 
the  present  Expedition  against  Cape  Breton  ;  and  then  laid  before 
the  Town  a  Letter  they  had  received  from  the  Committee  of  War 
relating  to  said  Fire  Arms,  &  their  Answer  to  the  same,  as  also  a 
Memorial  they  had  preferr'd  to  his  Excellency  the  Captain  General 
praying  said  Fire  Arms  may  not  be  Impressed  &g^.  desir- 
ing the  direction  of  the  Town  as  to  their  further  proceedings  in 
this  Matter,  Whereupon  after  some  Debate  It  was  Voted  that  the 
Selectmen  be  &  hereby  are  desired  forthwith  to  Apply  to  the 
Government  or  the  Committee  of  War  to  obtain  of  them  the  full 
Value  of  said  Fire  Arms  and  upon  receiving  the  same  they  are  also 
desired  to  purchase  a  like  Number  of  good  Fire  Arms  &  Bayonets 
in  the  best  &  cheapest  manner  they  can. 

The  Inhabitants  proceeded  to  bring  in  their  Votes  for  a  County 
Treasurer  which  being  Collected  were  according  to  Law  sealed  up 
by  Constable  Thomas  to  be  by  him  kept  &  returned  to  the  next 
Quarter  Sessions  to  be  held  for  the  County  of  Suffolk. 

The  Inhabitants  proceeded  to  bring  in  their  Votes  for  a  Town 
Treasurer  and  upon  Collecting  of  'em  it  appeared  that  the  Hon^^®. 
Joseph  Wadsworth  Esq^  was  chosen  by  a  great  Majority,  and  he 
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was  accordingly  Sworne  to  a  faithful  discharge  of  his  Duty  in  that 
Office. 

[66»]  Upon  a  Motion  made,  It  was  Voted  that  twelve  Collectors 
be  chose  to  Collect  all  such  Rates  and  Taxes  as  shall  be  Committed 
to  them  the  ensuing  year,  but  this  Vote  being  at  the  desire  of  the 
Inhabitants  immediately  Reconsidered,  It  was  thereupon  Voted 
that  Six  persons  only  be  chose  for  Collecting  all  such  Rates  and 
Taxes  as  shall  be  Committed  to  them  the  ensuing  year.  Also 
Voted  that  nine  pence  on  the  pound  be  and  hereby  is  Allowed  to  be 
paid  to  such  Collectors  as  shall  be  chosen,  for  the  sums  they  shall 
Collect  the  year  ensuing  they  paying  unto  the  Town  Treasurer  one 
half  part  of  the  whole  Sum  they  shall  be  respectively  Obliged  to 
pay  him  within  three  Months  from  the  time  they  shall  receive  the 
Tax  books  from  the  Assessors,  and  the  other  half  part  in  three 
months  after ;  And  also  paying  to  the  province  Treasurer  one  half 
part  of  the  whole  Sum  they  shall  be  respectively  Obliged  to  pay 
him  in  six  Months  from  the  time  they  shall  receive  the  said  Books 
from  the  Assessors,  and  the  other  half  part  in  Six  Months  after, 
and  in  case  either  of  the  said  Collectors  shall  fail  paying  the 
Province  and  Town  Treasurers  in  the  above  manner,  the  Collector 
so  failing  shall  not  be  Entitled  to  the  aforesaid  Allowance  of  nine 
pence  on  the  pound  for  Collecting  but  wholly  forfeit  the  same, 
provided  also  that  the  s*^.

Mess".  Jacob  Emmons  )  Sworne. 
William  Storj'  J  Sworne. 
were  chose  Constables  for  the  year  ensuing. 

Voted  that  the  Consideration  of  raising  Money  be  referr'd  to 
the  General  Town  Meeting  in  May  next. 
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Voted  that  all  the  Business  and  Matters  of  this  Meeting  re- 
maining unfinished  be  referr'd  over  to  the  next  General  Town 
Meeting,  to  be  then  Considered  of,  and  Acted  upon. 

Then  the  Meeting  was  dismiss'd. 

[68.]  At  a  Meeting  of  the  Freeholders  and  other  Inhabitants 
of  the  Town  of  Boston  duly  qualif3'ed  &  warned  in  public  Town 
Meeting  assembled  at  Faneuil  Hall  on  Monday  the  Eighth  day  of 
April  Anno  Dom.

The  Committee,  appointed  to  draw  up  a  Petition  to  the  Hon- 
ourable House  of  Representatives  relating  to  the  Grievances  by 
Impress  Warrants  &C''.  have  attended  that  Service  and  Report 
the  following  Draft,  Viz*. 

To  the  Honourable  the  House  of  Representatives. 
Shew. 

The  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Boston  in  Town  meeting  legally 
Assembled. 

That  your  Petitioners,  labouring  under  great  &  insupportable 
Grievances  by  means  of  the  late  Repeated  Warrants  to  impress 
Seamen  for  his  majesty's  Ships,  as  also  the  male  behaviour  of  the 
Officers  are  Constrain'd  to  lay  the  same  before  your  Honours,  who 
are  instructed  to  your  Constituents  with  the  Sacred  Depositum  of 
their  invaluable  Rights  and  priviledges,  of  which  by  the  Constitu- 
tion you  are  the  natural  Guardians,  and  with  all  Dutiful  Respect 
your  Petitioners  would  Say,  They  have  chearfuUy  complied  with 
all  the  Injunctions  of  Government,  altho  their  Taxes  which  are 
daily  increasing  have  been  [91.]  A  Burthen  under  which  they  are 
almost  ready  to  Succomb,  But  this  notwithstanding,  as  also  the 
present  melancholy  Stagnation  of  Trade  and  Commerce  which  is 
like  to  be  continued  during  the  War,  yet  your  Petitioners  have 
lately  been  distress' d  by  no  less  than  three  several  Warrants  for 
Impressing  Seamen  which  (altho  we  apprehend  'em  to  be  illegal) 
have  been  executed  in  an  oppressive  manner,  before  unknown  to 
Englishmen,  and  attended  with  Tragical  Consequences.  By  which 
means  the  numbers  of  Seamen  Impress'd  for  his  Majestys  Ships 
and  those  who  have  fled  to  the  neighbouring  Governments  for  Pro- 
tection from  Impresses,  added  to  those  who  went  in  the  Sea 
Service  to  Cape  Breton  amount  to  more  than  Three  Thousand ; 
whereupon  the  neighbouring  Governments  have  not  only  had  a 
sufficient  number  of  Seamen  to  navigate  their  Trade  with  but  also 
so  large  a  Surpluss  of  men  as  to  enable  them  to  man  within  the 
province  of  New  York  &  Colony  of  Rhode  Island  near  Thirty  sail 
of  Privateers,  exclusive  of  those  fitted  out  from  the  other  Govern- 
ments, when  the  once  Cherish'd  now  Depress'd,  once  Flourishing 
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now  sinking  Town  of  Boston,  have  been  so  far  from  being  able  to 
man  any  privateers,  that  she  has  wanted  men  to  man  the  merchant 
Vessells,  some  of  whom  have  had  their  Cargo's  much  Damnified, 
by  having  them  long  Ship'd  before  they  could  get  men  to  navigate 
their  Vessells,  and  all  these  Grievances  are  greatly  aggrivated, 
when  it  is  considered  that  Boston  is  the  metropolis  of  that  province 
who  has  been  the  principal  in  the  Reduction  of  Cape  Breton,  which 
added  to  herformer  Millitary  Atchievements  f or Loyalt}^  ji^istly  sets 
her  at  the  head  of  his  majestys  provinces,  and  that  those  other 
Governments  (New  Hampshire  and  Connecticut  Excepted)  have 
bore  no  part  of  the  Burthen  of  the  War,  nor  had  any  hand  in  the 
Expedition,  but  have  been  reaping  unknown  advantages  by  our 
misfortunes  in  having  seamen  to  Carry  their  Vessells  to  the  best 
markets,  while  ours  with  their  Cargos  perishing  on  Board  lay  by 
the  Walls,  for  want  of  navigators,  But  the  Injury  is  still  heightened 
by  the  Behaviour  of  the  Officers,  who  with  their  Lawless  Rabble, 
like  ruffaius  entered  the  Houses  of  some  of  the  Inhabitants  in  the 
night  to  their  great  Terror,  and  acted  Tragical  Scenes,  which  was 
closed  in  the  inhumane  murder  of  two  brave  men,  who  had  been 
employed  in  the  hotest  Service  during  the  Expedition  and  with 
their  Fellows  had  Quitted  themselves  like  men,  This  Tragical 
Scene  seemed  to  have  so  little  Effect  upon  the  Sheriff  of  the  Count}' 
of  Suffolk  (who  by  his  Office  is  the  Grand  Conservator  of  the 
peace)  that  when  a  Warrant  was  issued  by  the  Hon^'^  Samuel 
Danforth  Esq"".  &  Thomas  Hubbard  Esq^  against  the  offenders 
which  was  by  one  or  both  of  those  Gentlemen  delivered  to  him  he 
delivered  the  same  into  the  hands  of  Nathaniel  Hasey  then  a 
Depty  Sheriff,  and  the  second  named  Criminal  in  said  [93.] 
Warrant  to  be  executed  by  him,  instead  of  Executing  it  upon  him, 
as  by  his  Oath  and  Office  he  was  Bound  to  do. 

All  these  matters  your  Petitioners  Apprehend  proceed  from  the 
Warrants  to  Impress  Seamen,  which  they  conceive  are  Breaches 
of  Magna  Charta,  The  Charter  of  the  province,  and  an  act  of  Par- 
liament Subjecting  any  Captain  of  a  man  of  War  to  the  Penalty 
of  Twenty  pounds  Sterling  Fine  for  every  Seaman  such  Captain 
shall  impress  in  the  plantations,  and  they  also  Conjecture  that 
under  pretext  of  Executing  those  Warrants  the  faith  of  the  Gov- 
ernment plighted  to  those  brave  men,  who  engaged  in  the  Expedi- 
tion has  been  notoriously  Violated. 

Wherefore  your  Petitioners  humbly  Pray  your  Honours  as  ten- 
der Fathers,  would  take  our  most  pitiable  and  most  deplorable 
Circumstances  into  your  wise  Consideration,  and  Assert  our  In- 
vaded Eights  and  priviledges  by  Remonstrating  to  the  Governour 
and  Council  against  such  Warrants,  as  also  against  the  unjusti- 
fiable Conduct  of  their  officers.

The  Committee  appointed  at  the  opening  of  this 
meeting  the  31'*.  of  March  last  to  wait  upon  his  Excellency  the 
Capt.  General  to  ask  his  Liberty  to  View  the  present  Batteries  in 
Town  and  see  what  Stores  and  repairs  are  wanting  and  also  to 
Consider  what  they  Judge  necessary  for  the  Town  farther  to  do  to 
put  themselves  into  a  better  Posture  of  Defence  Now  Reported, 
That  they  had  carefully  Viewed  and  Sounded  the  Channel  from  the 
narrows  up  to  the  middle  Ground  a  little  Eastward  of  Castle 
William,  and  found  that  at  this  lower  middle  Ground,  the  Channel 
is  Two  hundred  and  forty  feet  wide  of  the  Depth  of  Twenty  four 
feet,  that  for  Nine  hundred  and  Sixty  feet  more  it  is  from  Eighteen 
to  fifteen  feet  Deep  the  remainder  being  about  Six  hundred  feet  is 
twelve  feet  deep ;  and  they  are  of  ojiinion  that  it  would  be  a  great 
Security  to  the  Town  to  sink  Hulks  across  the  Channel  here  on  the 
Approach  of  Ships  of  War  to  Attack  us  that  five  will  be  Suflacient, 
two  of  about  one  hundred  &  fifty  Tons  &  three  of  about  one  hun- 
dred Tons ;  and  that  they  be  got  ready  &  fixed,  ready  to  sink  on 
the  Shortest  Warning  and  with  Bridles  to  weigh  them  when  the 
Danger  is  over,  and  that  they  be  mored  near  the  place,  and  that 
Buoys  be  fixed  where  they  are  to  be  sunk  that  the  Channel  may  be 

stopt  in  a  few  hours  time  on  the  Approach  of  an  Enemy.  

They  have  also  viewed  the  several  parts  of  the  Town  more  es- 
pecially the  South  Battery  &  apprehend  a  Liiie  of  about  Twent}' 
Guns  before  the  Sconce,  extending  about  North  from  the  upper  or 
Western  End  of  Col°.  Wendells  W^harffe  two  hundred  and  Sixty 
four  feet  thirteen  feet  high  and  Thirty  feet  Wide  with  a  proper 
Brest  work  and  Platform  would  be  a  Considerable  Security,  which 
by  Consultation  with  masons  and  carpenters  they  find  may  be  made, 
either  wholly  of  Square  Timber  with  Boxes  filled  with  Ballast  or 
by  a  front  Wall  of  about  Ten  feet  thick  and  Eleven  feet  high. 
Strong  Built,  with  a  good  face  the  Room  behind  to  be  filled  with 
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Timber  and  Stone  or  with  dirt  as  may  be  found  Cheapest  or  most 
Expeditious. 

The  Committee  find  thirteen  Guns  wanting  in  the  North  Battery 
and  many  necessary  Stores  diflScient  both  there  and  at  the  South 
Battery. 

They  apprehend  a  Battery  of  Eight  Guns  on  the  End  of  the  long 
Wharff  and  another  of  Four  on  the  End  of  Clarks  Wharffe  would  be 
very  necessary  in  a  time  of  Danger, 

That  they  had  carefully  considered  the  Cost  of  the  most  mate- 
rial of  the  above  mentioned  Particulars,  and  are  of  the  opinion  that 
the  [101.]  Hulks  if  new  with  the  Charge  of  Sinking  them.  Cor- 
dage anchors  Labour  &C^.  will  amount  to  Five  Thousand  pounds 
new  Tenor,  that  the  Wharff  at  the  South  Battery  if  of  Stone  in  the 
Front  as  proposed  will  amount  to  fifteen  hundred  pounds,  if  of 
Woed  and  Ballast  Twelve  hundred  and  fifty  pounds,  both  new 
tenor.  Gun  Carriages  £7,,  10/  each. 

They  ar  a  further  of  opinion  that  in  some  proper  wa}^,  the  Town 
endeavour  that  the  province  should  be  at  the  above  mentioned 
Charge  or  at  least  lend  the  money  to  be  paid  in  future  years  by  the 

Town  without  Interest  And  the  same  being  twice  read  over 

and  a  considerable  Debate  had  thereon,  It  was  Moved  and  Voted 
that  the  Thanks  of  the  Town  be  and  hereby  is  given  unto  the  said 
Committee  for  the  great  pains  they  have  taken  in  this  affair.  —  And

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eral  Court,  that  this  Town  may  he  Relieved  as  to  their  Propor- 
tion of  the  publick  Taxes,  and  the  said  Committee  are  desired 
therein  to  Represent  (in  the  most  full  and  Particular  manner)  the 
deplorable  Circumstances  of  the  Town  and  the  many  Difficulties 
we  labour  under  and  lay  the  same  before  the  Town  at  the  Ad- 
journment of  this  meeting. 

The  Selectmen  appointed  the  31''.  day  of  march  last  as  a  Com- 
mittee to  Consider  of  the  Petition  of  John  Osborne  Esq"",  and  others 
relating  to  the  Pavement  at  the  lower  end  of  milk  street  &c*.  as 
set  forth  in  said  Petition  now  made  Report  as  follows  Viz*.  That 
they  had  View'd  that  part  of  milk  Street  propos'd  by  said  Peti- 
tion to  be  now  Paved  and  Considered  the  Circumstances  of  the 
same  and  Reported  that  ,  if  the  Pavement  be  taken  up  from  Horn 
Alle}"  to  the  lower  end  of  Col.  Hatch's  Land  it  will  Cost  little  more 
than  to  mend  it  as  it  now  lyes  provided  the  Abutters  will  do  their 
part  or  proportion  of  the  same  they  further  Reported  that  the 
Common  Sewer  that  Conveys  the  water  from  the  Streets  (fee",  above 
into  the  Sea  be  cleans'd  &  kept  open,  which  was  Read  &  thereupon 
Voted  that  the  Sum  of  One  hundred  and  Twenty  five  pounds  old 
tenor  Bills  be  Allowed  and  paid  out  of  the  Town  Treasury  towards 
New  paving  the  said  Street  from  [107 »]  Horn  Alley  to  the  lower 
end  of  CoP.  Hatch's  Land,  provided  that  the  Abutters  pay  the  re- 
maining part  of  the  Charge,  and  that  the  same  when  paved  shall 
be  under  the  Direction  and  to  the  Satisfaction  of  the  Selectmen. 

Voted  that  this  Meeting  be  Adjourned  to  Frvday  the  23'^.  inst. 
10  a  Clock.  A.M. 

Friday  the  23*^.  of  May  1746.  The  Town  met  according  to  Ad- 
journment at  ten  a  Clock  in  the  forenoon. 
Voted  that  Mess".  Thomas  Green 
John  Colson  & 

Capt.  W".  Salter  be  and  hereby  are  appointed 
a  Committee  to  Consider  of  some  effectual  method  to  prevent  the 
pernicious  practice  of  forestalling  the  market  and  Report  hereon. 

The  Committee  appointed  the  8*.  of  April  last  to  take  into  Con- 
sideration some  more  effectual  method  to  prevent  negro's  keeping 
hogs  now  made  Report  of  the  Draft  of  a  By  Law  they  had  prepared 
for  that  purpose  in  the  words  following  Viz'. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Freeholdors  and  other  Inhabitants  of  the 
Town  of  Boston  duly  qualified  and  lawfully  warned  in  Public 
Town  meeting  assembled  at  Faneuil  Hall  on  Wednesday  the  four- 
teenth day  of  may  A.D.  1746.  and  from  thence  continued  by  Ad- 
journment until  Fryday  the  23  of  said  month. 

Whereas  great  Damage  arises  to  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town 
of  Boston  hy  negro's  and  Indians  keeping  Hogs,  not  only  by 
Occasioning  very  great  Wast  in  the  several  Familys  they  respect- 
ively belong  to,  but  as  it  Exposes  them  to  great  Temptations  to 
Steal  and  purloin  from  their  several  Masters,  provisions  and  other 
of  their  Substance  and  especially  as  it  Occasions  great  Loss  of 
time,  and  gives  them  an  opportunity  of  Meeting  and  conferring 
together,  whereby  great  Injuries  have  been  done  to  the  Inhabitants 
of  said  town. 
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For  the  Prevention  of  so  great  an  Evil 

Ordered  that  no  Indian  negro  or  molatto  shall  be  permitted  to 
[108.]  Keep  any  Hog  or  Swine  whatever  within  the  Town  of 
Boston  either  with  or  without  the  privity  or  Consent  of  his  said 
Master  or  Mistress,  under  the  Penalty  of  Twenty  Shillings  to  be 
paid  by  the  Master  or  Mistress  of  any  Indian,  negro  or  molatto 
so  offending  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  said  Town,  upon  due  con- 
viction of  any  such  Offence  before  any  one  of  His  Majesty's  Jus- 
tices of  the  Peace  for  the  County  of  Suffolk. 

And  if  any  person  shall  hire  or  let  to  hh-e  to  any  Indian  Negro 
or  Molatto,  any  Sty  or  Penn,  or  peice  of  Ground  whereon  to  Erect 
the  same,  or  that  shall  suffer  any  Indian  Negro  or  Molatto  to  keep 
any  Swine  on  any  of  their  Ground.  Ordered  that  every  person  so 
Offending  on  due  Conviction  thereof  as  aforesaid  shall  also  forfeit 
and  pay  the  sum  of  twenty  shillings  for  the  use  aforesaid.  

Which  being  read  three  several  times,  Voted  that  the  same  be 
Accepted,  and  that  the  Selectmen  be  desired  to  present  it  to  the 
next  Court  of  General  Sessions  of  the  peace  for  their  Approbation. 

Voted  that  this  Meeting  be  Adjourned  to  Fryday  the  30*^. 
Instant  three  a  Clock  in  the  Afternoon. 

Fryday  the  30*^.  of  May,  the  Town  met  according  to  Adjourn- 
ment.   

Upon  a  Motion  made  and  Seconded,  It  was  Voted,  That  the 
Raising  of  Money  and  all  the  other  matters  and  things  mentioned 
in  the  Warrant  for  calling  this  Meeting  (now  remaining  unfinished) 
be  refered  over  to  the  next  General  Town  Meeting  to  be  then  Con- 
sidered of  and  Acted  upon.

A  Precept  under  the  hand  and  seal  of  the  Hon^^®.  Thomas 
Hutchinson  Esq''.  Speaker  of  the  Hon^^®.  House  of  Representatives 
directed  to  the  Selectmen  requiring  them  to  Assemble  the  Free- 
holders and  other  Inhabitants,  to  make  choice  of  and  Depute  (if 
they  see  cause)  a  person  to  serve  for  and  Represent  them  in  the 
Great  and  General  Court  or  Assembly,  now  Convened  held  and 
kept  for  His  Majestys  Service  at  the  Court  house  in  Boston,  in  the 
Room  of  the  Hon'^^^.  Andrew  Oliver  Esq'",  who  is  Chosen  into  His 

Majestys  Council.  Together  with  the  Warrant  for  calling  the 

Meeting  Read. 

The  Question  was  put  Viz'.  Whether  the  Town  would  proceed 
to  Choose  a  person  to  serve  for  and  Represent  them  in  the  Great 
and  General  Court  or  Assembly  now  Convened  in  the  Room  of 
M"-.  Oliver. 

Voted  in  the  Affirmative. 

And  the  Town  proceeded  to  bring  in  their  Votes  for  one  Repre- 
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sentative  accordingly  being  >n  Number  293  but  upon  Sorting  em  it 
Appeared  there  was  no  choice  then  the  Selectmen  directed  the  In- 
habitants to  withdraw  &  bring  in  their  Votes  again  which  they 
accordingly  did  to  the  number  of  292  upon  sorting  'em  it  appeared 
again  that  there  was  no  choice,  and  it  being  One  a  Clock,  it  was 
propos'd  that  the  Meeting  be  Adjourn'd  to  8  a  Clock  in  the  After- 
noon then  to  proceed  to  the  Choice  of  a  Representative,  which  was 

accordingly  Voted  in  the  Affirmative.  

Three  a  Clock  in  the  afternoon,  The  Town  met  according  to 
Adjournment. 

And  the  Selectmen  directed  the  Inhabitants  to  bring  in  their 
Votes  for  a  Representative  which  they  accordingly  did  to  the 
Number  of  404  and  upon  Sorting  the  same  it  Appeared  that 
Samuel  Adams  Esq^  was  Chosen  having  238  Votes.  

The  Election  of  a  Representative  being  ended,  the  Selectmen 
Declared  the  same,  and  the  Town  proceeded  to  the  Choice  of  a

The  Hon^'"'  Samuel  Welles  Esq'",  from  the  Committee  appointed 
the  14*^.  of  may  last  to  draw  up  a  Memorial  or  Petition  to  the  Great 
&  General  Court  or  Assembly,  that  this  Town  may  be  relieved  as 
to  their  proportion  of  the  Publick  Taxes  now  Reported  and  Pre- 
sented a  draft  they  had  prepared  in  the  words  following  Viz^ 
Province    of    the  | 

Massachusetts  Bay  j  To  his  Excellency  William  Shirley  Esq^ 
Captain  General  and  Governour  in  Chief 
the  Honourable  the  Council  and  House  of 
Representatives  in  General  Court  Assembled 
May  28*h.  1746. 

The  Petition  of  the  Town  of  Boston  in  the  Province  afore- 
said.   

Humbly  Sheweth, 

That  your  Petitioners  Apprehend  what  they 
are  obliged  to  pay  of  the  province  Tax  is  very  much  beyond  their 
proportion  ;  by  this  they  would  by  no  means  suggest  any  the  least 
injustice  or  partiality  in  this  high  and  Honourable  Court,  but  hum- 
bly conceive  it  arises  from  the  want  of  a  proper  Representation  and 
knowledge  of  the  particular  Circumstances  of  this  Town  which  the 
said  Town  of  Boston  now  beg  leave  humbly  to  lay  before  your 
Excellency  and  Honours.  

It  is  very  obvious  that  it  cannot  be  the  Share  or  the  quantity  of 
the  Land  of  the  Province,  which  the  Town  of  Boston  contains  that 
Subjects  them  to  this  large  proportion  for  their  Land  is  but  a  Pit- 
tance scarce  one  third  so  much  as  the  least  Town  in  the  Province, 
but  it  must  be  some  adventitious  and  peculiar  Advantage  they  have 
from  their  Navigation,  Commerce  Manufactures  Numbers  or  Wealth 
[111,]  Of  the  People  Inhabiting  here  ;  and  if  it  shall  appear  that 
in  all  these  things  there  is  a  great  alteration  to  the  Disadvantage  of 
the  Town  we  doubt  not  but  agreeable  to  your  Excellencys  and 
Honours  known  Justice  and  goodness  you  will  alter  their  proportion 
of  the  publick  Charges. 

As  to  our  Navigation,  the  French  War  brought  the  Kings  Ships 
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here  to  man.  which  raised  the  Sailors  wages  to  such  an  Extravagant 
height  and  has  totally  banisht  so  many  from  us,  that  xery  often  our 
Ships  have  been  kept  so  long  in  port  that  their  Cargo  have  been 
almost  or  quite  Ruined. 

Our  Trade  &  Commerce  has  consequently  gone  to  other  Maritime 
places  in  this  province  where  it  is  very  well  known  foreign  Com- 
merce and  Navigation  are  greatly  increased  they  being  at  more 
Liberty  to  sail  and  Return  as  their  Interest  requires  then  we  are 
and  for  that  very  reason  able  to  get  hands  and  carry  on  their 
Affairs  much  Cheaper  and  to  far  greater  profit,  and  this  has  again 
enabled  them  to  take  from  us  the  Supplys  for  this  Fishery  here, 
and  also  to  take  to  themselves  the  Benefit  of  carrying  the  fish  to 

foreign  Ports.   The  same  may  be  said  as  to  Shipbuilding 

the  ancient  and  almost  the  only  Manufacture  the  Town  of  Boston 
ever  had,  diverse  places  in  the  province  (more  especially  the  Town 
of  Newbury)  are  under  Advantages  beyond  Boston  and  have  taken 
from  the  Town  a  large  proportion  of  this  Business.  

And  for  some  years  past  there  has  been  a  new  method  of  Sup- 
plying the  Town  of  Boston  with  Flesh  of  every  kind,  this  hereto- 
fore was  principally  by  Butchers  who  dwelt  in  this  Town  &  killed 
almost  all  the  meat  this  people  had  both  large  and  small  but  es- 
pecially all  large  meat  almost  without  a  Single  F^xception  this 
natnrally  Supplied  &  employed  Tanners  Curriers  and  a  large 
number  of  Shoemakers  and  a  great  many  others  dependents 
and  Appendages  to  these  Occupations,  whereas  our  Butchers  who 
used  to  be  Thirty  in  number  are  now  Reduced  to  four  or  five  and 
but  one  of  them  that  has  Business  of  any  Consequence  and  he  so 
discouraged  as  to  be  about  removing  into  the  Country  ;  Sundry 
of  our  tanyards  are  thrown  up  and  others  dwindled  to  almost 
nothing,  Our  Curriers  are  gone  out  of  Town  or  live  Idly  for  want 
of  Business ;  Our  Shoemakers  are  without  Leather  &  Employ 
Boston  being  Supplied  by  Shoemakers  living  out  of  Town  where 
Leather  is  to  be  had. 

And  all  those  Butchers,  Tanners,  Shoemakers  with  their  [112.] 
Attendants,  now  living  in  the  Towns  round  about  Boston,  formerly 
dwelt  in  Town  and  supplied  the  Country  as  well  as  Town  almost 
universally  with  Leather  and  consitlerably  with  Shoes,  But  now 
our  Tanners  Curriers  &  Shoemakers  cannot  Supply  the  Town  alone 
with  either. 

These  things  the  said  Town  of  Boston  dont  mention  as  griev- 
ances in  themselves,  for  it  as  well  or  better  for  the  Individuals  living 
in  Boston  to  buy  their  meat  of  a  Roxbury  Butcher  as  of  a  Boston 
Butcher  if  as  cheap  or  cheaper.  But  then  if  the  Town  be  consid- 
ered as  an  aggregate  Body  and  a  great  Number  of  the  parts  which 
constitute  this  Bod}',  be  taken  away  and  the  same  weight  of  Taxes 
continued  as  before,  the  Remainder  must  Suffer  more  in  such  Case 
then  they  did  when  the  whole  were  together. 

This  being  so  Apparent  from  the  Reason  &  nature  of  Things 
and  impressed  and  confirmed  by  a  very  Sensible  and  powcrfull 
Argument  the  unavoidable  increase  of  the  Taxes  of  the  Remaining 
Inhabitants  has  reduced  &  driven  many  others  both  of  the  Supe- 
riour  and  middling  Sort  to  Remove  into  some  of  the  neighbouring 
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Towns  where  they  could  Exercise  their  Faculties  and  many  of 
them  in  this  Town  too  every  Day,  and  only  Sleep  a  few  Rods  or 
miles  out  of  the  Town  o  night  and  pay  but  a  fifth  or  tenth  part  of 
the  Taxes  they  were  Obliged  to  pay  as  their  proportion  while  they 
lived  in  Boston,  and  by  these  means  the  Town  is  Reduced  in  the 
Number  of  their  Rateable  Inhabitants  from  near  3400  to  about 
2G00  in  a  very  few  years  time,  and  in  this  Loss  some  men  of  large 
Estates  are  gone,  who  professedly  left  the  Town  because  they 
thought  Boston  was  Assessed  a  larger  proportion  in  the  province 
Tax  then  the  neighbouring  Towns  to  which  they  Removed,  This 
w^hich  gives  our  Brethren  removing  from  us  ease,  leaves  the  Burthen 
most  necessarily  heavier  on  the  Remainder  (if  the  Towns  propor- 
tion continue  the  same)  and  their  deliverance  &  Joy  become  our 
greater  Thraldom  &  Sorrow. 

This  has  also  Multiplied  our  poor  to  such  a  great  number  that  in 
a  very  few  years  the  Charges  for  them  only  are  risen  from  little 
more  than  One  Thousand  to  above  five  Thousand  We  might  add 
that  the  Distilling  Business  which  for  Twenty  or  Thirty  years  past 
has  employed  a  considerable  Number  [113.]  Of  People,  is  now 
under  great  Discouragements  there  not  being  molasses  to  be  had 
to  employ  them  half  their  time  and  what  we  have  is  Chiefly  Im- 
ported by  merchants  and  Traders  living  in  Salem  Charlestown 
Newbury  Marblehead  Plymouth  Bristol  and  other  Maritime  places, 
where  their  Navigation  is  free  and  Cheaper  at  most,  if  not  at  all 
which  places  especially  at  Charlestown  the  Distilling  Business  is 
carried  on  largely  and  Distilling  is  also  carried  on  at  Watertown 
Medford  and  Nantucket  from  the  last  of  which  places  a  great 
Trade  is  managed  abroad  by  this  means  to  Newfoundland  and 
elsewhere  ;  all  this  Business  not  many  years  past  was  carried  on 
at  Boston,  and  was  doubtless  one  great  consideration  by  which 
their  share  of  the  publick  Charges  was  Regulated.  That  there  are 
great  Numbers  of  Dwelling  houses  Warehouses  and  other  Build- 
ings the  Annual  Rents  of  which  would  amount  to  several  Thousand 
of  Pounds  empty  &  unoccupied. 

And  that  the  Losses  of  this  Town  by  Sea  for  the  last  year  only 
amount  to  about  £200,000  old  tenor. 

Wherefore  your  humble  Petitioners  pray  that  as  our  Number 
Navigation  Commerce,  Manufactures  and  every  thing  else,  for 
which  we  can  be  Taxed,  are  very  much  decreased,  our  Province 
Tax  ma}^  be  lessened  in  proportion,  or  that  such  other  Relief  may 
be  granted  as  to  your  Excellency  and  Honours,  in  your  great  Wis- 
dom and  Equity  shall  seem  meet.  

And  your  Petitioners  (as  in  Duty  Bound)  shall  ever  pray

filled  with  Dirt  as  the  Circumstances  of  the  place  may  require.

especially  since  it  has  been  proved  that  some  of  these  French 
persons  have  declared  that  they  would  set  this  Town  on  fire  in 
several  parts  as  soon  as  it  shall  be  Invaded  by  an  Enemy  upon  a 
motion  Therefore  made  and  Seconded,  It  was  unamiously  Voted 
that  the  Gentlemen  the  Representatives  of  this  Town  be  &  hereby 
are  desired  at  the  next  Session  of  the  General  Court  to  make  a

to  distress  this,  or  any  other  Town  in  like  Circumstances  for  the 
future  that  they'l  be  pleased  to  Grant  such  other  Relief  as  may  be 
necessary.

to  two  of  His  Majestys  Justices  of  the  peace  (Quorum  Unus)  to 
Grant  a  Warrant  to  Apprehend  &  Secure  'em  in  prison  pursuant

and  111  mannerly  treatment  from  him  for  the  future.

The  Town  proceeded  to  bring  in  their  Votes  for  a  Moderator  and 
[136-]  Upon  Sorting  the  same  it  appeared  that  the  Hon^^°.  James 

Allen  Elsq"".  was  chose  by  a  great  Majority.

the  Town  would  pass  a  Vote  fully  Impowering  the  Selectmen  to 
pass  and  Execute  a  good  Deed  or  Deeds  of  such  Lands  to  your 
Petitioners  in  such  manner  and  for  such  a  Sum  of  Money  as  shall 
be  agreed  upon,  was  Read,  and  thereupon  It  was  Voted  that 
Mess''^  Joshua  Blanchard  Samuel  Hughes,  Daniel  Pecker,  William 
Palfrey  and  William  Fairfield  be  and  hereby  are  appointed  a  Com- 
mittee to  consider  of  said  Petition,  View  the  Premisses  and  Report 
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to  the  Town  whether  the}'  Apprehend  it  will  be  for  the  Benefit  and 
Interest  of  the  Town  to  grant  the  Pra3^er  thereof  &  Report  hereon. 

The  Petition  of  M"".  Thomas  Paine  praying  the  Town  would  Lease 
or  Lett  to  him  a  peice  of  Land  forty  feet  Square  or  thereabouts  to 
sett  a  Warehouse  upon  on  the  North  Side  of  the  Market  and  East- 
ward of  M"".  Billings's  Shop  was  Read  and  Voted  that  the 

same  be  dismissed. 

The  Petition  of  several  Freeholders  and  Inhabitants  praying  the 
Town  would  take  some  effectual  Method  to  prevent  the  great 
Oppression  they  Labour  under  by  the  Millers  Engrossing  the  Grain 
from  time  to  [138.]  time  ;  and  that  Application  be  made  by 
the  Great  and  General  Court  or  Assembly  for  Relief  herein,  — 
was  Read  and  after  some  Debate  hereon  It  was  Voted  that  the 
Gentlemen  the  Representatives  of  the  Town  be  and  they  are  hereby 
desired  to  use  their  utmost  endeavours  to  get  a  Law  passed  the 
said  Great  and  General  Court  that  the  Town  ma}^  be  redressed  in 
this  matter  as  soon  as  may  be.

and  hereby  they  are  desired  to  give  a  Draft  on  the  Town  Treasury 
to  said  White,  Edwards,  and  Dupee  for  the  respective  Sum  Abated 
'em  as  mentioned  in  said  Report. 

The  Committee  appointed  the  Ninth  of  March  last  on  the  Peti- 
tion of  John  Goldthwait  and  Jacob  Sheaffe  late  Collectors  of  Taxes 
for  the  Town  now  Reported  that  they  had  mett  the  Petitioners 
&  Examined  into  the  Circumstances  of  the  several  Persons  whose 
Taxes  they  have  Petitioned  for  an  Abatement  of,  and  are  of  Opin- 
ion that  the  sum  of  Two  hundred  seventeen  Pounds  two  shillings 
and  Eight  Pence  old  tenor  be  Abated  M^  Collector  Sheaff  and 
that  the  Sum  of  Three  hundred  sixty  seven  Pounds  Eighteen  shil- 
lings old  tenor  be  Abated  M"".  Collector  Goldthwait  which  Report 
was  Read  &  accepted,  and  it  was  thereupon  Voted  that  the  Select- 
men be  and  they  hereby  are  desired  to  give  a  Draft  on  the  Town 
Treasurer  to  said  Goldthwait  and  Sheaff  for  the  respective  Sums 
Abated  'em  as  mentioned  in  said  Report. 

The  Committee  appointed  the  ninth  day  of  March  last  [139.] 
to  consider  of  the  Petition  of  the  Watchmen  of  the  Town  for  their 
Pay  or  allowance  Reported  that  they  apprehend  the  Sum  of  Seven 
pounds  ten  shillings  old  tenor  Bills  ought  to  be  allowed  unto  each 
able  bodied  Watchman  of  the  Town  for  every  Month  they  shall 
faithfully  Discharge  their  Duty,  and  follow  such  orders  and  Direc- 
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tions  as  they  shall  from  time  to  time  receive  from  the  Selectmen 
for  the  time  being,  which  was  Accepted,  aud  it  was  thereupon. 

Voted  that  the  Sum  of  Seven  Pounds  ten  shillings  old  tenor  Bills 
be  allowed  to  each  Able  Bodied  Watchman  p  Month  accordingly 
and  that  the  same  Commence  when  the  Selectmen  think  proper. 

The  Town  being  informed  that  the  Selectmen  on  the  Eighth 
Instant  presented  their  Petition  to  His  Excellency  Charles  Knowles 
Esq^  Governoiir  of  the  Island  of  Cape  Breton  (now  residing  here 
requesting  him  to  Grant  Liberty  and  Protection  to  the  Inhabitants 
of  this  Town  to  fetch  Sea  Coal  from  Cape  Breton  and  that  he  gave 
them  a  very  favourable  answer  to  the  same. 

Voted  that  the  Thanks  of  the  Town  be  and  hereby  is  given  to 
tlie  Gentlemen  the  Selectmen  for  their  great  care  of  the  Town  in 
Applying  to  Governour  Knowles  in  that  manner. 

Also  Voted  that  the  Gentlemen  the  Representatives  of  the  Town 
be  and  hereby  are  appointed  a  Committee  to  draw  up  a  Letter  of 
Thanks  to  Governour  Knowles  for  his  Kind  Reception  of  the 
Selectmen  when  they  w^aited  upon  him  with  the  above  Petition 
and  the  great  encouragement  he  gave  'em  that  he  would  grant  the 
Prayer  thereof,  and  the  great  Regard  he  expressed  to  have  for  the

The  Committee  appointed  the  ninth  day  of  March  last  to  con- 
sider of  the  Petition  of  several  Inhabitants  relating  to  the  Nusances 
and  Incumbrances  in  Water  Street  complained  of  in  said  Petition 
and  what  method  is  best  for  the  Town  to  take  in  order  to  remove 
the  same  and  prevent  the  like  for  the  future,  now  Reported  that 
having  considered  of  said  Petition  and  Viewed  the  Incumbrances 
therein  mentioned  find  that  the  Antient  and  Natural  course  of  the 
water  or  Creek  which  belongs  to  the  Town  is  Stopped  by  several 
Buildings  being  Erected  over  it  Viz^  the  Coach  house  in  the  Pos- 
session of  James  Allen  Esq'',  the  [140,]  Buildings  of  Jame& 
Beighton,  John  Walley  Esq'".  John  Hunt  Esq'".  Mrs.  Kath".  Noyes 
and  M"".  John  Norton  on  the  South  Side,  and  M''.  Edward  Brom- 
field  M'".  Christopher  Tilden  and  M"".  John  Dupee  on  the  North 
side  thereof,  all  of  whom  they  Apprehend  have  encroached  upon 
said  Creek  and  thereby  occasiou'd  the  obstruction  of  said  Water 
course,  and  that  they  judge  the  only  effectual  way  for  to  be  taken 
for  Removing  said  Nusances  and  Incumbrances  and  Preventing 
the  same  for  the  future  is  to  prosecute  all  such  Persons  as  have 
made  said  Encroachments  in  case  they  shall  refuse  to  remove  'em 
and  thereby  the  Town  will  have  restored  to  'em  said  Water  course 
or  Creek  which  will  be  a  very  great  Benefit  to  the  Town,  which 
was  Read  and  Accepted,  and  it  was  thereupon

of  'em  shall  Judge  necessary  to  be  done  m  and  about  the  Premisses. 

Voted  a  Grant  of  Seventeen  Thousand  Pounds  old  tenor  Bills  to 
be  raised  by  a  Tax  upon  Polls  and  Estates  within  the  Town  of 
Boston  for  Relief  of  the  Poor,  and  defreying  other  necessary 
Charges  arising  within  and  for  said  Town  the  Year  ensuing.

The  Committee  appointed  to  prepare  a  Draft  of  a  By  Law  for 
the  better  Regulation  of  Funerals  now  Reported  the  same  as  fol- 
lows Viz*. 

For  Preventing  the  Spreading  of  Infection  in  Burying  Persons 
Dying  of  Malignant  Distempers  and  Rendering  the  Attendance  of 
the  Corps  of  the  Deceased  to  the  Grave  less  offensive  to  Paul 
holders  and  Under  bearers. 

And  to  the  Intent  there  may  be  stated  fixed  Prices  for  digging 
and  carrying  to  the  Grave  tolling  of  Bells  &c^. 

Therefore  Voted  that  for  the  future  no  Person  whatsoever  shall 
Presume  to  break  up  the  Ground  in  any  of  the  Publick  Burial 
Places  but  with  the  Consent  of  the  Selectmen  or  the  Persons 
[143.]  Appointed  by  the  Selectmen  to  the  charge  of  such 
Burial  Place,  and  foi-  such  Prices  for  opening  Tombs  and  digging 
of  Graves  as  the  Selectmen  from  time  to  time  shall  order  and 
appoint  on  Pain  of  Forfeiting  Twenty  Shillings  for  every  such 
Offence. 

That  for  the  future  every  Person  d3nng  within  the  Town  of 
Boston  that  is  not  carryed  in  a  coach  or  by  hand  shall  be  carryed 
to  the  Grave  on  a  Bier  to  be  provided  b}^  the  Town  for  that  Pur- 
pose, and  every  under  bearer  that  shall  presume  otherways  to  carry 
any  Deceased  Person  or  Persons  to  the  Grave  each  and  every  of 
them  shall  forfeit  Twent}'  shillings  for  every  such  OflSce.

recommend  it  to  you  to  consider  of  some  method  for  the  Encourage- 
ment of  bringing  in  a  large  Supply  of  wood  from  the  Eastern  parts 
at  as  moderate  a  Rate  as  may  be  in  which  if  I  can  Assist  you  by 
granting  Protection  for  safe  guarding  the  Men  that  sliall  be 
employed  in  carrying  the  "Wood  to  the  Vessells  &  loading  it  on 
beard  of  'em  I  shall  be  very  ready  to  do  it,  or  anything  else  in  my 
Power  that  ma}^  be  propos'd  to  me  for  the  forwarding  of  this  Affair.

— It  is 
therefore  with  a  very  pleasing  hope  of  Success  that  we  Apply  and 
pray  Your  Excellency  to  give  orders  to  the  Forces  Eastward,  to 
guard  the  People  in  cutting  wood  and  carting  it  to  the  several 
Landings  and  the  Coasters  in  Loading  it,  and  if  Your  Excellency 
thinks  proper  we  farther  Pray  that  it  may  be  Publisht  in  the  weekly 
Prints,  that  Your  Excellency  has  given  such  orders  that  those  who 
cutt  the  Wood  and  the  Coasters  and  carters  may  carefully  engage 
in  their  respective  Business  being  Assured  of  Protection  therein. 

We  gratefully  acknowledge  Your  kind  and  generous  Proposal  as 
an  Addition  to  the  many  Obligations  we  are  under  to  pray  and  En- 
deavour that  Your  Administration  may  be  as  easy  to  Your  Excel- 
lency as  it  is  beneficial  and  agreeable  to  us. 

Which  being  Read,  it  was  thereupon  unanimoush^  Voted  that  the 
same  be  Accepted,  and  that  a  fair  Copy  thereof  be  prepared  and 
Signed  by  the  Town  Clerk,  and  that,

that  it  will  by  no  ways  be  for  the  Benefit  of  the  Town  for  them 
to  hire  Vessels  to  fetch  Coal  from  Louisbourg  but  that  the  Trade 
be  left  open  between  that  [148.]  Place  and  this  whereby  they 
Apprehend  this  Town  will  in  time  be  supply ed  at  an  easy  Rate. 
—  And  in  order  to  effect  the  same  have  drawn  up  a  Letter  of 
Thanks  to  Governour  Knowles  to  be  forwarded  to  him  by  the  first 
Opportunity  and  they  Apprehend  it  will  be  a  means  of  Removing 
any  difficulty  the  masters  of  Vessels  may  meet  with  in  loading 
their  Vessells  with  Coal  if  the  Selectmen  will  give  such  as  go  to 
Louisbourg  a  Letter  to  Governour  Knowles  desiring  his  favour 
and  Assistance  to  'em  therein.  —  Voted  that  the  same  be  Accepted 
and  that  fair  Copys  of  said  Letter  of  Thanks  be  prepared  and 
Signed  by  the  Selectmen,  and  forwarded  to  Governour  Knowles  as 

soon  as  may  be.

the  North  part  of  the  Town  has  not  been  Rung  this  Day  for  the 
Notification  of  the  Inhabitants  to  Attend  this  Meeting  as  has  been 
usual,  It  was  moved  and  Seconded  by  several  that  this  meeting  be 
therefore  immediately  Adjourned  to  three  a  Clock  this  Afternoon 
and  Orders  given  by  the  Selectmen  that  the  Bells  be  rung  through- 
out the  Town,  and  the  Question  being  put  It  was  accordingly  Voted 
in  the  Affirmative.

Petition  and  fully  considered  of  the  Prayer  thereof,  and  apprehend 
it  will  be  more  for  the  Benefit  of  the  Town  to  Sell  the  same  to  such 
person  or  Persons  as  will  give  most  for  it  than  to  improve  it  any 
longer  in  the  manner  it  now  is,  —  which  being  Read  Voted  that 
said  Report  be  Accepted,  and  that  said  Committee  be  desired  to 
enquire  of  the  Petitioners  what  Sum  of  Money  they  will  give  for 
the  same,  and  Report  hereon  as  soon  as  may  be. 

Voted  that  this  Meeting  be  Adjourned  to  Tuesday  the  fifteenth 
day  of  September  instant  at  three  a  Clock  P.M.

That  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  November  next,  all  Carts 
and  other  Carriages  of  Hay  as  they  come  into  Town  shall  be 
weighed  at  said  Engine,  and  a  Certificate  of  the  weight  of  the  Cart 
and  Hay  be  then  given,  and  the  Cart  or  Carriage  upon  its  Return 
be  Taxed,  and  the  weight  thereof  Markt  on  it, 

That  a  suitable  person  be  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  for  the 
time  being  for  such  Term  of  Time  as  they  shall  think  convenient 
to  take  care  that  the  said  Engine  be  kept  in  good  Repair  and  to 
See  the  weight  of  all  Hay  thus  brought  to  Market  and  give  Certifi- 
cates of  the  same,  and  mark  the  carriages  on  their  Return  as 
aforesaid,  and  that  the  said  Person  shall  be  under  Oath  to  do 
Justice  between  Buj^er  &  Seller,  and  attend  on  each  day  of  the 
week  except  Lords  Days  from  Sunrisingto  Sunsetting  and  make  an 
Entry  in  a  Book  he  shall  keep  for  that  Purpose  of  all  the  Hay  he 
weighs,  and  that  he  have  such  an  allowance  for  his  Service  as 
the  said  Selectmen  for  the  time  being  shall  think  reasonable. 

That  there  be  allowed  and  Paid  for  every  Load  of  Hay  so 
weighed  one  Penny  in  Bills  of  the  last  Emission  for  each  Hundred 
of  Hay  by  the  Person  who  Buys  the  same,  &  in  case  of  his  absence 
at  the  time  of  weighing  then  to  be  paid  by  the  Importer  who  shall 
be  Reimburs'd  by  the  Buyer. 

That  if  any  Person  Inhabitant  of  the  Town  of  Boston  aforesaid

The  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Boston  Assembled  in  General 
Town  Meeting,  Apprehending  Their  Character  &  Reputation 
greatly  Affected  by  the  Publication  of  two  Letters  in  the  Post  Boy 
of  the  IS*''  Instant,  Signed  by  Your  Excellency  dated  at  Castle 
William  and  directed  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Province,  beg  leave  to 
lay  this  their  Humble  Representation  of  the  Affair  those  Letters 
relate  to  so  far  as  Respects  this  Town  before  Your  Excellency. 

It  having  been  reported  that  the  Town  of  Boston  or  the  Inhabi- 
tants in  general,  had  Abetted  and  Encouraged  the  Riotors  who  In- 
sulted Your  Excellency  and  the  General  Court,  and  who  Committed 
many  other  heinous  offences ;  the  said  Inhabitants  as  soon  as  they 
could  do,  Assembled  in  Town  Meeting,  and  notwithstanding  it  Ap- 
peared that  the  Rights  and  privileges  of  the  Town  have  been  invaded 
by  the  unwarrantable  Impress  that  has  been  made  of  several  of  their 
Inhabitants,  Yet  being  always  sensible  that  this  was  by  no  means 
sufficient  to  Justify  the  great  disorders  that  were  consequent  there- 
upon. They  unanimously  pass'd  such  a  Vote  as  Vindicated  the  Town 
from  the  charge  made  against  them,  and  a  Committee  of  the  Town 
waited  upon  Your  Excellency  at  the  Castle  with  a  Copy  of  the  Vote, 
and  You  were  pleas'd  very  favourably  to  Receive  the  same,  and  to 
Express  Your  Satisfaction  therein  ;  and  as  a  further  Proof  of  the 
desire  of  the  Inhabitants  to  Remove  all  Pretence  for  this  Imputation 
a  greater  Number  of  them  Appeared  in  Arms  to  Attend  Your  Ex- 
cellency on  your  Return  to  Town,  than  has  been  known  in  any 
Regimental  Muster,  for  diverse  Years  past. 

Notwitlistanding  which  the  Two  Letters  aforesaid  wrote  as  Ap- 
pears [157.]  by  the  Dates,  before  the  time  of  Passing  this  Vote

Instant  tends  to  clear  up  the  Character  and  Reputation  of  the  Town 
Yet  as  it  must  be  presumed  that  these  Letters  were  Published  by 
Your  Excellency's  order,  and  the  other  Account  does  not  appear 
to  have  been  so,  it  cannot  be  conceived  sufficient  to  Remove  any 
Impressions  which  the  Publishing  of  said  Letters  may  have  made 
against  the  Town. 

Wherefore  from  a  just  concern  that  all  the  Actions  of  the  Town 
may  be  fairly  Represented  and  that  the  Character  of  the  Town  as 
loyal  and  Dutiful  may  always  be  preserved,  the  Inhabitants  lay 
this  State  of  their  case  before  Your  Excellency  praying  Your  con- 
sideration of  the  same  and  that  they  may  receive  such  Redress  as 
that  the  Character  of  the  Town  may  be  made  to  appear  to  the  world 
in  a  favourable  light  as  if  the  Letters  aforesaid  had  never  been  Pub-

That  said  Chapel  which  has  constantly  been  Improved  for  the 
Publick  worship  of  God  for  about  Sixty  Years  past  is  in  many 
Parts  of  it  Rotten  &  greatly  decayed.  &  almost  rendered  uncapable 
for  that  Service  any  longer,  and  said  congregation  out  of  Regard 
to  the  Honour  of  God  and  for  their  own  Edification  being  very 
desirous  that  the  Publick  worship  of  God  should  be  still  Supported 
and  Carried  on  in  said  Place,  have  determined  to  Rebuild  said 
Church  and  make  it  some  what  larger  more  Comodious  and  Regular

sight of  the  House  for  one  Week  who  shall  Endeavour  to  Obtain 
some  Suitable  person  to  preach  on  the  Lords  day  in  like  manner 
as  has  been  usual  for  some  Years  past  and  shall  Visit  the  House 
as  often  as  may  be,  at  least  three  times  in  each  Week  for  inspecting 
the  management  of  it  &  the  behaviour  of  the  persons  in  it,  But 
in  important  cases  the  Committee  for  the  month  or  if  need  be 
the  Body  of  Overseers  shall  be  called  together  to  Advise  there- 
upon.   

gdiy  xhat  the  Overseers  at  their  monthly  meeting  or  the  Committee 
of  Overseers  be  further  Impowered  to  Punish  such  Persons  as  shall 
be  legally  Committed  to  the  House  and  who  shall  threaten  or  at- 
tempt to  make  their  Escape  therefrom,  or  such  as  having  Escaped 
shall  be  again  so  committed  by  fixing  a  Wooden  Clog  with  an 
Iron  Chain  to  one  of  the  Legs  of  such  Offenders.  

And  after  the  same  was  Read  a  Question  was  put  ' '  Whether 
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[187.]    the  Town  do  Approve  and  Accept  of  said  three  articles 

for  the  better  Regulating  of  the  work  house.  And  it  passed  in 

the  atfirmative.  — Also 

Voted  that  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  be  and  hereby  are  desired 
to  proceed  to  Regulate  and  Govern  the  work  house  accordingl}' 
until  the  Town  shall  order  otherwise. 

The  Petition  of  Thomas  Fleet  praying  the  Town  to  Sell  or 
Lease  to  him  for  a  term  not  less  than  fourteen  Years,  a  small 
Peice  of  Land  in  Water  Street  at  the  Rear  of  the  Instate  of  the 
late  Jonathan  Furnass  deced,  it  being  at  present  wholly  unimprov'd 
and  of  no  use  to  the  Town ;  was  now  taken  into  consideration  & 
after  some  Debate  thereon  ;  It  was  Voted  that  the  Selectmen  be 
and  hereby  are  appointed  a  Committee  to  consider  of  this  Petition 
&  Report  at  the  next  General  Town  Meeting  what  they  apprehend 
the  Town  had  best  do  thereon.

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South  WritiDg  School  in  the  Common  for  the  ensuing  Year,  the 
same  to  be  paid  quarterly  as  it  shall  become  due,  and  to  Com- 
mence at  the  Exph'ation  of  the  last  Quarter. 

Voted  that  the  Sum  of  Fifty  Pounds  lawful  money  be  allowed 
and  paid  to  M'*.  John  Procter  jun''.  for  his  Salary  as  Usher  of  the 
North  Writing  School  for  the  ensuing  Year,  the  same  to  be  paid 
him  quarterly  as  it  shall  become  due,  and  to  Commence  at  the 
Expiration  of  the  last  Quarter. 

Voted  that  a  Sum  not  exceeding  Fifteen  pounds  lawful  money 
be  allowed  for  repairing  the  North  Battery  and  that  John  Steele 
Esq"".  Captain  of  said  Battery,  take  care  that  the  same  be  repaired 
accordingly. 

The  Petition  of  sundry  Inhabitants  of  the  Town,  praying  that 
further  Provision  may  be  made  for  the  Education  and  Instruction 
of  the  Children  in  Writing,  more  especially  those  that  live  at  the 
South  part  of  the  Town,  either  by  Enlarging  the  Writing  School 
in  Queen  street  or  otherwise  as  the  Town  shall  think  proper. 
Read  and  thereupon  It  was  Voted  that  Mess'"'.  Jeremiah  Belknap 
[233,]  Zachariah  Johonnot  and  Thomas  Foster  be  and  they 
hereby  are  appointed  a  Committee  to  Consider  of  this  Petition, 
and  they  are  desired  to  View  the  School  house  in  Queen  street 
under  the  care  of  M''.  Samuel  Holyoke,  and  see  if  it  can  be  En- 
larged, and  in  what  manner,  or  what  else  they  may  Judge  proper 
to  be  done  for  the  Relief  of  the  Petitioners  and  Report  hereon  at 
the  Adjournment  of  this  Meeting. 

The  Town  proceeded  to  take  into  Consideration  the  Article  in 
the  Warrant  viz*,  what  Method  is  best  to  be  taken  to  Secure  their 
Marsh  Lands  at  the  bottom  of  the  Common,  &  whether  they  will 
Lease  out  the  same,  and  after  some  Debate  thereon,  It  was  Voted 
that  the  Selectmen  be  and  hereby  are  desired  &  Impowered  to 
Advertize  in  the  publick  prints  that  said  Lands  are  to  be  leased, 
and  receive  proposals  concerning  the  same,  and  Report  thereon, 
to  the  Town. 

Voted  that  this  Meeting  be  Adjourn'd  to  Friday  the  25*^.  inst. 
at  three  o'Clock  in  the  afternoon. 

Friday  the  25*^.  May,  three  o'Clock,  the  Town  mett. 

A  Motion  was  made  and  Seconded  by  many  that  this  Meeting 
be  immediately  Adjourn'd  to  further  day,  and  it  was  thereupon 
Voted  that  this  Meeting  be  Adjourned  to  Tuesday  the  5"\  of  June 
next  at  three  o'Clock  in  the  Afternoon,  and  the  same  was  Ad- 
journed to  that  time  accordingly. 

June  5*^.  1750.  Tuesday  three  o'Clock  P.M.  the  Town  mett 
according  to  their  Adjournment. 

The  Committee  appointed  the  15*^.  day  of  May  last  to  Consider 
of  the  Petition  of  sundry  Inhabitants  praying  that  further  Pro- 
vision may  be  made  for  the  Education  &  Instruction  of  Children 
in  Writing,  as  is  therein  fully  set  forth,  now  made  Report,  that 
they  had  attended  that  Service  and  found  that  there  is  Rpom  on 
the  Towns  Land  to  Enlarge  the  School  house  in  Queen  street,  at 
the  Southerly  End  about  Twenty  two  feet  in  length,  and  about 
Eighteen  feet  in  wedth,  and  that  it  was  their  Opinion  that  said 
School  will  then  Accommodate  about  One  hundred  and  sixty  or 
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seventy  Scholars,  whereas  it  will  dow  [234.]  Accommodate 
but  about  Eighty  or  Ninety,  and  if  the  Town  sees  cause  to 
comply  therewith,  they  Judge  it  will  answer  the  prayer  of  the 
Petitioners."  —  which  Report  being  read,  and  a  short  Debate  had 
thereon,  It  was  Voted  that  the  same  be  accepted,  and  also  that 
the  Selectmen  be  and  hereby  are  Impowered  and  desired  to 
Enlarge  said  School  in  Queen  street,  as  soon  as  may  be,  and  that 
they  Extend  such  Enlaroemeut  as  far  beyond  the  Towns  land  into 
the  street  as  may  be  without  any  Inconvenience  to  said  street. 

The  Committee  appointed  the  15"\  of  May  last,  to  prepare  the 
Draft  of  a  Memorial  to  the  Great  and  General  Court  or  Assembl}'', 
praying  them  to  repeal  the  Law  lately  pass'd  by  said  Court,  laying 
a  Duty  on  Tea,  Coffee,  Arrack  snuff  and  Chiua  Ware,  and  also  on 
Coaches,  Chaises  (fee",  now  made  Report  of  a  Memorial  they  had 
prepar'd  which  is  in  the  following  words  Viz*. 

To  the  Honourable  Spencer  Phips  Esq''.  Lieu'.  Goveinour  and 
Commander  in  Chief  of  the  Province  of  the  Massachusetts  Bay, 
the  Honourable  the  Council  and  House  of  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  Assembled  May  30'^.  1750. 

The  Memorial  of  the  Town  of  Boston,  Humbly  Sheweth, 

That  the  Inhabitants  of  said  Town  readily  &  chearfully  acknow- 
ledge their  Confidence  in  the  Wisdom  Justice  &  Goodness  of  the 
Great  and  General  Court,  and  obligation  to  submit  and  pay  obedi- 
ence to  their  Acts,  nevertheless  they  humbly  beg  leave  to  represent 
some  of  the  great  Difficultys  they  apprehend,  attending  and  con- 
sequent upon  the  Tempory  Act  pass'd  in  the  last  Sessions  of  the 
late  General  Assembly,  Entitled  an  Act  for  Granting  to  his  Majesty, 
an  Excise  upon  sundry  Articles  hereafter  Enumerated,  for  and  to- 
wards the  support  of  his  Majesty's  Government  of  this  Province. 

Whereupon  they  pa}'  liberty  humbly  to  obsei  ve.  That  as  Trade 
and  Commerce  are  the  great  Business  and  support  of  the  Town  of 
Boston  and  almost  the  only  means  to  enable  them  to  pay  between 
a  fifth  &  a  sixth  part  of  the  Charge  of  the  whole  Province,  if  their 
[235,]  Trade  sho'd  fail,  it  is  not  possible  they  should  pay  any 
such  proportion  of  the  publick  Expence,  and  that  Trade  is  in  a 
very  languishing  Condition,  and  almost  ready  to  leave  them,  is 
very  apparent  from  the  almost  Constant  bad  Voyages  made,  even 
when  the  Ships  and  other  Vessels  go  and  come  in  Safety,  to  add 
a  further  weight  and  burthen  to  that  which  is  almost  ready  to  sink 
with  its  former  Difficulties,  affects  the  Town  very  much  iu  tiiis 
Critical  Conjuncture,  when  there  is  a  profess'd  design  of  some  in 
the  Neighbouring  Governments,  to  strip  them  as  far  as  possible  of 
the  trade  they  have  had  from  their  Foundation. 

The  Town  would  further  humbly  observe,  that  the  Business  of 
retailing  Tea,  Coffee  &c.  is  mainly  carried  on  by  Widows  and 
persons  in  low  Circumstances,  who  generally,  very  hardly  get  a 
poor  subsistance  and  sho'd  this  Act  continue  and  take  place,  there 
will  be  danger  of  their  becoming  a  Charge  and  burthen  to  the 
Town. 

The  Town  begs  leave  further  humbly  to  suggest  to  your  Honours, 
whether  this  Act  may  not  bring  on  the  displeasure  of  those  two 
great  and  powerful  Corporations  the  East  India  &  Turkey  Com- 
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panys  in  our  mother  Country,  &  whether  the  little  profit  which 
may  arise  by  this  Act  is  not  much  over  balanc'd  by  the  Risque  of 
their  Resentment. 

The  Town  are  also  much  affected,  with  the  danger  of  multiply- 
ing Excises,  which  if  made  effectual,  will  probably  bring  on  a 
multiplication  of  Officers  with  very  large  &  arbitary  power,  how 
Consistent  these  things  will  be  (sho'd  they  come  to  pass)  with  the 
natural  Rights  and  Libertys  of  Mankind  and  especially  of  English- 
men, has  been  abundantly  discuss'd  and  very  clearl}^  evidenc'd  in 
our  mother  Country  on  a  late  famous  occasion. 

They  are  moreover  very  apprehensive,  that  these  Excises  will 
dispose  many  among  us  to  remove  into  the  Neighbouring  Govern- 
ments, where  they  may  trade  upon  and  improve  these  Commodities 
without  Duties,  and  it  is  very  probable  that  many  of  the  Inliabit- 
ants  of  this  Province  will  mainly  supply  themselves  from  the  Re- 
tailers of  those  Articles,  who  dwell  in  the  other  Governments,  in 
which  case  the  profit  of  selling  them,  will  go  out  of  the  Province 
and  nothing  at  all  be  paid  into  the  Treasury  here,  &  whether  when 
these  Retailers  of  Tea  (fee*"",  can  with  such  superiour  and  apparent 
advantage  trade  in  these  things  out  of  [336.]  The  Province  and 
supply  us,  they  will  not  be  tempted  to  Sell  and  our  people  to  buy 
of  them,  other  Commodities  also,  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Province 
are  under  some  natural  &  almost  inevitable  difficulties,  by  their 
being  a  barrier  to  his  Majestys  Subjects  and  Interest  in  North 
America,  which  has  greatly  increased  the  Taxes  of  this  Town,  as 
they  pay  so  large  a  proportion  as  has  been  mentioned,  and  thinn'd 
their  numbers,  both  bv  the  Wars,  and  the  removal  of  diverse  of 
our  people  to  the  Southern  Governments,  the  Town  humbly  begs 
leave  to  enquire,  whether  it  would  not  greatly  discourage  any,  even 
the  Richest  County  in  England,  if  a  considerable  Duty  should  be 
laid  on  their  Consumption,  when  nothing  at  all  was  paid  by  their 
fellow  subjects  all  round  them. 

The  Town  are  also  much  Concerned  that  there  should  be  laid 
by  this  Act,  such  a  duty  on  Coaches,  Chariots,  Chaises  &g''.  this 
will  fall  principally  on  Boston  which  by  your  Honours  Judgment, 
paid  their  proportion  before,  between  a  fifth  and  a  sixth  part  of 
the  Charge  of  the  whole  Province,  but  in  this,  they  will  pay  much 
more  than  all  the  Province  beside. 

Wherefore  as  well  as  for  many  other  reasons  your  Memorialists 
humbly  pray  your  Honours  to  repeal  the  above  mentioned  Act,  or 
allow  the  Duties  paid  by  the  Inhabitants  of  Boston  to  be  paid  into 
the  Town  Treasury  for  the  Town's  use,  or  grant  such  other  Relief 
as  to  your  Honours  known  wisdom  and  Justice,  and  paternal  care 
and  goodness  shall  meet  and  suitable  to  the  declining  and  distress't 
state  of  this  sinking  Town. 

Which  being  Read  and  Debated  upon,  It  was  Voted  that  the 
same  be  accepted,  and  that  the  Selectmen  be  and  hereby  are  de- 
sired to  prepair  a  fair  Copy  of  said  Memorial,  Sign  the  same  in 
behalf  of  the  Town  and  present  it  to  said  General  Court,  at  their 
next  Sessions. 

Voted  that  this  Meeting  be  Adjourn'd  to  Friday  the  29'^. 
instant  at  three  o'Clock  in  the  Afternoon. 
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Friday  the  29*^  of  June  1750,  three  o'Clock  in  the  Afternoon  the 
Town  met  according  to  Adjournment. 

[237,]  Voted,  that  the  Sum  of  Twenty  pounds  lawful  money 
be  allowed  and  paid  out  of  the  Town  Treasury  unto  Abijah 
Adams  in  full  for  his  Service,  as  Clerk  of  Faneuil  Hall  Market, 
for  the  year  past. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  Audit  the  Accompts  of  the  late 
Town  Treasurer  Joseph  Wadsworth  Esq"*,  now  made  Report  as 
follows  viz*,  that  they  had  attended  that  Service,  and  find  the 
several  Draughts  made  on  him  by  the  Selectmen  and  Overseers  of 
the  Poor,  are  right  cast  and  well  vouch' d,  and  that  there  is  re- 
maining unpaid  of  the  several  Draughts  on  him  Twelve  thousand 
three  hundred  and  ten  pounds,  seventeen  shillings  and  nine  pence 
old  tenor,  which  the  new  Treasurer  M"".

Voted,  that  the  Thanks  of  the  Town  be  and  hereby  is  given  to 
the  Gentlemen  the  Committee  aforesaid  for  their  great  pains  and 
care  in  Auditing  the  Accompts  of  the  late  Treasurer  Wadsworth. 

Voted  that  the  Thanks  of  the  Town  be  and  hereby  is  given  to 
the  Hon*^^®.  John  Wheelwright  Esq^  for  his  great  Pains,  Care  and 
Labour  in  Settling  the  Accompts  of  the  late  Treasurer  Wads- 
worth and  transferring  them  into  new  Books. 
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Voted  that  the  Sum  of  Sixty  six  pounds  thirteen  shillings  and 
four  pence  lawful  money  be  allowed  and  paid  out  of  the  Town 
Treasury  unto  the  Hon'^'^.  Joseph  Wadsworth  Esq^  late  Treasurer 
of  the  Town  in  full  for  his  Salary  for  the  year  past  as  also  for 
the  Expences  in  his  Oflace  and  all  other  Services  he  has  hereto- 
fore done  for  the  Town. 

The  Town  having  at  their  last  Meeting  agreed  upon  a  Memorial 
to  be  presented  to  the  Great  and  General  Court  or  Assembly 
praying  that  they  would  be  pleas'd  to  repeal  an  Act  they  lately

Voted  that  the  Selectmen  be  and  they  hereby  are  appointed  a 
Committee  to  prepare  a  Draft  of  said  Petition,  and  report  the 
same  to  the  Town  for  their  acceptance,  at  the  Adjournment  of  this 
Meeting.

instant,  three  o'Clock  P.M. 

Wednesday  3  o'Clock  P.M.  the 
Town  met  according  to  Adjournment. 

The  Committee  appointed  the  7*^.  instant  to  prepare  a  Draft  of  a 
Petition  to  be  presented  to  the  General  Court,  now  reported  the 
same  in  the  words  following  Viz^

Massachusetts  Bay     f  Gov'".  &  Commander  in  Chief,  the  Hon^^®. 

the  Council  and  Rep"^^^  of  the  Province 
aforesaid  in  General  Court  Assembled  the 
ninth  day  of  January  1750. 
The  Petition  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Boston,  in  Town 
Meeting  regularly  Assembled  January  7'^.  1750. 
Most  Humbly  Sheweth, 

That  your  humble  Petitioners  have  been  inform'd  that  by  a  Vote 
of  the  Great  &  General  Court  in  the  Year  1747  It  was  Ordered 
that  the  Court  house  in  Boston  should  be  rebuilt,  and  that  the 
charge  thereof  should  be  born  one  half,  by  the  Province,  one 
Quarter  part  by  the  County  of  Suffolk  and  one  Quarter  by  the 
Town  of  Boston,  and  that  by  a  Vote  of  the  Hon^^^.  house  of  Rep""^'. 
pass'd  the  present  Year,  it  was  Ordered  that  the  aforesaid  Vote 
pass'd  in  1747,  sho'd  be  carried  into  Execution,  and  that  the  In- 
habitants of  the  Town  of  Boston  should  be  assess'd  accordingly, 
but  the  Vote  of  the  Hon^'^^  House  was  not  passed  b}'  the  Hon*'^^ 
Board.  —  As  your  Petit'',  humbly  Apprehend  that  they  would  be 
greatly  aggreiv'd  and  Injur'd  if  the  Vote  of  the  Hon**^*".  Court  in 
1747  sho'd  ever  be  pursued  to  Effect,  they  beg  leave  to  make  a 
short  Representation  of  their  Case  to  your  Honours,  and  to  lay 
before  you  their  Exceptions  against  the  said  Vote. 

And  your  Memorialist  accordingly  Represent  that  it  appears 
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probable  from  the  ancient  Records  of  the  Town  that  about  the 
Year  1657  a  House  was  built  on  the  Towns  Land  for  the  immediate 
Use  and  Service  of  the  Town,  &  that  the  [^^43.]  Charge  thereof 

was  born  by  a  Subscription  of  the  Inhabitants.  It  further 

appears  from  the  Province  Law  made  in  the  Year  1693.  that  the 
said  House  had  some  time  before  been  made  use  of  both  by  the 
Province  and  County  as  well  as  by  the  Town,  and  it  was  therefore 
by  the  then  General  Court  thought  reasonable  and  determin'd 
that  the  Charge  of  repairing  the  same  should  be  born,  one  half  by 
the  Province,  one  quarter  by  the  County  of  Suffolk  and  one  quarter 

by  the  Town.  In  the  Year  1711,  by  the  Providence  of  God  the 

said  House  was  Consumed  by  Fire  Soon  after  which  the  General 
Court  were  pleas'd  in  their  Wisdom  to  appoint  a  Committee  to 
Conferr  with  the  Town  upon  proposals  made  for  rebuilding  said 
House,  and  upon  the  Proportion  which  the  Town  should  bear  of 
the  Charge  thereof.  The  Town  being  then  destitute  of  any  House 
for  publick  Meetings,  and  other  publick  uses,  agreed  to  the  pro- 
posals made  by  the  General  Court,  with  some  Amendment  or 
Alteration,  and  Expressed  their  Consent  by  a  Vote  at  a  General 
Town  Meeting,  and  then  appointed  two  of  their  own  Inhabitants 
viz^  Thomas  Brattle  Esq'',  and  IVF.  William  Pnyne  to  join  with  the 
Committee  of  the  General  Court  in  carrying  on  the  work  ;  and 
certain  parts  of  said  house  were  destin'd  and  appropriated  to  the 
Immediate  use  of  the  Town  ;  and  the  Town  continued  to  Improve 
the  same  until  October  1742.  when  Peter  Faneuil  Esq^  gen- 
erously caused  to  be  Erected,  at  his  own  Charge  a  commodious 
Building  for  the  publick  Use  and  Service  of  the  Town,  to  which  all 
the  Papers  and  Records  of  the  Town  were  soon  after  remov'd,  & 
where  all  publick  Meetings  have  ever  since  been  held.  And  those 
Rooms  in  the  Townhouse  which  had  been  appropriated  to  the  im- 
mediate use  and  Service  of  the  Town  were  then  Improved  for  the 
Service  of  the  General  Court,  and  the  Town  have  ever  since  been 
wholly  Excluded  from  any  benefit  thereof,  except  by  the  Rents  of 
the  Cellars  only,  till  it  was  last  Consumed,  and  had  it  continued 
in  the  state  it  was  in  the  Town  would  probably  before  this  time 
have  applied  to  your  Honours  to  have  freed  them  from  their  propor- 
tion of  Charge  they  had  before  paid  towards  the  constant  Repairs 
thereof,  But  it  pleas'd  God  in  his  providence  in  the  month  of 
December  1747.  to  Suffer  the  Townhouse  to  be  again  Consumed 
by  Fire,  and  this  while  in  the  immediate  use  and  Service  of  the 
General  Court.  Soon  after  which  a  Committee  of  the  General 
Court  conferr'd  with  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town  concerning  the 
Disposition  of  the  Inhabitants  as  to  their  part  of  the  Charge  of  re- 
building the  same,  but  the  Selectmen  then  did  [244.]  Not  and 
declared  to  said  Committee  that  they  could  not  give  any  I^ncour- 
agement  that  the  Town  would  consent  to  any  greater  part  thereof 
than  their  proportion  of  the  Province  Tax ;  and  had  the  Hon^"^. 
Court  been  pleas'd  to  make  their  proposals  to  the  Town  as  was 
done  by  the  General  Court  in  1712.  the  Town  would  undoubtedly 
have  declin'd  a  Complyance  therewith. 

Now  your  Petitioners  humbly  liope,  that  when  this  their  Case  is 
Considered  in  all  its  Circumstances,  your  Honours  will  Judge 
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favourably  concerning  it,  they  humbly  Conceive  that  if  the  Town 
had  not  been  provided  with  another  House,  the  Compelling  them 
to  Rebuild  &  Improve  this,  whether  they  inclined  to  it  or  not, 
would  have  distinguished  them  from  all  the  other  Towns  in  the 
Province,  who  are  at  Libert}^  to  Erect  their  publick  Buildings  when 
and  where  they  please,  and  it  is  Evident  that  the  General  Court  in 
1712.  thought  the  Town  ought  not  to  be  compell'd,  but  that  their 
Consent  should  be  given  ;  Must  it  not  then  appear  to  your  Honours 
a  much  greater  hardship  that  the  Town  should  be  held  to  pay  more 
than  their  proportion  in  common  with  the  rest  of  the  Province  for 
the  Charge  of  building  a  House,  which  they  have  no  manner  of 
Use  and  Occasion  for  &  when  those  Rooms  the  Town  formerly  had 
in  it  for  several  years  past  have  been  and  still  are  wholly  Improved 
by  the  Province. 

Your  Memorialists  could  Enlarge  upon  the  unequal  Proportion 
they  Imagine  they  Pay  to  the  Province  Tax  upon  the  Decrease  of 
the  Polls,  Buildings  and  other  Estate  of  the  Town,  and  the  declin- 
ing State  of  their  Trade,  but  they  humbly  Apprehend  that  without 
this,  your  Honours  will  be  Indue' d  to  think  favourably  of  this  their 
Application,  and  that  you  will  not  Suffer  the  aforesaid  Vote  by 
which  they  apprehend  themselves  to  be  aggrevied,  to  take  Effect, 
or  that  you  will  otherwise  releive  them,  as  to  your  Wisdom  shall 
seem  meet. 

And  your  Petit'■^  as  in  Duty  bound  shall  pray  &c^. 

By  order  of  the  Town  . 

Which  being  Read,  it  was  unanimously  Voted  that  the  same 
[345.]  Be  accepted,  and  that  a  fair  Copy  thereof  be  prepared 
and  Signed  by  the  Town  Clerk  in  behalf  of  the  Town  and  that  the 
Selectmen  be  and  they  are  hereby  desired  to  present  it  to  the  Great 
&  General  Court  accordingly. 

Then  the  Meeting  was  dismiss'd.

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1745,  1746  &  1747,  aod  took  the  utmost  Care  &  Pains  in  Collect- 
ing such  Taxes  as  were  committed  to  him,  notwithstanding  which, 
by  means  of  the  great  poverty  of  many  of  the  Inhabitants,  and 
others  being  absent  at  Sea,  who  never  returned,  there  were  con- 
siderable Sums  that  he  could  not  get  in,  tho  he  has  paid  and  satis- 
fied the  Town,  County  and  Province  for  the  whole  of  'em,  and 
having  made  no  application  before,  now,  that  the  Taxes  of  such 
poor  and  absent  persons  may  be  Abated  him  he  prays  the  Town 
would  appoint  a  Committee  to  Enquire  into  the  Circumstances  such 
persons  were  in  the  beforementioned  Years  whose  Taxes  he  could 
never  get,  hear  the  Pef.  and  report  to  the  Town  what  they  ap- 
prehend ought  in  Justice  to  be  abated  him.  And  it  was  thereupon 
Voted  that  the  Assessors  of  the  Town  be  a  Committee  to  Consider 
of  said  Dupees  Petition,  hear  him  thereupon,  and  report  to  the 
Town  what  Taxes  ought  to  be  abated  him.  Also  Voted  that  the 
Selectmen  give  a  Draft  on  the  Treasury  to  said  Dupee  for  the 
Premium  due  to  him  for  Collecting  the  Taxes  [353.]  For  the 
year  1747. 

The  Petition  of  Cap^  Benjamin  Edwards  praying  for  an  abate- 
ment of  Sundry  Taxes  committed  to  him  to  Collect  in  the  Years 
1748.  &  1749.  was  Read,  Voted  that  the  same  be  dismiss'd. 

The  Petition  of  William  Rand,  praying  for  an  Abatement  of 
sundry  Taxes  committed  to  him  to  Collect  in  yie  Years  1734.  1735. 
1736.  and  1737.  was  Read,  Voted  the  same  be  dismiss'd. 

Voted  that  the  Assessors  be  and  they  are  hereby  allowed  to  Sit 
upon  the  Abatement  of  Taxes  to  the  first  day  of  June  next  and  no 
longer,  saving  that  they  have  Liberty  to  Sit  the  second  and  third 
Weeks  in  November,  to  Abate  the  Taxes  of  such  persons  as  shall 
appear  to  be  dead,  or  out  of  Town,  and  could  not  have  made 
application  to  them  therefor,  before  said  first  day  of  June. 

The  Town  Entred  upon  the  Consideration  of  that  Article  in  the 
Warrant  viz*.  Whether  any  more  effectual  Method  than  is  already 
prescrib'd  by  Lavf  can  be  taken,  to  prevent  the  Disorders  that  are 
frequently  committed  by  Negroes  in  the  night,  and  thereupon 
Voted  that  the  same  be  referr'd  to  Thomas  Hutchinson,  Samuel 
Welles  &  Benjamin  Prat  Esq",  the  Committee  appointed  the  13*^. 
of  March  last,  to  revise  all  the  By  Laws  and  Orders  of  the  Town 
now  in  force,  and  they  to  make  Report  thereon. 

Voted  that  the  Province  Law  made  and  pass'd  in  the  first  Year 
of  the  Reign  of  her  late  Majesty  Queen  Anne,  Entitled  an  Act  to 
prevent  Disorders  in  the  night,  be  printed  in  all  the  publick 
Newspapers  for  the  better  Information  of  the  Inhabitants. 

The  Petition  of  Alexander  Hunt  of  Boston  Shipwright  setting 
forth,  that  the  Town  are  possess'd  of  a  small  Peice  of  Land  near 
to  Forthill  in  Boston,  adjoyniing  to  the  Petit''^  Land  in  part,  which 
has  not  for  many  Years  been  of  any  benefit  to  the  Town,  and  it's 
likely  from  the  Situation  of  it  never  will  be,  but  as  it  is  somewhat 
commodious  to  him  he  is  willing  to  purchase  the  same  of  the  Town 
and  give  such  a  Consideration  therefor  as  they  shall  Judge  rea- 
sonable, praying  the  Town  would  take  the  premisses  into  Consid- 
eration, and  sell  him  the  small  peice  of  Land  aforesaid  for  what  it 
maj'  be  Judged  worth,  the  same  being  read  it  was  Voted  that 
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Mess".  Jonathan  Williams  [254.]  Thomas  Greene  and  Major 
Nathaniel  Thwing  be  a  Committee  to  take  said  Petition  into  Con- 
sideration, View  the  peice  of  Land  petition'd  for  to  be  Sold,  and 
Report  to  the  Town  at  their  meeting  in  May  next,  whether  they 
apprehend  it  will  be  for  the  Interest  of  the  Town  to  Sell  it. 

The  Article  in  the  Warrant  viz*.  "  To  Consider  whether  the  Town 
will  have  an  Engine  Erected  near  the  middle  part  of  it,  for  the 
weighing  of  Hay  brought  in  by  Water."  was  taken  into  Consider- 
ation, and  thereupon,  it  was  Voted  that  the  Selectmen  be  desired 
ta  receive  proposals  from  any  persons  that  may  offer  'em  for  the 
weighing  of  Hay  in  the  middle  part  of  the  Town  and  report  'em  to 
the  Town  at  their  Meeting  in  May  next. 

Voted  that  this  Meeting  be  adjourn'd  to  three  o' Clock  in  the 
Afternoon.

Voted  that  the  Thanks  of  the  Town  be  and  hereby  is  given  to 
the  Hon^^^  James  Allen  Esq^  the  Moderator  of  this  Meeting,  for 
managing  the  Affairs  thereof.

Thomas  Hancock  Esq'',  one  of  the  Selectmen  in  their  Name  pro- 
pos'd  to  the  Inhabitants  assembled  to  proceed  to  the  Choice  of  a 
person  or  persons  to  Serve  for  and  Represent  them  in  a  Great  and 
General  Court  to  be  held  at  Boston  upon  Wednesday  the  twenty 
ninth  day  of  May  instant,  and  in  Order  thereto,  to  Consider  and 
Ascertain  the  Number  of  Gentlemen  to  be  Elected,  accordingl}'  it 
was  Voted  to  proceed  to  the  Choice  of  four  Representatives,  and 
it  was  then  declared  that  the  Poll  be  clos'd  at  twelve  o'Clock.

John  Tyng"  That  he  was  determin'd  to  receive  his  Pay,  and  dis- 
pose of  it  as  he  tho't  proper.  —  M"".  Harrison  Gray  that  he  was  de- 
termin'd to  receive  his  pay.  —  and  then  the  Votes  were  Sorted  & 
it  thereupon  appeared  that  three  Gent",  only  were  Chose  Viz'. 
The  Hon^^^  James  Allen  Esq^  253. 

John  Tyng  263. 
M^  Harrison  Gray  300. 
and  then  the  Inhabitants  withdrew  and  brought  in  their  Votes  for 
[256.]  Another  Representative,  and  upon  Sorting  'em  it  appeared 
that  the  Hon^^®.  Thomas  Hubbard  Esq'',  was  chose  by  a  great 
Majority. 

The  Election  of  Representatives  being  over,  and  the  same  de- 
clared by  the  Selectmen. 

The  Town  proceeded  to  bring  in  their  Votes  for  a  Moderator, 
and  upon  Sorting  'em  it  appeared  that  the  Hon''^^.

Voted  that  this  Report  be  Accepted,  and  that  the  Gentlemen 
the  Selectmen  be  desired  to  Visit  the  Publick  Schools  the  Year 
ensuing,  &  that  they  Invite  such  Gentlemen  to  Accompany  them, 
as  they  shall  think  convenient,  and  Report  thereon. 

The  Petition  of  George  Lamott  of  Boston  Fisherman,  setting 
forth,  that  for  several  Years  he  has  sold  fresh  Fish  at  the  Market 
at  the  head  of  the  Town  Dock,  which  place  has  been  improved  for 
that  use  for  a  long  Course  of  Years,  &  has  been  found  greatly  con- 
venient to  the  Inhabitants,  but  there  being  no  House  or  Shed  to 
Skreen  the  Fish  from  the  Heat  in  Summer,  great  Quantitys  of  it 
are  often  spoil'd,  a  considerable  Loss  is  thereby  occasion'd  to  the 
Petit',  as  well  as  to  the  Publick.  The  Petif".  therefore  proposes 
to  the  Town  to  Erect  a  small  Building  at  his  own  Expence  on  or 
near  the  place  where  the  Fish  have  heretofore  been  sold,  as  the 
Town  shall  think  proper,  which  will  be  a  means  of  preventing  any 
Loss  of  Fish  in  Summer,  and  Securing  the  Inhabitants  that  come 
there  to  buy  Fish  from  the  Inclemencys  of  the  W heather  in  Winter, 
and  as  he  shall  carry  off  every  thing  that  maybe  offensive,  he  prayed 
the  Town  would  give  him  Liberty  to  Erect  said  Building  accord- 
ingly—  said  Pet°.  being  Kead,  It  was  thereupon  Voted  that  said

The  Town  Entered  upon  the  Consideration  of  the  Petition  of 
sundry  Inhabitants  praying  that  the  Encroachment's  made  on  the 
highway  leading  from  Hudson's  point  Southwesterly  to  the  Mill 
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Stream  by  M'.  Gee's  Building  yard  called  Ferry-way  may  be 
removed,  and  said  way  repair'd,  and  after  some  Debate  thereon  It 
was  Voted  that  the  Selectmen  be  and  hereby  are  appointed  a  Com- 
mittee to  Consider  of  said  Petition  enquire  particularly  into  the 
circumstances  of  said  way,  what  the  Expence  of  repairing  it  will 
amount  to,  and  receive  proposals  from  any  of  the  Inhabitants,  as 
to  their  paying  any  part  of  the  Charge  of  repairing  the  same,  & 
Report  hereon  at  the  Adjournment  of  this  Meeting. 

Voted,  a  Grant  of  Four  Thousand  Pounds  lawful  money,  to  be 
rais'd  by  a  Tax  upon  Polls  and  Estates  within  the  Town  of  Boston 
for  relief  of  the  Poor,  and  defreying  other  necessary  Charges,  aris- 
ing within  said  Town  the  year  ensuing. 

The  Hon^^®-  John  Wheelwright  Esq''.  &  others  a  Committee  ap- 
pointed the  12^^.  of  March  last  to  Audit  the  Accompts  of  M"". 
David  Jeffries  Treasurer  of  the  Town,  now  reported,  that  they 
had  attended  that  Service  and  found  the  Accompts  right  cast  and 
well  Vouch'd,  and  the  said  Treasurer  Charges  himself  with  what 
was  remaining  due  from  the  several  Collectors  last  Year,  with  the 
Stock  of  Grain,  Powder  &c''.  &  what  he  had  received  from  the  late 
Treasurer  Wadsworth  as  also  for  a  new  Tax  for  the  Year  1750, 
with  Several  Fines  received  from  the  Justices  &c''.  &  Rent's,  all 
which  Amount  to  £8782,, 10,, 6|-  &  the  said  Treasurer  discharges 
himself  with  the  Draughts  remaining  unpaid  in  the  late  Treasurer 
Wadsworths  time,  also  for  what  he  has  already  paid  of  Draughts 
from  the  Selectmen  and  Overseers,  &  with  several  abatements, 
made  the  Collectors  &d^.  all  which  amounting  to  £6421,,  10, ,2^  by 
which  it  appears  that  when  aU  the  Taxes  and  Rent's  are  paid  in, 
the  Ballance  will  be  twenty  three  hundred  &  sixty  one  pounds  & 
four  pence  half  penny  due  to  the  Town,  which  the  said  [259»] 
Treasurer  further  is  to  account  for  as  appears  by  the  Trial  Ballance 
on  the  other  side  of  said  Report,  which  is  on  File,  all  which  is 
humbly  Submitted  &c^.  —  Which  being  Read,  Voted  that  the  same 
be  and  hereby  is  accepted. 

The  Committee  appointed  the  12*''.  of  March  last,  to  make 
Enquiry  into  the  present  State  of  the  Town,  and  the  Causes  of  the 
great  Expence  thereof,  and  Consider  what  Method  the  Town  can 
take  in  order  to  prevent  or  Reduce  the  same,  now  reported,  that 
they  had  met  and  attended  that  Service  &  having  particularly 
Inspected  the  Accompts  both  of  the  Selectmen  and  Overseers  of 
the  Poor,  agreed  upon  the  whole  to  Report  as  follows  Viz*. 

1^*.  That  the  Charge  of  supporting  the  several  Publick  Schools 
amounted  the  last  Year  to  more  than  -|  part  of  the  whole  Sum 
drawn  for  by  the  Selectmen ;  but  altho.  this  Charge  is  very  Con- 
siderable, &  the  number  of  Schools  is  greater  than  the  Law  requires. 
Yet  as  the  Education  of  Children  is  of  the  greatest  Importance  to 
the  Community  ;  the  Committee  cannot  be  of  Opinion  that  any  Sav- 
ing can  be  made  to  Advantage  on  that  head ;  except  the  Town 
should  think  it  expedient  to  come  into  Methods  to  oblige  such  of  the 
Inhabitants  who  send  their  Children  to  the  Publick  Schools  and  are 
able  to  Pay  for  their  Education  themselves,  to  ease  the  Town  of 
that  Charge  by  assessing  some  reasonable  Sum  upon  them  for  that 
pui'pose. 
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There  are  one  or  two  Lesser  Articles  in  the  Selectmens 
Accompts  in  which  the  Committee  apprehend  there  be  some  Sav- 
ing, as  in  Reducing  the  Number  of  Bells  daily  rung,  and  at  different 
hours  of  the  day,  the  Committee  being  of  Opinion  that  two  Bells 
rung  in  different  parts  of  the  Town  viz'  at  5  in  the  morning,  one  at 
noon,  &  nine  in  the  Evening,  together  with  the  Bell  at  the  Open- 
ing of  the  Market  would  be  sutBcient. 

3"^'^.  And  the  Charge  of  Purchasing  and  Supporting  Bulls,  the 
Committee  are  of  Opinion  ought  not  to  lie  upon  the  Town  in  gen- 
eral, but  upon  such  Inhabitants  only  as  keep  Cows  therein. 

^thiy^  The  Committee  have  likewise  Considered  the  several  Arti- 
cles of  Charge  in  the  Accounts  of  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  but 
know  of  no  Reduction  that  can  be  well  made  therein,  except  it  be 
in  the  Doctors  Accompts,  in  which  they  apprehend  there  might  be 
considerable  Saving  if  a  Box  of  Medicines  were  laid  in  at  the 
Almshouse  put  up  and  bought  at  first  hand,  out  of  which  the 
Towns  Physician  should  Administer  to  his  Patients  [260.]  With- 
out Doors  as  well  as  those  within. 

^thiy^  rJ^^Q  Overseers  having  likewise  laid  before  the  Committee 
a  List  of  persons  confin'd  in  the  Workhouse  &  made  a  State  of  that 
Account,  the  Committee  are  of  Opinion  that  the  Draughts  made 
upon  the  Treasurer  for  the  Support  of  that  House  is  occasioned  by 
the  number  of  distracted,  helpless  &  infirm  people  supported 
therein,  who  must  otherwise  have  been  a  Town  Charge,  and  that 
Exclusive  of  these  Subjects  the  Workhouse  is  of  little  or  no  Ex- 
pence  to  the  Town 

But  considering  the  great  Charges  the  Town  is  at,  the  Committee 
humbly  move  that  it  be  Recommended  to  all  who  have  the  disposal 
of  the  Town's  moneys  to  be  as  frugal  as  the  nature  of  the  respec- 
tive Services,  and  the  Interest  of  the  whole  will  admit. 

All  which  is  humbly  Submitted. 
Tho'.  Greene  in  behalf  and  by 
desire  of  the  Committee. 

Which  being  Read,  Voted  that  each  Paragraph  of  said  Report  be 
taken  into  Consideration  seperately,  and  by  it  self,  and  thereupon 
the  first  Paragraph  was  Debated,  and  the  following  Question  put 
Viz*.  Whether  the  Town  will  come  into  any  Alteration  or  other 

method  than  they  now  have  relating  to  the  Schools.  Voted  in 

the  Negative,  &  that,  that  Paragraph  of  said  Report  be  not 
Accepted. 

Then  the  Second  Paragraph  in  said  Report,  was  Debated,  and 
Voted  that  the  same  be  accepted,  and  that  no  Bells  be  rung  for 
the  future  but  the  Bell  at  the  old  North  Church,  the  Bell  at  D^ 
Sewall's  Church  Viz*,  at  the  hours  of  five,  one  and  nine  o'Clock, 
and  the  old  Brick  Church  at  the  hour  of  Eleven. 

Then  the  third  Paragraph  was  Debated,  &  Voted  that  the  same 
be  Accepted,  and  that  the  Charge  of  purchasing  and  supporting 
the  Bulls,  shall  be  paid  by  such  of  the  Inhabitants  only  as  keep 
Cows,  and  the  Selectmen  are  desired  to  take  such  Methods  as 
may  be  necessary  for  obliging  the  Inhabitants  accordingly. 

Then  the  fourth  Paragraph  was  Debated,  &  Voted  that  the 
same  be  Accepted,  and  that  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  be  &  hereby 
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they  are  desired  to  provide  a  Box  of  Medicines  for  ttie  use  of  the 
Almshouse  &c^.  and  also  take  any  other  method  they  shall  Judge 
necessary  for  reducing  the  Expences  of  the  [261.]  Town  in 
Supporting  the  Almshouse. 

Then  the  fifth  Paragraph  was  Read  &  Voted  that  the  same  be 
Accepted. 

On  a  Motion  made  and  Seconded,  Voted  that  the  several 
Masters  of  the  Publick  Grammer  Schools  and  Writing  Schools  in 
the  Town  be  directed  not  to  refuse  taking  into  their  respective 
Schools,  any  Child  or  Children  that  may  be  brought  to  'em  for 
Education,  in  case  Enterance  money  (so  called)  is  not  paid  said 
Masters,  and  also  that  they  shall  not  demand  any  Pay  or  Allow- 
ance for  Instructing  such  Children,  as  belong  to  the  Town,  and 
that  attend  in  School  hours  only. 

Also  Voted  that  the  Selectmen  for  the  time  being  give  Direc- 
tions to  said  Masters  what  money  they  may  receive  from  the 
Scholars,  for  defreying  the  Expence  of  Firing. 

Voted  that  the  Sum  of  One  hundred  and  twenty  pounds  lawful 
money  be  allowed  and  paid  to  M^  Peleg  Wiswall  for  his  Salary 
as  Master  of  the  North  Grammer  School  for  the  ensuing  Year,  the 
same  to  be  paid  him  Quarterly  as  it  shall  become  due,  and  to  Com- 
mence at  the  Expiration  of  the  last  Quarter. 

Voted  that  the  Sum  of  One  hundred  and  twenty  pounds  lawful 
money  be  allowed  and  paid  to  M'".  John  Lovel  for  his  Salary  as 
Master  of  the  South  Grammer  School  for  the  Ensuing  Year,  the 
same  to  be  paid  him  quarterly  as  it  shall  become  due,  and  to 
Commence  from  the  Expiration  of  the  last  Quarter. 

Voted  that  the  sum  of  Eighty  pounds  lawful  money  be  allowed 
and  paid  to  M"".  Samuel  Holyoke  for  his  Salary  as  Master  of  the 
South  Writing  School  in  Queen  street  for  the  ensuing  Year,  the 
same  to  be  paid  him  quarterly  as  it  shall  become  due,  and  to 
Commence  at  the  Expiration  of  the  last  Quarter.

Praying  them  to  Impower  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town  for  the  time 
being  or  the  Major  part  of  them,  at  their  Weekly  Meetings  to  Judge 
and  Determine  upon  all  Offences  against  the  Laws  of  the  Town, 
which  priviledge  the  Town  eujoy'd  from  their  first  Settlement  during 
the  Charter  of  the  old  Colony  of  the  Massachusetts  Bay  and  the 
Committee  were  of  Opinion  this  would  be  a  probable  Means  of  a  due 
Execution  of  the  Laws  which  for  many  Years  past  has  been  very 
much  neglected.    All  which  is  humbly  Submitted  to  the  Town.

and  repass  therewith  much  Difficulty  &  Danger  Therefore  the 

Selectmen  are  hereby  [384.]  Desired  to  take  the  most  Effectual 
Methods  for  clearing  and  preventing  Obstructions  and  Nusances 
as  aforesaid  in  said  Square,  and  that  the  Expence  the  Select- 
men are  at,  be  born  by  the  Town. 

Also  Voted  that  Mcss'■^  Nathaniel  Barber,  William  Cooper, 
Royal  Tyler,  William  Bowdoin,  Thomas  Cushing,  Robert  Watt 
and  William  Blair  Townsend  be  a  Committee  to  obtain  a  Subscrip- 
tion of  the  Inhabitants,  relating  to  the  price  they  will  give  for 
Provisions  &c*. 

Voted,  That  this  Meeting  be  Adjourn'd  to  Monday  the  Six- 
teenth Instant,  3  o'Clock  in  the  Afternoon. 

Monday  the  Sixteenth  day  of  March  1752.  three  o'Clock  in  the 
afternoon,  the  Town  met  according  to  their  Adjournment.

Voted  that  the  Thanks  of  the  Town  be  and  hereby  are  given  to 
the  Hon*'^^  James  Allen  Esq"",  the  Moderator  of  this  Meeting,  for 
managing  and  Conducting  the  affairs  thereof. 

Then  the  Meeting  was  Dismiss'd.

will  be  Visited  with  it,  This  Expence  only,  if  there  be  allowed  but 
thirty  shillings  lawful  money  to  each  person,  for  Physicians 
Apothecarys,  Nurses,  Watchers  and  other  Attendants,  extraor- 
dinary Fire,  Candles  and  other  unavoidable  Charges,  will  amount 
to  an  Hundred  Thousand  pounds  old  tenor,  and  perhaps  about  a 
Thousand  persons  have  moved  out  of  Town  on  account  of  this. 
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infectious  &  dangerous  distemper,  whose  Charges  at  the  lowest 
computation  must  also  be  considered  at  thirty  shillings  lawful 
money  each*head,  which  adds  above  Ten  Thousand  pounds  old 
tenor  to  the  Gross  Sum,  divers  of  which  persons,  may  probably 
never  return,  but  Settle  out  of  Town,  as  was  the  Case  in  the  last 
time  of  the  Small  Pox,  and  if  it  should  be  thus,  the  Loss  to  the 
Town,  will  be  much  greater ;  and  with  this  Raging  Sickness  and 
Losses  by  Death  and  Desertion,  there  is  almost  a  total  decay  and 
Extirpation  of  Trade  &  Commerce,  the  only  means  of  the  Town's 
Subsistance. 

These  Considerations,  These  Complicated  Afflictions  are  the 
more  distressing,  because  they  found  the  Town  in  very  unhappy 
circumstances,  occasioned  by  Great  &  Growing  Difficulty's,  they 
struggled  under  before,  particularly, 

The  great  Decay  of  Ship-Building,  &  the  Distilling  Business, 
these  are  almost  the  whole  Manufacture,  the  [295.]  Town  of 
Boston  ever  pretended  to  carry  on,  and  till  of  Late,  almost  all 
Ships,  especially  of  large  burthen,  were  Built  in  this  Town; 
Whereas  for  some  Years  past,  Two  Tonus  of  Shipping  have  been 
built  out  of  Town,  to  one  in  Town,  and  at  Newbury,  Five  times  as 
much  as  in  Boston  in  proportion  to  the  bigness  of  the  Two  Towns. 

As  to  the  Distillery,  six  Still  Houses  are  wholly  unoccupied  and 
there  is  not  one  in  the  Town,  fully  &  steadily  P^mployed  and  most 
of  them  not  half  improved,  owing  not  only  to  the  great  increase  of 
Still  Houses  at  Rhode  Island,  and  to  great  Numbers  very  lately 
erected  at  New  York  and  Philadelphia,  but  also  too  many  set  up 
in  this  Province,  at  Charlestown,  Plymouth,  Nantucket,  Salem, 
Newbury,  Watertown,  Haverhill  and  Medford,  and  from  Nan- 
tucket a  considerable  Trade  is  thereby  carried  on,  abroard,  to 
Newfound  Land  &  elsewhere,  which  Island  of  Nantucket  was  not 
long  since  wholly  supply' d  from  this  Town  of  Boston  with  Rum  and 
the  other  things  too,  which '  they  now  import  themselves  ;  And  by 
means  of  the  Fishery,  a  considerable  European  Trade  is  carried 
on  from  Marblehead  and  elsewhere,  and  the  very  men  in  Boston, 
who  heretofore  supply'd  the  Fishery  and  Traders  is  at  Marblehead 
and  elsewhere,  now  buy  great  part  of  their  Supply  of  English 
goods  of  those,  to  whom,  but  a  very  few  Years  since  they  used  to 
Furnish  all  the  English  or  European  Goods  those  persons  had, 
but  it  is  however  a  considerable  Ease  to  the  Town  of  Boston  to 
observe,  that  although  so  much  of  their  Trade  and  Manufactures 
be  gone  from  them,  they  are  not  gone  out  of  the  Province. 

The  Town  would  humbly  pray  Liberty  further  to  observe,  that 
the  Excise  on  Tea,  Coffee  &c^.  in  a  charge  peculiarly  lying  on 
them,  where  almost  the  whole  of  the  Publiek  Revenue  is  raised, 
out  of  the  easiest,  readiest,  and  cheapest  refreshment,  the  Inhabi- 
tants of  Boston,  can  take  in  a  Morning. 

They  Cannot  but  further  take  notice,  with  your  Honour's  leave, 
that  the  late  practice  of  Killing  the  Meat  used  in  the  Town  of 
Boston,  in  the  Town's  round  about  them,  has  greatly  thinned 
and  weakned  their  Inhabitants,  insomuch,  [296.]  That  Whereas 
heretofore  and  hot  long  since,  this  Town  had  above  Thirty 
Butchers,  many  of  which  carried  on  very  large  Business ;  Those 
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Town  Butchers  kill'd  much  of  the  small  meat,  and  all  the  large 
Beasts,  almost  without  a  single  Exception,  Whereas  now  Boston 
has  but  two  or  three  of  this  Occupation,  to  kill  either  great  or 
small  meat,  and  they  all  put  together,  doiit  carry  on  so  much  Bus- 
iness, as  some  one  of  the  thirty  Butchers  did  formerly,  and  with 
these  Butchers,  the  Town  has  lost  in  a  great  measure,  the  Tann- 
ing, Currying  and  Shoemaking  Business,  in  which  they  formerly 
supply'd  themselves  and  much  of  the  Country,  but  now  have  not 
enough  for  themselves,  but  receive  Hides,  Tallow,  Skins,  and  Shoes 
from  other  Towns. 

The  Town  of  Boston  would  beg  leave  finally  to  observe,  that 
great  Difficulty  has  risen  in  the  Commerce  of  the  Town,  by  the 
late  Change  of  the  Medium,  the  Inhabitants  of  Boston  would  by 
no  means  object  against  or  find  fault  with  the  Act  and  Order  of  the 
Great  and  General  Court,  but  how  necessary  and  wholsome  soever, 
this  might  be  to  the  Province  in  General,  it  is  most  certain,  that 
since  this  Change,  The  Town  of  Boston  has  almost  wholly,  lost 
their  Trade  to  Connecticut  and  Rhode  Island. 

These  things  as  they  have  lessened  their  number  of  Rateable 
Inhabitants  about  a  Thousand,  from  between  three  and  four  Thou- 
sand, to  between  two  and  three  Thousand,  so  they  have  greatly 
increas'd  their  Poor  to  such  a  Degree,  that  the  Charge  of  the  Poor 
has  risen  from  a  Thousand  or  Fifteen  Hundred  Pounds,  to  Ten 
Thousand  Pounds  old  tenor,  in  but  a  short  time ;  Ten  Thousand 
Pounds  was  raised  last  Year  for  the  Poor,  &  this  Year  much  more 
will  be  wanting,  beside  private  Charity,  which  is  tho't  to  be  as 
much  or  more  than  the  Poor's  Tax. 

Upon  the  whole  Considering  how  much  our  numbers  are  lessened, 
the  great  Loss  and  Stagnation  of  Trade,  the  consequent  and 
necessary  increase  of  our  Poor,  the  universal  Distressing,  and  Ex- 
pensive Sickness,  the  Cost  of  which  onjy  [397.]  Must  this  Year 
be  much  above  an  hundred  Thousand  pounds  old  tenor,  The 
Town  humbly  pray  and  hope,  your  Honours  will  Compassionate 
their  Case,  and  make  them  some  Grant  out  of  the  Province  Treas- 
ury, Remit  or  Lessen  their  Tax,  or  some  other  way  grant  them  re- 
lief, as  to  your  Honours  great  Wisdom,  Equity  and  Goodness, 
shall  seem  meet,  and  your  Petitioners,  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town 
of  Boston,  as  in  Duty  bound, 

Shall  ever  pray  &c*. 

Which  was  Read,  and  thereupon  It  was  Unanimously  Voted  that 
a  fair  Copy  of  said  Petition  be  prepar'd  &  Sign'd  by  the  Town 
Clerk,  and  that  said  Committee  present  the  same  to  the  Great  and 
General  Court  now  Sitting. 

The  Committee  appointed  the  ninth  day  of  March  last  to  draw 
up  Reasons  to  the  General  Court  why  the  Bridge  leading  over 
Neponsit  River  ought  not  to  be  declared  a  County  Bridge,  and 
maintain'd  by  the  County,  Inform'd  the  Town  that  they  had  drawn 
up  such  Reasons  as  they  Judg'd  proper,  and  presented  'em  to  the 
General  Court,  and  desired  Liberty  to  Read  a  Copy  of  said 
Reasons  given  in  to  the  General  Court,  which  were  Read,  Voted 

that  the  same  be  Enter'd  upon  the  Records  of  the  Town.  the 

same  being  as  follows  Viz*.

the  Town  of  Dorchester,  praj'ing  that  the  Bridge  over  Neponsit 
River,  netir  the  Paper  Mill  may  be  the  Charge  of  the  County  of 
Suffolk, 

Humbly  Sheweth, 

That  your  Respondents  readily  acknowledge  the  said  Bridge  to 
be  of  great  use  &  benefit,  &  that  considerable  Repairs  are  now 
much  wanting.  But  the}'  apprehend  that  this  Bridge  ought  from 
time  to  time  to  be  built  and  repaired  by  the  Town  of  Dorchester 
&  Milton,  between  which  Towns  it  is  situate,  for  in  this  manner, 
[298,]  The  other  Bridges  in  this  County  and  thro,  the  Province 
are  generally  erected  and  maintain'd  ;  Nor  can  we  find,  after  Dili- 
gent enquiry,  that  any  Bridge  in  any  other  County,  thro,  the 
whole  Province,  is  or  ha,s  been  built  or  repaired  at  the  Charge  of 
the  County. 

The  Building  and  maintaining  Bridges  over  the  Water  in  Rivers, 
is  very  much  of  the  same  nature  and  for  the  same  purpose  of 
accommodating  Travellers  and  other  passengers,  as  the  putting  in 
order  and  repairing  highways  upon  the  Land,  and  by  the  General 
usage  of  the  several  Towns  thro,  the  Province,  are  at  the  Charge 
of  each  Town,  where  such  highways  and  Bridges,  are,  and  if  this 
be  reasonable  in  General,  it  is  peculiarly  so,  as  to  this  particular 
bridge,  for  it  is  between  the  two  considerable  Towns  of  Dorchester 
and  Milton,  &  therefore  as  the  Cost  is  divided,  it  cannot  ly  heavy 
upon  them  especially,  if  we  remember  the  advantage  of  such  a 
number  and  variety  of  Mills,  such  a  plenty  of  Fish  &  such  con- 
venient water  carriage  to  and  from  Market  as  they  are  accom- 
modated with,  by  the  River,  this  Bridge  Crosses. 

Your  Respondents  would  beg  leave,  humbly  to  observe  that  the 
Town  of  Boston  is  at  much  more  Charge  in  proportion  to  their 
Numbers,  as  to  Bridges,  Causways  and  Streets  or  highways,  than 
the  Towns  of  Dorchester  or  Milton  ;  the  Cost  of  the  l3raw  Bridge, 
the  Bridge  in  Middle  street  and  the  long  and  difficult  Causways 
over  the  Neck  with  the  paving  and  Repairs  of  other  Streets,  is  out 
of  all  proportion  beyond  the  Charge  of  Dorchester  and  Milton  as 
to  this  and  all  other  Bridges  and  Highways  in  those  Towns,  and 
the  Case  seems  to  be  considerably  the  same  with  most  if  not  all 
the  other  Towns  in  the  County  of  Suffolk ;  It  will  be  found  by  a 
strict  Observation  and  Comparison  that  scarce  any  Town  in  the 
County  have  so  little  Charge  lying  on  them  in  pi'oportion  to  their 
Circumstances,  as  the  two  Towns  of  Dorchester  and  Milton,  with- 
out considering  their  advantage  of  Mills,  Fish,  and  Water  Carriage 
to  Market,  as  abovementioned.  [299.]  It  is  probable,  that  it 
will  be  alledg'd,  that  this  Bridge  has  been  a  Charge  to  the  County, 
&  it  cannot  be  deny'd  ;  But  it  was  not  built  at  first  by  the  County, 
but  b}^  the  Towns  of  Dorchester  and  Milton,  with  the  Assistance 
of  some  particular  Men  ;  when  or  how  it  came  to  be  a  Charge  to 
the  County  is  more  easy  to  Guess  than  to  Affirm  ;  But  Certain  it 
is,  that  for  Sixty  Years  past  it  could  not  legally  be  made  a  Charge 
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to  the  County ;  For  the  Law  has  given  the  Court  of  General  Ses- 
sions of  the  Peace  no  such  power,  and  if  there  was  any  such  power 
under  the  former  Constitutation,  the  present  Legislature's  taking  it 
away,  or  not  renewing  it  is  a  sufficient  Intimation  that  it  ought  not 
to  Exercised  and  it  seems  high  time  now,  to  observe  the  Direction, 

It  is  also  objected,  that  this  Bridge  is  not  of  such  peculiar 
Service  to  Dorchester,  being  at  the  extremity  of  the  Town  were  the 
Inhabitants  more  seldom  pass,  but  your  Honours  will  Consider  that 
this  is  the  Case  of  many  other  bridges  which  yet  other  Towns 
Erect  and  Repair,  &  Dorchester  Inhabitants  when  they  have  occa- 
sion pass  over  them,  &  no  reason  can  possably  be  given  why  other 
Towns  should  provide  Bridges  and  keep  them  in  repair,  Circum- 
stanced as  this  Bridge  is,  for  Dorchester  Inhabitants,  and  the 
Town  of  Dorchester  not  be  obliged  to  provide  in  the  same  manner 
for  the  Inhabitants  of  those  other  Towns. 

Upon  the  whole.  The  Town  of  Boston  humbly  begs  your  Honour's 
leave  to  move,  that  as  it  appears  to  be  neither  Legal  nor  equitable, 
that  the  County  should  be  charg'd  with  the  repairs  of  this  Bridge ; 
That  the  Petition  of  the  Town  of  Dorchester  may  be  Dismiss'd, 
and  the  Towns  of  Dorchester  and  Milton  be  obliged  to  repair  their 
Bridges,  and  keep  them  always  in  good  order  as  other  Towns,  much 
less  able  are  necessitated  to  do. 

And  your  Respondents  shall  ever  pray  &c^. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  made  the  twelfth  Instant  on  the 
proposals  of  D"".  Sylvester  Gardiner  for  taking  a  Lease  of  the 
Marsh  Lands  at  the  Bottom  of  the  Common  was  now  Read  again, 
and  after  a  short  Debate  thereon  [300.]  It  was  Voted  that  said 
Report  be  and  hereby  is  accepted. 

Also  Voted  that  the  Selectmen  or  a  Major  part  of  them  be  and 
they  hereby  are  Impowered  to  Execute  Leases  to  said  Sylvester 
Gardiner  of  such  part  of  the  Marsh  and  Lands  at  the  Bottom  of 
the  Common  as  are  particularly  mention'd  and  bounded  in  said 
Report,  &  upon  the  same  Terms  mention'd  in  said  Report,  and  in 
case  said  Gardner  shall  refuse  to  Accept  thereof  on  those  Terms, 
Voted  that  said  Selectmen  be  and  they  hereby  are  Impowered  to 
Lease  out  the  said  Lands  for  the  same  Term,  to  any  other  person 
or  persons  that  will  Accept  thereof  upon  the  Terms  aforesaid. 

Voted  that  the  Thanks  of  the  Town  be  and  liereby  are  given  to 
the  Hon^'^  James  Allen  Esq^  the  IModorator  of  this  Meeting  for 
transacting  the  Affairs  thereof. 

Then  the  Meeting  was  Dismiss'd. 

At  a  Meeting  of  the  Freeholders  and  other  Inhabitants  of  the 
Town  of  Boston  legally  Qualified  &  duly  warned  in  Publick  Town 
Meeting  Assembled  at  Faneuil  Hall  on  Friday  the  twenty  eighth 
day  of  August  A.D.  1752.

of  the  Master  as  well  as  benefit  of  the  Scholars,  constantly  to  have 
good  Stationers  Ink  in  Use  they  further  Report  that  the  said 
Masters  have  Liberty  to  find  the  same  at  the  Charge  of  the  Town, 
provided  he  will  do  it  for  Four  Pounds  p  Annum. 

The  Committee  have  likewise  viewed  several  parts  of  the  Town 
represented  to  them  as  suitable  to  Erect  another  School-house 
upon,  As  also  the  School  house  that  M"".  Holyoke  now  keeps,  and 
finding  the  same  will  Admit  of  an  Addition  of  about  Twenty  four 
[314.]  Feet,  which  when  done  will  be  as  large  as  the  South 
Writing  School  in  the  Common,  and  will  conveniently  hold  Two 
Hundred  Scholars  (a  Number  in  the  Committee's  Opinion  full 
enough  for  any  two  Persons  to  have  the  Care  of)  and  as  this 
Addition  may  be  made  for  about  One  Hundred  and  Twenty  Pounds, 
they  Report  that  at  this  time  it  is  the  best  thing  for  the  Ease  and 
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benefit  of  the  Town  that  such  an  Addition  be  made  as  soon  as 
may  be.

Solomon  Kneeland  and  others  made  at  the  Town  Meeting  in 
[316-]  May  last,  and  there  Recorded  at  large,  and  which  was 
refer'cl  over  to  this  time,  and  after  some  Debate  thereon  

Voted,  That  said  Report  be  and  hereby  is  Accepted.  Also 
Voted,  That  M'".  William  Fairfield,  M^  Thomas  Greene  and  M^ 
Joseph  Calef  be  and  they  hereby  are  appointed  a  Committee  and 
fully  Authorized  and  Impowered  for  and  in  behalf  of  the  Town  to 
jom  with  the  Petitioners  and  any  other  Persons  that  Claim  any 
Right  or  Interest  in  the  Lands  mentioned  in  said  Petition,  in  re- 
ferring their  respective  Claims  to  such  Persons  as  shall  be  by  them 
mutually  Chose,  and  said  Committee  are  also  Impowered  to  Sign 
&  Execute  such  Bonds  as  may  be  judg'd  necessary  to  Oblige  the 
Town  to  Abide  by  the  Award  or  Determination  of  said  Referees 
or  a  Major  part  of  them  provided  the  other  Parties  also  give  suffi- 
cient Security  for  Abiding  by  such  Determination,  and  whatsoever 
said  Committee  shall  do  or  cause  to  be  done  in  the  Premisses,  the 
Town  hereby  Promise  to  Ratify  &  Confirm. 

The  Committee  appointed  the  12*^.  of  March  last,  to  Audit  the 
Accompts  of  M"".  Treasurer  Jeffries  now  Reported  that  they  had 
Attended  that  Service  and  find  the  same  right  Cast  and  well 
vouch'd ;  and  the  said  Treasurer  charges  himself  with  sundr}^ 
Fines  receiv'd  from  Justices  of  the  Peace,  with  the  Rents  and 
Incomes  of  the  Town  and  with  the  Taxes  committed  to  the  Col- 
lectors, Amounting  in  all  to  £8465,,  18,,  7,,  And  the  said  Treas- 
urer discharges  himself  by  sundry  Abatements  made  the  Collectors, 
by  what  he  has  already  paid  of  the  Selectmens  and  Overseers 
Drafts,  and  by  what  remains  unpaid  of  said  Drafts  &c.  Amounting 

in  all  to  £4374,,  15,,  lOf  By  which  it  appears  that  when  all 

the  Taxes  Rents  &c.  are  paid  in,  the  Ballance  will  be  Forty  hun- 
dred and  Ninety  One  Pounds  Two  Shillings  and  Eight  pence 
farthing,  which  the  said  Treasurer  is  further  to  Account  for,  as 
appears  by  the  Tryal  Ballance  of  said  Accompt  given  in  by  said 
Committee  and  on  File,  which  Report  and  Accompt  being  Read 
 Voted  Tliat  the  said  Report  be  and  hereby  is  Accepted. 

Voted,  That  all  the  Business  and  Affairs  of  this  Meeting 
[317.]  That  still  remain  unfinish'd,  be  refer'd  over  to  the  Gen- 
eral Meeting  of  the  Town  in  May  next,  to  be  then  Considered  of 
and  Acted  upon. 

Voted,  That  the  Thank^  of  the  Town  be  and  hereby  is  given  to 
the  Hon^^^.  James  Allen  Esq"",  the  Moderator,  for  Managing  the 
Affairs  of  this  Meeting. 

Then  the  Meeting  was  Dismiss'd. 
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At  a  Meeting  of  the  Freeholders  and  other  Inhabitants  of  the 
Town  of  Boston,  duly  qualify'd  and  lawfully  warn'd  in  publick 
Town  Meeting  Assembled  at  Faneuil  Hall,  on  Tuesday  the  15*^. 
day  of  May  A.D.  1753. 

Prayer  was  made  by  the  Rev*^.  M"".  Samuel  Checkley. 

The  Precept  and  Warrant  for  calling  the  Meeting.  Read. 

Sundry  Laws  Read. 

John  Steel  Esq"".  One  of  the  Selectmen  proposed  in  their  name 
to  the  Inhabitants  Assembled  to  proceed  to  the  Choice  of  a  Person 
or  Persons  to  represent  them  in  a  Great  and  General  Court  oi 
Assembly  to  be  held  at  Boston  upon  Wednesday  the  Thirtieth 
Day  of  May  instant,  and  in  Order  thereto,  to  Consider  and  Ascer- 
tain the  Number  of  Gentlemen  to  be  Elected,  accordingly  it  was 
Voted  to  proceed  to  the  Choice  of  Four  Representatives  and  it 
was  then  declar'd  that  the  Poll  be  clos'd  at  Twelve  o'Clock. 

The  Votes  being  Collected,  the  number  of  Voters  were  found  to 
be  445.  and  upon  sorting  'em  it  appeared  that  the  following  Gen- 
tlemen were  Chose.  Viz*.

The  Election  of  Representatives  being  over,  and  the  same 
declar'd  by  the  Selectmen. 

[318.]  The  Inhabitants  proceeded  to  bring  in  their  Votes  for 
a  Moderator,  and  upon  Sorting  'em,  it  appeared  that  the  Hon**'^. 
Thomas  Hubbard  Esq'",  was  Chose  by  a  great  Majority. 

The  Town  then  proceeded  to  bring  in  their  Votes  for  One 
Selectman  in  the  room  of  Thomas  Hancock  Esq'",  who  declines 
Serving,  and  upon  sorting  'em,  it  appeared  that  M"^.  Samuel 
Hewes  was  chose  by  a  great  Majority. 

The  Petition  of  Henry  Atkins,  Ezekiel  Goldthwait,  James  Pitts, 
John  Rowe,  Thomas  Goldthwait,  Nathaniel  Holmes  John  Baker 
and  Thomas  Mitchell,  setting  forth,  that  they  have  Purchased  a 
Tract  of  Land  in  the  Township  of  Chelsea  at  a  place  called  Pullin 
point  for  Carrying  on  the  Fisher}^  there,  praying  the  Town  will 
Lease  to  them  Deer  Island  (which  belongs  to  the  Town)  for  such 
a  Time  and  on  such  Terms  as  the  Town  shall  judge  proper,  for 
the  better  Enabling  the  Petitioners  to  carry  on  said  Fishery,  said 
Lease  to  Commence  upon  the  Expiration  of  the  Lease  made  by  the 

Town  to  M"".  Henry  Lloyd,  was  now  Read  and  Considered  of  

and  after  some  Debate  thereon  It  was  Voted  That  the  Prayer 

of  the  Petition  be  granted,  and  that  the  Selectmen  be  and  they 
hereby  are  fully  Authorized  and  Impowered  to  give  and  Execute 
a  Lease  of  said  Island,  and  the  Appurtenances  thereof  unto  the 
said  Petitioners  and  their  Heirs  &c,  they  to  hold  the  same  for  the 
term  of  Seven  Years  at  the  Rent  of  Twenty  Shillings  p  Annum, 
provided  there  is  Yearly  and  every  Year  during  that  time  Twenty 
Vessels  belonging  to  the  Inhabitants  of  Boston  Employed  in  the 
Fishery  at  said  Pullin  point,  and  that  upon  Failure  thereof  said 
Lease  shall  be  then  void,  and  said  Island  and  Appurtenances 
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revert  to  the  Town,  as  tho'  said  Lease  had  never  been  made,  the 
Petitioners  keeping  said  Lands  in  good  heart,  and  keep  the  Build- 
ings &  Fences  in  good  repair  during  the  Lease,  and  at  the  Expiration 
thereof  deliver  it  up  in  like  good  repair,  the  Petitioners  also  paying 
all  such  Taxes  as  shall  be  Levyed  on  said  Premisses,  the  above 
said  Vessells  to  be  of  the  Burthen  of  Forty  Tuns,  One  with  the 
other. 

[319.]  Voted,  That  the  Consideration  of  raising  Moneys  be 
lefer'd  to  Six  o' Clock  this  Afternoon. 

The  Selectmen  appointed  a  Committee  the  23**.  of  March  last,  to 
View  the  Pond  called  Wheeler's  Pond  at  the  South  part  of  the 
Town,  to  Enquire  into  the  Encroachments  there  made,  and  after- 
wards Settle  and  Stake  out  the  Bounds  of  the  Towns  Lands  there, 
now  Report,  that  they  had  done  the  Business  Assign'd  *em,  and 
that  it  was  their  Opinion  that  said  Pond  is  of  no  benefit  to  the 
Town,  but  a  considerable  Nusance,  and  like  to  Continue  so,  and 
that  it  will  be  best  for  the  Town  to  dispose  of  it  for  the  most  it 
will  fetch,  there  now  being  several  Persons  who  are  ready  to 

Purchase  it,  After  some  Debate  thereon  Voted,  That 

said  Report  be  Accepted,  Also 

Voted  that  the  present  Selectmen  or  a  Major  part  of  them,  be 
and  they  hereby  are  fully  Authorized  and  Im powered  to  Sell  said 
Pond  and  the  Town's  Lands  around  it,  for  the  most  they  can,  and 
to  give  and  Execute  for  and  in  behalf  of  the  Town,  good  and  legal 
Deeds  therefor  to  the  Purchaser,  said  Lands  to  be  first  Ad vertis'd, 
and  then  Sold  to  the  highest  bidder,  and  that  the  Produce  of  such 
Sale  be  Applyed  to  the  Payment  of  the  Heirs  of  M"".  John 
Dolbeare  Deceased  for  the  Buildings  he  Erected  on  the  Towns 
Lands  at  the  head  of  the  Dock. 

The  Petition  of  the  Committee  o^  Kings  Chappel,  praying  that 
Liberty  may  be  granted  them  to  Erect  three  Pillars  of  Stone  on  the 

Towns  Land  at  the  Easterly  End  of  said  Chappel  was  Read, 

and  thereupon,  It  was  Voted  that  Thomas  Hubbard  Esq''.  Henry 
Atkins  Esq^  M^  James  Pitts,  M^  Stephen  Greenleaf  and  M^ 
Jacob  Parker  be  a  Committee  to  View  the  place  where  it  is  pro- 
pos'd  said  Pillars  shall  be  Erected,  and  whether  said  Pillars  will 
incommode  or  Obstruct  a  convenient  Entrance  into  any  of  the 
Tombs  near  there,  and  make  Report  at  the  Adjournment  of  this 
Meeting. 

The  Petition  of  M^  Samuel  Holyoke  praying  he  may  be  con- 
tinued Master  of  the  Writing  School  in  Queen  Street,  was  Read, 
and  thereupon  it  was  Moved  that  the  Petitions  of  M''.  John  Procter 
jun"".  and  M^  Samuel  Holbrook  praying  that  they  [320.]  May  be 
appointed  Master  of  said  School,  in  Case  One  should  be  there 
wanted,  may  be  Read,  which  were  Read  accordingly  and  after  a 
considerable  Debate  thereon.  It  was  Voted  that  the  Prayer  of  M"". 
Holyoke' s  Petition  be  so  far  granted  as  that  M'".  Holyoke  be  con- 
tinued Master  of  said  School  on  such  Terms  and  Conditions  as 
shall  be  Agreed  upon  by  him  and  the  Selectmen,  to  whom  it  is 
refer'd. 

The  Town  Enter'd  upon  the  Consideration  of  raising  Money 
for  the  Relief  of  the  Poor,  and  defraying  other  necessary  Charges^ 
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and  after  some  Debate  thereou  It  was  Moved  and  Voted  that  the 
same  be  refer'd  to  the  Adjournment  of  this  Meeting,  and  that  in 
the  mean  time  the  Treasurer  be  directed  to  prepare  the  most  exact 
Account  he  can  of  the  particular  Expences  of  the  Town,  and  how 
they  arise  and  lay  the  same  before  the  Town  at  said  Adjournment. 

The  Committee  appointed  the  23^.  of  March  last  to  prepare  a 
Draft  of  a  Petition  to  the  General  Court,  now  Reported  a  Draft  of 
the  same,  which  is  as.  follows,  Vizt. 

To  the  Honourable  Spencer  Phipps  Esq^  Lieutenant  Govern- 
our  and  Commander  in  Chief  of  the  Province  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts Bay,  The  Hon^^^  the  Council  and  House  of  Represent- 
atives in  General  Court  Assembled,  May  30^^.  1753. 
The  Petition  of  the  Town  of  Boston , 
Humbly  Sheweth. 

That  they  readily  Acknowledge  it,  a  great  favour  of  divine 
Providence  that  they  live  under  a  Government,  to  which  they  may 
freely  apply,  and  from  which  they  may  Obtain  relief  under  any 
pressing  difficulties,  of  which  they  have  had  a  recent  instance,  by 
the  gracious  Grant  out  of  the  Province  Treasury  in  the  late  distres- 
sing time  of  the  Small  Pox,  which  bounty  they  mention  with  a  very 
humble  and  grateful  sense. 

[321.]  This  Encourageth  the  Town  in  their  present  Case,  to 
lay  open  before  your  Honours  their  Circumstances  and  distresses  ; 
It  is  very  obvious  that  the  Extent  of  Land  in  Boston,  is  the  least 
of  any  Town  in  the  whole  Province  and  of  consequence,  that  their 
great  proportion  of  Taxes,  may  be  founded  on  some  adventitious 
circumstances  which  must  be  the  Commerce  or  Manufactures 
carry 'd  on  there,  in  which  it  is  very  certain  and  plain,  that  the 
Town  of  Boston,  heretofore  had  very  greatly  the  Advantage,  it 
being  almost  the  sole  Seat  of  Fpreign  Trade,  receiving  and  export- 
ing almost  all  the  Commoditys  produced  by  this  and  the  neigh- 
bouring Governments,  and  supplying  them  with  such  Foreign 
Goods  as  this  Town  imported  and  as  the  others  stood  in  need  of ; 
There  was  also,  from  the  earliest  days  of  the  Town  a  great  and 
growing  benefit  by  Ship-building,  not  only  for  their  own  Use  and 
Navigation  which  was  formerly  all  that  went  abroad  from  New 
England,  but  also  for  Sale  in  Our  Mother  Countrey,  in  the  whole 
not  less  than  Five  or  Six  Thousand  Tons  of  Shipping  were  Built 
Annually  in  the  Town,  and  the  larger  sorts  of  Ships  till  lately  were 
almost  wholly  built  there ;  This  necessarily  Employed  and  brought 
into  Town  a  great  number  of  Shipwrights,  Blacksmiths  Ship- 
joyners  Ropemakers,  Blockmakers,  Sailmakers,  Riggers,  and  other 
Labourers  as  well  as  Sailors,  all  which  mainly  resided  in  Boston, 
and  added  to  their  numbers  and  Wealth,  and  help't  to  pay  the 
Towns  proportion  of  Taxes ;  whereas,  now,  three  quarters  of  the 
Shipping  are  built  out  of  this  Town  and  more  especially  at  New- 
bury ;  and  about  Forty  Years  since,  begun  a  considerable  branch 
of  Business  by  Distilling  Molasses  or  Treacle  as  it  is  call'd  at  home, 
and  refining  Sugar ;  These  Manufactures  for  near  Twenty  Years 
were  wholly  confined  to  the  Town  of  Boston,  and  there  was 
scarcely  a  Still  house  or  Sugar  house  any  where  else,  in  this  or  any 
of  the  Neighbouring  Governments  ;  This  bro't  on  a  large  Trade 
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not  only  in  importing  the  Molasses  and  Raw  Sugar,  from  which 
the  Spirits  and  Loaf  Sugar  were  made,  but  also  in  exporting  the 
Rum  and  other  Spirits  Distilled  and  the  Sugar  refined  to  New 
York,  Feusilvania,  Maryland,  Virginia,  North  and  South  Carolina, 
for  Wheat,  Bread,  Flour,  Indian  Corn,  Pork,  Beef,  Pitch,  Tar, 
Turpentine,  Tallow,  Furs,  Skins  and  other  things  too  many  to  be 
particularly  named,  as  well  as  to  Newfoundland  and  Nova  [322.] 
Scotia  for  Fish,  Train  Oil  and  Bills  of  Exchange ;  whereas  for 
divers  years  lately,  the  Distilling  is  not  only  spread  and  carried  on 
in  various  parts  of  this  Province,  as  Plimouth,  Salem,  Charlestown, 
Newbury,  Nantucket,  Watertown  and  Medford,  but  also  exceeding 
largely  in  Newport  &  Providence  in  Rhode  Island  Government, 
and  there  are  also  many  Still  houses  and  Sugar  houses  in  New 
York  and  Philadelphia  and  also  considerable  of  the  Distilling  Busi- 
ness carried  on  at  New  London,  Norwich,  Newhaven,  and  Middle- 
town  in  Connecticut,  insomuch,  that  now  this  Town  has  but  a 
small  Share  of  Supplying,  even  the  home  consumption,  for  beside 
what  the  Distillers  in  the  other  Towns  of  the  Province,  Sell,  very 
large  quantities  are  bro't  into  this  Province,  by  Land  and  Sea 
from  Newport  and  Providence  in  Rhode  Island  Colony  ;  The  Trade 
of  the  Town  of  Boston  is  also  exceedingly  lessened  in  English 
Goods,  for  whereas,  for  a  great  number  of  Years  they  Suppiy'd 
this  Province,  Connecticut,  New  Hampshire  and  Rhode  Island 
wholly,  they  now  send  but  little  to  Connecticut,  and  hardly  any 
thing  at  all  to  Rhode  Island,  and  as  to  this  Province,  divers  Persons 
now  Inhabitants  of  Boston  are  Suppiy'd  with  English  Goods  very 
largely,  from  the  very  men  in  other  Towns,  who  but  a  few  years 
since  had  their  whole  Supply  of  English  and  almost  all  other  Goods 
out  of  this  Town,  and  of  these  very  men. 

There  has  been  also  lately  introduced  another  practice,  that,  of 
the  common  Victuallers  or  Butchers  living  in  other  Towns  and 
there  generally  killing  the  Meat  for  this  Town,  both  great  and 
small,  whereas  formerly  the  greatest  part  of  the  small  Meat  was 
killed  by  Town  Dwellers  and  the  large  Beasts  almost  without  a 
single  exception,  The  Hides  &  Skins  were  then  almost  wholly 
Tanned,  Curryed  &  Manufactured  in  Town,  the  Shoemakers  in  the 
Country  were  mainly  Suppiy'd  with  Leather  from  hence,  and  great 
numbers  of  Shoemakers  in  Boston,  had  large  Employ  in  making 
Shoes  for  People  living  in  the  other  Towns  of  the  Province  ;  But 
the  very  reverse  is  the  Case  now,  hardly  a  single  Bullock  is  killed 
by  an  Inhabitant  of  Boston,  nor  is  One  quarter  if  an  Eighth  part 
of  the  Hides  belonging  to  the  [323.]  Meat  consumed  by  the 
People  in  Boston,  Tanned  &  Manufactured  here.  Our  Shoemakers 
what  few  We  have,  are  Obliged  to  go  into  the  Countrey  for  their 
Leather,  and  a  great  number  of  Shoemakers  who  live  in  the 
Country,  have  large  Employ  from  Boston. 

These  things  the  Removal  of  Ship-building,  sinking  of  the  Dis- 
tillery &  Sugar  Works  here,  the  killing  the  Meat  and  Manufactur- 
ing the  Hides  and  Skins  out  of  Town,  have  thinned  Our  Numbers 
above  a  Thousand  Rateable  Men,  carried  from  us  many  of  Our 
most  Industrious,  frugal  and  provident  Inhabitants,  who  have  left 
lis  a  number  of  thoughtless,  Idle  and  Sottish  Persons,  who  have 
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very  soon  of  course,  come  to  be  the  charge  and  burthen  of  the 
Town,  Insomuch,  that  in  a  few  Years,  the  Poor's  Tax  has  risen 
from  about  a  Thousand  or  Fifteen  hundred  Pounds  Old  tenor,  to 
above  Ten  Thousand  Pounds  a  year,  and  the  sum  given,  in 
quarterly  Meetings,  Monthly  Contributions,  half  Yearly  Collections 
on  the  Anniversary  Fasts  and  Thanksgivings  and  private  Charitys 
are  tho't  to  Amount  to  as  much,  and  many  think  more  ;  And  the 
Expence  of  this  Town  of  Boston  for  the  Poor  is  tho't  by  the  most 
Industrious,  to  be  more  than  the  whole  Province  beside,  on  that 
Occasion  and  some  say  than  all  the  Governments  of  New  England 
put  together,  exclusive  of  Boston  :  so  that  the  most  Observing  and 
best  Acquainted  are  very  positive,  that  the  Poor's  Tax  in  Boston, 
is  double  (if  not  more)  to  what  it  is,  in  any  Tovs^n  of  it's  bigness, 
upon  the  face  of  the  whole  Earth. 

This  Excessive  Charge  has  begun  and  is  likely  very  much  to 
increase,  another  great  and  ruinous  Mischief,  the  driving  Our 
Wealthy  and  most  able  Inhabitants  out  of  this  Town,  to  Dwell 
and  be  Rated  in  the  Countrey.  It  is  a  known  and  settled  point 
that  about  a  quarter  of  a  fifth  part  of  what  they  pay  in  this  Town 
of  Boston,  is  the  extent  of  what  they  will  ordinarily  be  Rated, 
in  almost  an}'  Town,  they  can  Move  into,  in  the  Countrey ;  It  must 
be  a  strong  temptation,  to  be  able  to  Sleep  quietly  a  few  Miles  out 
of  Boston,  and  Escape  paying  Five  Hundred  or  a  Thousand  Pounds 
a  Year,  This  is  the  Case,  numbers  are  gone  already,  more  are 
going,  others  are  preparing  to  go,  and  unless  there  be  some 
remedy  the  Town  must  be  depopulated  and  the  Poor  perish  by 
themselves. 

[324.]  These  are  Our  Circumstances  yet  we  cannot  but  hope, 
that  by  the  interposition  of  Your  Honour's  Equity  and  Goodness 
this  Once  flourishing  but  now  sinking  Town,  may  be  saved  from 
ther  dismal  prospects  and  their  hopes  (as  they  humbly  conceive)  are 
founded  on  Justice,  their  proportion  in  the  Province  Assessments,  is 
much  the  same  as  in  their  most  prosperous  state,  when  the  Province 
was  little  more  than  half  so  Numerous  in  the  other  parts  of  it,  and 
scarce  a  quarter  so  Able  in  point  of  Wealth,  It  is  impossible  the 
same  proportions  should  be  equitable,  when  One  part  is  undeniably 
Sunk  very  much  below  what  they  were,  and  the  other  part  more 
than  doubled  in  their  Ability,  this  must  be  Acknowledged  to  be 
the  Case  in  comparing  the  present  and  past  state  of  the  Countrey ; 
Boston  has  most  certainly  Sunk,  and  is  by  a  Thousand  Rateable 
Inhabitants,  less,  the  other  parts  of  the  Province  are  most  certainly 
risen,  become  more  flourishing,  their  Lands  better  Subdued  and 
made  more  profitable  their  numbers  of  Rateable  Inhabitants  in- 
creased b}^  many  Thousands,  their  Trade,  especially  that  which  is 
Foreign,  more  that  ten  times  greater  than  it  was  a  very  few  Years 
ago ;  We  need  only  name  the  Countys  of  Essex,  Middlesex  and 
Worcester  to  shew  the  Increase  of  Inhabitants  and  Husbandry,  and 
the  Towns  of  Plimouth,  Salem,  Marblehead,  Newbury,  Glocester, 
Nantucket  York  and  Falmouth  in  Casco  Bay,  to  evidence  the  great 
and  flourishing  Foreign  Trade  carried  on,  which  formerly  wholly 
cordered  in  Boston,  but  is,  now  gone  from  it,  to  these  several  grow- 
ing (&  flourishing  Towns,  if  a  Fifth  or  a  Sixth  part  of  the  Tax,  was 
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Boston's  Proportiou  formerly  a  Tenth  or  a  Twelfth  part,  is  much 
more  than  their  proportion  now. 

Wherefore,  your  humble  Petitioners  pray  your  Honours  to  Settle 
the  proportion  of  the  Town  of  Boston  in  the  Publick  Assessments, 
according  to  the  present  state  of  the  Town  and  Countrey,  or  in 
some  other  Way,  according  to  your  known  Wisdom  and  Justice 

give  them  relief  And  your  Petitioners  (as  in  Duty  bound) 

shall  ever  pray  &c. 

After  the  same  was  Read,  It  was  Unanimously  Voted  That  it  be 
Accepted,  also  Voted  That  the  Town  Clerk  [325.]  Prepare  a  fair 
Copy  thereof,  and  Sign  the  same  in  the  name  of  the  Town,  and 
that  the  Gentlemen  the  Representatives  be  and  hereby  are  desired  to 
present  it  to  the  General  Court  at  their  next  Session,  and  Use  their 
utmost  Endeavours  that  the  Prayer  thereof  be  granted.

Upon  a  Motion  made  by  Ezekiel  Goldthwait  Esq^  and  Seconded 
by  many  of  the  Inhabitants,  It  was  Unanimously  Voted,  That  the 
Thanks  of  the  Town  be  and  hereby  is  given  unto  Christoplier  Kilby 
of  London  Esq^  for  his  great  pains  taken  and  close  Attendance 
upon  the  Lords  Commissioners  of  Trade  and  Plantations,  and  also 
a  Committee  of  the  Lords  of  His  Majesty's  most  Honourable 
Privy  Council,  in  order  to  get  repealed  An  Act  lately  pass'd  by  this 
Government,  laying  an  Excise  upon  Tea,  Coffee,  Snuff  Arrack  and 
China  Ware,  Sold  here,  which  the  Town  apprehended  to  be  a  great 
Prejudice  to  it,  and  which  the  said  Christopher  Kilby  Esq"",  by  his 
Assiduity  and  Care  got  repealed  accordingly. 

[326,]  Voted,  That  the  Selectmen  be  and  they  hereby  are 
desired  to  Write  a  Letter  to  Christopher  Kilby  Esq'',  and  the  Ex- 
ecutors of  Eliakim  Palmer  Esq'".  Deceas'd,  desiring  them  to  send 
an  Account  to  the  Town,  how  much  they  have  Expended  of  the 
Three  Hundred  Pounds  Sterling,  received  by  said  Kilby  and  Palmer

John  Scollay  be  and  they  hereby  are  appointed  a  Committee  to 
Enquire  into  all  Breaches  of  the  Act  of  this  Province  relating  to 
Millers  in  this  Town,  and  Prosecute  all  such  as  shall  be  guilty  of  the 
same,  by  not  Conforming  to  the  Particular  directions  of  said  Act. 
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Voted,  that  the  Assessors  be  and  they  hereby  are  Impowered  to 
Sit  upon  the  Abatement  of  Taxes  to  the  first  day  of  April  next, 
and  no  longer,  saving  that  they  have  Liberty  to  Sit  the  two  last 
Weeks  in  November  next  to  Abate  the  Taxes  of  all  such  Persons 
as  shall  appear  to  them  to  have  Died,  or  been  out  of  Town,  and 
could  not  have  made  Application  to  them  before  said  first  day  of 

April  Also  Voted  that  the  Assessors  have  Liberty  to  sit  in 

said  two  Weeks  in  November  to  Abate  the  Taxes  of  all  such  Per- 
sons which  shall  then  appear  to  them  have  become  Bankrupts 
between  the  first  day  of  April  and  said  time  of  Sitting,  and  which 
the  Collectors  have  Endeavour'd  to  get  in,  but  could  not. 

[337.]  Voted,  that  Twelve  on  the  Pound  be  and  hereby  is 
allowed  to  be  paid  to  such  Persons  as  shall  be  chose  Collectors  of 
Taxes  for  the  year  ensuing,  for  all  such  Sums  as  they  shall  Collect, 
Provided  they  pay  unto  the  Town  Treasurer,  One  half  part  of  the 
whole  Sum  they  are  Obliged  to  pay  him  within  four  Months  from  the 
time  they  receive  the  Tax  Books  from  the  Assessors,  and  the  other 
half  part  in  three  Months  after,  and  also  pay  to  the  Province  and 
County  Treasurers,  One  half  part  of  the  whole  Sums  they  shall  be 
Obliged  to  pay  them  respectively  in  Seven  Months  from  the  time 
they  shall  receive  the  Tax  books  from  the  Assesors  as  aforesaid, 
and  the  other  half  part  in  Five  Months  after,  and  in  Case  either  of 
the  said  Collectors  shall  fail  paying  the  Treasurers  in  manner  as 
aforesaid,  the  Collector  so  failing  shall  not  be  Entitled  to  the  afore- 
said Allowance  of  Twelve  pence  on  the  Pound,  but  wholly  forfeit 
the  same.  Provided  also  that  each  of  said  Collectors  give  Bond 
with  sufficient  Sureties  to  the  Satisfaction  of  the  Selectmen  for 
their  faithful  Discharge  of  their  Duty  in  said  Office  and  Complying 
with  this  Vote.

William  Cooper  be 
and  they  hereby  are  appointed  a  Committee  to  Enquire  what  Fines 
have  been  paid  into  the  Town  Treasury  for  several  years  [338.] 
Past  when  they  were  are  paid,  by  whom,  and  the  respective

Method  they  apprehend  the  Inhabitants  had  best  take  to  recover 
such  Fines  as  they  judge  may  be  now  due  to  the  Town,  and  make 
Report  hereon  at  the  General  Town  Meeting  in  May  next. 
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The  Petition  of  sundry  Inhabitants,  Abutters  on  Beacon  Street, 
and  many  others,  setting  forth  the  necessity  of  Paving  said  Street, 
and  that  in  case  the  Town  will  Allow  Fifty  Pounds  towards  doing 

the  same,  the  Abutters  will  pay  the  remainder  Read  &  Voted 

that  the  Sum  of  Fifty  Pounds  lawful  money  be  paid  out  of  the 
Treasury  towards  paving  said  Street,  to  be  paid  when  the  same  is 
done,  the  Abutters  undertaking  to  be  the  remaining  part  of  the 
Charge  for  doing  the  same. 

The  Petition  of  sundry  Inhabitants  praying  that  part  of  Anne 
Street  may  be  Widened,  it  being  now  so  narrow  that  it  is  danger- 
ous to  pass  and  repass  the  same,  and  in  order  to  do  it,  there  will 
be  a  necessity  to  take  down  part  of  a  House  belonging  to  the  Heirs 
of  M'*.  Jeremiah  Allen  Deced,  and  part  of  a  House  belonging  to 
One  ]\P.  Haddocks  Read,  and 

Voted,  that  the  Selectmen  prefer  a  Petition  to  the  General  Court 
praying  the  Town  may  be  Enabled  to  Widen  said  Street,  by  taking 
down  so  much  of  said  Flouses,  as  may  be  necessary  therefor, 
allowing  such  Consideration  for  the  same,  as  the  General  Court 
shall  judge  reasonable. 

The  Petition  of  Thomas  Hubbard  Esq^  Setting  forth  that  in  the 
year  1737,  when  the  Town  had  Concluded  on  Building  a  Work- 
house, and  in  order  to  have  the  same  Erected  in  some  Commodious 
part  of  it,  it  was  judged  by  a  Committee  of  the  Town  necessary 
to  remove  the  Granary  from  the  place  it  then  stood  in,  to  where  it 
now  is,  and  the  Petitioner  (being  One  of  that  Committee)  finding 
that  the  Granary  had  till  then  been  without  a  Cellar,  thought  it 
very  inconvenient  that  so  good  a  Building  should  remain  so  any 
longer,  and  thereupon  proposed  the  things  being  done,  after  it  was 
removed,  upon  this  the  Towns  Committee  proposed  to  the  Peti- 
tioner that  he  should  have  a  term  of  time  in  it,  if  he  would  under- 
take it  himself,  to  which  he  suddenly  [339.]  Agreed  for  Sixteen 
years,  immediately  went  about  &  Accomplished  it,  at  tlie  Cost  of 
more  than  Two  Hundred  Pounds,  the  then  Currency,  altho'  he  was 
afterwards  Enjoined  by  the  Committee  to  Lath  and  Plaister  under 
the  lower  Floor  of  the  Granary,  which  he  never  Expected  to  do, 
when  he  agreed  for  that  term  of  time,  but  so  it  is  that  notwithstand- 
ing he  hath  had  the  Sixteen  years  in  it,  the  12"".  of  December  last, 
yet  during  that  whole  time  he  has  had  Opportunity  to  hire  it  out

the  Collectors,  by  Drafts  made  by  the  Selectmen  Am°.  to  £2525,, 
4,,  1^  and  by  Drafts  made  by  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  which 
contain  the  Charges  of  the  Almshouse  and  Workhouse,  Auf.  to 
£1316,,  11,,  113  which  said  Com*^^  inspected  in  a  very  particular 
manner  by  Examining  every  particular  Voucher,  produced  by  the 
Overseers  for  the  Amount  of  that  Sum,  and  every  other  branch  of 
Publick  Charge,  all  Am^  to  £5142,,  5,,  llj  [340.]  By  which 
it  appears  that  when  all  thgJTaxes  Rents  &  Incomes  of  the  Town 
are  in,  the  Ballance  will  be  £3432,,  17,,  lOJ  which  the  said  Treas- 
urer is  further  to  Account  for,  as  appears  by  the  Tryal  Ballance 
of  said  Accompt,  given  in  by  said  Committee  and  on  file,  which 
Report  and  Accompt  being  Read, 

Voted  the  same  be  Accepted. 

Voted,  that  W.  William  Cooper,  M^  Thomas  Tyler,  Thomas 
Greene  John  Wheelwright  and  Thomas  Oxnard  Esq",  be  and  they 
are  appointed  a  Committee  to  Audit  the  Accompts  of  M^  Treas- 
urer Jeffries,  and  also  the  Accompts  of  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor, 
and  the  said  Committee  are  hereby  directed  and  Impowered  to 
Inspect  every  Particular  Acco*.  of  the  Moneys  expended  for  the 
Use  of  the  Almshouse,  and  every  other  Branch  of  the  Publick 
Charges,  and  they  are  desired  to  make  Report  thereon,  as  soon  as 
they  have  done  the  same. 

The  Committee  appointed  the  twelfth  day  of  March  last,  on  the 
Petition  of  Isaac  Dupee,  Solomon  Kneeland  &  others,  relating  to 
their  Claim  of  Lands  mentioned  in  said  Petition,  now  Reported 
that  on  the  twenty  sixth  of  December  last,  pursuant  to  the  power 
given  them,  they  Executed  Bonds  of  Submission  on  behalf  of  the 
Town  unto  Isaac  Dupee,  Solomon  Kneeland  and  Thomas  Walley 
on  behalf  of  themselves  and  others  that  Claim  the  Lands  &  Prem- 
isses in  Dispute,  who  likewise  Executed  Bonds  to  said  Committee, 
whereby  was  refer'd  their  Right  Claim  and  Demand,  as  also  the 
Right  Claim  and  Demand  of  the  Town,  to  said  Lands  unto  the 
Determination  of  Samuel  Danforth  Esq',  of  Cambridge  James 
Russell  and  Samuel  Bradstreet  of  Charlestown  Merchants  ;  who 
accordingly  met  and  fully  heard  the  Committee  &  the  other 
Claimers  upon  the  Premisses-,  and  on  the  twenty  eighth  day  of 
February  last,  gave  in  their  final  Award  and  Determination  there- 
upon  which  Bond  and  Award  the  said  Committee  Read  and 

presented  to  the  Town  for  their  Confirmation,  and  said  Committee 
further  Reported  that  they  apprehended  it  to  be  best  that  said

Any  Disputes  relating  to  said  Lands  for  the  future  thereupon  It 

was  Voted  that  said  Report  be  Accepted,  and  that  the  Lands  given 
and  Assigned  to  the  Petitioners  and  other  Claimers  by  said  Refer-

on  said  Land  in  the  improvement  of  said  Beighton  &  Westerly, 
Sixteen  feet  on  Land  in  the  improvement  of  James  Allen  Esq'', 
with  the  Appurtenances,  And  afterwards  had  Possession  thereof 
delivered  to  their  [343.]

which  many  difficulties  and  Inconveniences  may  be  avoided,  said 
Petition  was  Read,  and  thereupon 

It  was  Voted  that  Thomas  Hancock  &  Thomas  Greene  Esq". 
M^  Jacob  Parker,  John  Hill  and  John  Phillips  Esq'"^  be  and  they 
hereby  are  appointed  a  Committee  to  Consider  of  said  Petition, 
and  view  such  places  at  the  South  part  of  the  Town,  as  they  shall 
judge  best  for  a  Burial  place  there,  and  Report  their  Opinion  of 
the  same  to  the  Town  as  soon  as  may  be. 

The  Petition  of  Thomas  Pearson  prajdng  an  Allowance  may  be 
made  him  for  his  House  blown  up,  to  stop  the  great  Fire  that 
happen'd  in  the  Year  1690.  was  read  and  Voted  that  the  same  be 
dismissed.

The  Petition  of  Gilbert  and  Lewis  Deblois  was  read,  Setting 
forth,  that  the  Petitioners  about  two  or  three  years  since  Purchased 
a  Peice  of  Land  in  Boston  bounded  on  One  side  on  Hanover 
Street,  and  on  another  on  Queen  Street,  that  they  have  since 
Erected  a  Brick  Dwelling  house  on  said  Land,  &  finding 
the  Streets  there  to  be  very  narrow,  they  took  out  of  their  own 
Land  about  Three  feet  in  Wedth,  and  about  Sixty  nine  feet  in 
length  and  added  it  to  Hanover  Street,  so  that  two  Carts  or  Car- 
riages  may  now  pass  with  safety,  that  Queen  Street  where  the 
Petitioners  House  stands  is  very  narrow,  and  two  Carts  can't  pass 
at  the  same  time  without  great  danger,  that  there  are  several 
Shops  or  Buildings  [350.]  Belonging  to  the  Town  that  are 
the  other  side  of  said  Street,  and  now  very  much  out  of  repair, 
and  as  they  must  soon  be  repaired,  the  Petitioners  would  be  very 
glad  if  the  Town  would  then  take  off  such  a  part  thereof  as  may 
be  judged  necessary  for  Widening  said  Street,  which  the  Peti- 
tioners apprehended  would  save  some  Expence  in  the  repairs, 
and  make  the  Shops  so  much  more  convenient,  as  they  will  fetch 
equal  Rent  to  what  they  now  do,  they  being  now  very  deep  and 
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dark,  but  if  the  Town  should  not  incline  to  repair  said  Buildings,

That  Article  in  the  Warrant,  Viz*.  "  To  know  the  minds  of  the 
Inhabitants  with  regard  to  a  BiU  now  depending  in  the  General 
Court  laying  an  Excise  on  the  private  Consumption  of  Wines  and 
Spirits  distill'd,''  was  taken  into  Consideration,  and  the  Abstract  of 
said  Bill,  and  Governour  Shirleys  Speech  relating  to  it,  being 
read  a  long  Debate  thereon  was  had,  and  it  was  unanimously 
Voted 

1^*.  That  it  is  the  sense  of  the  Town  that,  that  part  of  the  Excise 
Bill  contain'd  in  the  Abstract  now  read,  is  contrary  to  those  Prin- 
ci[)les  upon  which  Our  happy  Constitution  is  founded,  as  well  as 
destructive  of  those  Priviledges  which  it  Warrants  and  Defends, 
that  it  is  Vexatious  and  Oppressive  and  tends  to  Weaken  the  just 
Authority  of  an  Oath,  and  to  prejudice  the  Morals  of  the  Com- 
munity. 

Voted  unanimously  that  Thanks  be  returned  to  His  Excel- 
lency the  Governour,  for  his  Paternal  Goodness  and  wise  Conduct 
in  relation  to  said  Bill,  &  that  his  Excellency  be  requested  still  to 
continue  his  Care  for  Us  in  this  respect.

Thomas  Hancock  Esq^  Informed  the  Town,  that  a  considerable 
number  of  Gentlemen,  Merchants  and  others  Inhabitants  of  this 
Town  waited  upon  His  Excellency  Governour  Shirley  in  December 
1745,  with  their  Address  of  Congratulation  to  him  upon  his  safe 
Arrival  from  Louisbourg  [353.]  And  requested  of  him  to  permit 
'em  to  have  his  Picture  drawn  at  their  Expence,  with  a  design  of 
preserving  it  in  this  Town  as  a  Memorial  of  his  Excellencys  publick 
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Services ;  which  mark  of  their  respect  his  Excellency  was  pleas'd 
to  Accept ;  And  as  His  Excellency  among  other  Instances  of  his 
Paternal  Care  of  the  People  of  this  Province,  hath  lately  given  a 
most  signal  proof  of  his  tender  regard  for  their  Civil  rights  by 
interfering  in  favour  of  them,  on  Occasion  of  the  Bill  of  Excise 
pass'd  b}^  both  Houses  of  the  Great  and  General  Court  in  June 
last,  and  of  his  Vigilance  and  unwearied  Attention  for  securing 
the  Province  against  the  repeated  Ravages  of  the  Eastern  Indians, 
and  Incroachmeuts  of  the  French  in  his  late  Successful  Expedition 
for  that  purpose  into  the  Eastern  parts,  The  said  Gentlemen  and 
Merchants  now  offer  to  make  the  Town  a  present  of  the  said 

Picture  to  be  hung  up  in  Faneuil  Hall.  It  was  thereupon

there  should  be  Widened  by  taking  off  about  three  feet  of  the 
Shops,  but  as  the  Expence  of  doing  it,  will  Amount  to  about 
Twenty  Pounds  more  than  repairing  them  as  they  now  stand,  over 
and  above  the  loss  of  part  of  the  Towns  Shop  in  M"^.  Tuckermans 
Possession,  in  the  length  of  it,  they  leave  it  to  the  Town  to  Act 
therein,  as  they  shall  apprehend  best,  which  Report  being  read, 
M'.  Gilbert  Deblois  One  of  the  Petitioners  desired  to  be  heard 
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thereupon,  and  he  being  accordingly  heard,  a  debate  ensued  there- 
upon, &  afterwards  said  Gilbert  Deblois  made  the  following  Pro- 
posal to  the  Town  Viz*.  That  if  the  the  Town  will  take  off  about 
three  feet  from  said  Shops  in  order  to  Widen  said  Street,  as  it  will 
for  the  future  better  Accommodate  his  House,  the  Petitioners  will 
in  Consideration  thereof  give  to  the  Town  Thirteen  Pounds  Six 
Shillings  &  Eight  pence  lawful  money.    Whereupon  It  was

Fitch's  Pasture  at  the  bottom  of  the  Common  that  now 
belongs  to  M"".  Andrew  Oliver  jun"".  and  upon  Conferring  [355.] 
With  him,  the  Committee  find,  that  to  Accommodate  the  Town  he 
will  Consent  to  dispose  of  it,  on  such  terms  as  shall  be  Agreed 
upon,  between  him  and  the  Town,  said  Report  being  Read, 

It  was  Voted  that  the  Same  be  Accepted,  and  said  Committee 
are  desired  and  Impowered  to  Treat  with  M"".  Oliver  relating  to  the 
Price  of  Said  Land,  and  to  Report  the  same  to  the  Town,  as  soon  as 
may  be,  for  their  Confirmation. 

The  Selectmen  appointed  a  Committee  the  7'^.  of  August  last, 
to  prepare  an  Address  of  Thanks  to  his  Excellency  Governour 
Shirley,  now  Reported  a  Draft  of  the  same,  which  was  Read,  and 
is  as  follows.

Governour  and  Commander  in  Chief  in  and  over  His  Majesty's 
Province  of  the  Massachusetts  Bay  in  New  England. 

The  humble  Address  of  the  Freeholders  &  other  Inhabitants  of 
the  Town  of  Boston. 
May  it  please  your  Excellency, 

His  Majesty's  most  Loyal  &  Dutiful  Subjects  the  Inhabitants 
of  the  Town  of  Boston  in  General  Town  Meeting  Assembled,  beg 
leave  to  Express  their  sincere  Joy  at  your  Excellency's  safe  and 
happy  Arrival  from  the  Eastward. 

We  Congratulate  your  Excellency  upon  the  Success  with  which 
the  Execution  of  that  Plan  which  you  have  laid  to  Attach  the 
Indians  in  those  parts  to  His  Majesty's  Interest,  and  to  prevent 
the  Encroachments  of  the  French  has  been  hitherto  attended. 

Your  Excellency's  late  seasonable  Interposition  in  favour  of  the 
Natural  Rights  of  Englishmen,  so  greatly,  tho'  We  trust  not  wil- 
fully, affected  by  the  late  Excise  Bill,  affords  us  the  most  convincing 
proofs  of  the  Rectitude  of  your  Excellency's  Sentiments  and  the 
Aft'ection  of  your  Patriot  heart  for  that  Constitution,  which  sweet- 
ens, improves  and  Exalts  every  other  blessing  of  Life. 

We  cannot  feel  the  decay  of  Our  Commerce,  and  the  many 
Burdens  which  this  Town  labour  under,  without  the  most  Melan- 
cholly  Impressions,  but  these  admit  of  some  Alleviations  from  your 
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Excellency's  wise  and  vigorous  Endeavours  to  preserve  Our  dearer 
Liberties  neither  is  it  in  Our  power  to  relish  that  Relief  with 
regard  to  the  former  which  must  necessarily  grow  out  of  [356.] 
Those  Methods  which  tend  to  destroy  the  Latter. 

We  would  hope  that  the  Honourable  Court  may  upon  mature 
Consideration  find  reason  to  alter  their  Judgment  respecting  this 
Affair,  which  if  they  should  renew  and  insist  upon,  We  humbly 
apprehend  will  be  attended  with  the  most  Mischievous  Cou- 
sequences,  unless  your  Excellency  should  finally  refuse  your  Sanc- 
tion to  it. 

The  Noble  Pattern  your  Excellency  has  in  this  Affair  held  up  to 
Our  view,  highten'd  by  your  Situation  in  Government  and  Aug- 
mented by  your  Connection  with  the  Prerogative,  convinces  us  of 
the  tender  regard  you  have  for  the  Liberties  of  this  People,  and 
will  not  we  hope  be  ever  forgotten, 

And  as  this  particular  Instance  of  your  Excellency's  Goodness 
added  to  Our  past  Experience  of  your  known  Abilities  has  in- 
creas'd  Our  Confidence  in  your  Administration,  it  shall  be  Our 
study  to  Afford  your  Excellency  all  those  Demonstrations  of  Duty 
and  Affection,  which  Truth  and  Justice  require,  and  your-f^xcel- 
lency's  wise  &  good  Conduct  will,  we  doubt  not.  Secure  and  Per- 
petuate.

Treasurer  Jeffries,  and  also  the  Accompts  of  the  Overseers 
of  the  Poor,  and  the  said  Committee  are  hereby  directed  and 
impowred  to  inspect  every  particular  Accompt  of  the  moneys 
expended  for  the  use  of  the  Almshouse,  and  they  are  desired  to 
make  report  thereon  as  soon  as  they  have  done  the  same. 

The  Town  considered  of  the  Article  in  the  Warrant  Viz*,  how 
farr  Olivers  Dock  shall  be  lill'd  up  and  thereupon  Voted  that  the 
Selectmen  be  and  they  hereby  are  desired  to  fill  up  said  Dock  so 
farr,  and  in  such  a  manner  as  they  shall  think  best. 

It  being  proposed  that  some  Method  may  be  taken  to  supply  the 
Town  with  Powder,  the  Act  of  the  Province  concerning  it  was 
Read,  and  it  was  judged  by  the  Town  that  the  Law  referrs  it  to 
the  Selectmem  to  supply  the  Town,  &  so  nothing  was  done  upon  it. 

The  Petition  of  sundry  Inhabitants  for  paving  a  Street  near  the 
North  Meeting  House  leading  into  Ship  street  was  read,  &  there- 
upon It  was  Voted  that  the  Sum  of  Thirteen  Pounds  six  shillings 
and  eight  pence  law^ful  money  be  allowed  &  is  hereby  granted  for 
paving  the  South  side  of  said  Street,  the  same  to  be  paid  when  it 
is  finished,  provided  the  Abutters  pay  the  whole  Cost  of  paving 
the  remainder,  and  it  be  done  to  the  Satisfaction  of  the  Select- 
men. 

A  Motion  was  made  and  seconded,  that  the  Town  would  recon- 
sider the  Vote  pass'd  the  16 :  instant  relating  to  the  paving 
Long  Lane  and  after  some  debate  thereon  a  Question  was  put 
whether  the  Town  would  reconsider  said  Vote  and  the  [369.] 
Moderator  declared  that  he  judged  it  pass'd  in  the  Affirmative, 
whereupon  a  Poll  was  demanded,  but  before  the  same  was  decided, 
the  Petitioners  moved  that  may  have  liberty  to  withdraw  their 
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motion  for  reconsidering  which  was  granted,  and  the  Town  pro- 
ceeded no  further. 

The  Committee  appointed  the  16*^.  ins-,  to  prepare  Instructions 
for  the  Representatives  of  this  Town  reported  a  Draft  they  had 
made  which  was  in  the  words  following  Viz*. 

To  the  hon^^^  Thomas  Hubbard  Esq"".  M^  John  Tyng  James 
Bowdoin  Esq^  and       William  Cooper 
Gentlemen 

Although  our  Choice  of  you  to  represent  this  Town  of  Boston 
in  the  next  General  Assembly  of  this  Province  be  such  a  Proof 
of  our  Confidence  in  your  Abilities  prudence  &  integrity,  that  even 
any  Instructions,  whatsoever,  may  by  some  Persons,  be  tho't  need- 
less or  impertinent,  yet  as  it  is  our  undoubted  right  ever  to  give 
our  Representatives  particular  Instructions  for  their  Conduct,  in 
the  General  Assembly,  and  very  expedient  too  touching  such  Points 
especially  as  most  nearly  concern  the  natural  rights  &  liberties  of 
the  People  in  general,  as  well  as  the  Interest  of  this  Town  in 
particular,  so  far  at  least  as  is  Consistent  with  the  General  Good 
of  the  community,  and  inasmuch  as  the  famous  Excise  Act  made 
here,  the  last  Winter  (which  was  apprehended  by  us  to-be  so 
grevious  &  burdensome  that  we  with  one  Consent  and  as  soon  as 
possible  made  our  Application  to  our  most  gracious  Sovereign  for 
his  royal  disallowance  thereof)  hath  not  yet  been  presented  to  his 
Majesty  (as  we  know  of)  and  therefore,  doth  and  will  abide  in  full 
force  untill  his  disallowance  thereof  be  duly  Signified,  or  it  be 
repealed  here ;  We  your  Constituants  do  therefore  in  justice  to 
ourselves,  as  well  as  in  Testimony  of  our  settled  &  hearty  Aver- 
sions to  all  Attacks  and  Incroachments  upon  our  natural  Rights 
thinli  it  vcr}^  expedient  and  even  necessary  at  this  time  to  instruct 
you  Gent°.,  And  we  do  accordingly  hereby  instruct  and  give  it  you 
in  special  Charge 

1 .  That  you  do  exert  yourselves  to  the  utmost  of  yonr  Abilities 
in  all  suitable  ways  to  procure  a  repeal  of  that  Act,  so  far  as  it 
concerns  the  Excise  upon  the  private  Consumption  of  Wine  Spirits 
&C :  in  private  Families  as  soon  as  possible ;  and  likewise  to 
prevent  any  such  like  Act,  or  au}^  Act  whatsoever  being  made  in 
destruction  or  derogation  of  our  natural  rights  &  liberties,  if  any 
such  Attempt  should  be  again  made  either  in  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives (where  the  other  originated  and  was  so  warmly  carried 
on  to  effect)  or  by  either  of  the  branches  of  the  Legislature. 

[369 J.]  2.  That  3  ou  likewise  earnestly  endeavour  to  procure 
an  Act  to  be  made  for  the  exclusion  of  all  Farmers  of  Excises  and 
their  Deputies  and  all  secret  or  open  contractors  therefor  from  a 
seat  in  either  House  of  the  General  Assembly  for  the  future. 

3.  And  for  as  much  as  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Town  for  a  long 
time  past  have  been  and  still  are  laboring  and  groaning  under  a 
burden  of  Taxes,  far  be3^ound  our  equal  proportion  with  the  other 
Inhabitants  of  this  Province,  and  which  are  now  become  insupport- 
able even  to  every  rank  of  Men  amongst  us,  we  do  therefore 
recommend  to  you  and  expect,  that  you  also  do  your  utmost  to 
procure  a  just  Valuation  of  all  the  rateable  Estates  within  this 
Province  to  be  made  this  Year,  that  we  may  no  longer  be  taxed  so 
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farr  beyound  our  just  proportion  towards  defreying  the  Charges- 
of  the  Government,  as  now  are  and  have  been  for  these  many 
Years  past. 

4.  As  to  all  other  matters  which  may  come  under  Consideration 
in  the  Approaching  Assembly  we  leave  them  at  present  to  your 
prudence  &  discretion,  not  doubting  of  your  Fidelit}^  to  us  your 
Constituents  and  to  the  publick,  but  would  have  you  ever  keep  in 
your  mind,  that  in  Case  any  new  attempt  should  be  made  against 
our  liberties  &  Charter-Privileges  in  this  ensuing  Year  it  is  expected 
by  us,  that  you  not  only  seasonably  and  vigorously  oppose  it,  but 
also  give  us  3^our  Constituents  timely  notice  thereof  that  you  may 
receive  our  further  Special  Instructions  thereupon,  if  it  shou'd  be 
thought  expedient.  And  the  same  being  read  &  considered  of. 
Voted  unanimously  that  the  same  be  Accepted,  and  the  Gentlemen 
the  Representatives  are  desired  to  govern  themselves  according  tO' 
said  Instructions  and  the  Town  Clerk  is  hereby  directed  to  give  a 
fair  Copy  thereof  to  each  of  them. 

The  Committee  appointed  the  14'^.  of  May  AD  1751  Viz*.  M'. 
Jonathan  Williams  M''.  Thomas  Greene  and  Nath^  Thwing  to 
proscute  any  persons  that  have  made  Incroachments  on  the 
Towns  Lands  near  to  or  upon  Fort  hill,  now  Reported  that  b}^ 
virtue  of  the  power  to  them  given  they  had  used  their  utmost  en- 
deavours to  accommodate  &  settle  with  Middlecott  Cooke  Esq', 
and  others  relating  to  the  Encroachments  made  on  the  Towns  Land 
near  Fort  hill  in  the  Occupation  of  [370.]  M''.  Alexander  Hunt, 
but  not  being  able  to  accommodate  the  same  they  brought  forward 
an  Action  against  said  Hunt,  which  after  divers  continuances  was 
fully  heard  at  the  Superiour  Court  in  August  last  when  the  Town 
recovered  judgment  for  the  possession  of  a  strip  of  Land  next  ad- 
joining to  Joseph  Hubbard's  Land,  as  willfully  appear  by  said 
Judgment,  which  Strip  of  Land  the  Gentlemen  the  Selectmen  of 
the  Town  of  Boston  have  received  possession  in  behalf  of  said 
Town,  which  being  read  Voted  that  the  same  be  accepted  and 
that  the  Thanks  of  the  Town  be  and  hereby  is  given  to  said  Com- 
mittee for  the  great  Pains  they  have  taken  in  this  Affair. 

Voted  that  the  Thanks  of  the  Town  be  &  hereby  is  given  to 
the  Hon^^^.  Thomas  Hubbard  Esq"",  the  Moderator  of  this  Meeting 
for  transacting  the  Business  thereof. 

The  Meeting  was  Dismiss'd. 

At  a  Meeting  of  the  Freeholders  and  other  Inhabitants  of  tfie 
Town  of  Boston  legally  qualify'd  and  warned  in  Public  Town 
Meeting  assembled  at  Faneuil  Hall  on  Friday  the  eighteenth  day 
of  July  AD  1755. 

The  Warrant  for  calling  the  Meeting  Read. 

John  Phillips  Esq ;  chose  Moderator  by  a  handy  Vote, 

The  Town  proceeded  to  take  into  Consideration  the  Article  in 
the  Warrant  Viz*,  to  determine  whether  the  Town  wiU  make  any 
Addition  to  the  South  Battery  for  the  better  Defence  of  it,  besides 
the  Repairs  voted  in  May  last,  and  what  may  be  necessar}^  for 
effecting  the  same,  and  after  some  Debate  thereon,  It  was  moved 
and  seconded  that  the  following  Question  may  be  put,  whether  any 
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Addition  shall  be  made  to  the  South  Battery,  It  was  Voted  in  the 
Negative  by  a  very  great  Majority. 
Then  the  Meeting  was  Dismissed 

[370J.]  At  a  Meeting  of  the  Freeholders  and  other  Inhabi- 
tants of  the  Town  of  Boston  legally  qualify'd  &  warned  in  publick 
Town  Meeting  Assembled  at  Faneuil  Hall  on  Wednesday  the  4 
day  of  February  AD  1756. 

The  Warrant  for  calling  the  Meeting  Read. 

John  Phillips  Esq^  chose  Moderator  b}^  a  handy  Vote. 

The  Town  proceeded  to  take  into  Consideration  the  Article  in 
the  Warrant  Viz*,  whether  the  Town  will  immediately  proceed  to 
raise  by  a  Lottery  orLotteiies  the  sum  of  Three  Thousand  Pounds 
lawful  money  for  paving  Boston  Neck  pm^suant  to  the  Power 
granted  by  an  Act  of  the  Great  and  General  Court  lately  pass'd 
for  that  purpose,  and  the  Act  of  the  Province  relating  to  it  being 
read.  And  some  Debate  thereon,  the  following  Question  was  put 
Viz*,  whether  it  be  the  Minds  of  the  Town  that  the  Managers  who 
are  by  said  Act  appointed  to  carry  on  said  Lottery  or  Lotteries 
shall  proceed  as  soon  as  they  conveniently  can,  and  in  such  a 
Method  as  they  shall  think  proper  to  raise  the  aforesaid  Sum  of 
Three  thousand  Pounds  lawful  money  in  order  to  pave  the  Neck 
according  to  the  Directions  of  said  Act,  the  same  to  be  paved  of 
such  a  Wedthand  in  such  manner  as  the  Selectmen  for  the  time  being 
shall  judge  best,  and  also  do  such  other  Repairs  as  shall  be  found 
necessary.

It  was  voted  unanimously 
that  the  Town  will  make  Application  accordingly,  and  then  voted 
that  a  Committee  be  chose  to  prepare  a  Draft  of  a  Petition  to  the 
General  Court  for  that  purpose,  Voted  that  the  said  Committee 
consist  of  5  Persons,  Voted  that  Benjamin  Prat  Esq''.  Samuel 
Welles  Esq"-.  Tho^  [371.]  Greene  Esq :  M^  Thomas  Cushing  and 
Richard  Dana  Esq  ;  be  the  Committee  and  they  are  desired  to  make 
Report  of  their  Draft  to  the  Town  at  the  Adjournment  of  this  Meet- 
ing on  Wednesday  the  11*'\  ins*,  at  3  o'Clock  in  the  Afternoon. 

Voted  that  this  Meeting  be  adjourn'd  to  Wednesday  the  11*^ 
instant  at  3  o'Clock  in  the  Afternoon. 

Wednesday  February  11"\  1756  3  o'Clock  P.M.  the  Inhabitants 
mett  according  to  their  Adjournment. 

The  Committee  appointed  the  4"\  ins*,  to  prepare  a  Draft  of  a  . 
Petition  to  the  General  Court  now  reported  that  they  had  prepared 
a  Draft  which  was  read  as  in  the  Words  following.  Viz*. 

To  his  Excellency  William  Shirley  Esquire  Captain  General  and 
Governour  in  Chief,  the  honourable  the  Council  and  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives in  General  Court  Assembled  February  11  :  1756. 

The  Inhabitants  of  Boston  in  Town  Meeting  legally  convened. 
Humbly  Shew 
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That  their  Difficulties  are  become  so  great  and  pressing  that  they 
cannot  forbear  repeating  their  Greviances,  which  they  humbly  beg 
leave  to  lay  before  your  Excellency  and  Honours,  that  as  their 
Ability  is  exceedingly  and  apparently  lessned  their  Share  of  the 
Province  Charge  (which  is  now  nearly  the  same  as  in  their  most 
flourishing  State)  may  be  made  proportionable  to  their  present 
diminish'd  &  decayed  Circumstances. 

That  their  Condition  and  Ability  are  thus  weakned  will  abun- 
dantly appear  by  comparing  their  past,  &  present  State  &  Bussiuess 
heretofore  there  were  near  four  thousand  Polls  who  paid  Taxes, 
now  there  are  but  few  more  than  two  thousand. 

But  a  short  time  since  the  Town  often  had  30  or  40  Vessells  at 
a  time  on  the  Stocks,  mostly  large,  now  there  are  but  six  Vessells 
of  all  sorts  agreed  for. 

Not  many  Years  since  they  had  the  whole  Business  [37 of 
Distilling  Molosses  and  refining  Sugar  with  which  they  supply'd 
the  Inhabitants  of  this  Province,  Newfoundland  Nova  Scotia,  New 
Hampshire,  Rhode  Island,  &  Providence  Plantations,  Connecticutt, 
New  York,  the  Jerseys,  Maryland  Virginnia,  North  and  South 
Carolina,  in  return  for  which  they  had  Wheat,  Flower,  Peas,  Pork, 
Beef,  Fish,  Train  Oyl,  Pitch,  Tarr,  Turpentine,  Furrs,  Hides, 
Skins  Tallow  &  many  other  valuable  Commodities,  &  frequently 
especially  from  Nova  Scotia,  &  Newfoundland,  Bills  of  Exchange 
on  our  Mother  Country,  this  necessarily  employed  a  great  number 
of  Vessells  &  Sailors  to  Import  the  Molasses,  &  Raw  Sugar,  & 
export  their  produce  when  Manufactored,  as  also  what  we  barter'd 
them  away  for  abroad  as  well  as  brough  among  us  aud  found 
Bussiness  for  a  great  Number  Tradesmen  as  Coopers,  Bakers, 
Hatters,  Tanners,  Tallow  Chandlers  Truckmen,  and  Porters,  all 
which  having  full  employ  chearfully  paid  their  part  of  the  Taxes, 
whereas  now  we  are  wholly  deprived  of  supplying  the  most  of  the 
neighbouring  Governments,  there  being  many  Distilling  or  Sugar 
Houses  in  Rhode  Island,  New  York,  and  Pensylvania  to  the 
Southward,  as  well  as  in  Nova  Scotia  to  the  Northward,  besides 
the  Great  number  in  other  Towns  of  this  Province  Viz*.  Plymouth, 
Salem,  Newbury,  Haverhill,  Marblehead,  Charlestown  Watertown 
Medford  &  Nantuckett,  insomuch  that  the  Town  of  Boston  now 
does  not  half  supply  the  home  Consumption. 

Within  a  little  more  than  twenty  Years  the  Inhabitants  of  this 
Town  imported  aud  almost  entirely  supply'd  not  only  this  Province 
but  all  the  other  Inhabitants  of  the  several  Governments  in  New 
England  with  the  Manufactures  and  Goods  of  our  Mother  Country 
now  they  have  almost  wholly  lost  the  supply  of  Rhode  Island 
Government,  and  in  a  great  measure  that  of  Connecticutt  and 
New  Hampshire,  and  not  so  only  but  several  of  our  considerable 
Shops  &  whole  Sale  Traders  are  now  supply'd  by  those  very  Mer- 
chants in  other  Towns  of  this  Province  whom  they  or  their  Fathers 
or  Massters  largely  or  almost  wholly  supply'd  with  the  same.  Sort 
of  Goods,  but  a  few  Years  since. 

And  within  a  very  Short  time  almost  [37 AH  our  victuallers 
or  Butchers  living  in  the  Town  who  were  thirty  or  forty  in  Number, 
and  kill'd  not  long  since  all  the  large  Meat  &  much  the  Greatest 
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part  of  the  small,  are  now  reduced  to  three  or  four  who  all  put 
together,  don't  kill  so  much  as  one  who  lives  out  of  the  Town,  this 
has  almost  broke  up  our  Tanners  Curriers  &  Shoemakers  and  altered 
the  Case  of  the  Town  from  supplying  the  Country,  with  Leather, 
and  a  great  part  of  their  Shoes  to  be  supply'd  very  largely  with 
both,  from  the  Countrj-. 

These  Things  have  of  Course  and  almost  unavoidably  brought 
a  great  number  of  our  Inhabitants  of  the  lower  sort  to  great  Poverty 
and  Indigence,  insomuch  that  the  Charge  of  our  Poor  has  increased 
from  about  one  Thousand  or  Fifteen  hundred  Pounds  a  Year  old 
tenor  to  ten  or  twelve  Thousand,  besides  the  Collections  for  them 
in  the  several  Churches  &  other  Charitable  Meetings  and  Societys 
which  are  thought  by  the  most  knowing  to  amount  to  as  much  more, 
which  great  excesive  Charges  has  also  brought  on  another  growing 
&  heavy  loss  to  the  Town,  that  of  the  removal  of  several  of  our 
Men,  wealthy  inhabitants,  it  being  a  known  &  settled  Point  that 
about  a  fifth  part  of  what  they  pay  for  Taxes  in  Boston  will  dis- 
charge them  in  any  other  Town,  it  must  be  a  strong  temptation  to 
remove  a  few  miles  out  of  this  Town  if  a  man  can  save  five  hundred 
or  a  thousand  Pounds  a  Year  by  it. 

And  while  this  Town  has  in  these  visible  ways  been  sinking  and 
infeabled  many  parts  of  the  said  Province  have  flourished  &  in- 
creased apparently,  the  Couutys  of  Essex  Middlesex  &  Worcester, 
have  done  so  in  their  Husbandry,  and  the  Towns  of  Plymouth, 
Sherburne  or  Nantucket,  Salem,  Marblehead,  Newbury,  York,  and 
Falmouth  in  Casco  Baj-,  have  also  in  their  Trade  &  Commerce  both 
foreign  &  domestick  ;  these  things  which  are  easy  to  be  verified  and 
put  beyond  all  Dispute,  point  out,  and  as  we  humbly  apprehend 
justice  seems  to  require,  that  a  new  Valuation  of  Estates  be  made 
throughout  the  Province,  and  althd ;  this  Town  have  not  given  in 
a  List  or  Valuation  of  their  Estates  heretofore,  yet  it  appears  now 
so  necessary  that  they  have  unanimousl}'  agreed  &  voted  to  do  it, 
and  they  do  with  the  same  unanimity  humbly  request  your  Excel- 
lency &  Honours  (as  soon  as  ma}'  be)  to  order  a  Valuation  to  be 
made  of  all  the  rateable  Estates  in  the  Province,  upon  which  we 
hope  the  Inhabitants  of  Boston  will  with  aU  Chear fullness  exert 
themselves  to  pay  what  shall  be  found  their  just  Share  &  Proportion 
And  thereupon  it  was  unanimonsly  Voted  that  the  same 
be  accepted  and  that  the  Town  Clerk  prepare  a  fair  Copy  of  said 
Petition  and  that  the  Selectmen  in  the  Name  of  the  Town  Sign  the 
same  and  preferr  it  to  the  General  Court  accordingly. 

Voted  that  the  Thanks  of  the  Town  be  &  they  hereby  are  given 
to  the  Committee  for  the  Pains  they  have  took  in  preparing  the 
Draft  aforesaid.

has  been  since  declining  to  this  time,  and  they  are  desired  to 
reduce  the  same  to  writing,  and  return  such  Accompts  thereof  to 
the  Selectmen,  they  to  deliver  the  same  to  the  Gentlemen  the  Rep- 
resentatives of  the  Town  who  are  to  make  such  use  thereof  as  the 
shall  judge  necessary  in  the  Application  the  Town  have  made  to  the 
General  Court  for  taking  a  Valuation  this  Year  of  all  Polls  &  rate- 
able Estates  throughout  the  Province. 

Voted  that  the  Thanks  of  the  Town  be  and  hereby  is  given  unto 
John  Phillips  Esq :  the  Moderator  of  this  Meeting  for  transacting 
the  Business  thereof.

Bond  with  sufficient  Sureties  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Selectmen 
for  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  Duty  in  said  Office  and  comply- 
ing with  this  Vote. 

The  Inhabitants  brought  in  their  Votes  for  four  Collectors  of 
Taxes,  and  upon  sorting  them  it)  appeared  that 
Mess"'.  John  Ruddock 
James  Scutt 
Jonathan  Pay son 
Samuel  Adams 
were  chose  into  that  Office  for  the  Year  ensuing. 

The  Petition  of  John  Tilestone  setting  forth  that  he  had  served 
a  regular  Apprenticeship  in  one  of  the  Publick  Writing  Schools  in 
this  Town,  and  has  for  two  Years  &  a  half  had  the  favour  of  being 
appointed  Usher  in  one  of  them  where  he  now  is ;  and  he  having 
at  this  time  just  entred  on  the  Stage  of  Life  for  himself,  finds  his 
Board  &  Expences  in  it  exceed  your  Grant  that  was  allowed  him 
in  his  Apprenticeship,  &  humbly  praying  that  the  Town  would 
allow  him  what  further  support  they  in  their  Wisdom  shall  think 
needful,  was  Read,  and  thereupon  it  was  Voted  that  the  Sum  of 
Fifty  Pounds  p  Annum  be  &  hereby  is  allowed  to  said  John  Tiles- 
ton  during  the  time  he  shall  Officiate  as  Usher  in  said  School,  the 
same  to  commence  from  the  12th  day  of  February  last  and  to  be 
paid  him  quarterly  as  it  shall  become  due. 

Cap^  Isaac  Dupee  was  chose  Clerk  of  Faneuil-Hall  Market  for 
the  Year  ensuing. 

[386.]  Voted  unanimously  that  the  Assessors  be  and  hereby 
:ire  impowred  to  sit  'till  the  first  day  of  April  next  and  no  longer 
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for  making  an  Abatement  of  the  Taxes  of  such  Persons  as  they 
shall  judge  reasonable  ;  saving  that  they  have  liberty  to  sit  the 
two  last  Weeks  in  November  next,  to  abate  (if  they  see  cause) 
the  Taxes  of  all  such  Persons  as  shall  appear  to  them  to  have 
been  out  of  the  Province,  and  so  could  not  have  made  Application 
to  them  fop  an  Abatement  before  said  first  day  of  April. 

Ordered  that  this  Vote  be  immediately  Printed,  and  that  the 
Constables  leave  the  same  at  the  Dwelling  Houses  of  such  of  the 
Inhabitants  as  are  within  their  respective  Wards,  that  none  may 
plead  ignorance  thereof. 

Voted  that  the  Assessors  Report  to  the  Town  at  the  intended 
Adjournment  of  this  Meeting  what  Abatement  of  Taxes  they 
shall  then  have  made. 

Voted  that  the  Assessors  may  sit  the  two  last  Weeks  in  Novem- 
ber next  to  abate  (if  they  see  cause)  the  Taxes  of  such  Persons  as 
shall  appear  to  them  to  have  become  Bankrupts  or  have  died 
between  the  said  first  day  of  April  and  said  time  of  Sitting,  and 
which  the  Collectors  shall  have  endeavour'd  to  have  got  in  but 
could  not. 

The  Town  considered  of  sundry  Proposals  offered  in  Writing 
relating  to  the  Dirt  in  the  Streets  which  are  as  follows  Viz*.  Pro- 
posals offered  to  the  Town  of  Boston  relating  to  the  Street  Dirt 
March  14 :  1757. 

1^*.  That  the  Town  do  pass  a  Vote  that  no  Person  do  carry 
away  the  Street  Dirt  unless  by  the  Order  of  the  Selectmen. 

2^^\  That  the  Selectmen  be  directed  to  divide  the  Town  into 
several  Wards  &  to  Farm  the  same  AVards  to  the  highest  Bidder 
for  one  two  or  more  Years. 

3^y.  The  Farmer  to  be  under  Obligation  to  carry  away  all  Dirt 
in  his  Ward  within  24  hours  after  the  same  is  rak'd  up  by  the 
Abutters. 

^thiy^  In  case  he  neglect  that  he  forfeit  the  Sum  of  for 
such  Default,  &  the  Abutter  may  procure  another  Cart  to  carry 
away  the  same  Dirt  at  the  expence  of  the  Farmer. 

[386f.  ]  And  after  some  Debate  thereon,  Voted  that  Mess". 
Oxenbridge  Thacher  Samuel  Adams  &  WiUiam  Stor}^  be  &  the}' 
hereby  are  appointed  a  Committee  to  take  the  same  into  Consider- 
ation and  prepare  a  By-Law  for  the  better  Regulation  &  Sale 
thereof  in  such  a  manner  as  they  shall  judge  most  for  the  Advan- 
tage of  the  Town,  &  Report  thereon  at  the  intended  Adjournment 
of  this  Meeting. 

The  Petition  of  a  great  Number  of  the  Inhabitants  setting  forth, 
that  there  is  a  vacant  Peice  of  Land  belonging  to  the  Town  in  Water 
street  that  for  man}^  Years  was  occupied  only  for  a  Tann  heap,  as 
it  was  judged  to  be  of  some  small  advantage  to  the  Poor,  Tan 
being  brought  there  from  the  several  Tan  Yards  that  were  then  near, 
but  as  those  Places  are  now  mostly  improved  for  other  uses,  scarce 
any  Tan  has  been  put  on  said  vacant  Peice  of  Land  for  a  long 
time,  but  the  same  now  is  and  for  a  considerable  time  past  has 
been  a  Publick  Nusance,  many  Persons  having  put  quantities  of 
Filth,  and  some  emptied  their  Vaults  there,  that  it  is  not  onh'  very 
inconvenient  to  the  Inhabitants  that  dwell  near,  but  extreamly 
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offensive  especially  in  the  Summer  Season,  when  they  have  no- 
comfort  or  satisfaction  in  their  own  Houses,  occasioned  by  the 
disagreeable  Stench  arising  from  this  Nusance.  The  Petitioners 
therefore  pray  the  Town  will  now  take  the  same  into  Considera- 
tion, and  Order  that  said  vacant  Ground  be  added  to  Water-Street 
as  no  other  use  can  be  made  of  it  and  that  the  same  may  be  paved 
at  the  Expence  of  some  of  the  Inhabitants  that  live  near  it;  the

said  Lands  heretofore  improved  as  a  Tanheap  be  &  hereby  is  added 
to  said  Water  Street,  &  for  the  future  to  be  accounted  part 
thereof,  provided  that  it  shall  appear  to  the  Selectmen  that  the 
same  is  the  Property  of  the  Town,  and  also  that  Cap'.  James 
Dalton  one  of  the  Petitioners  give  a  legal  Quit  Claim  to  the  Town 
of  all  his  Interest  therein  (if  any  he  has)  and  in  any  [387.] 
Other  Lands  he  has  added  to  said  Street ;  as  also  that  some  of  the 
Petitioners  or  any  other  Persons  give  Security  to  said  Selectmen 
that  the  Land  hereby  added  to  said  Street  shall  be  soon  Paved  at 
their  expence  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Selectmen. 

Samuel  Grant  Esq"".  M"".  Thomas  Hill  Joshua  Henshaw  and 
Joseph  Jackson  Esq''.  M^  Thomas  Gushing  M"".  Samuel  Hewes 
and  i\P.  John  Scollay  appointed  by  an  Act  of  the  General  Court 
Managers  of  Boston  Lotteries  for  raising  Monies  to  Pave  &  Repair 
the  Neck,  presented  their  Account  for  Lottery  Number  one  drawn 
in  August  last  being  as  follows  viz*.

which  Account  being  Read,  It  was  unanimously  Voted  that  the 
same  be  and  hereby  is  accepted. 

The  Petition  of  John  Wardel  setting  forth  that  he  for  nine  Years 
last  past  has  been  employed  by  the  Town  as  Hayweigher  and  as 
such  has  annually  paid  into  the  Town  Treasury  twenty  Pounds 
Lawful  money  as  also  the  Rent  and  Repairs  of  the  Hay-Market 
during  which  time  the  Petitioner  has  acted  with  Fidelity  as  far  as 
he  knows  ;  but  of  late  an  Advertisement  was  put  into  the  public 
Prints  setting  forth  in  purport  that  the  Petitioner  had  not  done 
justice  in  weighing  of  Hay  &c''.  as  in  said  Print  is  more  fully  men- 
tioned ;  upon  reading  of  which  the  Petitioner  immediately  applyed; 
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himself  to  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town  and  told  them  that  the  Scales 
were  right  as  he  apprehended,  excepting  that  the  weights  by  reason 
of  their  being  wore  were  something  too  light ;  whereupon  the  Gen- 
tlemen Selectmen  Ordered  him  to  carry  them  to  the  Sealer  to  have 
them  Rectifyed  which  Orders  were  immediately  obeyed  and  the 
wantage  in  the  whole  number  of  weights  was  a  pound  and  three 
ounces  for  which  the  Petitioner  was  wont  to  make  [387^.]  Al- 
lowance but  the  Gentlemen  Selectmen  directly  dismiss'd  the  Peti- 
tioner as  Hay- weigher  and  took  the  keys  from  him  .  .  .  Now 
in  as  much  as  the  Petitioner  has  for  many  Years  past  got  his  Live- 
lihood by  Acting  as  Hay-weigher  and  has  ever  Acted  with  Integrity 
in  said  Office,  begs  that  he  may  not  be  turned  out  without  having 
the  least  Notice,  and  only  by  means  of  an  Advertisement  zealously 
Worded  for  the  good  of  the  Town  or  rather  of  the  Advertizer,  that 
the  Petitioner  did  not  know  that  it  was  his  Buisness  to  get 
the  Weights  Sealed  but  that  the  Gentlemen  the  Selectmen  would 
direct  and  inspect  into  that  Affair  as  occasion  might  Offer  ;  but  if 
the  Petitioner  had  been  guilty  of  any  inadvertancy  (which  he  is 
ignorant  of)  he  hopes  to  be  more  Attentive  for  the  future  and  in 
all  Respects  comply  with  the  directions  and  injunctions-  of  the 
Town  or  Selectmen  touching  the  said  Hay -maker,  wherefore  he 
pra3'S  the  Town  to  take  the  Premisses  into  their  wise  Consideration 
and  restore  him  to  the  Office  of  Hay- weigher  again,  and  if  upon 
Tr\'al  he  does  not  the  reasonable  expectations  of  the  Town  he  will 
chearfully  submit  to  their  determination,  was  Read,  as  also  the 
Petition  of  sundry  Inhabitants  to  prevent  any  Person's  Engrossing 
of  Hay  bro't  to  Market  for  Sale  ;  and  the  Town  took  said  Petitions 
into  Consideration,  and  after  some  Debate  thereon,  Voted  that  the 
Selectmen  be  and  they  hereby  are  directed  &  impowred  to  appoint 
such  Person  as  they  shall  think  proper  to  weigh  Hay  at  said 
Engine,  &  on  such  Terms  as  they  shall  judge  best  &  from  time 
to  time  give  all  necessary  directions  and  orders  concerning  it,  and 
take  such  Securit}'  from  the  Hay  weigher  as  shall  by  them  be 
thought  reasonable.  Also  Voted  that  no  Person  that  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Selectmen  to  weigh  Hay  at  said  Engine,  shall  pur- 
chase or  engross  any  Hay  brought  to  Market  for  Sale  either  by 
Land  or  Water  but  for  his  own  use,  and  when  it  shall  appear  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  Selectmen  that  he  has  so  done  they  are 
desired  immediately  to  dismiss  him. 

Voted  that  this  Meeting  be  and  hereby  is  Adjourned  to  Friday 
the  15  :  of  April  next  at  nine  o'Clock  in  the  forenoon.

The  Petition  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Boston.  Hum- 
bly shews. 

That  the  Power  of  the  Assessors  to  ease  Persons  by  abateing 
their  Taxes  seems  by  a  paragraph  of  the  Province  Act  of  the 
fourth  of  George  the  second,  Chapter  the  first  to  be  restrained  to 
only  such  cases  as  where  such  Persons  are  Rated  more  than  their 
Proportion  with  others. 

That  besides  a  great  Number  of  Poor  in  Boston  who  are  either 
wholly  or  in  part  maintained  by  the  Town,  &  so  are  exempt  from 
being  Taxed,  there  are  many  who  are  Rateable  according  to  Law 
either  for  their  Polls  or  Tenements  that  they  occupy  or  both,  who  are 
yet  in  such  poor  Circumstances  that  considering  how  little  Buisness 
there  is  to  be  done  in  Boston  they  can  scarcely  procure  from  day 
to  day  daily  Bread  for  themselves  and  Families,  at  the  same  time 
so  heavy  are  the  Taxes  in  Boston  that  each  of  such  Persons  pro- 
portion thereof  for  the  Tenement  wherein  he  lives  will  amount  to  a 
suflSciency  to  pay  not  only  all  Taxes  but  Rent  too  for  a  Tenement 
of  equal  goodness  in  most  of  the  other  Towns  in  this  Province. 
These  peculiar  Circumstances  have  induced  the  Assessors  of  the 
Town  of  Boston  to  ease  many  of  such  persons  by  abateing  their 
Taxes,  th6  realy  they  were  not  assessed  at  more  than  their  legal 
proportion,  and  their  Abatements  for  the  Year  1755  amounted 
to  £1460,  and  such  Abatements  for  the  Year  1756  already 
amount  to  £1950  more  :  that  these  Abatements  in  these  two  Years 
amount  to  much  more  than  was  at  all  expected,  and  some  Con- 
tingent Town.  Charges  have  also  unexpectedly  happened  so  that 
the  Fund  appropriated  in  the  Town  Treasury  for  making  good 
Abatement's  is  outrun,  and  the  Town  on  [388J.]  If s  own  Ac- 
count much  in  Debt  even  exclusive  of  these  Defficiencies  this 
situation  is  peculiarly  alarming  to  your  Petitioners  as  by  means 
thereof  there  is  not  any  fund  in  the  Town  Treasury  for  paying  the 
Town  Charges,  aU  the  Servants  of  the  Town  are  unpaid,  &  many 
of  them  greatly  suffering  for  want  of  their  Dues  ; 

The  Poor  suported  either  wholly  or  in  part  by  the  Town  in  the 
Alms-house  and  out  of  it  will  amount  to  the  Number  of  about  one 
thousand  cannot  longer  be  supported,  as  in  Effect  both  the  Money 
and  Credit  of  this  Town  by  the  means  abovementioned  gone  ; 
And  may  it  please  your  Honours  your  Petitioners  apprehend 
that  without  your  Honours  Aid  they  can  never  be  releived, 
for  on  the  one  hand  it  seems  to  be  doubtful  whether  the  Town  has 
legal  Power  to  Tax  the  Inhabitants  to  make  good  the  present 
Defficiences  arising  upon  Abatements  if  not  Warranted  by  Law, 
especially  the  amount  being  so  large,  and  the  great  Mischiefs  of 
making  so  large  a  Tax  as  these  Defficiences  amount  to  that  is 
open  to  disputes  and  altercations  your  Honours  will  readily  see.  & 
on  the  other  hand  such  a  Tax  would  be  an  excesive  Burthen  on  a 
Town  that  by  loss  of  its  Trade,  loss  of  its  People  and  increase  of 
its  Poor  and  load  of  Taxes  is  brought  to  the  brink  of  utter  Ruin  ; 
For,  may  it  please  your  Honours,  'tis  notorious  that  the  Province 
exclusive  of  this  Town  is  greatly  increased  in  Numbers  Trade  and 
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Rateable  Estates  within  20  Years  last  past ;  while  in  the  mean 
time  the  Trade  and  Rateable  Polls  of  this  declining  Town  within 
that  Period  are  reduced  near  one  half,  and  yet  its  proportion  of 
the  Tax  is  nearly  the  same  as  in  its  flourishing  State  ;  and  as  this 
MalenchoUy  situation  of  this  Town  has  been  often  Remonstrated 
to  your  Honours,  your  Petitioners  confide  in  your  goodness  that 
they  shall  obtain  Releif  in  that  respect  as  soon  as  a  Valuation  can 
be  taken  through  the  Province,  and  be  intitled  to  a  considerable 
Allowance  at  the  least  for  the  Year  1756  pursuant  to  the  Resolve 
of  your  Honours  on  the  ninth  day  of  April  last  Viz*. 

That  the  proportion  of  the  several  Towns  and  Districts  to- 
wards the  Tax  for  the  Year  1756  or  any  other  Year,  before  a  new 
Valuation  shall  be  compleated  shall  be  finally  adjusted  &  settled 
according  to  the  Proportion  which  the  several  Towns  and  Districts 
within  this  Province  shall  be  set  in  the  next  valuation." 

[389o]  And  as  the  Valuation  is  not  yet  taken,  &  that  Allow- 
ance cannot  be  adjusted,  and  your  Petitioners  distresses  call  for 
immediate  Relief  Your  Petitioners  humbly  pray  your  Honours 
would  be  pleased  to  authorize  the  Town  by  Vote  in  Town  Meeting 
to  raise  by  a  Tax  on  the  Polls  &  Estates  of  the  Town  the.  Sum  of 
£3410  or  more  if  necessary  to  supply  the  defficiency  arising  from 
the  Abatements  aforesaid,  and  that  your  Honours  in  order  to 
supply  the  present  Necessities  and  give  your  Petitioners  present 
Relief  would  further  please  to  indulge  the  Town  with  the  benefit 
and  use  of  the  like  Sum  of  £3410  out  of  the  Province  Tax  appor- 
portioned  to  this  Town  for  the  Year  1756  and  dispence  with  their 
paying  the  same  to  the  Province  Treasury  untill  the  Valuation 
shall  be  taken  &  this  Town's  Proportion  be  thereupon  adjusted,  or 
otherwise  releive  your  Petitioners  as  your  Wisdom  &  Goodness 
shall  direct,  which  was  Read. 

Upon  a  Motion  made  and  seconded,  It  was  Voted  that  the  Com- 
mittee appointed  the  14  of  March  last  to  apply  to  the  General 
Court  to  enable  the  Town  to  raise  by  Tax  on  the  Inhabitants  such 
a  Sum  of  Money  as  should  be  needful  to  make  up  the  Defficiencies 
of  the  Years  1755  &  1756  occasioned  by  an  Abatement  of  the 
Taxes  of  Persons  unable  to  pay  them ;  and  also  for  any  other  Re- 
lief the  said  Committee  shall  think  necessary,  be  &  they  hereby  are 
further  impowred  to  consider  of  any  other  Methods  that  they  may 
judge  proper  in  order  to  obtain  Relief  as  to  the  proportion  of  the 
Publick  Taxes,  and  to  prefer  any  Petition  or  Petitions  to  the  Gen- 
eral Court  from  time  to  time  as  the  said  Committee  may  think 
effectual  for  those  Purposes. 

Also  Voted  that  the  Article  in  the  Warrant  relating  to  this  Aflfair 
be  &  hereby  is  referr'd  to  the  JMeeting  in  Ma}^  next  for  further 
Consideration. 

The  Committee  appointed  the  14*^  of  March  last  to  Consider  of 
sundry  proposals  oflTered  in  Writing  relating  to  the  Dirt  in  the 
Streets,  &  prepare  a  By-Law  for  the  better  Regulation  &  Sale 
thereof,  Report  that  they  have  considered  of  said  Proposals  &  are 
of  Opinion  that  they  are  beneficial  to  the  Town,  and  that  the 
Method  therein  propos'd  will  both  contribute  to  keep  the  Streets 
cleaner  than  heretofore  they  have  been,  and  also  produce  some 
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Monies  by  the  [389 J.]  Dirt,  but  as  the  Town  have  abeady  Voted 
to  Revise  all  their  By-Laws,  and  the  Committee  who  have  them 
under  Consideration  will  (as  they  are  Informed)  be  ready  to  Re- 
port thereon  at  the  next  May  Meeting,  and  as  the  subject  matter 
of  said  proposals  may  be  easier  comprized  among  other  By-Laws, 
then  by  a  single  By-Law,  for  these  Reasons  they  have  not  drawn 
a  By-Law  but  report  that  the  Town  do  Instruct  said  Committee 
for  revising  their  By-Laws  to  Insert  among  them  one  for  the  pur- 
pose abovementioned.  which  being  Read,  Voted  that  said  Report  be 
accepted,  and  that  the  Committee  appointed  for  revising  the  By- 
Laws  of  the  Town  be  and  hereby  are  Instructed  &  directed  to  pre- 
pare &  Report  a  By-Law  relating  to  the  Dirt  in  the  Streets  and 
for  the  Regulation  and  Sale  thereof. 

Voted  that  all  Matters  &  Things  that  remain  unfinished  be  & 
they  hereby  are  referred  &  continued  over  to  the  Meeting  of  the 
Town  in  May  next  to  be  then  taken  into  Consideration  &  Acted 
upon. 

Voted  that  the  Thanks  of  the  Town  be  &  hereby  is  given  to 
John  Phillips  Esq'',  the  Moderator  for  transacting  the  Buisness  of 
this  Meeting. 

Then  the  Meeting  was  dismiss'd. 

At  a  Meeting  of  the  Freeholders  &  other  Inhabitants  of  the 
Town  of  Boston  legally  qualified  &  warned  in  Public  Town  Meet- 
ing Assembled  at  Faneuil-Hall  on  Tuesday  the  tenth  day  of 
May  A  D  1757.

The  Precept  &  Warrant  for  calling  the  Meeting.  Read. 

Sundry  Laws.  Read. 

Samuel  Grant  Esq*"  one  of  the  Selectmen  proposed  in  their  Name 
to  the  Inhabitants  Assembled  to  proceed  to  the  [390.]  Choice  of 
one  or  more  Persons  to  represent  them  in  the  Great  and  General 
Court  or  Assembly  to  be  held  at  Boston  upon  Wednesday  the  25'*^ 
day  of  May  current,  and  in  order  therto,  to  consider  &  ascertain 
the  number  of  Gentlemen  to  be  elected,  accordingly  It  was  Voted 
to  proceed  to  the  choice  of  four  Representatives,  and  then  it  was 
declared  by  the  Selectmen  that  no  Votes  should  be  received  after 
twelve  o'clock,  but  the  Poll  then  closed. 

The  Votes  being  Collected,  the  Number  of  voters  were  found  to 
be  528,  and  upon  Sorting  them  it  appeared  that  the  three  following 
Gentlemen  only  were  chose  viz*. 

Votes 

The  hon'^^*^  Thomas  Hubbard  Esq^  444 
Thomas  Flucker  Esq^  500 
Benjamin  Prat  Esq'".  447 
Which  being  declared  the  Inhabitants  were  directed  to  bring  in 
their  Votes  for  one  Representative,  which  they  accordingly  did,  & 
it  appeared  there  were  491  Voters,  but  upon  sorting  them  there  was 
no  Choice.    The  Selectmen  then  directed  that  this  Meeting  be 
Adjourned  to  three  o'Clock  in  the  Afternoon  for  the  choice  of 
another  Representatives,  at  the  same  time  informmg  the  Inhab- 
itants that  the  Poll  would  be  closed  precisely  at  four  o'Clock  and 
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no  Votes  received  after,  and  said  Meeting  is  adjourned  accord- 
ingly. 

Three  o'Clock  in  the  Afternoon,  the  Inhabitants  Assembled  and 
brought  in  their  Votes  for  one  Representative  and  upon  Collecting 
them  it  appeared  there  were  754  Voters,  &  that 

M'"  John  Tyng 

was  chose  by  a  Majority  of  Votes  havi»g  401 
and  Samuel  Welles  Esq""  had  349 

The  Election  of  Representatives  being  over  the  same  was  de- 
clared by  the  Selectmen. 

The  Inhabitants  proceeded  to  bring  in  their  Votes  for  a  Moder- 
ator, and  upon  Sorting  them  it  appeared  that  Benj^  Prat  Esq''  was 
chose,  &  he  having  taken  the  Oath  required  by  an  Act  of  this 
Province  relating  to  his  receiving  and  paying  Bills  of  Credit  of  the 
Governments  of  Connecticut  New  Hampshire  &  Rhode  Island  ; 
took  his  Seat. 

[390J.]  The  Petitions  Read. 

The  Petition  of  sundry  Freeholders  and  Inhabitants  setting 
forth  that  about  thirty  Years  ago  the  Town  erected  several  wooden 
Shops  on  the  North  side  of  Faneuil  Hall  Market  and  have  ever 
since  Rented  them  out,  during  which  time  large  Sums  of  Money 
have  been  expended  to  keep  them  in  Repair,  that  they  are  now  so 
much  gone  to  decay  as  to  be  scarce  tenantable,  and  as  your  Mem- 
orialists are  informed,  there  must  be  immediate  &  thorough  Re- 
pairs made  of  them,  which  if  done  will  amount  to  a  very  consider- 
able Sum  of  Money  &  its  probable  in  a  few  Years  after,  will  want 
other  Repairs  so  that  the  Rent  thereof  will  not  be  equal  to  the 
Repairs  ;  which  all  must  allow  to  be  a  very  bad  Estate  as  upon  the 
whole  it  will  bring  the  Town  in  Debt  as  long  as  said  Shops  are 
there. 

Your  Memorialists  would  also  inform  that  the  open  Dock  behind 
said  Shops  is  become  very  nauseous  &  offensive  to  all  the  Inhabi- 
tants that  live  near,  &  to  the  Merchants  and  others  who  have 
Warehouses  on  the  Dock,  and  obliged  to  do  their  Business  in  them  ; 
and  as  the  keeping  of  said  Dock  open,  is  not  of  the  least  benefit 
(that  your  Memorialists  know  of)  to  any  Inhabitants,  but  if  fiU'd 
up  will  remove  the  disagreeable  Stench  arising  from  it ;  as  also  b}- 
this  means  there  will  be  a  large  commodious  Square  to  accomodate 
the  Market  People  who  have  for  some  Years  so  filled  up  the  Streets 
and  every  other  Place  round  the  Publick  Market  that  it  is  become 
an  intolerable  Greviance  to  the  Inhabitants,  &  has  been  &  still  is 
Matter  of  just  Complaint ;  it  may  also  be  of  great  benefit  in  case  of 
Fire  to  receive  any  Goods  the  Inhabitants  may  have  occasion  to 
remove  there  and  in  many  other  Respects  will  be  a  great  service 
to  the  Town. 

Your  Memorialists  therefore  upon  the  whole  pray  that  the  Town 
will  take  the  Premisses  into  Consideration  and  Order  that  said 
Shops  ma}'  be  removed  or  demolish'd  &  said  Dock  fill'd  up  so  far  & 
in  such  a  manner  as  shall  be  judged  best,  without  any  prejudice  to 
the  Proprietors  that  have  a  right  of  Drains  &c^.  to  said  Dock ; 
[391.]  Was  Read,  and  after  some  debate  thereon  it  was  mov'd 
that  a  Committee  be  chose  to  consider  of  said  Petition  &  Report 
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thereon,  and  the  Question  being  put  it  was  Voted  in  the  Negative, 
and  then  a  Question  was  put  whether  said  Petition  so  far  as  it 
relates  to  demolishing  the  Shops  or  Buildings  be  dismissed,  and  it 
passed  in  the  Afl3rmative  ;  And  then  it  was  mov'd  &  seconded  that 
a  Question  be  put,  whether  a  Committee  shall  be  chose  to  enquire 
into  the  Rights  of  the  Town  to  the  Dock,  and  the  Right  of  the 
Abutters  thereon,  and  whether  it  is  expedient  to  fill  up  any  part 
of  the  Dock,  and  how  much  thereof,  and  the  Question  being  accord- 
ingly put  it  passed  in  the  Affirmative,  &  thereupon  It  was  Voted 
that  Thomas  Greene  Esq^  M'.  Benj^.  Kent,  Cap*.  Isaac  White  & 
M''.  WiUiam  Fairfield  and  Jeremiah  Greene  Esq",  be  a  Committee 
for  those  Purposes,  they  are  desired  to  Report  thereon  as  soon  as 
may  be. 

The  Petition  of  John  Hill  Esq^  setting  forth  that  he  hired  of  the 
Town  the  East  side  of  the  Neck  by  a  Lease  commencing  the  first 
day  of  March  AD  1749  and  for  tlie  Term  of  Thirty  one  Years  upon 
certain  Conditions  on  his  part  as  set  forth  in  said  Lease,  all  of 
which  he  has  hitherto  faithfully  complyed  with. 

And  upon  the  Petitioners  first  undertaking  this  Affair  he  com- 
puted the  Cost  and  then  apprehended  it  would  amount  to  about 
two  hundred  Pounds  L.  M.  in  which  he  had  the  concurring  Opniion 
of  his  Friends  and  many  other  Gentlemen  of  undoubted  good  judg- 
ment in  those  Affairs.  — however  after  he  had  engaged  in  Building 
the  Dam  he  was  soon  convinced  that  the  expence  would  arise  to  a 
much  higher  Sum,  but  was  then  obliged  to  go  on  or  lose  what  he 
had  by  that  time  laid  out  upoh  it. 

The  Petitioner  look'd  upon  himself  bound  in  honour  to  the 
faithful  performance  of  this  weighty  Contract  however  expensive 
it  might  prove  &  therefore  spared  no  necessary  Cost  in  Building 
the  Dam  so  as  that  it  might  not  only  serve  to  his  own  Advantage 
during  the  Lease,  but  also  to  the  Town  forever  after,  this  he  did 
with  the  more  chearfuUness  as  he  would  not  possibly  allow  himself 
to  [391^.]  Think  they  would  suffer  him  to  be  greatly  hurt  much 
less  Ruin'd  by  an  undertaking  in  which  he  was  sincerely  consious 
of  his  having  at  heart  not  barly  his  own  private  benefit  but  theirs 
too.  The  Dam  is  now  compleat  and  the  Petitioner  presumes  is  a» 
well  finished  as  is  possible,  it  has  stood  the  Shocks  of  two  Winters, 
the  last  perhaps  as  Stormy  as  any  one  can  remember  and  yet  remain 
undisturbed  —  the  Expence  is  very  near  £650  lawful  money  which 
being  so  much  more  than  the  Original  Calculation  has  drawn  away 
that  Stock  which  the  Petitioner  should  have  reserved  for  his  Capital 
Buisness  &  compleated  his  Misfortunes. 

The  Petitioner  has  further  to  say,  that  in  Building  this  Dam  he 
has  taken  in  double  the  Quantities  of  Land  he  was  by  Contract 
obliged  to  which  any  one  will  easily  perceive  will  hereafter  be  of 
Advantage  to  the  Town  iu  proportion  to  his  extraordinar}^  Expence 
&  Trouble.  ■ 

And  upon  the  whole  it  is  the  prayer  of  the  Petitioner  that  the 
Town  would  candidly  consider  his  unfortunate  Circumstances  and 
as  he  is  now  out  of  all  Capacity  of  fullfiUing  the  remaining  Condi- 
tions of  his  Bargain,  that  they  would  release  him  &  allow  him  such 
a  Sum  for  his  Expence  as  shall  be  thought  adequate  to  it. 
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The  Petitioner  has  it  Dot  in  his  power  now  to  serve  the  Town  as 
he  has  for  a  course  of  Years  heretofore  chearfull}'  done  yet  for 
their  best  prosperity  he  ever  prays,  was  Read  &  thereupon  It  was 
Voted  that  Thomas  Flucker  Esq^  M'^.  Royal  Tyler  and  Doctor 
William  Clark  be  and  they  hereby  are  appointed  a  Committee  to 
consider  of  said  Petition  and  Report  what  is  best  for  the  Town  to 
do  thereon. 

The  Article  in  the  Warrant  viz*,  whether  the  Assessors  ma}'  be 
allowed  to  sit  to  make  Abatement  of  Taxes  at  an}-  other  time  than 
they  were  impowred  to  do  by  the  Vote  passed  in  March  last,  was 
taken  into  Consideration  &  thereupon  It  was  Voted  that  the  Asses- 
sors do  not  sit  to  make  Abatement  of  Taxes  at  any  other  time  than 
that  mentioned  in  the  Vote  passed  in  March  last. 

[392,]  Voted  that  the  Sum  of  Five  Thousand  Pounds  Lawful 
monev  be  raised  b}'  a  Tax  upon  Polls  &  Estates  within  this  Town 
for  the  Relief  of  the  Poor,  and  defreying  other  necessar}'  Charges 
arising  within  the  Town  the  Year  ensuing. 

Voted  that  the  Sum  of  One  hundred  and  twenty  Pounds  be 
allowed  &  paid  unto  M"".  Peleg  Wiswall  for  his  Salary-  as  Master 
of  the  North  Grammar  School  for  the  ensuing  Year  the  saine  to  be 
paid  him  quarterl3%  and  to  commence  at  the  expiration  of  the  last 
Quarter. 

Voted  that  the  Sum  or  One  hundred  &  twenty  Pounds  be  allowed 
&  paid  unto  M"".  John  Lovel  for  his  Salary  as  Master  of  the  South 
Grammar  School  the  ensuing  Year  the  same  to  be  paid  him  quar- 
terly, &  to  commence  at  the  expiration  of  the  last  quarter. 

Voted  that  the  Sum  of  One  hundred  Pounds  be  allowed  &  paid 
unto  M"".  Abia  Holbrook  for  his  Salary  as  Master  of  the  Writing 
School  in  the  Common  the  Year  ensuing  to  be  paid  him  quarterly 
&  to  commence  at  the  expiration  of  the  last  Quarter. 

Voted  that  the  Sum  of  One  hundred  Pounds  be  allowed  &  paid 
unto  M^  Zach^.  Hicks  for  his  Salary  as  Master  of  the  North  Writ- 
ing School,,  to  be  paid  him  quarterl}^  and  to  commence  at  the  Ex- 
piration of  the  last  Quarter. 

Voted  that  the  Sum  of  Eighty  Pounds  be  allowed  and  paid  unto 
M"".  Samuel  Holyoke  for  his  Salar}'  as  one  of  the  Masters  of  the 
Writing  School  in  Queen  Street  the  ensuing  Year  to  be  paid  him 
quarterly  &  to  commence  at  the  expmition  of  the  last  Quarter. 

Voted  that  the  Sum  of  Eighty  Pounds  be  allowed  &  paid  unto 
M".  John  Procter  for  his  Salary  as  one  of  the  Masters  of  the  Writ- 
ing School  in  Queen  Street  the  ensuing  Year,  to  be  paid  quarterly, 
&  to  commence  at  the  ex[)iration  of  the  last  Quarter. 

Voted  that  the  Sum  of  Sixty  Pounds  be  allowed  and  paid  unito 
M"".  Nathaniel  Gardner  for  his  Salary  as  Usher  of  the  South  Gram- 
mar School,  the  ensuing  Year  to  be  paid  Quarterly  &  to  commence 
at  the  expiiation  of  tiie  last  Quarter, 

[392^.]  Voted  that  the  Sum  of  Fifty  Pounds  be  allowed  & 
paid  unto  M'.  John  Vinal  for  his  Salary  as  Usher  of  the  Writing 
School  in  the  Common  for  the  ensuing  Year  to  be  paid  him  Quar- 
terly &  to  commence  the  first  day  of  June  next. 

Voted  that  the  Sum  of  One  hundred  Pounds  be  ajlowed  &  paid 
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unto  M'".  David  Jeffries  for  his  Services  as  Treasurer  of  the  Town 
the  3^ear  past,  &  for  all  his  Expences  in  that  Office. 

The  Committee  appointed  the  14^^.  of  March  last  to  accomodate 
in  such  a  manner  as  the>'  should  judge  best,  the  Action  now  de- 
pending in  the  Law  between  the  Assessors  &  the  Hon^'^.  Andrew 
Oliver  Esq"",  and  others  which  the  Town  formerly  Voted  to  Defend 
at  their  Cost,  now  reported  that  they  had  attended  that  Service 
and  have  met  the  Assessors  and  plaintiffs  aforesaid,  and  on  the 
whole  have  agreed  with  Andrew  Oliver  Esq"".  &  others  that  at  the 
sitting  of  the  next  Superiour  Court  the  Order  of  the  General  Court 
made  respecting  the  Action  between  the  said  Andrew  Oliver  and 
others  &  William  Fairfield  &  others  shall  be  complied  with  & 
the  said  Andrew  Oliver  &  others  are  then  to  become  Nonsuit 
and  are  to  be  refunded  the  Sum  taken  from  them  by  distress  being 
Two  Pounds  five  shillings  for  which  this  Action  was  brought  and 
each  Party  bear  their  own  Costs ;  And  we  further  Report  that  we 
are  of  Opinion  that  to  prevent  any  dispute  of  the  like  kind  with 
the  said  Oliver  and  others  that  the  Sum  of  Twenty  one  Pounds 
seventeen  shillings  and  eleven  pence  being  the  amount  of  what 
they  were  Rated  for  on  Account  of  William  Thompson  Esq^  for 
the" Years  1746,  1747,  1748,  1749,  1750,  1751,  1752,  be  refunded 
to  said  Oliver  and  others  ;  which  was  Read  &  Accepted  and  Voted 
that  the  said  Andrew  Oliver  Esq"",  be  refunded  &  paid  the  several 
Sums  mentioned  in  said  Report  accordingly. 

Voted  that  Andrew  Oliver  jun"".  Esq"",  be  &  hereby  is  Added  to 
the  Committee  appointed  the  14 :  of  March  last  to  apply  to  the 
General  Court  to  enable  the  Town  to  raise  by  a  Tax  such  a  Sum 
as  will  be  necessary  to  makeup  the  Defficiencies  of  the  Years  1755 
and  1756  and  for  other  Relief  & 

[393.]  The  Selectmen  appointed  a  Committee  the  11*^.  of 
May  last  to  Visit  the  Schools  now  made  the  following  Report 
Viz*. 

To  the  Freeholders  and  other  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Boston 
in  Town  Meeting  Assembled  May  10"\  1757. 

Pursuant  to  a  Vote  of  the  Town  of  Boston  at  their  Meeting  the 
11*^.  of  May  last  desiring  the  Selectmen  to  Visit  the  Public 
Schools,  and  Invite  such  Gentlemen  to  accompany  them  therein 
as  they  should  think  proper,  do  now  Report.

proper. 

Voted  that  this  Meeting  he  &  hereby  is  Adjourned  to  Wednes- 
the  22^^.  of  June  next  at  three  o'Clock  in  the  Afternoon. 

[393^.]  Wednesday  June  22*^.  three  o'Clock  in  the  Afternoon, 
the  Inhabitants  met  according  to  their  Adjournment,  and  upon  a 
Motion  made  and  Seconded  ;  It  was  Voted  that  this  Meeting  be 
and  hereby  is  Adjourned  to  Monday  the  first  day  of  August  next, 
at  three  o'Clock  in  the  Afternoon. 

Monday  the  first  day  of  August  three  o'Clock  in  the  Afternoon 
the  Inhabitants  met  according  to  their  Adjournment. 

The  Committee  apponited  the  tenth  of  May  last,  on  the  Memo- 
rial of  sundry  Freeholders  &  Inhabitants  for  filling  up  the  Town 
Dock  &C''.  Reported  that  they  had  Examined  the  Town's  Right  in 
the  Dock  aforesaid,  and  also  of  the  Abutters  thereon ;  and  find 
that  the  Town  has  a  good  Right  in  &  unto  the  said  Dock,  and 
that  the  Abutters  thereon,  have  a  Right  to  Dockage  Wharffage 
and  Moorage  there  ;  so  that  the  Town  has  no  Right  to  fill  up  said 
Dock,  and  if  the  Town  have  that  Right,  tliey  are  of  Opinion  that 
it  will  not  be  for  the  Interest  of  the  Town  to  fill  up  said  Dock, 
either  in  the  whole  or  in  any  part ;  which  Report  being  Read,  It 
was  Voted  that  the  same  be,  and  hereby  is  Accepted. 

Whereas  the  Town  at  their  Meeting  the  eleventh  of  May  1756 
Voted  that  the  Selectmen  be  desired  to  Employ  some  Persons 
learned  in  the  Law,  to  Revise  and  alter  all  the  By  Laws  of  the 
Town  then  in  force,  in  such  manner  as  they  should  judge  most 
Beneficial  to  the  Town  (fee"".  The  Selectmen  now  Reported  that  Pur- 
suant to  said  Vote  they  liad  Employed  Benj''.  Prat  Esq"",  and  M^ 
Oxeubridge  Thacher,  two  Gentlemen  learned  in  the  Law  on  that 
Service,  and  that  they  had  accordingly  gone  through  the  Revisal  of 
all  the  By  Laws  and  Orders  of  the  Town,  and  made  sundry  Altera- 
tions and  Additions  to  them,  all  which  the  Selectmen,  were  now 
ready  to  present  to  the  Town ;  Whereupon  said  By  Laws  and 
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Orders  as  Revised  &  Altered  were  distinctly  and  seperately  Ready 
and  some  further  Alterations  being  made  by  the  Town  :  The  Free- 
holders and  Inhabitants  after  mature  Consideration  thereof,  Voted 
that  said  By  Laws  and  Orders  be  and  hereby  are  Accepted  & 
[394.]  Passed  as  the  By-Laws  and  Orders  of  the  Town  for  the 
future  Regulation  and  Government  thereof. 

The  By-Laws  &  Orders  as  now  passed  &  Voted,  being  as  fol- 
lows. Viz*. 

Chapter  the  First. 
For  preventing  Danger  by  Fire^  in  the  Toivn  of  Boston. 

It  is  Voted  and  Ordered  that  the  Selectmen  for  the  time  being, 
upon  Complaint  to  them  made  or  otherwise  upon  their  own  knowl- 
edge, of  any  defective  Chimnies  in  this  Town,  shall  from  time  to 
time  take  effectual  Care  to  have  the  same  Viewed  and  8urve3'ed  by 
proper  Persons,  by  them  for  that  purpose  to  be  appointed,  and  if 
upon  the  view  &  survey,  said  Chimnies  sliall  be  found  so  defective, 
as  in  their  Judgment  to  be  dangerous  to  be  used  on  Account  of 
Fire ;  the  Selectmen  shall  make  a  Record  thereof,  and  of  the  par- 
ticulars of  the  Defect  or  Defects,  and  give  to  the  Occupier  of  the 
House  or  Tenement  to  which  the  Defective  Chimney  belongs  a 
Copy  of  said  Entr}',  with  Warning  not  to  make  any  Fire  in  such 
Chimney,  'till  said  Defect  or  Defects  are  curved  either  by  Amend- 
ing repairing  or  rebuilding  said  Chimney,  thereupon  if  the  Occu- 
pant of  such  Tenement  shall  suffer  a  Fire  to  be  made  and  kept  in 
said  Chimney,  before  said  Chimney  be  cured  of  such  Defect  or 
Defects,  such  Occupant  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  Sum  of  five  shil- 
lings for  every  day  in  which  a  Fire  shall  be  so  made  and  kept. 

And  if  the  Occupant  of  any  House  or  Tenement  shall  neglect  or 
refuse  for  the  space  of  twenty  four  hours  after  Request,  to  suffer 
such  persons  appointed  as  aforesaid,  to  view  &  survey  any  Chim- 
ney suspected  of  being  defective  as  aforesaid,  such  Occupant  shall 
forfeit  &  pay  for  such  Offence  the  Sum  of  fifteen  shillings,  and  so 
from  time  to  time  the  same  Sum  for  every  such  Offence  as  often  as 
the  same  shall  be  Committed. 

And  it  is  further  Ordered  that  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town  for 
the  time  being  be  hereby  directed  &  impowred  from  time  to  time 
to  appoint  one  or  more  suitable  Persons  to  be  Sweepers  of  Chim- 
nies within  this  Town  whose  Wages  for  their  Work  and  Service 
shall  not  exceed  the  Rates  hereafter  mentioned.  Viz'. 

[394-J.]  For  each  Chimney  of  five  Stories  high  one  shilling 
&  four  pence. 

For  each  Chimney  of  four  Stories  high  one  shilling  &  two 
pence. 

For  each  Chimney  of  three  Stories  high  one  shilling. 
And  other  Common  Chimnies  eight  pence. 

And  all  Kitchen  Chimnies  that  are  above  the  Tops  of  the  House 
they  belong  to  in  proportion  to  the  heighth  of  the  House  at  the 
Rate  above. 

And  it  is  further  Ordered  that  if  any  Person  who  is  not  so  ap- 
pointed as  aforesaid,  shall  presume  either  by  himself  or  Servant^ 
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to  undertake  the  Sweeping  of  any  Chimney  in  this  Town,  except 
such  Chimney  or  Chimuies  as  as  are  under  his  or  their  own  Im- 
provement, such  Person  shall  forfeit  &  pay  the  Sum  of  ten  shil- 
lings for  every  such  Ofience. 

And  it  is  further  Ordered  that  all  Persons  so  appointed  by  the 
Selectmen  to  be  the  Undertakers  of  Chimney  Sweeping  shall  be 
Obliged  within  forty  eight  Hours  (after  Notice  given,  either  by 
themselves,  or  some  other  proper  Person)  duly  to  attend  the 
Sweeping  of  such  Chimnej'  on  Penalty  of  forfeiting  ten  shillings 
for  every  such  Xeglect. 

And  it  is  further  Ordered  that  upon  Complaint  made  to  any  of 
the  Selectmen,  either  by  the  Chimney  Sweepers,  or  by  any  other 
of  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Town,  against  any  Person  or  Persons 
neglecting  to  have  their  Chimnies  Swept  being  foul,  that  in  every 
such  Case,  the  Selectmen,  or  any  two  of  them,  are  hereby  Im- 
powred  to  inspect  and  view  such  Chimney  Complain'd  of  as  afore- 
said ;  And  if  they  judge  the  said  Chimnies  or  any  of  them  unsafe 
to  make  or  keep  Fire  therein,  by  reason  of  their  being  foul  and 
want  of  Sweeping,  and  signify  the  same  to  the  Person  or  Persons, 
then  in  possession  of  the  Tenement  to  which  such  Chimney  doth 
belong,  that  then  and  every  such  Case  the  Occupier  of  every  such 
House  or  Tenement  shall  forfeit  &  pay  the  Sum  of  five  shillings 
for  every  da}'  in  which  Fire  shall  be  kept  in  such  Chiiimey  untill  the 
same  shall  be  sufficiently  Swept ;  and  if  the  Occupant  of  any  House 
or  Tenement  shall  neglect  or  refuse  for  the  space  of  twenty  four 
Hours  after  Request  to  suffer  the  Selectmen  aforesaid  to  view  and 
survey  any  Chimuies  suspected  of  being  foul  as  aforesaid  ;  such 
Occupant  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  such  Offence  the  Sum  of  fifteen 
[395.]  Shillings,  and  so  from  time  to  time,  the  same  Sum  for 
every  such  Offence,  as  often  as  the  same  shall  be  Committed. 

And  it  is  further  Ordered  that  if  any  Chimney  shall  take  Fire 
and  blaze  out  at  the  Top,  through  foulness,  or  for  want  of  Sweep- 
ing, the  Occupier  of  the  Tenement  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  Sum 
of  twenty  shillings  ;  unless  it  shall  happen  within  forty  two  days 
after  said  Chimney  shall  have  been  swept,  &  then,  and  in  such 
Case,  the  Person  who  last  Swept  the  same,  or  in  case  of  his  being 
a  Servant  or  a  Slave,  his  Master  or  Owner  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the 
aforesaid  twenty  shillings. 

And  it  is  further  Ordered  that  no  Persons  shall  presume  here- 
after, to  carry  Fire  in  this  Town  abroad,  or  in  and  through  the 
open  Air,  from  any  House  or  Place,  to  any  other  House  or  Place, 
but  in  a  Warming  Pan  or  other  safe  Vessell  well  Covered,  so  as  to 
secure  the  Fire  from  the  Wind,  and  from  being  Scattered  by  the 
Way,  or  in  the  Streets  and  Lanes,  or  on  the  Buildings,  on  the 
Penalty  &  forfeiture  of  two  shillings. 

And  it  is  further  Ordered  that  whoever  shall  kindle  or  make,  or 
be  aiding  and  assisting  in  making  or  kindling,  in  the  Open  Air 
within  two  Rods  of  any  House  Warehonse  Wood-Pile  or  any  other 
Combustible  Matter,  subject  to  take  Fire  (except  in  Shipwrights 
Building  Yards,  Coopers  and  Ropemakers  Works,  a  careful  Person 
standing  by  to  watch  the  same)  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  Sum  of 
twelve  shillings. 
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Provided  the  Order  last  aforesaid  shall  not  be  understood  to  de- 
bar an}'  Tradesman  or  others  from  kindling  Charcoal  in  a  Pot  or 
Pan  out  of  Doors  near  his  House  or  Shop  at  any  time  during  the 
day  light,  in  Case  some  careful  Person  shall  stand  by  the  same  to 
watch  it,  as  long  as  it  shall  continue  in  the  open  Street,  but  not 
otherwise. 

And  it  is  further  Ordered  that  no  Coopers  within  this  Town  shall 
fire  or  burn  their  Casks  in  any  shop  Warehouse  or  other  Place,  than 
in  a  sufficient  Brick  or  Stone  Chimney  made  convenient  for  th^t 
use  on  Penalty  of  forfeiting  the  Sum  of  ten  shillings  for  every 
Offence  contrar}^  to  this  Order. 

And  it  is  further  Ordered  that  no  Person  shall  henceforth  make 
and  fire  any  Lime  Kiln,  or  erect  or  burn  any  [395|^.]  Brick  Kiln, 
but  in  such  Place  and  Places  as  the  Selectmen  for  the  time  being 
shall  approve  and  allow  of,  on  Penalty  of  twenty  shillings  to  be 
paid  by  every  Person  transgressing  this  Order. 

Chapter  the  Second. 

Concerning  the  Streets  and  Lanes  Nusances  therein^  and  the  Dirt 

thereof. 

It  is  Voted  and  Ordered  that  no  Person  henceforth  shall  break 
or  digg  up  the  Ground  in  any  of  the  Streets  and  Lanes  of  this 
Town  on  any  occasion,  without  the  leave  &  approbatoin  of  two  at 
least  of  the  Selectmen  for  the  time  being,  and  whoever  shall  offend 
herein,  shall  forfeit  the  Sum  of  twenty  shillings,  and  whoever  shall 
obtain  such  leave  shall  cause  the  Holes  in  the  Ground,  to  be  every 
Night  carefully  covered,  so  as  no  Person  walking  the  Streets  may 
be  in  danger  of  falling  in,  and  shall  also  within  such  time  as  the 
said  Selectmen  shall  appoint  cause  the  whole  to  be  repaired  and 
amended,  on  Penalty  of  either  of  those  two  last  mentioned  Offences 
of  the  like  Sum  of  twenty  shillings,  tliese  several  Penalties  to  be 
forfeited  by  the  Person  by  whose  direction  the  Ground  is  so  broke 
up. 

And  it  further  Ordered  that  no  Person  whosoever  shall  carry 
any  Dirt,  Dung,  Garbidge,  Dead  Carcass,  Carrion,  Shavings,  Soil 
or  Rubbish  from  their  Houses  Shops  or  Yards  to  lay  the  same  in 
the  Streets  or  Lanes  of  this  Town  on  Penalty  of  four  shillings  for 
every  dead  Carcass  or  Carrion  so  laid,  and  three  shillings  for  any 
other  Dirt  or  Annoyance  that  shall  lye  above  the  space  of  six 
Hours. 

And  it  is  further  Ordered  that  when  any  of  the  Inhabitants  of 
this  Town  shall  be  Building  or  Repairing  their  Houses  or  digging 
Cellars  Wells  or  Vaults,  they  shall  carefully  lay  their  Timber  and 
other  Materials,  so  as  they  shall  be  no  Obstruction  to  Carts  and 
other  Conveyances  passing  by  &  shall  remove  all  the  Rubbish  and 
Dirt  brought  out :  And  no  Timber  so  brought,  or  Dirt  or  Rubbish 
so  carried  out,  shall  in  any  Case  remain  above  the  Space  of  twent}' 
four  Hours,  in  any  part  of  the  Street,  without  leave  from  two 
Selectmen  at  the  least  nor  longer  [396.]  Without  the  leave  of  the 
Major  part  of  the  Selectmen  :  And  the  Person  Building  or  Repair- 
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ing  or  Digging  shall  be  deemed  the  Offender  in  any  of  these  Par- 
ticulars, and  shall  for  each  Offence  forfeit  the  Sum  of  ten  shillings. 

And  it  is  further  Ordered  that  henceforth  no  Cart  Dray  Trucks 
or  Sled,  drawn  by  either  Horse  or  Horses,  Horse  &  Oxen,  shall  be 
suffered  to  pass  through  any  of  the  Streets  or  Lanes  of  this  Town, 
but  with  a  sufficient  Driver,  who  shall  during  such  Passage,  keep 
with  his  said  Cart  Dray  Trucks  or  Sled,  and  carefuU}'  observe  and 
attend  such  Methods,  as  may  best  serve  to  keep  said  Horse  or 
Horses  or  Oxen  under  Command,  and  shall  have  the  Thill  Horse  by 
the  head ;  and  whatsoever  Carter  or  others,  undertaking  to  drive 
any  Cart  Dray  Trucks  or  Sled  shall  during  such  passing  through 
the  Streets  and  Lanes  as  aforesaid,  either  Ride  in  said  Cart  Dray 
Trucks  or  Sled,  or  otherwise  neglect  to  observe  and  attend  the 
Rules  prescribed  in  this  Order ;  such  Carter  Driver  or  Owner  of 
such  Cart  Dray  Trucks  or  Sled  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  Sum  of 
eight  shillings  for  every  such  offence. 

And  it  is  further  Ordered  that  no  Slay  shall  be  drove  in  the 
Streets  of  this  Town  without  Bells  fastned  to  the  Horses  that 
draw  the  same,  and  whoever  shall  offend  herein  shall  forfeit  the 
sum  of  ten  shillings  for  every  Offence. 

Great  Dangers  arising  oftentimes  from  Coaches  Slays  Chairs 
and  other  Carriages  on  the  Lord's  days,  as  the  People  are  going 
to,  or  coming  from  the  several  Churches  in  this  Town,  being 
driven  with  great  Rapidity,  and  the  Publick  Worship  being  often- 
times much  disturbed  by  such  Carriages  driving  by  the  sides  of  the 
Churches  with  great  force  in  time  thereof 

It  is  therefore  Voted  and  Ordered  that  no  Coach  Slay  Chair 
Chaise  or  other  Carriage  shall  at  such  times,  be  driven  at  a  greater 
Rate  than  a  foot  Pace,  on  Penalty  to  the  Master  of  the  Slave  or 
Servant  so  driving  the  Sum  of  ten  shillings. 

And  it  is  further  Ordered  that  no  Person  whatsoever  shall 
hereafter  erect  or  set  up  an}-  House  of  Office  or  Easement,  within 
this  Town  (or  suffer  the  same  to  continue  being  already  standing 
or  set  up)  within  forty  foot  of  any  Street  Lane  or  Highway,  or  the 
Dwelling  House  Shop  or  Well  of  any  Neighbour  unless  the  same  be 
vaulted  six  feet  deep,  and  sufficiently  enclosed,  or  otherwise 
[396^^.]  Secured  on  Pain  of  forfeiting  the  Sum  of  twent}' 
shillings  for  every  transgression  of  this  Order,  and  the  like  Sum 
of  twenty  shillings  for  every  three  Months  it  shall  to  continue  ;  nor 
shall  any  Person  keep  any  Hogg  or  Swine  in  any  Hoggsty  within 
twenty  foot  of  any  Highway  Street  or  Lane  or  Alley,  or  the  Dwelling 
House  or  Shop  of  any  Neighbour,  on  Penalty  of  ten  shillings  for 
ever^^  Month  such  Hogg  or  Swine  shall  be  kept  and  continued  in 
such  Sty,  unless  in  such  Places  where  the  Dung  or  Filth  runs  into 
the  Sea  or  Saltw^ater. 

And  it  is  further  Ordered  that  whoever  shall  at  any  time  here- 
after use  the  exercise  of  pla3'ing  or  kicking  of  Foot-Ball  within 
any  of  the  Streets  or  Lanes  within  t|ie  Body  of  this  Town 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  Sum  of  four  shillings  for  every 
such  Offence ;  nor  shall  any  Person  throw  or  heave  an}^  Snow- 
Balls  or  Stones  or  any  other  thing  at  any  Person  in  the  Streets 
Lanes  ov  Alleys  of  this  Town  or  into  or  against  any  House  or  Shop. 
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on  Paiu  of  forfeiting  not  more  than  five  shillings,  nor  less  than  two 
shillings  for  each  Offence,  at  the  Discretion  of  the  Justice  before 
whom  the  Conviction  shall  be. 

And  it  is  further  Ordered,  that  no  Person  whatsoever  shall  at 
any  time  hereafter  Ride,  or  drive  a  Gallop,  or  other  swift  Pace, 
within  any  of  the  Streets  Lanes  or  Alleys  of  this  Town  on  Penalty 
of  forfeiting  the  Sum  of  five  sliillings  for  every  such  Offence,  and 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  Inhabitant  of  this  Town  to  stop  such 
Horse  until  the  Name  of  the  Offender  be  known. 

And  it  is  further  Ordered  that  whoever  shall  drive  through  anv 
of  the  Streets  or  Lanes  of  this  Town  any  Trucks  whose  sides 
exceed  the  length  of  sixteen  feet,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  fine  of  ten 
shillings  for  every  such  Offence. 

And  it  is  further  Ordered  that  every  Driver  who  in  his  Cart  or 
Trucks  shall  carry  more  than  one  Ton  weight  at  a  Load,  through 
any  of  the  aforesaid  Streets  or  Lanes  shall  pay  a  Fine  of  five 
shillings  for  every  such  Offence. 

And  it  is  further  Ordered  that  the  Tire  of  Wheels  of  all  Carts 
and  Trucks,  that  shall  be  drawn  by  more  than  one  Horse  shall  be 
full  four  inches  in  breadth,  &  the  Nails  of  the  Tire  to  be  flatt  on 
Pain  of  the  forfeiture  of  the  Sum  of  ten  shillings  for  every  time 
the  said  Cart  or  Trucks  shall  be  improved  in  this  Town,  [397.] 
To  be  paid  by  the  Owner  of  the  said  Cart  or  Trucks,  who  shall  be 
deemed  the  Offender  in  any  of  the  cases  aforesaid. 

For  the  more  effectual  keeping  Clean  the  Streets  for  the  time  to 
come. 

It  is  Voted  and  Ordered  that  the  Selectmen  for  the  time  to  come 
do  Farm  the  Dirt  in  the  Streets,  divided  into  several  Wards,  Lo  the 
highest  bidder,  for  a  term  not  exceeding  two  Years,  such  Farmer 
to  pay  such  Sum  as  shall  be  agreed  on  between  him  and  the  Se- 
lectmen, said  Farmer  to  enjoy  the  Privileges,  and  be  subject  to 
the  Duties  and  Penalties  respecting  the  same  Dirt  herein  after- 
mentioned. 

And  it  is  further  Ordered,  that  in  Places  where  the  Dirt  shall  be 
Farmed,  no  other  Person  than  the  Farmer  or  his  Servants  shaU 
carry  off  the  Dirt  or  Mud  from  such  Streets,  unless  as  hereafter 
provided,  on  Penalty  of  the  Sum  of  ten  shillings  to  the  respective 
Farmers  to  be  paid  by  every  Person  offending. 

And  it  is  further  Ordered  that  the  Abutters  shall  be  obliged  on 
Notice  from  the  Scavingers  to  rake  up  the  Dirt  before  their  Doors, 
and  to  the  middle  of  Street  within  four  hours  after  Notice  on 
Penalty  of  the  Sum  of  four  shillings  for  every  Breach  of  this 
Order. 

And  it  is  further  Ordered  that  the  Farmer  shall  be  Obliged  to 
carry  such  Dirt  out  of  the  Street  within  twenty  fours  Hours  after 
it  is  so  raked  up,  in  default  thereof  he  shall  forfeit  the  Sum  of  ten 
shillings  to  the  Abutter  whose  Dirt  is  not  carried  away,  and  the 
Abutter  may  on  such  Default,  cause  the  same  Dirt  to  be  carried 
away,  by  any  other  Cart,  at  the  Expence  of  the  Farmer. 

And  it  is  further  Ordered  that  in  such  parts  of  the  Streets  where 
there  is  no  Abutter,  the  Farmer  shall  at  his  own  Expence,  cause 
the  Dirt  to  be  raked  up  and  carried  away,  under  the  like  Penalty 
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as  is  before  provided  for  not  carrying  away  the  Dirt,  raked  up  by 
the  Abutters. 

And  it  is  further  Ordered  that  in  Case  no  Person  shall  appear  to 
Farm  the  Dirt  as  aforesaid,  tlienthe  Scavingers  shall  order  as  often 
as  they  shall  think  requisite,  the  Abutters  on  the  Streets  to  rake 
up  the  Dirt  before  their  Doors  to  the  middle  of  the  Streets,  and 
may  Sell  the  said  Dirt  so  Raked  up,  to  such  Person  as  they  shall 
think  proper,  and  pay  the  Sum  they  [397 J.]  Shall  receive  therefor 
to  the  Town  Treasurer  for  the  use  of  the  Town  ;  in  case  they  can't 
otherwise  procure  the  Dirt  to  be  carried  away  they  shall  hire  Carts 
at  the  Expence  of  the  Town  to  carry  the  same  away. 

•■ 

Chapter  the  Third. 

To  prevent  Mischief  and  Danger  from  Indian  Negro  and  Molatto 
Slaves  and  Servants. 

It  is  Voted  and  Ordered  that  no  Indian  Negro  or  Molatto  Servant 
or  Slave  shall  stroll  unnecessarily  abroad  or  be  loitering  and  idling 
in  any  of  the  Streets  or  Lanes,  or  in  the  Common  during  *the  time 
of  divine  Service  on  the  Lord's  day  :  or  after  nine  o' Clock  at  Night 
on  any  day  of  the  Week,  upon  the  Penalty  of  five  shillings  for  each 
Offence  to  be  paid  either  by  such  Indian  Negro  or  Molatto,  or  else 
by  his  or  her  Master,  at  the  Discretion  of  the  Justice  before  whom 
the  Conviction  shall  be. 

Chapter  the  Fourth. 
To  prevent  Nusances  on  the  Common  and  to  Regidate  the  same. 

It  is  Voted  and  Ordered  that  no  Person  shall  lay  any  dead  Car- 
cass, Carrion,  Ordure,  Filth,  or  Rubbish  of  any  kind,  on  any  part  of 
the  Common,  or  elsewhere  in  this  Town,  not  being  on  such  Persons 
own  Land,  except  in  such  Places  only  as  shall  be  by  the  Selectmen 
for  the  time  being  allowed  for  that  purpose,  on  the  Penalty  of  not 
less  than  ten  shillings,  nor  more  than  twenty  shillings,  at  the  Dis- 
cretion of  the  Justice  before  whom  such  Conviction  shall  be. 

And  it  is  further  Ordered  that  no  Person  shall  digg  any  Turf, 
Gravel,  Sand,  or  Loam,  on  the  Common  or  other  Town's  Land  unless 
in  such  Places,  and  under  such  Limitations  and  Restrictions  as  the 
Selectmen  for  the  time  being  shall  appoint  and  order,  under  the 
Penalty  for  each  Offence  of  not  more  than  twenty  shillings,  nor  less 
than  ten  shillings  at  the  Discretion  of  the  Justice  before  whom 
such  Conviction  shall  be. 

[398.]  And  it  is  further  Ordered  that  no  Person  shall  cut  break 
down,  girdle,  kill  or  destroy  any  Tree,  that  is  or  shall  be  set  out  or 
growing  on  the  Common,  or  any  Land  belonging  to  this  Town,  on 
the  Penalty  of  twenty  shillings  for  each  Tree  so  cut  broke  girdled 
kill'd  or  destroyed. 

And  it  is  further  Ordered  that  whoever  shall  presume  to  throw, 
rowl  or  fling  the  Bullet  or  any  such  like  Instrument,  whether  made 
of  Lead  Iron  Brass  Stone  Wood  or  any  other  matter  or  . substance 
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that  may  endanger  the  Lives  or  Limbs  of  any  of  His  Majesty's 
Subjects  in  the  Common,  Training  Field  Highways  Lanes  Streets 
or  Alleys  in  the  Town,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  Sum  not  less  than 
five  shillings,  or  more  than  twenty  shillings  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Justice  before  whom  the  Conviction  shall  be. 

And  it  is  further  Ordered  that  whoever  shall  keep  any  Cow  or 
Cows  going  at  large  shall  pay  into  the  hands  of  such  Person  or 
Persons,  as  the  Selectmen  shall  from  time  to  time  appoint  to  receive 
the  same,  the  Sum  of  two  shillings  per  Annum  for  each  Cow,  to  be 
employed  as  follows  viz^  one  shilling  &  two  pence  thereof  towards 
providing  three  Bulls  to  go  at  large  on  the  Common  from  the  first 
day  of  April,  to  the  first  day  of  November  following  yearly,  and 
every  year ;  and  two  Bulls  to  go  on  the  Common  (or  as  the  Select- 
men shall  Order)  from  the  first  of  November  to  the  first  of  April 
following  yearly,  and  every  year ;  seven  pence  more  thereof  for 
paying  the  Cow  Keeper,  and  the  remaining  three  pence  for  paying 
the  Person,  that  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Selectmen,  to  give  forth 
Certificates  to  the  Owner  of  each  Cow,  shewing  that  they  have  paid 
the  said  two  shillings  per  head,  for  each  Cow,  and  any  Cow  that 
shall  be  found  going  on  the  Common  as  aforesaid,  whose  Owner 
shall  not  have  a  Certificate  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  by  the  Cow 
Keeper  (or  other  Person  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  for  that  end) 
Impounded,  and  the  Owner  shall  pay  three  shillings  per  head  to 
the  Impounder  before  the  Cow  or  Cows  be  discharged,  and  the  said 
Cow  or  Cows  shall  not  be  suffered  to  go  on  the  Common  untill  the 
Owner  shall  have  paid  the  said  three  shillings,  and  gained  a  Cer- 
tificate as  aforesaid. 

It  is  also  Voted  and  Ordered  that  no  Ox  Steer  Horse  Sheep  or 
Goats  shall  be  suffered  to  go  at  large  on  the  Common  or  in  the 
Streets  (except  such  as  are  under  the  Care  of  some  Person  and 
driving  to  Market)  on  Penalty  that  the  [398|^.]  Owner  thereof 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  Sum  of  three  shillings  for  every  Ox  Steer 
Horse  Sheep  or  Goat,  that  shall  be  found  going  at  large  as 
aforesaid. 

And  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Cow-Keeper  aforesaid  or  any  other 
Inhabitant  to  Impound  and  detain  such  Ox  Steer  Horse  Sheep  or 
Goat  untill  the  Penalty  aforesaid  be  paid. 

Chapter  the  Fifth. 

Concerning  the  Market  o.nd  Buying  and  Selling  Provision  in  the 
Town  of  Boston. 

It  is  Voted  and  Ordered  that  Faneuil-Hall  Market  being  open 
shall  be  under  the  following  Regulation. 

That  a  Clerk  thereof  be  constantly  chosen  Annually  by  the 
Town  in  March ;  whose  Business  and  Duty  shall  be  to  see  that  the 
several  Rules  and  Orders  of  the  Town  be  observed  and  kept. 

2^y.  That  he  shall  suff"er  no  unwholsome  or  putrid  Meat,  or 
otherwise  unfit  for  Sale,  to  be  Sold  there  ;  and  if  any  such  be 
Offered  to  Sale,  in  the  said  Market,  he  shall  be  obliged  to  prefer  a 
Prosecution  against  the  Offender. 
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d^^.  That  the  said  Clerk  shall  not  buy  any  Provision  in  said 
Market  other  than  for  his  own  Family  use  ;  and  on  the  Conviction 
of  the  Breach  of  this  Order,  the  Selectmen  shall  displace  him,  and 
appoint  another  in  his  Room,  which  Person  so  appointed  shall  con- 
tinue in  his  said  Office  untill  the  next  Town  Meeting. 

4thiy^  That  every  day  in  the  year  except  Lord's-days  and  days 
set  apart  by  the  Government  for  Religious  Service,  shall  be  a 
Market  day,  the  Market  shall  be  opened  by  the  Ringing  of  the  Bell 
which  shall  beat  Sunrise,  and  from  the  Ringing  of  the  Bell,  untill 
one  o'clock  in  the  Afternoon,  and  every  Saturday  Afternoon,  and 
every  other  Afternoon  preceeding  any  day  set  apart  by  the  Govern- 
ment for  Religious  Service  as  aforesaid  untill  Sun-set,  shall  be  es- 
teemed Market  Hours. 

5^^.  That  no  Steelyards  shall  be  allowed  in  said  Market,  nor  any 
other  than  Sealed  Weights. 

6^y.  That  no  Cart  Team  Horse  Wheelbarrow  that  [399.]  May 
incommode  the  Market  shall  be  allowed  to  stand  or  be  near  the 
Entrance  of  the  Market  Place,  but  shall  be  immediately  removed 
upon  the  direction  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Market  to  the  Owner  or  Occu- 
pier of  the  same,  under  the  Penalty  of  ten  shillings. 

That  the  Selectmen  for  the  time  being  are  impowred  to  ap- 
portion the  size  Marks,  and  number  of  the  several  Stalls,  and  to 
let  them  out  to  such  Persons,  and  on  such  Terms  as  they  shall  agree. 

8^^.  That  all  Disputes  arising  in  the  Market  between  Buyer 
and  Seller,  concerning  things  bought  and  sold  in  the  Market,  shall 
be  determined  by  the  Clerk. 

9'^.  That  no  Meat  shall  be  loft  in  the  Market  after  it  is  shut  up, 
if  any  be,  it  shall  be  forfeit  to  the  Clerk  of  the  said  Market ;  And 
if  the  Clerk  shall  wittingly  Connive  at  the  Breach  of  this  Order  he 
shall  for  every  such  Connivance  forfeit  the  Sum  of  ten  shilhngs. 

10^^.  That  no  Person  shall  buy  any  Provision  in  the  said  Market, 
with  Intent  to  sell  the  same  again  at  a  greater  Price  before  one 
o'clock  in  the  Afternoon,  nor  Sell  any  Provision  so  bought  at  a 
greater  Price,  on  Penalty  of  the  Sum  of  twenty  shillings. 

11^^.  That  no  Huckster  or  other  Person  shall  in  any  part  of  the 
Town  buy  any  Provision,  bro't  to  the  Town  by  Land  for  Sale,  with 
Intent  to  sell  the  same  again  before  one  o'Clock  in  the  Afternoon 
under  the  like  Penalty  last  mentioned. 

Chapter  the  Sixth. 

It  is  Voted  and  Ordered  that  all  Carts  and  other  Carriages  of 
Hay  as  they  come  into  Town,  shall  be  Weighed  and  a  Tally  with 
the  weight  of  the  Cart  &  Hay  be  then  fixed  upon  it,  and  that  the 
Cart  or  Carriage  upon  its  Return  be  tared,  and  the  Weight  thereof 
marked  on  it. 

And  it  is  further  Ordered  that  a  suitable  Person  be  from  time  to 
time  appointed  by  the  Selectmen,  as  they  shall  think  fit  to  take 
Care  that  the  Engine  for  weighing  of  Hay  be  kept  in  good  Repair, 
and  to  see  the  weight  of  all  Hay  thus  brought  to  Market,  and  tc 
Tally  the  same,  and  mark  the  Carriages  on  their  Return  as  aforesaid. 
And  that  the  s^.Person  [399|.]  Shall  be  under  Oath  to  do  Justice 
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between  Buyer  and  Seller,  &  shall  Attend  from  Sunrising  to  Sun- 
setting,  and  shall  make  an  Entry  in  a  Book  to  be  by  him  kept  for 
that  purpose  of  all  the  Hay  he  weighs. 

And  it  is  further  Ordered  that  there  be  allowed  to  the  Person  for 
every  Load  of  Hay  so  weighed  eight  fifteenths  of  a  penny  for  each 
hundred  of  Hay  to  be  paid  by  the  Person  who  buys  the  same,  or  in 
case  of  his  Absence  at  the  time  of  weighing  then  to  be  paid  by  the 
Importer,  who  shall  be  Reimbursed  by  the  Buyer. 

And  it  is  further  Ordered  that  if  any  Person  Inhabitant  of  the 
Town  of  Boston  aforesaid,  shall  buy  any  Hay  thus  brought  to 
Market,  without  the  same  be  first  weighed  as  above,  he  or  they 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  Sum  of  twenty  shillings  for  every  Load 
or  Parcel  so  bought. 

It  is  Voted  and  Ordered  that  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town  shall 
from  time  to  time  appoint  one  or  more  Common  Cryers.  And  no 
Person  except  so  appointed  shall  presume  to  Act  as  Cryer  for  others 
on  the  Penalty  of  five  shillngs  for  each  Offence,  and  every  Person 
appointed  Cryer  shall  keep  a  true  and  perfect  List  of  all  things  by 
him  Cried  and  the  Names  of  the  Persons  who  ordered  him  to  cry 
the  same,  and  give  in  a  true  Copy  thereof  to  the  Town  Clerk  once 
a  Month,  on  the  Penalty  of  ten  shillings  for  each  Offence.  And  the 
Selectmen  shall  from  time  to  time  appoint  the  Fees  of  the  said  Cryer, 
which  he  shall  not  exceed  on  Penalty  of  five  shillings  for  each 
Offence. 

Great  Complaint  being  made  of  many  Persons  Washing  them- 
selves in  Publick  &  frequented  Places  to  the  Great  Reproach  of 
Modesty  and  good  Manners. 

It  is  Voted  and  Ordered  that  no  Person  whosoever  above  the  Age 
of  twelve  Years,  shall  in  less  than  an  Hour  after  Sun-set  undress 
themselves  and  go  into  Water  within  ten  Rods  of  any  Dwelling 
House  ill  this  Town,  at  that  time  Inhabited,  nor  shall  any  Person 
being  in  the  Water,  swim  to  such  parts  of  the  Town,  as  to  be  plainly 
within  Sight  of  any  Dwelling  House,  Inhabited  as  aforesaid,  on  pain 
of  [400oJ  Forfeiting  for  each  of  these  Offences  the  Sum  of  ten 
shillings,  and  for  a  second  Offence  the  Sum  of  twenty  shillings. 

It  is  Voted  and  Ordered  that  every  Householder  or  others,  who 
are  commonly  known  to  make  use  of  any  of  the  Pumps  Wells  or 
Cisterns  standing  or  being  in  any  Ground  Streets  or  Highways  be- 
longing to  this  Town,  for  their  supply  of  Water  for  their  ordinary 
Occasions,  every  such  Person  shall  allow  and  pay  unto  such  of  the 
Neighbourhood,  whom  the  Selectmen  shall  appoint  to  receive  the 
same  such  proportionable  Sum  or  Sums  of  Money  as  the  Selectmen 
for  the  time  being  shall  assess  him  or  her  to  pay,  for  keeping  such 
Well  Cistern  or  Pump  in  Repair,  and  to  be  Employed  to  the  said 
Use  ;  on  Pain,  that  every  Person  who  shall  neglect  or  refuse  the 
payment  thereof  for  the  space  of  six  Days  after  the  same  is  de- 
manded, shall  forfeit  and  pay  double  the  Value  of  said  Sum,  to  the 
use  of  the  Poor  of  this  Town. 

It  is  Voted  and  Ordered  that  all  Penalties  and  Forfeitures  aris- 
ing by  the  beforegoing  By  Laws,  not  otherwise  expressly  dis- 
posed of  shall  be  as  the  the  Law  directs  to  the  use  of  the  Poor  of 
the  Town  ;  and  whoever  shall  prosecute  to  Effect  any  of  the  Breaches 
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thereof,  shall  be  intitled  to  receive  one  half  as  much  as  shall  be  re- 
covered for  the  use  of  the  Poor,  out  of  the  Treasury  of  the  Town 
to  his  own  Use. 

It  is  Voted  and  Ordered  that  where  any  Negro  Indian  or  Mollatto 
Slave,  shall  be  the  Offender  against  any  of  the  foregoing  By-Laws, 
his  Owner  shall  pay  the  Fine  or  Forfeiture,  unless  he  shall  choose 
to  deliver  up  his  said  Slave  to  be  Corrected  ;  in  which  Case  the 
Justice  before  whom  the  Conviction  shall  })e,  shall  Order  such  Slave 
to  be  Whipped  at  the  House  of  Correction  not  exceeding  twenty 
Stripes,  nor  less  than  five  according  to  the  nature  and  aggravation 
of  such  Offence. 

It  is  hereby  Voted  Ordered  &  Declared  that  all  By-Laws  hereto- 
fore made  in  this  Town,  not  at  this  present  Meeting  Voted,  be  and 
hereby  are  Repealed  and  made  Void. 

[400 J.]  Voted  that  the  Selectmen  be,  and  they  hereby  are 
desired  and  Impowred  to  present  all  the  By-Laws  &  Orders  of  the 
Town  now  passed,  to  the  next  Court  of  General  Sessions  of  the 
Peace,  to  be  held  for  the  County  of  Suffolk,  for  their  Allowance 
and  Approbation. 

Voted  that  the  Selectmen  be  desired  to  Print  said  By-Laws  and 
Orders,  after  they  are  Approved  of  by  the  Court  of  Sessions,  on  the 
best  Terms  they  can. 

Voted  that  tlie  Thanks  of  the  Town  be,  and  hereby  is  given  to 
Benjamin  Prat  Esq"",  the  Moderator  of  this  Meeting,  for  transacting 
the  Business  thereof. 

Then  the  Meeting  was  Dismiss' d. 

At  a  Meeting  of  the  Freeholders  &  other  Inhabitants  of  the  Town 
of  Boston  legally  qualifyed  and  warned  in  Public  Town  Meeting 
Assembled  at  Faneuil-Hall  on  Tuesday  the  first  day  of  November 
AD  1757. 

The  Warrant  for  calling  the  Meeting  Read. 

Benjamin  Prat  Esq'' .  was  chose  Moderator  of  this  Meeting 

The  Town  took  into  Consideration  the  Article  in  the  Warrant, 
viz',  to  determine  what  may  be  futher  necessarj^  to  be  done  relating 
to  the  B3^-Laws  and  Orders  of  the  Town,  and  thereupon  Voted 
that  Thomas  Greene  Esq^  M^  Oxenbridge  Thacher  &  M^  William 
Story  be  &  they  hereby  are  appointed  a  Committee  to  enquire  into 
the  Exceptions  taken  by  the  Court  of  General  Sessions  of  the  Peace 
to  the  By-Laws  and  Orders  of  the  Town  pass'd  at  their  Meeting  the 
first  of  August  last,  and  presented  to  s'^.  [401.]  Court  for  their 
Approbation,  consider  of  said  Exceptions  and  Report  their  Opinion 
thereon  at  the  intended  Adjournment  of  this  Meeting. 

The  Committee  appointed  the  10"\  of  Ma}'  last  on  the  Petition 
of  John  Hill  Esq^  made  Report  that  they  had  fully  heard  the 
Petitioner,  and  gave  it  as  their  Opinion  that  it  will  not  not  be  proper 
for  the  Town  to  grant  the  Prayer  of  said  Petition  or  do  any  thing 
concerning  it,  but  that  said  Petition  be  Dismissed,  which  being 
Read,  Voted  that  said  Report  be  Accepted,  and  that  said  Petition 
be  Dismissed. 

The  Town  took  into  Consideration  the  Article  in  the  Warrant 
viz*,  whether  the  Town  will  Purchase  the  Tickets  in  Lottery  N*".  Three 
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that  remain  unsold  as  the  time  allowed  by  Law  for  drawing  the  same 
is  near  expiring,  and  after  some  Debate  thereon,  the  following 
Question  was  put,  "whether  the  Town  will  take  to  their  Account, 
and  at  their  Risque  all  such  Tickets  in  said  Lotter}-  as  shall  remain 
unsold  the  28*^.  of  November  instant  at  Night,"  and  it  Passed  in  the 
AflSrmative. 

Samuel  Grant  Esq"".  Thomas  HillJoshua  Henshaw  &  Joseph 
Jackson  Esq'\  W.  Thomas  Gushing  M''.  Samuel  Hewes  &  M".  John 
Scollay  appointed  by  an  Act  of  the  General  Court  Managers  of 
Boston  Lotteries  for  raising  Monies  to  Pave  &  Repair  the  Neck, 
presented  their  Accounts  for  Lottery  Number  Two,  drawn  in  Feb- 
ruary last  &  thereupon  It  was  Voted  that  W.  Royal  Tyler,  M"*. 
William  Cooper  &  Thomas  Greene  Esq"",  be  a  Committee  to  examine 
said  Accompts  and  Report  thereon  as  soon  as  may  be. 

The  Petition  of  Alexander  Hunt  of  Boston  Gent",  setting  forth, 
that  the  Town  stand  seized  of  a  Peice  of  Land  of  two  rods  wide 
adjoining  to  the  Petitioners  Land  near  Fort  Hill,  which  at  present 
is  of  very  little  benefit  to  the  Town,  nor  is  it  probable  that  it  will 
ever  be  any  great  Advantage,  and  as  it  bounds  on  the  Petitioner's 
Land  he  would  purchase  the  same  if  the  Town  incline  to  Sell  it. 
on  such  reasonable  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon,  which  being 
Read.  It  was  Voted  that  the  Selectmen  be  &  hereby  are  fully  au- 
thorized and  impowred  to  Sell  said  Land  to  such  Person  as  will 
give  most  for  the  same  &  in  the  [401.|-.]  Name  and  behalf  of  the 
Town  to  give  and  execute  a  good  and  legal  Deed  thereof  to  the 
Purchaser. 

Voted  that  this  Meeting  be  and  hereby  is  Adjourned  to  Monday 
the  12*^\  day  of  December  next  at  nine  o'Clock  in  the  forenoon. 

Monday  December  12'^,  1757  The  Town  meet  according  to  Ad- 
journment. 

The  Committee  appointed  the  first  of  November  to  examine  the 
Accompts  of  the  Managers  of  Boston  Lottery  N^.  Two  Reported 
that  they  had  Examined  said  Acco''.  &  find  them  just  and  right 
Cast,  whereupon  It  was  Voted  that  said  Report  be  accepted,  and 
that  said  Managers  be  paid  the  Sums  mentioned  in  their  respec- 
tive Accompts. 

The  Committee  appointed  the  first  day  of  November  last  to 
consider  of  the  By-Laws  of  the  Town,  and  of  the  Exceptions  made 
by  the  Court  of  Sessions  thereto,  Reported  that  they  have  attended 
that  Service,  and  M^  Justice  Dana  was  so  kind  as  to  Communicate 
to  the  Committee  the  several  Exceptions  aforesaid.  The  Com- 
mittee began  with  the  Consideration  of  said  Exceptions  where  the 
Town  left  off  at  their  Meeting,  and  have  Agreed  to  sundry  Amend- 
ments in  the  same,  and  have  desired  the  Town  Clerk  to  draw  a 
fair  Copy  of  the  same  By-laws,  with  the  Alterations  made  by  the 
Town  and  those  since  agreed  to  by  the  Committee,  which 
Copy  they  now  presented,  and  Report  that  the  same  be  pass'd 
upon  anew  at  this  Meeting.  Whereupon  said  Laws  as  altered  were 
openly  and  distinctly  Read  over,  and  after  due  Consideration 
thereof,  the  same  was  Voted  Chapter  by  Chapter  to  be  observed 
and  kept  by  all  Persons  inhabiting  within  this  Town  (untill  the 
same  or  any  of  them  shall  be  repealed,  and  made  void)  under  the 
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several  &  respective  Pains  &  Penalties  to  them  or  any  of  them 
annexed  and  prescribed. 

The  s*^.  By-Laws  and  Orders  as  now  Voted  and  Pass'd  are  as 
follows  Viz*. 

[403.]    Chap  :  1^*.     For  preventing  Danger  by  Fire  in  the 
Town  of  Boston. 

1.  It  is  Voted  and  Ordered  that  the  Selectmen  for  the  time 
being  upon  Complaint  made  to  them,  or  otherwise  upon  their  own 
knowledge,  of  any  defective  Chimnies  in  this  Town  shall  from 
time  to  time,  tnke  effectual  Care  to  have  the  same  viewed  and 
surveyed  by  proper  Persons  by  them  for  that  purpose  to  be  ap- 
pointed, and  if  upon  the  view  and  survey  said  Chimnies  shall  be 
found  so  defective  as  in  their  Judgment  to  be  dangerous  to  be  used 
on  Account  of  Fire,  the  Selectmen  shall  make  a  Record  thereof, 
and  of  the  Particulars  of  the  Defect  or  Defects,  and  give  to  the 
Occupier  of  the  House  or  Tenement  to  which  the  Defective 
Chimney  belongs  a  Copy  of  said  I^ntry,  with  warning  not  .to  make 
any  Fire  in  such  Chimney  'till  said  Defect  or  Defects  are  cured, 
either  by  amending  repairing  or  rebuilding  said  Chimney,  there- 
upon if  the  Occupant  of  such  Tenement  shall  suffer  a  Fire  to  be 
made  &  kept  in  said  Chimney,  before  said  Chimney  be  cured  of 
such  defect  or  defects,  such  Occupant  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the 
Sum  of  five  shillings  for  every  day  in  which  a  Fire  shall  be  so 
made  and  kept. 

And  if  the  Occupant  of  any  House  or  Tenement  shall  neglect  or 
refuse  for  the  space  of  twenty  four  hours  after  request  to  suffer 
such  Persons  appointed  as  aforesaid  to  view  &  survey  any  Chimney 
suspected  of  being  defective  as  aforesaid  such  Occupant  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  for  such  Offence  the  Sum  of  fifteen  shillings,  and 
so  from  time  to  time  the  same  Sum  for  every  such  Offence,  as 
often  as  the  same  shall  be  committed. 

2.  And  it  is  further  Ordered  that  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town 
for  the  time  being  be  hereby  directed  and  impowred  from  time  to 
time  to  appoint  one  or  more  suitable  Persons  to  be  sweepers  of 
Chimnies  within  this  Town,  whose  Wages  for  their  Work  shall  not 
exceed  the  Rates  hereafter  mentioned  viz'. 

For  each  Chimne}'  of  five  Stories  high  one  shilling  &  four 
pence. 

For  each  Chimney  of  four  Stories  high  one  shilling  &  two  pence. 
For  each  Chimney  of  three  Stories  high  one  shilling. 
And  other  common  Chimnies  eight  pence. 

All  all  Kitchen  Chimnies  that  are  above  the  Tops  [402-|.]  .of 
the  House  they  belong  to  in  proportion  to  the  heighth  of  the  House 
at  the  Rate  above. 

3.  And  it  is  further  Ordered  that  if  any  Person  who  is  not  so 
appointed  as  aforesaid  shall  presume  either  by  himself  or  Servant 
to  undertake  the  Sweeping  of  any  Chimney  in  this  Town,  except 
such  Chimney  or  Chimnies  as  are  under  his  or  their  own  Improve- 
ment, such  Person  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  Sum  of  ten  shillings 
for  every  such  Offence. 
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4.  And  it  is  further  Ordered  that  all  Persons  so  appointed  by 
the  Selectmen  to  be  the  Undertakers  of  Chimney  Sweeping  shall 
be  obliged  within  forty  eight  hours,  after  notice  given  either  by 
themselves,  or  some  other  Person,  duly  to  attend  the  Sweeping  of 
such  Chimney  on  Penalty  of  forfeiting  ten  shillings  for  every  such 
neglect. 

5.  And  it  is  further  Ordered  that  upon  Complaint  made  to  any 
of  the  Selectmen  either  by  the  Chimney  Sweepers,  or  b}^  any  other 
of  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Town  against  any  Person  or  Persons  ne- 
glecting to  have  their  Chimnies  swej^t  being  foul,  that  in  every 
such  Case  the  Selectmen  or  any  two  of  them  are  hereby  impow- 
red  to  inspect  and  view  such  Chimnies  complained  of  as  afore- 
said, and  if  they  judge  the  said  Chimnies  or  any  of  them  unsafe  to 
make  or  keep  Fire  therein,  by  reason  of  their  being  foul  &  wnntof 
Sweeping,  and  signify  the  same  to  the  Person  or  Persons  then  in 
possession  of  the  Tenement  to  which  such  Chimney  doth  belong, 
that  then  and  in  every  such  Case  the  Occupier  of  every  such  House 
or  Tenement  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  Sum  of  five  shillings  for 
every  day  in  which  Fire  shall  be  kept  in  such  Chimney  untill  the 
same  shall  be  sufliciently  Swept.  And  if  the  Occupant  of  any 
House  or  Tenement  shall  neglect  or  refuse  for  the  S])ace  of  twenty 
four  hours  after  request  to  suffer  the  Selectmen  aforesaid  to  view 
and  survey  any  Chimnies  suspected  of  being  foul  as  aforesaid, 
such  Occupant  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  such  Offence  the  Sum  of 
fifteen  shillings  and  so  from  time  to  time  the  same  Sum  for  every 
such  Offence  as  often  as  the  same  shall  be  Committed. 

[403.]  6.  And  it  is  further  Ordered  that  if  any  Chimney 
shall  take  Fire  &  Blaze  out  at  the  Top  thro  foulness  or  for  want 
Sweeping  the  Occupier  of  the  Tenement  shall  forfeit  &  pay  the 
Sum  of  twenty  shillings  ;  unless  it  shall  happen  within  forty  two 
days  after  said  Chimney  shall  have  been  swept,  and  then  and  in 
such  Case  the  Person  wlio  last  Swept  the  same,  or  in  Case  of  his 
being  a  Servant  or  Slave,  his  Master  or  Owner  shall  forfeit  &  pay 
the  aforesaid  twenty  shillings. 

7.  And  it  is  further  Ordered  that  no  Person  shall  presume  here- 
after to  carry  Fire  in  this  Town  abroad,  or  in  &  through  the  open 
Air  from  any  House  or  Place,  to  any  other  House  or  Place,  but  in 
a  warming  Pan,  or  other  safe  Vessell  well  Covered,  so  as  to  Secure 
the  Fire  from  the  Wind,  and  from  being  Scattered  in  the  Way  ;  or 
in  the  Streets  &  Lanes,  or  on  the  Buildings  on  the  Penalty  and 
Forfeiture  of  two  shillings. 

8.  And  it  is  further  Ordered  that  whoever  shall  kindle  or  make 
or  be  aiding  and  assisting  in  making  or  kindling  in  the  open  Air 
within  two  Rods  of  any  House  Warehouse  Wood-Pile  or  any  other 
Combustible  m.atter,  subject  to  take  Fire  (except  in  Shipwrights 
Building  Yards,  Coopers  &  Ropemakors  works,  a  careful  Person, 
standing  by  to  watch  the  same)  shall  forfeit  &  pay  the  Sum  of 
twelve  shillings. 

Provided  the  Order  last  aforesaid,  shall  not  be  understood  to 
debarr  any  Tradesman  or  others  from  kindling  Charcoal  in  a  Pot 
or  Pan  out  of  Doors  near  his  House  or  Shop  at  any  time  during 
the  daylight,  in  case  some  careful  Person  shall  stand  by  the  same 
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to  watch  it  as  long  as  it  shall  continue  in  the  open  Street  but  not 
otherwise. 

9.  And  it  is  further  Ordered  that  no  Coopers  within  this  Town 
shall  Fire  or  burn  their  Casks  in  any  Shop  Warehouse  or  other 
Place  than  in  a  sufficient  Brick  or  Stone  Chimney  made  convenient 
for  that  use  on  Penalty  of  forfeiting  the  Sum  of  ten  shillings  for 
ever\'  Offence  contrary  to  this  Order. 

10.  And  it  is  further  Ordered  that  Tio  Person  shall  henceforth 
make  or  fire  any  Lime  Kiln,  or  erect  or  burn  any  Brick  Kiln  but  in 
such  Place  &  Places  as  the  [4031^.]  Selectmen  for  the  time  being 
shall  approve  and  allow  of  on  Penalty  of  the  Sum  of  twenty  shill- 
ings for  every  transgression  of  this  Order. 

Chap  :  2.  Concerning  the  Streets  &  Lanes  Nusances  therein^ 

and  the  Dirt  thereof. 

1.  It  is  Voted  and  Ordered  that  no  Person  henceforth  shall 
break  or  digg  up  the  Ground  in  any  of  the  Streets  &  Lanes  of  this 
Town  on  any  occasion  without  the  leave  &  approbation  of  two  at 
least  of  the  Selectmen  for  the  time  being,  and  whoever  shall  offend 
herein  shall  forfeit  the  Sum  of  twenty  shillings :  and  whoever 
shall  obtain  such  leave  shall  cause  the  holes  in  the  Ground  to  be 
every  Night  carefully  Covered  so  as  no  Person  walking  the  Street 
may  be  in  danger  of  falling  in,  and  shall  also  within  such  time  as 
the  said  Selectmen  shall  appoint  cause  the  whole  to  be  repaired 
and  amended,  on  Penalty  of  either  of  those  two  last  mentioned 
Offences,  of  twenty  shiUings,  these  several  Penalties  to  be  for- 
feited by  the  Person  by  whose  direction  the  Ground  is  so  broke 
up. 

2.  And  it  is  further  Ordered  that  no  Person  whoever  shall  carry 
any  Dirt  Duns;  Garbidge  Carcass  Carrion  Shavings  Rubbish  or 
Soil  from  their  Houses  Shops  or  Yards  to  hiy  the  same  in  the  streets 
or  Lanes  of  this  Town  on  penalty  of  four  shillings  for  every  dead 
Carcass  or  Carrion  so  laid,  and  three  shillings  for  any  other  Dirt 
or  Annoyance  that  shall  lye  above  the  Space  of  six  hours. 

3.  And  it  is  further  Ordered  that  when  any  of  the  Inhabitants 
of  this  Town  shall  be  building  or  repairing  their  Houses,  or  dig- 
ging Cellars  Wells  or  Vaults,  they  shall  carefully  lay  their  Timber 
and  other  Materials  so  as  shall  be  no  obstruction  to  Carts  and 
other  Conveyances  passing  by  and  shall  remove  all  the  Rubbish 
and  Dirt  brought  out ;  and  no  Timber  so  brought  or  Dirt  &  Rub- 
bish so  carried  out  shall  in  any  Case  remain  for  the  space  of  twenty 
four  hours  in  any  part  of  the  Street  without  leave  from  two  Select- 
men at  the  least,  nor  longer  without  the  leave  of  the  major  part  of 
the  Selectmen,  and  the  [404.]  Person  building  or  repairing  or 
digging  shall  be  deemed  the  Offender  in  any  of  these  Particulars, 
and  shall  for  each  Offence  forfeit  the  Sum  of  ten  shillings. 

4.  And  it  is  further  Ordered  that  henceforth  no  Cart  Dray 
Trucks  or  Sled,  drawn  by  either  Horse  or  Horses,  Horse  &  Oxen 
shall  be  suffered  to  pass  through  any  of  the  Streets  and  Lanes  of 
this  Town  but  with  a  sufficient  Driver,  who  shall  during  such  Pas- 
sage keep  with  his  said  Cart  Dray  Trucks  or  Sled,  and  carefully 
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observe  &  attend  such  Methods  as  may  best  Serve  to  keep  said 
Horse  or  Horses  or  Oxen  under  Command,  and  shall  have  the 
Thill-horse  by  the  head  ;  and  whatsoever  Carter  or  others  under- 
taking to  drive  any  Cart  Dray  Trucks  or  Sled,  shall  daring  such 
passing  through  the  Streets  and  Lanes  as  aforesaid  either  ride  in 
said  Cart  Dray  Trucks  or  Sled,  or  otherwise  neglect  to  observe  and 
attend  the  Rules  prescribed  in  this  Order,  such  Carter  Driver  or 
Owner  of  such  Cart  Dray  Tracks  or  Sled  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the 
Sum  of  eight  shillings  for  every  sach  Offence. 

5.  And  it  is  further  Ordered  that  no  Slay  shall  be  drove  in  the 
Streets  of  this  Town  without  Bells  fastned  to  the  Horses  that  draw 
the  same,  and  whoever  shall  offend  herein  shall  forfeit  the  Sum  of 
ten  shillings  for  every  Offence. 

Great  Dangers  arising  oftentimes  from  Coaches  Slays  Chairs 
and  other  Carriages  on  the  Lord's  days  as  the  People  are  going  to 
or  coming  from  the  several  Churches  in  this  Town,  being  driven 
with  great  Rapidity,  and  the  Pablic  Worship  being  oftentimes 
■jQuch  disturbed  by  such  Carriages  driving  by  the  sides  of  the 
Churches  with  great  force  in  time  thereof. 

6.  It  is  therefore  Voted  and  Ordered  that  no  Coach  Slay  Chair 
Chaise  or  other  Carriage  shall  at  such  time  be  driven  at  a  greater 
rate  than  a  foot  pace,  on  Penalty  of  the  Sum  of  ten  shillings,  to 
be  paid  by  the  Person  driving,  or  if  he  be  a  Servant  or  Slave  by 
his  master  or  Mistress. 

7.  And  it  is  further  Ordered  that  no  Person  whatsoever  shall 
hereafter  erect  or  set  up  any  House  of  Office  or  Easement  within 
this  Town  (or  suffer  the  same  to  continue  being  already  standing 
or  set  up)  within  forty  foot  of  any  Street  Lane  or  highway  or  the 
Dwelling  House  Shop  or  Well  of  any  Neighbour,  unless  [404 J.] 
The  same  be  vaulted  six  feet  deep  and  sufficiently  enclosed  or 
otherwise  secured  on  Pain  of  forfeiting  the  Sum  of  twenty  shillings 
for  every  transgression  of  this  Order,  and  the  hke  Sum  of  twenty 
shillings  for  every  three  Months  it  shall  so  continue,  nor  shall  any 
Person  keep  any  Hogg  or  Swine  in  any  Hogsty  within  twenty  foot 
of  any  Highway  Street  or  Lane  or  Alley,  or  of  the  Dwelling  House 
or  Shop  of  any  Neighbour  on  Penalty  of  ten  shillings  for  every 
Month  such  Hog  or  Swine  shall  be  kept  or  continued  in  such  Sty  ; 
unless  such  Sty  be  within  twenty  foot  of  the  Saltwater,  and  the 
Filth  thereof  runs  directly  through  the  Keepers  own  Land  into  the 
Saltwater. 

8.  And  it  is  further  Ordered  that  whoever  shall  at  an}^  time 
hereafter  use  the  exercise  of  playing  or  kicking  of  Foot-Ball  within 
any  of  the  Streets  or  Lanes  within  the  Body  of  this  Town  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  a  Sum  not  more  than  four  shillings,  nor  less  than 
one  shilling  for  every  such  Offence,  nor  shall  any  Person  unneces- 
sarily throw  or  heave  any  Snow  Balls  or  Stones  or  any  other 
thing  in  the  Streets  Lanes  or  Alleys  of  this  Town  on  Pain  of  for- 
feiting not  more  than  four  shillings  nor  less  than  one  shilling  for 
each  Offence  at  the  discretion  of  the  Justice  before  whom  the  Con- 
viction shall  be. 

9.  And  it  is  further  Ordered  that  no  Person  whatsoever  shall  at 
any  time  hereafter  Ride  or  drive  a  Gallop  or  other  swift  Pace 
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within  any  of  the  Streets  Lanes  or  AUej'S  of  this  Town,  on  Penalty 
of  forfeiting  the  Sum  of  five  shillings  for  every  such  Offence, 

10.  And  it  is  further  Ordered  that  whoever  shall  drive  through 
any  of  the  Streets  or  Lanes  of  this  Town  any  Trucks  whose  sides 
exceed  the  length  of  sixteen  feet,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  Fine  of 
ten  shillings  for  every  such  Offence. 

11.  And  it  is  further  Ordered  that  every  Driver  who  in  his  Cart 
or  Trucks,  shall  carry  more  than  one  Ton  weight,  except  the  same 
be  one  Cable,  at  a  load,  through  any  of  the  aforesaid  Streets  or 
Lanes  shall  pa}^  a  fine  of  five  shillings  for  every  such  Offence. 

[405.]  12.  And  it  is  further  Ordered,  that  the  Tire  of  Wheels 
of  all  Carts  and  Trucks  that  shall  be  drawn  by  more  than  one 
Horse  shall  be  full  four  inches  in  breadth,  and  the  Nails  of  the 
Tire  to  be  flatt,  on  Pain  of  forfeiting  the  Sum  of  ten  shillings  for 
every  time  the  said  Cart  or  Trucks  shall  be  improved  in  this  Town, 
to  be  paid  hy  the  Owner  of  said  Cart  or  Trucks,  who  shall  be 
deemed  the  Offender  in  any  of  the  Cases  aforesaid. 

Chap  ;  o^.  For  the  more  effectual  keeping  dean  the  Streets 

for  the  time  to  come. 

1.  It  is  Voted  and  Ordered  that  the  Selectmen  for  the  time  to 
come  do  Farm  the  Dirt  in  the  Streets  divided  into  several  Wards 
to  the  highest  bidder  for  a  Term  not  exceeding  two  Years,  such 
Farmer  to  pay  such  Sum  as  shall  be  agreed  on  between  him  and 
the  Selectmen,  said  Farmer  to  enjoy  the  Privileges,  and  to  be  sub- 
ject to  the  Duties  and  Penalties  respecting  the  same  Dirt  herein 
af  termentioned . 

2.  And  it  is  further  Ordered  that  in  Places  where  the  Dirt  shall 
be  Farmed,  no  other  Person  than  the  Farmer  or  his  Servants  shall 
carry  off  the  Dirt  or  Mud  from  such  Streets  unless  as  hereafter 
provided  on  Penalty  of  the  Sum  of  ten  shillings  to  the  respective 
Farmers  to  be  paid  by  every  Person  offending. 

3.  And  it  is  further  Ordered  that  the  Abutters  shall  be  obliged 
on  Notice  from  the  Scavmgers  to  rake  up  the  Dirt  before  their 
doors,  and  to  the  middle  of  the  Street  within  twenty  four  hours 
after  Notice  on  Penalty  of  the  Sum  of  four  shillings  for  every  breach 
of  this  Order. 

4.  And  it  is  further  Ordered  that  the  Farmer  shall  be  obliged  to 
carry  such  Dirt  out  of  the  Street,  within  twenty  four  Hours  after 
it  is  so  raked  up,  in  default  thereof  he  shall  forfeit  the  Sum  of  ten 
shillings  to  the  Abutter  whose  Dirt  is  not  carried  away,  &  the 
Abutter  may  on  such  Default  cause  the  same  Dirt  to  be  carried 
away  by  any  other  Cart,  at  the  Expence  of  the  Farmer. 

5.  And  it  is  further  Ordered  that  in  such  parts  of  the  Streets 
where  there  is  no  Abutter,  the  Farmer  shall  at  his  own  expence 
cause  the  Dirt  to  be  raked  up  and  carried  away  under  the  Penalty 
as  is  before  provided  for  not  carrying  away  the  Dirt  raked  up  by 
the  Abutters. 

[405^.]  6.  And  it  is  further  Ordered  that  in  Case  no  Person 
shall  appear  to  Farm  the  Dirt  as  aforesaid,  then  the  Scavingers 
shall  order  as  often  as  they  shall  think  requisite,  the  Abutters  on 
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the  Streets  to  rake  up  the  Dirt  before  their  doors  to  the  middle  of 
the  Street,  and  may  Sell  the  same  Dirt  so  raked  up  to  such  Person 
as  they  shall  think  proper,  and  pay  the  Sum  they  shall  receive 
therefor  to  the  Town  Treasurer  for  the  use  of  the  Town  ;  and  in 
case  they  cannot  otherwise  procure  the  Dirt  to  be  carried  away 
they  shall  hire  Carts  at  the  expence  of  the  Town  to  carry  the  same 
away. 

Chap:  4'^.  To  prevent  Mischief  and  Danger  from  Indian 

Negro  &  Molatto  Slaves  &  Servants, 

It  is  Voted  and  Ordered  that  no  Indian  Negro  or  Molatto  Slave 
or  Servant  shall  stroll  unnecessarily  abroad  or  be  loitering  and 
ideling  in  any  of  the  Streets  and  Lanes  or  on  the  Common  on  the 
Lord's  day,  or  after  nine  o'Clock  at  Night  on  any  day  of  the  Week, 
upon  the  Penalty  of  five  shillings  for  each  Offence  to  be  paid  either 
by  such  Indian  Negro  or  Molatto,  or  else  by  his  or  her  Master  or 
Mistress,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Justice  before  whom  the  Con- 
viction shall  be. 

Chap:  5'^.  To  prevent  Nusances  on  the  Common  and  to 

Regulate  the  same. 

1 .  It  is  Voted  and  Ordered  that  no  Person  shall  lay  any  dead 
Carcass,  Carrion  Ordure  Filth  or  Rubbish  of  any  kind  on  any  part 
of  the  Common,  or  elswhere  in  this  Town  not  being  on  such  Per- 
sons own  Land,  except  in  such  Places  only  as  shall  be  by  the 
Selectmen  for  the  time  being  allowed  for  that  purpose  on  the  Pen- 
alty of  not  less  than  ten  shillings,  nor  more  than  twenty  shillings 
at  the  discretion  of  the  Justice  before  whom  the  Conviction  shall  be. 

2.  And  it  is  further  Ordered  that  no  Person  shall  digg  any  Turf 
Gravel  Sand  or  Loam  on  the  Common  or  other  Town's  Land,  un- 
less in  such  Places,  and  under  such  Limitations  &  Restrictions, 
as  the  Selectmen  for  the  [406.]  Time  being  shall  appoint  and  order 
on  the  Penalty  for  each  Offence  of  not  more  than  twenty  shillings 
nor  less  than  ten  shillings,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Justice  before 
whom  the  Conviction  shall  be. 

3.  And  it  is  further  Ordered  that  no  Person  shall  cut  break 
down  girdle  kill  or  destroy  any  Tree  that  is  or  shall  be  set  out  or 
growing  on  the  Common  or  an\^  Land  belonging  to  this  Town  on 
the  Penalty  of  twenty  shillings  for  each  Tree  so  cut  broke  girdled 
kill'd  or  destroyed. 

4.  And  it  is  further  Ordered  that  whoever  shall  presume  to 
throw  rowl  or  fling  the  Bullet  or  any  other  such  Instrument,  whether 
made  of  Lead  Iron  Brass  Stone  Wood  or  any  other  matter  or  sub- 
stance that  may  endanger  the  Lives  or  Limbs  of  any  of  His  Majes- 
ty's Subjects,  in  the  Common  Training  Field  Highways  Lanes 
Streets  or  Alleys  in  the  Town  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  Sum  not  less 
than  five  shillings  nor  more  than  twenty  shillings  at  the  discretion 
of  the  Justice  before  whom  the  Conviction  shall  be. 

5.  And  it  is  further  Ordered  that  whoever  shall  keep  any  Cow

or  Cows  going  at  large  shall  pay  into  the  hands  of  soch  Person  or 
Persons  as  the  Selectmen  shall  from  time  to  time  appoint  to  receive 
the  same,  the  Snm  of  two  shillings  p  Annum  for  each  Cow  to  be 
employed  as  follows  viz'  one  shilling  &  two  pence  thereof  towards 
providing  three  Bulls  to  go  at  large  on  the  Common  from  the  first 
day  of  April  to  the  first  day  of  November  followmg  yearly  and 
every  Year,  and  two  Bulls  to  go  on  the  Common  (or  as  the  .Select- 
men shall  order)  from  the  first  of  November  to  the  first  of  April 
following  yearly  and  every  Year ;  seven  pence  more  thereof  for 
paying  the  Cow  Keeper,  and  the  remaining  three  pence  for  pay- 
ing the  Person  that  shall  be  -appointed  by  the  Selectmen  to  give 
forth  Certificates  to  the  Owner  of  each  Cow,  shewing  that  they 
have  paid  the  said  two  shillings  per  head  for  each  Cow,  &  any 
Cow  that  shall  be  found  going  on  the  Common  as  aforesaid  whose 
Owner  shall  not  have  a  Certificate  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  by  tlie 
Cow  Keeper  (or  other  Person  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  for  that 
end)  Impownded,  and  the  Owner  shall  pay  three  shillings  per  head 
to  the  Impownder  before  the  Cow  or  Cows  be  discharged,  and  the 
said  Cow  or  Cows  shall  not  be  suffered  to  go  on  the  Common  untill 
the  Owner  shall  have  paid  said  3/  &  gained  A  Certificate  as 
aforesaid. 

[406^.]  6.  It  is  also  Voted  and  Ordered  that  no  Ox  Steer 
Horse  Sheep  or  Goats  shall  be  suffered  to  go  at  large  on  the  Com- 
mons or  in  the  Streets  (except  such  as  are  under  the  Care  of  some 
Person  and  driving  to  Market)  on  Penalty  that  the  Owner  theregf 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  Sum  of  three  shillings  for  every  Ox  Steer 
Horse  Sheep  or  Goat  that  shall  be  found  going  at  large  as 
aforesaid. 

7.  And  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Cow  Keeper  aforesaid,  or  any 
other  Inhabitant  of  this  Town  to  Impownd  and  Detain  such  Ox  Steer 
Horse  Sheep  or  Goat  untill  the  Penalty  aforesaid  be  paid. 

Chap  :  6'^.  Concerning  the  Market  and  Buying  &  Selling 

Provision  in  the  Town  of  Boston. 

It  is  Voted  and  Ordered  that  Faneuil-Hall  Market  being  open 
shall  be  under  the  following  Regulation. 

1.  That  a  Clerk  thereof  be  constantly  chosen  Annually  by  the 
Town  in  March  whose  Buisness  and  Duty  shall  be  to  see  that  the 
several  Rules  &  Orders  of  the  Town  be  observed  and  kept. 

2.  That  he  shall  suffer  no  unwholesome  or  Putrid  Meat  or  other- 
wise unfit  for  Sale  to  be  sold  there  ;  and  if  any  such  be  offered  to 
Sale,  in  the  said  Market  he  shall  be  obliged  to  preferr  a  prosecution 
against  the  Offender. 

3.  That  the  said  Clerk  shall  not  Buy  any  Provision  in  said  Market 
other  than  for  his  own  Family  use,  and  on  the  Conviction  of  the 
breach  of  this  Order  the  Selectmen  shall  displace  him,  and  appoint 
another  in  his  Room,  which  Person  so  appointed  shall  continue  in 
his  said  Oflflce  untill  the  next  Town  Meeting. 

4.  That  every  day  in  the  Year,  except  Lord's  days,  and  days  set 
apart  by  the  Government  for  Religious  Service,  shall  be  a  Market 
day,  the  Market  shall  be  opened  by  the  Ringing  of  the  Bell,  which 
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shall  be  at  Sunrise,  and  from  the  Rmging  of  the  Bell  uotill  one 
o'clock  in  the  Afternoon  &  every  Sriturtlay  Afternoon,  and  every 
other  Afternoon  preceeding  any  day  set  apart  by  the  Government  for 
Religious  Service  as  aforesaid,  untill  Sunset,  shall  be  esteemed 
Market  Hours. 

5.  That  no  Steelyards  be  allowed  in  said  Market  or  other  than 
[407.]  Sealed  Weights. 

6.  That  no  Cart  Team  Horse  Wheelbarrow  that  may  incommode 
the  Market  shall  be  allowed  to  stnnd  or  be  near  the  Entrance  of 
the  Market  place,  but  shall  be  immediately  removed  upon  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Clerk  of  the  Market  to  the  Owner  or  Ojcupier  of  the 
same  under  the  Penalty  of  ten  Shillings. 

7.  That  the  Selectmen  for  the  time  being  are  impowred  to  appor- 
tion the  Size  marks,  and  Number  the  several  Stalls  &  to  let  them 
out  to  such  Persons  &  on  such  Terms,  as  they  shall  Agree. 

8.  That  all  Disputes  arising  in  the  Market  between  Buyer  and 
Seller,  concerning  things  bought  and  Sold  in  the  Market  shall  be 
determined  by  the  Clerk. 

9.  That  no  Meat  shall  be  left  in  the  Market  after  it  is  shut  up, 
if  any  be  it  shall  be  forfeit  to  the  Clerk  of  the  said  Market,  and  if 
the  Clerk  shall  wittingly  Connive  at  the  Breach  of  this  Order,  he 
shall  for  every  such  Connivance  forfeit  the  Sum  of  ten  shillings. 

10.  That  no  Person  before  one  o'Clock  in  the  afternoon  shall  buy 
any  Provision  in  the  said  Market  with  intent  to  Sell  the  same,  at 
a  greater  Price  nor  Sell  any  Provision  so  bought  at  a  greater  Price 
on  Penalty  of  the  Sum  of  twenty  shillings  for  each  Offence. 

11.  That  no  Huckster  shall  before  one  o'Clock  in  the  Afternoon 
in  any  part  of  the  Town  buy  any  Provision  bro't  to  Town  by  Land 
or  over  the  Ferries  lor  Sale,  with  intent  to  Sell  the  same  again  un- 
der the  Penalty  of  twenty  shillings  for  each  Offence. 

Chap:  7"\  1.  It  is  Voted  and  Ordered  that  all  Carts  and 
other  Carriages  of  Hay  as  they  come  into  Town  shall  be  weighed 
&  a  Tally  with  the  weight  of  the  cart  and  Hay  be  then  (Ixed  upon  it, 
and  that  the  Cart  or  Carriage  upon  it's  Return  be  Tared,  and  the 
weight  thereof  marked  on  it. 

2.  And  it  is  further  Ordered  that  a  suitable  Person  be  from 
time  to  time  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  as  they  shall  think  fit  to 
take  Care  that  the  Engine  for  weighing  of  Hay  be  kept  in  good 
Repair,  &  to  see  the  weight  of  all  Hay  thus  bro't  to  Market  and 
to  Tally  the  same,  and  mark  the  Carriages  on  their  Return  as 
aforesaid :  and  that  the  said  Person  shall  be  under  Oath  to  do 
Justice  between  Buyer  &  Seller,  and  shall  attend  from  Sunrising 
to  [407  J.]  Sunsetting,  and  shall  make  an  Entry  in  a  Book  to 
be  by  him  kept  for  that  purpose  of  all  the  Hay  he  weighs. 

3.  And  it  is  further  Ordered  that  there  be  allowed  to  the 
Person  for  every  Load  of  Hay  so  weighed  eight  fifteenths  of  a 
penny  for  each  hundred  of  Hay,  to  be  paid  by  the  Person  who 
Buys  the  same,  or  in  case  of  his  Absence  at  the  time  of  weighing 
then  to  be  paid  by  the  Importer  who  shall  be  reimbursed  by  the 
Buyer. 

4.  And  it  is  further  Ordered  that  if  any  Person  Inhabitant  ot 
the  Town  of  Boston  aforesaid,  shall  Buy  any  Hay  thus  brought 
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to  Market,  without  the  same  be  first  weighed  as  above,  he  or  they 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  Sum  of  twenty  shillings  for  every  Load 
or  Parcel  of  Hay  so  bought. 

5.  It  is  Voted  and  Ordered  that  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town 
shall  from  time  to  time  appoint  one  or  more  Common  Cryers,  and 
uo  Person  except  so  appointed  shall  presume  to  Act  as  Cryer  for 
others  on  the  Penalty  of  five  shillings  for  each  Offence  ;  and  every 
Person  so  appointed  Cryer  shall  keep  a  true  &  perfect  List  of  all 
Things  by  him  Cried,  and  the  Names  of  the  Persons  who  ordered 
him  to  Cry  the  same,  and  give  in  a  true  Copy  thereof  to  the  Town 
Clerk  once  a  Month  on  the  Penalty  of  ten  shillings  for  each  neglect : 
and  the  Selectmen  shall  from  time  to  time  appoint  the  Fees  of  the 
said  Cryer  which  he  shall  not  exceed  on  Penalty  of  five  shillings 
for  each  Offence. 

Great  Complaint  being  made  of  man}^  Persons  washing  them- 
selves in  public  and  frequented  Places  to  the  Great  Reproach  of 
Modesty  &  good  Manners. 

6.  It  is  Voted  and  Ordered  that  no  Person  whosoever  above 
the  Age  of  twelve  Years  shall  in  the  daytime,  or  in  one  hpur  after 
Sunset  undress  themselves  and  go  into  Water  witliin  ten  rods  of 
any  dwelling  House  in  the  Town  at  that  time  Inhabited,  nor  shall 
any  Person  being  in  the  Water  Swim  within  ten  rods  of  any  Dwelling 
House  Inhabited  as  aforesaid  on  Pain  of  forfeiting  for  each 
Offence  the  Sum  of  ten  shillings,  and  for  a  second  Offence  the 
Sum  of  twenty  shillings. 

[408.]  7.  It  is  Voted  and  Ordered  that  every  Householder 
and  other  Pei  sons  who  are  commonl}'  known  to  make  use  of  any 
of  the  Pumps  Wells  or  Cisterns  standing  or  being  in  any  Ground 
Streets  or  Highways  belonging  to  this  Town  for  their  supply  of 
Water  for  their  ordinary  Occasions,  every  such  Person  shall  allow 
&  pay  unto  such  of  the  Neighbourhood  whom  the  Selectmen  shall 
appoint  to  receive  the  same  such  proportionable  Sum  or  Sums  of 
Money  as  the  Selectmen  for  the  time  being  shall  assess  him  or  her 
to  pay  for  keeping  such  Well  Cistern  or  Pump  in  Repair,  and  to 
be  emploj'ed  to  the  said  use,  on  pain  that  everv  such  Person 
who  shall  neglect  or  refuse  the  payment  thereof  for  the  space 
of  six  days  after  the  same  is  demanded  shall  forfeit  and 
pay  double  the  value  of  said  Sum  to  the  use  of  the  Poor  of 
this  Town. 

8.  It  is  Voted  and  Ordered  that  all  Penalties  &  Forfeitures 
arising  by  the  betoregoing  By-Laws  not  otherwise  expressly 
dispos'd  of  shall  be  as  the  Law  directs  to  the  use  of  the  Poor  of 
the  Town ;  and  whoever  shall  prosecute  to  effect  any  of  the 
Breaches  thereof  shall  be  iutitled  to  receive  one  half  as  much  as 
shall  be  recovered  for  the  use  of  the  Poor  out  of  the  Treasury  of 
the  Town  to  his  own  use. 

9.  It  is  Voted  and  Ordered  that  where  any  Negro  Indian  or 
IMolatto  Slave  shall  be  the  Offender  against  any  of  the  foregoing 
By-Laws,  his  Owner  shall  pay  the  Fine  or  Forfeiture  unless  he 
shall  choose  to  deliver  up  his  said  Slave  to  be  Corrected,  in  which 
Case  the  Justice  before  whom  the  Conviction  shall  be,  shall  Order 
said  Slave  to  be  Whipped  at  the  House  of  Correction  not  exceed- 
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ing  twenty  Stripes  nor  less  than  five,  according  to  the  Nature  & 
Aggravation  of  such  Offence. 

Voted  that  the  Order  or  Vote  passed  by  the  Town  at  their 
Public  Meeting  the  first  day  of  August  last,  for  Repealing  and 
making  Void  all  By-Laws  made  &  pass'd  by  the  Town  before 
that  time,  be  and  hereby  is  Repealed  disannulled  &  made  Void. 

Voted  that  the  Selectmen  present  the  aforegoing  By-Laws  and 
Orders  of  the  Town,  as  they  are  now  passed  Chapter  by  Chapter, 
to  the  Court  of  General  Sessions  of  the  Peace  to  be  held  at  Boston 
within  &  for  the  County  of  Suffolk  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  Janu- 
ary next,  for  their  Allowance  &  Approbation. 

Then  the  Meeting  was  Dismiss'd.

The  report  of  the  Superintendent  and  Resident  Physician, 
presented  herewith,  contains,  besides  other  information,  a 
statement  of  the  expenditures  of  the  .year,  and  is  accompa- 
nied by  the  reports  of  the  medical  staff.  These  reports  give 
in  detail  the  number  of  patients  treated  in  the  Hospital,  and 
the  number  treated  in  the  Out-patient  departments  during 
the  year,  with  classified  statements  of  their  diseases  and  the 
results  of  treatment. 

The  whole  number  of  patients  in  the  Hospital  during  the 
year  wns  5,167,  and  they  \vere  under  treatment  an  average 
of  21.62  days  each,  making  a  total  of  111,709  days,  or 
15,958  weeks.  The  entire  cost  of  maintaining  the  Hospital 
during  the  year  was  at  the  rate  of  $9.74-|- 

per'week  $155,499  45 

But  of  the  patients  enumerated  above, 
627  paid  for  1,029  weeks'  board  .        .        .  15,476  78 


Leaving,  therefore,  the  sum  of       .        .      $140,022  67 

as  the  cost  to  the  city  of  treating  4,438  non-paying  patients, 
for  a  total  of  14,929  weeks.  But  after  deducting  money 
received  from  pay-patients,  stock  on  hand  (extraordinary 
expenses,  such  as  alterations  and  additions  complete  renova- 
tions of  old  wards,  etc.,  not  included  in  the  maintenance 
for  this  year),  and  averaging  the  net  cost  of  maintaining  the 
Hospital  for  the  year,  among  all  the  patients  treated,  we  find 
the  average  cost  to  the  city,  of  board  for  each  patient,  was 
$8.39  per  week. 

The  report  of  the  Superintendent  explains  in  detail  the 
expenditures  made  during  the  year  in  maintaining  the  Hos- 
pital. 
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The  number  ot*  persons  under  treatment  has  been  5,167, 
which  is  the  hu'gest  on  record  here,  and  106  more  than  last 
year.  A  study  of  the  movement  of  the  popuhition  of  the 
Hospital  year  by  year  will  show  a  very  steadily  increasing 
ratio  in  the  number  treated. 

During  the  past  year  the  largest  number  of  patients  in  the 
Hospital  at  any  one  time  was  nine  more  than  the  previous 
year;  the  smallest  number  at  any  one  time  260.  The 
average  length  of  stay  was  21^^  days.  Last  year  6,152  ap- 
plicants were  examined  for  admission ;  this  year,  6,072. 
Last  year  1,372  applicants  were  denied  admission  ;  this  year, 
1,241 ,  or  131  less.  This  has  been  accomplished  only  by  a  more 
rapid  movement  in  the  population  of  the  Hospital,  the  cases 
being  more  largely  of  an  acute  nature  sooner  recovered  ; 
and  also  by  a  compulsory  movement  of  incurable  cases  to  the 
charge  of  their  friends,  or  to  some  other  institution. 

The  net  cost  of  maintaining  the  Hospital  has  been 
$2,853.75  more  than  last  year.  If,  however,  this  increase 
of  expenditure  is  divided  by  a  still  larger  increased  ratio  of 
admissions,  the  average  cost  to  the  city  for  the  board  and 
treatment  of  each  patient  is  $8.39  per  week  against  $8.70  for 
the  previous  year,  making  a  decrease  of  thirty -one  cents  per 
week  in  cost  per  patient.  This  is  a  satisfactory  showing  for 
the  year's  work,  and  this  price  cannot  be  diminished  much 
and  do  properly  the  work  demanded  in  a  large  metropolitan 
hospital  of  the  first  order,  practically  devoted  to  acute  dis- 
eases and  surgery.  The  total  expenditure  of  the  year 
includes  some  special  expenses  not  belonging  to  the  ordinary 
cost  of  maintaining  the  Hospital ;  but  there  has  been  no 
special  appropriation  for  these  extras. 

Extensive  repairs  have  been  made  in  the  oldest  wards, 
which  had  suffered  greatly  by  the  wear  and  tear  of  twenty 
years.  The  four  wards  B,  C,  F,  and  G  have  been  vacated 
in  turn,  and  thoroughly  done  over,  and  their  sanitary  condi- 
tion is  now  as  nearly  perfect  as  the  structures  which  contain 
them  will  permit.  The  Kinse  House  has  been  demolished 
and  a  larger  one  built,  with  improved  facilities.  Much  of 
the  old  plumbing  has  been  torn  out,  and  replaced  by  a  safer 
and  better  outfit.  Various  other  parts  of  the  Hospital  have 
been  thoroughly  renovated  and  repaired.  The  special  ar- 
rangements in  hospitals,  and  the  fact  that  the  sick  must  be 
separated  in  a  larger  number  of  buildings  and  not  massed 
together,  makes  the  repairs  a  much  more  expensive  item  of 
expenditure  than  in  other  public  institutions. 

The  attention  of  the  City  Government  is  again  called  to 
the  great  need  of  enlarged  and  better  accommodations  in  the 
Out-Patient  Departments.    This  matter  has  been  repeatedly

urged,  and  the  Trustees  feel  they  cannot  do  better  than 
quote  from  their  last  report :  — 

The  Out-Patient  Departments  show  an  increase  in  numbers  treated 
and  visits  made.  These  departments  are  constantly  growing  in  value. 
Many  applicants  are  not  seriously  ill,  and  do  not  require  continuous 
nursing,  or  grave  surgical  operation,  and  yet  they  are  incapacitated 
from  work.  The  advice  and  treatment  rendered  put  them  in  a  condition 
to  maintain  themselves  by  returning  to  work,  and  thus  pro  rata  accom- 
plishes the  same  result  as  treatment  in  the  Hospital.  It  is  a  matter  of 
great  economy,  because  successful  treatment  as  out-patients  saves  to  the 
city  the  vastly  increased  cost  of  admitting  them  to  the  wards.  It  thus 
becomes  as  important  a  part  of  our  duty  to  the  sick  poor  that  this  ser- 
vice should  be  as  well  conducted  as  any  department  of  the  Hospital. 
The  tables  in  the  Superintendent's  report  are  interesting,  showing  the 
work  accomplished  in  these  departments;  and  also  proving,  by  com- 
parison with  previous  reports,  the  rapidly  increasing  demands.  Dur- 
ing the  last  year  41,802  visits  were  made  to  the  various  departments  for 
out-patients.  This  is  the  largest  number  ever  treated,  and  is  fifty-five 
per  cent,  more  than  the  number  treated  ten  years  ago.  There  are  more 
departments  ;  additional  physicians  and  surgeons  are  necessary,  because 
the  work  is  more  extended,  and  more  thorough  methods  are  adopted  for 
treatment  and  relief.  The  accommodations,  however,  remain  the  same, 
wholly  inadequate,  badly  arranged,  and  inconvenient  in  many  ways. 
The  complaints  of  the  staff,  and  our  own  observation,  bring  this  matter 
frequently  before  us.  The  money  required  for  an  absolute  and  ready 
relief  is  not  large,  and  is  small  in  comparison  to  the  benefits  rendered 
to  the  poor  of  the  city.  We  recommend  a  special  a23propriation  for  this 
object. 

The  number  of  visits  made  this  year  by  out-patients  was 
44,419  against  41,802  last  year.  This  does  not  include  a 
considerable  number  who  were  referred  to  other  dispensaries 
and  Out-patient  departments,  because  we  could  not  properly 
treat  them  ;  nor  to  others  who  have  voluntarily  gone  away 
untreated  because  our  insufficient  facilities  would  not  permit 
their  treatment,  except  at  great  cost  of  time.  The  City 
Hospital  suffers  greatly  in  comparison  because  the  Massachu- 
setts General  Hospital,  the  Boston  Dispensary,  and  other  out- 
patient departments  have  now  commodious  and  model  new 
buildings.  It  is,  moreover,  not  only  a  hardship  to  the  sick 
poor  who  come  here  as  out-patients,  but  a  serious  incon- 
venience to  the  physicians  and  surgeons  who  give  their  time 
and  services  to  the  city.  This  much-needed  improvement 
should  receive  the  early  attention  of  the  City  Government. 

Since  the  last  report  the  Trustees  have  nearly  completed  a 
new  building,  a  "Dormitory  for  Nurses."  It  is  located  on 
the  land  placed  under  their  authority  for  future  hospital 
extensions  on  Harrison  avenue,  corner  of  East  Springfield 
street.  The  building  is  brick  with  brown-stone  trimmings, 
and  has  four  stories  and  a  basement.  It  is  constructed  to 
accommodate  69  nurses,  with  sleeping-rooms,  parlors,  bath- 
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rooms,  and  lavatories.  The  basement  contains  the  kitchen, 
dining-room,  trunk  and  store  rooms,  and  rooms  for  boiler 
and  coal.  The  building  is  sufficiently  near  completion  to 
warrant  ns  in  saying  that  it  is  admirably  adapted  to  the  uses 
for  which  it  is  intended.  The  rooms  vacated  by  the  nurses 
in  the  Hospital  will  aflbrd  room  for  nearly  hfty  more  patients. 
The  number  of  available  beds  will  then  reach  425. 

The  Trustees  are  grateful  that  an  appropriation  has  been 
made  for  two  new  buildings  for  the  treatment  of  patients 
with  contagious  diseases.  This  great  need  has  been  re- 
peatedly pointed  out,  and  we  trust  that  soon  the  Hospital 
will  be  in  a  condition  to  answer  all  demands  made  upon  it  by 
the  public. 

The  necessity  of  a  new  stable  for  the  ambulance  and  hos- 
pital carriages  has  been  previously  indicated.  The  report  of 
the  Superintendent  plainly  states  our  need. 

There  have  been  more  changes  in  the  Hospital  staft*  than 
usual.  W.  C.  B.  Fiheld,  M.D.,  resigned  as  Visiting  Surgeon, 
and  has  been  placed  upon  the  Consulting  Board.  Wm.  H. 
Thorndike,  M.D.,  Visiting  Surgeon  to  the  Hospital  for  nine- 
teen years,  has  been  removed  by  sudden  death.  His  con- 
spicuous career  as  surgeon  to  this  Hospital  wnll  long  be 
remembered  by  hundreds  of  patients  who  have  received  the 
benefits  of  his  skill,  and  by  the  medical  profession  for  his 
instruction. 

The  following  gentlemen  who  were  surgeons  to  out-pa- 
tients have  been  elected  visiting  surgeons  ;  W.  P.  Bolles, 
M.D.,  Edward  H.  Bradford,  M.D.,  and  Abner  Post,  M.D. 

The  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of  C.  Ellery  Sted- 
man,  M.D.,  has  l)een  filled  by  the  election  of  Edward  J. 
Forster,  M.D.,  physician  to  out-patients. 

The  following  gentlemen  have  been  elected :  E.  H. 
Buckingham,  M.D.,  physician  to  out-patients  ;  M.  F.  Gavin, 
M.D.,  H.  L.  Burrell,  M.D.,  and  Francis  S.  Watson,  M.D., 
surgeons  to  out-patients.  Geo.  H.  Bixby,  M.D.,  has  re- 
signed his  position  as  physician  to  Out-Patient  Department 
for  Diseases  of  Women,  and  C.  M.  Green,  M.D.,  was  elected 
to  his  place.  The  following  appointments  have  also  been 
made  in  the  Out-Patient  Department  for  Nervous  Diseases  : 
Francis  H.  Brown,  M.D.,  physician  to  Department  for  Dis- 
eases of  the  Ear;  Geo.

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The  foregoing  statistics  show  that  the  total  expenditure 
during  the  past  year  has  been  $155,499.45.  This  sum  is 
reduced  to  $145,010.54  by  deducting  from  the  total  expen- 
diture the  cost  of  alterations  and  additions,  building  rinse- 
house,  renovating  four  wards,  new  appliances,  etc.,  which  are 
not  chargeable  to  the  current  expenses  of  the  Hospital. 
This  amount  includes  every  expenditure,  and  gives  a  cost  of 
$9.74  per  week  for  each  patient.  If,  however,  we  allow  for 
the  difference  in  stock  at  the  beginning  and  close  of  the  year, 
the  income  from  paying  patients,  sale  of  old  material,  and 
the  extraordinary  expenses,  etc.,  not  chargeable  to  the  main- 
tenance for  this  year,  we  have  as  a  net  cost  to  the  city  of  run- 
ning the  Hospital  $133,118.70,  ov per  capita  for  each  patient 
treated  during  the  year  $8.39  per  week,  or  31  cents  less  than 
last  year. 

The  income  from  paying  patients  has  been  $15,476.78,  an 
increase  of  $1,710.71  over  last  year. 

The  largest  number  of  patients  at  any  one  time  was  357, 
against  348  last  year;  the  smallest  number  was  260,  against 
235  last  year.  The  daily  average  was  306,  which  is  nearly 
20  more  than  last  3^ear.  The  whole  number  under  treatment 
was  106  more  than  last  year,  and  the  average  stay  of  each 
patient  was      days  more  than  last  year. 

The  number  of  patients  admitted  with  accidental  injuries 
was  676,  or  145  more  than  last  year.  Of  all  patients  ad- 
mitted 188  died  within  48  hours  after  admission,  which  is  15 
more  than  last  year.  The  rate  of  mortality  was  .099  per 
cent.  If  from  the  total  number  of  deaths  we  deduct  those 
brought  to  the  Hospital  in  a  dying  condition,  the  annual 
mortality  is  reduced  from  .099  to  .062. 

As  will  be  seen  by  the  statistics,  the  benefits  of  the 
Hospital  have  been  received  by  17,172  persons.  Of  6,072 
patients  examined  for  admission  1,241  have  been  rejected, 
and  the  reasons  will  be  found  tabulated  in  a  special  place. 
A  comparison  of  the  rejection  of  patients  this  year  with 
previous  years  shows  the  ratio  to  be  (within  reasonable 
limits)  about  the  same  for  each  class.  The  tendency  is 
to  refer  a  larger  number  of  applicants  to  the  various  Out- 
patient departments,  because  with  better  facilities  for  work 
they  can  receive  better  service  than  formerly.  The  ad- 
missions are  in  favor  of  acute  cases,  and  the  beds  in  the 
wards  are  more  uniformly  occupied  by  patients  absolutely 
requiring  them.  There  is  a  large  class  of  chronic  and  in- 
curable cases,  especially  pulmonary  phthisis,  that  mio:ht  be 
in  a  measure  benefited  by  admission.  Applicants  having 
phthisis  appeal  especially  to  our  sympathies,  and  the  city 
should  provide  larger  accommodations  for  this  class  else- 
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where.  Of  6,072  applicants  only  125  were  rejected  for  want 
of  room.  Most  of  these  had  contagious  diseases,  and  they 
applied  in  the  winter  months,  when  the  wards  were  crowded. 

This  cause  for  rejection  will  soon  be  partially  removed, 
when  rooms  now  occupied  by  nurses  are  vacated,  and  more 
completely  obviated  when  the  new  special  wards  are  erected. 

The  question  of  responsibility  in  the  rejection  of  applicants 
is  always  a  grave  and  delicate  one,  requiring  the  greatest  dis- 
crimination. The  limitations  of  space  for  certain  diseases, 
and  other  unavoidable  reasons,  have  often  made  it  necessary 
to  reject  cases.  Criticisms  upon  such  action,  though  generally 
based  upon  misapprehension,  have  been  and  always  will  be 
made,  to  a  certain  extent,  by  the  public.  Such  complaints 
always  will  be  patiently  heard,  and  if  necessary,  the  rea- 
sons for  action  given.  It  is  believed  that  few  cases  have 
been  sent  away  where  the  circumstances  did  not  warrant  it ; 
but  the  large  majority  are  admitted  with  the  least  possible 
formality. 

This  subject  is  constantly  recurring,  and  it  is  proper, 
and  assists  in  giving  publicity  to  the  difficulties  surrounding 
the  question  of  the  admission  of  applicants,  to  quote  from 
my  last  report:  "The  Hospital  is  sought  ))y  other  classes, 
which  are  unsuitable,  —  professional  malingerers,  shiftless  and 
improvident  wanderers,  victims  of  S3'philis  and  vice,  incapable 
or  unwilling  to  attempt  self-support.  They  rotate  in  their 
application  between  various  hospitals  and  charitable  institu- 
tions, and  are  almost  ahvays  armed  with  a  letter  from  some 
citizen,  obtained  by  deception  or  through  misplaced  sym- 
pathy. Due  inquiry  and  close  scrutiny  must  be  made  in  the 
classes  previously  mentioned.  Mistakes  may  sometimes 
occur,  but  we  confidently  believe  very  few  legitimate  ca  es 
are  denied.  The  Hospital  is  for  the  worthy  sick  poor  of 
Boston,  and  to  them  it  ought  to  be  easy  of  access,  and  it  is, 
with  as  little  formality  as  possible." 

The  finances  of  the  year  may  be  considered  satisfactory. 
The  average  number  of  patients  treated  is  increasing  every 
year,  and  calls  for  a  greater  expenditure.  The  cost  per 
week  for  each  patient  has  been  31  cents  less  than  last  year. 
This  decrease  applied  to  the  total  week's  board  shows  a 
comparative  saving  of  $4,946  in  the  aggregate.  We  have 
always  advocated  a  liberal  expenditure  in  the  treatment  of 
the  sick,  and  no  niggardly  policy  or  unwise  restriction 
should  be  placed  in  the  way  of  what  is  necessary  and  reason- 
able. 

Much  work  has  been  done  during  the  past  year  to  com- 
plete a  plan  entered  upon  for  the  thorough  renovation  of  all 
the  w^ards  and  adjacent  working  part   of  the  Hospital. 
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Wards  B,  C,  F,  and  G  have  been  successively  vacated,  and 
each  has  received  the  fullest  repairs  possible  to  restore  them 
to  their  original  sanitary  condition,  and  many  desirable  im- 
provements have  been  effected  to  assist  the  daily  work.  These 
wards  are  now  in  as  perfect  a  sanitary  condition  ns  our  re- 
sources and  the  structures  will  permit,  and  the  benefit  is  seen 
in  the  almost  entire  absence  of  any  unfavoral)le  appearance  in 
wounds  or  unwished-for  pathological  manifestations  not  im- 
ported. The  woodwork  and  walls  have  been  thoroughly 
repaired  and  painted  ;  ceiUngsand  cornices  colored  ;  the  lavato- 
ries, bath,  clothes,  linen,  and  dining-rooms  attached,  have  been 
included  in  these  renovations.  AH  floors  have  been  planed, 
filled,  and  finished  with  non-absorbent  surface.  Something  has 
been  done  to  improve  our  sewerage  in  addition  to  the  work 
of  the  past  two  years.  Much  painting  has  been  done,  such 
work  being  necessary  to  keep  a  hospital  in  good  hygienic 
condition.  The  liinse-house,  which  was  fast  falling  to  pieces, 
has  been  demolished,  and  a  new  one  constructed,  slightly 
larger  and  more  convenient.  The  amount  of  work  we  are 
called  upon  to  do  in  the  disinfecting  and  purifying  ward  and 
body  clothing  is  very  large,  and  though  we  do  the  best  we 
can,  it  cannot  be  accomplished  properly  and  thoroughly 
without  a  larger  building,  proper  apparatus,  and  new  methods. 
Our  l)uildings  are  now  probably  in  a  better  condition,  and 
better  suited  to  quickly  and  safely  do  the  work  demanded, 
than  at  any  time  previous  in  the  history  of  the  Hospital. 

Some  exceptions  should  be  noted :  The  stable  is  in  a 
very  bad  condition.  Moving  elsewhere  or  securing  a  new 
one  is  only  the  question  of  a  brief  time.  I  cannot  present 
this  better  than  to  quote  from  my  last  report :  "  The 
present  condition  of  our  stable  is  so  poor  that  it  is  doubtful 
how  long  it  will  hold  together.  At  best  it  is  only  a  barrack, 
cold  and  leaky  in  winter,  with  no  drainage,  cramped,  and 
unsuited  for  our  use.  Occupied  eight  years  ago  as  a  tem- 
porary structure,  it  is  now  in  a  condition  requiring  speedy 
attention.  I  would  recommend  that  the  site  of  the  old 
stable  on  Albany  street,  with  as  much  additional  land  now 
in  the  possession  of  the  city  as  may  be  necessary,  be  taken 
for  a  new  stable  and  carriage-house.  In  the  rear  there 
should  be  annexed  a  building  for  the  making  of  soap  and  for 
storage  space ;  also  fire-proof  fumigating-rooms,  where 
infected  bedding  and  clothing  can  be  cleansed,  and  oftensive 
matter  gathered.  A  building  could  be  arranged  and  con- 
structed so  as  to  combine  all  these  indispensable  w^ants  at 
small  cost.  The  expedients  to  which  we  now  resort  to  get 
on  with  this  work  are  primitive,  and  yet  costly,  inefiicient, 
if  not  unsafe.    A  fumigating-house  is  an  afiair  long  needed 
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by  us,  and  might,  if  thought  expedient,  be  used  by  the 
public  for  the  fumigation  of  infected  clothing  and  bedding, 
under  a  plansimihir  to  that  now  found  in  England,  under  the 
health  authorities." 

The  demand  for  new  and  more  commodious  accommoda- 
tions for  the  Out-Patient  Departments  remains  the  worst  feat- 
ure and  the  greatest  defect  in  meeting  the  demands  of  the  sick 
poor  not  requiring  admission  to  our  beds.  This  necessity 
has  been  urged  so  many  times  upon  your  Board,  by  the 
Hospital  staff  and  Superintendent,  that  I  can  only  call 
attention  to  my  previous  statements  and  recommendations. 

The  Training  School  is  now  in  its  eighth  year.  The  most 
notable  event  of  the  hospital  year  is  the  erection  of  a  special 
building  to  accommodate  the  nurses. 

A  "  Nurses'  Home "  is  now  nearly  completed.  It  is 
located  on  our  grounds  on  Harrison  avenue  and  corner  of 
East  Springfield  street.  It  is  a  four-storied  brick  building, 
with  a  basement  entirely  above  ground.  The  building  is 
trimmed  with  red  freestone,  and  is  plain,  but  pleasing  in 
appearance.  It  is  100  ft.  long  by  38  ft.  wide,  and  58 
ft.  high.  Each  story  contains  rooms  upon  both  sides 
of  a  corridor  6  ft.  wide  running  lengthwise  the  building. 
On  the  first  floor,  at  the  right  of  entrance  hall,  are  double 
parlors,  one  26  ft.  X  14  ft.,  another  18  ft.  X  12  ft. 
These  are  so  arranged  that  they  can  be  used  together  or 
separated  by  folding-doors.  On  the  left  of  the  entrance  is 
a  small  reception-room.  On  this  floor  also  are  the  matron's 
sitting-room  and  bedroom,  conveniently  arranged.  The 
other  rooms  are  used  as  sleeping-rooms.  The  second,  third, 
and  fourth  stories  are  similar,  and  designed  entirely  for  sleep- 
ing-rooms. An  iron  staircase  at  each  end  affords  communica- 
tion, and  they  are  indestructible  in  case  of  fire.  Each  story 
has  a  large  toilet-room,  which  contains  two  bath-tubs,  two 
set  wash-bowls,  two  water-closets,  a  housemaid's  sink,  and  a 
slop-hopper.  These  arrangements  are  plain,  but  of  the  best 
and  most  approved  pattern  in  simplicity  and  utility.  They 
aff"ord  the  most  favorable  facilities  for  personal  hygiene, 
which  is  so  necessary  for  the  good  physical  condition  of 
a  nurse.  There  is  also  on  each  story  a  linen  closet. 
The  rear  corner  room  of  each  story  are  "  double  "  sleeping- 
rooms  for  two  nurses,  14  ft.  square  ;  all  other  rooms,  both 
in  front  and  rear,  are  for  one  nurse  only.  These  rooms  are 
9  ft.  X  121  ft.  The  basement  contains  a  kitchen,  20  ft.X  13 
ft.  6  in.,  and  will  be  supplied  with  range,  sinks,  and  conven- 
iences for  cooking.  There  is  also  an  adjoining  store-room  and 
a  pantry.  The  dining-room,  extending  along  the  front  of  the 
south  wing,  is  51  ft.  X  13  ft.  6  in.    There  is  a  large  room  for 
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the  storage  of  trunks,  two  others  for  general  stores,  and  a 
closet  for  soiled  Imen.  The  boiler-room  is  in  the  rear  of 
the  centre  ;  it  has  a  horizontal  boiler  for  heating  the  build- 
ing, an  upright  one  for  heating  water,  with  a  copper  tank 
of  400  gallons'  capacity ;  adjoining  is  the  coal-room.  The 
building  is  heated  both  by  direct  and  indirect  radiation, 
and  is  well  ventilated.  The  smoke-stack  of  the  heating 
boiler  is  placed  in  the  centre  of  a  ventilating  shaft  3  ft. 
,  square,  and  during  cold  weather  the  aspirating  power  of 
the  stack  will  ventilate  the  toilet-rooms  in  each  story.  The 
smoke-pipe  of  the  smaller  boiler  passes  into  a  ventilating 
shaft  4  ft.  X  2  ft.  adjoining  the  corridor  wall ;  this  is  ex- 
pected to  ventilate  the  corridors.  There  is  an  ornamental 
fireplace  in  the  parlors,  the  matron's  room,  and  the  hall  op- 
posite the  entrance ;  also  in  each  of  the  eight  rear  corner 
sleeping-rooms.  Each  sleeping-room  has  a  glazed  transom 
over  the  door,  and  where  not  ventilated  by  a  fireplace, 
has  a  separate  ventilating  pipe  leading  to  large  galvanized 
iron  ventilators  on  the  roof.  By  these  various  means  it  is 
hoped  that  the  building  and  its  sleeping-rooms  will  furnish 
a  sufficient  supply  of  good  air,  frequently  renewed.  The 
floors  will  be  of  hard-pine.  The  building  is  now  near  com- 
pletion ;  the  furniture  has  been  contracted  for,  and  it  is  ex- 
pected we  shall  occupy  it  in  the  early  summer. 

The  Trustees  and  the  Training  School  are  to  be  congratu- 
lated on  the  near  completion  of  this  long-desired  addition,  and, 
as  far  as  can  now  be  judged,  it  will  admirably  suit  the  pur- 
pose for  which  it  was  intended.  It  will  place  our  nurses  un- 
der the  best  conditions  necessary  to  properly  perform  duties 
which  always  bring  both  physical  and  mental  wear  and  tear. 

The  rooms  now  occupied  by  nurses  when  vacated,  will 
increase  our  accommodations  by  50  beds,  and  make  our 
capacity  425  beds. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  62  nurses,  and 
the  year  closes  with  the  same  number.  During  the  year 
17  nurses  have  completed  their  two  years'  course  of  training 
and  received  their  diplomas,  and  of  these  3  remain  as  head 
nurses.  Eight  pupils  have  resigned  for  lack  of  strength  or 
some  physical  disability ;  7  have  resigned  on  account  of 
family  demands  or  kindred  duties  ;  5  have  been  permitted 
to  resign  as  unsuitable  or  unreliable ;  3  have  been  dis- 
charged for  cause. 

Five  former  pupils  and  34  probationers  have  been  admit- 
ted. The  assistant  to  Superintendent  of  Nurses  and  8 
head  nurses  are  all  graduates  of  our  own  school ;  there  are 
also  7  assistant  nurses  acting  as  head  nurses,  38  assistants 
and  7  probationers. 
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The  instruction  by  lectures  and  class  recitations  has  been 
carried  on  as  heretofore,  and  the  course  in  many  ways  im- 
proved, and  better  opportunities  afforded.  The  Superin- 
tendent of  Nurses  and  her  assistants  have  g^iven  245  formal 
class  recitations  in  the  manuals  and  text-books,  and  134 
classes  in  massage.  There  have  been  given  12()  lessons  in 
sick-cookery  to  the  advanced  pupils,  at  the  Boston  Cooking 
School.

1  "  "  Burrell,  on  Emergencies;  making  a  total  of  33 
lectures  during  eight  months  of  the  Hospital  year.  The 
clinical  talks  to  nurses  at  the  bedside,  witnessing  and  assist- 
ing in  surgical  operations,  and  various  other  means,  have 
been  utilized  to  famiharize  nurses  with  such  duties  and  in- 
formation as  a  thoroughly  trained  nurse  should  possess. 
Written  and  oral  examinations  at  stated  periods  have  been 
continued.  The  greatest  reliance  in  training,  however,  is 
placed  upon  class  recitation  in  manuals  and  ward-work. 

The  tent  system  for  surgical  cases  has  been  continued  dur- 
ing the  warm  weather.  The  accommodations  are  sufficient 
for  fifty-six  patients,  and  the  ])eds  are  nearly  always  occu- 
pied. The  results  are  extremely  satisfactory  to  the  sur- 
geons, while  the  tent  life  is  gratifying  to  patients.  It  is 
desirable  that  our  tent  accommodations  should  be  further 
increased,  that  medical  cases,  especially  typhoid  fever,  may 
be  treated  by  the  same  method.  One  of  the  greatest  prob- 
lems in  hospital  construction  and  management  is  how  to 
secure  a  constant  and  liberal  supply  of  good  air,  free 
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from  pollution.  The  many  causes  of  vitiation  in  a  hospital 
ward  are  at  once  removed  by  placing  the  patients  in  tents. 

The  gratitude  of  the  management  as  well  as  of  patients  is 
due  the  numerous  friends  of  the  Hospital  in  their  endeavor 
to  comfort  the  sick.  Special  mention  should  be  made  of  the 
clergymen,  Hospital  readers,  and  visitors,  who,  by  cheerful 
counsel  and  personal  attention,  have  aided  in  a  moral  and 
social  way  to  relieve  the  tedious  hours  of  those  here  by 
misfortune.  The  Hospital  Newspaper  Society,  the  Flower 
Mission,  the  quartettes  who  sing  in  the  wards  on  Sunday, 
deserve  special  thanks. 

My  sincere  acknowledgments  are  due  the  meml^ers  of  the 
medical  and  surgical  staff  for  advice  and  assistance.  Those 
associated  with  me  in  the  work  of  the  year  are  entitled  to 
a  grateful  recognition,  for  they  merit  no  small  share  of 
credit  in  its  success. 

In  presenting  my  sixth  annual  report  to  the  Trustees  I 
desire  to  express  my  acknowledgment  of  their  official  sup- 
port and  continued  indulgence.

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BEQUESTS. 


GooDNOw  Fund.  —  Elisha  Goodnow,  of  South  Boston, 
who  died  the  year  1851,  and  whose  will  is  dated  July  12, 
1849,  bequeathed  to  the  city  "all  the  rest  and  residue  of  his 
estate,  real  and  personal,  not  otherwise  disposed  of,"  for  the 
purpose  of  establishing,  in  the  Eleventh  or  Twelfth  Wards 
of  the  city,  a  Hospital  for  the  sick  ;  one-half  of  said  funds  to 
be  applied  for  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  free  beds, 
which  should  always  be  at  the  disposal  and  under  the  con- 
trol of  the  Officers  of  the  Government  of  said  Hospital  for  the 
time  being.  Under  this  will  the  city  came  into  possession 
of  certain  real  estate  situated  on  Cross  street,  which  has  been 
disposed  of,  and  has  produced  the  sum  of  $16,500,  which  has 
l)een  invested  in  City  of  Boston  Six  percent.  Stock.  Also  a 
lot  of  land  on  Third  street.  South  Boston,  containing  6,683^ 
feet,  which  was  disposed  of  in  1867  for  $4,623.25,  of  which 
$4,000  has  been  invested  in  City  of  Boston  Five  per  cent. 
Stock,  and  the  balance  ($633.25)  remained  in  the  City 
Treasury  at  interest  until  it  amounted  to  $1,000,  and  was 
invested  in  a  City  of  Boston  Six  per  cent.  Currency  Note. 
The  $10,000  deposited  by  the  Executors  of  Mr.  Goodnow, 
June  22,  1852,  with  the  Massachusetts  Hospital  Life  Insur- 
ance Company,  the  interest  upon  which  is  to  be  paid  to  the 
widow,  will,  upon  her  decease,  be  distributed  as  follows  :  — 

$500  to  the  Penitent  Females'  Refuge. 

$5,000  to  City  of  Boston ;  income  to  be  expended  for  the 
relief  of  sick  and  infirm  persons. 

$4,500  to  be  added  to  the  fund  heretofore  provided  for  the 
support  of  free  beds  in  the  City  Hospital. 

Nichols  Fund.  —  Lawrence  Nichols,  who  died  in  Sep- 
tember, 1862,  made  the  following  bequest  to  the  city  :  "I 
give  to  the  City  of  Boston,  towards  the  establishment  and 
endowment  of  a  City  Hospital,  in  case  such  Hospital  shall 
have  been  established  at  the  time  of  my  decease,  the  sum  of 
one  thousand  dollars."  And  in  case  such  Hospital  should 
not  have  been  established  by  the  city  at  the  time  of  his  de- 
cease, he  directed  the  same  amount  to  be  deposited  with  the 
Massachusetts  Hospital  Life  Insurance  Company,  and  suf- 
fered to  accumulate,  by  the  addition  of  interest,  until  such  a 
Hospital  should  be  established. 

The  executor  of  the  will,  Wm.  Perkins,  Esq.,  has  paid 
into  the  treasury  nine  hundred  and  thirty-seven  dollars  and 
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twenty-five  cents  ($937.25),  being  the  amount  devised,  less 
the  Internal  Revenue  Tax  on  the  same,  and  $530.50,  as 
one  of  the  "  residuary  legatees  in  the  United  States,''  from 
the  surplus  remaining  undisposed  of.  The  $937.25,  with  the 
accumulated  interest  thereon,  has  been  invested  in  a,  certifi- 
cate of  Chy  Stock  for  $1,000.  The  bahmce  ($530.50)  re- 
mained at  interest  until  it  amounted  to  $1,000,  and  was 
invested  in  a  City  of  Boston  Six  per  cent.  Currency  Note. 

NoRCROSS  Fund.  — 1868,  January  1.  The  trustees  re- 
ceived the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars  from  Hon.  Otis 
NoRCROSS,  as  the  foundation  of  a  fund  for  the  benefit  of  pa- 
tients leaving  the  Hospital  poor  and  destitute  of  proper 
clothing.  The  principal  sum  is  invested  in  a  City  of  Boston 
interest-bearing  note,  to  be  deposited  with  the  City  Auditor, 
the  interest  of  which  is  to  be  collected  annually  or  oftener, 
and  paid  over  to  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  for 
the  time  being,  of  the  City  Hospital,  to  be  by  him  expended 
at  his  discretion  for  the  benefit  and  temporary  assistance  of 
those  patients  who  are  in  his  judgment  deserving,  and  who 
are  destitute  of  proper  clothing  in  which  to  leave  the  Hos- 
pital, and  having  no  means  of  procuring  it.

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HOUSE  RULES. 

WITH  RULES  FOR  ADMISSION  AND   DISCHARGES  AND  GOV- 
ERNMENT OF  PATIENTS;  ALSO  RULES  FOR  VISITORS. 


House  Rules. 

All  employ  es  shall  be  in  their  respective  places  during  the 
hours  of  duty. 

The  doors  and  gates  of  the  Hospital  will  be  closed  at  10 
o'clock  P.M.,  at  which  time  all  inmates  shall  be  quiet,  and 
all  not  on  duty  shall  be  in  their  rooms. 

A  record  shall  be  kept  of  all  persons  entering  the  Hos- 
pital between  the  hours  of  10  P.M.  and  7.30  A.M. 

No  employes  shall  be  absent  from  the  Hospital,  except  as 
permitted  by  special  rules  or  by  the  Superintendent. 

The  use  of  tobacco,  wane,  and  intoxicating  liquors  is*  pro- 
hibited within  the  Hospital,  unless  prescribed  by  a  Physician 
or  Surgeon. 

All  profane  and  obscene  language,  loud  talking,  and  in- 
civility are  prohibited. 

All  employes  shall  observe  such  further  rules  and  direc- 
tions for  their  conduct  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  estab- 
lished. 

Admission  of  Patients. 

Applications  for  admission  of  patients  may  be  made  at  the 
Hospital  on  each  day  of  the  week,  Sunday  excepted,  between 
9  and  12  o'clock  A.M. 

Whenever  able  the  patient  shall  apply  in  person.  When 
not  able  to  appear  in  person,  on  application  made  by  a  friend, 
the  patient  may  be  visited  at  his  residence. 

Any  Trustee,  or  either  of  the  Physicians  or  Surgeons  in 
attendance,  may,  in  case  of  emergency,  send  a  patient  in  the 
first  instance  to  the  Hospital  by  written  permit. 

Persons  accidentally  wonnded,  or  otherwise  disabled  or 
injured,  shall  be  received  at  all  hours. 

Permits  for  admission  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  Visiting  Committee,  and  the  Committee  shall,  except 
as  above,  have  power  at  any  time  to  require  the  Superintend- 
ent to  report  to  them  the  names  of  applicants  before  admit- 
ting them,  and  may  dismiss  any  patient  whom  they  think 
improperly  admitted,  or  change  the  terms  of  admission. 

Patients  may  be  admitted  ])y  the  Trustees  to  the  privileges 
of  the  Hospital  at  such  rates  of  board  as  the  Trustees  may, 
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from  time  to  time,  determine,  payment  for  such  board  being 
secured  by  the  friends  of  the  patients  or  by  the  authorities 
of  the  city  or  town  to  which  the  patients  belong. 

Whenever,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Trustees,  the  circum- 
stances of  the  patient  will  warrant  it,  the  whole  or  a  part  of 
the  board  shall  be  paid.  If  separate  apartments,  or  articles 
not  usually  furnished  at  the  Hospital,  are  provided,  such 
payment  shall  be  made  therefor  as  the  Trustees  shall  deem 
reasonable. 

No  person  having  acute  venereal  disease,  or  alcoholism, 
shall  be  admitted  except  as  a  paying  patient. 

No  person  shall  be  admitted  to  the  Hospital  whose  case 
is  judged  to  be  incurable,  unless  there  be  urgent  symptoms, 
which  are  deemed  capable  of  being  relieved. 

Discharge  of  Patients. 

Patients  shall  be  discharged  by  the  Superintendent  as 
before  provided. 

Patients  discharged  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Physi- 
cians or  Surgeons  shall  be  provided  with  a  certificate,  stating 
their  condition  at  the  time  of  discharge,  whether  cured, 
relieved,  or  not  relieved,  which  certificate  shall  be  signed  by 
the  Superintendent. 

Whenever  a  patient  is  removed  from  the  Hospital  without 
the  approval  of  the  Superintendent,  a  written  statement  to 
that  effect  shall  be  required  from  any  person  assuming  the 
responsibility  of  the  removal. 

In  case  of  the  decease  of  a  patient  the  Superintendent  shall 
sifi^n  the  death-certificate.  He  shall  also  state  the  time  and 
cause  of  death,  the  disposition  made  of  the  body,  whether 
delivered  to  friends  or  buried  from  the  Hospital,  in  which 
latter  case  he  shall  mention  the  place  of  interment. 

The  body  of  any  person  dying  at  the  Hospital  shall  not  be 
delivered  without  a  written  receipt  from  the  parties  taking 
the  same. 

Government  of  Patients. 

Patients  shall  implicitly  observe  all  the  rules  of  the 
Hospital. 

Patients  shall  be  in  their  proper  places  in  the  wards  during 
the  visit  of  the  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  and  always  by 
7.30  o'clock  P.M.,  unless  specially  excused  by  the  Superin- 
tendent. 

Such  free  patients  as  are  able  shall  assist  in  nursing,  and 
in  such  other  services  as  may  be  reasonably  required  of 
them. 
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No  patient  shall  leave  the  Hospital  grounds  without  a  pass 
from  the  Superintendent,  nor  his  ward  without  the  consent 
of  the  nurse  in  charge. 

No  patient  shall  purchase,  or  caused  to  be  purchased  for 
him,  any  article  of  food  whatsoever,  nor  any  other  article, 
without  the  consent  of  the  Superintendent. 

Profane  and  obscene  language,  loud  talking,  and  incivility 
are  prohibited. 

Patients  may  be  visited  by  clergymen  of  their  own  selec- 
tion, and  any  wish  for  the  performance  of  a  particular  relig- 
ious rite  shall  be  indulged  when  practicable. 

Complaints,  for  whatever  cause,  may  be  made  to  the  Super- 
intendent or  Visiting  Committee,  and  when  reasonable  shall 
be  by  them  reported  to  the  Trustees. 

Visitors. 

No  person  shall  visit  any  part  of  the  premises,  except  on 
business,  or  at  such  times  as  may  be  fixed  for  the  reception 
of  visitors,  without  the  permission  of  the  Superintendent,  or 
of  some  one  of  the  Trustees. 

On  Monday,  Tuesday,  Thursday,  and  Saturday  of  each 
week,  from  2  to  3  o'clock  P.M.,  friends  may  be  permitted 
to  visit  patients,  though  no  patient  shall  receive  more  than 
two  visitors  on  the  same  day.  In  all  cases,  however,  the 
Trustees  or  Superintendent  may  exercise  discretionary  pow- 
ers as  to  excluding  or  admitting  visitors. 

All  visitors  shall  leave  the  Hospital  when  the  bell  rings  at 
the  expiration  of  the  visiting  hour. 

No  visitor  shall  take  any  meal  in  the  Hospital,  or  pass  the 
night  therein,  without  permission  from  the  Superintendent  or 
one  of  the  Trustees. 

No  visitor  shall  be  allowed  to  give  any  artice  of  food  or 
drink  to  a  patient,  unless  by  permission  of  the  nurse ;  and 
any  article  sent  to  a  patient  shall  be  left  with  the  Superin- 
tendent. 
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THE  BOSTON  CITY  HOSPITAL  TEAINING-SCHOOL 
FOR  NURSES. 


The  Trustees  of  the  Boston  City  Hospital  are  prepared  to 
give  a  two  years'  course  of  training  to  women  desirous  of 
becoming  professional  nurses. 

Those  wishing  to  receive  such  a  course  of  instruction 
must  apply  to  the  Superintendent  of  the  City  Hospital, 
Boston. 

The  most  desirable  age  for  candidates  is  from  twenty-three 
to  thirty-five  years  ;  they  must  l)e  in  sound  health,  and  must 
send  with  their  application  a  certificate  from  two  responsible 
persons  (one  a  physician)  as  to  their  good  character  and 
good  health.  Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Superintend- 
ent of  the  Hospital,  and  the  approval  of  the  Trustees,  they 
will  be  received  for  one  month  on  probation.  During  this 
month  they  are  boarded  and  lodged,  and  have  their  laundry 
work  done  at  the  Hospital,  but  receive  no  compensation. 

The  Superintendent  of  Nurses  has  charge  of  the  Training- 
School,  under  the  authority  of  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Hospital  and  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  the  nurses  are 
subject  to  the  rules  of  the  Hospital,  Their  fitness  for  the 
work,  and  the  propriety  of  retaining  or  dismissing  them  at 
the  end  of  the  month  of  trial,  are  determined  by  the  author- 
ities in  charge  of  the  school,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Trustees  ;  and  the  same  authorities  can,  in  like  manner,  dis- 
(•harge  them  at  any  time,  in  case  of  misconduct  or  inefii- 
ciency.  They  reside  in  the  Hospital,  and  serve  as  assistant 
nurses  in  its  wards. 

AH  nurses  are  required  to  be  sober,  honest,  truthful, 
trustworthy,  punctual,  quiet,  orderly,  cleanly,  neat,  patient, 
kind,  and  cheerful. 

Course  of  Training. 

Those  fulfilling  the  conditions  of  the  probationary  month 
are  accepted  as  pupils.  They  must  sign  a  Avritten  agreement 
to  remain  at  school  for  two  years,  and  to  conform  to  the 
rules. 

The  instruction  includes  :  — 

1.  The  dressing  of  blisters,  burns,  sores,  and  wounds, 
and  preparation  and  applying  of  fomentations,  poultices,  and 
minor  dressings. 

2.  Cupping,  leeching,  and  subsequent  treatment.

3.  The  administering  of  enemas,  and  use  of  the  female 
catheter. 

4.  The  applying  of  friction  to  the  body  and  extremities 
in  the  l^est  method. 

5.  The  management  of  helpless  patients  in  bed,  in  mov- 
ing, changing  bed  and  body  linen,  giving  baths,  keeping 
patients  warm  or  cool,  prevention  and  dressing  bed-sores, 
managing  position,  etc.,  and  in  feeding. 

6.  The  making  of  bandages  and  rollers,  preparation  of 
splints,  etc.,  and  bandaging. 

7.  The  making  of  beds  and  changing  sheets,  etc,  with 
patients  in  bed. 

8.  The  cooking,  preparing,  and  serving  of  food  and  deli- 
cacies for  the  sick. 

They  are  also  given  some  instruction  in  the  best  practical 
methods  of  supplying  fresh  air,  warming  and  ventilating 
sick-rooms  in  a  proper  manner,  and  are  taught  to  take 
proper  care  of  rooms  and  wards  ;  in  keeping  all  utensils 
perfectly  clean  and  disinfected,  etc.  ;  to  observe  the  sick 
accurately  in  regard  to  the  state  of  the  secretions,  expec- 
torations, pulse,  breathing,  skin,  temperature,  eruptions, 
sleep,  mental  condition  as  to  delirium,  stupor,  etc.,  con- 
dition of  wounds,  appetite,  effect  of  diet  or  of  stimulants  and 
medicine,  and  the  managing  of  convalescents. 

The  instruction  is  given  mainly  by  the  Superintendent  of 
the  Training-School  and  by  the  head  nurses.  Lectures, 
recitations,  and  demonstrations  also  take  })lace  at  stated 
periods  by  the  Hospital  staff  and  house  officers.  Exami- 
nations, chiefly  upon  practical  points,  will  take  place  from 
time  to  time. 

The  pupils  are  employed  as  assistant  nurses  in  the  wards 
of  the  Hospital,  and  are  paid  ten  dollars  (|10)  per  month 
during  the  first  year,  and  fourteen  dollars  ($14)  per  month 
during  the  second  year,  for  their  clothing  and  personal  ex- 
penses. This  sum  is  in  no  wise  intended  as  wages,  it  being 
considered  that  their  education  during  this  time  is  a  full 
equivalent  for  their  services. 

They  are  required  to  wear  at  all  times,  while  on  duty  in 
the  wards,  the  Training-School  uniform  dress. 

When  the  full  term  of  two  years  is  completed,  the  nurses 
thus  trained  receive  (after  final  examinations)  diplomas 
certifying  to  the  regular  course  of  training,  their  knowledge 
of  nursing,  and  their  ability. 

The  right  is  reserved  to  terminate  the  connection  of  any 
nurse  or  pupil  with  the  school  for  any  reason  which  may  be 
deemed  sufficient.

SECOND  SEMIANNUAL  EEPORT 

OF  THE 

INSPECTOR  OF  PRISONS  AND 
HOUSES  OE  DETENTION 

IN 

SUFFOLK  COUNTY. 

DECEMBER,  1885. 


In  Board  of  Aldermen,  Jan.  2,  1885. 

The  Special  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  ap- 
pointed to  visit  the  Jail  and  other  houses  of  detention  within 
the  county  of  SuiFok,  and  to  make  the  examination  and  in- 
spection required  by  law,  respectfully  submit  their  second 
semiannual  report. 

Jail. 

The  committee  visited  the  institution  Dec.  24,  and  found 
it  contained  147  inmates  :  males,  123  ;  females,  24.  Two 
inmates  have  died  during  the  year,  of  delirium  tremens. 

A  very  thorough  inspection  of  the  prison  was  made,  and 
every  department  was  found  in  excellent  condition ;  and  the 
prisoners  had  no  complaints  to  make. 

The  committee  desire  to  urge  the  matter  heretofore 
alluded  to  by  previous  committees,  that  the  large  windows 
of  the  jail  are  in  a  very  bad  condition,  never  having  been 
repaired  since  the  jail  was  built,  and  that  some  immediate 
action  should  be  taken  to  put  them  in  thorough  repair. 
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Marcella-^treet  Home. 

The  committee  visited  this  institution  Dec.  26,  finding 
248  boys,  and  122  girls,  a  total  of  370.  The  entire  building 
was  very  carefully  inspected,  and  found  to  be  neat  and  orderly 
throughout,  the  children  being  well  cared  for  and  well  accom- 
modated. 

House  of  Correction. 

This  institution  was  also  visited  Dec.  26,  at  which  time 
the  number  of  prisoners  was  :  males,  443  ;  females,  61  ;  total, 
504. 

On  visiting  the  various  departments  everything  was  found 
to  be  in  perfect  order;  and  the  continuous  rattle  of  200  or 
more  sewing-machines  bore  testimonj^  to  the  statement  of 
the  master,  that  every  hand  was  employed.  During  the 
year  the  health  of  the  institution  has  been  remarkable,  but 
one  inmate  having  died.  The  discipline  of  the  institution  was 
excellent,  the  food  good  in  quality  and  sufficient  in  quantity. 

Lunatic  Hospital. 

This  institution  was  visited  on  the  26th  of  Dec,  late  in  the 
afternoon,  just  as  most  of  the  patients  were  at  supper.  The 
total  nunber  of  inmates  was  found  to  be  :  males,  113  ;  females, 
113;  total,  226.  Visiting  the  various  portions  of  the  hos- 
pital, neatness  and  watchful  care  for  the  welfare  of  this  most 
unfortunate  class  were  found  on  every  hand.  At  the  last 
visit  of  the  committee,  in  June,  they  stated  that  the  institu- 
tion was  overcrowded,  and  yet  the  total  number  of  inmates 
at  this  present  visit  was  still  larger,  and  the  committee 
would  respectfully  urge  that  all  due  speed  be  used  in  the 
buildins:  now  beino^  erected  on  Lono^  Island,  for  the  inmates 
of  Austin  Farm,  so  that  the  buildings  there  may  be  at  once 
used  for  the  chronic  patients  now  in  this  hospital. 

Houses  of  Industry  and  Reformation  and  Truant 

School. 

The  committee  visited  the  institutions  at  the  island  on 
Dec.  31,  and  made  a  very  careful  investigation  of  several 
houses  of  detention  located  at  this  place.  The  inmates  in 
the  several  institutions  were  as  follows  :  — 

House  of  Industry,  to  date,  1,140. 

House  of  Reformation  :  Boys,  71 ;  girls,  15  ;  total,  86. 

Truant  School,  117. 
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The  committee  found  the  institutions  managed  with  the 
same  degree  of  excellence  as  on  previous  visits,  under  its 
efficient  superintendent,  Col.  Whiton.  Since  the  visit  of 
the  committee  in  June  last  the  new  hospital  has  been  finished 
and  occupied,  and  was  found  to  be  completely  filled  with 
patients,  although  when  built  it  was  thought  to  be  large 
enough  for  all  purposes  for  some  years  to  come.  The  House 
of  Industry  is  much  overcrowded,  beds  for  the  prisoners  hav- 
ing to  be  placed  in  the  corridors  of  the  prison.  An  enlarge- 
ment of  this  building  is  much  needed,  and  will  be  a  necessity 
in  a  very  short  time.

AN  ORDINANCE  MAKING  A  NEW  DIVISION  OF  THE  CITY 
INTO  WARDS. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Boston,

Number  One.

of  beginning.

FINAL  PROCEEDINGS 

OF  THE 

BOARD  OF  ALDERMEN, 

OF  1885. 


In  Board  of  Aldermen,  Jan.  2,  1886. 

Upon  the  conclusion  of  the  business  of  the  Board, 
Alderman  Hart  offered  the  following :  — 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  be  expressed  to  Alderman  Charles  V.  Whitten, 
for  the  able  and  impartial  manner  in  which  he  has  presided 
at  the  meetings  of  the  Board  during  the  past  year.  By  his 
valuable  experience,  and  ready  insight  into  the  proper 
methods  of  transacting  the  city's  business,  he  has  materially 
aided  the  members  of  the  Board  in  the  performance  of  their 
official  duties,  while  his  promptness  and  marked  ability  as  a 
presiding  officer  have  enabled  him  to  despatch  the  business 
of  the  Board  in  a  manner  highly  creditable  to  himself.  As 
the  intimate  relations  that  have  existed  between  us  are  now 
about  to  be  terminated,  we  desire  to  extend  to  Alderman 
Whitten  our  heartfelt  good  wishes  for  his  continued  welfare 
and  happiness. 

The  foregoing  resolution  having  been  read  by  the 
City  Clerk,  Alderman  Hart  arose  and  said :  — 
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It  gives  me  very  great  pleasure  to  be  able  to  say  a  word 
in  addition  to  this  resolution.  Alderman  Whitten  has  been 
the  most  congenial  presiding  officer  that  it  has  been  my 
pleasure  to  sit  under.  We  have  received  from  him  instruc- 
tion, advice,  and  amusement,  and  he  has  placed  those  very 
things  in  such  nice  position  that  we  have  never  realized  but 
what  he  has  been  giving  most  solid,  sensible  advice  ;  and  for 
one,  he  being  a  member  of  my  old  political  family,  having 
gone  out  of  the  fold,  I  have  never  yet  felt  that  my  hand  was 
not  held  out  to  him  to  lead  him  back  into  the  fold  of  the  old 
Republican  party.  It  is  still  held  out,  and  it  will  always  be 
held  out ;  and  as  I  know,  from  long  acquaintance,  from  the 
time  when  we  were  boys  together,  he  has  been  a  Republican 
all  his  life,  and  he  is  to-day,  and  he  will  finally  come  back 
into  the  fold.  But  that  is  all  nonsense,  of  course.  And 
now,  Alderman  Whitten,  I  extend  to  you  my  right  hand  as 
a  Republican,  and  I  hope  you  will  live  a  long  life  and  enjoy 
all  you  have  here. 

The  Chairman.  — Thank  you. 

Alderman  Smith  then  seconded  the  resolution  with 
the  following  remarks :  — 

I  heartily  indorse  all  that  Alderman  Hart  has  said,  and  I 
am  happy  to  add  ray  testimony  to  the  very  able,  impartial, 
and  fair  manner  in  which  our  presiding  officer,  Alderman 
Whitten,  has  presided  over  the  labors  of  the  Board  of  Alder- 
men for  the  last  year.  I  trust  that  he  will  go  out  from  this 
Board  with  a  feeling  which  I  am  sure  every  member  enter- 
tains for  him,  that  he  has  done  his  whole  duty. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Welch,  it  was  voted  that 
the  question  on  the  passage  of  the  resolution  be  taken 
by  a  rising  vote.  The  resolution  was  read  a  second 
time  by  the  Clerk  and  passed  by  a  unanimous  rising 
vote. 

Alderman  Whittek  then  spoke  as  follows :  — 

Gentlemen  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen^  —  I  tender  my  sin- 
cere thanks  for  the  sentiments  expressed  in  the  resolution 
you  have  been  pleased  to  adopt.  I  assure  you  that  I  deeply 
appreciate  the  compliment  conveyed  in  it,  and  I  reciprocate 
the  kind  feeling  that  prompts  it. 

We  have  now  reached  the  end  of  another  municipal  year, 
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and  in  a  few  short  moments  shall  cease  to  exist  as  a  Board. 
Some,  whether  or  not  more  fortunate  than  the  others,  have 
been  called  upon  to  serve  the  city  for  another  year,  while 
others  are  relegated  to  private  life,  and  retire  from  office 
with  the  consciousness,  I  trust,  of  duty  well  performed. 

I  do  not  propose  to  weary  you  by  rehearsing  the  events  of 
the  year.  The  business  that  has  come  before  you  has  been 
promptly  attended  to.  Public  works  have  been  carried  on 
in  all  departments  with  due  regard  to  the  interests  of  the  city. 
Although  shorn  of  the  greater  part  of  your  executive  power, 
you  have  not  failed  to  watch  the  course  of  events  with  care, 
and  to  interpose  the  weight  of  your  authority  when  occasion 
seemed  to  demand. 

The  present  year  has  witnessed  a  great  change  in  our  form 
of  municipal  government.  The  amendments  to  the  City 
Charter,  which  went  into  effect  early  in  the  year,  deprived 
the  City  Council  of  a  large  portion  of  its  executive  power, 
and,  consequently,  of  a  great  share  of  responsibility.  It  is, 
perhaps,  too  early  to  predict  what  the  outcome  will  be,  but 
the  experiment  —  for  experiment  it  must  be  still  called  — 
will  be  watched  with  interest  by  all  who  are  interested  in 
good  government.  A  fair  judgment  cannot  be  passed  upon 
the  measure  until  it  has  been  in  operation  for  at  least  an 
entire  municipal  year.  Coming  into  force  in  the  middle  of 
the  year,  it  has,  of  course,  caused  considerable  friction,  and 
criticism  on  the  part  of  those  who  have  been  most  aft'ected  by 
it,  w^ould,  at  this  time,  be  unfair.  Yet,  while  I  am  not  in- 
clined to  take  a  pessimistic  view  of  the  situation,  I  am  of  the 
opinion  that  a  less  radical  measure  would  have  been  more 
conducive  to  the  interests  of  good  government,  and  that  time 
will  show  that  it  is  not  for  the  public  interest  to  phice  too 
much  power  in  the  hands  of  one  individual.  To  be  sure,  it 
is  largely  a  question  of  men,  and  the  power  which  could  be 
safely  intrusted  to  an  officer  like  our  present  chief  magis- 
trate, would  be  dangerous  in  the  hands  of  some  men  who 
might  be  elected  to  the  office  of  Mayor. 

The  action  of  the  Legislature  in  limiting  the  rate  of  taxa- 
tion is  another  measure  which  will  have  a  great  effect  upon 
the  future  of  the  city.  It  is  at  present  a  popular  measure, 
for  it  caused  a  considerable  diminution  in  the  tax  rate  of  the 
present  year,  and  those  who  base  their  opinion  of  the  govern- 
ment upon  the  amount  of  their  tax-bills,  are  inclined  to  be 
most  enthusiastic  in  regard  to  it.  Whether  or  not  their  en- 
thusiasm will  continue  when  they  are  denied  the  public  im- 
provements that  are  essential  to  the  development  of  property, 
remains  to  be  seen  ;  for,  in  my  opinion,  the  limit  has  been 
placed  too  low  to  meet  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  city, 
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and  our  successors  will  be  compelled  to  either  suspend  the 
work  on  public  improvements,  for  which  there  is  a  constant 
demand,  or  else  evade  the  law  by  means  of  loans  which  will 
tax  the  borrowing  capacity  of  the  cit}^  to  its  utmost.  It 
would  seem  that  the  advocates  of  the  aieasure  lost  sight  of 
the  fact  that  Boston  is  a  growing  city,  and  that  the  expenses 
of  carrying  it  on  increase  with  its  growth.  The  suburbs  are 
growing  rapidly,  and  the  demand  for  public  improvement 
becomes  more  urgent  every  year.  They  need  streets,  sew- 
ers, and  all  the  necessities  of  modern  civilization,  and  the 
money  which  is  expended  for  such  things,  by  developing 
property,  comes  back  to  the  treasury  in  the  shape  of  taxes. 
If  unproductive  real  estate  can  be  converted  into  taxable 
property  by  laying  out  a  street,  or  building  a  sewer,  the 
whole  public  is  benefited.  I  think  that  public  improve- 
ments should  go  on,  and  should  be  paid  for  out  of  the  revenue 
of  the  current  year.  Let  the  tax  rate  be  more  or  less,  I 
should  regret  to  see  any  departure  from  the  "  pay-as-you-go" 
principle  that  has  prevailed  for  many  years. 

The  powers  of  the  City  Council  were  still  further  limited 
during  the  year  by  the  act  creating  the  Board  of  Police.  As 
a  measure  affecting  our  local  pride  the  act  was  opposed  by 
all  who  believed  in  the  ability  of  the  city  to  manage  its  own 
affairs ;  but  candor  compels  me  to  admit  that  the  Police 
Department  is  in  a  most  satisfactory  condition,  and  that  the 
change  has  worked  no  harm. 

We  are  now  threatened  with  another  encroachment  upon 
the  rio^ht  of  local  self-o^overnment  in  the  threat  to  transfer  the 
power,  of  regulating  street  cars  to  the  Board  of  Railroad 
Commissioners.  This  proposition  should  be  resisted.  We 
must  all  regret  that  the  Board  has  been  unable  to  deal  suc- 
cessfully with  the  problem  of  regulating  the  running  of  horse 
cars  in  our  crowded  streets  ;  but  1  think  that  is  a  question 
that  will  ultimately  be  settled  without  intervention  of  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  or  the  Legislature,  for  a  long-suffering 
public  will  at  last  assert  its  rights,  and  elevated  roads  will 
solve  the  question  of  rapid  transit.  The  signs  of  the  times 
point  in  that  direction,  and  I  venture  to  predict  that  it  will 
be  but  a  comparatively  short  time  before  our  city  will  enjoy 
equal  facilities  for  local  travel  with  other  cities. 

We  have  had  this  year  a  ftiir  opportunity  of  judging  the 
merits  of  the  aldermanic  district  system,  and  I  believe  that 
you  will  agree  with  me  that  it  is  immeasurably  inferior  to 
the  old  plan  of  electing  aldermen  at  large.  It  has  failed,  as 
far  as  I  can  see,  in  accomplishing  any  of  the  great  results 
that  were  prophesied  by  the  friends  of  the  measure.  Cer- 
tainly, the  pressure  upon  the  members  of  the  Board  has  in 
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no  wise  diminished.  Sectional  influences  have  been  brought 
to  bear  upon  us  with  redoubled  force.  Each  Alderman  is 
looked  upon  as  the  representative  of  his  particular  district, 
having  no  interest  in  other  parts  of  the  city,  and  is  expected 
to  devote  his  time  and  energies  to  catering  to  the  wants  of 
his  constituents.  Formerly  the  Board  of  Aldermen  was 
regarded  as  an  unpartisan,  conservative  body,  uninfluenced 
by  local  prejudices ;  how  far  it  will  depart  from  this  stan- 
dard under  the  influences  that  will  be  brought  to  bear  upon 
it  you  can  judge  as  well  as  I.  The  measure  was  retrogres- 
sive in  character,  and  should  never  have  been  adopted. 

The  death  of  Alderman  Leighton  is  the  saddest  recollec- 
tion of  the  year.  Cut  ofi*  in  the  prime  of  life,  his  loss  was 
deeply  felt  by  his  associates  in  the  Board. 

Our  thanks  are  due  to  the  several  city  officers  who  have 
lightened  our  labors  by  their  zeal  and  ability. 

And  now,  gentlemen,  I  again  thank  you  for  your  kind- 
ness, and  lay  down  the  gavel  of  chairman  with  pleasure  in 
knowing  that  I  have  wielded  it  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
members  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  1885.

ADDRESS  OF  PRESIDENT  JENKINS. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Common  Council,  —  For  the  resolution 
adopted,  and  the  words  of  compliment  spoken  in  support  of  the 
same,  accept  my  heartfelt  thanks.  It  is,  indeed,  gratifying  to 
receive  such  a  flattering  vote  of  confidence,  and  particularly 
so  when  we  remember  the  trying  and  peculiar  circumstances 
under  which  I  labored.  Events  that  occurred  early  in  the 
year  caused  the  formation  of  two  organizations  in  this  cham- 
ber,—  the  "  combination "  on  the  one  side,  and  the  "  anti- 
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combination  "  on  the  other.  Both  parties  were  well-managed 
and  disciplined,  and  for  a  while  a  feeling  of  strife  and  bitter- 
ness prevailed.  But,  as  we  became  better  acquainted  and 
understood  each  other,  the  contention  faded  away,  and  good- 
will and  fellowship  followed.  It  would  be  useless  for  me  to 
have  attempted  to  please  everybody,  consequently  my  aim 
was  to  satisfy  the  larger  number,  and  particularly  my  friends  ; 
and  as  to  whether  or  not  I  was  successful,  you  can  best  judge. 
While  parting  with  you  to-night,  it  is  with  the  pleasure  of 
knowing  that  I  hold  malice  towards  none,  and  the  hope  that 
if  I  have  wounded  the  feelings  of  any  member  that  I  shall  be 
forgiven,  for  I  assure  you  such  action  on  my  part  was  not 
intentional,  but  Avas  caused  by  circumstances  over  which  I 
had  no  control.  I  desire  also  to  express  my  appreciation  of 
the  many  favors  received  at  the  hands  of  our  efficient  and 
courteous  clerk,  Mr.  Joseph  O'Kane.  Also  to  Colonel  Alvah 
H.  Peters,  our  city  messenger,  and  his  able  assistants,  for 
their  strict  attention  to  the  duties  of  their  office,  and  to  our 
phonographic  reporter,  Mr.  W.  O.  Eobson,  for  his  fan* 
reports  of  our  proceedings.  We  should  also  be  thankful 
to  a  merciful  God,  that  during  the  year  our  roll  of  member- 
ship was  not  broken  by  the  hand  of  death. 

In  a  few  moments  many  of  us  will  part  not  to  meet  again 
as  members  of  the  City  Council ;  to  such  I  extend  an  invita- 
tion to  give  me  a  call  at  any  time,  and  you  may  depend  upon 
it  I  will  not  only  be  pleased  to  see  you,  but  glad  to  render 
you  a  favor  if  able  to  do  so.
